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HON.  KIRTLAND  IRVING  PERKY. 

Hon.  Klrtland  Irvine  Perky,  well  known  as  a  lawyer  and  law  maker,  having  for- 
merly represented  Idaho  In  the  United  States  senate,  while  at  the  present  time  he  i» 
an  active  member  of  tbe  Bolae  bar,  was  born  at  SmitbTllle,  Wayne  county,  Ohio,  Feb- 
ruary S,  1S67.  His  father,  Dr.  John  Firestone  Perky,  and  bts  mother,  Esther  (Uarr 
tin)  Perky,  were  natives  of  Pennsylvania.  The  former  came  of  French  Huguenot 
ancestry,  while  the  latter  was  of  Scotch-Irish  descent.  The  Perky  line  la  traced 
back  to  Daniel  Perky,  who  came  from  Switzerland  to  the  new  world  prior  to  the 
Revolutionary  war  and  established  his  home  In  Virginia. 

Kirtlknd  I.  Perky  spent  his  early  boyhood  to  the  age  of  thirteen  years  in  Smith- 
vllle,  Ohio,  and  In  18S0  the  family  removed  to  Nebraska,  where  he  was  reared  to  man- 
hood. He  completed  his  more  specifically  literary  education  by  graduation  from  the 
Ohio  Northern  University  of  Ada,  Ohio,  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1888,  at  which 
time  the  Bachelor  of  Slcence  degree  was  conferred  upon  him.  He  afterward  took  up 
the  study  of  law  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  first  in  the  office  of  Bryan  &  Talbot  and  later 
in  the  ofllce  of  Comlsh  ft  TIbbetts,  well  known  attorneys  of  that  place.  The  former 
firm  wss  composed  of  William  Jennings  Bryan  and  A.  R.  Talbot.  Subsequently  Mr. 
Perky  did  two  years'  work  In  one  year  In  the  lav  department  of  the  Unlveraity  of 
Iowa  at  Iowa  City  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Des  Moines  In  1890.  He  then 
located  for  practice  In  Wahoo,  Nebraska,  where  be  remained  until  18S4,  when  he 
came  to  Idaho,  settling  first  at  Albion.  Subsequently  he  removed  to  Mountain  Home 
and  while  there  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  district  court  In  1901,  serving  out  an  un- 
expired term  bnd  declining  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  office.  In  1903  he  removed 
to  Boise  and  has  been  a  leading  member  of  the  bar  of  that  city  throughout  the  Inter- 
vening period.  He  has  had  much  to  do  with  shaping  political  activity  as  well  as  legal 
Interests  in  his  community  and  served  as  chairman  of  the  state  democratic  central 
committee  from  1900  until  1902.  In  November,  1912,  he  was  appointed  United 
States  senator  by  James  H.  Hawley  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  t^rm  of  the  late  Weldon 
B.  Heybum  and  continued  In  the  position  until  the  close  of  the  term,  when  he  resumed 
his  law  practice  in  Boise,  which  has  become  extensive  and  of  a  most  Important  char- 
acter. He  Is  now-  the  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Perky  li  Brlnck,  being  assoelated 
with  Dana  B.  Brlnck,  with  offices  In  the  McCarty  Building  In  Boise.  He  displays 
wide  research  and  provident  care  In  the  preparation  of  his  cases  and  at  no  time  has 
bis  reading  ever  been  confined  to  the  limitations  of  the  questions  at  Issue  but  has 
gone  beyond  and  compassed  every  contingency,  providing  not  alone  for  the  expected 
bat  tor  the  unexpected,  which  happens  in  the  courts  quite  as  frequently  as  oat  ot 
them.  His  legal  learning,  his  analytical  mind,  the  readiness  with  which  he  grasps 
the  points  in  an  argument,  all  combine  to  make  him  one  of  the  atrong  attorneys  of 
the  Boise  bar. 

On  the  18th  ot  April,  1891  Mr.  Perky  was  married  to  Miss  Blla  Hunter,  of  Port 
Recovery,  Ohio,  and  they  have  one  child,  now  Hrs.  Esther  Woodhouse,  of  Bloomlng- 
ton,  Wisconsin.  Fraternally  Mr.  Perky  Is  Connected  with  the  Benevolent  Protective 
Order  of  Elks  and  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  The  major  part  of  his  time  and  atten- 
tlon,  however,  is  given  to  his  professional  Interests  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  Amer- 
ican Bar  Association.  He  has  ever  held  to  the  highest  professional  standards  and  Is 
recognised  as  an  able  minister  in  the  temple  ot  Justice. 


HERMAN  CHARLES  ALLEN 

Herman  Charles  Allen  was  numbered  among  the  substantial  andvalned  citlxens  ot 
Boise  and  at  the  time  ot  his  death,  which  occurred  on  the  4th  of  May,  1919,  was  filling 
the  position  of  state  highway  engineer.  His  worth  as  a  man  and  in  public  relations 
caused  bis  death  to  be  the  occasion  of  moat  deep  and  widespread  regret.    Mr.  Allen  was 
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born  on  a  farm  in  Parke  conntr,  Indiana,  June  2,  1870,  and  was  the  third  Mn  of  Joaeph 
and  Hahala  B.  (Stalker)  Allen.  The  paternal  Krandtather,  Solomon  Allen,  waa  one  of 
the  pioneer  Bettlers  of  Indiana,  to  whl<di  state  he  remored  from  Tlrgtnla.  casting  In  bis 
lot  with  thone  who  were  reclaiming  the  western  frontier  for  the  purposes  of  ctTllliatlon. 
He  was  a  farmer,  wheelwright  and  nnrseryman  and  he  continued  a  resident  of  Parke 
conntr,  Indiana,  to  the  time  ol  his  death,  which  occurred  In  1893,  when  he  had  reached 
the  very  renerahle  age  o(  ninetr-flve  years.  His  son,  Joseph  Allen,  was  bom  In  Parke 
conntf,  made  (arming  his  life  work  and  there  passed  away,  but  the  mother  still  sur- 
Tlvea  and  la  living  In  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  Of  their  seven  children,  Ove  are  yet 
living. 

Herman  C.  Allen,  the  onlr  one  who  came  to  Idaho,  was  reared  In  his  native  connty, 
where  he  attended  a  coontrr  school  to  the  age  of  seventeen  years,  completing  the  wt^ 
<A  the  eighth  grade,  after  which  he  took  up  the  study  of  civil  engineering  in  Purdue 
University  at  La  Payette,  Indiana,  In  which  Institution  he  remained  aa  a  student  from 
1891  until  18S4.  He  finished  the  work  of  the  Junior  year  alid  then  left  school  in  order 
to  earn  money  with  which  to  continue  his  studies  but  never  returned  to  Purdue.  In 
1894  he  went  to  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  employed  as  a  draughtsman  for  three 
years,  first  In  Springfield  and  later  In  Boston.  When  ho  again  became  a  resident  ot 
Indiana  he  took  up  civil  engineering  and  for  a  period  of  two  decades,  or  from  1898 
until  hie  demise,  was  continuously  engaged  In  professional  work  ttf  that  character, 
dividing  his  time  betweeo  railroad  and  municipal  projects  having  to  do  with  his  profes- 
sion. He  followed  civil  engineering  In  Indiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  Montana, 
Wyoming  and  Washington,  all  before  ctonlng  to  Idaho  In  1916.  He  was  the  assistant 
city  engineer  of  Indianapolis  from  1903  until  1907,  asBistant  city  engineer  of  Qreat  Fails, 
Montana,  for  two  and  a  halt  years,  consulting  engineer  at  Qlasgow,  Moo- 
tana,  and  also  at  Sheridan,  Wyoming,  and  for  three  and  a  halt  y^rs  he  was  located 
at  Spokane,  Washington,  following  his  profession  In  both  Washington  aud  Idaho,  with 
Spokane  as  the  base  of  hie  operations.  His  eicellent  work  as  a.  civil  engineer  In  this 
section  led  to  his  appointment  as  state  highway  engineer  ot  Idaho,  to  which  office  be 
was  called  November  1,  1917,  by  the  Idaho  State  Highway  Commission.  At  the  time 
of  his  appointment  he  was  located  at  Wallace,  Idaho,  bnt  subsequently  removed  to  Boise. 
It  is  a  notable  tact  that  the  west  Is  far  In  advance  ot  the  east  In  taking  over  the  control 
and  management  ot  Interests  which  are  matters  of  public  concern.  The  state  feels  its 
respouBibility  in  connection  with  all  that  has  to  do  with  the  welfare,  progress  and 
upbuilding  of  the  commonwealth  and  Its  public  Interests  are  highly  organised.  Among 
the  offices  created  by  Idaho  that  have  found  few  precedents  in  the  east  is  that  of  state 
highway  engineer,  which  poeltlon  was  capably  filled  by  Herman  Charles  Allen,  of  Boise. 

In  1900,  at  RockvlUe,  Indiana,  Mr.  Allen  was  married  to  Miss  Zoe  Tenbroofc,  a 
schoolmate  and  acquaintance  of  his  boyhood  days.  They  had  two  sons,  Wallace  and 
Charles  Joseph,  aged  respectively  fourteen  ahd  eight  years.  Hr.  Allen  had  tew  associa- 
tions outside  the  strict  path  of  his  profession  but  was  a  member  ot  the  American  Society 
of  Civil  Engineers,  which  Indicated  his  high  professional  standing  and  marked  ability. 
He  was  engaged  tn  the  line  of  his  duty  when  death  overtook  him  at  Sprague,  Wash' 
Ington,  on  the  4th  ot  May,  1619.  He  had  resigned  his  position  as  state  highway  engineer 
several  weeks  before  bis  demise,  h<q»lng  to  have  his  resignation  take  effect  on  the  Ist 
of  May,  but  as  bis  suooessor  had  not  arrived  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  positioa, 
Hr.  Allen  was  holding  over  In  the  office..  Those  who  knew  him,  and  be  bad  a  wide 
acquaintance  throughout  the  state,  esteemed  him  very  highly  and  his' genuine  worth 
was  attested  by  all  with  whom  he  came  In  contact. 


JOHN  CONSER  POX. 

John  Conser  Fox,  a  merchant  of  Halley  conducting  a  department  store,  was  bom 
in  Columbia  county,  Pennsylvania,  July  2,  1847,, and  has  therefore  passed  the  seventy- 
eecond  milestone  on  life's  ioumey.  His  parents  were  Daniel  and  Jane  (Morris)  F<n 
and  under  the  parental  roof  he  spent  the  days  of  his  boyhood  and  youth,  pursuing  his 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  county.  He  started  out  upon  his  business 
career  as  clerk  in  a  dry  goods  store  and  was  thus  employed  in  his  native  state  until 
1872. 

He  then  started  tor  the  west,  making  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  his  destination.  There 
he  entered  tbe  Walker  Brothers  Dry  Goods  Store,  in  which  he  was  employed  until  May, 
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18S1.  Then  on  account  of  the  new  mines  that  were  being  opened  near  Halley,  Blaine 
conntr,  Idaho,  he  removed  to  tbia  place  and  established  a  groceir  etore.  Two  years 
later  lie  engaged  In  the  dry  goods  boslnefls  and  baa  since  been  active  along  this  line. 
In  the  fall  of  1881  he  erected  a  small  store  building  twenty  by  sixty  feet  and  occupied 
it  for  five  years.  It  waa  then  destroyed  by  fire  and  be  erected  a  brick  building  thirty 
by  sixty  feet.  In  18S9  the  town  was  largely  wiped  out  In  a  conflagration  that  cost  him 
the  loss  of  eTerything  that  be  had  made.  He  n«zt  erected  bis  present  building,  also 
bought  one  adjoining  and  through  the  Intervening  period  be  bas  conducted  one  of  the 
leading  mercantile  establishments  of  Halley.  He  has  now  a  well  appointed  department 
store,  carrying  various  lines  of  goods  and  Is  accorded  a  liberal  patronage  because  of  his 
reasonable  prices,  bis  straightforward  dealing  and  bis  earnest  desire  to  please  bis 
patrons.    He  Is  also  the  vice  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Halley. 

In  1874  Hr.  Fox  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Prances  E.  Lovell,  a  daughter  of 
William  and  Sarah  F.  (Allen)  Lorell  and  a  native  of  Dubuque,  Iowa.  They  became  the 
parents  of  Ave  children:  James  Otis,  now  deceased;  Bart  Wlllman;  John  Russell;  Jean- 
nette  Rachel;  and  Howard  Carson. 

Mr.  Pos  Is  a  republiqpn  in  his  political  views  and  his  high  standing  in  matters 
of  citizenship  Is  shown  in  the  tact  that  lor  two  years  be  served  as  mayor  of  Halley. 
He  Is  a  prominent  Mason,  having  attained  the  thirty-second  degree  of  the  Scottish  Rite, 
and  is  a  loyal  follower  of  the  teachings  and  purposes  of  the  craft.  His  career  has  been 
marked  by  steady  progress.  Not  all  days  bave  been  equally  bright,  for  twice  he  has 
suffered  heavy  losses  by  fire,  but  notwithstanding  this  his  resolute  spirit  has  enabled 
blm  to  overcome  difllcultles  and  discouragements  and  step  by  step  he  has  advanced, 
regarding  each  point  which  be  attains  aa  the  starting  point  for  other  and  larger  busi- 
ness achievements. 


HON.  RALPH  S.  NELSON. 

Hon.  Ralph  S.  Nelson,  a  lawyer,  practices  his  profession  in  Coeur  d'Atene  and  since 
1916  has  represented  Kootenai  county  in  the  state  senate.  He  was  bom  In  Marlssa. 
Illinois,  July  10,  1879,  a  son  of  James  K.  and  Anna  (Gray)  Nelson.  The  father  died  in 
Kansas  City,  Kansas,  In  1893  and  is  still  survived  by  the  mother,  who  now  makes  her 
home  with  her  son  in  Coeur  d'Atene  and  has  reached  the  age  of  seventy  years.  The 
family  comes  of  Scotch-Irish  ancestry  In  both  the  paternal  and  maternal  lines. 

Ralph  S.  Nelson  was  reared  In  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  tor  be  was  but  a  young  lad 
when  his  parents  removed  from  Illinois  to  the  Sunflower  state.  He  was  there  graduated 
from  the  high  scbool  when  eighteen  years  of  age  and  had  the  honor  of  being  chosen 
president  of  his  class.  Determining  upcm  the  practice  of  law  as  a  lite  work,  he  entered 
the  law  department  of  tbe  University  of  Kansas  at  Lawrence,  where  he  spent  three  years 
In  study  and  was  graduated  in  1902  with  the  LL.  B.  degree.  During  his  college  days  he 
became  a  member  of  the  Phi  Delta  Theta.  The  elemental  strength  of  his  character  Is 
shown  In  the  tact  that  he  paid  his  way  through  the  law  school  chiefly  with  money, 
saved  during  his  high  school  days,  earned  as  a  newsboy.  He  was  admitted  to  tbe 
Kansas  bar  in  1902  and  began  practice  in  Kansas  City,  where  be  remained  until  tbe 
latter  part  of  1910,  when  be  came  to  Idaho,  establishing  his  home  at  Coeur  d'Alene, 
Where  he  has  since  continuously  and  successfully  practiced.  He  Is  now  accorded  a 
large  clientage  that  connects  him  with  much  of  the  most  important  litigation  heard  In 
the  courts  of  his  district.  His  analytical  mind  enables  him  to  readily  determine  the 
salient  features  of  his  case  and  his  logic  enables  him  to  present  his  cause  In  strong 
and  forceful  manner. 

On  the  19th  of  June,  1907,  In  Tcqieka,  Kansas,  Mr.  Nelson  was  married  to  Miss 
Jeannette  H.  Ware,  a  daughter  of  tbe  famous  Kansas  lawyer  and  poet,  tbe  late  Eugene 
P.  Ware,  whose  writings  over  the  nom  de  plume  of  "IronqulH"  were  so  widely  read. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson  have  become  parents  of  two  sons  and  a  daughter:  Spencer  Ware, 
Ralph  Ware  and  Jean  Ware,  the  mother's  name  being  thus  perpetuated  in  that  of  her 
children. 

In  bis  political  views  Mr.  Nelson  has  always  been  a  stalwart  republican  from  the 
time  he  attained  his  majority.  He  served  as  city  attorney  of  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  from 
1906  nntll  1909  and  in  1913  was  elected  mayor  of  Coeur  d'Alene.  Because  ot  II]  health 
which  necessitated  a  surgical  operation  he  resigned  his  office  before  tbe  end  of  the  term 
and  upcm  recovering  his  health  he  resumed  the  practice  of  law.    He  is  a  member  of  tbe 
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'Stat«  Bar  Association  and  enjoys  the  high  regard  ot  profesBlonal  colleasues  and  contem- 
poraries. He  holds  membership  In  the  First  Presbyterian  church  of  Coeur  d'Alene,  ot 
which  he  Is  one  ot  the  truBtees.  He  Is  also  a  Knight  Templar  Mason  and  member  of 
the  Mystic  Shrine  and  In  club  circles  he  is  well  known,  hanng  membership  In  the 
Spokane  University  Club,  and  Hayden  Lake  Qolt  Club  and  In  the  game  finds  his  chief 
recreation. 


WILLIAM  L.  ENKINQ. 


Wllltam  L.  Enklng,  now  deceased,  was  well  known  as  the  manager  of  the  Ostrander 
Lumber  Company  ot  Gooding  and  was  classed  with  the  representative  buBlnesB  men  of 
his  section  ot  the  state.  He  was  born  in  Chicago,  November  21.  1871,  his  parents 
being  Clemens  and  Anna  (Smith)  Enklng.  His  boyhood  days  were  passed  at  the  place  > 
ot  his  nativity,  his  education  was  acquired  In  its  public  echools  and  he  started  upon 
his  business  career  as  an  employee  ot  Marshall  Field  A  Company  of  Chicago,  with  whom 
he  remained  for  twenty  years.  Hoping  to  enjoy  BtlU  better  buslnees  advantages  In 
the  west,  he  made  his  way  to  Idaho  in  1909,  settling  In  Gooding,  where  he  accepted  the 
responaible  position  of  manager  of  the  branch  lumberyard  of  the  Oetrander  Lambed 
Company.  He  made  good  in  this  connection,  largely  developed  the  trade  of  the  yard 
and  continued  In  charge  until  tals  death,  which  occurred  February  26,  1913,  when  he  was 
but  forty-two  years  of  age. 

In  1911  Mr.  Enklng  was  married  to  Hiss  Myrtle  Powell,  a  danghter  ot  Ira  and 
Margaret  (Kearney)  Powell  and  a  native  of  Avon.  Illinois.  Her  father  was  a  farmer 
of  IlUnolB  who  passed  away  in  18S2  at  the  age  of  thirty-two  years.  Mrs.  Enkmg  came 
to  the  west  in  1909  and  fllle'd  the  position  of  bookkeeper  with  various  Arms  prior  to 
her  marriage.  Her  mother  survives  and  is  now  living  with  Mrs.  Enklng,  who  on  the 
let  ot  Hay,  1917,  was  appointed  to  the  ofiloe  of  clerk  of  the  district  court  ot  Gooding 
county  as  successor  to  C.  L.  Miller,  and  in  191S  was  elected  to  that  position,  which 
she  Is  now  moat  acceptably  filling.    To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Enklng  was  born  a  son.  Harrod. 

Mr.  Enklng  was  a  republican  In  his  political  views  and  was  never  lacking  in 
fulfllilQg  the  obligations  and  duties  of  cltlsenship.  His  religious  faltb  was  that  of  the 
Episcopal  church  and  its  teachings  guided  him  in  alt  ot  the  relations  of  life.  HH 
was  a  man  of  sterling  qualities,  faithful  In  his  friendships,  progressive  In  cltUenshlp 
and  reserving  his  best  traits  of  character  for  hla  own  home  and  firoBlde.  Those  who 
knew  him,  and  he  had  a  wide  acquaintance,  spoke  of  him  In  terms  of  high  regard  and 
to  his  family  he  left  the  priceless  heritage  of  an  untarnlBhed  name. 


CHARLES  A.  RIDDLE. 


Charles  A.  Riddle,  a  successful  ranchman  and  well  known  citlien  of  Ada  county. 
Is  the  owner  of  a  highly  Improved  tract  of  land  comprising  eighty  acres  live  miles 
north  of  Meridian,  whereon  be  has  resided  continuously  for  the  past  seventeen  years 
and  which,  when  it  came  Into  bis  poesession,  was  oovered  with  tagehnish.  Hie  birth 
occurred  on  a  farm  near  Palmyra,  Macoupin  county,  Illinois,  August  10,  1872,  his 
parents  being  William  H.  and  Elvira  (Qooch)  Riddle,  both  of  whom  have  passed  away. 
The  father,  a  native  of  Tennessee,  joined  the  Union  army  at  the  time  of  the  Civil 
war  and  served  for  three  years  as  a  member  of  Company  H.  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-eeccmd  Illinois  Infantry.  In  the  year  1SS9  the  family  removed  to  Jefferson 
county,  Nebraska. 

Charles  A.  Riddle  was  a  youth  of  seventeen  years  when  he  accompanied  his  parents 
to  Nebraska,  where  he  grew  to  maturity  on  a  farm.  He  was  married  in  that  state  on  the 
Slat  of  January,  1900,  to  Miss  Ellen  Winnie  Maw,  who  was  bom  in  Scott  county,  Iowa, 
December  3,  1877,  a  daughter  of  Johnson  Frederick  and  Mary  (Dunn)  Maw.  The  father 
died  in  Boise,  August  23,  1916,  but  the  mother  still  survives  and  yet  makes  her  home  in 
that  city.  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Riddle  are  the  parents  of  two  daughters:  Esther,  who  was  bom 
July  25, 1901,  and  Is  now  a  senior  In  the  Meridian  high  school;  and  Thelma  Fay,  whose 
birth  occurred  June  18,  1904. 

In  the  year  1908  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Riddl«  came  to  Idaho  and  located  on  their  present 
ranch  of  eighty  acres  north  of  Meridian,  residing  for  a  time  in  a  little  frame  shack. 
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However,  Mr.  Riddle  soon  erected  a  eubBtantlal  twoetoiy  residence,  as  well  as  a  good 
barn  and  other  ontballdlngs  for  tbe  shelter  ol  grain  and  stock,  and  clearing  svay  the 
sagebrush,  has  steadily  continued  the  development  of  the  property  until  It  la  now  a  tract 
of  rich  fertility  and  productiveness.  He  is  also  a  atoclcholder  In  the  Boise  Valley 
Cooperative  Creamery  Company  and  has  an  interest  In  a  dry  farm  situated  eight  miles 
south  of  Boise. 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Riddle  is  a  republican  and  be  formerly  served  as  school 
director  of  District  No.  2.  The  Upper  Pairview  school  is  but  a  half  mile  from  his  home. 
He  isftow  president  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Settlers  Ditch,  his  two  associates  <a 
this  board  being  J.  D.  Zellor  and  W,  D.  Parker.  Mr.  Riddle  formerly  served  on  this 
board  tor  a  period  of  six  years  and  three  years  ago  was  again  made  a  member  thereof. 
Fraternally  he  is  identified  with  the  Masons  and  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  America,  while 
his  wife  belongs  to  the  Degree  of  Honor  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen.  The 
religious  faith  of  the  family  is  that  of  the  Congregational  church,  to  the  teachings  of 
which  they  adhere,  thereby  winning  and  holding  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  a  large 
circle  of  friends.  Mr.  Riddle  Is  a  man  of  many  admirable  characteristics  and  his  splendid 
farm  property  is  the  visible  expression  ol  his  life  of  well  directed  thrift  and  Industry. 


JOHN  BAKER  MORRIS,  M.   D. 

Dr.  John  Baker  Morris,  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Lewlston, 
was  horn  In  Knoxvllle,  MlsBonrl,  October  1,  ISGO.  and  is  a  %oa  of  Benjamin  and  Amanda 
J.  Morris,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Greenbrier  county.  West  Virginia,  whence  In 
1837  they  removed  to  Ray  county,  Missouri. 

Dr.  Morris  pursued  his  education  In  academic  schools  of  Missouri  and  prepared  for 
his  professional  career  as  a  student  in  the  St.  Louis  Medical  College,  from  which  he 
was  graduated  In  1874.  For  a  year  thereafter  he  engaged"  In  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion In  Caldwell  county,  Missouri,  and  then  removed  to  Idaho,  settling  first  at  Mount 
Idaho,  becoming  one  of  the  early  representatives  of  the  profession  at  that  place.  He 
performed  all  of  the  arduous  service  of  a  country  physician  In  a  pioneer  district  and 
for  nine  years  remained  at  his  first  location,  after  which  he  removed  to  Lewlston  In 
1883.  Accordingly  he  has  for  thirty-seven  years  been  engaged  In  medical  practice  tn 
Nes  Perce  county.  He  became  surge<Hi  tor  the  Northern  Pacittc  Railroad,  also  for  the 
Oregon  Railroad  A  Navigation  Company  and  chief  surgeon  for  the  Camas  Prairie  Rail- 
road Company  and  lor  Mercy  Hospital.  Throughout  his  professional  career  he  has  kept 
In  touch  with  the  trend  of  progress  and  improvement  In  his  choeen  field  of  labor  and 
has  been  quick  to  adopt  new  Ideas  and  methods  which  his  sound  judgment  h&a  sanctioned 
OS  of  value  in  the  treatment  of  disease.  Nor  have  his  etTorts  been  confined  wholly  to 
hla  profeesional  duties,  for  he  has  prconoted  many  businass  Interests  of  worUi  in  the 
upbuilding  of  the  community.  For  eleven  years  he  was  the  president  of  the  Lewlston 
Mercantile  Company,  wholesale  grocers,  and  Is  still  one  of  the  stockholders.  He  is  also 
vice  preaMent  of  the  Lewlston  National  Bank  and  a  stockholder  In  the  Spokane  ft 
Bastem  Tmst  Company,  in  the  Bank  of  Camas  Prairie  and  In  the  Idaho  Truat  Company. 
He  is  likewise  ctmnected  with  the  R.  C.  Beach  Cmnpany,  dealers  In  general  merchandise. 

In  October,  1S79,  Dr.  Morris  was  married  in  Lewlston  to  Hlas  Laura  J.  Billings, 
a  daughter  of  T.  8.  and  Elisabeth  Billings,  the  former  a  native  of  the  state  of  New 
Tork  and  the  latter  of  Toronto,  Canada,  where  the  birth  of  Mrs.  Morris  also  occarred. 
The  family  went  to  California  by  way  of  Cape  Horn  at  an  early  day.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Horrta 
have  become  the  patents  of  two  children:  Clare  M.,  the  wife  of  C.  B.  Rhodes;  and  Ben  F., 
who  married  Edith  McClaren.    All  are  residents  of  Seattle,  Waeblngton. 

In  politics  Dr.  Morris  Is  a  Missouri  democrat  and  for  two  terms  he  has  filled  the 
oflloe  of  county  treasurer  of  Nes  Perce  county  and  has  also  been  mayor  ot  Lewlston. 
He  has  likewise  eerved  as  a  member  of  the  city  scohd  board  and  as  a  director  of  the 
State  Normal  School  and  the  cause  of  education  has  ever  found  in  him  a, stalwart  cham- 
pion. He  beltMiga  to  the  Ctmimerelal  Club  and  is  Interested  in  all  those  activities  which 
the  organiiatton  promotes  and  supports  for  good  government  and  local  progress.  He 
served  aa  regimental  surgeon  with  the  rank  of  captain  during  the  Nei  Perce  Indian  war 
and  went  fr<Hn  Portland,  Oregon,  to  Idaho  county,  a  distance  of  nearly  five  hundred 
milce,  being  the  first  physician  who  went  to  the  relief  of  the  citlsens.  He  found  eighteen 
wounded  at  Mount  Idaho  without  medical  aid  and  some  ot  them  had  been  wounded 
eight  days  before.     During  the  World  war  he  was  chairman  of  district  board  Na  1. 
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Dr.  Morris  bas  taken  all  the  MsbodIc  degrees  except  the  honoreiy  thirty-third  and  tor 
fortj-elght  years  has  been  a  faithful  follower  of  Masonn'.  He  likewise  belongs  to  the 
BIkB  Lodge.  He  Is  one  of  the  most  honored  and  prominent  repreaentatlves  of  the  pro- 
fession and  a  valuable  citizen,  one  who  has  made  splendid  contribution  to  Idaho's 
development  and  Kreatneas. 


JOHN  LTNN  DRISCOLL. 

John  Iiynn  DrlacoH  is  the  assistant  to  S.  T.  Klddoo,  the  president  of  the  LlTestock 
Exchange  National  Bank  of  Cblcaso  and  rice  president  of  the  Boise  Live  Stock  Loan 
C<nnpanr  of  Chicago.  In  which  connection  he  will  look  after  the  Idaho  Interests  of  these 
companies.  He  Is  well  known  In  Idaho,  having  been  assistant  cashier  of  the  Overland 
National  Bank  of  Boise  until  he  assumed  hla  present  business  relations  In  Chicago^  He 
was  born  at  Craig,  Nebraska,  May  3,  1S91,  the  youngest  of  the  three  sons  of  John  and 
Hannah  M.  (Hill)  Drlscoll,  who  now  reside  in  Boise.  The  father  Is  a  retired  banker, 
hut  Is  still  a  member  of  the  directorate  of  the  Overland  National  Bank.  He  was  bom  In 
the  state  of  New  York,  while  the  mother's  birth  occurred  in  Pennsylvania.  They  were 
married  in  Tekamah.  Nebraska,  and  In  190S  came  to  Boise,  being  among  the  pioneer 
settlers  of  both  Nebraska  and  of  Idaho.  In  the  family  were  three  sons,  two  of  whom  are 
living  In  Boise;  Dean,  who  la  an  attorney  of  this  city;  and  John  Lynn. 

The  latter  was  reared  in  Craig,  Nebraska,  to  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  after  which 
hs  accompanied  his  parents  to  Boise  and  attended  the  high  school,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  1909.  lie  completed  a  course  in  the  Unlverelty  of 
Nebraska  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  In  1914  and  then  returned  to  Idaho.  Upon 
the  organisation  of  the  Overland  National  Bank  In  1915  he  became  assistant  cashier  and 
occupied  that  position  until  called  to  Chicago  as  assistant  to  the  president  of  the  Live- 
stock Bxchange  National  Bank. 

On  the  16th  of  September,  1916,  Mr.  Drlscoll  was  married  to  Miss  Rachel  Louise 
Kellogg,  a  native  of  Iowa,  who  resided  at  Perclval.  She,  too.  Is  a  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Nebraska,  in  which  she  was  a  classmate  of  Mr.  Drlscoll,  both  having  completed 
their  course  In  1914.  Prior  to  the  time  oC  their  marriage  Mrs.  Drlscoll  had  been  a 
teacher  In  the  schools  of  Cheyenne.  .Wyoming.  She  has  become  the  mother  of  one  son, 
John  Lynn,  Jr.,  born  June  14,  1918. 

Mr.  Drlscoll  Is  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  In  Masonry 
has  attained  the  Royal  Arch  degree.  He  Is  an  alert,  enterprising  and  energetlo  yonng 
business  man  who  since  fourteen  years  of  age  has  made  his  home  In  Boise,  and  the 
spirit  of  western  progress  finds  exempli  flcati  on  In  his  career. 


EDGAR  LEE  WHITE,  M.  D. 

Dr.  BdgtiT  Lee  White,  successfully  practicing  medicine  and  Eurgery  at  Lewlstmi, 
was  bom  in  St  Louis.  Missouri,  April  21,  1SS3.  His  father,  James  Tillman  White,  was 
bom  and-  reared  in  Virginia  and  became  a  building  contractor  who  for  thirty  years 
was  a  resident  of  Spokane,  Washington,  and  la  now  living  In  Seattle.  He  married 
Alice  E.  Marshall,  who  was  born  In  Ohio  fifty-nine  years  ago  and  Is  a  great-grand- 
daughter of  Chief  Justice  John  Marshall,  the  first  chief  Justice  of  the  United  Statee. 

Bdgar  Lee  White  was  quite  yonng  when  his  parents  removed  to  Spokane  and  In 
the  public  schools  of  that  city  he  pursued  hts  education  until  graduated  In  January,  1903. 
He  afterward  attended  the  Washington  State  College  and  also  the  University  of  Missouri 
the  St.  Louis  University,  the  University  of  Chicago  and  Rush  Medical  College  of  Chicago, 
being  graduated  from  the  last  named  In  June,  1909.  He  then  served  as  Interne  In 
St.  Luke's  Hospital  of  Spokane,  Washington,  for  eighteen  months,  beginning  In  1909. 
His  initial  experience  In  the  profession,  however,  did  not  constitute  his  ^rat  stop  In 
the  business  world,  for  from  1893  until  189S  he  was  a  newsboy  of  Spokane  and  in 
the  latter  year  took  up  the  trade  of  carpentering  and  devoted  his  attention  to  that 
work  as  a  carpenter  and  contractor  until  190S.  Hia  desire  to  enter  upon  a  professional 
career,  however,  led  him  to  embrace  every  possible  opportunity  to  promote  hla  eduoa- 
tlon  in  the  various  universities  which  he  attended  and  to  nltlmately  twcome  a  student 
In  the  Rush  Medical  College.     He  took  up  the  active  work  of  his  profession  In  1909 
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and  on  the  17Ul  of  December,  1910,  becajue  associated  wtth  Dr.  C.  P.  Phillips  ot  Lewlston, 
Idaho,  who  passed  away  in  the  latUr  part  ot  March,  1911.  Dr.  White  has  reUlned 
his  oOces  to  the  present  date.  In  the  spring  of  1916  he  built  the  White  Hospttal, 
opening  its  doors  to  patients  on  the  EOth  of  June  of  that  year.  This  constltntetf  a 
great  financial  strain  at  the  time,  but  the  boepttaf  is  tBdaj'  In  splendid  condition, 
representing  an  InTestment  of  cfwsiderablr  more  than  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Its  equip- 
ment is  thoroughly  modem  and  Includes  all  the  latest  surgical  appliances,  while  the 
most  progreeslTe  methods  are  followed  In  the  treatment  of  the  patients.  Dr.  White 
remaining  as  president  of  the  Lewlston  Hospital  Association,   Incorporated. 

On  the  17th  of  April,  1911,  in  Spokane,  Dr.  WhlU  was  married  to  Miss  Catherine  - 
Leyden  Rouse,  daughter  of  Mr:  and  Mrs.  I.  A.  Rouse,  of  that  city.  She  was  a  graduate 
of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses  of  the  class  of  1910  and  le  a  regis- 
tered nurse  of  both  Washington  and  Idaho.  She  is  also  a  Red  Gross  nurse  and  ehe  did  all 
of  the  teaching  in  home  nursing  during  the  war  period  at  Lewlston.  Something  of 
her  characteristic  progress iveness  and  alertness  is  indicated  In  the  fact  that  during 
the  influensa  epidemic  she  conceived  the  Idea  of  an  emergency  hospital  at  Nez  Perce, 
the  first  on  the  Camas  Fralrte,  at  2:00  A.  M.  one  Sunday  morning  and  had  It  opened 
and  in  good  runnlhg  order  with  flfty-six  patients  at  5:00  P.  M.  on  the  evening  ot  the 
same  day. 

Dr.  White  la  a  member  of  the  Lewlston  Oolf  .A  Tennis  Club  and  U  a  director  ot 
the  Lewis  ft  Clark  Athletic  Club  of  Lewlston.  In  politics  he  has  always  supported  the 
man  rather  than  party.  Pratemally  he  is  connected  with  the  Masonic  lodge,  hoe 
taken  the  degrees  ot  the  York  Rite  and  is  a  member  of  Calam  Temple  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine,  of  which  ha  was  potentate  In  1919  and  is  imperial  representative  In  1920.  Ha 
»lso  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge  No.  S96,  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  the  Drajnatic  Order  of 
the  Knights  of  Khorassan,  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  the  Fraternal  Order 
of  Eagles,  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose  and  the  Woodmen  of  the  World.  His  military 
record  covers  a  year  as  a  cadet  at  the  Washington  State  College,  service  as  first 
Uentenant  with  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  of  the  Idaho  National  Quard  since  November 
3,  1913,  and  as  U.  S.  A.  contract  surgeon  with  the  special  tubercular  board  at  Camp 
Lewis,  on  Amerlcsn  Lake,  Washington,  from  the  1st  of  November,  1917,  until  February 
1,  1918.  He  is  now  vice  commander  ot  the  Lewis  *  Clark  Post  of  the  American  Legltm 
for  1920.  He  has  ever  manifested  the  deepest  Interest  in  questions  ot  public  concern 
and  he  has  ever  held  to  high  standards  In  manhood  and  cltlxenshlp. 


HERMAN  H.  TAYLOR. 

The  name  of  Herman  H.  Taylor  Is  closely  asBoclated  with  the  history  of  the  legal 
profession  and  with  the  political  activity  of  the  state.  Since  1902  he  has  engafted  In 
law  practice  at  Sandpolnt,  Idaho,  where  he  has  gained  a  large  and  distinctively  rep- 
resentative clientage.  He  was  born  In  Barron,  Wisconsin,  December  6,  1ST7,  a  son 
of  Charles  S.  and  Elizabeth  (Crawford)  Taylor,  the  former  a  native  of  Wisconsin, 
while  the  latter  was  bom  in  Canada,  The  father  was  also  a  member  ot  the  bar 
and  had  other  Important  bueinesB  connections.  He  was  editor  of  a  paper  and  a 
proprietor  of  woolen  mills.  He  stanchly  advocated  the  principles  of  the  republican 
party,  which  elected  him  to  the  state  senate. 

Herman  H.  Taylor  was  a  pupil  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Barron,  Wis- 
consin, and  later  entered  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  from  which  he  was  graduated 
In  1900.  He  then  continued  bis  studies  in  the  law  school  ot  thst  institution,  c«nplet- 
Ing  his  course  In  1902.  On  the  1st  ot  November  of  that  year  he  opened  an  office  at 
Sandpolnt,  Idaho,  and  through  the  intervening  period  has  engaged  In  practice  In  this 
city.  He  is  now  numbered  among  the  eminent  lawyers  of  northern  Idaho,  possessing 
all  the  qualities  requisite  to  success  at  the  bar. 

For  a  long  period  Mr.  Taylor  has  been  recognised  as  one  ot  the  toremoet  represen- 
tatives of  the  republican  party  in  northern  Idaho.  He  was  elected  state  senator  In  1905. 
In  1912  he  was  made  lieutenant  governor  of  Idaho  and  filled  that  position  until  1916. 
In  1916  he  was  candidate  for  governor  but  was  defeated  by  Oovemor  Davis  in  the 
primaries.  A'side  from  politics  be  has  rendered  most  active  aid  to  the  northwest, 
especially  during  the  period  of  the  World  war.  He  was  a  member  ot  the  district 
draft  board  and  he  orKanlced  Company  B  of  the  Third  Regiment  of  the  Home  Quard, 
ot  which  he  became  captain.    In  this  connection  he  did  much  Intelligence  work  at  St. 
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KUriM  during  the  trouble  with  tbe  I.  W.  W.  and  pro-Oermana.  The  efforts  of  hlmeeU 
and  hli  companj'  were  of  fneBtlm&ble  Talue,  prerentlng  the  opponents  of  the  government 
from  making  any  headwaj'  tn  evading  tbe  draft  A  letter  which  he  wrote  to  a  Sand- 
potnt  buelnMs  man  indicates  clearly  the  conditions,  reading  as  followB:  "Someone  has 
spread  tbe  Impression  In  Sandpoint  that  this  work  here  la  a  }oke.  I  have  been  Hooded 
with  reqnests  and  demands  for  the  return  of  men.  They  are  doing  work  here  that  la 
very  essential  If  we  are  to  avoid  a  repetition  of  the  same  thing  later,  perhaps  even  In 
our  own  county,  and  I  shall  have  to  call  out  men  from  time  to  time  for  this  work  until 
it  Is  done.  The  net  result  so  far  of  our  work  has  been  the  sending  of  ten  men,  slackers, 
to  American  Lake,  the  binding  over  of  three  more  to  the  ITnlted  States  court  for  trial, 
the  binding  over  of  a  Oerman  cttlun  under  the  espionage  act  tor  disloyal  statements, 
an  order  for  the  deportation  of  seven  resident  aliens,  the  Dling  ot  twenty-flve  criminal 
syndicalism  complaints  on  which  seven  have  already  been  bound  over,  tbe  examination 
ot  some  five  hundred  to  seven  hundred  men,  and  a  geBeral  cleaning  up  of  all  organisers, 
slackers,  and  disloyal  aliens.  We  have  been  here  ten  days,  and  with  these  results  In 
this  length  of  time,  I  think  tbe  cltltens  ot  Sandpoint  should  know  that  we  are  busy. 
There  remains  other  work  to  be  done.  We  have  about  seventy  men  In  custody,  a  number 
of  whom  will  be  bound  over  and  others  released.  I  can't  ask  the  boys  to  work  evmr 
minute  as  guards,  and  I  must  have  enough  men  to  handle  that  work  as  well  as  send- 
ing aiMcial  details  for  examining  men  In  the  lumber  camps.  I  am  going  to  Spokane 
tonight  for  a  conference  with  Moody  and  Alexander,  and  have  every  reason  to  believe 
ws  will  secure  uniforms.  WItb  them  we  oan  do  much  more  work,  and  keep  up  tbe 
boys'  enthusiasm.  There  Is  lots  of  work  to  ha  done  yet  The  more  publicity  yon  give 
to  this,  perhaps  the  more  satisfied  Sandpoint  people  will  be. 
"Sincerely  yours,

That  the  state  offlclals  had  the  utmost  confldenee  in  Captain  Taylor's  ability  to 
handle  the  situation  was  maolteet  in  the  following  order: 

"Headquarters,  Idaho  Natitmat  Qnard, 
"In  the  Field,  March  24,  1S18. 
"Special  Order  No.  3. — Captain  H.  H.  Taylor  Is  anthorised  in  my  absence  to  pertorm 
such  acts  as  in  his  Judgment  are  necessary  tor  the  peace  and  dignity  at  the  state  ot 
Idaho.    By  order  of  the  Oovemor, 

"C.  S.  MooDT. 
"Adjutant  Oeneral  of  Idaho." 

With  a  clear  understanding  of  the  situation  that  existed,  it  will  be  seen  that  Captain 
l^lor's  efforts  were  of  the  utmost  worib  in  quelling  the  spread  ot  propaganda  through 
pro-German  sources,  In  rounding  up  the  slackers  and  holding  the  community  to  the 
point  of  one  hundred  per  cent  Americanism. 

In  1904  Captain  Taylor  was  married  to  Hiss  Catherine  Parr,  who  passed  away 
leaving  two  children,  Richard  and  Elisabeth.  In  fraternal  circles  he  is  well  known 
and  was  chairman  of  the  committee  which  organized  the  Elks  lodge  at  Sandpoint  and 
was  its  first  exalted  ruler.  He  is  also  prominent  in  Masonry,  belonging  to  the  chapter 
and  commandery  at  Coeur  d'Alene  and  to  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Lewlston.  Thns  along 
many  lines  he  has  been  closely  asBOclated  with  those  Interests  and  actlvlUes  which 
have  shaped  the  history  and  directed  the  destiny  of  IdahOL  In  political  otBce  he  eve? 
made  i)artlsanehlp  subservient  to  the  faithful  performance  of  duty.  In  military  connec* 
tlons  he  rendered  unfaltering  obedience  to  his  superiors  and  unfaltering  allegiance  to 
the  cause,  while  along  professional  lines  he  has  maintained  the  highest  ethical  standards 
and  Is  a  prominent  representative  of  that  calling  to  which  property,  life  and  liberty 
most  look  for  protection. 


WATKIN  L.  ROE. 

Watkin  Ii.  Roe,  one  ot  the  prominent  and  progressive  citizens  of  Preston,  and  tor 
years  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  EVanklln  County  Cltixen,  published  at  that  place, 
was  bom  in  the  city  of  Derby,  England.  August  1, 1866,  and  Is  a  son  ot  John  and  Catherine 
(Byatt)  Roe,  also  natives  of  England.  The  father  was  a  minister  of  the  CongregaUonal 
church  m  his  native  country  and  was  connected  with  the  ministry  all  ot  his  active  life. 
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HlB  death  occurred  In  1S73,  and  hie  widow  died  In  1908.  m  Salt  Lake  Cltr,  Utah.  She 
came  to  America  In  ISSl  and  located  tn  Park  Tolley,  UUb.  remaining  In  that  aUte  to 
the  end  of  her  life. 

Watkfn  L.  Roe  was  reared  and  educated  In  England,  where  he  learaed  the  printer's 
art  and  was  emplored  on  Beveral  large  newepapera  and  magazines  for  some  rears.  To 
1887  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  on  his  arrival  in  this  country  went  to  Utah, 
locating  In  Salt  Lake  Cltr,  where  he  worked  on  a  publication  known  as  the  Juvenile 
Instructor,  publlehed  by  the  Mormon  church.  He  also  worked  on  the  Deseret  Evening 
News,  and  for  eighteen  years  waa  with  the  Salt  LAke  Herald,  for  the  greater  part  of 
that  time  being  foreman  of  the  advertising  department  of  the  paper  and  cartoonist  for 
two  years.  He  then  removed  to  Nephl,  Utah,  and  started  the  Ne[riil  Republic,  which  he 
conducted  tor  three  years,  at  the  end  of  this  period  returning  to  Salt  Lake  City,  where 
he  remained  for  a  couple  ot  years. 

It  was  In  1907  that  Mr.  Roe  came  to  PreHton,  Franklin  county,  Idaho,  and  became 
connected  with  his  present  paper,  then  called  the  Cache  Valley  News.  He  bought  the 
plant  and  changed  the  name  to  the  Preeton  News.  He  continued  to  conduct  the  paper  for 
a  few  years  but  failed  of  success  and  removed  to  Logan,  Utah,  where  he  worked  on  the 
Logan  Republican  as  editorial  writer  for  two  years.  His  old  paper  then  came  ander 
the  sherllTa  hammer,  and  Mr.  Roe  again  became  the  owner,  changing  the  name  to  the 
Franklin  County  Cltlsen,  He  has  been  active  In  public  affairs  and  was  one  of  the  prime 
movers  la  the  fight  to  divide  the  cotmtles,  the  agitation  being  ultimately  successful. 
The  FranUItt  County  Citizen  has  an  entirely  new  plant,  and  In  conjunction  with  the 
publishing  of  the  paper  Mr.  Roe  carries  on  a  first-claaa  Job  printing  business  and  is  the 
owner  of  the  building  in  which  the  plant  Is  housed. 

In  March,  1888,  Mr.  Roe  wiu  married  to  Ellen  Lomax,  and  to  them  were  bom  Ave 
children,  namely:  Watkln  L.,  Jr.,  who  died  December  7, 1918,  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven 
years;  John  Lewis,  Lonsdale  B.  and  Oladys  Ellen,  all  at  home,  and  Catherine  O.,  who 
died  In  18S9.  Mr.  Roe  Is  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
and  is  tntereeted  In  Its  work.  He  Is  a  member  of  the  seventies  and  a  teacher  In  the 
priesthood  class.  He  often  goes  on  lecturing  tours  In  omnectlon  with  the  work  of  bis 
church.  Mr.  Roe  la  a  warm  supporter  of  the  republican  parly  and  ran  for  state  senator 
In  1916  as  the  nwnlnee  of  that  party,  but  was  defeated  by  about  one  hundred  and  twenty 
votes.  He  was  appointed  by  Qovemor  Davis  as  me  of  the  Soldier  Memorial  Commission 
and  acts  as  Its  chairman. 


ROBERT  H.  ELDER. 


Robert  H.  Elder  Is  an  attorney  of  Coeur  d'Alene  and  a  most  prominent  and  Influential 
cltlsen  of  Idaho,  especially  active  In  political  circles,  having  since  1912  been  a  member 
of  the  democratic  national  committee.  He  was  born  In  Marion,  Kentucky,  September  7, 
1377,  and  is  a  son  of  J.  T.  and  Mary  (Dowell)  Elder,  who  are  also  native  Kentncklans. 
The  father  was  a  farmer  and  tobacco  raiser  who  devoted  hie  life  to  the  cultivation  of 
his  land  until  1909,  when  be  retired  from  active  business  and  Is  now  enjoying  well 
earned  rest  In  an  attractive  home  in  Coeur  d'Alene.  He,  too,  has  always  been  a  zealous 
supporter  of  democratic  principles  and  active  In  local  affairs.  His  religions  faith  is  that 
of  the  Presbyterian  church. 

Robert  H.  Elder,  the  eldest  of  a  family  of  eight  children,  attended  the  schools  of  his 
native  city  and  afterward  went  to  Kansas,  where  he  devoted  his  energies  to  farming. 
Realising  the  value  of  further  educational  training,  he  entered  the  University  of  Kansas 
and  waa  graduated  therefrom  with  the  class  of  1902.  During  his  college  days  he  took  a 
most  active  interest  In  athletics  and  was  a  member  of  the  football  team  in  1899,  ISOO  and 
1901,  when  Kansas  won  the  championship  of  the  Missouri  valley.  He  also  was  keenly 
Interested  In  track  events  and  made  a  record  in  the  one  hundred  and  two  hundred  and 
twenty  yard  dashes.  His  activity  and  popularity  In  his  college  days  foreshadowed  his 
later  life.  Having  prepared  for  the  bar,  he  entered  upon  the  practice  of  law  at  Pratt, 
Kansas,  In  1903,  and  in  December  of  the  same  year  came  to  Coeur  d'Alene.  Here  he 
entered  upon  the  practice  of  law  as  a  member  of  the  Arm  of  Elder  ft  Vhltla,  that  associ- 
ation being  maintained  for  a  year.  He  Is  now  practicing  in  connection  with  bis  brother 
under  the  Arm  style  of  Elder  ft  Elder,  with  ofllces  in  Coeur  d'Alene  and  St.  Maries.  He 
continues  in  general  practice,  being  well  versed  in  all  departments  of  law,  and  hts 
ability  Is  attested  by  the  many  important  cases  with  which  he  has  been  connected  and 
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th«  many  favorable  verdicts  wlilcta  be  bae  wcm  for  his  clients.  Hia  prqnratlon  of  caaes 
Is  always  tboroagh  and  exhaustive  and  he  has  tbe  ability  to  bring  out  with  notable 
clearness  the  salient  point  upon  which  the  decision  ot  every  caae  finally  turns. 

On  the  21st  of  June.  1903,  Mr.  Elder  was  married  to  Mlas  Martha  J.  Noble,  of  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  a  daughter  of  Frank  and  Mary  Noble,  the  father  formerly  a  merchant 
who  is  now  living  retired  in  Coeur  d'Alene.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Elder  have  three  children: 
Constance,  Margaret  and  Robert  N. 

Mr.  Elder  Is  very  prominent  in  Masonic  circles,  belonging  to  the  lodge,  chapter  and 
commandery.  Throughout  tbe  period  of  the  World  war  he  took  a  most  helpful  Interest 
In  promoting  those  activities  which  had  to  do  with  war  work  and  the  enlightenment  of 
the  pnbllc  concerning  th^  r«4l  conditions.  He  served  on  the  local  and  state  Councils  of 
Defense  and  he  has  long  been  a  prominent  figure  in  the  activitlee  of  the  state.  From  the 
time  when  age  conferred  upon  him  the  right  of  fraachlse  he  has  been  b  moet  earnest 
supporter  of  the  democratic  party,  served  as  chairman  of  tbe  democratic  county  central 
committee  in  1910  and  in  1912  was  made  a  member  of  the  national  democratic  committee 
from  Idaho  and  has  since  so  served,  thus  aiding  iq  shaping  the  policies  of  this  great 
political  organisation.  Ha  keeiia  in  close  touch  with  the  trend  of  thought,  particularly 
In  the  northwest,  and  his  powers  as  an  organiser,  his  executive  skill  and  his  oratorical 
ability  have  all  figured  In  winning  democratic  successes  In  this  section  of  the  country. 


EDWARD  S.  ELDER. 


Edward  8.  Elder,  one  of  the  suocessfnl  attorneys  of  Benewah  county,  practicing  at 
St.  Maries,  was  born  In  Marlon,  Kentucky,  January  SO,  ISSO,  and  Is  a  brother  of  Robeirt 
H.  Elder,  of  Coeur  d'Alene.  Liberal  educational  advantages  were  accorded  him.  He 
completed  his  preparation  for  the  practice  of  law  as  a  student  In  the  TTniverslty  of 
Kansas  In  1910.  Believing  that  he  might  have  better  opportunities  In  the  growing 
northwest,  he  then  made  his  nay  to  Coeur  d'Alene,  where  he  resided  for  five  years, 
removing  In  1916  to  St.  Maries,  where  he  has  since  followed  hie  profession,  being  accorded 
a  liberal  clientage  here.  He  was  the  first  proeecntlng  attorney  of  Benewah  county  and 
in  all  his  law  practice  has  displayed  marked  ability  In  handling  involved  and  important 
litigated  Interests,  his  clientage  being  now  large  and  ot  a  distinctively  representative 
character. 

In  piriltlcs  Mr.  Elder  has  been  very  active  throughout  the  years  of  his  residence  In 
tbe  northwest.  His  military  activities  began  in  November,  1917,  when  he  was  appointed 
Inspector  for  the  sale,  storage  and  use  of  explosives  tor  Idaho,  Oiling  the  ofllcs  until 
June  30,  1919.  He  was  also  chairman  of  tbe  War  Savings  Stamps  campaign  and  active 
In  other  drives  for  financing  the  war  and  for  promoting  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the 
soldiers  in  camp  and  field. 

Mr.  Elder  married  Miss  Amelia  Peterson,  who  had  been  an  employe  ot  the  Lumber- 
men's State  Bank  at  St  Maries  for  several  years.  Theirs  Is  a  hospitable  home,  whme 
good  cheer  is  greatly  enloyed  by  their  many  friends,  their  position  In  the  social  circles 
of  St  Maries  being  an  enviable  one. 


CHARLES  B.  HARRIS. 


In  a  history  of  Hailey's  business  development  It  Is  Imperative  that  menticm  be  made 
of  Charles  B.  Harris,  who  for  a  long  period  was  a  successful  furniture  merchant  of  the 
city  and  contribnted  in  substantial  measure  to  Its  commercial  development  He  was  born 
In  Delaware  county,  Iowa,  May  2S.  1S69.  and  was  a  son  of  Alfred  P.  and  Adelaide  (Soger) 
Harris.  His  boyhood  days  were  passed  at  the  place  of  his  nativity  and  he  acquired  his 
education  In  Its  public  schools.  He  took  up  the  carpenter's  trade  with  his  father  and 
eventually  engaged  In  contract  work  with  him  until  1SS3,  when  as  a  young  man  (d 
twenty-four  years  he  made  his  way  to  Idaho,  settling  at  Halley.  Blaine  county.  There 
he  continued  In  the  same  line  trf  business  until  1898,  when  he  withdrew  from  industrial 
activity  to  enter  the  commercial  field  and  established  a  furniture  and  undertaking  busi- 
ness tn  the  town.  Tbe  beginning  was  a  small  store,  but  In  1900  he  purchased  the  build- 
ing that  Is  still  owned  by  the  company  and  continued  to  deal  in  furniture  and  undertaking 
supplies  until  his  death,  which  occurred  March  29,  1906.    He  carried  an  attractive  line

of  furniture,  bandllng  medium  and  high  priced  goods,  and  his  plexslng  etock,  hla 
atralghtforward  dealing  and  reaaonable  prices  were  potent  elements  in  the  attainment 
of  bis  BuccesB. 

In  Jannary,  J8S5,  Mr.  Harris  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mlsa  Josephine  B.  Do<dlttIe. 
a  native  of  Clayton  county,  Iowa,  where  their  marriage  was  celebrated,  and  a  daughter 
of  Charles  B.  and  Theodoala  (Lawrence)  Docltttle.  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Harris  became  the 
parents  of  three  children:  Adelaide,  Ralph  and-Helen. 

His  political  TlewB  were  In  accord  with  the  principles  of  the  republican  party  and 
his  religions  faith  was  that  of  the  Methodist  Elpiscopal  church,  to  the  teachings  of  which 
be  was  ever  most  loyal.  He  guided  his  life  by  htg)^  and  manly  principles,  his  integrity 
ever  standing  as  an  unquestioned  fact  in  his  career.  He  always  attempted  to  follow  the 
gtdden  rule,  doing  unto  others  as  be  would  have  them  do  unto  him,  and  not  only  did  he 
leave  to  his  family  a  comfortable  ctunpetence  as  a  reward  of  his  business  ability,  his 
close  application  and  enterprise,  but  he  also  left  to  them  the  priceless  heritage  of  an 
untarnished  name.  His  lite  record  may  well  serve  as  a  source  of  inspiration  and  encour- 
agement to  others,  showing  that  success  and  an  honored  name  may  be  won  simul- 
taneonaly. 


FRANK  SMITH. 

Frank  Smith,  president  of  tbe  O.  M.  Harvey  Title  ft  Trust  Company  ot  Welser,  was 
bom  at  Frisco,  Utah,  December  26,  1878.  He  is  a  son  of  Judge  I.  F.  Smith,  who  was 
bom  In  California  of  Ohio  parentage  and  after  attaining  man's  estate  worked  In  tbe 
mines  of  California  and  also  In  the  Comstock  and  Gold  Hill  mines  of  Nevada,  where  be 
passed  through  all  ot  the  experiences  incident  to  the  excitement  over  the  gold  discoveries 
of  those  early  days.  He  became  prominent  in  public  aftalrs,  serving  as  clerk  of  tbe 
district  court  from  1S90  until  lfi02,  and  In  1904  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  practicing 
his  profession  until  be  was  appointed  to  the  district  bench  by  Oovem(»-  Alexander.  He 
has  made  a  most  credltaMe  and  enviable  record  as  a  lawyer  and  Jurist,  his  decisions 
on  the  bench  bslng  distinguished  by  a  masterful  grasp  of  every  problem  presented  tar 
solntlon.  He  married  Miss  Harriet  Hunt,  a  native  of  California  and  now  a  resident 
of  Weieer, 

It  was  In  December,  18S0,  that  the  family  home  was  established  In  Welser,  so  that 
Frank  Smith  At  the  usual  age  became  a  pupil  in  the  public  schools  ot  this  city,  passing 
through  consecutive  grades  and  ultimately  attondlng  the  Welser  Academy.  Like  Us 
father,  the  recognition  of  his  ability  and  public  spirit  led  to  his  being  selected  for  (dBce. 
In  1899  be  beonme  deputy  clerk  of  the  county  and  In  1HT.8  served  as  deputy  exseasor. 
He  then  turned  his  attentltm  to  ranching  in  northern  Idaho  and  was  thus  engaged  for 
six  years,  but  on  the  expiration  of  that  period  returned  to  Welser  and  purchased  bis 
present  business,  which  had  been  organized  by  0.  M.  Harvey  and  J.  ^M.  Broee  in  I89I. 
Mr.  Harvey  had  tor  twenty-five  years  before  his  death  been  the  agent  tor  the  H<Hne 
Insnrance  Ccanpany  and  was  accorded  a  medal  in  recognition  of  a  quarter  ot  a  century's 
service  with  the  company.  The  business  of  the  O.  H.  Harvey  Title  ft  Trust  Company  Is 
confined  to  Washington  county  and  Is  under  the  direct  management  of  Hr.  Smith  as  the 
president  and  of  J.  F.  Clabby  as  secretary  and  treasurer. 

In  1917  Mr.  Smith  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Hlnnle  Qrace  Crowell,  of  Welser, 
and  they  are  the  parents  ot  a  daughter,  Ida  Louise.  Throughout  practfcally  his  entire 
life  Hr.  Smith  has  lived  in  Washington  county,  where  be  is  most  widely  and  favorably 
known,  the  sterling  traits  of  his  diaracter  having  gained  (or  him  the  high  respect,  con- 
fidence and  goodwill  of  bis  fellow  townsmen. 


HARRISON  R.  MERRILL. 

Harrison  R.  Merrill,  professor  of  English  in  the  Oneida  Stake  Academy  and  bishop 
ot  the  third  ward  of  Preston,  was  bom  In  Smlthfleld,  Utah,  November  13,  1884,  a  son  ot 
Orrin  J.  and  Elizabeth  (White)  Merrill,  also  natives  ot  Utah.  The  tatber  was  a  farmer 
In  his  native  state  until  1883,  when  he  removed  to  Franklin  county,  Idaho,  where  he 
acquired  a  tract  of  land  in  a  part  ot  tbe  county  which  was  then  In  Bannock  county.  He 
Improved  and  developed  his  holding  and  continued  to  term  until  1913,  when  be  retired 
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and  baa  sinra  rcald«d  fn  Preston,  to  which  town  be  Ont  came  In  IMC.  He  haa  aimja 
bam  aetlra  In  the  work  of  tba  Chnr^  at  Jeana  Chrlat  of  Latter-d^  Salnta  and  wemi 
tM  Mahop'a  coatudor  for  many  years.  He  baa  erer  been  a  warm  snpporter  of  the 
deaiocratiG  party.    Hla  wife  also  Utm  In  Preatxtn. 

HuTlaon  R.  Merrill  began  his  edneatlon  In  the  seliocds  of  Mi^eton,  later  attendlni 
the  Oneida  Stake  Academy  at  Preston,  the  State  UniTenlly  at  Moaeow,  Idaho,  and  An- 
Isbed  at  tJUh  Acrlcnltoial  Collese.  from  which  be  was  ^^oated  with  the  degree  ot 
B,  A  In  the  class  ot  191«.  Since  then  he  haa  been  teachins  la  the  Oneida  Stake  Academy: 
in  tact  has  tancbt  there  since  1112,  beinc  on  leaTe  of  absence  while  attending  college. 
Be  operates  one  bnndred  and  twenty  acres  of  land  la  Pranklln  connty  and  owns  one  hoa- 
dred  and  Bfty  acres.  At  one  time  he  waa  the  owner  of  tour  hondred  acres  In  Bannodc 
connty. 

In  1909  Mr.  Merrill  went  on  a  mlMlon  to  Ireland  for  the  Hormm  dinrch  and  returned 
two  yean  later.  In  191Z  he  waa  made  high  coonselor  ot  the  Oneida  stake;  and  In  June, 
1917,  he  became  bishop  of  Preaton  third  ward. 

On  January  27, 1909,  Mr.  Merrill  was  married  to  Edna  Jtdinson,  and  they  hare  becmne 
Ute  parents  of  three  tiiildren,  namely:  Harrison  J.,  aged  eigbt  years;  Patil  J„  three 
years;  and  Rnby,  three  months.  Mrs.  Merrill  is  a  dangbter  ot  Senator  James  Johnacm, 
who  was  cme  of  the  flrst  settlers  in  Preston,  coming  here  in  1872,  and  has  been  raigaged 
in  farming  erer  since.  He  Is  president  ot  the  Oneida  lrrigatl<»  district.  Ptdltlcally  he 
Is  afflllated  with  the  republican  party. 


JAMES  W.  TRABERT. 

James  W.  Trabert  Is  a  well-to-do  randier  residing  flre  miles  northwest  ot  Meridian, 
where  he  owns  one  hundred  and  fcMiy-seven  acres  of  land  compriBlng  a  yalnable  and 
prodnctive  farm  on  which  there  are  three  sets  of  Improvements.  The  boildings  for  his 
own  nae  were  erected  by  him  and  are  ot  excellent  modem  type.  He  was  bmn  in  Mont- 
gomery connty,  Iowa,  May  20,  1877,  a  son  of  Andrew  and  Mary  (Qrofl)  Trabert.  Ha 
oomes  of  Oermon  ancestry  In  both  the  paternal  and  maternal  lines,  but  Is  on  Americas 
to  the  core.  His  father,  a  native  of  PennsylTanla.  removed  to  Iowa  about  forty-fonr 
years  ago  and  spent  the  remainder  ot  his  life  In  the  H^wkeye  state,  devoting  bis  atten- 
tion to  general  agricultural  pursuits  with  good  aaccess.  He  passed  away  a  few  years 
ago,  at  the  age  of  seventy-one,  and  his  widow  now  makes  her  home  with  a  daughter  in 
Mobile,  Alabama. 

James  W.  Trabert  was  reared  In  Montgomery  connty,  Iowa,  and  there  emtlnned  to 
reside  until  thirty-one  years  of  age.  He  was  graduated  from  the  high  school  at  Stanton, 
Iowa,  in  189fl  and  in  the  spring  of  1898  completed  a  course  In  the  Capital  City  Com- 
mercial College  at  Dee  Holnee.  In  June,  1898,  he  Joined  the  United  States  aimy  tor 
service  In  the  PhUIpplnea  during  the  Spanish-American  war,  becoming  a  member  of 
Company  H,  Flfty-flrst  Iowa  Regiment.  However,  he  was  sent  home  on  furlough  to 
recuperate  from  a  severe  attack  ot  measles  and  was  discharged  at  San  Rrandsco. 

On  the  Stta  of  February,  1902,  at  Red  Oak.  Mtmtgomery  county,  Iowa,  Mr.  Trabert 
was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Atlanta  H.  Stafford,  whose  birth  oconrred  In  that  county 
September  16,  1877,  and  with  whom  he  had  become  acquainted  In  childhood.  She  was 
the  only  child  of  Frank  and  Atlanta  (Fc^ts)  Stafford,  the  former  a  native  of  Ohio  and 
the  latter  ot  Jefferson  county.  New  York.  Her  father,  who  was  a  farmer  by  occupation, 
passed  away  In  lS9fl,  but  her- mother  still  surrlTes  and  now  makes  her  home  Ux  C(do- 
rado^  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Trabert  have  been  born  two  daughters:  Ruth  H.,  whose  birth 
occurred  August  19,  1903;  and  Dorothy  H..  whose  natal  day  was  November  23,  1906. 
Both  are  students  in  the  Meridian  high  school. 

The  year  1908  witnessed  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Trabert  and  tale  family  In  Idaho  and, 
wltb  the  exception  of  a  period  ot  three  years  spent  In  Ltmg  Valley,  they  have  since  made 
their  home  In  the  vicinity  of  Meridian.  It  was  in  1917  that  they  took  up  their  abode 
on  their  present  ranch  five  miles  northwest  of  Meridian.  Mr.  Trabert  haa  steadily  proa- 
pered  during  the  period  of  bis  residence  In  this  atate.  having  purchased  land  at  a  com- 
paratively low  price  that  Is  now  north  from  three  hundred  and  fifty  to  four  hundred 
dtdlars  per  acre.  His  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  acres,  on  which  he  has 
erected  a  handsrane  residence  and  substantial  bam,  la  one  ot  the  beat  in  the  vicinity  ot 
Meridian.

Mr.  Trabert  sires  his  political  alleglanee  to  the  democratic  party  and  Is  at  present 
mmnc  as  clerk  of  the  school  board  of  Upper  Falrrlew  School  No.  2,  whitdi  Is  located 
Just  across  the  road  from  his  much.  PraUmallj  he  Is  Identified  with  the  Hasons,  while 
hU  rellKlouB  faith  is  indicated  by  bis  membership  In  Christ  Elpisctval  chnrch  of  Boise, 
to  #hich  his  wife  also  belongs.  He  bas  always  been  Interested  In  the  welfare  and 
npbnlldlng  of  the  commonitr  in  which  he  makes  his  heme  and  wbererer  known  he  Is 
esteemed  for  bis  gennlne  worth.

Directing  hla  talents  along  the  lines  ol  legal  practice,  Robert  B.  McFarland 
has  gained  distinction  as  attorney  general  ot  Idaho  and  Is  now  engaged  tn  the  private 
practice  of  his  protession  In  Coenr  d'Alene.  He  was  bom  at  Independence,  Missouri, 
November  21,  1S67,  and  is  a  son  ot  the  Rev.  W.  B.  and  Elvira  (Early)  McFarland.  The 
father,  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  went  to  Virginia  in  young  manhood  and  was  there 
married  to  Hiss  Blvira  Barly,  a  sister  of  Oeneral  Early  of  Civil  war.  fame.  She  was  a 
native  of  the  Old  Dominion.  After  their  marriage  they  removed  to  Missouri,  wbere  the 
Rev.  McFarland  engaged  In  preaching  as  a  minister  ot  the  Hetbodlet  church,  being  active 
In  that  field  until  he  retired  and  removed  to  Lewlston,  Idaho,  making  bis  home  there 
with  his  son  to  the  time  of  his  death  In  1904. 

Robert  E.  McFarland  pursued  his  early  edncation  in  public  schools  of  Missouri 
In  the  various  towns  to  which  his  father's  ministerial  labors  called  him.  Later  he 
attended  Central  Collie  at  Fayette,  Missouri,  snd  began  the  study  of  law  under  Senator 
Oewge  a.  Vest  of  Sedalla,  In  that  state.  In  1S80  he  was  admitted  to  practice  before  the 
Hlseonrl  bar  at  Marshall  and  a  little  later  removed  to  Socorro,  New  Mexico,  where  be 
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lotlowei  bis  prof««ton  for  tour  re«ra.  H«  beeune  ■  rerr  aetlre  repreaentaUY«  of  the 
dranoeratfc  partr  while  In  the  south  and  was  In  1SS3  elected  to  the  New  Mexico  legla- 
Utare  tor  a  two  r«ers'  term.  In  1S84  he  remored  to  Httiraj,  Idaho,  where  he  entered 
upon  the  genertil  practice  of  Iaw.  He  continued  bis  abode  In  the  Coenr  d'AlMie  dis- 
trict and  In  18S4  was  elected  probate  Judge  of  Shoshone  county,  being  the  first  Inoombent 
In  that  position  In  the  conntf.  Again  be  bad  become  a  leading  factor  In  democratic 
politics  and  through  much  of  his  succeeding  life  he  has  been  a  promlhent  Agdre  hi~ 
political  circles  In  the  state.  In  Uar.  ISSfi;  he  was  appointed  the  first  registrar  ot  the 
United  States  land  (rfflce  In  Coear  d'Alene  and  In  addition  to  performing  the  duties  of 
that  poeitltm  he  continued  in  the  practice  of  law,  bedding  the  offlce  ol  registrar  nntll 
1890.  In  1S96  be  was  elected  attomer  general  of  Idaho  and  filled  the  position  for  one 
term.  Throughout  his  entire  life  he  has  been  a  close  and  earnest  student  o(  public 
questions  and  Issues  and  his  position  has  never  been  Ui  eqnlTocal  one.  He  stands  flrmlj 
for  whatever  he  belloTes  to  be  right  and  does  not  hesitate  to  express  his  honest  cootIo- 
tlms.  It  was  characteristic  ot  him  that  when  he  became  cooTlnced  that  hie  ptMltlcal 
opinions  were  more  in  accord  with  the  principles  and  attitude  of  the  republican  partr 
than  with  the  democratic  party,  he  did  not  tor  a  moment  heeltate  to  give  his  allegiance 
to  the  repnbUcan  organisation,  and  while  he  has  remained  active  In  enppmt  of  Its 
principles,  he  has  never  sought  or  Beslred  ofllce  since  1S>S,  preferring  to  concentrate 
his  efforts  upon  his  professional  duties.  In  that  year  he  removed  to  Lewlston,  where  he 
remained  la  active  practice  until  1M6,  when  he  returned  to  Coenr  d'Alene,  where  he 
has  since  made  his  home.  He  did  not  a  little  toward  shaplnc  pnbllc  thought  and  action 
while  a  resident  Ot  Lewistoo  and  remaina  a  leading  fignre  In  the  public  life  of  Coeur 
d'Alene. 

la  Kovember,  1896,  Hr.  McFarland  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Harle  T.  Pandr, 
of  Murray,  Idaho,  the  wedding  being  celebrated  at  Coeur  d'Alene  Mlnee.  Her  parents 
were  JiAn  and  Katherlne  Pendy.  Her  mother  was  actively  Identified  with  mining 
Interests  and  was  the  first  owner  of  the  Oem  mine.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  HcRu'land  have 
been  bom  five  children.  William  B.,  who  is  enga^sd  In  the  practice  of  law  with  bis 
father  In  Coenr  d'Alene,  was  for  one  year  chief  law  clerk  of  the  Idaho  supreme  court. 
He  Is  married  and  has  two  children,  Robert  B.  and  Elisabeth  M.  Kattileen  Is  a  school 
teacher  ot  Coeur  d'Alene.  Robert  E.,  the  third  member  of  the  family,  was  admitted  to 
the  her  Jnst  prior  to  America's  entrance  Into  the  war,  when  he  enlisted  In  the  navy, 
serving  on  the  cruiser  SL  1<ou1b,  which  was  among  the  first  convoys  sent  to  Europe  In 
1917,  He  now  follows  his  profession  at  St.  Uarles,  Id^o,  and  is  a  partner  of  his  father 
in  the  finn  of  HcFarland  Jb  McFarland,  the  son  caring  for  the  branch  offlce  at  9t.  Maries. 
John  A.,  the  next  of  the  family.  Is  a  student  In  Ooniaga  College  at  Spokane,  Washlngtim. 
Joseph  F.  completes  the  family. 

Mr,  McFarland  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  F^lows  and  the  Benevoleat 
Protective  Order  ot  Elks.  His  wife  la  very  active  socially  uid  has  been  president 
ot  th4  Woman's  Club  ot  both  Lewlston  and  Coeur  d'Alene.  She  was  also  president  of 
the  Woman's  Republican  Club  In  both  cities  and  has  been  a  very  active  and  prominent 
member  ot  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Red  Cross. 


THOMAS  J.   BEALJ^ 

Thomas  J.  Beall  Is  undoubtedly  the  oldest  living  plone«'  of  Idaho.  He  was  bom 
in  Washington,  D.  C.  December  28,  ISSS.  He  has  reached  the  ripe  old  age  of  eighty- 
eight  years  but  Is  etlll  In  perfect  physical  health,  has  possession  of  all  of  his  faculties 
and  Is  as  greatly  Interested  In  all  public  aSAIrs  as  he  was  while  In  his  prime.  He  Is 
universally  respected  by  all  with  whom  he  has  made  acquaintance  during  his  long 
reeldence  In  Idahoi  He  thoroughly  enjoys  life  and  promises  to  live  for  many  years 
to  come.  Bvery  oU  pioneer  of  Idaho  has  an  allectlonUe  Interest  in  Tom  Beall,  as  they 
call  him. 

Hr.  Beall  comes  of  a  good  family.  His  father  was  an  army  olBcer  and  at  the  cmu- 
mencement  ot  the  Civil  war  had  command  of  ttie  Department  of  tjie  Columbia  but 
retired  early  In  the  Civil  war  and  died  In  September,  1863,  at  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  came  to  the  Pacific  coast  In  1863  and  was  employed  as 
wagon  master  at  Fort  Tejon  by  the  government  In  1867  the  first  troop  ot  his  father's 
regiment  was  ordered  to  Vancouver  and  Tom  accompanied  the  outfit  to  that  point  as 
wagon  master,  and  In  that  capacity  was  with  Colonel  E.  J.  Steptoe  of  the  Ninth  Intan- 
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try  (n  an  expedltltm  to  the  north  tn  1S68.  This  expedition  only  coneiBted  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  men  and  met  with  an  OTerwbelmlng  number  of  Indlane,  some  two 
thonsand  or  more,  near  the  present  town  ot  Rosalia,  Washington,  «nd  after  a  hard 
battle  were  defeated. 

In  I8E9  Hr.  Beall  severed  hfa  connection  with  the  quartermaster's  department  and 
was  employed  In  the  Indian  department  and  as  part  of  his  duty  was  sent  with  an 
Interpreter  trtan  Fort  Walla  Walla  to  the  Lapwai  section,  a  point  where  the  city  of 
Lewlston  In  Idaho  now  stands,  and  which  was  then  a  central  point  for  the  Indians  of 
that  section.  He  remained  with  the  department  In  various  capacities,  and  In  1S60 
moved  from  Walla  Walla  to  the  month  of  Lapwai  creek  above  Lewlston  on  what  ts  now 
known  as  Tom  Beall  creek. 

The  first  gold  in  Idaho  was  discovered  by  Captain  Pierce  tn  I860,  and  the  discovery 
at  Florence  brought  on  great  mining  exeltement  which  resulted  mainly  in  the  discov- 
ery and  formation  of  Idaho  territory.  Beall  quit  the  department  early  in  1862  and 
went  Into  the  ferry  bnelness  with  William  Craig,  at  that  time  the  oldest  resident  of 
what  la  now  Idaho.  He  went  to  Boise  basin  in  1863  and  followed  mining  In  various 
places  for  a  number  of  years  but  was  again  employed  by  the  Indian  department  at 
lApwal  as  superintendent  of  farming  in  the  late  '60s,  and  remained  with  that  depart' 
ment  until  1S71.  Since  then  he  has  been  a  resident  of  Lewlston  and  vicinity.  His 
early  remlniacenoes  are  published  in  the  Fifth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Historical  Society 
of  Idaho  for  the  years  1916  and  1816,  and  constitute  a  valuable  addition  to  the  litera- 
ture of  the  early  days. 


JOHN  H.  SILCOTT. 


John  M.  Sllcott  was  bom  in  I<oudonn  county,  Virginia,  January  14,  1824,  and  In 
ills  early  youtb  removed  with  bis  people  to  Zanesville,  Ohio,'  where  be  learned  the 
carpenter's  trade,  In  which  be  became  very  proficient.  From  Zanesville  he  removed 
to  New  Orleans,  but  In  1848,  while  residing  there,  he  became  aJBlcted  with  gold  fever 
and  went  on  a  sailing  vessel  around  Cape  Horn  to  San  Francisco.  He  lived  in  the 
various  mining  camps  In  California  until  ISSS.  He  went  on  the  Frailer  river  excite- 
ment tn  British  Columbia,  and  an  his  return  went  to  Fort  Walla  Walla,  which  was 
then  the  headquarters  of  military  agents  In  what  ts  now  the  state  of  Washington,  and 
worked  at  that  place  at  his  trade  of  carpentry  until  the  spring  of  1860,  at  which 
time  be  was  employed  by  A.  J.  Cain,  then  the  Indian  agent  for  the  Net  Perce 
Indians,  to  construct  the  agency  building  at  the  old  Spauldlng  mission  at  the  mouth 
(rf  bapwai  creek  in  what  is  now  Idaho.  In  1861  Mr.  Sllcott  established  a  ferry  on  the 
Clearwater  river  at  Lewlston,  Idaho,  and  located  laud  In  that  vicinity  and  made  It 
his  home  for  a  great  many  years. 

Hr.  Sllcott  was  well  known  by  all  of  the  old  residents  ot  northern  Idaho.  Many  ot 
them  were  brought  Into  perstmal  contact  with  him  and  had  unbounded  respect  for  him 
and  ntmoM  confldenoe  In  him. 


JAMBS  ALFRED  WAYNE. 


Those  who  have  watched  the  career  of  James  Alfred  Wayne  In  Its  unfolding  have 
noted  the  steady  progress  that  he  has  made  as  a  member  of  the  bar  in  the  handling  of 
iihportant  litigated  Interests.  He  is  now  successfully  practicing  his  profession  at 
Wallace  and  since  1904  has  been  Identified  with  the  nortbweet.  He  was  bom  at  Hough- 
ton, Michigan,  December  5,  1880,  a  son  of  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Mary  Anne  (Quirk) 
Wayne.  The  father  was  descended  from  an  old  American  family,  while  the  mother  was 
bom  on  the  Isle  of  Man.  The  former  was  a  soldier  of  the  Civil  war,  going  to  the  front 
with  the  Twenty-filth  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry  in  defense  of  the  Union. 

While  bom  in  Michigan,  James  Alfred  Wayne  was  largely  reared  In  Iowa  and 
pursued  his  education  In  the  public  schools  of  Alta  until  he  had  completed  the  high 
school  course  with  the  class  of  1899.  He  then  matriculated  In  the  University  of 
Minnesota,  where  he  pursued  the  study  of  law.  winning  the  L.L.  B.  degree  In  1903.  Soon 
thereafter  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and  entered  npon  the  practice  of  law  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  legal  department  of  the  Minneapolis,   St.  Paul   A  Sault   Ste.  Marie 
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RaOrdad.  nwniutag  wtth  that  tamtaj  ntD  UM.  AUnctod  br  Uw  iiHwrf ■■!«»■  at 
th»  crvwtBc  wcat.  Mr.  Varmt  thUB  came  to  Make  ami  npwini  •■  lilri  la  WaHaee,  when 
he  caterMl  apcm  ea»a«J  |««eUee.

Mr.  Wayne  U  moat  happOy  sitaated  in  hie  home  life,  in  September,  ItU,  ha 
waddad  MIM  Aliee  M.  Wade,  daacbter  of  Jama  H.  aad  Ella  Wade  erf  HbIUb,  Idaho^ 
who  were  amooK  the  ptoaaer  eettlera  of  thia  aeetion  of  the  etate,  harlag  raalded  in 
Bboaboaa  eoanty  alaec  ISM.  Mr.  and  Hra.  Wayne  have  become  the  paranta  of  three 
dilldiea:   Jamca  Wade.  Beverly  aad  Allee  Barbara. 

Mr.  Wayne  H  well  known  In  fraternal  drdea.  He  belonsa  to  the  Knights  of 
PythUs,  In  which  be  has  filled  all  o<  the  oOees  la  the  loal  lods^  and  he  has  mMabenhfp 
with  Wallace  Lod<e  No.  Xtl.  B.  P.  O.  E-.  erf  which  be  Is  a  past  raler.  He  to  also  a  mes»- 
ber  ot  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  a  worthy  exemplar  of  tba  teaidilnss  and  prlndplea 
ot  the  craft.  His  poUUcal  endoiaement  la  stronsly  Kl*en  to  the  repobllean  party  and  he 
ftpr wanted  Sboahone  eonuty  on  the  repabllesn  state  central  committee.  For  stzteen 
years  a  resident  of  Wallace,  tbronsboat  the  entire  period  Mr.  Wayne  has  enjoyed  an 
.eBTlable  rcpatatloa  as  a  man  and  dtlsea.  while  In  profeHaional  ranka  be  has  made 
steady  progrees.  bringing  htm   to  a  poeitfon  among  the  leading  tawyeta  ot  northern 


HON.  EBNEST  P.  ARMSTSONG. 

Hod.  Eraeat  P.  Armstrong,  state  senator  from  BUIne  ooonty  In  the  fifteenth  seasloa 
ot  the  Idaho  tecUUtore.  191MV20.  was  bom  In  BL  Charles,  Iowa.  ApHI  2&,  1ST7.  and 
came  to  Idatio  to  make  his  home  In  IVU.  His  parents.  iMth  of  whom  are  now  deceased, 
were  Oeorge  W.  and  Etta  J.  (Wood)  Armstrong.  The  father  was  a  nattre  of  Franklin 
county.  Ohio,  and  followed  the  tnulneae  of  contracting  and  bnltding.  When  only  flftcen 
years  of  age  he  Joined  the  Union  army  and  served  through  the  CItII  war.  In  1M7  he 
became  a  resident  of  Iowa,  living  at  St.  Charles  tor  soine  time,  bat  his  last  daya  were 
spent  in  Dea  Holnes,  where  he  passed  away  In  1917.  His  wife,  who  was  bom  in  Vermtrnt, 
died  in  1916.  In  the  paternal  tine  Ernest  P.  Armstrong  U  descended  from  old  Virginia 
stock,  while  on  the  maternal  side  he  is  of  New  England  ancestry. 

Reared  at  St.  Charles,  Iowa,  Ernest  P.  Armstrong  pursued  hie  edncatlon  in  the  pnblle 
schools  and  In  Stmpeon  College,  a  Methodist  Instltntlon  of  learning.  He  afterward  took 
np  the  printer's  trade  and  I>^ore  he  was  twenty-one  years  of  age  liad  c<»npteted  hla 
apprenticeship  and  waa  familiar  with  all  the  practical  work  of  a  printing  office.  He 
waa  empl<7ed  for  several  years  on  the  Wlnterset  Reporter,  at  Wlnterset.  Iowa.  When 
twenty-throe  years  erf  age  he  entered  the  service  of  the  government  at  Washington. 
D.  C,  In  the  ceneas  bnrcaa,  and  there  spent  two  years.  In  190S  and  1903  be  was 
employed  In  ttie  pnbtishlng  ttoose  of  D.  Appleton  ft  C<»npaiiy  in  New  York.  ,  From  1903 
nntil  1907  he  beld  a  responsible  position  In  the  United  States  civil  service  commlsBian 
In  Washington.  D.  C,  and  from  1907  nntll  1909  he  was  at  Fort  Dea  Maines,  Iowa,  in  the 
constractlng  qnartermaater's  branch  of  the  United  States  war  department.  For  two 
years  thereafter  he  was  in  charge  of  the  appointment  brancli  of  the  United  States 
Burean  ot  Indian  Affaire  at  Washington,  D.  C.  and  In  191S  he  came  to  Idaho,  settling 
at  Hailey,  where  he  occupied  a  position  in  the  United  States  land  t^oe  for  tour  years 
or  until  1916.  He  then  organixed  the  Blaine  County  National  Bank  of  Hailey,  with 
which  he  Is  sllir  identified  In  the  capacity  of  cashier.  He  is  also  president  of  the 
Butte  Connty  Bank  at  Arco,  and  a  director  (d  the  Bellevue  State  Bank  at  Bellame. 
He  holds  degrees  from  tmth  the  George  Washington  Unlverstty  and  the  Columbian 
University  of  Washington,  D.  C  having  graduated  from  the  law  department  of  the 
former  In  1906  and  of  the  tatter  In  1902.    He  has  never  practiced  taw.  however,  preterrfng 
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to  concentrate  bis  eOortu  and  attention  upon  the  varlouB  crfBctal  poBitiixns  which  he 
hu  been  called  upon  to  911. 

On  the  23d  ot  June,  1909,  Mr.  Armstrong  was  marrfed  In  WashlngtcMi,  D.  C, 
to  Hiss  Carrie  Burkbart,  who  waa  bom  and  reared  In  the  capital  cfty.  She  la  an 
■cGompllBhed  vooallet  and  aklUed  pianist  and,  prior  to  her  marriage,  was  the  acvrano 
soloist  In  two  of  Washlngton'a  largest  churches.  In  politics  Mr.  Armstrong  is  a  repub- 
lican, but  has  nerer  sought  or  desired  office,  never  consenting  to  become  a  candidate 
nntU  Norember,  191S,  when  he  was  named  by  bis  party  for  the  office  of  state  senator 
from  Blaine  county,  and  was  elected.  As  a  member  of  the  upper  house  of  the  Idaho 
legislature  he  proved  bis  derotlon  to  the  welfare  of  the  state.  His  careful  analyals  of 
the  many  Important  questions  coming  before  the  legislature,  and  bis  ardent  and 
unyleldlnK  support  of  those  measures  which  he  deemed  essential  to  the  development 
and  upbuilding  of  Idaho,  showed  him  to  have  been  a  close  student  of  state  affairs  since 
he  came  to  Idaho  and  to  have  an  excellent  understanding  of  the  needs  of  the  young  and 
r^idlr  growing  commonwealth. 


CLYDE  B.  HANSON. 


ClTde  B.  Hanson,  the  popular  editor  and  manager  of  the  Idaho  Enterprise,  pnb- 
llahed  at  Malad,  Is  a  native  of  Utah,  born  at  Logan,  November  4,  1864,  and  Is  a  son  ot 
Ntels  and  Mattle  (Herrlll)  Hanaon,  the  former  of  whom  was  a  native  ot  Utah  and  ihe 
latter  of  Pennsylvania.  The  father  was  reared  and  educated  In  Utah,  In  which  state  he 
has  resided  all  of  bis  life.  He  has  engaged  In  the  sawmill  business  and  Is  at  present 
with  the  Utah-Idaho  Power  Company,  at  Rlverton,  Utah.  The  mother  la  still  living  and 
also  reeidea  In  Utah. 

Clyde  B.  Hanson  was  reared  and  educated  at  the  New  Jersey  Academy  at  Logan, 
Utah.  Following  the  close  of  his  school  course,  he  learned  the  printing  trade,  at  which 
he  worked  for  about  one  year.  In  1903  he  removed  to  Malad,  Oneida  county,  Idaho, 
and  bought  the  Idaho  Enterprise,  which  be  conducted  for  seven  years.  He  then  removed 
to  Montpeller  and  acquired  the  Examiner,  ot  which  he  was  editor  and  manager  for  six 
months,  selling  out  at  tbe  end  of  that  time  and  going  to  Rockland,  Idaho,  where  he 
established  the  Rockland  Times,  which  he  conducted  for  six  years.  In  December, 
1917,  Mr.  Hanson  returned  to  Bfalad  and  bought  an  Interest  In  his  old  plant,  beciMning 
editor  and  manager  of  the  Enterprise.  It  Is  conducted  as  a  weekly  paper  and  has  a 
flrst-clasB  circulation,  which  Is  gradually  growing.  It  Is  the  oldest  paper  in  southeastern 
Idaho.    The  plant  Is  also  equipped  for  the  production  of  commercial  printing. 

In  November,  1906,  Mr.  Hanson  was  married  to  Margaret  Jones,  atad  they  have 
become  the  parents  of  two  children:  Lorraine,  born  In  December,  190S;  and  Burtrai,- 
born  In  January,  1913.  Mr.  Hanson  Is  a  member  of  tbe  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel- 
lows  and  of  the  Eagles,  and  In  his  political  affiliation  he  Is  a  republican.  He  baa  served 
as  clerk  of  the  city  council  ot  Malad  and  was  the  first  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  Rockland,  Idaho.  He  has  farming  interests  in  Oneida  connty  and  fonuerly  held  a 
homestead  In  Power  county  but  rellnquisbed  It  Mr.  Hanson  Is  generally  regarded  as 
one  of  the  progressive  citizens  of  Malad,  who  desires  its  best  Interests  advanced. 


WILLET  R.  HYATT. 


Wlllet  R.  Hyatt,  Insurance  commissioner  of  the  state  ot  Idaho,  with  offices  In  Boise, 
Is  a  native  of  Osslnlng,  Westchester  county.  New  York.  He  was  born  June  6,  1ST4,  the 
second  of  the  four  children  of  Noah  Secor  and  Mary  Ryder  (Pugsley)  Hyatt  The 
father,  also  a  native  ot  Westchester  county,  Is  now  living  at  the  age  of  seventy-elx 
years.'  He  served  from  1S61  until  1S6E  as  a  soldier  of  the  Civil  war,  becoming  a  first 
lieutenant  ot  the  Ninety-fifth  New  York  Regiment,  and  at  tbe  cloee  of  hostilities  was 
acting  as  assistant  quartermaster  ot  tbe  Army  of  the  Potomac.  His  wife,  also  a  native 
ot  tbe  Empire  state,  survives  at  the  age  of  seventy-three  years.  Both  are  descended 
from  old  New  York  families  represented  in  tbe  Revolutionary  war.  With  the  exosft- 
tlon  ot  WlUet  R.  Hyfktt,  all  ot  the  children  ot  tbe  family  are  residenU  of  Oregon. 
The  father,  Noah  S.  Byatt,  who  has  followed  farming  throughout  bis  active  business 
career,  Is  now  a  resident  ot  Turner,  OregoiL 
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When  a  lad  of  teo  7*An  Wlllet  R.  Hyatt  accompanied  ble  psreata  on  their  re- 
moral  to  Platte  county,  Nebraaka,  where  he  was  reared  to  manhood  upon  a  [arm.  Hla 
education,  begun  In  the  public  schools  of  New  York,  was  continued  in  Nebraska  and 
later  he  entered  the  law  department  of  the  state  Unlversltr  at  Lincoln  and  won  his 
Bachelor  of  Laws  d^ree  there  as  a  member  of  the  daas  of  189S.  In  April  of  the  same 
rear,  bis  patriotic  spirit  aroused  by  Spain's  attempt  to  dictate  American  policy  In 
western  waters,  he  enlisted  as  a  member  of  Company  K  of  the  First  Nebraska  Volunteer 
Infantry  for  service  In  tbe  Spanish -American  war.  He  was  made  a  uoa-oommlssloned 
officer  and  for  nearly  a  year  :iras  on  active  duty  In  the  Philippines,  taking  part  in 
several  skirmishes  on  the  Island  of  Luzon.  In  December  of  that  year  he  was  honorably 
diacharced,  after  which  he  returned  to  Platte  county,  Nebraska.

Paul  Secor,  whose 
birth  occurred  January  29,  1900,  is  In  the  reclamation  department  of  the  United  States 
government  tn  the  Boise  office.  Luclle  Ryder,  the  daughter,  was  bom  Hay  IS,  1907.  The 
parents  are  members  of  the  Plrst  Uethodist  Episcopal  church  of  Boise  and  Hr.  Hyatt 
Is  also  connected  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  of  which  he  is  a  past  chancellor  com- 
mander. He  haa  never  had  occasion  to  regret  his  determination  to  come  to  the  west 
and,  utilising  tbe  oppin-tunitlea  here  offered,  has  made  a  creditable  name  and  place 
for  himself.

Eneene  y.  Bongtaton  is  a  partner  lu  the  law  Arm  ot  Reed  ft  Boughton  of  Coenr 
d'Alene  and  In  this  connection  has  gained  wide  recognition  as  an  able  and  forceful 
lawyer  who  i»«pares  his  cases  with  great  diligence  and  care  and  presents  his  cause  In 
a  strong,  forceful  and  logical  manner.  He  is  a  native  of  Qulncy,  Michigan,  where  hie 
birth  occurred  December  21,  1875,  his  parents  being  William  H.  and  Julia  (Ball)  Bough- 
ton,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  the  atate  ot  New  Tork  and  are  now  living  In  Qulncy, 
Michigan.  The  father  is  a  contractor  and  builder  who  has  largely  devoted  his  attention 
to  stonemason  work.  He  removed  to  Michigan  after  the  Civil  war.  In  which  he  had 
served  as  a  member  ot  a  New  York  regiment,  thus  actively  supporting  the  Union  cause.

Boughton  la  well  known  In  Masonic  circles,  baving  taken  tbe  degrees  of  lodge 
and  chapter  of  tbe  Scottish  Rite,  and'le  also  a  member  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  of  Lewis- 
ton,  Idaho.  He  likewtae  belongs  to  tbe  Elke  lodge  of  Coeur  d'AIene.  He  served  as  ren- 
eraMe  master  for  two  terms  and  wise  master  of  the  lodge  of  Roee  Crolz,  has  been  ex- 
alted ruler  of  the  Elks  and  ta  a  past  chancellor  of  tbe  Knights  of  Pythlae.  His  political 
allegiance  Is  given  the  republican  party  and  he  has  labored  untiringly  for  the  ad<wtliHi 
of  the  principles  which  oxiBtltute  th6  party  platform.

Hiram  N.  Yerkes,  cashier  of  tbe  Paul  State  Bank  at  Paul,  Minidoka  county,  was 
txHH  at  Patnnount,  Vermilion  county.  IlllnolB.  February  16,  ISSl,  and  Is  a  son  of 
Htram  and  Mary  Olive  (Ntd>1e)  Yerkes,  the  former  a  native  of  Franklin,  Ohio,  while 
the  latter  was  bom  at  Princeton,  Indiana,  and  was  the  danghter  of  the  Rev.  James  H. 
Noble,  a  prominent  minister  of  the  Hethodtst  Episcopal  church  who  occupied  varloaa 
pastoral  charges  In  Illinois,  Including  Decatur,  Lincoln,  SbelbyviUe,  Mattoon,  Danville 
and  others.  When  a  young  b<^  Hiram  Yerkes.  Sr„  left  Franklin.  Ohio,  and  re- 
moved vrlth  his  parents  to  Covlugtcm,  Indiana,  where  bla  father  followed  farming 
and  wagon  making,  there  contlnnlng  to  make  his  home  until  he  was  called  to  his  final 
re^t,  as  did  bis  wife.  Hiram  Yerkes,  Sr..  after  living  for  scwe  time  at  Covington,  In- 
diana, removed  to  Falrmount,  Illinois,  where  his  father  owned  a  farm,  and  there  he 
reared  his  family.  He  served  as  postmaster  there,  also  flUed  the  office  of  supervisor 
and  was  very  prominent  In  commnnlty  affairs.  He  also  took  a  deep  Interest  In  the 
moral  progress  of  the  commnnitr  and  was  a  consistent  member  of  the  Methodist  Epls- 
ecval  church.  Later  he  removed  from  Illinois  to  Colome,  South  Dakota,  being  at  that 
time  seventy-two  years  of  age.  He  there  bomesteoded  land,  securing  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres,  whici}  be  developed  and  Improved.  Later  he  rented  the  property  and  went 
to  Los  Angeles,  California,  where  he  passed  away  at  the  age  of  seventy-six  years.  Hie 
widow  survives  and  Is  now  living  In  Iowa  City,  Iowa.  In  bis  political  belief  Mr. 
Terkes  was  a  republican. 

Hli  stm  and  namesake,  Hiram  N.  Yerkes.  obtained  his  early  education  In  the  pnb* 
lie  schools  of  Illinois  and  afterward  attended  the  Illinois  Wesleyan  University  at  Blo(xn' 
Ington,  from  which  institution  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1W>7.  He  next  en- 
tered the  law  department  of  tbe  Illinois  Wesleyan  University  and  In  1909  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  of  both  Illinois  and  Oktabmna.  He  engaged  In  the  practice  of  law  in  the 
latter  state  for  a  short  time  and  then  went  to  Sonth  Dakota  on  account  of  his  father's 
falling  health.  Later  he  was  with  the  law  firm  of  Cheney  A  Evans  of  Chicago  and  sub- 
sequently he  accepted  a  position  In  the  First  National  Bank  of  that  city.  Eventually 
the  bank  sent  htm  to  the  State  Bank  at  Idaho  Falls,  Idaho,  and  with  that  inetltu- 
tlon  he  was  connected  as  teller  from  May,  1914,  until  February  1,  1918.  At  tbe  latter 
date  he  became  Identified  with  the  Twin  Falls  North  Side  l^nd  ft  Water  Company  at 
Jerome,  Idaho,  where  he  continued  until  the  1st  of  April,  1919,  when  be  was  appointed, 
cashier  of  the  Paul  State  Bank  at  Paul,  Minidoka  county.

Benedict,  who  are  tarmerB  residing  at  Panl. 

On  tbe  l&th  of  November,  1810,  Mr.  Yerkes  was  married  to  MIsb  Carol  Butln,  a 
native  of  Fredonia,  WlUon  county,  Kansas,  and  a  daughter  ot  Jobn  S.  and  Curie 
(Jackson)  Bnttn.  tbe  former  a  merdiant  of  Fredonia.  Ttaey  now  bave  one  cbild,  Helen 
Marie. 

In  bis  political  vlevs  Hr.  Terkes  maintains  an  lndepend«tt  course.  He  belongs  to 
tbe  Tau  Kappa  Elpsllon,  also  to  the  Phi  Delta  Pbl,  to  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  to  the 
IfethodlBt  Episcopal  church — associations  which  Indicate  the  nature  of  .his  Interests  and 
the  rules  that  govern  his  conduct.

WILLIAM  A.  SIMPSON. 


WlUlam  A.  Simpson,  a  prominent  pioneer-  at  Ada  county,  who  was  held  in 
affectionate  regard  by  many  and  was  widely  known  as  "Uncle  Billy"  Simpson,  passed 
away  In  B<^se  on  tbe  4tb  of  June,  1916,  having  rounded  out  the  Psalmist's  allotted 
span  of  three  score  years  and  ten.  His  birth  occurred  near  ElbHdge.  Onondaga  county. 
New  York,  March  8,  1846,  his  parents  being  John  and  Mary  (Walrod)  Simpson,  who 
In  1850  established  their  home  In  Jsckson  county,  Iowa,  where  he  grew  to  manhood. 
It  was  when  twenty-two  years  of  age  that  he  flrst  made  his  way  to  the  northwest  and 
began  freighting  In  the  Boise  basin  and  In  Silver  City.  In  association  with  his  older 
brother,  Charles  I.  Simpson,  who  bad  come  to  Idaho  in  1S64  and  who  is  now  a  resident  of 
Blloxl,  MIsslsslppL  William  A.  Simpson  left  the  state  at  the  end  of  four  years,  or 
in  187a:  1 

It  was  on  tbe  IStb  of  February,  1874.  in  Chicago,  that  William  A.  Simpson  waa 
united  In  marriage  to  Hiss  Dora  Chase,  wbo  was  bom  In  New  Jersey,  July  13.  1862, 
a  daughter  ot  Sylvester  Stevens  and  Kltsabetb  Bverson  (Clough)  Chase.  Her  father, 
who  was  bom  at  Cornish,  New  Hampshire,  July  17,  181S,  recmitetl  and  served  as 
captain  ot  Company  A,  Twelfth  New  Jersey  Regiment,  during  the  period  of  the  Civil 
war.  His  demise  occurred  at  Willow  Creek  Station,  Ada  connty,  Idaho,  February  27, 
1880.  He  was  a  representative  of  the  same  Chase  family  to  which  beyonged  Salmon 
P.  Chase,  the  noted  Inrlat.  Mrs.  Simpson  is  a  descendant  of  -one  of  the  three  Chase 
brotbAre  who  came  from  England  to  America  prior  to  tbe  Revolutionary  war,  and  she 
Is  of  Revolutionary,  stock.  Her  mother,  whose  birth  occurred  at  Orange,  New  Hamp- 
shire,, July  12.  1826,  died  In  Boise,  Idaho,  on  the  Slat  of  August,  ISSl.  When  twelve 
y«ars  of  age  Mrs.  Simpson  accompanied'  her  parents  on  their  removal  from  New  Jersey 

Following  their  marriage  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Simpson  resided  in  Page  county,  Iowa, 
until  1877,  when  they  took  up  their  abode  among  tbe  pioneer  settlers  of  tbe  Boise 
valley  of  Idaho.  Three  years  later  they  removed  to  a  ran4^  a  few  miles  north  ctf 
the  present  site  ot  Meridian,  where  they  made  their  home  tram  1880  until  1887,  and 
where  they  later  acquired  a  large  tract  of  valuable  land  comprising  more  than  seven 
liQndred  acres.  A  part  of  this  property,  which  Mr.  Simpson  acquired  in  an  early  day 
at  a  low  price,  is  now  worth  three  hundred  dollars  per  acre.  In  1887  they  removed 
to  Boise,  living  In  a  frame  cottage  at  the  corner  ot  Tenth  and  Thatcber  streets  until 
1910,  when  they  erected  on  the  same  site  a  handsome  cut  stone  and  concrete  residence 
which  ts  still  tbe  home  of  Hre.  Simpson.  Tbe  fine  Simpson  estate  north  of  Ueridlan 
is  still  owned  by  the  family  and  Is  occupied  by  Len  and  Clyde  Simpson,  sons  ot 
William  A.  Simpson,  who  bave  excellent  ranches  ot  their  own  which  are  portions 
ot  the  original  estate.  The  Simpson  family  also  owns  tbe  entire  block  In  Boise  on 
which  the  family  residence  stands,  the  property  being  bounded  by  Thatcher,  CFarrell, 
Ninth  and  Tenth  streets  and  comprising  altogether  six  residences. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Simpson  became  tbe  parents-  of  seven  children,  of  whom  three  sons 
and  one  daughter  are  yet  living.  Leta,  the  eldest,  who  was  bom  Hay  £7,  1876,  died 
on  the  23d  of  November,  1879.  Leon  S..  whose  birth  occurred  September  29,  1877,  Is 
a  resident  of  Boise  and  Is  connected  with  tbe  firm  of  Falk  Mercantile  Company,  Ltd. 
Leafy  G.,  born  January  24,  1881,  is  still  living  with  her  mother.  She  Is  a  graduate  ot 
the  Boise  high  school  and  ot  the  State  Normal  School  at  Lewleton,  Idaho,  and  for 
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3eT«r»]  jean  was  a  taactier  Id  the  Idaho  public  Bcbools.  A  few  years  a^o  she  retirad 
from  the  proleselon  and  has  since  been  nctlre  tn  Red  Cross  and  lodge  work.  Leu  L. 
Simpson,  bom  Augnat  28,  1S84,  Is  a  prosperous  ranchman  residing  north  of  Meridian, 
as  Is  also  hlB  brother,  Clyde  E.,  whose  natal  day  was  May  !4,  1886.  Clark  Chase,  who 
was  born  September  E8.  1891,  died  on  the  6th  of  May,  1901.  Linda,  whose  birth 
occnrred  November  11,  1894,  passed  away  May  IS,  1902. 

In  falB  political  views  Mr.  Simpson  was  a  stanch  republican  and  for  one  term  be 
served  as  commissioner  ot  Ada  county,  making  a  most  creditable  record  In  that  con- 
nection. He  died  at  the  Simpson  family  residence  at  No.  1006  North  Tenth  street  tn 
Boise  on  the  1th  of  June,  1916,  after  a  happy  married  life  of  forty-two  years,  and  In 
hla  passing  the  community  lost  one  of  Itn  mont  highly  esteemed  citizens  and  honored 
pioneers.  His  widow,  familiarly  known  amonj;  an  extensive  circle  of  friends  and 
acquaintances  as  "Annt  Dora"  Simpson,  is  still  a  vlgoroas  woman  ot  nnlmpairod 
faculties  who  has  witnessed  the  growth  and  development  of  this  state  for  more  than 
four  decades  and  Is  therefore  tfaorougly  familiar  with, Us  history.  She  was  reared  In 
the  Episcopal  faith  and  Is  eligible  to  membership  with  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
ReTotntlon.  A  woman  of  gracious  and  kindly  manner  and  of  many  admirable  personal 
characteristics,  she  enjoys  the  high  regard  and  eRteem  of  all  who  know  her. 


WILLIAM  J.  FLORENCE. 


William  J.  Florence,  a  prominent  ranchman  and  shorthorn  breeder,  living  three  mllee 
northwest  of  Herldian,  was  bom  In  Scotland,  a  son  ot  William  and  Margaret  (JcAnsttm)* 
Florence,  who  still  live  In  Aberdeenshire.  He  was  reared  and  educated  In  his  native 
country  and  there  made  his  home  until  190S,  when  he  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  the  United 
States,  spending  two  years  In  Ohio.  Several  years  ago  he  came  to  Idaho  to  take  charge 
ot  the  beef  cattle  at  the  Idaho  State  University  and  later  spent  two  years  ou  the  short- 
horn breeding  farm  ot  Duncan  Dunn  at  Wapato.  Washington.  During  the  post  two  years 
he  has  devoted  his  attention  to  the  breeding  ot  shorthorn  cattle  in  the  vicinity  of 
Meridian,  Idaho.  He  has  one  of  the  best  herds  of  shorthorns  in  Ada  county  and  is 
a  dlrectcv  ot  the  Boise  Valley  Shorthorn  Breeders  Association.  His  training  and  ex- 
perience at  the  University  of  Idaho,  where  he  was  in  charge  of  the  beef  cattle,  and 
subsequently  as  manager  on  the  ranch  ol  Duncan  Dunn,  one  ot  the  foremost  shorthorn 
breeders  ot  the  northwest,  admirably  fitted  Mr,  Florence  to  embark  in  the  business 
ot  raising  shorthorns  on  his  own  account.  He  Is  regarded  by  those  who  know  him 
best  as  an  excellent  Judge  of  beef  cattle  and  his  own  herd  of  about  fifty  head,  all  regis- 
tered, will  compare  favorably  with  any  herd  of  similar  slie  In  Idaho.  The  W.  J. 
Florence  ranch  near  Meridian,  the  home  of  the  Florence  shorthorns,  Is  owned  by  Deaii 
Iddtags  of  the  Idaho  State  University,  who  is  a  partner  of  Mr,  Florence.  The  lattst- 
Is  yet  a  comparatively  young  man  but  has  already  attained  a  measure  of  success  which 
is  most  gratifying. 

Fraternally  Mr.  Florence  Is  Identified  with  the  Masonic  order,  of  which  he  is  a 
worthy  exemplar.  He  is  the  craly  member  ot  his  family  in  the  United  States  yet  has 
never  bad  occasion  to  regret  his  determination  to  eatabUsh  his  home  In  the  new  world, 
tor  here  he  has  found  the  opportunities  which  he  sought  and  in  their  wise  utiliiatlon 
has  won  advancement  and  prosperity.  In  1914.  lust  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  the  World 
war,  he  visited  his  parents  In  Scotland.

Qeorge  H.  Blood,  the  popular  and  prosperous  cashier  of  the  Idaho  State  A  Savings 
Bank,  at  Preston,  waS  born  in  KaysvlUe,  Utah,  June  21,  1879.  a  8<n  of  William  and 
Jane  <Hooper)  Blood,  the  former  a  native  ot  England  and  the  latter  ot  Scotland.  The 
father  came  to  America  in  an  early  day  and  in  1S49  made  the  journey  on  toot  acrons 
the  plains  to  Salt  Lake  City.  In  the  following  year  he  took  up  a  tract  ot  land  at  Kays- 
Ttlle,  which  he  continued  to  operate  for  the  balance  ot  his  lite.  For  many  years  he 
was  the  oldest  living  Inhabitant  between  Ogden  and  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  He  was  al- 
ways active  In  the  work  of  the  Church  ot  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  was  a 
member  of  the  seventies  and  superintendent  of  Sunday  school.    He  baptiied  upwards  of 
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one  tboatand  perncms  Into  the  church  at  Kaysrllle.  He  held  aereral  pnbUc  offleea  dnrlns 
Ilia  active  Uf«.  His  death  occnrred  In  Hay,  1S17.  HU  wife  came  to  America  tram  Soot- 
land  and  walked  acrota  the  platne  from  Mlasonrl  river  to  ^It  Lako  City  In  1S61. 
A  good  deal  of  her  church  work  waa  with  the  Primary  Asaoctatlon,  being  connected  with 
Out  work  all  of  her  active  life  np  to  the  time  of  her  death,  which  occurred  September 
10,  1898. 

Oeorge  H.  Blood  was  reared  In  Kayavllle,  Utah,  and  received  hla  early  education 
In  the  schools  of  that  place,  later  attending  Brlgham  Toung  College,  at  Logan,  Utah, 
where  his  education  was  flnished.  He  Is  one  of  ten  children  bom  to  his  parents,  all 
of  whom  are  living,  are  married  and  bringing  up  tamlltes. 

In  1899  Hr.  Blood  went  on  a  mfsalon  to  the  Samoan  Islands  for  the  ChunA  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  returned  In  1M2.  He  then  engaged  in  the 
butcher  business,  buying  a  half  interest  In  a  place  at  KayavUle,  which  he  continued  to 
operate  for  three  years.  For  the  next  four  years  served  as  treasurer  and  tax  col- 
lector of  Davis  ceonty,  Utah,  and  at  the  end  of  that  service  In  1909,  he  came  to  Pres- 
ton, Idaho,  accepting  the  position  of  cashier  of  the  Idaho  State  ft  Savings  Bank.  He 
has  since  sncoessfnlly  discharged  the  duties  of  that  responsible  office  and  Is  the  oldest 
cashier,  in  point  of  service.  In  the  Chche  valley.  He  Is  also  a  stockholder  and  director 
of  the  bank,  which  is  In  a  prosperous  condition,  having  deposits  amounting  to  tonr  hnn> 
dred   thousand  dollars.     The  bank  was  established   In    1906   by  some  of  Its  present 


On  June  24,  1908,  Hr.  Blood  was  married  to  Edith  Larkins,  and  they  have  I 
the  parents  of  five  diUdren,  namely:  Viola  L.,  bom  April  1,  1904;  Erma  L.,  December  3, 
190S;  Mildred  L.,  September  13,  1910;  Beulah,  May  12,  1913;  and  George  H.,  Jr.,  Febru- 
ary 21,  1908,  now  deceased. 

Hr.  Blood  has  held  various  offices  In  his  church.  In  the  affairs  ot  which  he  has 
jBver  taken  a  warm  Interest.  Politically  he  gives  his  support  to  th»  republican  /iMtrty 
but  has  never  beeu  a  seeker  after  public  ofBce.  He  Is  the  owner  of  a  fine  farm  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres  at  Idaho  Falls  and  has  two  farms  of  cme  hundred  and  twenty 
acres  each  In  Franklin  county,  Idaho,  and  Is  also  the  owner  of  business  and  reeldmce 
property  In  Preston. 


WILLIAH  BLACK. 

William  Black  Is  a  well  known  stockman  living  at  Bellevue  and  Is  one  of  Idaho's 
native  sohs,  for  his  birth  occurred  sixteen  miles  west  of  Boise,  at  the  old  Black  sta- 
.  tlon,  September  4.  1867,  his  parents  being  Charles  and  Annie  (Daniels)  Black.  The  - 
father  was  born  hear  ChlllicDthe,  Missouri,  while  the  mother  was  a  native  of  lUlnoia. 
It  was  in  the  year  1S64  that  Charles  Black  made  the  long  trip  across  the  plains  with 
ox  teams,  spending  the  Brst  winter  In  the  Dixie  valley  of  Idaha  He  later  operated  a 
ferry  over  the  Snake  river  between  Silver  City  and  Boise  and  he  also  purchased  a 
stage  station  there  and  conducted  a  hoteL  He  also  engaged  In  running  stock  and  In  the 
spring  of  18S0  he  took  up  a  part  ot  the  ranch  that  is  now  owned  by  bis  son  William, 
securing  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  He  likewise  acquired  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  of  timber  land,  built  a  log  house  and  started  the  work  of  develcqiing  and  im- 
ttrovlng  his  ranch,  which  he  continued  to  manage  for  a  number  ot  years,  but  eventually 
sold  the  property  to  his  son  William.  He  makes  his  home  at  Bellevue,  having  now 
reached  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-six  years.  His  wife  died  upon  the  ranch  In  1893. 
Hr.  Black  gives  his  political  allegiance  to  the  democratic  party  but  has  never  been 
a  candidate  lor  olllce. 

William  Black  spent  his  boyhood  days  on  a  ranch  on  the  Snake  river  to  the  age 
ot  ten  years  end  then  accompanied  his  parents  on  their  removal  to  Blaine  county, 
where  the  family  home  was  established  on  the  ranch  that  he  now  owns  and  occupies.  He 
was  reared  to  t^ricultural  lite  and  has  always  given  his  attention  thereto.  As  the 
years  passed  he  prospered  In  his  undertakings,  and  realliing  that  real  estate  iff  the 
safest  ot  all  investments,  he  kept  adding  to  his  place  from  time  to  time  until  he  now 
has  five  thousand  acres  ot  tine  ranch  land  and  is  <Hie  of  the  leading  and  progressive 
ranchmen  of  this  section  of  the  state. 

In  1903  Mr.  Black  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Etta  Bellenger,  a  daughter  of  Bd 
and  Martha  Bellenger,  and  a  native  ot  Colorado.  They  have  become  the  parents  ot 
four  children:   Violet,  Jeff,  Charles  and  Harry. 
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PoUtlcftUr  Hr.  Black  1b  a  democrat  and  fraterDallr  ha  1b  eonnflbted  with  tha  Eaglea. 
A  oatlTe  son  of  Idaho,  ha  has  apent  hia  entire  lite  within  the  bordera  ol  'the  atate  and 
baa  been  a  most  interested  witness  of  its  development  and  progreaa  for  a  period  of 
flftr-three  years.  Great  Indeed  are  the  changes  which  have  been  wrought  during  this 
time  and  since  reaching  adult  age  he  has  borne  hia  full  share  In  the  work  of  develop 
lug  the  ranching  and  atock  raising  Interests  of  the  state,  holding  to  high  standards  In 
the  nature  of  the  work  that  has  been  carried  on  along  these  lines.  That  he  Is  actuated 
by  a  mobt  progressive  spirit  la  manifest  In  the  excellent  appearance  of  his  ranch  prop- 
erty and  the  splendid  Improvementa  he  has  put  thereon. 


HON.  MARION  A.  KIQER. 

Hon.  Marion  A.  KIger,  of  Harriaon,  representative  Irom  Kootenai  county,  la  aerv- 
log  tor  the  third  term  as  a  member  of  the  general  assembly  and  Is  the  present  speaker 
of  the  house  of  repreeentatlves.  a  position  for  which  he  Is  admirably  fitted  by  reason  of  ' 
bis  emaprehenslve  knowledge  of  law,  bis  freedom  from  prejudice  and  partiality  and  by 
reascm  also  of  an  analytical  mind,  which  enables  him  to  discriminate  readily  between 
the  essential  and  the  non-eeaential  in  all  public  as  well  as  private  affairs.  He  has  lived 
in  Idaho  since  1908  and  through  the  intervening  period  of  eleven  years  has  been  a 
well  known  attorney  of  Harrison.  He  was  bom  upon  a  farm  in  Fountain  coanty,  In- 
diana, October  12,  1S7T,  a  son  of  James  Wesley  and  Margaret  Ellen  (Baker)  Kiger,  who 
were  also  natives  of  Fountain  coanty  and  representatives  of  pioneer  families  ot  that 
district.  The  grandfather  In  the  paternal  Hue  was  John  Kfger,  who  removed  to  Indiana 
from  the  Shenandoah  valley  of  Virginia  about  the  year  1830.  He  became  wealthy 
through  his  operations  as  a  farmer  and  stock  raiser  and  was  numbered  among  the  in- 
fluential citizens  of  Fountain  county,  where  he  died  In  the  '80s.  The  maternal  grand- 
parenta  were  Andrew  and  Amsey  (Miller)  Baker,  who  removed  to  Fountain  county, 
Indiana,  from  Pennsylvania  in  1830  and  settled  on  a  homestead  ten  miles  south  of 
Veedersburg.  The  farm  which  they  owned  is  still  in  possession  of  the  family,  being 
nbw  the  property  of  Mrs.  Margaret  E.  Klger,  who,  however,  makes  her  home  at  the  pres- 
ent time  In  Parsona,  Kansas.  The  father,  James  Wesley  KIger,  served  as  a  Union  soldier 
during  the  Civil  war  and  at  Its  doee  married  Margaret  Ellen  Baker,  with  whom  he 
went  to  Kansas,  there  taking  up  a  homestead  claim.  He  undertook  to  farm  It  but  was 
soon  starved  out  on  account  of  cr<v  failures  through  a  scourge  of  grasshoppers  and 
chinch  bngs.  He  then  returned  to  Indiana,  but  In  187S,  when  bis  son  Marion  was  but 
a  year  old,  he  again  removed  to  Kansas.  locating  on  another  hiMuestead  In  Labette 
county.  In  18S4,  however,  the  Klger  family  once  more  went  to  Indiana  and  In  18M  took 
np  their  abode  on  the  old  Baker  homestead,  where  the  death  of  Mr,  Klger  oocurrcd  In 
189L 

The  early  life  of  Marion  A.  Klger  waa  spent  upon  farms  In  Indiana  and  Kansas 
and  his  preliminary  education  was  obtained  io  the  country  schools  of  Fountain  county. 
He  later  concentrated  his  eOorts  and  attention  upon  farm  work  and  continued  with 
his  mother  until  he  had  attained  hia  majority.  He  then  borrowed  flfty  dtrilars 
and  entered  the  Central  Normal  School  at  Danville,  Indiana,  attending  for  one  term. 
At  the  end  of  that  time  be  was  able  to  obtain  a  teacher's  certificate  and  during  the 
winter  of  1B02-3  he  taught  his  first  term  of  school  In  Fulton  township,  Fountain  county. 
He  then  devoted  hia  attention  steadily  to  school-teaching  until  1906  through  each 
winter  season.  In  that  year  he  returned  to  the  Central  Normal  School,  where  he  re- 
sumed his  studies,  using  the  money  that  he  bad  been  able  to  save  from  bis  earnlnga  aa 
a  teacher.  There  he  completed  a  law  course  In  1S07  and  In  the  same  year  he  entered 
the  law  department  'of  the  University  of  Kanaas,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with 
the  LL.  B.  degree  in  1908.  He  at  once  came  to  Idaho  and  located  in  Harrison,  where  be 
has  constantly  practiced  law  with  marked  success.  No  dreary  period  of  waiting  was 
his.  Almost  immediately  he  won  a  good  clientage  and  has  been  most  auccesatui  In  Its 
tconduct,  winning  many  favorable  verdicts.  This  is  due  to  the  thoroughness  with  whioh 
he  prepares  his  cases,  his  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  law  and  bis  ability  to  apply 
its  principles  accurately.    He  Is  a  member  of  the  Idaho  State  Bar  Aasociation. 

Ob  tb«  2lBt  of  December,  1907,  Hr.  Klger  was  married  in  Terre  Haute,  Indiana,  to 
HIbs  Frances  Myrtle  Agnew,  a  teacher,  who  had  previously  been  a  member  ot  the  faculty 
of  the  Central  Indiana  Normal  School  and  had  gained  prominence  in  primary  and 
kindergarten  work  in  Ohio  and  Indiana.     They  now  have  two  children:    John  Cole, 
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Imid  December  IS,  IH2;  and  Jamas  Robert,  known  u  "Jimmle  Bob."  bom  Aasnat  2S, 
1915. 

Mr.  Klger  beloDsn  to  the  Independent  Order  ot  Odd  Fellows  and  his  religious  fBltb  Is 
that  Qf  the  Baptist  church.  His  political  allegiance  is  gfTen  to  the  republican  partr 
and  his  interest  In  the  political  situation  and  questions  of  the  day  Is  that  of  a  publlo- 
splrlted  citizen  who  recognizes  the  duties  and  ohllgations  as  well  as  the  prlrileges  of 
citisenshlp.  His  fellow  townsmen,  appreciative  of  his  worth  and  devotion  to  the  general 
good,  elected  him  to  the  hDuse  of  representatives  tn  1B11  and  gave  him  recognition  of 
hie  valuable  service  In  re-election  In  1916  and  in  191S  with  practically  no  opposition  for 
the  third  term.  At  the  beginning  of  this  term  he  was  unanimously  elected  speaker  of 
the  house  and  Is  so  serving  at  the  present  time.  In  this  connection  one  of  the  news- 
papers of  the  elate  said:  "Speaker  Kiger  promises  to  be  one  of  the  most  ptqiular 
speakers  a  house  of  representatives  In  an  Idaho  legislature  has  ever  had.  He  Is  rec- 
ognized as  a  presiding  officer  of  unusual  ability.  He  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  the 
caucus  of  his  party  and  of  the  entire  house  of  representatives  of  the  fifteenth  session 
upon  his  election.  Taking  up  the  gavel,  he  prefaced  his  serious  duties  with  the  clear- 
cut  statement  that  the  work  of  speaker  was  new  to  him,  that  he  would  make  mistakes 
but  that  they  would  be  mistakes  of  the  head,  not  ot  the  heart.  He  declared  for  a 
fair,  open  and  above  board  policy  which  would  give  courteous  recognition  to  all  mem- 
bers, regardless  of  parly  afflilatloD,  desiring  to  speak  from  the  floor. 

"When  Speaker  KIger  appointed  his  committeee  he  again  made  It  plain  that  while 
he  could  not  gratify  the  ambitions  of  all  members,  nor  could  he  give  everyone  the  posi- 
tions Uiey  desired,  he  had  tried  to  be  fair,  Impartial,  unprejudiced  and  select  the  men 
he  thought  rould  best  serve  on  the  committees  to  which  they  wer^  assigned." 


WILLIAM  H.  HILDRETH. 

William  H.  Hlldreth,  one  of  the  most  experienced  newspaper  men  and  general 
printers  In  his  part  of  the  state,  at  present  the  owner  and  editor  of  Soda  Springs  Chief- 
tain, a  weekly  paper,  published  In  Soda  Springs.  Carlboa  county,  la  a  native  of  Call- 
fwnla,  bom  In  Watsouvllle,  October  28,  186S,  and  Is  a  eon  of  Jcriin  L.  and  Angellne 
(Sims)  Hlldretb,  the  former  a  native  of  Kentucky  and  the  latter  of  Hannibal,  Mis- 
souri. 

Jabn  L.  Hlldreth  was  one  of  those  hardy  adventurers  Who  went  to  California  in 
1849  Id  search  of  fortune  when  the  gold  boom  was  on  the  horlKm  In  that  state.  Unlike 
many  others,  Mr.  Hlldreth,  owing  to  bis  personal  qualities  and  capacity  for  making 
a  success  of  the  thing  In  band,  made  a  considerable  fortune.  He  built  and  equipped  the 
famous  Palace  Hotel,  whldi  was  known  from  coast  to  coast  and  which  was  later  de- 
stroyed by  an  earthquake.  He  removed  from  California  to  Texas,  where  he  resided 
until  1867,  when  he  started  out  on  the  return  Jonmey  to  California,  driving  three 
thousand  head  of  Texas  steers.  On  arriving  at  Pueblo,  Colorado,  In  the  course  of  his 
jonrney,  he  decided  to  winter  there  and  had  to  buy  a  ranch  is  order  to  accommodate 
the  large  herd  he  had  brought  with  bim  across  the  plains.  He  liked  that  country 
so  well  that  he  stayed  there  but  was  rather  unfortunate  In  bis  undertakings  and  lost 
large  sums  of  money  owing  to  the  failure  ot  some  banks.  Mr.  Hlldreth  erected  what 
was  considered  the  finest  home  In  Pueblo  at  that  time.  He  had  the  brick  shipped 
from  Chicago  and  hauled  It  a  good  part  of  the  way  by  oxen.  A  barrel  ot  flour  In  those 
days  cost  one  hundred  dollars,  which  would  seem  to  Indicate  that  the  high  cost  ot  liv- 
ing was  as  rampant  then  as  It  Is  now.  Mr.  Hlldreth  was  one  ot  the  original  Texas 
Rangers  during  the  Civil  war.  He  died  In  Pueblo.  Colorado,  in  1896.  He  was  a  thirty- 
second  degree  Mason  and  went  to  Scotland  to  have  that  degree  conferred  on  him.  His 
wife  died  in  the  same  year — 1S9G. 

William  H.  Hlldreth  was  reared  and  educated  in  Pueblo,  and  at  the  early  age  of 
eleven  years,  while  most  boys  are  yet  at  ^hool,  be  commenced  to  learn  the  printer's 
trade,  working  on  the  old  Pueblo  Chieftain.  Prior  to  that  he  worked  In  the  office  ot 
the  Breniug  Democrat  at  Pueblo,  and  later  returned  to  the  office  of  the  Chieftain,  where 
he  became  foreman.  His  life  since  has  been  one  continuous  connection  with  printer's 
Ink.  He  lived  for  forty  years  in  Colorado  and  during  that  period  he  worked  all  over  the 
state,  being  connected  at  one  time  or  another  with  practically  all  ot  its  leading  papers. 

In  1908  Mr.  Hlldreth  removed  to  Idaho  and  located  at  Jerome,  Lincoln  oounty. 
where  he  remained  for  one  year  as  foreman  ot  the  Northstde  News.     He  tben  came  to 
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Soda  SprlDgB.  which  was  Id  Banoock  county  at  that  time,  and  took  cberge  ol  the 
Chieftain,  of  which  he  had  become  the  owner,  and  he  haa  conducted  that  ffaper  evw 
fllnc«.  He  overhauled  and  added  to  hie  plant  and  now  haa  one  of  the  most  modern 
printing  offices  In  the  atate.  The  Chieftain  la  the  only  paper  published  In  Caribou 
coontr.  In  addition  to  Its  publication,  Mr.  Hlldretb  runs  a  Job  printing  depart- 
ment He  Is  an  aKgreasIre  republican  of  the  progressive  type  and  gives  freely  of  the 
service  of  his  paper  to  further  his  party's  Interests.  Among  other  activities,  he  Is 
a  member  of  the  local  board  of  education  and  haa  been  secretary  of  the  Commercial 
Club  for  aome  time. 

On  February  28.  1SS8,  Hr.  Hlldreth  was  united  In  marriage  to  Luin  Dean  Scndder. 
of  LeadvUIe.  Colorado,  a  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  B.  F.  Scudder.  pioneer  cltleena  of 
that  place.  Mr.  Scudder  died  at  Rifle.  Colorado,  in  lS9fl.  and  his  widow  is  atlll  realdlng 
there.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hlldreth  the  following  children  have  been  born:  William, 
residing  In  Soda  Springs;  Lambert,  who  died  February  6,  191S;  Ruth,  the  wife  of 
Frank  Lis  ton,  of  Soda  Springs,  and  Fay  E.  and  Frank.  The  family  are  members  of  the 
Baptist  chnrch.  Mr.  Hlldreth's  mother  was  the  first  white  woman  baptized  In  Pueblo, 
and  the  ice  had  to  be  broken  to  perform  the  ceremony. 

Hr.  Hlldreth  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  ordfer,  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Bika.  He 
was  appointed  United  Statea  commissioner  for  hta  district  In  April,  1919.  He  Is  generally 
regarded  aa  one  of  the  moat  progressive  cltlsena  of  Soda  Springs.  The  value  of  bis 
plant  has  more  than  quadrupled  since  he  flrat  acquired  It,  and  constant  additions  are 
being  made  as  the  necessities  of  buslnesa  demand.  He  takes  a  good  citlsen's  part  Id 
all  matters  calculated  to  foster  and  aid  in  the  advancement  ot  the  rity  of  hla  adoption. 


HON.  WALTER  H.  HANSON. 

Hon.  Walter  H.  Hanson,  who  was  a  member  of  the  state  senate  ot  Idaho  during  the 
twelfth  general  assembly  and  who  for  sixteen  years  had  been  a  representative  of  the 
Idaho  bar,  practicing  at  Wallace,  was  bom  In  Deer  Park,  Wisconsin,  December  27. 
1881,  a  son  of  John  and  Carretta  M.  (Abraharosoa)  Hanson.  His  youthful  days  were 
passed  In  the  usual  manner  of  the  lad  who  was  reared  In  similar  surroundings  In  the 
sparsely  settled  communities  of  the  middle  west.  At  the  usual  age  he  entered  the  pub- 
lic schools,  passing  throngh  consecutive  grades  to  his  graduation  from  the  high  -echoed. 
Ui  prepared  for  the  bar  as  a  student  In  the  law  department  of  the  University  ot 
Minnesota  at  Minneapolis  and  there  won  bis  LL.  B.  degree  as  a  graduate  of  the  class 
of  1W4.  The  opportunities  of  the  growing  west  attracted  him  and  he  soon  made 
his  way  to  Idaho,  opening  an  office  at  Wallace,  where  he  has  since  remained.  His 
ability  as  a  lawyer  has  been  widely  recognlied  In  an  extensive  practice  which  has  con- 
stantly grown  In  volume  and  Importance,  He  has  been  retained  as  counsel  for  the 
prosecution  or  defense  In  many  of  the  Important  cases  tried  In  the  courts  ot  northern 
Idaha  He  is  never  surprised  by  the  unexpected  attack  of  an  adversary,  tor  he  pre- 
pares his  cases  with  great  precision  and  care  and  Is  ready  to  meet  any  emergency.  In 
1906  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  prosecuting  attorney  ot  Shoshone  county  and  filled 
the  position  for  two  years.  In  April,  1909,  he  was  elected  mayor  of  Wallace  and  through 
a  tVo  years'  incumbency  In  that  office  give  to  the  city  a  bnslnesslike  and  progressive 
administration  that  brought  about  various  reforms  and  improvements  In  ccmnectlon 
with  municipal  affairs.  Sthl  higher  political  honors  came  to  him  in  his  election  aa 
state  senator  from  his  district  to  the  twelfth  general  assembly.  He  gave  thoughtful 
and  earnest  consideration  to  all  the  vital  questions  which  came  up  for  settlement  during 
his  connection  with  the  senate  and  his  poeltlon  upon  any  Important  problem  Is  never 
an  equivocal  one. 

Aside  from  his  professional  and  political  activity  Mr.  Hanson  is  a  stockholder  in 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Wallace  and  he  Is  Interested  In  several  local  buainess  en- 
terprises which  constitute  features  In  the  continued  growth,  development  and  prosperity 
at  the  community  In  which  he  lives.  Fraternally  Mr.  Hinacm  la  c<mnected  with  Wallace 
Lodge  No.  331,  B.  P.  O.  E.,  of  which  he  la  a  past  exalted  ruler,  and  he  also  belongs  to 
the  grand  lodge  ot  Elks.  He  is  a  Mason,  closely  following  the  teachings  and  purposes 
ot  the  craft.  Politically  he  has  always  been  a  republican  and  has  been  a  member  of 
the  stat«  central  committee,  eo  that  he  has  aided  In  guiding  the  destinies  of  the  party 
In  Idaho.    Alert  and  enterprlalng,  well  Informed  concerning  the  principles  ot  jurlspru- 
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dcoce,  wldo^w&ke  to  all  public  Interests  uid  actuated  by  a  moat  piibllo«plrlted  devotion 
to  tlie  general  good,  Walter  H.  Hanson  Is  Indeed  one  of  tbe  valued  and  representatlTe 
residents  of  Shoshone  countr- 


WIULUM  D.  KBBTON. 


William  D.  Keeton,  attorney  at  lav  ot  St.  Maries,  was  bom  near  Armovr  tn  wbat 
is  now  the  state  of  South  Dakota,  December  2,  18S4,  his  parents  being  Jabn  F.  and 
Henrietta  (Gather)  Keeton,  natives  ot  England  and  of  Ohio  respecUvely.  The  father 
was  hronght  to  the  UnltH  States  by  his  parents  vfaen  but  four  years  ot  age,  the  family 
settling  In  New  York,  where  he  afterward  learned  the  printer's  trade.  He  enlisted 
tor  service  In  the  Civil  war  at  Blmlra,  New  York,  rendering  active  aid  to  the  Union 
cause  antll  Its  supramacr  was  established  on  southern  battlefields.  A.  short  time  after 
tbe  war  be  removed  to  Ontario,  Wisconsin,  where  be  engaged  tn  merchandising,  and 
later  he  went  to  South  Dakota,  homesteadlng  near  Armour,  where  he  devel(^>ed  a  highly 
improved  farm.  He  wss  active  as  a  republican  In  that  locality  and  filled  tne  offlco  ot 
county  commissioner.    Subsequently  he  returned  to  Wisconsin. 

William  D.  Keeton  obtained  a  public  school  education  at  Florence,  Wisconsin,  and 
afterward  attended  the  University  ot  Michigan,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  June, 
1908.  Since  that  year  he  has  been  identified  with  the  northwest.  He  removed  to  MuUan, 
Idaho,  where  be  taoght  school  from  1B0&  until  lilZ,  and  in  the  meantime  he  prepared 
for  the  bar  and  entered  upon  practice  In  the  latter  year  at  St.  Maries.  Here  he  has 
since  followed  his  profession  and  Is  recognized  as  one  of  Its  'able  representatives  in 
Benewah  county,  having  now  a  large  practice  of  an  important  character. 

In  January,  191S,  Mr.  Keeton  was  married  to  Miss  Ruth  Bennett  and  they  have 
<ae  child,  Katherine  Henrietta.  They  are  widely  known  in  St  Maries  and  this  section 
of  the  state  and  Hr.  Keeton  has  been  very  active  In  public  allairs  and  prominent  In  the 
councils  of  the  republican  party.  He  has  served  as  dty  attorney  and  prosecuting  at- 
torney and  he  was  secretary  ot  the  Colincll  of  Defense  during  the  World  war.  In  fact 
he  was  active  in  all  war  work.  He  drafted  the  bill  which  was  presented  as  House 
Bill  No.  S  In  the  1915  session  ot  the  legislature,  creating  Benewah  out  ot  Kootenai 
county,  the  bill  being  presented  by  H.  J.  Hull,  then  representative  of  Benewah  county 
in  the  state  legislature.  There  is  no  phase  of  the  county's  development  and  Improve- 
ment with  which  he  has  not  been  closely  associated  In  tbe  iutervanlng  years.  He  was 
one  of  the  Incorporators  and  directors  of  tbe  First  National  Bank  of  St.  Maries  and  he 
has  made  valuable  contribution  to  the  bnslneBS  enterprise  and  progress  of  the  city 
as  well  as  to  Its  political  advancement.  Fraternally  he  Is  a  Mason.  He  became 
a  charter  member  of  St.  Maries  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  and  tie  also  belongs  to  the  Knight 
Templar  C<Mnmandery  and  to  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Lewlston.  He  early  recognised  the 
possibilities  for  development  and  progress  In  this  section  of  the  state  and  opportunity 
has  ever  been  to  him  a  call  to  action.  He  concentrates  upon  the  work  at  hand,  ao- 
compllshes  his  purposes  by  unfaltering  determination  and  well  defined  methods,  and 
while  active  in  connection  with  public  Interests,  he  has  gained  for  himself  a  most 
creditable  position  as  a  representative  ot  the  bar.  his  knowledge  of  the  principles  ot 
Juri^rudence  being  compreheoeive  and  exact. 


GEOROE  E.  CROCKETT. 

Judge  Oeorge  E.  Crockett,  of  the  probate  court  of  Franklin  county,  Idaho,  was 
bora  in  Logan,  UUh,  November  28.  1866,  a  son  of  Alvin  and  Mary  S.  (Read)  Crockett, 
tbe  former  of  whom  was  bom  In  Maine  and  the  latter  In  New  Hampshire.  The  father 
crossed  tbettlalns  by  ox  team  and  remained  In  Utah  for  a  time  but  in  1S49  removed 
to  California  when  the  gold  craze  was  at  tte  height.  He  remained  In  that  state  for 
one  year,  at  the  end  ot  which  time  he  returned  to  Utah  and  took  up  his  residence  at 
Payson,  where  be  lived  for  a  few  years,  moving  thence  to  Logan,  Utah,  in  Cache 
valley.  He  worked  at  his  trade  as  a  bricklayer  tor  eome  years  but  later  was  elected 
sheritt  of  Cache  county,  serving  In  that  office  (or  twenty-one  years.  He  was  the  first 
mayor  ot  Logan  and  also  served  as  city  marshal  tor  a  number  of  years.  In  addltl<Mi 
to  being  a  bricklayer,  he  also  wae  an  expert  carpenter  and  blacksmith  and  also  worked 
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at  tbe  trada  of  BhoemaklnB,  making  all  tbe  boots  and  shoes  used  by  his  family-  H« 
■past  tbe  last  rears  <a  bis  life  In  Logan,  where  he  was  active  tn  church  work  and 
served  as  high  coanselor  for  a  good  many  yBars.  Re  was  In  the  New  England  statea 
on  a  two-rear  mlsBlon.  He  died  In  Jnlr.  1902,  at  the  age  of  seventr-two  rears.  HIa 
wife  predeceased  falm,  her  death  occnrrlng  In  Jnne,  1S99,  at  the  age  of  slxty^Te. 

Qeorge  E,  Crockett  attended  the  schools  of  Logan,  Utah,  and  later  entered  Brlgham 
Young  College,  where  he  completed  his  edneatlon.  In  earlr  life  he  began  working  for 
hlmeelf  at  farming,  having  bought  a  tract  of  land  and  later  he  acquired  a  htnnestead  of 
one  hundred  and  sixtr  acres  in  Franklin  countr.  Idaho,  coming  to  this  county  at  the 
end  of  bis  school  course.  He  Improved  and  developed  his  farms  but  at  present  rents 
Ualand. 

On  Pebruarr  27,  1889,  Mr.  Crockett  was  married  to  Isabelle  E.  Adams,  and  tber 
became  the  parents  of  eleven  children,  as  follows:  Margaret,  deceased;  Nora  S.,  de- 
oeased;  Oeorge  A.,  a  farmer,  who  enlisted  in  the  United  States  service  in  the  World 
war;  Qnj  J.,  a  fanner,  who  also  enlisted;  Frank  L..  who  Is  on  a  mission  to  New  Zealand; 
Elmo  R.;  Irma  and  Anna,  at  home;  Cora,  deceased;  Blanche,  deceased,  and  Kenneth  A., 
at  borne. 

Hr.  Crodett  has  always  been  a  worker  In  the  service  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Cbrlat 
of  Latter-dar  Saints  and  Is  now  a  high  priest.  He  is  a  warm  sapporter  of  the  republican 
party;  has  served  as  sheriff  of  Oneida  countr  for  one  term;  and  was  Justice  of  the 
peace  for  ten  years.  In  the  fall  of  1918  be  was  elected  Judge  of  the  probate  court  ot 
Franklin  countr-  Since  the  counties  were  divided  in  1918  be  has  conducted  an  ab- 
stract office  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  bis  patrons. 


JAHES  WILSON. 


James  Wilson,  deceased,  was  for  manr  rears  one  of  the  leading  farmers  and  stock- 
men of  Idaho,  and  during  his  residence  in  this  state  did  as  much  as  any  other  man  In 
the  commonwealth  in  the  interests  of  agriculture  and  stock  raising.  He  Is  properly 
classed  among  the  pioneers  of  Idaho,  for  his  residence  dated  from  1864,  and  from  that 
time  nntll  his  death  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  conduct  of  business  interests  that  r» 
suited  to  the  benefit  ot  the  state,  as  well  as  to  his  individual  proeperlty. 

A  native  of  Washington  county,  Indiana,  he  was  bom  May  15,  1828,  his  parents 
being  Jesse  and  Sarah  (McCoy)  Wilson.  The  father  was  bom  near  Morgantown,  Vir- 
ginia, May  IT.  1800,  and  removed  to  Washington  countrt  Indiana,  during  the  pioneer 
period  In  the  history  ot  that  state.  His  death  occurred  In  Grande  Ronde  valley,  Oregon, 
in  the  fall  ot  1863,  but  bis  wife,  wbo  was  likewise  a  native  of  the  Old  Dominion,  died 
In  Washington  coanty,  Indiana,  tn  1828.  When  seven  rears  of  age  James  Wilson  re- 
moved from  bis  native  county  to  Vigo  countr,  Indiana,  where  he  resided  until  18H, 
when  he  took  np  his  abode  In  Wayne  county,  Iowa,  making  his  home  there  nntll  the 
spring  of  1882.  At  that  date  he  croased  the  great  plains  and  located  In  Oregon,  whence 
he  came  to  Idaho  In  Match,  1884,  locating  in  the  section  that  was  then  la  Boise 
countr  hut  Is  now  in  Ada  countr-  In  18S7  be  took  np  his  residence  about  twelve  miles 
west  of  Boise  city,  on  the  farm  where  his  death  occurred  March  20,  1899.  At  the  time 
ot  his  demise  he  owned  In  Ada  and  Elmore  counties  ten  hnndred  and  twenty-six  acres 
ot  land.  He  was  one  ot  the  leading  and  progressive  stockmen  ot  the  state,  his  ventnree 
In  that  respect,  however,  being  confined  almost  exclnslvely  to  the  cattle  Industry.  He 
Introduced  Into  Idaho  many  thoroughbred  shorthorn  cattle,  thereby  greatly  improving 
the  grade  of  cattle  raised  and  thna  adding  to  their  value  on  the  market. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  married  May  27,  1849,  In  Indiana,  to  Miss  Nancy  Perkins,  who  was 
bom  in  that  state,  October  IG,  1832.  and  died  In  Ada  county,  Idaho,  July  30,  1888.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson  were  born  six  children,  namely:  Jesse,  who  wae  bom  In  Vigo  county, 
Indiana,  July  6.  ISSO;  Charlotte,  born  In  the  same  county,  September  19,  1862,  and' now 
the  wife  of  D.  C.  Calhoun;  Emily  J.,  born  in  Wayne  county,  Iowa,  October  7,  18SG;  Eliia- 
betb  M.,  who  was  bom  in  Wayne  county,  Iowa,  February  15,  1858,  and  Is  now  the  wife 
ot  Phelps  Everett;  Japies  Llord,  who  was  bom  in  Wayne  county,  Iowa,  August  4,  1860, 
and  was  drowned  In  the  Boise  rlve^  In  May,  1865;  William  E.  wbo  was  bom  In  Oregon, 
December  29,'l8G2. 

In  politics  James  Wilson  was  tor  many  years  a  supporter  of  the  principles  ot  the 
democratic  party,  but  in  the  latter  part  ot  his  life  he  voted  for.  the  men  who,  in  his 
Judgment,  were  the  best  quallfled  tor  the  positions  to  which  ther  aspired,  regardless 
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of  their  political  aflllUtioiui.  As  early  a«  1869  h«  vraa  made  a  Ifaaon  in  Bolac  Lodse  and 
erar  afterward  oontlanMl  a  worthjr  exemplar  of  tli«  loftr  taachlnga  and  porposes  of  that 
fratemltr.  HIa  labor*  In  behalf  of  the  farming  and  atockralalng  Interests  of  the  state 
««re  moet  effective  and  beneDcial  and  therefore  hie  death  proved  a  looa  to  the  mtire 
commonwealth.  SomethlnK  of  the  auccesa  which  crowned  bis  efforta  may  be  Inferred 
from  the  fact  that  when  he  came  to  the  Boise  valley  he  brooght  with  htm  only  Are 
yoke  of  cattle  and  had  a  cash  capital  of  ont]'  two  dollars  and  aiily-aTe  cents,  and  at 
the  time  of  his  death  left  an  estate  rained  at  more  than  sixty  tbooaand  doUan,  which 
ta  A  Tery  conaervattve  estimate.  This  he  divided  by  will  anuvR  hia  rtelstlvea.  At  all 
times  loyal  to  truth  and  right,  [air  and  Juit  in  bis  deallnKE.  and  faithfnl  to  the  dntled 
of  (rlendahip  and  of  cltlz;enshlp,  be  ,won  and  retained  the  confidence  and  respect  of  alt 
with  whom  he  was  broni;ht  in  contact. 

Jesse  Wilson,  the  eldest  child  of  James  and  Nancy  (Perkins)  Wilson,  is  a  native  of 
Indiana  and  is  now  residing  upon  the  family  homestead  near  Boise.  His  edncatlon 
was  Bcqnfred  In  the  early  schoola  of  Ada  conntj,  and,  like  fala  father,  he  has  devoted 
the  greater  part  of  his  life  to  agricultural  pursnlta  and  the  raising  of  fine  cattle.  He  is 
r^arded  aa  one  of  the  best  authorities  on  stock  in  the  entire  state.  He  has  made 
a  close  etndy  of  the  best  methods  of  raising  cattle  of  the  best  breeds  and  of  their  qual- 
ities and  fltnees  for  domestic  market  purposes,  and  his  opinions  carry  weight  In  all 
agricultural  and  stockralslng  communities.  He  has  never  married  but  makes  hia 
bome  on  the  farm  which  was  left  him  by  his  lather,  which  comprises  one  hundred  and 
sizty  acres  of  land,  and  In  addition  he  Inherited  a  valuable  tract  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  in  Kendall  county.  He  haa  some  of  this  under  a  very  high  state  of  cul- 
tivation, and  everything  about  his  farm  bespeaks  the  thrifty,  enterprising  and  progressive 
owner.  Sodally.  Mr.  Wilnon  is  connected  with  Boise  Lodge,  No.  2,  P.  ft  A.  M.,  and  in 
polltica  Is  Independent. 


MRS.  GEOROB  F.  EDWARDS. 

Mrs.  George  P.  Edwards,  for  upwards  of  twenty-two  years  a  well  known  and 
mnch  reapected  resident  of  Meridian,  Ada  county,  Idaho,  where  her  late  husband 
and  herself  settled  in  1888,  was  born  in  England,  Auguat  1,  1S<7,  a  daughter  of  John 
and  Mary  Noble  and  Bister  of  the  late  Robert  Noble,  who  in  his  diy  was  a  proeperoos 
eltlsen  of  Boise  and  reference  to  whom  Is  made  on  another  page  of  this  work.  In 
18G4,  John  and  Mary  Noble  and  the  members  of  their  family  emigrated  from  England 
to  Canada,  where  they  lived  for  four  years  in  the  vicinity  of  Niagara  Falls,  of  which 
Mrs.  Rdwarda  haa  a  good  recollection,  being  then  seven  years  of  age.  Her  mother  died 
In  1854  when  an  epidemic  of  cbolera  swept  over  Kingston,  Canada,  where  the  family 
were  living  at  the  time,  and  Mrs.  Noble  tell  a  victim  to  the  ravages  of  the  peetllence. 
About  lEES  Mr.  Noble  and  his  children  moved  to  Brie  county.  New  York,  where  he 
eontlnued  to  reside  for  some  years,  but  in  I8SS  he  went  to  Knox  county,  Illinois, 
where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  hia  life. 

On  November  6,  1S6T,  Mary  J.  Noble  was  united  in  marriage  to  George  P.  Edwarda. 
also  a  native  of  Bngland,  who  was  bam  March  3,  1842,  and  was  fourteen  yeara  old  when 
be  accompanied  his  parents,  George  and  Elizabeth  Edwards,  to  the  United  Btatee.  The 
family  located  in  Knox  county,  Illinois,  where  the  Noble  family  aubse^tiently  aettled, 
and  there  George  F.  Edwards  met  his  future  wife. 

After  about  twenty  yeara  residence  In  Kdox  county,  Illinois,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwards 
removed  to  Buffalo  county,  Nebraska,  where  they  were  engaged  at  farming  for  some 
years.  In  laSS  they  came  to  Idaho  and  lived  in  Bolae,  Ada  county,  for  two  yeara  and 
later  on  Snake  river  for  one  year.  In  1898  they  located  on  a  ranch  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  south  of  Meridian,  Ada  county,  and  here  Mr.  Edward!  passed  away  Decem- 
ber 17,  191G,  deservedly  regretted  by  a  large  circle  of  friends.  Mrs.  Edwards  still  lives 
on  the  ranch  with  her  married  daughter,  Nellie,  the  wife  of  Arthur  Robert  Heradorf. 
lira.  Mersdorf,  who  is  Mrs.  Edwarda'  only  child,  was  born  in  Knox  county,  Illlnoia, 
Auguat  20,  1879,  and  came  with  her  parenta  to  Idaho  In  1SS8. 

Mr.  Edwards  was  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fetlowa  and  was  a 
supporter  of  the  republican  party.  Mrs.  E^lwards  is  an  earnest  member  of  tbe  Episco- 
palian church.  In  the  work  of  wblAi  she  takes  a  warm  Interest.  She  has  the  degree 
Of  honor  In  the  Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen;  is  also  a  member  of  the  Daugh- 
ters of  Rebekah;   and  belongs  to  the  Farmers  Home  Club  in  her  neighborhood.     The 
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rtutch  which  Mr.  Edwards  purchased  for  ten  dollan  an  acre  le  now  estimated  br  com- 
petent Judges  to  be  worth  upwards  at  three  hundred  dollars  an  acre,  a  result  larsel? 
attributable  to  the  enersr  and  care  of  the  oi^er  during  his  active  lifetime. 


HBNRT  E.  THOMAS. 


Henrr  E.  Thomas,  the  well  known  and  popular  caabler  of  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Halad  City.  Idaho,  having  for  several  yeare  been  Identifled  with  banking  Interests, 
is  a  native  son  of  that  cltr,  born  on  July  26.  1SS8.  Hla  parents  were  Benjamin  L.  and 
Elisabeth  (Evana)  Thomas,  the  former  of  whom  was  a  native  of  Brlgtaam  City,  Dtah. 
and  the  latter  a  native  of  Wales.  The  parents  of  Benjamin  L.  Thomas  emigrated  to 
America  and  located  in  UUh  In  18G2:  while  the  parents  of  Elisabeth  Evana  setUed  In 
the  same  state  In  1S7S.  The  paternal  grandfather,  who  was  a  farmer,  lived  for  a  time  in 
Brfgham  City,  Utah,  but  later  came  to  Malad  City,  Idaho,  where  he  took  np  a  tract  of 
land,  which  he  operated  tor  the  balance  of  hla  life.  His  death  occnrred  In  1898.  Ben- 
lanlD  L.  Thomas  was  reared  and  educated  in  Dtah  and  finished  his  schoolluK  at  Deseret 
TTntversity.  He  was  sixteen  years  of  age  when  be  accompanied  bis  parents  to  Idaho, 
wher«  later  he  became  a  farmer  and  bought  and  improved  a  piece  of  land,  which  he 
operated  for  the  remainder  of  hla  life.  He  died  April  30,  1904.  at  the  age  of  fltty-two 
yean,  being  at  the  time  of  his  death  counselor  to  the  bishop.  His  widow  is  atlll 
living  in  Halad. 

Henry  B.  Thomas  was  reared  and  educated  in  Ualad  City  and  remained  on  hla 
father's  farm  nntil  191S,  wbrai  he  went  to  work  for  the  Evans  Co-operative  Store,  remain- 
ing In  that  employment  for  four  years.  In  1916  he  accepted  a  position  y  bookkeeper 
with  the  First  National  Bank  of  Halad  City  and  has  since  been  advanced  to  bis  preeent 
offlce  as  cashier  of  the  bank,  his  appointment  belnft  made  in  April,  1918.  The  bank  was 
established  in  1907,  and  Jedd  Jones,  the  present  preeident,  was  one  of  the  organisers. 

On  November  22,  1911,  Hr.  Thomas  was  married  to  Pearl  Ward,  and  they  have  be- 
oome  the  parents  of  two  children;  Henry  W..  bom  January  12.  1913;  and  Bert  L.,  Feb* 
mary  27,  19lt.  Hr.  Thomaa  is  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesna  Christ  of  Latter-dny 
Saints  snd  Is  counselor  In  the  Sunday  school.  He  supports  the  republican  party  but 
has  never  sought  political  offlce.  He  is  a  prominent  citiEen  of  Malad  City  and  epjoys 
the  coDlldence  and  esteem  of  a  large  circle  of  friends. 


HILTON  B.  RBTN0LD8. 


Hilton  B.  Reynolds  in  the  fall  of  1906  assisted  in  the  organisation  of  the  Bmnean 
Stats  Bank,  of  which  he  is  nnw  the  cashier.  He  baa  since  been  Identified  with  the  in- 
stitution, contributing  in  snbstentlal  measure  to  Its  growth  and  progress.  A  native  of 
HIssourl,  be  was  bom  in  FattouBbnr^,  Jnnuery  20,  1S74,  and  Is  a  son  of  James  A.  and 
Laura  L.  (Moore)  Reynolds.  He  rnmained  In  his  native  state  to  the  a«e  of  elaihteen 
years  and  on  the  Slat  of  July,  189S.  he  arrived  at  Monntaln  Home,  Idaho.  He  had 
prevtonsly  learned  the  trade  of  decomtlng  and  he  followed  th"t  pursuit  at  Honntain 
Home  until  March.  1397,  when  he  returned  to  Ulssonrl  and  there  engaged  in  clerk- 
ing in  the  merchandise  estobllshment  of  his  father  until  April,  189S.  when  he  enlisted  in 
the  Sixteenth  United  States  Infintry  for  service  In  the  Spanish-American  war,  Joining 
t^t  command  st  SL  Louis,  Missouri.  He  served  throughout  the  Cuban  campqlm  and 
was  under  Oeneral  Shaffer  st  Santlat^o,  acting  as  first  sergeant  until  honorably  dla- 
eharged  st  HuntsvlUe,  Alabama,  in  February,  1399. 

Hr.  Reynolds  then  returned  to  hfs  home  and  built  and  operated  a  telenbone  ex- 
change there.  He  afterward  worked  for  a  year  on  the  Omaha,  Kansas  City  t  Esstem 
and  also  on  the  Kansas  City  ft  Northwestern.  In  Ihe  fall  of  1900  he  was  married  and 
returned  to  Monntaln  Home,  Idaho,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  hla  parents.  He  then 
again  worked  at  his  old  trade  of  decorating  and  for  two  years  he  followed  that  business 
at  Bruneau,  He  afterward  purchased  a  ranch  northwest  of  Brunesu,  securing  one 
hundred  snd  sixty  acres,  which  he  cultivated  and  Improved  for  a  period  of  four  years. 
In  the  fsll  of  1906  he  assisted  In  organizing  the  State  Bank  of  Bruneau.  which  was 
capitalized  for  twenty-five  thonsand  dollars.    He  accepted  the  position  of  cashier  and  has 
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slaea  bees  Mtlve  In  mansglnc  Um  buik.  In  dlracdnc  lu  policy  cad  in  riirtb«rlas  lis 
InuiiMM  darelopmcnt,  lu  patronaie  bavins  steadUr  grown  tma  tli«  btclanlnc. 

In  1900  Hr.  Rernolda  was  mani«d  to  Mlsa  Hfnnlc  B.  Powell,  a  native  of  MUmotI 
and  a  daagbter  of  Mr.  and  Mra.  Edward  F.  Powell,  natives  ot  KentnckT-  Mr.  and  Mra. 
RcjmoldB  have  one  daughter,  Blanche.  Mr.  Rernolds  votes  with  the  democratic  party 
and  he  Is  well  known  In  [raternal  circles,  being  a  Scottish  Rite  Uaaoa  ot  the  thlrty- 
■econd  d^re«,  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  also  ot  the 
Indeivendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  His  life  has  been  cbaracterixed  by  dillgenoe  and 
determination  and  throngboat  bis  career  be  has  wisely  nsed  tbe  cvpntnnltlee  that  have 
come  bis  way.  Step  by  step  he  baa  advanced  since  hia  removal  to  the  northwest  and 
be  has  now  for  twelve  years  occnpied  a  creditable  poeftlon  In  the  financial  ciretcfl  of 
Owybee  connty. 


SHADRACH  J.  BENSON. 

Idaho  with  Its  coantlese  oppmlanitles.  Its  splendid  natural  resources  and  its  chances 
for  ready  development,  promising  rich  returns,  has  driwn  to  it  enterprising  men  from 
every  section  of  the  country.  Among  those  who  have  come  frmn  Kansas  la  Sbadrach 
J.  Benson,  now  proprietor  of  a  men's  famishing  goods  store  at  Hailey.  He  was  bom 
in  Washington  county,  Kansas,  March  31,  1S74.  and  Is  a  son  of  John  W.  and  I.iicy  (Scott) 
Benson.  He  left  the  Sunflower  state  In  company  with  bis  parents,  th6  family  remov- 
ing to  Boise.  Idaho.  In  ISSl.  They  spent  two  years  in  the  capital  city  and  in  18S5 
became  residents  of  Ketchnm,  Idaho,  where  the  father  engaged  In  the  live  stock  business. 

Sbadrach  J.  Benson  was  reared  to  manhood  upon  the  old  home  ranch,  pursuing  bis 
edncatlrai  In  the  schools  ot  bfs  native  state  and  In  Boise,  Idaho.  He  followed  farming 
at  Meridian,  Idaho,  for  a  short  time  in  early  manhood  and  afterward  turned  his  AttentltHi 
to  mining  near  Ketchum.  where  he  was  located  for  years.  He  then  engaged  In  running  - 
stock  and  in  teaming  and  in  1904  be  entered  mercantile  circles  by  establishing  his 
present  business.  Here  he  has  a  large  and  well  appointed  stock  of  men's  funilsbing 
goods,  carrying  everything  that  the  latest  market  affords,  and  his  reliable  and  substantial 
bneiness  metfaoda.  together  with  bis  attractive  stock,  have  secured  tor  him  a  very  liberal 
and  gratifying  patronage.

ROY  A.  WELKBR. 

The  man  who  devotes  his  life  to  the  scholastic  training  of  youth  must  of  necessity 
be  possessed  ot  many  qualities  not  essential  in  other  calltngB.  A  first-class  education, 
an  Infinite  capacity  for  taking  pains  with  pupils,  a  targe  stock  of  tact  and  patience 
may  be  enumerated  as  among  the  qualifications  necessary  to  success,  and  these  are  visible 
In  the  daily  school  life  of  Roy  A.  Welker,  principal  of  the  Fielding  Academy,  at  Paris. 
Idaho. 

He  was  bom  at  Bloomlngton,  Bear  Lake  county,  this  state.  In  November,  1S78,  a 
son  ot  Adam  and  Clara  (Osmond)  Welker,  natives  of  Utah.  The  parents  removed  to 
Bear  Lake  county,  Idaho,  In  1SS4,  and  Adam  Welker  took  up  a  tract  of  land  at  Bloom- 
lngton. which  he  Immediately  set  about  Improving  and  preparing  for  cultivation.     In 
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coarse  of  time  he  came  to  be  recognised  aa  oae  ot  the  moet  prograsBlre  rarmers  in  that 
part  of  tile  state,  and  be  baa  stnce  continued  to  operate  tala  land  in  BIocMuln^on,  being 
now  bne  ot  tba  fefc  anrvlvon  of  an  early  day  In  that  neighborhood.  He  baa  ever  bean 
an  active  and  lealoue  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-da^  Saints  and 
has  alwarB  been  interested  In  Its  good  worka.    The  mother  Is  Btill  living. 

Roy  A.  Welker  was  reared  In  Bear  Lake  county  and  received  bis  early  education  in 
its  schools.  Later  be  attended  the  Agricnltnral  College  at  Logan,  Utah,  (or  two  years 
and  spent  two  sammers  at  the  University  of  Utah,  BnlsbIng  at  the  Brigham  Young 
Unlverstty  at  Provo,  Utah,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  <^  1913.  For 
Hoven  years  prior  to  his  graduation  Mr.  Welker  bad  been  teaching  In  the  Fielding 
Academy  and  since  bis  graduation  has  also  taught  In  the  same  institution,  making 
fourteen  years  In  all.  During  the  last  five  years  he  bas  been  principal.  He  enjoys  the 
confidence  of  tbe  patrons  of  the  school  and  Is  Justly  regarded  as  one  of  the  moet  advanced 
teachers  in  bis  part  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Welker  was  united  In  marriage  to  Lizzie  Hoge,  a  daughter  of 
Walter  and  Amelia  Hofce.  reference  to  whom  Is  made  on  another  page  of  this  work.

tbe  flrst-bom.  who  died  In  March,  1907:  Rol  H..  Haurlne.  EHIa.  Ruth,  Rhoda  and  Mar- 
garet 

Mr.  Welker  is  an  active  member  of  the  Mormon  church  and  Id  19D0  was  called  to  fill 
a  mission  in  Germany  on  its  bebalf,  returning  to  this  country  in  1903.  He  Is  now  second 
counselor  to  the  stake  president,  William  L.  Rich,  and  he  has  held  toumerous  other 
church  ofBces.  Politically  he  la  a  supporter  of  tbe  republican  party.  Me  served  on- the 
Paris  city  council  for  one  term,  and  In  other  directions  has  given  of  his  time  and  ability 
to  advance  all  projects  calculateil  to  nerve  the  social  and  cultural  actlvitlee  of  tbe 
rommunlty  in  which  he  resides. 


WILLIAM  TRUBMAN.  D.  V.  S. 

Dr.  William  Trueman.  engaged  In  the  practice  of  veterinary  surgery  at  St  Maries, 
was  bom  In  what  te  now  Dufferin  county,  Ontario.  Canada,  January  16.  1E60,  his  father 
being  Joaeph  Wilson  Trueman,  who  was  a  native  of  the  north  of  Ireland  but  became  a 
resident  of  Canada  when  a  young  boy.    In  the  late  '30s  he  removed  to  Huron,  MIdilgan. 

Dr.  Trueman  acquired  a  common  school  education  and  when  only  twelve  years  of 
age  began  making  bis  own  way  In  tbe  world.  He  has  since  been  dependent  upon  his 
own  resources  and  Is  truly  a  self-made  man.  his  life  record  indicating  what  may  be 
acoompllabed  through  individual  effort  and  determination.  He  decided  to  engage  In  tbe 
practice  of  veterinary  snidery  and  attended  the  Toronto  Veterinary  College,  working 
his  way  through  school.  In  1887  he  removed  to  Michigan,  where  be  was  engaged  In 
transportation  work  between  Lake  Superior  and  Lake  Michigan,  making  overland  trips. 
He  lived  for  several  years  at  Newberry.  Michigan,  and  in  1898,  determining  to  try  bla 
fortnne  In  the  west,  made  his  way  to  Spokane.  There  he  was  employed  by  the  Wash- 
ington Mill  Company  (or  a  time,  but  soon  afterward  organized  the  Northwest  Manafac- 
tnrlng  Company  for  the  manufacture  of  bank,  store  and  bar  fixtures,  sash  and  doors. 
They  made  the  sash  work  for  the  first  mill  ever  established  in  Coeur  d'Alene.  this  being 
the  mill  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Lnmber  Company. 

In  1900  Dr.  Trueman  removed  to  St.  Maries,  then  only  a  small  village  containing 
not  more  than  fifty  people.  There  was  one  little  hotel,  two  small  stores  and  a  small 
Methodist  church.  Dr.  Trueman  established  a  Iran sptM-tat Ion  line,  which  constituted 
tbe  only  means  of  travel  except  by  boat  on  the  river.  There  were  no  well  established 
roads,  only  trails  leading  to  Femwood.  The  village  of  Clarkla  was  then  situated  on 
Emerald  creek  and  the  present  site  of  the  village  of  Clarkla  was  at  that  time  a  wilder- 
ness. The  residential  and  business  district  of  St.  Maries  was  at  that  time  covered  with 
timber.  Dr.  Trueman  established  the  largest  trausportatlm  plant  In  Idaho,  having  many 
wagons  and  horaee  and  fine  equipment.  He  carried  on  the  business  as  senior  partner  in 
the  firm  of  Trueman  t  Wundertlch.  They  hauled  supplies  from  Chatcolet  to  Femwood, 
to  be  used  In  connection  with  the  first  loggloK  drive  on  the  river,  and  they  were  the 
meana  of  eatabllahlng  logging  headquarters  In  this  vicinity  rather  than  in  Wa^ington. 
While  In  tranaportatlon  work  Dr.  Trueman  was  also  very  extensivdy  engaged  In  logging 
at  Bmerald  Creek  and  at  Big  Cedar,  and  he  has  assisted  materially  In  the  development 
of  tbia  section  of  the  state  through  the  utilization  of  Its  natural  resources  and  the  pro- 
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motion  of  various  biulnesB  eDterprlsefl.  He  now  has  extensire  real  eatate  boldlngs, 
inclnding  Rlver<Iale  ranch,  whlcb  1b  one  ot  the  show  places  In  the  St.  Joe  River  raller 
t^t  1b  today  one  of  the  htghlr  cultivated  and  richly  productive  districts  of  Idaho.  He 
was  also  one  of  the  original  directors.  Btockholdera  and  promoters  of  the  Kooten&I 
CoQDtr  State  Bank,  which  was  afterward  merged  Into  the  Lumbermen's  State  Bank. 
He  was  likewise  a  director  and  stockholder  and  became  the  first  vice  president  of  the 
First  National  Bank  of  St.  Maries,  taking  a  very  active  part  In  Its  organisation.  He 
continued  In  transportation  work  until  1910.  when  he  retired  from  that  field  of  labor 
and  has  since  engaged  In  the  practice  of  veterinary  snrgen'.  His  wise  inveatmentB  In 
property  have  made  him  one  of  the  substantial  citizens  of  this  part  of  the  state  and 
one  whose  labord.  moreover,  have  been  of  marked  value  In  the  npbuUdlng  and  develop- 
ment of  the  district 

In  Toronto,  Canada,  Dr.  Tmeman  married  MIhb  Annte  Hanks,  who  was  bom  In 
County  Kildare,  Ireland,  a  daughter  of  Qeorge  Hanks,  who  was  a  fionr  miller  of  Ireland 
and  died  when  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Trueman,  was  a  young  girl,  the  family  afterward 
crosBlng  the  Atlantic  to  Toronto,  Canada.  To  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Trueman  have  been  bom 
lour  children:  Madalloe  Pearl,  who  Is  now  the  wife  of  A.  C.  Estep;  William  Oladatone, 
a  flreman  on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  A  St.  Paul  Railroad;  and  Margaret  Ruth  and  Anna 
Lllah,  at  home. 

.  Dr.  Tmeman  is  a  stanch  supporter  of  the  repnbllcaD  party  and  very  active  In  its 
work.  His  coc^Mratlon  can  at  all  times  be  tonnted  upon  to  further  any  plan  <«  measure 
for  the  public  good.  He  has  been  active  In  connection  with  the  incorporation  of  the 
village,  with  the  building  of  roads  and  bridges  and  with  the  organization  of  Benewah 
oauuty.  He  helped  materially  In  building  the  Presbyterian  church  and  Is  recognised 
as  a  most  pnbtlc-spirlted  citizen,  interested  In  all  that  pertains  to  the'  material,  Intel- 
lectnal,  Boclal  and  moral  progress  of  the  community. 


EDWARD  FLANNBRT. 


Edward  Flannery  Is  a  retired  rancher  ^ho  was  formerly  Identified  with  the  ranching 
interests  of  the  Deer  Creek  country  In  Blaine  county  and  now  makes  his  hcane  at  Halley. 
He  was  bom  In  New  York  city,  August  21.  1S46.  his  parents  being  William  and  Mary 
(Stapleton)  Flannery-  His  boyhood  days  were  passed  In  the  east  and  his  education  was- 
there  acquired.  Early  In  his  business  career  he  occupied  a  position  In  the  ofllce  of  the 
St.  Louis,  Alton  ft  Terre  Haute  and  Chicago  ft  Northwestern  Railroad  Companies  as 
bond  and  transfer  clerk,  serving  In  that  capacity  for  two  years.  In  1S69  he  enlisted  In 
the  regular  army,  becoming  a  member  of  Troop  O  of  the  Third  United  States  Cavalry, 
and  as  such  was  sent  to  Fort  Union,  New  Mexico,  where  headquarters  were  maintained 
for  a  time.  Later  he  was  at  a  number  of  camps  In  Arizona  and  was  then  tranaferred 
to  Fort  Russell.  Wyoming.  He  next  went  to  Fort  Robinson,  near  the  Red  Cloud  Indian 
agency,  and  he  took  part  In  a  number  of  the  Indian  fights  while  stationed  in  Arlsona 
and  near  the  Red  Cloud  agency,  where  he  encountered  In  combat  the  Slouz  Indians  who 
went  upon  the  warpath.  Later  he  was  at  Chugwater  and  at  Fort  Laramie,  Wyoming, 
and  then  at  Fort  Russell,  Wyoming,  where  he  was  discharged  November  1,  1874.  In 
August  of  that  year  be  was  one  of  a  hundred  men  who  went  into  the  Black  Hills  country. 
They  were  the  first  white  men  ever  In  that  country.  He  afterward  went  to  Denver, 
Colorado,  and  was  planning  to  go  to  China  with  a  friend  to  Join  the  Chinese  army,  but 
dianged  his  plans  and  went  Instead  to  Evanston,  Wyoming,  where  he  engaged  In  the 
lumber  and  In  the  cattle  business,  spending  seven  years  there.  In  April,  1S81,  he  came 
to  Idaho,  making  Bellevue  his  destination,  and  from  that  point  he  removed  to  Halley 
and  later  to  the  Deer  Creeb  mining  district.  There  he  purchased  his  present  ranch, 
securing  one  hundred  and  sixty  seres,  to  which  he  afterward  added  an  Improved  tract 
of  forty  acres.  He  worked  dlUgenUy  and  persistently  to  develop  hie  place  and  converted 
it  Into  an  excellent  ranch  property.  He  also  located  the  War  Dance  group  of  mines,  the 
White  Chief  group,  the  Le  De  Spencer  group,  the  Thoroughbred,  the  Cracker  Jack  and 
many  other  excellent  mining  properties  and  Is  still  operating  these  claims,  which  are 
silver  and  lead  producers. 

In  1S96  Hr.  Flannery  was  elected  protiate  Judge  and  superintendent  of  schools  of 
Blaine  county  and  filled  the  poeltlon  for  two  years.  He  then  went  to  New  Tork  and  to 
Montana  in  order  to  Interest  capital  In  the  development  of  the  mines.  He  afterward 
returned  to  engage  In  the  mining  of  his  claims  on  Deer  creek  and  there  he  built  a 
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baUl  in  1805,  vhicb  be  conducted  aa  a  anmmer  rwort.  It  being  aitoated  ftt  tlie  Clarendon 
Hot  Springe.  Another  Interesting  point  In  hte  career  is  that  In  1864  and  1S6E  he  etndled 
law  under  Samnel  J.  Tildan,  democratic  candidate  tor  president,  and  acted  aa  bia  pri- 
vate secretary.  In  186S  he  taught  school  at  Belleplaine,  Hlnnesota,  and  then  went  to 
8t  Paul,  securing  a  position  as  freight  clerk  on  a  steamboat  at  that  point,  running 
from  La  Croese  to  St.  Paul.  His  experiences  have  indeed  bean  broad  and  varied,  giving 
him  Intimate  knowledge  of  the  west  and  its  development,  and  his  remlnlBcences  ol  the 
early  days  are  most  Interesting. 

In  1880  Mr.  FUnnery  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mrs.  Alwllda  (WIIbod)  Smith,  a 
native  ol  Mount  Vernon,  Ohio,  who  had  two  children  by  her  former  marriage,  David  A. 
and  Edward  C.  Smith.  Mr.  Flanner^  votes  with  the  democratic  party,  which  he  hae 
supported  since  age  conferred  upon  him  the  right  of  fraucbise.  He  belonga  to  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  has  been  a  loyal  follower  of  ita  teachings  and 
puriMBea.  He  has  at  all  times  been  a  champion  of  progress  and  improvement  and  has 
recognised  the  opportunities  offered  in  the  growing  northwest,  using  these  opportunities 
not  only  lor  the  benefit  of  his  individual  fortunes  but  as  factors  tn  the  improvement  of 
the  aUte. 


PBRMBAL  J.  FRENCH. 

Penneal  J.  French,  dean  of  women  of  the  State  University  of  Idaho,  was  bora  in 
Idaho  City,  Idaho,  and  there  pursued  her  early  education,  while  subsequently  she  con- 
tinned  her  studies  in  San  Francisco,  Callfomia,  where  she  was  graduated  from  the 
C<ril%e  of  Notre  pame  aa  a  member  of  the  class  of  1887.  Returning  to  Idaho,  she  then 
engaged  In  teaching  at  Halley  for  more  than  a  decade,  or  until  1898,  when  she  was 
elected  state  superintendent  of  public  Instruction.  She  fllied  this  positiiui,  with  olDce 
In  Boise,  tor  four  years  and  tn  1908  she  came  to  Moscow  to  take  up  her  present  work 
with  the  State  Unlvervlty,  becoming  dean  of  women.  She  is  widely  known  as  one  of  the 
ablest  educators  of  Idaho,  her  Increasing  power  and  ability  bringing  her  to^  a  place  In 
the  front  rank  among  the  eminent  representatives  of  the  profession  in  the  state.  She 
holds  to  the  highest  ideals  and  standards  of  teaching,  nor  is  her  Interest  confined  to 
this  line  alon&  She  keeps  Informed  on  all  the  vital  questitxis  which  affect  tfee  welfare 
of  the  individual  and  the  communis  at  large  and  she  is  actively  IdentlBed  with  the 
'Stale  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 


MRS.  HAT  LUCINDA  HBADRICK. 

Mrs.  Hay  Luclnda  Headrlck,  who  owns  and  occupies  a  ranch  of  one  hnndrad  acres 
near  the  Victory  BChoc4,  three  and  a  halt  milee  northwest  of  Meridian,  is  the  elder  of 
the  two  daughters  of  Atonzo  H.  RInard  of  Boise,  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  work. 
She  was  born  In  Iowa,  November  30,  1S79.  the  second  In  order  of  birth  in  a  family  of 
three  children,  the  others  being:  Conway  H.,  of  Qreenleaf,  Canyon  county,  Idaho,  and 
Mrs.  Basel  Murphy,  who  resides  near  Botae.  In  1884,  when  a  little  maiden  of  five  sum- 
mers, she  accompanied  her  parents  on  their  removal  to  Mitchell  county,  Kansas,  and 
two  years  Ister  went  to  Jewell  county,  that  state.  She  was  graduated  from  the  North 
Branch  Academy,  a  Friends  school  of  Kansas,  when  eighteen  years  of  age  and  engaged 
In  teaching  In  Jewell  county  tor  two  years  prior  to  her  marriage. 

In  1902  Mrs.  Headrlck  came  with  her  parents  and  with  her  husband,  Warren 
Headrlck,  to  Idt^o  and  has  since  resided  In  Boise  and  in  the  Boise  Valley.  It  was  In 
1919  that  she  and  her  husband  took  up  their  abode  on  their  present  rancli  near  the 
Victory  school.  The  twenty-acre  tract  on  which  the  buildings  stand  has  been  s^en- 
dldly  improved,  comprising  a  beautiful  country  home.  The  remaining  eighty  acres,  which 
tie  near  by,  have  been  In  possession  of  the  family  for  many  years,  but  the  twenty-acre 
tract  with  its  excellent  improvements  was  purchased  in  191S.  The  entire  ranch  of  one 
hundred  acres  is  now  the  property  of  Mrs.  Headrlck  and  her  children,  Mr.  Headrlck 
having  rranoved  to  Boise  following  a  legal  separation.

VICTOR   LA   VALLE. 

Among  the  well  known  ranchmen  and  cattle  dealers  of  FalrQeld,  Camas  countr. 
Is  Victor  1m  Valte,  whoae  actlTltlea  conatltnte  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  develop- 
ment  and  apbuilding  of  the  district  in  which  he  llTes.  Re  ta  a  native  of  Iowa,  his 
birth  having  occurred  upon  a  farm  near  New  Hampton.  Chickasaw  county.  Jolr  SI, 
1874,  his  parents  being  Martin  and  Hary  (Boyle)  La  Valle.  the  former  of  French 
descent  and  the  tatter  of  Irish  lineage.  Both  parents  Iiave  now  passed  away.  Martin 
Lm  Valle  on  leaving  his  native  country  went  to  Canada,  settling  at  Ogdenriiurg.  He 
was  then  but  twelve  years  of  age  and  had  made  the  trip  with  his  parents  in  the  year 
1846.  In  young  manhood  he  crossed  the  border  into  the  United  States  and  In  IMO, 
aft«r  living  In  the  state  of  New  York  for  a  few  years,  be  igade  his  way  westward 
to  Prairie  dn  Chlen,  Wisconsin.  He  was  there  residing  at  the  time  of  the  outbreak 
of  the  Civil  war  and  In  response  to  the  call  of  his  adopted  country  for  aid  to  crush 
out  tiie  rebellion  In  the  south,  be  volunteered  under  President  Lincoln's  first  call  and 
was  actively  engaged  In  war  work  during  the  entire  period  of  hoBtilltiea.  He  then 
returned  to  his  Wisconsin  home  and  In  1867  removed  to  Chickasaw  county,  Iowa, 
where  he  followed  farming  throughout  his  remaining  days,  hla  death  occurring  in 
1889.    HlB  wife  survived  bim  until  1910,  when  she,  too,  was  called  to  her  final  resL 

Their  son,  Victor  La  Talle,  was  the  sixth  In  order  of  birth  In  a  family  of  eleven 
children,  six  sons  and  Ave  daughters,  many  of  whom  have  since  passed  away.  VIctM* 
La  Valle  is  the  only  representative  of  the  family  in  Idaho.  He  was  reared  upon  the  old 
homeetead  farm  in  Iowa,  working  in  the  flelds  almost  as  soon  as  old  enough  to  reacb 
the  plow  handles  and  continuing  to  assist  In  the  development  of  the  place  through  the 
period  ot  bis  boyhood  and  youth  when  not  engrossed  with  his  school  duties.  Doe  to 
the  fact  that  Martin  La  Valle.  the  father,  died  leaving  a  large  young  family  In  poor 
flnancial  clrcumstancee,  Victor's  education  devolved  largely  upon  blmselt  Being  the 
second  oldest  son,  he  felt  that  hla  Brst  duty  was  to  assist  his  widowed  mother  in  pro> 
viding  necessities  and  comforts  for  his  younger  brothers  and  sisters.  Though  hampered 
in  many  respects,  be  acquired  a  broad,  liberal  schooling  and  during  his  professional 
career  took  rank  with  the  leading  educators  of  his  time.  By  home  study  and  working 
his  way  through  school  he  completed  the  common  and  high  school  courses,  after  wbiiA 
he  entered  the  Iowa  State  Teachers'  College  at  Cedar  Falls,  Iowa,  fltting  himself  (or  the 
profession  of  teaching.  He  excelled  in  mathematics,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty-four  years 
waa  placed  at  the  head  of  the  mathematical  department  of  tbe  New  Hampton  Normal 
College.  This  position  he  held  lor  three  years  but  owing  to  failing  health  was  compelled 
to  give  up  school  work  In  Iowa.  Being  advised  by  his  physician  that  a  change  ctf  climate 
was  his, only  chance  to  regain  health,  Mr.  La  Valle  left  Iowa  In  the  fall  of  1904  and 
came  west  to  Idaho,  settling  on  Camas  Prairie,  whieli  at  that  time  formed  a  portion 
ot  Blaine  oonoty,  though  later  when  Camas  county  was  created,  this  prairie  became 
a  part  of  It.  He  took  up  the  profesBlou  of  teaching  again,  for  a  few  years,  hot  after 
recovering  his  lost  health  went  Into  the  stock  business  with  A.  B.  BrInegar  as  a  business 
associate  and  the  company^ame  of  BrInegar  *  La  Valle  was  thus  formed.  This  part- 
nership grew  In  time  to  be  one  of  tbe  most  successful  and  best  known  cattle  companies 
of  the  west.  They  not  only  operate  extensively  In  Idaho  live  stock  but  also  handle  large 
consignments  from  Nevada,  Montana,  Oregon  and  Texas  as  well.  In  1917  tbls  com- 
pany purchased  a  stock  ranch  of  two  thousand  acres  In  Camas  county.  Idaho,  seven 
miles  from  Fslrfleld,  Idaho,  constituting  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  ranches  in  all 
Camas  county.  It  is  known  as  the  Senator  Fred  Hastings  ranch.  They  make  a  specialty 
of  raising  and  handling  beef  cattle  and  also  have  a  One  herd  of  registered  Herefords. 
This  ranch  waa  sold  in  February,  1920.  for  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollara, 
which  sale  constituted  the  largest  real  estate  deal  In  Camas  county  up  to  that  date. 
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A  republican  In  bis  political  views,  Mr.  La  Talle  has  always  supported  the  part7 
and  In  1918  be  was  elected  on  Its  ticket  g  member  of  the  Idaho  house  of  repreaentatlYes 
and  Is  now  acceptably  serving  in  that  capacity.  He  was  made  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  forests  and  forestry  and  be  is  s  member  of  the  live  stock,  private  corpora- 
tions and  education  committees. 

In  his  religious  faitb  be  is  a  Catholic,  his  oprentB  liaving  previously  adhered  to 
that  church.  Formerly  Mr.  La  Valle  was  a  baseball  entbualast  and  during  his  school 
career  had  the  reputation  of  being  the  best  amateur  datcher  In  Iowa. 

He  is  still  the  owner  of  the  old  homestead  farm  In  Chickasaw  county,  Iowa,  wblle 
in  financial  circles  he  is  Interested  in  banHIng  In  Iowa  and  Nebraska.  He  is  also 
identified  with  the  banking  business  In  Idaho  and  concentrates  the  major  part  of  his 
time  and  attention  upon  bis  business  and  public  interests  In  Camas  county  and  in 
Idaho.  The  recognition  on  the  part  of  bis  fellowmen  of  his  fidelity  to  tbe  general 
welfare  led  to  his  selection  for  legislative  honors  and  be  is  giving  thoughtful  and 
earnest  consideration  to  all  vital  questions  which  come  up  for  settlement  and  In  so 
doing  looks  beyond  the  exigencies  of  tbe  moment  to  tbe  opportunities  and  possibili- 
ties of  the  future  along  the  line  Ot  state  development.  He  served  In  both  the  regular 
and  extra  sessions  of  tbe  fifteenth  general  assembly  of  Idaho  and  wblle  a  member  ot 
the  regular  session  drafted,  introduced  and  secured  the  passage  of  the  following  meas- 
ures: House  Bill  No.  160,  relating  to  the  driving  of  live  stock  from  their  usual  range 
and  prescribing  penalties  for  so  doing;  House  Bill  No.  161,  which  reguirea  that  the 
notice  of  estraya  must  be  transmitted  to  the  Bureau  of  Registration  In  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  Instead  of  the  county  recorder.  He  also  assisted  In  tbe  framing  and 
1  of  Senate  Bill  No.  98.  This  act  provides  (or  the  reviBlon  of  tbe  State  Brand 
Tbe  above  measures  were  passed  almost  unanimously. 


WILLIAM  C.  MITCHELL. 

Among  the  progressive  business  enterprises  ot  Rupert  which  tmve  given  tbe  city 
considerable  commercial  standing,  leading  to  its  steady  growth  and  development.  Is  tbe 
hardware  and  furniture  business  of  William  C.  Mitchell,  who  le  a  wide-awake  and  pro- 
gresalve  young  merchailt,  identified  with  the  trade  since  1914.  He  was  bom  at  Hunt- 
ington, West  Virginia,  in  April,  1875,  a  son  of  S.  H.  and  Ella  E.  (Knett)  Mitchell.  The 
father  was  born  In  Virginia  in  ISGO  and  the  mother's  blrtb  occurred  in  that  state  in 
186S.  Mr.  Mitchell  followed  farming  In  what  later  became  the  state  of  West  Virginia 
until  18S9,  when  he  removed  with  his  family  to  Idaho,  settling  on  tbe  Wood  river, 
where  he  again  gave  big  attention  to  agricultural  pursuita  in  the  Boise  valley.  He  also 
farmed  tor  a  time  In  the  Payette  valley  and  afterward  became  a  dealer  In  real  estate  In 
Caldwell.  Re  is  stlU  actively  engaged  along  that  line,  making  bis  home  at  Boise,  but 
bis  wife  passed  away  In  Rupert,  November  16.  1916,  her  death  being  the  occasion  ot 
deep  and  widespread  regret  to  her  many  friends.  They  became  tbe  parents  of  three 
children:  William  C,  of  this  review;  Bessie  L..  the  wife  of  William  Herman,  who 
reeldee  on  a  farm  near  Rupert;  and  Emlle,  who  died  in  Idaho  in  1S97. 

William  C.  Mitchell  was  a  youth  of  about  fourteen  years  when  tbe  family  came  to 
Idaho.  Here  he  continued  his  education  In  tbe  Id;itao  College  and  afterward  entered 
the  Portland  University,  wblle  still  later  he  became  a  student  In  tbe  TJnIveralty  ot 
Idaho,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  Bachelor  ot  Arts  d^ree.  For  three  or 
four  years  he  engaged  In  preaching  and  did  organliatlon  work  In  the  establishment 
<tf  Methodist  churches  at  Heybum  and  at  Burley.  He  then  turned  his  attention  to  farm- 
ing on  tbe  Minidoka  project,  filing  on  forty  acres  of  land  at  the  ontsklrts  ot  Rupert. 
Eventually  he  sold  that  property  and  bought  two  hundred  acres  near  the  town,  which 
he  still  owns.  He  baa  since  followed  farming  and  has  been  very  successful  In  bis 
agricultural  interests.  In  1911  be  extended  the  scope  ot  bis  activities  to  Include  tbe 
sale  of  hardware  and  Implements  and  followed  the  business  for  two  years,  when  be 
sold  his  original  store  and  bought  out  the  Rupert  Lumber  ft  Hardware  Company.  He 
also  purchased  tbe  business  of  the  Pringle  Fumltnre  Company  and  consolidated  the  two. 
which  be  Is  now  conducting  under  the  name  of  tbe  Mitchell  t  Harris  Hardware  ft 
Furniture  Company.  They  have  an  eitenaive  atock  of  goods,  put  forth  every  effort  to 
please  their  patrons  and  have  built  up  a  business  of  large  and  gratifying  proportions. 

In  190E  Mr.  Mitchell  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Anna  Hlggs,  of  Bellevue.  Idaho, 
a  daogbter  of  Richard  and  Margaret  HiggB.    They  became  the  parents  of  two  children. 
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HargBret  and  Robert.  The  w[f«  and  mother  passed  awar  In  1>16,  and  In  1917  Hr. 
Mitchell  wedded  Mlee  Wlnltred  La  Tourette.  a  daughter  of  Howard  and  EHU  (Sheldon) 
.  La  Tonrette,  the  fonner  a  banker  ol  Michigan.  Mrs.  Mitchell  is  a  gradnate  ot  Occi- 
dental College,  Lob  Angeles,  A3.,  1909.  Prior  to  her  marriage  she  waa  lor  a  rear  the 
Secr«tar7  at  the  State  Normal  School  o(  Albion.  She  was  born  at  Fenton,  Michigan, 
and  br  her  marriage  has  become  tt)e  mother  of  one  son,  John  Emlle.  The  family 
occnples  an  attractive  home  at  Rupert,  and  In  addition  to  his  business  and  propertT 
intsrests  there  Hr.  Mitchell  owns  two  farms  ot  eighty  seres  each,  one  of  which  he 
operates.  He  also  has  sereral  other  small  fanns  which  he  leases.  He  has  made  wise 
Investment  In  property  here  which  Is  constantly  Increasing  In  value  and  his  holdings 
contribute  largely  to  hts  substantial  annual  Income.  He  Is  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
church;  has  ever  been  found  thoroughly  progressive  In  his  business  affairs  sod  at  the 
same  time  thoroughly  reliable;  and  he  performs  every  duty  of  citlsenship  tn  a  prompt 
and  conscientibus  manner. 


W.  P.  McNAUGHTON. 


W.  F.  McNaughton  was  bora  at  Pewaukee  L&ke,  Wlsconaln,  November  30.  1876,  bis 
parenta  being  F.  J.  and  Melissa  (Washburn)  McNaughton,  the  former  a  native  of  Canada, 
while  the  latter  was  bom  in  Vermont  The  father  waa  a  farmer  by  occupation  and 
became  a  resident  of  WleconBlo  msny  years  aga  In  the  early  '74s  he  removed  to  Shelby 
ooonty,  Iowa,  where  he  was  engaged  In  general  agricultural  pursuits. 

His  son,  W.  F.  McNaughton.  pursued  his  education  in  the  normal  school  at  Wood- 
bine, Iowa,  and  In  the  State  University  of  Nebraska,  completing  a  collegiate  and  law 
conrse.  He  was  graduated  in  1901  on  the  completion  of  tals  law  course  and  located  tor 
practice  at  Sioux  Falls,  South  Dakota.  In  1909  he  came  to  Idaho,  settling  at  Coeur 
d'Alene,  where  he  has  since  engaged  In  general  practice. 

Hr.  McNaughton  was  united  in  marrl-ge  to  Miss  Mayme  Johnson,  of  Harlan,  Iowa, 
and  they  have  three  children.  Margery,  Josephine  and  Francis.  Mr.  UcNaoghton  is  a 
republican  in  his  political  views.  He  belongs  to  the  varlons  branches  of  Masonry  and 
to  the  Mystic  Shrine  and  he  Is  also  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 
While  modest  and  uDOstentattouB  In  manner  and  demeanor,  his  colleagues  and  contempo- 
raries at  the  bar  speak  of  him  In  high  terma 


RALPH  WAITS. 


Ralph  Walts,  rancher  and  pioneer  of  the  Ustick  district  of  Idaho,  came  to  the  state 
from  southwestern  Nebraska  In  1900.  at  which  time  he  purchased  a  tract  ot  land  of 
twenty-four  acres  covered  with  sagebrush.  Thin  place  was  situated  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  west  of  Uetlck,  and  with  character! sttc  energy  he  tMgan  the  development  of  the 
property,  the  twundarles  of  which  he  has  increased  by  the  purchase  of  an  additions! 
flixteen  acrea  adjoining  the  original  tract  on  the  north,  so  that  he  now  has  a  good  ranch 
of  forty  acres  In  a  neighborhood  where  land  Is  valued  at  Ave  hundred  dollars  per  acre. 
Something  ot  the  development  of  this  section  of  the  country  and  the  advancement  In 
prices  IB  Indicated  In  the  fact'  that  he  paid  but  twenty  dollars  per  acre  when  he  nude 
his  original  purchase  two  decades  ago,  while  for  the  sizteen-acre  tract  he  paid  two 
hundred  dollars  per  acre  In  1917.  Such  is  Uie  demand  for  Improved  ranch  property 
In  this  district  that  he  could  now  sell  his  forty-acre  place  for  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
but  It  is  not  upon  the  market.  With  the  agricultural  development  and  Improvement  of 
the  district  Mr.  Waits  has  been  closely  and  prominently  aesoclated  through  the  inters 
venlng  perlbd  from  1900  to  the  present 

He  was  a  young  man  of  about  thirty  years  when  he  c^me  to  the  northwest,  tads 
birth  having  occurred  in  Whiteside  county.  Illinois.  December  27,  1809.  Hie  fattier, 
John  Walts,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  war.  having  served  for  three  years  In  the 
Union  army,  and  his  last  days  were  spent  upon  a  rsnch  In  Ada  county,  Idaho,  also  In  the 
vicinity  of  Ustick,  where  be  passed  away  In  1916.  Hts  widow  occupies  a  home  near  that 
ot  her  son  Ralph;  In  fact,  It  Is  In  the  same  yard  and  was  built  especially  for  her  occu- 
pancy. The  parents  had  a  family  of  thres  sons  and  four  daughters,  all  ot  whom  ar« 
living  In  Idaho,  and  all  are  married  with  the  exception  of  one.     Ralph  Walts  is  the 
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eldest  or  this  tamlly  of  seven  ehlMren,  the  others  tMlng:  Clara,  the  wife  of  EU  Oenney; 
Francee,  the  wife  of  Edward  Castor;  Charles:  Otlle,  who  is  the  wife  of  Walter  Rose; 
Rebecca,  the  wife  of  Wfltiam  Hlllmon;  and  John. 

When  Ralph  Walts  was  but  five  years  of  age  his  parents  removed  from  Illlnole  to 
western  NebrHska,  where  he  was  reared  upon  the  frontier,  there  residing  until  he  came 
to  Idaho  In  1900.  He  was  married  In  that  state  on  the  I6th  of  October,  1898,  to  Iflss 
Ethel  Louise  Ransom,  a  native  of  Iowa,  bom  Pebmary  28,  1881.  She  passed  away  on 
the  Walts  ranch  near  Ustlck,  Novemher  4,  1913,  leaving  four  children:  Ruby  Gertrude, 
bom  June  21,  1900,  In  Frontier  county,  Nebraska;  Mildred  Josephine,  bom  December 
11,  1904;  Raymond  Ralph,  January  16,  1907;  and  Vernon  Ransom,  February  3,  1909. 

Hr.  Watts  Is  a  member  of  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  America.  He  gives  bis  political 
allegiance  to  the  republican  party  and  keeps  welt  informed  on  the  questions  and  Issues 
of  the  d^y,  but  does  not  seek  nor  desire  public  office.  He  Is  loud  of  hunting  and  flshlng, 
to  which  he  turns  when  leisure  permits,  but  the  major  part  of  his  time  and  attention  Is 
conceutratAd  upon  his  ranching  interests.  He  has  made  all  of  the  Improvements  upon 
his  ranch,  has  built  all  of  the  fences,  baa  set  out  all  of  the  fruit  trees  and  has  erected 
all  of  the  bnlldlngs.  There  Is  an  exceUent  silo  and  In  fact  every  equipment  for  the 
development  and  Improvement  of  the  property  along  modern  lines  of  farming.  The 
land  Is  well  watered,  thus  adding  greatly  to  Its  productiveness,  and  la  addition  to  culti- 
vating his  tletds  he  keeps  about  a  doien  good  dairy  cows  and  has  a  large  number  of 
young  cattle,  together  with  several  head  of  good  horaeB.  In  fact,  his  Is  one  of  the 
typically  progressive  ranch  properties  of  Ada  connty  and  stands  aa  a  monument  to  the 
enterprise  and  business  ability  of  the  owner. 


ROBERT  S.  McCREA. 

Robert  S.  McCrea,  fllUng  the  position  of  connty  auditor  of  Bonner  county,  makes  hfs 
home  at  Sandpoint  and  is  actively  Identified  with  all  those  agencies  which  have  to  do 
with  the  progress,  development  and  Improvement  of  the  community.  He  waa  born  tn 
Ontario,  Canada.  September  28,  1867,  and  Is  a  son  of  John  and  Jane  (Pleroe)  McCrea, 
the  former  a  native  of  Scotland,  while  the  latter  was  of  Canadian  birth.  The  father 
studied  medicine  and  has  devoted  his  life  to  the  practice  of  his  profession.  In  1884 
be  came  to  the  northwest,  establishing  hie  home  at  Cheney,  Washington,  and  waspbyst- 
dan  and  surgeon  tor  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad,  at  the  same  time  enjoying  a  large 
private  practice.  His  interest  In  public  affairs  was  deep  and  sincere  and  was  manifest 
.  in  many  tangible  ways  for  the  general  good. 

Robert  S.  McCrea  attended  the  public  schools  until  he  had  completed  a  high  school 
course  and  at  eighteen  years  of  age  he  began  work  In  the  lumber  camps  of  Canada.  A 
third  of  a  century  has  passed  since  he  came  to  Idaho,  arriving  in  Rathdrum  in  1887. 
There  he  engaged  In  merchandising  and  throughout  the  Intervening  period  h^s  been 
an  active  business  man  or  equally  active  public  ofDcial  of  the  northwest.  In  1906  and 
1906  be  served  as  probate  Judge  of  Kootenai  county,  which  at  that  time  embraced  the 
territory  that  today  is  in  four  different  counties  of  northern  Idaho.  He  has  always 
been  keenly  Interested  In  political  and  civic  questions  and  has  given  his  aid  and 
support  to  many  measures  which  have  been  of  great  worth  to  the  community.  On 
the  organisation  of  Bonner  county  in  1907  he  removed  to  Sandpoint  and  was  made 
deputy  county  auditor,  filling  that  position  until  1910,  when  he  was  elected  county 
auditor,  in  which  capacity  he  has  now  served  tor  a  decade.  He  has  also  been  clerk 
of  the  district  court,  county  recorder  and  clerk  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  holding 
office  continuously  since  1910.  His  fellow  townsmen,  appreciating  his  worth  and  ability 
have  kept  him  continuously  in  places  of  public  trust,  the  community  beneatlng  largely 
by  his  capibillty  and  devotion  to  duty. 

Hr.  McCrea  married  Miss  Mabel  L.  Pitislmmons,  who  was  born  tn  Michigan,  and 
they  have  one  son,  J.  Hollls,  who  at  the  time  of  the  World  war  entered  the  officers' 
training  school  at  Camp  Taylor,  Kentucky,  and  became  a  second  lientenant  of  the 
artillery.  Mrs.  McCrea  Is  very  prominent  in  connection  with  clubs  that  have  for  their 
object  the  civic  development  of  the  community.  Both  parents  are  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  church  and  Mr.  McCrea  belongs  also  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  of  which 
he  is  a  past  chancellor,  to  the  Masonic  fraternity,  to  the  Knighte  of  the  Maccabees,  of 
which  he  Is  a  past  commander,  and  to  the  Modem  Woodmen  of  America.  His  political 
allegiance  has  always  been  given  to  the  republican  party  and  during  the  war  period  he 
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wned  on  the  draft  board  for  Bonner  oonnty.  handling  oT«r  Uire«  thousand  reglstrm- 
tlona.  Ha  !■  actnated  by  a  moat  pn>KressIv«  eplrlt  in  all  that  be  does  and  no  one  dooMa 
that  he  Is  one  hundred  per  cent  American,  for  In  days  of  peace,  as  In  daya  of  war,  ba 
baa  proren  his  loraltr  to  the  best  Interests  of  the  eaantry  in  manr  waya. 


THOMAS  C.   STANFORD. 

Thomas  C.  Stanford,  a  rancher  Ifvlng  on  the  Uttle  Wood  rlrer  not  far  from  Carer, 
waa  bom  at  Lc«an,  Cache  coontr.  Utah,  September  30,  1865.  his  parents  being  Stephen 
and  Louisa  (Forman)  Stanford,  who  removed  to  Salt  Lake  when  their  son,  Thomas  C„ 
waa  bat  (onr  years  of  a^e.  so  that  hie  education  was  parsned  in  the  schools  of  that  city. 
In  1884  he  made  hta  way  to  the  Little  Wood  river  coimtrT  and  was  employed  as  a  cow- 
boy, as  stage  drlrer  and  as  a  freighter,  abont  a  decade  being  passed  In  that  way.  la 
1896  he  began  raising  eheep  and  in  the  roUowlng  year  parebaaed  his  home  ranch  oC 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  Hfa  Bret  home  was  a  log  house,  which  provided  him  shelter 
and  comfort  while  he  was  making  his  Initial  step  in  the  Improvement  of  the  property. 
H«  continued  actively  In  the  aheep  bnsiness  until  1918,  when  be  sold  hla  Hoeka.  He  Is 
now  giving  his  attention  to  general  ranching  and  cattle  raising.  Be  has  added  to  his 
original  property  a  ranch  aonth  of  his  hcnne  place,  becoming  the  owner  of  two  hundred 
and  fltty  acres,  and  be  also  has  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  on  the  east  fork  of  the 
Big  Wood  river.  His  original  little  log  cabin  has  been  replaced  with  a  beautitol  and 
commodious  residence  and  all  of  the  bnlldingi  apoo  bis  ranch  are  Indicative  of  hla 
progressive  spirit  and  enterprising  methods.  The  ranch  Is  well  improved  in  every 
particular  and  the  equipment  of  the  place  marks  him  as  a  man  of  enterprise  and  pro- 
gresslveneas.  He  is  likewise  a  diredtor  of  the  Carey  State  Bank  and  president  of  the 
East  Side  Blaine  County  Gracing  Association.  He  has  been  keenly  interested  in  all 
thoae  organ ixatlons  which  have  heart ng  upon  the  bosiness  development  and  sub- 
stantial Improvement  of  the  state.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  State  Live  Stock 
Aasoclation  and  later  was  elected  one  of  the  presidents  of  the  Idaho  Wool  Growers' 
Aaaoclation,  under  Oorernor  Hawlby. 

In  1900  Mr.  Stanford  was  married  to  Miss  Ida  Ivie,  a  daughter  of  Colonel  John 
and  Mary  (Barton)  Ivle  and  a  native  of  Mount  Pleasant,  Utah.  Her  father  was  an 
offlcer  in  the  Utah  Battalion  during  the  Indian  wars  in  that  state  In  an  early  day  and 
was  one  of  Uie  pioneer  residents  ol  Utah.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stanford  have  been  born 
four  ehlldren:   Roka,  Esther,  Charles  and  Frank. 

Mr.  Stanford's  political  support  is  given  the  republican  party  and  he  haa  swved 
aa  Justice  of  the  peace,  as  trustee  and  in  other  local  ofllceB,  while  in  1907  he  was  called 
upon  to  represent  his  district  in  the  ninth  session  of  the  state  legislature.  He  haa  thus 
taken  active  part  In  shaping  the  political  history  of  Idaho  and  at  the  same  time  he  haa 
been  a  prominent  factor  in  various  organizations  looking  to  the  bnsiness  development  of 
the  state  and  the  upbuilding  of  some  (rf  its  business  Interests  and  Industries,  hia  labors 
thus  being  far-reaching  and  beneSclal. 


FRANK  B.  FASHBAUGH. 

Frank  B.  Fashbaugh,  manager  (or  the  Gooding  Milling  *  Elevator  Company  at 
Oooding,  where  he  has  resided  since  1910.  was  born  In  Evans,  Colorado.  April  1,  ISSS. 
his  parents  being  John  and  Bmlly  (Williams)  Faahbaugh.  He  spent  his  boyhood  and 
yonth  at  the  place  of  his  nativity,  pursuing  a  high  school  course  at  Greeley,  Colorado, 
and  afterward  attending  the  University  of  Colorado.  He  then  took  up  the  study  of 
telegraphy  and  was  In  the  employ  of  the  Union  Pacjflc  Railroad  Company  at  Oreeley, 
«t  Evans,  La  Salle,  PlattevlUe,  Brighton  and  Fort  Lupton.  He  acted  as  agent  at  Evans 
and  at  Fort  Lupton  and  subsequently  he  purchased  farm  land  near  1a  Salle,  Colorado, 
where  he  engaged  In  feeding  sheep  for  a  period  of  five  years.  He  afterward  removed  to 
AuU,  C<riorado,  where  he  worked  for  the  Ault  Elevator  A  Hilling  Company,  beginning  as 
elevator  man.  Subsequently  he  was  advanced  to  the  position  of  bookkeeper  and  con- 
tinued with  that  company  until  the  26th  of  November,  1910,  when  he  removed  to  Gooding, 
Idaho,  to  accept  his  present  position  aa  manager  with  the  Qooding  Mill  ft  Elevator 
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In  which  capacity  he  has  since  continued,  the  plant  here  being  owned  by  the  same  com* 
pany  that  owns  the  Aalt  elevator  and  mlU. 

In  1M3  Mr.  f^shbauKli  was  married  to  Miss  Edna  Cooper,  a  native  ot  Greeley, 
Colorado,  and  a  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Lonlse  (Glch)  Cooi>er.  They  have  two 
children,  Mabel  and  Florence.  Mr.  PashbauKh  votes  with  the  republican  party  and  fra- 
ternally he  is  connected  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  Is  keenly  Interested  in  all 
that  has  to  do  with  the  welfare  and  upbuilding  of  the  community  In  which  he  makes 
his  home  and  he  Is  a  stanch  supporter  of  all  those  Interests  which  further  or  conserve 
progress.  Since  starting  out  In  life  on  his  own  account  he  has  made  steady  advance- 
ment, resulting  from  Industry  and  diligence,  and  his  life  record  proves  what  may  be 
accomplished  through  Individual  effort. 


ED^AR  W.  LARQILLIGRE. 

Edgar  W.  LargllUere,  a  well  known  banker  and  merchant,  aesoclated  with  his  father 
ia  buelnesa,  and  otherwise  prominent  In  the  affairs  of  Soda  Springs,  was  bom  in  Bvan- 
ston,  Wyoming,  in  Hay,  1881,  and  Is  a  son  ot  August  and  Catherine  (Bonsslea)  Lat- 
gUllere,  natives  of  Prance,  where  they  were  reared  and  educated.  There  the  father 
tanght  schMd  when  that  country  was  an  empire.  He  also  engaged  In  banking 
!n  Prance  until  1879,  when  he  and  his  wife  emigrated  to  this  country  and  on 
their,  arrival  went  to  Wyoming,  settling  In  Eranston.  There  Mr.  LargllUere  engaged 
iQ  the  brewing  bnslnese,  at  which  he  continued  for  two  years,  and  at  the  end  ot  tht^ 
time  he  removed  to  Soda  Springs,  then  In  Bannock  coAnty,  where  he  continued  brewing 
and  the  manufacture  of  soft  drinks  for  about  twenty  years,  during  this  period  also 
being  engaged  In  raising  sheep.  IQ  1904  Mr.  Largllllere  and  his  son  Edgar  W.  embarked 
in  general  merchandising  and  banking,  and  they  have  been  operating  along  these  lines 
ever  since.  The  father  is  president  ot  the  bank  and  the  son  Is  cashier.  This  Is  the  oldest 
and  one  ot  the  most  substantial  banks  in  Caribou  county,  with  deposits  at  the  end  ot  the 
last  business  year  amounting  to  four  hundred  and  seventy-flve  thousand  dollars.  In 
the  merchandise  line  they  are  credited  with  carrying  the  largest  stock  In  the  county. 

Angnst  largllllere  was  married  In  Prance,  September  7.  1375.  His  wife  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Prance,  Academy  ot  Bordeaux,  In  1869.  while  he  was  graduated 
from  the  Academy  ot  De  Donla,  in  1S70.  He  was  one  year  In  military  service  during 
the  Pranco-Prusslan  war,  after  which  he  engaged  in  banking  In  France  until  1879.  He 
was  unusually  successful  In  all  his  business  undertakings  and  among  other  Interests 
Is  the  owner  of  seventeen  hundred  acres  of  land  In  Caribou  county. 

Edgar  W.  LargllUere  was  reared  in  Soda  Springs,  where  he  received  bis  early 
education,  later  going  to  France  to  complete  his  school  course.  From  the  time  he  was 
old  enough,  he  has  been  associated  with  his  father,  maloly  in  the  banking  busineea 
under  the  name  of  the  LargllUere  Company,  and  he  Is  now  the  efficient  cashier  of  the 
bank.  H6  takes  an  active  Interest  in  all  public  movements  calculated  to  advance  the 
welfare  ot  bis  home  place. 

In  July.  1907.  Mr.  LargllUere  was  united  In  marriage  to  Catherine  Dunlop,  and  they 
have  become  the  parents  ot  tour  children,  namely:  FauUne,  Louise,  Edgar,  Jr.,  and 
Charles  H.  Mr.  Largilliere  Is  a  member  ot  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and 
takes  a  warm  interest  In  the  affairs  ot  that  order.  Politically  he  gives  bis  adherence 
to  the  democratic  party,  but  has  never  been  a  seeker  after  public  office.  He  Is  a  member 
ot  the  Congregational  church,  while  his  father  Is  an  attendant  on  the  services  ot  the 
Presbyterian  church. 


ROBERT  A.  EDWARDS. 

Robert  A.  Edwards,  who  is  successfully  engaged  In  dairy  farming,  owns  and  operates 
an  excellent  fortf-acre  ranch  four  miles  northwrat  ot  Meridian.  He  was  bom  In  Ogden. 
Utah,  January  10.  1864.  a  son  ot  William  J.  and  Margaret  Ann  (Davis)  Edwards,  both 
now  deceased.  They  were  natives  ot  Wales  and  became  acquainted  on  shipboard  when 
emigrating  to  the  United  States  In  1855  as  Mormon  converts  en  route  to  Utah.  Their 
marriage  was  celebrated  in  Salt  Lake  City.  William  J.  Edwards  would  be  several  years 
past  one  hundred  if  he  were  living  today. 
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RotMTt  A.  BSdwards  wu  reared  In  Ogden,  Utah,  Mid  la  jroung  nuinhood  rode  tbe 
nnce  for  a  large  cattle  concern.  Ranching  and  live  stock  Intereata  have  clmimed  hia 
atlentlon  throughout  hla  entire  bnalnesa  career.  On  leaving  the  pUee  of  hla  natirttr 
he  came  to  Idaho  and  for  a  period  of  two  decides  resided  near  Blackfoot,  Id  Bingham 
connty,  developing  a  good  ranch  of  eighty  acres  which  was  covered  with  Bagebmsh  when 
It  eeme  into  hla  poBsessIon.  The  nearest  school  was  three  miles  distant,  however,  and 
desiring  to  afford  bis  large  famllj  of  children  better  educational  advantages,  he  sold 
his  BlDgbam  conntj  property  in  1918  and  took  up  his  abode  in  the  Boise  valley,  por- 
dtaalng  his  present  ranch  northwest  of  Meridian.  Thongh  comprising  only  forty  acrea, 
the  latter  place  U  no  doubt  ot  greater  value  than  that  which,  he  formerly  owned.  H« 
condncta  the  ranch  aa  a  dairy  farm,  having  at  present  fliteen  head  of  Jersey  cows. 
Success  haa  attended  his  undertakings,  tor  he  Is  a  man  ot  industry,  enterpiise  and 
progresslvenesB  who  well  mefrts  recognition  among  the  representative  and  anbstaoUat 
citlsena  of  Ada  county. 

On  the  29th  of  June,  1893,  In  Ogden,  Utah,  Mr.  Edwarde  waa  united  In  marriage 
to  Hiss  Lydia  H.  Stephens,  who  waa  bom  In  Salt  Lake  City,  October  23,  1879.  Her 
parents,  Frederick  and  Mary  M.  (Hadley)  Stephens,  both  ot  whom  were  bom  In 
England,  came  to  the  United  States  as  Hormon  conTsrta  and  were  married  in  Utah. 
Mr.  and  Hrs.-  Edwards  have  become  parents  of  seven  children.  Uary  Htrgaret,  the 
eldest,  was  born  April  2,  1900,  and  on  the  22d  of  May,  1917,  was  married.  She  now  has 
one  child,  Gwendolyn  Ivora,  whose  birth  occurred  January  2G,  1919.  The  other  children 
of  Hr.  and  Mrs.  R.  A.  Edwards  are  as  tallows:  William  A.,  whose  natal  day  was  Janu- 
ary tr,  1904;  John  Harold,  born  July  4,  1906:  Frederick  Stephen,  whose  birth  occarred 
Jnne  20.  1908;  Robert  A..  Jr.,  bom  January  7,  1911;  Lorenso  Hadley,  bom  Septamber 
13,  1912;  and  Florence  Ritma,  who  first  opened  her  eyee  to  the  light  of  day  on  the 
20th  of  March,  1915. 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Edwards  is  a  republican,  but  has  never  sought  or 
desired  offloe,  preferring  to  concentrate  hfs  time  and  energies  upon  his  business  aSaira. 
Fraternally  he  has  been'  Identified  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  tor  the 
past  quarter  of  a  century,  while  his  wife  Is  a  member  of  the  Royal  Neighbors.  They 
have  gained  an  extensive  acquaintance  during  the  period  of  their  residence  In  Idaho  and 
are  uniformly  held  In  high  esteem. 


HON:  NONA  B.  CARPENTER. 

Hon.  Nona  B.  Carpenter,  who  follows  farming  and  stock  raising  in  Nes  Peroe 
county  and  is  now  controlling  extensive  interests  along  that  line;  was  born  In  La 
Crosse,  Wteconsin,  June  7,  1S73,  a  son  of  Hanso  and  Prances  (Farley)  Cariventar, 
both  of  whom  have  passed  away.  The  father  died  in  the  state  of  Minnesota  during 
the  early  boyhood  ol  N.  B.  Carpenter  and  the  mother  afterward  became  the  wife  ot 
George  Edwards,  who  proved  a  devoted  father  to  the  subject  of  this  review.  Mr.  Edwards 
Is  now  a  resident  of  Edmonton,  Alberta.  Canada,  but  the  mother  passed  away  at  Lewis- 
ton,  Idaho,  March  2,  1907. 

Nona  B.  Carpenter  was  a  little  child  when  his  parents  removed  to  Minnesota  and 
there  he  was  reared  and  educated,  pursuing  a  course  ot  study  in  the  public  schools. 
In  18S8  the  entire  famll)',  con  dieting ,  of  the  stepfather,  the  mother  and  the  children, 
mnoved  to  Oregon,  and  in  1898  Mr.  Carpenter  ot  this  review  came  to  Idaho,  after 
having  been  a  resident  of  Oregon  for  a  decade.  For  twenty-one  years  he  has  resided  on 
the  Nez  Perce  Indian  reservstioo.  In  Nez  Perce  county,  and  Is  engaged  in  tanning  and 
■t«ck  raising.  He  annually  gathers  large  crops  of  grain  and  likewise  raises  a  large  num- 
ber of  cattle  and  bogs.  He  givea  his  attention  to  the  development  of  a  farm  of  seven  hun- 
dred and  eighty  acres,  of  which  about  six  hundred  acres  Is  under  cultivation.  His  grain 
crops  are  largely  wheat  and  barley  and  bis  annual  yield  la  gratifying.  He  owns  a  part 
of  the  farm  but  the  balance  he  has  under  tease,  it  belonging  to  the  Nes  Perce  Indian 
tribe.  He  raises  many  thousands  of  bushels  of  small  grain  every  year,  hla  wheat, 
oats  and  barley  crop  for  191S  amounting  to  eight  thousand  bushels.  He  also  adds 
materially  to  his  annual   income  through  .the  raising  of  beef  cattle  and  hogs. 

On  the  10th  of  October,  1896,  Mr.  Carpenter  was  married  to  Miss  Bertha  Beatrice 
Oalbralth,  a  native  ot  Oregon,  who  was  there  reared  and  educated.  She  is  a  daagbter 
of  George  Qalbralth,  who  was  also  born  In  Oregon  and  Is  now  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Carpenter  have  become  parents  of  seven  living  children,  five  sons' and  two  daughters. 
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iiamel7>  Oscar,  Walter,  Bennie,  Frances,  Ennloe,  George  and  BrneBt,  whose  ageA  ranse 
Iron)  twent7-one  to  tour  years.  The  eldest  son,  Oscar,  Is  married  but  the  others  are 
all  at  home. 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Carpenter  la  an  earnest  republican  and  has  ever  stren 
stalwart  support  to  the  party  since  reaching  adult  age  but  is  now  holding  his  first 
poUUcal  position.  He  was  elected  to  the  state  legislature  in  the  tall  of  1918.  deteatlng 
a  democrat  who  waa  born  and  reared  In  Nes  Perce  county  and  Is  acknowledged  one  ol 
the  popular  citliens.  This  speaks  volumes  tor  the  popularity  of  Mr.  Carpenter  and 
attests  the  oonOdence  reposed  in  him  by  his  fellow  men.  He  is  moet  loyal  to  the  trnst 
and  Is  proving  a  capable  working  member  of  the  house.  He  is  now  serving  as  otialr- 
man  of  the  committee  on  schocds  and  public  lands  and  is  a  member  of  the  committees 
on  educational  insUtutlons,  appropriations  and  flsh  and  game.  He  works  for  the  beet 
interests  of  the  commonwealth  with  the  same  thoroughness  that  he  manifests  in  the 
cwidnct  of  hia  private  busmeas  affairs  and  along  both  lines  has  made  aubstantlal 
progress. 


PLBTCRBR  A.  HAWSa 

Fletcher  A.  Hawes,  who  la  engaged  in  ranching  in  Owyhee  coonty  not  far  from 
Bmneau,  waa  born  in  Boise,  Idaho,  January  29. 1870,  a  son  of  Benjamin  F.  and  Margaret 
Haves,  who  were  natlvea  of  Ohio,  where  they  were  reared  and  married.  In  1863  they 
removed  westward  to  Oregon,  but  afterward  returned  to  Boise  and  later  aettled  at  Idaho 
City,  where  the  father  followed  the  biacksmitb'a  trade.  At  a  aubeequent  period  he  again 
t>ecame  a  realdent  of  Boise,  where  he  engaged  in  the  butchering  bualnesa,  remaining 
an  active  factor  in  that  line  of  trade  in  the  capital  city  until  he  retired.  He  died  In 
ISIO  at  the  age  of  Bixty-eeren  years. 

The  boyhood  dayi  of  Fletcher  A.  Hawee  were  largely  passed  in  Boise  and  he  pursued 
hia  education  in  the  schools  of  that  city.  When  twenty  years  of  age  he  removed  to 
Braneau,  where  he  homesteaded  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  and  tor  fifteen 
years  be  successtnlly  followed  cattle  raising.  For  the  past  eight  years,  however,  he 
has  given  his  attention  to  general  ranching,  producing  excellent  crops  as  a  reward  for 
tlie  care  and  labor  which  he  bestows  upon  the  fields. 

In  1894  Mr.  Hawes  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Bva  S.  Strickland,  a  native  of 
Uissourl  and  a  daughter  oC  John  L.  and  Alice  (Wilson)  Strickland,  who  were  farming 
people  and  came  to  Idaho  in  1890.  Her  father  has  now  passed  away,  but  her  mother 
la  still  living.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hawes  have  four  children:  Elmer,  Theodore,  Margaret  and 
Rodney.  The  religious  talth  of  the  family  la  that  of  the  Catholic  church  and  Mr.  Hawes 
gives  his  political  support  to  the  republican  party.  From  pioneer  times  the  Hawes 
family  has  borne  Its  part  in  the  work  of  Idaho's  development  and  Improvement  In 
1879  F.  A.  Hawes,  an  uncle  of  Fletcher  A.  Hawes,  for  whom  he  was  named,  was  killed 
by  the  Indians.  The  family  experienced  all  of  the  hardships  and  privations  of  pioneer 
tlmee,  but  Mr.  Hawes  of  this  review  has  lived  to  witness  many  changes  as  the  work  of 
development  and  improvement  haa  been  carried  steadily  forward  and  he  Is  today  one 
of  the  successful  ranchmen  of  the  Bruneau  valley,  recognized  as  a  progressive  cltlEen 
and  a  man  whose  many  sterling  qualities  have  gained  tor  him  a  large  circle  of  warm 
friendfl. 


C.  L.  DITTEMORB. 

C.  L.  DIttemore  has  for  seven  years  been  secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
Coeur  d'Alene  and  In  recognltioD  of  his  services  In  this  connection  he  fahs  been  made  a 
life  member,  an  honor  which  has  been  conferred  upon  only  one  other.  He  is  also  ccn- 
nected  with  the  Lakeside  Furniture  Company  of  Coeur  d'Alene  and  Is  a  most  progressive 
and  enterprising  buslness'man  and  capable  ofiiclBl.  He  was  bom  near  Santa  Roea, 
California,  February  IT,  1870,  and  is  a  son  of  Lewis  T.  and  Marllla  E.  (Hall)  DIttemore, 
the  former  a  native  of  Missouri  and  the  latter  ot  Illinois.  The  father  crossed  the  plains 
In  a  prairie  schooner  drawn  by  oxen  in  1850  and  he  went  as  a  pioneer  settler  to  Dayttm, 
Washington,  where  he  took  up  government  land.  In  IS90  he  removed  to  Idaho,  settling 
near  Hayden  Lake,  in  the  Coeur  d'Alene  country,  and  the  family  has  since  been  promt- 
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nentlr  known  here.    He  taaa  served  as  county  ctMnmlasloner  and  Is  one  of  the  stalwart 
■upport«ra  at  the  democratic  party. 

While  Id  Dayton,  Washington,  C.  L.  Dittemore  attended  the  puhlic  scliools  and 
ftfterwards  continued  hfa  education  In  a  business  college  at  Spokane  In  18S4.  He  took 
up  the  printing  business,  however,  la  1888,  and  followed  that  Iiefore  coming  to  Idaho. 
For  seven  years  he  was  engaged  in  general  merchandising  after  )>ecomlng  a  resident 
of  Coeur  d'Alene  snd  In  1913  be  was  chosen  for  the  position  of  secretanr  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Back  of  this  lies  a  moat  profcressiTe  public  spirit  He  his  even  been  keen 
and  earnest  to  do  anything  for  the  improvement  of  Coenr  d'Alene  and  his  work  as  secre- 
tary of  the  chamber  has  been  a,  labor  of  love.  He  was  also  secretary  of  the  first  tonr 
regattas  held  In  Coeur  d'Alene  and  he  has  been  largely  responsible  for  many  of  the  pro- 
gressive public  movements  which  have  marked  the  development  and  upbuilding  of  the 
city,    . 

Mr.  Dittemore  is  numbered  among  the  promineot  members  of  the  Kiilghts  of  Pythias 
and  for  ten  years  was  master  of  finance.  He  has  also  been  very  active  in  the  Pythian 
Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho  and  he  beKmgs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  No.  1264,  of  Coeur  d'Alene. 
His  political  endorsement  ie  given  to  the  democratic  party,  but  while  he  keeps  well 
informed  an  the  questions  and  issues  of  the  day  he  has  never  sought  or  desired  office, 
preferring  to  concentrate  his  efforts  and  attention  upon  bis  business  afFalrs  and  to  render 
public  service  as  a  private  citizen.  He  is  today  one  of  the  best  known  men  of  the  Coeur 
d'Alene  country  snd  there  Is  no  one  more  active  In  furthering  the  progress  and  improve- 
ment of  this  section  than  he.  Mr.  Dittemore  la  particularly  well  known  as  a  champion 
of  good  roads  and  there  Is  no  well  formulated  plan  for  the  advancement  and  i 
of  his  section  of  the  state  that  does  not  receive  his  endorsement  and  support. 


RICHARD  B.  FRENCH. 

Richard  B.  French,  filling  the  position  of  county  commissioner  of  Blaine  coanty 
and  making  his  heme  at  Hifley,  was  born  in  Idaho  City,  Idaho,  July  4,  187$,  his  parents 
being  Richard  and  Ann  (Large)  French,  the  former  a  native  of  Kingston,  New  Hamp- 
shire, while  the  latter  was  born  In  Ireland.  The  father  made  the  trip  around  Cape  Horn 
to  California  and  in  1S68  he  took  up  the  occupation  of  mining,  while  In  1862  he  removed 
tj>  Florence,  Idaho,  where  he  was  also  identified  with  mining  Interests.  In  1865  he 
removed  to  Idaho  City,  where  he  engaged  In  placer  mining  tor  a  number  of  years,  but 
becoming  ill  of  rheumatism  he  went  east  and  passed  away  at  Haverhill,  Massachusetts, 
when  aizty-two  years  of  age.  His  wife,  who  had  also  made  the  trip  around  Oape  Horn 
to  California  In  the  early  days,  died  at  Broadford,  Idaho,  when  sixty-two  years  of  age. 
Their  marriage  had  been  celebrated  In  Florence  In  1864.  Mr.  French  gave  his  political 
allegiance  to  the  democratic  pirty. 

Atchard  B.  French  spent  his  boyhood  days  at  Idaho  City  to  the  age  of  six  years  and 
then  went  to  California,  where  he  resided  until  he  reached  the  age  of  seventeen.  In  1889 
he  located  at  BellevUe,  Blaine  county,  Idaho,  where  he  followed  mining  until  1914,  when 
he  removed  to  Hailey  and  took  charge  of  the  Croesus  mine.  In  1918  and  1919  he 
engaged  In  the  real  estate  bualneaa  In  Hailey.  In  1917  he  was  appointed  one  ot  the 
coanty  commissioners  ot  Blaine  county  and  Is  still  filling  that  poslticm.  His  political 
support  has  always  been  given  to  the  democratic  party. , 

In  1904  Mr.  French  was  married  to  Miss  Katherlne  Roberts,  a  native  of  Wales  and 
a  daughter  ot  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  (Williams)  Roberts,  who  came  to  the  United  States 
during  the  girlhood  days  of  their  daughter.  Mrs.  French,  taking  up  their  abode  in 
Bellevue,  Idaho.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  French  have  now  been  residents  ot  this  state  for  a 
long  period  and  have  been  Interested  witnesses  of  its  growth  and  development,  Mr. 
French  at  all  times  bearing  his  part  In  the  work  ot  general  Improvement  and  progress. 


HERMAN  A.  SHELLENBEROER. 

Herman  A.  Shellenberger,  manager  of  the  Boise  branch  ot  the  Mutual  Creamery 
Company,  was  bom  at  Fort  Scott.  Kansas,  August  20,  1874,  a  son  ot  Herman  S.  and 
Elizabeth  (Askey)  Shellenberger,  who  were  natives  of  Pennsylvania  but  were  married 
In  Illinois.    The  father,  who  was  ot  Pennsylvania  Dutch  descent,  taught  school  In  early 
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manhood  and  later  devoted  his  attenttoa  to  the  cxxMipatton  of  tarmtng.  Por  eisht  yean 
he  waa  principal  of  the  schools  of  Port  Scott.  Kansae.  He  has  now  passed  away,  but 
the  mother  survlTes  him  and  Is  UvIde  at  Coenr  d'Alene,  Idaho. 

Herman  A.  Shellenberger  was  reared  upon  a  farm  near  Red  Oak,  Iowa,  and  after 
completing  the  courses  taught  In  the  public  schools  he  spent  one  year  In  the  Iowa  State 
Agricultural  College  at  Ames.  He  was  also  a.  student  in  an  Iowa  normal  schoiri  and 
la  early  manhood  he  hecame  Identified  with  the  creamery  huslness  at  Fostoria.  Iowa. 
He  has  been  active  in  this, line  of  business  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  from  the  age  of 
twenty-four  years  In  Iowa,  Michigan  and  Idaho.  In  Michigan  he  spent,  five  years  In  the 
d&fry  and  fruit  department  of  the  state  as  Inspector  and  In  190S  he  came  to  Idaho, 
having  In  the  meantime  spent  two  years  In  the  province  of  Alberta,  Canada,  where  he 
was  engaged  in  the  cattle  business.  His  residence  In  Boise  dates  from  1913.  He  was 
formerly  manager  of  the  Boise  Cooperative  Creamery  Company,  but  in  1816  resigned 
that  position  to  become  manager  of  the  Boise  branch  of  the  Mutual  Creamery  Company, 
a  large  concern  that  has  a  chain  of  twelve  creameries  fn  eight  dltferent  states,  with 
general  headquarters  at  Salt  Lake  City.  The  business  Is  one  of  Importance. .  The  plant 
on  South  Ninth  street  was  erected  fn  1913  and  is  an  Impoelng  solid  concrete  etmcture 
of  generous  proportions,  equipped  throughout  with  modem  machinery  and  facilities  tor 
the  making  o(  Paeteurlied  creamery  butter  of  the  highest  quality.  The  plant  Is  a  valu- 
able addition  to  Boise's  Industrial  enterprises  and  under  Mr.  Shellenberger's  able  man- 
agement is  experiencing  a  successful  career. 

On  the  lOtb  of  March,  1896,  at  Fostoria.  Iowa,  Mr.  Shellenberger  was  married  to 
Miss  Hilda  Hansen,  a  native  of  that  place,  and  they  have  become  parents  of  a  son  and 
a  daughter,  Floyd  and  Myrtle,  aged  respectively  eighteen  and  thirteen  yeirs.  Mr. 
Shellenberger  Is  a  member  and  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Boise  Commercial  Club  and 
fraternally  is  connected  with  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  In  politics  he 
maintains  an  Independent  course,  voting  for  the  man  whom  he  regards  as  best  qualified 
for  offlce.  and  he  has  personally  never  been  a  candidate  for  ofBcIa)  preferment.  His 
time  has  been  fully  occup'ed  by  bis  business  affairs  and  his  energy  has  brought  him  to 
the  creditable  position  which  he  is  now  filling. 


JOHN  A.  KOFOBD. 

John  A.  Kofoed,  clerk  of  the  district  court,  recorder  and  auditor  of  Franklin  oounty, 
was  bom  In  Weeton,  that  county,  February  19.  1867.  a  son  of  Hans  and  Thora  (Jensen) 
Kofoed,  natives  of  Denmark.  The  father  came  to  America  In  1S57  and  on  reaching  this 
country  went  to  Lehl,  Utah,  crossing  the  plains  with  the  famous  handcart  compiny, 
while  fain  wife  made  the  }oumey  by  ox  team  but  walked  most  of  the  way.  He  worked 
at  his  trade  of  shoemaker  In  the  winter  months  and  followed  farming  during  the  summer 
seasons.  About  1S64  he  removed  to  that  part  of  Oneida  county,  Idaho,  which  la  now 
Franklin  county,  and  there  be  acquired  a  tract  of  land  ne^r  Weston,  which  he  operated 
for  the  remainder  of  hla  life,  his  death  occurring  February  27,  1882.  He  was  always 
active  In  the  affzlrs  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Chrlfit  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  held  varloos 
offices  in  the  church,  among  others  being  president  of  high  priests.  His  widow  died 
In  April,  IStfO. 

John  A.  Kofoed  was  reared  and  educated  In  Franklin  county.  In  1890  he  took  up  a 
homestead  northwest  of  Weston,  which  he  Improved  and  operated  until  1913,  when 
Franklin  county  was  organized.  He  was  appointed  to  his  present  ofllci  by  the  gov- 
ernor and  h^s  been  reelected  at  eich  succeeding  election  since  that  year,  giving  the 
utmost  satisfaction  to  all  concerned. 

in  December,  1S89,  Mr.  Kofoed  was  married  to  Rozllpho  Campbell  and  five  children 
were  bom  to  them,  as  follows;  Rosella,  John  A.,  Eugene,  Thora  and  Nioml.  Mrs. 
Kofoed  died  November  27,  1901,  and  on  October  2,  1907,  Mr.  Kofoed  married  Ira  M. 
Crockett  by  whom  he  has  two  children:  Aleaae  end  Weldoa.  One  of  Mr.  Kotoed's  sons 
operates  the  farm,  which  he  still  owns.  During  the  World  war  John  A.  enlisted  In 
November,  1917,  becoming  a  member  of  the  Forty-seventh  Regiment  Machine  Gun 
Company,  and  during  his  service  of  seven  months  in  Prance  went  over  the  top  no  leas 
than  Ave  times.  He  was  In  Qermany  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  for  sixteen  months. 
Eugene  enlisted  In  August,  191S,  and  was  fn  the  service  for  eight  nonttu. 

Mr,  Kofoed  gives  his  support  to  the  democratic  party,  and  his  church  afflllatlcMi  Is 
with  the  Church  of  Jesus  Ciirlst  of  Latter-day  Saints,  for  which  he  went  on  a  mission 
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to  tb6  nortbern  states  In  1SS9  and  returned  two  years  later.  He  served  um  clerk  ra  the 
Weeton  board  of  town  trusteeB  and  also  as  constable.  He  bas  alway*  glvea  earnest 
atteotion  to  th«  best  Interests  ot  the  commnnfty^  in  which  be  lives. 


HENRY  A.  SAMPSON. 


Henry  A.  Sampson  of  the  Lakeside  Purnltare  Company,  conductioK  an  extenslre 
fumltnre  store  In  Coeur  d'Alene,  was  born  In  Albany.  Missouri,  January  27,  1871.  blB 
parents  being  I^ewis  and  Nancy  (Stark)  Simpson,  while  the  grandfatber  was  Rddam 
Stark,  a  soldier  ot  the  war  of  1SI2,  who  was  a  native  o(  Virginia.  Iiewls  Sampson  was 
bom  In  Clay  county,  Missouri,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Kentucky.  He  followed 
farming  near  Albany  and  for  many  years  lived  in  Gentry  county,  Missouri,  where  bis 
father  planted  the  flrst  corn  raised  in  that  section  of  the  state.  Lewis  Sampson  was 
very  .actively  and  helpfully  Identified  with  the  moral  progress  of  the  commnnlty,  being 
a  sincere  and  active  member  ot  the  Christian  church. 

Henry  A.  Sampson  attended  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Albany,  Missouri,  and 
when  eighteen  years  of  age  became  connected  with  the  furniture  trade  In  Walla  Walla, 
'  Washington,  where  he  remained  for  thirteen  years.  On  the  eth  ot  April,  1906,  he  came 
to  Coeur  d'Alene,  where  he  establlsbed  a  furniture  store,  being  now  the  leading  dealer 
In  this  line  In  Kootenai  county,  carrying  an  extensive,  attractive  and  carefully  selected 
stock. 

Hr.  Sam[>son  was  united  In  marriage. to  Miss  Nannie  Carey,  a  native  ot  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  whose  people  were  representatives  of  an  old  family  of  Case  county. 
HlsBourl.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sampson  occupy  a  prominent  social  position  and  have 
been  identified  with  many  interests  contributing  to  the  welfare  of  the  Community  and 
the  uplift  of  the  individual.  Mrs.  Sampson  compiled  a  history  of  all  the  soldiers  who 
went  from  Coeur  d'Alene  to  the  World  war.  Hr.  Sampson  ie  a  valued  member  of  tbe 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  of  which  be  was  president  from  1916  until  1919,  and  he  Is  one 
ot  but  two  life  members  of  the  organization.  He  has  also  been  president  of  the  Mer- 
chants' Association,  which  he  aided  In  organizinK.  Hfs  political  allegiance  Is  given  to 
the  democratic  party  and  In  1916  be  was  a  member  of  the  county  central  committee  and 
baa  done  much  to  further  the  Interests  ol  the  democratic  organliatlon  in  the  state. 
He  belongs  to  the  Rowing  Club,  bas  been  a  member  ot  the  Regatta  Association,  Is  Iden- 
Ufled  with  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  the  Knights  ot  Pythias  and  his 
religious  faith  Is  that  of  the  Methodist  church.  During  the  war  period  hie  patriotic 
service  ranked  him  as  one  hundred  per  cent  American.  He  took  part  In  all  the  drives 
and  In  every  plan  and  project  to  sustain  financially  the  government  and  prcnnote  the 
welfare  of  the  soldiers  In  camp  and  field. 


CHARLES  D.  QOASLIND. 

.  Charles  D.  Goaslind,  a  well  known  and  prominent  cltlsen  of  Preston,  Franklin  county, 
at  present  and  for  some  years  past  filling  the  office  of  county  assessor  and  otherwise 
identified  with  public  aSalrs,  was  bom  In  Richmond,  Utah,  November  18,  1860,  a  son  of 
Jbhn  and  Susan  (Allen)  Ooaslind,  the  father  being  a  native  of  Kentucky  and  the  mother 
ot  Illinois.  John  Goaslind.  who  was  a  mlUwrlKbt  by  trade,  crossed  the  plains  to  Utah 
about  1864  and  his  wife  also  made  the  Journey  to  that  state  with  Mormon  emigrants. 
He  built  the  flrst  sawmill  in  Salt  Lake  valley  and  also  built  other  sawmills  and  grist 
mills  in  that  district.  In  1864,  when  Franklin  county,  Idaho,  waa  still  a  part  Of  Oneida 
comity,  he  located  there  and  at  Franklin  built  the  first  sawmill  and  the  first  grist  mill 
erected  In  the  state.  Franlilln  Is  admitted  to  be  the  oldest  town  in  the  state  and 
Mr.  Ooaslind  continued  to  reside  there  to  the  end  ot  his  life.  He  continued  to  engage 
in  the  sawmill  and  grist  mill  business  and  also  operated  a  threshing  outflt  and  some- 
times turned  his  band  to  surveying.  He  took  an  active  Interest  In  the  affairs  of  the 
Mormon  church.  He  died  In  June,  1878.  His  widow  Is  still  living,  making  her  home 
at  Logan,  Utah. 

Charles  D.  Ooaslind  was  reared  In  Franklin  county,  the  district  schools  ot  which 
he  attended,  later  taking  a  course  In  the  Brlgham  Young  College,  at  Logan.  Utah,  from 
which,  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1896.    Following  his  graduation  he  was  made 
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clerk  of  the  Oneida  stake,  wblch  office  he  held  for  sixteen  years,  and  at  the  same  time 
he  was  employed  as  bookkeeper,  at  which  occupation  he  continued  to  work  tor  a  con- 
siderable period.  He  was  then  appointed  as  state  insurance  commlsslimer  and  ex  offldo 
state  examiner,  remaining  in  that  position  for  two  terms.  The  appointment  was  first 
made  by  Oovernor  Gooding  and  he  was  reappointed  by  Gorernor  Brady.  On  bis  return 
home,  be  followed  tarmlns  until  1915,  when  be  was  appointed  to  fill  an  unexpired  term 
as  county  assessor,  and  in  tbe  fall  ot  1916  he  was  elected  to  that  office,  bringing  to  bis 
dutiea  a  keen  business  sagacity,  which  has  given  satiefaction  to  all  who  are  affected 
by  the  scope  oF  his  official  work. 

In  March,  ISSG,  Mr.  Ooaslind  was  married  to  Clara  Parkinson,  and  they  became  tbe 
parents  of  one  child,  Charles  Earl,  born  In  April,  1889.  Mrs.  Goasllnd  died  in  January, 
1897,  and  February  23,  189S,  be  was  married  to  Carrie  C.  Parkinson,  a  sister  of  his  first 
wife,  and  to  that  marriage  four  children  were  born:  Clara  P.,  Carol  P.,  lone  and 
George  D.  Mr.  Ooaslind  ts  an  ardent  member  of  the  Church  ot  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  and  Is  high  counselor  of  the  Oneida  stake,  which  position  be  also  filled  before 
be  went  to-  work  for  the  state.  In  18S6  be  went  to  England  on  a  mfssltHi  lor  the 
diurch  and  returned  in  188T.  Politically  be  gives  bis  support  to  the  republican  party, 
the  principles  of  which  be  warmly  advocates,  and  in  all  matters  Intended  to  advance  the 
public  welfare  be  is  generally  found  lending  a  helping  band. 


MAJOR  FRANCIS  LEO  QUIGLBY,  M.  D. 

Major  Francis  Leo  Quigley,  whose  official  title  Is  the  Indication  of  tbe  active  service 
which  he  rendered  to  his  country  In  tbe  World  war.  Is  successfully  practicing  his  pr» 
tession  in  Wallace,  where  he  located  In  1906.  He  has  been  and  is  the  surgeon  for  many 
of  tbe  Important  corporations  In  this  section  of  the  state  and  has  gained  high  pro- 
fessional standing.  A  native  of  Kansas,  he  was  bom  at  Salini^  October  21,  1879,  his 
parents  being  John  B.  and  Maggie  T.  (Hurray)  Quigley. 

Residing  at  the  place  of  his  nativity  during  the  period  ot  his  boyhood  and  youth, 
he  there  attended  school  and  afterward  became  a  student  in  St.  Mary's  College,  which 
conferred  upon  him  the  Bachelor  ot  Arts  d^ree  at  his  graduation  with  the  class  o| 
1900.  He  determined  upon  tbe  practice  of  medicine  as  a  life  work  and  with  that  end 
in  view  became  a  student  in  tbe  medical  department  of  tbe  Georgetown  University  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  was  graduated  with  the  H.  D.  degree  as  an  alumnus  of  1904. 
He  then  entered  the  Georgetown  University  Hospital,  where  for  two  months  he  served 
as  Interne,  and  next  became  resident  physician  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  In  St.  Joseph. 
Missouri  Three  months  later  he  was  appointed  to  the  United  States  Marine  Hospital 
service,  being  stationed  first  as  assistant  surgeon  in  the  Marine  Hospital  at  Portland. 
Maine,  and  later  In  the  Marine  Hospitals  of  New  York  and  Boston.  When  fifteen  months 
had  passed  in  that  connection  be  came  to  Idaho  and  on  the  1st  of  January,  1906,  took 
np  the  dutiea  ot  assistant  to  Dr.  France  ot  Wardner,  chief  surgeon  of  the  Bunker  Hill  ft 
Sullivan  Mining  A  Concentrating  Company.  In  tbe  following  December,  however,  he 
resigned  his  position  and  removed  to  Wallace,  being  made  a  member  of  the  staff  of 
Providence  Hospital.  He  Is  recognized  as  an  able  and  learned  physician  who  has  steadily 
progressed  in  bis  profession,  dally  acquiring  added  skill  as  a  surgeon  and  diagnostician. 
In  1909  he  became  surgeon  for  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  also  for  tbe 
Federal  Mining  £  Smelting  Comiiany,  the  Heda  Mining  Company,  tbe  Snowstorm, 
Hunter  and  Interstate  Mining  Companies  and  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Iron  Works.  In  1907 
he  was  appointed  aSBlstant  county  physician  ot  Shoshone  county  and  two  years  later 
was  advanced  to  tbe  position  ot  county  physician  and  health  officer,  serving  until  1911. 
Bis  various  duties  as  surgeon  for  tbe  different  corporations  with  which  he  Is  profes- 
sionally Identified,  the  responsibilities  of  the  public  offices  that  he  has  held  and  a  large 
private  practice  have  kept  him  constantly  busy.  He  does  not  hesitate  to  sacrifice 
his  personal  comfort  and  welfare  for  the  good  of  his  patients  and  Is  most  conscientious 
in  the  performance  ot  all  of  bis  professional  duties. 

Dr.  Quigley  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Savage,  a  daughter  of  Jeremiah  H. 
Savage,  one  ot  the  pioneers  of  tbe  Coeur  d'Alene  mining  district,  who  came  here  in  1883 
end  engaged  in  placer  mining.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Quigley  have  three  children:  Vlrglala, 
Oenevlave  and  Marion. 

In  politics  Dr.  Quigley  is  an  earnest  republican,  active  In  support  ot  tbe  principles 
of  the  party.

He  organiiei  ud  wn  commuidiBS  oAcer  of  Bue  Ho^rttsl  No.  IOC, 
later  was  tnuuTerred  to  Baae  HoepUai  NO.  IM  end  tlien  to  OrMBleef  Bo^ltal  No,  IXL 
He  went  to  Cemp  Wheeler  tn  Septmber,  UlS.  end  rabeeqnentljr  to  Caup  Upbn.  He 
Mlled  tor  Pnnce  with  Bue  HoqiitaJ  Dolt  No.  IH.  wUcli  be  bad  orsulsad,  and  arrind 
oreneaa  In  Norember,  {troceeding  to  Tanncs  (Mortrfban),  France,  where  be  bad  cbarR* 
of  a  baae  bo^itaL  He  eerved  in  France  ontil  Jnlr.  1919.  and  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  major. 

Dr.  Qaicler  U  a  member  of  Wallace  Lodge  No.  Ul,  B.  P.  O.  E..  also  of  the  Modem 
Woodmen  of  America  and  the  United  Commercial  TraTClere  of  Kansas.  He  U  gnal 
kalgtat  of  (he  KnlKhle  of  Colnmbne  in  Wallace  Lodge,  baring  held  the  oOee  fw  eerea 
rears,  and  for  two  years  he  was  stale  deputy  of  the  order.  He  Is  commander  of  HersdMi 
T.  Bdwarda  Poet  of  tbe  American  Legion  and  Is  president  of  the  Shoahone  CovBtr 
Hedfcal  Sodetr.  He  belongs  to  tbe  National  GetKSrapblc  Society  and  bis  Interests  are 
broad  and  Tarled.  He  has  made  rapid  progrees  in  his  professional  work  and  his  al>Ult7 
has  gained  for  him  a  ponitioo  of  prominence  as  a  surgeon  of  northern  Idaho.

F.  S.  Scobee.  a  well-fcncTwn  representative  of  Inanrance  interests  In  Idaho,  malntaln- 
tng  offices  at  Mnllan,  Wallace  and  Bnrke.  Shoshmie  oonnty,  was  bom  at  Parts,  Hlssovrl, 
January  IS,  1S83.  He  there  pursued  tals  education  in  the  public  schools  and  also  attended 
the  National  Business  College  at  Quincy.  Illinois.  In  early  life  he  took  np  tbe  study  of 
telegraphy  and  became  an  operator  on  tbe  Bnrllugton  *  Hannibal  Railroad,  fllllng  that 
position  for  tour  years.  In  1906  be  arrired  In  Idiho,  eatabltsblng  his  home  at  Hnllau. 
Por  seren  years  be  was  connected  with  tbe  United  Storee  Company  and  In  1914  he 
ertablistaed  an  Insnrance  agency,  since  which  time  he  has  handled  all  kinds  of  InsuraneeL 
He  has  written  a  large  number  of  policies  and  with  every  phase  of  the  buslnees  Is 
thorongbly  familiar,  his  success  resalting  from  his  dose  application' and  Indefatigable 
enterprise.

He  Is  Interested  In  aOalrs  relating  to  tbe  upbuilding  and  progress  of  tbe  dty  and  has 
served  as  a  member  of  the  city  council.  He  Is  likewise  a  member  of  the  Shoshone 
County  Council  of  Defense.  Those  who  know  Mr.  Scobee  never  for  a  moment  question 
his  loyalty  to  or  earnest  support  of  any  ciuse  which  be  espoiBes.  and  when  hla  aid  is 
needed  along  tbe  line  of  general  welfare  It  la  freely  given.  < 


HBNBY  P.  QUNDEMAN. 

Henry  P-  tiilndeman,  mayor  of  Coeur  d'AIene  and  one  ot  the  moat  active  and  pro- 
gressive bnsinesB  men  of  the  city,  widely  kno^  as  tbe  secretary  and  treosnrer  ot  tbe 
Coeur  d'AIene  Oraln  ft  Milling  Company,  was  bom  tn  Sm  Francisco,  June  23,  1SS6.  His 
parents,  John  and  Anna  (Wlttorf)  OUndemaa.  were  both  natives  of  Germany.  The 
father,  who  was  bom  in  Scbleswlg-Holsteln.  died  at  Walla  W&Ila,  Washington,  Novem- 
ber 9,  1909.  Tbe  mother  came  to  the  United  States  when  only  two  years  of  age,  while 
the  father  was  a  youth  of  sixteen  when  he  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  the  new  world.  He 
became  a  farm  band  In  California  and  in  1898  removed  to  lAtah,  Washington,  where 
be  took  up  the  occupitlon  of  firming,  winning  notable  succeBS  In  that  connection  and 
gaining  a  place  alnong  the  prominent  agrlculturlBts  of  that  region,  there  residing  nntil 
his  death.

Henry  P-  Ollndemui  attended  the  schocdB  of  San  Francisco  and  of  Liatah,  Wuh- 
Ington,  and  afterward  purBned  a  course  In  a  business  college  at  Spokane.  His  Identifica- 
tion wltb  Coeur  d'AIene  dates  from  1906,  at  which  time  he  took  up  clerical  work  here. 
His  deTelopins  powers,  buslnega  experience,  enterprise  and  Isudable  ambition  at  length 
qualined  htm  for  Important  service  In  the  business  world  and  In  1910  he  became  the 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Coeur  d'AIene  Grain  ft  Milling  Company,  wboleeale  and 
retail  dealers  In  and  manufacturer b  of  flour,  cereals  and  by-prodncts.  This  Is  one  ot  the  . 
Important  prednctive  Industries  and  commercial  Interests  ot  Coeur  d'AIene.  The  busi- 
ness has  been  thoroughly  systematized,  the  plant  splendidly  equipped,  and  the  results 
achieved  have  been  most  satisfactory,  owing  to  the  enterprising  methods  of  Mr.  Ollnde- 
man  and  bin  associates. 

In  1908  Mr.  QUndeman  was  married  to  Hiss  I^ura  M.  Buchanan,  ot  Lltchtleld, 
Minnesota,  and  they  have  three  children:  Luolle  H.,  Portia  M.  and  William  H.  In 
tnttemal  relations  Mr.  Olindeman  is  widely  known.  He  belongs  to  Kootenai  Lodge 
Mo.  24,  A.  P.  ft  A.  M.,  of  which  he  Is  a  past  master  and  now  the  secretary.  He  Is  also 
past  commander  of  the  Knight  Templar  Commandery  No.  8,  a  Scottish  Rite  Mason,  a 
member  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Spokane,  and  has  been  grand  marshal  ot  the  grand 
lodge  of  Idaho  and  grand  senior  warden  ot  the  grand  commandery.  He  likewise  belongs 
to  the  Elks  Lodge  No.  1264  ot  Coeur  d'AIene.  He  has  been  very  active  in  civic  affairs, 
especially  In  snpport  of  the  projects  promoted  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  In  politics 
he  Is  an  earnest  republican  and  from  1916  to  1917  was  president  ot  the  school  board  af 
CouT  d'AIene.  During  the  World  war  he  was  very  active  in  all  the  drives  In  support 
of  the  federal  government  and  for  the  Interests  ot  the  BoldierB  In  camp  and  field  and 
was  captain  of  a  team  in  District  No.  4  and  at  all  tlmee  was  very  suooessfnl  in  putting 
bis  district  over  the  top.  In  1919  he  was  elected  mayor  ot  Coeur  d'AIene  by  acclamation 
and  is  giving  to  the  city  an  administration  that  ts  effective  In  its  support  of  all  valuable 
civic  Interests  and  tar-reachIng  in  Its  results. 


FRANK  A.  SWANSON. 


Frank  A.  Swanson,  a  rancher  and  orcbardtat  living  six  miles  west  <rf  Boise,  wob 
bom  In  Sweden.  July  S,  1869.  His  parents,  both  of  whom  are  now  deceased,  never 
came  to  the  United  States.  The  son  remained  a  resident  of  Sweden  to  the  age  of  fifteen 
years  and  then  came  alone  to  the  new  world,  hts  maternal  grandparents.  Swan  and 
Christina  Gabrlelson.  being  at  that  time  residents  ot  Hetiry  county,  Illinois.  Prank  A. 
Swanson  made  his  way  direct  to  their  home  and  resided  with  them  until  he  had  at- 
tained hts  majority.  In  1894  he  went  to  Burt  county,  Nebraska,  and  engaged  In  farm- 
ing cm  bis  own  account,  there  carrying  on  agricultural  pursuits  tor  ten  years  upon  a 
tract  ot  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  land  which  he  owned  during  the  latter  part 
ot  his  residence  In  that  section.  He  paid  flfteen  dollars  per  acre  for  this  land  at  a 
time  when  all  acreage  property  was  very  cheap  and  when  corn  sold  for  but  a  few 
cents  per  bushel.  At  length  he  disposed  of  bis  farm  in  Nebraska  in  1903  and  came  to  | 
Idaho,  since  which  time  he  has  been  a  resident  ot  the  Boise  valley,  continuously  devot- 
ing his  attention  to  farm  work.  In  1906  he  bought  his  present  ranch  six  mtlea  west 
ot  Boise,  becoming  owner  ot  a  forty-acre  tract  of  unimproved  land,  upon  which  there 
were  no  buildings,  no  orchards  and  in  tact  there  was  no  indication  of  development  ot 
any  kind  save  that  fences  had  been  built.  Today  this  Is  an  excellent  proper^,  highly 
Improved  with  splendid  buildings,  including  a  large  silo.  Five  acres  of  the  land  is  in 
bearing  orchard,  all  ot  the  fruit  treee  having  been  planted  by  Mr.  Swanson.  The  ranch 
is  situated  tn  a  district  where  property  la  valued  at  from  three  to  seven  hundred  dol- 
lars per  acre.  In  1906  the  Bolse-Nampa  Interurban  Railway  was  built  past  hts  door 
and  this  adds  much  to  the  value  ot  his  place,  bringing  him  Into  immediate  connection 
with  the  city  through  excellent  transportation  tacllitles.  Mr.  Swanson  keeps  about 
twelve  good  dairy  cows  of  the  Holeteln  breed  and  altogether  his  farm  is  an  excellent 
property. 

On  the  16th  ot  March,  1910,  Mr.  Swanson  was  married  to  Mrs.  Ida  Ross,  n6e  Smith, 
and  they  now  have  one  daughter,  Luella  Ross  Swanson.  The  parents  and  daughter 
are  members  of  the  Christian  church  ot  Ustlck  and  are  much  interested  In  the  moral 
progress  and  development  ot  the  community. 
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Mr.  Swanson  is  «  member  trf  the  Woodmen  of  tbe  World  and  also  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  ot  Odd  Fellows.  Both  he  and  his  wife  glre  their  political  support  to  the 
republican  party  and  while  In  Nebraska  he  held  the  office  of  road  overseer.  Hn. 
Swauton  Is  mncb  interested  In  the  sappreaalon  of  the  liquor  traffic  and  Is  a  mem- 
ber of  The  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  of  which  she  has  been  the  president, 
and  also  belongs  to  the  Apple  Blossom  Club  erf  Ustlck.  She  was  bom  In  Carrcril  conntr. 
Hlssonri,  September  24,  18S8,  a  daufhter  of  the  Rer.  J<diii  D.  Smith,  a  member  of  the 
Christian  church  and  a  veteran  ot  tbe  CItII  war.  who  serred  with  the  rank  of  cap- 
tain during  the  last  year  of  tbe  conflict,  baring  been  commissioned  captain 
of  Company  C,  Fifth  Kentucky  Cavalry.  He  paaaed  away  about  thirty  years  ago.  His 
wife,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  ot  Mary  Ellen  Denton,  died  about  six  years  ago.  Tbetr- 
daughter,  Mrs.  Swanson,  has  made  tor  herself  a  most  creditable  and  enviable  position 
In  tbe  social  circles  of  Ustlck  snd  vicinity,  while  Hr.  Swanson  has  gained  a  most  creditable 
place  as  a  rancher  and  orcbardist.  He  has  never  had  occasion  to  regret  his  determina- 
tion to  come  to  the  new  world.  He  has  never  returned  to  Sweden  since  flrst  crossing 
tbe  Atlantic  and  as  the  years  have  passed  has  embraced  tbe  (vportnnltles  and  ad- 
vantages here  ottered  until  in  the  course  of  years  he  haa  gained  substantial  success 
m  connection  with  tbe  production  ot  crops  and  the  raising  ot  fruit  in  Ada  county. 


HON.  CHARLBB  W.  BOOTH. 

Hon.  Charles  W.  Booth,  filling  the  office  of  state  senator  from  Lewis  county,  fol- 
lows (he  occupation  ot  (arming  as  a  lite  work  and  has  made  his  home  in  Idaho  since 
1S96.  He  was  born  In  tbe  province  of  Ontario,  Canada,  April  16,  1866,  and  Is  the  eldest 
ion  of  John  and  Sarah  Ann  (Wilcox)  Q90th,  who  removed  with  their  family  to  the 
'state  of  Minnesota,  where  be  spent  his  yonth  npon  a  farm  and  during  that  period 
acquired  bis  early  education  in  district  schools.  He  left  school  at  the  age  of  seventeen 
and  when  nineteen  years  of  age  made  his  way  westward  to  tbe  state  of  Washington, 
where  he  resided  for  eleven  years,  devoting  his  attention  to  general  farming. 

In  1896  Mr.  Booth  took  n^  his  abode  in  Lewis  county,  Idaho,  which  was  then  a 
part  of  old  Nei  Perce  county,  and  through  the  intervening  years  be  has  continued  his 
farm  work  and  has  also  condncted  other  important  business  interests.  He  Is  now 
the  vice  president  ot  the  Union  State  Banic  at  Nesperce.  which  was  organised  In 
the  paries  of  his  own  home.  He  is  likewise  the  vice  president  of  the  Neiperce-Rocb- 
dale  Ccmpany,  a  concern  that  operates  three  grain  eleratora  and  also  owns  a  large 
hardware  and  Implement  store  at  Nesperce.  Mr.  Booth  Is  likewise  a  vice  president 
of  the  Trl-State  Terminal  Company,  with  heed  offices  at  Seattle,  Washington,  and  is 
the  general  sales  agent  of  the  Farmers  Union  Enterprises  of  the  Northwest,  a  concern 
whose  business  amounts  to  about  Ave  million  dollars  a  year.  This  concern  has  ten 
branches,  scattered  over  Oregon,  Washington  and  Idaho.  Mr.  Booth  is  likewise  active 
In  the  Farmers  Union,  an  organisation  that  covers  the  counties  ot  Nee  Perce,  Lewis 
and  Clearwater,  and  has  been  the  president  of  this  society  since  it  was  organised,  or  for 
a  period  of  ten  years.  Besides  all  of  these  important  activities  which  claim  his  atten- 
tion he  managed  his  farm  and  operated  a  threshing  machine  while  his  three  sons  were 
in  the  army,  thus  taking  up  the  labors  in  which  he  would  have  had  their  assistance. 
He  is  a  director  of  the  Nesperce  ft  Idaho  Railroad,  a  line  fourteen  mllee  In  length,  and 
there  Is  scarcely  a  feature  that  has  to  do  with  the  development,  upbuilding  and  Improve- 
ment of  his  section  of  the  state  In  which  he  Is  not  deeply  and  helpfully  interested. 

Tat  these  Mily  constitute  certain  phases  of  Mr.  Booth's  activities.  He  Is  chairman 
of  the  board  of  trustees  ot  the  Community  church  of  Nesperce,  which  is  a  union  ot  the 
Presbyterian  and  Methodist  churches  of  the  place.  They  occupy  a  fine  new  building 
and  Mr.  Booth  takes  a  helpful  part  in  promoting  the  church  work  and  Is  contributing 
to  its  support.  Fraternally  he  is  connected  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  with  the 
Woodmen  of  the  World.  He  cloeely  studies  the  vital  political  and  public  problems  and 
has  taken  an  advanced  stand  upon  many  questions  of  deep  concern  to  community  and 
state.  He  Is  now  one  ot  the  Ave  directors  of  the  Non-Partlsan  League  of  tbe  state  ot 
Idaho  and  was  elected  on  the  ticket  of  that  organisation  to  the  office  of  state  senator 
in  the  fall  of  1018.  being  recognised  as  the  leader  among  the  farmers  of  his  county  who 
favor  the  non-partisan  attitude  In  political  affairs.  He  has  again  and  again  been  called 
to  leadership  along  tbe  various  lines  of  activity  to  which  he  has  directed  his  efforts. 
This  is  as  true  in  his  frat«mBl  relatione  as  in  other  connections,  for  he  has  served 
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aa  council  commander  of  Neiperce  Cunp,  No.  44%  of  tli«  Woodmen  of  the  World, 
for  twelTo  oonseootlTe  terms,  and  for  two  terms  he  was  chancellor  commander 
of  Amerlcns  Lodge,  No.  48,  K.  P.,  and  vas  twice  Iti  representative  to  the  Ora&d 
Lodge  tft  the  Knights  of  PythlaB  In  Idaho. 

On  the  21st  of  January,  1890,  Ur.  Booth  was  married  to  Miss  Annie  Laura  Peterson, 
of  Troy,  Idaho,  a  native  of  Indiana  and  a  daughter  of  a  Civil  war  veteran  who  served 
In  the  Unltm  army  and  who  came  to  Idaho  from  the  state  of  Washington.  Hr.  and 
Mrs.  Booth  have  become  parents  of  four  children,  Herbert  L.,  William  H.,  John  M.  and 
Ethel  M.,  the  last  named  the  wife  of  Frank  Collins.  All  of  the  sons  were  in  the  mill' 
tary  service  of  the  country  during  the  recent  war  and  one  of  them,  William  H.,  was 
killed  September  30,  19IS,  when  twenty-four  years  of  age,  while  participating  In  action. 
Herbert  was  at  Camp  Herrltt,  New  Jersey,  while  John  U.  was  In  Belgium  with  the 
United  States  forces,  connected  with  the  veterinary  department.  William  was  a  cor- 
poral of  the  Three  Hundred  and  Slxty-eecond  United  States  Infantry,  of  the  Nlnety-flrst 
Division.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Booth  also  have  two  grandchildren,  caiarles  and  John  CoUlna, 
aged  respectively  seven  and  five  years. 

Throughout  his  entire  life  Senator  Booth  has  been  an  Indefatigable  worker.  He 
attacks  everything  with  contagions  enthnslsam,  which,  combined  with  his  sound  judg- 
ment, has  again  and  again  placed  him  in  poBttl(»iB  of  leadership.  His  chief  diversion 
is  the  Parmers  Union  activities  and  the  Non-ParUsan  League  movement  He  is  one  of 
the  most  active  of  the  men  of  the  state  along  these  lines.  He  was  three  times  a  delegate 
to  the  national  conventions  of  the  Termers  Union  and  was  one  of  the  committee  that 
went  to  Washington,  D.  C,  in  February,  1918,  to  secure  the  establishment  of  a  primary 
market  for  wheat  for  the  Pacific  coast  states.  The  o'blect  of  the  trip  was  accompllehed, 
the  market  being  established  at  Portland,  Oregon.  He  was  also  a  delegate  to  the 
national  convention  of  the  Non-Partisan  League  at  St  Paul,  Minnesota,  in  December, 
1918.  He  closely  studies  the  questions  which  are  to  the  statesman  and  the  man  of 
affairs  of  deep  Import  and  upon  all  vital  problems  he  keeps  abreast  with  the  best 
thinking  men  of  the  age. 


ADDISON  A.  CRANE. 


Addison  A.  Crane,  president  of  the  E^xchange  National  Bank  of  Coeur  d'Alene  and 
thus  active  in  directing  the  financial  policy  of  this  district — a  policy  which  Is  contrlbut- 
tug  to  its  subBtantial  development,  not  only  deserves  mention  by  reason  of  the  place 
which  he  has  made  ia  business  circles  but  also  by  reason  ot  the  part  which  he  has 
taken  In  support  of  public  afhtlrs  having  to  do  with  the  welfare,  interests  and  upbuild- 
ing of  the  state.  He  was  bom  at  Rosebnrg,  Oregon,  June  16,  1S61,  his  parents  being 
S.  W.  and  Elisabeth  (Jones)  Crane.  The  father,  a  native  of  Wlsconeln,  came  to  the 
west  with  his  parents  In  the  Hays  train  that  made  the  overland  trip  In  1862,  settling 
at  Winchester,  Oregon.  There  S.  W.  Crane  was  msrrted  at  the  age  ot  eighteen  yeatv 
to  Miss  Elizabeth  Jones,  who  had  loumeyed  to  the  northwest  with  her  parents  In  the 
overland  train  commanded  by  Jake  Jones.  Mr.  Crane  waa  a  pioneer  blacksmith  at 
Winchester  and  also  took  up  land  from  the  government.  He  went  through  all  of  the 
stirring  scenes,  thrilling  experiences  and  hardships  ot  frontier  life  and  aided  sub- 
stantially In  laying  the  foundation  for  present-day  progress  and  Improvement  in  the 
northwest  In  18G9  he  removed  to  Roeeburg,  Oregon,  and  operated  a  sawmill  on  the 
Umpqua  river,  also  conducting  a  large  general  store  In  the  town.  He  was  classed 
with  the  prominent  and  progressive  citizens  ot  that  locality,  where  he  remained  until 
bis  removal  to  Portland.  At  a  still  later  period  he  became  a  resident  of  Spokane, 
Washington,  where  be  was  engaged  in  the  printing  business,  and  in  1S91  he  arrived 
In  Idaho,  taking  np  his  abode  at  Harrison,  His  business  enterprise  and  progresslve- 
ness  soon  gained  him  rank  with  the  prcanlnent  merchants  ot  that  place.  His  p<dltlcal 
endorsement  was  given  to  the  repubUban  party.  His  demise  occurred  at  Harrison,  this 
state,  when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  sixty-eight  years. 

Addison  A.  Crane  attended  the  public  schools  ot  Roeeburg,  Oregon,  and  also  Blstaopi 
Scott's  school  in  Portland.  He  entered  upon  the  study  of  law  In  the  office  of  Judge 
Watson  of  the  latter  city.  On  the  5th  of  March,  1S91.  he  took  up  his  abode  at  Harrison, 
Idaho,  and  in  connection  with  his  brother,  W.  B.  Crane,  secured  as  a  homestead  claim 
the  present  town  Bite  of  Harrison  at  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  Ooenr  d'Alene  In- 
dian reservation.     He  entered   upon  the  practice  of  law  in  Harrison  and  also   was 
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promlDent  In  connectloD  witb  iU  pobllc  aod  political  actlTittea.  laboring  effectively  and 
earnestlr  to  promote  the  seneral  welfare.  EJadoraiag  the  repablican  partr.  he  did 
effective  wori<  to  promote  its  saccessee  and  several  times  was  made  a  delegate  to  iti 
state  conventloDS.  He  was  connected  with  the  Bank  of  Harrison  nntil  191&,  when  he 
removed  to  Coeur  d'Alene  to  accept  the  presidencr  of  the  Exchange  National  Bank 
of  this  city.  Through  the  Intervening  years  he  has  remained  at  the  bead  of  the  in- 
stltntion.  largely  shaping  its  policy  and  making  It  one  of  the  strong  moneyed  con- 
cerns of  this  section  of  the  state.  He  has  other  large  and  important  business  interests 
and  his  contribution  to  the  upbuilding  of  his  section  his  been  Important  and  extensive. 
Again  he  has  figured  prominently  In  connection  with  public  affairs.  In  1908  he  was 
made  a  presidential  elector  and  he  bad  previously,  in  1S92,  served  as  a  member  of  the 
state  legislature.  He  studies  closely  the  vital  problems  and  issues  of  the  day  and  his 
support  of  any  measure  is  an  assured  proof  of  his  t>ellef  in  Its  efficacy  as  a  factor  in 
good  government  or  as  an  element  in  the  general  growth  and  development  of  the  dis- 
trict and  commonwealth. 

At  Moscow,  Idaho,  Mr.  Crane  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Elcata  Towns,  who 
was  bom  in  'Missouri.  They  have  become  parents  of  two  children,  Fred  D.  and  Lois 
A.  The  elder,  born  November  24.  1896,  was  graduated  from  the  public  schools  of  Coeur 
d'Alene  and  from  Columbia  University,  In  which  he  completed  a  law  course.  He  then 
engaged  In  law  practice  in  Coeur  d'Alene  until  after  America's  entrance  into  the  World 
war.  He  went  to  France  as  a  member  of  Battery  C..  One  Hundred  and  Forty-sixth  Field 
Artillery,  the  Idaho  Infantry  being  transformed  into  a  field  artillery  regiment  at  Camp 
Mills.  He  landed  at  Havre,  France.  December  24.  1917.  was  trained  at  Camp  Songe 
and  Cleremont-Ferrand.  proceeding  to  the  front  July  6,  191S.  He  took  part  In  the  battle 
of  Chateau  Thierry  on  the  9th  of  July,  was  on  active  duty  in  the  Vesle  region  at  St. 
Hfhlel.  the  Meuse  and  In  the  Argonne,  serving  as  a  corporal.  He  went  Into  Germany 
with  the  army  of  occupation  and  was  among  those  who  thus  demonstrated  the  splendid 
fighting  qualities  of  the  American  army — an  army  that  was  raised  and  trained  in  an 
Incredibly  short  time  and  which  proved  that  valor  Is  not  a  matter  of  training  alone  bat 
a  matter  of  the  spirit — an  almost  spontaneous  response  to  the  needs  of  the  hour  in  sup- 
port of  a  principle.  With  his  command  he  returned  home  and  he  has  been  active  In 
the  organization  of  the  American  Legion,  serving  on  the  executive  committee.  He  be- 
longs also  to  the  Masons  and  to  the  Elks,  while  Addison  A.  Crane  is  also  connected  with 
those  orgs nizat Ions.  The  family  Is  one  of  prominence  In  Coeur  d'Alene.  Addison 
A.  Crane  long  maintaining  a  position  among  thoee  substantial  citizens  who  have  con- 
tributed so  largely  to  the  improvement  and  development  of  the  northwest. 


JOHN  NEWTON  ALLEY.  M.  D. 

Dr.  John  Newton  Alley,  a  specialist  on  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  chest  and 
recognized  as  one  of  the  eminent  members  of  the  medical  profession  In  Idaho,  who  In 
1916  was  president  of  the  Idaho  Medical  Society,  was  bom  at  Delano.  Minnesota,  June 
6,  1S7S,  his  parents  being  John  and  Lucy  G.  Alley.  In  the  public  schools  of  Pennsyl- 
vania be  began  his  education,  which  he  continued  in  the  Monong3.hela  College  of  Penn- 
sylvania, there  winning  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  In  1SS3.  He  prepared  for  his 
professional  career  as  a  studeivt  In  the  Jefferson  Medical  College  of  Phl^delphla  and 
won  his  M.  D.  degree  In  IS96.  Throughout  the  Intervening  period,  covering  almost  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  he  has  continued  In  the  active  practice  of  his  profession.  He 
was  connected  with  the  United  States  Tubercular  Service  from  1901  until  191S  and  he 
has  always  specialized  In  diseases  of  the  chest,  having  come  to  be  recognized  as  an 
authority  in  connection  therewith.  He  was  made  a  member  of  the  local  and  advisory 
boards  during  the  World  war  as  special  examiner  tor  diseases  of  the  chest,  his  ability 
In  that  direction  being  thus  recognized.  The  public  offices  which  he  has  held  have  al- 
ways been  in  the  direct  path  of  his  profession.  From  1916  until  1920  he  was  secretary 
of  the  board  of  health  of  Nez  Perce  county,  Idaho,  and  was  president  of  the  board  of 
health  of  Marshall  county.  West  Virginia,  from  1896  until  1898.  He  Is  also  a  member 
of  the  United  States  pension  board  at  Lewiston,  Is  a  member  of  the  Clinic  of  Lewlston 
and  is  a  valned  representative  of  the  Idaho  Medical  Society,  which  in  1915  honored 
him  with  election  to  the  presidency.  His  business  connections  outside  of  professional 
lines  have  been  limited  to  a  directorship  In  the  Bank  of  Benwood,  at  Benwood,  West 
Virginia,  since  1898. 
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Od  the  16tb  of  August,  1S99,  at  Beuwood.  Dr.  Alley  was  married  to  MIbb  HalUe  B. 
Martin,  ot  that  place,  a  daughter  of  Mrs.  Alice  Martin.  The  children  of  this  marriage 
are:  Ralph  Martin,  who  is  a  midshipman  of  the  United  States  Naval  Academy  at  An- 
napolis, Maryland:  John  Newton;  Alice  Virginia;  and  Frances  Elisabeth. 

In  his  political  views  Dr.  Alley  has  always  been  a  republican  since  age  conferred 
upon  him  the  right  of  franchise.  He  beloDgs  to  various  Masonic  bodies,  having  at- 
tained the  thirty-second  degree  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  Is  also  a  member  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine.  He  likewise  belongs  to  the  Lewlston  Commercial  Clnb  and  his  religious  faith 
is  Indicated  by  bis  membership  in  the  First  Presbyterian  church.  In  which  he  Is  serv- 
ing as  elder  and  clerk  of  the  session.  He  Is  actuated  in  all  that  he  does  by  high  Ideals 
and  his  life  work  has  been  far-reaching,  beneficial  and  resultant. 


HENRY  H.  BUTTON,  M.  D. 


Dr.  Henry  H.  Dutton  is  a  well  known  physician  and  surgeon  ot  Halley,  where  he 
has  built  up  a  gratifying  practice.  He  was  born  in  Barton,  Vermont,  on  the  11th  of 
July,  ISSS.  a  son  ot  Chauncey  and  Elisabeth  (Qudaell)  Button.  The  period  of  hia  boy- 
hood was  passed  in  the  Qreen  Mountain  state  and  be  supplemented  his  early  educational 
training  by  a  course  of  study  in  Barton  Academy,  while  subsequently  he  attended 
Goddard  Seminary  at  Barre.  Vermont.  He  next  became  a  student  in  Dean  Academy  ot 
Franklin,  Mftssachusetts,  and  then  matriculated  in  the  University  ot  Vermont,  where 
he  entered  upon  preparation  for  the  practice  ot  medicine  and  surgery.  In  the  tall 
of  1914  he  made  bis  way  to  San  Jose,  Calitomia,  and  for  two  years  was  an  interne  In 
the  Santa  Clara  County  Hospital,  after  which  he  opened  an  offlce  at  Bellevue,  Blaine 
county,  Idaho.  Thence  he  came  to  Halley  and  has  here  since  remained,  his  practice 
steadily  growing  as  he  has' demonstrated  his  skill  and  ability  in  coping  with  the  In- 
tricate problems  which  continually  confront  the  physician  in  bis  efforts  to  restore 
health  and  prolong  lite. 

In  1916  Dr.  Dutton  was  united  In  -marriage  to  Miss  Anna  McHugh,  a  native  ot 
Virginia  and  a  daughter  of  Patrick  McHuRb.  In  politics  the  Doctor  is  Independent, 
while  fraternally  he  is  Identifled  with  the  Masons,  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  tbe  In- 
dependent Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  has  won  an  enviable  reputation  In  both  pro- 
tessiooal  and  social  circles  during  tbe  period  of  bis  residence  at  Hailey  and  is  widely 
recognized  as  a  young  physician  of  pronounced  ability  and  worth. 


JAMES  WARD  DAVIS. 


A  very  general  feeling  of  regret  was  expressed  among  the  citizens  of  Preston  when 
tbe  late  Jemes  W.  Davis,  a  well  known  teacher,  passed  away  on  May  14,  1914.  He  was 
t>om  at  Clifton.  Franklin  county,  Idaho,  December  23.  1SS2,  a  son  of  Riley  and  Janette 
(McMarrln)  Davis.  Tbe  father  Is  a  native  ot  Iowa  and  was  one  of  the  pioneer  Mor- 
mons who  settled  in  Utah.  While  yet  a  boy  he  came  to  Franklin  county,  Idaho,  where 
he  has  engaged  In  farming  and  stockralsing  ever  since,  being  generally  regarded  as 
one  t^  the  most  successful  and  prosperous  farmers  in  his  part  of  the  county.  He  Is 
an  earnest  member  ot  the  Church  ot  Jesus  Christ  of  l>atter-day  Saints  and  Is  Interested 
in  all  Its  good  works.     Hla  wife  died  in  1894. 

James  W.  Davis  was  reared  in  Franklin  county,  the  district  schools  ot  which  he 
attended,  later  going  to  tbe  high  school  at  Logan,  Utah,  and  flnlshtng  at  the  State  Agri- 
cultural College  at  Logan.  He  then  entered  on  bis  lite  work  as  a  teacher  and  tangbt 
school  in  Clifton  and  Dayton,  Idaho.  He  gave  his  best  services  to  the  youth  placed 
under  his  supervision  and  performed  his  duties  with  zeal  and  fldellty  to  the  end  of 
his  life,  hla  death  taking  place  May  14,  1914. 

On  June  6.  1907.  Mr.  Davis  was  married  to  Harriet  E.  Bybee,  a  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam J.  and  Mary  E.  (Henderson)  Bybee.  the  former  a  native  ot  Iowa  and  the  latter  ot 
Utah.  Mr.  Bybee  engaged  In  farming  at  Lewlston,  Utah,  where  he  bought  a  tract  of 
Iftnd,  which  he  Improved  and  developed,  continuing  to  operate  his  farm  for  tbe  re- 
mainder ot  his  life.  He  died  June  3,  1919,  and  his  wife  passed  away  October  12,  1914. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davis  became  the  parents  of  tour  children,  namely:     ClltTord  B.,  born 
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Febnury  26,  IMS;  Hilda.  September  20,  1M9;  CorneU  Ward,  DeeemlMr  8.  IBll;  and 
Warda,  April  18,  1914. 

Hr.  Darla  was  a  bishop  of  the  Chnrcta  ol  Jamis  Christ  of  Lattar-day  Salnu,  at  Clif- 
ton, Idaho,  Dp  to  the  time  at  his  death.  Be  was  an  ardent  suppmter  of  the  repabllcan 
partr  and  was  ehalnnan  of  the  town  oeatrnl  conmittee  for  a  considerable  time.  Bia 
actlTltlee  In  this  direction,  as  in  others,  were  cnt  short  by  his  death  at  the  earlr  ace  of 
thirty-one  years. 

In  the  fall  of  1918  Mrs.  Harriet  B.  DstIb  was  elected  to  tlie  offloes  of  conntr 
treasurer  and  tax  collector  of  Franklin  county,  the  duties  ot  which  she  Iiaa  been 
pertormlnK  with  exceptional  ability.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Chnrch  of  Jesos  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  and  Is  stake  board  member  of  the  Tonng  Ladles  Mntoal  ImproTe- 
ment  Association,  In  the  affairs  of  wblch  sbe  takes  an  actire  and  practical  interest 
and  was  president  of  the  primary  for  some  time.  She  glres  her  sapport  to  the  re- 
publican party  and  to  all  tnovements  calculated  to  improve  the  sodsl  welfare  of  the 
community  In  which  she  lives. 


Jesse  M.  Parker  lives  on  a  ranch  comifrlslnK  thlrty-elKht  acres  and  sltoated  three 
and  a  halt  miles  northwest  of  Meridian,  where  he  has  resided  contlnnonsly  thronghoat 
'  the  past  eighteen  years.  He  was  born  In  Kosdnsko  county,  Indiana,  on  the  lltfa  of 
January,  1S60,  a  son  of  Reuben  and  Mary  (Rowe)  Parker.  He  lost  his  father  when 
but  six  years  of  age  and  was  reared  to  manhood  on  a  farm  in  his  native  county.  In 
1881,  after  attaining  his  majority,  he  removed  from  the  Hoosler  state  to  Frontier 
county,  Nebnulia,  where  he  continued  to  reside  for  twenty  years.  On  the  expiralon 
of  that  period  he  disposed  of  his  Interests  In  Nebraska  and  subsequently  spent  a  year 
in  Calitomia,  after  which  he  took  op  his  abode  on  his  present  ranch  in  Ada  county. 
The  property  is  splendidly  Improved  in  every  particular,  sbowlDg  the  careful  manage- 
ment and  cultivation  of  an  enerRetic  and  progressive  owner.  Mr.  Parker  raises  cotp 
■Iderable  fruit,  including  both  sweet  and  soar  cherries,  and  has  won  an  enviable  reputa- 
tion as  a  successfnl  and  enterprising  ranchman. 

It  was  while  residing  in  Kosdnsko  county,  Indiana,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  that  Mr.  Parker  was  married  to  Miss  Unity  Jameson,  who  passed  away  In  Ne- 
braska, leaving  a  danghter,  now  Mrs.  Bessie  Cavln,  of  Wilder,  Canyon  county,  Idaho. 
On  the  11th  of  June,  1907,  Mr.  Parker  was  again  married,  his  second  union  t>elng  with 
HIbe  Emma  Relnhart,  whose  birth  occnrred  in  Kosciusko  county,  Indiana,  July  6,  1S6G. 
Her  parents,  James  \Dd  Ellsa  (Smith)  Relnhart,  are  both  deceased.  Mr.  Parker  re- 
turned to  Indiana  from  Idaho  to  be  married  in  Kosciusko  county.  He  Is  a  Master 
Mason  and  both  he  and  his  wife  give  their  political  allegiance  to  the  democratic  party. 
They  are  widely  recognized  as  people  of  genuine  personal  worth,  while  their,  many 
sterling  traits  of  character  have  won  them  popularity  among  a  large  circle  of  friends. 


JOHN  H.  McGRATH. 

John  H.  HcOrath,  chairman  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Ada  county,  makes  his 
home  three  miles  west  of  Eagle  and  has  been  successtnlly  identified  with  ranching  In- 
terests In  that  county  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century.  His  Urth  occurred  In 
Muskingum,  Ohio,  December  16,  1SG9,'  and  he  was  the  first-born  of  Thomas  and  Louisa 
(Oreer)  McOrath,  who  had  a  family  of  eight  children,  seven  of  whom  still  survive. 
The  father  Is  now  living  In  the  vldnity  of  Eagle  with  his  son  George,  but  the  mother 
passed  away  In  Ada  county  In  1918. 

John  H.  McQrath  was  a  lad  of  eleven  years  when  in  1880  he  left  his  native  state 
and  accompanied  bis  parents  on  their  removal  to  Phillips  county,  Kansas.  His  educa- 
tion was  acquired  In  the  public  schools  of  the  Sunflower  state  and  he  grew  to  man- 
hood on  a  farm  In  Phillips  county.  It  was  also  in  tbat  county  that  be  was  married  in 
1S9D  to  Miss  Maggie  Holllogshead,  who  was  bom  In  Iowa  in  August,  1870.  They  have 
become  parents  of  four  children,  namely;  Sadie,  who  Is  now  the  wife  of  Rosa  Man- 
Chester;  Elsie,  who  Is  the  wife  of  Roy  Gale  and  resides  In  Sparta,  Oregon;  Roy  Arthur, 
who  la  married  and  resides  near  the  bome  of  his  parents;  and  Frank  Raymond,  who  is 
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twflntr  r«arB  of  age  and  Is  jet  under  the  parental  root,  ftoy  A.  McQrath  1b  a  Teteran 
of  the  World  war,  haying  serred-  with  the  Quartermasters  Corps  In  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  McGrath  came  to  Idaho  with  their  two  children  In  18Sf  and  the 
former  has  elnce  been  actively  Identified  with  ranching  Interests  In  the  Ttdnltr  of 
Eagle.  He  has  prospered  In  his  undertakings  as  the  rears  have  passed  and  Is  now 
.  In  excellent  Dnanclal  circumstances,  owning  two  fine  ranches  between  Eagle  and  Star,  In 
Ada  county.  He  also  has  a  nnmher  of  Holstein  dalrr  cows  and  bla  home  ranch  is  well 
Improved  In  erery  particular. 

In  politics  Mr.  McQrath  Is  a  republican  and  his  fellow  townsmen,  rect^nlzlng  his 
worth  and  abilttr,  have  called  him  to  position  of  public  trust.  He  held  the  offlce  of 
road  overseer  for  more  thati  twenty  rears  or  until  elected  county  commissioner,  In 
the  fall  of  1918.  This  board,  of  which  he  Is  acting  as  chairman,  has  recently  been  en- 
trusted with  the  expenditure  ftf  one  million  dollars  tor  county  roads  and  In  this  con- 
nection heavT  responslbllltleB  devolve  upon  him.  but  all  who  know^John  H.  McQrath  feel 
assared  that  he  will  prove  equal  to  the  task,  tor  he  has  bad  many  years'  experience  in 
road  work.  The  cltlsens  ot  Ada  county  recently  voted  a  million  dollar  bond  Issue  for 
the  Improvement  of  the  roads  and  the  present  board  of  commissioners  Is  now  ex- 
ecuting two  of  the  largest  pieces  of  road  construction  ever  undertaken  In  the  county, 
<aie  being  the  paving  of  the  state  highway  from  Boise  to  Star  by  the  bttnUthlc  process 
and  the  other  being  the  constpictlon  of  a  good  road  to  Arrowrock  Dam.  These  two 
contracts  alone  Involve  about  fifty  miles  ot  pavement  and  construction  and  an  expenditure 
ot  nearly  halt  a  million  dollars.  Long  interested  and  active  In  the  good  roads  more- 
ment  and  having  been  road  overseer  for  more  than  two  decades,  Mr.  McOrath  Is  pe- 
culiarly well  Atted  for  the'  discharge  of  his  present  important  duties. 


WALTER  B.  RUSSELL. 

Important  fndustrlal  Interests  of  northern  Idaho  find  a  well  known  and  promfnent 
representative  In  Walter  B.  Russell  of  the  Ruasell-Pngh  Lumber  Company  ot  Harrlstm. 
He  has  beeu  continuously  connected  with  the  lumber  trade  In  one  phase  or  another 
from  the  age  of  ten  years  and  bis  course  has  been  one  of  steady  progression,  characterised 
by  a  masterful  grasp  of  every  duty  that  has  come  to  him  and  the  ntlUsation  ot  every 
opportunf^  that  has  been  presented.  He  was  born  In  the  town  of  Concord,  Vermont, 
January  IS,  1877,  and  is  a  representative  ot  one  ot  the  old  New  England  families.  His 
parents  were  C.  W.  and  Ella  (Scribner)  Russell.  The  father  was  born  In  the  Qreen 
Mountain  state  October  10,  1846,  and  passed  away  in  Harrison,  Idaho,  October  16,  1902. 
For  a  long  period  he  was  a  lumber  merchant  ot  Minnesota.  In  187E)  be  went  to  Perbam, 
Minnesota,  where  be  became  connected  with  the  operation  ot  a  sawmill,  remaining  a 
prominent  resident  ot  that  place  until  1886.  when  he  came  to  thevnorthwest,  making 
his  way  to  Spokane,  which  at  that  time  was  but  a  email  town.  He  toob  up  the  manu- 
facture ot  lumber  on  Deadman  creek  and  had  the  first  mill  on  the  Spokane,  Portland 
A  Seattle  Railroad,  in  which  enterprise  he  was  associated  with  his  brother,  0.  F.  Rue- 
sell.  He  was  also  at  one  time  the  owner  at  a  mill  on  the  site  now  occupied  by  the 
Washington  Mill  Company.  He  organized  that  company  but  at  length  disposed  of  his 
Interest  In  the  business  and  began  lumbering  at  Wolfe  Lodge  on  Ooeur  d'Alene  Ijake, 
there  establishing  business  In  1892.  He  transferred  his  activities  to  Harrison  In  1896 
and  operated  under  the  name  of  the  C.  W.  Russell  Lumber  Company  until  his  death. 
He  was  thus  for  an  extended  period  actively  Identified  with  the  development  ot  the 
lumber  business  in  the  northwest.  He  was,  moreover,  a  most  publloeplrlted  cltlsen 
and  one  who  did  everything  in  his  power  to  further  the  temperance  cause,  standing  In- 
disputably In  favor  of  the  "drys."  In  fact  he  supported  all  those  agencies  and  interests 
which  make  for  better  manhood  and  higher  standards  of  citizenship. 

Walter  B.  Russell  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  the  northwest  and  also 
In  the  Northwestern  Bnelnegs  College  at  Spokane.  From  the  age  ot  ten  years,  however, 
he  has  largely  been  dependent  upon  his  own  resources,  for  at  that  time  he  began  work- 
ing in  the  lumber  mills  owned  by  his  father  and  tbroughout  the  Intervening  period 
has  been  closely  Identified  with  lumber  manufacturing.  As  his  capability  and  powers 
Increased  he  was  Intrusted  more  and  more  largely  with  responsibility  In  connection 
with  the  management  of  the  business  and  he  Is  now  the  secretary  and  treasurer  ot 
the  Russell-Pugh  Lumber  Company  and  is  also  connected  with  the  Harrison  Box  Com- 
pany and  the  Harrlsoil  Light  Company.     His  business   connections  have   thus   con- 
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■Untlr  broadened  In  scope  and  Importance  and  ftsaln  and  acain  hla  ability  to  bandle 
large  and  complex  Interests  has  been  demonstrated.  He  readily  diacrlmtnatea  between 
tbe  essential  and  tbe  nonessential  and  has  been  most  sncceesful  la  coordinatInK  seem- 
ingly diverse  Interests  into  a  nnlfled  and  harmonious  whole. 

Hr.  Rnssell  was  married  to  Hiss  Lola  Kelty,  a  danghter  at  H.  Kelly,  who  was 
bom  in  Mississippi  and  who  in  young  manhood  traveled  extensively  In  Soath  America. 
He  was  at  different  times  engaged  In  basiness  at  Qreytown,  Nicaragua,  and  in  Cali- 
fornia and  eventually  made  bis  way  northward  to  Spokane.  He  took  up  a  homestead 
at  Ross  Station,  Idaho,  and  later  removed  to  Harrison,  where  be  engaged  in  mining  and 
prospecting.  To  Hr.  and  Urs.  Russell  have  been  bom  lour  children,  Charles  A.,  Ber- 
nlce  A.,  Lois  and  Howard.  The  religions  faith  of  the  family  Is  that  of  the  Baptist 
chnrch,  to  the  teachings  of  which  they  are  loyal  adherents,  while  to  the  support  of 
the  chnrch  they  make  generous  contribution:  Mr.  Russell  has  long  been  an  advocate 
ot  prohibition  principles,  and,  while  never  a  politician  In  the  sense  ot  office  seeking, 
he  was  a  member  of  the  flrst  town  council  of  Harrlscm.  All  civic  affairs  are  matters 
of  deep  interest  to  bim,  for  he  recognizes  the  possibilities  for  advancement  and  Im- 
provement along  the  lines  of  mnnlcipal  welfare  and  he  never  falls  to  do  his  full  duty 
where  tbe  upbuilding  and  benefit  of  the  city  and  state  are  involved.  The  name  of 
Russell  has  long  been  associated  with  the  material  and  moral  progress  of  Idaho  and 
for  many  years  has  been  a  synonym  far  progresslveness  in  connection  with  the  de- 
velopment of  the  lumber  industry  In  the  northwest 


FRKDERICK  POST. 

No  history  ot  Post  Falls  would  be  complete  without  extended  reference  to  Frederick 
Post,  whose  life  record  is  also  Inseparably  Interwoven  with  the  development  of  tbe 
northwest.  HIb  labors  were  indeed  a  valuable  asset  In  the  upbuilding  and  growth 
of  this  section  of  the  country  and  tbe  town  of  Post  Palls  will  ever  stand  as  a  monument 
to  the  memory  of  one  who  recognized  and  utilized  the  natural  resources  of  the  district 
through  the  continuous  development  and  Improvement  of  the  state.  He  was  born  In 
Herbnm,  Oermany.  September  16.  1821.  a  eon  of  F.  W.  and  Ida  E.  (Schneider)  Post. 
He  acquired  a  good  education  In  the  schools  of  Oermany,  to  the  age  of  fourteen  years 
and  then  went  Into  tbe  mines.  When'  twenty  years  of  age  he  Joined  the  army,  with 
which  he  was  connected  for  seven  years,  and  during  the  latter  part  of  his  military 
MFvice  held  the  rank  ot  lieutenant.  At  the  close  of  his  army  career  he  was  made 
overseeing  officer  of  the  German  Engineering  Mining  Company.  Attracted  by  the 
opportunities  ot  the  new  world,  however,  he  decided  to  try  his  fortune  on  this  side 
of  the  Atlantic  and  in  1S50  came  to  the  United  States,  settling  first  In  Kendall 
county,  lillnols,  where  his  business  enterprise  was  manifest  In  various  ways.  He 
successfully  followed  farming,  engaged  In  the  operation  of  lime  kilns,  alao  handled 
a  stone  quarry  and  became  well  known  as  the  owner  of  saw  and  flour  mills.  He 
likewise  constructed  a  water  power  plant  at  Black  Hawk  cove,  which  still  bears  hla 
name.  He  continued  a  resident  of  Illinois  for  twenty-one  years  and  in  1871  left  the 
Mississippi  valley  for  the  northwest.  After  reaching  Idaho  he  purchased  two  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  acres  from  an  Indian  chief  where  the  village  of  Post  Falls  now  stands. 
Here  he  built  a  dam  across  the  Spokane  river  and  erected  the  firat  sawmill  of  tbe 
district.  He  also  platted  Post  addition  to  Spokane  and  he  built  the  Qrst  sawmill  and 
Sour  mills  at  Spokane,  recognition  of  his  connection  with  the  development  of  the 
district  coming  to  bfm  In  the  bestowal  of  his  name  upon  one  of  the  thoroughfares 
of  tbe  city.  He  was  the  organizer  and  promoter  ot  the  Spokane  Water  Company 
and  thus  became  connected  with  various  prominent  and  Important  Industries  and 
business  enterprises  which  featured  largely  in  the  development  of  this  section  of 
the  country. 

As, the  years  passed  Mr.  Post  made  large  investments  in  city  lots  and  other  real 
estate  in  Pont  Falls  and  bis  property  holdings  were  very  extensive.  He  retirod  from 
active  business  In  1S9S,  having  in  the  intervenlnE  years  accumulated  a  handsome 
competency  as  a  result  of  his  unfaltering  enterprise  and  sound  business  Judgment. 
His  religious  faith  was  that  of  the  Presbyterian  church  and  he  gave  to  the  congregation 
at  Post  Palls  the  lots  upon  which  the  church  ediflce  was  erected  and  was  also  a  most 
generous  contributor  to  the  support  of  the  church. 

On  the  7tb  of  August,  184S.  Mr.  Post  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Margaret 
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Hilt,  a  daHKhter  of  Philip  and  Catherine  HUt,  natives  of  Qemuinr,  In  wblcb  country 
Hrs.  PoBt  was  also  born  and  reared.  Of  their  family  of  children  only  one  Is  now 
living,  Alice,  who  Ib  the  wife  of  A.  H.  Martin,  a  very  prominent  and  Influential  cltlEen 
of  Post  Falls,  who  has  been  closely  Identlfled  with  civic  as  well  as  with  commercial  and 
other  buEfness  affairs.  He  Is  Interested  In  the  power  company  and  the  water  company 
and  has  other  Industrial  and  flnanclal  connections  at  Post  Falls.  It  was  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hartln  who  gave  to  the  city  beautiful  BverKreen  cemetery.  Hrs.  Martin  has  been  very 
active  In  the  Ladles'  Aid  Society  of  the  church  and  In  connection  with  the  clvlo 
Interests  and  the  social  life  of  Post  Falls.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Martin  vera  bom  six 
eblldren,  Julia  M.,  FToderfck,  Clair  W.,  Marguerite.  Alice  Marlon  and  Dean.  The  son 
Clair  passed  away  Saturday,  June  7,  1919,  being  the  Srst  soldier  of  the  World  war 
to  be  laid  to  rest  tn  EverKreen  cemetery.  The  funeral  was  held  In  the  Presbyterian 
chnrcb  and  was  largely  attended,  many  being  present  from  surrounding  cities.  Clair 
W.  Blartia  bad  enlisted  in  the  Aviation  Corps  of  tbe  United  SUtes  army  and  In 
the  discharge  of  bis  duties  contracted  tuberculosis.  He  continued  his  work  while  HI 
but  finally  was  obliged  to  give  up  and  go  to  tbe  hospital.  The  disease  by  that  time 
bad  advanced  so  tar  that  recovery  was  impossible  and  amid  tbe  heartfelt  sorrow  of 
many  fttondB  as  well  as  the  immediate  family  the  brave  soldier  hoy  was  laid  to  rest. 
A  friend  wrote:  , 

"Valiant  and  strong,  and  with  patriotic  Intent, 
Yon  sallied  forth,  your  services  you  lent; 
Ton  strove  for  that  freedom  so  dear  to  all; 
To  vanQUlsb  tbe  enemy  who  tried  to  enthrall. 

"Heroically,  willingly,  you  served  with  your  might, 
Determined  to  stand  for  only  and  ever  the  right. 
No  slacker  were  you,  nor  thought  you  of  doom —  , 

Onward!    your   watchword    through   snnshlne   and   gloom. 

"Ood  be  with  you  our  hero  from  us  departed, 

Who  has  left  us  for  a  while,  broken-hearted. 

'  Willingly  you  sacrlAced  your  young  manhood 

And  for  freedom  right  undaunted  you  stood. 

"Now  sleep  for  awhile,  yea,  peacefully  rest. 
Soon  you'll  awaken  in  the  home  of  the  blest; 
Though  now  we  have  sorrow,  our  sorrow  Is  vain. 
For  In  boaveu  we  know  we  will  meet  you  again." 

It  was  on  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  his  marriage  that  Frederick  Post  passed  away 
on  the  Tth  of  August,  1908.  and  hlB  wife,  who  was  bom  December  SO,  1837,  survived 
for  about  three  years,  her  death  occurring  on  the  Tth  of  February,  1911.  For  thirty- 
eight  years  Frederick  Post  had  been  a  resident  of  the  northwest  and  had  therefore 
seen  his  state  emerge  from  pKaeer  conditions  to  take  on  all  of  the  advantages  and 
opportunities  of  tbe  older  east.  His  labors  were  indeed  a  potant  force  In  bringing  about 
thia  result  and  Post  Falls  and  Spokane  bear  testimony  to  his  valuable  contribution  to 
tbe  world's  work  in  tbe  upbuilding  of  the  great  Inland  Empire. 


CAMPBELL  SBRQEIANT. 


Campbell  Sergeant,  a  retired  fanner  now  residing  <»>  the  bench  west  of  Boise,  his 
place  being  near  the  comer  of  Sixth  and  Garden  streets,  was  born  In  Kankakee  county, 
Illinois,  March  16,  186S.  His  father,  Campbell  Sergeant,*  Sr.,  was  a  wagon  maker  by 
trade  and  also  followed  farming  in  Kankakee  county,  where  he  passed  away  when  hla 
son  and  namesake  was  but  four  weeks  old.  The  mother  bore  tbe  maiden  name  of 
Hahala  Lewis  and  died  many  years  aga  Both  were  natives  of  New  Jersey.  Their  fam- 
ily numbered  three  sons  and  a  daughter:  Lewis,  now  a  resident  tA  Kalamasoo,  Mich- 
igan; Frederick  W.,  living  In  Nebraska:  Mrs.  Henrietta  Qlbson,  of  Momence,  IIIIuoIb; 
and  CampbelL 

The  last'named  was  reared  on  a  farm  In  his  native  county  and  has  devoted  hlB 
entire  life  to  agricultural  pursuits  save  tor  eight  years  In  which  be  engaged  In  buying 
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and  selling  lire  stock  In  Nebraska.  In  1873,  wben  Beventmn  r«(u«  of  age,  he  made  bis 
mj  weetvard  to  that  state,  there  restdins  until  Hit,  dnrlnc  which  time  be  tallow«d 
farming  and  also  engaged  In  the  live  stock  business.  He  developed  a  homestead  In 
Uadlfion  Donntj.  npon  which  he  lived  until  1906  and  tben  came  to  Idaho,  since  which 
time  he  has  made  his  home  In  Ada  conntjr  save  tat  a  period  of  twelve  years  spent  upon 
a  forty  acre  ranch  near  Ustlck  that  he  Improved  and  brought  under  a  high  state 
of  cultivation.  Mr.  Sergeant  paid  forty-flve  hundred  dollars  for  this  forty-acre  tract  in 
1906  and  continued  Its  coltlvatlon  tor  a.  period  of  fonrteen  years,  after  which  he  sold 
the  preperty  In  1919  for  twelve  thousand,  Ave  hundred  dollars, — a  fact  Indicative  of 
the  rapidity  with  which  Boise  valley  land  has  Increased  in  value  In  recent  years. 
After  disposing  of  the  ranch  Mr.  Sergeant  moved  to  a  comfortable  home  near  Sixth 
and  Qarden  streets  which  he  has  owned  since  191S. 

Mr.  Sergeant  has  t>een  married  twice.  In  Nebraska,  in  early  manhood,  he  was 
married  but  his  first  wife  died  a  little  later,  leaving  a  daughter  who  is  now  Mrs.  May 
ToUetson,  of  Kingfisher,  Oklahoma.  In  Boise,  on  the  3d  of  June,  1906,  Mr.  Sergeant 
wedded  Laura  L.  Bigger,  -who  was  born  in  Macon  county,  Illinois,  August  7,  1862,  a 
daughter  of  John  W.  and  Mary  E.  (Bowen)  Bigger,  both  of  whom  have  passed  away. 
Her  father  was  bom  In  Miami  county,  Ohio,  and  her  mother  In  Mercer  county,  tliat 
state.  They  were  married  In  Pern,  Indiana,  in  1856  and  became  residents  of  Macon 
county,  Illinola,  but  spent  the  last  four  years  of  their  lives  in  'Idaho,  removing  to  this 
state  from  Nebraska  In  1946,  accompanied  by  their  daughter  Mrs.  Sergeant,  then  a 
young  lady.  Mrs.  Sergeant  Is  a  member  of  the  Christian  church  and  also  beltmgs  to 
the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  and  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

Mr.  Sergeant  votes  with  the  democratic  party  and  while  In  Nebraska  he  filled 
various  offices,  including  those  of  school  director  and  road  overseer.  They  are  both 
keenly  Interested  In  everything  pertaining  to  the  welfare  and  progress  of  their  adopted 
state  and  cooperate  earnestly  and  heartily  in  many  projects  for  the  public  good. 


HON.  ELMER  DAVIS. 

Hon.  Elmer  Davis  has  come  Into  public  prominence  as  state  senator  trora  Boise 
county,  but  even  before  hia  election  to  oBlee  was  widely  known  throughout  the  state 
ibecanse  of  his  extensive  farming  and  live  stock  Interests.  Associated  with  his  youngest 
son  under  the  Arm  style  of  Davis  ft  Son,  he  Is  the  largest  producer  of  beef  cattle  in 
Boise  county.  He  dates  his  residence  in  Idaho  trom  190G,  having  come  to  this  state 
from  Kansas.  He  was  bom,  however,  in  AUeu'county,  Ohio,  September  4,  1862,  a  son 
of  Ephralm  Davis,  who  was  bom  In  the  Buckeye  state  and  followed  the  occupation  of 
farming  there.  He  was  also  active  In  community  affairs  and  for  forty  years  filled  the 
offlce  of  Justice  of  the  peace.  His  wife,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Anna  Stock- 
meyer,  was  of  Pennsylvania  Dutch  descent,  while  Mr.  Davis  was  of  Welsh  lineage. 
The  mother  died  when  her  son  Blmer  was  but  four  years  of  age  and  the  father  after- 
ward wedded  Mary  J.  Linn,  who  proved  a  good  mother  to  the  stepchildren.  She  Is  now 
a  widow,  residing  in  Iowa,  the  father  having  passed  away  in  that  state  more  than 
twenty  years  ago. 

When  Blmer  Davis  was  but  three  years  of  age  his  parents  removed  to  Tama 
county,  Iowa,  but  he  was  chiefly  reared  upon  a  farm  in  Dallas  county,  Iowa,  where 
be  acquired  a  common  school  education  and  early  became  familiar  with  all  the  duties 
and  labors  that  are  Involved  in  the  successful  conduct  of  farming  interests.  In  the 
spring  of  1S7B,  when  but  seventeen  years  of  age,  he  made  his  way  to  Oklahoma  and 
Texas.  He  rode  the  range  In  those  states  and  In  Wyoming,  spending  four  years  as  a 
cow  puncher.  When  twenty-one  years  of  age  be  returned  to  Dallas  county,  Iowa,  where 
he  was  married  on  the  24th  of  September,  1886,  to  Miss  Viola  CroweU. 

Tbe  year  1899  witnessed  the  removal  of  Mr.  Davis  to  Kansas,  after  which  he  en- 
gaged in  farming  in  Sedgwick  county  tor  six  years.  In  190E  he  came  to  Idaho,  settling 
on  a  ranch  four  miles  from  Boise  in  Ada  county.  He  lived  upon  that  place  tor  seven 
years  and  then  removed  to  Fremont  county,  Idaho,  where  he  resided  until  1917,  when 
he  disposed  of  his  property  there  and  purchased  hie  present  ranch  In  Boise  county, 
comprising  about  eleven  hundred  and  twenty  acres.  In  Fremont  county  he  had  a  ranch 
of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  while  in  Ada  county  bis  holdings  Included  but  two 
hundred  acres.  It  will  be  seen  that  every  time  he  sold  and  bought  again  he  acquired 
more  land — until  he  Is  now  one  of  the  owners  of  extensive  ranches  in  the  state.    He 
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Is  largslr  engaged  In  the  raising  of  beef  cattle  and  has  formed  a  partnership  with  his 
youngest  son,  Charles  R.  Davla,  the  flrm  of  Davis  ft  Son  shipping  a  larger  number 
of  beef  cattle  than  any'  other  producer  In  Boise  county.  His  entire  life  has  been  de- 
voted to  farming  and  stock  raising.  He  bas  always  specialized  In  cattle  and  he  and  his 
son  now  have  about  six  hundred  head  of  beet  cattle  upon  their  place.  He  keeps  him- 
Kelt  In  good  conditloQ  by  temperate  habits  and  plenty  of  hard  work  and  does  much 
horseback  riding  on  the  ranch. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davis  have  been  born  three  children  who  are  yet  living:  Lloyd 
B.,  Preston  Glenn  and  Charles  Rentord,  aged  respectively,  thirty,  twenty-seven  and 
twenty-flve  years.  All  are  married  and  tbe  two  elder  sons  reside  in  Boise.  There  are 
now  three  grandchildren,  Vtrgtl,  Eleanor  and  Nora  Catherine,  each  son  having  one 
child.    Two  children  of  the  family,  a  daughter,  unnamed,  and  Hardy,  are  deceased. 

Id  polltlCB  Mr.  Davis  has  been  a  lifelong  democrat  but  never  an  offlce  seeker,  and  It 
was  only  at  the  urgent  request  of  friends  In  the  fall  of  1918  that  he  decided  to  become 
a  (&ndldate  for  state  senator.  He  was  elected  by  a  very  large  majority,  receiving  double 
the  number  of  votes  cast  for  bis  republican  opponent.  He  Is  now  serving  on  the  print- 
lag  committee,  the  journal  committee  and  the  live  stock  committee.  He  has  ever 
been  most  deeply  Interested  In  anything  pertaining  to  the  live  stock  Industrj'  and 
maintains  a  most  progressive  stand  on  all  questions  relative  thereto. 


PARLEY  M.  CONDIE. 

Parley  M.  Condle,  for  years  a  well  known  lawyer  practicing  at  Preston,  Franklin 
county,  Idaho,  and  at  present  filling  the  office  of  prosecuting  attomey  of  that  county. 
Is  a  native  of  Utah,  bom  in  Croydon,  June  9,  1889,  and  Is  a  son  of  Thomas  and  Hannah 
(Swann)  Condle.  The  father  was  bom  in  Scotland  and  the  mother  In  England.  While 
yet  children,  they  accompanied  their  respective  parents  to  America,  and  Ml  reach- 
ing this  country,  went  to  Utah.  On  reaching  manhood,  Thomas  Condle  took  up  a  tract 
of  land  at  Croydon,  Utah,  and  was  one  of  the  original  settlers  of  that  place.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  in  the  work  of  which 
be  has  always  been  active. 

Parley  M.  Condle  was  reared  In  Croydon  and  was  educated  In  the  schools  of 
that  place  and  at  Coalville,  Utah,  later  taking  an  academic  course  at  Coalville,  which 
was  followed  by  teachii^  school,  remaining  thus  engaged  for  two  years.  At  the  end 
of  that  period  he  entered  the  law  office  of  Bvans  &  Evans,  of  Salt  Lake  Cfty,  where 
be  read  law,  and  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  May  S,  1911.  In  July  of  that  year  be  re- 
moved to  Preston,  F^nklln  county,  and  formed  a  partnership  with  A.  C.  Smith,  later 
being  Joined  by  A.  D.  Erlcksen,  now  of  Idaho  Palls.  Mr.  Condie  engaged  In  the  prac- 
tice of  bis  profession  for  about  four  years,  but  in  November,  1915,  he  went  to  England 
on  a  mission  for  his  church  and  returned  in  March,  1918,  resuming  his  legal  practice  on 
his  return.  In  the  fall  of  1918.  he  was  appointed  to  the  Important  office  of  prosecuting 
attorney  of  Pranklln  county,  and  in  the  same  year  was  elected  to  tbe  office,  the  duties 
of  which  he  has  been  filling  with  considerable  satisfaction  to  all  concerned. 

On  April  30,  1913,  Mr.  Condle  was  married  to  Mary  H.  Wilson,  and  tfaey  have  become 
the  parents  of  three  children,  namely:  James  P.,  born  February  IS,  1914;  Wayne  W., 
who  was  bom  March  10,  1916,  and  la  deceased;  and  Grant  El.,  born  November  23,  1918. 

Politically  Mr.  Condle  gives  his  support  to  the  republican  party  and  takes  a  very 
active  Interest  In  his  party's  welfare.  During  the  war  with  Germany  he  was  secretary 
of  the  local  council  of  defense,  and  in  other  directions  be  has  given  of  bis  time  and 
ability  to  public  affairs. 

WARREN  B.  WALT^ 

Warren  B.  Walt,  who  devotes  bis  attention  to  dairy  farming  with  excellent  success, 
is  the  owner  of  a  well  Improved  tract  of  forty  acres  situated  four  miles  northwest  of 
Meridian,  whereon  he  has  resided  continuously  during  the  past  twenty-two  years.  His 
birth  occurred  in  Carroll  county,  Missouri,  on  the  2d  of  July,  1873,  his  parents  being' 
David  and  Julia  (Bourne)  Walt.  The  father  passed  away  in  Missouri  when  his  son 
Warren  was  yet  a  youth,  but  the  mother  atlll  survives  and  now  makes  her  home  in 
Meridian ,  Idaho. 
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Warren  B,  Walt  removed  to  Putnam  coontr,  HlBsourl,  when  a  rontb  ot  sixteen  reara 
and  there  contlnaed  to  reside  until  189S,  when  he  came  to  Idaho  with  his  wife  and 
little  Bon.  He  at  once  located  on  hie  present  property  northwrnt  of  Meridian,  but  the 
tract  was  at  that  time  all  covered  with  eagebrush  and  Infested  with  corotes  and  Jack 
rabbits.  With  characteristic  energr.  however,  he  set  to  work  and  with  the  assistance 
of  his  estimable  wife  developed  and  Improved  the  place,  erecting  alt  of  the  buUdings 
therecMi.  The  land  1b  now  highly  productive  and  he  devotee  his  attention  to  dairr 
fanuiog.  keeping  a  number  of  One  cows. 

On  the  2d  of  July,  189S,  Vr.  Walt  was  united  tn  marriage  to  Hist  Louie  May 
Adams,  who  was  born  in  Putnam  county,  Missouri,  December  7.  1877,  a  dao^ter  of 
Tarvln  and  Mabala  (Rowan)  Adams,  who  passed  away  In  the  same  year  on  their  ranch 
near  Meridian,  Idaho.  To  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Walt  have  been  bom  three  children.  Clarence 
Tlvlan,  whose  birth  occnrred  September  3.  1897.  was  married  on  the  lith  of  October, 
1916,  to  Leila  Aiken  sod  they  now  have  two  children:  Kathleen  Joyce,  bom  August  14, 
1917;  and  Irene  Dorla,  born  January  20,  1919.  Florence  Z.,  whose  astal  day  was  Angost 
13,  1900,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Meridian  high  school  and  now  the  wife  of  Ben  Robinson, 
whom  she  wedded  on  the  16th  of  November.  1919.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clarence  V.  Walt  and 
1^.  and  Mrs.  Robinson  reside  on  ranches  In  the  vicinity  of  Meridian.  Leo  VerntHi,  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Warren  B.  Walt,  was  bom  September  23,  1902,  and  passed  away  March 
9,  1903. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walt  give  their  political  allegiance  to  the  republican  party  and 
the  former  la  a  member  of  the  Victory  school  board  near  his  home,  on  which  he  has 
served  for  about  twelve  years  altogether,  acting  ilb  chairman  of  the  board  for  a 
number  of  years.  The  cause  of  education  has  ever  found  in  him  a  stalwart  champion 
and  he  has  done  excellent  service  in  Its  behalf.  His  religions  faith  la  Indicated  by  bis 
membership  in  the  Congregational  church,  to  which  his  wife  and  children  also  belong. 
Hie  career  has  been  characterised  by  indnstry,  perseverance  and  progresBlveneaa,  and 
the  prosperity  which  has  come  to  him  Is  Indeed  well  deserved. 


HUNTINGTON  TAYLOR. 

Business  enterprise  and  progresslveness  And  manifest  expreBslon  In  the  career  of 
Huntington  Taylor,  who  Is  the  president  of  the  American  Bank  ft  Trust  Company  of 
Coeur  d'Alene  and  also  the  general  manager  of  the  Rutlenlge  Timber  Company.  Well 
deOned  plans  have  throughout  his  entire  life  been  promptly  executed,  leadlog  to  sabetan- 
tlal  results,  and  bis  business  Interests  have  ever  been  ot  a  nature  that  has  contributed  to 
the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  district  in  which  he  lives  aa  well  as  to  his  individual 


Mr.  Taylor  was  bora  In  Norwalk.  Connecticut,  Jnly  26,  1S7G,  his  parents  being  James 
Monroe  and  Kate  (Huntington)  Taylor.  The  father,  who  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  devoted  bis  life  to  the  work  of  the  church  as  a  Baptist  minister  and  passed  away 
In  1916.  He  was  also  a  prominent  figure  in  educational  circles,  serving  tor  twenty- 
seVen  years  as  the  president  of  Vassar  College.  His  wife,  who  was  born  In  Rochester, 
New  York,  Is  still  a  resident  of  the  Empire  state. 

Huntington  Taylor  acquired  his  early  education  fn  Dr.  Lyons  School,  of  Providence, 
Rhode  Island.  He  afterward  attended  the  RIverview  military  academy  at  Ponghkeepsle, 
New  York,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1S92.  and  then  entered  Yale,  In  which  he 
completed  his  course  in  1.SS6,  winning  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  During  his  col- 
lege days  he  was  very  active  lo  connection  with  athletics.  Through  the  two  years  fol- 
lowing his  graduation  from  Yale  he  occupied  an  office  position  with  the  Deerlng-Mllli- 
ken  Company  of  New  York  city  and  In  1S98  he  removed  to  Cloquet,  Minnesota,  where 
he  was  employed  In  the  lumber  yards  and  mills  of  tbe  Weyerhauser  interests,  gaining 
broad  and  valuable  experience  which  has  constituted  the  foundation  upon  which  he  has 
built  his  subsequent  Buccees.  While  residing  in  Minnesota  he  was  for  six  years  the 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Northwest  Paper  Company,  large  manufacturers  of  paper 
used  in  newspaper  plants,  and  after  leaving  that  [rosItloD  he  entered  tbe  service  of  the 
Northern  Lumber  Company  as  assistant  manager.  While  living  In  Cloquet  be  was  also 
very  prominently  Identified  with  civic  affairs  of  that  district,  his  aid  and  influence  ever 
being  given  on  the  side  of  progress  and  Improvement,  yet  he  never  sought  or  desired 
political  advancement. 
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Mr.  TKTlor'a  Identlflcatloo  with  the  northwest  dates  from  1915  and  here  his  In- 
terests have  been  of  an  Important  character,  resulting  In  the  hnslness  development 
of  Coeur  d'Alene  as  well  as  In  the  promotion  of  his  Indlvldnal  Interests.  In  1115  he  be- 
came the  general  manager  of  the  Edward  Rutledge  Timber  Company,  which  has  a 
very  large  mill,  the  plant  being  a  splendidly  equipped  one  In  every  particular  and  devoted 
to  Uie  mannfacture  of  white  pine  lumber.  This  it  only  one  phase  of  Mr.  Taylor's  actlv- 
itlee,  however,  tor  be  is  the  president  of  the  American  Trust  Company  ot  Coeur  d'Alene 
and'  preetdent  of  the.  St.  Joe  Boom  Company  of  St.  Joe,  Idaho.  He  carries  forward  to 
Buccessful  completion  whatever  he  undertakes  and  one  of  the  productive  elements  of  his 
anccess  is  his  keen  vision  in  business  matters  and  his  sound  Judgment  and  sagacity. 

In  1900  Mr.  Taylor  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Jane  Walker,  of  Olens  Fall«, 
New  York,  a  daughter  of  Thaddens  Walker,  a  very  prominent  and  extensive  operator  on 
the  Stock  Exchange  of  New  York  and  at  one  time  the  largest  landowner  In  Kansas. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor  have  been  bom  three  children,  Margaret  Elisabeth,  Sarah  Walker 
and  James  Monroe.  The  ttunlly  occupies  a  very  prominent  social  position,  the  Taylor 
home  being  the  abode  of  warm-hearted  hospitality  which  Is  greatly  enjoyed  by  an  exten- 
Blve  circle  of  friends. 

Mr.  Taylor  while  at  Yale  became  a  member  of  Delta  Kappa  Epeilon.  He  has  figured 
prominently  In  connection  with  public  affairs  In  the  northwest,  as  he  did  when  In  the 
upper  Mississippi  valley.  During  the  World  war  he  was  chairman  of  the  Kootenai 
Connty  Council  of  Defense  and  gave  much  of  his  time  to  advance  war  activities  and 
interests  connected  therewith.  He  was  made  a  member  of  the  Inland  Empire  Air  Craft 
Commission,  in  connection  with  the  spruce  division,  established  by  the  war  department 
to  bring  about  great  prodnction  for  air  craft  in  connection  with  the  war.  He  belongs 
to  all  branches  of  Masonry  and  he  Is  identified  with  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of 
Elks.  He  Ib  &  member  of  the  Western  Pine  Lumber  Manufacturers'  Association  and  be 
Is  a  director  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  district  of  the  Loyal  Legion  Lumbermen  ft  Loggers. 
TblB  he  aided  in  organising  and  establishing.  It  Is  a  novel  organization  tending  to 
promote  harmony  between  employer  and  employee  and  to  bring  about  a  feeling  of 
brotherhood,  inculcating  the  principles  of  fairness  In  all  dealing  and  tending  to  seek 
the  highest  ideals  of  Americanism.  Mr.  Taylor  is  a  man  who  studies  closely  the  signs 
of  the  times  and  keeps  in  touch  with  the  best  thinking  men  of  the  age  in  connection 
with  the  political,  sociological  and  economic  questions  before  the  country.  His  activities 
have  Indeed  been  of  great  breadth  and  his  life  has  ever  been  actuated  by  high  and 
honorable  principles,  the  ideals  which  he  entertains  prompting  him  to  put  forth  most 
practical  efforts  for  their  adoption. 


L  S.  STUCKI. 


Earn  S.  Stuckl,  the  popular  bishop  of  Paris  Urst  ward,  Bear  Lake  stake,  Idaho,  was 
bom  in  that  city  Febmary  Z5,  1896,  a  son  ot  John  U.  and  Clara  (Spori)  Stucki,  native* 
of  the  republic  of  Switzerland.  The  father  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  a  very 
early  day  and  for  a  time  lived  In  New  York,  later  removing  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  ^d 
Btlll  later  to  Cache  valley,  that  state.  He  farmed  In  the  latter  place  until  1S64,  when  he 
removed  to  Bear  Lake  county.  Idaho,  and  acquired  a  tract  of  land,  which  he  Improved 
and  brought  to  a  high  state  of  cultivation,  and  which  he  continued  to  operate  tor  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  He  practiced  law  to  some  extent  in  early  days,  in  addition  to  his 
farming  activities.  He  was  In  the  stake  presidency  tor  six  or  seven  years  and  held  the 
office  ot  patriarch.  He  presided  over  the  Swiss  and  Qerman  missions  tor  two  and  one-halt 
years,  beginning  in  1874,  and  again  occupied  the  same  position  for  a  like  period  from 
IS8S.  He  died  June  IS,  1918,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-one  years.  His  widow  is 
still  living. 

Exra  3.  Stuckl  was  reared  and  educated  In  Paris,  Idaho,  flDtebIng  his  education  at 
Fielding  Academy,  Paris.  He  was  then  called  on  a  mission  to  the  northern  states,  where 
he  labored  from  the  tall  ot  1911  until  the  fall  of  1917.  For  a  year  and  a  half  he  presided 
over  the  WlsconBln  conference.  On  his  return  home,  Mr.  Stucki  engaged  in  farming 
and  bought  part  of  the  old  home  place  after  bis  father's  death,  upon  which  he  made 
further  Improvements.  It  contains  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  under  Irrigation. 
Mr.  Stuckl  also  acquired  a  dry  farm  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  and  now  per- 
sonally superintends  the  farming  operations  on  both  ot  these  tracts.

He  Is  one  of  the  prominent  men  in  the  Chnrcb  ot  Jesus  Christ  ot  Latter-day 
Saints  In  Paris.  He  supporta  the  republican  party  and  throw's  the  weight  of  bi»  Inflnence 
on  the  side  of  all  good  causes. 


CHRISTIE  P.  LARSEN. 


Christie  P.  Larsen,  a  merchant  ot  Bellevue,  was  born  la  Denmark,  August  28,  1869, 
his  parents  being  Lara  Chrlstensen  and  Marie  Larsen.  He  spent  the  first  fourteen  years 
of  his  life  In  his  native  country,  and  then,  in  company  with  friends,  came  to  the  new 
world,  crossing  the  country  to  Belleyne,  Idaho,  where  he  arrived  August  30,  18S2.  He 
entered  the  employ  ot  his  brother,  N.  C.  Larsen.  a  merchant  of  the  town,  with  whom  be 
remained  tor  a  number  of  years  and  here  continued  bis  education  In  the  public  schools. 
Subsequently  be  went  to  Nevada  City,  Calltomla.  where  be  again  attended  school,  and 
later  he  returned  to  Belleyue,  where  he  engaged  In  clerking  tor  the  Arm  ot  HIII  ft 
Ballentlne,  general  merchants,  with  whom  be  continued  for  a  decade.  He  afterward 
worked  tor  a  brief  period  for  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad  at  Pocatello,  Idaho,  after 
which  he  returned  to  Bellevue  and  purchased  the  grocery  store  of  Mrs.  W.  A.  Keating, 
being  associated  In  this  undertaking  with  B.  W.  Starke.  After  six  months  he  purchased 
the  Interest  ot  his  partner  and  has  since  continued  the  business  alone.  A  year  later  the 
atore  was  destroyed  by  fire  and  Mr.  Larsen  subsequently  erected  the  concrete  building 
which  he  now  occupies.  He  carries  a  large  and  carefully  selected  line  of  goods  and  his 
progressive  business  methods,  his  reasonable  prices,  and  his  earnest  desire  to  please 
his  patrons  have  brought  to  him  a  very  gratttying  and  substantial  trade. 

In  1901  Mr.  Larsen  was  married  to  Miss  Maud  Shepherd,  a  daughter  ot  S.  R.  and 
Martha  Shepherd  and  a  native  ot  Maryvllle,  Missouri.  Her  father  was  a  veteran  ot  the 
Civil  war.

HENRY  H.  WILLMAN. 

Henry  H.  Wlllman,  a  rancher,  who  for  many  years  resided  In'Butte  county.  Idabo, 
near  Arco,  In  the  Lost  River  valley,  took  up  bis  abode  near  Usttck  In  December,  1919. 
locating  on  a  valuable  forty-acre  ranch.  He  was  bom  near  Concordia,  Missouri,  April  24, 
1S80,  bis  parents  being  John  and  Margaret  (Kllngeoberg)  Wlllman.  both  of  whom  were 
of  German  descent  and  were  bom  In  Missouri  and  have  now  passed  away.  Their  son 
Henry  was  the  second  In  order  ot  birth  In  a  family  of  four  sons  and  two  daughters,  all 
of  whom  are  yet  living,  but  be  Is  the  only  one  In  Idabo.  The  father  was  a  prosperous 
and  well-toHlo  tanner  and  upon  the  homestead  farm  Henry  H.  Wlllman  was  reared,  early 
becoming  familiar  with  tbe  best  methods  ot  tilling  the  soil  and  caring  for  tbe  crops. 
Ha  worked  tor  wages  In  Missouri  tor  a  tune  as  a  farm  band  after  reding  his  majority, 
leaving  the  parental  roof  when  twenty  years  of  age.  in  1902  he  became  a  resident  of 
Wayne  county,  Nebraska,  and  In  1910  he  removed  to  Idaho.  While  In  Nebraska  he 
cultivated  rented  land,  but  on  coming  to  Idaho  he  took  advantage  ot  the  Carey  act  and 
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eecnred  a  one  Imndred  and  sixty  acre  homestead  In  Butte  county,  whlcb  was  then  a  part 
ot  Blaine  county.  This  proved  to  be  goTernment  land  and  a  contest  resulted,  but  be  won 
his  litigation.  Later  he  dlBDoeed  of  the  property  and  took  up  a  forty-acre  tract  near  by 
under  the  Carey  act.  He  Improved  the  latter  place  as  well  as  the  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acre  tract  and  stilt  owns  the  forty  acre  place  In  Butte  county,  but  was  dlssatlsfled 
with  the  climate  there  owing  to  the  length  of  the  winters.  He  then  decided  to  remove 
to  the  Boise  valley,  which  Is  about  three  thousand  leet  lower,  so  that  the  summer  season 
is  much  longer.  In  November.  1919.  he  bought  a  fine,  well  Improved  Irrigated  ranch-  ot 
forty  acres  about  half  a  mile  from  Vstlck  in  a  neighborhood  where  lands  are  valued  at 
about  Ave  hundred  dollars  per  acre.  He  has  diligently  and  carefully  carried  on  his 
ranching  interests  as  the  years  have  passed  and  his  labors  have  brought  good  results. 

Mr,  Wlllman  was  married  In  Butte,  Montana,  June  12,  1918,  to  Miss  Mamie  Schram- 
befe.  a  lady  of  Polish  descent.  She  was  bom  In  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  June  26,  1SS2,  and  Is 
a  daughter  of  Michael  and  Martha  (Nlkrant)  Schrambek,  who  were  natives  ot  Germany 
but  were  maiMed  in  St.  Louis.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wlllman  have  one  son,  Raymond  Henry, 
born  May  IS.  1019. 

The  parents  are  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  church- and  In  political  belief 
they  are  republicans,  Mr.  Wlllman  also  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
and  Is  a  past  grand  ot  his  lodge.  His  attention,  however.  Is  chiefly  given  to  his  bnalneas 
affairs  and  be  Is  regarded  as  one  ot  the  enterprising  and  suecessful .  ranchers  ot  the 
Btate.  His  new  property  In  the  Boise  valley  has  a  four  acre  bearing  orchard  upon  it. 
chiefly  devoted  to  prunes.  Everything  about  the  place  is  indicative  ot  his  progressiTe 
spirit  and  enterprising  methods,  and  as  the  years  have  passed  he  has  won  sulMtantlal 
success  as  the  reward  of  bis  industry  and  perseverance. 


ALLEN  P.  ASHBR. 

Allen  P.  Asher,  member  ot  the  Sandpoint  bar.  who  for  two  years  filled  the  otflce  of 
county  attorney  of  Bonner  county,  was  born  at  Granite  Falls,  Minnesota,  June  18,  1883, 
hiB  parents  being  James  A.  and  Mary  {HouBtim)  >sber.  The  father  was  a  rMldent  of 
Illinois  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  war  and  there  enlisted  for  service  In  defense  oE  the 
Union.  After  the  close  of  hoBtllltles  he  removed  to  Minnesota,  where  he  engaged  In  _ 
stock  raising  and  in  ranching,  winning  substantial  success  through  his  clbse  application  ' 
to  business  and  his  Indefatigable  energy. 

Allen  P.  Asher.  spending  his  youthful  days  under  the  parental  root,  obtained  hia 
education  In  the  public  schools  of  Granite  Falls,  mastering  the  branches  of  learning 
In  successive  grades  until  he  had  completed  the  high  school  course.'  He  afterward 
matriculated  in  the  University  of  Minnesota,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1904  on  the 
completion  of  a  literary  course,  while  In  1907  he  was  numbered  among  the  alumni  ot 
the  law  department.  Believing  that  ^e  might  have  better  business  opportunities  In  the 
west,  he  made  his  way  in  the  same  year  to  Idaho  and  <vened  a  law  offlce  in  Sandpoint.

In  191G  he  was  elected  to  the  offlce  of  county  attorney  and  remained  the 
Incumbent  In  that  position  for  two  years. 

Ur,  Asher  was  married  In  1908  to  Miss  Edith  Hermann,  a  daughter  of  J.  F.  Her- 
mann, a  lumber  dealer  and  turniture  manufacturer  of  Wieconain.  They  now  have  one 
son,  Allen  H.  Mr.  Asher  is  ot  the  Presbyterian  faith  and  his  aid  can  be  connted  upon 
to  further  every  plan  or  measure  for  the  general  good.  He  Is  prominent  in  connection 
with  civic  and  public  attairs  and  during  the  war  period  was  a  member  of  the  Bonner 
County  Defense  Council. 


CAPTAIN  ARTHUR  ALEXANDER   DARKNELL. 

Captain  Arthur  Alexander  Darknell.  who  was  for  a  Imig  period  closely  and  promi- 
nently connected  with  transportation  interests  in  the  St.  Joe  valley  but  Is  now  living 
retired  at  St.  Maries,  was  born  in  Watertown.  Wisconsin,  October  16,  1859,  bis  parents 
being  Samuel  and  Jane  (Alexander)  Darknell,  both  of  whom  were  natives  ot  England, 
the  former  born  in  1813  and  the  latter  In  1834.    The  father  came  to  the  United  States

In  1S4G,  making  bis  war  to  Wl*coii>ln.  and  In  that  state  waa  marrl«d  in  18E0.  He 
d«Toted  his  lite  to  tbe  occvpatlon  of  fanntnc  and  fn  18S2  he  croeeed  Uie  plains  to  Cali- 
fornia, but  later  returned  to  Wlacooeln.  In  186E  be  remored  to  Olmated  countr,  Hlnne- 
BOta,  and  In  1S70  became  a  resldenl  ol  Goodhue  opnnty.  that  eUte,  where  he  acquired 
large  land  holdings.  He  was  prnnlnent  In  public  affairs  and  was  an  ardent  supporter 
of  tbe  republican  partr. 

His  eon,  Captain  Arthur  A.  Darknell,  acquired  a  c(»nmon  school  education  and  began 
farming  In  early  life.  In  1S83  be  removed  to  the  Paclflo  northwest,  establishing  his  home 
near  Rockford,  Washington,  where  be  engaged  In  agricultural  pursuits.  In  1897  be 
removed  to  Kootenai  coantr,  Idaho,  and  rented  land  on  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Indian 
reservation,  becoming  one  of  the  pioneer  farmers  In  the  SL  Maries  vicinity.  In  1600  he 
purchased  the  Defender,  one  of  the  early  boats  that  piled  on  the  lake  and  rlrer,  carrying 
botb  freight  and  passengers.  He  afterward  became  owner  of  tbe  steamer  Schley,  which 
he  sold  later  to  the  Red  Collar  Steamship  Line,  owned  by  the  Coeur  d*Alene  A  St.  Joe 
Transportation  Company,  of  which  he  Is  a  large  stockholder.  Captain  Darknell  waa 
engaged  In  lake  and  river  transportation  until  bis  retirement  from  buslneas  In  1910.  Ha 
still  has  important  interests  and  Investments  which  bring  to  him  a  very  substantial 
income.  He  was  one  of  the  original  stockholders  of  the  Kootenai  County  State  Bank, 
which  was  tbe  pioneer  Institution  of  the  kind  In  this  section  of  the  state.  St.  Maries  was 
but  a  small  hamlet  when  he  took  up  his  abode  here  and  he  has  witnessed  its  coatlnuoos 
growth  and  development  and  has  been  most  active  in  bringing  abont  the  work  of  public 
progress  In  northern  Idaha  His  efforts,  too,  have  been  an  Important  tactM  in  reclama- 
tion work  and  bis  worth  as  a  man  and  cltlsen  is  widely  acknowledged.  He  was  ma 
of  the  first  to  advocate  and  labor  lor  the  reclamation  of  the  bottom  landa  in  the 
St.  Joe  valley,  which  has  been  transfomwd  into  (me  of  the  ricliest  and  most  produo- 
tlve  sections  of  tbe  state. 

In  1880  CapUin  Darknell  waa  united  tn  marriage  to  Miss  Alice  C.  Hayward,  a 
daughter  of  Oeorge  W.  Hayward,  a  native  of  England,  who  became  one  of  the  prominent 
vloDoer  settlers  of  Ooodbue  county,  Minnesota.  Captain  Darknell  and  his  wife  have  two 
daughters,  Mrs.  Mildred  Wunderllch  and  Mrs.  Cora  A.  Williams. 

Fratenudly  Captain  Darknell  Is  eonnected  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  of  whldi  he  Is  a  charter  mepiber,  and  with  the  Modem  Woodmen  of  America. 
In  politics  he  is  a  democrat,  aggressive  and  unfaltering  In  bis  allegiance  to  the  party. 
There  la  no  phase  of  northern  Idaho's  development  with  wbich  be  is  not  thorongbly 
Camiliar  and  his  tttorts  along  varl,ons  lines  have  been  Indeed  a  contributing  factor  to 
the  wealth,  progress  and  improvement  of  the  atate. 


HON.  NATHANIEL  B.  PETTIBONE. 

Hon.  Nathaniel  B.  Fettibone,  member  of  the  state  senate  from  Idaho  county, 
resides  <m  a  ranch  nine  miles  from  Orangevllle  and  dates  his  residence  In  Idaho  from 
the  spring  ol  I88II,  arriving  here  the  year  before  the  state  was  admitted  to  the  Union. 
Through  all  tbe  Interrentng  period  he  has  lived  tn  Idabb  county  end  has  been  an 
important  factor  In  mining  and  agricultural  development,  while  in  political  circles  be 
la  wielding  considerable  influence  In  molding  the  policy  and  shaping  the  destiny  of 
the  Btate. 

Mr.  Pettlbone  was  bom  in  Waraaw,  Hancock  county,  Illinois,  July  10,  1869.  being 
the  youngest  of  ten  children,  six  sons  and  four  daughters,  born  to  Cephas  and  Amelia 
(Belcher)  Pettlbone.  The  father  was  a  farmer  by  occupation  and  died  when  his  son 
Nathaniel  was  but  four  years  of  age.  The  mother's  death  occurred  when  he  was  but 
ten  mouths  old,  and  he  can  barely  remember  his  father.  He  was  left  an  orphan  when 
a  little  lad  at  but  four  years  and  was  largely  reared  in  the  home  of  Thomas  Head, 
a  wealthy  farmer  of  McDonongh-  county,  Illinois,  whose  attitude  was  that  of  a  father 
to  the  boy,  who  remained  with  him  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  eighteen  years. 
Prior  to  tbe  time  when  he  went  to  Mr.  Head's  home  he  had  been  shifted  about 
"from  pillar  to  post"  without  much  opportunity.  While  living  on  the  Head  farm 
he  attended  the  country  schools  and  later  the,  village  echool  of  Sclota,  Illinois,  until 
he  reached  the  age  OT  eighteen. 

Leavtn'g  Illinois  Mr.  Pettlbone  then  spent  six  months  In  North  Dakota,  where 
be  did  farm  work,  after  which  he  returned  to  hie  native  state,  attending  ecbool 
the  following  winter  and  again  living  in  the  home  of  Thomas  Head.     In  tbe  spring 
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ot  18S9  he  decided  to  remove  to  tbe  west  to  make  his  tortuD«.  He  Brst  went  to  New 
Mexico  but  soon  proceeded  to  WywnlDg;  and  after  a  brief  period,  having  heard  glowing 
reports  about  the  Seven  Devil  copper  mines  in  WaahlngtoD  coDnty,  Idaho,  he  came 
to  this  state.  He  did  not  remain  long  In  the  mining  region,  however,  but  proceeded 
to  Idaho  count;,  where  he  turned  his  attention  to  anything  that  he  could  get  to  do. 
He  split  rails,  worked  in  the  bay  fields  and  later  lor  several  years  was  employed  in 
the  gold  mines  of  Idaho  county.  In  1900  be  built  the  llrst  house  in  the  town  of  Stites 
and  helped  to  lay  out  the  town.  There  he  resided  until  1914,  when  he  removed  to 
his  ranch,  nine  miles  north  of  Grangeville.  It  is  a  four  hundred  and  eighty  acre  grain 
and  stock  ranch,  on  which  he  raises  excellent  crops  of  alfalfa,  wheat,  oats  and  barley, 
as  well  as  good  stock.  It  bas  substantial  Improvements  iipon  it,  his  home  being  a 
modern  residence  of  the  bungalow  type,  while  all  of  the  buildings  fully  meet  tbe 
requirements  of  modern  farming.  He  likewise  has  excellent  registered  Hereford  cattle. 
While  living  In  Stitee  he  gave  hie  attention  In  some  degree  to  merchandising  and  for 
a  time  operated  a  stage  line  between  Stites  and  Elk  City. 

On  the  7th  of  July,  1897,  Mr.  Petttbone  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Eliza  Sblssler, 
a  native  of  Idaho  county,  Idaho,  and  a  daughter  of  Franklin  and  Elizabeth  (Shearer) 
Shlssler,  who  were  early  settlers  of  that  county.  .Her  father  established  the  first 
sawmill  In  (be  county  and  was  otherwise  tdentlfled  with  its  pioneer  .development.  He 
has  now  passed  away  but  tbe  mother  survives.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pettibone  have  become 
parents  of  four  sons  and  a  daughter;  Franklin  T.,  twenty  years  of  age;  Levi  N.,  aged 
seventeen;  Wilbur  C.,  fifteen;  George,  eleven;  and  Mary  Lucille,  a  little  maiden  of  seven 
Bummers.  Tbe  eldest  son,  Franklin  T.,  was  in  an  American  training  camp  when  the 
World  war  ended. 

The  family  attend  tbe  Episcopal  church,  and  Mr.  Pettibone  belongs  also  to  the 
Odd  Fellows  society.  He  greatly  enjoys  flehlng,  bunting  and  other  outdoor  sports,  to 
which  he  turns  for  recreation.  His  political  all^lance  has  always  been  given  to  tbe 
democratic  party  and  he  eerved  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
Idaho  couni?  for  six  years.  He  Is  now  serving  his  second  term  In  the  state  senate, 
having  been  first  elected  In  1916  and  reelected  in  191S.  During  his  first  term  be  did 
much  to  promote  the  Idaho  good  roads  law.  As  dialrman  ot  the  highways  committee 
in  1917,  be  helped  to  secure  the  million  dollar  appropriation  for  highways  in  Idaho. 
He  is  now  serving  on  tbe  committee  on  state  affaire,  on  immigration  and  labor,  and  is 
unfaltering  In  bis  loyalty  to  any  cause  which  he  espouses.  He  was  the  democratic 
or  minority  floor  leader  in  the  senate  during  the  fifteentb  seesfon  of  the  Idaho  legis- 


JACK  FINNEY. 

Jack  Finney,  of  Coenr  d'Alene,  has  there  built  up  an  extensive  business  as  a  dealer 
In  Ford  cars  and  Fordson  tractors  and  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  progressive  auto- 
mobile men  ot  his  section  of  tbe  state.  He  was  bom  in  Woodlake,  Minnesota,  March  24, 
1S86.  his  parents  being  John  and  Ida  (Curttss)  Finney.  The  father,  a  native  of  Phila- 
delphia, became  a  well  known  railroad  man  and  was  one  of  tbe  pioneers  la  railroad 
work  In  Idaho  and  Washington.  Removing  to  the  northwest,  he  established  his  home 
in  Spokane  and  not  only  became  widely  known  in  connection  with  railroad  building, 
but  also  as  a  representative  of  Important  civic  intereits,  his  aid  and  influence  being  a 
potent  element  for  pnbllc  progress  and  Improvement.  Mrs.  P^ney  Is  still  living  in 
Spokane. 

In  the  public  schools  of  that  city  Jack  Finney  pursued  his  education  and  when  his 
textbooks  were  put  aside  he  took  up  electrical  work.  At  the  age  of  nineteen  he  began 
electrical  contracting  in  Spokane  and  a  little  later  he  took  up  a  homestead  In  Stevens 
county,  living  thereon  a  part  of  the  time,  while  the  remainder  of  the  time  was  devoted 
to  his  business  interests  in  Spokane,  and  thaa  he  met  the  necessary  expenses  incident 
to  tbe  development  of  his  homestead.  He  first  became  connected  with  the  automobile 
business  in  handling  second-hand  tibrs  In  Spokane.  In  1914  he  removed  to  Coeur  d'Alene, 
where  he  has  since  been  prominently  known  as  a  dealer  in  Ford  cars  and  Fordson  trac- 
tors, having  the  agency  for  Kootenai  county.  He  sold  more  tractors  in  1919  than  all 
other  dealers  in  the  county  put  together.  Ho  certainly  deserves  great  credit  for  what 
he  has  accomplished.  He  started  out  in  the  business  world  empty-banded  and  by  per- 
sistent efTort,  close  application,  honorable  dealing  and  laudable  enterprise  has  made  for 
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blmselt  a  moat  credlUbU  poflltlon  In  ccmnnercial  circles.  He  now  has  a  verj  exUnslre 
and  v«ll  eqnipp«d  Karate  in  Coear  d'Alenc  and  he  has  becrane  wldelr  known  In  this 
connectltm.  He  was  the  manager  of  the  beat  regatta  ever  held  In  Coeur  d'Alene  at  the 
tbue  ot  the  auto  dealers'  conrentlm  held  there.

Finney  bare  become  the  parents  of 
seven  children:  John  Pred,  Walter  Roberta,  Hary  Pheone,  Harriett,  Thomas  Patrick. 
Oeorge  and  Mabel. 

Hr.  Finney's  Interest  centers  In  bla  family  and  he  Ands  hla  greateet  happiness  In 
providing  tor  their  comfort  and  welfare.  He  la  the  owner  of  Olen  Erie,  one  ot  the 
show  places  on  Lake  Coeur  d'Alene  and  In  Kootenai  county.  Fraternally  he  la  con- 
nected with  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elke.

most  pnbllc-Bptrlted  devotion  to  the  general  good  and  he  is  an  ardent  supporter  ot  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  la  its  ettorts  to  advance  the  general  welfare,  promote  the  bualneaa 
GOndltlona  and  uphold  the  Interests  of  Coeur  d'Alenei  He  le  aleo  an  untiring  worker 
In  support  ot  the  good  roads  movement,  recc«nlslng  the  great  value  to  the  state  ot 
improved  public  highways. 


mANK  LBSUE  COX 


Frank  Leslie  Cox  owns  and  cultlvatea  a  well  improved  ranch  property  ot  alxty  acres 
situated  two  and  a  quarter  miles  northwest  of  Mertdiau.  He  was  bom  at  Stafford, 
Kanaas,  Angnat  16,  188G,  a  son  of  Frank  and  Europe  (Bogue)  Cox.  The  father  aerred 
tot  four  years  In  the  Kansas  legislature  and  eetabltshed  the  first  bank  at  Stafford,  that 
state.  He  passed  away  In  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma,  on  the  Tth  at  January,  18B8,  but  Is 
Btlll  anrvlved  by  his  widow,  who  now  resides  In  Salt  Lake  City. 

Frank  L.  Cox  was  reared  In  the  states  of  Kanaas,  IlUnola,  Oklahoma,  Utah  and 
Idaho  and  In  the  acquirement  of  his  education  attended  the  ctmimon  echools.  General 
agrlcnitaral  pursuits  have  claimed  his  time  and  energies  since  he  put  aside  his  text- 
books. It  was  m  1901  that  he  came  to  Idaho  from  Oklahoma  and  four  years  later  be 
homeateaded  a  ranch  ot  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  In  Fremont  county,  twenty-flre 
miles  from  St.  Anthony.  He  improved  the  property  and  thereon  devoted  hie  attentlMi 
to  dry  farming  until  1917,  when  he  sold  the  place  and  removed  to  Ada  county,  por- 
cbaalng  hla  preaent  well  Improved  ranch  (d  sixty  acres  in  the  vicinity  of  Ueridlan.  He 
bought  the  place  Just  before  the  advance  in  price,  ao  that  he  paid  but  two  hundred 
dcdlars  per  acre  tor  land  that  would  easily  command  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  an 
acre  If  It  were  for  sale  at  the  present  time.  There  are  good  buildings  on  the  randt, 
which  includes  an  orchard  tract,  and  the  land  la  very  productive,  anaually  yielding 
rich  harvests  In  return  tor  the  care  and  labor  that  Is  bestowed  upon  it. 

On  the  30th  of  December,  1913,  at  St  Anthony,  Idaho,  Mr.  Cox  was  united  In  mar- 
riage to  Miss  Emma  Frans,  who  was  born  In  Clarke  county,  Indiana,  April  26,  1886,  a 
danghter  ot  Oacar  and  Bertha  (Martin)  Frana,  who  were  born,  reared  and  married  In 
Qarmany.  They  came  to  America  in  18S3  and  located  In  Jeffersanvllle,  Indiana,  where 
Mrs.  Cox  was  bom.  The  mother  la  atlU  living  near  Drummond,  In  Fremont  county, 
Idaho,  but  the  father  there  passed  away  on  the  12th  of  November,  1919.  Mr.  and  Mra. 
Cox  are  the  parents  of  a  son,  Lealle  Prank,  whoae  birth  occurred  November  14,  1916. 

P<dltlcally  Mr.  Cox  Is  a  etanch  republican,  but  haa  never  sought  or  desired  <rfDcft 
as  a  reward  for  his  party  fealty.  He  la  widely  recognlxed  as  an  enterprising  and  pro- 
gressive young  agricnlturist  and  both  he  and  hU  wlte  baTe  won  many  warm  friends  In 
the  community  In  which  they  reside. 


JOHN  JOHNSON. 


John  Johnson,  the  present  superintendent  ot  schools  In  Franklin  county  and  tor 
many  years  IdenttOed  with  educational  Interests  In  this  part  ot  Idaho,  Is  a  native  ot  the 
kingdom  of  Denmark,  bom  at  Copenhagen,  December  22,  1866,  and  la  a  son  of  Andrew 
and  Margaret  (Nielsen)  Johnson,  also  natlvea  ot  Denmark.  The  fomlly  came  to  America 
in  1873  and  on  arriving  in  thla  country  Andrew  Johnaon  went  to  Utah,  where  he  joined 
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tta«  Ckurch  of  Jeeus  Cbrlst  of  Lattar-dar  Saints.  Some  time  later  ha  bought  a  tract 
ot  land  In  SoTler  conntr.  Utah,  which  h«  Improred  and  developed,  and  eng^eed  In 
tarmlnK  np  to  the  time  of  his  death  in  1901.  Hla  wife  predeceased  him  by  stx  mraitha, 
also  drlDK  in  ISOl. 

John  Johneon  was  about  six  years  old  when  be  accompanied  his  parents  to  America 
and  he  was  reared  in  Serier  county,  Utah,  where  he  attended  the  public  schools,  later 
entering  Brigham  Young  Unlversltr  at  Ptoto,  Utah,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with 
the  class  of  1891.  He  Bubeequently  took  poetgnuluate  work  at  the  Unlversltr  of  Utah  and 
at  the  UnlTersltjr  of  Chicago.  Thus  well  eciulpped,  he  conunenced  teaching  in  the 
public  schools  of  Sevier  county,  being  thus  enseged  for  two  years,  rjid  later  was  prin- 
cipal of  Sevier  Stake  Academy  for  two  years. 

In  1893  Mr.  Johnson  went  to  New  Zealand  on  a  mission  for  his  church  and  returned 
la  1896,  when  he  resumed  teaching  In  the  public  schools  of  Sevier  county,  Utah,  for 
one  year.  He  then  went  to  Snow  Academy  In  Sanpete  county,  Utah,  where  for 
five  years  he  had  charge  of  the  department  of  .education,  and  at  the  end  of  thAt 
period  be  was  called  to  Preston,  Idaho,  to  take  charge  ft  the  Oneida  Stake  Academy,  of 
which  he  was  principal  for  nine  years.  Ur.  Johnson  was  then  called  to  make  a  second 
Toyage  to  New  Zealand  on  behalf  of  his  church,  his  object  being  to  establish  ihe  Uaori 
Agricultural  Collie — a  church  Institution.  On  his  retnm  to  the  United  States  at  the 
md  of  three  years,  be  resumed  teachtng  In  the  public  schools  of  Preston,  Idaho,  for  a 
year,  and  in  November,  1917.  was  elected  to  the  olBce  of  county  superintendent  of 
Mbo<^  for  Vrankllu  county,  being  re-elected  In  1919.  At  present  he  has  charge  of  county 
dub  work  and  Is  county  club  leader.  He  served  as  city  clerk  of  Preston  for  tour  years 
and  at  the  same  time  was  chairman  of  the  public  library  committee. 

On  December  30,  189$,  Hr.  Johnson  was  married  to  Bva  Jensen,  and  they  became 
the  parents  <a  six  children,  three  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Vivian,  attending 
eollege;  Edith,  attending  the  academy  at  Preston,  and  Eva,  at  home.  The  deceased 
children  are:  Barl,  who  was  accidentally  drowned  In-  19U,  and  Claudius  and  HelMi, 
who  died  In  infancy. 

Mr.  Johnson  Is  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latterday  Saints,  and 
has  held  eeversJ  offices  In  the  same,  Includtog  that  of  stake  high  counselor  and  stake 
superintendent  of  Sunday  school.  Ptditically  he  gives  his  support  to  the  republican 
party  and  Is  an  ftrdent  advocate  ot  the  policies  of  the  party.  He  served  one  term  as 
county  surveyor  of  Sevier  county,  Utah.  He  was  as  active  member  of  the  county  council 
of  defense  during  the  period  of  the  war  with  Germany.  Hr.  j<dinson  is  the  owner  of 
terming  land  In  Franklin  county,  and  Is  generally  regarded  as  one  of  the  meet  pro- 
gressive and  popular  cltlsens  of  his  part  of  the  county. 


A.  A.  HcINTTRB. 

A.  A.  Hclntyre,  editor  of  the  Kootenai  Valley  Times  and  a  well  known  representative 
of  newspaper  Interests  in  the  Panhandle  ot  Idaho,  was  bom  at  Omro,  Wisconsin,  June  7, 
1869,  his  parents  being  Qeorge  T.  and  Jennie  (Hedlll)  Mclntyre,  who  were  natives  of 
St.  Lawrence  county.  New  York.  The  father  took  up  the  occupation  ot  farming  In  the 
Empire  state  and  In  186B  removed  to  WisoanBln,  where  be  again  engaged  In  the  tilling 
ot  the  soil,  making  his  home  at  Royalton,  Waupaca  county.  He  also  carried  on  the 
Biachlnery  business  and  became  connected  with  the  grain  trade  at  Arcadia,  Wisconsin,  In 
later  years. 

A.  A.  Mclntyre,  after  obtaining  a  common  school  education  In  Arcadia,  learned  the 
carpenter's  and  also  the  printer's  trade  In  Wisconsin  and  has  followed  the  latter  prac- 
tically throughout  his  entire  life  save  for  a  period  ot  Ave  years  In  which  he  engaged  in 
contracting  and  building.  Making  his  way  westward  In  1901,  he  first  settled  In  Wash- 
ington, where  he  published  and '  edited  the  Big  Bend  Chief,  a  newspaper  ot  Wilson 
Creek.  In  191S  he  removed  to  Boaners  Ferry,  Idaho,  where  be  became  editor  of  the 
Bonners  Ferry  Times,  which  Is  without  question  one  of'the  best  edited  newspapers  tn 
the  Panhandle.  The  Times  Is  devoted  to  the  dlssemlnatfon  of  local  and  general  news 
and  to  the  discussion  of  all  vital  problems  and  has  ever  been  made  an  organ  of  progress 
and  improvement  in  this  section  ot  the  state.  Mr.  Hclntyre  is  also  the  president  ot  the 
Swift  Hap  Company,  manufacturers  ot  a  patented  educational  puiile  map,  which  has 
been  adopted  by  the  state  board  of  education  ot  Idaho  and  is  strongly  endoreed  by  the 
educational  boards  of  Oregon,  Washington  and  other  states.     The  map  Is  designed  to 
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t«ach  the  local  geographj-  ot  the  state  which  It  repreaente  In  an  Interesting  and  fnter- 
tatDlnK  manner,  and  by  calllnK  into  reqolsttton  bo  manr  different  assodatloaa  of  the 
vartooB  units  that  memoir  becomes  mechanical  and  the  tppressione  are  nneonBcltmaly 
retained  In  the  mtnd,  ready  to  be  recalled  at  any  time.  Put  in  the  form  oC  a  puzzle 
map,  geography  becomeg  a  matter  of  interest  not  only  to  children  but  to  grown-ups 
as  well,  for  putting  the  puzzle  map  together  constitutes  a  most  Interesting  as  well  as 
a  moat  instractlTe  game. 

Mr.  Mclntyre  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mrs.  Winnie  B.  D'Arcy  in  1917.  By  a 
former  marriage  he  had  four  children:  Elbert  B.,  Thelma.  Harold  and  Gerald.  Mr. 
I^clntyre  gives  his  political  allegiance  to  the  democratic  party  and  Is  an  active  worker 
in  Its  support,  while  at  all  times  he  furthers  those  plans  and  projects  which  have  to  do 
with  the  upbuilding  and  development  of  the  community.  He  haa  done  much  to  turther 
the  welfare  of  Boundary  county  as  well  as  of  Bonners  Ferry.  He  was  an  active  member 
of  the  Boundary  County  Defense  Council  and  took  a  helpful  part  In  prcnnotlng  all  war 
drives.  He  was  secretary  of  the  committee  that  took  over  the  top  the  Salvation  Army 
drive  and  In  every  possible  wajyhe  aided  In  Boanclng  the  American  army  during  the 
World  war  and  promoting  the  Interests  ot  the  soldiers  is  camp  and  Oeld.  Fraternally 
he  is  connected  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  the  Modem  Woodmen  of 
America  and  the  Knights  of  the  Bfaccabees.  and  in  these  fH^anizations  and  in  every 
other  relation  of  life  be  is  held  In  high  esteem,  the  sterling  worth  ot  his  character 
being  recognized  by  all  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact. 


HON.  ARTHUR  HENRY  MORGAN. 

The  active  business  and  proresalonal  Interests  of  Arthur  Henry  Morgan  place  him 
In  the  front  rank  among  the  representettve  citizens  of  Idaho.  He  has  tor  the  past  six 
years  been  the  superintendent  and  general  manager  ot  the  Intermonnteln  Institute  at 
Welser  and  he  is  also  identified  with  farming  and  banking  tntereete  and  at  the  present 
writing  is  representing  bis  district  in  the  state  legislature.  He  was  born  In  Grand 
Forks  county,  North  Dakota,  February  13,  1SS3.  a  son  ot  Henry  A.  and  Alice  A.  (Reed) 
Moi^an,  who  are  natives  ot  New  York  and  Kentucky,  respectively.  The  father  Is  ot 
Welsh  and  the  mother  of  English  lineage,  the  paternal  grandfather,  John  Morgan,  having 
come  from  Wales  to  the  United  States,  at  Which  time  he  estebllshed  his  home  in  the 
state  of  New  York.  Both  parents  are  still  living  and  now  make  their  home  In  Seattle, 
Washington.    The  father  has  devoted  bis  entire  lite  to  farming  and  ranching. 

Arthur  H.  Morgan  was  largely  reared  upon  the  old  homestead  farm  In  North 
Dakota,  but  when  a  youth  ot  alzteen  years  accompanied  his  parents  on  their  westward 
removal  The  family  settled  on  a  ranch  In  Lateh  county,  Idaho,  where  Arthur  H.  Morgan 
remained  from  1899  until  1908.  At  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  he  took  up  the  pro- 
fession of  teaching,  which  he  followed  for  two  terms  In  Latah  county,  and  subsequently 
he  entered  Whitman  College  at  Walla  Walla.  Waahlngten.  where  he  pursued  a  scientific 
course  and  was  graduated  with  the  B.  S.  degree  in  1908.  During  his  college  days  he 
was  quite  prominent  in  athletics.  After  his  school  days  were  over  be  spent  a  short  time 
as  a  clerk  with  the  Spokane  A  Eastern  Trust  Company  of  Spokane,  Washington,  but  a 
little  later  resigned  to  become  cashier  of  the  First  State  Bank  ot  St.  Joe,  Idaho,  which 
position  he  occupied  acceptably  for  Ov^  years.  In  November,  1913,  hf  resigned  to  becrane 
superintendent  and  general  manager  of  the  Intermountain  Institute  at  Welser,  a  posi- 
tion which  he  still  Alls.  The  development  and  upbuilding  ot  this  Institution  Is  lately 
due  to  his  efforts.  The  school  was  founded  in  1901  and  In  recent  years  has  made  rapid 
advancement  to  a  place  In  the  front  ranks  of  the  educational  Institutions  ot  the  north- 
west The  late  Mrs.  Russell  Sage  of  New  Tork  City  left  a  bequest  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  the  Intermountain  Institute,  which  endowment  places  it  upon  a  good 
substantial  financial  basis.  The  school  has  twenty-five  hundred  acres  ot  land  and  Mr. 
Morgan  Is  In  charge  ot  both  school  and  farm  and  also  manages  a  ranch  of  his  own 
near  Welser  ot  one  thousand  acres.  Just  north  of  the  city.  He  is  a  man  ot  excellent 
business  ability  and  enterprise,  readily  discriminating  between  the  essential  and  the 
don-assent lal  In  all  business  affairs.  He  Is  a  director  of  the  Welser  Loan  ft  Trust 
dompany  and  his  sound  Judgment  Is  regarded  as  a  valuable  factor  in  the  successful 
conduct  ot  every  Interest  with  which  be  is  associated. 

On  the  Stb  ot  September,  1909,  Mr.  Morgan  w'as  ntarried  to  Miss  Pansy  Eledlee 
Paddock,  a  native  ot  llUnoia  but  at  that  time  a  resident  of  Welser,  Idaho,  and  a  class- 
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mate  of  hi*  la  Whitman  College.  Thrve  cblldren,  two  sodb  and  a  datiEbter,  have  been 
bom  of  their  marriage:  Edward  Paddock,  born  June  23,  1010;  Arthur  Henry,  born 
October  3,  1015;  and  Jean  Eledlce,  bom  October  23,  1917. 

Hr.  Morgan  Is  a  Mason  who  has  taken  the  degrees  of  lodge,  chapter  and  Knight 
Templar  cammanderr  and  is  a  nioet  loyal  follower  of  the  craft.  Hla  career  has  been  one 
of  useCutaesB  to  the  community  fn  which  he  makes  his  home.  He  has  been  the  efficient 
president  of  the  Farm  Bureau  of  Washington  county  since  It  was  established  and  has 
In  this  direction  made  his  work  of  great  value  to  the  farming  community  of  the  district. 
His  political  allegiance  is  given  to  the  republican  party  and  he  was  elected  on  Its 
ticket  to  the  Idaho  house  of  representatlTeB  in  191S  by  a  good  majority.  He  did  not  seek 
the  office,  but  it  Is  characteristic  of  bim  that  he  faithfully  discharges  any  duty  that 
devcdTos  upon  him.  He  Is  now  serving  as  cljairman  of  the  commlttae  on  banks  and 
banking  In  the  general  assembly  and  he  Is  also  chairman  of  the  Washington  County 
Council  of  Defense,  which  Indicates  the  stalwart  support  that  he  has  given  to  the 
government  In  every  effort  to  advance  American  Interests  during  the  war  and  to  uphold 
American  support  of  the  allies.  His  entire  life  work  has  been  of  a  constructive  char- 
acter and  he  has  buUded  wisely  and  well,  not  only  In  the  promotion  of  Ms  individual 
inlereets  but  in  the  development  of  those  activities  which  are  of  greatest  benefit  and 
value  to  community,  state  and  nation. 


HON.  CHARLES  N.  DHATUSH. 

Hon.  Charles  N.  Dllatush,  who  is  identified  with  farming  on  the  Snake  river.  In 
the  Hagerman  valley  of  Idaho,  was  born  in  Warren  county,  Ohio,  November  16,  1864, 
his  parents  berng  Henry  and  Ellea  (Hunt)  Dllatush,  the  former  a  native  of  New  Jersey, 
while  the  latter  was  born  in  Ohio.  The  father  went  to  the  Buckeye  state  when  a  youth 
of  fourteen  years  In  company  with  his  parents  and  was  there  reared  to  manhood.  He 
afterward  took  up  the  occupation  of  farming  and  was  married  in  the  Buckeye  state. 
The  young  couple  began  their  domestic  lite  In  Warren  county,  Ohio,  where  they  con- 
tinned  to  reside  throughout  their  remaining  days,  the  father  passing  away  Id  ISll  at 
the  advanced  age  of  eighty-two  years,  while  the  mother  died  in  ISTT.  He  was  a  re- 
publican In  politics  and  a  prt^reaslve  cltlsen  who  stood  loyally  for  all  those  Interests 
which  he  believed  would  {trove  of  benefit  to  the  community  In  which  he  made  bis  home. 

Charles  N.  Dllatush  spent  the  days  of  bis  boyhood  and  youth  under  the  parental 
root  and  Is  Indebted  to  the  public  school  system  of  his  native  county  for  the  educa- 
tional privileges  which  he  enjoyed.  It  was  In  1S90  that  he  made  bis  way  to  Hagerman, 
on  the  Salmon  falls,  and  soon  afterward  took  up  his  abode  on  the  Buckley  ranch.  He 
acquired  that  property  for  the  Idaho  Mining  t  Land  Trust  Company  and  also  followed 
gold  mining  on  the  ranch.  Later  be  concentrated  his  efforts  and  attention  npon  the 
cultivation  and  development  of  the  land  and  fa  time  developed  a  splendid  ranch  prop- 
erty there  of  fifteen  hundred  acres,  of  which  he  continued  as  the  manager  until  1909. 
The  company  then  sold  that  property  and  Mr.  Dllatush  purchased  his  present'  ranch, 
then  comprising  eighty  acres,  although  be  has  since  sold  twenty  acres,  retaining  poe- 
Bcsslon  of  a  sixty  acre  tract.  This  Is  a  well  Improved  property  aud  he  is  devoting 
his  attention  to  general  farming. 

Mr.  Dllatush  Is  a  stalwart  supporter  of  the  republican  party  and  a  recognized 
leader  In  Its  ranks  in  the  state.  He  represented  his  district  in  the  fifth  and  seventh 
general  sessions  of  the  Idaho  legislature  and  he  has  also  filled  the  office  of  county  com- 
missioner of  Lincoln  and  Gooding  counties,  acting  in  that  capacity  for  ten  years  and 
making  a  moet  commendable  record  by  his  raitbtalness  to  every  public  duty  In- 
trusted to  his  care. 


EDWARD  W.  COLTON. 

Edward  W.  Colton,  who  for  more  than  six  years  has  been  known  to  the  people  of  ' 
Malad  City  as  Its  efficient  postmaster  and  who  in  former  years  was  active  and  prominent 
In  political  and  public  affairs,  was  born  in  Weber  Valley,  Utah,  January  1,  18S6.  a  son 
of  Joseph  and  Ellen  (Wlnfield)  Colton.  natives  of  England.  The  parents  came  to 
America  about  1864  and  lived  in  Pennsylvania  for  seven  or  eight  years.     They  then 
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Joined  tlte  tld«  of  Immtgratlon  flowing  west  and  In  1861  croBoed  the  plstns  to  Utah, 
locating  In  Weber  Taller-  The  father  had  been  a  mine  contractor  in  Pennsrlnnla 
but  on  coming  west  engaged  In  farming.  In  IBSS  he  removed  to  Oneida  connty,  Idaho, 
and  tooh  up  a  tract  of  land,  which  he  Improved  and  developed  and  continned  to  operate 
for  the  remainder  of  hla  lite.  Hla  death  occurred  In  18S1.  HIa  widow  still  inrrtTea  and 
Is  now  living  In  Malad  Clt7  at  the  advanced  age  of  efghty-aeven  rears. 

Edward  W.  Colton  was  reared  on  his  father's  place  and  reoelved  moat  of  hla  education 
In  the  Bchools  ot  Malad  CItr,  also  attending  summer  schools  In  other  places.  He 
remained  at  home  up  to  the  time  ot  his  father's  death  and  then  he  and  one  of  his 
brothers  operated  the  home  farm  for  several  jears.  He  taught  school  in  the  same 
district  In  Oneida  county  for  seventeen  years.  He  then  turned  bis  attentt<»  to  politics 
and  was  employed  in  the  county  assessor's  office  as  chief  deputy.  He  had  prerionsly 
for  some  time  served  as  chief  deputy  in  the  c^ce  of  the  county  sherlS.  In  the  spring 
of  19X4,  Mr.  Colton  was  appointed  poetniaat«r  of  Ualad  City  by  President  Wilson,  and 
at  the  expiration  of  his  flrat  term  he  was  reappointed  to  the  same  oflloe.  He  was  also 
engaged  In  the  produce  business  for  three  years. 

On  January  1,  1SS9,  Mr.  Colton  was  married  to  Louise  Clark,  and  they  have  beccHue 
the  parents  of  nine  children,  as  follows:     Ella,  now  the  wife  of  Joseph  Palmer;  Edward, 
who  was  assistant  postmaster  of  Malad  City  when  he  passed  away  January  6,  1818.  at . 
the  age  of  twenty-atx  years;   Eliza,  wife  of  Lester  Charleeworth;    WlUtam;    Herrltt; 
Laurence;  Roscoe;  Joseph,  who  died  In  Infancy:   and  Delora. 

Mr.  Colton  Is  a  member  of  the  Chnrch  of  Jesus  Chrlat  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  la 
earnestly  Interested  In  all  Its  good  works.  Be  gives  his  support  to  the  democratic 
party  and  is  ever  active  in  behalf  of  Its  Interests.  He  served  on  the  Malad  City  school  ' 
board  for  a  cwislderable  time.  He  Is  a  member  of  the  Modem  Woodmen  of  America. 
At  one  time  he  was  assistant  cashier  of  the  J.  N.  Ireland  'A  Company's  bank  at  Malad, 
retaining  this  position  for  about  three  ycare.  He  Is  interested  In  land  near  Halad  City 
which  a  son  operates. 


HON.  ARTHUR  PENCE. 

In  various  ways  Hon.  Arthur  Pence  has  been  identified  with  Idaho's  development 
and  progress.  He  has  been  associated  with  Its  agricultural  'Intereeta  and  at  the  same 
time  haa  left  the  Iiqpress  of  his  Individuality  and  ability  upon  the  legislative  history 
of  the  state,  having  served  in  both  the  house  ot  representatives  and  the  senate.  He 
now  makes  his  home  near  Hot  Springs.  He  was  born  in  Burlington  county,  Iowa,  near 
Des  Moines,  on  the  10th  of  Febmary,  1S47,  his  parents  being  William  and  Mary  (Thurs- 
ttn)  Pence.  His  youthful  days  were  passed  In  his  native  state  to  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  but  from  the  age  of  nine  years  be  has  been  dependent  upon  his  own  reaouroes. 
When  a  youth  of  eighteen  he  left  Iowa  for  Idaho,  driving  an  ox  team  across  the  country 
from  Ottumwa,  Iowa,  to  Page  county,  where  he  spent  the  winter  and  thence  crossed 
the  plains  to  Idaho  in  1S64,  arriving  at  Boise  on  the  19th  ot  October.  He  spent  the 
following  winter  in  Idaho  City  and  tor  the  next  three  years  engaged  in  hauling  freight 
from  Umatilla  to  Boise.  Later  he  located  a  ranch  by  squatter's  right  in  the  Boise 
valley  and  for  a  year  devoted  his  attention  to  farming  there.  He  afterward  homesteaded 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  in  the  Bruneau  valley,  where  he  la  now  located,  and 
through  the  intervening  period  be  has  carried  on  general  ranching,  gardening  and 
cattle  ralalng.  After  a  time,  however,  he  disposed  of  his  cattle  and  for  the  past 
thirty-three  years  has  given  his  attention  largely  to  sheep  raising,  now  running  two 
bands  of  eheep. 

In  1877  Mr.  Pence  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  S.  Wills,  a  native  of  Missouri,  and  they 
have  become  the  parents  of  four  children;  Maud  E.,  now  the  wife  of  J.  W.  Waterhouse, 
residing  near  Nampa,  Idaho;  Arthur,  Jr.,  who  married  Miss  Edith  Halley;  Mattle,  the 
wife  o^  A.  F.  Trunnell,  living  near  her  father  upon  the  ranch;  and  Grover  W.,  who 
married  Miss  Theresa  Fogarth,  and  Is  alao  living  near  bis  father  on  the  ranch. 

Mr.  Pence  Is  a  faithful  follower  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  and  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  ot  Elka.  He  is  also  a  stalwart 
democrat  and  a  warm  personal  friend  of  Oovenior  Hawley.  He  has  been  quite  promi- 
nent in  connection  with  the  political  history  of  the  state,  serving  In  1900  as  a  member 
of  the  house  of  representativee  and  from  1S03  until  1907  as  a  nfember  of  the  Idaho 
state  senate.    He  yet  keeps  In  close  touch  with  the  vital  problems  and  political  laauea 
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of  the  country,  so  that  be  Is  able  to  support  bla  posttiou  by  lat«lllgeDt  and  discriminat- 
ing argument  He  certalnl;  deserves  mucb  credit  (or  wbat  be  bas  accomplished,  for 
starting  eut  In  life  wben  a  yoimg  lad  of  but  nine  ytars  to  provide  for  his  ovn  support, 
he  has  worked  bis  vay  steadily  upward,  his  Industry  and  diligence  constituting  the 
broad  foundation  upon  which  he  has  built  his  s 


WILLIAM  B.  OOODHEART. 

William  B.  Qoodbeart  Is  one  of  the  most  prominently  known  Masons  of  the  state 
of  Idaho,  having  for  mkny  years  been  grand  lecturer  and  for  a  long  period  an  officer 
In  the  grand  lodge.  He  makes  bis  home  at  Coeur  d'Alene  and  is  one  of  the  most  wldelr 
known  and  highly  respected  citizens  of  the  state.  He  was  born  In  Tazewell  county,  Illi- 
nois, November  4.  1S5G,  being  a  son  of  Oeorge  W.  and  Eunice  (Rogers)  Qoodbeart  ^nd  a 
grandson  of  William  Richard  Ooodheart,  who  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Illinois.  He 
was  bom  near  Edlnburgb,  Scotland,  December  1,  1780,  there  acquired  a  limited  education 
and  was  about  fourteen  years  of  age  when  the  family  removed  to  Holland,  where  he  was 
bound  out  to  learn  the  stonemason's  trade.  However,  be  ran  away  with  one  of  his  com- 
panions and  took  service  on  a  merchant  veesel,  which  was  afterward  captured  by  the 
French,  so  that  he  served  in  the  French  navy.  While  a  member  thereof  the  Frendi 
became  engaged  in  war  with  England.  He  was  in  the  service  of  the  French  for  about 
seven  years,  partly  on  aea  and  partly  on  land.  He  belonged  to  the  cavalry  and  for 
several  years  was  with  Napoleon  In  Italy.  He  was  also  with  Napoleon  In  the  Russian 
campaign  and  saw  the  destruction  of  Moscow.  After  leaving  the  French  service  Wllllim 
R.  Ooodheart  went  to  England  and  Joined  the  English  forces  who  were  fighting  the 
United  States  In  the  War  of  1812.  He  was  taken  prisoner  in  the  naval  conflict  tm  Lake 
Erie,  when  Commodore  Perry  gained  bis  great  victory.  He  did  not  wish  to  be  exchanged 
mni  go  back  to  the  British  service  and  with  two  companions  he  escaped  during  the  first 
night  after  they  were  brought  to  laild.  Enduring  many  hardships,  they  at  length 
arrived  at  lAncaster,  Pennsylvania.  There  Mr.  Ooodheart  enlisted  In  the  American 
army  and  fought  under  Qeneral  Harrison,  for  be  resolved  to  become  an  American 
cittaen.  He  was  married  August  2,  1814,  to  Sarah  Ann  Ctouse,  of  Praaklln,  Ohio,  and 
he  took  up  a  claim  there.  In  1819  his  leg  was  broken  by  the  fall  of  a  tree  and  during 
his  illness  be  became  converted  to  the  Christian  religion.  In  the  fall  of  1824,  with  his 
wife  and  six  children,  he  started  westward  and  located  first  in  what  was  then  Fayette 
county,  lUinoie.  After  a  brief  period  he  removed  to  Blooming  Orove  and  upon  his 
farm  there  made  the  first  brick  manufactured  In  McLean  county,  Illinois.  In  182T  he 
removed  to  Old  Town  timber,  In  the  same  county,  and  In  1830  be  entered  land  at 
Blooming  Orove.  Subsequently  he  removed  to  the  north  side  of  Bloomingttm  and  his 
last  days  were  spent  In  the  city,  where  he  passed  away  in  1843.  He  and  bis  wife  had 
ten  children,  the  fourth  of  whmn  was  Oeorge  W.  Ooodheart,  who  was  largely  reared 
upon  the  Illinois  frontier  and  became  a  carpenter  at  Bloomington.  His  wife  was  a 
native  of  Pennsylvania,  and  his  death  occurred  in  Kansas. 

William  B.  Ooodheart  of  this  review  largely  obtained  his  «ducatIon  In  the  public 
schools  at  Farmer  City,  Dewitt  county,  Illinois,  and  when  fourteen  years  of  age  he 
there  began  learning  the  printer's  trade,  which  be  followed  until  1S02.  in  1886  he  went 
to  Texas,  afterward  made  bis  way  to  Portland,  Oregon,  and  in  1891  became  a  resident  of 
Idaho,  settling  at  Welser,  which  at  that  time  was  a  small  place.  He  became  manager  of 
the  Welser  Signal  and  so  coattuued  for  about  twelve  years.  All  through  the  Inter- 
vening years  from  the  age  of  fourteen  he  had  been  connected  with  the  printing  business 
and  so  continued  until  he  retired  from  that  field  to  give  his  attention  to  the  work  of 
the  Masonic  lodge. 

Mr.  Ooodheart  has  long  been  a  faithful  follower  and  exemplary  representative  of 
the  craft.  He  was  made  maeter  of  Weiser  Lodge,  No.  23,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  In  1894  and 
since  that  time  be  has  been  very  prominent  la  the  work  of  the  order  and  has  long  been 
connected  with  the  grand  lodge  of  Idaho,  beginning  with  the  twenty-seventh  annual 
communication.  He  was  made  grand  lecturer  In  1902  and  filled  that  position  for  thirteen 
years.  Hs  had  served  as  Junior  grand  warden  In  1900  and  1901  and  he  was  continuously 
in  the  office  of  grand  lecturer  from  1902  until  1908,  then  again  In  1910,  1911,  1913, 
1914,  1915  and  19l6.  His  local  connection  was  with  Weiser  Lodge  No.  23,  A.  F.  A  A.  M.; 
Welser  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.;  and  Welser  Commandery,  K.  T.    While  serving  tm  grand 
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lectorer  he  vlelted  every  lodge  In  the  state  and  be  1b  today  one  of  the  best  known  Masoaa 
in  Idaho. 

In  1882  Mr.  Goodbeart  was  married  to  Miss  Sarah  J.  Cox,  the  wedding  taking  place 
at  Bloomlngton.  Illinois.  They  had  two  children:  Berl  Irving,  now  living  In  San 
Francisco,  who  is  married  and  has  tbree  children — Ethel  F..  William  B.  and  Rosland  E.; 
and  Alberta  F.,  who  is  the  deceased  wife  of  C.  F.  Butler,  of  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Ooodheart  is  now  living  retired  In  Coeur  d'Alene.  He  keeps  In  close  touch 
witb  the  leading  questions  and  Issues  of  the  <Uy  and  his  ability  has  brought  him  promi- 
nently to  the  front  as  one  who  has  bad  considerable  Influence  in  molding  public  thougbt 
and  action.  He  Is  a  fluent  and  earnest  speaker  and  as  grand  lecturer  did  much  tor  the 
upbuilding  and  advancement  of  Masonry  in  the  state,  enjoying  in  tH^  fullest  degree  the 
highest  respect  and  confidence  of  bis  brethren  of  the  craft. 


HON.  ANDREW  CHRISTENSON. 

H<M).  Andrew  Chrtstenson,  a  republican  member  of  the  state  senate,  to  which  he 
was  elected  on  the  6th  of  November,  1918,  has  been  a  resident  of  Bonner  county,  where 
be  still  makes  his  home,  tor  a  period  of  thirty-one  years,  having  arrived  in  Idaho  In 
188S.  He  was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  that  district  and  was  largely  the  founder 
and  promoter  of  the  town  of  I^clede,  having  ballt  the  Orst  store  in  the  town  and 
otherwise  promoted  its  interests  and  upbuilding  for  many  years.  His  Identiflcatlon  with 
public  interests  of  that  sectlcm  of  the  state  has  been  close  and  helpful,  for  at  all  times 
he  has  been  actuated  by  marked  devotion  to  the  general  good. 

Denmark  claims  him  as  a  native  son.  He  was  bom  in  that  country,  March  1,  1862, 
his  parents  being  Hans  and  Sophia  Cbrlstenson.  both  of  whom  have  now  passed  away. 
Neither  parent  ever  came  to  the  United  States,  the  father  devoting  bis  life  to  tarmlng 
and  dairying  in  Denmark. 

Andrew  Cbrlstenson  was  reared  upon  the  old  home  farm  and  crossed  the  Atlantic 
to  the  new  world  in  1880,  when  a  young  man  of  eighteen  years.  He  at  once  proceeded 
to  Alden,  Minnesota,  where  he  spent  eight  years,  being  first  engaged  in  railroad  work, 
while  later  he  was  employed  in  a  general  store.  In  18SS  be  came  to  Idaho  and  located 
on  a  homestead  claim  In  what  was  then  Kootenai  but  is  now  Bonner  county.  As  stated, 
be  established  the  flrst  store  in  Laclede  and  it  was  for  a  long  time  the  only  general 
merchandise  eetabllshment  of  the  town.  He  continued  an  active  factor  In  mercantile 
circles  for  many  years  and  built  up  a  business  of  gratifying  and  substantial  proportions. 
He  became  an  active  factor  In  the  public  lite  of  the  community  and  served  as  county 
commissioner  before  Kootenai  county  was  divided.  Banner  county  being  created  in  the 
winter  of  1&06-6.  In  1907  he  was  appointed  the  flrst  county  treasurer  ot  the  new  county 
of  Bonner  and  he  continued  to  fill  the  otDce  tor  twelve  years  or  until  1919,  when  be 
resigned  to  take  up  the  duties  ot  state  senator,  having  previously  declined  to  again 
accept  the  nonrinatlon  for  tbe  oBlce  of  county  treasurer.  This  Is  his  flrst  term  In  the 
state  senate,  but  he  is  proving  an  able  working  member  of  the  body  and  one  who  gives 
earnest  consideration  to  all  vital  questions  which  come  up  tor  settlement  He  was  made 
chairman  of  tbe  committee  on  agriculture,  a  member  of  tbe  flnance  eommlttee  and  also 
of  the  committee  cm  highways  and  bridges,  and  In  bis  legislative  work  be  is  following 
constructive  methods.  His  business  activity  also  extends  to  financial  circles,  for  be  is 
now  one  of  tbe  directors  of  the  Bonner  County  National  Bank,  which  he  aided  in 
organising,  serving  as  a  member  of  its  flrst  board. 

In  young  manhood  Mr.  Cbrlstenson  was  married  In  Alden,  Minnesota,  to  Hiss  Marie 
Petersen,  also  a  native  of  Denmark,  who  came  to  the  United  States  with  her  parents  in 
1866,  when  but  two  years  of  age.  Tbey  have  seven  living  children,  four  sons  and  three 
daughters:  Hilda,  now  the  wife  of  James  Crockett,  ot  Montana;  Peter;  Andrew,  J^; 
Anna,  the  wife  ot  Fred  Hodge,  of  Bonner  county;  Olga;  Victor,  and  Carl,  who  Is  but 
twelve  years  of  age. 

Mr.  Cbrlstenson  Is  a  member  of  the  Scandinavian  Fraternity  of  America  and  is  a 
past  grand  president  of  that  society  for  tbe  district  ot  Montana,  Idaho  and  Washington. 
He  is  likewise  a  thirty-second  degree  Hason.  a  Knight  Templar  and  a  member  ot  the 
Mystic  Shrine.  He  Is  a  past  master  ot  Lakeside  Lodge.  No.  42,  A.  F.  A  A.  H.,  ot  Sand- 
point;  a  past  high  priest  of  the  chapter  and  a  past  grand  master  of  the  Orand  Lodge 
A.  F.  A  A.  M.  of  Idaho.  He  likewise  belongs  to  the  Eastern  Star  and  is  a  past  patron 
ot  the  local  chapter.    His  religious  faltb  is  that  ot  tbe  Lutheran  church.    He  Is  a  man 
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of  high  principles  and  steadfast  purpose,  earnest  In  support  of  every  cause  vhlcb  be 
endoraeB,  forceful  and  resourceful  In  all  that  he  undertakes;  and  tbe  splendid  record 
which  he  made  as  county  treasurer  led  to  hla  selection  for  senatorial  honors. 


HENRY  C.  JONES. 

HeniT  C.  Jones,  a  representative  agriculturist  of  Ada  county,  is  the  owner  of  a 
splendidly  Improved  ranch  property  comprising  forty  acres  and  situated  three  miles 
northwest  of  Meridian.  His  birth  occurred  In  Davis  county,  Iowa,  July  17,  1862,  his 
parents  being  William  Allen  and  Mary  Jane  (Taggart)  Jones,  who  passed  away  in  the 
years  1902  and  IBOO  respoctively.  The  father,  a  native  of  Missouri,  became  a  pioneer 
settlor  of  Davis  county,  Iowa,  where  he  continued  to  reside  throughout  the  remainder 
at  his  lite.  To  blm  and  hla  wife  were  born  nine  children,  four  of  whom  still  survive, 
three  of  the  number  living  in  Iow& 

Henry  C.  Jcmes,  the  onlyj  representative  of  the  family  In  Idaho,  was  reared  on  the 
farm  on  which  he  was  born  and  has  devoted  his  attention  to  tbe  work  of  the  fields 
throughout  practically  his  entire  life.  On  the  S4tb  of  Decemt>er,  1884.  In  Davis  county, 
Iowa,  he  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Lucy  Fresh,  who  is  also  a  native  of  that 
county,  born  May  28,  1863.  Her  parents,  Jesse  and  Catherine  (Steeprow)  Fresh,  who 
were  natives  of  Kentucky  and  Indiana  respectively,  have  both  passed  away.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Jone^  were  reared  in  tbe  same  neighborhood  In  Iowa  and  became  acquainted  in 
childhood.  They  are  the  parents  of  four  children,  all  bom  In  Davis  county,  Iowa.  Nora, 
whoso  birth  occurred  October  30,  1886.  la  the  wife  of  Arthur  Clay  Epperly,  of  Cali- 
fornia. Perlle,  who  was  bom  August  9,  1S88,  is  the  wife  of  Blaine  Alfred  Brown  and 
resides  at  Ustick,  Idaho.  Alva  Allen,  born  April  17,  1892,  married  Margaret  Nebb 
and  resides  In  Long  Valley.  Walter  Clay,  whose  natal  day  was  January  6,  189S,  Is 
Btlll  under  tbe  parental  roof. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jones  resided  in  Davis  county,  Iowa,  for  twenty  years  after  their 
marriage  or  until  1904.  when  they  came  to  Idaho.  Though  Mr.  Jones  has  since  spent 
some  time  In  California,  Oregon  and  Washington,  he  has  remained  the  owner  of  a  good 
ranch  home  in  this  state.  In  faot  he  has  owned  various  excellent  ranch  properties  In 
the  Boise  valley  since  coming  to  Idaho,  buying  and  selling  land  whenever  an  opportunity 
[or  a  profitable  deal  presented  ItseU.  He  purchased  his  present  place  of  forty  acres  in 
the  fall  of  1919  and  In  the  current  year  (1930)  has  a  field  of  growing  wheat  which 
promises  to  yield  sixty  bushels  to  the  acre,  the  land  being  very  rich  and  produatlve. 
His  undertakings  as  an  agriculturist  have  been  attended  with  gratifying  and  well 
deserved  success  and  be  has  long  been  numbered  among  the  prosperous  fanners  and 
substantial  cltlsens  of  his  community. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jones  and  their  son  Walter  are  republicans  In  political  faith,  believ- 
ing firmly  In  the  principles  of  that  party.  Upright  and  honorable  In  ev^ry  relation 
of  life,  Mr.  Jones  has  wm  the  high  esteem  and  kindly  regard  of  those  with  whom  he 
has  been  asBOCiated,  so  that  the  circle  of  his  friends  is  almost  coextensive  with  the 
circle  of  his  acquaintances. 


JESSE  POMEROY  RICH. 

Jesse  Potneroy  Rich  ti^  a  well  known  attomey-at-law  of  Preaton,  being  a  member  of 
the  firm  of  Hart  ft  Rich.  He  was  born  April  9,  1S83,  In  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  a  son  or 
President  William  L.  and  Ella  (Pomeroy)  Rich,  whose  home  was  in  Paris,  Idaho,  but  the 
father  was  then  attending  tbe  University  of  Utah.  During  his  infancy  they  returned 
to  Paris,  where  he  was  reared  and  where  he  received  his  early  education.  He  attended 
Fielding  Academy  and  also  entered  the  Brigham  Young  College,  at  Logan,  Utah,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  June,  1905.  On  December  29,  190G,  be  went  to 
Germany  on  a  mission  for  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  and  returned 
from  that  country  In  August,  1908. 

On  October  8,  1908,  Mr.  Rich  was  married  to  Miss  Louise  Rogers,  a  daughter  of 
George  S.  Rogers,  and  they  have  become  the  parents  of  seven  children,  namely:  Lothatr 
R.;  Russell  R.  and  Reha,  twins;  Kada;  Elna  and  Elda,  twins,  and  Sterling  R. 

Following  his  return  from  Oermany,  Mr.  Rich  was  a  teacher  In  Fielding  Academy,  at 
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Paris,  for  one  j'ear,  st  Uie  end  ol  wblch  period  be  located  on  the  farm  and  eugaced  in  its 
operation  for  one  year.  In  Jane,  1910.  he  entered  the  law  school  of  the  UnlTereltr  of 
Chicago  and  wae  graduated  In  September,  1912.  He  was  nominated  for  the  offlce  of 
county  attorney  for  Bear  Lake  county,  before  he  was  out  of  school  and  later  elected  and 
filled  that  ofllce  for  two  years.  He  followed  law  practice  In  Paris  In  1913-14,  but  In 
January,  1916,  removed  to  Preston,  Idaho,  and  formed  a  law  pairtnersblp  with  Arthur 
W.  Hart,  with  whom  he  has  been  carrying  on  his  profession  ever  since.  He  served  In 
the  offlce  of  city  attorney  of  Preston  for  a  time  and  Is  generally  regarded  as  one  of  the 
coming  lawyers  In  his  part  of  the  county. 

Politically  Mr.  Rich  is  a  warm  supporter  of  the  republican  party.  During  the  war 
with  Germany  he  was  chairman  of  the  county  council  of  defense  and  was  the  first  man 
In  the  state  to  receive  an  appointment.  He  also  served  as  chairman  of  the  Freston 
soldiers  monument  committee,  and  In  other  directions  he  has  always  given  of  his  tbne 
and  ability  to  the  furtherance  of  all  worthy  objecte  calculated  to  serve  the  public 
Interests.  He  has  held  various  offlces  In  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day 
Saints  and  at  present  Is  stake  secretary  of  the  Young  Hen's  Mutual  Improvement  Asso- 
ciation and  Is  teacher  In  the  Sunday  School. 


THOMAS  L.  QUARLBS. 

Thomas  L.  Quairles  has  the  distinction  of  having  been  elected  sherltF  of  Kootea&l 
county  on  the  democratic  ticket  by  a  majority  of  seven  hundred,  although  the  county 
Is  normally  strongly  republican.  He  has  filled  various  public  otDces  and  the  faithful- 
ness and  capability  with  which  he  has  ever  discharged  his  duties  Is  attested  by  all  who 
know  aught  of  his  career.  He  was  bom  at  Bentonvllle,  Arkansas,  June  27,  1SS9,  a  son 
of  Jesse  P.  Quarles.  also  a  native  of  Bentonvllle.  and  of  Margaret  (Coonfleld)  Quarles, 
who  was  bom  In  Indiana,  her  parents,  however,  removing  to  the  southwest  at  an  early 
day.  Jesse  P.  Quarles,  a  farmer  by  occupation,  came  to  the  northwest  In  1ST3,  traveling 
across  the  country  In  a  prairie  schooner.  On  reaching  Idaho  he  took  up  land  near 
Farmlngton  and  resided  thereon  until  1892,  when  he  removed  to  Kootenai  county,  where 
he  continued  for  some  time  but  is  now  living  at  Olympla,  Washington.  He  has  always 
been  a  very  active  man  In  connection  with  public  affairs,  reaching  a  poeltltm  of  leader- 
ship and  doing  much  to  mold  public  thought  and  action  In  the  districts  In  which  he 
has  resided.  In  ISSO  he  removed  to  Nes  Perce  county,  Idaho,  and  was  elected  to  repre- 
sent his  district  in  the  state  legislature  at  an  early  day.  He  was  a  friend  and  associate 
of  John  Halley  and  other  prominent  pioneers.  While  living  In  Kootenai  county  he 
served  as  county  commissioner  and  assessor  and  he  has  also  been  county  commissioner 
of  Whitman  county,  Washington.  He  gave  his  political  allegiance  to  the  republican 
party  until  1896^  since  which  time  he  has  maintained  an  Independent  coorse  In  pcriltlcs. 
He  belongs  to  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  his  religious  faith  Is  that  of  the  Christian 
church — associations  wblch  Indicate  much  of  the  rules  that  govern  his  conduct  and 
stiape  his  relations  with  his  fellowmen.  At  one  time  he  bad  a  farm  on  the  Coeor 
d'Alene  river,  where  he  engaged  in  raising  Durham  cattle,  keeping  thoroughbred  stock. 
His  land  Interests  were  extensive  and  he  was  very  progressive  as  an  agriculturist  and 
thereby  won  substantial  success.  The  experiences  of  his  life  have  Indeed  been  broad 
and  varied.  While  too  young  to  enlist  for  service  In  the  Civil  war,  he  acted  as  a  guide 
to  Qeneral  Phelps  and  In  that  way  participated  in  several  battles.  Then  came  hie 
removal  to  the  northwest  with  all  of  the  experiences  of  frontier  life  and  his  activity 
In  founding  and  developing  the  new  state  of  Idaho,  crowned  at  last  with  a  well  earned 
rest  and  a  pleasant  home  at  Olympia. 

Thomas  L.  Quarles  was  educated  In  the  public  schools  of  Farmlngton  and  spent  his 
boyhood  days  to  the  age  of  twenty  years  upon  the  home  farm,  passing  through  all  the 
experiences  Incident  to  the  development  of  a  new  farm  property  upon  the  western 
frontier.  After  leaving  home  he  was  employed  In  a  store  and  in  a  bakery  at  Farmlngton 
and  In  1893  he  turned  his  attention  to  ranching  on  the  Coeur  d'Alene  In  Kootenai  county. 
In  1SB4  he  removed  to  Rathdnim.  While  living  at  Rathdrum  he  became  an  active 
factor  In  public  affairs  there,  serving  on  the  school  board,  as  a  member  of  the  city 
council  and  otherwise  manifesting  his  public-spirited  devotion  to  the  general  good. 
The  recognition  of  his  ability  upon  the  part  of  his  fellowmen  has  again  and  again 
led  to  his  appointment  or  election  to  offlce.  For  four  years  he  was  deputy  county 
r  and  for  a  similar  period  filled  the  position  of  deputy  county  auditor.    He  was 
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tben  auditor  or  Kootenai  county  from  1903  until  ISIO,  resigning  hie  position  In  the 
Utter  Tear,  He  afterward  conducted  a  resort  at  Twin  Lakes  but  In  1916  was  ataln 
Bailed  to  crfDce,  being  elected  sheriff  of  Kootenai  countjr  on  tbe  democratic  ticket  br  a 
majorltj  of  seven  hundred,  althoogU 'the  cotutjr  usually  glvea  a  strong  repnbllaaii 
majority.  Hr.  Qtorlee  has  for  many  years  be«i  an  active  factor  In  democratic  circles 
and  In  1904  served  as  cbairman  of  the  central  committee. 

In  189S  wa*  celebrated  the  marriage  of  Thomas  L.  Qnarles  and  Miss  May  Iiewls, 
of  Fannlngton,  Idaho,  daughter  of  Charles  and  Uary  Lewis,  who  came  from  Minne- 
sota, where  they  were  ptiweers.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Quarles  have  fire  children:  Clarice, 
who  la  now  a  teacher  In  the  schools  of  Coeur  d'Alene;  Pauline;  T.  L.,  who  was  a 
member  of  Battery  C  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Forty-elxth  Field  Artillery  and  served 
for  nineteen  months  In  the  World  war,  taking  part  in  the  engagements  at  Chateau 
Thierry,  St  Mthlel  and  In  the  Argonne  and  afterward  going  to  Oermaoy  with  the  army 
of  occupation;  Mabel  and  Katherlne.  who  are  at  home.  Mr.  Quarles  was  a  most 
active  supporter  of  the  Red  Cross  and  all  of  tbe  drives  to  finance  the  Var  and  promote 
the  comfort  of  soldiers  In  camp  and  field.  He  belongs  to  Rathdrum  Lodge,  No.  43, 
A.  F.  4  A.  M.,  the  Royal  Arch  chapter  at  Coeur  d'Alene  and  also  Coeur  d'Alene  Com- 
mandery,  K.  T.  He  Is  likewise  connected  with  the  Elks  Lodge  No.  1254  at  Coeur  d'Alene 
and  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias  lodge  at  Rathdrum  and  in  the  latter  organization  has 
been  past  chancellor  and  a  delegate  to  the  grand  lodge.  By  reason  of  his  many  and 
varied  activities  he  Is  widely  known  and  tbe  sterling  worth  of  his  character  Is  attested 
by  alL  The  greater  part  of  his  life  has  been  passed  In  the  northwest  and  he  has  at 
all  times  been  a  supporter  of  those  interests  which  have  been  Instituted  tor  tbe  benefit 
and  npbulldlng  of  tbe  state. 


WIUJAM  B.  HAWKINS. 

William  B.  Hawkins,  of  Bonners  Ferry,  has  figured  prominently  among  tbe  financiers 
ot  northern  Idaho  and  has  controlled  other  important  Interests,  while  his  efforts  at  all 
times  have  been  ot  a  character  that  has  contributed  to  pnblic  progress  and  improvement. 
Ha  was  bom  in  Hannibal,  Missouri,  November  11,  1S47,  and  Is  a  son  ot  Jameson  F.  and 
Sarah  Ann  (Smith)  Hawkins.  The  parents  were  bom  In  Scott  county,  Kentucky,  and  In 
1836  removed  to  Hannibal,  JUlBeouri,  where  the  father  was  actively  connected  with 
bnelnaM  interests  as  operator  of  a  ferry  boat,  as  mill  owner  and  as  a  dry  goods  mer- 
chant, being  one  of  the  most  prominent,  Influential  and  successful  business  men  and 
eitiaena  ot  Hannibal  at  that  period.  He  was  a  recognized  leader  in  the  ranks  ot  tbe 
democratic  party  and  gave  unfaltering  allegiance  to  every  principle  which  be  endorsed. 
One  ot  his  sons  served  as  a  soldier  In  the  Confederate  army  In  tbe  Civil  war. 

William  B.  Hawkins  obtained  his  education  In  tbe  public  schools  ot  Missouri  and 
In  1876  went  to  Lexington,  Kentucky,  where  he  resided  tor  thirty-three  years.  He  was 
tbere  extensively  engaged  in  tbe  raising  of  Jersey  cattle  and  trotting  horses,  winning  s 
place  among  tbe  prominent  stockmen  ol  the  state.  He  was  also  actively  connected 
with  the  tobacco  Industry  and  was  president  ot  the  Tobacco  Growers  Association,  which 
waged  the  fight  agslnst  the  American  Tobacco  Company  to  bring  up  the  price  of 
tobacco  and  his  efforts  resulted  in  a  aubetantial  advance  In  price,  bringing  more  money 
Into  the  state  than  tbrough  any  other  agency.  During  his  residence  in  Kentucky  he 
was  also  a  prominent  figure  In  democratic  circles  and  was  the  cbalmian  of  the  Fayette 
county  democratla  central  committee  for  seventeen  years,  bis  opinions  being  a  guiding 
factor  in  political  activity  throughout  almost  two  decades. 

In  1910  Mr.  Hawkins  became  a  resident  of  Bonners  Ferry  and  established  the 
Hawkins  bank,  which  he  later  sold  and  which  became  the  First  National  Bank.  In 
1918  he  engaged  In  the  lumber  and  coal  business  but  after  a  short  period  retired  from 
active  life  and  now  occupies  a  fine  home  In  Bonners  Ferry,  where  be  has  a  large 
amount  of  fruit.  He  Is  most  pleasantly  and  attractively  situated,  bis  enterprise  in 
former  years  bringing  to  him  the  success  that  now  enables  him  to  enjoy  all  of  tbe  com- 
forts and  many  ot  the  luxuries  of  life  without  further  recourse  to  labor. 

Hr.  Hawkins  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Bettle  Vlley,  a  daughter  of  Major 
VIley,  of  Lexington,  Kentucky,  who  was  a  major  In  tbe  Confederate  army  under  Qeneral 
John  C.  Breckenrldge,  ot  whom  he  was  a  warm  personal  friend.  Major  Vlley  was  a 
large  landowner  and  extensive  breeder  ot  thoroughbred  horses,  specializing  In  running 
stock,  and  he  was  one  ot  the  well  known  citizens  of  Lexington.     To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
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HawklDfl  were  born  two  children:  Mary  V.,  now  a  teacber:  and  Elijah  P.  The  wl(e 
and  mother  passed  away  in  1907,  her  death  being  the  occasion  of  deep  regret  to  manr 
friends  as  well  ae  to  her  Immediate  tamllr. 

Hr.  Hawkins  not  onlr  figured  promlnenUy  i^n  democratic  circles  In  Kentucky  but 
has  also  twen  a  recognized  leader  ot  the  party  In  the  Panhandle  of  Idaho.  He  was  the 
first  county  treasurer  ot  Boundary  county  and  he  la  keenly  Interested  in  all  public 
affairs  that  have  to  do  with  the  progress  and  upbuilding  of  this  section  of  the  state. 
He  was  an  active  worker  In  support  of  tbe  war  and  he  has  done  everything  in  his 
power  to  advance  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  community  in  which  he  IWes.  When 
be  came  to  Bonnera  Ferry  there  was  no  church  of  his  faith  and  he  has  assisted  In 
building  a  house  of  worship.  becMning  a  charter  member  of  the  Union  church.  He  take& 
a  great  Interest  in  the  Sunday  achool,  especially  in  tbe  Bible  class.  His  has  bees 
an  active  and  useful  life,  winning  him  the  respect,  confidence  and  honor  of  bis  fellow- 
men,  and  while  he  has  gained  sul^tantial  success  he  has  also  won  an  untarnished  name, 
which  Is  rather  to  be  chosen  than  great  riches. 


WILLIAM  C.  LARSBN. 

William  C.  Larsen,  handling  a  large  real  estate  business  at  Paul  and  contributing 
through  this  avenue  to  the  upbuilding  and  development  of  the  town  In  lai^  measure, 
was  bom  at  Mount  Pleasant,  Utah.  May  4,  1879,  a  son  of  Peter  and  Patorla  Larsen. 
When  thirteen  years  ot  age  he  lett  home  and  went  to  CBllfornla,  inhere  he  worked 
In  the  mines  tor  a  year.  He  then  went  to  Ouray,  Colorado,  where  he  remained  for 
fifteen  years  In  that  picturesquely  beautiful  mountain  district,  spending  the  time  In 
work  on  tbe  revenue  tunnel  and  In  the  old  Virginia  mines  and  also  with  the  Utah 
Copper  Company,  which  he  represented  in  Its  mining  interests  for  a  number  of  years. 
He  then  lett  Colorado  and  made  ble  way  to  Idaho,  driving  along  the  Snake  river  on  a 
prospecting  trip.  He  afterward  Journeyed  to  Utah,  where  his  family  bad  remained 
while  he  was  prospecting  in  Idaho,  and  In  1909  he  came  with  them  to  Paul.  Here  he 
worked  as  a  farm  band  for  a  time  and  then  purchased  twenty  acres  of  land,  while 
eventually  he  turned  his  attention  to  the  real  estate  business,  tor  he  recognized  much 
ot  what  the  future  bad  In  store  for  this  country.  He  saw  its  natural  resourcee  and  Its  pos- 
stbllltlee,  and  although  the  couiitry  was  largely  wild  and  wndeveloped,  he  knew  that  the 
future  must  soon  bring  about  many  changes.  There  was  only  one  store  here  at  the  time 
and  it  was  only  a  man  of  keen  sagacity  tint  would  have  appreciated  the  opportunities 
which  lay-before  htm.  Mr.  Lhrsen  today  sella  more  real  estate  than  any  other  man  In 
Minidoka  county  and  his  patronage  Is  steadily  Increasing. 

In  1919  Mr.  Larsen  organised  tbe  baseball  club  of  Paul,  which  Is  one  of  tbe  best 
in  tbe  state,  and  he  maintains  his  keen  Interest  In  tbe  club,  which  has  greatly  pro- 
moted Its  efllclency  since  organization.  In  politics  Mr.  larsen  is  a  republican  and  he 
has  served  as  deputy  sheriff,  as  justice  of  tbe  peace  and  as  town  clerk.  Fraternally 
be  Is  connected  with  the  Woodmen  of  tbe  World.  He  and  family  occupy  an  attractive 
home  at  Paul  and  everything  about  blm  breathes  an  air  of  prosperity  and  progress. 
His  business  career  has  been  ifaarhed  by  steady  advancement  since  he  started  out  In  life 
on  his  own  account  when  a  lad  ot  but  thirteen  years.  He  has  experienced  some  hard 
knocks,  has  met  some  dlQlcult  situations,  but  by  resolute  spirit  and  determined  pur- 
pose has  overcome  the  obstacles  in  bis  path  and  has  advanced  step  by  step  until  be 
stands  In  the  foremost  position  among  the  real  estate  dealers  of  Minidoka  county,  his 
labors  constituting  a  moat  valuable  contribution  to  the  development  and  upbuilding 
ot  this  part  ot  the  state. 


WILLIAM  P.   DRAKE. 

William  P.  Drake  Is  numbered  among  the  honored  pioneer  settlers  of  Idaho,  having 
taken  up  his  abode  In  this  state  about  a  third  of  a  century  ago.  He  has  been  long  and 
actively  identified  with  ranching  interests  in  tbe  northwest  and  now  owns  and  occupies 
an  excellent  farm  ot  one  hundred  and  elghty-flve  acres  three  and  one-halt  mllee  west 
of  Eagle.  HIa  birth  occurred  In  Tazewell  county,  Virginia,  January  7,  1852,  his  parents 
being  Robert  and  Jemima  (McQulre)   Drake.     Tbe  family  is  an  old  one  in  Virginia. 
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Wben  Mr.  Drake  <3t  this  review  was  but  two  years  of  age  his  parents  went  to  "Wolfe 
Countr.  Kentucky,  where  the  family  home  was  maintained  until  the  time  of  the  Civil 
war,  when  a  removal  was  made  to  Indiana,  while  In  1.8T0  tbey  took  up  tbelr  fibode 
In  Texas.  In  the  last  named  state  the  mother  passed  away,  while  the  father's  death 
occurred  In  Arkansas. 

It  was  In  the  Lone  Star  state  that  William  P.  Drake  met  the  lady  who  Is  now  his 
wife  and  whom  be  wedded  In  Montague  county,  Texas,  December  2,  18S0.  She  bore 
the  maiden  name  of  Candts  Attaway  and  was  born  In  Wood  county,  Texas,  Novem- 
ber 10,  18fi4.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Drake  became  pioneer  residents  of  the  Indian  Territory, 
now  Oklahoma,  where  tbey  continued  to  make  their  home  until  ISSS,  when  they  came 
to  the  territory  of  Idaho  in  company  with  a  brother-in-law,  Joseph  R.  Sllkey.  who  had 
married  a  sister  of  Mrs.  Drake  and  who  now  resides  near  Boise.  The  Journey  across 
the  plains  was  made  with  a  four-horse  team  and  after  reaching  their  destination  tbe 
Drake  and  Silkey  families  located  on  adjoining  homesteads  in  Fremont  county,  this 
state,  where  they  resided  for  many  years.  Mr.  Drake  Anally  sold  his  ranch  to  Mr. 
Sllkey  and  subsequently  spent  two  years  in  Alberta,  Canada.  On  the  expiration  of  that 
period  he  returned  to  Idaho,  purchasing  and  locating  on  an  elghty-flve  acre  ranch 
situated  between  Onwller  and  McDermott.  In  Ada  county,  which  he  continued  to  operate 
until  March,  1920,  when  he  took  up  his  abode  on  his  present  ranch  west  of  Eagle, 
which  had  come  into  his  possession  In  the  fall  of  I91&.  It  is  known  as  the  Doc  Everett 
place,  comprises  one  hundred  and  efghty-flve  acres  three  and  one-hall  miles  west  ol 
Eagle  and  is  one  of  the  best  and  moet  productive  ranches  in  the  vicinity  of  that  town. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Drake  are  the  parents  of  six  living  children,  three  sons  and  three 
daughters,  Robert  Willis,  who  was  born  November  4,  1883,  was  married  on  the  13th 
of  August,  1914,  to  Jennie  Hay  Holman,  who  passed  away  April  10.  1920.  leaving  two 
children:  Carl  Robert,  bom  November  16,  1916:  and  Louise  Bllsa,  whose  birth  occurred 
February  14,  1918.  At  tbe  present  time  Robert  Willis  Drake  and  his  two  children 
make  their  home  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  P.  Drake.  Mrs.  Nannie  Young,  who 
was  born  January  2,  18S5,  resides  at  Qlenns  Ferry,  Idaho,  with  her  three  children.  Amy. 
Myrtle  and  Gertrude.  Benjamin  F..  whose  natal  day  was  June  27,  1887,  is  a  veteran 
of  the  World  war,  having  served  for  five  months  at  Camp  Lewis.  Qrant,  the  fourth 
inem1>er  of  the  family,  was  born  April  7,  1890.  Mrs.  Nora  Marcum,  whose  birth  occurred 
September  4,  1892,  reeldes  at  Beaumont.  Idaho,  with  her  three  children,  Robert,  Bert 
and  Emily.  Claudia  Drake,  a  young  lady  of  eighteen,  was  born  on  the  23d  of  March, 
1902.  The  members  of  the  family  have  become  well  known  and  highly  esteemed  In 
their  respective  communities  and  Mr.  Drake  well  deserves  mention  In  a  work  of  this 
character  as  one. of  the  state's  substantial  agriculturists  and  worthy  and  respected 
pioneers. 


MORRIS  D.  LOW. 


Professor  Horrla  D  Low,  occupying  tbe  chair  of  agriculture  and  science  at  Fielding 
Academy,  Paris,  and  holding  valuable  farming  interests  in  Bear  Lake  county.  Is  a 
native  of  Paris,  Idaho,  born  March  24,  1887,  and  Is^a  son  of  Da.Tid  N.  and  Sarah  J. 
(Mathews)  Low,  the  former  a  native  of  Scotland  and  the  latter  born  in  Providence, 
Utah.  David  N.  Low,  when  eight  years  old.  was  brought  by  his  parents  to  the  United 
States  in  1865  and  crossed  the  plains  to  Utah  in  that  year.  'There  he  received  his  educa- 
tion. Following  his  school  days  he  worked  at  farming  In  Utah  until  1890,  when  he 
removed  to  Paris,  Idaho,  and  took  over  a  ranch. two  miles  south  of  Montpelier,  which 
be  continued  to  operate  up  to  a  recent  period.  He  and  his  wife  are  now  living  practi- 
cally retired  at  Paris.  He  has  been  very  active  In  church  work  and  was  selected  to 
fill  a  mission  on  behalf  of  tbe  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  Scotland, 
Koing  to  that  country  in  1S99  and  remaining  two  years. 

Morris  D.  Low  was  reared  In  Paris.  Idaho,  and  was  graduated  from  tbe  Fielding 
Academy  In  that  city  In  1912.  He  then  entered  the  Agricultural  College  at  Logan, 
Utah,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1917,  after  which  he  returned  to 
Paris  and  baa  been  professor  of  agriculture  In  Fielding  Academy  ever  since.  He 
has  farming  interests  in  Paris,  to  which  he  devotes  the  summer  months  of  each  year. 
His  success  in  the  chair  of  agriculture  has  been  established,  and  he  is  generally  regarded 
as  an  authority  on  a^Icultural  aHalrs  in  this  part  of  tbe  state. 

On  June  16,  1916,  Professor  Ix>w  was  united  In  marriage  to  Beatrice  Gardiner,  and

they  h«Te  become  the  parents  of  two  children,  namelr:  Hrrle,  bom  Hay  24,  UK, 
sod  Gordon,  born  June  17,  ISIB.  Id  Febraarr,  1*1*,  Professor  Low  was  created  bishop 
of  Paris  second  ward,  and  halt  held  Yarlons  other  t^cee  In  the  Church  of  Jeans  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  In  the  good  works  of  which  he  Is  earnestly  interested.  In  1M7 
he  filled  a  three-year  mission  to  Kew  Zealand,  returning  in  1910.  He  Is  a  supporter  of 
the  republican  party. 


CHRIS  LILLEOARD. 


Chris  Lillegard,  llTins  about  a  mile  northwest  of  Ustfck,  In  Ada  county,  was  born 
In  Denmark,  August  29,  18S2,  and  spent  tbe  years  of  his  boyhood  and  youth  In  that 
eoontry,  pursuing  his  edncatloa  In  the  public  schools.  Haring  arrived  at  years  of 
maturity,  he  was  married  In  the  city  of  Copenhagen  on  the  17th  of  November,  IMS. 
to  Miss  Uarfe  Hansen,  who  was  bora  in  Denmark,  July  28,  188S.  They  came  to  the 
United  States  in  the  year  following  their  marriage  and  tor  two  years  were  residents 
of  Pueblo,  Colorado,  before  coming  to  Idaho.  In  Pueblo  Mr.  Ull^ard  was  employed 
In  a  creamery.  In  bis  native  land  he  had  been  reared  on  a  dairy  ranch  and  was  largely 
familiar  with  everything  pertaining  to  dairy  InterestB.  In  1609  he  and  hie  wife  came 
to  Idaho  and  through  the  intervening  period  have  remained  residents  of  the  Ustick 
district,  taking  up  their  abode  on  their  present  ranch  property  In  191S.  Here  they 
have  thtrty-flve  acree  of  highly  Improved  land  which  Mr.  Lillegard  baa  reoently  pur- 
chased, paying  tor  it  two  hundred  and  flfty  d<dlars  per  acre.  At  the  present  time  he 
could  probably  sell  It  for  almost  double  that  price,  for  much  other  land  in  the  vicinity 
has  sold  as  high  as  Dve  hundt-ed  dtrilars  per  acre.  His  ranch,  however,  is  not  upoo 
the  market,  for  it  Is  his  desire  to  keep  Ibe  property  and  further  develop  It.  He  has 
bnllt  a  good  silo  upon  the  ranch  and  Is  engaged  in  the  raising  of  BolstelD  cattle  tor 
dairy  purposes,  having  now  eleven  good  cows  which  he  milks. 

Mr.  Lillegard'e  parents  never  came  to  the  United  States  ^d  his  mother  is  stUl  living 
in  Denmark,  while  tbe  mother  of  Mrs.  Lillegard  now  makes  her  home  in  Ada  County, 
living  with  her  son,  ChrlBtlan  Hansen,  at  Kuna,  Idaho.  Mrs.  Lillegard  belongs  to  the 
Lutheran  church  of  Boise  and  both  are  highly  esteemed  in  the  community,  where  they 
have  spent  a  period  of  more  than  a  decade.  > 


HATHIS  E.  WATSON. 


Mathis  EL  Watson,  conducting  business  at  Paul  under  the  name  of  the  Wataon  Mill- 
ing *  BlevEtor  Company,  was  bom  In  Wilkes  county,  North  Carolina,  July  SI,  1881,  a 
SMI  of  John  M.  and  Sarah  A.  (Eller)  Watson,  who  are  also  natives  of  the  same  locality. 
There  they  were  reared  and  married  and  the  father  followed  the  occupation  of  farming 
in  North  Carolina  for  many  years.  In  February,  1917,  he  removed  to  Paul,  Idaho,  and 
the  following  year  purchased  a  farm  adjoining  the  town,  whereon  he  and  bis  wife  now 
make  their  home.  Both  have  reached  the  age  of  sixty-three  years.  They  are  consistent 
and  faithful  members  of  the  Baptist  church  and  Mr.  Watson  gives  his  political  support 
to  the  republican  party. 

Mathis  B.  Watson  spent  his  boyhood  days  In  North  Carolina  and  pursued  his  edu- 
cation In  the  Appalachian  school  at  Boone,  Watauga  county.  He  afterward  went  to 
Dillon,  Montana,  where  he  engaged  In  farming.  He  later  worked  on  the  Northern 
PacIOc  Railroad  for  one  winter,  after  which  he  returned  to  Dillon  and  was  again 
engaged  In  farming  until  ISOS.  He  then  came  to  Idaho,  settling  first  at  Pocatello, 
and  later  be  removed  to  Rupert,  where  he  took  up  his  abode  on  the  Eth  of  December. 
1906.  On  the  2id  of  the  saiae  month  he  filed  on  a  homestead  and  later  developed  and 
improved  the  property.  In  1906  he  became  a  partner  of  J.  F.  Hunt  in  the  produce  busi- 
ness, this  association  being  maintained  for  two  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  pur- 
chased Mr.  Hunt's  Interest  in  the  business  and  continued  active  in  that  field  for  seven 
years  at  Hepburn,  Idaho,  conducting  his  interests  under  the  firm  style  of  M.  E.  Watson 
A  Company.  He  then  removed  to  Pauir  where  he  established  a  produce  business  under 
the  name  of  the  M.  E.  Watson  Company,  thus  continuing  until  1SI6,  when  the  business 
was  reorganised  under  tbe  name  of  the  Watson  Milling  A  Etevatpr  Company.  The  mill 
was  built  in  1916  and  Is  devoted  to  customs  grinding.    Mr.  Watssn  was  also  the  promo- 
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ter  ol  tbe  Paul  Electric  Company  and  for  three  years  continued  aa  Its  presideot.  He 
was  one  of  the  original  stockholders  of  the  Paul  State  Bank  and  is  now  vice  president 
ot  the  same.  He  has  thas  been  an  active  factor  In  the  business  development  of  the  town 
and  htB  progresBivenesB  makes  Itself  felt  In  everything  that  he  undertakes. 

Ib  1911  Mr.  Watson  was  married  to  Mies  Llele  M.  Flelsher,  a  native  of  Harrtshurs, 
Pennsyivanla,  and  a  daoghter  of  Oeorge  and  Nancy  (Fulton)  Flelsher,  They  have  six 
children:  Alice  B.,  filler,  George,  Doris,  Dorothy  and  Ila.  The  religious  faith  of  the 
family  Is  that  ot  the  Baptist  church  and  Mr.  Watson  also  belongs  to  the  Masonic 
fraternity,  being  equally  loyal  In  hie  support  of  these  different  organ  IzatlouB.  He 
is  actuated  by  a  spirit  of  advancement  in  all  that  be  does  and  his  life  has  been 
characteriied  hy  high  ideals,  so  that  he  has  sought  not  only  to  promote  material 
progress  but  also  to  aid  In  the  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  the  communi- 
ties  In  which  he  has  lived. 


WILLIAM   E.  CRANE, 


William  B.  Crane,  now  living  retired  In  Coeur  d'Alene,  is  one  ot  the  native  sons 
of  the  northwest,  his  birth  having  occurred  In  Winchester,  Oregon,  August  10,  1S5S. 
His  parents  were  Silas  W.  and  Elizabeth  (Jones)  Crane,  the  former  a  native  of  Wisconsin 
and  the  latter  of  Indiana.  The  sim  attended  the  public  schools  ot  Roseburg,  Oregon, 
and  also  Ashland  College,  thus  being  quallQed  by  liberal  education  tor  life's  practical 
and  responsible  duties.  He  came  to  Kootenai  county  on  the  6th  ot  May,  1890,  on  a 
prospecting  trip  and  ta  numbered  among  the  pioneers  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  country. 
When  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Indian  reservation  was  opened  up  for  settlement  in  1S91 
he  took  up  a  claim  that  is  now  the  townalte  of  Harrison.  Through  the  intervening 
period,  he  has  been  closely  associated  with  the  development  and  progress  ot  this  section 
of  the  state.  He  was  engaged  in  the  Jewelry  business  in  Harrison  for  some  time  and  also 
devoted  bis  attention  to  several  other  business  enterprises,  becoming  the  pioneer  mer- 
chant of  that  place.  He  traveled  extensively  throughout  northwestern  Idaho  in  early 
days,  has  noted  the  development  and  progress  ot  the  state  and  borne  his  part  in 
promoting  its  advancement.  He  dealt  largely  in  real  estate  and  is  still  the  owner  of  town 
lots  In  Harrison,  where  he  continued  to  reside  for  twenty-nine  years,  during  which  period 
the  place  developed  from  a  tiny  hamlet  to  a  town  of  considerable  proportions,  after 
which  a  disastrous  Ore  swept  over  the  place,  largely  destroying  It,  but  the  work  ot 
rebuilding  has  been  begun.  ,  In  the  early  days  Mr.  Crane  was  the  builder  of  many  ot 
the  roads  around  Harrison  and  his  work  was  ever  of  a  character  that  contributed  to  the 
material  progress  and  improvement  ot  that  section  of  the  state.  By  reason  ot  bis 
Judicious  investments  and  carefully  managed  business  affairs  he  gained  a  very  sub- 
stantial competence  that  now  enables  him  to  live  retired  in  Coeur  d'Alene  without 
recourse  to  turther  labor. 

Mr.  Crane  has  never  married.  He  is  the  eldest  of  three  brothers,  the  others  being 
A.  A.  and  Bdward  S.,  the  latter  being  connected  with  the  Idaho  division  ot  the  Wash- 
ington Power  Company  ot  Spokane.  William  B.  Crane  has  ever  been  greatly  interested 
In  hunting  and  fishing  and  has  developed  considerable  skill  along  those  lines.  There 
Is  no  phase  of  Idaho's  early  development  with  which  he  ts  not  familiar  and  his 
reminiscences  ot  the  early  days  are  most  Interesting,  presenting  a  clear  picture  ot  lite 
in  Idaho  when  this  was  a  frontier  region. 


JOSBPH  D.  ZBILOR. 

Joseph  D.  Zellor,  who  resides  on  a  well  Improved  ranch  ot  his  own  a  mile  and  a 
half  northwest  of  Vstick,  was  bom  near  Berkeley  Springs,  tn  Morgan  county.  West 
Virginia,  August  18,  1872,  and  Is  a  son  ot  Peter  and  Anna  (Spiker)  Zellor,  both  ot  whom 
have  passed  away.  They  had  a  family  of  nine  children,  seven  sons  and  two  daughters, 
all  ot  whom  are  yet  living,  Joseph  D.  Zellor  being  the  youngest.  The  parents  departed 
this  lite  In  West  TIrglnla. 

Joseph  D.  Zellor  was  reared  upon  the  farm  upon  which  his  birth  occurred  and  It 
was  also  the  birthplace  ot  his  father,  who  first  opened  his  eyes  to  the  light  ot  day  there 
In  ISIS  and  passed  away  upon  the  same  property  In  1898.    While  still  in  hie  teens — ai 
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jrouth  Of  eigbteen  years — Jowph  D.  Zellor  bade  adl«u  to  home  and  friends  and  started 
lor  the  west.  His  mother  had  died  when  he  was  but  a  little  child  and  with  bis  father> 
sanctloD  be  started  out  to  make  hia  own  war  in  the  world.  He  spent  a  year  in  Ohio 
and  two  yrars  in  northern  IllinolB,  after  which  be  removed  to  Iowa,  where  be  remained 
for  eight  years,  working  in  these  different  states  as  a  farm  hand.  In  1903  he  eame  to 
Idaho,  making  his  way  to  Boise,  but  soon  afterward  removed  to  Elmore  county,  where 
he  resided  for  two  years,  being  engaged  In  farming  at  Mountain  Home.  He  next  pur- 
chased a  ranch  near  Ustlck,  constituting  a  part  of  the  place  which  he  sow  owns,  and 
subsequently  he  made  investment  In  an  adjoining  twenty  acre  tract,  so  that  he  now  owns 
forty  acres  ot  excellent  land,  which  by  reason  of  the  maay  improvements  that  have 
been  placed  upon  it  and  the  natural  rise  of  land  values  In  this  district  la  today  worth 
Ave  hundred  dollars  per  acre.  Mr.  Zellor  baa  prospered  daring  the  period  ot  his  resi- 
dence in  Idaho  and  not  only  owns  a  good  ranch  property  but  ii  also  farming  on  addi- 
tional tract  of  one  hundred  acres  nearby  which  he  rents. 

On  the  21st  of  Febmary,  1906,  Mr.  Zeilor  was  married  to  Miss  Lillian  Schneider,  a 
native  daughter  ot  Idaho,  her  birth  having  occurred  at  Silver  City,  May  4,  1874.  Her 
parents,  Charles  and  Katberlne  Schneider,  were  bom  in  Germany  and  were  married  In 
Liverpool,  England,  after  which  they  came  to  the  United  States,  making  their  way  to 
California,  where  they  resided  for  two  years  and  then  came  to  Idaho,  settling  at  Silver 
City  about  ISSfl.  The  father  died  when  Mrs.  Zellor  was  about  Ave  years  of  i^e,  and  the 
mother  Is  now  living  at  Long  Beach,  California,  being  the  wife  of  Leo  Snyder.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Zeilor  have  become  the  parents  of  two  daughters:  Ghnma  Marie,  bom  May  28. 
19«S,  and  Haxel  Virginia,  Auguat  8.  1909.  Both  are  atUnding  the  Ustlck  schools.  Mrs. 
Zellor  spent  most  of  her  girlhood  alter  the  age  of  ten  years  on  a  ranch  Juat  across  the 
rood  from  her  present  home  and  which  Mr.  Zellor  is  now  renting. 

He  was  formerly  president  of  the  Settlers  ditch  of  his  vicinity  and  for  eight  years 
has  been  one  ot  Its  directors.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  snpporterB  of  the  democratic 
party  and  are  much  interested  in  those  activities  which  have  to  do  with  the  progreu 
and  development  ot  the  district  in  which  they  make  theii  home. 


HON.  ARTHUR  R.  JOHNSON. 

Hon.  Arthur  R.  Johnson,  tanner  and  sportsman  of  Lewiston  and  member  ot  the 
ftatc  senate  from  Nee  Perce  county,  was  bom  in  Stanislaus  county,  Calltomla,  June 
18,  1874,  a  son  ot  George  A.  Johnson, '  who  Is  a  native  of  Lafayette,  Indlina.  The 
father  has  devoted  his  life  to  the  occupation  of  farming  and  now  lives  retired  in  the 
state  of  Washington  at  the  age  of  eighty-sis  years.  The  mother,  however,  passed  away 
in  1917  at  the  age  of  seventy.seven  years.  She  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Phoebe  Bur- 
roughs and  was  bom  In  Danville,  Illinois,  where  their  marriage  was  celebrated. 

Arthur  R.  Johnson  was  eight  years  of  age  when  his  pannts  removed  with  their 
family  to  Dayton,  Washington,  where  he  remained  through  the  period  of  youth  and 
early  manhood.  He  was  graduated  from  tbe  Dayton  high  school  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
years  and  upon  attaining  his  majority  took  up  farming  on  his  own  account.  He  had 
beoi  reared  to  that  occupation,  early  becoming  familiar  with  the  best  methods  ot  tilling 
the  soli  and  caring  tor  the  crops.  He  continued  to  engage  In  farming  in  Washington 
until  1908,  since  which  time  he  has  made  his  home  in  Nee  Perce  county,  Idaha  Re 
formerly  owned  a  giAtd  ranch  ten  miles  east  of  Lewiston,  comprising  two  hundred  and 
forty  acres,  devoted  to  the  raising  of  wheat  and  live  stock.  He  also  leased  other  land  in 
the  neighborhood,  controlling  two  thousand  acres  in  all,  but  he  has  recently  disposed  ot 
his  ranch  property  and  removed  to  Lewiston.  where  he  is  now  temporarily  residing.  He 
may,  however,  soon  formulate  plans  whereby  he  will  again  become  actively  connected 
with  ranching. 

On  the  26th  of  September,  1903,  in  Dayton,  Washington,  Mr.  JcAnson  was  married 
to  Miss  Addfe  E.  Agee,  a  native  ot  that  sUte,  where  her  parenU  settled  In  pioneer 
times.  Mr.  Johnson's  military  record  covers  service  for  three  years  with  the  Wash- 
ington National  Guard.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Automobile  Association  of  Nei  Perce 
county  and  fraternally  he  Is  connected  with  the  Elks,  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  the 
Odd  Fellows.  In  politics  he  Is  a  republican  and  In  1918  was  elected  to  the  state  senate, 
where  be  was  made  chairman  of  the  flsh  and  game  committee,  and  was  one  ot  the 
sponsors  ot  a  senate  bill  which  changed  tbe  entire  game  laws  of  the  state.  He  was 
also  a  sponsor  of  several  other  measures.  Including  senate  trill  No.  20,  relating  to  the 
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licensing  at  dentists.  He  bas  always  been  very  fond  of  flstalng,  hunting  and  ontdoor 
sports  and  Is  a  member  and  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Lewlston  Rod  *  Qun  Club 
and  Idaho  numbers  him  among  itB  noted  trap  shooters.  He  won  the  state  handicap 
tor  blue  rock  shooting  in  1918  and  along  with  it  a  handsome  gold  watch  beaatlfnJlr 
engraved.  It  was  largely  because  ol  hfs  keen  interest  in  flsh  and  game  and  otber  manly 
apoTt»  that  he  was  sent  to  the  state  senate  by  trtenda  in  his  section  th^t  be  might 
bring  about  beneficial  legislation  along  those  lines.  He  baa  dozens  of  trap  shooting 
trophies,  won  in  conteetB  in  Wasbtngtbn,  Idaho  and  Montana,  and  he  won  the  Idaho  state 
handicap  championship  in  1918.  While  be  Is  perhaps  the  best  known  sportsman  in  Idaho, 
be  Is  also  well  known  In  business  circles  because  of  hla  successful  conduct  of  extensive 
ranching  Interests  and  In  public  life  because  of  bis  Important  work  In  the  state  senate 
and  bis  support  of  all  war  measures.  He  has  done  important  service  In  behalf  of  the 
Red  Cross  and  Liberty  Loan  drives  and  has  greatly  promoted  the  Interests  of  the  war 
by  his  suppOTt  of  every  movement  calculated  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  country, 
especially  in  its  relation  to  the  allied  armies. 


JEROME  J.  DAY. 


Jerome  J.  Day,  of  Moscow,  actively  interestsd  In  banking  and  mining,  was  bom 
in  California,  December  26,  1S76,  and  Is  a  son  of  Henry  L.  Day.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  hla  native  state  and  of  Idabo  and  was  a  student  in  ponzaga  University  at 
Spokane  and  In  the  University  of  Idaho,  liberal  educational  opportunltiee  thus  well 
quali^Ing  him  tor  life's  practical  and  responsible  duties.  Mis  buelneas  career  baa  be«i 
characterized  by  that  ateady  progression  which  indicates  the  mastery  of  every  task 
and  of  every  problem  presented  for  solution.  Step  by  step  he  has  advanced,  acquiring 
larger  Interests  and  assuming  broader  reaponsibilltiee  as  the  years  have  gone  by.  He 
la  now  president  of  the  Wallace  Bank  ft  Trust  Company,  Norttaport  Smelting  ft  Raflnlng 
CtHnpany,  Tamarack  ft  Caster  Consolidated  Mining  Company  and  Miners  ft  Smelters 
Bank  of  NorthiKirt,  Waablngton. 

In  1903  Mr.  Day  was  married  to  Miss  Lucy  Mix  and  they  have  two  children,  Bernlce 
and  Jerome  J.  That  Mr.  Day  has  risen  to  a  place  of  leadership  In  several  lines 
la  indicated  In  the  fact  that  he  Is  the  president  of  the  Idaho  Mining  Association  and 
chairman  of  the  state  democratic  central  onnmlttee.  Latah  county  made  him  Its 
representative  in  the  Idaho  senate  during  the  tenth,  eleventh  and  thirteenth  general 
asBsmblies  and  the  extraordinary  session  of  the  eleventh  session,  ^d  his  sound  busl- 
nns  Judgment,  his  recognition  of  fhe  conditions  of  the  times  and  the  possibilities  of 
the  state,  as  well  as  of  the  political  probleme,  made  him  a  valued  member  of  the 
upper  house. 


WILLIAM  H.  GILBERT. 

William  H.  Qllbert,  a  representative  and  proeperous  ranchman  of  Ada  county, 
now  owns  and  occupies  an  excellent  and  highly  productive  tract  ca  land  embracing  forty 
acres  and  situated  three  and  a  half  miles  northwest  of  Meridian.  His  birth  occnrred 
near  Eugene,  Lane  county,  Oregon,  on  the  11th  of  October,  1S73,  hla  parents  being 
Elijah  and  Martha  (McCall)  Gilbert,  the  latter  now  a  reeident  of  Boise.  They  crossed 
the  plains  from  Iowa  during  the  period  of  the  Civil  war  and  became  pioneer  residents 
of  that  part  ot  Oregon  In  which  Mr.  Gilbert  of  this  review  was  born  and  reared.  The 
father  passed  away  when  bis  son  William  was  but  four  years  of  age  and  the  mother 
later  married  again. 

William  H.  Gilbert  was  reared  on  an  Oregon  farm  and  early  became  familiar 
with  the  best  methods  of  tilling  the  soil  and  caring  for  the  crops.  General  agricultural 
pursuits  have  claimed  bis  time  and  energies  throughout  his  entire  business  career  and 
his  present  success  la  therefore  the  result  of  long  and  varied  experience.  He  came 
to  Idaho  about  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  and  has  remained  In  the  Boise  valley  through 
the  Intervening  period.  He  waa  employed  as  a  farm  hand  for  several  years,  working 
first  tor  Thomas  Wilson  on  a  ranch  that  waa  situated  between  Star  and  Eagle,  Vhlle 
later  he  spent  seven  years  in  the  service  of  R.  J.  Butts,  a  sheep  man  then  residing  In 
Botes  but  now  living  retired  near  Star.     Subsequently  be  was  engaged  In  the  cattle 
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baaloeaa  for  a  period  of  Ave  years  and  dnrins  the  past  twentr-one  years  has  been  ■ 
ttumer  of  the  Botse  valley.  In  this  time  he  has  ovmed  and  resided  on  four  different 
ranches,  one  of  these  comprising  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  acres  of  land  oa  Eagle 
Island.  He  purchased  his  present  ranch  northwest  of  Meridian  In  the  tall  of  1919,  thus 
coming  Into  possession  of  one  of  the  most  prodactlTe  forty-acre  tracts  in  Ada  county. 
The  property  ts  veil  Improved  and  In  its  attractive  appearance  Indicates  the  careful 
supervision  of  an  enterprising  and  progressive  owner. 

On  the  S3d  of  June,  1901,  In  Ada  county,  Hr.  Oilbert  was  united  In  marriage  to 
HlBs  Margaret  Cogghnm.  who  was  bom  at  Vale.  Oregon,  February  S.  1S86.  a  daughter 
of  Jack  and  EHiza  (Boston)  Coggburn,  who  were  early  settlers  of  Oregon.  The  father 
passed  away  In  1907  and  the  mother  afterward  became  the  wife  of  Oeorge  Sehleose, 
with  whom  she  now  resides  at  Parma.  Idaho.  The  parents  and  the  maternal  grand- 
parents of  Mrs.  Gilbert,  the  Coggburn  and  Boston  families,  crossed  the  plains  from 
Missouri  to  Oregon  In  a  wagon  train  about  fcHty  years  ago  and  settled  near  Vale, 
becoming  pioneer  residents  there.  The  families  that  made  up  the  wsgon  train  suffered 
severe  hardships  and  deprivations  and  on  the  trip  and  even  after  they  reached  their 
destination  In  Oregon  were  frequently  near  the  point  of  starvation.  William  Boston, 
the  maternal  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Oilbert,  was  a  man  possessed  of  more  liberal  means 
than  the  others  of  the  party  and  gave  generous  aselstance  to  his  less  fortunate  com- 
panions, helping  them  to  maintain  an  existence  during  the  critical  periods  of  the 
Journey  across  the  plains  and  after  settlement  wae  made  tn  the  northwest.  Many  well- 
to-do  families  residing  In  the  vicinity  of  Vale  at  the  present  time  are  descendants  of 
the  pioneers  who  crossed  the  plains  to  Oregon  In  this  wagon  train.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ollbeit  have  become  the  parents  of  three  children,  namely:  Nettie  Adelaide,  who  wae 
bom  April  30,  1903;  Alva  Blmo,  whose  birth  occurred  December  10.  1904;  and  Clarence 
William,  born  March  2i,  191S. 

Both  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Gilbert  are  republicans  in  their  political  views  and  the  former 
has  served  in  the  capacity  of  school  director  but  otherwise  has  not  sought  or  desired 
paUlc  preferment.  The  religious  faith  of  the  family  is  that  of  the  Methodist  church, 
while  fraternally  Hr.  Gilbert  is  Identified  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
,  and  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  America.  His  wife  belongs  to  the  Royal  Neighbors. 
They  have  become  widely  and  favorably  known  throughout  the  community  in  which  they 
make  their  home  and  enjoy  the  warm  regard  and  esteem  of  all  with  whom  they  come 
in  contact. 


JOHN  LARSON. 

The  rapid  devel<qmient  of  the  Panhandle  of  Idaho  Is  due  to  the  efforts  of  snch 
men  as  John  Larson,  who  Is  now  the  postmaster  at  Hope  and  who  Is  connected  with 
the  Farmers'  Cooperative  Union.  He  was  horn  In  Smolan,  Sweden,  Febmary  26,  1868, 
and  Is  a  son  of  Lars  and  Mary  Peterson  (Johnson)  Larson,  the  former  a  farmer  by 
occupation.  The  son  acquired  a  common  school  and  normal  school  education  and  thus 
qualified  for  teaching.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1SS2,  when  a  young  man  erf 
twenty-tour  years,  and  making  his  way  westward  to  Minnesota,  there  began  railroading. 
In  1S86  he  removed  to  Canada  and  in  1S86  became  a  resident  of  Montana.  The  year 
1889  witnessed  his  arrival  at  Hope,  Idaho,  where  he  engaged  In  railroading  until  1894. 
He  was  later  appointed  postmaster  and  filled  the  position  most  acceptably  for  fourteen 
years.  He  has  done  much  effective  and  valuable  public  work,  serving  on  the  school 
board  for  twenty  years,  the  cause  of  education  finding  in  him  Indeed  a  stalwart  cham- 
pl<m.  He  has  also  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  has  ever  manifested 
a  lively  and  helpful  interest  In  the  public  life  of  the  community. 

In  business  ctrclee,  too,  Mr.  Larson  has  made  his  capability  and  Influence  felt.  He 
is  the  secretary  of  the  Hope  Mining  Company,  the  treasurer  of  the  El  Paso  Mining 
ft  Milling  Company,  the  general  manager  of  the  Farmers'  Cooperative  Union  at  Hope 
and  Is  again  acting  as  postmaster. 

Mr.  Larson  is  most  pleasantly  situated  in  his  h<Hne  life,  having  In  1893  been 
united  In  marriage  at  Hope  to  Miss  Matilda  C.  Anderberg.  They  have  one  daughter. 
Mrs.  Ethel  Marks.  Mr.  Larson  and  his  wife  are  active,  faithful  and  consistent  members 
of  the  Congregational  church.  In  which  he  has  served  as  treasurer,  deacon  and  In  other 
offices.  He  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  which  he  is  an  eamest 
supporter,  and  was  formerly  Identified  with  the  United  Workmen.     During  the  period 
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of  the  Kreatest  actWltr  of  tbe  order  Id  the  state  be  was  grand  foreman  ofi  the  grand 
lodge  of  Idaba  In  polltfca  be  baa  long  been  active  as  a  supporter  of  the  republican 
party  and  during  the  war  period  be  was  a  member  of  the  Bonner  County  Defense 
Council  and  cbairman  of  tbe  local  draft  board.  He  recognizes,  too,  that  recreation 
UUBt  form  a  part  of  tbe  lite  of  ererr  well  balanced  Individual  and  he  Is  now  con~ 
ducting  a  motion  picture  theatre  at  Hope,  giving  to  the  public  tbe  beat  screen  attrac- 
tions. Coming  to  America  In  young  manhood,  he  baa  never  bad  occasion  to  regret 
his  detenninatlon  to  try  his  fortune  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  for  here  he  lias 
found  the  opportnntties  which  he  sought  and  In  their  utilization  has  gained  a  sub- 
stantial competence  and  at  the  same  time  has  won  the  honored  name  which  Is  the 
outcome  of  fidelity  to  duty  and  honor  and  Integrity  In  every  relation  of  life. 


GLENN  SEBBINO  MADDUX. 

Glenn  Sebring  Maddux  la  successfully  engaged  fn  business  as  proprietor  of  a  drug 
store  at  Oooding,  where  he  Is  accorded  an  extensive  and  gratifying  patronage.

William  F.  Sargent,  engaged  in  the  real  estate  and  Insurance  business  at  Bt  Maries 
and  manager  of  tbe  Benewah  County  Abstract  Company,  was  bom  In  Qreencastle, 
Indiana,  December  20,  1S70,  bis  parents  being  James  B.  and  Florence  (Farrow)  Sargent 
The  father  was  a  native  of  Illinois  and  the  mother  of  Greencastle,  Indiana,  and  for  a 
considerable  period  they  resided  In  Douglas  county,  Illinois,  where  Mr.  Sargent  engaged 
in  the  occupation  of  farming.

His  education  had  been  acquired  at 
De  Pauw  University  of  Indiana  and  while  a  student  there  he  was  married,  returning 
with  his  bride  to  Bloomlngton,  Illinois,  where  he  engaged  In  the  real  estate  businesa 
In  connection  with  tbe  conduct  of  bia  Important  tanning  interests.  In  18S2  he  deter- 
mined to  try  his  fortune  in  the  northwest  and  removed  to  Spokane.

His 
Interests  are  thus  broad  and  varied  and  his  business  enterprise  and  progreBslve  methods 
have  brought  him  a  substantial  measure  of  success,  gaining  him  recognition  as  one  of 
the  leading  and  representative  resldente  of  this  section  of  the  state.

In  1899  Mr.  Robertson  waa  married  to  Miss  Jennie  Stolta,  a  native  of  Oregon 
and  a  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Nancy  B.  (McCormIck)  Stolta,  who  made  the  long 
Jonmey  across  the  plains  In  an  early  day  and  cast  En  Uielr  lot  with  the  pioneer  aet- 
tlers  of  the  northwest.  They  first  made  tbelr  way  to  Oregon  but  afterward  removed 
to  Idaho.  Mr.  aitd  Mrs.  Robertson  occupy  an  attractive  home  In  the  town  of  Oooding. 
He  exercises  his  right  ot  franchise  In  support  of  the  men  and  measures  of  tbe  republican

WILLIAH  SCHNEIDER. 

WlUlam  Schneider,  a  successful  rancher  of  the  Ustick  neighborhood,  Is  a  native 
son  ot  Idaho,  bom  In  Silver  City,  August  15'.  1S70,  his  parents  having  been  Charles  and 
Katberine  Schneider,  the  former  now  deceased,  while  the  latter  has  married  again, 
being  now  tbe  wife  of  Leo  Snyder,  <of  Long  Beach.  California.  Tbe  parenU  ot  William 
Schneider  were  natives  of  Qennany,  hut  were  married  In  Liverpool,  England.     About 
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186S  they  became  realdenU  of  Sliver  City,  Idabo,  where  Hr.  Schneider  followed  mlnlns 
paraalta  antU  about  187S,  whea  bis  death  occurred  as  the  result  of  an  accident,  he 
being  at  the  time  thirt7-ebc  yean  ot  age. 

William  Schneider  was  reared  at  Silver  City  to  the  ase  ot  fourteen  and  In  1884 
vent  to  Boise  with  his  mother  and  steptather.  Since  1885  he  has  lived  In  the  Bolee 
Taller  and  has  devoted  his  life  to  farming.  For  a  time  he  made  bla  borne  in  the  vicinity 
of  Easle,  living  there  for  several  rears,  during  which  period  he  worked  for  wages,  but 
carefully  saved  his  earnings  nntil  his  indostrr  and  economy  had  brought  him  a  sum 
sufficient  to  enable  him  to  purchase  property  In  1896,  at  which  time  he  became  the 
owner  of  eighty  acres  of  land  a  mile  north  ot  Ustlck,  acquiring  ^hls  property  tor  fltteen 
hundred  dollars.

In  Sedalia, 
Missouri,  In  1888,  she  became  the  wife  of  William  Bailey,  whose  death  left  her  a  widow 
with  one  child  when  but  twenty-elz  years  of  age,  the  daughter  being  now  Mrs.  Hand 
Harris,  who  resides  near  Star,  Ada  esunty,  Idaho.  Mrs.  Schneider  came  to  Boise  from 
Kansas  In  1900,  going  to  the  home  of  her  brother,  the  late  Frank  Qlosler.  She  after- 
ward established  a  home  of  her  own  In  Boise  and  there  resided  until  ber  marriage  to 
Mr.  Schneider.  They  have  become  the  parents  ot  three  children:  Katherlne,  bom 
December  3,  1904,  and  now  a  student  in  Link's  Business  College  at  Boise;  Charles  F., 
who  was  bom  October  7,  1906;  and  MyrUe  D.,  July  17,  1908.

He  Is  todB7  at  the  h«ad  of  the  Linlor  Capper  Ctunpanr,  with  ofDce  in  Wallace, 
Idaho,  and  property  In  the  Little  North  Pork  dtstrlct  of  Coeur  d'Alene,  where  tbey  have 
a  splendid  plant  which  le  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  latest  Improved  macfainery. 
Mr.  Beaudry  la  also  a  director  of  the  First  National  Bank  at  KellosK  and  is  widely 
known  aa  a  leading  buBlnesa  man  of  this  section  of  the  state.

Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth  Brown  is  the  widow  ot.  the  late  Joseph  Brown,  a  well  known 
ranchman  living  northwest  of  Meridian,  who  passed  away  February  13,  1910.  She  still 
resides  In  the  same  vicinity,  making  her  home  one  mile  west  ot  the  Brown  ranch,  which 
is  yet  In  her  possession.  Her  maiden  name  was  Mary  E.  Jonea  and  she  was  born  in 
Rockingham  county,  Virginia,  March  2S.  1856,  a  daughter  ot  James  W.  and  Martha 
(Webb)  Jones.  It  was  on  the  let  ot  June,  1879,  that  she  was  married  In  her  native 
county  to  Joseph  Brown,  wltb  whom  she  removed  to  Missouri,  where  they  continued 
to  reside  for  a  period  of  seventeen  years.  The  year  1904  witnessed  their  arrival  In 
Idaho  and  the  establishment  ot  their  home  on  the  present  Brown  ranch.  Mrs.  Brown 
has  made  splendid  improvements  on  the  property  since  the  death  of  her  husband,  these 
including  a  substantial  residence  and  good  barn  which  were  erected  a  tew  years  ago. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  were  born  three  children,  namely:  Mrs.  Naomi  Sandy,  the 
wife  ot  Charles  Edward  Sandy;  Joseph  Saylor.  and  John  Robert.  All  three  are  married 
and  live  on  ranches  of  their  own  near  the  home  ot  their  mother.  A  sister  of  the  late 
Joeeph  Brown  lives  with  the  latter's  widow.  She  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Sarah 
Margaret  Brown  and  was  born  In  Rockingham  county,  Virginia.

Hn.  Brown  belongs  to  the  Brethren  chnrch,  which  Is  located  Just  across  the  road 
Irom  her  home,  while  Mr.  Brown  was  a  deacon  In  the  church  and  one  of  Its  builders. 
His  demise  was  the  occasion  of  deep  and  widespread  r^ret  and  he  left  to  his  widow 
and  children  the  priceless  heritage  of  an  nntamished  name.  Mrs.  Brown  la  a  typical 
Virginia  bred  woman  of  the  old  school,  possesses  a  motherly,  kindly  face  and  manner 
and  is  active  In  the  work  and  support  of  her  church.  The  h^bly  productive  and  valuable 
Brown  ranch,  or  at  least  that  part  of  the  property  on  which  the  Improvements  have  been 
made.  Is  sitaated  one  mile  east  of  the  house  in  which  she  now  resides  and  is  the  home 
of  her  son,  Joseph  Saylor.  The  members  of  the  Brown  family  are  widely  and  favorably 
known  throngboat  the  community,  enjoying  the  warm  regard  of  all  with  whom  they 
have  been  associated. 


ARTHUR  T.  PBNDRBY. 

Arthur  T.  Pendrey,  the  popular  mayor  of  Paris  and  also  a  prominent  merchant  of 
that  city,  wss  bom  there,  October  20,  18SH  a  son  of  Orson  and  Maria  (Bntler)  Pendrey. 
the  former  a  native  of  England,  the  latter  of  Wales.  On  coming  to  America  the  father 
settled  In  Paris,  Bear  Lake  connty,  in  I8f2.  and  here  he  worked  at  the  carpenter's  trade 
for  about  eighteen  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  embarked  In  the  drag  business 
and  continued  to  conduct  his  drug  store  for  a  period  of  eighteen  years.  On  retiring 
from  that  business  he  became  associated  with  bis  son  Arthur  T.  In  the  general  mer- 
chandise business  and  Is  still  engaged  along  that  line.  He  has  always  been  active  In 
the  work  of  the  Church  of  Je«us  Chrlnt  of  Latter-day  Saints.    His  wife  Is  sUII  living. 

jLrthur  T.  Pendrey  received  his  early  education  In  the'  public  schools  of  Psris,  later 
attfudlng  Fielding  Academy,  from  which  he  retired  with  all  the  elements  <^  a  Bound 
education.  In  IWG  he  was  selected  to  go  on  a  mlssiaii  to  Scotland  on  briialf  of  his 
chnrch,  and  while  In  that  country  his  labors  were  largely  confined  to  the  city  of  Glasgow. 
Since  his  return  In  1907  he  hss  engaged  in  the  general  merchandise  business  at  Paris. 

On  Angnst  21,  1912,  Mr.  Pendrey  was  united  in  marriage  to  Cerelda  Sparks,  and  to 
them  has  been  born  one  child,  A.  LaOrand,  born  Angnst  26,  191S.  Mr.  Pendrey  Is  an 
active  member  of  the  Church  ttf  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  in  which  he  has  held 
various  otBces,  and  has  been  teaching  a  Sunday  school  class  tor  more  than  twelve  years. 
He  served  on  the  city  council  of  Paris  for  several  years  and  was  president  of  the  same 
.  for  one  term.  He  was  elected  mayor  of  Paris  In  the  spring  of  1919  and  has  been  filling 
that  oQIce  since  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  citizens.  He  has  been  an  t^cer  of  the  Com- 
merolal  Club  since  Its  organisation.  He  is  en  active  supporter  of  the  republican  party 
and  gives  of  his  time  and  ability  to  all  projects  designed  to  advance  the  interests  of  his 
native  dty. 


JUDGE  DAVID  W.  JONES. 

Dsvid  W.  Jones,  Judge  of  the  probate  court  of  Oneida  county,  Idaho,  is  a  native  of 
Utah,  bom  at  Willard.  November  19,  1863,  and  is  a  son  of  John  D.  and  Mary  (Jones) 
Jones,  natives  of  Wales.  The  father  left  that  country  about  18S1  and  emigrated  to 
America.  His  wife  came  to  this  country  on  a  sailing  vessel,  which  was  nine  weeks  In 
making  the  voyage.  She  proceeded  up. the  Missouri  river  to  Council  Blulfs,  Iowa. 
They  crossed  the  plains  to  Utah  by  ox  team,  walking  most  of  the  way,  and  locating  at 
Willard,  where  Mr.  Jones  engaged  In  farming  and  continued  at  that  occupation  for 
some  years.  In  1873  he  removed  to  Oneida  county,  Idaho,  and  took  up  a  tract  of  land 
lying  six  nalles  south  of  Malad  City,  which  he  improved  and  developed.  He  cultivated 
that  farm  for  the  remainder  of  hie  active  life,  becoming  one  of  the  prosperous  and 
prominent  fanners  of  the  county.  He  reared  two  families,  consisting  of  twenty  chil- 
dren.  He  was  sealons  in  church  affairs  as  a  Latter-day  Saint,  and  for  twenty  years 
was  bishop  of  the  Cherry  Creek  ward.  His  death  occnrred  about  180G  and  bis  widow, 
Hary  Jones,  survived  him  by  eleven  years,' her  death  taking  place  In  August,  1916. 

David  W.  Jones  spent  the  first  twelve  years  of  his  life  In  Willard,  Utah,  and  received 
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part  ot  hli  early  education  In  that  place,  flnlBhinK  ble  achool  oourse  at  Cherry  Creek. 
Oneida  county,  Idaho.  -He  remalited  at  home  nntll  be  reached  the  age  at  BeventHn 
yeara,  when  he  commenced  freighting  from  Corrine,  Utah,  to  Montana  points,  remain- 
ing at  that  occupation  for  about  ten  years.  He  made  his  home  at  Cherry  Creek,  where 
he  bought  a  one  hundred  and  sixty  acre  ranch,  which  he  improved  and  which  he  atUI 
ovfiB.  On  this  place  he  was  engaged  In  the  cattle  and  sheep  business  for  about  thirty 
years,  but  hla  sons  are  now  operating  the  place.  He  homeateaded  one  hundred  and  twenty 
acres  and  also  eighty  acres  of  desert,  making  two  hundred  In  all,  which  is  still  In  his 
possession.  He  has  also  boagbt  and  atlll  owns  two  hundred  and  seventy-flve  acres  of 
hay  and  pasture  land;  has  en  interest  In  the  First  National  Banh  of  Malad  City;  and  is 
a  stockholder  and  manager  of  the  La  Qrand  dance  hall  In  Malad  City,  where  he  has 
made  hla  home  since  the  fall  of  1916. 

On  the  lltb  of  February,  1SS3,  Mr.  Jones  was  married  to  Mlaa  Maria  Williams,  of 
Cherry  Creek,  who  was  born  In  Toole,  Utah,  in  186S.  To  them  have  been  bom  the 
following  t^lldren:  Pearl  died  at  the  age  of  seven  years.  Elizabeth  la  the  wife  of 
William  Evans.  Jenkin  W.  was  In  the  government  employ  during  the  World  war. 
David  W.,  Jr.,  served  as  a  second  lieatenant  In  the  United  States  army  and  has  been  a 
wrestler  of  considerable  fame,  wrestling  with  such  men  as  Pete  Brown,  Mike  ToKei, 
and  others  of  renown,  and  has  been  thrown  only  once.  He  served  as  a  guard  at  tas 
Balee  penitentiary  tor  a  few  montha.  Biigham  W,  Is  now  ftdlowing  farming.  Ernest  W. 
was  killed  In  battle  In  the  Argonne  Forest,  France,  October  9,  1918,'  while  a  member  of  a 
machine  gun  company.  Lavern  is  also  engaged  in  farming.  Merle,  Marie,  Ray  and 
Leiand  complete  tbe  family. 

Mr.  Jones  Is  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  gives 
his  political  support  to  the  democratic  party.  His  fellow  citlsens  have  called  upon  him  to 
serve  In  official  positions  of  honor  and  trusf  and  he  has  acceptably  served  as  Jnstice  ot  the 
peace,  constable  and  deputy  state  sheep  Inspector  at  Cherry  Creek,  Oneida  county,  tor 
eight  years.  In  March,  1917,  be  was  appointed  probate  Judge  of  that  county,  to  which 
office  he  waa  elected  the  following  year  and  in  1920  la  a  candidate  tor  re-election.  His 
official  duties  have  always  been  performed  In  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 


JOHN  H.  JONES. 

JiAn  H.  Jones,  a  cattleman  of  Owyhee  county,  was  born  in  tbe  southern  part  of 
Alabama,  November  16,  1854,  his  parents  being  Franklin  L.  and  Martha  H.  (Posey) 
Jones.  The  father  followed  fanning  In  Alabama  until  1866,  when  he  removed  to  Tazas 
and  purchased  a  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  There  he  engaged  in  cattle 
raising  prior  to  the  Civil  war.  In  1861  he  enlisted  and  waa  in  the  Confederate  service 
tor  four  years  or  until  the  war  closed  In  April,  1866.  He  participated  In  the  battles  of 
Missionary  Ridge,  Vicksbnrg  and  other  important  engagements.  He  then  retqnied  to  his 
Texas  farm,  whereon  he  resided  until  his  death,  which  occurred  when  he  was  seventy- 
two  years  of  age.    His  wife  died  In  1916 

John  H.  Jones  spent  his  boyhood  days  In  the  Lone  Star  state,  pursuing  his  educa- 
tion In  the  public  schools  there.  He  remained  with  his  father  until  eighteen  years  of 
age  and  then  started  out  to  earn  bis  own  livelihood,  riding  the  range  for  John  Slantter 
of  Texas  for  a  number  of  years.  Later  he-Uved  In  Colorado  for  two  years.  In  1S86  be 
made  his  way  to  Idaho  and  tben  on  to  Oregon,  where  he  was  employed  In  various  ways 
until  1888,  when  he  located  In  the  Bruneau  valley  and  for  several  years  worked  for 
wages.  He  first  homesteaded  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  river  from  his  present  ranch  and  lived  thereon  tor  twelve  years.  He  then  sold  the 
property  and  in  1911  purchased  two  bundred  and  forty  acres,  whereon  he  now  resides, 
giving  his  attention  to  the  cultivation  of  his  fields  and  to  stock  raising. 

In  1S76  Mr.  Jones  was  married  to  Miss  Roele  Moore,  a  daughter  of  Thomas  and 
Nancy  Moore.  Mrs.  Jones  passed  away  In  1877,  when  but  twenty  years  of  age.  leaving 
a  son,  James  P.,  who  died  of  Infiuenia  at  Sulphur  Springs.  Texas.  October  26,  191S. 
The  letter's  wife  also  passed  away,  leaving  three  children.  In  1886  John  H.  Jones  was 
married  to  Miss  Bertha  M.  Lowe,  a  native  ot  Champaign,  lUinolB,  born  December  29, 
1870,  and  a  daughter  of  Samuel  E.  and  Harriett  E.  (Sims)  Lowe.  Her  father  was  an 
Illinois  farmer  vbf  removed  to  Hutchinson.  Kansas,  in  18T2,  and  resided  in  that  state 
for  apprcalmately  etgbt  years.  He  afterward  took  up  his  abode  near  Medicine  Lodge, 
Kansas,  and  in  1874  went  to  CotCey  county,  Kansas,  where  be  spent  the  winter,  tor 
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tlie  grasshoppen  had  prarionsl?  destroyed  the  crops.  SnbBequently  he  located  tn  south- 
westflm  Missouri,  Journeying  thither  by  wagon  In  1879.  He  bought  a  farm  there  vhlch 
he  afterward  sold  and  then  remoTed  to  the  vicinity  ot  Slloam  Springs,  In  Benton  county, 
Arkftttsas,  where  he  carried  on  tanning  for  a  year.  He  afterward  sold  that  property 
sad  In  1881  became  a  resident  of  Colorado,  working  in  the  sawmills  near  Denrer.  Sub- 
sequently he  spent  two  years  near  the  border  between  Utah  and  Colorado,  where  he 
engaged  In  ranching,  and  then  removed  to  Independence,  Oregon,  by  wagtw  In  1S85. 
There  he  purchased  land  and  carried  on  farming  tn  the  Willamette  valley  for  a  time, 
while  later  he  engaged  In  ranching  on  the  WlllaJnette  river.  Wh^i  be  disposed  ot  his 
property  there  he  bought  real  estate  In  Qlenada.  Oregon,  where  he  remained  until  called 
to  his  flnat  rest  September  13,  191S,  when  he  was  seventy  years  of  age,  his  Urth  having 
occurred  on  the  ISth  of  September,  184C.  He  had  for  some  time  survived  his  wife,  who 
died  in  1902,  at  the  age  ot  flfty-two  years. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jones  have  beccnne  the  parents  of  the  following  children:  Martha  E., 
now  the  wife  ot  Prank  Sproul,  a  garage  pr<qirietor  living  at  Nampa,  Idaho;  Lee  K.; 
Jack;  Lucy  K.,  the  wife  ot  Leroy  Pearman,  of  Stiver  City,  who  is  sheriff  ot  Owyhee 
county;  and  Frank  L.,  at  home.  Two  of  the  eons,  Jack  and  Lee  R.,  served  as  soldiers  ot 
the  United  States  army  during  the  great  World  war. 

In  hie  political  views  Mr.  Jones  has  always  been  a  democrat  and  white  In  Colorado 
he  served  for  a  brief  period  as  sheriff,  after  which  he  resigned  his  position.  He  has 
never  been  a  politician  in  the  sense  of  oOlce  seeking,  but  In  all  matters  of  cltlsenshlp 
has  maintained  a  pnbllc«pirlted  and  progressive  attitude,  cooperating  heartily  In  all 
plans  tor  the  general  good. 


CHARLES   E.   HOLVBRSON. 

Charles  B.  Holverson,  who  Is  engaged  In  ranching  In  Owyhee  county,  near  Brnnean, 
was  born  near  Hampton,  Wisconsin,  February  19,  1860,  his  parents  being  Henry  and 
Sarah  (Nightingale)  HolverBon.  The  father  ftrilowed  general  farming  In  Wl8c<msin 
and  frran  that  state  removed  to  Mlnseeota.  where  he  took  up  a  homestead  claim  ot  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres,  which  he  farmed  and  developed  nntil  1876.  In  that  year  he 
disposed  ot  his  Minnesota  land  and  went  to  Kansas,  where  he  remained  for  about  a 
year  and  then  removed  to  Missouri,  where  he  also  lived  for  a  year.  About  December, 
18S1,  he  and  his  wife  came  to  Idaho  and  the  father  followed  farming  In  this  state  for  a 
Icmg  period,  passing  away  at  the  age  of  eighty-seven  years,  while  his  wife  died  at  the 
age  ot  sixty  years. 

In  the  meantime  Charlee  G.  Holverson  had  accompanied  his  parents  on  their  various 
removals  and  early  In  1881  he  and  bis  sister  came  to  Idaho  ahead  of  the  parents.  They 
made  their  way  flrst  to  Kelton,  Utah,  and  thence  came  overland  with  a  steam  threshing 
outflt,  which  was  the  flrst  ot  the  kind  Uken  to  the  Boise  valley  or  to  this  part  ot  the 
state.  The  outflt  was  owned  by  S.  Robertson  and  Charles  Holverson  worked  with  the 
outflt,  threshing  down  through  the  valley  as  tar  as  MIddleton  and  back  by  way  of 
Castle  creek  and  the  Bruneau  valley.  The  following  year  Mr.  Holverson  began  farming 
on  rented  land  In  the  Bruneau  valley,  largely  devoting  bis  atUntion  to  the  raising  ot 
barley,  which  he  hanled  to  Hailey  and  to  Bellevue,  Idaho,  by  way  ot  Grandvlew,  it 
requiring  three  weeks  to  make  the  round  trip  with  an  eight-horse  team.  Mr.  Holverson 
made  his  start  In  the  cattle  business  with  a  few  head  of  stock  and  Increased  his  herds 
until  he  owned  nine  hundred  head.  During  this  time  he  worked  for  wages  In  order  to 
help  build  up  his  cattle  buslneea.  At  length  a  hard  wlnUr  came  on  and  wiped  out  all  of 
his  stock,  tor  at  the  end  ot  the  season  he  had  only  fifteen  head  left  With  resolute 
spirit  he  again  set  out  to  build  up  his  herds  and  he  homesteaded  his  present  ranch  of 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  He  took  a  contract  for  hauling  wood,  in  which  work  be 
engaged  tor  about  three  years  In  order  to  pay  tor  hla  ditch  right.  He  then  turned 
his  attention  to  raising  eheep.  to  which  he  devoted  seventeen  yeara,  having  aevan  thousand 
head  of  sheep.  He  then  again  went  Into  the  cattle  bualneaa  in  a  small  way  and  for  about 
four  years  gave  hla  attention  to  cattle  raising,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  disposed  of 
all  ot  his  stock.  This  was  in  the  tall  of  1919.  He  is  now  concentrating  his  efforts 
upon  general  farming.  He  has  led  a  busy,  useful  life  ot  unremitting  diligence  and 
Industry  and  he  now  wiahea  to  conSne  his  attention  to  less  arduous  tasks,  making  a 
specialty  of  raising  alfalfa  hay,  of  which  he  cut  three  hundred  tons  in  1919. 

In  1889  Mr.  Holverson  was  married  to  Mrs.  Thompson,  a  widow,  who  was  bom  near 
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Honer  Lake,  CallfornlB.  Stae  bora  tb«  maiden  name  of  Iflaeourl  Harris  and  la  a  daugh- 
ter of  William  M.  and  Arana  (Howard)  Harris.  By  her  fwrner  marriage  she  has  two 
daughters,  Mrs.  Effle  Lftwson  asd  Mn.  Edna  Craig,  both  of  whom  are  now  living  In 
the  Branean  valleT- 

With  ever?  phase  of  pioneer  life  In  this  section  of  the  state  Mr.  Holvereon  Is  tamUlar. 
He  lived  here  during  the  Bannock  Indian  war  of  1S8Z,  when  the  Indlane  came  through 
from  Port  Hall  and  as  they  marched  across  the  country  parsed  near  Bnmeau.  Mr. 
Holverson  and  his  associates  had  to  hide,  as  the  Indians  were  killing  all  the  white 
settlers  they  met,  so  they  tied  a  dog  a  mile  or  more  away  from  where  they  hid,  thus 
disguising  their  hiding  place.  Many  times  they  were  forced  to  hide  all  night  In  the 
willows  In  order  to  avoid  the  red  men.  Difllcnitlee  and  dangers  beset  the  early  pioneers 
on  every  hand,  but  as  the  years  passed  all  these  conditions  were  replaced  by  the  advan- 
tages of  modern  civilization  and  Mr.  Holverson  bore  his  part  In  the  work  of  general 
development  and  progress.  He  la  a  democrat  In  his  political  views  and  fraternally  Is 
connected  with  the  independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  the  Pratemal  Order  of 
Eagles,  while  his  rallglons  faith  Is  that  of  the  Congregational  church. 


CAPTAIN  JAMES  CAWSTON  BVBNDBN. 

Captain  James  Cawston  Evenden,  wboee  title  Is  the  recognition  of  the  military  aid 
which  he  rendered  to  his  country  in  the  World  war  and  who  is  now  connected  with 
the  United  States  department  of  forestry,  with  c^ce  in  Coeur  d'Alene,  was  bom  at 
McMlnnTlIIe,  Oregon.  June  19.  1S89,  his  parents  being  John  and  Anna  (Cawston) 
Evenden,  tmth  of  whom  are  natives  of  England.  The  father  Is  now  a  resident  of 
Astoria,  Oregon,  while  the  mother  Is  living  in  Seattle.  The  father  was  an  apprenticed 
machinist  In  England  and  In  1S82  became  a  resident  of  Oregon,  since  which  time  he 
has  engaged  In  accotintl;ig  and  In  banking  and  baa  become  a  large  landowner,  follow- 
ing general  farming  and  stock  raUIng  In  connection  with  his  landed  iMssesslons.  Ha 
has  held  several  oHlces  and  has  taken  an  active  and  helpful  Interest  In  public  attains. 
His  religious  faith  Is  that  of  the  Episcopal  church  and  he  belongs  to  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Pellows.  Success  has  attended  his  efforts  In  substantial  measure  and  he 
Is  now  living  retired  at  Astoria. 

Captain  Evenden  was  a  pupil  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  city  and  afterward 
attended  the  Oregon  Agricultural  College,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  IBH,  having  completed  a  course  In  forestry.  In  1919  the 
hotorary  degree  of  Master  of  Science  was  conferred  upon  him  In  recognition  of  work 
done.  In  1914  he  entered  the  forestry  service  at  Portland  as  entomologist  and  In  191G 
became  scientific  assistant  of  the  bureau  of  entomology  of  the  department  of  forestry, 
his  work  in  this  connection  covering  the  entire  northwest.  His  thorough  collegiate 
training  and  his  broad  practical  experience  have  made  his  labors  of  much  value  in 
connection  with  the  forestry  -department,  where  his  work  has  been  uninterrupted  save 
(or  the  period  ol  the  World  war.  At  the  same  time  he  has  been  as  active  as  possible 
in  support  of  civic  affairs  and  his  aid  and  InHuence  are  ever  on  the  side  of  progress 
and  Improvement.  He  belongs  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Regatta  Association  and 
his  religious  faith  la  that  of  the  Episcopal  church. 

On  the  I5tb  of  May,  1917,  Mr.  Evenden  went  to  the  offlcers*  training  camp  at  the 
Presidio  In  San  Pranclsco.  Prior  to  going  to  camp,  however,  he  had  taken  the  examina- 
tion and  was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  of  the  Infantry  Reserve  Corps.  At 
the  Presidio  he  was  commissioned  first  lieutenant  of  Company  F.  Three  Hundred  and 
Sixty-third  Infantry  of  the  Nlnety-flret  Division.  He  was  sent  to  Camp  L«wls,  August  29, 
1917,  to  Camp  Merrltt,  June  22,  19}8,  and  on  the  Sth  of  July  sailed  for  overseas,  landing 
In  England  on  the  23d.  The  division  went  to  the  vicinity  of  Langres  Haute  Marne  for 
training  and  thence  to  Oondre  Court,  taking  part  In  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive  from  the 
10th  to  the  12th  of  September  and  proceeding  thence  Into  the  Argonne,  which  was  the 
most  intensive  engagement  In  which  the  American  troops  took  part,  the  Ninety-Srst 
being  one  of  the  divisions  which  was  thrown  Into  the  forest  there  and  in  the  face  of  the 
most  murderous  machine  gun  Are  pushed  Its  way  forward,  driving  the  enemy  back  until 
the  woods  were  cleared  and  the  Germans  were  on  the  run.  On  the  4th  of  October,  191S, 
Captain  Evenden  went  Into  Belgium  with  the  Eighth  French  Army,  where  he  remained 
until  January,  1919.  and  was  then  sent  to  the  Le  Mans  area  for  preparation  for  embarka- 
tion h<»ne.    While  In  Prance,  on  the  2d  of  September.  191S.  he  was  promoted  to  captain 
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■od  wu  tuaignad  the  command  of  Compani'  Q,  Tbree  Hnodred  and  Siztr-third  lofantiT. 
Od  th«  17th  of  April.  191B,  he  Balled  from  St.  Naulre,  landing  In  the  United  BUtes  on  the  • 
24th  of  April.  The  Three  Hundred  and  Sixty-third  Infantry  was  dted  four  times. 
In  all  of  the  enKSgements  Captain  Erenden  commanded  the  forces  under  him,  well 
meiitlng  the  promotion  that  came  to  him.  Following  hia  return  home  he  reentered 
the  United  States  department  of  forestry  and  has  since  been  engaged  In  the  work. 

In  June,  191S,  Captain  Byenden  was  married  to  Htaa  BUa  Bishop,  of  Coeur  d'Alene, 
daughter  of  Frank  and  Mattle  (Hays)  Blabop,  the  former  now  deceased,  while  the 
latter  la  a  resident  of  Coeur  d'Alene.  The  Blahops  were  early  pioneers  of  Kootenai 
county,  where  they  hare  lived  for  thirty  years.  Both  Captain  and  Mrs.  Elrenden  hare 
an  extensive  circle  of  warm  friends  in  Coenr  d'Alene  and  the  hospitality 'of  the  best 
homes  is  freely  accorded  them.  A  young  man  of  progressive  spirit  who  has  made 
excellent  nse  of  his  time,  talents  and  opportanltles,  the  future  career  of  Captain  Kvendon 
undoubtedly  will  be  such  as  will  greatly  Interest  his  associates,  showing  forth  the 
sterling  traits  of  character  that  he  has  already  manifested. 


HISS  NORA  JONES. 

Hiss  Nora  Jones  Is  Oiling  the  position  of  postmistresa  at  Oooding,  of  which  town 
she  is  a  native.  Here  her  girlhood  days  were  passed  and  her  education  aognired  in  the 
pvbllc  Bcboola.  In  1910  she  took  up  a  homestead  on  Camas  Prairie,  In  what  is  now 
Camaa  county,  Idaho,  acquiring  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land.  She  proved  up 
on  this  property,  complying  with  all  the  laws  regarding  settlement  and  development, 
and  she  is  now  the  owner  of  an  excellent  quarter  section.  In  August,  1914,  she  was 
appointed  to  a  position  as  clerk  In  the  Oooding  postoCBce  and  afterward  was  advanced 
to  the  position  of  assistant  postmaster,  while  on  the  1st  of  Aognst,  1919,  she  was  made 
acting  postmistress  and  atill  oontinnea  In  this  position,  the  duties  of  which  office  she  Is 
discharging  most  promptly  and  capably.  She  has  a  wide  acquaintance  In  this  part  ot 
the  state  and  Is  highly  esteemed  by  all  who  know  her. 


TRACY  H.   MASON,  M.  D. 

Dr.  Tracy  R.  Hason,  engaged  In  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  at  Kellogg, 
Idaho,  is  also  prominent  in  the  public  affairs  of  the  state,  being  a  member  of  the  upper 
house  of  the  general  assembly  from  Shoshone  county.  He  was  bom  fn  the  village  of 
Neoga,  in  Cumberland  county,  Illinois,  December  24,  1874,  a  son  of  Dr.  Lewis  Hamer 
and  Ella  (Richardson)  Mason,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Ohio.  The  father  was 
also  a  physician  and  in  fact  Dr.  Tracy  R.  Mason  comes  from  a  family  ot  physicians, 
his  matemil  grandfather  and  hik  mother's  youngest  brother  being  also  representatives 
of  the  medical  profession.  His  father  was  graduated  from  the  Ohio  Medical  C<dlege  at 
Cincinnati  and  afterward  practiced  lin  Illinois  until  1SS8,  when  he  removed  to  the  west, 
settling  at  La  Orande,  Oregon,  where  he  opened  an  office  and  continued  in  active  medical 
practice  until  his  death,  which  occurred  February  8,  1893,  when  he  was  but  forty-four 
years  of  age.  His  widow  still  resides  at  La  Orande,  Oregon,  and  haa  a  brother,  Dr. 
A.  L.  Richardson,  who  Is  a  practicing  physician  ot  that  place. 

Dr.  Tracy  R.  Maaon  waa  a  lad  ot  but  thirteen  years  when  the  family  home  was  eetab- 
liabed  at  La  Orande  and  he  haa  lived  in  the  west  since  1888,  or  for  a  period  of  thirty- 
one  years.  He  has  made  his  home  In  Kellogg  for  twenty-two  years,  or  since  1898.  and 
throughout  the  entire  period  has  engaged  In  medical  and  surgical  practice.  After  com- 
pleting his  more  speclOcally  literary  education  he  entered  the  American  Medical  College 
at  St.  Louis,  from  which  be  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1898.  Subsequently  he  was 
graduated  from  the  Bennett  Medical  College  of  Chicago  in  1905.  He  located  for  practice 
at  Kellogg,  Idaho,  in  1898  and  throughout  the  intervening  period  baa  rendered  valuable 
service  to  his  fellow  townsmen  in  checking  the  ravages  of  disease.  He  haa  been  a  close 
and  discriminating  student  of  the  science  of  medicine  and  keeps  In  touch  with  the  latest 
researches  and  dlacoveriea  concerning  profesalonal  work.  He  belongs  to  the  Idaho  Medi- 
cal Society  and  also  to  the  American  Medical  Association  and  in  addition  to  hia  private 
practice  be  is  serving  as  physician  and  surgeon  on  the  stalf  of  the  Wardner  Hospital  at 
Kellogg.  During  the  period  of  the  European  war  he  served  on  the  Shoahone  medical 
advisory  board.  « 
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On  October  19,  1904,  Dr.  Maeon  was  married  In  KelloKS  to  HIM  Katberlne  Ooets, 
a  natlTe  of  IdBbo,  who  was  born  on  &  ranch  In  the  northern  part  of  the  state  and  was 
«ducated  In  the  Unlversltr  of  Idaho.  She  Is  a  Udy  of  liberal  culture  and  both  Dr.  and 
Hrs.  Muon  occupy  an  enviable  poettlon  In  those  social  circles  where  IntelllKence  and 
true  worth  are  received  as  the  passports  Into  good  society. 

The  Doctor  Is  a  member  of  tbe  F^temal  Order  of  Eagles  and  has  been  examlnlns 
Borseon  of  his  home  aerle  at  Kellogg  for  fourteen  years.  His  political  allegiance  Is 
given  to  the  democratic  party  and  for  four  years  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  town 
council.  He  was  then  elected  mayor  of  the  city  in  1917  without  oppceltion  and  served 
until  April,  191S.  All  of  Kellogg's  Important  Improvements,  such  as  street  paving, 
sewers,  the  city  hall  and  the  fire  department,  have  been  Instituted  since  he  entered 
the  conncU  In  1913.  He  has  always  stood  for  progress  and  Improvement  in  com- 
munis aftalrs  and  has  given  to  tbe  city  as  mayor  a  most  buslaessllke  and  progres- 
sive admtnlBtratlon  which  has  brought  about  many  needed  reforms  and  Introduced 
many  constructive  elements.  In  1902  he  was  elected  coroner  of  Sboshcme  county  and 
In  1918  he  wae  chosen  for  representative  of  his  district  In  tbe  state  senate,  where 
he  Is  now  serving  on  the  committees  on  flnance,  public  health,  mines  and  mining. 
In  whatever  relation  we  find  him,  In  tbe  government  service,  In  political  circles. 
In  business  or  social  relatione  or  In  the  practice  of  bis  prtrfesalon,  he  Is  always 
tbe  same  honorable  and  honored  gentleman  whose  worth  well  merits  the  hl^ 
regard  uniformly  given  htm. 


CAPTAIN  WILLIAM  RICHARDSON  SHIELDS. 

Hutlan  lost  one  of  her  most  valued  and  representative  eltltens  In  the  passing  of 
CapUIn  William  Richardson  Shields  on  the  Ist  of  October,  1919,  tor  from  pioneer  times 
he  had  been  connected  with  tbe  Coeur  d'Alenes  and  made  substantial  contribution  to 
tbe  development,  settlement  and  upbuilding  of  the  northern  section  of  the  state.  He 
was  bom  In  Roanoke  county,  Virginia,  April  2.  1S27,  and  was  a  representative  of  one  of 
the  old  American  families  that  was  founded  In  the  new  world  In  1770,  his  anceatora 
coming  from  England  and  Scotland.  Among  then  were  those  who  took  part  In  tbe 
war  for  independence  and  tbe  same  spirit  has  been  manifest  throughout  the  succeeding 
generations,  all  remaining  true  to  their  principles  and  beliefs. 

After  arriving  at  years  of  maturity  Captain  Shields  was  married  to  Miss  Sue  Virginia 
Price,  who  Is  still  living,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  six  children:  Charles,  Harry, 
Nellie,  Willie  and  two  who  passed  awsy  In  Infancy.  Three  of  those  who  reached  adult 
age  have  also  been  called  to  the  home  beyond  and  Willie,  who  Is  now  tbe  wife  of  F.  3. 
Scobee,  of  Mullan,  Is  the  only  surviving  child. 

At  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  war  Captain  Shields  was  teaching  school 
at  Roanoke,  Virginia,  and,  responding  to  tbe  call  of  bis  loved  southland,  be  Joined  the 
Confederate  army,  becoming  a  member  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Virginia  Volunteers.  He 
took  part  In  the  principal  engagementa  that  occurred  during  the  first  three  years  ot  tha 
Civil  war  and  was  wounded  In  the  second  battle  of  Bull  Ran  and  also  at  Antletam, 
During  the  last  year  of  the  war  he  saw  no  active  service.  At  the  time  of  Qeneral  Lee's 
surrender  he  was  a  captain  In  the  Twenty-seventh  Virginia  Infantry. 

For  several  years  after  the  war  Captain  Shields  continued  to  reside  In  the  Old 
Dcmlnlon  and  then  made  his  way  to  the  Pacific  coast,  crossing  tbe  country  to  San 
Francisco,  while  later  he  proceeded  northward  to  Forest  Grove,  Oregon,  and  In  ISSS 
removed  to  Sprague,  Washington.  The  year  1SS6  witnessed  his  arrival  In  the  Coear 
d'Alenea,  at  which  time  he  established  his  home  In  Mullan.  Not  long  afterward  he 
engaged  In  the  sawroill  business  and  furnished  the  lumber  for  all  of  the  pioneer  dwell- 
ings and  business  buildings  of  the  town.  In  189S  he  removed  his  family  from  Sprague 
to  Mullan,  for  his  interests  centered  here,  although  after  retiring  from  the  sawmill 
business  he  tallowed  mining  for  several  years  and  then  went  to  St.  Regis,  Montana, 
where  he  conducted  a  mercantile  enterprise.  Afterward  he  became  actively  engaged  In 
ranching.  In  which  occupation  he  continued  for  fifteen  years.  From  1917,  owing  to 
Impaired  health,  he  lived  retired. 

At  different  periods  Captain  Shields  filled  public  ofllces  of  honor  and  trust.  While  In 
Mi»tana  he  was  at  one  time  a  candidate  for  the  oOlce  of  county  commiBsioner  of  Mineral 
county  on  tbe  democratic  ticket,  but  Boon  afterward  left  Montana  and  returned  to  Mullan, 
Idaha    Later  he  served  as  bailiff  under  Sheriff  Robert  Pfell  and  continued  In  that  posl- 
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tlon  nntll  about  two  yetm  prior  to  bla  demlM.  whldi  occurred  on  the  1st  ol  Ootobar, 
1*19.  All  who  knew  htm  bore  teetlmonr  to  hia  admirable  cbaraeter  atid  sterlluK  wortb. 
Ho  bU  attained  tbe  noUble  ace  of  nlnetr-two  years  ere  "tbe  wearr  wheels  of  lite  at 
lenstb  stood  still." 


FRANK  U.  SNYDER. 


Tbrouffhout  bis  buslnew  career  Prank  H.  Bnyder  baa  been  IdentlQed  wltb  banking 
and  long  experience,  tborongb  Btndr  and  keen  sagacity  bave  qualified  bfm  In  splendid 
meaBure  for  tbe  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  Heybum  State  Bank  of  Herbnrn,  Idabo, 
of  wbleb  be  Is  now  the  president.  Step  by  step  he  has  adTanced,  learning  from  each 
experience  tbe  lesaona  tbereln  contained,  and  be  baa  reached  an  enrlable  position  as  a 
repreaentatlre  of  the  banking  fratemltr  of  this  sute.  He  waa  bom  In  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
Harcb  6,  187S.  and  la  a  son  of  John  H.  and  Alrlra  B.  (Bradley)  Snyder,  tbe  former  a 
native  of  Ohio,  while  the  latter  was  bom  In  Madrid,  New  York.  Wben  a  youiw  man 
the  father  went  to  Qeneseo,  Illinois,  and  there  be  enlisted  for  serrlce  In  the  Union  army 
In  1861.  He  remained  wltb  hie  command  nntll  honorably  dlacharged  In  1S64  and 
daring  that  time  was  twice  wtmnded.  Returning  to  his  home  In  Illinois,  he  afterward 
removed  to  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  where  be  f<dtowed  railroad  work  on  tbe  Rock  Island, 
doing  contract  work  for  a  number  of  years.  There  be  passed  away  at  the  age  of  sixty- 
eight.  HIB  widow  In  1912  removed  to  Boise.  Idaho,  where  she  Is  now  living.  In  bte 
political  views  Hr.  Snyder  was  a  republican.  He  was  well  known  In  Haaonlo  drclea, 
having  atUlned  tbe  Knight  Templar  degree  of  tbe  York  Rite,  and  be  belonged  also 
to  tbe  Presbyterian  church — In  which  associations  were  found  an  Indication  of  the 
higb  principles  that  Koverned  his  career. 

Frank  M.  Snyder  spent  bis  boyhood  days  In  Iowa  and  after  attending  tbe  public 
schools  continued  bis  studies  In  the  Iowa  Buslnesa  College.  He  made  his  initial  step 
In  the  business  world  as  an  employee  In  the  German  SavlnRs  Bank  at  Dee  Moinee, 
and  later  he  entered  the  Marquardt  Savings  Bank.  In  1901  he  removed  to  Denver, 
Colorado,  to  take  a  position  as  csahler  wltb  the  Northwestern  Lite  t  Savings  Company 
and  so  continued  until  the  fall  of  1904.  He  afterward  removed  to  Des  Holnes,  Iowa,  and 
was  paying  teller  In  the  Central  State  Bank  of  that  city  until  October,  1905,  when  he 
came  to  Heybnra,  Idaho,  and  organlced  the  bnnk  of  wblcb  he  Is  now  tbe  prealdent, 
while  bis  brother-ln-taw  organised  what  was  called  tbe  Rupert  State  Bank  and  Is  now 
tbe  Rupert  National  B'-nk.  Tbe  Heyburn  State  Bank  has  a  capital  and  surplus  of 
twenty-two  thousand  dollars,  Indicating  tbe  steady  growth  of  tbe  business,  for  tbe  b^nk 
was  originally  capttallied  for  tea  thousand  d(dlars.  Mr.  Snyder  la  the  president  of  the 
bank,  with  George  E.  Schroeder  as  vice  president,  and  tbe  success  and  continued  growtb 
t3t  tbe  institution  Is  attributable  in  large  measure  to  his  sound  Judgment  and  ready 
bnalnese  discrimination. 

In  1900  Hr.  Snyder  was  married  to  Hlaa  Carrie  M.  HcQotBton,  a  native  of  Polk 
county,  Iowa,  and  a  daughter  ot  David  S.  and  Avis  (Saylor)  McQuiston,  the  former  a 
veteran  ot  tbe  Civil  war.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snyder  have  tKcome  parents  of  three  children: 
Lonise,  Fbil  and  Paul.  Mr.  Snyder  belongs  to  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  Is  senior 
warden  of  Heyburn  Lodge  Na  46,  A.  F.  ft  A.  M.  He  and  his  wife  occupy  an  enviable 
social  position  in  tbe  town  and  In  all  matters  of  progreaslve  citizenship  his  aid  Is 
oonnted  upon,  for  be  stauda  In  the  front  rank  ot  those  men  who  are  attempting  to 
upbuild  the  city  along  progressive  bualnesB  lines,  seeking  through  practical  methods 
to  secure  tbe  adoption  of  higb  American  Ideals. 


CHARLES  O.  MOORE,  M.  D. 

Dr.  Cbarlee  O.  Moore,  a  well  known  phyatcian  and  aurgeon,  of  Parla,  Idaho,  who  waa 
actively  connected  with  the  medical  department  of  the  United  Statea  army,  both  In  this 
country  and  overseas,  for  about  two  years  during  the  period  ot  tbe  World  war,  waa 
bom  In  St  Louis.  Missouri,  December  14.  1886,  and  Is  a  aon  ot  David  Ud  Octarla 
(Gordon)  Hoore,  the  former  a  native  of  Ireland  and  tbe  latter  of  Illinois. 

The  father  emigrated  from  Ireland  to  the  United  States  in  an  early  day  and  located 
In  New  York,  where  he  entered  the  eBtabllahmeut  ot  Tiffany  ft  Company  and  learned  tbe 
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ti-ade  of  a  dlamand  mtter.  After  spendlaK  several  years  nith  the  New  York  Ann,  be 
was  Bent  to  St.  Louis  and  remalnkd  tn  that  city  until  1903,  when  he  removed  to  Mar- 
Bhalltown,  Iowa,  where  h«  and  his  wife  are  now  residing. 

Charles  O.  Moore  waa  reared  Iq  St  Louis,  where  he  received  a  part  of  bis  early 
education  later  attending  tbe  hlKb  school  at  Marshall  town,  Iowa,  where  the  family  were 
then  living.  He  spent  two  years  In  Cornell  College  and  later  entered  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  Crelghton  University  at  Omaha,  where  be  remained  four  years  and  was  gradu- 
ated with  the  class  of  1914.  Following  bis  graduation,  Dr.  Moore  spent  twenty-two  - 
montbs  at  boaptUl  work  In  St.  Joseph's  Hospital.  Omaha.  In  191E  he  went  to  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  and  was  connected  wltb  tbe  boird  of  heiltb  there  for  about  sixteen  montbs, 
at  the  end  of  that  period  removing  to  Paris,  Idaho,  where  be  arrived  in  1916  and 
practiced  medicine  ^or  about  twelve  months. 

Sbortly  after  tbe  declaration  of  war  by  this  country.  Dr.  Moore,  In  June,  1917, 
enlisted  In  the  United  States  army  and  was  called  Into  tbe  service  In  August  of  the 
same  ye<)r,  being  commlasloned  first  lleutenpnL  Before  be  was  dlacbirged  In  1919  he  held 
tbe  rank  of  major.  He  served  three  montbs  at  Fort  Riley  and  was  then  sent  to  Rochester, 
Minnesota,  for  a  course  io  surgery.  For  four  months  he  bad  charge  of  the  pneumonia 
ward  at  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  and  at  the  end  of  that  period  he  trained  troops  for  sanitary 
service  at  Camp  Sevier,  South  Carolina.  Dr.  Moore  was  next  assigned  to  base  hospital 
64,  American  Expeditionary  Force,  and  In  August^  1918,  sailed  for  England,  going  thence 
to  Prance,  where  be  was  chief  of  the  medical  service  In  base  hospital  64,  and  remilned 
In  that  country  for  one  year.  He  then  returned  to  the  United  States  and  met  with  an 
accident  which  resulted  In  a  broken  leg  while  at  Camp  Hill.  He  was  sent  to  the  genera) 
hospital  at  Ssn  Pranclsco.  from  which  be  was  discharged  September  IS,  1919.  He  baa 
since  practiced  bis  profession  in  Paris.  Bear  Lake  county,  Idaho,  aud  is  generally 
recognised  as  one  of  tbe  most  skillful  surgeons  and  medical  practitioners  In  this  part 
of  the  state. 

On  June  13,  1915,  Dr.  Moore  was  united  in  marriage  to  Josephine  Durkee,  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  and  they  have  two  children.  The  Doctor  Is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
church,  end  he  and  his  wife  are  prominent  In  all  social  and  cultural  actlvltiea  In  the 
district  In  which  they  reside.  Ar)art  from  the  practice  of  bis  profession,  he  has  busi- 
ness Interests  of  an  Impnrtsnt  character.  In  partnership  with  Parley  S.  Lewis,  he  owns 
Ave  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land  In  Camas  county,  Idaho,  where  they  operate  a  ca^ 
tie  and  prain  ranch,  and  he  Is  a  stockholder  In  the  Beet  Growers  Sugar  Company  of 
RIgby.  Dr.  Moore  'Is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  order  and  is  active  In  tbe  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  and  blue  lodge.  He  la  also  a  member  of  the  American  Legion;  of  tbe  Phi  Rbo 
Sigma  medical  fraternity;  of  tbe  county  and  state  medical  societies;  of  the  United  States 
Military  Surgeons,  and  of  tbe  American  Medical  Association,  In  the  affairs  ot  all  these 
taking  a  warm  and  practical  Interest.  Politically,  be  gives  bis  support  to  the  republi- 
can party,  but  has  never  been  a  seeker  after  political  office. 


MORTIMER  F.  CRESSY, 

The  attractive  new  home  of  Mortimer  F.  Cresay,  combining  both  beauty  and  comfort, 
stands  In  the  midst  of  a  ranch  of  twenty-five  acres  a  mile  and  a  half  northeast  of  Ustick, 
and  as  the  years  have  passed,  through  h's  Industry  snd  enterprise,  Mr.  Cressy  has  made 
his  place  a  valuable  property  and  one  that  Is  now  highly  productive.  He  is  a  native  of 
Minnesota,  having  been  born  on  a  farm  In  that  state,  February  23,  1869,  his  parents 
being  Joseph  and  Mary  (Pulton)  Cressy,  tbe  latter  a  relative  of  Robert  Fulton  of  steam- 
boat fame.    Both  parents  were  natives  ot  the  state  of  New  York. 

Mortimer  F.  Creasy  was  reared  rit  Kasson.  Minnesota,  and  when  nineteen  years  of 
age  went  to  Osakis,  that  state,  where  he  and  his  elder  brother,  WHllam,  conducted  a 
harness  shop  for  two  years,  while  later  he  devoted  five  years  to  the  cattle  business.  On 
the  expiration  ot  that  period  he  removed  to  Duluth,  Minnesota,  where  he  became  a 
member  of  tbe  fire  department,  and  alter  six  montha  be  was  made  captain  of  one  of  the 
Are  stations  of  that  city.  In  1S95  he  came  to  Idiho  and  followed  placer  mining  in 
Owyhee  county  for  a  time.  He  located  the  Swan  Falls  power  site  on  the  Snake  river 
and  In  1905  sold  the  property  to  a  party  who  afterward  aold  It  to  tbe  Idaho  Power 
Company,  by  which  It  Is  now  owned.  Mr.  Cressy  received  five  thousand  dollars  tor  the 
site.  He  then  Invested  In  some  Thunder  Mountain  mining  claims  and  on  these  realized 
a  profit  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  in  one  year.    In  1903  he  located  In  Boise. 
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It  ma  on  the  6Ui  or  October,  1904.  that  Hr.  Cressr  wu  inaiTled  In  Welwr,  Idabo, 
to  MlH  Myrtle  Markeon,  who  was  born  at  DalloB,  Texas,  October  23,  188S,  a  daughter  of 
Phillip  A.  and  Mildred  (Bntta)  Harkson.  Hra.  Cressr  wae  largely  reared  and  educated 
In  Boutbem  California.  She  Is  an  accomplished  lady  who  for  some  time  studied  in 
Boston,  MassachuBetts,  and  possesses  a  fine  soprano  voice,  well  trained. 

FollowluK  their  marrlsKe,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Creasy  rssided  In  Boise  until  1913  and  then 
took  up  their  abode  on  their  present  ranch  property.  While  liTing  in  the  capital  dty 
Mr.  Cressy  made  large  InTcstments  in  city  realty  and  was  for  a  time  one  of  the  prindp^ 
taxirayers  theie.  Since  1916  he  has  concentrated  his  eOorta  and  attention  upon  the 
derelopment  and  Improyement  of  what  is  today  a  valuable  ranch  property  of  twenty-five 
acrea.  They  have  mads  many  improvements  upon  the  place,  ooovertlng  It  into  a  very 
productive  tract  of  land,  on  which  Mr.  Creasy  has  recently  erected  an  attractive  modem 
residence.  While  all  days  In  his  career  have  not  been  equally  bright  and  the  storm 
clouds  have  at  times  gathered,  he  has  nevsr  become  discouraged  nor  disheartened  by 
eondltlons,  and  his  resolute  spirit  and  energy  have  enabled  him  to  overcome  obstacles 
and  difUcultles  and  steadily  advance  on  the  high  road  toward  pro^erity. 


SATLOR  JOSEPH  BROWN. 

Saylor  Joeeph  Brown  operates  one  at  the  most  highly  improved  ranches  tn  Ada 
county,  the  property  lying  six  and  a  half  mites  northwest  of  Meridian.  He  was  bom 
In  Ray  county,  MlsBonrl,  March  11,  1891.  a  son  of  the  late  Joseph  and  Hary  B.  (Jones) 
Brown,  of  whom  more  extended  mention  la  made  on  another  page  of  this  work.  The 
father  has  passed  away,  but  the  mother  still  survives  and  Is  well  known  and  highly 
esteemed  in  Ada  county,  where  she  makes  her  home. 

Saylor  J.  Brown  was  a  lad  of  thirteen  years  when  he  came  with  ^is  parents  to 
Idaho  In  1904,  locating  on  the  ranch  where  he  now  lives.  He  has  remained  thereon 
continuously  since  and  is  now  actively  engaged  in  its  operation,  his  well  directed  labon 
being  attended  with  excellent  results.  This  Is  one  of  the  best  Improved  ranch  properties 
in  Ada  county  and  Is  owned  by  his  mother,  Mrs.  Mary  Eliiabeth  Brown,  He  has  a  farm 
of  his  own  Bdjolning  this  place  on  the  west  and  embracing  land  that  was  psirt  of  the 
original  ranch. 

On  the  30th  of  September,  1914,  Hr.  Brown  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Ehida 
Belts,  a  native  of  LIgonler,  Indiana,  and  a  daughter  of  Melvtn  A.  Belts.  They  now  have 
a  daughter,  Veeta  Roberta,  who  was  bom  October  7,  I91S.  Thsy  enjoy  an  enviable  posi- 
tion in  social  circles  of  the  community  In  which  they  reside,  while  Hr.  Brown  is  widely 
recognised  as  one  of  lt«  enterprising  and  representative  yonng  agrlcultnrlBts. 


ALBERT  O.  McGRATH. 

Albert  0.  McOratb,  who  passed  away  In  Boise  on  the  8th  of  February,  1920,  was 
widely  known  as  a  substantial  and  representative  agrlcnltnrlst  of  Canyon  county, 
owning  a  well  Improved  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  acres  situated  t^o  and  a  halt 
miles  northeast  of  MIddleton.  He  was  bom  In  Phillips  eountyt  Kansas,  April  13,  1877, 
and  came  to  Idaho  with  his  psrents  in  1890.  when  a  lad  of  thirteen  years.  In  this  state 
be  resided  throughout  the  remainder  of  his  lite,  or  tor  a  period  of  three  decades,  devot- 
ing his  attention  to  ranching  Interests  with  gratifying  success.  His  farm,  embracing 
one  hundred  and  thirty  acres  in  the  vicinity  of  Hiddleton,  .Is  now  In  possession  of  his 
widow. 

On  the  3d  ot  March,  1903,  in  Boise.  Idaho.  Mr.  MeOrath  was  united  In  marriage  to 
Hiss  Susie  Hughes,  whose  birth  occnrred  at  Idaho  Falls,  Idaho,  Febmary  4.  1SS2,  her 
parents  being  Hoses  S.  and  Mary  F.  (Cogdlll)  Hnghes.  They  came  to  Idaho  from 
Missouri  as  early  as  1879,  locating  first  at  Idaho  Falls  and  Bubsequsntlj'  removing  to 
Star.  Mr.  Hughes  passed  away  at  SUr  on  the  7th  of  March,  1908,  but  his  widow  still 
survives  and  yet  makes  her  home  at  that  place.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McOrath  became  the 
parents  ot  five  children,  namely:  Mabel,  who  was  bora  March  10,  1904;  EKhel,  whose  birth 
occurred  September  16,  ItOG;  Fay.  bom  February  10,  1907;  Marlon,  who  was  born 
July  12,  1908;  and  Edna,  who  first  opened  her  eyes,  to  the  light  of  day  on  the  2<th  ot 
May,  1911.    The  wife  and  children  were  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  the  husband  and 
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tftthM',  wbo  died  of  Inflneiiia  tn  a  Boise  boEpItal  on  tli«  8tta  of  Febmaiy,  1920,  «t  th« 
craniwratlTelr  early  ase  of  forty-three  years.  Hie  demise  was  the  occasion  of  deep  and 
>  widespread  regret,  for  he  bad  won  an  extensive  circle  ot  warm  friends  during  ttie  long 
period  ot  his  residence  In  this  state.  Mrs.  McOrath  has  resided  In  Idaho  throngtaout 
her  entire  life  and  has  therefore  wltneseed  much  of  Its  growth  and  development  as  the 
years  have  passed.  She  Is  widely  and  favorably  known  in  Canyon  county,  enjoying  the 
hlgb  regard  and  esteem  ot  all  with  whom  she  has  come  in  contact. 


JAMES  Q.  TOTET. 

The  responsible  office  of  anperlntendent  of  schools  for  Oneida  county,  Idaho,  is  now 
and  has  been  for  more  than  seven  years  past  vested  in  James  C.  Tovey,  a  well  knows 
resident  of  Malad  City,  where  he  was  bora  October  6,  188S.  He  is  a  son  ot  Oeorge  and 
Sanh  (Chivere)  Tovey,  natives  of  Wlllard,  Utah,  both  ot  whom  vrere  brought  to  Oneida 
county,  Idaho,  by  their  respective  parents  when  Inlants  but  six  months  old.  Here  the 
father  grew  ta  manhood  and  was  educated.  Later  he  became  a  farmer  and  also  engaged 
In  cattle  and  sheep  raising,  remaining  thus  occupied  for  several  years.  He  acquired 
a  homestead,  which  he  Improved -and  continued  to  operate  during  his  active  years. 
He  la  now  praetically  living  retired  and  has  reached  the  age  of  fltty-elx  years.  His  wife 
la  also  living. 

James  C.  Tovey  was  reared  on  his  father's  place  and  acquired  his  early  education  In 
the  public  schools  of  Malad  City,  later  attending  hlgb  aohool,  the  Idaho  State  University 
and  the  Agricultural  College  at  Logan,  Utah,  from  which  institution  he  was  graduated  in 
the  agricultural  course  with  the  class  of  1911.  receiving  the  degree  ot  B.  S.  FoUawlng 
his  graduation,  Mr.  Tovey  taught  In  the  Malad  high  schotd  for  one  year,  and  tn  March. 
1913,  he  was  appointed  to  his  present  position  as  superintendent  ot  ecbocls  for  Oneida 
connQr  and  has  been  reelected  to  the  eame  office  at  each  succeeding  election  ever  since, 
giving  the  utmost  satisfaction  to  all  interested  in  the  cause  of  education  in  the  county. 
He  Is  general  agent  for  the  Idaho  State  Life  Insurance  Company  and  has  met  with 
suocess  In  this  busineBS,  writing  a  quarter  million  dollara  worth  of  insurance  In  the 
months  of  April,  May  and  June,  1919. 

In  April,  1913,  Mr.  Tovey  was  married  to  Isabella  Davis,  and  they  hare  become  tM 
parents  ot  three  sons,  namely:  Jack  D.,  bom  January  20,  1914;  Boyd,  born  January  16, 
1916,  and  J.  Farrell,  In  December,  1918.  Mr.  Tovey  Is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  order, 
in  the  atralra  of  which  he  takes  a  warm  interest,  and  he  supports  the  republican  party. 
He  Js  a  member  of  the  board  of  governors  ot  the  Commercial  Club.  Mr.  Tovey  owns  two 
hnndred  acres  ot  land  about  three  miles  from  Malad  City,  which  he  rents. 


HBNRT  C.  HILLER. 

Henry  C  Miller  Is  devoting  his  life  to  ranching  and  Is  now  occupying  the  ranch 
property  of  Hon.  John  W.  Eagleson,  state  treasurer,  ot  whom  be  ts  a  warm  personal 
friend.  This  place  la  situated  a  mile  north  ot  Ustlck,  but  while  leasing  this  land  Mr. 
Uiller  is  also  the  owner  of  a  good  ranch  property  at  Star,  Idaba  He  was  born  In 
Douglas  county,  Illinois,  May  3,  1868.  and  Is  a  son  of  Anthony  and  Barbara  (Stamback) 
MUler,  both  of  whom  were  of  German  and  Ii^lsh  descent,  and  both  have  now  passed  away. 
The  father  was  bom  in  Kentucky  and  tbe  mother  In  Ohio.  They  had  a  family  of  ten 
children,  six  sons  and  four  daughters,  all  of  whom  are  yet  living  with  the  exception  of 
one  danghter. 

Henry  C.  Miller  was  reared  largely  upon  a  farm  in  Edgar  county,  Illinois.  In  young 
manhood,  or  in  1892,  he  went  to  southwestern  Missouri,  where  he  carried  on  farming 
lor  ten  years.  Dnring  that  period  he  was  married  on  the  3d  of  November,  1894,  to 
Miss  Mln^e  Shaffer,  who  was  bom  In  Missouri.  January  23,  1876,  a  daughter  of  William 
and  Harrnt  Shatter,  who  are  now  residing  near  Star,  Idaho.  Mr.  Miller  has  been  a 
resident  ot  Idaho  since  1900  and  throughout  the  intervening  period  has  made  bis  home 
In  Ada  county,  chiefly  at  or  near  Star.  However,  for  a  time  he  was  superintendent  of 
tbe  county  farm  northwest  of  Boise,  covering  a  period  of  four  years,  being  the  last  to 
occupy  that  position  before  the  present  County  Hospital  was  established  near  the  state 
fair  grounds.     When  this  was  done  he  became  the  first  superintendent  of  the  latter 
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Uutltutlon  afid  cootlDued  as  such  tor  sis  montlis,  his  wife  becoming  Ui*  first  matron. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  MilUr  have  been  born  two  cbildren:  Bealah,  now  the  wife  of 
Clifford  Clark,  of  Melba,  Idaho;  and  William  Antbony,  who  la  nineteen  years  of  age  and 
nsldea  with  his  parents.  Hr.  Miller  Is  a  member  of  tbe  Christian  chnreh,  while  his 
wife  belonKs  to  the  Methodist  chnrcb.  Fraternally  he  Is  an  Odd  Fellow  and  Is  a  past 
grand  of  the  local  lodge.  Both  be  and  his  wife  sapport  tbe  republican  party  where 
national  Issues  are  involved,  but  at  local  elections  do  not  hesitate  to  cast  an  Independent  , 
ballot.  Mr.  Miller  served  as  republican  committeeman  at  Star  for  two  terms  and  he  QUed 
the  offlce  of  road  supervisor  there  for  two  terms.  He  likewise  served  as  school  director 
and  at  all  times  has  stood  for  those  activities  and  interests  which  are  of  value  and  worth 
in  community  affairs.  He  Is  fond  of  hunting  and  flefaing,  greatly  enloying  a  trip  Into 
the  open,  bat  he  never  allows  this  to  interfere  with  his  bome  duties  and  In  the  conduct 
of  his  business  interests  he  has  met  with  substantial  success. 


PATRICK  MrMONIGLE. 

Patrick  McMonlgle.  concentrating  his  efforts  and  attention  upon  ranching  interests 
on  Deer  creek.  In  Blaine  county,  not  fir  from  Halley,  was  born  In  the  parish  of  Lick- 
erward,  In  County  Donegal,  Ireland.  March  27,  1B42,  and  Is  a  son  of  Edward  and  Bridget 
(Brennon)  McHonlgle.  He  remained  on  the  Emerald  Isle  until  1869  and  then  came 
to  the  United  States,  landing  at  Portland.  Maine,  whence  be  made  his  way  to  New 
York.  He  afterward  removed  to  Luserne  county.  Pennsylvania,  where  he  worked  In 
the  mines  for  six  years.  He  then  made  his  way  westward  to  Denver.  Colorado,  and 
afterward  to  Bingtaim  canyon,  Utah,  where  he  was  employed  at  mining  for  a  year. 
He  then  made  his  way  to  Qlendale.  Montana,  where  he  spent  four  years  In  mining,  and 
on  tbe  8th  of  May.  1880,  he  arrived  in  the  Wood  river  country.  In  tbe  vicinity  Of  what 
Is  now  tbe  town  of  Hailey.  He  was  engaged  in  prospecting  here  and  located  one  hun- 
dred and  one  claims,  for  which  he  r>aid  five  hundred  and  Qve  dollars.  He  l>egan  operat- 
ing a  part  of  his  mining  property  and  still  operates  two  of  the  mines,  which  are  pro- 
ducing lead  and  silver.  In  1S81  he  purchased  his  present  ranch,  embracing  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres,  which  he  secured  as  a  squatter's  right  by  purchase,  and  proved 
up  under  the  preemption  laws.  He  has  added  to  tbe  original  purchase  from  time  to 
time  until  he  now  has  seven  hundred  and  nine  acres,  constituting  a  valuable  property, 
upon  which  he  Is  successfully  engaged  In  raising  cattle.  His  original  heme  upon  this 
place  was  a  log  cabin  which  Is  still  standing,  but  he  has  erected  a  commodious  and 
attractive  fr^me  residence  and  has  also  put  up  other  new  buildings  which  are  attractive 
features  of  the  ranch. 

On  the  9th  of  February.  1894.  Mr.  McMonigle  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  McLaughlin, 
who  Is  a  daughter  of  John  and  Julia  (Malay)  HdUaughlln,  the  former  a  native  of  Neir 
Hampshire  and  the  tatter  of  Ireland.  Mr.  and  Mrs,  McMonigle  have  become  the  parents 
of  bU  children:  Anna,  who  Is  now  teaching  in  the  high  school  at  Rupert;  Patrick;  John; 
Andrew;   Hugh;   and  James. 

Hr,  McMonigle  votes  with  the  democratic  party  but  neither  seeks  nor  desires  office 
as  a  reward  for  party  fealty.  He  has  never  had  occasion  to  regret  his  determination 
to  come  to  the  new  world,  for  he  here  found  the  opportunities  which  he  sought  and  In 
their  utlllEatlon  h?s  made  steady  progress.  For  a  long  period  he  was  closely  associated 
with  the  mining  Interests  of  the  state  and  he  is  concentrating  his  efforts  and  attention 
upon  ranching  Interests.  In  which  be  Is  meeting  with  substantial  and  gratifying  results. 


LEONIDAS  A.  MECHAM. 

Leonldus  A.  Mecbam,  who  tor  the  past  six  years  has  occupied  the  office  of  postmaster 
-of  Preston,  is  a  native  of  Utah,  bom  In  Salt  Lake  City,  October  19,  lS64,%a  son  of 
Leonldas  C.  and  Margaret  E.  (Champlln)  Mecbam,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania.  In  I8G2  the  father  crossed  the  plains  by  ox  team  and  arrived  In 
Salt  Lake  City  in  September  of  that  year.  On  taking  up  his  residence  In  Utah  he  com- 
inenced  to  work  at  farming,  following  that  occupation  at  Provo,  Morgan  and  Brlgham 
City,  and  in  December,  186S,  he  removed  to  Franklin,  Franklin  county,  Idaho,  which 
was  then  considered  to  be  In  Utah.    Tbere  be  managed  a  general  merchandise  business. 
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ranalnlnc  ttana  ensaKed  for  about  flTe  years.  At  tbe  end  o(  that  period  he  want  to  vork 
aa  the  railroad,  then  In  the  course  of  construction,  and  was  employed  aa  tlmek«eper 
tor  a  year.  He  than  returned  to  Franklin  and  bought  a  tract  ot  land,  on  which  he  bad 
Jnat  ccxnpleted  the  erection  of  a  home,  when  he  was  stricken  with  paralysis  and  died  on 
Angust  20,  1S86,  at  the  age  ot  flfty-llTe  years.  HIa  widow  Burvfred  tor  several  years, 
her  death  occurring  In  February,  1909,  at  the  age  of  seTenty-eix  years. 

Leonldaa  A.  Mecham,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  principally  reared  and  edu- 
cated in  Morgan,  Utah,  and  also  attended  the  schools  of  Franklin,  Idaho,  for  three 
winters.  He  then  started  working  for  himself,  driving  a  team  In  freighting  from 
Corinne,  Utah,  to  dlSereot  points  In  Uontana,  for  about  six  years.  He  then  took  a 
homestead  about  four  miles  north  of  Preston,  at  a  place  called  Rlverdale,  which  he 
Improred  and  operated  tor  twenty-seTen  years.  At  the  end  of  that  time  he  sold  the 
place  and  removed  to  Preston,  where  he  worked  at  various  occupations.  On  August  1, 
1914,  he  was  appointed  postmaster  of  Preston  by  President  Wilson  and  has  served  in  this 
offlce  ever  since  to  the  entire  satisfaction  ot  all  concerned. 

On  Hay  1,  1876,  Mr.  Mecham  was  married  to  Miss  Bllia  Smart,  a  daoghter  of 
Thomas  and  Ann  (Heyter)  Smart,  the  former  a  native  of  England  and  the  latter  of 
Franca.  On  coming  to  this  country,  her  father  located  at  Salt  Lake  City,  but  later 
removed  to  Prove,  Utah,  where  he  resided  for  some  time.  In  1S60  he  removed  to 
Franklin,  Idaho,  where  he  took  an  a  tract  ot  land  and  some  years  later  went  into 
sheep  business,  at  which  he  was  very  aucceasful.  He  continued  to  reside  in  Franklin 
to  the  end  of  his  lite.    Hla  wife  was  killed  by  lightning  in  June,  1876. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mecham  became  the  parents  ol  eight  children,  namely:  Leonldaa  S., 
residing  In  Salt  Lake  City;  Joanna  S..  wife  ot  Henry  L.  Doneyi  Maude  S.,  who  became 
the  wife  of  W.  R.  Dredge  and  died  )n  Angust.  190S;  Ollle  S.,  the  wife  of  Calvin  Foss; 
Arnold  S.;  Mllando  S.;  AvUda  S„  the  wife  of  Fred  Weetentelder;  Vera  S.,  the -wife 
of  Pr.  M.  W.  Taylor,  of  Pocat«llo. 

Mr.  Mecham  served  two  years  as  a  member  of  tbe  village  board  when  Preston  was 
a  village.  Politically  he  gives  his  support  to  tbe  democratic  party  and  takes  an  active 
interest  in  the  attalrs  of  that  party.  He  served  for  twenty-three  years  as  a  bishop 
is  the  Church  ot  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  for  the  past  eleven  years  he 
has  been  high  counselor.  His  sons,  Leonldas  S.  and  Arnold  S.,  have  filled  missions  on 
behalf  of  the  church,  the  expenses  of  which  were  met  by  thetr  father. 


DARIUS  DAT  DRENNAN,  M.  D. 

Dr.  Darius  Day  Drennan,  successfully  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  In  Coenr 
d'Alene,  his  ability  being  recognised  In  his  growing  patronage,  was  bom  in  Shelby 
county,  Missouri,  February  T.  186S.  his  parents  being  William  and  Lucy  (Canon)  Dren- 
nan. The  father  was  born  in  Sangamon  county,  Illinois,  while  the  mother's  birth  oo- 
cnrred  in  Kentucky.  The  paternal  grandfather  bomesteaded  near  the  present  town  of 
Springfield,  Illinois,  and  his  son,  William  Drennan,  removed  to  Shelhy  county,  HIs- 
aonrl,  ln"1847.  At  the  time  of  the  Civil  war  he  joined  the  army  and  was  killed  on  the 
field  of  batUe  In  1864. 

Dr.  Drennan  was  but  six  years  ot  age  at  the  time  of  his  father's  death.  The  family 
was  left  in  straitened  circumstances  and  Dr.  Drennan  assisted  In  the  work  of  the  home 
farm,  attending  school  through  the  winter  months  as  opportunity  offered.  He  was  am- 
bitious to  gain  an  education  and  by  working  supplied  the  means  necessary  for  a  col- 
lege coarse,  which  he  pursued  in  the  Collegiate  Institute  at  Shelblna,  Missouri.  In 
18S0  he  removed  to  Corydon,  Iowa,  and  was  there  employed  in  a  hardware  store,  care- 
fully saving  his  money  in  order  that  he  might  ctmtlnue  his  studies,  for  It  was  his  am- 
bition to  become  a  member  of  tbe  medical  profession.  In  1SS4  he  matriculated  In  Rush 
Medical  College  of  Chicago  and  while  thus  pursuing  his  studies  he  had  a  newspaper 
route  for  the  Inter-Ocean,  then  one  ot  the  leading  Chicago  dallies.  In  1887.  he  passed 
the  required  examination  before  the  state  board  and  entered  Upon  the  practlce'of  medi- 
cine and  surgery  at  Corydon,  Iowa.  He  received  material  assistance  from  his  old  em, 
ployer,  B.  A.  Rea,  who,  recognising  the  laudable  ambition  of  tbe  young  man,  did  everyv 
thing  In  hlB  power  to  enable  him  to  gain  a  start  In  the  profession.  He  afterward  re- 
turned to  Rush,  from  which  be  was  gradnated  in  1890.  For  sixteen  years  he  ranked  aa 
the  leading  medical  practitioner  of  Corydon  and  was  also  very  prominent  in  civic  affaira 
there.    With  hla  removal  to  the  northwest  he  located  at  Rathdrum,  Idaho,  when  he 
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llTed  tor  [onrteen  years  and  was  likewise  a  prominent  and  Influential  cltiten  of  that 
place,  enjoying  at  the  H3ine  time  an  extensive  practice.  During  hfs  star  there  many 
cbanges  occurred  In  tbe  county,  includlnK  tbe  removal  of  the  county  seat  to  Coeur 
d'Alene.  He  has  witnessed  practically  ttie  entire  growth  and  development  ot  this  dty 
and  hlB  labors  have  been  a  potent  force  In  the  work  of  general  progreas.  He  has  served 
as  a  member  of  the  city  council  and  had  much  to  do  with  pranotlng  public  Improve- 
menta.  Including  the  building  of  the  water  works  and  cement  sidewalfea.  He  has  seen 
Kootenai  divided  Into  four  countleB.  now  all  more  populoua  than  that  In  which  he  took, 
up  his  abode  several  decades  ago.  He  has  become  the  possessor  of  a  farm  of  fourteen 
hnndred  and  sixty  acres  In  what  ta  now  Boundary  county  but  was  once  a  part  of 
Kootenai  county.  Upon  this  place  he  has  a  large  herd  of  shorthorn  cattle,  which  he 
raiees  for  beef,  and  this  constitutes  one  phase  of  his  business  activity,  although  he  has 
always  regarded  the  practice  of  medicine  as  hie  real  life  work.  In  1918  he  removed  to 
Coeur  d'Alene,  where  be  has  since  continued  in  general  practice  and  has  also  served  on 
the  staff  of  tbe  Coeur  d'Alene  Hospital,  of  which  he  is  one  ot  the  staff  of  snrgeonb. 
He  enjoys  a  well  earned  reputation  that  extends  throughout  northern  Idaho,  his  ability 
being  manifest  on  many  vital  occasions.  He  is  also  the  owner  of  a  drug  store  at  Athol 
and  la  regarded  as  a  most  propresslve  business  man  as  well  as  a  successful  phyalclan. 

Dr.  Drennan  was  married  to  Miss  Hollie  -Mclntyre.  who  died  at  Corydon,  Iowa.  He 
afterward  wedded  Miss  Blanche  Cross,  a  recognised  leader  In  tbe  social  circles  of  the 
city.  They  have  no  children  of  their  own,  but  Dr.  Drennan  educated  his  nephew.  Dr. 
Pred  Drennan,  one  of  the  foremost  pbysiclins  of  Chicago.  They  have  an  adapted  daugh- 
ter, Ernestine  Nenhert  Drennan.  who  Is  now  tbe  wife  of  John  B.  Dnthle,  a  grain  dealer 
of  Troy,  Idaho.  Mrs.  Drennan  was  president  of  the  Red  Croes  chapter  at  Rathdrum 
during  the  World  war.  She  also  organised  the  first  reading  circle,  has  been  very  active 
In  the  Eastern  Star  and  also  in  the  P.  E.  0.  She  Is  prominently  known  In  the  Federa- 
tion of  WcHnen's  Clubs,  In  which  she  has  held  several  Important  offices  in  connection 
with  the  state  organization. 

Dr.  Drennan  at  the  time  of  the  World  war  was  appointed  medical  examiner  of  the 
Kootenai  county  selective  service  board  and  examined  eighteen  hundred  and  slztr-flve 
men,  devoting  all  of  his  time  to  this  work.  He  continually  preached  as  well  as  prac- 
ticed one  hundred  per  cent  AmericanlBm  and  In  his  professional  duties  in  connection 
with  the  war  had  many  hard  and  troublesome  clrcumstences  to  overcome.  He  is  a 
republican  In  his  political  views  but  In  time  of  stress  and  strife  all  political  preference 
was  forgotten.  He  waa  most  active  and  earnest  in  support  of  the  Red  Cross  and  he  con- 
ducted a  large  class  In  first  aid.  He  took  part  in  all  of  the  drives  for  tbe  support  ot 
the  federal  government  and  tbe  relation  of  America  to  her  allies,  placing  the  welfare 
of  the  soldiers  In  camp  and  field  as  paramount  to  every  other  interest  during  the  war 
period.  Dr.  Drennan  Is  a  member  of  tbe  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Coeur  d'Alene.  He 
also  belongs  to  the  EHks  Lodge  No.  12E4.  has  membership  In  the  blue  lodge  of  Masons 
at  Rathdrum,  in  Coeur  d'Alene  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  in  Coeur  d'Alene  Council,  R.  ft  S. 
M.,  and  In  Coeur  d'Alene  Commandery,  K.  T.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Masonic 
fraternity  In  Iowa  and  is  a  life  member  of  tbe  Mystic  Shrine  at  Davenport.  He  has 
been  most  active  In  support  of  the  craft,  at  all  times  exemplifying  In  his  life  Its 
beneficent  spirit.  He  Is  a  man  whose  career  has  been  one  of  nnfalterlnE  usefulness  and 
his  labors  have  been  Indeed  far-reaching  and  beneficial. 


JOHN  H.  PINKSTON. 


Jobn  H.  Flnkaton  Is  a  successful  cattleman  living  near  Hot  Springs,  Owyhee  county. 
He  has  developed  hie  interests  to  extenelve  proportions  and  throughout  his  career  has 
been  actuated  by  the  spirit  ot  western  enterprise  and  progress  that  has  been  the 
dominant  factor  in  the  upbuilding  of  this  section  of  the  country.  He  was  born  upon 
his  father's  farm  in  Sainte  Oeaevleve  county,  Missouri,  April  9,  1866,  and  Is  a  son  of 
Joseph  and  Nancy  A.  (Mackley)  Pinkston.  His  boyhood  days  were  passed  In  his  native 
state  and  his  education  acquired  In  its  public  schools.  On  the  20th  of  March,  I88S,  be 
left  Missouri  for  Idaho,  then  a  young  man  of  twenty-three  years,  and  in  due  time  arrived 
at  Ketchum,  Blaine  county,  where  for  two  months  he  engaged  In  cutting  wood  for  ez- 
Oovernor  Gooding.  He  then  went  to  Bay  Horse,  where  be  spent  a  brief  period,  after 
which  he  returned  to  Ketchum  and  thence  went  to  Rocky  Bar,  but, became  dissatisfied 
there  and  did  not  remsin  long.    E>om  that  point  he  made  his  way  to  Mountain  Home 
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and  on  to  the  Brnneau  valley,  wbere  he  became  Identlfled  with  abeep  ralelag  In  con- 
nection wltb  0.  F.  Bacon  and  Harvey  Brotbera.  He  was  tbua  employed  for  two  yeara. 
after  wblcb  he  purchased  a  few  sheep  and  began  the  business  on  his  own  account,  de- 
Teloplng  his  flocks  as  rapldlr  as  possible  and  runBing  his  sheep  until  1S9T,  when  be 
sold  out.  He  then  went  to  Nevada,  where  he  purchased  ten  thousand  head  of  sheep, 
whlcb  he  droTa  to  Grand  Island,  Nebraska,  and  there  sold.  He  then  returned  to  Ne- 
vada and  afterward  went  to  California,  where  be  purchased  ten  tbousand  shetp,  wbicb 
he  drove  to  Idaho  and  afterward  sold  In  Omaba,  Nebraska.  In  the  same  fall  be  pur- 
chased other  abeep  at  Reno,  Nevada,  which  he  left  there  for  a  year  and  then  sold. 

Returning  to  Idaho  In  18S9,  Mr.  PInkaton  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mrs.  Steve 
Robertson,  a  daugbter  of  William  Bishop  and  Ellender  Yonng  and  a  native  of  Pleasant- 
vllle,  Iowa.  Her  father  died  in  her  infancy  and  her  mother  afterward  became  the  wife 
of  I.  Glenn.  In  1872  the  mother  catoe  to  Idaho,  locating  in  the  vicinity  of  Boise.  She 
was  bom  October  3,  1S38,  and  died  October  3.  1913,  at  the  age  of  seventy-Dve  years.  On 
tbe  removal  west  sbe  had  Jonmeyed  by  train  from  Iowa  to  Kelton,  Utah,  and  tbence 
with  tour  families  came  by  beam  to  Idaho.  She  was  accompanied  by  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Plnkston,  and  two  sons,  Alfred  A.  and  Henry  M..  but  the  latter  was  drowned  tn  tbe 
Snake  river,  when  swimming  cattle  across,  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years.  Mrs.  PInka- 
ton was  first  married  December  26.  1S83.  to  Stephen  A.  Robertson,  a  stockman  and 
rancher,  wbo  devoted  his  attention  largely  to  sheep.  He  homesteaded  the  ranch  upon 
which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  ptnkston  now  reside,  securlnx  one  hundred  and  sixty  aeres,  tfpon 
which  he  lived  until  his  death  on  tbe  20th  of  July.  1S93.  He  left  one  child.  Henrietta 
E.,  who  is  now  Mrs.  Harry  H.  Miller,  of  Jerome,  Idaho.  Mr.  and  Mra.  Plnkston  have 
Added  to  the  property  left  by  her  first  husband  until  they  now  have  four  hundred  acres. 
In  the  year  of  bis  marriage.  In  1S99.  Mr.  Plnkston  built  a  tine  home  In  Boise  at  the 
comer  of  Ninth  and  State  streets  and  there  resided  for  six  or  seven  years,  after  whlcb 
be  sold  that  property  and  took  up  his  abode  upon  tbe  ranch  in  the  Brnneau  valley  where 
be  now  makes  Ills  home,  his  attention  being  given  to  general  ranching  and  stock  rais- 
ing. He  has  been  very  successful  In  handling  live  stock  and  has  become  one  of  tbe 
recognised  leaders  In  this  line  of  business  In  the  valley.  He  disposed  of  his  sheep  In- 
terests In  1916  and  since  that  time  has  given  hki  attention  largely  to  cattle. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Plnkston  has  been  born  a  son,  Oeorge  L.,  who  Is  at  home  with  his 
parents.  Politically  Mr.  Plnkston  la  a  republican  and  fraternally  la  connected  with  the 
Knights  of  Pythias.  His  actlvltlea  are  concentrated  upon  hia  business  affairs,  whlcb 
have  been  wisely,  and  intelligently  directed  and  have  brought  to  blm  a  substantial 
measure  of  prosperity. 


CAPTAIN  OBORGB  R.  GRAY. 

Captain  George  R.  Gray,  who  has  been  actively  and  prominently  identlfled  with 
commercial  and  political  interests  In  the  Panhandle,  where  he  Is  most  widely  and 
favorably  known,  makes  bis  home  at  Bonners  Ferry  and  has  now  retired  from  active 
bDsfnesfl  life.  He  was  born  in  Nova  Scotia.  December  22,  1S5S,  a  son  of  Samuel  J.  and 
Jane  (Cox)  Gray,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  the  United  States.  The  father  was  a 
contractor  and  farmer. 

The  son  obtained  a  public  school  education  and  afterward  learned  the  carpenter's 
trade.  In  18S2  ho  made  bis  way  to  the  PaclBc  coast,  going  Qrst  to  San  Francisco,  where 
he  resided  until  ?.S)J4  and  then  removed  to  Lakevlew,  Idaho,  wbere  ne  remained  for  five 
years.  He  owned  and  conducted  the  lime  worka.  there  and  after  disposing  of  his  in- 
terests at  that  place  took  up  his  abode  at  Bonners  Ferry,  whlcb  at  that  time — 1S90 — 
was  a  small  settlement.  He  engaged  In  transportation  work  on  the  Kootenai  river  and 
Pend  d'Orellle  lake  and  by  reason  of  his  activity  along  thoee  lines  of  labor  became 
known  tbrongbout  the  Panhandle  of  Idaho  as  "Captain."  In  1893  he  established  a 
store  at  Bonners  Ferry  and  for  eighteen  years  was  successfully  engaged  In  mercbmdis- 
Ing.  His  progressive  business  methods,  his  close  application  and  Indefatigable  energy 
constituted  the  basic  features  of  his  success,  and  now  possessing  a  substantial  com- 
petence, he  Is  living  retired,  enjoying  In  well  earned  rest  the  fruits  of  his  former  labor. 

Captain  Gray  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mies  Christine  Winterbottom,  a  daughter 
of  Robert  Winterbottom,  a  botelman  of  Harbor  Beach,  Michigan.  Both  Captain  and 
Mrs.  Gray  have  be^  very  active  In  supporting  Interests  of  benefit  to  the  community. 
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Mrs.  Qn,j  occupies  a  position  of  leadersblp  la  eonnectloti  wltb  church,  school  and  dab 
work  and  In  the  social  Itte  of  Bonnera  Ferrr- 

In  1896  Captain  Or^y  was  elected  to  represent  Kootenai  county  In  the  state  legis- 
lature, at  which  time  the  county  covered  the  entire  Panhandle  of  Idaho,. comprlalns 
what  is  now  four  conntlea.  In  politics  be  Is  an  earnest  republican  and  his  oplnlona  have 
long  carried  weight  In  the  councils  of  his  party,  while  fala  labors  have  been  a  potent 
element  in  brlnglns  about  public  progress  and  Imnrovement  He  is  particularly  actlTe 
in  support  of  all  those  Interests  which  are  a  matter  ot  civic  virtue  and  civic  pride.  He 
has  three  times  been  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  ot  bis  town,  during  which 
period  Important  improvements  have  been  Instituted.  He  took  a  helpful  interest 
in  all  war  activities,  aided  lu  promoting  all  war  drives  and  withholds  his  sapport 
from  no  plan  or  measure  that  Is  calculated  to  benefit  the  community.  Captain  and  Hra. 
Gray  are  memlwra  of  the  Union  church  and  their  labors  have  indeed  been  an  element 
In  advancement  and  Improvement,  not  only  in  Bonnera  Ferry  but  In  this  section  of 
Idaho. 


WALTER  S.  ROSBNBERRY. 

Walter  S.  Rosenberry,  secretary  and  general  manager  ot  the  Wlnton  Lumber  Com- 
pany and  ot  the  Rose  Lake  Lumber  Company,  was  born  at  Fulton,  MlchlKan,  August 
8,  1882,  a  son  ot  Samuel  C.  and  Mary  (Hitchcock)  Rosenberry,  both  of  whom  are  natives 
ot  Medina  county,  Ohio.  The  father,  a  carpenter  and  fanner,  removed  to  Michigan  In 
1S68.  At  the  time  of  the  ClvU  war  he  Joined  Company  I  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Third 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  serving  under  Sherman.  He  Is  a  member  at  the  Reformed 
church,  became  an  active  supporter  of  the  Grand  Army  ot  the  Republic  and  haa  always 
taken  a  keen  interest  In  civic  affairs.  His  political  all^lance  iB  given  to  the  republi- 
can party,  which  was  the  defense  of  the  Union  during  the  dark  days  of  the  Civil  war.  On 
removing  to  Michigan  he  homesteaded  In  the  virgin  foreet  near  Fulton,  there  develop- 
ing a  farm  In  the  midst  ot  the  wilderness.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  noW  living  in 
Fulton  and  he  baa  retired  from  active  buBlness. 

Walter  S.  Roeenberry  was  educated  in  the  public  acfaoois  of  Michigan,  completing 
a  course  in  the  Athens  high  school  In  ISSt).  He  afterward  taught  school  in  the  village 
ot  Edgar,  Wlaconsln,  tor  a  year  and  at  Schofleid,  Wisconsin,  for  three  years.  He  then 
became  a  common  laborer  with  the  Thief  River  Falls  Lumber  Compiny  of  Thief  River 
Falls,  Minnesota,  working  a  year  for  one  dollar  and  forty  cents  per  day.  He  subse- 
quently became  buyer  for  the  Wallace  Ballord  Lumber  Company  ot  Minneapolis,  buying 
(umber  In  the  Inland  Empire.  After  two  years  he  resigned  hla  poeitlon  and  returned  to 
the  Thief  River  Falls  Lumber  Company  aa  sales  manager,  occupying  that  position  for  two 
years,  after  which  he  was  made  general  sales  manager  of  the  Thief  River  Falls  Lumber 
Company  and  ot  the  BemldJI  Lumber  Company,  with  offices  at  Minneapolis.  In  1911 
he  became  connected  with  the  Rose  Lake  Lumber  Company,  Ltd.,  ot  Rose  Lake,  Id'iho,  In 
the  capacity  ot  manager.  In  February,  191S.  be  was  one  of  the  orginlsera  ot  the  Wlnton 
Lumber  Company  ot  Olbba,  Idaho,  and  Is  now  secretary  and  also  manager  ot  both 
companies  and  Is  active  In  directing  their  policy.  These  companies  are  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  ot  Idaho  white  pine.  Thus  In  the  course  of  his  career  he  has  worked  his 
way  upward  from  commtm  laborer  to  the  position  of  secretary  and  general  manager 
of  two  of  the  biggest  lumber  companies  operating  in  the  Coeur  d'Alene  country.  He  Is 
recogniied  as  a  man  of  marked  business  discernment  and  Initiative  whose  plans  are 
moat  carefully  formed  and  promptly  executed.  In  1918  he  removed  to  Coenr  d'Alene 
and  be  is  a  director  of  the  American  Trust  Company  of  this  city. 

Mr.  Rosenberry  was  married  to  Miss  Sara  Etta  Mclnnls,  of  Spokane,  daughter  of 
John  and  Jessie  Mclnnis,  the  former  a  prominent  lumberman  of  Merrill,  Wisconsin, 
who  In  1900  removed  to  Spokane,  where  he  Is  a  leading  representative  ot  the  lumber 
interests  of  the  northwest.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rosenberry  have  four  children:  Walter  S..  Jr., 
born  November  12,  1907;  John  M.,  October  23,  1909;  Howard  J.,  November  14,  1914; 
and  Ralph  M.,  August  27,  1917. 

During  the  war  period  Mr.  Rosenberry  served  on  the  Kootmal  County  Council  (tf 
Defense.  He  belongs  to  the  Masonic  fraternity,  being  a  member  of  the  bine  lodge,  the 
consistory  and  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  Is  also  connected  with  the  Benevolent  Protective 
Order  ot  Elks  apd  his  religious  faith  Is  that  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  while  politically 
he  is  a  republican.    Me  assisted  in  promoting  all  four  of  the  Liberty  Loan  drives  and 
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All  tha  allied  drivea  irtklch  sapported  American  Interests  at  the  tlms  of  the  war,  and  on 
all  oecBBlonB  and  under  everr  circumstance  tie  measnree  up  to  the  one  hundred  per  cent 
Americanism. 


AMOS  F.  HITT. 

AmoB  T.  Hltt,  field  agent  o(  the  United  SUtes  d^artment  of  agriculture  to  the  time 
of  his  death,  (n  which  connection  be  rendered  ver?  raluable  and  Important  servloe  to  his 
countrr,  was  bom  In  Vinton  county,  Ohio,  August  S,  1862.  and  there  acquired  his  edu- 
cation. When  twent7-one  years  of  age  he  removed  to  Tarklo,  HfsBOurf,  on  account  of 
111  health  and  for  one  term  was  engaged  In  teaching  there.  In  1872  he  started  with  a 
mule  team  for  the  northwest,  arriving  eventually  In  Boise,  Idaho,  where  he  entered  the 
employ  of  Sam  Wilson,  a  horttcnltuTlat,  with  whom  he  continued  tor  a  season.  He  was 
thai  offered  a  position  as  teacher  of  the  Jeffrey  Bchotd  at  Welser  and  was  thus  engaged 
for  one  term.  He  next  entered  the  lumber  buslnesB  In  connection  with  Myron  Russell, 
with  mills  on  Hltt  creek,  about  twenty  mites  north  of  Welser.'  About  a  year  later,  or 
In  1ST6,  he  purchased  Mr.  Russell's  Interest  and  moat  of  the  early  houses  of  Welser 
were  constructed  of  lumber  from  his  mill.  In  1880  he  disposed  of  the  business  and  re- 
moved to  a  homestead  on  Mann's  creek  an'i  also  took  up  desert  land  adlolnlng  his  home- 
stead, thus  acquiring  In  all  three  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  which  he  brought  to  a  very 
high  state  of  cultivation.  He  likewise  planted  a  fine  mixed  orchard,  tor  he  was  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  horttcultnral  pursuits,  and  In  course  of  time  developed  one  of  the 
best  orchards  of  the  state.  He  likewise  engaged  In  raising  cittle  and  horses  and  he 
produced  some  of  the  b^st  grain  to  be  found  In  that  vicinity.  He  continued  tc  farm  his 
place  with  great  success  until  1S99.  when  he  sold  the  property  and  removed  to  Welser. 
hsTlng  subsequently  Invested  In  thirteen  acres  of  Improved  land,  with  orchard,  pasture, 
house  and  barn — an  Ideal  place  on  which  to  rear  a  family.  It  was  a  sacrifice  Saancially 
for  him  to  move  to  Welser,  but  he  desired  that  his  children  should  have  the  best  edit- 
catlonal  opportunities  afforded. 

Mr.  Hltt  had  made  a  substantial  success  In  business  from  the  start,  with  nothing 
save  his  brains  and  hands  as  capital.  Soon  after  taking  up  his  abode  In  Welser  he 
was  appointed  horticultural  Inspector  snd  state  food  commlsstoner.  maintaining  an 
offlce  in  Boise.  Previous  to  this  he  had  been  district  horticultural  Inspector  for  several 
years.  After  serving  for  two  years  in  Bolae  he  resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  field 
agent  with  the  United  States  department  ot  agriculture  his  appointment  coming  through 
the  secretary  ot  agriculture.  He  had  Jurisdiction  in  this  connection  over  Idaho,  Wash- 
ington and  Oregon.  Later  the  territory  of  the  agents  was  curtailed  and  he  received 
Montana  and  Idaho  and  when  again  It  was  cut  down  his  labors  were  conBned  to  Idaho. 
For  this  work  It  was  necesBary  to  take  special  training  and  be  returned  to  Ohio  tor 
Cbls  purpose.  The  preparation  consisted  of  traveling  with  trained  field  agents  and  ob- 
serving bow  the  work  was  done.  This  task  Is  very  important  to  the  government  and  is 
done  with  secrecy,  so  that  the  reports  will  not  fall  into  the  hands  ot  brokers,  who  would 
take  advantage  ot  the  Information.  Mr.  Httt  became  recognized  as  one  ot  the  most 
efDclent  agents  In  the  United  States.  He  made  many  friends  wherever  he  went  and  was 
highly  esteemed  by  all.  He  continued  to  (III  the  posltlcm  until  the  time  ot  his  death, 
which  occurred  December  27,  1S17,  resulting  from  an  accident.  He  slipped  and  fell  upon 
the  ice  at  bis  home  and  died  fifteen  minutes  later  from  concuBsion  of  the  brain.  Not 
only  did  he  serve  the  public  in  the  positions  already  mentioned  but  had  likewise  done 
eSectlve  service  for  his  community  as  a  member  of  the  school  board,  as  a  member  of 
the  city  council  and  as  county  commisBloner.  He  was  loyal  to  every  trust  reposed  in 
blm  and  bis  service  was  at  all  times  moat  heneficlal  to  the  cause  which  he  represented. 

On  the  4th  of  July,  1877,  Mr.  Hltt  married  Ida  J.  Logan,  a  native  of  Bellerue,  Ne- 
braska, who  came  to  Idaho  in  1868  with  her  parents,  traveling  by  rail  to  Cheyenne, 
Wyoming,  and  the  remainder  of  the  distance  by  teams.  The  trip  was  without  un- 
pleasant encounters,  although  the  Indians  were  at  that  time  very  troublesome.  Mr. 
and  Ijfrs;  Hltt  were  married  at  Fort  WUkeraon.  Salubria  valley.  Inside  the  fort,  for  at 
that  time  the  Nei  Perce  Indians  were  on  the  warpath  and  had  massacred  several  fam- 
ilies' at  White  Bird  on  the  Salmon  river.  Milton  Kelley,  owner  of  the  Boise  Statesman, 
was  sent  with  a  wagon  load  of  arms  to  the  Salubria  valley  and  there  formed  a  conpany 
of  scouts,  which  Mr.  Hltt  Joined.  With  three  others  be  captured  a  chief. of  the  Ban* 
nock  Indians,  who  the  next  year  led  the  Bannocks  in  their  bloody  raids.  Mr.  Hltt 
served  In  1S78  In  the  Bannock  Indian  war  as  a  scout  under  Captain  Oalloway.     The 
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chief  was  Uk«n  under  a  Bag  ot  truce,  which  he  carried,  and  ftfter  InveBtlKatlon  he  was 
released.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hltt  were  the  pareuta  ol  olne  chtldren:  Luella,  the  wife  of  I.  A. 
Potett,  of  Boise,  Idaho;  Ellet  L.,  who  fought  through  the  Spanlsh-Amerlcui  war  as  a 
member  of  Company  C  of  Grangerllle.  Idaho,  Joining  that  command  at  Boise  when  hut 
eighteen  years  of  age:  Myrtle  F.,  the  wife  of  R.  L.  Kelsey,  of  Portland,  Oregon;  Homer, 
who  died  at  the  age  of  fifteen  years;  Nettle  Margsret,  the  wife  of  Albert  McPhe'^on,  of 
Ducheane,  Utah,  manager  of  a  large  Irrigation  project  and  a  well  known  cItH  engineer; 
Amoa  P.,  Jr.,  wbo  enllated  In  the  Signal  Corpa  with  the  Eleventh  Balloon  Company  and 
served  through  all  of  the  hard  fighting  in  France  but  was  not  wounded;  Mary  O.,  the 
wife  of  Fred  Oater,  a  farmer  of  Midvale.  Idaho;  Gladys,  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Wa9hlngton  at  Seattle,  where  she  alao  took  a  oommercial  coarse  and  la  at  present  in 
bualneaa;  and  Vance  R.,  who  Joined  the  Eighty-third  Field  ArtlUerj'  and  was  sent  to 
France,  where  he  remained  for  three  montha  but  was  not  sent  Into  the  active  fighting, 
much  to  his  regret.  Three  of  the  family,  Amoa.  Myrtle  and  Nettle,  as  well  as  the  latter** 
husband,  all  attended  the  University  of  Idaho,  at  Moscow. 

Mrs.  Hltt  assisted  In  all  the  Liberty  Loan  drives  and  the  Red  Cross  work  and  waa 
appointed  to  organize  the  War  Mothers  ot  the  United  States  Army  in  Washington 
county.  She  is  on  the  executive  board  of  the  Kinamen'a  League  for  the  fathers,  mothers. 
Blstars  and  brothers  of  those  who  were  In  the  war  and  ahe  worked  In  the  Servian  R» 
lief  drive.  The  family  Is  an  honored  and  prominent  one  in  Washington  county,  highly 
esteemed  by  reason  of  their  many  aplendid  traits  of  character  as  well  as  the  buainess 
Mblllty  which  they  have  portrayed. 


JOHN  W.  JONES. 


John  W.  Jones,  devoting  hia  time  and  attention  to  sheep  raising  In  the  Hagennan 
valley  of  Gooding  county,  was  born  in  South  Wales,  November  16,  188G,  hla  parents  be- 
ing Junes  and  Mary  Jones.

In  1SS4  they  removed  to  Barry  county,  Missouri,  where  they 
lived  for  fifteen  years,  and  In  1S99  went  to  Garfield  county,  Oklahoma,  where  they  re- 
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stded  uDtll  1914  and  ttian  came  to  the  Boise  valley  of  Idaho.  For  four  years  Uiey 
made  their  home  near  Melba  and  tor  a  brief  period  lived  near  Meridian,  while  In  191& 
they  purchased  their  present  ranch  near  Uatick,  bavins  here  ten  acres  of  land.

Arthur  K.  Bowden,  attorney  and  certified  public  accountant  at  Sindpolnt,  was 
born  at  Cornwall,  Bngland,  June  29.  IB63.  and  is  descended  from  one  of  the  old  faTnllles 
of  that  country,  where  {s  found  the  family  seit,  while  one  of  his  ancestors  w^a  knighted 
for  valiant  service  with  the  Kentish  bowmen  at  the  b->ttle  of  Cressy.  His  parents 
were  the  Rev.  Charles  Edward  and  Emily  (Blworthy)  Bowden,  the  former  a  clergy- 
man of  the  Rpiscopat  faith. 

Arthur  K.  Bowden  was  accorded  splendid  educational  opportunities  in  England  and 
when  twenty-two  years  of  age  came  to  the  United  States  to  try  his  fortune  In  the  new 
world.  During  the  first  nine  months  of  his  residence  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  Ond- 
Ing  it  difficult  to  secure  more  suitable  employment,  he  worked  for  six  dollars  per  month 
as  a  farm  hand.  He  afterward  becsme  one  of  the  firftt  express  messengers  on  the  Morthem 
Pacillc  Railroad  at  St.  Paul,  running  from  St.  Paul  to  Mandan,  North  Dakota.  He  then 
took  up  general  railroad  work,  serving  in  clerical  capacities  until  he  became  station  agent 
at  Bllllnga,  Montana.  After  leaving  railroad  service  he  became  associated  by  the  Boston 
and  Montana  Mining  Comp?ny  in  the  purchasing  department  and  had  charge  of  trans- 
portation interests.  Later  he  was  appointed  deputy  collector  of  United  States  customs 
at  Great  Falls,  Moptana,  and  In  1907  was  sent  by  the  government  to  Sandpolnt  as  in- 
spector in  charge  of  Canadian  ores  1:>elng  used  at  the  Pend  d'Oreille  smelter.  He  arrived 
at  Sandpolnt  on  the  l&tb  of  June,  1907.  and  remained  in  the  government  service  until 
January.  1910.  He  afterward  filled  the  position  of  deputy  county  auditor  for  two  years 
and  was  doing  general  Clerical  work  and  public  accounting  for  a  time,  being  the  only 
certified  public  accountant  in  the  Panhandle.,  At  different  periods  he  held  several  offices 
in  the  town  and  all  through  this  time  was  engaged  in  the  study  of  taw,  being  anxious  to 
become  a  member  of  the  bar.  He  was  admitted  to  practice  In  1916  and  through  the  in- 
tervening years  has  gained  a  large  clientage  of  a  distinctively  representative  character. 
He  is  a  most  thorough  student  of  the  principles  of  law,  is  seldom  if  ever  at  fault  in  tba 
application  of  B  legal  principle  tir  In  citing  a  precedent,  and  his  skill  at  the  bar  is  be- 
ing constantly  augmented  by  his  broadening  experience  and  his  further  study.

His  religions  faltb  is  tbat  of  the  Episcopal  cbarcta  and  a  well  spent 
life  bas  gained  for  blm  the  respect  and  blgb  regard  of  all  with  wfa<nn  be  has  been 
brought  In  contact 


LEON  FCLD. 

Leon  Fnld  Is  now  living  retired  at  Haller,  where  for  a  considerable  period  he  was 
aetlvelr  Identified  with  the  business  Interests  of  tbe  town  as  a  merchant  He  was  bora 
In  Bavaria,  Oerman]',  Mar  16>  1841,  his  psrents  being  Sellgman  and  Miriam  (Haas) 
Pnld.  He  spent  the  first  eighteen  years  of  bis  life  In  bis  nstlve  country  and  then  In 
1869  left  Germany  for  the  United  States.  He  made  the  trip  across  the  Isthmus  of 
Panama  and  thence  up  the  Paclflc  coast  to  San  Fraodsco,  California,  after  which  be 
engaged  In^lerklng  for  his  cousin,  Sol  Wangenhelm,  who  was  a  general  merchant  at 
Jenny  Llnd.  He  there  remained  for  three  years,  after  which  he  opened  a  cigar  store 
in  San  Pranclsco,  conducting  the  business  until  April  6,  1866,  when  he  came  to  Idaho, 
settling  at  Boise.  Later  he  removed  to  Idaho  City,  where  he  engaged  In  clerking  in  a 
general  store  tor  two  years.  He  next  went  to  Placervltle,  In  the  s&me  county,  where 
be  established  a  general  store  and  carried  on  business  on  hts  own  account  until  1881. 
In  that  year  hs  removed  to  Halley,  where  he  establlsbed  a  general  merchandise  store, 
and  in  I8S2  was  appointed  postmaster  of  the  town  and  occupied  that  poettiou  until 
1886.  He  then  again  embarked  In  business  on  his  own  account  and  was  a  leading  mer> 
chant  of  Halley  until  July  2,  18SS,  when  the  town  was  destroyed  by  fire  snd  be  lost 
STerythlng  that  he  had  made.  Re  afterward  served  as  deputy  auditor  and  recorder  for 
six  years  snd  later  he  engaged  In  the  abstract  business,  In  which  be  continued  until 
ltl7.  He  also  became  Interested  in  mining  in  the  Sawtooth  Uonntaln  country  but  has 
recently  disposed  of  his  mining  properties. 

On  tbe  20th  of  Januarr.  1876,  Mr.  Fuld  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Rosa  Weller, 
a  daughter  of  Sam  Weller.  Mrs.  Fuld  was  bom  In  New  York  and  was  married  at  Placer-' 
Tllle,  near  Boise.  To  tlr.  and  Mrs.  Fold  have  been  bom  four  children:  Sidney,  living 
In  Boise;  Joseph,  who  is  engaged  in  the  abstract  business;  Blabel;  and  Fern. 

Politically  Mr.  Fuld  is  a  republican  and  fraternally  Is  oonnected  with  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  is  a  self-made  man  whose  success  Is  attributable  en- 
tirely to  his  close  application  and  Indefatigable  effort 


EUQENB  C.  BOOM. 

For  a  long  period  the  nation  baa  rung  with  tbe  well  merited  praises  of  tbe 
"Boys  In  blue,"  those  who  served  tbe  Union  when  the  life  of  the  nation  was  threatened. 
Within  Qie  past  tew  years  there  has  been  written  another  glory  page  In  American  his- 
tory and  this  time  by  men  who,  khakl-cla'd,  went  out  to  flght  for  a  great  world  principle, 
that  of  the  equality  of  man — the  principle  upon  which  this  republic  was  founded.  Idaho 
sent  a  splendid  quota  and  among  the  first  to  enlist  from  this  state  was  Eugene  C.  Boom, 
whose  high  standing  among  bis  fellow  soldiers  is  Indicated  in  the  fact  that  at  the  Arst 
state  convention  of  the  American  legion  in  Idaho  he  was  elected  state  commander.  He 
is  now  engaged  In  tbe  practice  of  law  in  Moscow,  where  lie  Is  a  partner  of  A.  L.  Morgan, 
under  the  firm  name  of  Morgan  4  Boom. 

A  native  of  Kansas,  Eugene  C.  Boom  was  bom  in  tbe  town  of  lola,  January  2, 
1871,  his  parents  being  Stanley  C.  and  Hester  (Hall)  Boom.  During  his  Infancy  his 
parents  removed  with  their  femlly  to  San  Francisco.  California,  and  there  he  was 
reared  to  manhood,  surrounded  by  the  western  environment  that  has  always  seemed 
to  bring  forth  enterprise  and  progresslveness  In  an  unusual  degree.  He  was  edu- 
cated In  the  schools  of  San  Francisco  and  tn  the  University  of  California,  in  which 
he  completed  a  law  course  In  1890.  He  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession  In 
San  Francisco  but  in  the  following  year  removed  to  Helena,  Montana,  where  he  was 
associated  In  law  practice  with  Judge  Thomas  C.  Bach.     In  1S96  he  was  appointed 
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asslBtant  attomer  general  of  Montana  under  Colonel  C.  B.  Nolan  and  most  acceptably 
tilled  that  office  until  1901,  when  he  went  to  Minneapolis,  Minneeota,  and  represented 
a  number  of  ineurance  companleB  there.  He  also  practiced  law  at  various  points  In 
the  state  until  1914.  when  he  again  sought  the  opportunities  of  the  growing  northwest 
and  took  up  his  abode  at  Moscow,  where  he  became  associated  In  the  practice  of  his 
profession  with  A.  L.  Morgan.  The  flrm  enjoys  a  large  and  distinctively  representative 
clientage.  Mr.  Boom  brought  to  the  starting  point  of  bis  career  certain  rare  gifts— an 
earnest,  dignified  manner.  Clearness  in  espression  and  a  keen,  rapid,  logical  mind  plus 
the  business  sense. 

On  the  1st  of  August,  1918,  Mr.  Boom  was  married  to  Miss  Zetta  Heintzen,  a 
native  of  Sierra  county,  California,  and  a  daughter  of  Charles  and  "^usan  Virginia 
Heintzen.  Her  father  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  California  and  became  the  first 
banker  in  tbe  state  north  of  Sacramento. 

Politically  Mr.  Boom  is  a  stalwart  democrat  and  traternally  be  is  connected  wltb 
the  Masons  and  wltb  the  Elks,  having  been  a  representative  of  tbe  latter  organiEation 
tor  twenty-eight  years.  He  Is  now  a  prominent  member  of  the  American  Legion. 
Immediately  upon  the  entry  of  the  United  States  Into  the  war  he  left  Moscow  and 
went  to  Sin  Francisco,  where  be  voluntarily  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  Engineers 
Corps,  then  being  recruited,  and  with  his  regiment  proceeded  overseas  Immediately, 
being  among  the  Hrst  to  reach  France.  In  November,  1917,  be  was  wounded  and  suf- 
fered the  almost  complete  loss  of  his  left  leg.  After  remaining  under  treatment  in  the 
hoBpiials  in  France  until  April  1,  191S.  be  was  sent  back  to  tbe  United  States  for  dis- 
cbarge, and  was  discharged  as  a  private  at  Waller  Reed  Hospital.  WasbingtOD.  D.  C. 
on  June  8,  191S.  Immediately  upon  his  discharge  he  again  volunteered  his  services- 
with  tbe  war  industries  board  and  until  December,  191S,  he  served  as  examiner  in  tbe 
Priorities  Division  of  that  board,  in  the  distribution  of  coke,  coal,  electric  energy,  trans- 
portation and  Iab()r  to  manufacturers.  Mr.  Bocm  was  also  a  member  of  the  legal 
advisory  board  for  the  District  of  Columbia  dnring  the  last  draft.  He  was  one  of  the 
national  Incorporators  of  tbe  American  Legion,  named  in  the  act  of  congress  Incor- 
porating the  same.  He  was  elected  the  first  state  commander  of  the  American.  Legion 
of  the  first  stste  convention,  which  was  held  at  Boise.  Idaho.  June  25,  1919.  The  unani- 
mous election  of  Private  Boom  as  state  commander  Is  again  a  complete  refutation  of 
an?  charge  or  suggestion  that  the  proceedings,  actions  or  policies  of  the  American 
Legion  are  dominated  by  former  commissioned  officers,  or  that  there  Is  any  desire 
on  the  part  of  former  officers  to  (.'ontiol  or  dominate,  and  Is  absolute  proof  of  tbe 
fact  that  distinctions  of  rank  will  never  exist  on  the  floor  of  American  Legion  meetings 


WILLIAM  PIERCE. 

William  Pierce,  who  has  resided  In  the  Boise  valley  through  tbe  past  fifteen  years, 
is  a  prosperous  ranchmnn  who  now  makes  his  borne  two  miles  northwest  of  Meridian, 
where  he  owns  an  excellent  farm  property  comprising  forty  acres.  He  was  born  ai 
Merriam,  Johnson  county,  Kansas,  June  32.  1^16.  a  son  of  Edward  and  Victoria  (Smith) 
Pierce,  both  of  whom  are  deceased, 

Willipm  Pierce  was  reared  and  educsteil  In  the  state  of  his  nitivUv  and  there  spent 
tb«  first  twenty-seven  years  of  his  life.  On  the  1st  of  January,  1903,  be  removed  to 
Montana,  where  he  remained  for  two  years,  during  which  period  he  was  married  on 
the  9tb  of  August.  1901,  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Hellawell.  She  was  born  In  Youngstown, 
Ohio,  a  daughter  of  Law  Hellawell.  who  was  a  biacbsmlth  by  trade  and  served  as  a 
soldier  of  the  Civil  war  during  the  period  oF  hostilities  between  the  north  and  tbe 
Bonth.  Mrs.  Pierce  was  reared  in  Ohio  and  taught  school  In  Kansas  for  twenty-flve 
years  prior  to  her  marriage,  spending  fifteen  years  in  Hutchinson,  that  state,  while  for 
ten  years  she  was  a  teacher  in  the  Haskell  Indian  School  at  Lawrence.  Kansas.  Through 
a  period  of  eighteen  months  suhseouent  to  her  marriage  she  was  engaged  in  teaching 
at  Port  Shaw,  Montana.  Mr.  Pierce  was  In  the  government  Indian  service  for  six 
years  and  met  his  future  wife  at  Lawrence.  Kansas,  while  employed  at  the  Haskell 
Indian  School  there.  Mrs.  Pierce  being  at  that  time  a  teacher  in  the  Institution. 

In  1905  Mr.  Pierce  took  up  his  abode  in  the  Boise  valley  and  his  since  made  his 
bome  In  the  vicinity  of  Meridian.

Charles  W.  Pelbam,  who  since  1897  has  resided  In  Kootenai  county  and  throngbout 
tbe  entire  period  has  beeu  Identified  with  tbe  development  of  Its  lumbering  Interests,  is 
now  engaged  In  handling  timber  and  In  logging.  He  was  bom  \n  Bluflton,  Indiana, 
October  18,  1S78,  bis  parents  being  James  Franklin  and  Florence  (Wright)  Pelham.  The 
father  was  a  repreeentatlve  of  one  ol  tbe  old  New  York  families,  for  whom  Pelham  Bay 
and  Pelham  Manor  were  named.  Mrs.  Florence  Pelbam  was  a  sister  of  M.  D.  Wright,  one 
of  tbe  pioneers  of  Idaho,  who  assisted  in  the  organliation  of  Kootenai  county  and  was 
one  of  tbe  flrst  office  holders  and  toremoet  citizens.  He  became  largely  interested  In 
lumber  at  Coenr  d'Alene  and  did  much  to  develop  the  natural  resources  of  tbe  state  along 
that  Ilne<  Jarnes  T.  Pelham  came  to  Idaho  at  the  time  of  the  gold  excitement  at  Prlcbard 
CT«ek  in  1SS3  and  for  tour  years  lived  at  Rathdrum,  after  which  he  returned  to  Indiana. 

In  the  commmi  schools  of  Indiana  Charles,  W.  Pelham  received  his  education  and 
In  his  boyhood  days  came  west  with  bis  parents,  but  afterward  returned  to  Indiana  and 
there  remained  until  nineteen  years  of  age.  or  in  16S7,  when  he  came  to  Kootenai  county 
and  here  entered  into  active  connection  with  tbe  lumber  Industry  in  tbe  employ  of  his 
uncle,  H.  D.  Wright.  He  worked  as  a  timber  cmlaer  and  In  tbe  tie  Camp  in  the  Peud 
d'Orellle  country,  bis  uncle  eetabllshlng  tbe  first  sawmill  In  that  country  between  Atbot 
and  Qranlte.  There  he  worked  as  superintendent  for  his  uncle  In  connection  with 
extensive  lumber  Interests  for  twelve  years.  In  1909  Mr,'  Pelham  went  through  til* 
Coenr  d'Alene  Indian  reservation,  platting  every  section,  showing  all  the  timber.  Its 
accessibility  and  also  figuring  the  cost  of  operating.  Accordingly  when  tbe  reservation 
,waa  opened  in  1910  be  became  a  locator.  He  located  one-third  of  the  homesteaders  who 
came  to  the  district  althongh  there  were  thirty-one  men  engaged  In  the  bnsiness.  His 
plats  have  been  used  by  some  of  tbe  large  lumber  interests  of  Coeur  d'Alene  and  by 
Kootenai  county  In  determining  assessments.  Mr.  Pelham  is  now  engaged  In  logging 
uid  In  tbe  timber  business,  baying  and  selling  timber  lands.  There  Is  no  one  more  tbor- 
ovghly  familiar  with  this  line  of  buBlncsa  than  Mr.  Pelham. 

Hr.  Pelham  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Sada  F.  Hall,  of  New  Hampshire.  In 
politics  Mr.  Pelham  leans  to  the  democratic  party,  yet  largely  maintains  an  independont 
course.  He  is  interested  In  civic  affairs  and  is  a  most  public-spirited  citizen.  He  belongs 
to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  cooperates  heartily  in  all  of  its  activities  for  the 
general  good.    Fraternally  be  is  connected  wltb  tbe  Blks. 


WILLIAM  H.  WRIGHT. 


William  H.  Wright  is  the  manager  at  Shoshone  for  tbe  J.  C.  Penney  Company,  of 
which  be  Is  also  one  of  the  stockholders.  He  has  been  actively  Identified  with  the 
development  of  mercantile  Interests  In  this  atate  as  representative  of  the  companr 
and  his  labors  have  constituted  an  Important  element  In  general  commercial  progress. 
He  waa  bom  In  Raleigh.  Illinois,  March  17,  1879,  and  is  a  son  of  John  J.  and  Bmlly 
(MnsgTove)  Wright.  His  boyhood  days  were  spent  In  tbe  state  of  his  nativity  and  be 
received  his  education  (here.    He  was  but  a  small  boy  when  bis  father  died  and  upon 
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talmself  and  bis  brother,  E.  B.  Wright,  derolTed  tbe  eupport  ot  the  family,  so  that 
William  H.  Wright  ot  this  review  earlr  started  out  In  the  buslneBs  world.  He  becam« 
a  clerk  tor  the  C.  F.  Bamett  A  Sons  CompaJiy  of  Eldorado,  Illinois,  a  company  conducting 
a  Atj  goods  and  general  store.  He  was  with  that  firm  for  a  number  of  years  and  later 
entered  the  employ  ot  the  T.  G.  M'tcnell  Company.  Subsequently  he  was  associated  with 
a  brother  In  a  clothing  and  men's  furnishing  goods  business  and  In  1910  he  removed  west- 
ward to  Kemmerer,  Wyoming,  where  he  became  a  representative  of  the  J.  C.  Penney 
Company,  dealers  in  dry  goods,  clothing  and  shoes.  He  is  now  located  at  Shoshone, 
where  he  Is  acting  as  manager  tor  the  bUBinese,  and  he  Is  also  one  ot  the  stockholders 
of  the  company,  which  In  tbe  conduct  ot  Its  affairs  has  displayed  a  most  progressive 
spirit,  taking  recognition  and  cognizance  of  all  the  opportnnltles  for  commercial  develop- 
ment and  progress  in  the  state. 

In  1907  Mr.  Wright  was  married  to  Miss  Gertrude  Bandy,  a  native  ot  Johnatsn  City, 
Illinois,  and  a  daughter  ot  John  W.  Bandy.  They  have  three  children,  Hary,  Elisabeth 
and  Emma  Lon.  In  his  political  views  Mr.  Wright  ts  a  democrat  and  fraternally  he  Is 
connected  with  the  Masons  and  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  has  many  sterling  traits 
of  character,  which  include  loyalty  in  friendship,  faithfulness  in  cltlseaBhip  and  pro- 
gresalveness  In  business.  Whatever  he  undertakes  he  carries  forward  to  successful 
completion,  for  In  his  vocabulary  there  Is  no  such  word  as  fall.  In  oomroerclal  lines 
he  has  displayed  marked  enterprise  and  Initiative,  has  taken  many  a  forward  step  In 
connection  with  the  mercantile  development  of  Idaho  and  is  achieving  most  satlBtactory 
results. 


ALEXANDER  0.  BECESTEAD. 

Alexander  0.  Beckstead,  a  prosperous  and  prominent  farmer  of  Pranklin  county, 
Idaho,  who  since  1918  has  been  sheriff  ot  the  county,  la  a  native  ol  Utah,  born  at  South 
Jordan,  April  22,  1S71,  and  is  a  son  of  Thomas  and  Lydia  E.  (Rose)  Beckstead,  naUves 
oC  Canada,  who  removed  to  Utah  In  an  early  day.  The  father  became  a  stock  raiser  and 
rancher  in  Utah  and  made  a  success  of  that  undertaking,  at  which  he  continued  tot 
several  years.  About  1890  he  gave  up  stock  raising  and  removed  to  Whitney,  PraaUin 
county,  Idaho,  where  he  bought  a  tract  of  land  and  continued  its  operation  up  to  the 
time  ot  his  death,  which  occurred  in  September,  1910.  His  wife  predeceased  him  by  sev- 
eral years,  her  death  taking  place  in  1889. 

Alexander  0.  Beckstead  was  reared  and  educated  at  Sonth  Jordan,  Utah,  and  grew 
to  manhood  on  his  father's  farm,  where  he  helped  In  the  general  farming  operations 
until  he  was  of  age.  He  then  took  up  farming  on  his  own  account,  removing  to  Idaho 
In  1890  and  locating  at  Whitney,  Pranklin  county,  where  be  acquired  a  tract  ot  land  by 
purchase.  He  Improved  and  developed  his  place  and  continued  in  its  active  operation 
until  the  tall  of  1918,  when  he  was  elected  to  the  oIDoe  of  aherlft,  the  duties  of  which  he 
has  since  been  faithfully  performing.    He  still  retains  the  ownership  of  his  land. 

In  December,  1892,  Mr.  Beckstead  was  married  to  Miss  Phoebe  Campbell,  and  to 
this  nnlon  six  children  have  been  born,  namely:  Lydla,  Leona,  Aleie,  Edna,  Etta  and 
Zan.  Mr.  Beckstead  Is  an  earnest  member  of  the  Chnrch  ot  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  in  connection  with  which  he  Is  a  member  of  the  eeventles.  He  has  given  of  his 
flme  and  ability  to  the  promotion  ot  all  projects  designed  to  Improve  the  community  lite. 
PoUtically  he  supports  the  republican  party  and  la  a  warm  advocate  of  its  principles. 
He  served  as  constable  ot  Whitney  for  twelve  years  and  In  all  the  relations  ot  life  his 
character  and  conduct  have  been  above  reproach. 


W.  A.  THOMAS. 


W.  A.  Thomas,  filling  the  offlce  ot  county  treasurer  ot  Kootenai  county  and  a  well 
known  resident  of  Coenr  d'Alene,  was  bom  in  Dekalb  county,  Missouri,  November  2S, 
1SS8,  his  parents  being  Enn Is  C.  and  Sarah  (Allen)  Thomas, 'who  were  natives  ot  Ken- 
tni^y  and  Missouri  respectively.  The  father  went  to  Missouri  with  bis  parents  In  early 
lite,  the  fsmlly  settling  on  a  farm  on  the  Platte  purchase.  At  the  time  ot  the  ClVll  war 
Bnnis  C  Thomas  Joined  the  Union  army  as  a  member  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Missouri  In- 
fantry and  served  under  Prentiss,    Following  the  close  ot  hOBtilltiee  he  returned  to  De- 
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kalb  oountr  and  became  a  resldeRt  of  Pfattsburg,  where  he  engaged  In  Dewspaper 
publication.  He  establlsbed  tbe  Clinton  County  Register,  which  was  consolidated  wltb 
the  Lever  at  Plattsburg.  He  was  also  active  in  theorganlzition  at  a  non-sectarian 
college  known  aa  the  Plattsburg  College  and  otherwise  he  was  prominently  Identified 
with  public  Interests  In  that  section  ot  the  country. 

W.  A.  Thomas  pursued  his  education  in  the  schools  ot  Plattsburg  and  when,  thirteen 
years  ot  age  began  work  In  tbe  printing  ofllce  of  his  father,  following  that  pursuit  for 
about  twenty  years.  When  certain  sections  of  Oklahoma  were  opened  for  settlement  In 
18S9  he  went  to  that  district  and  there  remained  for  six  years,  publishing  a  paper  at 
Edmond,  Oklahoma.  Later  he  returned  to  Missouri  and  again  became  Identined  with 
newspaper  Interests  there  as  tbe  owner  aqd  publisher  ot  the  Clinton  County  Democrat 
Eventually  he  made  his  way  to  the  northwest,  going  first  to  Walla  Walla,  Washington, 
while  In  July,  1902,  he  arrived  in  Coeur  d'Alene.  Here  he  began  bookkeeping  in  the 
general  store  of  W.  B.  McFarland,  a  pioneer  merchant  of  the  city,  which  at  that  time 
contained  a  population' of  about  one  thpussnd.  It  was  a  "wide  open  town"  with  saloons 
and  gambling  going  on  without  any  interference  from  the  authorUles,  a  typical  weBterii 
mining  town,  where  largely  every  man  was  a  law  unto  himBelf.  Mr.  Thomas  was  tor  a 
long  time  actively  connected  with  the  Idaho  Mercantile  Company,  one  ot  the  large  com- 
mercial enterprises  of  the  city,  of  which  he  became  a  stockholder  and  a  director.  This 
was  the  first  department  store  in  Coeur  d'Alene  and  Mr.  Thomas  was  one  of  the  de- 
partment managers.  He  afterward  became  actively  connected  with  the  real  estate  busi- 
ness in  thip  city  and  was  aleo  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  tbe  Review  Publishing  ft 
Printing  Company  of  Coeur  d'Alene,  thus  a«a*n  becoming  actively  Identified  with  the 
line  ot  business  in  which  he  engaged  In  boyhood. 

Mr.  Thomas  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mies  Anna  De  Ford,  who  was  born  in  Kan- 
sas and  was  living  with  an  uncle  at  the  time  of  her  marriage.  They  have  become  the 
parents  ot  two  children.  Mrs.  Oeorpe  J.  Downing  and  J.  Ward  Arney,  who  Is  living  In 
Coeur  d'Alene,  where  he  Is  a  well  known  attorney.  Mrs.  Downlng's  husbind,  who  la  an 
Instructor  In  the  pgrlcultural  department  ot  the  University  of  Idaho,  was  commissioned 
a  second  lieutenant  of  the  field  artillery  and  was  made  a  first  lieutenant  at  Fort  Leaven- 
worth. While  fn  the  Sin  Antonio  nchool  he  was  commissioned  captain  of  the  Twenty- 
first  Field  Artillery  of  the  Fifth  Division.  .  He  was  next  advanced  to  the  rank  of  major 
and  Is  now  In  the  regular  army.  He  saw  active  service  with  the  American  Expeditionary 
Force  lo  France. 

Mr.  Thomas  of  this  review  has  always  been  active  in  politics.  .He  Is  a  democrat 
ot  prominence  In  Missouri  and  alfo  in  Oklahonn  and  he  his  been  an  unfaltering  cham- 
pion of  the  principles  rt  the  pirty  since  attiinina:  his  majority.  He  became  treasdrer 
of  Kootenai  county  in  1914  and  has  since  occupied  the  poeltlon,  being  now  the  Incumbent 
In  the  office  tor  the  third  term.  His  election  Is  proof  of  his  personal  popularity  and 
the  confidence  reposed  In  him,  for  the  county  has  a  normal  republlon  majority  of  seven 
hundred  and  twenty  and  yet  elected  a  democrat  to  oUce.  He  is  keenly  interested  In 
civic  affairs,  supportln?  everything  tending  tn  advance  public  Interests.  Hia  religious 
faith  is  that  ot  the  Presbyterian  church  and  be  is  very  active  In  its  work.  He  is  likewise 
a  past  chancellor  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  belongs  to  Kootenai  Lodge.  No.  24,  A. 
P.  ft  A.  M„  and  to  the  Elks  Lodge  No.  1254  of  Coeur  d'Alene.  His  Intereits  are  broad 
and  varied  and  be  Is  accounted  one  of  the  public-spirited  men  of  northern  Idaho  who  have 
accomplished  excellent  results  In  public  oflice  for  the  benefit  and  upbuilding  of  the  sec- 
tion of  the  state  in  which  they  reside. 


HON.  HENRY  C.  SIMS. 


Hon.  Henry  C.  Sims  has  since  the  lat  ot  January,  1919.  answered  to  the  roll  call  In 
the  state  senate  as  representative  from  Valley  county.  This  is  the  first  public  offlce 
which  he  has  accepted,  but  guarantee  of  his  c^pible  and  faithful  service  Is  found  in  the 
record  that  be  had  previously  m  ide  as  a  busines'!  man  and  citizen.  He  Is  closely  as- 
sociated with  ccmnLerci"!  interests  ct  Rostberry  is  a  deafer  In  hardware  and  since  1903 
has  made  his  home  In  Valley  csunty.  He  vsa  born  in  Macoupin  county.  Illinois,  July 
27,  1875,  a  son  of  John  J.  and  Martha  (Alder;onl  Sims.  The  mather  died  whfen  the  son 
was  hut  sii  years  ot  age.  The  father,  who  has  made  farming  his  lite  work,  is  now  a 
resident  of  Morgan  county,  Illinois,  where  he  Is  conducting  Important  Interests  as  an 
agriculturist  and  stock  raiser,  owning  a  splendidly  improved  farm,  which  Includes  an 
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entire  section  of  valuable  land.  After  lOBlnit  his  Aral  wife  he  wedded  Mary  Wells,  but 
she.  too,  has  passed  away.  Hsdit  C.  Sims  bas  one  (uti  brother,  Albert  O.  Sims,  of  Star. 
Idaho. 

R«Rred  on  an  Illinois  farm,  Henry  C.  Sims  attended  the  country  schools  to  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  and  thus  laid  the  foundation  for  his  later  success.  He  after- 
ward worked  as  a  farm  hand  by  tbe  month  and  in  1903,  seeking  the  opportunities  of  the 
northwest,  came  to  Idaho,  taking  up  his  abode  in  Valley  county,  then  a  part  of 
Boke  county,  the  separation  having  been  made  only  two  years  ^o.  Mr.  Sims  spent  tour 
years  at  Vanwyck,  Idaho,  now  In  Valley  county,  and  assisted  in  organizing  the  Brst  bank 
.at  that  place,  called  the  Intermountaln  State  Bank.  This  was  formed  In  1907  and  be 
became  its  flrst  cashier,  occupying  the  position  tor  four  years.  The  bank  was  located 
at  Crawford,  two  miles  from  Vanwyck.  Later  Mr,  Sims  bec:ime  manager  of  the  Craw- 
ford Mercantile  Company,  owning  a  fccneral  store,  which  he  conducted  fop  two  years.  In 
1913  he  located  at  Roseberry,  in  the  same  county.  He  had  been  appointed  a  trustee  of  a 
hardware  store  at  Roseberry  which  had  become  much  Involved  fn  Its  flnancial  affilrs 
and  he  spent  three  years  In  the  discharge  ot  the  duties  of  that  office,  during  which 
time  be  bad  its  business  all  straightened  out.  He  then  turned  it  over  to  its  owners, 
who  later  sold  the  business  to  Mr.  Sims,  who  took  charge  on  the  1st  of  January,  1917. 
He  had  previously  had  mercantile  experience  as  owner  ot  a  general  store  at  Vanwyck 
fTMn  1903  until  1907  and  he  took  to  that  town  the  first  carload  ot  wagons  and  tbe  first 
carload  of  farm  machinery.  Since  taking  over  the  hardware  business  at  Roseberry  he 
has  built  up  a  trade  of  gratifying  proportions  and  his  busiuesB  is  now  proving  QUite 
proBtable. 

On  the  33d  of  September,  1904,  Mr.  Sims  was  married  in  Morgan  county,  IlUnola, 
having  returned  to  hla  native  state  for  his  bride.  Miss  Alice  E.  Whltlock.  They  have  ho- 
come  parents  of  three  children:  Dorothy,  born  July  B,  1905;  Iva  Irene,  born  July  19, 
1908:  and  Mary  Louise,  born  July  19.  1910.  It  will  be  noticed  that  thi  two  younger 
daughters  were  hom  on  the  19th  of  July  and  all  three  In  July,  as  were  the  parents. 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Sims  is  a  democrat,  hiving  supported  tbe  party  since 
age  conferred  upon  him  the  right  of  franchise.  He  has  never  been  a  politician  In  the 
sense  of  oKce  seeking,  however,  and  his  first  public  position  Is  that  or  state  senitor,  to 
which  office  he  was  called  In  November.  1918.  He  had  previously  declined  the  position 
ot  county  auditor,  as  he  did  not  desire  to  give  up  his  hardware  businesB  to  tike  over 
the  duties  or  that  office,  but  has  found  that  he  can  make  arrangements  to  serve  his 
district  In  the  state  senate  and  yet  have  supervision  over  his  hardware  trade.  He  IB 
serving  on  the  committees  on  corporations  and  public  health.  He  belongs  to  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  church  and  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  in  the 
latter  organization  Is  a  past  grand.  These  associations  indicate  the  nature  of  bis  In- 
terests and  the  rules  which  govern  his  conduct.  * 


JOSEPH  S.  GEDDES. 

Joseph  S.  Geddes,  a  well  known  farmer  and  landowner  of  Franklin  county,  who 
Id  past  years  was  engaged  In  the  contracting  and  building  trades,  was  born  tn  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  December  18.  1857.  and  Is  a  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (Stewart) 
Geddes,  natives  of  Scotland,  the  former  born  in  Paisley  and  the  latter  in  Glasgow. 
They  came  to  America  In  1854  and  proceeded  on  their  journey  to  Utah,  crossing  the 
plains  with  the  famous  "bandcirt  company."  The  father  worked  as  a  miner  when  liv- 
ing In  Scotland,  but  on  settling  In  this  country  he  engaged  in  fiirming,  taking  up  land 
at  Plain  City,  ten  miles  northwest  of  Ogden.  Utah.  He  also  owned  property  In  Salt 
Lake  City.  He  Improved  and  developed  his  place  and  cmitinued  to  operate  it  during 
the  remainder  of  his  active  life,  proving  to  be  an  excellent  farmer.  He  was  prominent 
In  the  affairs  ot  tbe  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  ot  Latter-diy  Saints  aud  practicilly  made  a 
tour  of  the  world  when  engaged  in  missions  on  behalf  of  his  church.  He  died  In  Sep- 
tember, IS9S.    Tbe  mother  of  our  subject  passed  away  In  1868. 

Joseph  S.  Geddes  was  reared  tn  Plain  City,  Utah,  and  received  his  early  education 
In  the  public  schools  of  that  place,  finishing  at  the  State  University,  utter  which  he 
taught  school  for  three  years.  He  then  turned  his  attention  to  contracting  and  build- 
ing, at  which  he  continued  for  a  number  of  years.  In  September,  1897.  he  removed  to 
Preston,  Idaho,  where  he  was  recognized  as  the  principal  contractor  and  builder  and 
Vfhere  he  erected  a  large  number  ot  substantial  buildings.     His  next  line  of  bustnes.- 
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wu  OS  a  travelltnK  salesman  bnt  for  the  past  few  y«a.n  he  has  deroted  most  of  his 
time  to  hfs  farminK  interests.  Wh«n  Mr.  Oeddn  represented  the  Beneficial  Life  In- 
surance Company  of  Salt  Lake  City,  be  was  one  of  the  big  prodncers  of  that  companr 
Init  he  anally  resigned,  not  caring  to  contlnne  on  the  road.  He  bought  and  improved 
three  hnndred  and  twenty  acres  of  land  eight  miles  from  Preston  but  his  residence  Is 
In  the  town. 

On  December  28,  1882,  Mr.  Oeddes  was  married  to  Miss  Isabelle  D.  Neeley,  a  daugh- 
ter of  ArmenlOtts  and  Snsan  (Morgan)  Neeler.  who  were  among  the  early  pioneers  of 
Dtab.  Mr.  Neeley  was  an  Indian  interpreter  in  the  early  days  and  was  a  farmer  and 
stock  raiser  for  the  greater  part  of  bla  active  life.  He  came  to  Franklin,  Idaho,  when  the 
town  was  Brat  settled  In  186S.  He  died  In  1910  and  bla  wife's  death  occurred  in  18T9. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oeddes  became  the  parents  of  the  following  children:  Pearl.  Joseph  A., 
Vera,  Josle  and  Lyle,  all  of  whom  are  living;  and  Blanche,  Ira,  HaEel,  Rnt^  and  Paul, 
who  are  deceased. 

In  September,  IBIO,  Mr.  Oeddes  was  made  president  of  the  Oneida  stake  and  was 
president's  counselor  (or  twelve  years.  In  November,  1894,  he  went  to  soathem  states, 
principally  to  Florida  and  Alabama,  on  a  mission  for  his  church,  and  returned  In  1897. 
He  has  Qlled  various  public  offices  In  his  ,tlme,  having  been  Justice  of  the  peace,  conr 
stable,  and  member  and  chairman  of  the  village  board  of  Preston.  He  Is  a  warm  sup- 
porter of  the  democratic  paHy,  and  although  urged  oa  several  occasions  to  stand  for  the 
state  legislature,  he  has  always  refused.  This,  however,  haa  not  deterred  him  from 
giving  a  good  cttfKeu's  attention  to  all  public  affairs  calculated  to  advance  the  general 
welfare  of  the  community. 


HENRY   SCHODDB. 


Minidoka  county  and  this  section  of  Idaho  Is  largely  Indebted  to  the  eSorts  of 
Henry  Schodde  for  early  pioneer  development  He  aided  In  laying  broad  and  deep  the 
foundation  upon  which  has  been  built  the  present  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  state, 
for  he  was  among  tboee  who  penetrated  Into  the  western  wilderness  to  plant  there  the 
seeds  ot  civilization.  He  was  born  In  Oermauy,  March  31,  183G,  and  remained  a  resident 
of  that  country  to  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  when  he  sailed  for. the  new  world,  reaching 
New  Orleans  in  1S&4.  There  he  secured  a  position  on  one  of  the  river  steamboats 
plying  between  that  city  and  8t.  Louis,  Missouri.  He  served  in  that  capacity  for 
about  six  or  eight  months  and  then  entered  Into  partnership  with  Tony  Faust,  of 
Dubuque,  Iowa,  In  the  conduct  of  a  bakery  business.  Their  partnership  existed  for 
about  four  years.  Mr.  Faust  had  also  been  one  of  the  pioneer  residents  of  the  middle 
west  and  became  one  of  the  millionaire  restaurant  men  of  the  Mlsslsslppt  valley,  being 
particularly  well  known  In  St.  Louis,  where  he  conducted  Important  business  Interests 
and  where  he  passed  away  a  number  of  years  ago. 

On  thfi  dissolution  of  the  partnership  with  Mr.  Faust,  Mr.  Schodde  engaged  in  the 
freighting  business  between  Fort  Benton,  Iowa,  and  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas.  After 
several  months  spent  at  Fort  Benton  he  removed  to  Corlnne,  Utah,  and  was  engaged 
In  freighting  from  that  point  to  Helena  and  Butte,  Montana,  this  being  long  before 
the  building  ot  the^  railroad  to  these  different  cities.  He  did  all  of  the  freighting  at 
that  time  between  those  points  with  oxen  and  mules.  The  roads  were  very  bad  In 
places  and  there  were  no  repair  stations  such  as  the  automobile  tourist  meets  as  he 
travels  along  the  modem  highway. 

After  the  building  of  the  railroad  into  Helena  and  Butte,  Mr.  Schodde  left  Utah, 
removing  to  Toana,  Nevada,  and  engaged  in  freighting  between  that  place  and  Ploche, 
Nevada.  For  three  or  four  years  he  resided  at  Toana,  and  there  made  his  first  pur- 
chase of  cattle,  marking  his  Initial  venture  Into  the  cattle  business.  Some  time  after- 
ward he  took  passage  from  New  York  dty  for  Oermsnr,  that  he  might  revisit  his 
native  land,  and  there  he  met- his  wife,  Mrs.  Minnie  Schodde,  who  Is  at  present  resid- 
ing with  the  children  bgrn  of  their  marriage  upon  the  old  home  ranch  on  the  Snake 
river  In  Minidoka  county.  There  he  took  up  his  abode  upon  his  return  from  Oermany. 
After  the  establishment  of  his  residence  In  what  was  then  Alturas  county,  Mr.  Schodde 
continued  In  the  cattle  business,  to  which  he  devoted  his  attention  throughout  his  re- 
maining days,  running  cattle  In  Lincoln,  Logan  and  Blaine  counties.  He  operated  his 
various  ranches  from  the  old  home  ranch  In  Minidoka  county,  however,  upon  which  he 
and  his  wife  first  settled.    He  built  thereon  a  stone  house  and  later  a  frame  residence. 
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He  added  rancheB  In  other  counties  untti  he  bad  over  one  thousand  acres.  This  ts  Id  a 
moat  attractive  and  beautiful  country.  Ducks,  snipe  and  other  game  hirds  can  be  seen 
almost  any  time  of  the  year  Irom  the  ranch  house. 

It  was  in  1881  that  Mr.  Schodde  married  Miss  Minnie  Schodde.  a  daugtiter  ol 
Chrisoffer  and  Caroline  (Koch)  Schodde  and  a  native  o(  Wehden,  Germany.  She 
came  to  the  Unlteii  States  in  ISSO  and  was  married  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Schodde  Iwcame  parents  of  eight  children;  William,  who  died  In  Nebraaka  lo 
Inlaney;  George;  Clara,  the  wife  of  Prank  Adams,  of  Paul,  Idaho;  Thomas;  Fred; 
Joseph;  Lottie;  and  Frank. 

To  the  home  ranch  Mr.  Schodde  brought  his  young  wife  about  1SS3  and  she  is 
still  living  upon  the  property,  Mr.  Schodde  continued  to  give  his  attention  to  the 
development  of  his  property  and  his  cattle  raising  Interests  throughout  his  remaining 
days.  Before  his  death  he  had  seen  the  division  of  what  was  known  as  Alturas  county 
Into  about  Hve  or  sis  other  counftes  ot  the  present  size  ol  Cassia  county.  Furthermore:, 
he  was  the  firat  settler  in  eouthern  Idaho  to  use  water  wheels  tor  irrigating  his  lands. 
He  constructed  and  for  a  numlKf  of  years  operated  approximately  twelve  or  fourteen 
of  Bucb  water  wheels  along  the  Snake  river  and  adjacent  to  his  ranch  lands.  In  the 
history  of  Idaho  these  water  wheels  were  the  flret  and  the  largest  ever  constructed  by 
any  person  or  persons  for  the  irrigation  of  lands.  In  addition  to  being  one  of  the  stock 
growers  and  stock  raisers  of  southern  Idaho,  Mr.  Schodde  also  conducted  a  ferry  across  ' 
the  Snake  river  for  a  period  extending  from  the  time  he  Arst  established  his  residence 
In  Idaho  and  along  the  Snake  river  to  about  the  year  1910.  This  ferry  Is  known  at  the 
present  time  by  the  name  of  Starrhs  ferry.  This  was  one  ot  the  two  terries  operated 
along  Snake  river  tor  a  distance  of  about  two  hundred  miles  and  was  the  only  means 
of  crossing  the  river  until  the  year  1909,  at  which  time  the  toll  bridge  was  bulU  about 
sli  or  seven  miles  east  of  Mr.  Schodde's  ranch,  connecting  the  towns  ol  Heyburn  and 
Burley,  Idaho. 

One  of  the  remarkable  things  about  Mr.  Schodde's  career  Is  the  fact  that  during  the 
year  1875  he  purchased  apples  of  Brigharo  Young,  the  president  of  the  Mormon  church, 
and  freighted  them  from  Salt  Lake  Clly  to  Dillon,  Montana,  where  they  sold  at  one 
dollar  each.  Before  his  death  Mr.  Schodde  numbered  among  his  acquaintances  and  asso- 
ciates ail  of  the  pioneers  of  the  state  of  Idaho.  He  was  one  of  those  men  who  aided  in 
every  way  in  the  building  up  ot  what  is  today  one  of  the  most  progressive  and  wealthy 
states  of  the  northwest  territory.  He  did  everything  In  his  power  to  further  advance- 
ment and  improvement  and  promote  the  interests  ot  civilization.  His  labors  were  Indeed 
effective  and  far-reaching  and  Idaho  Is  greatly  Indebted  to  him  tor  his  contribution  to 
ber  upbuilding.  He  participated  in  a  number  ot  Indian  Aghts  while  freighting  In 
Nebraska  and  at  Pine  Bluff  was  shot  with  an  arrow.  His  freighting  experiences  brought 
blm  Intimate  knowledge  of  the  west.  Its  possibilities  and  Its  opportunities,  and  with  bis 
removal  to  Minidoka  county  he  utilized  these  opportunities  to  the  full  and  as  a  result 
became  one  of  the  prosperous  ranchers  of  the  state.  Moreover,  he  reared  a  tamlly  wbo 
are  carrying  on  the  splendid  work  which  he  began,  his  widow  and  children  still  occupy- 
ing the  old  home  ranch. 


WALTER  L.  TEETER. 

■Walter  L.  Teeter,  successfully  engaged  in  dairy  farming.  Is  the  owner  ot  a  pro- 
ductive tract  ot  land  comprising  forty  acres  and  situated  six  miles  northwest  of  Meridian. 
He  la  a  native  of  Harrison  county,  Iowa,  where  his  birth  occurred  December  31.  1S8S,  he 
being  the  first-born  ot  William  B.  and  Emm:i  (Bnurn)  Teeter.  The  parents  are  well 
known  and  highly  esteemed  residents  of  Ada  county,  Idaho,  where  they  have  made  their 
home  for  the  past  nineteen  years. 

Waiter  L.  Teeter  was  a  lad  of  thirteen  when  he  came  with  bis  father  and  mother  to 
Ada  county  in  1901  and  here  he  has  remained  continuously  since.  On  the  23d  of  August. 
1911,  he  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Nancy  Davidson,  who  was  born  In  Scott  county, 
Kansas,  August  13.  1889.  a  daughter  of  M.  Z.  Davidson,  who  is  mentioned  at  length  on 
another  page  of  tbis  work.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Teeter  have  become  parents  of  three  children, 
namely:  Raymond  Davidson,  born  June  18.  1912;  Robert  Harold,  whose  birth  occurred 
July  5,  1911;  and  Ethel,  who  was  born  on  the  23d  of  November,  1916. 

As  above  Indicated,  Mr.  Teeter  is  devoting  his  attention  to  dairy  farming  with 
excellent  results,  owning  a  highly  Improved  property  embracing  forty  acres.    There  Is  a 
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■llo  upon  tlie  place  and  tlie  prodnctlve  soil  reoponds  rendlljr  to  the  care  and  caltlvatloa 
of  tlie  owner.  He  has  a  flne  herd  of  Jerseya,  wbfcb  at  the  praeent  prices  of  dairy  prodacta 
Insures  him  a  gratifying  Income. 

In  politics  both  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Teeter  maintain  an  Independent  attitude,  while  their 
rellKlons  tafth  is  that  of  the  Methodist  church.  A  young  couple  of  genuine  personal 
worth,  they  have  won  the  warm  friendship  and  high  regard  of  all  who  know  them,  and 
in  the  able  management  of  his  bnsinees  Interests  Mr.  Teeter  has  already  gained  a  place 
among  the  rabstanttal  and  representatire  farmers  <rf  Ada  county. 


THOUAS  B.  RAT. 


Thomas  B.  Ray,  a  well  known  member  of  the  legal  profeeslon  in  Oneida  conntyi  has 
for  several  yeans  acted  as  county  attorney  and  also  city  attorney  of  Ualad  and  has 
otherwiee  been  identified  with  public  affairs.  He  is  a  native  son  of  the  Hooaier  state, 
bom  at  Bedford,  Indiana,  July  18,  1879,  and  is  a  son  of  Thomas  T.  and  Susan  E.  (Kerns) 
Ray,  also  natlTes  of  Indiana.  The  father,  who  was  a  fanner  and  stock  dealer,  spent  his 
entire  life  In  lAwrence  county,  Indiana,  and  made  a  good  IMng  from  his  agricultural 
operations.  He  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  war,  having  served  for  three  montha  with 
an  Indiana  cavalry  regiment.  His  death  took  place  in  May,  1912.  His  widow  Is  still 
living  and  continues  to  make  her  home  at  Bedford,  Indiana. 

Thomas  B.  Ray,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  reared  Id  Bedford,  Indiana,  and 
educated  In  the  public  schools  of  that  place  and  at  the  Normal  College  of  Mitchell. 
Indiana,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  189G.  He  then  went  to  work 
aa  a  railroad  agent,  being  thus  employed  for  about  ten  years  with  the  Monon  Railroad. 
In  lfH)6  he  removed  to  Malad  City,  Idaho,  on  account  of  his  health,  and  worked  tor  the 
Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad.  He  later  entered  the  University  of  Michigan,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  with  the  law  class  of  1910,  and  then  returned  to  Malad  City,  where  he 
haa  been  engaged  In  legal  practice  ever  since,  being  generally  recognized  as  one  of  the 
foremost  lawyers  in  that  part  of  the  state. 

In  1912  Mr.  Ray  was  elected  to  the  office  of  county  attorney  for  Oneida  county,  and 
haa  been  re-elected  at  each  succeeding  election,  except  1914.  He  has  given  the  utmost 
satlsfactton  In  the  discharge  of  Ub  responsible  duties.  In  1913  he  was  appointed  city 
attorney  of  Malad  City  and  is  serving  in  that  office  with  fidelity  and  ability. 

Mr.  Ray  fs  a  member  of  the  Masonic  order  and  warmly  Interested  In  all  the  good 
work  of  that  ptqiular  organisation.  It  was  in  1S05  that  he  became  a  master  Mason. 
He  la  also  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  He  gives  hie  support  to  the  republican 
party  and  Is  active  in  forwarding  its  principles  and  also  gives  a  good  citlien's  attention 
to  aU  public  matters  calculated  to  serve  the  community  welfare. 


EDWARD  A.  MoCARTT. 


The  center  of  the  lumber  Industry  has  constantly  shifted  as  the  forests  have  been 
cut  and  as  the  population  of  the  country  has  steadily  pushed  westward.  Edward  A. 
McCarty,  a  capitalist  of  Coeur  d'Alene,  Is  a  representative  of  a  family  long  connected 
with  the  lumber  business  Id  Michigan  and  in  J890  he  crossed  the  virgin  fields  offered 
by  the  northwest,  organising  the  Saginaw  Lumber  Company  of  Coeur  d'Alene.  Since 
then  he  has  been  more  or  less  closely  associated  with  the  development  of  the  Umber 
Interests  and  with  transportation  activities  In  the  northwest.  He  was  born  In  Saginaw, 
Michigan,  and  Is  a  son  of  Edward  and  Mary  (Ure)  McCarty,  both  of  whom  were  natives 
of  Boston,  Massachusetts.  In  bis  boyhood  the  father  accompanied  his  parents  to  Michi- 
gan, the  family  casting  tn  its  lot  with  the  pioneer  settlers  of  that  state.  Edward 
McCarty  became  a  factor  in  the  development  of  the  lumber  business  In  Michigan  and 
was  prominent  and  active  not  only  In  Indnstrlal  circles,  but  also  In  connection  with 
public  affairs  of  that  district.    His  rellgioUB  faith  was  that  of  the  Presbyterian  church. 

Edward  A.  McCarty  was  a  pupti  In  the  Saginaw  schools  and  in  a  business  ooUeg* 
of  that  place,  thus  receiving  excellent  training  which  thoroughly  qualified  him  for  life's 
practical  and  responsible  duties.  He  became  the  associate  of  his  father  in  the  lumber 
business  In  Michigan,  and  seeking  still  broader  and  better  opportunities  along  that  line, 
came  to  Coeur  d'Alene  in  1890  and  organized  the  Saginaw  Lumber  Company  In  1891,

becoming  a  partner  in  Uie  enterprlee.  Re  was  a«soctated  with  the  buslneBS  until  1894, 
the  compan]'  engaging  tn  the  manufacture  of  western  pine  lumber.  Mr.  McCarty  after- 
ward entered  Into  partnerehip  with  Captain  Sanborn  In  organtzinK  the  Sherman  Trans- 
portation Company,  owning  a  line  of  boats  uaed  In  hauling  ore  and  wood.  He  was  thus 
engaged  until  IBOO,  when  be  began  handling  timber,  and  he  1b  still  the  owner  of  extenslTe 
timlMr  Interests.  He  also  makes  loans  on  real  estate  and  with  the  deTelopment  of  his 
business  altairs  be  has  become  one  of  the  prominent  and  prositerouB  residents  of  the 
northwest.  He  ts  also  a  etockbolder  in  the  Gxctaanga  National  Bank  and  prior  to  its 
organization  he  was  associated  wltb  the  First  National  Bank.  With  the  allaira  of  tlie 
old  Exchange  National  he  was  actlrel;  connected,  but  hia  business  Interests  are  now 
largely  those  of  financial  connection  and  investment  rather  than  of  active  management 
Mr.  McCarty  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Hackett,  of  Saginaw,  Michigan, 
and  they  have  become  the  parents  of  a  son,  Edward  L.  Mr.  McCarty  has  never  taken  an 
active  part  in  politics,  at  all  times  concentrating  his  efforts  and  attention  upon  his 
business  aSairs,  and  hia  excellent  powers  of  organisation,  his  Initiative,  his  keen  sagacity 
and  determination  have  been  potent  elements  in  the  attainment  of  the  substantial  succees 
which  has  come  to  him. 


DAVID  B.  HTDE. 

David  B.  Hyde  Is  the  founder  of  the  town  of  Bruneau,  in  which  for  a  number  of 
years  be  has  engaged  in  the  hotel  business.  He  was  born  in  Rome,  Oneida  county. 
New  York,  August  12,  1S63,  a  son  of  Jacob  and  Elisabeth  (Baker)  Hyde.  The  fatler 
followed  farming  In  the  state  of  New  York  throughout  his  entire  lite'  and  there  passed 
away  In  1878  at  the  age  of  elxty-nlne,  while  the  mother  was  sixty-seven  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  her  demise. 

David  B.  Hyde  spent  his  boyhood  days  on  the  old  home  farm  in  the  Empire  state 
and  attended  the  public  schoots.  but  hIa  opportunities  tor  securing  an  education  were 
r«strlcted  br  the  outbreak  ot  the  Civil  war,  as  It  was  necessary  for  him  to  leave  school 
and  carry  on  the  work  ot  the  farm  while  the  older  members  of  the  family  aided  in 
defense  of  the  Union  at  the  front.  He  was  eighteen  years  of  age  when  in  June,  1872.  be 
left  New  York  for  the  west,  traveling  by  train  to  Wlnnemucca,  Nevada,  and  thence  pro- 
ceeding to  Silver  City,  Idaho,  covering  the  last  two  hundred  and  ten  milea  ot  the  trip 
by  stage  In  forty-two  hours.  He  followed  mining  at  Silver  City,  Idaho,  for  three  yean 
and  then  turned  his  attention  to  cattle  raising  tn  connection  with  his  brother  Michael, 
who  was  already  actively  engaged  In  that  business.  They  followed  cattle  raising  until 
1S8T,  when  a  hard  winter  came  on  and  they  lost  moat  ot  their  stock.  They  bad  pur-i 
chased  a  large  herd  at  twenty-flve  and  twenty-seven  dollars  per  head  and  had  sold  about  a 
thousand  head.  Those  that  were  left  after  the  hard  winter  was  over  sold  tor  ten  dollars 
per  head,  This  greatly  discouraged  Mr.  Hyde  In  connection  with  cattle  raising.  He 
also  owned  a  ranch  of  two  thousand  acres  at  Oreana,  Idaho,  and  another  of  tour  thousand 
acres  In  Paradise  valley,  but  on  account  ot  His  losses  In  stock  he  quit  this  claim  and 
removed  to  the  Brnnaau  valley,  where  he  took  up  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land 
under  the  preemption  law  where  Bruneau  now  stands.  Here  he  built  a  log  house,  which 
be  used  as  a  hotel,  and  at  the  same  time  he  carried  m  general  ranching  on  bis  one 
hundred  uid  sixty  acre  tract  of  land.  He  likewise  engaged  to  some  extent  In  raising 
stock,  but  in  190&  disposed  of  the  ranch.  In  the  meantlihe  he  had  built  a  larger  hotel 
and  he  has  continued  In  the  hotel  business  to  the  present  tline.  or  for  a  period  ot  thlrty- 
flve  years.  He  Is  always  a  genial,  courteous  and  obliging  host  and  baa  made  his  hostelry 
popular  with  the  traveling  public 

On  the  3d  of  June,  1882,  Mr.  Hyde  was  married  to  Miss  Lulu  A.  Crocheroo,  a  daughter 
of  John  H.  and  Marian  (Crow)  Crocheron  and  a  native  of  Eugene,  Oregon.  Her  parents 
were  farming  people  who  In  1849  removed  to  CallftH'nia,  where  the  father  followed 
mining  for  a  number  of  years,  after  which  be  devoted  a  number  of  years  to  ranching. 
He  was  bom  In  New  York  city  in  1828  and  was  a  son  ot  Asbury  and  Jane  (Stonten- 
borough)  Crocheron,  the  former  a  native  of  Staten  Island,  while  the  latter  was  born  in 
New  York.  They  were  reared  and  educated  in  the  Empire  state  and  Mr.  Crocheron 
became  a  merchant  of  New  York  city,  where  he  remained  in  business  until  his  death  at 
-  the  age  ot  fifty-two  years,  while  bis  wife  reached  the  notable  old  age  of  ninety  years. 
Their  son,  John  H.  Crocheron,  in  184B.  when  twenty-one  years  of  age,,  sailed  around 
Ca^  Horn  to  California,  landing  at  San  Prancisca     He  went  direct  to  the  mjning 
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diatrict  on  the  Mohelumne  river,  wbere  be  remained  (or  a  few  montliB  and  then  proceeded 
to  Auburn.  Some  tinle  later  he  went  to  Caribou,  British  Columbia,  wbere  be  remained 
for  some  time  and  then  returned  to  tbe  United  States,  settling  In  the  WUtametta  valley 
of  Oregon,  where  he  continued  for  a  yeir.  He  afterward  located  on  the  Jobn  Day 
river  «bove  Canyon  City,  Oregon,  where  he  continued  for  a  few  months.  Later  be  took 
up  his  residence  at  SlWer  City,  Owyhee  county,  Idaho,  wbere  he  engaged  in  mining 
for  two  ye^ra,  and  In  1S70  he  purchased  a  ranch  on  Sinker  creek  and  devoted  bis  attention 
to  the  cultivation  of  hla  land  and  ta  stock  raising  (or  thirty  years.  He  next  removed 
to  Bruneau,  wbere  he  retired  from  active  business,  and  tbere  he  passed  away  Novem- 
ber 19. 1903,  at  tbe  age  of  Eeventy-Uve  years.  Tbrougbout  bis  life  he  bad  been  an  active 
and  successful  stockman.  Hla  political  allegiance  was  given  to  tbe  republican  party. 
In  early  manhood  be  wedded  Miss  Marian  J.  Crow,  a  native  of  Illinois,  and  ber  death 
occurred  May  1,  1919,  when  sbe  bad  reached  the  age  of  seventy-six  ye.irs.  A(ter  her 
bUBband'.s  deatli  sbe  bad  lived  in  the  Bruneau  valley  with  her  daughter. 

Mr.  Hyde, Is  a  democrat  in  bis  political  views  and  for  eight  years  be  served  an 
lustice  of  the  peace,  during  which  time  some  very  important  cases  came  before  bim  (or 
trial.  For  sixteen  years  be  was  the  postmaster  of  Bruneau,  which  town  he  founded, 
and  from  ite  Inception  be  has  been  closely  associated  with  everything  relating  to  Itb 
upbuilding  and  development.  He  has  lived  to  witness  much  of  the  growth  and  progress 
of  this  section  nf  tlie  state  and  his  memory  forms  a  connecting  link  between  tbe  primi- 
tive past  with  its  hardships  end  privations  and  the  progreasive  present  with  Its  advan- 
tages and  opportunities. 


MATTHEW  CASEY. 

Matthew  Casey,  a  prominent  pioneer  rancher  of  the  Ustick  nelgbborhood.  who  came 
to  Idaho  In  ISST  and  some  six  years  later.  In  IS93,' settled  on  his  present  place,  lying 
north  of  Ustick,  which  be  developed  out  of  sagebrush.  Is  a  native  of  Clinton  county, 
Ullnola,  having  been  born  on  a  farm  in  that  county  on  April  29,  1SE2.  He  Is  a  aon  of 
Daniel  and  Sarah  (Johnson)  Casey,  the  former  of  whom  was  a  Southerner  by  birth, 
and  tbe  latter  a  native  of  Illlnoia,  In  which  state  they  were  married.  The  father  was 
three  times  married,  Sirib  Johnaon  being  his  eeeond  wife.  By  his  three  marriages  he 
became  the  father  of  sixteen  children,  but  the  subject  of  this  aketch  and  one  half-brother 
are  tbe  only  surviving  members  of  the  family.  As  the  name  indlcatsa.  the  Caseys  are  of 
Irish  extraction,  the  tirst  of  the  family  to  come  to  this  country  arriving  very  many 
years  ago. 

Amanda  HInsbaw,  who  married  Matthew  Caiey,  was  also  a  native  of  Illinois,  born 
in  Marion  county,  July  15,  1856,  a  daughter  of  William  and  Nancy  (Nichols)  Hlnshaw. 
Mrs.  Casey  was  re:)red  In  tbe  same  neighborhood  In  Clinton  county,  Illinois,  aa  her 
husband,  and  In  school  they  were  classmates,  attending  school  In  an  old  tog  house. 
They  were  often  pitted  against  each  other  in  spelling  matches,  and  Mr.  Casey  modestly 
admits  that  bis  wife  was  the  better  speller. 

Following  their  marriage,  which  occurred  June  13,  1872,  Mr.  and  Mm.  C:isey  con- 
tinued to  reside  in  Clinton  county.  Illinois,  engaged  In  farming  until  1887,  when  they 
removed  to  Id3.bo,  living  drnt  at  Atlanti.  Elmore  county,  then  a  mining  camp.  They 
remained  in  that  place  for  five  years,  during  which  period  Mr.  Casey  was  a  stationary 
engineer,  mtill  carrier,  etc.,  and  then  removed  to  Mountain  Home,  where  he  spent  some 
lime  at  farming. 

It  was  Id  1S93  thai  he  bought  his  present  ranch,  consisting  of  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres,  then  covered  with  sagebrush,  and  he  immediately  proceeded  to  clear  and  cultivate 
the  tract  and  presently  he  had  the  greater  part  of  It  In  good  shape.  Mr,  Casey  sold  twenty 
acres  of  his  place,  which  lay  In  the  valley  below,  but  retains  one  hundred  acres  tor  his 
own  use  and  the  remaining  forty  ncrea  ta  in  the  possession  of  his  son.  William  Casey. 
the  one  hundred  and  forty  acres  lying  on  a  broad  stretch  of  level  table  lind.  The  Cisey 
ranch  is  well  developed  and  is  one  of  the  bent-kept  places  in  the  Ustick  neighborhood, 
every  feature  of  which  suggests  comfort,  contentment  and  bapplnesa.  Here.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Casey  are  enjoying  tbe  fruits  of  tbe  industry  of  their  younger  years,  the  active 
management  of  the  ranch  and  the  Inbors  that  go  with  it  resting  mainly  on  tbe  shoulders 
of  the  son,  William  Casey,  who  is  fully  equal  to  the  responsibilities.  The  raising  of  hay. 
grain  and  other  crops,  ss  well  as  dairy  farming,  have  been  the  chief  features  of  tbe 
Casey  ranch,  at  the  same  time  the  orchards  frequently  adding  much  to  tbe  annual  Income. 
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Mr.  and  Mrs.  Casey  became  the  parents  of  nloe  children,  of  whom  two  sooa  and  two 
daughters  are  deceased.  The  survivars  are  alt  sons,  as  follbws:  Wllliain  Henry,  born 
November  30.  1S73;  Alvln  C,  May  1,  1883;  Charles  O.,  November  27.  1886;  Vlrgll  M., 
November  11,  1891;  and  Marvin  N.,  May  2,  1900.  All  are  married  but  the  laEt  named,  who 
lives  on  the  home  place  with  his  parents.  Two  of  the  sons,  Alvin  and  Charles,  are  In 
the  service  of  Oakea  ft  Company,  wholesale  grocers  of  Boise,  the  former  being  manager 
of  the  company's  branch  house  at  Twin  Falls.  Idaho.  ' 

In  rellgloua  faith,  the  Casey  Xamtjy  are  Methodists,  holding  membership  fa  the 
McHUIen  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  which  is  located  In  their  home  neighborhood, 
and  tn  the  works  of  which  they  take  an  earnest  part,  as  they  do  In  all  community 
affairs  Intended  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  people  at  large.  They  give  their  whole- 
hearted support  to  the  democratic  party  and  are  consistent  supporters  of  the  political 
principles  of  that  party. 


ANDERS  ANDERSON. 

Anders  Anderson,  mayor  ot  Jerome  anD  chairman  of  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  Jerome  county,  was  born  In  Sweden  In  1864.  He  continued  a  resident  of  bis 
native  land  until  he  reached  the  age  of  twenty-eight  years,  when  he  determined  to  try  hie 
fortune  la  the  new  world.  Crossing  the  Atlantic  in  1892.  he  Urst  settled  in  Chicago 
and  was  there  Identified  with  the  building  trade  until  1908,  when  he  made  his  way  to 
Idaho,  settling  at  Jerome.  Here  be  took  up  the  work  of  contract  building  and  has 
erected  a  number  of  the  leading  structures  of  thia  city,  operating  quite  extensively  as  a 
successful  contractor  and  builder.  He  thorouglily  understandB  every  phase  ot  the  work 
and  many  of  the  leading  buildings  ot  Jerome  now  stand  as  monuments  to  his  skill  and 
Industry. 

In  1S87  Mr.  Anderson  was  married  to  Miss  Agnes  Maria  Palm.  They  are  well  known 
socially  In  Jerome  and  the  hospitality  of  the  best  homes  is  freely  accorded  them. 
Politically  Mr.  Anderson  Is  a  republicfU.  vecoEulzed  as  one  ot  the  leaders  in  local  party 
ranks.  He  was  chairman  of  the  board  of  c^jmraisnioners  of  the  old  Lincoln  county,  was 
elected  to  the  olllce  of  town  trustee  in  1916  and  in  1919  was  chosen  mayor  ot  Jerome, 
to  *hlch  he  Is  now  giving  a  businesslike  and  progressive  administration  that  seeks 
ever  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  city  and  to  uphold  those  interests  which  are  a  matter 
of  civic  virtue  and  of  clvlo  pride. 


CHARLES  P.  STACKHOnSE,  M.  D. 

Dr.  Charles  P.  Stackhouse,  a  successful  medical  and  surgical  pmctitioner  o(  Sand- 
point,  who.ie  prominence  in  professional  ciroles  of  the  state  Is  Indicated  In  the  tact  that 
he  is  now  president  ot  the  State  Medlcil  Siclety,  was  born  In  Shickshlnny.  Pennsylvania. 
April  19,  1S71,  his  parents  being  John  M.  and  Mary  (Linnlng)  Stackhouse.  the  former  a 
native  of  the  Keystone  state,  while  the  latter  was  born  In  New  Jersey.  The  father  was 
a  coal  operator  who  conducted  extensive  and  important  business  Interests  and  at  the 
same  time  was  a  prominent  figure  In  public  and  civic  affairs. 

After  attending  the  public  schools  ot  his  nitive  state.  Charles  P.  Stackhouse  cou' 
tlnued  his  educatlcn  in  Lehigh  University  ot  Pennsylvania  and  in  preparation  for  a 
professlcnal  career  entered  the  Medlco-Chlrurglcal  College  at  Philadelphia,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1S98,  He  then  became  an  interne  in  the  Phllidelphla 
General  Hospital,  with  which  he  was  thus  connected  for  two  years,  gaining  that  broad 
and  valuable  experience  which  is  always  the  outcome  ot  hospital  practice.  He  was  at 
Wilkes- Barre,  Pennsylvania,  in  the  private  pnctice  of  medicine  tor  some  time  and  while 
there  became  a  prominent  representative  of  Masonry,  being  chosen  the  first  master  of 
Fidelity  Lodge  No.  655.  A.  F.  &  A,  M.  His  Identification  with  the  northwest  dates  from 
1909,  when  he  opened  an  office  in  Sandpoint,  where  through  the  Intervening  period  ot 
eleven  years  he  has  enjoyed  an  extensive  practice.  At  all  times  he  keeps  in  touch  with 
the  trend  of  modern  professional  thonght,  research  and  investigation  and  while  he 
never  hastily  discards  old  and  time-trled  methods,  be  Is  yet  quick  to  adopt  any  new  ideas 
that  his  Judgment  sanctions  as  of  value  In  professlonil  service.  He  waa  active  and 
inBnential  in  the  organization  of  the  Bonner  County  Medlral  Society,  of  which  he  Is 
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now  the  president,  and  be  Ib  likewise  Uie  president  of  tlie  Idaho  State  Medical  Sodetj. 
Aside  from  bis*  proteosion  he  has  made  Inreitment  in  large  mlnlDK  Interests  In  the 
northwest  and  bis  rarloos  Interests  and  activities  have  brought  him  a  wide  acquaintance. 

Most  pleasantly  situated  In  his  borne  life.  Dr.  Stackbouse  was  married  In  1908  to 
Hiss  Fann7  L.  Hart,  a  daughter  of  J.  Frank  Hart,  of  Wflkes-Barre,  Pennarlrania,  who 
Is  a  prominent  wholesale  grocer  and  banker  ot  that  city.  Two  children  have  been  bom 
of  this  union:  Robert  H.,  whose  blrtb  occurred  In  January,  1911;  and  Mary  Jeau,  In 
June,  191G. 

Dr.  Stackbouse  is  keenly  Interested  In  all  that  has  to  do  with  the  welfare  and  progress 
of  the  district  and  the  state  in  which  he  now  makes  his  home.  He  was  a  member  ot 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Commercial  Club  and  baa  been  Its  president.  He  was 
secretary  of  the  medical  adviaory  heard  of  district  No,  1  during  the  World  war  and  on 
the  25th  of  October,  191S,  was  commissioned  captain  ot  the  Medical  Corps,  receiving  an 
h<morable  discharge  on  the  30th  of  December.  1918,  at  Fort  Stevens,  Oregon.  His  keen 
Interest  in  Masonry  has  continued  throughout  hla  life  and  he  Is  a  charter  member  of  the 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  at  Sandpolnt,  Is  a  Commaadery  Mason  of  WUkee-Barre,  Pennsyl- 
vnnla,  and  a  member  ot  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Spokane. 


MRS.  KATE  VERNON  SANDY. 

Mm.  Kate  Vernon  Sandy,  the  widow  ot  the  late  Reuben  H.  Sandy,  who  passed  away 
February  13,  1907,  still  resides  on  the  Sandy  ranch  situated  eight  and  a  hall  milee 
northwest  ot  Meridian.  She  was  bom  In  Rockingham  county,  Virginia,  October  17,  1859, 
her  parents  being  Benjamin  and  Sarah  Ann  (Myers)  Rhodes,  the  former  ot  whom 
served  in  the  Confederate  army  with  the  Virginia  troops.  When  Kate  Vemcm  Rhodes 
was  a  little  maiden  of  eight  Bummers  the  family  home  was  establiBbed  in  Ray  county, 
HlasourL  On  the  16th  ot  November,  1880,  she  there  gave  her  hand  in  marriage  to  Reuben 
H.  Sandy,  whose  birth  occurred  In  Rockingham  county,  Virginia,  March  23,  18G0,  and 
who  bad  removed  to  Ray  county.  Missouri,  as  a  single  man. 

In  1901  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sandy  came  to  Idaho,  taking  up  their  abode  northwest  ot 
Meridian,  In  which  vicinity  the  former  spent  the  remainder  ot  his  lite  and  the  latter 
still  resides.  It  was  In  the  year  1903  that  they  located  on  the  ranch,  situated  eight  and  a 
halt  miles  northwest  ot  Meridian,  on  which  Mr.  Sandy  died  on  the  23d  of  Pebrnary, 
1W7.  and  which  Is  now  occupied  by  his  widow.  They  became  the  parents  of  nine 
cblldren,  five  sons  and  four  daughters.  May  V.,  born  August  4,  18S3,  is  now  the  wife  of 
Kenney  S^owalter  and  resides  near  Nampa,  Idaho.  Maud  Lee,  whose  birth  occurred 
November  16,  1885,  became  the  wife  of  Oeorge  Frost  and  makes  her  home  near  Star, 
Idaho.  Oeorge  W..  bora  December  3.  1887.  wedded  Elisabeth  Waters  and  resides  in 
Nampa.  Loy,  Franklin,  whose  natal  day  was  March  22,  1890,  married  Oertrude  Jones  and 
lives  on  a  ranch  near  Nampa.  Thomas  Edward,  bom  August  9,  1892.  resides  with  his 
mother  and  operates  the  borne  ranch.  Herman  L.,  horn  November  8, 1894.  Is  a  successful 
rancher  of  Canyon  county.  Ada  Frances,  whose  birth  occurred  April  1,  1897,  Is  the  wife 
ot  Fred  Harrell  and  resides  near  Meridian.  Elmer,  born  February  IE,  1809,  is  at  borne. 
Ruth,  born  October  22,  1901, 'Is  also  yet  with  her  mother. 

The  father  ot  the  above  named  belonged  to  the  Brethren  chnrch,  the  teachings  of 
whtcb  found  expression  in  his  daily  lite,  and  In  bis  passing  the  community  mourned 
(he  loss  of  one  ot  Its  respected  and  substantial  citizens.  Mrs.  Sandy  Is  also  highly 
esteemed  In  Ada  county,  where  she  has  now  made  her  home  for  almost  two  decades, 
winning  the  warm  regard  and  friendship  ot  many  with  whom  she  has  come  in  contact. 


HENRY  L.  DAY. 

Henry  L.  Day.  whose  last  years  were  spent  In  Shoshone  county  and  whose  labors 
and  business  ability  conetltuted  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  development  and  upbuild- 
ing of  tbis  section  of  the  state,  was  throughout  the  greater  part  of  his  U(e  identified 
wltb  the  progress  of  the  west,  to  which  he  came  when  this  section  ot  the  country  was 
a  frontier  region.  A  native  of  Maine,  he  was  born  In  Washington  county  on  the  £Sth 
of  January,  1835,  a  son  ot  William  and  Sarah  (Averlll)  Day,  who  were  also  natives  of 
the  Pine  Tree  state,  where  the  father  engaged  In  the  lumber  business,  a  pursuit  which 
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be  followed  throughout  his  life.  He  wedded  Sarah  ATerlll,  who  passed  away  Id  Hlane- 
sota,  December  12, 1S64,  and  hla  dteth  occurred  on  the  6th  of  June,  1854. 

Spending  hla  yonthful  ixiya  nnder  the  parental  roof,  Henry  L.  Day  acquired  a  public 
school  education  and  afterward  contlaued  bie  studies  In  the  Bucksport  Seminary  of 
Ualne.  He  left  home  In  1S61,  when  a  youth  of  olneteen  years,  and  made  his  way  to 
California  by  way  of  the  Isthmus  of  Panama.  From  that  time  until  his  demise  he  was 
closely  aaaoctated  with  the  progress  and  improvement  of  the  vest  He  was  a  pioneer 
of  California,  of  Nevada  and  of  Idaho.  He  resided  for  some  time  at  Nevada  City  and 
was  engaged  In  mining  and  lumbering  for  twenty  years.  He  then  removed  to  Wardner, 
Idaho,  where  he  established  a  dairy  business  and  also  opened  a  grocery  store,  continuing 
active  along  those  tines  until  1902,  when  he  retired  from  business,  spending  hla  remain- 
ing days  In  the  enjoyment  of  a  rest  which  he  had  truly  earned  and  richly  deserved.  In 
the  various  sections  in  which  he  lived — in  California,  in  Nevada  and  In  ShOBhone  county 
— be  took  an  active  part  In  shaping  public  progress  through  his  promotion  of  business 
enterprises  and  his  support  of  all  plans  and  measures  lor  the  general  good.  He  was  one 
of  the  owners  of  the  Hercules  mine  and  in  the  management  of  his  investments  and  his 
business  Interests  he  accumulated  a  substantial  competence  that  enabled  him  in  his  later- 
years  to  enjoy  all  of  the  comforts  and  many  of  the  luxuries  of  lite. 

On  the  2Sth  of  December,  1864,  In  Virginia  City,  Nevada,  Mr.  Day  was  married  to 
Ulss  Ellen  Powers,  a  daughter  of  James  and  Mary  IMcAvltt)  Powers.  Her  father  was 
born  in  Ireland  and  came  to  the  United  States  In  1812,  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years,  in 
company  with  his  uncle.  Captain  Edward  Hayes,  arriving  about  the  time  of  the  battle 
of  PlatUburg  in  the  War  of  1812.  He  died  in  Hay.  1S6S.  Hla  wife.  Mary  (McAvitt) 
Powers,  was  bom  in  Ireland  and  arrived  in  the  new  world  in  young  girlhood,  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Day  were  bom  six  children.  Of  these  live  are  living,  namely:  Harry  L>., 
Eugene  R.,  Jerome  J.,  Eleanor  and  Blanche. 

The  death,  of  Mr.  Day  occurred  March  7,  1910.  His  had  been  indeed  an  active, 
busy  and  useful  life.  There  was  no  pbase'of  the  pioneer  development  of  the  west  with 
which  he  was  not  familiar,  and  recognlilng  the  opportunities  here  offered,  he  took 
advantaga  ot  the  natural  resources  of  the  country  and  of  the  posBlbillttea  for  the 
development  of  trade.  As  the  years  passed  he  advanced  steadily  toward  the  goal  of 
prosperity  and  at  the  same  time  his  efforts  were  of  a  character  that  contributed  to 
general  progress  and  improvement  as  well  as  to  individual  success. 


TAYLOR  NELSON. 


Taylor  Nelson,  a  prominent  and  successful  farmer  and  fruit  grower  of  Franklin 
county,  is  a  native  son  of  Idaho,  born  In  the  town  of  Franklin,  December  23,  1878.  Hla 
pareTits,  William  Qoforth  and  Elvira  (Vail)  Nelson,  were  natives  of  llltnols.  The  father 
crossed  the  plains  to  Utah  in  1S60,  making  the  Journey  by  ox  team,  and  the  mother 
came  in  18E1,  their  marriage  taking  place  In  1866  at  Alpine,  Utah.  In  1860  William  O. 
Nelson  drove  the  sixth  team  ot  pioneers  who  settled  the  town  of  Pranklin.  Idaho,  where 
he  took  up  a  tract  of  land  which  he  improved  and  cultivated  for  four  years.  On  coming 
to  Franklin,  he  bought  a  town  lot.  which  only  cost  him  a  sum  sufflcient  to  cover  the 
expense  of  survey,  and  here  he  built  a  home.  The  emigrants  camped  in  wagons  during 
the  first  summer,  but  by  winter  all  had  houses  ready  to  occupy.  In  1863,  Mr.  Nelson 
was  called  by  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saintb  to  drive  a  team  hack  to 
the  Missouri  river  to  help  immigration  to  Utah,  and  be  was  sisty-flve  days  making  the 
return  Journey.  In  the  summer  of  1864.  he  was  called  on  to  move  his  family  to  Oxford. 
Bannock  county,  Idaho,  where  he  became  bishop  of  the  church,  and  where  he  resided 
for  twelve  years.  In  1869  he  went  to  Missouri  and  Illinois  on  a  mission  and  was  away 
for  eight  months.  In  June,  1S70,  he  went  to  Arledna,  where  he  spent  a  summer  making 
locations  and  prospective  settlements,  and  returned  the  following  fall.  Having  spent 
twelve  years  as  bishop  in  Oxford,  Mr.  Nelson  returned  to  Franklin  and  farmed  for  three 
rears,  when  he  went  to  Hiverdale,  Franklin  county,  and  bought  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  of  land  In  January,  187S.  He  has  continued  to  reside  on  this  farm  ever  since.  He 
is  now  elghty-nlse  years  ot  age  and  is  probably  the  only  one  living  of  those  who  were 
baptized  into  the  church  at  Nauvoo,  Illinois,  by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  His  wife  is 
also  living  and  Is  now  aged  eighty-two  years. 

Taylor  Nelson  was  reared  In  Franklin  county  and  was  educated  in  its  public  schoola. 
He  has  since  been  engaged  at  farming  and  fruit  growing.   In  IBIO  he  removed  to  Preston 
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and  built  a  home,  wbere  he  resides  during  school  months  to  enable  his  children  to  avail 
themselves  ol  the  educational  facilities  there  olTered,  but  during  the  summers  he  resides 
on  the  farm.  He  Is  the  owner  of  two  hundred  acres  of  land  seven  miles  trom  Preston, 
on  Bear  river,  and  has  twelve  acres  of  orchard,  given  over  to  the  cultivation  of  peaches, 
cherries  and  apricots,  with  which  he  baa  been  most  successful,  raising  about  one  thousand 
bushels  of  peaches  per  year. 

On  September  21,  1904,  Mr.  Nelson  was  married  to  Susie  Hawkes,  and  Cher  have 
become  the  pareats  of  sii  children,  namely:  Marven  T..  Tbelma,  Vonda.  Parren  T.,  BrmH 
and  Carmen  Rhoda.  In  August,  1S97,  Mr.  Nelson  was  called  on  to  Dll  a  mission  tor  his 
church  In  Georgia  and  returned  in  1900.  He  has  served  as  bishop's  counselor  of  River- 
dale  ward  and  was  bishop  there  from  ISOX  to  1910.  when  be  was  called  to  be  a  counielor 
la  the  Oneida  stake  preEidency.  On  June  6.  1920.  was  made  the  pi-esldent  of  the  Oneida 
stake.  Politically  be  gives  bis  support  to  the  republican  party.  He  Is  chairman  of  the 
local  chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  and  was  a  member  of  the  council  of  defense  during  the 
war  with  Oermany.  He  is  an  officer  of  the  Parm  Bureau  and  gives  practical  attention 
to  alt  matters  concerning  the  public  welfare. 


A.  C.  WHITE. 

Among  the  representatives  of  the  lumber  industry  in  Bonner  county  who  by  reason 
of  their  capable  management  and  enterprise  in  business  are  deserving  of  more  than  pass- 
ing mention  is  A.  C.  White,  who  has  come  to  the  northwest  from  New  England.  He 
was  born  at  Qrafton,  Vermont.  March  IS,  1866.  and  Is  a  eon  of  Charles  S.  and  Carrie 
(Merrlfleld)  White,  both  of  whom  were  also  natives  of  Grafton.  The  lather  devoted 
his  life  to  the  occupation  of  farming,  to  lumbering  and  manufacturing  and  by  resson 
of  the  importance  of  his  business  affairs  and  his  public  spirit  was  recognized  as  one 
of  the  leading  citizens  of  his  town. 

A.  C.  White  was  a  public  school  pupil  at  Grafton  until  he  had  mastered  the  branches 
of  learning  there  taught,  after  which  he  entered  the  Vermont  Academy.  He  left  New 
England  in  tSST  and  made  his  way  westward  to  S'lglnaw.  Michigan,  where  he  engaged 
in  the  lumber  buslnesB,  learning  every  phase  of  the  trade  from  the  cutting  of  the  tim- 
ber In  the  forest  unti>  it  was  handled  aa  a  finished  product.  He  afterward  devoted 
fifteen  years  to  carrying  on  the  lumber  business  oh  his  own  account  at  Saginaw,  de- 
veloping a  business  of  exten^tive  and  gratifying  proportions.  At  the  s»me  time  he 
never  allowed  the  desire  tor  success  to  shut  out  other  interests  end  activities  and 
while  at  Saginaw  was  active  in  support  of  all  those  Interests  which  are  a  matter  of 
dvic  virtue  and  of  civic  pride.  He  ulso  sought  the  moral  progress  of  the  community, 
was  the  president  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Asaociation  for  five  years  and  was 
nn   active  and   earnest  member   of   the   Bipttst   church. 

On  the  11th  of  March.  1909,  Mr.  While  arrived  in  Laclede,  Idaho,  where  he  pur- 
chased the  buHlncBH  of  the  Laclede  Lumber  Company  and  then  reorganized  under  the 
name  of  the  A.  C.  White  Lumber  Company.  He  is  today  the  owner  of  a  One  lumber 
mill,  splendidly  equipped,  which  cuts  twenty-five  million  feet  of  lumber  yearly.  He 
handles  the  Idaho  white  and  western  pine  and  his  business  has  assumed  extensive 
and  profitable  proportions.  The  thorouehness  of  his  preliminary  training,  his  sound 
Judgment  and  keen  sagacity  in  business  affairs  have  been  potent  ekmenta  In  his  suc- 
cess, Mr.  White  has  also  done  important  work  for  his  tallow  townemeu.  He  built 
fifty  homes  for  his  employes  where  the  town  of  Laclede  now  stands.  The  district 
was  covered  with  stumps  when  he  took  up  his  abode  here  and  with  its  subsequent 
development  and  progress  he  h'>s  been  closely  associated. 

Mr.  White  was  married  to  Miss  Anna  Whiting,  a  daughter  of  Lauren  Whiting,  a 
prcmineut  physician  of  Saginaw,  Michigan.  She  Is  a  graduate  of  the  Boston  Con- 
servatory of  Music  and  was  the  leading  organist  and  also  chorister,  of  Saginaw.  She 
has  done  much  to  develop  musicil  taste  and  talent  In  Laclede  and  few  towns  of  its 
size  hold  to  as  high  musical  standards.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs,  White  have  been  born 
three  children:   Margaret,  .Marlon  and  Albert  S. 

Both  Mr.  au.1  Mrs.  White  are  consistent  members  of  the  Baptist  church,  of  which 
his  brother,  Rev.  A.  F,  White,  was  pastor  at  one  time  for  ten  years  and  was  &  liberal 
promoter  of  the  moral  and  social  life  of  the  community.  A,  C.  White  assisted  m^tterially 
In  the  building  of  the  church  and  has  been  an  active  worker  in  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association.     He  was  also  one  of  the  builders  of  the  fine  schoolhouse  at  Laclede 
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and  during  tbe  World  war  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  Booner  Coonly  Defenie 
Coanell.  He  has  contributed  in  large  meaaure  to  the  material,  intellectual,  aoclal 
and  moral  pragresB  of  his  community  and  well  deseirea  recognition  as  one  of  the 
representative  and  prominent  cltlseus  of  Laclede.  ' 


WILLIAM  H.  CASET. 


WUllam  H.  Casey,  a  well  known  and  well-to-do  tanner,  owning  fortr  acres  of  land 
in  Ada  county,  was  bom  in  Clinton  conntr.  IIlinoiB,  November  30,  1873,  the  flret-bora 
child  of  Matthew  Casey  and  wife,  further  reference  to  whom  will  be  found  on  another 
page  of  this  work.  He  was  thirteen  years  old  when  hie  parents  removed  to  Idaho  In 
1S8S,  and  upon  their  homesteading  a  tract  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  north  of 
Ustick,  in  Ada  county,  in  1S93.  he  removed  with  them  to  this  ranch,  which  has  been> 
is  the  family  ever  since.  As  the  eldest  son.  he  was  bis  father's  principal  helper  In  the 
task  of  clearing  the  land,  which  was  covered  with  Bagebmah.  and  to  this  work  be 
rigorously  applied  himself,  finally  having  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  a  well  Improved 
ranch  develop.  Mr.  Casey,  who  is  now  farty-alz  years  old  and  has  been  married  for  over 
twenty-four  years,  has  never  left  the  homestead  and  he  is  now  the  owner  of  forty  acres 
of  the  original  tract,  all  of  which  he  farms  with  the  exception  of  a  few  acres  given  over 
to  an  orchard.  He  U  generally  recognised  as  one  of  the  progressive  and  up'todata 
tanners  In  the  Ustick  district  of  Ada  county,  where  he  Is  known  as  possessing  all  the 
qualities  demanded  by  good  cltlienshlp. 

On  January  2S,  1S96,  Mr.  Casey  was  married  to  Maud  DavlsBon,  who  was  bom  in 
Maccm  county,  Hlasauri,  July  9,  ISSO,  a  daughter  of  Frank  and  Martha  (Lister)  Davlason, 
with  whom  she  came  to  Boise  valley  when  she  was  nine  ye^rs  old,  in  1889.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Casey  are  the  parents  of  Six  living  children:  Orrille  W..  bom  November  ZS,  1S99; 
May  Nora,  January  19.  1891;  Earl  J..  April  2.  1905;  Floyd  A.,  June  10,  1907;  Evelyn  M., 
Fehraary  13,  1910,  and  Hazel  M.,  October  16.  191G.  One  daughter,  Marie,  died  when 
an  infant  of  ten  months;  she  was  between  May  and  Earl. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Casey  and  members  of  their  family  are  earnest  membms  of  the 
McMtllsn  Methodist  Episcopal  church  in  their  neighborhood  and  In  the  community  affairs 
they  take  a  warm  and  practical  interest.  Thsy  are  supporters  of  the  democratic  party. 
Hr.  Casey  was  fonnerly  a  director  of  the  Settlers  ditch  committee. 


CAPTAIN  JAMES  QRAHAM. . 

Captain  James  Oraham,  who  passed  away  in  1908,  had  for  a  number  of  yean  twin 
classed  with  the  representative  members  of  the  Idaho  bar  and  until  within  a  short 
time  of  his  death  had  filled  the  office  of  county  attorney  of  Kootenai  county.  His  life 
record  le  Inseparably  interwoven  with  the  history  of  Coeur  d'AIene,  for  he  was  one  of 
its  incorporators  and  Its  first  msyor.  With  many  phtttes  of  the  city's  development  he 
was  closely  associated  and  the  greater  part  of  his  life  was  spent  in  Idaho,  where  bis 
activities  were  so  directed  as  to  make  him  one  of  the  leading  and  valued  realdeuts 
of  the  state.  He  was  numbered  among  the  native  sons  of  the  Emerald  isle,  his  birth 
having  occurred  at  Crossreagb,  in  County  Monaghan,  Ireland,  December  26,  1866.  There 
the  first  twelve  years  of  bis  lite  were  passed,  after  which  he  came  with  liis  parents  to 
the  United  States,  the  family  Jonmeylng  across  the  continent  to  the  Pacific  coast  After 
a  brief  residence  at  Walla  Walla,  Washington,  thsy  removed  to  ColvlIIe,  Idaho,  and 
thereafter  Captain  Oraham  was  a  resident  of  this  state.  He  was  closely  associated  with 
Its  pioneer  development  and  with  its  later  progreas  and  Improvement.  For  a  time  he 
acted  as  mail  carrier  between  CoMlle  and  Spokane,  Washington,  and  later  secured  a 
position  in  the  hardware  store  of  Louis  Zlegler  through  the  Influence  of  his  uncle,  James 
Honaghan,  who  was  a  wealthy  and  prominetit-  resident  of  Spokane  and  who  fslt  the 
keenest  Interest  In  his  favorite  nephew,  James  Graham.  After  two  years  passed  in  the 
employ  of  Mr.  Zlegler,  Captain  Qrsham  began  working  for  his  uncle,  Mr.  Monaghan, 
who  at  that  time  iwas  a  post  trader  at  Coeur  d'AIene.  He  gained  broad  bufiiness  experi- 
ence In  this  way  and  won  advancement  from  time  to  time.  He  acted  as  purser  on  the 
Kootenai,  sailing  on  the  Coeur  d'AIene  lake  and  river,  and  he  also  bad  charge  of  the 
office  ot  the  old  mission,  looking  after  supplies  sent  to  the  amiy  post  and  to  the  mines. 
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He  became  a  familiar  flgnre  In  mining  circles,  tor  be  acted  ae  expert  accountant  for 
several  mining  companiea  as  well  as  for  S.  S.  Glldden  and  for  tbe  Llebe  interests  of 
San  Francisco. 

Wben  In  1894  Captain  Graham  was  appointed  registrar  at  the  United  States  land 
office  at  Coeur  d'Aleae  be  again  became  a  resident  of  this  cttj'.  He  occupied  tbe  position 
of  registrar  for  four  years.  His  leisure  hours  during  that  period  were  devoted  to  the 
atndy  of  law,  fats  reading  being  largely  directed  by  the  Hon.  Robert  B.  McFarland. 
Laudable  ambition  prompted  him  to  broaden  bis  knowledge  by  reading  and  study  and  be 
also  learned  many  valuable  lessons  through  varied  experiences.  A  con  temporary  writer 
has  said  of  bim:  "He  possessed  a  resjwnslTe  mind  and  retentive  memory  and  from  each 
experience  of  life  learned  the  lessons  it  contained.  Moreover,  he  read  broidly  and 
thought  deeply  and  thns  laid  the  foundation  for  the  study  of  law,  displaying  notable 
ambition  and  courage  In  his  efforts  to  educate  himself  for  the  legal  profession  under 
circumstances  and  conditions  which  would  fave  utterly  disheartened  many  a  man  of  less 
resolute  spirit  and  determination.  In  1S9T  be  was  admitted  to  practice  before  the 
supreme  court  of  Idaho  and  entered  upcm  the  active  work  of  the  profession,  in  which 
he  would  undoubtedly  have  attained  an  eminent  position  had  death  not  dlalmed  him. 
In  tbe  year  .in  which  he  began  practice — 1S97 — he  was  appointed  by  Oovemor  Steunen- 
berg  as  one  of  the  delegates  to  the  Trans-Mlssisslppl  Congress  in  Salt  Lake,  Utah." 

Captain  Graham  was  always  a  close  student  of  public  afCalrs.  especially  of  those 
questions  which  he  regarded  as  of  vital  importance  to  the  welfare  of  community,  com- 
monwealth and  country.  He  became  the  earnest  champion  of  many  interests  for  the 
public  good  and  Idaho  long  recognized  <n  blm  one  of  the  democratic  leaders  of  the  state. 
He  was  heard  again  and  again  In  the  discussion  of  Important  problems  from  the  public 
platform  during  campaigns  and'ln  this  direction  his  aid  was  often  sought  outside  the 
state.  His  fltness  tor  the  position  led  to  his  appointment  as  a  delegate  to  the  Trans- 
Hlssissippl  Congress,  which  met  In  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  In  July.  18B7.  and  one  of 
the  most  memorable  speeches  of  that  convention  was  the  one  in  which  Csptain  Graham 
advocated  reciprocity,  a  question  which  bad  previously  received  very  little  consideration 
from  the  public  He  said  In  part  on  that  occasion:  "I  have  never  been  more  Impressed 
with  the  greatness  of  my  country  and  the  genius  of  Its  founders  than  when  I  look  at  thla 
congress  and  reflect  upon  the  vast  area  It  represents — not  &  section  but  an  empire; 
a  country  greater  In  extent,  more  prolific  In  the  possibilities  of  her  productions,  than  tbe 
Roman  empire  at  Its  extremest  extent  I  am  also  mindful  of  the  fact  that,  had  we  clung 
with  the  pertinacity  which  It  deserved  to -the  tine  of  54-40  embraced  in  tbe  Louisiana 
purchase.  Instead  of  accepting  the  49th  parallel,  we  now  would  have  hod  the  best  mineral 
region  of  British  Columbia.    This  empire  was  the  result  of  a  purchase  of  eleven  millions. 

"The  relation  that  the  Trans-Mlsslsslppl  occupies,  and  particularly  tbe  state  which 
I  represent,  to  that  disputed  area  north  of  the  49th  parallel  and  south  of  54-40  la  of 
peculiar  moment.  I  verity  believe  that  had  the  genius  of  Jamestown  landed  in  San 
Francisco  bay  and  the  genius  of  Plymouth  Rock  at  the  mouth  of  tbe  Columbia,  it  would 
have  been. centuries  before  the  settlers  of  America  would  have  crossed  tbe  Slerr&s  and 
the  Rockies  to  settle  the  wastes  and  plains. 

"Nine  years  after  '49  the  sons  of  California  were  opening  up  to  the  world  the  Interior 
of  British  Columbia,  Cariboo  and  Fraser  river.  This  Influx  showed  the  possibilities  In 
the  production  of  the  precious  metals,  and  the  reflex  led  to  tbe  wonderful  discoveries  of 
Idaho,  Montana.  Washington  and  eastern  Oregon.  I  heard  tbe  assertion  that  Iiad  It  not 
been  tor  these  adventurers,  the  wonderful  possibilities  of  that  section  would  never  have 
been  shown  to  our  cousins  on  the  other  side  of  the  line  marking  British  Columbia. 

"Our  English  cousins  have,  In  my  bumble  Judgment,  established  a  wise  system  of 
mining  legislation,  and  have  cut  off  that  thing  known  as  'extra-lateral  rights,'  and  every 
encouragement  Is  given  to  the  foreigner.  The  only  requirement  is  that  the  prospector 
take  out  a  free  miners'  license,  costing  five  dollars,  and  renew  It  each  year. 

"The  result  of  this  In  the  last  four  years  has  been  astounding.  From  Trail  to 
Kootenai  and  from  the  line  to  Cariboo  tbe  eye  Is  everywhere  fretted  with  the  mineral 
stake.  The  American  miner  has  been  everywhere.  Tbe  minister  of  mines  reports  the 
silver  production  in  British  Columbia  In  JS9S  at  (977.229  and  In  1896  at  {2,100,000. 
despite  the  low  price.  The  copper  In  1S9G  was  worth  147,642  and  in  1S96  fl69,926.  Lead 
In  1896  amonnted  to  $721,384,  coal  to  f2.818.9S2  and  gold  to  tl,7gg,206.  Tbe  Influx  ot 
American  capital  and  American  miners  In  that  region  has  Increased  the  total  value  of  all 
mining  prodncts  from  (2,608,608  In  1891  to  (7.146,426  in  1896.  All  the  large  mines, 
the  Le  Rol,  Slocan  Star,  the  Reco  and  others  are  owned,  opened  and  developed  by 
Americans.    In  1896  In  Spokane.  Washington,  three  hundred  and  sixty-three  companies 
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vera  orgaolied  with  a  total  capital  of  fSOD.eZG.OOO  tor  operaUon  In  th«  mines  of  British 
Columbia,  and  Americans  have  put  their  capital  Into  railroads  and  smelters  theret 

"With  this  data,  what  Is  our  true  poller  to  this  American  section  situated  In  a  foreign 
country  that  should  belone  to  us?  What  Is  the  best  policy  to  protect  American  rights 
and  Interests  there?  Our  English  cousins  mean  to  be  just,  but  hostile  legislatfon  here 
brings  retaliatory  measures  there.  Can  we.  or  should  we,  place  a  high  protective  tariff 
npon  oree  from  that  country  which  naturally  seek  an  outlet  through  ours? 

"If  a  tariff  ie  forced  upon  them  they  will  retaliate  with  an  export  duty  on  the  rich 
gold  and  copper  ores,  keeping  them  away  frofti  our  smelters.  Reciprocity  should  be 
cultivated,  but  under  It  we  are  stared  in  the  face  with  the  fact  that  our  reciprocity  can 
only  be  with  England,  which  means  that  free  trade  with  England  would  be  extorted 
from  us.  Again,  I  cannot  see  where  lead  ores  need  any  protection.  In  the  Coeur  d'Alenes 
six  miles,  almost  contiguous,  produce  more  in  tonnage  and  value  of  lead-silver  ores 
than  all  of  British  Columbia,  and  I  have  never  found  how  a  tariff  on  lead  has  ever 
helped  these  people.  In  ISSS  to  1S89.  without  a  Urlff  on  lead,  their  ores  brought  six 
cents  per  pound;  with  a  tariff  of  one  and  one-half  cents,  under  Harrison,  lead  tell  from 
three  to  four  cents  per  pound. 

"As  to  our  commercial  relations:  Our  cereals  and  garden  produce  these  people 
mnst  have,  and  a  schedule  of  prices  can  be  arranged  under  the  genius  of  reciprocity. 
The  whole  policy  is  to  avoid  unfriendly  relations  with  these  peculiar  people  who  are 
more  of  and  for  us  than  they  are  for  the  English  or  the  English  manufacturer.  If, 
however,  unfriendly  legislation  on  our  part  should  breed  hostile  legislation  on  theirs, 
and  the  miners'  license  should  be  abrogated,  and  Americans  were  compelled  to  abjure 
their  allegiance  In  order  to  Invest  their  money,  let  us  remember  that  this  energy  would 
invite  the  adventorous  to  the  fields  south  of  the  line  under  our  own  flag. 

"Xet  ua  frame  those  laws  which  will  secure  for  us  the  realization  of  the  'manifest 
destiny'  of  the  American  people.  Their  destiny  has  guided  them  to  the  west,  and  the 
reflux  has  ewept  them  north  and  south  and  will  not  be  consummated  until  Columbia 
shall  stand  upon  her  own  waterways  through  the  isthmus  In  Central  America  and  can 
claim  In  one  vast  homogenous  people  the  entire  area  from  her  waterway  In  the  Isthmns 
to  UAO." 

His  address  elicited  the  most  thoughtful  consideration  and  attention  from  men 
prominent  throughout  the  United  States  and  showed  bim  to  be  a  master  of  the  sitnatlon. 
It  brought  to  him  an  attention  that  would  have  undoubtedly  been  a  stepping-stone  to 
high  political  honors  had  not  death  intervened.  When  the  Spanish-American  war  was 
begun  In  1898  he  was  tendered  the  office  of  major  of  the  First  Idaho  Infantry  by  Governor 
Stennenberg,  but  his  belief  that  others  were  better  qualified  for  the  position  led  him  to 
decline.  However,  he  did  become  quartennaster  for  the  regiment  with  the  rank  of  flrst 
Uentensnt,  and  after  gaining  some  experience  in  the  field  as  a  soldier  in  the  Philippines 
he  accepted  the  captaincy  of  Company  C,  First  Idaho  Infantry,  and  was  serving  with 
that  rank  when  the  war  was  brought  to  a  close. 

In  the  practice  of  law  Captain  Graham' won  tor  himself  a  most  creditable  and  enviable 
position.  He  prepared  his  cases  with  great  thoroughness  and  care  and  was  broadly 
Camltiar  with  the  principles  of  Jurleprudeace.  In  ISOO  he  was  elected  county  attorney 
of  Kootenai  county  and  continued  to  serve  in  that  capacity  until  obliged  to  retire  from 
the  ofilee  on  account  of  failtng  health.  He  had  never  enjoyed  good  health  after  his 
return  from  the  Spanish-American  war  and  death  called  him  on  the  15th  of  August, 
1906.  He  had  In  the  meantime  built  up  a  good  law  practice  and  he  had  also  become 
me  of  the  owners  of  the  water  and  light  plant  at  Coeur  d'AIene,  which  he  reorganised 
and  placed  upon  a  substantial  basts.  Other  buslnens  Interests  also  profited  by  his  keen 
discernment  and  capable  management.  hlB  judgment  at  all  times  being  sound  and  his 
discrimination  keen. 

At  SpcAaue,  Waehlngton,  Captain  Graham  was  married  on  the  17th  of  February, 
1896,  to  Miss  Teresa  M.  Kildea,  daughter  of  Patrick  and  Marts  (Crorwder)  Kildea,  of 
Flngel,  Ontario,  Canada.  Captain  Qraham  was  a  member  of  the  Elks  Lodge  No.  228  of 
Spokane  and  at  Walla  Walla  had  connection  with  the  Catholic  Order  of  Foresters.  His 
chief  activity  outside  of  professional  lines,  however,  was  in  support  of  the  political 
principles  and  activities  in  which  he  bo  strongly  believed  and  as  Coenr  d'Alene's  flrst 
mayor  he  gave  to  the  city  a  moat  progressive  and  businesslike  administration.  He 
looked  beyond  the  exigencies  of  the  moment  to  the  opportunities  and  possibilities  ot 
the  future  and  laid  broad  end  deep  the  foundation  upon  which  has  been  built  the  present 
prceress  and  prosperity  ot  the  city.  Of  him  it  has  been  said:  '''His  life  was  notable  In 
Its  devotion  to  public  and  private  duties.     Unassuming  in  manner,  he  was   neither 
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flatterad  by  the  honora  oC  public  offlce  nor  tempted  hy  ita  emolument,  preferriUK  tbe 
more  familiar  dntfee  within  the  range  of  hla  accnatpmed  aCtlTltlee.  On  one  occasion 
ke  wae  Bomlnate4:  br  acclamation  as  democratic  candidate  for  conKreBs.  but  declined 
to  make  the  rac«,  feelloK  be  could  serre  his  own  and  the  people's  Intereets  better  at 
home.  He  was  endowed  by  nature  with  keen  mentality,  bnt  the  development  cd  his 
powers  was  dne  to  his  own  ambition  and  ntllizatlon  of  every  opportunity  thst  presented 
Itself.  There  were  In 'him  the  qualities  which  enabled  him  to  overcome  difficulties 
and  obstacles  .and  make  continuous  advancement,  actuated  by  a  laudable  ambition  that 
recognized  the  obligations  of  the  Individual  to  choose  only  those  things  which  are  most 
worth  whjle  and  which  render  the  life  of  each  one  of  greatest  service  in  the  world'a 
work." 

Mrs.  Graham  Is  one  of  the  best  known  women  of  Idaho.  She  occupies  a  handsome 
residence  at  Coeur  d'Alene,  commanding  a  beautiful  view  of  the  lake,  her  place  being 
called  Villa  Glendalongb,  after  a  famoue  villa  In  County  Wlcklow,  Ireland,  which  was 
(he  birthplace  of  her  mother.  Mrs.  Qraham  has  t^e  distinction  of  being  the  first  woman 
to  be  placed  on  the  notification  committee  in  the  United  States  to  notify  the  president  and 
vice  president  of  tbeir  election.  She  was  the  first  woman  delegate  to  the  democratic 
natfcoiBl  convention  at  St  LfOals,  Hissonri,  aud  was  made  national  committee  woman 
for  Idaho  on  the  national  democratic  committee.  She  Is  the  president  of  the  Women's 
Democratic  Club  of  Kootenai  county.  During  the  war  period  she  was  extremely  active 
in  support  of  Interests  calculated  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  soldiers  or  to  finance 
the  war.  She  was  made  a  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Red  Cross,  of  the 
Idaho  Chapter,  and  was  treasurer  of  the  Kootenai  County  Chapter.  She  was  also  state 
diairman  of  the  Women's  Liberty  Loan  drives  through  appointment  of  Secretary 
HcAdoo  and  she  was  appointed  by  Oovemor  Alexander  on  the  Idaho  Industrial  Welfare 
Commission,  which  is  the  minimum  wage  committee  of  the  state.  She  was  made  a 
member  of  the  Idaho  State  Council  of  Defense  and  by  reason  of  ber  Important  work 
bas  become  known  from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other.  She  Is  also  the  builder 
and  owner  of  three  of  the  most  attractive  busineas  blocks  of  the  city,  one  '<rf  which  ia 
the  home  of  the  Blks  Club.  She  possesses  splendid  executive  ability  and  is  keenly 
interested  in  all  those  forces  irbith  make  for  public  progress,  her  efforts  being  particu- 
larly beneficial  and  resultant  in  behalf  of  tbe  democratic  party. 


LBSTER  G.  TAYLOR. 

Lester  G.  Taylor  was  born  February  S,  1876,  at  Macomb,  Michigan,  his  parents  being 
Jay  and  Mary  N.  (Glddings)  Taylor.  His  boyhood  days  were  spent  in  the  state  (rf  his 
nativity  and  after  mastering  the  branches  of  learning  taught  In  the  public  schools  he 
Ctmtlnued  bis  stifles  In  the  Northern  Indiana  Normal  School  at  Valparaiso.  Later  he 
was  located  for  a  time  at  Mlshawaka.  Indiana,  where  he  was  connected  with  the  Mlsha- 
waka  Woolen  Manufacturing  Company  for  a  period  of  three  years.  In  1904  ha  came  to 
the  west,  making  his  way  to  Heybnm.  Idaho,  where  he  was  engaged  In  merchandising 
on  his  own  account  far  a  time.  Later  he  became  connected  with  the  Riverton  Lumber  ft 
Hardware  Company  at  Heybum  and  afterward  went  to  Rupert,  Idaho,  where  he  was  with 
the  Lumber  C  Hardware  Company  tor  a  period  of  two  years.  In  1916  he  removed  to 
Pant,  cconlng  to  this  place  to  accept  his  present  position  in  connection  with  the  Paul 
Store  Company,  Incorporated,  of  which  be  Is  the  vice  president.  He  bas  since  been 
active  in  the  management  and  control  of  the  business,  which  has  constantly  grown  in 
vtdnme  and  Importance  until  the  s}ore  now  hss  an  extensive  trade  and  its  pitronage 
Is  steadily  increasing.  Me  Is  actuated  by  a  spirit  of  progress  in  alt  that  he  undertakes 
and  in  hie  commercial  pursuits  he  has  bees  a  close  student  of  the  signs  and  conditions 
of  the  times  and  has  been  able  to  give  his  patrons  the  beat  and  latest  that  the  markets 
of  the  world  afford.  He  Is  thoroughly  reliable  In  all  of  his  dealings,  building  hla  suo- 
cesBUpon  the  firm  foundation  of  Industry  and  integrity. 

In  the  spring  of  1912  Mr.  Taylor  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Florence  Walch, 
a  native  of  Utah  and  a  daughter  of  Albert  and  Jeannette  (Harvey)  Walch.  They  now 
have  an  Interesting  little  son,  Wayne. 

Mr.  Taylor  maintains  an  independent  course  in  regard  to  politics.  He  Is  not  neglect- 
tul  of  the  duties  of  cltlsensbip,  however,  bnt  on  the  contrary  takes  the  keenest  interest 
la  everything  that  pertains  to  the  welfare  and  progress  of  his  adopted  city  and  state 
and  he  Is  now  serving  on  the  town  board.    Fraternally  he  is  a  Mason  and  for  five  yean 
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waa  master  of  bis  lodge  at  H«Tbnm,  Idaho.  He  la  a  most  loyal  and  devoted  (ollower  of 
tbe  craft,  exemplifying  Its  teachings  Id  everr  relation  of  life.  He  has  nerer  had  ooca- 
■lon  to  regret  his  detennioation  to  try  his  fortune  in  the  northwest,  for  here  he  has 
tonnd  the  opportunities  vhlcb  he  sought  and  in  their  ntUtsatlon  has  steadllf  advanced 
toward  the  goal  of  success.  He  has  also  known  the  stimulating  thrill  that  comes  through 
the  bnstneea  conditions  of  the  west,  where  opportnnltf  is  so  wldelj  open  to  ell,  calling 
for  the  exercise  of  one's  beet  qualities.  He  Is  constantly  seelcing  out. new  methods  to 
develop  the  trade  of  the  store  with  which  be  ts  now  connected  and  has  displayed  marked 
InltlatlTe  in  the  introduction  of  plana  which  have  been  directly  beneficial  In  the  upbuild- 
ing of  the  buelneas. 


SETMODR  H.  SPENCER. 

Seymour  H.  Spencer,  the  popular  county  superintendent  o(  schools  in  Bear  LAke 
county.  Is  a  native  son  of  that  county,  bom  In  Perls,  July  IS,  1S88,  his  pirenta  being 
George  B.  and  Leonora  (Home)  Spencer.  The  father  was  born  In  Massachusetts  and  the 
mother  Id  Utah,  but  both  took  up  their  residence  In  Bear  LAke  county,  Idaho,  many 
years  ago.  In  1849  George  B.  Spencer  crossed  the  plains  to  Utah,  where  he  worked  at 
farming  and  later  acquired  a  tract  of  land,  which  he  operated  until  1874,  when  he  removed 
to  Bear  Lake  county,  Idaho.  Here  be  made  a  desert  entry,  and  bought  land  whleh  he 
improved  and  cultivated,  operating  the  same  place  ever  since.  He  now  lives  practically 
retired,  having  reached  the  age  ot  eighty  years.  In  hia  time  he  held  a  number  of  public 
oHlces  and  was  always  very  active  In  politics.  He  served  as  treasurer  of  Bear  Lake 
county,  as  Judge  of  the  probate  court  and  as  sheriff.  He  has  always  been  active  In  tbe 
Church  of  Jeans  Christ  of  Latter-day  Satats  and  waa  In  the  bishopric  of  one  ot  the  Paris 
wards  for  some  time  and  filled  a  three  year  mission  In  SwIUerland,  Oermany  and  Prance. 
His  wife  Is  still  living. 

Seymour  H.  Spencer  was  reared  and  educated  In  Parts  and  was  the  first  male  gradu- 
ate ot  the  Fielding  Academy  ot  Paris,  there  being  five  girls  and  himself  graduated  In 
190&.  He  then  taught  school  Id  Paris  for  four  years  and  In  the  country  for  one  year, 
following  which  he  spent  two  and  one-half  years  Id  the  University  ot  Utah,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  B.  A.  He  then  assumed  the  duties  of  snpertn* 
tendsDt  of  schools,  to  which  office  he  was  elected  in  the  fall  of  1916  and  reelected  Is 
191S.  Hr.  Spencer  Is  a  member  of  the  Paris  city  council,  with  which  he  has  been  cod- 
nected  for  several  years.  He  is  first  counselor  to  Bishop  Morris  D.  Low,  of  Paris  second 
ward,  and  has  held  various  other  offices  In  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day' 
Saints.  He  has  interests  in  farming  and  cattle  raising,  in  both  of  which  he  has  mat  with 
considerable  success.  He  Is  a  strong  supporter  of  the  democratic  party  and  active  Id 
political  work.  He  takes  an  earnest  Interest  In  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare 
of  the  community  In  which  be  resides. 


ORTILLE  ALLEN. 

Orvllle  Allen,  who  owns  and  occupies  a  splendidly  Improved  ranch  property  com- 
prtslng  eighty  acres  snd  situated  six  end  a  half  miles  norUiwest  of  Meridian,  came  to 
Idaho  from  Utah  In  1901.  He  had  lived  in  the  latter  state,  however,  for  a  period  of  only 
two  years,  having  prevlonsly  made  his  home  In  Kansas  for  many  years.  His  birth 
occurred  In  Montana  on  the  IZtb  of  August.  1867.  his  parents  being  Ell  and  Julia  (Poole) 
Allen,  tlie  former  bom  In  one  of  the  eastern  states,  while  the  latter  Is  a  native  of  Ohio. 
Hr.  Allen  died  in  Idaho  on  the  31st  of  December,  1906,  bat  Is  still  survived  by  his  wldov, 
who  now  mskes  her  home  with  her  children. 

Orvllle  Allen  was  a  youth  of  fifteen  years  when  he  accompanied  his  parents  on  their 
removal  to  Kansss  and  it  was  in  the  Sunflower  state  that  he  met  and  married  Mies  Ella 
RoM,  their  wedding  being  celebrated  September  28,  1892.  She  was  bora  In  Jefferson 
county,  Iowa,  December  23, 1869,  a  daughter  of  James  and  Catherine  (Thompson)  Ross, 
who  were  natives  of  Scotland  but  were  married  In  Canada.  Both  have  now  passed 
away.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  have  been  bora  three  children  one  ot  whom  Is  deceased. 
Rslph  Kenneth,  whoee  birth  occurred  January  17,  1894,  was  married  on  the  26th  ot 
September,  1914,  to  Ida  Lnoile  Browning  and  died  of  Influeiua  on  the  SEth  ot  Jannarr, 
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1920,  aged  twenty-fliz  years  and  elgbt  dan.  He  lelt  a  widow  and  two  ecHu:  Cheater 
Eennetb,  bom  October  23,  191$;  and  Ralph  Wendell,  whose  natal  day  was  Jtine  11,  1920. 
Gladys,  the  second  child  or  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Orrllle  Allen,  was  bom  October  25,  189S,  and  Is 
now  the  wife  of  Rodney  Ollrer.  Ell  Roes,  the  jounEest  of  the  family,  was  bom  on  the 
7th  of  June.  1907. 

Hr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  haTo  lived  In  the  same  nelKhborhood  northwest  of  Meridian 
since  their  arrival  In  this  state  In  1901.  while  since  1903  they  have  resided  ccmtlDnonsly 
on  tbelr  preeent  ranch  property  of  eighty  acres,  on  which  they  have  made  all  of  the  Im- 
provements. The  place  Is  equipped  with  modern  conveniences  and  machinery.  In- 
cluding a  tractor  and  a  gaBollne  engine  which  operates  various  useful  devices  by  means 
of  a  system  of  belts  and  an  overhead  shaft.  There  Is  also  a  slIo  on  the  ranch  and  Mr. 
Allen  has  a  number  of  fine  Holeteln  cowe.  In  addition  bo  hla  home  ranch  of  eighty 
acr«B  he  owns  an  Improved  tract  of  twenty  acres  In  the  same  neighborhood,  on  which  be 
has  a  tenant.  He  likewise  owns  a  good  automobile  and  has  long  been  numbered  among 
the  prosperous  and  enterprising  citizens  of  his  community. 

In  politics  Hr.  Allen  Is  Independent  and  while  a  resident  of  Kansas  he  served  In  the 
capacltr  of  road  overseer.  His  religloue  faith  is  Indicated  by  bis  membership  In  the 
Falrview  Congregational  church,  of  which  he  is  a  trustee  and  to  which  his  wife  also 
belongs.  He  is  likewise  identified  with  the  Farmers  Alliance  and  both  he  and  his 
wife  are  members  of  the  Grange.  Mrs.  Allen  belonfs  to  the  Woman's  Christian  Tem- 
perance Union,  to  the  Ladies  Aid  Society  and  to  the  Red  C^roes,  of  which  Hr.  Allen  la 
also  a  member.  They  have  become  widely  and  favorably  known  In  Ada  county  dar- 
ing the  two  decades  of  their  residence  here,  the  number  of  their  friends  steadily  In- 
creasing as  the  circle  of  their  acquaintanceship  has  broadened. 


JAMBS  FRANCIS  CALLAHAN. 

The  life  record  of  James  Francis  Callahan  reads  almost  like  a  i 
started  out  In  the  world  a  poor  boy.  Year  after  year  he  lived  In  the  hills  of  western 
Idaho,  ever  confident  that  some  day  success  would  attend  his  efforts  in  seirch  for 
those  metals  with  which  nature  has  enriched  the  soil.  Seeming  defeat  was  his  for  a 
long  period,  but  bis  faith  never  wavered,  and  today  Mr.  Callahan  Is  numbered  among 
tile  most  prosperous  residents  of  the  Inland  Empire,  the  possessor  of  many  valuable 
mining  properties,  his  life  being  emblematic  of  the  force  of  faith  and  Judgment. 

Born  In  Galena,  llllnota,  August  12,  1S6S,  he  Is  a  son  ot  Thomas  Paul  and  Hary 
(Sweeney)  Callahan,  natives  of  Ireland.  Coming  to  the  United  States  In  1S44,  Thomas 
P.  Callahan  landed  at  New  Orleans  and  thence  made  his  way  northward  to  Galena, 
Illinois,  where  be  engaged  in  mining  and  also  In  smelter  work,  while  later  he  turned 
hta  attention  to  farming. 

The  educational  opportunttfes  of  James  P.  Callahan  were  limited  to  those  afforded 
by  the  country  schools.  On  the  $tb  of  July,  1876.  when  a  youth  of  eighteen  years,  be 
left  home  with  the  Intention  of  going  to  the  Black  Hills.  For  a  time,  however,  he 
remained  in  Minnesota,  working  on  ranches  and  In  the  timber  districts  of  that  state. 
In  1879  he  removed  to  Hontana,  where  bis  experiences  were  varied.  Including  all 
those  lines  of  activity  which  mark  the  settlement  of  a  new  district.  He  hunted  buffalo 
on  the  plalna.  was  employed  as  a  cowboy  on  itae  great  open  ranges  of  the  state,  also 
engaged  in  freighting,  In  railroad  building  and  eventually  In  contracting  In  the  tie 
camps. 

On  the  9tb  ot  September,  1883,  Ur.  Callahan.  Arrived  in  the -Coeur  d'Alene  district, 
at  wfaltA  time  Wallaee  and  Murray  were  cities  of  the  future,  not  yet  having  been 
founded.  Eagle  City  was  at  that  i)eriod  but  a  tent  coKwy  and  old  man  Prichard  was 
prospecting  on'  the  site  of  Evolution  and  but  one  cabin  was  seen  on  Nigger  praiiia 
Hr.  Callahan  split  the  shakes  for  the  first  blacksmith  shop  In  the  district  He  also 
brought  Into  the  region  the  first  market  basket  and  the  first  double  axe.  He  was 
engaged  In  proepectlng  and  assisted  in  making  the  North  fork  navigable.  In  I88G  he 
located  the  Puritan,  Hawaiian  and  Prodigal  Son  mining  claims,  which  he  developed. 
It  was  In  the  same  yeir  that  he  discovered  what  Is  now  the  famous  Interstate  Callahan 
mine  but  did  not  locate  the  claim  until  1887.  He  has  located  more  claims  than  any 
man  In  the  district.  Success  with  him  has  not  been  a  matter  nf  littk,  but  of  persistent 
effort  and  close  study  of  the  conditions  of  the  country  as  relating  to  its  mineral 
deposits.     For  over  .twenty  years  he  lived   In  the  hills  under  conditions  that  would 
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break  an  ordinary  man,  and  be  never  gave  up  hope,  althouKb  many  men  who  are  eoa- 
'  eldered  eminent  geologlats  said  that  nothing  In  the  way  of  minerals  was  to  be  obtained 
in  this  region.  He  was  looked  upon  lor  a  time  aa  "queer"  by  bla  fellowmen,  but  he 
worked  untiringly  and  diligently  and  wltb  nnfaltering  faith  in  the  country.  Through 
bis  Indirldual  effort  be  bnflt  bis  roads,  never  asking  tor  a  cent  and  never  selling  any 
stock.  Today  be  is  the  owner  of  some  of  the  beat  mining  properties  In  the  district 
and  bis  advance  From  the  position  of  day  laborer  to  tbit  of  millionaire  has  come  to 
him  as  tbe  merited  reward  of  his  energy,  persistency,  taltbfulneea  and  integrity.  He 
is  today  tbe  largest  stockholder  in  the  famous  Interstate  Callahan  mine  and  alao  In 
many  otbere,  including  the  Patuxent.  Dodsou  Jim.  Black  Jack  and  Puritan. 

Throughout  his  entire  life  Mr.  Callahan  has  always  been  a  Arm  believer  In  the 
brotherhood  of  man  and  the  Golden  rule  has  been  bla  religion.  He  has  ever  sought  to 
do  unto  others  as  be  would  have  them  do  unto  him,  and  the  sterling  worth,  of  bis 
character  is  recognized  by  all  who  know  him.  He  has  been  most  generous  to  the  poor 
and  lias  been  a  liberal  and  unostentatious  contributor  to  charitable  Institutions.  He 
bought  and  now  conducts  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Cannery,  not  with  any  desire  for  proQts 
upon  tbe  investment,  but  because  such  an  enterprise  would  furnish  a  market  for  many 
formers  In  whicb  they  might  sell  their  products,  tbe  returns  therefrom  enabling  them 
to  make  homes  for  their  families.  Mr.  Callahan  baa  educated  a  number  of  children 
and  in  a  word  Is  constantly  extending  a  helping  band  where  aid  la  needed.  He  belongs 
to  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  but  greater  than  are  bis  obligations 
Imposed  by  any  orgauixatlon,  there  stands  the  generous  spirit  of  the  man  whose  lite 
experiences  have  tangbt  him  charity,  klndlinesa  and  sympathy.  The  most  envious 
cannot  grudge  b)m  his  success,  so  honorably  has  It  been  won  and  so  worthily  used. 


HON.  WALTER  A.  HBISS. 

Among  those  men  who  have  been  called  upon  to  frame  laws  for  Idaho  Is  Hon. 
Walter  A.  Heiss,  now  serving  as  state  senator  trc»n  Lincoln  county.  His  Interest  In 
the  affairs  of  tbe  commonwealth  Is  prompted  by  a  public-eplrited  devotion  to  the  gen- 
eral good  and  a  devotion  to  a  high  Ideil  of  citizenship.  Mr.  Heiss  resides  at  Jerome, 
Idaho,  where  he  Is  engaged  in  the  real  estate.  Insurance  and  loan  business,  and  It  was  his 
substantial  qualities,  manifest  as  a  businessman  and  citizen,  that  led  to  hie  selection 
for  the  important  position  which  he  is  now  filling.  He  woe  born  In  Morrison,  White- 
side county.  Illinois,  August  30,  1S70.  a  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Wtneke)  Heiss, 
who  were  natives  of  Germany  but  were  married  after  coming  to  this  country,  the 
wedding  being  celebrated  in  Illinois.  T^ke  father  was  a  farmer  by  occupation  but  his 
life's  labors  have  been  ended  in  death.  Tbe  mother  survives  and  Is  now  living  lu 
Chlcaga  Their  family  numbered  ten  children,  eight  sons  and  two  daughters,  of  whom 
Walter  A.  is  the  fourth  In  order  of  birth.    All  of  tbe  children  are  still  living. 

Walter  A.  Helas  was  reared  in  Morrison.  Illinois,  and  educated  In  its  public  schools. 
He  afterward  attended  a  Chicago  busineBB  college  and  bis  youthful  experiences  were 
those  of  the  tarmbred  boy,  which  brought  htm  familiarity  with  the  work  of  the  fields 
and  also  with  the  pleasures  of  outdoor  life  which  the  farm  lad  enjoys.  Upon  reaching 
manhood  he  started  out  in  the  business  world  on  his  own  account.  He  was  employed 
for  a  time  as  a  farm  band  by  the  montb  and  had  worked  in  that  way  before  reaching 
man's  estate.  For  three  years  he  remained  In  the  service  of  a  farmer  whose  place 
adjoined  tbe  old  Heiss  homestead.  In  ISB3  be  became  an  employe  lu  the  Transportation 
building  at  tbe  World's  Columbian  Exposition  In  Chicago  and  after  Its  close  he  re- 
turned to  Morrison,  Illinois.  He  was  for  thirteen  years  en^ged  in  tbe  mercantile  busi- 
ness, dealing  in  harness  and  hardware,  and  in  1908  came  to  Idaho,  settling  at  Jerome, 
where  be  has  since  remained,  actively  engaged  in  tbe  real  estate  and  loan  business. 
He  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  town,  building  tbe  third  house  within  Its  borders. 
In  190V  he  became  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Farmers  t  Merchants  Bank,  of  which 
be  served  as  a  director  tor  a  long  period.  He  ha^  also  been  one  of  the  buildeiB  of 
Jerome  In  many  other  ways.  Ha  laid  out  tbe  east  and  subdivision  to  the  town  and 
through  his  real  estate  operations  has  contributed  in  substantial  measure  to  the  con- 
tinned  growth  and  upbuilding  of  the  place. 

Mr.  Heiss  and  his  family  occupy  an  attractive  home  in  Jerome.  He  was  married 
Febmarr  17,  ISBT,  to  Amy  MacKenzle.  a  native  of  Illinois  and  of  Scotch  descent.  They 
have  one  son  living,  Clark  Leslie,  who  was  born  February  37,  1904.    Another  son,  Lyell, 
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pnwed  away  In  191G  at  the  age  of  sixteen  yean,  at  wlilcb  time  he  was  a  senior  In  tb« 
Jerome  high  BchpoL 

Tbe  family  attend  the  Presbyterian  churcti.  and  Hr.  Helsa  fs  also  a  member  oC 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  the  Elks.  His  political  alleglaDce  la  siren 
to  the  republican  party  and  It  was  afi  one  of  Ita  enpportera  tbat  he  was  elected  to  the 
(rfnee  of  state  senator.  He  bad  previously  served  on  the  flrat  town  board  of  Jerome,  oc- 
cupied the  poettlon  of  county  commissioner  for  four  years  and  Is  now  serrlng  for 
the  second  term  In  the  state  senate,  bavins  been  elected  first  in  1918  and  again  In  191S. 
He  was  made  a  metober  of  the  committee  on  finance,  county  lines  and  boundaries,  and 
immigration  and  labor,  and  he  is  a  close  and  ttaouKbtful  student  of  all  the  vital  qneB> 
tlons  which  come  up  for  settlement  in  relation  to  affairs  toucbing  the  interests  ot 
community  and  commonwealth. 


HON.  CHARLES  B.  FARADAY. 

Hon.  Charles  B.  Faraday  is  numbered  among  those  men  whom  public  (ranchlse  has 
chosen  to  aid  In  framing  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  as  members  of  the  state  aeniite. 
In  this  connection  he  is  representing  Elmore  county,  being  a  resident  of  Mountain  Home. 
He  has  lived  in  Idaho  aluee  18B1,  removing  to  the  west  (rom  Hirrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 
He  was  bom  In  Bradford  county,  that  state,  on  the  20th  of  November,  1873,  and  was 
reared  and  educated  In  the  east.  When  seventeen  years  of  age  be  cime  to  Idaho  to  win  a 
fortune  if  possible  through  the  opportunities  afforded  In  the  growing  wesL  He  has  since 
lived  in  this  state.  Prom  1891  until  1908  he  resided  In  Owyhee  county  where  he  was 
engaged  in  sheep  and  cattle  raising  end  In  merchandising.  Since  taking  up  his  abode  in 
Mountain  Home  he  has  continued  to  engage  In  the  sheep  and  cattle  business  and  Is  stilt 
the  owner  ot  a  flne  ranch  lif  Owyhee  county  which  returns  to  him  a  most  gratifying 
annnal  income. 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Faraday  has  always  been  a  democrat  and  In  1909  be  was 
elected  to  serve  for  a  term  in  the  Idibo  House  of  Representatives.  In  the  tall  of  1918 
he  was  returned  to  public  offlce  In  an  election  to  the  poeition  of  state  senator  from 
Elmore  county.  At  that  election  he  carried  every  precinct  in  the  county  but  one.  He 
Is  now  giving  thoughtful  and  earnest  eonaideratlon  to  all  the  important  and  vital  ques- 
tlcoa  vrhlch  come  up  for  settlement  and  his  support  ot  any  measure  is  an  indication  of 
his  firm  belief  in  its  value  as  a  factor  In  good  government  in  the  state  or  in  safeguarding 
the  interests  of  the  commonwealth.  He  Is  a  member  ot  the  Boise  I>odge  of  Elks  and  be 
turns  for  recreation  to  fiahlng,  hunting  and  outdoor  sports.  The  hope  ot  winning  snc- 
eess  by  removal  to  the  west  has  found  tuinilment  during  the  years  of  bis  residence  In 
Idaho. 


HON.  A.  I.  HcMAHON. 

Hon.  A.  I.  HcMahon,  engaged  in  the  abstract  business  as  the  founder  and  owner 
of  the  Lincoln  County  Abstract  Company  of  Shoshone,  baa  tor  more  than  a  quarter  ot 
a  century  been  a  resident  ot  Idaho.  He  came  to  this  stito  from  the  province  ot  On- 
tario, Canada,  in  1892  and  through  the  Intervening  period  has  lived  In  Lincoln  county. 
Re  was  born  on  a  farm  In  the  province  ot  Ontario,  October  27,  1871,  a  son  of  John  and 
Mary  (Truman)  McMahon,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Ireland.  The  youthful  days 
of  the  son  were  passed  upon  the  home  farm  In  Ontario  and  after  acquiring  a  high  school 
education  there  he  became  a  student  In  the  Valparaiso  (Indiana)  University,  which 
he  attended  from  1890  until  1892.  He  then  came  to  Idaho,  seeking  the  opportunities  of 
the  growing  northwest,  and  established  bis  home  at  Shoshone,  where  he  baa  now  re- 
mained for  twenty-eight  years.  For  two  years  he  was  a  teacher  In  'the  BchoolB  at 
Lincoln  and  Caesia  counties  and  ^cognition  of  his  ability  on  the  part  of  his  fellow- 
men  led  to  his  election  to  the  offlce  of  clerk  of  the  court  of  Lincoln  county  In  1S98.  He 
capably  served  In  that  capacity  and  was  reelected  in  1902.  fliling  the  position  altogether 
tor  eight  years,  or  two  terms  of  four  years  each.  From  1907  until  1910  he  was  register 
of  the  United  States  land  office  at  Halley,  Idaho,  under  appointment  of  President  Roose- 
velt, and  in  the  latter  year  resigned  the  position  to  return  to  Shoshone,  where  he  or- 
ganized and  took  charge  ot  the  Lincoln  County  Abstract  Company  as  manager.    Through 
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Ui«  iDterrcnliiK  period  he  baa  given  bis  nndlvlded  bnalneaa  attention  to  the  Intereata 
of  tbe  company  and  bas  the  best  and  most  complete  set  of  abstract  books  In  Ldncoln 
couatir.  Hta  work  Is  cbaracterUed  bjr  absolute  accuracy,  while  hie  fidelity  to  the  Inter- 
ests of  those  who  come  to  bfm  bas  Kalned  for  bim  a  very  large  clientage. 

On  the  21st  of  November,  1896,  Mr.  McMabon  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss 
Lily  U.  Savlers,  a  native  of  Ohio  and  of  French  descent  on  the  paternal  side.  Her  mother 
was  a  Todd  and  was  related  to  the  wife  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McMahon  hare 
become  parents  of  a  son  and  two  daughters:  A.  Delno,  twenty-three  years  of  age,  who 
Is  a  high  school  graduate  and  is  now  assistant  cashier  of  the  Lincoln  County  National 
Bank;  Mary  Margaret,  eighteen  years  of  age.  now  a  senior  In  high  school;  and  Vema 
D.,  fifteen  years  of  age,  who  la  a  Junior  In  the  high  school  of  Shoshone. 

Mr.  HcMahon  has  long  been  deeply  Interested  In  the  cause  of  education  and  Is  now 
aervtng  on  the  board  of  school  trustees  at  Shoshone,  doing  everything  In  his  power 
to  advance  the  welfare  and  promote  tbe  standard  of  the  schools.  For  two  years  be 
has  served  as  mayor  ot  Shoshone,  giving  to  the  city  a  businesslike  and  progressive  ad- 
ministration. In  1918  be  was  elected  on  the  republican  ticket  to  the  office  of  rep- 
resentative In  tbe  Idaho  legislature  from  Lincoln  county  and  was  a  leader  of  the 
party  during  tbe  session  of  1919,  during  which  time  be  served  as  chairman  of  tbe  cran- 
mittee  on  county  lines  and  boundaries.  He  is  a  member  and  one  of  the  trustees  of  the 
First  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  belongs  to  the  Maawic  fraternity  and  is  a  past  master 
of  tbe  lodge,  and  also  has  membership  with  the  Modem  Woodmen  of  America.  In  these 
associations  are  found  the  rules  which  govern  hia  conduct  and  shape  his  career  In  all 
his  relations  with  his  fellowmen.  He  has  a  large  circle  of  warm  friends  thronghout  this 
part  of  the  state,  enjoying  the  high  regard  of  all  with  whom  social,  political  or  business 
relations  have  bronght  him  in  contact. 


WILLIAM  L.  KINNBAR. 

William  L.  Kinnear,  now  living  retired  at  Bonners  Ferry,  bas  been  identified  with 
the  nortnwest  since  1870,  coming  to  this  section  ot  the  country  when  a  youtb  ot  flfteen 
years.  He  was  bom  In  Crawford svllle.  Waeblngton  county,  Iowa,  December  14,  186S, 
bis  parents  being  William  Campbell  and  Elizabeth  (Stram)  Kinnear,  both  of  whom 
were  natives  of  Indiana.  In  1825  the  father  removed  to  Iowa,  becoming  one  ot  tbe 
earliest  of  tbe  pioneers  ot  that  state,  where  he  bomesteaded  and  developed  a  farm. 

William  L.  Kinnear  acquired  his  education  In  the  district  schools  near  his  father's 
home  and  continued  his  residence  in  Iowa  until  1870,  when  he  took  up  hie  abode  In 
Portland,  Oregon.  The  toUowins  year  be  went  to  Waltaburg,  Washington.  At  that 
period  there  were  no  railroads  In  this  section  and  stage  routes  connected  the  different 
frontier  settlements.  ,  After  three  years  spent  In  Washington  Mr.  Kinnear  went  to 
Montana  In  1874  and  was  there  engaged  In  mining  and  prospecting.  He  was  Indeed 
upon  the  frontier  and  In  eight  years  saw  no  railroads.  In  1891  he  became  a  resident 
ot  Bonners  Ferry,  at  which  time  the  Qreat  Northern  Railroad  was  Just  grading  tbe 
roadbed.  Dick  Fry,  one  of  the  famous  early  settlers,  had  a  store  near  the  river,  while 
tbe  present  site  ot  the  town  was  covered  with  timber.  Mr.  Kinnear  established  a 
small  general  store  and  bnilt  up  a  business  which  steadily  grew  In  Importance  and  in 
volume  until  the  time  of  his  retirement  in  1909.  He  had  one  of  tbe  largest  commercial 
enterprises  of  this  section  of  tbe  state  and  la  his  store  carried  every  line  of  general 
merchandise.  His  activity  and  enterprise  constituted  a  most  potent  element  In  the 
npbnlldlng  of  the  town  and  he  not  only  ranked  with  the  leading  merchants  hut  he  also 
platted  several  additions  to  Bonners  Ferry  and  in  1913  purchased  the  banking  business 
(tf  W.  B.  Hawkins  and  organlied  the  First  National  Bank,  of  which  be  was  president  for 
several  years.  He  has  now  put  aside  the  more  active  duties  of  business  lite  and  is  en- 
Joying  a  rest  which  he  has  truly  earned  and  richly  deserves,  for  his  labora  have  ever 
been  ot  a  character  which  have  contributed  to  public  advancement  and  welfare  while 
promoting  individual  prosperity. 

Mr.  Kinnear  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Jane  Repp,  a  native  of  Qermany  and  a  rep- 
resentative of  a  prominent  pioneer  family  ot  Endicott,  Washington.  The  children  ot 
this  marriage  are:  Harry  B.,  who  Is'  engaged  in  the  hardware  business  In  Bonners 
Ferry;  William  F.,  a  clothing  merchant  ot  Bonners  Ferry;  Mrs.  Phoebe  Jackson;  and 
Emery  M.,  who  is  encaged  In  ranching  In  Boundary  county. 
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In  politics  Hr.  Kinnear  has  long  been  a  stalwart  republican  but  has  naver  beaa 
an  offlce  seeker.  However,  he  was  tbe  first  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  when 
Batonvllle  and  Bonners  Ferry  became  a  consolidated  village  and  he  was  active  in  the 
organization  of  Boundary  connty.  He  has  never  faltered  In  the  performance  of  any 
public  duty  that  has  devolved  upon  him  and  bis  devotion  to  the  general  welfare  has 
been  manifest  In  many  tangible  and  helpful  ways.  He  belgngs  to  the  Union  chnrch  and 
tbe  sterling  worth  of  hla  character  Is  attested  by  all  who  know  talm,  tor  throughout  hla 
life  he  baa  been  a  man  Thom  to  know  Is  to  esteem  and  honor. 


M.  P.  DE  WOLP. 


In  each  community  are  found  men  of  business  enterprise  wboee  activity  and  pro- 
greaslveneBB  place  them  In  the  front  rank  of  those  who  are  the  real  builders  and  pro- 
moters of  the  greatness  and  prosperity  of  the  town.  Such  a  man  is  H.  P.  De  Wolf,  the 
president  of  the  First  National  Bank  at  Bonners  Ferry-  He  was  born  at  North  HudsoD, 
Essex  connty,  New  York,  May  1,  1S61.  and  Is  a  son  of  Alvtn  A.  and  Semarimts  (Par- 
kins) De  Wolf,  both  of  wham  were  natives  of  Vermont.  The  father  was  engaged  in  the 
lumber  business  in  the  Oreen  Mountain  state  and  fti  New  York  before  removing  to  the 
middle  west.  In  1866  he  became  a  resident  of  Kinabec  connty,  Minnesota,  at  which  time 
U.  P.  De  Wolf  was  a  youtb  of  fifteen  years.  The  latter  pursued  a  public  sch^  edu- 
cation and  early  became  Identified  with  the  lumber  trade,  thoroughly  acquainting  him- 
self with  the  business  in  every  particular.  He  remained  an  active  representative  of  the 
lumber  industry  while  in  Minnesota  and  was  also  a  supporter  of  many  Important  civic 
interests.    He  was  for  a  time  a  lumber  cruiser  end  afterward  a  bujier  of  timber. 

With  hla  removal  to  the  west  Mr.  De  Wolf  settled  at  Bonners  Ferry,  Idaho,  and 
in  1906  became  identified  with  tbe  Bonners  Ferry  Lumber  Company,  again  taking  rank 
with  the  well  known  and  prominent  lumbermen  of  tbe  commnnlty  In  which  he  took 
np  bis  abode.  He  was  also  one  of  the  organisers  of  tbe  First  National  Bank  and  npon 
iU  establishment  was  elected  to  the  vice  presidency,  while  at  the  present  writing  be  Is 
serving  as  president  of  the  Institution  and  is  largely  directing  its  policy.  He  recognises 
the  fact  that  tbe  bonk  Is  most' worthy  of  trust  which  most  carefully  safeguards  the 
Interests  of  Its  depositors  and  his  management  Is  one  which  awakens  confldenoe  and 
support.  He  also  has  Important  mining  Interests  and  bis  varied  activities  place  him 
with  the  leading  business  men  of  northern  Idaho. 

Mr.  De  Wolf  wae  married  In  1876  to  Miss  Sylvia  Tallman  and  they  have  one  son, 
Allan  H.,  who  is  a  civil  engineer  of  British  Columbia.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  De  Wolf  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Union  church.  While  In  Minnesota  he  became  a  member  tf  the  Masonlo 
fraternity,  being  connected  with  Crookston  chapter  and  commandery,  also  with  the 
eonslstory  at  HinneapoUs  snd  with  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  became  an  atnilated  member 
of  the  Bonners  Ferry  blue  lodge  and  is  today  one  of  tbe  oldest  Masons  in  this  section  of 
Idaho— a  man  whose  life  has  been  an  exempli flcation  of  the  spirit  and  purposes  of  the 
craft.  During  the  period  of  the  World  war  he  served  as  chairman  o?  the  Boundary 
County  Defense  Council. 


0S8IAN  LEONIDAS  PACKER. 

Osslan  Leonldaa  Packer,  engaged  In  sheep  raising  and  dairy  farming  In  Franklin 
connty,  Is  a  native  son  of  Idaho,  bom  In  the  town  ot  Franklin,  December  10,  1861,  his 
parents  being  James  D.  and  Polly  (Mecham)  Packer,  natives  ot  Pennsylvania.  The 
father  made  the  Journey  across  the  plains  to  Utah  In  1S50,  and  bis  wife  came  in  1S6S, 
He  first  located  at  Salt  Lake  City  but  later  removed  to  Prove.  He  was  a  railroad  con- 
tractor and  freighter  to  Montana  points  tor  a  number  of  years.  In  April,  1860,  he  re- 
nfoved  to  Franklin  connty,  Idaho,  snd  for  some  time  carried  on  stock  raising  but 
devoted  moat  of  bis  attention  to  railroad  contracting.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  engaged  on  railroad  contracting  in  old  Mexico.  He  passed  away  July  IG,  1892,  at 
the  age  of  fifty-nine  years.  His  widow  Is  living  at  Preston,  Idaho,  and  has  now  reached 
the  advanced  age  of  eighty-seven. 

Dsslan  L.  Packer,  who  was  the  third  white  child  bom  In  the  state  of  Idaho,  was 
reared  on  bis  father's  place  and  received  his  early  education  In  the  schools  of  Fmnk-  ' 
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11&  eoantr  and  later  attended  Brlsbam  Touns  CoUege  at  Logan,  Utah.  At  tbe  end  ot 
bis  college  course  he  bought  a  tract  ot  land  near  Franklin,  which  he  Improved  and  do- 
Tcloped  and  continued  to  operate  for  the  next  eleven  years.  He  then  removed  to  ICarys- 
vUle,  Fremont  countr,  where  he  homeeteaded  but  later  became  a  resident  ot  Preston, 
where  he  secured  a  [arm  which  he  has  worked  ever  since.  He  also  owns  other  property 
and  Is  engaged  in  raising  sheep,  which  has  been  a  source  ot  profit  to  him.  For  the  past 
ten  years  he  has  carried  on  a  dairy  farm  and  Is  recognized  as  one  ot  the  moet  snc- 
eeesful  dairymen  in  his  part  of  the  state.  He  nsually  milks  a  number  of  cows  and 
keeps  nothing  on  his  place  bnt  a  genuine  strain  ot  purebred  Jersey  cattle. 

On  January  1,  1385,  Hr.  Packer  was  married  to  Miss  Anna  Smart  Parkinson,  a 
daughter  of  Samuel  Roee  and  Charlotte  (Smart)  Parkinson,  the  former  a  native  ot 
England  and  the  latter  ot  Iowa.  About  18G0  Hr.  Parkinson  came  to  America  and 
settled  in  St.  Louis,  HlBSourt.  Some  time  later  he  crossed  the  plains  to  Utah  by  ox 
team  and  located  at  KaysvtUe,  wbere  he  engaged  in  farming.  In  1860  he  came  to 
Franklin  county,  Idaho,  with  the  first  settlers  ot  this  part  of  the  state  and  was  the 
first  merchant  In  Franklin,  where  he  conducted  a  store  for  about  thirty  years.  He 
died  May  24,  1919,  at  the  age  of  eighty-eight.  His  widow  la  BtlU  living  and  is  now 
seventy-one  years  old. 

Mr.  and  Hrs.  Packer  became  the  parents  of  twelve  children  as  follows:  Leonidas, 
the  first-born,  died  at  birth.  Dr.  Samuel  P.,  who  Is  practicing  dentistry  In  Preston  and 
is  president  of  the  Cache  Valley  Baseball  League,  was  married  June  5,  1913,  to  Martha 
Sntherlaud,  who  died  November  24,  1918,  leaving  two  children,  Helen  S.  and  Ann  S., 
and  on  March  13,  1920,  he  married  Allle  Hansen.  Clyde  P.,  a  school  teacher  residing  In 
Rexburg,  Idaho,  was  married  In  September.  191S.  to  Dora  Merrill  a  daughter  of  Samuel  T. 
and  Elvira  Merrill  farming  people  of  BouthBeld,  Utah,  and  to  them  have  been  bom 
two  children,  Clyde  Dean  and  Clara.  Anna  is  the  wife  ot  Vaughn  Taylor.  Bdna  is  the 
wife  of  Henry  H.  Stokes.  Qrant,  Eva,  Ora,  Lee  and  Lyman  are  at  home.  Joaeph  ,and . 
Sameda  are  deceased. 

Mr.  Packer  is  an  active  member  ot  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
and  has  filled  various  offices  in  the  church.  In  1SS7  he  was  called  to  fill  a  mission  In 
Illinois  and  Indiana,  and  returned  In  May,  1SS9.  He  has  served  as  counselor  to  two  pres- 
idents of  stake  Mutual  Improvement  Association,  and  has  served  as  counselor  to  three 
different  bishops.  In  April,  191S,  he  was  made  bishop  of  Preston  first  ward;  has 
filled  two  home  missions,  and  has  otherwise  given  evidence  of  his  warm  and  practical 
Interest  In  the  welfare  of  his  church.  Politically  Mr.  Packer  is  a  supporter  of  the  re- 
publican party  and  of  Its  policies  and  principles.  He  served  two  terms  as  Jnstlce  of  the 
peace.  His  eons,  Qrant  and  Samuel,  filled  missions  to  the  eastern  states,  the  former  In 
1917-19,  and  the  latter  in  1909-11. 


C.  J.  8H01 

C.  J.  Shoemaker  ot  the  Bonner  County  Abstract  Company,  with  offices  at  Sand- 
point,  was  born  In  Monmouth,  Illinois,  March  29.  1869.  His  parents,  Charles  D.  and 
S<whla  (Hoemer)  Shoemaker,  were  natives  ot  New  Tork  and  of  Pennsylvanta  r«- 
spectlvely  and  In  young  manhood  the  father  removed  westward  to  Illinois,  where  he 
was  living  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  war.  When  the  call  was  made  for  troops  to  de- 
fend the  Union  he  Joined  the  army  as  a  member  of  an  Illinois  regiment 

C.  J.  Shoemaker  obtained  a  public  school  educatltm  and  afterward  learned  the  car-- 
penter's  trade.  After  removing  westward  he  settled  In  Spokane,  Washington,  where  he 
woited  at  his  trade  tor  a  time  and  then  went  Into  Alaska  with  the  gold  rush.  He  was 
for  several  years  in  the  far  northwest  and  following  his  return  to  the  Statee  became 
secretary  ot  the  Columbia  Investment  Company  of  Spokane,  with  large  Idiho,  Wash- 
ington and  Oregon  holdings.  Since  1903  he  has  made  hie  home  in  the  Coeur  d'Alene 
district  and  during  the  first  seven  years  was  a  resident  of  the  city  ot  Coeur  d'Alene, 
Spokane  and  Sandpoint,  while  his  business  connection  was  with  the  Coeur  d'Alene 
Bank  ft  Trust  Company.  His  pubUc-spfrlted  cltiienshlp  and  bis  devotion  to  the  general 
good  won  him  election  to  the  office  of  county  treasurer  of  Kootenai  county  and  he  Oiled 
that  position  for  two  terms.  He  hss  long  been  a  recognised  leader  In  republican  circles 
and  was  chairman  of  the  republican  county  central  committee  at  a  time  when  political 
feeling  ran  very  high.  At  that  time  Kootenai  county  covered  the  entire  Panhandle  of 
Idaho,  embracing  the  district  that  is  now  Included  within  the  borders  of  tear  of  the 
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coontles  at  tbe  state.  He  contlnned  bb  connty  chairman  In  1908,  1909  and  1910.  In  tbe 
latter  j«&t  he  became  vice  chairman  of  the  republican  state  central  committee. 

Removing  to  Sandpolnt  In  1910,  Mr.  Shoemaker  bought  the  Bonner  Conntr  Ah- 
§tract  Company,  owning  the  only  set  ol  abstract  bookg  fn  the  countr.  He  remains  at 
the  head  of  this  business  and  has  a  large  clientage.  He  is  also  the  manager  of  the 
Pldelltj  Trust  Company  and  Is  Uins  occupying  a  prominent  position  In  Bnancial  circles 
In  his  section  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Shoemaker  was  married  to  Miss  Vlvtan  Wiltlama  and  they  have  two  sons, 
Herbert  Curtis  and  Harry  E.  The  former  Is  a  graduate  Joumallet  of  the  WaBtaingtom 
State  CoU^e.  He  enlisted  aa  a  private  In  the  Field  Artillery  and  served  In  Prance 
with  the  Seventeenth  Field  Artillery,  being  commissioned  while  overseas  aa  second 
lieutenant. 

Mr.  Shoemaker  is  a  Mason,  beltmging  to  tbe  lodge  and  chapter.  Free  from  ostenta- 
tlmi  and  display,  he  has  nevertheless  come  to  the  front  In  connection  with  the  baalness 
Interests  and  public  life  ol  Bonner  couiRy  and  Is  doing  much  to  shape  public  thought 
and  opinion,  his  activities  always  contributing  to  progress  and  Improvement. 


HON.  BENJAMIN  A.  PEARSON 

Hon.  Benjamin  A.  Pearson,  republican  senator  from  Butte  county  and  a  resident 
of  Moore,  came  to  Idaho  from  Utah  in  1SS9  and  through  the  Intervening  period  of  fifty 
years  has  been  closely  associated  with  the  development  and  progress  of  tbe  state  and 
Is  therefore  well  qualified  to  direct  Its  further  development  through  legislative  channela. 
Born  In  Pottawattamie  county,  Iowa,  on  the  24th  of  January,  184S,  he  was  the  second 
son  of  Jesse  and  Mary  Ann  (Brownell)  Pearson,  both  of  whom  have  passed  away. 
The  father,  who  throughout  hfs  entire  life  followed  the  occupation  of  farming,  was 
bom  In  North  Carolina  and  despite  his  southern  birth  he  gave  bis  support  to  the 
republican  party  from  tbe  time  of  its  organization  and  prior  to  that  date  was  a  Urm 
anpporter  of  whig  principles.  He  left  North  Carolina  at  the  age  of  nineteen  years 
and  afterward  lived  In  Michigan  and  Indiana  but  eventually  removed  to  Logan,  Utah, 
near  whini  plaoe  he  carried  on  fanning  operations  to  the  time  of  his  death  In  1874. 
Tbe  mother  of  Senator  Pearson  survived  her  husband  for  only  a  few  years.  No  other 
son  of  the  family  save  the  Senator  Is  living  and  only  one  daughter,  now  Mrs.  Gabrlella 
Jenkins,  a  resident  of  Farmington,  Utah. 

Benjamin  A.  Pearson  was  but  three  years  of  age  when  taken  by  his  parents  to  Vtab, 
where  be  was  reared  upon  the  home  place  at  Farmington  until  be  reached  the  age  of 
ten,  when  the  family  residence  was  established  at  Logan.  Utah,  where  be  resided  u^tll 
he  had  attained  the  age  of  twenty-two  years.  His  youthful  experiences  were  those  of 
the  farm-bred  boy  who  divides  bis  time  between  tbe  work  of  tbe  fletds  and  the  acquire- 
ment of  a  common  school  education,  in  1869  he  came  to  Idaho  and  spent  three  years 
at  Malad  City,  Oneida  county,  and  afterward  resided  for  a  similar  period  at  Marsh 
Valley,  Oneida  county.  He  then  returned  to  Utah  and  spent  Bve  years  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  where  he  was  employed  as  a  cleric  in  various  stores.  Again  he  came  to  Idaho  and 
has  since  been  a  resident  of  this  state,  taking  up  a  homestead  in  the  Lost  River  section 
In  18S4.  The  district  was  then  a  part  of  Alturaa  county  bnt  Is  now  Butte  county. 
Throughout  the  Intervening  period  Mr.  Pearson  has  been  engaged  In  farming  and  in 
the  raising  of  cattle  and  sheep  until  about  a  year  ago,  when  be  sold  his  live  stock  inter- 
ests. However,  he  still  owns  two  good  ranch  properties  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres 
each,  one  In  Butte  and  the  other  In  Custer  county.  Hla  son  also  has  a  ranch  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres  in  Custer  connty.  Mr.  Pearson  likewise  owns  considerable 
good  rental  property  in  the  town  of  Moore,  where  he  has  made  his  home  since  retiring 
from  tbe  ranch  two  years  ago. 

On  tbe  2Ttb  of  December,  1869,  Just  after  coming  to  Idaho,  Mr.  Pearson  was  married 
to  Hiss  Bllza  Mary  Curtis,  a  native  of  London,  England,  and  they  celebrated  their 
golden  wedding  anniversary  December  27,  1919.  They  have  nine  living  children,  tour 
sons  and  Ave  daughters,  all  of  whom  are  residents  of  Idaho,  namely:  Ella,  now  the 
wife  of  C.  C.  Davidson;  Mary  Etta,  the  wife  of  Ed  McGuire;  Mrs.  Olive  Haney,  a 
widow;  Mand,  tbe  wife  of  Charles  D.  Lefever;  Ida  Hay,  who  married  John  Kern; 
Joseph  H.;  Roy  C;  Albert  Russell;  and  Fred  R  There  are  now  also  twenty-four 
grandchildren. 

Senator  Pearson  has  always  been  fond  of  all  kinds  of  legitimate  sports  and  horse 
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racing  and  was  formerly  tbe  owner  ot  a  nomber  of  good  trotters  and  pacen,  whlcb 
he  raised.  He  finds  much  of  hli  recreation  at  tbe  present  time  in  horseback  riding 
and  motoring.  While  actlTelr  Interested  In  cattle  and  ebeep  raising  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Idaho  Wool  Growers  Association  and  also  of  the  National  Wool  Growers 
Asaoclatlon.  Fratemallr  he  is  an  Odd  Fellow,  serving  aa  a  past  grand  in  the  order. 
For  eighteen  rears  he  was  a  member  ot  the  school  board  in  his  district  and  the  canse 
of  education  found  In  him  a  stalwart  champion.  In  politics  he  has  alw^s  been  a 
republican,  but  has  never  been  an  office  seeker  and  has  never  consented  to  hold 
political  positions  until  the  (all  of  1918,  when  he  became  a  candidate  for  the  offloe 
of  state  senator  and  is  now  a  member  of  the  upper  house  of  the  Idaho  general  assemblr. 
His  Interest  in  tbe  welfare  ol  the  state  Is  deep  and  earnest  and  he  Is  putting  forth 
every  possible  effort  to  advance  its  npbnilding  and  promote  Its  vital  Interests. 


IQNATZ  WEIL. 

IgnaU  Well,  United  States  commissioner  of  Idaho  since  October.  1909,  and  en- 
gaged In  the  real  estate,  loan  and  insurance  business  at  Sandpolnt,  was  born  In  Vienna, 
Febmarr  27,  1863.  He  obtained  a  public  school  education  in  his  native  city  and  when 
a  youth  of  eighteen  years  crossed  the  Atlantic,  making  his  way  to  San  Francisco,  where 
he  took  np  his  abode  in  1871.  He  there  engaged  In  mercantile  parsults  for  a  time  bnt 
afterward  became  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Sandpoint  and  Bonner  county,  arrlTlng 
in  this  section  In  188S.  at  which  time  he  took  up  a  homestead  that  Is  now  tbe  prtn- 
clpal  part  of  Sandpotnt's  residential  district.  For  several  years  he  conducted  a  store 
in  this  city  and  then  turend  his  attention  to  tbe  real  estate  business,  handling  his  own 
(iroperttes.  He  has  been  very  prominently  Identified  with  tbe  npbulldtng  of  the  dty  and 
county.  He  hnilt  tbe  Bonner  county  courthouse  in  1907,  since  which  time  It  has  been 
rented  by  the  county.  He  was  the  first  county  clerk  of  Bonner  county  and  since  October, 
1909,  has  filled  the  ofllce  of  United  States  commlBsloner  of  Idaho.  Whenever  he  sees  op- 
portunity to  promote  tbe  pabUc  welfare  or  advance  the  general  Interests  of  city  and 
county  he  doee  not  hesitate  to  put  forth  effective  effort  toward  tbe  end  In  view  and  his 
labors  have  indeed  been  a  potent  element  for  progress  and  Improvement. 

Mr.  Well  has  always  given  his  political  alleglanoe  to  the  repabllcan  party  since  be- 
coming a  naturalised  American  cltlsen  and  has  taken  a  most  active  interest  In  sup- 
porting its  principles  and  eecnring  their  adoptim.  He  hss  served  as  a  member  ot  the 
eoonty  central  oonunlttee  and  ae  a  member  of  the  state  committee  for  his  district  prac- 
tically since  coming  to  Sandpoint,  and  his  position  upon  any  vital  question  Is  never  an 
•qnfVooal  one.  Aaide  from  his  activity  In  public  life  he  has  continued  an  active  factor 
m  business  and  now  has  a  large  clientage  In  connection  with  his  real  estate,  loan  and 
insurance  business.  He  Is  a  purposeful  man.  determined  and '  energetic,  who  carries 
forward  to  successfal  completion  whatever  he  undertakes. 


MRS.  IDA  MAT  DICKSON. 

Mrs.  Ida  May  Dickson,  who  Is  the  owner  of  a  highly-Improved  and  valuable  ranch 
of  two  hnndredvand  forty  acres,  north  of  Ustick,  was  formerly  Ida  May  Page,  a  daughter 
of  Williamson  and  Halluda  Jennie  (Plunkett)  Page.  She  was  bom  In  Montgomery 
county,  Indiana,  November  1,  1871.  Her  father  served  as  a  soldier  In  the  Union  army 
daring  tbe  Civil  war  and  died  at  lone,  Washington,  In  1906.  Her  mother  was  born  In 
Indiana  and  was  twice  married.  Her  first  husband  was  Williamson  Page,  by  whom  she 
had  three  children,  all  of  whom  are  living  in  Idaho,  namely:  Oliver  Wesley  Page,  of 
Boise;  Mrs.  Ida  M.  Dickson,  of  Ustick:  and  William  Oscar  Page,  who  Is  unmarried  and 
whose  headquarters  are  in  Boise  valley.  After  the  death  of  Williamson  Page,  hla 
widow  married  William  O.  Jenkins,  formerly  of  Nyassa,  Oregon,  bnt  now  a  resident  of 
Boise,  well  known  both  in  Idaho  and  Oregon,  having  large  interests  In  these  states,  as 
well  as  b«lng  a  partner  In  the  large  Boise  furniture  house  doing  business  under  the 
name  of  the  Jenkins  Furniture  Company.  William  O.  Jenkins,  Jr.,  who  Is  part  owner 
and  manager  of  this  store,  la  Mrs.  Dickson's  only  son  and  la  the  only  child  ever  bom  to 
her.  He  was  reared  mainly  by  Mrs.  Dtckeon'a  mother  and  the  latter's  husband,  William 
a.  Jenkins.    He  has  legally  taken  their  name  and  has  been  made  their  i«g&l  heir. 
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Hra.  DlckBon  resided  but  a  short  time  in  lier  Dative  state  of  Indiana  for  at  the 
age  of  eeven  years  sbe  went  to  Texas,  wliere  sbe  apeat  a  portion  of  her  girlhood  and 
later  removed  to  Tennessee,  Anally  going  to  Oregon.  She  was  twice  married  but  is  now 
a  widow.  She  la  the  fortunate  owner  of  one  of  the  largest  and  best  ranches  in'  Ada 
county,  and  on  this  place  she  resides  In  a  quiet  way,  Burrounded  by  every  comfort. 
Her  farm  was  formerly  owned  b7  the  McMillan  family  of  Boise,  and  it  is  known  as  the 
old  McMillan  ranch.  For  many  years  it  has  been  regarded  as  one  of  Boise  valley's  best 
and  most  valuable  live  stock  and  grain  ranches.  Formerly  the  place  was  largely  de- 
voted to  prune  culture,  but  the  crops  did  not  measure  up  to  expectatlona,  and  as  the 
prospect  did  not  show  signs  of  Improvement,  Mrs.  Dickson  had  the  trees  pulled  up  on 
all  the  farm  with  the  exception  of  a  few  acres.  She  has  gathered  hosts  of  friends  about 
her  during  her  long  residence  In  the  Boise  neighborhood.  A  sketch  ol  her  sou,  William 
Q.  Jenkins,  Jr..  appears  on  another  page  of  this  work. 


JOHN  W.  DWYBR. 


The  ranching  Interests  of  Idaho  find  a  worthy  representative  In  John  W.  Dwyer. 
who  makes  his  home  at  Ooodlng.  Ot  Canadian  birth,  he  wae  bom  at  Lindsay,  Ontario, 
Canada,  July  23,  I860,  his  parents  being  Michael  and  Margaret  (BuUer)  Dwyer.  His 
education  was  acquired  In  the  locality  where  his  boyhood  diys  were  passed  and  after 
'his  text  books  were  put  aside  he  followed  mercantile  Interests  there.  He  crossed  the 
border  Into  the  United  States  In  ISSO,  making  his  way  to  Denver,  Colorado,  where  for 
a  year  he  was  employed  In  a  wholesale  house.  He  afterward  engaged  in  mining  at  Lead- 
vllle,  Colorado,  and  later  located  In  the  southern  part  of  that  state,  where  he  remained 
until  August  26,  1S8Z,  when  he  removed  to  Bellevue,  Blaine  county.  Idaho.  Again  he 
took  up  the  occupation  of  mining,  which  he  followed  until  1S8T,  when  he  purchased  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land  west  of  his  present  ranch  near  Hooding,  now  Ooodin& 
With  characteristic  energy  he  began  to  till  the  sol)  and  plant  his  fields  and  carried  on  the 
work  of  improving  the  farm  for  some  time.  Later,  however,  he  rented  his  ranch  end 
returned  to  Halley  and  also  went  to  Bullion,  where  he  followed  mining  for  three  years. 
On  the  expiration  of  that  period  he  again  took  up  his  abode  upon  the  ranch  and  In 
1S90  he  added  his  present  ranch  property  of  forty  acres  to  the  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
acre  tract  and  now  has  a  well  improved  place,  equipped  with  all  the  accessories  and 
conveniences  of  a  model  farm  property  of  the  twentieth  century.  He  also  eatablisbed 
the  first  meat  market  In  Gooding  and  conducted  the  business  for  two  years. 

In  1900  Mr.  Dwyer  was  married  to  Hies  Elizabeth  Jones,  a  native  of  Nebraska  and 
a  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca  Jones.  They  have  one  child,  Edwin  W.  Politically 
Mr.  Dwyer  is  connected  with  the  democratic  party  and  he  has  filled  the  office  of  Justice 
of  the  peace  hut  has  never  been  a  politician  in  the  sense  of  office  seeking.  HIdIi^  and 
ranching  have  largely  made  him  famlUar  with  the  history  of  the  west  and  since  coming 
to  Gooding  county  he  baa  contributed  In  substantial  measure  to  the  work  of  agricultural 
development  In  this  section  of  the  state,  being  actuated  at  sll  times  bv  a  pptrlt  of  nro- 
gresslveneos  that  enables  him  to  overcome  all  the  obstaclea  and  dllBcaltles  that  bar 
the  path  to  proeperlty. 


LORENZO  JOHNSON. 

Lorenzo  Johnson,  of  the  Johnson  A  Merrill  Coal  Company,  ot  Preston,  was  bom  in 
Brlgham,  Uteh,  September  18,  1871  and  Is  a  son  of  James  and  Mary  (Nelson)  Johnsfm, 
natives  ot  Denmark,  where  the  father  was  a  farmer  and  shoemaker.  He  came  to 
America  in  1S55  and  worked  for  a  time  at  his  trade.  In  1857  be  crossed  the  plains  to 
Ut-ih  and  located  at  Brlgham  City.  In  1872  he  removed  to  Ciche  valley  and  bought  a 
tract  of  land  at  Hyde  Park,  which  he  continued  to  operate  up  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  occurred  in  1891.    His  wife  passed  away  In  1SS5. 

Lorenzo  Johnson  was  reared  and  educated  In  Myde  Park,  Utah,  and  worked  for  his 
father  until  1S86,  when  he  removed  to  Preston.  Franklin  county,  Idaho,  and  worked 
for  his  brothers  tor  some  time.  In  1S90  he  formed  a  partnership  with  his  brothers  and 
bought  land,  which  they  farmed  together  for  several  years.  Later  Lorenzo  Johnson 
acquired  a  homestead,  which  he  Improved  and  farmed  for  a  considerable  period.  Later 
he  sold  his  holdings  and  worked  for  an  Implement  company  in  Preston  for  about  a. 
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year,  at  the  end  of  tbat  time  reeunilnc  {arming.  Since  coming  to  Uie  state  he  has  always 
made  his  home  In  Preston. 

Mr.  Johnson,  associated  with  othere,  establlsbed  the  Preston  Lumber  Company  bnt 
later  sold  his  Interest  In  tbat  firm  and  resumed  his  former  connection  with  the  imple- 
ment company,  with  which  be  was  associated  for  four  years.  He  then  connected  with 
the  Blue  Creek  Land  A  Livestock  Company  for  one  year,  at  the  end  of  which  time  ha. 
went  on  the  road  as  an  expert  demonstrator  with  steam  plows  and  threebers  for  the 
Reeves  Ccmpany,  working  In  Utah  and  Idaho.  He  then  became  associated  with  Mr. 
Jenkins  in  the  coal  business,  and  some  time  later  A.  0.  Merrill  bought  out  Mr.  Jenkins, 
and  the  business  has  since  been  carried  on  as  the  Johnson  ft  Merrill  Coal  Company  and 
enjoys  a  steady  and  increasing  growth. 

On  November  25,  1891.  Mr.  Johnson  was  piarrled  to  Mary  B.  Hansen,  and  to  this 
marriage  eleven  children  have  been  born,  namely:  M->ry  C,  Jennie  h.,  EHna  J.,  VlrgU 
L.,  Julia,  Letba,  Samuel  H.,  Willis  H.,  Loren  H.,  Blanche  and  James  W. 

Mr.  Johnson  Is  an  active  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
in  which  he  has  filled  several  offlces,  Including  that  of  president  of  the  elders  quomm. 
He  has  served  as  second  counselor  to  bishop  for  some  time,  snd  in  August,  1910,  be  was 
made  bishop  ol  Preston  second  ward,  in  which  capacity  he  has  since  been  serrlng.  He 
votes  the  democratic  ticket  and  has  served  on  the  city  council  for  sii  years.  In  ad- 
dition to  bis  commercisl  Interests  in  Preston.  Mr.  Johnson  Is  the  owner  of  twenty- 
four  acres  of  land  within  one-half  mile  of  the  city. 


FRANK  L.  PORTER. 


Prank  L.  Porter  owns  and  operates  a  well  improved  farm  ot  one  hundred  and  three 
acree  situated  two  miles  south  ot  Star,  In  Ada  county,  which  he  purchased  In  December, 
1919,  and  on  which  he  took  up  hie  abode  In  February,  1920.  Hlsbtrth  occurred  In  the 
Willamette  valley  of  Oregon,  in  Linn  county,  on  the  12th  of  March,  1S6S,  his  parents 
being  Samuel  and  Virginia  (Chrlstnan)  Porter,  the  former  a  native  of  Virginia  and  the 
latter  of  Indiana.  They  were  married  In  the  Hoosier  state  aboot  1842  and  a  decade  later 
crossed  the  plains  to  Linn  county,  Oregon,  with  an  ox  team.

Frank  L.  Porter  was  reai^  In  Linn  county,  Oregon,  and  during  the  period  from  1S99 
until  1920  resided  In  Malheur  county,  that  state.  White  a  resident  of  eastern  Oregon  he 
was  engaged  In  the  sheep  bUBlness  and  for  several  years  cc»ducted  a  meat  market  at  On- 
tario, that  state.  Subsequently  he  took  up  a  homestead  oh  the  Oregon  side  of  the  Snake 
river,  whereon  he  remained  for  lonrteen  years,  developing  the  property  into  an  excellent 
.  farm.  He  disposed  of  the  piece  In  1919  and  purchased  the  Lamb  ranch  south  of  Star, 
Idaho,  coming  into  possession  of  a  tract  of  one  hundred  and  three  acres,  for  which  he 
paid  three  hundred  dollars  sn  acre.  The  farm  Is  well  improved  with  excellent  buildings 
and  the  soil  is  rich  and  productive,  promising  substantial  profits  to  the  owner,  who  Is 
widely  recognized  as  an  able  agriculturist  of  enterprising  and  progressive  spirit. 

On  the  6tb  of  February,  1S97,  In  Malheur  county,  Oregon,  Mr.  Porter  was  united  In 
marriage  to  Hies  Jessie  Moody,  a  native  of  Wisconsin,  They  now  have  two  children, 
Hattle  end  Martha,  who  are  eleven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  respectively.  Mr.  Porter 
Is  a  member  of  the  Non  Partisan  League  and  does  everything  In  his  power  to  advance 
the  best  Interests  of  the  community  In  which  he  resides  and  In  which  he  has  won  an 
envlaWe  position  as  a  public-spirited  and  substantial  citizen. 


WILLIAM  T.  WHITE. 

William  T.  White  has  during  the  past  nine  years  been  actively  and  successfully  en- 
gaged In  the  operation  of  a  highly  productive  ranch  of  Forty  acres  situated  three  miles 
south  of  Star.  He  came  to  Idaho  In  1911  from  Guernsey  county,  Ohio,  where  his  birth 
occurred  December  17,  1869.  His  parents,  Benjamin  and  Margaret  Ann  (Thomas> 
White,  the  former  a  native  of  Mon^nmery  county.  Maryland,  and  the  latter  of  Ohio, 
have  both  passed  away.    During  the  period  of  the  Civil  war  Benjamin  White  Joined  the 
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UnlcHt  armr  for  one  hundred  days'  serrlce.  Mr.  Wblto  of  this  review  hu  ona  slater, 
Mrs.  Martha  Morton,  who  makes  her  home  In  Ohio. 

On  the  2&th  of  DecembaE,  1SS7.  In  Onernser  county.  Ohio,  William  T.  White  waa 
united  In  marrlaga  to  Miaa  Llllle  Isabelle  Cowglll,  who  waa  born  and  raared  In  Belnu^t 
county,  Ohio,  where  her  birth  occurred  March  4,  ISCS,  her  tather  being  John  CowsUl. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  White  have  one  son,  Fred  C  who  waa  bom  Juir  27,  1888,  and  la  a  veteran 
of  the  World  war,  haTlng  served  in  France  for  nearly  a  year.  He  Is  now  aaslstlng  hla 
father  In  the  operation  of  the  home  ranch,  which  by  reaaon  ot  their  combined  and  well 
directed  labors  la  provlhg  a  aonrce  of  subatantlal  profit. 

Since  attaining  his  majority  Mr.  White  baa  aapported  the  men  and  meaaorea  of  tlie 
republican  party,  while  his  religious  faith  la  that  of  the  Methodist  chnreh,  to  which  his 
wife  alao  belongs.  They  have  won  many  w»rm  (rienda  during  the  period  o(  their  resi- 
dence In  this  state  and  Mr.  White  la  widely  recognlaed  ao  a  repreaentative  and  pro- 
grentve  agrlcnlturiaL 


MRS.  HERHINE  DBMONDf 

Hra.  Hermine  Demond,  widow  ot  the  late  William  Demond,  tor  years  a  prcHninent 
and  well-to-do  rancher  residing  abont  one  and  one-half  mllea  northweat  ot  Uatlck,  Ada 
county,  located  on  her  present  ranch  with  her  husband  in  the  year  ISOO.  Both  were 
natives  of  Germany  and  were  married  In  that  country,  but  each  was  partly  of  French  de- 
scent. Mra.  Demand  was  bom  January  4,  1SE6.  and  la  a  daughter  of  John  and  Elisabeth 
(Abbe)  Schrey.  Jler  parents,  as  wall  as  those  of  her  huaband,  died  In  Qermany.  none  <it 
than,  having  ever  come  to  the  United  Statea.  She  married  Mr.  Demond  In  Germany, 
October  26,  1876,  and  they  came  to  the  United  Statea  In  1880.  They  first  settled  In  Penn- 
aylvanla.  where  they  cmitlnaed  to  reside  for  about  eighteen  months,  following  which  they 
lived  tor  a  year  In  Wiaconain  and  at  the  end  of  that  period  went  to  Pittsburg,  Kaasaa, 
where  they  remained  tor  a  ahort  time.  They  next  went  to  Oklahoma,  where  they  -re- 
sided for  nine  years,  spending  a  similar  period  In  Utah  and  eighteen  months  in  Wyom- 
ing.   During  all  those  years,  Mr.  Demond  worked  aa  a  coal  miner. 

It  was  In  ISOO  that  the  family  came  to  Idaho,  settling  on  the  present  bemond  ranch, 
northweet  of  Uatlck,  Mr.  Demond  buying  forty  acres,  which  waa  hla  flrst  land  In- 
^vestment,  at  eleven  dollara  seventy-flve  cents  per  acre.  In  the  following  year  he  pur- 
chased another  tract  of  forty  acres  adjoining  the  first  forty,  paying  the  Increaned  price 
of  twenty  dollars  per  acre  tor  it.  He  worked  hard  to  Improve  and  develop  his  «lghty 
acres,  which  when  he  took  the  land  over,  was  entirely  In  sagebrush,  and  by  peralslsnt 
effort,  aaelsted  by  his  good  wife,  he  aucoeeded  In  bringing  the  place  to  its  present  valu- 
able condition,  erecting  all  bulldlnga  and  making  other  Improvements  uaually  found  on 
a  well  kept  farm.  A  very  pretty  bungalow  was  erected  In  1914  and  It  haa  added  oon- 
Biderably  to  the  value  of  the  place,  which  Is  now  regarded  aa  one  of  the  beat  In  the 
neighborhood.  If  the  Demond  ranch  were  for  sale  It  would  probably  bring  the  good 
round  sum  of  lour  hundred  dollars  per  acre. 

William  Demond,  who  was  bom  May  12.  1S61,  died  Angnat  1,  1912,  being  then  sixty- 
one  years  old.  His  widow  and  three  ot  their  six  living  children  reside  on  the  ranch. 
The  names  ot  the  living  children  are:  Fred,  bom  July  26,  ISSO;  John,  January  6,  1883; 
Mamie.  April  8,  1889:  Bryant.  November  9.  1891;  Mary,  May  14,  1896;  and  Charles, 
July  29, 1898.    Fred,  John  and  Mary  are  married  and  reatde  In  Ada  conntyf  ■ 

Mr.  Demond  was  an  earnest  member  ot  the  Catholic  church.  In  the  work  ot  which 
he  waa  warmly  Interested.  Mrs.  Demond  also  la  a  member  of  the  Cathtdlc  church 
and  la  an  ardent  anpporter  ot  Its  various  beneflcea,  as  she  is  of  all  community  movementa 
deelgned  for  the  public  welfare. 


OLIVER  C.  WIUON. 

OUnr  C.  Wilson,  ot  Bamers  Ferry,  Oiling  the  position  ot  prosecuting  attorney  of 
Boundary  county,  was  bom  at  Baraboo.  Wiaconsln,  April  21,  188S,  his  parents  being 
Jamea  P.  and  Julia  (Howe)  Wllaon.  The  father  was  a  well  known  member  ot  the  bar 
In  Sauk  county,  Wisconsin,  and  hla  political  allegiance  waa  given  to  tha  republican 
party,  In  connection  with  which  he  did  active  work.     After  leaving  Wiactmaln  he  en- 
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gagad  In  law  practim  In  South  Dakota  and  later  In  Denver,  Colorado,  bectnnlnK  a  prom- 
inent repreaentatlTS  ot  the  bar  of  that  dtj. 

Liberal  educational  oppor^unltleB  were  accorded  Oliver  C.  Wilson,  who  was  grad- 
oatsd  from  th«  UnlTersitj  ot  Colorado  with  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  desree  and  then  en- 
tered npon  the  study  ot  law,  winning  hts  LL.  B.  degree  as  a  member  of  the  class  ot 
191S.  He  located  for  practice  at  Lafayette,  Colorado,  where  he  remained  nntll  1914  and 
then  came  to  Bonners  Ferry.  Idaho.  Here  he  entered  Into  partnership  relations  with 
Prank  Bottum  onder  the  firm  style  of  Bottum  «  Wilson.  In  1916  he  was  elected  connty 
proeecatlng  attorney  on  the  republican  ticket  and  Is  now  most  faithfully  and  capably 
discharging  the  duties  of  that  position.  He  Is  also  city  attorney  and  he  is  keenly  Inter- 
ested In  civic  affairs.  While  a  stanch  advocate  of  republican  principles,  he  places  the  gen- 
eral good  before  partisanship,  and  the  public  welfare  before  self-aggrandiEement  In  ad- 
dition to  his  law  practice  he  Is  manager  for  the  Boundary  Abstract  Company.

Templar  ocmimandery.  the  latter  at  Coeur  d'AIene.  He  Is  likewise  a  member  of  the 
Uystio  Shrine  at  Lewlston,  Idaho.  In  the  Knights  <d  Pythias  he  Is  a  past  chancellor 
and  he  belongs  to  the  Elks  lodge  at  Sandpoint  and  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows. 

Hr.  Wilson  was  Joined  In  wedlock  to  Miss  Margaret  Bottum,  a  sister  of  his  former 
law  partner,  and  they  have  two  children,  Margaret  Alia  Wilson  and  James  McKenile 
Wilson.  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson  are  widely  and  favorably  known  socially,  having  a  circle 
of  friends  almost  coextensive  with  the  circle  of  their  acqualntanceL  Throughout  Us 
life  he  has  been  actuated  by  a  moat  progressive  spirit,  manifest  in  no  other  line  more 
strongly  than  in  the  practice  ot  hia  profession,  in  which  he  hss  gained  recognition  as 
an  able  lawyer. 


MARCUS  A.  MKANS. 


Business  enterprise  finds  a  substantial  representative  In  Marcus  A.  Means,  ot  Lewis- 
ton,  who  Is  there  active  as  a  seed  merchant  and  who  Is  also  one  of  the  directors  ot  the 
Lewlston  A  Clarkston  Trsnslt  Company.  A  native  ot  Illinois,  he  was  bom  in  the  city 
of  Saybrook,  October  16,  1S61,  and  Is  a  son  ot' Joseph  K.  and  MstUda  C.  Means,  who  were 
farming  people.  At  the  time  of  the  Civil  war  the  father  enlisted  In  1S61  as  a  private  ot 
the  One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth  Illinois  Infantry  and  passed  away  at  Youngs  Point,  Mis- 
elBslppI,  In  1863,  thus  laying  down  his  life  on  the  altar  of  bis  country  in  defense  ot 
freedom. 

Marcus  A.  Means  was  educated  In  the  public  school  and  in  the  Illinois  State  Normal 
at  Normal,  Illinois,  and  when  his  school  days  were  over  he  made  his  way  to  Oregon, 
where  he  spent  two  years  with  a  surveying  psrty  on  the  western  front  of  the  Northern 
Faciflc  He  afterward  engaged  in  clerking  in  a  general  store  and  aubseguently  be- 
came manager  of  a  general  merchandise  establlahment  and  also  of  the  First  Bank  of 
Genesee  at  Genesee,  Idaho,  continuing  bis  business  Interests  there  for  eight  years.  In 
1896  he  established  a  general  store  on  his  own  account  but  sold  out  In  1907  and  re- 
moved to  Lewlston.  Here  he  hullt  the  Means  block  and  turned  his  attention  to  the  seed 
business.  In  which  he  Is  still  engaged,  having  developed  a  splendid  trade  In  that  ccm- 
nectlon.  Still  broadening  his  labors  along  effective  and  progressive  lines,  in  1909  he  de- 
veloped the  Lewlston  street  car  system,  building  the  line,  which  later  he  sold  to  A.  Q. 
Norts  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  and  he  Is  now  one  of  the  stockholders  and  directors  of 
the  Lewlston  *  Clarkston  Transit  Company. 

In  September,  18S9,  at  Lewlston,  Idaho,  Mr.  Means  was  married  to  Miss  Catharlns 
Clark,  daughter  of  Judge  John  Clark,  who  became  one  of  the  pioneer  residents  ot  Lewis- 
ton  and  an  honored  cltlsen  ot  the  state,  serving  as  one  of  the  first  district  Judgea  In 
territorial  days.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Means  has  been  bora  a  daughter.  Marguerite,  who  Is 
now  the  wife  of  Robert  McGregor,  the  partner  of  Mr.  Means  In  the  seed  business. 
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For  ten  rears  Ur.  Meaoe  baa  been  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  ot 
,Elks  and  la  a  well  known  and  popular  flRure  In  the  Bike  Club  and  In  the  Commercial 
Club.  He  is  a  republican  and  devotes  considerable  time  to  snpportlns  the  principles  of 
the  party  and  working  for  the  success  of  the  organization.  He  has  never  sought  or  de- 
sired office,  however,  preterrlng  to  concentrate  his  eRorts  and  attention  upon  his  bnsl- 
ness  affairs,  which  have  been  wisely  and  carefully  directed  and  have  brought  to  him  a 
substantial  measure  of  success,  winning  him  a  place  among  the  foremost  business  men 
and  citizens  of  his  section  of  the  state. 


CLYDE  LEE  MATTHEWS. 


Clyde  Lee  Matthews,  late  of  Ada  county,  was  killed  by  falling  from  a  haystack 
on  the  0.  O.  Haga  ranch  on  the  30th  of  July.  1919.  He  was  then  a  young  man  of  thirty- 
six  years,  hla  birth  having  occurred  In  Wright  county,  Mlaaourl,  February  26,  1S83.  A 
sketch  of  hla  father,  Joel  Franklin  Matthewa,  may  be  found  on  another  page  of  this 
work. 

On  the  19th  of  June,  1905,  Mr.  Matthewa  waa  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Hester 
Alma  Young,  who  was  bom  In  Wright  county,  Mlssonri,  December  4,  1S87,  a  daughter 
of  Perry  and  Margaret  (Garrett)  Young,  who  now  reside  near  Star,  Idiha  She  was 
a  maiden  of  twelve  summen  when  she  came  with  her  pirents  to  this  state,  the  family 
home  being  established  In  the  western  part  of  Ada  county.  By  her  marriage  she  be- 
came the  mother  of  sine  children,  as  follows:  Grace  Eveline,  whose  birth  occurred 
March  28,  IMC;  Linda  Jpne,  born  August  2.  1907;  Archie  Ray,  whose  natil  day  waa 
February  16,  1909;  I^nnle  Bandaom,  born  October  8,  1910;  Hubert  Clay,  bom  April  16. 
1912;  Perry  Thomas,  who  was  born  on  the  31et  of  March,  1914;  Clyde  Clifford,  whose 
birth  occurred  March  19,  1916;  Alma  Hay,  born  February  7,  191S;  and  Lee  Roy,  born 
September  27.  1919. 

Since  her  husband's  death  Mrs.  Matthews  has  purchased  a  good  thirty-acre  ranch 
five  miles  north  of  Meridian  for  eighty-two  hundred  dollars,  being  enabled  to  do  so  by 
reaeon  ot  the  fact  that  Mr.  Matthews  had  a  life  Insurance  policy  for  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars. The  nntlmely  demise  of  the  latter  was  deeply  deplored  by  all  who  knew  him,  for 
be  waa  reoognlied  as  a  young  man  of  enterprising  and  progressive  soirlt  in  business 
affairs  and  manifested  the  highest  principles  In  all  the  relations  of  life.  Hla  widow, 
wbo  has  now  made  her  home  In  Ada  county  for  more  than  two  decades,  is  also  widely 
and  favorably  known  within  Its  borders. 


JAMBS  M.  RERNS,  H.  D. 


Dr.  James  H.  Kerns  Is  a  well  known  physician  and  surgeon  who  for  upwards  of 
twenty  years  tias  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  the  city  of  Matad,  ld-i|io, 
an^  who  served  in  Prance  with  the  medical  department  of  the  United  States  army 
dnrtnK  the  World  war.  He  was  born  In  Honttcello,  Kentucky.  May  1.  1877,  a  son  ot 
Job  M.  and  Sarah  (Gibbons)  Kerns,  also  natives  of  Kentucky.  The  father  followed  the 
occupation  of  a  farmer  for  aeveral  years  and  then  became  connected  with  the  mill  and 
elevator  business,  with  which  he  was  Identined  for  a  long  period  but  la  now  living  re- 
tired, his  residence  being  at  Burnside.  Kentucky.  During  the  Civil  war  he  enlisted  In 
Con)p'«ny  0,  Thirtieth  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry,  In  November,  1863.  at  Somerset. 
Kentucky,  snd  served  for  almost  two  years.  At  the  time  of  his  discharge.  April  IS,  1866, 
he  had  advanced  to  the  rank  of  corporal  and  was  mustered  out  at  Frankfort.  He  was 
disabled  from  measles  and  also  suffered  from  frozen  feet,  and  Is  In  receipt  of  a  pension 
on  that  scconnt.  He  haa  now  reached  the  age  of  seventy-live  years.  His  wife  died  In 
May,  1902. 

Jemes  M.  Kerns  was  reared  In  Honticello  and  attended  the  schools  of  that  place, 
later  going  to  high  school,  from  which  he  waa  graduated.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  he  en- 
tered the  Hospital  Collie  of  Medicine  at  Louisville.  Kentucky,  from  wh'ch  ln°"Tn- 
tlon  he  was  graduated  with  the  clans  of  June.  1S98.  Following  his  graduation  in  medi- 
cine, Doctor  Kerns  practiced  for  a  few  months  at  Frazler,  Kentucl^,  and  in  1S9S  he  re- 
moved to  Malad  City,  Oneida  county,  Idaho,  where  he  has  been  practicing  ever  since. 
having  gained  a  wide  reputation  as  a  physician  and  aurgeon. 
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On  October  17,  ISIT,  Dr.  Kerns  was  commissioned  first  lieutenant  and  went  Into 
training  at  the  medical  offlcere'  training  camp  at  Fort  Riley,  Kanaaa.  He  left  New  York 
In  Jnne,  1918,  and  reached  France  later  In  the  same  month,  where  he  served  for  eight 
months.  He  was  attached  to  base  hosDftal  Na  3  and  had  charge  of  three  wards  for  sev- 
eral weeks.  He  was  then  ordered  to  serve  with  the  Third  Ammunition  Train,  Third 
Division,  and  while  in  that  service  went  through  St.  Mlhlel  and  Argonne  Forest  battles, 
v[ltneMlng  all  the  carnage  and  devastation  of  these  engagements.  He  was  promoted  to 
tht  rank  of  captain  In  Febrnarr,  1919,  and  was  discharged  at  Camp  Lewis,  Washington, 
aa  the  ISth  of  that  month.  He  then  returned  to  Halad  City,  and  has  continued  In  the 
practice  of  his  profession. 

On  June  12,  1901,  Dr.  Kerns  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mary  Jones,  a  daughter  of 
William  H.  and  Jane  (Daniels)  Jones,  natives  of  Wales,  who  came  to  this  country  in  an 
early  day  and  located  In  Brlgham  City,  Utah.  Later,  Uiey  removed  to  Oneida  conntr, 
Idaho,  where  they  were  among  the  first  settlers.  Mr.  Jones  took  up  a  tract  of  land  In 
this  county  and  engaged  In  fanning  and  cattle  raising,  at  which  he  continued  tor  several 
years,  but  he  Is  now  living  practically  retired.  He  has  always  been  active  In  politics 
and  served  as  United  iStatea  deputy  marshal  here  for  a  number  of  years.  Hia  wife  died 
October  26, 1916.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Kerns  are  the  parents  of  three  children,  namely:  Evelyn 
L.,  bom  March  8,  1902;  Claude,  born  in  January,  1904,  and  Marlon,  Mircb  IT,  1906. 
Dr.  Kerns  has  served  as  county  physician  lor  three  years,  reeignlng  when  he  went  to 
France  for  war  work,  and  he  Is  assistant  surgeon  tor  the  Oregon  Short  Line  railroad. 
He  Is  a  member  of  the  independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  the  Modern  Woodmen  of 
America,  and  of  the  Fraternal  Order  of  E:aKles.  He  is  post  commander  of  the  American 
Legion,  and  also  holds  membership  In  the  Southern  Idaho  State  Medical  Society. 
Polltleally,  he  gives  his  support  to  the  democratic  party  and  has  always  taken  an  tntereet 
In  all  civic  and  social  matters  calculated  to  advance  the  best  interests  of  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  resides.  He  Is  an  earnest  member  of  the  Baptist  church  and  warmly 
interested  in  its  works. 


ERASTUS   R.   NIELSEN. 

Etrastna  R.  Nielsen,  owner  and  manager  of  an  abstract  and  title  businetis  of  Preston, 
with  which  he  h^s  been  identified  for  a  number  of  years.  Is  a  native  of  Utah,  bom  In 
Salt  Lake  City,  September  1,  18S2,  and  la  a  son  ot  iUsmus  and  Aiina  C.  (Ucvtansen) 
Nielsen,  natives  ot  Denmark,  who  on  coming  to  America  located  in  Utah  In  1860.  The 
father  was  a  tailor  by  trade  and  followed  that  occupation  lor  a  good  many  years.  In 
1S66  he  removed  to  Logan,  Utah,  where  he  continued  to  reside  tor  the  balance  of  his  lite. 
He  was  very  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  lAtter-day  Saints  and 
served  in  a  good  many  responsible  positions  connected  with  its  work.  Before  coming 
to  this  country  he  filled  a  mission  In  Denmark  for  about  seven  years  and  In  1877  he 
returned  to  that  country  on  another  mission,  wjiere  he  spent  three  years.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  he  was  a  high  priest.  He  served  In  the  bl^opric  tor  thirty  years  and  was 
engaged  In  Sunday  school  work  for  a  considerable  period.  During  his  active  buslnesa 
life  he  was  employed  in  the  building  of  railroads  and  canals-  His  death  occurred  In 
1908  when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  seventy-three  years.  His  widow  is  still  living  In 
Logan  and  Is  now  seventy-seven  years  old. 

Erastus  R.  Nielsen  was  reared  In  Logan.  Utah,  and  received  his  early  education  In 
the  schools  ot  that  place.  He  later  attended  the  Brlgham  Young  College  In  Logan.  He 
thcai  went  to  work  in  the  mountains  at  logging  and  lumbering  and  was  employed  in 
the  making  of  molasses  from  sorghum  or  sogar  cane  for  many  years  while  tike  family 
was  living  In  Utah.  Mr.  Nielsen  was  also  employed  on  the  railroads  and  in  coal  mines 
tor  a  number  ot  years,  but  later  bought  land  in  Logan,  where  he  operated  tour  hundred 
and  eighty  acres  for  several  years.  He  served  as  city  recorder  of  Logan  and  later  was 
deputy  assessor  and  deputy  treasurer  of  Cache  county  tor  seven  years,  and  tor  two  years 
he  had  charge  ot  oil  county  ofllces  in  that  county  as  general  utility  man. 

In  1911  Mr.  Nielsen  removed  to  Malad  City,  Oneida  county,  Idaho,  to  Install  a  system 
of  assessing  property  and  collecting  taxes.  When  the  counties  were  divided  he  came 
to  Preston  and  was.  deputy  assessor  and  collector  until  1915.  While  living  In  Utah  in 
1889,  he  took  up  aUetract  work  and  has  been  engaged  more  or  less  In  that  line  ever  since, 
but  since  1914  he-  made  his  permanent  occupation  the  perfecting  and  abstracting  of 
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tltlM  In  Preaton.    Ha  has  eztenslTe  fanning  Interests  la  Franklin  countr  apart  bvm  Us 
alMtraot  business. 

In  December,  18SS,  Mr.  NteLMo  was  married  to  Mary  A.  Parry,  and  to  tills  marrlags 
six  children  veia  bom,  namely:  Harriett  A.;  John  B..  who  served  three  years  In  the 
United  States  army;  L.  Parry;  Inette;  Francis  Wendell;  and  Mary  Lavlnla.  Mr. 
Nielsen  Is  an  active  member  ot  the  Church  <a  Jesus  Christ  ot  latter-day  Saints  and 
eatinefltly  Intereeted  In  all  Its  good  works.   He  la  a  snpporter  of  the  republican  par^. 


JOHN  CURRAN. 


John  Curran,  who  to  engaged  In  ranching  In  the  Hagerman  valley  of  Gooding 
connty,  la  nombered  among  the  citizens  that  the  Emerald  isle  has  furnished  to  the 
new  world.  He  was  born  in  Longford,  Ireland,  June  24,  I8G6,  hts  pYente  being  Patrick 
and  Mary  (Hopkins)  Curran,  He  apent  the  first  sixteen  years  of  his  life  In  his  native 
country  and  then  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  the  new  world,  going  first  to  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
where  be  remained  tor  six  years.  In  1877  he  went  to  San  Francisco,  CallfomU,  where 
be-  was  employed  In  warehouses.  He  afterward  removed  to  Tombatone,  Arlsona,  where 
he  followed  mining,  and  later  he  returned  to  San  Franclaco,  where  he  was  again  em- 
p]<q^d  In  a  warehonae  until  1882. 

That  year  witnessed  his  arrival  at  Halley,  Idaho,  where  he  followed  mining  for  a 
pwlod'  of  six  yeara.  In  1888  he  took  up  his  preeent  ranch  property,  obtaining  three 
hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  land,  to  which  he  has  added  as  his  financial  reeouices  have 
'increased  until  hla  holdlnge  now  Include  six  hundred  and  eighty  acres  of  well  Improved 
ranch  land,  In  the  midst  ot  which  he  has  erected  fine  buildings  and  added  all  modem 
equipment.  The  ranch  presents  one  of  the  attractive  features  of  the  landscape  and  li 
given  over  largely  to  the  raising  of  sheep  and  cattle,  of  which  he  handles  high  grades. 

In  1879  Mr.  Cnrran  was  married  to  Mies  Mary  Curran,  a  native  of  Ireland,  as  were 
her  parents.  Coming  to  the  new  world,  they  settled  In  California,  where  the  marriage 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Curran  was  celebrated.  They  become  the  parents  of  tour  children: 
Martin  B.,  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  work;  Anna,  now  the  wife  of  Joeeph  Bnrgy; 
Angela;   and  John,  Jr. 

Since  becoming  a  naturalised  American  cltlien  John  Cnrran  has  voted  with  the 
republican  party,  believing  that  Its  principles  contain  the  beet  elements  of  good  gov 
emment.  He  has  not  sought  or  deelred  political  preferment,  however,  and  he  baa  felt 
that  hla  bnalneas  affaire  needed  all  of  hia  time  and  attention.  It  has  been  his  close 
appllcatlMi  and  unremitting  Industry  that  has  gained  him  a  place  among  the  proeper- 
ona  and  represflhtatlve  ranchers  of  the  Hagemun  valley. 


WILBUR  H.  DISNBT. 


An  attractive  general  store  at  Rupert  la  owned  and  conducted  by  Wilbur  H.  Dla- 
nay,  who  has  beeA  IdenUfled  with  the  mercantile  Interesta  ot  the  town  alnce  1913.  He 
was  bom  at  Mount  Vernon,  Ohio,  October  IS.  1867,  and  Is  a  son  of  Alfred  and  Mary  A. 
(Brown)  Disney.  Ha  apent  the  first  fifteen  years  of  hie  life  In  his  native  state  and 
on  leaving  Ohio  went  west  to  Wyoming,  where  he  engaged  In  cow  pundilng  on  the  Bar 
T  Ranch,  also  on  Uie  101  Ranch  and  in  connection  with  other  cattle  outfits  of  that  seo- 
tlon.  He  next  went  to  the  Ruehrllle  (Nebraska)  country,  which  was  a  new  district  being 
opened  up  for  settlement.  He  filed  on  a  preempti<ni  claim  and  after  living  there  for  a 
time  sold  the  property  and  turned  hta  attention  to  the  lumber  buslnesa  at  Ruahvllle, 
Nebraaka,  In  which  he  engaged  for  nine  yeara. 

In  18Mt  he  removed  to  Terry.  South  Dakota,  where  be  eetabllabed  a  general  mei^ 
chandlae  atore.  The  place  was  a  new  gold  mining  town  and  bualnese  was  booming 
In  those  daya.  He  remained  there  until  1904,  when  he  removed  to  Idaho  and  filed  on 
land  near  the  present  site  ef  Rupert,  Bectfrlng  eighty  acrea  on  which  he  built  a  frame 
honaa  and  began  the  other  work  of  development  and  Improvement.  He  was  among 
the  first  settlers  on  this  project  and  he  continued  operating  his  land,  which  was  trans- 
formed into  rich  and  productive  fields,  annually  yielding  to  him  aubatantlal  harvests. 
In  1614  he  sold  this  property,  having  in  1913  turned  his  attention  to  merchandising  at 
Rupert.    He  alao  had  a  store  at  Heyhum,  Idaho,  but  later  disposed  of  the  tatter.    He 
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is  todB7  th«  proprietor  ot  the  largest  general  store  in  Ru[«rt,  canyiiiK  an  extensive 
and  attractive  line  ot  goods  of  all  kinds.  He  also  owns  raluable  raal  estate  in  the 
town  and  is  one  of  tbe  most  enterprlBing  and  progressive  bnalneas  men  ol  Rupert.  In 
the  conduct  ol  his  store  he  haa  ever  recognized  ttie  fact  that  satisfied  patrons  are  the 
beat  advertisement  and  be  has  put  forth  eTsiy  effort  to  please  his  cuatomers.  Moro- 
over,  his  prices  are  reasonable  and  his  displays  almost  enterprtstng  spirit  in  tbe  con- 
duct of  tbe  business. 

In  18SS  fir.  Disney  was  married  to  Mlas  Evelyn  Coursen,  a  native  of  Belleville,  Ohio, 
and  a  daughter  of  William  B.  end  Eliiabetb  (DeHaven)  Coursen.  Her  father  Is  now 
conducting  a  fine  ranch  near  Rupert,  Idaho.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Disney  bave  become  parents 
of  four  children:  Paul,  who  is  postmaster  of  Rnpert  and  is  mentioned  elsewhere  in 
tbis  work:  Horry,  who  Is  a  lieutenant  of  the  aviation  service  of .  the  United  Statea 
army;  Wilbur,  who  is  with  the  United  States  navy;  and  Dwight,  who  is  In  school. 

Mr.  Disney  is  well  known  in  fraternal  circles  as  a  Mason  and  a  Knight  of  Pythias. 
He  has  attained  the  thirty-second  degree  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  consistory  and  Is 
always  a  loyal  follower  of  the  craft.  In  politics  be  Is  a  republican.  During  the  period 
of  the  war  he  was  a  most  active  worker  in  support  of  national  interests.  He  acted  as 
chairman  for  the  Liberty  Loans  In  bis  district,  also  as  chairman  of  the  War  Savings 
Stamps  drives,  was  one  of  the  four-minute  men.  was  a  member  of  the  County  Council  of 
Defense  and  fuel  odmlnistrBtor  for  Minidoka  county.  He  did  everything  in  bis  power 
to  advance  the  interests  of  America  and  of  her  soldiers  in  camp  and  Held  end  bla  latmra 
were  farreachlng  and  effective. 


I.  0.  HATTABAUOH. 

I.  C.  Hattabaugh,  a  well  known  resident  of  Lewiston,  was  bom  Deceml>er  S4,  1861, 
upon  a  farm  ten  miles  north  of  Salem,  in  Washington  county,  Indiana,  hia  paronts  be- 
ing George  W.  and  Sillie  (Bollng)  Hattabaugb.  Tbe  father  was  a  native  of  Virginia 
or  ot  Pennsylvania  while  the  mother's  birth  occurred  in  North  Carolina,  and  both  have 
now  passed  &ws.y.  Mr.  Hatlabaugh  has  two  living  sisters:  Mrs.  Josie  Denny,  a  resident 
of  Vallonia.  Indians;  and  Mrs.  Mary  F.  Pollock,  living  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

In  the  common  schools  of  Delaneys  Creek,  at  Plattsburg  and  at  Kossuth,  Indiana,  I. 
C.  Hattabangh  pursued  his  early  education  and  in  later  years  was  a  student  at  New  Roai, 
Indiana.  Jle  was  reared  upon  a  farm  with  tbe  nsual  experiences  of  the  farmbred  boy. 
working  in  the  fields  until  nineteen  years  of  age,  after  which  be  was  employed  at  various 
occupations  until  1875.  He  then  engaged  in  the  manufacturo  of  drain  tile  with  Duncan 
Brothers  near  Jamestown,  in  Boone  county,  Indiana,  where  he  resided  until  1ST8.  He 
then  left  for  the  northwest  and  became  a  resident  of  Lewiston,  Idaho,  whero  for  two  w 
three  years  he  engaged  in  carpentering  and  during  the  latter  part  of  that  period  waa 
connected  with  a  sash  and  door  factory.  In  1890  he  became  the  president  of  the  Com* 
merclal  Bank  of  Moscow.  Idaho,  which  was  organized  in  that  year,  and  remained  in  tbe 
bank  as  an  official  until  March,  1896,  when  the  Institution  failed,  occasioned  by  the 
widespread  financial  panic  ot  1893-4.  Mr.  Hattabaugh  was  then  appointed  receiver  of 
the  bank  and  closed  out  its  affairs.  In  1900  he  became  the  secret^ry-treosuror  of  the 
Qrangevllle  Implement  Company,  Limited,  and  so  continued  until  1909,  when  tbe  busi- 
ness waa  sold.  Since  that  time  Mr.  Hattabaugh  has  engaged  in  no  particular  line  ot 
business,  being  practically  retired. 

At  Jamestown,  Indiana,  on  tbe  ISth  ot  December,  1876,  Mr.  Hattabaugh  waa  married 
to  Miss  Allie  MlUer,  daughter  of-GIi  sod  Mariah  Miller.  Her  people,  emigrated  to  Oregon 
at  an  early  day  and  were  identified  with  the  pioneer  development  of  that  state.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Hattabaugh  have  been  born  two  children.  M.  Reese,  who  married  Beulah 
Qreene,  a  daughter  ot  Congressman  Qreene.  of  Nebraska,  now  lives  at  Grangevlile, 
Idaho  with  bis  wife  and  one  son.  Nona,  who  was  mari'led  In  1906  to  J.  A.  Bradbury, 
passed  away  leaving  twn  little  sons  aged  thirteen  and  twelve  years  respectively. 

Mr.  Hattabaugh  was  president  of  the  Qrangevllle  Commercial  Club  in  ISOS  and 
1909.  He  became  a  ^fason  in  Indiana  In  1874  and  served  as  master  ot  Nez  Perce  Lodge 
in  1884  and  18S6.  In  1892  he  was  elected  grand  master  of  Masons  tor  the  state  ot  Idaho. 
He  has  also  taken  the  degrees  of  tbe  Royal  Arab  chapter  and  the  Knight  Templar  com- 
mandery  and  likewise  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  was  a  member  of  the.  In  dependent  Order 
ot  Odd  Fellows,  the  Knighta  ot  Pythias  and  tbe  Blks  but  has  severed  all  connections 
save  with  the  Masons.    In  politics  he  is  a  democrat  and  has  always  been  keenly  inter- 
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efltod  in  the  Bncceae  aod  prt^reas  of  the  party.  He  has  filled  vaiioos  public  offices, 
mrrlng  ae  deputy  asseaaor,  deputy  sheriff  and  deputy  auditor  of  Net  Perce  ooanty  from 
1881  nntll  1S84,  and  lu  Che  latter  year  was  elected  county  auditor,  Id  which  position  be 
oontlnned  tor  two  terms.  In  1889  he  was  made  deputy  cleric  or  the  court  at  Moscow, 
Idaho,  and  filled  that  position  nnttl  ISBl.  He  serred  on  the  city  council  at  Lewlston  tn 
1884-6,  was  one  of  the  board  of  r^eats  of  the  State  University  tram  1892  until  1S9G  tn- 
dnfllTS  and  in  1910  was  appointed  state  Insurance  commlsBloner  of  Idaho  by  Ooreraor 
Hawley  for  a  term  of  two  years.  Over  the  record  of  hts  official  career  there  falls  no 
shadow  of  wrong  or  suspicion  of  evil.  He  has  .been  most  loyal  to  the  Interests  entrusted 
to  his  care  and  at  all  times  has  proren  a  capable  offlcial  and  progressive  cltlsen,  doing 
everything  tn  hia  power  to  promote  the  progress  and  welfare  of  city  and  state.

Henry  German  Wllltama,  who  came  to  Idaho  from  Putnam  county,  Missouri,  In  1906, 
owns  and  operates  a  ranch  of  forty  acres  situated  flVe  and  a  half  miles  northwest  of 
Meridian.  His  father,  Zachariah  Williams,  who  was  bom  near  Indianapolis.  Indiana, 
served  with  the  Union  army  In  the  Civil  war  tor  two  and  a  half  years.  His  demise 
occurred  in  Putnam  county,  Missouri,  when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  seventy-two 
yeara.  His  widow,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Lydla  Oreene,  still  makes  her  hdme 
In  that  county. 

Henry  Q.  Williams  was  reared  and  educated  In  Putnam  county,  Missouri,  where - 
be  pursued  a  high  school  course.  Throughout  bis  entire  business  career  he  has  devoted 
his  time  and  energies  to  general  agricultural  pursuits.  The  year  1906  witnessed  fats 
arrival  In  Idaho  and  his  settlement  in  the  Boise  valley.  Five  yeara  later  he  was  mar- 
ried in  Oregon  to  a  young  Idaho  lady  named  Clara  Ethel  Clapp,  whom  he  wedded  Jan- 
uaT7  20,  1910.  She  was  bom  near  Beatrice.  Nebraska,  March  11,  1884,  a  daughter  of 
Clark  Elton  and  Mary  Adella  (Snell)  Clapp.  By  her  marriage  she  has  become  the 
mother  of  three  children:  Fern  Mabel,  who  was  bom  February  1.  1911;  Viola  Mar, 
whose  birth  occurred  October  11,  1912;  and  Orace,  whose  natal  day  was  October  4, 
191<. 

Bince  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  WllllBms  have  resided  on  ranches  In  the  vicinity 
of  Meridian  with  the  etceptlon  of  a  period  of  four  years,  from  ISIZ  until  1918,  during 
which  they  made  their  home  in  Iowa.  Mr.  Williams  purchased  his  present  fertile  and 
productive  ranch  of  forty  acres  in  March.  1919,  paying  seven  thousand  eight  hundred 
didlars  for  the  property,  and  has  since  refused  twelve  thousand  dollars  for  it  notwith- 
standing the  tact  that  be  has  erected  no  buildings  thereon.  It  is  principally  a  dairy 
ranch,  though  he  raises  considerable  red  clover,  com  and  alfalfa.  Success  has  attended 
his  undertakings  In  most  gratifying  measure.  He  recently  sold  an  eighty-acre  ranch  at 
an  advance  of  five  thousand  dollars  over  the  cost  price  and,  as  previously  stated,  has  re- 
fused an  offer  which  would  have  netted  him  more  than  four  thousand  dollars  profit  on 
bis  present  ranch. 

Mr.  Williams  gives  his  political  allegiance  to  the  republican  party  but  has  never 
Bonght  or  desired  office,  preferring  to  concentrate  his  attention  upon  his  business  In- 
terests.

•  Barton  C.  Scrlvner,  a  resident  ot  Idaho  through  the  past  two  decades.  Is  well  known 
as  a  ranchman  and  thresher  who  owns  and  cultivates  a  well  improved  tarm  of  forty 
acres  situated  five  and  one-half  miles  northwest  ot  Meridian.  He  was  bom  In  Page 
county,  Iowa,  September  27,  1873,  a  son  of  Lee  and  Harriet  Emetine  (Danewood) 
Scrlvner.  The  father,  who  served  as  a  soldier  ot  the  Union  army  at  the  time  of  Uie 
Civil  war,  followed  farming  as  a  life  work  and  passed  away  in  Ada  county,  Idaho,  on 
tbe  26tb  ot  December,  1913.    The  mother's  death  occurred  near  Star,  Idaho,  In  1911. 

Barton  C.  Scrlvner  accompanied  his  parents  on  their  removal  to  Pbilllps  county. 
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Kansu,  when  a  little  chtld  and  was  there  reared  on  a  (arm,  attendlns  the  oommon 
B^oole  In  the  acqntrement  ol  hie  e^catlon.  TbooBh  bU  time  and  energies  have  been 
chiefly  given  to  farming  pursuits,  be  nae  also  worked  with  tools  and  Is  a  good  blacksmith 
and  carpenter.  He  la  likewise  familiar  with  every  kind  ot  machinery  used  on  a  farm, 
Inclndlng  threshing  machinery,  traction  engines,  etc  The  year  1899  witnessed  bis 
arrlTal  In  Idaho  and  he  has  since  made  bis  home  within  the  borders  of  this  stata  Re 
first  spent  one  winter  in  Boise,  afterward  resided  for  a  period  of  seven  years  in  the 
Yiclnlty  of  Star  and  subsequently  operated  a  sawmill  of  bis  own  on  Schaetter  creek,  la 
Boise  cotinty.  In  1919  he  resumed  ranching  on  his  present  place  of  forty  acres  near 
Meridian,  which  be  bad  purchased  In  1916  and  on  which  be  has  erected  a  bandscmie 
bnngalow  and  made  other  improvements.

Is  engaged  in  the  operation  of  a  ranch  and  In  threshing;  Clara  Hand,  whose  birth 
occnrred  January  IE,  1899,  and  who  is  the  wife  of  Robin  French;  Iva  Grace,  born 
October  26, 1902,  who  Is  at  home;  Clifford  Barton,  whose  naUl  day  was  August  IG,  1904; 
Bra  Laona,  bom  Hay  2G,  1906;  Leebem  Wayne,  bom  July  13,  190S;  Bmsy  Blolse,  bora 
Angust  10, 1911;  Mary  Ethel,  whose  birth  occurred  July  2,  1915;  Gdwln  IJoyd  and  Edna 
.  Fern,  twins;  bom  April  4,  1917;  and  Rena  Cecile,  who  flrst  opened  her  eyes  to  the 
light  of  day  on  the  12th  of  May,  1910.

Death  often  claims  thoee  wh<nn  we  can  UI  afford  to  lose  and  It  was  a  matter  of  the 
deepest  regret  when  George  F.  Steele,  of  Coenr  d'Alene,  passed  away.  Ha  bad  filled 
the  offlce  of  insurance  commissioner  and  he  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  real  estate 
and  Insurance  men  of  Idaho.  In  business  he  manifested  notaUe  enterprise,  in  dric 
affairs  a  marked  public  spirit  and  at  all  times  displayed  unfaltering  devotion  to  the 
general  welfare,  bU  life  ever  being  characterized  by  the  highest  principles  ot  honor  and 
a  broad  human Itarlanism. 

Mr.  Steele  was  a  native  of  Wisconsin.  He  was  born  at  De  Pere,  Brown  oonnty, 
April  3, 1869,  and  his  tits  record  spanned  the  intervening  years  to  the  Sth  of  January.  1918, 
when  he  passed  away  In  Oakland,  Calltomfa.  His  father,  Robert  Steele,  was  a  native  ot 
Scotland.  After  attending  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town  George  F.  Steele  con- 
tinued bis  education  in  the  high  school  at  Green  Bay,  Wlsoonsin,  and  In  a  normal 
school  and  after  his  textbooks  were  put  aside  be  took  up  educational  work  and  for 
eight  years  was  superintendent  ot  public  Instruction  In  Brown  county,  proving  a  most 
able  and  popular  educator.  He  was  keenly  Interested  In  clvle  and  political  affairs 
as  well  and  was  an  ardent  supporter  of  the  democratic  party  throughout  his  entire 
life.  By  reason  of  his  activity  in  this  connection  he  was  made  clerk  of  the  Wtsoonslh 
senate  and  afterward  went  to  Washington,  D.  C,  where  he  occupied  a  position  in  the 
United  States  land  ofOce.  By  President  Cleveland  he  was  appointed  Indian  agent  of 
the  Coeur  d'Alen&  reservation  and  occupied  that  ofllce  tor  nine  years.  Resigning  his 
position,  he  took  up  his  abode  In  Coeur  d'Alene,  where  he  opeend  a  real  estate  and 
Insarance  offlce,  becoming  one  of  the  pioneers  in  his  line  In  the  Panhandle  of  Idaho, 
Ae  the  years  passed  he  developed  a  large  business,  becoming  well  known  throngbont  the 
state  In  this  connection,  and  the  George  F.  Steele  Company,  of  which  he  was  the  prosl- 
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dent,  continues  actlTOly  In  ibe  insurance  bvalneea  to  the  present  time,  directed  br  Mrs. 
Steele,  who  la  proving  a  moat  competent  and  capable  business  woman.  In  1915  Hr. 
Steele  was  made  Insurance  commissioner  of  the  state  and  wae  one  of  the  moat  efficient 
erer  In  the  office.  He  llkevlse  held  several  positions  of  public  trust  In  Coeur  d'Alene 
and  there  was  no  man  more  readr  and  willing  to  aid  In  the  upbuilding  of  the  city  and 
count)'  and  farther  Its  interests  along  manr  lines  than  was  George  V.  Steele.  He  ever 
recogntsed  the  duties  and  Dbllgstloas  as  well  as  the  privileges  and  opportunities  of 
citizenship  and  his  labors  were  an  effective  force  'along  the  lines  of  public  progress. 
In  addition  to  his  other  activities  he  was  state  agent  for  the  International  Railroad 
and  whatever  he  undertook  he  accomplished,  hla  well  formulated  plans  being  at  eJl  times 
promptly  executed. 

Mr.  Steele  was  married  on  Thanksgiving  day  of  1900  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  to 
Hiss  Mary  E.  PaHon.  who  was  engaged  In  educational  work  In  that  city.  Her  father. 
Michael  J.  Fallon,  was  identified  with  the  AIlis<}halmers  manufacturing  Interests  of 
Milwaukee  as  superintendent  of  several  plants.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Steele  was  bom  a 
daughter,  Mary  Catherine  Qeraldlne. 

While  Mr.  Steele  was  filling  the  office  of  Insurance  commissioner  and  the  family 
resided  in  Boise,  Mrs.  Steele  was  very  prominent  In  the  social  and  club  life  of  that  city. 
She  filled  the  office  of  president  of  the  Catholic  Women's  Club  and  was  an  active  member 
ot  the  Ctdumblan  Club  of  Boise.  She  became  on  of  the  charter  members  of  the  Coeur 
d'Alene  Woman's  Club,  was  the  first  president  ot  the  Catholic  Women's  Club  and  has 
been  very  active  In  connection  with  the  State  rederation.  She  also  aaslsted  materially 
In  organizing  the  Coeur  d'Alene  public  library  and  wae  vice  chairman  of  the  Kootenai 
County  Red  Cross  Chapter  during  the  World  war. 

Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Steele  remained  a  moat  earnest  advocate  ot  democratic 
principles  and  waa  one  of  the  reooguiied  leaders  of  hia  party  In  Idaho.  He  was  always 
active  In  support  of  the  cause  of  education  and  as  a  member  ot  the  echtxil  board  did 
effective  service  for  the  Improvement  ot  the  echoola.  He  belonged  to  the  Elks  Lodge 
at  Moscow,  and  was  also  a  member  of  the  Knights  ot  Columbus,  the  oldest  lodge  ot 
this  character  In  the  state.  He  wae  prominently  identified  with  the  building  of  St. 
Thomas  church,  the  finest  in  northern  Idaho,  and  he  was  a  most  charitable  man, 
giving  freely  and  generously  but  always  unostentatiously  to  aid  others.  He  never 
tailed  to  extend  a  helping  hand  where  aid  was  needed  nor  to  do  his  part  in  the  ameliora- 
tion ot  hard  conditions  of  life  for  the  unfortunate.  Thus  be  left  behind  him  a  memory 
that  is  enshrined  In  the  hearts  of  many  and  which  is  a  benediction  and  an  inspiration 
to  all  who  knew  him. 


WILLIAM  M.  KNAPP.  M.  D. 

Dr.  William  H.  Knapp,  Buccesstully  engaged  In  the  practice  of  medicine  at  H(ve, 
where  he  Is  also  filling  the  position  of  coroner,  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Addison,  in 
Steuben  county.  New  York,  January  20,  1S47.  his  parents  being  William  M.  and  Eliza- 
beth (Osborne)  Knapp,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  the  Empire  state.  The  father 
devoted  his  life  to  the  occupation  of  farming.  His  political  allegiance  was  given  to  the 
whig  party  and  his  religious  faith  was  that  ot  the  FYee  Baptist  church. 

Dr.  Knapp,  whose  name  Introduces  this  review,  pursued  hla  esr'y  education  In  the 
country  echoola  and  later  attended  Troupsburg  Academy.  He  enlisted  when  a  yovth  in 
bis  teens  In  the  Union  army  as  a  member  ot  Company  G,  Fiftieth  New  York  Engineers, 
serving  during  the  last  year  of  the  war.  When  the  country  no  longer  needed  his 
military  aid  he  took  up  the  profcEslon  of  teaching  and  while  thus  engaged  he  utilized 
his  leisure  time  for  the  study  of  medicine  and  became  afterward  a  student  in  the  Detroit 
Medical  College  and  In  the  St.  Louis  Medical  College,  now  the  medical  department  of 
Washington  University.  Prom  the  latter  institution  he  was  graduated  in  1872  with 
the  M.  D.  degree.  He  practiced  for  a  shoft  time  in  McDonougb  county,  Illinois,  but 
in  1ST3  removed  to  York,  Nebraska,  becoming  one  of  the  pioneer  residents  of  that  place.. 
Not  only  did  he  win  a  creditable  position  as  a  physician  and  aurgeon  there,  but  was 
also  prominent  in  the  public  affairs  of  the  locality,  serving  as  mayor  ot  his  city  and 
as  member  of  the  state  senate  in  1877.  He  was  a  leading  representative  of  the  republi- 
can party  and  did  all  In  his  power  to  further  Its  Interests  and  Insure  Its  success.  In 
addition  to  his  practice  he  maintained  a  ranch,  on  which  he  raised  fine  shorthorn 
cattle.  However,  his  professional  activities  made  large  demand  upon  his  time  and 
energies  and  from  1SS2  until  1886  he  waa  a  professor  in  the  medical  department  of 
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the  UnlTersltr  or  Nebraska.  He  apeciallMd  In  obstetrlcB  and  dleearos  of  women  and 
be  vas  a, leading  member  of  the  Nebraska  State  Hedtcal  Association,  whtch  honored 
him  with  election  to  the  positions  of  secretai7>  vice  president  and  president.  He  vas 
likewise  a  valned  member  of  the  York  CoUntj  Medical  AssDciatlon  in  Nebraska.  Wbile 
tilling  a  profesaoTBhlp  In  the  University  of  Nebraska  he  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Dawes,  who  had  been  his  colleague  in  the  state  senate,  ae  head  of  the  Insane  asylum 
at  Lincoln  and  filled  that  posftton  until  1S92,  Fcdlowlng  his  retirement  he  engaged  In 
the  private  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  at  Aurora,  Nebraska,  from  1892  until  1902 
and  was  classed  with  the  eminent  representatives  of  the  profession  In  that  state. 

In  the  latter  year  Dr.  Knapp  became  a  resident  of  Hope,  Idaho,  where  ha  has  since 
made  his  home,  and  throughout  the  intervening  period  he. has  been  classed  with  the 
r^resentatlve  and  honored  residents  of  bis  city.  He  has  been  active  In  the  public 
life  of  the  community  and  he  was  made  coroner  when  Bonner  county  was  organiied  in 
1907.  Since  tiiat  time  he  has  continuously  filled  the  offloe,  the  duties  of  which  he  has 
capably  discharged.  He  has  always  enjoyed  an  extensive  private  practice  and  has  ever 
kept  in  touch  with  the  trend  ot  modem  professional  thought  and  research.  He  is 
most  careful  In  diagnosis  and  la  seldom,  if  ever,  at  fault  in  foretelling  the  outcome  of 
disease.  He  was  largely  instrumental  in  securing  the  passage  of  the  laws  ot  the  board 
of  health  of  Nebraska  and  thronghOnt  his  life  he  has  held  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
highest  professional  standards,  recognizing  fully  the  obligations  that  devolve  upon  the 
physician,  who  often  balds  the  issues  of  life  and  death  in  bis  hands.  He  Is  a  member 
of  the  American  Medical  Association  and  also  ot  the  International  Medical  Congress, 
as  well  as  of  the  Bonner  County  Medical  Society. 

In  1876,  at  York,  Nebraska.  Dr.  Knapp  was  married  to  Miss  Etta  A.  Beecher,  a 
daughter  ot  Pbilo  and  Mary  (Olney)  Beecher.  who  were  natives  ot  New  York  and  in 
1S50  removed  to  HcDonough  county,  Illinois,  where  they  were  prominent  pioneer  people. 
To  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Knapp  have  been  born  the  following  named:  Arthur  L.,  now  deceased; 
Mrs.  Bessie  Frlzzelle,  of  Seattle;  Mrs.  Helen  M.  Allen,  living  at  Shelton,  Washington; 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Carver,  also  of  Seattle;  William  Maurice,  who  went  to  France  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Battery  B  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Forty-sixth  Field  Artillery  and  was  sent  to 
the  school  ol  artillery,  being  selected  as  one  ot  the  non-commissioned  officers  to  return 
to  the  United  States  as  an  instructor  at  the  training  camp  and  also  being  sent  by  the 
sovemment  to  aid  in  the  promotion  ol  Liberty  loans;  and  Harold  B.,  who  is  now  a 
forest  ranger  in  Montana.  They  have  also  reared  an  adopted  daughter,  Elolse  A.,  whom 
they  are  now  educating  in  Seattle. 

Dr.  Knapp  has  long  been  an  active  republican,  unfaltering  in  his  allegiance  to  the 
party  and  his  support  of  Its  principles.  He  is  well  known  in  Masonic  circles  and  while 
at  York,  Nebraska,  assisted  In  organizing  the  blue  lodge  and  the  chapter.  He  was  like- 
wise a  member  of  the  consistory  and  of  the  commandery  at  Lincoln,  Nebraska.  Mrs. 
Knapp  has,  like  her  husband,  been  active  in  all  those  interests  which  have  to  do  with 
public  welfare  and  for  eighteen  years  she  had  charge  of  the  primary  department  of  the 
Congregational  Sunday  school.  She  baa  likewise  been  an  earnest  wOrker  for  the  Red 
Cross  and  for  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  in  a  word  the  aid  and 
inflnence  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Knapp  have  been  potent  forces  in  secnring  the  adoption  ot 
all  those  agencies  which  make  tor  the  uplift  ot  the  Individual  or  tor  the  adoption  of 
higher  civic  standards  and  ideals.  Their  genuine  worth  16  recognized  by  all  and  those 
who  know  them  are  proud  to  call  them  rriends. 


THOMAS  McORATH. 

Thomas  McOrath,  who  has  been  a  reeldent  of  Ada  county  ttarongbout  the  past  three 
decades,  was  long  actively  Identified  with  ranching  interests  here,  but  Is  now  living 
retired  in  the  enjoyment  of  well  earned  rest,  having  put  aside  the  work  of  the  fields  a  few 
years  aga  He  was  bom  In  Morgan  county,  Ohio,  May  24,  1S4S,  his  parents  being 
Tbomas  and  Matilda  (Lincoln)  McOrath,  the  former  bom  in  the  state  of  Maine  in 
1808,  while  the  birth  of  the  latter  occurred  In  the  District  ot  Columbia  on  the  16th  of 
April,  1816.  The  paternal  grandtatber  6t  our  subject  also  bore  the  name  of  Thomas 
UcOrath,  which  was  given  to  a  member  of  three 'successive  generations  of  the  family. 
Tbe  father  of  Mr.  McOrath  of  this  review  removed  to  Morgan  county,  Ohio,  In  1816  and 
remained  in  the  Buckeye  state  until  1S80,  when  he  and  hie  wife  took  up  their  abode  in 
Phillips  coun^,  Kansas,  where  be  passed  away  in  the  following  winter.

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Tbomas  McQrath,  whoM  nam«  IntroduoM  this  review.  Joined  tbe  Union  mimj  at 
the  time  ot  tbe  Civil  war  and  served  for  two  years  with  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
Moond  Ohio  Volunteer'  Inlsntry.  He  continued  a  resident  of  hla  native  state  until  1S84, 
when  he  removed  with  hfs  family  to  PhllUpe  county,  Kansas,  where  be  remained  for 
ten  years,  on  the  expiration  ot  which  period  he  came  to  Ada  county,  Idaho,  In  1890. 
Here  he  devoted  his  attention  to  general  aKrlcultural  pursuits  with  good  success  until 
a  few  years  ago  and  Is  now  spending  the  evening  of  llle  In  honorable  retirement. 

On  tbe  31st  ot  March,  1869,  in  Morgan  county,  Ohio,  Mr.  McOrath  was  united  In 
marriage  to  Miss  Louisa  Qreer,  whose  birth  occurred  In  that  county  October  9,  1849, 
and  who  passed  away  In  Ada  county,  Idaho,  October  8,  1917.  They  became  the  parents 
of  ten  children,  of  wbom  four  sons  and  tour  daughters  are  still  living.  The  eldest, 
John  H.,  who  was  bom  December  16,  1SS9.  Is  a  well  known  citizen  residing  in  the 
vicinity  of  E^le  and  Is  at  present  serving  as  clialrman  ot  the  tMard  ot  county  com- 
missioners ot  Ada  county.  Sarah  F.,  the  second  of  the  family,  was  l)orn  November  17, 
1871.  Charles  B.  first  opened  hla  eyes  to  the  light  ot  day  on  the  !Qth  of  January,  1874. 
Albert  0.,  who  was  bom  April  13,  1S7T,  and  resided  on  a  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  three  miles  northyirest  ot  Star,  died  ot  InfluenEa  at  St.  Alpbonsus  Hospital  in 
Boise  early  in  1920.  Ella  0.,  whose  birth  occurred  June  4. 1879.  is  the  wife  of  Charles  A. 
Johnson,  a  real  estate  dealer  of  Boise.  Qeorge  U,  who  was  bom  in  Pblllips  county,  Kau>, 
sas,  February  6.  1S82,  was  married  on  tbe  SSth  ot  November,  1903,  to  Minnie  Arbaogh 
and  they  now  have  three  children:  Willard.  Uoyd  and  Everett.  Flora  0.,  whose  birth 
occurred  May  21,  18S5,  is  the  wife  of  Fred  Breehears,  of  CoUlster,  Idaho.  Ida,  the  next 
of  the  family,  died  in  Infancy.  Ralph,  whose  natal  day  was  July  IE,  1889,  is  married  and 
resides  near  Eagle.  Liule  0.,  who  was  born  June  8,  1894,  is  the  wife  of  Leonard  L. 
Snell,  ot  Eagle. 

la  his  political  views  Mr.  McOrath  Is  a  republican,  but  has  never  hesitated  to  cast 
an  independent  ballot  when  his  Judgment  has  so  dictated.  He  cast  his  first  presidential 
ballot  for  General  Oeorge  B.  McClellan,  tbe  democratic  candidate,  in  1864.  His  career 
has  ever  been  characterited  by  honorable  principles  and  worthy  motives  and  he  has  long 
been  numbered  among  the  substantial  and  esteemed  citisens  of  Ada  county. 


JOSEPH  R.  BLACK. 

Joseph  R.  Black,  giving  bis  attention  to  cattle  raising  In  Owyhee  county  not  far 
from  Bruneau,  was  born  In  Troy,  Lincoln  county,  Missouri,  November  7,  1874,  and  is 
a  son  of  James  H.  and  Eliu  Jane  (Mullens)  Black,  both  ot  whom  were  natives  ot 
Cambridge,  Ohio,  where  they  were  reared  and  married.  The  father  took  up  the 
occupation  of  farming  and  after  leaving  the  middle  west  removed  to  Idaho  in  1876, 
reaching  Bruneau  on  the  18th  ot  May  ot  that  year.  In  the  summer  he  lived  at 
Columbia,  Nevada,  a  mining  town,  where  he  conducted  a  dairy,  supplying  the  mining 
camps  with  milk  and  butter.  He  was  thus  engaged  until  1878  and  In  the  spring  of 
1879  tie  conducted  a  dairy  at  Big  Springs  and  sold  butter  to  the  camps  at  Silver  City. 
The  next  summer  be  herded  his  cattle  on  Sinker  creek  near  Silver  City,  where  he 
sold  bulter  and  milk,  and  each  winter  be  returned  to  Bruneau.  In  1880  he  began 
farming  on  Castle  creek  and  while  he  was  thus  engaged  he  also  carried  the  mall 
from  Qlenns  Perry  to  Silver  City  and  on  many  occasions  had  to  carry  tbe  mall  on 
his  back,  as  It  was  impossible  to  go  by  horseback  over  the  trail.  On  one  occasion  the 
road  was  so  badly  blocked  and  tbe  trail  so  difficult  that  his  horse  slipped  and  tell  In 
tbe  deep  ravine,  where  Mr.  Black  was  obliged  to  leave  him  and  continue  the  trip  on 
toot,  enduring  terrible  hardships.  He  made  hla  trip  twice  a  week  through  the  winter 
seasons  and  experienced  many  difficult  condltons.  In  1881  he  took  up  a  homestead 
at  the  lower  end  ot  Bruneau  valley  and  there  carried  on  general  farming  and  stock 
raising,  ranging  from  six  to  seven  hundred  head  ot  cattle.  He  also  raised  horses, 
ot  which  he  had  several  hundred  head,  and  thus  he  continued  actively  In  business 
until  about  seventy  years  ot  t«e,  when  be  retired,  leasing  bis  ranch,  for  all  ot  his 
sons  had  gone  in  business  tor  themselves,  the  father  assisting  them  In  gaining  a  start, 
so'  that  each  had  a  stock  business  (tf  his  own.  The  father  passed  away  on  Easter 
Sunday  at  Albany,  Oregon,  in  1918,  when  eighty-five  years  ot  age.  He  was  one  ot  the 
earliest  of  the  pioneerv  of  this  part  ot  the  state,  wsa  a  most  Industrious  man  and 
contributed  In  substantial  measure  tbroagh  his  unfaltering  business  activities  t« 
the  develcq^ment  and  upbuilding  of  the  section  in  which  he  lived.    His  sterling  worth 
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vu  rwosnlsM  }>T  All  Bnd  those  who  knew  him  entertained  for  bliii  (he  highest  reapecL 
me  wife  pftsaed  away  at  Mountain  Home,  Idaho,  In  1900, 

Joaaph  R.  Bla<^  was  onlj  two  years  of  age  when  brouKht  by  his  parents  to  Idaho, 
and  like  the  other  hoys  upon  the  frontier,  he  pnrsned  bis  education  In  echocds  that 
were  conducted  In  private  homes  before  the  public  school  system  was  organised. 
Throngh  the  period  of  his  boyhood  and  youth  he  assisted  his  father  upon  the  home 
TEncta  and  when  twenty-three  years  of  age  he  began  raising  horses  and  cattle  on  his 
pwn  account,  tiaving  but  f,  small  number  at  first,  bat  adding  thereto  from  time  to  time 
fa  his  financial  resources  Increased  until  at  the  present  time  he  has  between  six  and 
«eTen  hundred  head  of  cattl«  and  an  almost  equally  large  number  of  horses.  He  Is 
now  the  owoer  of  a  line  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  in  the  Brnneau  valley 
and  also  has  a  euminer  aunp  of  tiiree  hundred  and  twraty  acres  in  the  mountains. 

In  ISO!  Mr.  Black  was  married  to  Miss  Virginia!  C.  Tate,  a  daughter  of  Jacob 
Lafayette  and  Columbia  Tate  and  a  native  of  Mountain  Home,  Idaho,  where  her 
parents  settled  In  pioneer  times,  having  removed  from  <C)eorgla  to  Idaho  abont  1884, 
after  which  the  father  engag^  1q  stock  r»iBlng.  He  died  In  I9I2,  having  for  twenty 
yeara  survived  his  wife,  who  passed  away  about  1S92.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Black  are  the 
parents  of  four  .children:  |leflsie  Agpee,  Allnrt  Lafayette,  Mildred  Margaret  and 
Paul  James. 

;  In  politics  Mr.  Black  Isa  republican  OQd  he  and  his  family  bold  membership  (■ 
^  Copgregatlonal  church,  and  he  is  sIbq  Identified  with  the  Modern  Woodmen  <XC 
AfflericA.  He  Is  luslly  classed  with  the  progressive  ranchers  and  cattlMnen  of  Owyhee 
pOBDty  »nd  tbs  sterling  worth  of  bis  character, has  gained  for  him  the  confidence  and 
goodwill  of  all  who  know  him,  He  holds  to  high  Ideals  of  life,  supporting  all  those 
Intareets  which  work  for  the  uplift  of  the  individual  and  the  betterment  of  the 
comntunlty  at  large, 


CHARLES  O.  STOCKSLAGER. 

-  Among  the  able  qiembers  ol  the  Idaho  bar  practicing  at  Bhoshraie  is  pnmbered 
Cliarles  O.  Stockslagtf,  who  comes  to  this  state  from  Indiana.  He  wns  barn  at  Corydon, 
Indiana,  February  8,  1847,  and  Is  a  son  of  Jacob  and  Jane  Wilson  (Newell)  Stockslager. 
His  boyhood  A&ya  were  passed  In  the  Hoosler  state  and  in  Lebanon,  Ohio,  where  he 
pursued  bts  studies,  also  becoming  a  student  in  the  Holbrook  Normal  School.  He  took 
no  the  study  of  law  under  the  direction  of  hie  brother,  S.  M.  Stockslager,  and  Ben- 
jg^min  P.  Douglas  In  Indiana  and  in  August,  1871,  he  went  to  Columbus,  Kansas,  where 
be  remained  until  November,  18S7,  being  actively  engaged  In  the  practice  of  law  through 
t)ie  Intervening  period.  ,  .     . 

Attracted  by  the  oppartunltles  of  the  growing  northwest,  he  came  to  Idaho  in  1SS7 
and  was  made  receiver  of  public  moneys  at  the  United  States  land  office  in  Halley. 
He  continued  In  that  position  until  the  first  state  election  in  1890,  when  be  was  chosen 
Judge  of  the  fourth  Judicial  dletrict  and,  took  his  place  upon  the  bench,  where  his 
decisions  were  uttered  with  such  fairness  and  impartiality  that  he  was  reelected  In 
.1904  and  a^in  in  190S.  His  opinions  were  at  all  times  models  of  Judicial  soundaess, 
based  upon  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  law  and  correct  application  of  Judicial 
principles.  In  the  fall  of  1909  he  was  elected  to  the  supreme  court  bench  of  Idaho, 
whereon  he  served  for  six  years.  His  course  showed  him  to  be  the  peer  of  the  ablest 
men  who  have  sat  In  the  court  of  last  resort.  He  was  disturbed  by  none  of  those 
personal  prejudices  and  peculiarities  of  disposition  which  can  so  easily  thwart  the  ends 
of  Jnstlce,  but  was  ^hle  to  sink  all  such  In  a  fairness  and  impartiality  which  insured 
the  righteous  workings  of  the  court.  With  his  retirement  from  the  bench  he  began  the 
practice  of  law  at  Halley  and  at  Twin  Falls,  being  associated  with  the  late  Hon.  A.  M. 
Bowen.  Thus  lie  continued  to  practice  until  February,  1911,  when  he  was  appointed 
judge  of  the  fourth  Judicial  district  by  Governor  Hawley  and  again  served  upon  the 
bench  tor  four  years,  On  the  expiration  of  that  period  he  removed  to  Shoshone,  where 
be  has  since  been  located,  and  through  the  intervening  period  he  has  enjoyed  a  large 
and  distinctively  representative  clientage. 

In  1878  Judge  Stockslager  was  married  to  Miss  Ingobo  Chrleman,  a  native  of  Illinois 
and  a  daughter  of  William  and  Ingobo  Cbrlsman.  She  passed  away  at  Qalena,  Kansas, 
November  16,  1882,  leaving  two  children:  Roscoe  Newell,  who  la  living  at  Salt  Lake; 
and  Ingobo  Julia,  now  deceased.    In  November,  1886,  Judge  Stockslager  was  married  to 
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HIn  CUra  F.  Brice.  a  native  ot  Hletalgsn  and  a  daiisbt«r  of  William  and  Arabella 
Brloe.  Ttaejr  also  have  two  children:  Leslie  Brice,  who  la  now  practicing  medldne  at 
Wallace,  Idaho;  and  WlUlam  H.,  who  Ig  engaged  In  farming  and  stock  raising  near 


In  his  political  Tiewa  Judge  Stockslager  has  alwars  been  a  democrat  and  tor  many 
Tears  has  been  one  of  the  reeosnlied  leaden  of  tbe  party  In  this  state.  In  1>07  he  was 
the  democratic  candidate  for  goTemor  and  in  190&  was  the  candidate  of  his  putr  for 
the  United  States  senate.  He  has  been  a  most  thorongh  and  discriminating  stndent 
of  tbe  Tltal  political  problems  which  have  oome  up  for  wttlemant.  A  broad-minded 
man,  he  Is  always  fonnd  In  thoee  gatherings  where  the  Intelligent  men  of  the  state  are 
met  In  the  dlscnsslim  ot  most  Important  problems.  Steadily  advancing  in  his  chosen 
protesalon,  he  has  carved  his  name  blgb  on  the  keystone  of  the  legal  arch  of  Idaho. 


HBNRT  PBNWBLL  BROWN^. 

Henry  Penwell  Brown,  who  has  occupied  the  poaltlon  of  postmaster  at  Paul  for  the 
past  seren  years,  was  bom  In  Clyde,  Kansas,  on  the  3d  of  S^tember,  1&88,  his  parents 
being  WUllam  and  Mary  (Penwell)  Brown.  He  obtained  bis  education  in  the  pnbllc 
schools  of  his  native  town  and  after  putting  aside  his  textbooks  secured  a  olerkAlp 
in  a  clothing  store  there.  In  IBIS,  when  a  young  man  of  twenty-four  years,  be  came  to 
Paul,  Idaho,  and  entered  the  eetabllskment  wltii  which  he  Is  now  connected  and  which 
was  tbe  only  enterprise  of  the  kind  In  the  town  at  that  time,  working  as  a  olerk  for 
Frank  H.  Adams  until  1915.  In  the  latter  year  he  was  made  secretary  and  treasurer  of 
the  Paul  Store  Company.  Incorporated,  and  served  In  the  dual  capacity,  his  efforts  and 
energy  contributing  in  marked  measure  to  the  auccaaaful  conduct  of  the  concern  uiifll 
January,  1920,  when  he  sold  out.  He  has  acted  as  postmaster  of  Paul  since  IBIS  and 
has  made  a  moot  excellent  record  In  that  connection  through  the  prompt  and  cs^able 
discharge  of  his  dnttes. 

In  1915  Hr.  Brown  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Ruth  Londgren,  who  Is  a  native 
of  Sweden  and  when  three  years  of  age  was  brought  to  the  United  States  by  her  parents, 
Haktm  and  Blga  Lnndgren.  The  family  h(Kne  was  first  eetabllshed  in  Taooma,  Wash- 
ington, where  Ur.  Lnndgren  oondnoted  a  shingle  mill,  while  snbaegnently  he  came  to 
Idaho  and  now  resides  on  a  ranch  In  the  vldnlty  of  Paal.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  have 
three  children:    Muriel,  Gordon  and  BlUabeth. 

In  politics  Hr.  Brown  maintains  an  Independent  course,  supporting  men  and 
measures  rather  than  party,  while  fraternally  be  Is  a  Consistory  Mason.  He  has  gained 
an  extensive  circle  of  warm  friends  during  the  period  of  his  residence  at  Paul,  where 
he  has  won  wide  recognition  both  as  an  able  business  man  and  faithful  puUlc  official. 


JOSEPH  McKINNBY. 

One  of  the  prominent  ranchmen  of  Ada  county  la  Joeeph  McKlnney,  who  Is 
now  residing  on  a  most  desirable  eighty  acre  tract  Htnated  three  miles  northwest  of 
Meridian.  He  is  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  having  been  bom  fn  Philadelphia,  Novem- 
ber t,  ISTO,  a  son  of  Joseph  and  Bmlly  (Barclay)  McKlnney.  His  father,  who  Is 
deceased,  was  of  Irish  birth  and  a  plumber  by  trade.  His  mother  was  a  native  of  Wales 
and  died  when  Joseph  McKlnney,  Jr.,  was  eight  years  of  age. 

Joseph  McKlnney,  two  years  after  the  death  ot  his  mother,  removed  west  to  Ford 
county,  IIUuoIb,  to  the  home  of  his  father's  sister,  with  whom  he  lived  until  he  was 
sixteen  years  of  age.  He  then  started  out  for  himself  and  removed  to  Nebraska,  where 
he  met  his  wife  and  was  married.  They  resided  In  Beatrice,  that  state,  until  IBOO,  when 
Mr.  McKlnney  came  alcaie  to  Idaho  to  find  a  home  for  his  family.  His  first  few  months 
In  Idaho  were  spent  in  the  hills  of  Owyhee  county,  where  he  was  in  the  employ  of  the 
late  Robert  Noble,  then  one  of  the  bluest  sheepmen  ot  Idaho.  From  July,  19O0,  to 
December,  1901,  he  was  In  the  employ  of  the  War  Eagle  Mining  A  Milling  Company,  on 
Shaw's  mountain,  twelve  mllee  from  Bolee.  His  wife  and  two  eldest  children  Joined 
him  here  In  1901,  and  In  1902  he  bought  the  forty  acres  of  land  on  which  his  present 
home  stands,  but  which  at  that  time  was  all  sagebrush.  He  built  a  small  three  room 
bouse  and  made  other  improvements  and  here  he  and  his  tsmlly  have  lived  ever  since. 
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He  worked  with  unceaslnK  energy  and  dlllKence  and  a  few  yean  ago  purchased  the  torty 
acr«a  adjoining  hie  home  on  the  eaet,  so  that  he  now  has  one  of  the  best  eighty  acre 
ranches  in  Ada  connty.  It  is  one  of  the  show  pUoee  In  the,  county,  with  Its  beantitul 
fields  ftBd  pastures,  on  which  a  goodly  number  of  sheep,  dairy  cows  and  other  llTe  stock 
are  feeding,  and  its  One  set  ot  outbuildings.  Ha  paid  only  seven  hundred  and  seventy 
doUan  for  his  first  forty  acres,  but  now  this  land  is  easily  worth  three  hundred  dollars 
an  acre,  and  the  other  forty  Is  just  as  good.  Although  most  of  his  time  has  been  devoted 
to  his  ranching  Interests,  Mr.  McKInney  has  rendered  the  public  not  a  little  servtoe  as 
road  overseer  and  school  director. 

Hncb  of  bis  success  may  be  attributed  to  the  cooperation  of  his  wife,  who  was  before 
her  marriage  HIbb  Clara  Opie.  They  were  married  in  Hebron,-  Nebraska,  April  28,  1SB6. 
She  was  bom  in  Nesquehoning,  Pennsylvania,  June  17.  1873,  a  daughter  of  Isaac  and 
Jennie  (Jones)  Ople,  who  removed  from  Pennsylvania  to  Nebraska  and  later  to  Idaho, 
arriving  here  in  190S.  They  became  neighbors  of  the  McKinneys  and  posaed  the  remaln- 
d«r  of  their  lives  in  Ada  county.  Four  children  have  been  born  to  Ur.  and  Mrs.  HcKln- 
ney,  namely:  Jennie,  who  was  tram  July  6,  1893,  and  Is  the  wife  ot  Dayton  Taylor; 
Emily,  who  was  bom  October  2S.  18BB,  and  is  the  wife  of  James  Kelley,  the  proprietor 
of  the  Club  Cafe  ot  Boise;  Joseph,  bora  February  23.  IBOT;  and  Dorothy  Marie,  whoae 
natal  day  was  March  12, 1*19. 

Mr.  McKtnney  and  his  wife  are  popular  rceidents  of  Ada  county,  and  he  is  known 
to  hia  friends  simply  as  Joe.  His  wife  is  a  member  of  the  Christian  church  and  both 
give  their  poIiUcol  support  to  the  republican  party.  His  success  may  be  attributed  to 
notbtng  but  bis  own  hard  labor.  In  which  he  has  always  had  the  encouragement  and 
cooperati<»i  ot  bis  wife.  The  first  years  of  their  married  life  were  Oiled  with  many 
otntacles.  all  of  which  have  been  overcome,  and  the  ranch  on  which  they  have  resided 
tor  eighteen  years  Is  now  one  of  the  show  places  of  the  connty. 


THOMAS  JAYCOX. 


Thcnnas  Jaycoz  Is  the  eflicient  and  popular  postmaster  of  Jerome,  which  position 
b»  has  filled  since  his  appointment  In  1916.  His  birth  occurred  In  BL  I^wrence  county, 
New  Tork,  on  the  2d  of  June,  1860,  hie  parents  being  William  and  Caroline  (Bancroft) 
Jaycra.  On  his  eighteenth  birthday  he  left  the  Empire  sUte  and  made  hia  way  west-  ' 
ward  to  Junction  City.  Kansas,  where  he  turned  his  attention  to  general  agricultural 
pnreults.  A  decade  later,  or  In  188S,  he  removed  to  Childress  county,  Texas,  and  there 
secured  a  position  as  clerk  In  a  mercantile  establishment.  The  year  1908  witnessed  his 
arrival  at  Jerome,  Idaho,  and  his  Identification  with  the  Jerome  Mercantile  Company. 
In  1912  he  embarked  In  the  Implement  business  and  three  years  later,  or  In  1916,  was 
appointed  postmaster  of  the  town.  In  which  capacity  he  has  served  throughout  the 
Intervening  period  of  five  years  in  a  most  acceptable  and  commendable  manner.  He 
owns  some  valuable  farm  property  and  Is  widely  recognised  as  ons  of  the  esteemed  and 
substantial  dtlzenfi  ot  the  commonlty.  Hr.  Jaycox  gives  his  political  endorsement  to 
the  democratic  party  and  fraternally  is  identified  with  the  Knights  trf  Pythias.  His 
course  has  been  upright  and  honorable  in  every  relation,  winning  him  the  confidence, 
good  will  and  high  regard  of  ail  with  whom  he  has  been  associated. 


JOHN  STRODE. 


John  Strode,  a  resident  of  Idaho  for  many  years,  who  recently  bonght  and  Is  now 
residing  on  a  good  eighty  acre  ranch  at  McDermott  StatKm,  Ada  connty,  is  a  native  ot 
Oregm.  He  was  born  In  Malheur  county,  that  state,  Feln^ary  27,  1875,  his  parents 
being  John  and  Sophia  (Tost)  Strode.  His  father  was  a  native  of  Tennessee  but  became 
a  resident  of  Oregon  shortly  after  the  Civil  war,  and  In  the  early  'SOs  removed  to  Boise, 
where  he  and  his  wife,  who  was  a  Kentuckian  by  birth,  resided  until  her  death,  which 
occurred  In  1886.  He  died  In  1901.  Mr.  Strode  engaged  In  the  cattle  business  and  at  the 
time  of  hfs  death  left  a  considerable  estate  and  many  head  ot  horses  and  cattle. 

John  Strode,  Jr.,  was  a  mere  lad  when  hia  parents  removed  from  Oregon  to  Boise. 
He  was  reared  and  received  bis  education  In  Boise,  and  there  remained  until  1898.  when 
at  the  age  of  twenty-three  years  and  not  yet  burdened  with  a  family,  he  beiiame  pos- 
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B«s8«d  ot  tlie  gold  fever  and  wept  to  AUeka.  He  remained  there  tor  three  and  one-half 
years,  mining  and  proepectlng,  but  In  June,  ISOl,  on  learning  of  hla  father's  death, 
returned  to  B<^e  and  for  a  conalderable  time  aided  hie  brothers  In  managing  and  look- ' 
ing  after  the  property  left  by  hla  father.  A  part  ot  this  estate  consisted  of  large  num- 
bers of  horses  and  cattle  on  th«  ranges  of  Malheur  county,  Oregon,  and  of  horses  alme 
there  were  about  two  thousand  head.  Some  time  later,  Mr.  Strode  removed  to  Nampa, 
where  he  epent  two  years  in  the  livery  hiislneas,  and  then  for  nearly  ten  yeare  he 
engaged  In  the  cattle  business,  which  hla  father  had  followed  for  so  long.  As  the 
ranges  became  settled,  this  business  ceased  to  be  proQtable,  and  ao  ii)  the  spring  of  191B 
he  purchased  and  located  on  his  present  eighty  acre  ranch  at  McDennott  Station. 

On  September  4,  1907.  Mr.  Strode  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Anna  Elisabeth 
Marin,  their  marriage  taking  place  In  Boise.

^  JAMBS  HENRY  TAYLOR. 

Ja^nei  Hehry  Taylor,  a  mining  map  of  large  and  Important  interests  and  a  recog- 
nised leader  In  republican  politica  In  thq  Coeur  d'Alenes,  has  been  a  resident  of  Idaho 
for  more  than  a  third  of  a  centiiry,  He  is  of  English  birth,  having  first  opened  Uls  eyes 
to  the  light  of  day  In  Bury,  Lancastershire,  England,  In  1S69,  bis  parents  being  Timothy 
and  Jemima  (Mellodew)  Taylor.  In  ISTO  the  family  came  to  the  United  States,  aettllng 
In  Philadelphia,  where  the  death  of  the  father  occurred.  The  mother  afterward  Joined 
ber  son  In  Idaho,  becoming  a  resident  of  Wallace  In  1906. 

James  Henry  Taylor  was  reared  in  Philadelphia,  having  been  but  an  infant  when 
brought  by  bis  parents  to  the  new  world.  He  there  attended  the  public  schools  until  he 
reached  the  age  Of  thirteen  years,  when  he  began  providing  for  hU  own  support  by 
securing  employment  In  the  woolen  mills  of  his  home  city,  there  spending  four  years. 
He  was  afterward  apprenticed  to  the  millwright's  trade,  which  he  followed  for  two  and 
a  half  years,  after  wbich  he  devoted  two  years  to  the  trade  of  pattern  making,  follow- 
ing the  business  in  Philadelphia  until  1SS9. 

In  the  following  year  Mr.  Taylor  came  to  the  west,  first  making  his  way  to  Anaconda, 
Montana,  where  he  worhsd  at  bis  trade,  also  spending  two  years  In  Butte.  Prom  that 
point  he  made  his  way  to  the  Snake  river  in  Idaho,  where  he  took  up  rancbltkg.  After 
about  a  year  and  a  halt  he  returned  to  Anaconda,  where  he  resumed  work  at  his  trade, 
which  he  followed  there  and  in  Butte  and  also  In  Colorado  until  ISBG.  The  latter  year 
witnessed  his  arrival  In  Wallace  and  a  year  later  he  returned  east  tor  a  year.  In  1899 
he  again  became  a  resident  of  Idaho.  On  first  coming  Into  the  state  In  1S91  be  was 
engaged  In  putting  in  an  Irrigation  project  on  the  Snake  river,  near  Hamlet,  Idaho,  as 
well  OS  In  stock  raising.  In  1899  he  leased  the  Iron  works  at  Wallace,  of  which  he  became 
manager.  The  business  was  incorporated  on  the  let  of  May,  1906,  under  the  namo  of  the 
Coeur  d'Alene  Iron  Works,  with  Mr.  Taylor  as  manager,  a  general  foundry  and  manu- 
facturing business  being  carrfed  on,  theirs  being  the  only  enterprise  of  the  kind  In  the 
northern  part  of  the  state.  Wltb  the  development  of  the  business  a  reorganisation  and 
incorporation  was  effected  under  the  name  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Hardware  &  Foundry 
Company  of  Wallace.  The  ettorts  and  enterprise  ot  Mr.  Taylor  have  been  potent 
elements  In  the  success  ot  this  undertaking.  He  also  has  extensive  mining  Interesta 
and  Is  the  secretary,  treasurer  and  general  manager  of  the  Bullion  Mining  Company  and 
Is  otherwise  connected  with  different  mining  concerns. 

In  June,  1911,  was  celebrated  the  marriage  ot  Mr.  Taylor  and  Miss  Hedwlg  Scheave, 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Scheave,  of  Wallace.  They  now  have  two  sons, 
William  Richard  and  Harold  Douglas.  Mr.  Taylor  belongs  to  Wallace  Lodge  No.  331, 
B.  P.  0.  E.,  and  also  to  the  Fraternal  Order  ot  Eagles.  His  political  endorsement  Is 
atancbly  given  to  the  republican  party  and  for  three  terms  he  served  as  a  member  of  the 
city  council,  while  in  April,  1911,  be  was  the  successful  candidate  tor  mayor.  The 
capability  with  which  he  discharged  the  duties  ot  that  position  led  to  his  reelection 
and  he  served  continuously  from  1912  until  1916.    During  bis  administration  the  paving 
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ot  the  Btreets  of  Wallace  vtw  twgun  and  largely  completed.  A  retaining  wall  was  also 
built  along  the  -creek,  the  city  mylng  for  tbe  labor  and  cement,  while  be  obtained  the 
material  trom  leading  mines  and  the  Olty  paid  for  the  traneportaticm.  His  entire 
administration  was  characterized  by  progrese  and  improvement  and  his  official  record 
won  him  high  commendation.  He  has  always  been  a  stanch  republican,  has  served  &b 
a  member  of  the  county  central  commlttse  from  hU  district  and  Is  now  serving  for 
the  second  term  as  chairman  of  the  republican  central  committee  of  Shoshone  county. 
In  his  bnalnesB  career  whatever  be  has  undertaken  he  has  attcompliehed.  He  is  a  strong 
and  purposeful  man,  actuated  by  high  ideals  and  employing  the  moet  practical  methods 
in  their  aocomplishment.  His  acquaintance  in  northern  Idaho  is  an  extensive  one  and 
he  is  held  In  the  highest  esteem  wherever  known.

Charles  E.  Spoor,  fltling  the  office  of  sheriff  of  Bonner  county  and  making  his  home 
at  Sandpolnt.  was  born  near  Marshfleld,  Wood  connty,  WIscMiBln,  on  tbe  Gth  of  Febru- 
ary, 1886.  He  iB  a  sou  of  Oscar  0.  and  Annie  (Mohan)  Spoor,  the  former  a  native  of 
PennsylTanla,  while  the  latter  was  bom  In  Ireland.  The  father  was  a  dealer  In  horses 
and  came  to  Sandpoint,  Idahe,  In  1S02,  since  which  time  the  family  has  been  repre- 
sented in  this  section  of  the  country. 

Charles  B.  Spoor  pursued  bis  early  education  In  the  place  of  his  nativity  and  was 
a  youth  of  seventeen  when  he  accompanied  hie  parents  to  the  northwest.  Here  be 
began  working  In  the  sawinllla  in  the  summer  seastma,  while  In  the  winter  he  attended 
school  nntll  he  completed  his  education.  He  aftennurd  concentrated  his  efforts  and 
attention  upon  the  lumber  business  tmd  subsequent -to  taking  up  hie  abode  at  Sand- 
polnt he  served  lor  four  years  as  a  member  of  tha  B»9  department,  first  as  a  driver, 
whll*  later  be  became  chief  of  the  Ore  department  at  Sajidpolnt.

His  irfDclal  duties 
have  brought  him  a  wide  ai^ualntance  an^  he  is  highly  esteemed  wherever  known.

Theo.  A.  Petterborg,  one  of  tbe  prominent  business  men  of  Preston,  engaged  In  deal- 
ing in  automobiles  as  a  partner  in  the  Orm  of  Petterborg  ft  Naab  and  otherwise  Identified 
with  commercial  Interests,  was  born  in  Preston  January  2,  ISSO,  a  son  of  Emll  and 
Ereku  (Lundengreen)  Petterborg,  the  (ormer  a  native  of  Norway  and  the  latter  of 
Sweden.  The  father  came  to  America  about  ISEO  and  located  In  PYanklln,  E*ranklln 
county,  Idaho,  where  he  was  one  of  the  first  settlers.  He  took  up  a  tract  of  land  east 
of  tbe  city,  which  be  improved  and  developed  and  continued  to  operate  until  1907,  when 
he  retired  and  has  since  made  his  home  in  Preston.  He  and  his  son  conducted  a 
grocery  and  meit  business  there  tor  seven  years  after  he  left  the  farm.  He  la  now 
sixty-eight  years  of  age.    His  wife  died  In  1892. 

TMo.  A.  Petterborg  was  reared  and  educated  In  Franklin  county,  and  continued  to 
reside  In  his  father's  home  until  he  was  eighteen  years  old,  when  he  learned  the  harness- 
making  trade  and  worked  at  that  business  for  two  years.

Arthur  Hugene  Bailey,  a  retired  rancher  and  newspaper  man  realdlng  thrM  miles 
northwest  of  Boise  on  a  aevea  acre  fmlt  rantdi,  was  bom  In  Ohio,  Angnst  29,  1W4,  a 
son  ot  Edwin  and  Hannah  Sophia  (KIrby)  Bailey.  His  father  was  a  carriage  maker 
and  both  of  hla  parents  died  when  he  was  about  three  yeara  of  age.  He  thea  went 
to  Ousiconnty,  Michigan,  where  he  was  reared  In  the  home  of  relatives.  He  was  mar- 
ried in  that  county  and  remained  there  for  twenty-eight  years.  During  twenty  years  ot 
his  reaidence  there  he  was  engaged  In  the  newspaper  bnslnesa,  for  Otteen  yean  being 
owner  and  editor  ot  the  Harcellus  News,  a  weekly  newspaper  which  was  publtsbed  at 
Hare^lns,  Hicblgan.  Besides  being  a  newspaper  publisher  and  owner,  he  was  for  four 
yeara,  during  the  administration  of  Ben^mln  Harrison,  poetmaater  of  CasaopoUa. 
Hichigan,  wblch  posltlco  he  Oiled  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  In  190S  be  removed  with 
his  wife  end  family  to  Idaho,  settling  In  the  Qrand  View  valley  In  Owyhee  county,  ea 
a  one  hundred  acre  alfalfa  ranch.  He  purchased  a  seven  acre  tnilt  ranch  located  three 
mUee  northwest  of  Boise  on  the  Foot  Hill  road  in  the  fall  of  1919,  and  In  April,  19M. 
removed  to  that  place,  having  sold  his  one  hundred'  acre  alfalfa  ranch  a  short  time 
before. 

Mr.  Bailey  waa  united  in  marriage.  October  20,  1891,  to  Miss  Fantdion  Stoekdale, 
who  waa  bora  In  Cass  county,  Hichigan,  Febmary  26,  ISTl.  She  ia  a  daughter  ot  Anthtmy 
and  Martha  (Smith)  Stoekdale,  both  deceased.  They  were  from  Elkhart  oonnty,  Indiana, 
where  they  were  married.  Mrs.  Bailey  waa  graduated  from  the  CaasopoIlB  high  school 
and  later  taught  schocri.  Three  children  have  been  bom  to  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Bailey,  namely: 
Agues,  bom  in  Michigan,  August  IS,  1893,  who  was  graduated  from  Idaho  State  Uni- 
versity In  1916,  and  was  married  September  14,  1920,  to  Howard  Edwin  Waterman,  now 
realdlng  In  New  York  city;  Harold  Stoekdale.  who  was  bora  July  IG,  1896,  and  la  now 
jmnchlsg  at  Grand  View;  and  Hollo  Edwin,  whose  birth  occurred  December  16,  1906. 

The  family  are  of  the  Baptist  faith,  and  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bailey  support  the 
republican  party,  rrateraally,  Mr.  Bailey  is  a  Hason  and  his  wife  belongs  to  the 
lAdiea'  Aid  and  Red  Cross,  to  which  she  contributes  a  goodly  portion  of  ber  time.  He 
is  now  retired,  a  anccessful  man,  enjoying  the  results  derived  from  a  life  ct  industry, 
diligence  and  devotion  to  eadi  enterprise  he  has  undertaken,  whether  as  newspaper 
man,  postmaster  or  randuuan. 


NBPHI  LARSON. 


Nephi  Larson,  vice  president  of  the  Idaho  State  ft  Savings  Bank  at  Preston  and 
formerly  mayor  of  the  city,  was  bom  at  Logan,  Utah,  August  1,  1873,  and  a  son  of 
J(An  and  Anna  (Jensen)  Larson,  the  father  a  native  of  Denmark  and  the  mother  of 
Sweden.  John  Larson  came  to  America  In  a  very  early  day  and  on  arriving  In  this 
country  he  went  to  Utah,  crossing  the  plains  by  ox  team.  He  located  at  Logan,  where 
he  took  up  a  tract  of  land,  which  he  improved  and  developed  and  engaged  in  farming 
and  stock  raising  for  several  years.  On  his  removal  to  Preston,  Pranklln  county,  Idaho, 
he  resumed  farming  and  cattle  raising,  which  continued  to  occupy  his  attention  for  the 
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next  few  reara.  His  next  move  was  to  start  a  store  for  the  sale  of  general  merchandise, 
which  bnalnees  la  now  carried  on  b^  bia  son,  Nepbl  Larson.  He  was  one  ol  the  tyrgka- 
lien  ot  the  Idabo  State  ft  Sdvlngs  Bank  and  became  t&e  second  president  of  tb«t  Institu- 
tion, bidding  that  position  until  his  death.  He  was  always  very  active  In  the  work  ot 
the  Cburcb  ot  Jesns  Christ  of  Latter-day  Balnta,  in  which  he  held  various  offices  of 
trust  and  filled  a  two  year  mission  to  Minnesota.  He  was  bishop  for  several  years  and 
St  the  time  ot  his  death  was  fllUng  the  office  ot  high  connselor.  He  died  August  11,  1*19, 
at  the  ace  of  ssventy^our  yean,  but  his  widow  Is 'still  llvlDS  and  Is  now  seventy-twto 
years  old.  He  was  an  active  participant  In  politics  and  served  as  mayor  of  Preetoo  tor 
two  terms. 

Nephl  Larson  was  educated  In  Oneida  Stake  Academy,  at  Prestob,  and  at  the  Agrl- 
cnltsral  Collece>  at  Logan,  and  the  Brlgham  Yonng  University  at  Provo,  Utah.  He  then 
clerked  In  the  general  store  at  Preston  owned  by  W.  C.  Parkinson  ft  Company,  of  which 
Itna  his  father  was  a  partner,  and  when  some  time  later  his  father  bought  ont  his  part- 
ners, Nephl  Larson  became  manager  ot  the  store  and  has  bad  charge  of  the  business 
ever  since,  the  firm  for  years  being  known  as  John  Larson  ft  Sons.  They  were  the  sole 
owners,  and  at  the  death  of  hie  father  Nephl  acquired  the  whole  business.  About  1910 
a  modem  twcnstory  building  tor  store  purposes  was  erected,  the  material  being  of  brick, 
and  the  ecmpany  has  occupied  it  ever  since,  carrying  one  of  tbe  largest  stocks  of  general 
merdiandiae  in  Preetoo  or  surrounding  district  and  enjoying  an  extensive  and  steadily 
Srowimg  patronage.    The  repntation  of  the  Arm  for  fair  dtaling  Is  extensively  known. 

On  Daoember  7,  18W,  Mr.  Larstxt  was  married  to  Bertha  Parkinson,  a  daughter  ot 
Samuel  P.  and  Charlotta  (Smart)  Parkinson.  Her  father  was  a  native  of  England  and 
came  to  America  in  an  early  day.  being  among  the  pioneer  Mormons  of  Utah.  He  was 
abo  one  ot  the  flrst  settlers  ot  Franklin  county,  Idaho,  where  he  located  in  1860.  He 
was  a  farmer  and  merchant  and  tor  years  resided  In  E^nklin,  but  finally  retired  from 
bBBlnees  and  removed  to  Preston,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life,  his  death 
occurring  May  St.  1919,  when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  eighty-eight  years.  His  widow 
is  still  living  at  Preston  and  is  now  seventy-one.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Larson  are  the  parents 
of  eight  children,  namely:  Radia,  N.  Piatt.  Roma.  Klmber.  June,  Preston,  Keith  and 
Heed. 

Mr.  Larson  Is  an  earnest  member  ot  tbe  Church  ot  Jesns  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints; 
Is  senior  president  of  the  seventy  organisation  and  has  held  various  other  olBces.  I9 
1903  he  went  to  England  on  a  mission  for  bis  church  and  returned  two  years  later.  He 
supports  the  republican  p«rtr;  was  a  member  of  the  Preston  city  council  tor  tour  years; 
was  mayor  of  tbe  city  for  a  similar  term;  and  was  a  member  ot  the  school  board  for 
several  years,  while  In  many  other  directions  he  has  given  ot  his  time  and  ability  to 
■dvaiice  all  projects  designed  for  the  public  welfare.  He  Is  the  owner  of  business 
and  residential  property  in  and  about  Preston  and  Is  generally  regarded  as  one  of  the 
most  prosperous  and  progressive  citisens  in  his  part  of  the  state.

S.  B.  Himes  Is  numbered  among  the  representative  residents  of  Sandpolnt,  where 
he  Is  now  conducting  a  photographic  studio.  In  public  adalrs  he  has  taken  a  keen  and 
helpful  interest  and  his  fellow  townsmen,  recogniilng  his  worth  and  ability,  elected  him 
In  1916  to  tbe  office  of  mayor.  He  comes  to  the  northwest  trom  Ohio,  hie  birth  having 
occurred  at  Bryan,  that  state,  on  tbe  11th  ot  January,  1S71,  his  parents  being  Timothy  H. 
and  Mary  (Myers)  Hlmes,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Canal  Dover,  Ohio.  The  father 
was  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  church  and  at  the  time  ot  tbe  (Mvll  war  enlisted  in 
defense  ot  the  Union.  Joining  a  company  at  Bolivar,  Ohio.  He  afterward  removed  from 
Uie  Buckeye  state  to  Muskegon,  Michigan,  and  his  labors  In  behalf  of  the  moral  progress 
ol  the  race  were  far-reaching  and  effective. 

R.-B.  Hlmes  attended  the  public  schools  ot  Ohio  and  afterward  worked  his  way 
through  sdtool  at  Muskegon,  Michigan.  When  his  education  was  completed  he  turned 
his  attention  to  the  real  estate  business  at  Mnekegon  Heights,  where  he  remained  tor 
four  years  and  then  removed  to  Hfdland.  Michigan,  where  he  resided  from  18S1  nntll 
1894.  In  the  latter  year  he  became  a  photographer  ot  Traverse  City,  Michigan,  where 
he  remained  until  1901,  which  year  witnessed  his  arrival  In  Idaho.  He  made  his  way 
to  Kendrlck  and  through  the  Intervening  period  has  been  actively  identlBed  with  public 
as  well  as  business  Interests  In  this  part  of  tbe  state.    In  1907  he  removed  to  Sandpolnt.

Dear  to  the  memory  of  his  friends  and  Interesting  In.  th^  eztrem,ii  t4f  ^e  history- 
loving  people  ot  Idaho,  Is  the  lite  of  Horace  Caleb  Lewis,  a  freighter  and  iqlnlng  man 
ot  pioneer  times. 

He  was  born  In  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  Septjember  14,  ISGS,  and  was  a  eon  .ot 
Isaac  I.  and  Oeorgiana  C.  Lewis.  The  father  was  a  native  ot  Copiiecttput  and  In  young 
manhood  removed  to  the  weat,  where  as  a  surveyor  he  laid  out  Uie  town  of  Watertown, 
Minnesota.  Journeying  further  west,  he  w^s  at  one  {ime  engaged  Iq.BurveylBg  and 
mining  at  Clancy,  Montana.  He  settled  In  Ketchum,  Idaho,  In  ISSO.  where  his  varj,ad 
activities  contributed  In  marked  measure  to  the  development  and  upbnll.llng  of  that 
region.  He  engaged  In  general  merchandising  and  for  a  time  operated  the  Eikhorn 
mine  near  Ketchum,  from  which  over  a  million  dollars  worth  of  .ore  was  e^ttracted. 
He  opened  the  First  National  Bank  of  the  town  and  was  active  In  political  qircles, 
representing  his  district  In  the  state  legislature. 

Horace  Lewis  spent  his  boyhood  days  largely  in  Minnesota,  where  he  attended  the 
University  ot  Minnesota,  thus  bec<Hnlng  well  qualified  through  liberal  education  for 
life's  practical  and  responsible  duties.  In  1S79,  when  twenty-one  years  ot  age,  lie 
went  to  Helena,  Montana,  where  he  was  employed  in  the  Cannon  hardware  estabU^)}- 
ment.  When  the  Wood  river,  Idaho,  mining  camps  sprung  Into  importance,  he  Joined 
Thomas  h&  Veil  In  the  lumber  business  In  that  district.  Later  he  became  credit  man 
In  the  largest  mining  supplies  business  at  Ketchum. 

This  Idaho  camp  became  the  terminus  ot  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railway  In 
1S84  and  Mr.  Lewis  seized  the  opportunity  ot  establishing  the  Ketchum  Fast  Freight 
Line  from  Ketchum  to  ChalUs,  consisting  ot  large  warehouses  an4  shops,  with  a  rolling 
stock  of  monstrous  wagons  drawn  by  mules  and  horses.  He  established  regular  camps 
for  his  teams  to  stop  over  night  and  these  caravans  moved  with  regularity  of  railway 
trains.  Besides  his  ten  teams  of  fourteen  mules  each,  he  bad  several  stage  coaches 
and  other  vehicles,  and  thus  bad  over  thirty  teams  and  wagons  on  the  road  between 
Ketchum  and  Clayton,  Bayhorse,  Challis,  Custer  and  Bonansa.  Going  In,  the  cargo 
consisted  ot  all  kinds  of  freight,  merchandise  and  ooke,  while  coming  back  they  hauled 
tons  of  ore  and  bullion  from  the  Salmon  and  Lost  River  countries.  In  one  season, 
seven  hundred  thousand  pounds  ot  bullion  was  brought  out  and  shipped  by  rail.  All 
freight  was  billed  through  from  wherever  the  freight  was  received  to  any  destination 
in  America,  while  the  railways  also  billed  through  over  the  Ketchum  Fast  Freight 
Line.  Mr.  Lewis  remained  In  this  freighting  and  stage  business  until  189E,  when  he 
became  Interested  In  mining.  He  operated  the  Croesus  gold  and  copper  mine  near 
Halley,  which  he  later  sold  to  Nebraska  capitalists.  During  the  Thunder  Mountain 
boom,  the  Ketchum  Fast  Freight  Line  was  rejuvenated  and  Mr.  Lewis  again  estab- 
lished a  stage  line  from  Ketchum  to  Thunder  Mountain  by  way  ot  Seatoam. 

Subsequently,  Mr.  Lewis  became  owner  of  bis  father's  large  ranch  near  Ketchum, 
which  he  further  developed  and  Improved,  giving  his  attention  to  cattle  raising,  and 
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he  rem&lned  active  In  thla  bualaeai  until  hla  dsath,  which  occurred  on  the  IMh  «I 
January,  1911,  In  Seattle,  WaBhlngton,  where,  he  had  goae  to  spend  the  winter  and 
lo(A  after  his  many  Interests  Id  that  state. 

On  the  7th  of  February,  1899.  Mr.  Lewis  was  married  to  MIsb  Katherlne  Barry,  a 
native  of  San  Francisco,  California,  and  a  daughter  of  Martin  and  Mary  Ellen  (Small) 
Barry,  then  residing  in  Halley.  Mrs.  Lewis,  like  her  husband,  has  spent  most  of  her 
life  in  Idaho  and  haa  always  had  a  keen  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  state. 

As  a  citixen  of  Idaho  Mr.  Lewis  always  took  a  Uyely  interest  in  Its  political  life. 
He  was  a  democrat  in  his  views  and  was  at  one  time  a  candidate  for  the  state  legis- 
lature. Among  the  Masonic  circles  of  Idaho.  Utah  and  Washington  h»  was  a  familiar 
flgure  and  earnest  worker.  As  a  York  Rite  Idaaon  he  was  a  member  of  chapter  and 
cemmandery  at  Pocatello;  as  a  Scottish  Rite  Hanon  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Koai 
Crolz  Chapter,  Knights  of  Kadosh,  and  the  consistory  of  Salt  Lake  City;  and  a 
NoUe  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  Temple  of  El  Korah,  Boise. 

Mr.  L^wls  was  counselor,  fftend.  banker  and  lawyer  in  his  home  town  of  Ketchum. 
He  made  many  friends  throughout  the  northwest  and  once  he  told  a  stranger  one  ot 
his  famous  stories  he  was  never  forgotten.  As  «  business  man  his  Judgment  was  taken 
as  final  and  his  integrity  was  above  reproach.  The  Interests  of  bis  life  were  broad  and 
varied.  He  saw  the  opportunities  for  aiding  In  the  upbuilding  and  development  of 
the  state  and  he  bore  bis  full  share  in  the  work  ot  general  Improvement  and  progress. 
He  was  at  all  times  actuated  by  a  progressive  spMt  that  prompted  the  attainment  of 
substantial  results  in  the  settlement  and  development  ot  Idaho,  and  his  labors  were 
Indeed  tsr-reachlng  and  beneficial. 


PAUL  DISNEY. 

Paul  Disney  is  capably  discharging  the  duties  devolving  upon  him  In  the  capacity 
of  postmaster  at  Rupert,  to  which  position  he  was  appointed  on  the  30th  of  April,  1918. 
His  birth  occurred  at  RushvlUe,  Nebraska.  November  9,  1891,  his  parents  being  Wilbur 
H.  and  Evelyn  (Courscoi)  Disney.  A  sketch  of  the  father  appears  on  another  page  ot  this 
work. 

In  the  acquirement  of  his  early  education  Paul  Disney  attended  the  graded  schools 
of  his  native  state,  while  later  he  continued  his  studies  in  the  Boise  high  school  and  In 
the  State  Normal  School  at  Albion.  Idaho.  After  putting  aside  his  textbooks  he  was 
employed  on  the  government  dam  at  Arrow  Rock,  also  did  electrical  work  and  subse- 
quently became  bookkeeper  in  the  Heybum  State-  Bank  at  Heyburn,  Idaha  He  nest 
entered  his  father's  mercantile  establishment  at  Rupert,  continuing  therein  until 
appointed  postmaster  of  Rupert  on  the  30th  of  April,  191S,  in  which  position  he  has 
since  served.  In  bis  present  capacity  he  Is  making  an  excellent  record  as  a  courteous, 
able  and  obliging  olDcial  whose  services  are  appreciated  and  commended  by  tbe  patrons 
of  the  office. 

In  1917  Mr.  Disney  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Margaret  Madge  Stone,  a  native 
ot  Nebraska  and  a  daughter  ot  Qlen  and  Emma  (McConnell)  Stone,  who  removed  to 
Heybum,  Idaho,  In  1904.  The  father  Is  a  well  known  and  successful  ranchman.  Mr. 
Disney  gives  his  political  atleglance  to  the  republican  party  which  he  has  supported 
since  age  conferred  upon  him  the  rixht  of  franchise.  He  has  won  many  friends  through- 
ovt  the  community  In  which  he  resides  and  Is  widely  recognized  as  a  representative  and 
popular  young  citizen  of  Minidoka  county. 


DARWIN  HADDOCK. 

Darwin  Haddock,  one  of  the  rising  young  lawyers  ot  Paris,  at  present  acting  as  city 
attorney,  Is  a  native  of  Id&ho,  bom  In  Bloomlngton,  Bear  Lake  county,  March  24.  1897, 
and  Is  a  eon  of  E.  J.  and  Emma  (Oallyer)  Haddock.  The  father  was  bom  In  Bear  Lake 
county,  Idaho,  in  December,  1864,  and  was  a  son  of  one  ot  the  first  settlers  of  the  county, 
coming  In  1864,  while  this  part  of  the  state  was  still  largely  unpeopled.  On  settling 
In  Bear  Lake  county  he  took  up  a  tratft  of  land,  which  he  improved  and  brought  to  a  good 
state  of  cultivation,  and  he  continued  to  live  on  bis  farm  for  the  remainder  of  hla  lite, 
his  death  ocenrring  in  1901.     His  memory  Is  sttll  tresh  In  the  minds  of  those  of  Us 
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associates  engaged  In  the  taak  «f  dereloplng  the  ooantrr  in  tbcwe  eorlr  dars.  E.  J. 
Raddoek  received  hla  early  schooling  In  Bear  Lake  conntj  and  flnlahed  at  the  University 
of  Utah,  following  which  he  taught  for  one  year  tn  neighborhood  schools.  He  then 
engagod  In  the  general  merchandise  business  at  Bloomingtoo  and  tor  three  terms  served 
as  probate  Jndge  ol  Bear  Lake  county,  giving  general  satisfaction  while  holding  that 
office.  His  son  is  now  conducting  the  store,  while  the  father  Uvea  practically  retired 
at  Bloomlngton.  He  has  been  very  active  in  the  work  of  the  Church  ot  Jesns  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints.    Hla  wife,  who  was  a  native  erf  Utah,  died  in  December,  18SB. 

Darwin  Haddock  was  educated  In  the  schools  ot  Bear  Lake  county  and  attended 
Fielding  Academy,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  ot  1>15.  He  then  entered 
Leland  Stanford  University,  where  be  remained  for  one  year,  at  the  end  of  this  period 
transferring  to  the  University  of  Utah,  from  which  he  graduated  with  the  law  class  of 
1918,  and  September  13,  191S,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  He  then  opened  an  c^ca  in 
Paris  and  commenced  the  practice  Of  his  profession,  gradually  enlarging  the  circle  of 
his  inflnence  and  professional  ccHinectKm.  with  every  prospect  ot  a  prosperous  legal 
career  before  him.  Mr.  Haddock  Is  city  attorney  ot  Paris,  and  to  the  duties  of  that 
office  he  brings  the  qualities  of  tact  and  discernment.  He  Is  Independent  In  politics 
and  is  a  member  vt  the  Church  of  Jeeus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  in  which  be  holdi 
tile  office  of  priest. 


GUY  P.  RUSSELL. 


The  student  ot  history  cannot  carry  bis  investigations  far  Into  the  annals  ot  north- 
ern Idabo  without  leamlog  at  the  dose  connection  of  the  Russell  family  with  the 
development  of  the  lumber  Industry  of  this  section  of  the  country.  Quy  F.  Russell,  a 
representative  of  the  family,  la  now  well  known  as  the  vice  president  of  the  Russell- 
Pugh  Lumber  Company,  which  is  operating  extensively  and  sucoesstully  la  tbe  manu- 
facture ot  pine,  flr  and  large  lumber.  He  Is  a  native  son  of  New  Bogland,  his  birth 
having  occurred  at  East  Concord,  Vermont,  December  16.  1S74.  He  Is  Indebted  to  the 
public  school  system  ot  Spokane  for  the  early  educational  opportunities  which  he  enjoyed 
and  he  contlnaed  bis  preparation  tor  life's  practical  and  resiKHislble  duties  as  a  student 
In  the  Blair  Buslneas  College  of  Spokane.  His  practical  training  In  the  business  world 
was  received  in  connection  with  the  lumber  Interests  establlahed  and  directed  by  his 
father,  and  contlnnlng  in  this  line  ot  business,  be  has  eventually  become  the  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Rusaell-Pugh  Lumber  Company.  He  la  familiar  with  the  lumber  trade  In 
every  phase  and  In  all  of  Ita  branches,  hla  broad  experience  enabling  him  to  apeak  with 
authority  upon  many  questions  relative  to  the  business. 

Mr.  Ruaaell  was  married  in  IBOO  to  Miss  Martha  DIebl,  a  daughter  of  Peter  Dlehl, 
who  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  war,  becoming  a  member  ot  tbe  Qrand  Army  of  the 
Republic.  In  1000  he  removed  to  Harrlscm  and  has  since  been  connected  with  the 
northwest.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Russell  have  been  bom  Ave  children,  Lyman,  Floyd,  Harold, 
Noah  and  Ella.  Tbe  religious  faith  ot  the  family  is  that  of  the  Baptist  church,  ot  which 
they  are  loyal  members  and  generous  supporters.  In  social  circles  the  family  occupies 
a  position  of  prominence  and  the  hospitality  ot  their  own  home  la  greatly  enjoyed  by 
their  many  frtenda  throughout  tbia  section  of  the  atate. 


HARRT  V.  CLEMMICNS. 

Harry  V.  Clemmena,  who  Is  numbered  among  the  worthy  native  sons  ot  Idaho  and 
has  spent  his  entire  life  In  the  Boise  valley,  has  resided  in  tbe  vicinity  of  Star  for  three 
decades  and  during  the  past  seven  years  has  made  bis  home  on  a  welt  Improved  ranch 
of  forty-two  acres  altuated  two  mllea  northweat  of  Star.  Hla  blrtb  occurred  on  a  ranch 
a  few  miles  west  of  Boise  on  the  19th  of  October.  1BT7,  his  parents  <belng  Jaoob  and 
Josephine  (Kingsbury)  Clemmens,  both  of  whom  have  passed  away.  The  father,  a  native 
ot  Indiana,  came  to  Idaho  in  young  manhood  and  In  this  atate  wadded  Miss  Josephine 
Kingsbury,  a  representative  ol  a  well  known  family  of  Ada  county.  They  became  the 
parents  of  six  sons  and  three  daughters,  namely:  Charles  H.>  Harry  V.,  William  L., 
Delia  May,  Elmer  J..  Walter  C,  Qrover  C.  Mabel  and  Cbloe  E.  All  were  bom  in  Idabo 
and  all  are  living  with  the  exception  ot  Mabel. 
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Harry  V.  Clanmena  Is  now  the  ool;  reprramUtlTe  of  tba  tamOy  living  In  the  Boise 
\all%7  Bud,  as  above  stated,  has  made  bis  home  In  the  Tloinlty  of  SUr  for  the  past  thirty 
years.  Hie  work  of  the  fields  has  claimed  bis  time  and  enerfl«B  throughout  hla  entire 
boslnesB  career  and  dnrlns  th«  past  seven  years  be  baa  otrned  and  occupied  a  ranch  of 
forty-two  acres  lying  northwest  of  Star,  In  the  cultivation  of  which  be  has  won  deserved 
niccesB,  his  well  directed  efforts  being  attended  with  good  results.  He  has  erected  an 
attractive  and  substantial  residence  as  well  as  a  bam  upon  the  property,  thus  greatly 
enhancing  its  value. 

On  the  4tb  of  September,  18S8,  Mr.  Clemmens  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Effla 
Sbatfer,  who  was  born  In  Lawrence  county,  Ulssourl,  April  19,  1S80,  a  daughter  of  Porter 
and  Julia  (Gray)  Shaffer,  who  are  residents  of  Mlddleton,  Idaho.  Mr.  and  Urs.  Clemmens 
have  a  family  of  tbree  children:  Walter  E.,  whose  birth  occurred  November  6,  1900; 
Lettia  P.,  bom  July  4,  1605;  and  Zola  Ruth,  whose  natal  day  waa  December  20,  1908. 
Walter  E.,  the  only  son,  Is  a  veteran  of  the  World  war.  Joining  tbe  amiy  as  a  volunteer 
when  only  seventeen  years  of  age  and  doing  guard  duty  In  Panama  for  thirteen  months. 
Tbe  period  of  bis  service  covered  altogether  fifteen  months. 

Since  age  conferred  upon  him  the  right  of  franchise  Mr.  Clemmens  has  supported  tbe 
men  and  measures  of  tbe  republioan  party  but  baa  never  sought  or  desired  office.  His 
wife  Is  a  devoted  and  conslBtent  member  of  the  Methodist  church.  He  has  always 
remained  a  resident  of  tbe  Boiae  valley  and  that  bis  life  bas  ever  been  an  upright  and 
honorable  one  Is  indicated  in  the  fact  that  tbe  associates  of  bis  boyhood  and  youth  are 
still  numbered  among  bis  stanch  friends. 


HENRY  CARPENTER. 

Henry  Carpenter  is  now  living  retired  at  Gooding,  but  for  many  years  was  actively 
engaged  In  ranching,  and  bis  unfaltering  Industry  and  determination  constituted  tbe 
foundation  upon  which  he  has  built  tbe  success  that  no,w  enables  blm  to  rest  from 
further  labor.  He  is  numbered  among  the  native  sons  of  Mlsaourl,  his  birth  h&ving 
occurred  in  Holt  county,  that  state,  July  26,  1870,  hla  parents  being  Salam  and  Hannah 
(French)  Carpenter.  The  father,  a  native  of  Hocking  countjt,  Oiilo.  went  to  Missouri 
In  young  manhoad  and  followed  teaming  and  logging  in  that  state.  Subsequently  he 
removed  to  Republic  county,  Kansas,  where  he  took  up  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of 
government  land  upon  which  not  a  furrow  had  been  turned  nor  an  Improvenent  made. 
He  at  once  began  the  arduous  task  of  cultivating  and  developing  the  place  and  resided 
thereon  for  a  number  of  years.  He  then  removed  to  Harlan  county,  Nebraska,  where 
he  made  Investment  In  one  hundred  and  ality  acres  of  farm  land,  devoting  his  attention 
to  the  tilling  of  the  soil  for  some  time  tliereafter.  His  next  place  of  residence  was  In 
Morton  county,  Kansas,  where  he  carried  on  farming  for  a  year,  and  be  later  purchased 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  Improved  land,  which  he  further  cultivated  until  1889. 
In  that  year  he  made  his  way  to  the  northwest,  settling  first  at  Montpeller,  Idaho, 
where  he  lived  tor  a  short  time  and  then  spent  the  winter  In  Ogden,  Utah.  He  after- 
ward went  to  Montana,  later  to  Spokane.  Washington,  on  to  Oregon  and  subsequently 
to  Shoshone.  Idaho,  where  he  arrived  in  1890.  There  he  worked  in  a  machine  shop  for 
the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad  for  live  years,  after  which  he  went  to  Blackfoot,  Idaho, 
where  he  engaged  In  farming  for  two  years.  He  next  took  up  his  abode  at  Kamas, 
Summit  county.  Utah,  where  he  was  employed  in  Hawmllls,  and  from  that  place  he 
removed  to  Gooding.  Idaho,  where  he  took  up  ranch  land  which  he  owned  and  culti- 
TSted  successfully  for  some  time.  He  passed  away  at  Gooding  about  Ave  years  ago. 
when  sixty-five  years  of  age,  and  his  wife  died  about  1917,  at  the  age  of  sixty-eigbt  years. 
They  were  consistent  and  faithful  members  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  guiding  their 
lives  by  its  teachings,  and  in  his  political  belief  Mr.  Carpenter  was  a  republican. 

Henry  Carpenter  accompanied  his  parents  on  their  various  removals  and  at  different 
places  he  pursued  bis  education  as  a  public  school  pupil.  After  the  family  home  was 
eBtablisbed  at  Shoshone,  Idaho,  he  worked  there  for  two  years  as  a  machinist  and  later 
be  went  to  Kamas,  Utah,  where  he  engaged  In  logging  and  freighting.  He  was  next  at 
Circle  Valley,  Utah;  where  he  was  empfoyed  In  a  sawmill,  and  subsequently  he  went  to 
Ashley,  that  state,  and  there  engaged  In  freighting.  In  1897  he  arrived  In  Gooding, 
Idaho,  and  for  five  years  was  in  the  employ  of  Governor  Ooodlng.  He  afterward  took  . 
up  ranch  land  near  Gooding,  obtaining  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  which  be  developed 
and  improved,  continuing  its  further  cultivation  until  April,  1919,  when  be  put  aside  the 
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more  active  work  ot  tbe  farm  and  retired  from  traalneBB  life.    He  still  owns  the  rancli 
property,  bowever,  and  derives  from  It  a  subfltantlal  auiaal  Income. 

In  1890  Mr.  Carpenter  was  married  to  Miss  Samantha  Alexander,  a  native  of  tbe 
Kamas  valler  of  Utab  and  a  daugbter  of  Qulncy  and  Esther  (Russell)  Alexander.  Tbey 
now  have  tbree  children:  Roaa  A..  Effie  and  Eleanor.  In  pollUcs  Mr.  Carpenter  has  al- 
ways maintained  an  Independent  course,  voting  according  to  tbe  dictates  of  hts  Judgment 
wfthout  regard  to  party  ties.  He  has  w>orked  diligently  and  energetically  in  bfs  business 
career  and  his  sound  Judgment  has  wisely  directed  hts  labors,  so  that  as  the  years  have 
passed  bis  efforU  have  been  attended  with  a  gratifying  measure  of  prosperity  and  at 
the  present  time  he  is  able  to  live  retired,  enjoying  a  handsome  competence  with  sup- 
plies him  with  all  of  the  comforts  and  some  of  the  luxuries  of  life. 


MARION  R.  KAT8. 

Marlon  R.  Kays,  of  Richfield,  Is  the  vice  president  and  general  manager  ol  the  Idaho 
Irrigation  Company,  Ltd.  Previous  connection  with  the  reclamation  service  and  with 
Important  engineering  projects  well  qnallfled  him  for  the  Important  duties  which  he 
assumed  on  taking  hU  present  position  on  the  let  ot  January,  1912.  He  was  bom  In 
Tonlca,  Illlnots,  January  26,  1881.  and  Is  a  b(hi  of  Emery  and  Emma  (Trask)  Kays.  He 
was  hut  four  years  of  age  when  his  parents  removed  from  IlllnoiH  to  Phoenix,  Arlsona, 
where  be  attended  school  and  later  became  a  student  In  the  University  of  Illinois, 
from  which  be  was  graduated  with  tbe  class  of  1906.  He  later  spent  three  years  In  ctm- 
sectlon  with  the  United  States  reclamation  service  In  Nebraska  and  Wyoming  and 
afterward  returned  to  Arizona,  where  he  engaged  In  the  same  line  of  work  until  1910. 
He  then  removed  to  Richfield,  Idaho,  and  entered  the  employ  of  J.  Q.  White  A  Company  ' 
as  assistant  construction  superintendent.  Later  he  was  made  chief  engineer,  occupying 
that  position  for  a  short  time,  and  on  the  1st  of  January,  1912,  he  accepted  bis  present 
.position  as  vice  president  and  general  manager  of  the  Idaho  Irrigation  Company,  Ltd. 
Through  the  Intervening  period  of  eight  years  be  has  done  important  work  In  this 
connection  In  the  development  and  promotion  of  Irrigation  Interests  and  be  has  become 
thoroughly  informed  on  all  questions  having  to  do  with  the  upbuilding  of  the  water 
interests  of  the  state. 

In  1908  Mr.  Kays  was  married  to  Miss  Alice  Qrler,  a  native  of  Illinois  and  a  daughter 
of  W.  M.  and  Alice  (Lindsay)  Qrler.  The  two  children  born  ot  this  marriage  are  Alice  L. 
and  Marlon,  Jr.  Mr.  Kays  belongs  to  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  Is  a  worthy  exemplar 
ot  tbe  craft.  In  politics  he  la  a  republican  and  Is  now  serving  on  tbe  town  board  of 
RlchBeld.  A  most  progressive  spirit  actuates  him  In  all  of  his  relations  to  tbe  public 
and  In  bis  business  connections  and  as  a  private  cltisen  be  Is  working  along  lines  that 
tend  to  further  the  upbuilding  and  improvement  ot  the  state  In  every  poeslble  way. 


SAMUEL  H.  SAMPLE. 

Among  the  prominent  ranchers  of  Ada  county  la  Samuel  H.  Sample,  who  Is  now  re- 
siding on  an  eighty  acre  farm  near  McDermott  Station.  He  has  been  a  resident  ot  Idaho 
tor  twenty-five  years  but  la  a  native  of  Itlinola.  having  been  born  at  Monmouth,  that 
state,  June  28,  1863.  His  father,  Hugh  Sample,  was  born  and  reared  In  Belfast,  Ireland, 
and  was  an  Orangeman.  He  married  Jane  Hunter,  also  a  native  of  Belfast,  Ireland,  where 
their  marriage  took  place.  In  1SS2  they  crossed  the  Atlantic  and  located  at  Monmouth, 
IlIinolH,  where  both  died  and  are  burled.    They  were  of  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterian  faltb. 

The  early  lite  ot  Samuel  H.  Sample  was  spent  at  Monmouth,  Illinois,  but  on  reach- 
ing the  age  ot  sixteen  years,  be  left  hia  native  state  and  went  to  Iowa,  where  be  was 
engaged  for  four  years  as  a  farm  hand.  At  the  age  of  twenty  years,  desiring  a  change 
of  work,  be  removed  to  tbe  northwest,  traveling  over  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  and 
crossing  the  Pan  Handle  of  Idaho  to  Pendleton,  Oregon,  where  he  arrived  In  1884.  It 
was  there  that  he  met  and  married  his  wife.  He  made  Pendleton  his  headquarters  tor 
several  years  and  In  1886  trailed  sheep  from  Oregon  to  eastern  Idaho.  In  1894  he  and 
bla  wife  removed  to  Idaho,  first  living  near  Blackfoot  and  later  at  Spencer  for  many 
years.  Por  several  years  Mr.  Sample  was  In  the  employ  of  the  Wood  Livestock  Com- 
pany, a  large  sheep  concern,  and  later  became  range  superintendent  ot  the  concern  and 
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a  stock  holder  In  tbe  eompMijr.  Leaving  Idaho  h&  ramored  to  Oregon  and  was  tor 
some  time  engaged  In  ranching  In  the  Walla  Walla  valler.  Retuitifng  to  Idaho  In  19U 
he  bought  hia  present  ranch  of  eighty  acres  which  woe  then  but  little  onltlvated.  He 
immediately  set  aboat  to  ImproTe  his  place,  and  It  <■  now  all  under  cuUlvatlon,  H« 
ballt  a  bungftlow  home  and  made  other  good  Improvements,  and  keeps  a  goodly  number 
ot  dairr  eowB.  He  has  taken  an  active  Interest  in  the  welfare  ot  his  oommunlty  and  has 
to  this  end  served  as  school  director.  What  time  he  has  to  spare  from  his  ranching  In- 
tereete  be  spends  In  hunting  and  fishing,  his  two  favorite  forms  ot  recreation. 

Mr.  Sample  was  united  In  marriage  to  Hiss  Melleea  Davis,  of  Pendleton,  Or^on, 
December  23,  1871.  She  la  a  daughter  ot  John  B.  and  Lucy  (Ptnkerton)  Davis.  Her 
father  is  now  deceased,  and  her  mother  is  now  reBldIng  at  Btackfoot  Mr.  Davis  was  a 
native  of  Ohio  and  croesod  the  plains  from  Missouri  to  Oregon  at  the  age  of  fourteen 
years.  During  the  Civil  war  he  helped  to  guard  the  Immigrant  trains  and  later  served 
as  quartermaster  sergeant  at  Walla  Walla,  Washington.  He  was  also  an  Inventor,  having 
Invented  the  first  combined  header  and  thresher  that  was  ever  made.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Sample  alx  children  have  been  brarn,  namely:  Lelah,  born  October  29,  1892,  now  the 
wife  of  Eno  J.  Johnson;  Eatelle,  who  was  born  January  21,  1S96;  Ethel,  whosf  birth 
occurred  April  2,  1S98;  Samuel  Everett,  bom  Pebniary  10,  1901;  John  Francis,  whose 
natal  day  was  November  IS,  1903;  and  Clarence,  bom  September  21,  1906. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sample  are  members  of  the  P/esbyterlan  idiurch  and  in  polities 
maintain  an  Indenendent  course,  voting  for  the  man  rather  than  the  party.  PratemaUy 
he  is  afltliated  with  the  Modem  Woodmen  and  she  is  a  Royal  Neighbor.  They  are  both 
p4Vular  in  the  community  In  which  they  live  and  are  numbered  among  the  sncoeestal 
ranchers  ot  Ada  county. 


CHARLES  J.  BNOAR. 

Charles  J.  Engar,  for  years  identlfled  with  the  musical  profeaslcm  In  and  around 
Preeton.  Idaho,  and  at  present  filling  the  office  of  professor  of  music  at  Oneida  Stake 
Academy  and  acting  as  supervisor  of  the  Preeton  city  schools,  1b  a  native  of  the  kingdom 
of  Norway,  born  In  Chrlstlanla,  September  18,  1S70.  His  parents,  John  and  Anna  (Olson) 
Engar,  were  also  natives  ot  Norway.  The  father  was  a  carpenter  by  trade,  following 
that  business  during  his  active  life.  He  died  In  Norway  In  1873,  and  tn  1S76  his  widow 
and  two  children  emigrated  to  America  and  located  In  Ephralm,  Utah.  Mrs.  Engar  mar< 
ricd  again  and  went  to  reside  at  Elslnore.  Utah,  where  she  spent  the  remainder  of  her 
life,  her  death  occurring  December  13,  191S,  when  she  had  reached  the  age  of  eighty- 
five  years. 

Charles  J.  Engar  was  practically  reared  and  educated  at  Provo,  Utah,  and  later  went 
to  Europe,  where  he  studied  music  for  two  years.  On  his  return  from  Europe  he  at- 
tended the  American  Conservatory  of  Music  at  Chicago,  and  was  placed  In  charge  ot 
the  music  department  of  the  Snow  Academy  at  Ephralm,  Utah.  He  taught  In  Rlck'a 
Academy  at  Rexburg,  Idaho  tor  five  years,  and  in  1910  he  removed  to  Preston,  where 
he  has  held  a  similar  position  ever  since.  He  Is  also  manager  ot  the  theatre  at  Preston, 
owned  by  the  Oneida  stake,  and  Is  conductor  of  the  Oneida  stake  choir.  He  has  tully 
established  himself  In  the  confidence  of  the  community  as  a  musical  expert,  and  he 
stands  well  with  all  lovers  of  music  In  hl^part  ot  the  state. 

On  October  15,  1899,  Mr.  Engar  was  married  to  Alveretta  Staples,  a  daughter  of 
George  and  Laura  (Rappley)  Staples,  the  former  a  native  of  England  and  the  latter  of 
New  Tork.  Her  maternal  grandfather  was  captain  of  one  ot  the  tamous  handcart  com- 
panies that  Journeyed  across  the  plains  with  the  Latter-day  Saints.  The  family  located 
first  In  Salt  Lake  City  but  later  went  to  Dixie,  Utah,  and  stiU  later  to  central  Utah  and 
finally  to  Arizona,  tsimlng  In  all  these  places.  Mr.  Staples  was  one  of  the  first  men  to 
take  purebred  horses  and  cattle  to  Sevier  county,  Utah,  and  continued  to  raise  purebred 
stock  tor  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  died  as  the  result  of  being  gored  by  a  bull, 
October  30,  1S90.  Hla  widow  survived  until  December  14,  1916,  on  which  date  Mr.  En- 
gar's  mother  was  also  burled,  a  double  funeral  being  held.  It  la  worthy  of  note  that 
Vtro.  Staples  was  descended  from  the  Rappley  family,  one  of  whom  Is  credited  with 
being  the  first  white  child  born  In  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Engar  are  the  parents  ot 
■Ix  children,  namely:  Marlam  Louise,  Karl  J.,  Norma,  Oeorge  A.,  Byron  and  Anna 
Laura. 

Mr.  Engar  Is  a  member  ot  the  Church  ot  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  In 
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IMl  h«  vu  cUled  to  fill  a  mfulon  tn  Norvar,  trotn  whidi  he  retnmvA  two  yean  later. 
Ha  vas  prMldmt  of  the  Trondbjem  coaforanca  In  Morwajr.  H«  ia  cborlatar  of  tha  staka 
Snnd^  school  and  of  the  stake  choir;  Is  condnotor  at  the  Liberty  chorus  and  has 
charge  of  a  bank  and  orchestra  at  Preeton.  He  holds  recommendations  from  all  tha 
leading  mnslclans  of  the  west  and  has  been  <rflered  tempting  poaltlons  In  manr  dtfferent 
InitltQtloiu.  He  has  farming  Interests  tn  Carlbon  oonatr.  Idaho,  owning  three  handred 
and  sixty  acres.  While  IlTlng  In  Serler  county,  Utah,  he  was  editor  ot  the  Sevier 
County  TlmeB,  and  while  on  the  mission  to  Norway,  hU  wife  aerred  as  county  re- 
corder of  Bevler  county  tor  two  terms.  He  Is  one  of  the  board  of  goTernOrs  of  the 
Praston  Commercial  Club  and  Is  otherwise  Identified  with  the  public  affairs  ot  tb|  city. 


QEOROB  V.  HcCOY. 


Oeorge  W.  McCoy  Is  engaged  In  ranching  on  the  Wood  river,  not  tar  from  Ketebiun, 
where  he  has  made  his  home  since  1893.  He  was  bom  In  Taiewell  county,  Illinois, 
November  14,  ISte,  and  fs  a  son  of  James  and  Almira  (Hall)  McCoy.  The  mother 
died  during  the  infancy  of  her  son  and  In  1867  the  lather  left  Illinois  with  his  family 
and  crossed  the  river  to  SL  Joseph,  Missouri.  From  that  point  be  made  the  trip 
across  the  plains  with  oz  teams  and  mules  to  Shasta  county,  California.  As  they  Jonr> 
neyed  across  the  plains  the  Indians  were  numerous  and  the  wagon  train  ^t  ahead 
of  that  In  which  the  McCoy  family  was  traveling  suffered  the  loss  of  some  ot  its  men, 
while  one  woman  was  scalped  by  the  Indians.  Later  she  was  found  and  cared  for 
and  was  taken  to  California,  wbere  she  recovered  from  her  Injuries  and  her  scalp  wae 
returned  to  her.  On  various  occasions  Qeorge  W.  McCoy  went  through  a  number  ot 
Indian  scarea.  His  father  establlBhed  the  family  home  on  the  Sacramento  river  In 
California,  where  be  purcbaeed  one  hundred  and  eixty  acree  of  land,  which  be  de- 
velt^ted  and  Improved,  making  bis  bome  thereon  tor  five  years.  He  then  sold  that 
property  and  bought  another  farm,  which  he  cultivated  for  a  short  time,  after  which 
be  traded  his  land  for  a  sawmill  on  South  Cow  creek.    This  be  operated  for  eight  years. 

George  W.  McCoy  assisted  his  father  upon  tbe  farm  and  In  the  mill.  Later  the 
father  sold  the  mill  and  removed  to  the  Big  valley,  while  Oeorge  W.  McC<v  operated 
a  ranch  on  Oakrun  known  as  the  old  Hunt  ranch,  remaining  there  for  two  years.  HIb 
father  died  In  Drews  valley  of  Oregtm. 

After  living  upon  tbe  Hunt  ranch  Oeorge  W.  McCoy  worked  In  a  stone  quarry 
for  a  short  time  and  later  he  took  his  wife  and  two  children  and  drove  to  Drain 
Station,  Oregon,  from  which  point  be  traveled  to  Humboldt  county,  Nevada,  and 
afterward  to  Beaver  county,  Utah,  wbere  be  engaged  to  some  extent  In  teaming.  In 
I87T  be  returned  to  Shasta  county,  California,  where  he  engaged  In  farming  and  also 
operated  a  sawmill.  Later  he  was  at  Star  Valley,  Nevada,  where  be  carried  on  tanning 
tor  two  years,  and  on  tbe  13th  of  November,  ISSO,  be  arrived  at  Ketchum,  Blaine- 
county,  Idaho,  wbere  be  purchased  two  lots  and  built  a  log  bouse.  On  tbe  2d  of 
DecefDber  snow  lay  on  the  ground  to  the  depth  of  thirty-eight  Inches.  Tbe  following 
year  Mr.  McCoy  began  teaming  trom  Hailey  to  Ketchum  and  to  Qalena  and  was  thus 
active  In  business  until  August,  1SS4,  when  tbe  building  of  the  railroad  Into  tbe  district 
caused  his  work  as  a  freighter  to  be  suspended.  He  afterward  worked  as  an  ore 
sampler  for  eight  years  and  then  purchased  his  present  ranch  In  1892.  Tbe  following 
year  he  removed  to  the  property,  becoming  owner  of  elghty-flve  acres,  to  which  be 
has  added  until  he  now  has  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres.  In  1906  be  built  bis 
present  home  upon  his  ranch  and  as  the  years  have  passed  he  has  carried  forward 
the  work  of  improvement  and  development,  transforming  it  into  a  valuable  property. 

On  the  4tb  of  June,  1871.  Mr.  Coy  was  married  to  Miss  Sarah  Jane  Bailey,  a  daugh- 
ter ot  James  and  Dosha  Elinor  Bailey  and  a  native  ot  Shasta  county,  California,  to 
which  state  her  father  went  in  1S4S,  attracted  by  the  discovery  of  gold  on  tbe  Pacific 
coast.  Her  father  was  killed  by  Indians  at  Antelope  Springs,  Humboldt  county,  Nevada, 
while  on  his  way  home  to  California.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCoy  have  been  bom  ten  chil- 
dren: George  William;  James  F.;  Charles  A.,  deceased;  Hannah  B.;  Melvin  R.;  Sarab 
L.;  Leroy;  Emerson  A.;  Lena  B.;  and  Arnold  E. 

Politically  Mr.  McCoy  la  a  democrat  and  baa  held  the  office  of  water  master  at 
Ketchum.  He  belongs  to  tbe  Masonic  fraternity  and  also  to  the  Order  ot  the  Eastern 
Star.  He  made  his  way  to  the  Pacific  coast  in  1S67  and  through  the  Intervening  period 
of  slzty-tbree  years  he  has  been  an  Interested  witness  of  all  the  remarkable  changes 
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whtcb  have  occurred  leading  to  the  npbulldliiK  ol  the  Breat  wwteni  empire.  Ha  has 
shared  m  all  ot  the  bardshlpe  of  pioneer  life  when  thla  section  of  the  country  was  far 
remote  from  eastern  opportunities  and"  advantages.  He  has  performed  the  arduous 
labor  of  a  freighter,  has  assisted  In  the  difficult  task  of  redalmtng  wild  land  for  the 
purpoMB  of  civfllsatioa  and  as  the  years  have  gone  by  has  contributed  In  many  waya 
to  the  pioneer  development  and  subsequent  upbuilding  of  the  dlstrlcU  In  which  lie  has 
lived. 


THOMAS  E.  CLARK. 

Thomas  E.  Clark  is  prominently  Identi fled  -  with  the  business  Interests  of  Paul  as 
proprietor  of  the  Paul  Automobile  Company  and  also  as  senior  partner  in  the  Clark  A 
Son  Implement  Company.  He  was  born  at  I<a  Plata,  Missouri,  August  17,  1S70,  and  is 
a  son  of  Henry  O.  and  Casste  Clarissa  Clark.  His  boyhood  dayb  w«re  largely  passed 
In  Missouri,  where  he  remained  to  the  age  of  twenty-etz  years.  He  then  went  to  Boie- 
man,  Montana,  where  he  followed  farming  until  1008,  when  he  came  to  the  present  site 
of  the  town  of  Paul  In  Idaho.  Here' he  homesteoded  a  tract  of  land  of  eighty  aores. 
It  was  entirely  updeveloped  and  unimproved  when  It  came  into  hisipossession,  but  be 
at  once  began  the  task  of  converting  the  wild  land  into  an  arable  and  productive  tract. 
Upon  this  he  built  a  seven-room  house.  Later  the  town  of  Paul  was  started  and  with 
the  building  of  the  railroad  and  the  further  development  of  the  town  Mr.  Clark's  farm 
became  the  very  center  c^  the  developing  community.  In  1017  he  traded  his  land 
wItUn  the  town  site  for  a  farm  west  (d  the  town,  comprising  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres,  but  still  retains  city  and  business  lots.  In  1918  he  established  his  present  auto- 
mobile business  In  cmnection  with  6ny  Holleubeck,  who  In  time  sold  his  Interest  to 
J.  J.  Smoot.  Still  later  Mr.  Clark  purchased  the  Interest  of  Mr.  Smoot  and  Is  now 
operating  Icdependently  under  the  name  of  the  Paul  Automobile  Company  and  as  senior 
partner  In  the  Clark  ft  Son  Implement  Company.  He  has  thoroughly  studied  condl- 
tlrms  affecting  both  branches  of  trade  and  his  efforts  are  carefully  and  wisely  directed. 
He  displays  much  Initiative  In  the  conduct  of  £ib  business  and  his  labors  are  bringing 
substantial  returns. 

In  1S91  Mr.  Clark  was  married  to  Miss  Nellie  Dangherty,  a  native  of  La  Plata, 
Missouri,  and  a  daughter  of  Qeorge  C.  and  Llicle  (Newton)  Daugberty.  They  have 
become  parents  of  live  children :  Ray  B.,  whb  IS'  now  at  Blare  Island  with  the  Fortieth 
Supply  Detachment  of  the  United  States  army;  Marie;  Irene;  Floyd;  and  Olenn. 

Mr.  Clark  Is  a  member  of  the  Modem  Woodmen  of  America  and  Is  now  serving  as 
chairman  oI  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Woodmen  Building  A  Operating  Company. 
In  politics  he  maintains  an  attitude  Independent  of  party  ties.  He  Is  now  servisg  on 
the  town  board  and  is  Interested  in  everything  that  has  to  do  with  the  welfare  and 
upbuilding  of  the  community  and  the  maintenance  of  its  high  civic  standards.  He  Is 
one  of  those  who  are  always  alert  to  every  business  chance  or  opportunity  and  his  suc- 
cess Is  due  to  the  fact  that  he  has  been  able  to  recognise  and  utilize  advantages  which 
otliera  have  passed  heedlessly  by. 


OBORGB  O'DWYBR. 

George  O'Dwyer  la  a  dealer  In  bay,  grain  and  feed  at  SL  Maries  and  Is  winning 
that  substantial  success  which  comes  from  close  application  in  business  and  well  di- 
rected taiergr.  He  came  to  the  west  In  1!K)4  from  Dane  county,  Wisconsin,  and  lived  fqr 
five  years  in  Spokane,  Washington,  before  removing  to  Idaho.  His  birth  occurred 
fifteen  miles  north  of  Madison,  Wisconsin,  on  the  1st  of  August,  1870,  he  being  the  eldest 
of  the  six  sons  of  Michael  and  Ellen  (Dlllonl  O'Dwyer,  who  were  natives  of  Ireland. 

George  O'Dwyer  ts  the  only  member  of  the  family  living  In  the  west,  the  others 
still  being  residents  of  Dane  county,  Wisconsin.  He  was  reared  upon  the  home  farm 
and  pursued  his  early  education  In  the  country  schools  and  later  was  graduated  from 
Sacred  Heart  College  at  Watertown.  Wisconsin,  In  the  year  1888,  at  which  time  his 
father  was  living  In  the  town  of  Dane.  Dane  county,  owning  a  drug  store  In  the  town 
and  a  farm  nearby.  George  O'Dwyer  spent  much  of  his  youth  In  his  father's  drug  store  ' 
and  there  learned  pharmacy,  being  afterward  licensed  as  a  pharmacist.     In  1892  he 
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MtaUlBhed  a  general  store  at  Cndabr.  WIscohbId,  a  suburb  of  HUwsnkee,  but  sold  Um 
baBlbeBH  In  1894.  For  tan  yean  tbereatter  he  owned  and  cooAictad  a  general 
store  at  Wanpun,  Wisconsin,  bnt  disposed  of  the  buslneea  In  1904  and  made 
his  way  to  the  northw«sL  He  flrst  located  In  Spokane^  WashbiKton,  where 
for  Ave  roars  he  was  engaKOd  m  th«  cominlnlon  bnslness,  and  In  1909  be 
remoTod  to  Idaho,  spending  two  rears  tn  ateamboatlng  on  Coeur  d'Alene  lake, 
making  his  residence  In  the  dty  of  Coenr  d'Alene.  Since  1911^  be  "has  llvod  in  St 
Maries,  where  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  hay,  grain  and  feed  hnsinesa,  oondnctlng  the 
only  large  business  of  the  kind  tn  the  place.  This  he  carries  on  nnder  the  name  of 
George  O'Dwyer,  incorporated.  The  concern  was  incorporated  In  1917  and  In  connec- 
tion with  the  buying  and  selling  of  hay,  grain  and  feed  the  company  operates  a  feed 
mill  which  Is  the  only  one  In  Benewab  county.  In  addition  to  the  lines  wbch  they  handle 
already  mentioned,  the  company  likewise  deals  in  floor,  lime,  coment,  brick  and  poultry 
supplies  and  its  hnsinesa  has  now  reached  gratifying  prt^ortlons,  Insuring  a  substantial 
annual  income. 

On  the  1st  of  February,  1900,  Mr.  O'Dwyer  was  marriod  In  ClintonTllle,  WtsoonsU, 
to  Hlu  IJna  Bents,  who  was  bom  in  tbat  state  and  la  of  Oerman  descent  Hfs  religious 
(oitb  la  that  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church  and  fraternally  he  Is  connected  with  the 
Knights  of  Cotumboa  and  with  the  BeneTOlent  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  His  pcdltlcal 
support  Is  given  to  the  republican  party,  and  while  a  Arm  believer  in  its  principles,  he 
was  never  a  candidate  for  political  oSce  until  the  fall  of  191S,  when  he  was  elected  from 
Braewah  coonty  to  the  state  leglalatnre  and  Is  now  serrlng  in  the  house  of  r^n'e- 
sentatires.  Re  was  made  chairman  of  the  waterways  and  drainage  committee,  ctialr- 
mao  of  the  printing  committer  and  a  member  of  the  railroads,  carriers  and  corporatlmn 
oommlttae  and  the  uniform  laws  oommittee.  He  Is  regarded  a«  a  level  headed  and  ane- 
eessfnl  bininesa  man  and  he  is  bringing  to  his  official  duties  the  same  oapottUitr  and 
Vtrtt,  being  now  active  In  pushing  forward  constructive  legislation  in  the  lower  house 
of  the  Idaho  general  assembly. 


HON.  LOUIS  it.  ADAMS. 

Hon.  Louis  R.  Adams,  residing  at  Rupert  Is  well  known  In  banking  drdea  and  also 
as  one  of  the  prominent  sheepmen  of  Minidoka  county.  Moreover,  he  has  figured  actively 
In  connection  with  the  public  life  of  the  ccmmnnlty  and  has  represented  his  district  in 
Idaho's  legislature.  Iowa  numbers  him  amcHig  her  native  sens,  his  birth  having  occurred 
in  Cass  county,  that  state,  on  the  1st  of  August,  1871.  his  parents  being  Robert  D.  and 
Margaret  J.  .(Ware)  Adams.  His  boyhood  days  were  spent  In  Iowa,  where  he  remained 
unt^  he  reached  the  age  of  twenty-eight  He  pursued  his  educatltHi  in  the  putdlc 
schools  and  asslgted  In  the  work  of  the  farm,  his  father  having  been  one  of  the  eariy 
farmers  of  that  section  of  the  state. 

In  1900  he  Went  to  Laa  Vegas,  New  Mezloo,  where  he  remained  for  a  year  and  then 
returned  to  Iowa.  In  June,  1902.  he  was  married  there  and  In  the  following  August 
he  sought  the  opport unities  of  the  xrowlng  northwest,  making  his  way  to  Qlenns  Ferry, 
Idaho,  where  be  was  engaged  in  the  lumber  business  for  a  period  of  six  yeara,  though 
still  retaining  his  interest  in  the  business  he  removed  In  1906  to  Rnpert,  where  he 
took  up  a  homestead  of  eighty  acres,  and  later  he  added  two  eighty-acre  traeta,  de- 
veloping and  improving  a  ranch.  He  also  became  interested  In  the  lumber  trade  at 
Rupert  in  company  with  Fred  A.  Nelson,  his  wife's  brother,  and  was  thus  active  until 
the  fall  of  1913,  when  he  sold  his  Interaets  In  'the  lumberyard  but  continued  In  the 
implement  business  for  two  years  longer.  In  1916  he  disposed  of  hia  Interest  In  the 
Implement  business  and  concentrated  his  efforts  and  attention  upon  sheep  ralalng.  In 
which  he  Is  now  engaged.  In  connection  with  George  Flynn  of  Declo,  Idaho,  he  or- 
ganized the  First  National  Bank  of  Rupert,  of  which  he  waa  elected  president  his  as- 
sociates in  the  business  being  Carl  Titus,  V.  A.  Titus  and  Ed  Nelson,  wbo  are  directors 
of  the  Institution.  The  bank  has  prospered  under  the  direction  at  ,Mr.  Adama,  the  busi- 
ness steadily  growing.  He  is  a  forceful  and  resouroeful  business ,  man,  ready  to  meet 
any  emergency  with  the  consciousness  and  strength  tbat  comes  from  a  right  conception 
of  things  and  an  habitual  regard  for  what  Is  best  In  the  exercise  of  human  activities. 

On  the  27th  of  June,  1902,  Mr.  Adams  was  married  to  Miss  Marie  M.  Nelson,  a 
native  of  Qrlswold,  Iowa,  and  a  daughter  of  Frank  and  Mallna  (Hansen)  Nelsoh.  The 
four  diildren  of  this  marriage  are  Winona.

He  gave  most  thonghtfol  and  earoeet 
eonaideratiMi  to  the  questions  which  oame  up  tor  settlement  and  his  sapport  of  any 
measure  was  proof  of  his  belief  In  Its  efflcacy  as  a  factor  in  good  government.  He  has 
ever  stood  for  those  things  which  make  for  tbe  welfare  of  communltr.  c(»nmonwealth 
and  country  and  his  life  bistorr  te  UlttstratlTs  of  the  opportunities  offered  In  tbe  north- 
weM.

WILLIAM  C.  POX. 


William  C.  Fi»,  the  owner  of  an  excellent  ranch  of  forty  acras  three  miles  south 
of  Star,  was  bom  In  Renville  county,  Minnesota,  April  17,  1884,  his  parents  being 
Matthew  and  Margaret  (Reagan)  Fox,  the  former  a  native  of  Kentucky  and  the  latter 
at  Ontario,  Canada.  Matthew  Fox  died  In  Minnesota  when  hla  son  William  was  but  a 
year  old,  while  his  wife,  wbo  survived  blm  for  almost  three  decades,  passed  away  at 
LewiatoD,  Idaho,  in  1914.  Mr.  Fox  of  this  review  has  me  sister,  Mary  C,  wbo  was 
fraraerly  engaged  in  teaching  acbool  but  Is  now  a  trained  nurse  of  Lewlstttn,  this  state. 

William  C.  Fox  was  reared  to  manhood  In  Minnesota,  principally  In  HlnnevoIIs. 
Re  was  graduated  from  a  Minnesota  bi^  school  and  completed  a  course  in  Ar<dilbaId*B 
Business  College  of  Minneapolis  when  nineteen  years  of  age.  Subaequently  he  was  em- 
ployed as  a  stenographer  and  bookkeeper  by  a  large  railway  contracting  firm  of  Min- 
neapolis tor  ten  consecutive  years.  In  1910,  when  yet  unmarried,  be  came  to  Boise,  Idaho, 
here  spending  several  months  in  various  employmenta,  while  in  tbe  spring  of  1911  he 
became  the  owner  of  eighty  acres  of  land  In  Ada  county,  including  bis  present  f<^y- 
acre  ranch  three  miles  south  of  Star.  He  retained  tbe  entire  place  for  several  years, 
Improving  the  property  and  cultivating  all  of  tbe  land  until  1819,  when  he  sold  forty 
acres  thereof.  The  operation  of  the  remaining  forty-acre  tract  makes  full  demand  upon 
his  time  and  energies,  for  be  has  no  son  old  eoougb  to  assist  him  in  tbe  work  of  the 
flelda  and  hired  help  Is  dlfllcult  to  obtain,  One  feature  of  the  place  is  a  seven-acre  prune 
orchard  which  be  set  out  In  1911  and  which  Is  now  in  full  bearing. 

On  tbe  19th  of  November,  1910,  in  Boise,  Idaho,  Mr.  Fox  was  Joined  in  wedlock  to 
Miss  Mary  C.  Townsend,  whoae  birth  occurred  In  Scott  county,  Minnesota,  March  17,  1887. 
Rer  parents,  Joseph  Bdward  and  Joeepblne  (Mars)  Townsend,  are  still  residents  of 
Scott  county,  Minnesota.  Tbs  romance  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fox  began  In  Minneapolis,  be> 
fore  tbe  former  came  to  Idabo.  Mrs.  Fox  is  a  graduate  of  the  State  Normal  School  at 
Mankato.  Minnesota,  and  taught  school  tor  three  years  prior  to  her  marriage.  She  has 
become  the  mother  of  three  children,  namely:  Marguerite,  wbo  was  bom  August  31, 
1911;'  Josephine,  whoee  natal  day  was  September  15, 191Gi  and  J<dm  Donald,  whose  blrUi 
occurred  Mardi  16,  1917. 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Fox  Is  a  democrat  but  without  aspiration  for  public 
preferment.  Both  he  and  bis  wife  are  communicants  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church  at 
Nampa,  while  fraternally  be  Is  tdentlBed  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  His  career  has 
ever  been  such  as  to  commend  him  to  tbe  confidence  and  esteem  of  all  with  whom  he  has 
been  associated  and  he  well  deserves  recognition  among  the  representative  and  success- 
ful ranchmen  of  southwestern  Idabo. 


PAUL  M.  BOWBR. 

Panl  M.  Bower,  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business  at  Sandpolnt,  is  one  of  the  native 
sons  of  tbe  northwest  and  poesesses  the  spirit  of  enterprise  and  progress  which  has  been 
the  dominant  factor  In  the  upbuilding  of  this  section  of  tbe  country.  He  was  bom  In 
Spokane,  Washington,  December  S,  18S8.  and  Is  a  son  of  E.  J.  and  Mary  (McKlnney) 
Bower.  The  father  Is  a  native  of  Tlncennee.  Indiana,  and  made  the  trip  across  the 
country  to  Oregon  when  a  boy  or  fifteen,  sharing  In  all  of  the  hardships  and  trials  of 
travel  In  that  manner  and  at  that  day.    He  became  a  resident  of  Spokane,  whtcb  at  that 
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time  was  a  mere  Tillage,  'and  there  tie  afterward  engaged  In  the  Ice  bnslneBB,  continuing 
active  as  a  dealer  In  Ice  for  about  thirty  years.  Later  be  removed  to  Coc<dalla,  Idalio,  . 
bec(»ning  one  of  tbe  earliest  residents  of  that  place,  and  there  he  Is  still  engaged  In  the 
Ice  trade.  He  wedded  Mary  HcKlnney,  who  was  born  at  Turner,  Oregon,  and  whoee 
parents  were  among  the  pioneers  of  the  Pacific  coast,  having  made  the  trip  overland 
in  1847. 

Fanl  M.  Bower  began  his  education  In  the  public  schools,  passing  through  con- 
secutive grades  to  the  high  school  of  Spokane,  while  later  he  continued  his  studies 
In  the  Willamette  University  of  Salem,  Oregon.  During  his  college  days  he  took  a  most 
active  interest  In  athletics.  After  completing  his  education  he  came  to  Bonner  county, 
where  he  has  made  his  home  for  the  past  twenty  yetin.  He  ts  now  engaged  In  the  real 
estate  business  at  Sandpoint  and  Is  an  extensive  dealer  in  property,  handling  both  im- 
proved and  nnlmprOTed  lands  throughout  the  Panhandle  and  also  in  western  Montana, 
carrying  on  the  business  there  In  conjunction  with  the  emigration  department  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railroad.  He  ts  a  firm  believer  in  Sandpoint  and  Its  future  and  baa 
been  moet  active  in  promoting  all  of  the  Interests  that  contribute  to  the  welfare  and 
progress  of  Bonner  county. 

Mr.  Bower  was  married  In  1910  to  Miss  Emma  Marsh  Simmons  and  they  have  one 
child,  Lois.

In  a  word  he  Is  never  remiss  In  the  datlea 
of  citlienshtp  and  his  aid  and  cooperation  have  been  active  factors  In  pnbllo  progress. 


EZRA  CARTER  FOSS,  Sa. 

The  late  E!ira  Carter  Foss  was  a  native  son  of  New  England.  He  was  born  at  Saco, 
Maine,  July  23, 1833.  His  lather  was  Calvin  Icbabod  Foss  and  his  mother  Sarah  Brackett 
Carter  Foss.  also  natives  of  the  same  state.  On  both  the  paternal  and  maternal  sides  Of 
the  house  Mr.  Foea  was  a  descendant  of  Revolntionary  sires,  who  nobly  fought  lor 
American  Independence,  and  the  founding  of  a  nation  whose  grand  old  flag  floats  for 
the  freedom  of  the  down  trodden  and  oppressed  of  every  land  and  ollme.  Like  bis  an- 
ceetry  Mr.  Foss  was  richly  endowed  with  a  strong  love  of  liberty  and  a  diapoeitloa  of 
great  generosity  and  to  fearlessly  defend  the  weak  and  oppressed  in  every  phase  of 
human  life.  His  father  died  In  his  native  state  at  the  early  age  of  thlrty-flve  years, 
while  bis  mother  attained  the  age  of  ninety-three  years,  and  her  father,  Ezra  Cartar. 
lived  to  be  nlnety-slx  years  of  age. 

In  1860,  when  Mr.  Foss  was  only  seventeen  years  of  age  his  mother  and  her  four 
daughters  left  their  native  state  for  the  valley  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake.  They  had  be- 
come adherents  of  the  Latter-day  Saint  faith,  and  like  all  the  early  Mormon  pioneers 
crossed'the  dreary  waste  from  the  Missouri  river  to  Salt  Lake  Valley  with  ox  and 
bwse  teams,  walking  much  of  the  way  themselves.  They  had  embraced  the  faith  through 
the  mlssl<m  worl»of  Apostle  Wllford  Woodruff  and  John  F.  Boynton.  Mr.  Woodruff 
was  an  uncle  of  Esra  Foss  and  later  held  the  distinction  of  being  president  of  the  Churoh 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  In  Maine,  Mr.  Foss  had  learned  the  art  of  book- 
binding and  In  Utah  for  a  time  he  followed  this  occupation  and  bound  some  of  the  first 
books  used  In  Utah  containing  the  statutes  and  laws  of  Utah  as  enacted  by  the  territorial 
legislature,  then  held  In  central  Utah  at  the  towu  of  Fillmore.  In  1S5S  he  was  called  by 
President  Brigham  Young  to  colonize  the  Elk  mountain  region  In  CarsMi  valley,  Nevada, 
filling  this  mission  with  credit.  He  was  honorably  released  and  went  over  the  Sierra 
Nevadas  Into  California.  He  went  to  the  Sacramento  valley  where  his  brother  Calvin 
resided  In  the  heart  of  the  gold  fields,  where  members  of  the  Mormon  Battalion  were 
the  first  discoverers  of  Calitomia  gold  In  1S47  in  the  Sutter  mill  race  near  Sacramento. 
He  remained  in  California  mining  and  stock  raising  until  1864,  when  he  returned  to  his 
h<nne  In  Salt  Lake  City,  where  tor  a  number  of  years  he  engaged  In  farming  near  the 
suburb  of  Salt  Lake  City,  now  known  as  Waterloo  district.  He  also  helped  the  engineer, 
Jesse  W.  Fox,  survey  tbe  first  railroad  In  Utah— the  Utah  Central — from  Ogden  to  Salt 
Lake  City. 

In  18S6  Mr.  Foss  married  Emily  Cheney,  a  very  estimable,  genial  and  industrious 
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Iad7.  also  a  deecendant  of  the  Revolutionary  fathers.  Her  parents  were  Nathan  and  Eliza 
Beebe  Cheney,  natlvea  of  New  Hampshire,  who  became  sturdy  settlers  and  npbullders  of 
Cattarangus  county,  New  York.  Mr.  Cheney  was  engaged  In  the  woolen  mills  buslnesB, 
which  he  continued  to  operate  the  remainder  of  hfs  life.  To  Bira  and  Bmlly  Foes  were 
bom  eight  children,  namely:  Ezra  C;  Sarah  Brackett;  FYanUln  N.;  Catvln  Z.;  Amy  B.; 
Lnther  S.;  and  twine,  Edna  and  Ida,  who  died  at  the  age  of  nine  months. 

In  1S8S  Mr.  Fobs  and  family  moved  to  Farmlngton,  the  county  seat  of  Davis  county, 
TTtab.  wbere  he  made  his  home  the  remainder  of  his  life,  making  one  visit  In  the  yesr 
1906  to  his  boyhood  home  and  friends  In  the  state  of  Halne,  accompanied  by  hla  son 
Lather.  He  died  at  his  home  In  Farmlngton.  July  3.  1919,  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  eighty- 
six  years.  His  departure  was  not  only  mourned  by  his  loving  wife,  children  and  grand-  I 
children,  but  by  a  host  of  other  admiring  relatives  and  friends.  Mr.  Fobs  was  a  man 
IwlOTed  by  all  who  knew  him,  and  they  who  knew  him  best  loved  him  most.  He  was  a 
good  citisen  and  a  qnlet,  unassuming  faithful  membei'  of  his  church.  He  was  generous 
and  big-hearted,  cheerful  and  genial  in  disposition.  He  despised  hypocrisy  and  cowardice 
In  every  form,  was  honest  and  upright  In  all  the  walks  of  life.  The  principal  speaker 
at  bis  funeral,  Attorney  Thomas,  made  the  remark,  "In  Bsra  Foes  there  wae  no  sham." 
Hie  funeral  was  attended  to  overflowing  by  hundreds  of  loving  and  admiring  friends,  and 
his  remains  were  laid  quietly  to  rest  In  the  Fannington  cemetery  to  await  the  reaurrec- 
tliHi  of  the  just. 


EMILY  CHENETf  POSS. 


Bmlly  Cheney  Poea,  devoted  mother  of  the  Foes  brothers  and  her  daughter,  Sarah 
*B.,  and  wife  of  Ears  C.  Foss,  Sr.,  was  horn  in  CentervUIe,  Davis  county,  Utah,  July  1'7, 
1861,  and  Is  oonseiinently  now  nearlng  sixty-nine  years  of  age.  Her  parents,  Nathan 
and  Bllsa  Beebe  Cheney,  descendants  of  the  Pilgrim  fathers,  and  among  the  early  Mor- 
mon pioneers  to  Salt  Lake  valley,  croesed  the  plains  to  Utah  with  an  ox  team  In  1860 
and  settled  In  Davis  connty,  Utah,  where  Aunt  Bhnlly  was  bom.  Her  mother  and  father 
both  died  when  Emily  was  less  than  one  year  old.  Near  by  the  Cbeney  home  was  a 
good  Samaritan  couple  by  the  name  of  Fool.  They  took  little  Emily  to  rear,  Mrs. 
'  Jeauette  Pool  having  a  young  babe  of  her  own,,  nourished  them  both  and  brought  her 
np  in  the  John  Pool  family  as  their  own.  child.  In  those  early  pioneer  days  school  facil- 
ities were  scant  so  that  Emily  Cbeney  did  not  have  the  same  opportunity  tor  educa- 
tion which  came  later  to  her  sons  and  danghters.  She  had,  however,  the  education  ot 
experience  and  pioneer  life  which  served  her  well  in  later  years  as  wife  and  mother.  In 
her  girlhood  days  with  her  adopted  father  and  mother  she  moved  to  Ogden,  they  being 
among  the  pioneers  and  early  builders  of  that  city,  and  later  on  lived  with  her  sister, 
Mrs.  Helen  HUter,  of  Fanntngton.  Utah. 

Emily  Cbeney  was  married  to  Ezra  C.  Foes  In  1869  under  the  rites  of  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  church.

Sabsequently  he 
followed  the  profession  of  druggist  in  Salt  I«ke  City  and  Logan  for  a  number  ol  years. 
In  every  place  be  gave  perfect  satisfaction  to  his  employers  and  all  concerned,  always 
baying  the  good  will  of  his  customers.  He  moved  to  Preston,  Idaho,  In  1901,  where  he

1877,  a  son 
of  Bsra  and  Emily  C.  Foes,  the  former  a  native  of  Maine  and  the  latter  of  Centerville, 
Utah,  and  respecting  whom  further  particulars  are  found  In  another  part  of  this  volume 
ander  the  caption  of  E:ira  C.  Fosa.  Calvin  Fobs  was  reared  In  Salt  Lake  City  anl 
educated  tn  the  common  schools  of  that  city,  after  which  he  attended  the  State  Agri- 
cultural College  at  Logan,  Utah.  He  later  purchased  a  small  herd  of  pure  bred  sheep 
and  continued  in  that  line  for  aome  time,  after  which  he  came  to  Preston,  Idaho,  and 
ever  since  has  been  manager  of  the  Foss  Brothers  Clothing  Store,  the  aftalra  of  which 
he  has  conducted  with  marked  ability  attended  with  splendid  success,  it  having  paid 
well  from  the  beginning.

Luther  S.  Fobs,  a  member  of  the  well  known  family  of  Foaa  brothers,  long  Identified 
with  the  commercial  lite  of  Preston,  Idaho,  Is  also  a  son  of  Ezra  C.  and  Emily  C.  Foss, 
and  was. born  in  Farmington,  Utah,  August  26,  1SS3.  He  was  reared  In  his  native 
town  and  educated  In  the  Farmington  echoola  and  the  Brlgham  Young  College  at  Logan, 
Utah.  Completing  his  college  course,  Mr.  Fobs  entered  the  mortgage  loan  buBiness  at 
Preston,  Idaho,  the  firm  trading  as  the  Idaho  Bankers  Mortgage  Loan  Corporation,  of 
which  he  was  the  owner.  When  nineteen  years  of  age  he  was  called  on  a  mission  to 
England  In  behalf  of  the  Mormon  church,  where  he  remained  for  over  two  years.  Later 
he  visited  Europe  twice  on  mining  business.  On  returning  from  bis  mission  to  England 
he  branched  out  into  the  mining  bnblness  In  the  state  of  Nevada.  In  this  he  was  more 
than  ordinarily  successful.  From  Preston  he  moved  his  office  to  Ogden.  Utah,  where  he 
engaged  in  the  loan  and  real  estate  buslneas.

Hon.  Manning  Cassldy  Stott  ts  numbered  among  the  representatives  of  the  dem- 
ocratic party  who  are  efficiently  managing  the  interests  of  the  commonwealth  In  public 
office.  He  la  serving  as  register  of  the  Idaho  land  department,  with  offices  In  Boise, 
He  comes  to  the  west  from  Van  Buren  county,  Iowa,  his  birth  having  there  occurred 
In  the  town  of  Cantrll.  September  19,  1884.  He  was  the  only  son  of  James  and  Ibe- 
becca  (Cassldy)   Stott,  who  were  also  natives  of  Van  Buren  county.     The  father  now 
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makes  hla  home  fn  Bolae,  and  althooKh  he  has  reached  the  ««•  of  Beveiitr-^lsht  ymn. 
Is  still  strong  and  TlKorons,  In  earlj  manhood  he  followed  farming  In  Iowa  and  later 
croaaed  the  plains  to  Montana  with  an  oz  team  In  the  'SOa,  aft«r  which  he  deroted 
■ereral  years  to  talnlng  pursuits  In  that  state,  smisequentlj  be  retnmed  to  Iowa  and 
was  married  there  bat  in  ISBO  removed  with  hts  famUy  to  Idaho.  He  became  InterestAd 
in  fruit  growing  in  Ada  county  and  planted  the  first  commercial  prune  orchard  in  the 
Boise  valley  hut  at  thefpresent  time  be  Is  living  retired  from  active  iMiBlnesa,  enjoy* 
ing  in  well  earned  rest  the  fruits  of  his  former  toll  and  activity.  He  occnplea  a  pleasant 
home  In  Boise,  where'  hie  wife  passed  awaj  on  tbe  lat  ot  January,  ISIS. 

Manning  C.  Stott  was  a  lad  of  but  six  years  when  the  family  home  was  flstabllehed 
In  Idaho  and  his  education  was  acquired  in  the  public  schools  of  the  capital,  where  he 
passed  through  succeaslve  grades  to  his  gradoatlon  from  the  Bolae  high  school  with  the 
class  of  1903.  Later  he  completed  a  commercial  course  which  Included  bocAkeeplng  and 
stenograpbr  and  for  a  period  of  seven  years  he  was  employed  as  a  atenographer.  While 
thus  working  be  was  moat  ot  the  time  connected  with  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Oregon  Short  Line.  His  jutles  took  him  to  Portland,  Seattle,  SpcAane  and 
other  points  In  Oregon  and  Washington.  Eventually,  however,  he  returned  to  Boise  and 
became  the  founder  ot  a  commercial  agency  known  as  the  Western  Reporting  Company, 
a  concern  which  Is  still  In  eztstenoe  and  Is  meeting  with  substantial  prosperity.  The 
business  was  Incorporated  In  1912,  with  Mr.  Stott  as  the  first  president,  and  he  Is  now 
its  secretary,  having  resigned  the  presidency  on  the  Ist  ot  January,  1917,  to  become 
register  of  the  Idaho  state  land  department,  to  which  position  be  had  been  appointed  by 
the  Idaho  atate  land  board.  In  politics  be  has  always  been  a  stalwart  democrat  and 
tor  the  past  two  years  has  been  the  chairman  ot  the  democratic  central  committee  ot 
Ada  county.    He  is  also  the  president  ot  the  Young  Men's  Democratic  Club. 

On  the  16th  of  July,  1913,  Mr.  Stott  was  married  to  Miss  Lillian  Hogdeu,  a  native 
ot  Minnesota,  and  they  occupy  an  enviable  social  position  In  Boise,  where  their  friends 
are  legion.

AIRS.  EMMA  J.  LINDBR. 

Mrs.  Emma  J.  Llnder,  residing  at  Llnder  Station,  about  two  and  a  half  miles 
west  of  Eagle,  Is  the  owner  of  an  excellent  ranch  of  two  hundred  and  seventy^tbree 
acres  and  In  the  conduct  of  the  property  displays  excellent  business  management  and 
a  spirit  of  undaunted  enterprise.  She  was  born  in  Wayne  county,  Iowa,  November  7, 
1855,  and  bore  the  maiden  name  ot  Emma  J.  Wilson,  her  parents  being  James  and 
Nancy  (Perkins)  Wilson,  who  were  natives  ot  Indiana  and  were  married  In  that 
state  In  1849.  She  crossed  the  plains  with  her  parents  In  1S62,  the  family  going  first 
to  the  Willamette  valley  ot  Oregon,  at  which  time  Mrs.  Llnder  was  a  little  maiden  of 
but  seven  summers.  A  year  later  the  family  returned  to  Idaho,  settling  In  the  Boise 
valley  on  a  ranch  a  few  miles  west  of  the  city  ot  Boise  and  on  the  south  side  ot  the 
Boise  river,  near  the  old  Thurman  grist  mill.  In  1S6S  the  family  removed  to  Salem, 
Oregon,  where  they  continued  for  a  year,  and  then  again  came  to  the  Boise  valley, 
taking  up  their  abode  near  Star, 

Mrs.  Llnder  accompanied  ber  parents  on  these  various  removals,  spending  her 
girlhood  days  on  the  different  farms  on  which  the  family  lived  and  witnessing  mnch 
of  the  pioneer  development  ot  the  state.  She  has  been  twice  married.  On  the  IMh 
of  March,  1872,  she  became  the  wife  of  Simpson  Qoble  and  eight  children  were  bom 
to  them.  James  D.,  who  was  bom  May  14,  1873,  and  la  now  married  and  resides  In 
Oakland,  California,  is  the  eldest.  George  A.,  bom  October  20,  1876,  was  killed  In  a 
snowalide  February  IS,  1904,  at  a  mine  near  Bellevue.  He  was  married  but  Is  survived 
by  no  living  children.  Elmer  S.,  born  August  8,  1877,  was  killed  by  a  falling  tree 
May  29,  1918,  and  at  death  left  a  wife  and  three  sous,  who  now  reside  In  Boise.  Harry 
M.,  born  September  16,  1879,  Is  married  and  resides  on  a  ranch  six  miles  south  of 
Kampa.  Etta  May,  bom  July  15,  1881,  died  when  but  five  days  old.  William  Wilson, 
born  July  2,  1882,  was  graduated  from  the  irnlverslty  ot  Idaho  with  the  Bachelor  ot 
Science  degree  In  1907  and  on  the  14th  at  March,  1914,  was  married  to  Beatrice 
Kolander  and  has  two  children:  Christine  J.,  bom  November  20,  1914;   and  Karl  K., 
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Kovembflr  18,  1917.  William  W.  Ooble  la  a  rancher  and  resldea  with  his  mother.  H* 
Is  (derating  ber  large  ranch  of  two  hundred  and  seTentr-three  acres  near  EJagle  and 
be  also  owns  a  tiall  Interest  In  a  good  ranch  adlolnlng  his  motber'a  property.  Joseph 
H.,  bom  Ua7  7,  1884,  Is  married  and  resides  abont  midwar  between  Meridian  and 
Nampa  upon  a  ranch.  Myrtle  M.,  born  August  14,  1SB6,  Is  the  wife  of  Lloyd  A.  StMiger, 
a  dmgglst  of  Meridian.  After  the  death  of  Mr.  Ooble  the  mother  of  these  children 
became  the  wife  of  Mr.  Llader,  who  has  also  passed  away. 

In  18S0  Mrs.  Llnder  rern'oved  with  her  first  husband  and  family  to  the  Wood  river, 
where  they  filed  on  the  first  homestead  In  that  valley,  one  mile  from  Bellerue.  During 
the  first  winter  spent  there  Mrs.  Llnder  was  <Hke  of  seven  women  In  the  valley.  She 
remained  there  until  1893,  when  the  family  returned  to  the  Boise  valley. 

Mrs.  Ltnder  belongs  to  the  Chrietian  church  and  to  the  ladies'  auxiliary  of  the 
Maccabees.  She  is  a  lady  of  many  estimable  qualities,  enjoying  the  esteem  and  warm 
regard  of  all  who  know  ber.  She  has  a  valuable  ranch  property,  which  was  formerly  a 
part  of  the  estate  of  ber  father  and  which  returns  to  ber  a  most  gratifying  annual 
income,  the  land  being  now  worth  abont  three  hundred  dollars  per  acre.

WILLIAM  U.  RICHARDS. 

WlUtam  H.  Richards,  former  recorder,  auditor  and  clerk  of  the  district  court  of 
Oneida  county  and  at  present  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Oneida  Farmers  Union,  his 
home  being  in  Malad.Clty,  Idaho,  Is  a  native  of  the  state  of  Utah,  born  In  Brlgham  City, 
August  29.  lS60,'and'a  son  of  Thomas  W.  and  Charlotte  (Thomas)  Richards,  natives  of 
Wales.  The  father  came  to  America  In  1850  and  on  arriving  in  this  country  he  went 
to  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  where  he  remained  until  1862,  In  which  year  he  crossed  the  plains 
to  Utah  by  oz  team,  making  most  of  the  Journey  on  foot  and  alone.  His  wife  came  to 
America  with  her  parents  and  went  to  Utah  in  1863.  Both  located  In  Brlgham  City  and 
were  married  In  that  place.  Mr.  Richards  clerked  In  stores  for  a  considerabls  time.  In 
18SS  bJe  removed  to  Oneida  county^  Idaho,  and  took  up  a  tract  of  land,  Just  prior  to 
his  death,  but  never  made  proof  on  the  place.  He  farmed  there  until  his  death  and  at 
Intervals  was  employed  In  a  store  in  Malad  City  and  also  did  some  freighting  on  the 
road  with  a  team.  He  died  in  November,  1876.  and  his  wife  predeceased  him  by  about 
tour  years,  her  death  occurring  in  October.  1872.  Tbey  were  very  worthy  people  and 
stood  high  In  the  esteem  and  friendship  of  the  people  among  whom  they  made  their 
borne. 

William  H.  Richards  was  reared  in  the  home  of  bis  parents  and  educated  In  the 
BChoolB  of  Halad  City,  remaining  at  home  until  the  death  of  his  father  and  mother. 
He  then  engaged  In  freighting  between  Corinne,  Utah,  and  Montana  points  tor  about 
fonr  years.  He  next  established  a  general  merchandise  business  at  Malad  City  and  has 
b«en  conducting  the  store  ever  since.  The  business  is  now  carried  on  under  the  firm 
name  of  Jones  ft  Richards  and  they  enjoy  an  excellent  trade  and  stand  high  among  the 
progressive  business  men  of  the  city.  At  the  time  of  its  organization,  Mr.  Richards  be- 
came cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Malad  City  and  occupied  that  ofllce  for  eight 
years  and  a  half.  He  was  one  id' the  organisers  of  the  bank  and  is  still  a  stockholder.  In 
November.  1918,  he  accepted  the  offices  of  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Oneida  Farmers 
Union,  having  charge  of  the  olBcIal  affairs  of  the  union. 

On  October  S,  18S3,  Mr.  Richards  was  married  to  Catherine  A.  Jones,  and  they  be- 
came the  parents  of  seven  children,  namely:  Thomas  W.,  John  H.,  Sarah  C.,  William 
H.,  Jr.,  Melvin,  Lorln  and  Catherine  L.  Melvin  died  In  March,  1910,  at  the  age  of  nine 
months,  and  Mrs.  Richards  passed  away  in  February,  191G,  after  a  short  illness.  On 
June  26,  1919,  Mr.  Richards  took  as  a  second  wife,  Eleanor  R.  Jeremy,  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
'  a  daughter  of  John  Jeremy.  Her  father  was  ime  of  the  pioneers  of  Utah,  to  wbloh  state 
he  migrated  from  Wales  In  1849,  accompanied  by  his  parents.  He  was  a  farmer  during 
the  greater  part  of  his  life. 

Mr.  Richards  has  served  as  deputy  sheriff  of  Oneida  county,  and  was  also  county  re- 
corder, county  auditor  and  clerk  of  the  district  court  tor  four  years  and  served  on  the 
town  council  of  Malad  City.  He  was  bishop  of  Malad  ward  for  thirteen  years,  and  In 
1908  he  was  made  president  of  the  Malad  stake,  and  In  other  ways  he  has  given  ot  his 
time  and  ability  to  the  affairs  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.    Mr. 
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RloluirdB  1b  a  warm  supporter  of  tbe  republican  party  and  haa  ever  been  active  In  bfr 
halt  of  lU  principles  and  candidates.  His  two  sons.  John  and  Lorln,  bave  filled  mlsslona 
for  the  church,  the  former  In  England  and  the  latter  In  the  central  stataa  nt  this 
conntrf. 


JAMES  W.  WIOOETT. 

James  W.  Wlggett.  a  prominent  and  proeperous  bnafneea  man  connected  with  grain 
and  milling  intereBts  In  Coeur  d'Alene,  Is  a  representative  of  an  English  tamllj  of  con- 
siderable Importance,  hie  parents  being  John  and  Suaan  (Graham)  Wlggett,  both  natives 
of  England.  The  father  was  a  merchant  and  was  a  great  horseman,  belonging  to  the 
landed  gentry.  He  was  killed,  however,  bj  a  horse  when  his  son,  James  W.,  was  but 
a  young  lad  and  after  his  death  the  family  removed  to  Liverpool,  England. 

James  W.  Wiggett,  who  was  bom  near  Belfast.  Ireland,  November  17,  I860,  received 
his  education  In  the  public  schools  of  that  city  and  was  afterward  employed  in  a  mer- 
cantile establishment  until  1877,  when  he  came  to  the  United  States,  making  bis  way  to 
San  Francisco,  where  he  attended  the  Pacific  Business  College.  He  afterward  engaged 
In  mercantile  pursuits  and  In  1S88  arrived  in  Coeur  d'Al«ne,  which  at  that  time  consisted 
(A  two  stores  and  a  few  other  buildings  and  an  anny  poet.  It  was  situated  Jn  the  midst  of 
the  mining  district  that  was  being  developed  and  all  of  the  ore  taken  from  the  Coeur 
d'Alene  country  was  brought  to  the  town.  Mr.  Wiggett  established  a  general  store, 
which  be  developed  Into  a  mercantile  concern  of  large  and  important  proportions  as 
the  result  of  his  thrift  and  Intelligently  directed  effort.  By  reason  of  his  bnsfncss 
ability  he  accumulated  a  considerable  fortune,  but  In  190S  disposed  of  his  mercantile 
eatabUshment  and  Is  now  engaged  In  the  grain  and  milling  bnslneea,  handling  grain, 
hay  and  feed.  He  Is  also  the  proprietor  of  the  Wiggett  Oil  Company  and  he  owns  the 
Wiggett  block,  which  he  rebuilt  and  which  Is  today  the  largest  and  best  bustneaa  block 
In  the  town. 

Mr.  Wiggett  was  united  In  marriage  to  Hiss  Ella  Trimble,  who  passed  away,  leaving 
one  son,  Harry  J.  He  has  since  wedded  Mies  Clarice  Slovell.  In  politics  Mr.  Wiggett 
Is  a  republican,  hut  not  an  active  party  worker.  He  belongs  to  St.  Luke's  Episcopal 
ehurch.  which  he  assisted  In  organising  and  of  which  he  Is  senior  warden.  He  ts  also 
a  charter  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows  lodge  at  Coeur  d'Alene  and  the  only  one  now 
connected  with  the  organisation.  He  also  belongs  to  the  canton  and  the  encampment, 
being  deputy  commander  of  the  district  and  widely  known  In  Odd  Fellow  circles  through- 
out the  state.  His  wife  Is  active  in  the  Eastern  Star.  Mr.  Wiggett  Is  a  moet  public- 
spirited  cltlsen,  interested  In  everything  that  pertains  to  the  welfare  and  progress  of 
dtj  and  state  and  cooperating  heartily  In  all  plans  and  measures  for  the  general  good, 
his  worth  being  widely  acknowledged  in  that  connection  as  well  as  In  business  circles, 
where  he  has  made  a  most  creditable  record. 


FRANK  H.  MANNING. 

Frank  H.  Manning,  now  engaged  In  farming,  was  born  In  Weber  county.  Utah,  March 
20,  1881,  his  parents  being  John  and  BllEabeth  <Hart)  Manning.  His  father  was  bom 
m  England  and  In  18S7,  whan  yet  quite  young,  crossed  the  AUantlc  to  the  United  States, 
making  the  trip  on  one  of  the  old-time  sailing  vessels,  which  dropped  anchor  In  the 
harbor  of  Quebec.  It  was  not  bis  intention  to  remain  in  Canada,  however,  for  he  had 
come  to  the  new  world  with  the  Idea  at  Joining  the  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  having  previously  became  a  convert  to  that  faith  in  the  old 
world.  Accordingly  he  crossed  the  plains  to  Salt  Lake  City,  making  the  trip  by  way  of 
Kansas.  After  reaching  his  destination  he  took  up  the  occupation  of  farming,  which  he 
followed  throughout  the  greater  part  of  hia  lite.  He  also  gave  some  attention  to  the 
butchering  business  at  Ogden.  Utah,  operating  his  farm  and  conducting  his  meat  market 
at  the  same  time.  Thus  he  lived  a  life  of  activity  and  usefulness  and  passed  away  at 
Ogden  In  1905.  His  wife  was  bom  In  Ogden  In  18G4  and  her  people  were  farmers  in  that 
locality.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Manning  were  married  at  Hooper,  Utah,  and  tlie  latter  Is  still 
living,  her  home  being  yet  at  Ogden, 

Frank  H.  Manning  spent  hie  boyhood  dvfs  at  Hooper  and  there  pursued  his  educa- 
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tion  In  the  public  schocdB.  TbrouKh  the  raCAtloa  periods  and  after  hla  echool  dajs 
were  orer  he  aseisted  hfs  lather  upon  the  farm  and  In  the  meat  market  and  afterward 
became  Interested  In  the  but4berlnK  bustneBB  on  hfs  own  account,  thus  continuing  active 
until  March,  1913.

Everjthlng  Ib  neat  and  well  appointed  and  he  carries  an  excellent 
line  of  meats,  while  In  his  prices  he  le  always  fair  and  reasonable. 

In  1904  Mr.  Manning  was  united  to  marriage  to  Miss  Martha  Fowles,  a  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Hary  (Jones)  Fowles,  who  were  farming  people  In  Utah,  living  near  Hocver, 
Weber  county.  They  came  from  Wales  to  the  new  world  In  early  life  and  made  their 
way  to  Utah,  where  the  father  devoted  his  life  to  farming,  remaining  active  In  that 
line  of  business  until  bis  death  in  1907.  Hfs  wife  passed  away  in  1904.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Manning  have  been  bom  seven  children:  Beasle,  Telia,  JcAn,  Howard,  LIntwd, 
Floy  and  Ivle.  *

JAMES  J.  KBANB. 


James  J.  Keane,  w«ll  known  in  real  estate  circles  as  a  member  of  the  Veatift  Realty 
Company  of  Moscow,  has  been  Identified  with  the  development  of  this  section  of  the 
state  tor  more  than  four  decades,  having  come  to  Latah  county  in  1S78.  Boon  afterward 
he  took  up  a,  preemptR>ii  and  homestead  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  and  as  the 
years  passed  brought  his  land  under  a  high  state  of  cultivation  and  converted  It  Into  a 
very  rich  and  productive  farm.  Year  after  year  he  carefully  tilled  the  soil  and  thus  bore 
his  part  In  the  Improvement  of  his  section  of  the  state.  He  remained  upon  the  farm 
until  1902,  when  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  county  sheriff  on  the  democratic  ticket, 
and  remained  the  Incumbent  in  that  position  for  a  period  of  four  years,  discharging  the 
duties  of  the  office  without  fear  or  favor.  He  retired  from  the  position  as  he  had  entered 
it,  with  the  confidence  and  good  will  of  all  concerned  who  hold  themselves  amenable  to 
law.

BERT  LAMM. 

Bert  Lamm  has  during  the  past  eleven  years  owned  and  occupied  a  ranch  of  one 
hundred  acres  situated  one  mile  west  of  McDermott  Station  and  has  made  all  of  the  Im- 
provements thereon.  He  was  boro  In  Union  county,  Iowa,  December  28,  1SS2,  a  son  of 
WUIlam  and  Jane  (Knotts)  Lamm,  the  former  a  native  of  Illinois  and  now  a  resident  of 
Oerlng,  Nebraska,  while  the  latter  passed  away  on  the  1st  of  December,  191S.  They  be^ 
came  the  parents  of  nine  children,  four  sons  and  five  daughters,  all  of  whom  are  yet 
living. 

Bert  Lamm,  who  was  the  third  In  order  of  birth  and  Is  the  only  one  of  the  family 
in  Idaho,  was  reared  on  a  farm  In  Union  county,  Iowa,  and  acquired  his  education  in 
that  state.  When  eighteen  years  of  age  be  took  up  the  profession  of  teaching,  which 
be  fallowed  for  two  years  in  his  native  county,  while  subsequently  he  spent  a  similar 
period  as  telegraph  operator  tor  the  Northwestern  Railway  In  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota. 
Since  abandoning  telegraphy  he  has  devoted  his  time  and  energies  to  farming  and  live 
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stock  Interests.  The  year  1909  wltneeaed  his  arrival  In  Idaho.  He  purchased  one  hun- 
dred acres  of  sagebraBh  land  a  mile  weal  of  what  is  now  UcDennott  Station,  In  Ada 
county,  and  flrat  Ifred  thereon  in  a  tent,  while  for  aeveral  years  hla  hrane  was  a  shack. 
In  which  he  kept  bachelor's  hall.  With  characteristic  energr  he  aet  himself  to  the  task 
<d  dereloplng  and  ImproTlng  the  property,  clearlog  away  the  sagebrush,  butldlng  fenoea 
and  breaking  his  land^  thus  greatly  enhancing  Its  value.  He  paid  elzty  dollars  per  acre 
for  his  tract  of  one  hundred  acres  and  It  la  now  easily  worth  Ato  times  that  amount. 
In  the  year  ot  his  marriage  he  built  a  Bubstantlal  frame  reaidence  on  the  ranch,  all  of 
which  18  now  under  cultlratlan  and  yields  him  a  gratifying  annual  Income. 

On  the  20th  of  October.  1914,  in  Spokane.  Washington,  Mr.  Lamm  was  united  in  mar- 
riage to  Hiss  Audrey  Allison,  whose  birth  occurred  in  Union  county.  Tows,  September 
8,  1S8S.  her  parents  being  Abraham  B.  and  EUubeth  (Forgey)  Allison.  The  father  etlll 
makes  his  home  in  Spokane,  Washington,  where  the  mother  passed  away  April  39,  1919. 
The  Lamm  and  Allison  families  were  neighbors  In  Union  county,  Iowa,  and  Mr.  Lamm 
became  acquainted  with  bis  future  wife  when  both  were  yet  children.  She  was  also 
one  of  his  pupils  during  the  two  winter  seasons  in  which  he  taught  school.  Their  mar- 
riage has  been  blessed  with  two  sons:  Bert  Lamm,  Jr.,  whose  natal  day  was  Norember 
11,  1916;'  and  Robert  Allison,  bom  December  26,  1917. 

In  pontics  Mr.  Lamm  maintains  an  Independent  course  while  fraternally  he  la  Iden- 
tified with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  is  numbered  among  the  pioneer 
settlers  of  his  district,  for  when  he  located  on  his  rsnch  McDermott  Station  waa  not  yet 
In  existence.  As  the  years  have  passed  he  has  not  only  witnessed  the  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  the  covnty  hut  has  also  taken  an  active  part  In  the  work  that  has  been 
carried  steadily  forward  and  has  long  been  recognised  as  a  substantial  and  representative 
citizen. 


HON.  JAMES  F.  AILSHIE. 


Hon.  James  F.  Allshle  is  engaged  in  law  practice  in  Coeur  d'Alene  and  woe  at  one 
time  a  Judge  of  the  supreme  court  of  Idaho,  proving  himself  a  peer  of  the  ablest  members 
who  have  eat  In  the  court  of  last  resort.  He  was  born  at  Oreeneville,  Tennessee,  June  19, 
1S6S,  ahd  la  a  son  of  Qeorge  W.  and  Martha  (Knight)  Allshle.  The  father,  whose  birth 
occurred  near  Lexington,  Kentucky,  In  ISiA.  Is  now  living  at  Hohawk,  Tennessee.  He 
has  devoted  his  life  to  farming,  but  at  tbe  time  of  the  Civil  war  Joined  the  Bightto 
Tennessee  Infantry  in  defense  of  the  Union.  His  father  was  conscripted  by  the  Con- 
federates and  was  at  Vicksburg  when  tbe  regiment  to  which  George  W.  Allsiiie  belonged 
captured  that  city,  so  that  the  former  was  made  a  prisoner  of  war  by  his  son.  Follow- 
ing the  close  of  hostlUtlee  George  W.  Allshie  concentrated  hla  ellorts  and  attention  upon 
agricultural  pursuits  and  became  an  authority  upon  questions  of  farming  and  stock 
raising.  He  was  a  very  prominent  and  influential  cltlten  of  Tennessee,  active  In  all 
public  affairs.  Hie  political  allegiance  was  given  to  tbe  republican  party,  but  he  never 
sought  or  desired  offlclal  preferment  as  a  reward  for  party  fealty.  In  his  later  years  he 
has  lived  retired.  His  entire  life  has  been  the  expression  of  his  religious  faith,  tot  he 
has  long  been  a  devoted  member  of  the  Baptist  church.  His  wife,  who  was  Iwrn  in  Ten- 
nessee In  1S4S.  departed  this  life  In  1901. 

James  F.  Allshle  was  the  eldest  of  a  family  of  nine  children.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Greene  county,  Tennessee,  and  also  Carson  College  at  Jefferson  City,  Ten- 
nessee, but  left  college  In  his  Junior  year,  when  a  yonth  of  nineteen,  and  went  to  Mis- 
souri, teaching  school  at  Hutton  Valley.  On  the  4th  of  March,  1388,  he  arrived  In  the 
northwest,  making  his  way  to  Spokane,  Washington.  Through  the  year  1388-9  he  was 
principal  of  a  school  at  Hockford,  Washington,  and  In  February  of  tbe  Utter  year  he 
entered  Willamette  University,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1891,  having  completed 
both  literary  and  legal  courses,  so  that  he  won  the  degreee  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy 
and  Bachelor  of  Laws.  , 

In  August.  1891,  Judge  Allshle  located  for  the  practice  of  law  at  OrangevlIIe,  Idaho. 
In  January,  1S93,  be  was  appointed  regent  ot  the  University  of  Idaho,  serving  in  that 
capacity  for  two  terms.  In  1900  be  was  sent  as  a  delegate  to  the  national  republican 
convention  and  In  1902  was  elected  to  tbe  supreme  court  of  Idaho.  Six  years  later  he 
was  renominated  without  opposition  and  elected  without  opposition  from  the  democrats, 
remaining  upon  tbe  bench  until  bis  resignation  In  1914,  while  for  four  years  he  serv«d 
as  chief  Justice  of  the  supreme  court.    During  bta  service  on  the  bench  many  new  laws 
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were  enactad  In  tbe  state,  having  to  do  with  local  option,  Sunday  cloalag,  antl-samUlnfc 
and  extradition  In  connactlon  with  the  Uorer  and  Pettibone  case,  and  on  all  these  Judge 
AlUhlB  wrote  opinions.  About  two-thirds  of  tbe  constitution  was  tested  In  tbe  court 
dnrlDB'  his  service  on  the  bench.  In  1S16  he  was  the  republican  candidate  for  the  United 
States  senate  and  be  has  long  been  a  prominent  figure  in  political  circles,  stndrlng 
closely  the  Tital  and  algnlflcant  probt^s  of  the  day  and  seeking  at  all  times  to  further 
tbe  Interests  of  the  country.  In  1S14  he  removed  to  Coeur  d'Alene  and  through  the 
Intervening  period  bes  enjoyed  a  very  extensive  law  practice.  The  seal  wltb  which  he 
has  devoted  his  energies  to  his  profession,  the  careful  regard  evinced  for  the  Interests 
of  his  clients  and  an  assiduous  and  unrelaxing  attention  to  all  the  details  of  his  eases, 
have  brought  him  a  large  business  and  made  him  very  successful  in  its  conduct.  His 
term  on  the  bench,  too,  was  distinguished  by  the  highest  legal  ability.  To  wear  the 
ermine  worthily  It  la  not  enough  that  one  possess  legal  acumen.  Is  learned  in  the'  prin- 
ciples of  Jurisprudence,  familiar  with  precedents  and  thoroughly  honest  Many  men, 
even  when  acting  uprightly,  are  wholly  unable  to  divest  themselves  of  prejudice  and  are 
unconsciously  warped  In  their  Judgments  by  their  own  mental  characteristics  or  edu- 
cational peculiarities.  This  unconscious  and  variable  disturbing  force  enters  more  or 
less  Into  the  Judgments  of  all  men,  but  in  the  Ideal  Jurist  this  factor  becomes  so  small 
as  to  be  neEllgible  in  Its  results  and  loses  Its  potency  as  a  disturbing  force.  Judge  Allahle 
was  exceptionally  free  from  all  Judicial  bias. 

In  1894  Judge  Allahle  was  united  In  marriage  to  Hiss  Lucie  Bundren,  of  Jefferson 
City,  Tennessee,  a  daughter  of  J.  B.  and  Angellne  Bundren,  the  former  a  minister  of 
the  Baptist  church.  Mrs.  Allshle  has  been  a  very  prominent  factor  in  the  social  life 
of  Boise  and  of  Coeur  d'Alene.  By  her  manislge  she  has  become  the  mother  of  four 
children:  Luclle,  tbe  wife  of  Charles  K.  McHarg,  of  Helena,  Montana,  and  the  mother 
of  one  son,  Charles  K.  (IV);  James  F.,  who  served  In  the  Naval  Reserves;  William; 
and  Robert. 

During  tbe  period  of  the  World  war  Judge  Allahle  took  a  very  active  part  In  organ- 
tsing  tbe  Council  of  Defense  In  northern  Idaho  and  was  a  member  of  the  State  Conncfl. 
He  balonga  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  was  grand  master  of  the  grand 
lodge  of  Idaho  in  1613^14,  and  has  been  a  delegate  to  the  sovereign  grsnd  lodge  of  the 
United  States.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  while  along 
professional  lines  he  has  membership  with  the  Idaho  and  American  Bar  Associations. 
His  prominence  in  fraternal  as  well  as  in  prof essionar  circles  Indicates  much  bf  the 
character  of  the  man.  Judge  Allahle  Is  always  approachable,  courteous  and  genial, 
interested  In  the  welfare  of  his  fellows  and  actuated  at  all  times  by  a  marked  devotion 
to  tbe  general  good. 


MARTIN  LDTHBR  RUSSELL. 

Hortin  Luther  Rnssell,  whose  ranch  of  forty  acres  is  situated  four  miles  northeast 
of  Kuna,  was  bom  in  Washington  county,  Virginia,  November  IB,  1382,  and  Is  a  son  of 
James  W.  Rnssell,  who  was  bora  and  reared  In  North  Carollui  and  who  poased  away 
In  Chicago  In  March,  1B20. 

Martin  L.  Russell  spent  hia  youUttul  days  to  the  age  of  twelve  years  in  bis  native 
county  and  then  removed  wltb  hla  parents  to  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  He  left  home  at 
the  age  of  fourteen  years  and  went  to  Colorado,  where  he  lived  with  an  aunt.  It  was 
in  1913  that  he  came  to  Idaho,  settling  In  the  Boise  valley,  where  he  became  foreman 
of  the  I  X  L  ranch,  occupying  that  pDsttion  for  four  years.  He  next  purchased  a  good 
tract  of  eighty  acres  of  sagebmsh  land  four  miles  northeast  of  Kuna  and  settled  thereon, 
erecting  a  set  of  good  farm  buildings  and  clearing  tbe  entire  tract  of  sagebrush.  He 
paid  forty  dollars  per  acre  for  this  property,  which  he  converted  into  tillable  land,  and 
later  he  sold  forty  acres  of  this  but  still  retains  the  south  forty,  upon  which  bis  sub- 
stantial buildings  stand.  Hfs  residence  is  a  fine  ten-room  modern  bungalow,  with 
basement  under  the  entire  building,  lighted  by  electricity,  supplied  with  hot  and  cold 
water,  bath  and  other  modem  convenience?.  It  was  built  In  1920  and  stands  as  a  mon- 
ument to  the  progressive  spirit  and  enterprise  of  the  owner. 

In  1914  Mr.  Russell  was  married  in  Boise  to  Miss  Sarah  Harrison,  a  native  of  New 
Jersey.  By  a  former  marriage  be  had  two  cbtldren:  Florence,  now  the  wife  of  Harley 
Guddington;  and  Frank,  who  is  fourteen  years  of  age.    Both  are  In  Oklahoma. 

Amid  pleasant  aurroundings  Mr.  Russell  is  conducting  his  business  affairs  and  now

has  an  excellent  propertj  as  the  reward  of  bla  close  application  and  IndefatlKabte  eflort. 
He  ipeclalUee  in  the  production  of  red  clover  and  his  crop  In  1918  brought  him  two 
bundred  dollars  for  seed  alone.  Two  years  before  this  he  had  purchased  the  land  lor 
forty  dollars  per  acre.  In  1919  his  red  clover  seed  broocht  one  bnudred  and  fifty  dollars 
'Per  acre.  Mrs.  RuBsell  Is  greatly  Interested  In  the  raising  of  pure  bred  White  Leghorn 
cblckeos.  which  she  raises  for  fancy  breeding  punraees.  In  all  community  affairs  Mr. 
Russell  Is  keenly  interested  and  Is  now  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Columbia  School 
District  No.  IT,  in  which  has  recently  Iwen  erected  a  fine  new  brick  school  bnlldiuK 
haTing  two  departments.  This  Is  located  only  forty  rods  from  his  home.  Mr.  Russell 
is  now  chairman  of  the  board  and  was  filling  that  poeltlon  when  the  sctaoolbonse  was 
built  in  1919.  He  Is  Interested  In  all  that  pertains  to  the  progress  and  welfare  of  the 
commnnitr  and  his  assistance  has  always  been  ot  a  practical  character,  prodoctlye  of 
lar-reaching  and  beneficial  results. 


MILES  F.  EOBBRS. 


Mllee  F.  Egbers,  a  representative  ot  the  Idaho  bar,  practicing  at  Rathdrnin.  was 
born  In  RicbvlUe,  Washington,  June  29,  1S90.  Hfs  father  is  Professor  B.  C.  Egbers, 
county  superintendent  of  schools  of  Kootenai  county.  Coining  Into  this  district,  he  set- 
tled upon  a  homestead  near  Atbol  In  1S9S.  Ten  years  later  he  was  elected  to  tlM 
position  of  county  superintendent  and  has  sinoe  occupied  that  office,  his  twelve  years' 
service  Indicating  most  clearly  his  efficiency  and  Uie  splendid  work  which  he  has  dtme 
tor  the  development  ot  the  scho<4  system  of  the  county. 

Miles  F.  Egbers 'spent  his  boyhood  days  upon  the  home  farm  In  Kootenai  county, 
early  becoming  familiar  with  tbe  best  methods  of  tilling  the  soil  and  caring  for  the 
crops,  his  time  during  bis  youthful  days  being  divided  between  the  work  ot  the  fleldSr 
the  pleasures  of  the  playground  and  the  duties  of  the  schoolroom.  In  1908  he  was 
appointed  a  clerk  In  the  office  of  the  probate  Judge  and  filled  that  position  until  1912. 
'For  two  years  thereafter  he  was  office  deputy  sheriff  but  was  not  content  with  the 
business  opportunities  before  talm  and  turned  his  attention  to  the  study  ot  law,  which 
he  pursued  while  In  the  courthouse  and  also  In  the  office  of  C.  H.  Potts,  a  well  known 
attorney  of  Coeur  D'Alene.  On  the  Sth  of  December,  1915,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
and  entered  upon  practira  with  hie  former  preceptor,  this  relation  being  maintained 
until  June  18,  1916,  when  be  went  to  the  Hexlcan  border  as  corporal  of  Company  C 
of  the  Second  Idaho  National  Quard.  Me  was  soon  promoted  to  battallMi  sergeant 
major  of  tbe  First  Battalion  and  was  stationed  at  Nogales.  Because  of  the  fact  that  he 
had  a  wife  and  family  dependent  upon  him,  he  returned  to  the  Coeur  d'Alenes  and  In 
the  tall  of  1916  entered  upon  the  practice  ot  law  at  Rathdrum,  also  having  an  office 
at  Spirit  Lake.  He  has  always  been  deeply  interested  In  military  affairs  and  as  a  boy 
enlisted  In  old  Company  E,  Second  Idaho  Regiment  ot  the  National  Oliard,  an  organi- 
sation of  Rathdrum.  In  1911  he  won  the  Individual  gold  medal  for  the  best  equipped 
and  best  drilled  soldier  of  Company  C,  the  prize  being  given  by  Major  O'Brien,  one 
of  the  foremost  pioneers  of  Kootenalcounty. 

In  the  practice  of  law  Mr.  Egbera  has  made  steady  progress.  He  early  recognized 
the  fact  that  industry  Is  Just  as  essential  in  a  professional  as  In  an  industrial  career 
and  he  has  always  prepared  his  cases  with  great  thoroughness  and  care,  while  his  devo- 
tion to  his  clients'  Interests  has  become  proverbial.  Proving  his  ability  to  co^  with 
Intricate  legal  problems,  he  has  been  accorded  a  liberal  and  distinctively  representative 
clientage.  He  has  also  been  very  active  in  support  of  educational  interests.  His  own 
lack  of  opportunities  in  this  direction  In  early  life  led  blm  to  a  recognition  of  the  value 
of  education  and  he  has  done  much  to  help  the  community  in  this  direction.  In  tact 
he  is  a  supporter  ot  all  those  forces  which  make  for  upbuilding  and  progress  in  the 
city  and  state  and  his  name  is  closely  Interwoven  with  the  history  of  Kootenai  county. 
He  has  long  been  an  active  republican  and  was  a  candidate  tor  state  senator  In  191S, 
going  before  tbe  voters  on  a  platform  advocating  the  passage  of  a  general  enabling 
act  for  creation  of  counties,  the  people  of  the  county  to  be  allowed  to  vote  their  wishes 
rather  than  to  have  the  legislature  do  It.  Mr.  Egbers  ret»lved  the  unanimous  support 
of  several  precincts  and  his  opposition  in  the  northern  part  of  the  county  was  prac- 
tically nil,  other  sections  of  Kootenai  county  and  the  city  of  Coeur  d'Alene  defeating 
tbe  project.     Mr.  Egbers  was  a  very  active  member  of  the  Kootenai  County  Defense 
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Coandl  and  by  reuos  ot  this  Rathdrnm  enterod  most  wTDestly  Into  the  wht  work  ftt  an 
•U-I7  period. 

In  May,  1918,  Mr.  Egbera  waB  married  to  Mies  Bva  F.  Davis  of  Coenr  d'Alene,  and 
Utey  have  three  children:  Martha,  Mildred  and  Howard  M.  They  occupy  an  enviable 
•octal  poaltlon,  the  hospitality  of  the  best  homes  being  freely  accorded  them.  Mr. 
Egbers  is  a  representative  of  one  of  the  old  pioneer  families  of  this  section  of  the  state 
and  has  been  a  witness  of  practically  Its  entire  development,  while  In  the  work  of 
progreaa  and  Improvement  he  has  ever  fully  borne  his  part. 


MRS.  MARTHA  J.  WHEBLHOUSE. 

Mrs.  Martha  J.  Whealhonae,  well  known  In  Weiser,  where  she  ha^  made  her  home 
for  a  number  of  yeara,  was  bom  in  La  Payette,  Indiana,  where  her  parents  resided  untU 
the  father's  death.  The  mother  afterward  removed  to  Dee  Moines,  Iowa,  where  Mrs. 
Wheelhonse  was  reared  and  educated.  She  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Martha  J.  Bdmond- 
wn  and  after  reaching  young  wamanhood  she  became  the  wife  of  John  M.  Wheelhouse, 
a  native  of  Ohio.  They  began  their  dtMneatie  life  tn  Iowa,  but  after  nine  years  removed 
to  Idaho  and  settled  on  a  stock  ranch  on  Crane  creek  In  18E!.  There  for  many  years 
they  resided  and  Mr.  Wheelhouse  was  extensively  engaged  In  raising  sheep,  cattle  and 
horses.  They  homesteaded  this  ranch,  camprlaing  six  hundred  anrf  forty  acres,  and  as 
the  years  passed  on  the  work  of  development  and  Improvement  was  ateadlly  carried 
forward,  transforming  It  Into  one  of  the  rich,  productive  and  valuable  properties  In  this 
section  of  the  state.  Year  after  year  they  lived  upon  the  place,  making  It  one  of  the  fine 
farms  of  Idaho,  and  eventually  they  quit  the  ranch  to  become  reaidents  of  Weiser,  at  once 
occupying  the  property  which  Is  still  their  place  of  residence  and  which  was  owned 
by  Mrs.  R.  J.  HcCullouift,  an  aunt  of  Mrs.  Wheelhouse  and  one  of  the  early  pioneers 
of  the  state.  After  becoming  residents  of  Weiser,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wheelfaoote  disposed 
at  their  stock  and  of  their  ranch  and  are  now  living  retired,  enjoying  in  well  earned 
rest  the  frulta  of  their  former  toll  and  capable  bnainess  management. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wheelhouse  have  been  born  two  children:  Florence,  who  la  now 
the  wife  of  W.  H.  Pearson,  of  Weiser;  and  Albertine,  who  died  at  the  age  of  four  years. 

Hr.  Wheelhouse  served  In  the  Civil  war.  Joining  the  TTnltm  army  when  about  fifteen 
years  of  age  and  taking  part  in  bostllltles  in  the  south  tor  about  six  months.  He  and 
his  wife  deserve  great  credit  tor  what  they  have  accomplished  since  ooming  to  Idaho. 
They  arrived  here  with  limited  capital,  but  they  Improved  their  <qiportnntfee  as  the 
years  passed  by  and  in  converting  wild  land  Into  a  productive  farm  they  gained  a  aub- 
atantlal  measure  ot  prosperity. 


JAMES   B.   BABB. 


James  B.  Babb  has  since  1S92  been  a  representative  ot  the  Idaho  bar,  but  has  become 
widely  known  throughout  the  country  as  the  result  ot  his  extensive  practice  and  his 
contribution  to  the  literature  ot  the  profession.  Lewlston  may  well  be  prond  to  num- 
ber him  among  her  citliens,  but  hla  BcClvltleB  have  covered  a  range  ot  activity  and  use- 
fulness that  identifies  him  with  the  state  and  nation  rather  than  with  a  special  locality. 
Re  was  bom  on  a  farm  in  Champaign  county,  Illinois,  January  11,  1864,  and  Is  a  son  of 
Milton  and  Blliabeth  (Littler)  Bibb,  the  former  a  native  of  Virginia  and  the  latter  of 
Ohio.  The  father  became  a  resident  ol  Illinois  In  the  early  '60s  and  there  engaged  In 
farming,  but  both  be  and  his  wife  have  now  passed  away.  The  maternal  ancestors  are 
Weaver,  Divis.  Scott.  Start,  and  Littler. 

After  mastering  the  branches  of  learning  tanght  in  the  public  schools  ot  his  native 
county,  James  E.  Babb  entered  Whipple  Academy  at  Jacksonville,  Illinois,  and  Uiere 
pursued  a  preparatory  course  ot  a  year,  after  which  he  matriculated  In  the  Illinois  Col- 
lege at  Jacksanvllle  and  was  graduated  fn  18S2  on  the  completion  of  the  regular  four 
yeara*  course,  winning  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  He  next  entered  the  Union  Col- 
lege of  Law  ot  Chicago,  now  the  law  depirtment  of  the  Northwestern  University,  which 
be  attended  for  tw^  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  the  LL.  B.  degree  was  conferred 
upon  him,  and  at  tt}e  time  of  his  graduation  be  divided  the  prise  for  falgheat  sclralarship 
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In  bis  dasB  with  C;nu  B«ntler,  Jr.  He  was  kdmttted  to  pnctim  at  the  lUlnofs  bar 
January  30,  1S8S.  He  obtained  his  Srst  profeBslonal  experience  In  the  law  oAlcee  of 
Gecn'Se  C.  Fry.  ot  Chicago,  of  whom  he  eventoalty  became  and  remained  a  partner  until 
Jnne,  1892,  when  be  left  his  native  state  to  become  a  resident  of  Levlston,  Idaho.  He 
bad  been  admitted  to  practice  in  the  United  States  court  of  IlIlnolB,  Kovember  2,  ISSS; 
WRB  licensed  to  practice  in  the  district  court  of  Latah  county,  Idaho,  Jaly  H,  1892:  In 
the  superior  court  ot  Whitman  county.  Woflblngton,  July  23,  1893;  la  the  supremo  court 
ot  Idaho,  October  10,  1S32;  in  the  United  States  court  ot  Idaho.  February  2,  1898;  in  the 
United  SUtes  court  of  Washington,  September  10,  1S94;  tn  the  United  States  court  of 
appeals  of  the  ninth  circuit,  August  S,  IStS;  In  the  supreme  court  d  Washington, 
March  11,  1896;  before  the  secretary  of  the  interior  and  general  land  olBce,  January  IT, 
1903;  befoM  the  supreme  court  of  Oregoa,  October  16,  1S03;  and  before  the  United 
States  supreme  court  Hay  26,  1913.  He  has  mode  continuous  progress  In  his  profession 
as  the  yoara  have  passed,  and  while  yet  a  resident  of  Illinois  wss  appointed  by  the 
appellate  court  to  the  poeition  ot  examiner  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Illinois 
bar  In  1889.  He  was  tikewlee  appointed  Instructor  on  law  sales  at  personal  property 
in  the  law  department  of  Northwestern  University  tor  1891-2. 

Hr.  Babb  was  city  clerk  and  attom^  at  Lewlston  tor  1898-4,  through  appointment, 
and  In  1M3-4  chairman  of  the  supreme  court  and  library  commloaton,  to  which  poettlon 
he  was  appointed  by  the  state  legislature.  He  waa  made  lecturer  at  the  Idaho  State 
UnlTerslty  on  law  ot  eminent  domain.  His  private  practice  has  been  extensive  and  of 
a  most  Important  character  and  he  bos  long  since  been  accorded  the  distinction  of  rank- 
ing with  the  most  eminent  representatives  of  the  bal-  In  the  northwest. 

Mr.  Babb's  writings,  too,  have  been  of  a  moat  extensive.  Interesting  and  Important 
character.  He  prepared  an  Illustrated  History  ot  the  Union  College  ot  Law  of  Chicago 
for  the  Green  Bag  ot  Boston,  which  is  the  leading  law  periodical  of  the  country.  He 
also  preparad  the  Illustrated  History  <rf  the  Supreme  Conn  of  Illlools,  which  appeared 
In  the  Oreen  Bag,  tracing  the  records  ba^k  through  Indiana  territory,  Ohio,  the  north- 
west territory,  Virginia  and  the  English  and  French  courts.  He  was  the  historian  and 
secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  Northwestern  University  and  author  of  the  flret 
Alumni  Catalogue  of  the  law  department  of  that  Institution.  He  delivered  the  com- 
mencement address  at  the  University  of  Idaho  In  1902  and  an  address  on  John  Marahali 
in  February,  1901,  at  a  public  meeting  tor  the  Idaho  State  Bar  Association.  He  In- 
troduced and  secured  the  adoption  by  the  World's  Congress  of  lawyers  in  1904  of  a 
resolution  tor  larger  exchange  of  law  publications  among  nations.  He  delivered  an  ad- 
drees  before  the  Oregon  State  Bar  Association  in  1908  on  Irrigation  and  Water  Laws 
of  Idaho;  an  address  before  the  Washington  State  Bar  Association  In  the  same  year  oa 
Bttect  ot  Overruling  Opinions  on  Prior  Rights;  an  address  on  Problems  In  Trial  by  Jury 
before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Political  Science  Association  at  Madison, 
Wisconsin,  which  was  delivered  In  1907  and  published  In  McKay's  Readings  in  Civics. 
He  also  took  part  In  the  debate  of  the  American  Bar  Association  in  1908  on  contingent 
fees.  For  several  years  he  was  a  member  ot  the  general  council  ot  the  American  Bar 
Association,  was  a  member  of  the  Conference  on  Uniform  Laws,  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee on  depositions  and  statutes  ot  other  states  in  1909  and  alBo>  for  a  tUne  was  vice 
president  and  member  of  the  local  council  of  the  American  Bar  Association.  He  was 
the  honored  president  ot  the  Idaho  State  Bar  Assoclatlm  from  1901  until  1909  and  at 
different  times  has  been  a  member  of  divers  committees  ot  the  organisation  and  cir- 
cularised the  legislature  In  1907  as  to  amendments  of  laws  needed.  He  also  circularised 
several  sessions  with  copies  of  uniform  laws  for  adoption. 

Always  a  stalwart  republican  In  politics,  Mr.  Babb  was  made  the  Idaho  member 
ot  the  pre-conventlon  committee  on  platform  for  the  national  republican  convention 
of  1920.  At  the  request  of  the  secretary  of  the  American  Bar  Associattim  and  the  provost 
marshal  general  Mr.  Babb  assisted  the  governor  and  others  In  the  organlEatlon  of  state 
and  local  boards  of  legal  advisers  and  served  about  fourteen  days  advising  registrants 
OS  associate  member  ot  the  local  board  of  legal  advisors  during  the  World  war.  He 
also  served  on  the  committee  tor  the  United  War  Work  Fund  and  the  committee  on 
War  Savings  Stamps  and  he  furnished  to  the  American  Bar  Association  a  list  of  Idaho 
attorneys  eligible  for  the  service  ot  the  government  In  the  war.  In  the  Gem  Irrigation 
district,  or  Van  Deueen  31  Idaho  779;  179  Pacific  SST,  Mr.  Babb,  In  1918,  after  adverse 
decision  In  the  lower  court  and  while  the  application  for  reversal  In  the  supreme  court 
stood  tn  default  tor  want  of  a  brief  for  appellant,  at  his  own  expense,  submitted  the 
only  brief  tor  appellant  which  met  with  the  approval  ot  the  court  In  a  decision  reversing 
the  Judgment  below  and  has  already  saved  the  public  land  funds  of  the  state  about 
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tlirae  tanndred  and  atty  thousand  doUare.  and  tbe  itate  treasurer  eBtlmatea  the  full 
saTlog  resultlns  therefrom  will  be  Ave  hundred  thoueand  dollars.  The  nature  <rf  his 
Intereats  and  activltleB  beyond  the  broad  scope  already  Indicated  Is  found  In  the  tact 
that  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  overseers  of  Whitman  College  of  Walla 
Walla,  Washington.  He  la  likewise  a  member  of  the  American  Academy  of  P<dltlcal 
Science  at  New  York  City,  the  American  Political  Science  Association,  the  American 
Academy  of  Fotitlcal  and  Social  Science  of  Philadelphia,  the  National  Municipal  League 
and  the  American  Association  tor  Labor  Legislation. 

At  Homer,  TlUnoia,  NoTember,  6, 1888,  Hr.  Babb  was  married  to  Hiaa  Daisy  Tinkham, 
a  native  ot  Illinois,  and  tbey  became  the  parents  of  a  son,  James  Tinkham  Babb,  now  a 
student  in  the  Phillips  Academy  at  Bxeter.  New  Hampshire.  A  contemporary  biogr&pher 
has  written;  "In  the  practice  of  his  profession  Mr.  Babb  has  been  retained  as  attorney 
and  Goanse]  tor  many  large  corporations  and  private  individuals.  He  has  allowed  no 
Interest  or  consideration  to  ccnne  between  him  and  the  wellare  of  hla  clients,  and  bis 
devotion  to  the  work  In  hand,  together  with  his  exceptional  ability  In  the  technical 
phases  of  the  law,  has  been  the  chief  factor  in  hie  sncceas."  The  extent  and  scope  of 
his  law  practice,  of  his  writings  and  public  addresses  and  of  his  Investigatlm  into  vital 
national  problems  rank  him  with  the  brightest  minds  of  the  legal  profession  In  the 
eonntry. 


HON.  WILUAM  M.  SNOW. 

Hon.  William  M.  Snow,  a  mining  engineer  residing  at  QUmore,  Lemhi  count:;.  Is  a 
native  son  of  the  Gem  state,  hie  birth  having  occurred  In  Moscow,  October  14,  1882. 
He  was  one  of  a  family  of  eight  children,  five  sons  and  three  daughters,  bom  to  Madison 
H.  and  Drusllla  (Stuart)  Snow,  both  of  whom  were  native  Americans,  the  former  bom 
In  Indiana  and  the  latter  in  Illinois.  The  father  was  a.  fanner  by  occupation  but  at  the 
time  of  the  Civil  war  put  aside  all  business  and  personal  considerations  and  Joined  the 
Union  army,  serving  in  an  Indiana  regiment  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  until  victory 
crowned  the  Union  amis.  The  parents  were  married  in  Illinois  after  the  close  of  the 
Civil  war  and  In  1876  tbey  crossed  the  plains  In  a  prairie  schooner  to  Idaho,  eettling 
on  a  homestead  In  Latah,  county,  four  miles  south  of  Moscow.  It  was  upon  that  farm 
that  their  son,  William  M.,  was  bom  and  tbe  homestead  is  etltt  In  possession  of  the 
Snow  family.  The  father  passed  away  in  the  year  1902  and  the  mother,  who  remains  a 
widow.  Is  now  living  in  Moscow.  All  of  the  eight  children  <A  the  family  are  yet  resi- 
dents of  Idaho. 

In  the  attainment  of  his  education  William  M.  Snow  was  graduated  from  the  Moscow 
high  school  with  tbe  ctaes  of  1902  and  then  entered  the  University  ot  Idaho,  in  which 
he  completed  a  course  In  mining  engineering  with  the  class  of  1906.  During  his  college 
days  he  was  active  on  the  football  team,  playing  center  with  the  eleven  for  three  years, 
and  throughout  his  college  days  he  was  considered  one  of  the  greatest  football  players 
In  the  northwest  collegiate  conference.  In  1906  the  team  ot  which  he  was  a  member 
swept  Its  way  to  the  undisputed  championship  of  the  northwest  and  Is  generally  con- 
sidered  to  have  been  the  best  team  ever  representing  the  State  University. 

Following  the  completion  of  his  college  course  Mr.  Snow  took  up  the  profession  of 
mining  engineering.  He  spent  six  years  at  Mullan,  Shoshone  county.  In  bis  profes- 
sional capacity  and  for  one  year  lived  at  Leadore.  Lemhi  county.  Since  191t.  however, 
he  has  been  located  at  Oilmore  in  the  same  county  and  Is  now  successfully  practicing. 
He  has  closely  studied  the  mineral  resources  of  the  county  and  opportunities  tor  devel- 
opment along  this  line  and  has  thorough  and  comprehensive  knowledge  concerning  the 
poealbilltlee  of  utilizing  tbe  rich  mineral  deposits  of  the  state. 

In  1918  Mr.  Snow  was  elected  to  the  office  ot  representative  in  the  Idaho  legislature 
on  the  democratic  ticket,  receiving  a  good  majority  although  the  county  gave  a  repulb- 
llcan  majority  on  most  ot  the  other  oSlces.  He  has  since  been  one  of  the  minority 
leaders  In  the  house.  One  of  the  local  papers  wrote  in  part  as  toUowe:  "Representative 
William  M.  Snow  of  Oilmore,  Idaho,  has  proven  an  earnest  worker  In  the  minority  In 
the  house  ot  representatives.  Mr,  Snow's  pet  measure  is  house  bill  No.  40,  which  pro- 
vides for  the  creation  ot  a  atate  bureau  of  mines  and  geology,  and  makes  provision  for 
cooperative  work  with  the  United  States  bureau  of  mines  and  the  United  States  geologi- 
cal survey.  Mr.  Snow  Is  a  mining  engineer  himself,  is  a  graduate  ot  the  University  ot 
Idaho,  and  Is  well  versed  in  matters  affecting  this  great  Idaho  industry."    tn  his  fraternal 
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relatloiis  Hr.  Snow  li  k  Hasos  and  has  attained  the  KniEht  Templar  desroe  In  the 
York  Rite,  He  ezempllfles  In  bis  Ufa  the  beneficent  iplrjt  of  the  craft,  loyaUy  adherinK 
to  Ita  teachings.  He  is  a  forceful  and  resourceful  young  man,  making  wise  use  of  bit 
time,  talents  and  opportunities  for  the  betterment  of  hte  IndlTldual  fortunee,  tor  the 
development  of  the  reeources  of  the  state  and  for  the  upholding  of  Idaho's  civic  Btaodards. 
On  the  36th  of  August,  190S,  Mr.  Snow  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Rozie  Jane 
Lomasters,  a  native  of  the  state  of  Washington.  Tbej'  have  become  parents  of  two  eons: 
George  Madison,  who  was  bom  October  26,  1909;  and  Benjamin  William,  whoee  birth 
ooonrred  on  the  24th  of  March,  1912. 


DON  C.  D.  HOORB. 

Don  C.  D.  Moore,  who  has  devoted  much  of  his  life  to  Journalism  and  who  Is  now 
serving  as  postmaster  of  Sandpolnt,  was  bom  In  Bevler,  Missouri.  February  20,  1871.  Bis 
father,  Samuel  M.  Moore,  was  also  a  native  of  Macon  county,  Missouri,  and  for  more 
than  forty  years  was  actively  engaged  In  the  coal  business  as  a  miner  and  operator. 
In  the  early  days  of  Montana's  development,  in  the  year  1883  to  be  exact,  he  went  to 
that  state  and  was  identified  with  pioneer  life  there.  He  was  also  at  one  time  In  Canada 
as  manager  for  several  mines  belonging  to  the  Canadian  Pacific,  spending  his  time  In 
that  way  until  1911,  when  he  came  to  Sandpolnt  and  entered  Into  bnslness  relatlcms  with 
his  son  Don  In  the  publication  of  the  Northem  Idaho  News.  In  political  questions  he 
has  taken  a  deep  Interest  and  hla  aid  and  lofluence  are  potent  forces  on  the  side  of 
pn^reas  and  improvement. 

Don  G.  D.  Moore,  when  fourteen  years  of  age.  began  learning  the  printer's  trade, 
after  which  he  attended  night  school.  He  further  continued  his  education  as  a  student  In 
the  Dntverslty  of  Chicago  and  at  Harvard  as  a  special  student,  pursuing  literary  courses. 
His  training,  however,  in  college  and  in  the  school  of  experience  has  been  of  a  liberal 
character  and  his  entire  life  has  been  characterised  by  a  progresslveness  that  has  been 
constantly  manifest  In  his  newspaper  work.  He  was  (onployed  on  several  newspapers 
in  Montana  and  took  a  most  active  Interest  In  ctvlc  and  public  affairs.  He  cwgunlsed 
the  Bonner  Pnbllshitig  Company  In  1911  and  became  editor  of  the  Northern  Idaho  News, 
which  Is  recognized  as  one  of  the  aggressive  democratic  newspapers  ot  the  state.  He 
Is  thus  identified  with  newspaper  publication  in  the  northwest  and  on  the  17th  ot 
February,  191C,  he  was  made  postmaster  ot  Sandpolnt.  His  father,  too,  has  held  varlona 
dty  olttces.  Don  C.  D.  Moore  Is  a  member  cd  the  democratic  county  central  committee 
and  has  always  been  a  stanch  advocate  ot  the  principles  ot  the  party  since  age  dod- 
ferred  upon  him  the  right  of  franchise. 

Mr.  Moore  vras  an  active  worker  In  c^mnectlon  with  all  of  the  drives  made  daring 
the  World  war  to  provide  financial  support  for  the  government  and  to  further  the  Inter- 
-  eats  and  welfare  of  the  sotdiers  In  camp  and  overseas.  He  was  made  a  member  of  the 
Bonner  County  Defense  Council.  He  was  prominent  In  the  organliatlon  of  Saodpotnt 
Lodge  No.  1876,  B.  P.  O.  B.,  and  Is  a  member  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  Idaho.  His  Cather 
Is  a  well  known  representative  of  Masonry. 


ROSS  D.  BOTHWELL. 

Ross  D.  Bothwell,  who  la  filling  the  position  of  postmaster  at  Welser,  was  bom  In 
Jackson  county.  Ohio,  April  6.  1876.  His  father,  Joseph  Bothwell,  was  also  a  native  of 
the  Buckeye  state,  bom  In  1829,  and  was  a  wagon  maker  by  trade.  On  leaving  Ohio  he 
removed  to  Kansas  and  subsequently  settled  in  Montana,  while  in  1901  he  became  a 
resident  of  Idaho,  here  spending  his  remaining  days,  his  death  occurring  In  1907.  His 
wife,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Julia  Stropes,  was  born  In  Pennsylvania  in  1833 
and  reached  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-three  years,  passing  away  In  19IS. 

Rcsa  D.  Bothwell  was  one  of  a  family  of  twelve  children,  six  sons  and  six  daughters, 
of  whom  ten  are  yet  living.  He  acquired  his  early  education  in  the  common  schools  ot 
Montana  and  after  his  textbooks  were  put  aside  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  govern- 
ment and  has  continuously  remained  In  public  ofltce.  He  has  served  In  Welser  under 
fonr  postmasters.  Coming  to  the  city  on  the  1st  of  June,  1901,  he  has  continuously  been 
Identified  with  the  office  and  upon  the  death  of  Frank  S.  Harding  he  succeeded  him 
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tbrongli  Rppolntment  In  the  poattlon  of  postmaster.  Daring  hfs  early  connection  with 
tbe  offlco  he  served  tor  a  year  and  a  halt  under  W.  W.  Prlchett,  later  was  for  fonr  years 
nnder  J.  H.  Bruce  and  then  for  an  equal  period  under  A.  J.  Hopkins,  who  is  the  only 
me  still  IlTing  oC  the  postmastera  under  whom  Mr.  Bothwelt  serred.  When  Hr.  Both- 
vell  entered  the  olHce  there  was  practically  no  city  and  no  rural  dellyery.  Such  haa 
been  the  development  and  growth  of  the  district  that  there  are  at  the  present  time  three 
mral  routes  and  two  city  carriers.  He  has  an  aealstant  postmaeter  and  tour  clerks  in 
the  otDce  and  has  petitioned  for  a  fourth  mral  route. 

On  the  2Gth  ot  November,  1603,  Mr.  Bothwetl  was  married  to  Htss  Bernlce  A.  Kil- 
loran,  who  was  bom  In  Malhenr  county,  OrOKon,  In  September,  1881,  a  daughter  of 
John  H.  and  NelUe  (HcDonohue)  Killoran.  To  Mr.  and  Hrs.  BothweU  has  been  bom 
a  son.  Ross  B.,  whose  birth  occurred  August  20,  160G.  The  parents  are  consistent 
members  of  the  Episcopal  church  and  Hr.  BothweU  is  also  connected  with  the  Knights 
ot  Pythlaa.  His  political  endorsement  Is  given  to  the  republican  party,  and  although 
h«  Is  at  variance  In  his  pcdltleal  views  with  the  reigning  administration,  he  received 
appointment  to  the  oSloe  of  superintendent  ot  the  malls  at  this  place  and  is  making  k 
most  creditable  record,  discharging  the  duties  ot  the  position  with  promptness  and 
capability,  and  at  all  times  he  is  courteous  and  obliging  to  the  patrons  of  the  office. 


CHABLBS  EDWARD  PASCOE. 

Charles  Edward  Pascoe, ,  editor  ot  the  Owyhee  Nugget,  published  at  Bruueau,  was 
bora  In  Ohio,  March  81,  ISGS,  and  It  a  son  ot  Charles  and  Charlotte  (Roland)  Pascoe. 
They  came  to  Ohio  In  1SG2  and  both  spent  their  remaining  days  In  that  state.  They 
reared  a  family  of  tour  children,  all  ot  wh<»n  are  yet  living. 

Charles  Edward  Pascoe,  the  youngest  member 'of  this  household,  was  reared  and 
educated  In  Ohio,  pursuing  his  studies  in  a  private  academy.  The  opportunities  ot  the 
west  attracted  him,  however,  and  In  1SS7  he  made  bis  way  to  Montana,  where  he  lived 
for  two  years.  On  the  expiration  of  that  period  he  went  to  Seattle,  where  he  waa  engaged 
in  the  newspaper  business  tor  two  years,  when  in  1890  he  removed  to  Payette,  Idaho,  and 
there  established  the  Fayette  Independent,  which  he  conducted  tor  two  years.  At  the 
end  ot  that  time  he  disposed  of  his  paper  and  went  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  where  he  was 
employed  on  the  Tribune  for  a  time.  In  1894  ha  removed  to  Ogden,  Utah,  and  worked  on 
the  Ogden  Standard  for  some  time,  after  which  be  became  a  resident  ot  Brigham,  Utah, 
and  was  engaged  in  the  newspaper  business  there  for  a  period  of  five  years.  In  190S 
Hr.  Pascoe  again  came  to  Idalio,  settling  this  time  at  Mountain  Home,  and  purchased 
the  Elmore  County  Bulletin,  which  he  owned  and  published  for  four  years.  A  1916 
he  came  to  Bruneau,  where  he  purchased  the  Owyhee  Nugget  and  Is  still  owner  and 
editor  ot  this  Journal.  He  has  always  displayed  a  most  progressive  spirit  In  his  news- 
paper work  and  has  kept  In  touch  with  modern  methods  ot  Journalism,  publishing  now 
a  most  Interesting  country  sheet. 

In  1892  Mr.  Pascoe  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Caroline  Engstrixn,  who  was 
bom  In  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  a  daughter  of  J.  P.  and  Charlotte  Engstrom,  who  are  itlU 
living.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pascoe  have  been  bom  tour  children:  Charles  B.,  who  Is  now 
In  Dallas,  Texas;  Harold  R.:  Helen  C;  and  Roland  B.  The  parents  are  members  of  the 
Congregational  church  and  are  Interested  in  all  those  forces  which  make  for  moral 
progress  and  the  upUtt  ot  the  individual.  Mr.  Pascoe  gives  his  political  endorsement  to 
the  democratic  party  and  In  1917  was  appointed  to  the  office  of  United  States  commis- 
sioner, In  which  capacity  he  Is  still  serving.  Whatever  success  he  has  achieved  in  lite 
Is  attributable  entirely  to  his  own  labors.  Industry,  perseverance  and  close  application 
have  been  among  his  salient  characteristics  and  by  reason  of  these  qualities  he  has  made 
tor  himselt  a  substantial  position  In  newspaper  circles  tn  his  adopted  state. 


Harry  S,  Kessler,  well  known  as  a  forceful  and  resourceful  member  ot  the  Bcrise 
bar.  Is  one  of  Nebraska's  quota  to  the  cltlienehlp  of  the  northwest.  He  was  bom  at 
Tekama,  Nebraska,  on  the  13th  of  January,  1877,  a  son  of  John  F.  and  Katherlne  (Snader) 
Easier,  who  were  natives  ot  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  respectively.     In  1872  the  father 
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removed  vltb  bis  family  to  Nebraska,  becomlUK  well  known  In  tbe  state  as  a  sucoeufnl 
fanner,  stock  raUer  and  merctaanL  He  alao  represented  Burt  county  In  the  state  legis- 
lature. In  1906  he  removed  from  Nebraska  to  Idaho,  where  he  still  makes  his  home, 
but  bis  wife  passed  away  early  In  1918.  Mr.  Kessler  has  long  been  a  devoted  member 
of  the  Presbyterian  church  and  his  life,  measuring  up  to  the  highest  standards,  has 
commanded  (or  him  the  respect  and  confldMice  of  those  with  whom  he  has  been  assocl- 
at«d. 

Harry  S.  Eessler,  the  eldest  son  In  a  family  of  seven  children,  of  whom  two  sons  and 
one  daughter  are  yet  living,  began  hla  education  In  the  public  schotris  <d  his  native 
state  and  was  graduated  from  the  high  school  of  Oakland,  Nebraska,  with  the  clan  of 
1892.  He  then  punned  a  courss  In  Bellevue  College  of  Bellevue.  Nebraska,  and  won 
the  Bachelor  of  Arts  decree  In  1S9T.  In  broad  literary  learning  he  therefore  laid  the 
foundation  upon  which  to  build  the  superstructure  of  professional  knowledge. 

After  graduating  from  college  he  taught  school  for  one  year  and  In  the  fall  of  1909 
entered  tbe  law  department  of  the  University  of  Michigan  and  was  graduated  therefrom 
In  1902.  In  the  fall  of  that  year  he  located  In  Boise  for  the  practice  of  law  and  (or  a 
number  of  yeara  speclaliEOd  in  commercial  law  and  won  much  more  than  local  dls- 
tlnctloo  in  that  branch  of  Jurisprudence.  In  ctmnectlon  with  tbe  law  practice  he  gave 
considerable  attention  to  the  dlr^tlng  and  execntlve  control  of  the  Merchants  Pro- 
tective Association,  serving  as  manager  from  I90<  to  1919  and  established  a  most  suc- 
cessful and  efficient  local  retail  agency  whlcb  has  proven  ot  Inestimable  value  to  the 
retail  merchants  of  southern  Idaho  and  eastern  Oregon. 

On  the  ISth  of  November,  190Z,  at  Lyons.  Nebraska,  Mr.  Kesaler  married  Mlaa  Julia 
Chrlstensen,  a  native  ot  that  state  and  a  daughter  ot  C.  Chrletenaen,  ooe  of  the  ploneert 
and  a  proaperoua  farmer  and  stock  raiser  ot  Burt  county,  Nebraska.  Mr.  and  Mra. 
Kesster  are  the  parents  of  four  daughters  and  a  son;  Lueile,  Lillian,  Margaret,  Grace 
Katherine  and  John  Raymond,  all  natives  of  Boise.  One  son,  Harry  C,  died  when  eleven 
months  of  age. 

In  religious  faitb  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kessler  are  Presbyterian.  They  have  been  active 
members  of  tbe  Pint  Presbj^erlan  church  of  Boise  ever  since  craning  to  the  state.  Mr. 
Keasler  was  a  member  of  the  first  board  of  deacons  of  that  church  and  Is  now  serving 
his  third  three  year  term  as  an  elder.  For  three  years  he  has  been  superintendent  of 
its  Sunday  school. 

In  politics  he  has  always  been  an  independent  and  an  aggreeslve  supporter  of  the 
many  moral  and  economic  reforms  that  have  been  adopted  by  the  votera  ot  this  new 
commonwealth.  He  came  lo  the  state  Just  at  the  time  when  the  frontier  customs  and 
practices  in  civic  life  were  beginning  to  be  questioned  and  from  the  flnt  he  lent  bis 
tnflnenje  and  support  In  favor  of  the  many  moral  ^ssnes  which  have  now  been  accepted 
and  enacted  in  the  law.  He  acted  as  secretary  ot  tbe  Boise  Civic  League,  organised  in 
1903,  which  was  among  the  flrat  local  organliatlons  In  the  city  to  combat  the  open  vice 
and  Immorality  whlcb  bad  flourished  In  Boise  since  the  time  of  early  frontier  days. 
Throughout  the  fierce  political  cimtest  occasioned  by  tbe  prohibition  Issue  he  was  among 
tbe  widest  known  and  most  aggressive  leaders  of  the  dry  cause.  He  served  as  attorney 
and  advisor  for  the  National  Antl-Saloon  Leagne  from  the  date  of  its  entrance  Into  the 
state  until  constitutional  prohibition  was  adopted.  He  acted  as  chairman  of  the  dry 
forces  for  Ada  county  In  tbe  memorable  local  option  Bgbt  ot  1909.  During  tbe  long 
drawn-oat  contest  that  was  waged  In  the  city  against  commerclallaed  vice  be  was  among 
the  most  aggressive  workers  and  served  as  attorney  for  the  reform  element,  assisting 
In  various  criminal  prosecutions  and  Vlvtc  suits  that  were  Instituted  for  the  pnrpoee  of 
CMitestIng  and  enforcing  state  laws  and  city  ordinances  enacted  In  tbe  interest  ot  moral 
advancement  during  tbe  past  decade. 


EZEKIEL   SWEET. 

Once  again  It  becomes  the  pleasurable  duty  of  the  biographer  to  draw  the  indulgent 
attention  ot  the  reader  to  a  brief  outline  of  the  lite  of  one  of  the  most  widely  known,  moat 
successful  and  popular  picmeerB  who  has  ever  lived  In  southern  Idaho.  Bsekiel  Sweet  Is 
one  of  the  phmeers  of  sontbem  Idaho,  locating  at  Sweet,  Idaho,  a  place  founded  by  him 
and  named  In  his  honor.  He  came  from  California  In  1877,  la  that  year  being  a  young 
man  of  twenty-one  years.  Going  directly  to  tbe  Squaw  Creek  valley,  then  la  Boise 
county,  now  In  Qem  county,  he  became  a  permanent  resident  there  and  endured  all  the 
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dlwdTontagea  ot  the  condiUons  prevailing  In  that  day.  He  1b  now  widely  known  as  tbe 
cblef  living  pioneer  ot  tbat  section,  the  name  of  "Zeke"  Sweet  being  a  bousebold  word  In 
that  part  ot  Idaho  and,  Id  fact,  all  over  tbe  eouthweat  part  ot  tbe  state.  For  forty-three 
years  be  has  resided  steadily  In  the  Squaw  Creek  valley,  engaged  In  ranch  life,  tbe  rais- 
ing of  IlTe  Btock,  merchandising  and  hotel  buslnesB,  and  in  that  long  period  he  baa  made 
hosts  ot  friends  who  are  warm  admirers  of  his  many  attributes  of  sterling  dtlzenshlp. 

Bieklel  Sweet  was  born  In  Brown  county,  Ohio,  January  28,  1SG6,  being  one  ot  a 
family  ot  six  sons  and  tonr  daughters  bom  to  Andrew  and  EllEabetb  (Monday)  Sweet. 
He  was  reared  on  his  father's  form  In  Ohio  until  be  reached  tbe  age  ot  seventeen,  when 
hto  parents  removed  to  Marathon,  Clermont  county,  Ohio.  He  then  started  out  on  his 
own  acconnt  and  went  to  North  Carolina,  where  he  followed  business  pursuits  tor  five 
years,  being  engaged  as  a  salesman  tor  part  of  that  time  and  as  a  horse  buyer  tor  a 
short  period.  At  the  end  of  five  years  he  returned  to  hts  native  state,  spending  one  year 
there,  and  In  1878  he  started  west.  He  located  first  In  Calltomia,  but  came  to  Idaho  In 
18T7  and  settled'  In  Squaw  Creek  valley.  About  1886  a  postofQce  was  established  on 
Mr.  Sweet's  ranch  and  named  Sweet.  He  was  appointed  postmaster  and  served  In  that 
capacity  tor  fourteen  years.  Later  on.  tbe  little  village  of  Sweet  began  to  spring  np 
about  one  mile  west  of  the  Sweet  ranch  and  the  poetofflce  was  transferred  to  the  new 
town. 

Mr.  Sweet  was  a  praninent  figure  In  tbe  affairs  ot  Gem  county  when  that  part  ot 
Idaho  was  in  Its  formative  stage.  Hts  was  the  directing  band  which  largely  helped  to 
shape  the  Mndltlona  under  which  tbe  growing  community  was  to  live.  For  many  years 
he  was  extensively  engaged  in  the  handling  ot  cattle  and  ranch  lands  and  during  his 
actlve.years  he  has  been  the  owner  ot  several  ranches  In  the  Squaw  Creek  valley.  At  one 
time  he  owned  In  the  aggregate  abont  one  thousand  a«res  ot  land,  and  later  In  partnership 
with  Dr.  Qeorge  Colllster,  of  Boise,  he  was  part  owner  of  four  thousand  acres  of  ranch 
lands,  this  being  held  Jointly,  and  by  steady  investment  and  Judicious  sale  ot  his  pr(q>- 
erty  he  met  with  success  from  the  very  beginning.  While  Mr.  Sweet's  lot  has  been 
mostly  cast  In  paths  of  peaceful  pursuits,  he  has  had  occasion  during  his  residence  In 
Sqnaw  Creek  valley  to  be  a  witness  to  and  a  participant  In  belligerent  incidents,  notably, 
the  Bannock -Indian  War,  as  well  as  other  stirring  scenes  nearly  always  inseparable  from 
picmeer  lite. 

Mr.  Sweet  was  married  In  Caldwell.  Idaho,  to  Isabella  Wiley,  who  was  bom  ax 
Cbeeter.  lUlnola,  and  died  In  January,  1920,  leaving  cme  son,  Harry,  who  is  married  and 
is  a  resident  ot  Sweet.  He  is  a  merchant  and  has  two  stores,  one  at  Sweet  and  one  at 
Montour,  Idaho. 

Mr.  Sweet  has  tbe  distinction  ot  being  one  ot  the  pioneer  Modem  Woodmen  of 
Idaho,  being  a  charter  member  of  C^mp  No  6701.  at  Sweet.  He  has  always  been  inter- 
ested in  fishing  and  hunting,  being  expert  with  fod  and  gun.  He  has  killed  numbers  o( 
deer,  bears,  elks,  wild  cats,  mountain  lions,  coyotes  and  lynx,  and  has  as  much  big  game 
to  his  credit  as  any  other  sportsman  In  the  state.  He  tells  many  bunting  stories  with 
much  gusto,  having  had  some  narrow  escapee  on  huntlitg  trips.  On  one  occasion  during 
an  attack  on  two  large  bears,  he  shot  the  male  twice  and  killed  him.  The  female  with 
her  two  cubs  then  appeared  on  the  scene,  and  Mr.  Sweet  considered  discretion  the  better 
part  of  valor,  and,  to  use  his  own  words,  he  "beat  It"  to  hie  horse,  leaving  his  rifle  behind 
to  expedite  his  sprint  It  is  his  belief  that  no  man  ever  ran  so  fast  as  he  did  for  one 
hundred  and  fifty  yards,  at  which  distance  he  felt  himself  comparatively  safe  from  the 
oncoming  bear. 


JOHMvE.  FISHER. 

Jtdtn  E.  Fisher  is  a  pioneer  rancher  and  homesteader  of  Idaho,  who  Is  living  five  and 
a  half  miles  south  of  Meridian.  He  came  to  the  state  In  1904  from  Omaha,  Nebraska, 
and  in  the  following  year  homesteaded  an  eighty  acre  tract  of  sagebrash  situated  five 
and  a  halt  miles  south  of  Meridian  and  tour  miles  northeast  of  Kuna,  on  the  Kuna- 
Herldisid  highway.  Taking  up  his  abode  on  this  property,  be  cleared  the  land  and  con- 
tinued Its  development  until  he  had  brought  the  fields  under  a  high  atate  of  cultivation, 
thus  contributing  to  the  agricultural  progress  of  the  atate.  He  was  bom  upon  a  farm  In 
Howard  county,  Indiana,  August  26,  1S7G,  and  Is  a  son  ot  John  B.  and  Lydla  (Plank) 
Fisher,  both  of  whom  have  passed  away.  The  father  was  bom  In  Howard  county, 
Indiana,  and  is  a  son  ot  James  O.  Fisher,  who  Is  still  living  at  Qalveston,  Indiana,  at  the 
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Kgfl  of  nfnetr-two  yean,  havliiK  attained  that  age  June  6,  1920.  He  taaa  made  hie  home 
aear  aalTeston  since  the  age  of  two  years,  his  parents  haTing  remored  In  1830  to  that 
place  from  ShelbyvlUe,  Kentucky,  where  he  was  bom  June  6,  1828.  James  O.  Fisher 
served  In  the  Union  army  during  the  Civil  war,  valiantly  defending  the  Interests  ot  his 
conntrj  against  armed  rebellion.  Mrs.  Lydia  (Plank)  Fisher  was  bom  at  Toong  America, 
Cass  county,  Indiana,  April  16,  1855,  while  her  hnsband,  John  B.  Flsber,  was  bora 
November  21,  1S60.  They  were  the  parents  of  four  children,  three  of  whom  are  living, 
though  John  B.  is  the  only  one  in  Idaho.  The  other  two,  a  brother  and  a  sister,  reside 
is  ArkansBB. 

When  John  E.  Fisher  took  up  his  homestead  south  ot  Herldian  he  becaipe  one  of 
the  flrst  settlers  of  that  part  ot  Ada  county.  Ther«  were  two  other  pioneers  who  located 
In  the  neighborhood  about  the  same  time  and  both  are  now  residents  ot  Euna,  these  being 
G.  M.  Wood  and  J.  W.  Beckdolt,  both  mentioned  elsewhere  In  this  work.  The  removal 
ft  Vx.  Flshar  to  the  coast  country  was  a  gradual  one.  He  was  cnily  live  years  of  age 
when  he  accompanied  his  parents  to  Valley  county,  Nebraska,  and  was  a'  lad  of  ten  when 
the  family  home  was  established  in  Rnyee  county,  Nebraska.  Nine  years  later,  or  In 
1894,  the  family  removed  to  Pope  county,  Arkansas,  and  three  years  subsequent  to  that 
time  John  B.  Fisher  left  home  and  went  to  Iowa  but  a  year  later  became  a  resident 
of  Omaha,  Nebraska.  There  he  pursued  a  bnslness  course  and  tor  six  years  he  was 
employed  as  stenographer  and  bookkeeper  in  Omaha  before  seeking  the  opportunities 
of  the  northwest.  While  In  Arkansas  he  had  taught  one  term  of  school.  Since  coming 
to  Idaho  he  has  concentrated  his  efforts  and  attention  upon  agricultural  interests,  and 
after  bringing  his  entire  place  under  a  high  state  ot  cultivation  he  sold  forty  acres  of 
the  original  tract,  still  retaining  a  similar  amount,  which  he  considers  sulllcient  to 
manage  and  cultivate.  It  is'an  excellent  piece  of  land,  highly  Improved  and  in  a  most 
desirable  location,  conveniently  located  within  a  tew  miles  of  two  enterprising  towns. 
One  good  teatnre  ot  the  place  Is  Its  nearness  to  a  flue  school,  for  the  Columbia  school 
In  District  No.  17 — a  handsome  new  white  pressed  brick  two-room  building — is  Just  a 
few  rods  from  his  home,  and  he  is  acting  as  clerk  of  the  school  board — a  position  which 
he  has  Dlted  tor  a  number  of  years.  An  attractive  feature  of  his  ranch  is  a  twelve-acre 
prune  orchard,  which  was  set  out  bj  him  in  1S12, 

For  a  number  ot  years  after  locating  upon  his  ranch  Mr.  Fisher  kept  bnchelor'B  hall 
and  on  the  12th  of  May,  1820,  be  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Estella  Margaret 
Hensell,  who  was  bom  at  Orlggsvllle,  IIlinoiB.  but  was  reared  and  educated  in  Nebraska 
and  for  several  years  prior  to  her  marriage  taught  school  in  Nebraska  and  Kansas  and  at 
Weiser,  Idaho.  Mr.  Fisher  has  prepared  an  attractive  home  tor  his  wife,  erecting  a 
Due  modem  bungalow,  with  basement  under  the  entire  building  and  supplied  with  bath, 
hot  and  cold  water,  electric  light  and  all  modem  conveniences,  so  that  this  worthy 
couple  are  prepared  to  live  in  comfort,  enjoying  all  of  the  necessities  and  many  ot  the 
luxuries  of  life. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fisher  are  consistent  members  ot  the  Christian  church.  In 
politics  he  maintains  an  independent  course,  voting  for  men  and  measures  rather  than 
party.  He  belongs  to  the  Non-Partlsan  League  and  Is  now  its  candidate  in  Ada  county 
for  the  state  legislature.  He  Is  keenly  Interested  in  everything  that  pertains  to  the 
general  welfare  and  his  aid  and  cooperation  can  be  counted  upon  to  further  many 
g  for  the  public  good. 


RtSSBLL  B.  SHBPHBRD. 

Russell  B.  Shepherd  ot  Jerome  Is  fllllng  the  responsible  position  of  general  man- 
ager with  the  Twin  Falls  North  Side  Uiad  ft  Water  Company  and  Is  also  the  president  ot 
the  North  Side  Canal  Company.  He  has  long  been  deeply  Interested  In  Irrigation 
projects  and  there  are  few  men  In  this  section  ot  the  country  more  familiar  with  aU 
the  problems  that  have  to  do  with  the  development  of  the  water  systems  and  uttttsatlon 
of  the  water  rights  in  this  section  ot  the  country. 

He  comes  to  Idaho  from  the  Bmpirs  state,  his  birth  having  occurred  at  Sacket 
Harbor.  New  York,  December  16,  1^60,  bis  parents  being  Thomas  B.  and  Augusta  O. 
(Bastoa)  Shepherd.  His  boyhood  days  were  there  passed  and  his  education  wss 
acquired  in  the  schools  of  his  native  city,  after  which  be  began  learning  the  ma- 
chinist's trade.  He  came  to  the  west  la  1880,  settling  flrst  at  LAnesboro,  Minnesota, 
and  there  be  was  employed  in  the  Bank  of 'Lanesboro.    Later  he  removed  to  Chatfleld. 
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HlnneBOta.  where  tie  took  np  tbe  stndr  ol  law  and  entered  Into  partnership  with 
Nathan  Ria^Bler.  with  whom  be  practiced  lor  a  time,  after  which  the  Ann  of  Shepherd 
A  Catberwood  was  orgsnlaed.  Mr.  Shepherd  continued  a  resident  of  Minnesota  until 
18M,  when  he  removed  to  BilllngB,  Montana,  where  he  had  been  Interested  In  the 
cattle,  bnslneas  at  Chouteau  for  ten  years  prerloos.  There  he  owned  and  conducted  a 
cattle  ranch  and  there  he  flrst  became  connected  with  irrigation  work  on  tbe  Bnrt-in 
bench.  Subsequentty  be  went  to  the  Big  Horn  valley  and  to  the  Yellowstone  valley 
near  BllUngs  apd  was  there  active  In  tbe  building  of  the  BtUInga  A  Central  Montana 
RallroaQ  and  two  Irrigation  systems  under  the  name  of  the  Billings  Land  ft  Irrigation 
Company  and  John  Legglns  Canal.  He  helped  organise  the  Merchants  National  Bank 
of  BiUlDgs,  Montana,  and  for  several  years  prior  to  coming  to  Idaho  was  its  president 
In  1913  he  was  sent  to  Jerome,  Idaho,  to  take  charge  ol  the  plant  of  wblcb  he  la  now 
general  manager  and  which  was  formerly  owned  and  (qverated  by  W.  3.  and  J.  8.  Kuhn 
ot  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  Here  he  has  since  continued  In  cliarge,  his  t^cial  title 
being  that  of  general  manager  for  the  Twin  Falls  North  Side  I^nd  ft  Water  Company. 
He  has  also  become  the  president  of  the  North  Side  Canal  Company  and  thus  he  is 
closely  associated  with  the  development  and  operation  of  important  irrigation  plants. 
Tbe  project  was  started  In  1907  and  a  hotel  erected  in  the  fall  of  1908,  and  the  business 
was  thus  carried  forward  until  1913,  when  Hr.  Shepherd  took  charge  and  placed  the 
project  on  a  paying  basis. 

In  1884  Mr.  Sh^herd  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Nellie  Kelton,  a  daughter 
of  Corliss  W.  and  Cornelia  Kelton.  They  have  three  children:  Ruth  E.,  now  the  wife 
of  J.  S.  Haywood;  Helen  A.,  the  wife  of  Earl  E.  Tiffany,  of  BilllngB,  Montana;  and 
Irene  K.,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Smith  College  and  la  now  at  home.  > 

Mr.  Shepherd  votes  with  the  republican  party  and  is  thoroughly  conversant  with 
the  vital  problems  and  questions  of  the  day.  He  has  memberehlp  with  tbe  Benev<dent 
Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  In  Masonry  be  has  attained  tbe  thirty-second  degree  of 
the  Scottish  Rite.  Capable  of  handling  and  directing  Important  Interests,  he  has 
made  hia  way  steadily  upward  in  business  connections,  meeting  modern-day  requlre- 
meuts  In  the  northwest,  and  his  work  Is  now  ot  a  most  important  and  far-reaching 
character. 


C.  H.  POTTS. 

C  H.  Potts,  a  prominent  attorney  ot  Coenr  d'Alene,  who  has  exerted  wide  influence 
Id  repnblican  circles  In  the  state  and  Is  one  of  tbe  recognised  political  leaders  of  Idaho, 
waa  bom  in  Atchison.  Kansas,  October  IS,  ISSI.  bis  parents  being  Cyrus  D.  and  Florence 
(Miller)  Potts.  Tbe  father  was  a  native  of  Christian  county,  Illinois,  and  was  reared 
upon  a  farm  near  Taylorvllle,  his  father  having  been  one  of  the  prominent  pioneer 
settlers  of  that  section  of  tbe  state.  He  contributed  to  the  early  development,  settle- 
ment and  progress  of  Illinois  and  participated  in  the  Black  Hawk  war  under  Abraham 
Lincoln.  In  1876  be  removed  from  Illinois  to  Atchison,  Kansas,  and  became  a  whole- 
sale dealer  In  hay  and  grain  and  also  conducted  a  transfer  business  there  tor  more  than 
twenty-flve  years,  becoming  one  of  the  active  and  leading  figures  in  tbe  business  life  of 
Atchiscm  and  also  In  connection  with  Its  political  and  church  interests.  His  wife  died 
during  the  Infancy  of  their  son,  C.  H.  Potts. 

Reared  in  hia  native  city,  C.  H.  Potts  attended  the  public  schools  of  Atchison  and 
afterward  continued  bis  education  In  tbe  William  Jewell  College  at  Liberty,  Missouri. 
He  nest  entered  the  Kansas  City  College  of  Iaw,  frcHu  which  he  was  graduated  in  1902. 
In  1903  be  removed  to  Dlathe,  Kansas,  where  he  engaged  In  active  practice  until  1906, 
and  In  tbe  latter  year  came  to  Coeur  d'Alene,  where  he  has  since  resided.  In  1907  he 
waa  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Kootenai  county  and  filled  the  position  until  1910, 
establishing  a  high  reputation  as  an  able  and  earnest  proeecutor.  Since  retiring  from 
office  be  has  largely  given  bis  attention  to  that  line  of  legal  work  and  he  enjoys  a  well 
merited  reputation  as  a  prominent  criminal  lawyer.  For  a  time  he  was  engaged  In  law 
practice  with  the  Hon.  J.  M.  Flynn,  who  was  Judge  of  the  eighth  Judicial  district.  In 
1919  he  formed  a  partnership  with  N.  D.  Wemette  and  In  tbis  connection'*!- actively 
engaged  In  law  practice,  having  a  large  and  distinctively  representative  clientage. 

Mr  Potts  has  also  figured  prominently  in  public  affairs  and  is  one  of  tbe  forceful 
representatives  of  republican  politics  In  Idaho.  In  1911  and  also  during  the  special 
session  of  1912  he  was  a  member  of  tbe  state  senate.    He  has  served  as  vice  chairman 
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of  the  republican  state  central  commlttM.  haa  been  a  member  at  Its  executive  com- 
mittee BOi]  has  been  cbalrman  ol  the  county  central  committee.  In  1917  he  was  nomi- 
nated by  acclamation  for  the  offlce  of  mayor  of  Coeur  d'Aleoe  and  fotlowliiK  the  election 
gave  to  the  ctty  a  most  bustncBBllke  and  progressive  admlnfatration.  He  found  condl' 
tlona  largely  chaotic  and  he  made  a  splendid  record  In  bringing  systematliatlon  Into 
manlciiwl  affaire  and  In  maintaining  the  highest  civic  etandards. 

Mr.  Potts  was  united  in  marriage  In  1905  to  MIsa  Helen  Lee  Nichols,  a  daughter  of 
Frank  B.  NlcbolB,  a  cotton  merchant  of  Texas.  They  have  Ave  children:  Margaret, 
Helen  Lee,  William  Howard,  Edward  and  C.  H..  Jr. 

Mr.  Potts  Ib  a  member  of  the  Coenr  d'Alene  Lodge  of  the  Benevolent  Protective 
Order  of  Elks,  of  which  he  Ib  a  past  exalted  mler.  He  is  also  a  past  master  of  the  bine 
lodge  of  Mesons,  has  taken  the  Scottish  Rite  degrees  and  la  a  member  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine.  He  has  been  a  very  active  representative  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  has 
taken  a  moet  helpful  part  in  promoting  those  plans  and  projects  which  are  looking  to 
the  welfare  and  betterment  of  the  city  in  every  way.  He  has  won  a  etate-wlde  reputation 
tn  connection  with  cases  of  tax  liquidation.  During  the  World  war  he  served  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  County  Council  of  Defense  and  was  one  of  the  speakers  in  behalf  of  the  Red 
Cross  and  Liberty  Loan  drives.  In  a  word  he  hse  been  most  earnest  and  active  In  all 
patriotic  interests  for  the  development  and  support  of  community,  commonwealth  and 
country.  He  Is  a  man  of  broad  vision  who.  in  studying  vital  public  questions,  brings 
to  bear  the  analytical  mind  of  the  lawyer,  recognizing  the  strong  and  weak  points  ot 
every  cause  and  always  giving  earnest  support  wherever  be  believes  that  the  welfare 
and  interests  of  the  country  will  be  conserved. 


HENRY  C.  BRYANT. 


Henry  C.  Bryant  la  IdentlDed  with  ranching  Interests  on  the  Snake  river,  his  place 
being  not  far  from  Haeerman,  In  Gooding  county.  HIa  birth  occurred  about  nine  miles 
below  Welser,  Idaho,  February  20,  1836.  his  parents  being  A.  J.  and  Harter  Ann  Bryant, 
both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Ulssonrl.  where  they  were  reared  and  married.  In  1860  the 
father  went  to  California,  attracted  by  the  gold  discoveries  on  the  Pacific  slope.  He 
crossed  the  plains  with  ox  teams  and  later  returned  by  boat  and  the  Isthmus  of  Pa^nima. 
Bubsequeatty  be  made  bis  way  to  Boise.  Idaho,  and  while  there  his  ox  teams  were  stolen 
from  htm.  He  afterward  went  to  the  Idaho  basin  and  still  later  conducted  a  sttge 
station  below  Boise  known  as  the  old  Canvas  House.  He  there  conducted  a  boarding 
house  aa  well  as  stage  station,  but  after  a  time  he  returned  to  Welser  and  took  np  two 
ranches,  on  which  he  built  a  log  house.  At  once  he  turned  his  attention  to  the  arduous 
taaks  ot  making  hie  land  cultivable  and  productive  and  upon  that  place  he  lived  for  a 
number  of  years.  On  selling  the  property  he  removed  to  Biker  county,  Oregon,  and 
engaged  in  mining  in  Rye  Valley,  near  the  Pedro  mountains.  He  afterward  took  up 
farming  on  Dearborn  creek,  where  he  lived  tor  a  number  of  years,  and  then  went  to 
Huntington.  Oregon,  where  he  retired  from  active  business,  spending  his  remaining 
days  at  tb%t  place.  His  wife  also  died  tn  the  same  locality.  His  political  support  was 
given  to  the  democratic  party. 

Henry  C.  Bryant  spent  bis  boyhood  days  In  Idaho  and  Oregon  aa  he  acoompanled  his 
parents  on  their  various  removals.  He  engaged  In  running  stock  In  Oregon  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  and  when  a  young  man  of  twenty^eight  again  took  up  hts  abode  in  Idaho 
and  followed  mining  at  Piatt  and  Ouffey,  on  the  Snake  river.  In  1901  he  settled  upon 
a  ranch  property  which  he  had  taken  up  while  mining.  He  then  concentrated  bis  efforts 
and  attention  upon  the  Improvement  of  the  property  and  he  now  has  forty-eight  and  a 
half  acres  of  good  land  overlooking  the  Upper  Silmon  falls  of  the  Snake  river.  Hts 
ranching  Interests  are  wisely  and  carefully  directed  and  substantial  success  haa  come  to 
htm  as  the  reward  of  his  Industry  and  perseverance. 

In  18B0  Mr.  Bryant  was  married  to  Miss  Roaibel  Worthlngton,  a  native  of  Missouri, 
who  about  thirty-live  years  ago  came  to  Idaho  with  her  parents,  who  traveled  across  the 
country  with  mule  teama  and  settled  on  Camaa  prairie.  Later  they  removed  to  the 
vicinity  of  Huntington,  Oregon,  where  the  father  engaged  in  carpentering  and  In  farm- 
ing. He  afterward  again  settled  on  Cim^a  prairie,  where  he  remained  to  the  time  of 
his  death,  and  In  the  latter  part  of  his  Ufa  he  lived  retired.  To  Mr.  and  Hra.  Bryant 
have  been  bom  six  children:  Ralph;  Grace,  now  the  wife  of  Herman  Fields;  Gladys; 
Margaret;  Theodore;  and  Lorraine.   They  also  lost  one  child,  DoUIe,  who  died  in  Infancy. 
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The  BOB  Ralph  eiillstKl  on  the  6Ui  of  April.  1917,  at  Boise,  for  Bervlce  In  the  World 
var.  He  left  Boiee  In  September  (or  the  east,  folng  to  Camp  Green,  North  Carolina, 
and  later  to  Camp  Hllle,  Long  laland,  add  from  there  he  sailed  tor  Prance,  where  he 
arrived  on  the  Zlst  of  JannarTi  191S.  At  the  time  of  hfs  enlistment  he  hecame  a  mem- 
ber of  Companj'  K  of  the  Second  Idaho  Regiment  and  after  reichlng  France  was  trans- 
ferred to  Headquarters  Companr  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-seventh  Infantry  of  the 
Forty-second  or  Rainbow  Division.  He  served  altogether  for  eighteen  months.  He 
went  into  the  trenches  on  the  Baccrate  sector  on  the  Lorraine  front  and  served  there 
for  one  hundred  and  nine  days.  From  that  point  he  went  ti>  the  Champagne  front,  where 
he  was  engaged  In  the  offensive  from  the  12th  to  the  2Stb  of  July.  From  that  point  ho 
proceeded  to  Bellean  Wood,  of  the  Chateau  Thierry  sector,  and  was  in  the  battle  thera, 
where  his  dlvlBion  made  a  most  brilliant  record,  aiding  In  taming  the  tide  of  war,  for 
np  to  that  time  the  Germans  had  steadily  advanced  and  it  seemed  that  within  a  teir 
days  at  moat  they  would  reach  Paris.  The  American  troops,  however,  were  throws  In 
at  thit  point  and  their  daring  and  splendid  lighting  qualities  checked  the  onrush  of 
the  Germans,  who  never  again  advanced  but  constantly  retreated  until  they  were  driven 
to  the  other  side  of  the  Rhine.  After  serving  at  Belleau  Wood,  Ralph  Bryant  went  with 
his  command  to  St  Hlhlel,  where  he  continued  from  the  12th  of  September  until  the 
troops  proceeded  to  the  Heuse  Argonne,  there  talking  part  In  the  most  hotly  contested 
battle  In  which  the  American  forces  participated,  tbe  story  or  which  sent  a  thrill  to  every 
American  heart.  From  that  point  the  regiment  proceeded  to  the  Sedan,  where  they 
were  stationed  when  the  armistice  was  signed.  Ralph  Bryant  afterward  went  with  tbe 
troops  to  Germany  and  remained  at  a  place  called  Zln  Zig  a  Rhine  until  April  6,  1919, 
when  he  was  released  sud  started  lor  the  United  Statee,  arriving  on  the  27th  of  April. 
Re  was  discharged  at  Fort  D.  A.  Russell,  Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  returning  to  his  home 
with  a  most  creditable  military  record.  He  waa  never  wounded  but  on  one  occoaioo 
waa  a  little  gassed. 

Mr.  Bryant  belongs  to  tbe  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  to  the  Uodem 
Woodmen  of  America,  of  which  bla  son  la  also  a  member.  At  one  time  he  served  as 
deputy  g-me  warden,  but  has  not  been  a  politician  In  the  sense  of  office  seeking.  He 
has  always  preferred  to  concentrate  hla  time  and  energies  upon  his  business  aOairs  and 
with  every  pbaae  of  agricultural  development  in  this  section  of  the  state  he  Is  familiar, 
08  he  has  seen  the  wild  land  reclaimed  and  cultivated,  transformed  from  a  tract  o( 
native  saBebrush  into  richly  cultivated  Oelds,  or  fine  pasture  land,  furnishing  food  for 
large  flocks  and  herds. 


JAUBS  H.  RHEA. 


James  H.  Rhea,  a  retired  farmer  and  stockman  residing  in  Midvole,  waa  bom  in 
Tirginia,  February  iZ.  1SS6.  His  parents.  John  and  Margaret  Rhea,  were  also  natives  of 
tbe  Old  Dominion  and  there  tbe  mother  passed  away.  Later  the  father  removed  to 
Ulssonrl  and  subsequently  became  a  resident  of  Oklahoma,  where  bis  lost  days  were 
passed.    In  their  family  were  five  children,  of  whom  but  two  are  now  living. 

James  H.  Rhea  largely  spent  his  youth  in  Prlncetcn.  Missouri,  where  his  education 
was  acquired  as  a  public  school  pupil.  In  ISEl  he  crossed  the  plains  to  Oregon,  attracted  by 
tbe  opportunities  of  the  growing  and  rapidly  developing  west.  He  remained  for  two 
years  in  that  state  and  in  1883  came  to  Idaho,  where  he  has  since  made  his  home.  He 
settled  on  a  farm  in  Washington  county  and  for  a  third  of  a  century  devoted  bis  life  to 
the  development  and  Improvement  of  the  property,  converting  the  land  Into  rich  and 
productive  fields  which  responded  readily  to  the  care  and  labor  which  he  bestowed  upon 
them  and  rewarded  hie  eSorts  by  good  crops.  In  1916  he  removed  to  MIdvale,  where 
he  has  since  made  his  home,  having  practically  retired  from  active  business  cares. 
However,  he  is  still  a  stockholder  in  tbe  Middle  Valley  Ditch  Company  and  his  Invest 
ments  have  been  Judiciously  placed,  so  that  they  return  to  him  a  gratifying  hnnuol 


The  year  which  witnessed  Mr.  Rbea's  arrival  In  Idaho  also  witnessed  his  marriage  to 
Hiss  Mphala  Bryan,  who  was  born  In  Indiana  and  come  to  this  state  in  1S83.  They 
beesme  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  BUza  L..  who  Is  now  the  wife  of  Joe  Pickett,  a  resident 
of  Washington  county.  The  wife  and  mother  passed  away  in  1916,  her  death  being  deeply 
regretted  by  many  friends  as  welt  as  her  Immediate  family. 

Mr.  Rhea  la  a  republican  in  hie  political  views  and  stancbly  advocates  party  prin- 
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dples,  bnt'hiis  never  been  an  office  seeker.  His  &ld  and  Influence  Itare  alwaTs  been  Klren 
OIL  the  side  of  pragrese  Bnd  Improvement  and  tor  eighteen  yeare  he  was  secretary  of 
the  dltcta  company  and  thus  ccmtrlbnted  mnch  towardB  promoting  the  Irrigation  Interests 
of  the  commimltT.  He  Is  a  self-made  man  who  deaarrea  much  credit  for  what  he  has 
accomplished  and  he  la  jnsUr  accoantad  one  of  the  representative  men  of  the  valley. 


BEN  R.  GRAY. 

Ben  R.  Gray  la  the  register  of  the  United  SUtea  land  office  In  Halley.  Much  of  hia 
Ute  has  been  devoted  to  public  service  and  over  the  record  at  hla  official  career  there  falu 
no  shadow  of  wrong  or  snaplclon  of  evil.  A  native  of  Hlasourl,  he  was  bom  IniHarshan^ 
November  14,  1870,  and  in  1873,  when  he  was  but  three  years  of  age,  his  parents.  Daniel 
L.  And  Susan  B.  (McLaren)  Gray,  came  with  their  family  to  Idaho,  eettUng  at  Boise, 
where  they  remained  until  1SS2,  when  they  removed  to  Halley  and  Ben  R.  Gray  oon- 
tinned  hla  education  In  the  public  schools  of  the  Utter  town.  Utter  he  toidc  up  the 
occupation  «f  mining  and  subsequently  he  turned  hla  attention  to  mercUuidlalng,  In 
which  he  was  engaged  until  1896.  In  that  year  he  was  elected  sheriff  of  his  county, 
having  previously  eerved  tot  two  years  as  deputy,  so  that  he  was  well  qualified  for  the 
duties  of  the  position  which  he  assumed.  After  retiring  trcm  the  office  <tf  sheriff  he 
devoted  three  years  to  mining  and  in  1902  he'waa  elected  to  the  postticHi  of  county 
aaaessor  and  tax  collector.  At  a  snbseqnent  period  he  conducted  the  Alturas  Hotel 
for  a  period  of  three  years  and  then  turned  his  attention  to  the  insurance  business. 
He  was  afterward  appointed  to  the  office  of  state  game  warden  by  Governor  Hawley, 
thus  aervtng  In  1911  and  1912,  when  he  resigned  the  position  In  order  to  take  the  demo- 
cratic state  chairmanship  and  was  thus  active  In  guiding  the  destiny  and  shaping  the 
Intareeta  ot  hie  party  for  a  time.  In  191S  he  entered  the  field  of  Insurance  as  general 
agent  for  Idaho  and  Montana  with  the  First  National  Fire  Insurance  Cranpany  ot 
Washmgton,  D.  C.  He  continued  to  act  In  that  capacity  until  November,  191G,  when 
he  was  appointed  register  of  the  United  Statea  land  office  at  Halley  and  reappointed  In 
December,  1919,  tor  four  years. 

In  June,  1893,  Mr.  Gray  was  married  to  Miss  May  Plnney,  a  native  of  Iowa  City  and 
B  daughter  of  Charles  F.  and  Vina  (Wilcox)  Plnney.  Mrs.  Gray  passed  away  of  pneu- 
monia on  the  25th  of  April,  1919,  at  the  age  ot  forty-nine  yean,  leavlnx  four  children: 
LaTeme  R,,  Dorothy,  Ben  R.,  Jr.,  and  Gordon. 

Fraternally  Mr.  Gray  Is  connected  with  the  Eagles.  In  politics  he  haa  always  glvot 
hla  allegiance  to  the  democratic  party  and  he  keeps  thoroughly  Informed  concerning 
the  vital  questions  and  problems  of  the  age.  He  la  well  qualified  for  leadership  as  his 
fellow  citlsens  recognise  In  him  a  man  loyal  to  any  cause  which  he  espouses  and 
prompted  In  all  things  by  marked  patriotism. 


MARCUS  S.  FITE.  D.  C. 

Dr.  Marcus  S.  Flte,  a  chiropractor  of  Lewiston,  who  Is  winning  substantial  success 
In  his  profession,  waa  bom  In  Liberty,  Tennessee,  April  22,  1866,  a  son  ot  Isaac  N.  and 
Madora  Flte,  who  were  well  known  residents  of  Liberty,  Tennessee,  where  the  father 
followed  the  occupation  of  farming.  At  the  time  of  the  Civil  war,  however,  he  put  aside 
all  business  and  personal  considerations  and  Joined  the  United  Statea  army  In  defense 
ot  the  Union,  serving  under  General  Stokes. 

Marcus  S.  Flte  obtained  his  early  education  In  the  public  schools  of  his  native  dty 
and  afterwards  pursued  a  high  school  course  at  Mount  Vernon,  Missouri.  He  was  reared 
upon  a  farm,  early  becoming  familiar  with  the  best  methods  of  tilling  the  soil  and  caring 
for  the  crops,  but  later  put  aside  agricultural  pursuits  and  secured  a  clerkship  in  a 
store.

HIa  political  support  Is  given  the  repnbllcan  party  and  fraterna1l7  be  Is 
connected  with  the  Elks,  while  bla  religious  faith  Is  that  of  the  Hetbodlet  churcta,  to 
the  teachings  of  which  he  Is  a  loyal  adherent. 


ARTHUR  WALDEMAR  HANSEN. 

Arthur  Waldemar  Haneen,  casbler'ot  the  First  National  Bank  of  Staoshona.  was  bom 
April  30,  1886,  In  the  city  which  Is  still  his  htune,  his  parents  being  Christ  and  Anna 
(Jacobaen)  Hansen,  who  are  natlTea  of  Copenhagen,  Denmark.  Tbey  came  to  the  United 
States  In  early  life,  the  father  crossing  the  Atlantic  In  1874  and  the  mother  In  1873.  Mr. 
Hansen,  who  had  learned  the  cutlery  business,  followed  bis  trade  In  Bridgeport,  Con- 
necticut, for  a  time  and  afterward  removed  to  Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  where  he  worked  In 
the  railroad  shops  until  the  fall  of  1882,  at  which  date  he  arrived  in  Idaho,  settling  at 
Shoshone.  Here  he  obtained  work  as  a  blacksmith  In  the  railroad  ahtypa  and  ctm- 
tinned  In  that  employ  nnttl  1896,  after  which  he  spent  three  years  at  Qlenns  Ferry. 
He  later  established  a  smithy  of  his  own  at  Shoshone  and  continued  In  the  business 
until  1918,  when  he  retired  from  active  lite.  To  him  and  his  wife  have  been  bom 
six  children:  Delia,  Arthur  W.,  Charles,  LlUle,  George  and  Nemoma^  The  marriage 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hansen  bad  been  celebrated  In  Cheyenne.  The  mother,  having  crossed 
the  Atlantic  In  1873,  made  her  way  to  North  Platte,  Nebraska,  where  her  brother,  Lonls 
Jaoobsen,  was  living.  She  afterward  lived  with  the  family  of  Keaton  Barton,  governor 
of  Nebraska,  and  was  married  there. 

The  boyhood  days  of  Arthur  W.  Hansen  were  passed  in  Shoshone  and  his  edncatlao 
was  acquired  In  the  public  schools.  In  1903  he  enlisted  In  the  navy  as  a  seaman's  IV* 
prentice  at  San  Francisco,  Callfomla,  on  the  Marblehead,  serving  on  that  ship  and 
on  the  Milwaukee  for  four  years,  or  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one.  He 
then  removed  to  Salt  Lake  City,  where  he  spent  a  year,  employed  In  the  auditor's  ofBca 
of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad.  In  IMS  he  returned  to  Shoshone  and  secured  a 
clerkship  in  the  Btarrh  drag  store,  tbere  remaining  until  January,  1909,  when  he  ac- 
cepted the  position  of  bookkeeper  In  the  First  National  Bank  of  Shoshone.  In  February, 
1917,  he  was  advanced  to  the  position  of  cashier  and  Is  now  bending  bis  energies  to  con- 
structive effort  and  admlnlstratlTe  direction  In  this  connection.  He  baa  tn  the  mean- 
time thoronghly  acquainted  htmselt  with  every  phase  of  the  banking  business  and  has 
won  a  creditable  position  in  flnanelal  circles  of  bis  part  of  the  atate. 

In  1S13  Mr.  Hansen  was  married  to  Miss  Raiel  L.  Cannon,  a  daughter  of  Clinton 
and  Dell  Cannon  and  a  native  of  Battle  Creek,  Michigan.  She  passed  away  In  Boise  In 
1914,  leaving  a  daughter,  Haiel.  In  1819  Mr.  Hansen  wedded  Miss  Florence  A.  Taylor,  a 
native  of  Seneca,  Kansas,  and  a  daughter  of  John  Taylor. 

In  the  social  circles  of  the  city  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hansen  occupy  an  enviable  position,  the 
hospitality  of  the  best  homes  being  freely  accorded  them.

These  associations  Indicate 
the  rales  which  govern  bis  conduct  and  shape  his  relations  with  his  fellowmen,  and 
all  who  know  him  speak  of  him  In  terms  ot  high  regard.  His  political  allegiance  Is 
given  to  the  republican  party. 


FRANK  A.  ORIHH. 

Businesslike,  alert,  eenaiveUc  and  genial,  Frank  A.  Qrlmm  Is  altogether  an  Ideal 
hotel  host.  He  Is  the  proprietor  ot  the  Hotel  Paul  at  Panl,  Minidoka  county,  and  as 
such  Is  widely  and  favorably  known.  He  was  bora  at  Independence,  Buchanan  oonnty, 
Iowa,  Febraary  20,  1872,  and  Is  a  son  of  Frank  and  Minnie  (Schalk)  Qrlmm.  He  spent 
his  boyhood  days  at  the  place  of  his  nativity  and  acquired  his  education  In  the  achooli 
there.  In  1S91,  when  a  youth  of  nineteen  years,  he  came  with  hie  parents  to  the  west, 
th«  family  homo  being  established  flrst  at  Mount  Angel.  Oregon.  The  father  purchased 
land  there,  acquiring  sixty  acres,  and  later  be  added  an  eighty-acre  tract.     He  after- 
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ward  Bold  slzt]'  acres  of  his  pri^wrtr  but  continued  tta«  cultlTatlon  of  the  remainder 
nntU  1S03.  He  then  purchased  a  place  at  Portland,  OreKOn,  and  retired  from  active 
boslneBs,  spending  his  remaining  days  In  the  enjoyment  ot  well  earned  rest.  He  passed 
away  in  the  beautiful  city  ol  roses  In  1911.  when  slxty-llTe  years  of  age,  Hla  widow 
enryiTes  and  Is  now  living  with  her  son  Ed  Orlmm  on  his  rsnch  ne-ir  Paul.  Mr.  Orimm 
was  a  member  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  and  in  his  political  faith  waa  a  la- 
publlcan. 

Frank  A.  Orlmm  started  upon  his  business  career  as  a  traveling  photographer  and 
afterward  established  a  gallery  at  Mount  Angel,  Oregon,  in  1S9S.  There  he  remained  la 
bnslnesa  tor  Ave  years  but  afterward  sold  his  interests  and  removed  to  Portland,  where 
he  accepted  a  position  as  motorman  on  the  city  railroad.  He  subsequently  removed  to 
JAkv  connty,  Oregon,  and  nea^  Silver  Lake  took  ap  a  homestead  which  he  at  once  be- 
gan to  develop  and  Improve,  continuing  the  cultivation  of  the  place  for  abont  four  years. 
In  1916  he  removed  to  Paul,  Idaho,  and  assisted  In  building  the  Hotel  Paul,  which  is 
a  tine  one  and  which  he  conducted  until  the  1st  of  June,  1919,  when  he  leased  It  to  Dr. 
F.  J.  McLln  and  W.  A.  Qano,  but  November  1,  1919,  the  lease  was  transferred  to  W.  B. 
OlbBOU.  Mr.  Orimm  has  many  qualities  which  render  him  an  Ideal  hotel  host.  He 
knows  how  to  handle  his  guests  and  at  the  same  time  carefully  conducts  the  business  In- 
terests under  his  gnidance,  and  he  made  the  Hotel  Paul  a  popular  resort  with  the 
traveling  public 

In  1904  Mr.  Orlmm  was  married  to  Miss  Atma  Baumann,  a  daughter  d  Albert  and 
Wnhelmlna  ^umann,  and  they  have  three  ^lldren:  Mildred,  Lawrence  and  Harold. 
Mr.  Orlmm's  position  on  things  political  le  that  of  the  republican  party.  He  mani- 
fests a  keen  Interest  in  all  matters  of  progressive  citizenship  and  seeke  to  nphold  those 
forces  which  make  for  higher  civic  Ideals. 


JOHN  ORVILLE  BAKER. 

Among  the  attractive  mercantile  establishments  ot  Shoshone  is  the  grocery  hotise 
of  John  Orvitle  Baker,  a  progressive  merchant  and  alert  business  man  who,  wisely 
using  his  time,  talents  and  opportunities,  has  proceeded  far  toward  the  goal  of  success. 
He  has  always  been  a  resident  ot  the  northwest,  his  birth  having  occurred  at  Salem, 
Oregon,  June  10.  1S69,  his  parents  being  John  and  Nancy  B.  (Halley)  Baker.  The  father, 
si  native  of  Virginia,  left  that  state  when  an  Infant  with  his  parents,  who  removed  to 
Ohio,  where  he  was  reared  to  the  occupation  of  farming.  There  he  married  Nancy  B, 
Halley,  a  native  of  Tennessee.  In  1847  he  crossed  the  plains  with  ox  teams  to  the 
Pacific  northwest  and  established  his  home  at  Oregon  City.  He  afterward  removed  to 
Salem,  Oregon,  where  he  spent  his  remaining  days,  his  death  there  occurring  when 
he  had  reached  the  age  of  ninety-two  years.  His  wife  died  In  1880  at  the  age  ot  fffty- 
seven  years.  His  political  allegiance  was  given  to  the  democratic  party.  He  became 
one  ot  the  earliest  of  the  pioneers  ot  the  northwest  and  contributed  In  no  smaU  meaanr* 
to  the  development  of  the  district  in  which  he  lived. 

John  O.  Bdker  spent  his  boyhood  days  In  Oregon,  pureulng  bis  education  in  the 
schools  of  Salem,  and  in  1881  he  came  to  Idaho,  taking  up  his  abode  at  Boise,  where 
he  worked  for  the  J.  A.  Penney  Book  and  Stationery  Store.  Advancing  steadily  in  that 
connection,  he  w^s  soon  given  charge  of  the  business.  In  the  fall  of  18S4  he  entered 
Into  partnership  with  Montie  B.  Qwtnn,  of  Caldwell,  Idaho,  for  the  conduct  ot  a  gen- 
eral merchandise  store  and  tbelr  business  relations  were  thus  maintained  until  1S87 
In  the  spring  of  ISSS  Mr.  Baker  entered  the  men's  clothing  business  at  Boi^,  opening 
his  establishment  In  the  Overland  building,  where  he  continued  until  1S93,  when  he 
sold  out  and  turned  his  attention  to  the  real  estate  business  in  Boise.  He  afterward 
became  connected  with  the  Twin  Springs  Placer  Mining  Company,  which  he  represented 
in  the  capacity  ot  auditor  for  Sve  years,  and  later  he  engaged  In  prospecting  and 
mining. 

In  1900  he  turned  hla  attention  to  the  timber  business  In  Elmore  county,  Idaho, 
locating  timber  and  stone  under  the  timber  and  stone  act.  He  also  homesteaded  some 
land,  put  up  a  sawmill  and  in  connection  with  J.  Jii.  Anderson  cut  timber  which  they 
furnished  to  the  Great  Western  Sugar  Company  to  be  used  In  connection  with  the  con> 
structlon  of  a  canal.  In  1910  Mr.  Baker  removed  to  Jerome,  Idaho,  and  worked  for  the 
Twin  Falls  North  Side  Land  &  Water  Company.  He  was  aftarwardkt  Bliss,  Idaho,  and 
In  1911  opened  a  bank  and  general  merchandise  store  in  connection  Vlth  R.  B.  Fletcher, 
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there  contlnnlDK  Id  buetnesa  until  1916.  when  be  sold  his  Interests  and  removed  to 
Shosbone.  Here  be  eetabUsbed  bis  present  bualQasa,  opening  a  well  appointed  grocei? 
store.  In  whlcb  be  carries  a  large  and  carefully  selected  line  of  both  staple  and  fancr 
KTOceries.  His  progresBlTe  business  methods,  the  attractive  arrangement  of  his  store 
and  his  reasonable  prices  have  been  salient  features  In  bringing  to  him  a  large  and  well 
deserved  patronage. 

In  18S0  Mr.  Baker  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Agnes  L.  Weir,  a  native  of 
Indiana,  Pennaylvanla,  and  a  daughter  of  Hugh  W.  Weir,  who  was  at  one  time  chief 
justice  of  the  territory  of  Idaho.  Mr.  Baker  is  a  prominent  tblrty-aecond  degree  Mason 
and  Sbrlner.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baker  have  two  children,  John  and  Dorothy,  the  latter  now 
the  wife  of  E.  A.  Sinclair. 

Mr.  Baker  la  a  democrat  In  his  ptdltlcal  views  and  In  1S90  was  elected  treaeurei 
of  Ada  county.  His  varied  and  extensive  business  affairs  have  brought  him  a  wide 
acqaaiatance  throughout  Idaho  and  he  Is  known  as  a  representative  busineas  mail 
whose  actlvtUee  have  ever  been  of  a  character  contributing  largely  to  the  upbuilding 
and  progress  of  the  different  districts  In  which  he  baa  lived. 


FRANK  J.  HcBRIDB. 

Among  the  energetic,  eagaclous  and  enterprising  business  men  of  Bonner  county 
was  numbered  Prank  3.  McBrlde.  of  Sandpolnt.  where  he  conducted  a  real  estate  and 
Insurance  business  until  his  death,  which  occurred  June  10,  ISZO.  He  was  bom  In 
Toronto,  Canada,  January  14,  1SG9,  his  parents  being  Lawrence  and  Margaret  (Ham- 
ilton) McBrlde,  natives  of  Ireland  and  Canada  r^pectlvely.  He  waa  left  an  orphan 
when  a  lad  of  but  six  years  .and  received  practically  no  educational  advantages  but  In 
the  school  of  experience  learned  many  valuable  lessons  and  became  &  snbetantlal  and 
enterprising  business  man.  In  1S82  be  went  to  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  and  became  a 
sailor  on  the  Oreat  Lakes,  thus  spending  Ave  summers.  In  1886  he  removed  to  Lead- 
Title,  Colorado,  where  be  established  his  home  In  pioneer  times  and  became  IdentlBod 
with  mining.  In  1888  he  removed  to  Aspen,  Colorado,  which  was  then  largely  an  un- 
developed region,  and  later  he  returned  to  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  where  be  had  charge 
of  Interests  for  a  steel  and  construction  company  in  relation  to  the  Intake  tunnel.  In 
1901  he  turned  his  attention  to  general  merchandising  at  Tomahawk,  Wisconsin,  and 
then  again  seeking  the  opportunities  of  the  west,  he  made  his  way  to  LIbby,  Montana, 
where  he  was  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  lumber.  In  August,  1906,  he  removed  to 
Sandpolnt,  Idaho,  where  he  conducted  a  general  real  estate  bnslnees  and  also  wrote  a 
large  amount  of  insurance  annually.  He  became  thoroughly  familiar  with  property 
values  In  this  section  of  the  state  and  most  carefully  promoted  bis  Interests  and  activities 
along  lines  leading  to  success. 

Mr.  McBrlde  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Margaret  Padden,  a  native  of  Wis- 
conslu  and  a  daughter  of  John  Padden.  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Chippewa,  Wisconsin, 
who  was  prominently  Identified  with  the  pioneer  development  of  that  section.  In  politics 
Mr.  McBrlde  was  an  active  democrat  and  for  three  years  was  chairman  of  the  board  of 
eonnty  commissioners  and  also  chairman  of  the  democratic  central  committee,  while 
for  two  terms  he  was  a  member  of  the  state  central  committee.  In  all  things  he  man- 
ifested a  most  progressive  public  spirit,  and  bis  interests  were  broad  and  varied.  He 
and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  Catholic  church,  while  Mr.  McBrlde  was  IdentlBed 
with  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks. 


HON.  ISAAC  H.  NASH. 

The  life  record  of  Hon.  Isaac  H.  Nash  stands  In  contradistinction  to  the  old  adage 
that  a  prophet  Is  never  without  honor  save  In  his  own  country  for  he  Is  now  eervli^  as 
state  senator  from  his  native  county,  his  birth  having  occurred  In  Franklin,  the  oldest 
town  In  Idaho,  founded  In  18G0,  one  of  Its  founders  being  Isaac  B.  Nash,  the  father  of 
Senator  Nash. 
■  The  father  was  born  in  Wales  and  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade.     In  yonng  manhood 

ha  came  to  the  United  States  and  at  once  mode  hla  way  to  the  west,  with  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  as  his  destination.    He  arrived  there  In  1849  and  subsequently  removed  to 
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California  but  afterward  returned  to  Salt  Lake  Cltr  and  thence  came  to  Idaho  In  1862. 
He  was  one  o(  the  pioneers  of  Frmnklln  county  and  ona  of  the  founders  of  the  town 
of  Franklin.  He  was  a  lorer  of  music  and  compoeed  many  popular  vocal  pieces  which  to 
this  day  are  much  used  la  Mormon  chnrcbes.  he  and  his  family  being  members  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  He  vaa  thus  closely  associated  with  the 
moral  and  material  progress  of  the  community  In  which  he  lived.  He  made  tbe  ma- 
cblnery  for  the  Si<Bt  flour  mill  In  Idaho  and  also  made  the  first  plow  used  In  Idaho.  After 
an  extended  residence  In  that  section  of  the  state,  he  passed  away  at  the  advanced  at* 
of  elgbty-four.  His  wife,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Martha  Howland,  was  horn  in 
lUlDols, 

Tha  birth  of  Senator  Nash  occurred  in  the  town  of  Franklin,  January  23,  187S.  He 
has  one  older  brother,  Andrew  B.,  and  a  younger  brother,  DiTid.  All  three  sons  learned 
the  blacksmith's  trade  in  their  father's  shop.  Isaac  H.  Nash  has  spent  practically  his 
entire  life  in  the  borne  county,  except  two  ye^rs  spent  In  Europe,  between  the  ages 
of  twenty-four  and  twenty-six  years,  as  a  missionary  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  ot 
Latter-day  Saints.  Prior  to  this  time  he  had  graduated  from  tbe  Oneida  Stake  Academy 
at  Preston,  and  upon  his  return  from  Europe  he  devoted  three  yeirs  to  teaching  in  old 
Oneida  county,  now  Franklin  county.  Before  tha  division  of  the  county  he  served  as 
tax  collector  and  assessor  for  a  period  of  four  years,  being  elected  to  those  positions  On 
the  republican  ticket.  Later  be  was  for  seven  yeirs  stite  land  appraiser  and  selector 
under  Governors  Brady,  Hiwley,  Haines  and  Alexander.  During  this  entire  period  he 
and  his-  younger  brother,  Divld,  have  aleo  been  extensively  engaged  in  farming  In 
Franklin  county  and  are  prominent  represents tives  of  the  agricultural  development  ot 
the  state.  The  two  brothers  now  have  an  eight  hundred  acre  ranch,  i^lcb  is  the  beat 
Improved  property  of  Its  slse  In  the  county.  It  is  largely  devoted  to  the  raising  ot 
beet  cattle  and  hogs  and  the  cultivation  of  such  crops  as  alfalfa,  whe^t,  oats,  barley, 
sugar  beets  and  potatoes.  In  the  man^ement  o(  his  business  Interests,  Mr.  Nash  has 
always  displayed  nnfatterlDg  Industry  and  unabated  enterprise.  He  never  stops  short 
of  the  successful  accomplishment  of  his  purpose,  recognising  that  wben  obstacles  and 
difficulties  block  his  path  they  can  be  overcome  by  persistent,  earnest  and  honorable 
effort 

On  tbe  11th  of  November,  18M,  Mr.  Nash  was  married  to  Hiss  Amanda  West,  who 
iras  bom  In  Franklin  county,  and  they  have  become  parents  ,of  five  children,  three  sons 
and  two  daughters:  Lyn,  Josie,  Alton,  Alice  and  Isaac  B.,  whose  ages  range  from  Ave  to 
eighteen  years.    The  eldest  son  Is  a  graduate  of  the  Preston  Academy. 

Tha  religions  faith  of  the  family  is  that  of  the  Church  ot  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Balnta,  while  in  political  belief  Mr.  Nash  has  always  been  a  republican.  He  served 
tor  two  terms  on  the  republican  county  central  committee  as  Its  chairman  and  for  one 
year  was  a  member  of  the  republican  state  central  committee.  In  the  fall  of  1918  he 
was  elected  senator  on  the  republican  ticket  by  a  large  majority  and  served  as  chairman 
,ot  tbe  committee  on  highways  and  bridges  and  as  a  member  ot  the  finance  and  engross- 
log  committees.  He  was  likewise  the  secretary  of  the  republican  state  caucus  and  wielded 
a  wide  Influence  In  the  councils  ot  the  party,  for  it  is  a  recognized  tact  that  he  is  most 
loyal  to  the  principles  and  policy  of  the  party,  having  firm  belief  in  Its  principles  as  a 
moat  potent  factor  In  good  government.  Ha  has  labored  earnestly  for  what  he  believes 
to  be  tor  the  best  interests  of  the  commonwealth  and  the  same  progressive  spirit  has  been 
manifeat'm  his  public  life  ss  in  the  conduct  of  hie  bus'neas  affairs,  which  have  brought 
him  a  substantial  measure  of  success.  On  March  IS,  1919,  Hr.  Nash  was  appointed  state 
land  commissioner  for  the  state  ot  Idaho,  in  which  capacity  he  is  now  serving.  - 


QEOROB  R.  JONES. 


Oeorge  R.  Jones,  an  enterprising  merchant  conducting  a  general  store  at  Bmnean, 
was  bom  in  Keosauqua,  Iowa,  December  24,  1SS4,  and  is  a  son  ot  Luther  and  Julia 
Jones,  who  are  natives  of  Iowa,  whence  in  1910  they  removed  to  the  northwest,  settling 
In  Ada  county,  Idaho:  There  the  father  took  up  his  abode  upon  a  farm  and  is  still 
actively  engaged  In  Its  cultivation  and  improvement. 

Oeorge  R.  Jones  spent  bis  youthful  days  In  Iowa  and  in  Ohio  and  obUlned  a  pnbllc 
school  education.  When  a  youth  of  nineteen  he  started  out  to  provide  for  his  own  sup- 
port and  baa  e'Tice  been  dependent  entirely  upon  his  own  labors  and  resources.  In  1908 
he  came  to  Idaho,  taking  up  his  abode  In  Boise,  where  he  remained  tor  four  years,  be- 
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tng  In  the  KOTemment  employ  during  that  time.  In  1912  he  removed  to  Bmnean  and 
establtehed  a  general  merchandise  store,  carrying  a  line  of  dry  gooda,  groceries,'  hard- 
ware, shoes,  Jewelry  and  agricultural  implements.  He  htjs  built  up  a  aubstantlal  trade 
In  this  connection  and  baa  a  well  appointed  store,  oarrying  an  extenslTs  stock  tor  a 
town  of  this  size  and  in  every  way  meeting  the  reqnlrements  of  the  trade.  He  Is  also 
Interested  in  the  garage  at  Bmnean. 

In  191S  Mr.  Jones  was  united  In  marriage  to  Misa  Blanch  G.  Slatery,  a  native  of 
Idaho  and  a  daughter  of  A.  M.  Slatery,  who  Is  now  deacesed.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jones  has 
been  bom  a  daughter,  Harriett  D.,  and  a  son,  Byron  L.  The  latter,  however,  baa  passed 
away. 

Hr.  Jones  votes  with  the  democratic  psirty,  and  while  never  ambitious  for  office,  h« 
la  now  serving  aa  clerk  of  the  school  board.  Fraternally  he  Is  connected  with  the  Mft- 
sona  and  la  a  loyal  follower  of  the  craft,  but  his  time  and  attention  center  upon  his 
business,  and  his  devotion  thereto  and  bis  enterprise  In  the  conduct  of  his  attalrs  are 
bringing  to  him  substantial  rewards  for  hia  latxir. 


ERNESt  L.  WOODWORTH. 

Ernest  L.  Woodworth  became  identified  with  merchandising  at  Gooding  when  the 
town  was  started  in  1B08,  opening  a  store  near  the  railroad  station.  It  being  the  first 
mercantile  establishment  in  the  town,  and  as  the  result  of  the  steady  growth  of  the 
district  his  business  has  eoUlnuously  increased  and  expanded.  Mr.  Woodworth  was 
bom  In  Fond  dn  Lac  county,  Wlsconaln,  October  4,  1860,  his  parents  being  Nithan  and 
Amelia  (Gee)  Woodworth.  His  parents  left  Wisconsin  during  his  early  childhood  and 
went  to  Iowa,  while  later  they  removed  to  Chlllicothe.  Missouri,  and  subsequently  to 
Denver,  Colorado.  In  187$  they  arrived  at  what  is  now  Gooding,  Idaho.  Here  the 
father  homesteaded  land  and  began  the  development  and  cultivation  of  his  place. 

Ernest  L.  Woodworth  was  educated  In  the  schools  of  Boise  and  after  his  textbooks 
'were  put  aside  turned  bis  attention  to  plicer  mining  near  Hagerman  and  Bliss,  Idaho. 
He  also  took  up  the  occupation  of  farming  and  secured  a  homestead  claim  of  one  bun- 
dred  and  sixty  acres,  a  part  of  which  Is  now  within  the  corporation  limits  of  Gooding. 
This  he  Improved  and  developed,  concentrating  his  efforts  and  attention  upon  Its  further 
cultivation  until  after  the  town  of  Gooding  wa^  started  in  1908,  when  he  eatabltsbed  s 
mercantile  business  and  has  since  conducted  bis  store.  He  owns  the  building  which  he 
occupies  end  Is  also  the  owner  of  town  lots. 

In  18S4  Mr.  Woodworth  was  married  to  Miss  Retta  SImms,  a  native  of  lows, 
and  a  daughter  of  J.  C.  and  Mary  B.  SImms.  They  have  become  parents  of  five  children: 
Alta,  Stella,  Netta,  Gladys  and  Minnie,  but  the  last  named  la  now  deceased.  Both  Hr. 
and  Mrs.  Woodworth  are  widely  and  favorably  known  in  this  locality,  occupying  an 
enviable  position  In  social  circles,  and  a  progressive  spirit  has  brought  Mr.  Woodworth 
prominently  to  the  front  as  a  representative  of  commercial  Interests  In  bis  adopted 
county. 


MAX  TRUMAN  SMITH,  M.  D. 

Dr.  Max  Truman  Smith,  actively  identified  with  the  practice  of  medicine  and  sur- 
gery In  Wallace,  entered  upon  his  profeHslonal  career  here  well  equipped  for  his  onerous 
and  responsible  duties  by  thorough  collegiate  training  and  also  by  hospital  practice  In 
the  east.  He  was  born  In  Republican  City,  Nebraska,  December  17,  1SS2,  a  son  of  A.  T. 
and  Loretta  (Zumro)  Smith.  His  father  was  a  merchant  who  in  1872  established  business 
tn  Republican  City,  Nebraska.  He  was  also  actively  Interested  In  public  affaire  of  bis 
community  and  gave  stalwart  support  to  the  republican  party. 

Dr.  Smith  pursued  his  early  education  in  his  native  city  and  continued  his  studies 
In  TInlon  College,  which  conferred  upon  him  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  upon  his 
graduation  with  the  class  of  1903.  In  preparation  for  a  professional  career  he  entered 
the  Jefferson  Medical  College  of  Philadelphia,  completing  his  course  there  In  1908,  at 
which  time  he  won  the  M.  D.  degree.

to  do  with  proIeMlonal  w(vk.  He  is  one  of  the  owners  ol  the  Wallace  Hospital,  hla 
aasociate  in  this  undertaking  being  Dr.  Hanson.  He  la  also  a  member  of  the  medloal 
advisory  board  ot  Shoshone.    His  private  practice  Is  extensive  and  important. 

Dr.  Smith  was  married  to  Miss  Beryl  Barch.  of  Berkeley,  CalifOTnfa,  daughter  of 
Albert  Bnrcb,  a  mining  engineer  of.  Ban  Francisco.  To  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  has  been 
bom  one  child,  Sybil.    Mrs.  Smith  is  active  In  club  circles. 

Dr.  Smith  is  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  BIfcs.  He  supports  the 
republican  party  and  along  professional  lines  be  baa  oonnectlon  with  the  Idaho  State 
and  the  American  Medical  Associations. 


JOHN  A.  YOUNOKIN. 


John  A.  Youngkln  is  one  of  the  most  prosperona  and  active  baainess  men  ot  Richfield 
and  Lincoln  county.  He  was  born  In  Clearfield  county,  Pennsylvania,  December  16. 
1868,  his  parents  being  Joseph  and  Elisabeth  (Smith)  Youngkln,  who  were  also  natives 
of  the  same  county.  The  father  there  followed  the  lumber  business  until  1865,  when  be 
sold  out  hfs  IntereBts  in  the  Keystone  state  and  went  with  bis  family  to  Scott  county, 
Iowa,  where  he  cultivated  a  rented  farm  until  1872.  He  then  removed  to  Jasper  county, 
Iowa,  Battling  near  Newton,  the  connty  seat,  and  In  that  locality  he  purchased  one  hun- 
dred and  Bixty  acres  of  land.  He  prospered  in  hts  undertakings  as  the  years  passed 
and  added  to  his  original  holdings  from  time  to  time  until  he  had  seven  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  ot  rich  and  valuable  farm  land,  giving  his  attention  to  general  agricultural 
pnrsutts  and  stock  raising.  In  1899,  however,  he  disposed  of  that  property  and  retired 
from  Active  business  life,  now  making  his  home  in  Dea  Moines,  Iowa,  where  he  lives 
with  his  danghter.  Mrs.  J.  L.  Meloy.  While  he  has  reached  the  notable  (dd  age  of 
Dlnety-three  years,  be  is  yet  enjoying  good  health  and  seems  a  man  much  younger.  His 
wife  passed  away  at  Lynnville,  Iowa,  In  1911. 

Tbelr  son,  John  A.  Youngkln,  was  educatM  in  the  schools  ot  Jasper  county,  Iowa, 
to  which  place  be  removed  with  his  parents  when  a  email  boy.  After  his  textbooks 
were  put  aside  he  went  upon  the  road  as  a  traveling  salesman  tor  the  Sugar  Imple- 
ment Company  of  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  selling  farm  machinery  and  threshers.  He  fol- 
lowed this  line  of  baslneBs  for  five  years,  traveling  over  Minnesota,  North  and  South 
Dakota  and  Nebraska.  In  1881  he  removed  to  Burt  county,  Nebraska,  where  he  engaged 
in  farming,  purchasing  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  which  he  devoted  to  the 
production  of  various  crops  and  to  stock  raising.  Eventually  he  disposed  of  that  property 
and  removed  to  Craig,  Nebraska,  where  he  engaged  In  the  livery  business  tor  three 
years.  He  then  dispoeed  of  biB  livery  stable  and  made  his  way  to  the  western  part  of  the 
state,  where  he  operated  a  grading  outfit  for  the  Union  Pacific  for  three  years,  while 
later  he  worked  for  the  government  at  Fort  Robinson  tor  seven  years,  operating  a  big 
outfit  of  men  and  getting  out  logs.  On  the  expiration  of  that  period  he  made  Idaho  hts 
destination,  taking  up  his  abode  at  Boise  In  the  fall  ot  18B0.  For  several  years  he  en- 
gaged in  mining  on  Moose  creek  above  Boise  during  the  summer  months,  while  daring 
the  winter  be  worked  In  the  timber,  getting  out  logs  and  cntting  cord  wood,  whicb  was 
floated  down  the  river  and  sold  In  Boise.  There  he  conducted  a  contract  buBlnvaa  la 
teaming  and  grading  and  carried  on  a  profitable  business  along  that  line  for  fifteen  ' 
years.  In  the  fall  ot  1909  he  removed  to  Richfield,  Lincoln  county,  Idaho,  and  established 
a  blacksmith  and  machine  shop,  conducting  the  business  for  a  period  of  four  years.  He 
then  extended  the  scope  of  his  activities  to  Include  the  sale  of  farm  Implements  and 
machinery,  and  later  he  disposed  of  the  blackBmlth  and  machine  shop,  concentrating  his 
efforts  and  attention  upon  his  growing  Implement  business.  In  the  meantime  he  bad 
sent  tor  hie  two  sons  to  Join  him  in  business  in  1911  and  they  are  still  associated  with 
him  in  the  conduct  ot  the  store,  the  elder  son  later  taking  complete  charge  of  the  Im- 
plement business.  In  1917  they  established  a  garage  hnslness  In  a  small  way.  but  tltelr 
patronage  In  this  connection  steadily  Increased  and  they  have  recently  erected  a  fine 
two-story  brick  garage,  seventy-five  by  one  hundred  and  fifteen  feet,  this  being  one  of 
the  best  structures  ot  the  kind  In  this  section  of  the  state.    It  is  thoroughly  modem  in 
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OT«rT  respect  and  Is  eqnlpped  with  the  lateet  machlnerr  for  doing  repatr  work  on 
motor  CorB-  They  hare  a  large  and  complete  workshop  In  connection  with  their  room 
lor  Btorlng  cars  and  ther  are  accorded  a  moet  extensive  patronage  In  thetr  gar^e. 
They  own  one  Bundred  and  sixty  acres  of  valuable  farm  land  on  Camas  prairie  within  one 
mUe  of  Hill  City  and  two  eighty  acre  tracts  near  Rlchfleld,  all  under  a  high  state  of 
cultivation.  They  handle  considerable  wheat,  hay  and  potatoes,  having  about  ten  thon- 
■and  tons  of  hay  In  1919.  The  steady  development  of  Utelr  Interests  gave  them  a  busi- 
ness amounting  to  three  hundred  and  elghty-flve  thousand  dollars  In  1919.  They  now 
handle  the  line  of  produce  indicated  in  connection  with  their  Implement  and  garage 
business.  Actuated  by  a  most  progressive  spirit,  they  accomplish  what  they  undertake 
and  their  plans  are  always  well  defined  and  promptly  executed. 

In  the  fall  of  1881  Mr.  Youngkfn,  whose  name  Introduces  this  review,  was  married 
to  Mlas  SuBle  A.  Warrick,  a  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Warrick,  her  father  fol- 
lowing tanning  In  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  where  she  was  born.  A  removal  was  after- 
ward made  to  Nebraska,  the  Warrick  family  settling  in  the  western  part  of  the  state 
dnrlng  the  early  period  of  Its  development  and  improvement.  There  both  Mr.  and  Hrs. 
Warrick  spent  their  remaining  days,  the  father  devoting  his  attention  to  the  occupation 
of  farming.  To  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Youngkln  have  been  bom  two  sons,  Walter  and  Owen. 
Both  sons  are  now  aSBOdsted  irlth  their  father  in  business  and  are  progressive  young 
men  who  are  proving  of  great  assistance  to  him  in  the  management  of  his  constantly  de- 
Teloplng  business  affairs.  Whatever  he  undertakes  he  carries  forward  to  successfol 
completion,  ever  rec<«nlzlng  the  fact  that  industry  Is  the  basis  of  all  honorable  pros- 
perity. HIb  lite  has  been  one  of  notable  energy  and  diligence  In  which  he  has  made 
wise  use  of  his  time,  his  talents  and  his  opportunities.  Recognising  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  automobile  trade,  he  esUbllsbed  his  garage  at  an  opportune  time  and  the  public 
soon  learned  that  he  gave  to  them  valuable  service.  Thus  his  business  in  that  connection 
has  steadily  grown  until  the  company  now  has  one  of  the  extensive  and  Im^rtant  garages 
not  only  of  Lincoln  county  bat  of  this  section  of  the  state. 


HON.  WILLIAM  ALONZO  HYDE. 

Hon.  William  Alonto  Hyde,  probate  jndge  of  BanDoclc  county,  was  born  at  Kaysville, 
Davis  county,  Utah,  June  16,  1863,  a  son  of  Rosel  and  Mary  Ann  (Cowles)  Hyde,  rep- 
resentatives of  old  New  England  stock.  They  came  west  among  the  early  pioneers  and 
William  A.  Hyde  was  the  youngest  of  a  family  of  nine  children.  His  ancoBtry  In  the 
paternal  line  can  be  traced  back  In  Connecticut  and  Vermont  to  the  year  1640  and  the 
family  history  Inclndee  many  notable  names  of  patriots,  phyeicipns,  literary  men  and 
pioneers. 

William  A.  Hyde  acquired  a  common  school  education,  supplemented  by  six  months' 
study  in  the  University  of  Utah,  then  known  as  the  University  of  Deseret,  or  Deaeret 
University.  His  youth  to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  was  spent  upon  the  home  farm. 
When  twenty-two  years  of  age  be  was  employed  In  a  store  at  Layton,  Utah,  and  was 
afterward  poetmaster  there  and  a  merchant  of  the  town  until  1SB4,  when  he  removed 
to  Downey,  Idaho,  where  he  built  a  store  and  developed  a  lai^e  mercantile  enterprise 
under  the  name  of  the  William  A.  Hyde  Company  ttiat  is  still  in  existence.  In  1900  he  re- 
moved to  Pocatello,  where  he  established  a  grocery  store.  lAter  he  filled  the  ofBce  (tf 
deputy  county  auditor  and  recorder  and  sabsequently  was  engaged  In  the  real  estate 
business.  In  1916  be  was  elected  to  the  office  of  probate  Judge,  was  reelected  In  1918 
and  is  now  Ailing  that  position.  He  Itad  prevlouely  served  as  a  member  of  the  state 
legislature  in  1S98.  He  was  reared  In  the  faith  of  the  democratic  party  hut  afterward 
espoused  the  repobllcan  cause,  becoming  associated  with  the  Roosevelt  wing  of  the 
party.  However,  bis  attitude  is  one  of  liberality  upon  political  questions  and  he  stands 
rather  for  the  man  than  tor  the  machine. 

On  the  16th  of  June,  1896,  at  Logan,  Utah.  Mr.  Hyde  was  married  to  Maria  Reddish, 
an  English  girl  of  good  education  who  emigrated  to  this  country  with  her  father  and 
mother,  tour  brothers  and  two  sisters  In  ISSO.  Judge  and  Mrs.  Hyde  have  become  parents 
of  three  children:  Myrtle  P.,  now  the  wife  of  C.  W.  Stoddard,  Jr.;  Elaine  M.,  the  wife 
of  WllllB  S.  Thomas;  and  Charles  W. 

Judge  Hyde  is  president  of  the  Pocatello  stake  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  which  office  he  has  held  for  twenty  years.  His  position  has  placed 
him  in  the  front  ranks  In  the  contest  tor  the  Institution  of  reforms  in  the  county  and 
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state.  Banncwk  county,  the  stronghold  of  ths  liquor  interests,  was  one  ol  the  first 
coontlea  In  the  state  to  go  irj,  largelr  through  the  efforts  of  Judge  Hyde.  The  people  of 
the  conntr  will  long  remember  the  little  paper,  The  Searchlight,  that  was  published 
Id  the  Interest  of  the  reform  elections  and  which  was  largely  instrnmental  In  downiijK 
the  liquor  Interests  of  Bannock  county  and  assisted  materially  In  turning  the  state  In 
the  same  direction.  Judge  Hyde  has  ever  been  an  active  man  In  service  among  the 
people,  where  his  calling  has  led  him.  and  hss  ever  shunned  the  devious  paths  of  the 
common  politician.  He  is  a  man  of  artistic  and  literary  temperament,  coatrtbnttng 
essays  on  religions  and  moral  subjects  to  various  periodicals  and  magailnes. 


JOHN  M.  PINNBY.  H.  D. 


Dr.  John  M.  Plnney,  proprietor  of  the  Lakevlew  Hospital  and  Sanitarium  of  Hai^ 
rlson  and  one  of  the  most  capable  phyBiclans  and  surgeons  of  his  section  of  the  state, 
was  born  In  Springaeld.  Ohio,  March  14,  1881.  a  son  of  John  M.  and  Grisella  (Sharp) 
Finney.  The  father  wss  a  native  of  Clnctiuatl.  Ohio,  while  the  mother  was  bom  In  St. 
Clali;avllle,  that  state.  The  father  devoted  his  life  to  the  occnpatlon  of  farming  and  was 
a  very  active,  prominent  and  Influential  citizen  of  Qreene  county,  Ohio,  rec<%nlied  as  a 
leader  Ih  his  community.  He  was  extremely  public-spirited  and  did  everything  In  his 
power  to  promote  the  progress  and  improvement  of  the  section  In  which  be  lived.  His 
religions  faith  was  that  of  the  Covenanter  church  and  his  marked  convictions  upon 
the  question  of  temperance  led  him  to  give  unfaltering  support  to  the  prohibition  party. 

Dr.  Finney  pursued  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  CedarvlUe,  Ohio,  and 
later  attended  Cedarrllle  College.  He  subseouently  engaged  In  the  hotel  and  restaurant 
business  in  Cedarville  and  later  entered  the  Miami  Medical  College,  which  Is  the 
medical  department  of  the  UDlversity  of  Cincinnati.  Thus  qualifying  for  a  professional 
career,  he  completed  the  full  course  of  study  and  was  graduated  In  1910.  Soon  after- 
ward he  mide  his  way  westward  to  Harrison,  where  he  has  since  engaged  In  the  general' 
practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  winning  notable  success  as  the  years  have  passed.  He 
built  the  Lakevlew  Hosoltal  and  Sanitarium,  which  Is  splend'dly  equipped  according 
to  modem  scientific  methods  and  Is  liberally  patronized.  At  all  t<mea  he  keeps  abreast 
with  the  trend  of  modem  professional  thouKht  and  progress  through  extensive  reading 
and  research.  He  likewise  has  other  business  Interests,  being  the  owner  of  a  ranch 
nesr  Harrison,  on  which  be  Is  engaged  In  the  raising  of  thoroughbred  Holstein  cattle 
and  Berkshire  hogs.  He  Is  likewise  district  agent  for  the  Packard.  Dodge,  Essex  and 
Hudson  cars  and  was  the  owner  of  the  first  automobile  in  Harrison. 

Dr.  Finney  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mis;  Gertrude  Brldgeman,  a  pioneer  mer- 
chant and  homesteader  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  district,  who  has  been  very  prominently 
Identified  with  all  public  aff-tirs  on  the  side  of  progress  and  Improvement.  To  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Finney  have  been  bom  two  sons.  John  M.  and  Joseph  B.  Both  parents  are 
keenly  interested  In  matters  pertaining  to  the  civic  welfare  of  Harrison  and  they 
occupy  an  envhble  soclil  position. 

Dr.  Finney  Is  widely  known  as  an  advocate  of  good  roads  and  In  fact  his  aid  and 
influence  are  given  on  tbe  side  of  progress  and  improvement  in  everything  that  relatee 
to  the  general  welf^ire.  He  belongs  to  the  Comme'Clal  Club  and  has  been  very  active  In 
politics.  He  served  as  city  health  offlcer  and  In  1919  was  elected  county  coroner.  Dur- 
ing the  period  of  the  World  war  he  was  a  member  of  the  Kootenai  County  Defense  Coun- 
cil and  was  most  earnest  and  active  in  the  furtherance  of  all  tbe  drives  tor  flninclng  the 
war  and  for  promoting  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  soldiers  in  camp  and  Held.  HIa 
lite  Is  at  all  times  actnated  by  his  Cbrlstisn  faith  as  a  member  of  the  Methodist  church 
and  wherever  known  he  commands  the  ccmfldence,  goodwill  and  high  respect  of  all  with 
whom  he  comes  in  contact. 


LEE  WHITE. 


Lee  White,  one  of  the  wide-awake  and  energetic  ranchers  of  Ada  county,  living 
five  and  a  half  miles  south  of  Meridian,  has  an  excellent  tract  of  t^nd  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  which  Is  highly  Improved  and  which  Is  most  deslrsbly  situated.  He  dates 
his  residence  In  Idaho  from  1908,  coming  to  this  state  from  Colorado  in  company  with 
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Ub  puwita,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Blwood  Whtte,  tho  latter  now  deceased.  The  father, 
wbo  Is  now  flftr-nlne  yeara  ol  age,  ta  a  well-to-do  farmer  and  cattleman  who  was  txRii 
In  Salem,  Indiana,  April  S,  1861,  and  was  there  reared  upon  a  farm  to  the  age  of  eight- 
een years.  He  then  made  his  way  to  the  west,  going  first  to  Montana,  where  he  spent 
tonr  reara  upon  a  ranclL  On  the  sxplratlon  ot  that  period  he  returned  to  Salem  and 
was  there  married  to  Hiss  Ida  Thompson,  who  was  bom  In  Salem  in  1863.  He  after- 
ward  again  made  his  way  westward  and  sncceesfully  followed  farming  and  cattle  rais- 
ing In  Colorado  and  Nebraska  before  coming  to  Idaho.  At  length  he  decided  to  take 
op  Us  abode  In  this  state  and  after  living  here  for  some  years  his  wife  passed  away  at 
Hanpa  In  1910,  at  the  age  ot  torty-eeren. 

Their  son,  Lee  White,  was  the  yonngest  ot  a  family  ot  two  sons  and  two  daughters, 
all  of  whcm  are  living  In  Idaho  and  are  prosperous  and  well-to-do  farming  people.  Lee 
White  was  bom  upon  a  farm  near  Valentine,  Nebraska,  November  SO,  1892,  and  was 
largely  reared  and  educated  In  that  state  and  in  Colorado,  although  subsequently  he 
ynrmed  a  boslness  course  In  Idaho,  taking  op  his  studies  of  that  character  at  Nampa 
and  afterward  flnlsblng  bis  conrse  In  Link's  Boslness  College  at  Boise.  He  never  worked 
MM  a  boiAkeeper  (or  wages,  however,  having  acquired  his  business  education  for  use 
In  Um  CODdnot  of  hla  own  affairs.  When  tba  White  family  flrst  came  to  Idaho  they  located 
ca  a  ranch  near  Nampa  and  subsequently  the  father  purchased  two  hundred  acres  near 
BMamont,  Canyon  county,  the  tract  being  at  that  time  covered  with  the  native  growth 
ot  aagebnuh.  It  was  cleared  by  the  father  and  his  two  sons  and  was  largely  planted 
to  lUalta.  In  1918  tbls  ranch  was  sold  and  aoon  afterward  Lee  White,  the  youngest 
'  Kn,  purchased  the  ranch  upon  which  he  now  resides,  situated  five  and  a  halt  miles  south 
«t  Meridian  and  four  miles  northeast  of  Ktina.  It  is  known  as  the  Q.  M.  Wood  ranch 
and  Is  one  of  the  best  properties  ot  Ada  county  for  its  slse.  It  Is  well  equipped  with 
SOOd  Improvements,  has  all  modem  conveniences  and  on  one  corner  of  the  ranch  stands 
Om  ^endid  Coltnnbla  Khoolhonsa,  an  excellent  white  pressed  brick  building  containing 
two  sooma,  built  m  1919,  Mr.  White  jinrchased  his  farm  at  a  very  modest  price  and  has 
ibioe  bean  offered  more  than  one  hundred  dtdlars  per  acre  In  advance  of  what  be  paid 
for  It,  but  tbe  property  la  not  tor  sale.  His  brother,  Thomas  White,  who  Is  two  years 
hla  senior,  owns  and  occnplea  an  eighty-acre  ranch  which  adjoins  the  property  of  Lee 
Whtte  on  the  east.  The  latter  also  owns  a  ranch  on  Cottonwood  creek,  In  the  bills 
northeast  of  Boise,  In  Boise  county,  which  he  bomesteaded  in  1916.  The  father  and 
both  sons  are  now  largely  concentrating  their  efforts  and  attention  upon  the  raising 
Of  beet  cattle  and  the  production  of  alfalfa  hay. 

On  the  2d  of  February,  1915,  Mr.  White  was  married  to  Miss  Ada  Beatrice  Mess> 
more,  a  native  of  Illinois,  and  they  have  become  the  parents  of  one  son,  Jack,  ifho  was 
bom  October  20,  1917.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  White  are  well  known  la  their  sectlcn  ot  the 
state  and  have  gained  many  warm  friends  fay  reason  of  their  sterling  qualities  of  heart 
and  mind.  Mr.  White  la  also  recognized  aa  a  most  progressive  fansiness  man,  alert  and 
energetic  and  his  activities  are  constituting  a  strong  element  In  the  attainment  of 


ORIFPIN  a.  KEITHLY. 


Orlffln  S.  Keltbly,  busily  engaged  In  farming  and  stock  raising,  bis  place  being  sit- 
uated oa  Keltbly  creek.  Id  Washlngtwi  county,  not  far  from  Midvale,  was  bom  In  St. 
Charles  county,  Missouri,  August  6,  1846.  and  Is  af  son  of  Samuel  and  Nancy  (Sandera) 
Keltbly,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Kentucky.  The  father  removed  to  MIssoari  in 
1808  during  the  pioneer  epoch  tn  the  history  ot  that  state  and  purchased  a  large  tract  erf 
land,  comprising  twelve  hundred  and  eighty  acres,  In  St.  Charles  county,  obtaining  pos- 
session of  one  of  the  old-time  Spanish  granU.  There  he  resided  for  sixty-three  years  aa 
one  of  the  honored  and  represenUtlve  residents  and  plonesr  settlers  of  the  state,  both  he 
and  his  wife  passing  away  in  MlBSonri. 

GrUBn  S.  Keltbly  Is  the  only  survivor  ot  a  family  of  seventeen  children.  His  youth- 
fnl  days  were  passed  in  Missouri  and  he  attended  the  cfunmon  schools  near  his  father's 
home.  Following  the  outbreak  ot  the  Civil  war  he  served  In  the  Confederate  army  under 
General  Joe  Shelby  for  a  year.  He  afterward  returned  home  and  continued  with  his 
father  until  1870,  assisting  during  the  Intervening  period  In  the  further  development  and 
Improvement  of  the  farm.  He  then  purchased  a  tract  of  land  In  Sullivan  county,  Missouri 
where  he  lived  tor  three  years,  after  which  he  rented  his  farm  and  went  to  Texas.  In  the  . 
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Lone  Star  state  he  was  engaged  In  general  laimtng  for  two  years,  but  he  bad  not  ret 
tound  the  localtty  In  which  he  wished  to  take  up  his  permanent  abode.  Accordlnglr  In  the 
spring  of  1S76  he  made  bis  way  to  the  northwest  and  setUed  in  Washington  county,  Idaho, 
upon  a  firm  which  has  been  to  him  a  satlBfactory  home  tbTOUgbont  all  the  yeurs  to  the 
present  time.  He  secured  a  homestead  claim  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  which  he  haa 
since  improved  with  fln«  buildings  and  which  he  has  thoroughly  irrigated,  the  entire 
tract  being  under  the  ditch.  All  the  accessories  and  conveniences  of  the  model  farm 
property  are  here  found  and  the  attractive  appearance  ot  the  place  Indicates  the  care- 
ful Bupervision  and  progressive  methods  of  the  owner. 

Hr.  Kelthly  was  married  in  Missouri  to  Mies  Margaret  Kelthly,  who  though  of 
the  same  name  was  not  a  relative.  They  became  the  parents  of  ten  children.  Prank 
H.,  the  eldest,  is  deceased.  Lucy  F.  is  the  wits  of  Thomas  Hackey,  of  California.  Flor> 
enoe  H.  is  the  wife  of  Clifford  McCaw,  a  resident  firmer  at  Idaho.  Walter  G.  Is  en- 
gaged in  the  drug  business  at  Midvale.  Samuel  is  farming  In  this  state.  Joel  L.  Is  a 
hardware  merchant  at  Midvale.  Rose  M,  has  departed  this  life.  Arthur  W.  and  Jamea 
H.  are  farming  the  old  homestead.  Cbloe  B..  the  youngest  of  the  family,  la  now  In  Port- 
land, Oregon.  The  wife  and  mother  passed  away  December  1,  1912,  and  was  laid  to  rest 
In  the  Kelthly  cemetery,  her  death  being  a  source  of  deep  regret  among  her  many 
friends  and  relatives. 

Hr.  Kelthly  votes  with  the  democratic  party,  which  be  has  stancbly  supported  Evince 
age  conferred  upon  blm  the  right  of  franchise.  He  has  served  as  a  member  of  ihe  school

J.  C.  WHITB. 

J.  C.  White,  forceful  and  resourceful,  ready  to  meet  any  business  emergency  with 
the  consciousness  of  a  right  conception  of  things  and  an  habitual  regard  for  what  Is 
beet  In  the  exercise  of  human  activities.  Is  now  the  president  of  the  Coenr  d'Alene  ft 
St.  Joe  Transportaton  Company,  in  which  connection  be  is  directing  Important  Interests. 
A  native  son  of  Nebraska,  he  was  bom  at  Wyoming,  Otoe  county,  March  16,  1865,  his 
parents  being  Absalom  K.  and  Frances  (Qiles)  White,  the  former  a  native  of  Maryland, 
while  the  latter  was  born  In  Illinois.  The  father  removed  to  Qeorgetown,  Colorado, 
when  that  place  was  experiencing  a  "boom."  He  there  read  law  and  entered  upon 
the  practice  of  his  profession  in  1S76.  continuing  at  Georgetown  until  bis  rvmoval  to 
Kootenai  county,  Idaho,  In  1886,  at  which  time  he  homesteaded  land  near  the  present 
site  of  St  Maries.  He  was  called  to  the  office  of  probate  )udge  in  1894  and  took  a 
very  active  part  In  the  public  life  of  the  community,  being  prominently  connected  with 
all  movements  tending  to  the  upbuilding  and  advancement  of  the  county  and  the  state. 
His  public-spirited  and  patriotic  citizenship  took  tangible  form  in  many  ways.  His 
political  allegiance  was  given  to  the  republican  party  and  fraternally  he  waa  a  very 
active  Mason. 

J.  C.  White,  the  only  child  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Absalom  K.  White,  obtained  a  high 
school  education  at  Georgetown,  Colorado,  and  afterward  was  graduated  with  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Denver  University  In  the  class  of  188S.  He  started  out 
upon  his  business  career  as  an  engineer  with  the  D.  C.  Corbin  engineering  party, 
working  in  the  Coeur  d'Alene  country.  Liberal  education  bad  well  qualified  him  tar 
life's  practical  and  responsible  duties  and  he  moreover  displayed  marked  Industry  and 
close  application,  so  that  step  by  step  he  worked  bis  way  upward  and  became  well 
known  in  engineering  circles.  He  was  advanced  to  the  position  of  chief  engineer  with 
the  Coeur  d'Alene  A  Spokane  Railway,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  organlEers.  In 
1902  be  became  one  of  the  organixers  and  directors  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  k  St.  Joe 
Transportation  Company  and  with  the  growth  of  the  business  and  the  development  at 
his  powers  he  has  been  called  to  the  presidency  thereoL  He  came  Into  Coenr  d'Alene 
on  the  old  boat  that  was  famous  on  the  lake  la  pioneer  times  and  he  is  now  the 
owner  of  that  boat.  In  1902  the  company  started  with  the  Idaho  and  faced  considerable 
exposition  from  other  transportation  companies  and  from  the  railroads,  but  with  per- 
sistent purpose  and  constructive  effort  has  built  up  the  business  without  displaying 
apposition  to  competitors.    The  company  now  operates  the  Red  Collar  Line  and  In  tbls 
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wmnectlon  owdb  tbe  Qeorgle  Oakei,  Hiss  Spokane,  -Clipper,  HarrlBOn,  Bonnie  Doon«, 
Plyer  and  Rambler  and  tbe  tug  R.  C.  L.  The  property  of  the  ctnnpany  also  includes  & 
btg  boatbulldlBK  and  repairing  plant  and  no  other  Inetltutlon  has  done  more  to  develop 
and  uphalld  Coear  d'Alene  than  the  Red  Collar  Line.  Its  boaU  are  run  throagliout 
the  year,  thus  asBUrtng  transportation  facilities  at  all  times,  and  the  Coeur  d'Alene  A 
St.  Joe  TransporUtlon  Company  handles  all  of  the  business  of  the  Northern  Paclllc 

Many  other  business  enterprises  and  projects  bave  been  developed  and  pro- 
moted by  Hr.  White,  who  always  seems  ready  for  any  emergency  and  tor  any  op- 
portnntty.  In  1892  he  took  a  homestead,  and  adjoining  his  place  were  Ukea  op  Uie 
flret  timber  and  stone  claims  In  the  state  of  Idaho,  these  being  secured  by  Frank 
Hopkins,  Prank  Carr  and  E.  F.  C.  Von  Delssell,  now  prominent  SpcAane  lumbenaen. 
Hr,  White  became  one  of  the  directors  and  original  incorporators  of  the  E!xchange 
National  Bank  and  is  now  the  vice  president  and  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Con> 
soUdated  First  Exchange  National  Bank  of  Coeur  d'Alene.  He  is  llkewlee  a  director 
of  the  Rathburn  State  Bank  and  he  has  been  Identlfled  with  Tarious  projects  from 
which  he  has  received  no  direct  benefit  or  remuneration.  It  is  a  generally  conceded 
fact  that  Hr.  White  Is  responsible  tor  the  concrete  road  between  Spokane  and  Coeur 
d'Alene,  which  when  completed  will  be  the  first  concrete  road  In  the  state  of  Idaho, 
and  at  all  times  he  has' displayed  a  most  public^plrlted  devotion  to^  the  general  good. 
He  was  one  of  the  original  nine  directors  and  the  first  president  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  ts  the  only  one  still  living  here.  In  tact  he  Is  the  only 
man  In  Coeur  d'Alene  who  Is  still  engaged  In  the  business  in  which  he  started  originally 
after  coming  to  the  city  He  has  seen  many  men  come  and  go,  while  Coeur  d'Alen« 
haa  passed  through  periods  of  advancement  and  of  depression.  Throughout  all  the 
years  Mr.  White  has  fought  for  every  movement  tending  .to  tbe  betterment  of  the  town 
and  surrounding  country  and  his  efforts  have  been  far-reaching  and  resultant.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Spokane  City  Club  and  he  Is  a  member  of  the  district  board,  which 
comprises  eleven  northern  counties  of  Idaho.  He  was  likewise  a  member  of  the 
selective  service  board  and  no  public  duty  has  ever  devolved  upon  him  that  he  has 
not  courageously  faced  and  capably  discharged. 

In  189E  Mr.  White  was  married  to  Hiss  Harriet  Whltmore,  of  Farmlngton,  and 
they  have  four  children:  Frances,  Alfred,  Constance  and  J.  C,  Jr.  While  the  interest 
of  Mrs.  White  centers  In  her  home,  she  yet  takes  a  prominent  part  In  social  atfain 
of  the  community.  Both  have  an  extensive  circle  of  warm  friends  in  this  part  of 
the  state.  No  history  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  country  would  be  comp)et«  without  extended 
reference  to  J.  C.  White,  one  of  Its  honored  pioneers,  now  prominently  known  all  over 
Idaho. 

Mr.  White  exercises  his  right  of  franchise  in  support  of  the  men  and  measures  of 
the  democratic  party  and  Is  an  active  factor  In  political  circles.  Fraternally  be  Is 
Identified  with  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Klks  and  he  is  likewise  well  knywn 
in  Mascmic  circles,  being  both  a  York  and  Scottish  Rite  Mason  and  belonging  to  the 
Mystic  Shrine  at  Spokane.  He  has  also  been  a  very  active  member  of  the  Regatta 
Association  of  Coeur  d'Alene  and  Is  responsible  for  the  regatta  of  July  4th,  eth  and 
6th  In  1919.  In  which  Spokane  assisted  and  which  was  the  biggest  and  best  Is  tbe 
history  of  the  country. 


JAMBS  A.  PUHTILL. 

James  A.  PurtlU  is  now  living  retired  at  Olenns  Ferry.  He  has  devoted  his  life  to 
railroad  work,  to  public  service  as  an  officer  and  to  the  management  of  the  property  In- 
terests which  he  has  acquired.  He  was  bom  In  Chicago,  Illinois,  October  10,  1866,  and 
is  a  son  of  Richard  and  Ann  (Fowlei)  Purtlll,  tbe  former  a  native  of  Ireland,  while  Ibe 
latter  was  bom  In  New  Brunswick.  In  1S4S  they  became  residents  of  Chicago,  where 
they  resided  tor  five  years  and  then  went  to  Iroquois  county,  Illinois,  where  the  father 
engaged  in  the  live  stock  business  until  hla  death,  which  occurred  In  1869.  His  widow 
survived  him  for  an  extended  period  and  passed  away  in  Kansas  In  1913,  at  tbe  ad- 
vanced age  of  seventy-slz  years.  In  their  family  were  nine  children,  of  whonf  three  are 
yet  living. 

James  A.  Purtlll  was  reared  and  educated  In  Illinois  and  was  a  young  man  of  twenty- 
two  years  when  In  1S7S  he  made  his  way  westward,  settling  first  In  Wyoming,  where  he 
remained  tor  two  years,  during  which  period  be  was  engaged  In  railroading.     In  18S0 
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he  retamed  to  Illinois,  where  he  again  resided  for  two  years,  and  In  1882  he  came 
to  Idaho,  where  for  a  time  he  also  engaged  In  railroad  work,  being  employed  as  an  en- 
dnser  on  the  Oregon  Short  Line  until  1S90. 

In  that  year  Mr.  Purtlll  was  nominated  for  the  state  leglslatare  and  was  defeated 
by  only  two  votes.  Soon  afterward  he  was  appointed  to  the  poeltlon  of  deputy  recorder 
In  hia  county  and  In  1S92  received  appointment  to  the  position  of  irastmaster  of  Moun- 
tain Home,  in  which  capacity  he  capably  and  efficiently  served  for  four  years.  He  anb- 
aequently  served  as  deputy  recorder  for  another  term  of  two  years  and  was  then  appointed 
to  the  poflltion  of  deputy  aherlft,  In  which  capacity  he  continued  to  act  for  two  years. 
In  1898  he  was  elected  state  senator  and  represented  his  district  so  capably  that  he  was 
reelected  and  served  for  a  second  term.  He  gave  the  moat  thoughtful  and  earnest  con- 
sideration to  the  vital  questions  which  came  up  for  settlement  and  it  was  a  recopiaed 
&ct  that  Mr.  Purtlll  ever  stood  for  the  majority  rather  than  for  the  minority  in  state 
legislation,  seeking  ever  the  beneOt  of  the  commonwealth  at  large.  He  has  always  given 
earnest  allegiance  to  the  democratic  party  and  is  a  Arm  believer  in  its  prlnclrles.  In 
the  legislature  of  1900-1  he  was  chairman  of  the  joint  committee  of  seven  which  re- 
Tiaed  the  revenue  laws  of  the  state.  In  the  years  1911,  1912  and  1913  he  was  employed 
by  the  state  board  of  eqaallsation  as  an  examiner  for  aald  board  and  In  1913  and  1914,  in 
conjunction  with  John  D.  Robertson,  and  Axel  P.  Ramstedt,  rewrote  the  revenue  law  and 
iwepared  the  bill  creating  the  tax  commission  of  the  state. 

In  1SS6  Hr.  Purtlll  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  ElUabeth  Pltxwater,  who  was 
bom  in  Iowa,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  a  son,  now  deceased.  Mr.  Purtlll  owns 
land  In  this  section  of  Idaho.  He  has  been  Identifled  with  the  nerthwest  ctuitinuoiisly 
for  thirty-eight  years  and  haa  therefore  vltoessed  much  of  its  growth  and  progress. 


FRANK  W.  REED. 


Frank  W.  Reed,  an  attorney  of  Coeur  d'Alene,  practicing  as  a  member  of  the  firm 
of  Reed  *  Boughton,  displayed  the  elemental  strength  of  his  character  in  the  manner 
-  in  which  he  acquired  hia  education,  for  daring  his  college  days  he  was  dependent  upon 
hla  own  resources  and  provided  the  means  whereby  to  meet  his  expenses  while  pur- 
suing his  law  course.  Michigan  numbers  him  among  her  native  sons.  He  was  bom  at 
Uaple  Rapids,  that  state,  on  the  3d  of  April.  1877,  and  is  a  son  of  John  J.  and  Eliiabeth 
(Schaeffer)  Reed.  The  father  was  bom  in  New  York  and  is  now  living  at  Evart,  Mich- 
igan. He  has  followed  farming  throughout  the  entire  period  of  his  residence  In  Mich- 
igan and  is  well  known  in  the  locality  In  which  ha  makes  his  home.  His  wife  was 
bom  in  Ohio. 

Their  son,  Frank  W.  Reed,  attended  the  public  schools  of  Evart  and  worked  hia  way 
through  high  school.  He  then  took  up  the  profession  of  teaching,  which  he  followed  for 
one  year,  but  regarded  this  merely  as  an  initial  step  to  other  professional  labor,  for  It 
was  his  desire  to  become  a  member  of  the  bar.  He  then  matriculated  in  the  University 
of  Michigan  and  during  hla  college  days  he  worked  through  the  summer  months  and 
while  In  school  he  washed  dishes,  waited  on  table,  split  wood  and  did  other  labor  that 
would  enable  bim  to  meet  the  expenaes  of  his  course.  Strong  and  resolute,  he  never 
teitered  In  the  face  of  obstacles  and  difflpultiea  and  he  thus  proved  the  strength  of  his 
character,  which  enabled  him  at  length  to  graduate  with  the  class  of  1901.  Prom  that 
year  nntil  1906  be  practiced  In  Evart.  Michigan,  and  In  the  latter  year  made  his  way 
westward  to  Coeur  d'Alene  In  connection  with  his  present  law  partner,  who  like  himself 
had  worked  his  way  through  school.  In  fact  they  had  been  schoolboys  together  and  upon 
coming  to  the  west  they  eatabllshed  the  present  law  firm  of  Reed  t  Boughton,  which  has 
won  a  prominent  and  creditable  position  at  the  Coeur  d'Alene  bar.  In  1917  and  191S  Mr. 
Reed  served  as  city  attorney  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  school  board  at  the  present  time, 
taking  active  interest  In  supporting  the  cause  of  education. 

Mr.  Reed  was  united  In  marriage  in  1901  to  Mies  Lulu  Rose  Turner,  of  Evart,  Mich- 
igan, a  daughter  of  Henry  D.  and  Harriet  Turner.  The  father  was  a  merchant  of  Evart 
for  many  years  but  Is  now  living  retired  and  makes  bis  home  in  Coeur  d'Alene.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Reed  are  the  parents  of  two  children.  William  Turner  and  Harriet  Ellaabeth. 

During  the  period  of  the  World  war  Mr.  Reed  was  an  associate  member  of  the  legal 
advisory  board  for  the  northern  district  of  Idaho.  Both  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Reed  hold  mem- 
bership in  the  Chlrstlan  Science  church,  in  the  work  of  which  they  take  a  most  active 
and  helpful  part.    He  has  acted  as  reader  of  the  church  and  is  on  the  Christian  Science 
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commlUee  on  publications  for  tbe  state  of  Idaho.  FraterntUly  be  ia  connectad  with  the 
Masons  and  1b  a  loral  follower  of  tbe  craft.  He  bas  won  a  creditable  posltlcm  not  onlr 
In  professional  circles  but  In  public  regard,  being  hlghlr  esteemed  by  alt  who  know 
him  owing  to  the  sterling  worth  of  his  character  and  his  many  admirable  qualities. 


PRBD  W.  HASTINGS. 


Fred  W.  Hastngs  is  a  retired  rancher  living  at  Wendell,  Qoodlng  county.  He  was 
horn  In  Washtenaw  county,  Ulcblgan,  March  2«.  18E9,  his  parents  being  Thomas  B. 
and  Almeda  (Barber)  Hastings.  The  father  came  to  the  United  States  when  a  youth  In 
his  teens.  He  first  located  In  Michigan,  where  he  fallowed  farming,  and  in  1S&2  he  went 
to  Colorado,  where  he  engaged  in  mining  gold.  Twice  he  went  to  the  Pacific  coast  by  way 
of  the  Isthmus  route  and  afterward  returned  to  Michigan.  RemoTlng  to  tbe  northwest, 
be  settled  on  Camas  prairie.  In  Ctmas  county,  Idaho,  where  be  took  up  a  ranch  of  three 
hundred  and  twenty  acres.  This  he  Improved,  carefully  developing  the  property,  and  be 
also  served  as  postmaster  at  Soldier.  Idaho,  where  his  death  occurred.  His  widow 
is  still  living  and  now  makes  her  home  In  Michigan.  In  his  political  views  Thomas  B. 
Hastings  was  a  republican,  giving  loyal  support  to  tbe  |>arty,  and  fraternally  he  was 
a  Ha  son. 

Fred  W.  Hastings  was  reared  In  Michigan  to  the  age  of  seventeen  years  and  pur- 
sued his  education  In  the  public  schools  of  the  state.  He  then  started  west,  ssttling  at 
ColumtniB,  Nebraska,  and  in  the  spring  of  187S  he  started  for  LeadvUle,  .Colorado,  with 
an  outfit.  He  engaged  In  prospecting  and  mining  in  that  state  and  afterward  with  a 
friend  started  tor  Aiisona*bnt  changed  his  plans  on  account  of  Indian  uprisings  and  re- 
turned to  Orand  Junction.  Colorado.  Later  he  ftrilowed  tbe  old  Mormon  trail  and  crossed 
tbe  Orand  river  at  Qrand  Junction,  proceeded  to  the  Qreen  river  and  afterward  crossed 
the  Price  river  at  Spanish  Fork  canyon,  making  bis  way  to  Provo  and  to  Salt  Lake  City. 
In  1882  he  removed  to  the  Wood  river  district  near  Hatley,  Idaho,  where  he  took  up 
land.  He  afterward  engaged  In  teaching  school  and  in  farming  tor  three  yeirs  and  sub- 
sequently he  settled  on  Camas  prairie,  where  he  again  devoted  his  attention  to  the  pro- 
fession of  teaching  end  to  the  work  ot  tilling  the  soil.  His  fellow  townsmen,  appreciative 
of  his  worth  and  ability,  elected  him  tax  collector  and  assessor  of  Logan  county  in  the 
fall  of  1890  and  he  filled  that  dull  position  for  two  ye^re.  He  then  concentrated  his  ef- 
forts and  attention  upm  tanning  and  stock  raising  on  Camas  prairie  and  after  a  time  he 
broadened  the  scope  of  his  activities  by  becoming  the  organiter  ot  tbe  Soldier  State 
Bank  and  its  president  and  general  manager.  He  conducted  the  bank  tor  three  ye^rs 
and  then  disposed  of  his  business  Interests  there,  removing  to  Boise,  where  he  lived 
retired  tor  a  short  time.  Indolence  and  Idleness,  however,  are  utterly  foreign  to  bis 
nature  and  he  could  not  content  himself  without  some  business  Interest.  He  then  built 
tbe  first  business  structure  at  Jerome  and  bought  and  sold  the  first  lots  there,  remain- 
ing at  that  place  tor  a  year.  He  afterward  erected  the  first  house  at  Wendell  and  thus 
in  various  ways  he  hts  contributed  to  the  development  and  upbuilding  of  various  ssc- 
tions  of  the  stste.  He  now  owns  three  hundred  acres  of  finely  Improved  land  In  the 
Snake  river  valley  and  Is  cultivating  that  property.  He  was  the  founder  ot  the  first 
bank  of  Wendell,  became  its  president  and  liter  assisted  in  the  org-mtzatlon  and  de- 
velopment of  the  aecqnd  bank  of  the  town.  He  was  likewise  instrnmental  in  promoting 
the  Gooding  State  Bank  end  also  a  bank  at  Bliss,  and  thus  through  tbe  development  ot 
substantial  Dnanclal  Institutions  bas  contributed  in  marked  measure  to  the  upbuilding 
of  the  d'stricts  In  which  he  has  operated. 

In  1884  Mr.  Hsstings  was  married  to  Miss  Florence  Best,  a  daughter  ot  Henry  and 
Mary  (Kitchen)  Best,  who  came  to  Idaho  in  1SS3.  settling  on  a  ranch  on  Camas  prairie, 
where  her  father  carried  on  agricultural  pursuits  for  a  number  of  yeara.  At  length 
he  retired  and  took  up  bis  abode  at  Wendell,  where  hie  last  days  were  passed.  He  was 
B  native  of  Kentucky,  while  bis  wife  was  born  In  Missouri,  and  In  the  latter  state  the 
birth  ot  Mra.  Hastings  also  occurred.  By  her  marriage  she  hss  become  tbe  mother  of  two 
daughtere.  Era  and  Ethel.  , 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Hastings  baa  long  been  a  stalwart  republican  and  has  been 
called  to  serve  In  varloua  positions  of  honor  and  trust.  He  hae  filled  the  office  of  county 
commissioner  and  In  1906  was  elected  state  ssnator  from  Blaine  county,  serving  In  the 
eighth  session  ot  tbe  Idaho  general  assembly.  While  he  has  done  Important  work  in 
public  office  for  the  benefit  of  the  state,  it  has  been  as  a  business  man  that  be  bas  made 
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his  most  vBlnable  contribution  to  Idaho,  coutrlbntiDg  In  marked  measure  to  tbe  pros- 
reaa  and  derelopment  of  various  regionB  In  which  be  has  llr«d  and  conducted  bis  bust- 
ness  affairs,  which  have  ever  been  of  a  character  condnclve  to  the  general  prosperity 
BB  well  as  to  Individual  auceees. 


PEARL  R.  BETIS. 

Pearl  R.  Bevls,  flnanclal  agent  and  broker  at  Lewlston,  was  bom  November  13, 
1870,  at  Bevls,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio,  his  parenU  being  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  (Hc- 
Henry)  Bevls,  the  former  a  son  of  Jesse  and  Elizabeth  ^Martin)  Bevls.  while  the  latter 
was  a  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Nancy  (Pottenger)  HcHenry,  who  were  repreeent&Uvea 
of  one  of  the  old  pioneer  lamfllea  of  Hamilton  county,  Ohio.  The  Bevls  familr  came  trtmi 
Wales  and  settlement  was  first  made  in  Pennsylvania  by  the  father  of  Jesse  Bevls. 
The  latter  removed  from  the  Keystone  sUte  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  about  1810  and  was 
there  employed  for  several  years.  He  later  took  up  his  abode  upon  a  timbered  farm  eight 
miles  north  of  the  small  city  and  upon  that  place  reared  a  large  tamfly.  which  he  settled 
upon  homes  around  falm  as  they  reached  adult  age.  His  activities  covered  a  wide  scope, 
tor  in  addition  to  his  agricultural  Interests  he  was  a  merchant,  hotel  proprietor  and 
the  owner  of  a  dtatHtery,  a  grist  mill  and  a  sawmill. 

Reared  In  Hamilton  county,  Ohio.  Pearl  H.  Bevfa  attended  the  common  schools  of 
Crosby  township  and  afterward  entered  the  State  Normal  School  at  Danville,  Indiana, 
while  later  he  continued  hfs  education  in  Miami  University  at  Oxford,  Ohio.  He  started 
ovt  to  provide  for  his  own  support  as  a  farmer  and  followed  agricultural  pursuits  at 
New  Haven,  Ohio,  for  fifteen  years.  He  afterward  lived  In  Iowa  tor  three  years  and 
since  1904  has  resided  at  Lewlston,  Idaho,  where  be  has  conducted  a  svbstantlal  and 
constantly  growing  business  as  a  loan  and  flnanclal  agent.  He  la  now  Interested  In 
farming  and  stock  growing  and  his  sons  are  bandling  bis  stock  In  Asotin  county,  Wash- 
ington. Since  removing  to  the  west  he  has  owned  numerous  farms  In  Idaho  and  In 
Washington  but  makes  his  home  in  the  city,  from  whi«h  point  he  supervisee  hla  agri- 
cultural Interests,  while  at  the  same  time  giving  dose  attention  to  the  development 
ot  his  Unancial  brokerage  business. 

Mr.  Bevls  married  Miss  LlUie  Whlt^.  a  daughter  ot  Robert  and  Bltiabetb  White, 
of  Hamilton  county,  Ohio.  She  was  educated  In  the  common  schools  of  that  county 
and  at  the  Ohio  State  University  at  Athens.  Four  children  have  been  bom  ot  this 
marriage:  Dorothy,  Robert.  Oordon  and  Major.  The  religious  faith  of  Mr.  Bevls  and 
his  family  Is  that  of  the  Presbyterian  chnrch.  Fraternally  he  Is  connected  with  the 
Knights  of  Pythias,  ot  which  be  has  been  a  representative  tor  twenty-nine  years,  while 
for  ten  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  In 
politics  be  has  always  been  a  democrat  but  cannot  be  eaid  to  be  a  politician  in  the 
sense  of  office  seeking,  as  he  has  always  been  too  busy  to  take  part  in  campaign  vrork. 
However,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  he  was  elected  township  clerk  and  was  reelected  until 
he  had  filled  the  position  for  three  terms  of  two  years  each.  He  has  also  been  a  mem- 
ber ot  the  board  of  education  at  Lewlston  for  the  past  eight  years  and  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation flnde  In  blm  a  stalwart  champion-  He  Is  likewise  the  president  of  the  Lewis- 
ton  Commercial  Club,  a  position  which  he  bae  occupied  for  tour  years,  and  as  the  di- 
recting head  of  this  organliatlon  has  done  most  effective  work  In  upbuilding  the  In- 
terests and  promoting  the  progress  of  the  city. 


JUDGE  LAWRENCE  L.  LEWIS. 

Judge  Lawrence  L.  Lewis,  attorney  at  law  and  referee  In  bankruptcy,  was  born  near 
Marlon,  in  Williamson  county,  Illinois,  November  30,  1870,  his  parents  being  William  T. 
and  Anne  Ary  (Howell)  Lewis.  The  former  was  also  born  near  Marlon,  Illinois,  while 
the  latter  was  a  native  of  Virginia,  whence  she  removed  to  Illinois  soon  after  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Civil  war,  the  family  being  supporters  of  the  Union.  The  father  was  a 
fanner  of  Williamson  county,  Illinois,  devoting  bis  life  to  the  cultivation  of  the  soil. 
He  was  active  In  political  affairs;  an  ardent  supporter  of  the  republican  party,  and  for 
a  number  of  years  filled  the  office  of  county  commissioner. 

Judge  Lewis,  whose  name  Introduces  this  review,  received  his  literary  education  In 
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tha  common  schools  of  bis  native  county,  IncludlnK  the  Marlon  high  school,  and  after- 
ward attended  Valparaiso  University,  located  at  Valparaiso,  Indiana,  from  which  he 
was  gradnated  with  the  degree  Bachelor  ol  Science  in  1S94.  During  the  years  1894  and 
18B6  b6  was  principal  of  the  Marlon  high  school.  In  April,  1896,  he  hecanie  a  resident 
ot  Oregon  and  during  the  years  1S9S  and  1897  was  superintendent  of  the  Pendleton  city 
schools.  In  1897  he  was  elected  professor  of  science  In  the  Eastern  Oregon  State  Normal 
School  at  Weston,  Oregon,  there  remaining  until  the  autumn  of  1S99.  In  1S9S  he  par- 
ticipated tn  the  organisation  of  the  Inland  Empire  Teachers  Association  at  Watla  Walla, 
Washington.  In  September,  1899,  he  matriculated  in  the  law  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  at  Ann  Arbor,  graduating  therefrom  with  the  degree  Bachelor  of 
Laws  In  1902.  He  again  took  up  educational  work  In  Oregon  from  1903  to  1906,  fonnd- 
Ing  the  high  school  at  Canyon  City  daring  that  period.  In  1906  be  entered  upon  the  prac- 
tice of  law  at  Baher,  Oregon,  and  on  the  8th  day  of  July  of  the  same  year  came  to  Coenr 
d'Alene  and  establlslied  bis  law  oOce.  where  he  baa  since  been  engaged  in  the  general 
practice  of  law.  In  1907  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  referees  in  bankruptcy  for  the  dis- 
trict of  Idaho  and  has  since  occupied  this  position,  handling  in  connection  with  his 
general  law  practice  a  number  of  Important  casea  and  discharging  his  duties  with  marked 
capability  and  fldellty.  His  broad  knowledge  of  the  law,  both  state  and  federal,  his  sound 
judgment  and  keen  discrimination  in  the  affairs  of  business,  and  his  native  sense  ot 
equity.  Justice  and  honor  well  qualify  him  for  the  professional  and  judicial  duties  Im- 
posed. 

In  his  political  views  Judge  Lewis  has  always  been  a  stalwart  republican.  He  Is 
an  earnest  advocate  of  those  Interests  which  tend  toward  civic  betterment  and  In- 
tellectnal  development  and  during  the  period  of  the  World  war  was  active  In  the  support 
of  all  things  Inuring  to  the  benefit  of  the  soldiers  and  the  cause  of  the  allies. 

rratemalty  Judge  Lewis  Is  a  Mason,  being  a  Knight  Templar;  a  thirty-second  de- 
gree Mas<Hi  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite;  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
Royal  and  Select  Masters;  and  a  Noble  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  Is  also  Identllled  with 
the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He  has  a'  wide  acquaintance  and  wherever 
known  Is  spoken  of  In  terms  of  high  regard.  His  Interests  and  activities  are  not  con- 
fined within  a  one-mile  radius  but  have  to  do  with  the  general  welfare  of  society  and 
the  progress  of  state  and  nation.  Judge  Lewis  Is  an  ardent  expounder  of  those  prin- 
ciples ot  law  and  ethics  well  calculated  to  perpetuate  constitutional  government  and  to 
safeguard  and  promote  the  highest  Interests  ot  society. 


JUDGE  CALVIN  DICKERSON  PHIBB8. 

Judge  Calvin  Dickerson  Phlbbs.  since  1912  a  resident  ot  Rupert,  wbere  In  1S18  he 
was  elected  judge  ot  the  probate  court  ot  Minidoka  county,  was  bom  at  Hlllsvllle,  Vir- 
ginia, June  12,  1836,  a  son  of  James  and  Ellubsth  (Bolt)  Phlbbs.  The  parents  are  also 
natives  of  the  Old  Dominion,  where  they  were  reared  and  educated.  Subsequent  to  his 
marriage  the  father  there  followed  farming  and  stock  raising  and  during  his  early  life 
also  engaged  In  the  profession  of  teaching.  In  1910  he  removed  westward  to  Rupert, 
Idaho,  and  purchased  a  farm  northeast  of  the  town,  becoming  owner  of  eighty  acres.  At 
times  he  has  owned  various  farms,  but  his  holdings  at  the  present  time  embrace  Just 
eighty  acres.  ,Hs  and  his  wife  have  become  members  ot  the  Church  ot  Jesus  Christ  ot 
-  Latter-day  Saints  and  In  his  political  views  Mr.  Phlbbs  Is  a  republican. 

'  Calvin  D.  Phlbbs  spent  his  boyhood  In  his  native  state  and  pursued  his  educa- 
tion in  f^irview  Academy.  He  was  reared  to  the  occupation  ot  farming,  early  becom- 
ing familiar  with  the  best  methods  of  tilling  the  soil  and  caring  for  the  crops.  Later 
Iw  todk  ap  electrical  engineering  and  worked  along  that  line  until  he  came  to  Rupert, 
Idaho,  In  1912.  Here  he  entered  the  real  estate  field  and  after  a  time  he  was  called 
np<m  for  public  service,  being  made  city  clerk  of  Rupert,  which  position  he  filled  tor  a 
brief  period.  In  1918  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  probate  Judge  ot  Minidoka  county, 
which  position  be  Is  now  acceptably  filling,  being  most  careful,  prompt,  systematic  and 
accurate  In  the  discharge  ot  his  official  duties.  On  the  16th  ot  December,  1919,  he  was 
admitted  as  an  attorney  at  law  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  of  Idaho. 

In  1907  Judge  Phlbbs  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Elisabeth  Ross,  a  native  ot 
Pulaski,  Virginia,,  and  a  daughter  ot  J.  T.  and  Catherine  <Grabam)  Ross,  the  former 
a  farmer  and  sto<;kman.  Judge  a^id  Mrs.  Phlbbs  have  become  parents  of  sli  children: 
Florence,  EWelyn,  Catherine,  Virginia,  James  and  Vlota.     The  religious  belief  of  the 
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tamllr  la  tbat  of  tbe  Chnrcli  of  Jsaus  Christ  of  Latter-day  SaluU  and  In  politics  Judge 
PblbbB  fe  a  stalwart  republican,  glrlng  unfaltering  allegiance  to  the  party  and  lU  prln- 
ciplea.  Ha  stands  for  advancement  and  improvement  in  all  things  that  hare  to  do  with 
citizenship  and  la  among  that  claas  who  are  putting  forth  every  eDort  to  spread  the 
principles  of  true  democracy  and  make  one  hundred  per  cent  AmerieanlBm  the  rule  of 
t)iia  land. 


WILLIAM  H.  HARTLEY. 


William  H.  Hartley,  who  has  passed  away,  was  for  many  years  an  active,  entarprlaing 
and  representative  fanner  of  Washington  county.  He  was  born  in  Greene  coun^, 
Tennessee,  In  November,  1841,  and  when  but  seven  years  of  age  acccftnpanied  his  parenta 
on  their  removal  to  Hlasourl.  In  that  state  he  acquired  his  education  and  when  a  youth 
of  aeventeen  years  he  made  the  long  trip  across  the  plains  with  ox  teams  to  California, 
where  he  took  up  his  abode  and  engaged  in  the  occupation  of  mining,  remaining  In 
the  Golden  state  for  a  period  of  ten  years.  He  then  went  to  Oregon,  where  he  lived 
for  several  years,  and  it  was  dnrlng  tbat  time  that  he  waa  united  in  marriage  to  Miss 
Jeannette  Patterson,  who  was  bom  In  California  in  1866  and  is  a  daughter  of  G.  W.  and 
Elizabeth  (Barlow)  Patterson,  both  of  whom  have  now  passed  away. 

Following  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Hrs.  Hartley  removed  to  Idaho  and  took  up  their 
abode  upon  a  farm  in  what  Is  now  Washington  county,  which  place  continued  to  be  their 
hffine  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Hartley  in  1900.  He  was  an  energetic  and  enterprising 
farmer  who  carefully  tilled  bis  fields  and  converted  the  place  into  a  rich  and  productive 
tract  of  land,  from  which  he  annually  gathered  good  harvests.  He  and  his  wife  were 
among  the  first  ten  settlers  in  the  Weiser  valley  and  witnessed  the  development  of  the 
country  from  a  district  of  bunch  grass  to  a  beautiful  farming  region  where  the  land  is 
today  valued  at  from  two  to  Ave  hnndred  dollars  per  acre. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hartley  have  been  bom  four  children:  G.  W.,  who  is  now  a  busi- 
ness man  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa;  B.  Dick,  who  Is  lllllng  the  position  of  county  asseasor 
of  Washington  county,  Idaho;  Henry  E..  a  mechanic  in  the  shipyards  at  Portland,  Oregon; 
and  Kllzabetb,  the  wjfe  of  Daniel  Kertoot,  who  la  In  the  United  States  revenue  service' 
at  Portland. 

Following  the  death  of  her  husband  Mrs.  Hartley  sold  the  old  homestead  and  took 
np  her  abode  In  Weiser,  where  she  now  owns  and  occupies  a  beautiful  residence.  She 
still  manages  her  business  affairs  herself,  although  now  In  the  sixty-fourth  year  of  her 
age,  and  displays  marked  ability  In  the  care  of  her  Interests.  She  can  relate  many  most 
Interesting  Incidents  of  the  early  days  when  this  waa  a  frontier  region  In  which  the 
work  of  development  and  Improvement  seemed  scarcely  begun,  and  she  can  tell  as  an 
eye  witness  tbe  tale  of  progress  and  Improvement  which  has  brought  Idaho  on  a  par  with 
the  older  settled  east. 


HON.  CLINTON  M.  GARDNER. 

Hon.  Clinton  M.  Gardner,  member  of  the  Idaho  general  assembly  from  Boise  county 
and  a  partner  In  the  firm  of  0.  M.  Gardner  tc  Sons,  manufacturers  of  rough  and  dressed 
lumber,  with  mills  at  Clear  Creek,  came  to  the  northwest  from  Ohio,  his  birth  having 
occurred  at  Fowler,  Trumbull  county,  that  state,  October  14.  18B1,  bis  parents  being 
Milo  end  Mary  (Ingman)  Gardner,  who  were  natives  of  New  York  and  Ohio  respectively. 
The  father  was  a  machinist  t>y  trade  and  both  he  and  hie  wife  are  now  deceased. 

Clinton  H.  Gardner  was  reared  in  his  native  town  to  the  age  of  fourteen  years, 
when  he  became  a  student  in  the  United  SUtes  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  Maryland, 
pursuing  the  four  years'  course  there.  He  was  graduated  as  a  naval  cadet  In  1S70,  when 
nineteen  years  of  age,  and  then  entered  Cornell  University  of  Ithaca,  New  York,  where 
he  pursued  a  thorough  course,  being  graduated  as  a  civil  engineer  in  1874.  He  spent 
the  succeeding  two  years  in  govemment  survey  work  and  from  1ST6  until  18S4  he 
resided  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  where  he  followed  bis  profession  of  civil  engineer. 
From  1885  until  1880  he  resided  at  FIfleld,  Price  county,  Wisconsin,  and  in  1888  he 
became  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Price  County  Bank,  of  which  be  remained  cashier 
for  two  years,  and  during  the  same  period  he  also  served  as  county  treaanrer.    Later 
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he  was  elected  to  represent  hla  district  In  the  state  legislature,  of  vhlcb  be  remained 
^  member  for  one  term,  Klvfng  tbonghtful  and  earnest  consideration  to  all  tbe  vital 
qaestlcms  wblcb  came  np  for  settlement. 

In  1894  Hr.  Gardner  removed  to  Idabo  and  lor  six  years  remained  a  resident  of 
Boise,  acting  as  manager  of  tbe  M.  M.  Goodwin  Inmber  plant  and  sawmill.  Since  1900 
be  bas  lived  in  Boise  count}',  engaged  in  sAwmllUns.  in  (arming  and  in  abeep  and  cattle 
raising.  In  1902  be  and  his  two  sons,  NaU  M.  and  Clifford  M.  Gardner,  organized  tbe 
lumber  mannfacturing  firm  of  C.  M.  Gardner  ft  Sons,  wltb  mills  at  Clear  Creek,  Boise 
county.  'Tbe  sawmill  has  a  capaeltr  of  twenty  thousand  square  feet  of  lumber  per 
day.  Tbe  father  and  sons  are  also  engaged  In  tbe  raising  of  ttaoroughbred  sbeep 
and  cattle,  having  thirteen  hundred  acres  of  land,  all  in  Boise  county,  much  of  wbicb 
Is  Kood  timber  land.  All  three  are  men  of  good  business  ability.  Tbe  broad  experience 
and  sound  Judgment  of  tbe  father  are  supplemented  by  the  energy  and  enterprise  of  tbe 
rounger  men,  and  the  Arm  combination  Is  a  strong  one. 

Mr.  Gardner  has  been  married  twice.  On  tbe  4th  of  July,  1876,  be  wedded  Minerva 
TMupkins,  a  descendant  of  Governor  Tompkins  of  tbe  state  of  New  York.  She  passed 
away  March  18,  1878,  at  the  age  of  nineteen  years,  leaving  a  son,  Nate  M.,  then  but  six 
months  old.  On  the  8th  of  October,  1879,  Mr.  Gardner  was  again  married,  bis  second 
union  being  wltb  Alfarata  Armstrong,  who  was  bom  at  Rlpon,  Wisconsin,  and  was 
reared  at  Elau  Claire,  that  state.  By  this  marriage  there  baa  also  been  born  a  son,  Ci 
M.  Gardner,  Jr.,  whose  initials  are  the  same  as  his  father's  hut  whose  name  is  Clifford 
H,  Both  sons  are  married  and  the  former  has  two  children,  while  the  latter  has  Ave 
dtlldren. 

In  November,  1918,  Clinton  H.  Gardner  was  elected  to  tbe  Idaho  legislature  on  the 
republican  ticket,  tbls  being  bis  first  c^ce  In  Idaha  His  public-spirited  and  progressive 
cftisenship  was  recognized  by  all  who  knew  him,  and  hts  fellow  cltlnns  felt  that  the 
interests  of  community  and  commonwealth  would  be  In  safe  hands  If  he  bad  aught  to  d» 
with  shaping  the  public  policy.  In  April,  1919.  Mr.  Gardner  was  appointed  state  timber 
Inspector  and  state  Are  warden  for  Idabo  and  Is  now  creditably  tilling  those  posltlona, 
itU  long  years  of  experience  in  the  timber  and  lumber  business  having  especially  qnallfled 
him  tor  the  duties  of  these  offices.  He  Is  a  Mason  of  high  rank,  being  both  a  Knight 
Templar  and  thirty-second  degree  Scottish  Rite  Mason,  and  he  Is  also  a  member  of 
the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  likewise  belongs  to  tbe  Inflependent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  tbe 
Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  Concatenated  Order  of  Hoo  Hoos,  an  ounmlsatlon  formed 
of  Inmbermen,  He  is  highly  esteemed  as  a  citlien  and  reliable  business  man,  while 
those  who  have  come  In  contact  with  him  personally  are  glad  to  call  him  friend. 


HON.  JOHN  U.  FLTNN. 


Hon.  3obn  M.  Flynn,  Judge  of  the  eighth  Judicial  district  of  Idaho,  whose  course 
reflects  honor  and  credit  npon  the  history  ot  the  Judiciary  of  tbe  state,  was  born  In  New 
York  city,  October  20,  1873,  his  parents  being  Patrick  and  Mary  (Hannon)  Flynn,  both 
of  whom  were  natives  of  Ireland.  Judge  Flynn  was  educated  In  the  St.  Louis  University, 
where  be  obtained  the  BacheltM"  of  Arts  degree  In  1898  and  the  Master  ot  Arts  degree  In 
1894.  In  1896  he  also  took  bis  LL.  B.  degree  at  the  Washington  University  at  St.  Louis. 
He  spent  two  years  thereafter  In  that  city  and  then  became  a  law  editor  of  tbe  West 
Publishing  Company  ot  St  .Paul,  a  house  engaged  in  the  publication  of  law  books.  He 
next  spent  two  years  In  Ashland,  Wisconsin,  and  In  1906  came  to  Coeur  d'Alene,  Idabb. 
There  he  engaged  In  the  practice  of  his  profession  until  1911,  when  be  was  appointed  by 
Governor  James  A.  Hawley  as  Judge  of  the  eighth  Judicial  district  and  twice  he  bas 
been  reelected  to  the  position.  He  has  a  state-wide  acquaintance,  has  won  prominence 
as  a  representative  of  the  bar,  and  his  course  upon  the  bench  has  been  In  harmony  with 
his  record  as  a  lawyer  and  as  a  citizen,  characterized  by  marked  fidelity  to  du^  and 
by  a  masterful  grasp  of  every  problem  presented  for  solution.  He  is  likewise  well  known 
as  the  author  of  the  Idaho  Digest 

Judge  Flynn  was  married  In  1904  to  Miss  Louise  Henry,  of  St.  Paul,  a  daughter  of 
Patrick  Henry,  and  their  six  children  are  Thomas.  John  M.,  Francis  X.,  Mary  L.,  Josephine 
and  Phillip.  Judge  Flynn  belongs  to  Sandpolnt  Lodge,  No.  1S67,  B.  P.  O.  E.,  and  he  Is  a 
.  prominent  representative  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  being  a  past  state  deputy.  His 
religions  faith  Is  that  of  the  Catholic  church  and  In  politics  he  Is  a  democrat.  He  has 
been  very  active  In  public  affairs  of  both  a  political  and  civic  nature  and   he  was 
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chalrmaD  of  tlie  Bonner  County  Defense  Council  during  tbe  period  of  the  World  wu. 
H«  holds  to  blgh  profeaslonal  Ideals  and  his  enterprise  and  indaBti?  are  important  fea- 
toree  in  his  professional  pr<«resB,  combined  with  his  comprehensive  koffwledge  of  the 
principles  of  Inrlsprndence  and  his  close  conlormltj'  to  the  highest  ethical  standards 
of  the  profession. 


DAVID  KIOGINS. 

David  Kipglns,  a  well  known  rancher  of  Ada  county,  residee  <m  his  eighty  acre 
ranch  (our  miles  north  of  Meridian  with  his  sister,  Miss  Settle  Klggins,  who  keeps  house 
for  him.  In  UK  he  came  to  Idaho  from  Missouri  and  since  that  time  has  been  a 
resident  of  Boise  valley  and  has  become  one  of  its  prominent  citliens. 

Mr.  KtgEins  was  bom  in  Knox  county,  Missouri,  March  20,  1|52,  a  son  of  William 
and  Luclnda  (Foi)  KigglnB,  who  were  the  parents  ot  eight  children,  namely:  John, 
William,  David.  Luclnda,  Settle,  Mary.  Charles  M.  and  Lewla.  Of  these  all  are  living 
with  the  exception  of  William  and  Mary.  Charles  M.  Kigglns  Is  now  reeldlng  In  Port- 
land, Oregon.  He  was  for  some  time  superintendent  of  the  Boise  schools  and  Is  mentioned 
elsewhere  In  this  work.  Several  members  ot  thle  family  followed  the  protesslon  of 
teaching  and  for  many  years  Miss  Settle  Kinlus  taught  In  Missouri,  Colorado  and 
Idaha 

In  18S6,  on  leaving  hie  native  state.  David  Klgglne  homesteaded  hU  present  ranch, 
which  was  a  relinquishment.  He  had  always  been  keenly  Interested  In  the  live  stock 
btislness  and  particularly  in  the  tine  of  registered  shortboms.  With  this  end  In  view 
he  labored  InduBtrlouBly  and  In  1917  he  purchased  of  A.  D.  Dunn,  a  noted  shorthorn 
breeder  residing  in  Waplta,  Washington,  a  herd  of  blooded  shorthorns  headed  by  an 
exceptionally  fine  bull,  for  which  alone  he  paid  twelve  thousand  dollars,  considered  at 
that  time  a  very  reasonable  price.  This  bull  Is  now  owned  by  a  nephew  ot  Mr.  Kigglns, 
OUn  Kigglns. 

Mr.  Klggins  has  never  married  and  has  practically  devoted  alt  of  bis'  life  to  his 
ranching.  He  has  ever  been  ambitious  to  succeed  and  with  that  end  in  view  has  latwred 
diligently.  He  Is  not  active  In  politics,  hut  may  always  Ik  counted  upon  to  support  any 
action  taken  for  the  betterment  ot  the  community  In  which  he  resides.  Both  Mr.  Elggins 
and  his  sister  enjoy  the  high  esteem  of  their  fellow  citliens. 


JOHN  L.  BENHAM. 

John  L.  BenhatD,  a  farmer  and  stockman  of  Owyhee  county,  was  born  in  Linn 
county  Iowa,  AugUst  1,  tSSE,  end  is  a  son  ot  Richard  and  Matilda  (Leachman)  Beuham, 
both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Kentucky.  la  the  eariy  '&0a  they  left  the  Blue  Grass  state 
and  removed  to  Linn  county,  Iowa,  where  the  father,  who  was  a  brick  mason,  worked  at 
his  trade  for  a  numl>er  ot  years.  He  afterward  removed  to  Hannibal,  Missouri,  where  he 
resided  for  atMut  twenty  years  and  during  that  period  his  wife  passed  away.  In  188C 
Mr.  Benham  left  Missouri  to  become  a  resident  of  the  northwest,  making  his  way  to 
Idaho,  where  he  located  on  the  farm  in  Owyhee  county  that  Is  now  the  property  ot  his 
son,  John  L.  He  then  bent  his  energies  to  the  development  and  Improvement  ol  this 
property  and  excellent  results  followed  his  labors.  He  continued  thus  to  engage  in 
t&nnlng  until  1908,  when  hla  life's  labors  were  ended  In  death.  To  blm  and  his  irlte 
had  been  bom  seven  children,  ot  wh<Hn  five  are  now  living. 

John  L.  Benham,  whose  name  Introdoces  this  review,  spent  the  period  of  his  boy- 
hood and  youth  under  the  parental  roof,  being  reared  and  educated  in  Iowa  and  Bfls- 
sonrl.  In  18SS  he  located  upon  his  father's  farm  In  Owyhee  county  and  has  since  made 
it  his  place  of  abode.  This  Is  an  excellent  tract  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  all 
under  the  ditch  and  mostly  planted  to  alfalfa.  The  place  Is  splendidly  Improved 
with  all  kinds  of  shade  trees  and  a  fine  orchard  and  all  modern  convenlenoes  and  acces- 
Bivles.  Mr.  Benham  displays  capability  In  the  management  and  further  development 
of  the  pr<qierty  and  has  won  a  place  among  the  lead4ng  farmers  and  stock  raisers  of  his 
community.  In  addition  to  his  farming  Interests  he  is  one  of  the  directors  ot  the 
Commercial  A  Savings  Bank  at  Mountain  Home, 

In  March,  18B8,  Mr.  Benham  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Jane  Bertechy,  a 
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nativa  of  Idalio,  and  a  daujliter  of  John  and  Barbara  (Portlock)  Bertachy,  both  <rf 
whom  haTe  passed  away.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Benham  have  been  born  Ave  cblldren,  tbrrn 
of  whom  died  In  fnfancy,  while  those  living  are  Myrtle  N.  and  J.  R. 

Mr.  Benham  is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  lodge  at  Mountain  Home.  His 
political  endorsement  la  gWen  to  the  democratic  party  and  he  is  a  recognized  leader 
in  its  local  ranks.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  county  commlesioners  for 
six  terms  and  tor  one  torm  represented  his  district  In  the  state  legislature.  He  is 
keenly  Interested  in  all  public  alTaIrs,  giving  bis  aid  and  support  on  the  side  of  progress 
and  advancement,  and  he  is  widely  recognised  as  one  of  the  leading  farmers  of  Owyhee 
county  aa  well  as  one  of  Its  self-mado  men. 


WILLIAM  E.  WIOOINS. 

William  B.  Wiggins,  nnmbered  among  the  progressive  and  representative  farmers 
and  stock  raisers  of  Washington  county,  c(»ne8  to  the  northwest  from  Nebraska,  his 
birth  having  occurred  in  that  stite  April  30,  I8G0,  his  parents  being  William  and 
Nancy  (Mackey)  Wiggins,  the  former  a  native  of  Kentucky,  while  the  latter  was  bom 
In  Missouri.  After  living  for  some  years  In  Nebraska  they  came  to  Idaho  In  1870,  when 
their  son  William  was  a  little  lad  of  ten  years.  They  settled  In  what  is  now  Washington 
oonnty,  taking  up  their  abode  upon  a  ranch  which  continued  to  be  their  home  throughout 
their  remaining  days.  They  reared  a  family  of  eight  children,  six  of  whom  are  yet 
living. 

The  public  school  system  of  Missouri  afforded  William  B.  Wiggins  his  educational 
training  and  he  acquainted  himself  with  farm  work  nnder  the  direction  of  bis  father, 
whom  he  aaeiated  in  the  development  and  Improvement  of  the  old  homestead  until  the 
death  of  his  parents.  He  afterward  purchased  the  property,  which  he  still  occuploa, 
havlpg  here  a  tract  of  two  hundred  and  eighty  acres  of  land.  Throughout  his  entire 
life  he  has  been  engaged  In  stock  raising  and  Is  an  excellent  Judge  of  both  cattle  and 
horses.  His  business  affairs  have  been  carefully  and  wisely  managed  and  his  success 
is  the  direct  outcome  of  his  persistent  effort,  intelligently  directed.  He  has  always 
handled  graded  stock  and  has  continually  Improved  bis  stock,  so  that  he  has  every 
reason  to  be  proud  of  the  line  herds  of  cattle  upon  his  place.  He  has  also  improved 
his  farm  with  excellent  buildings  and  the  place  presenta  a  most  neat  and  attractive 
appearance.  Mr.  Wiggins  deserves  much  credit  for  what  he  lias  accomplished.  He 
started  out  In  the  world  empty  handed,  possessing  no  capital  aave  determination  and' 
energy.  These  qualities  have  enabled  him  to  push  steadily  forward  and  during  the  last 
years  of  his  residence  here  he  has  seen  the  country  develop  from  a  district  covered  with 
sagebrush  to  a  section  of  rich  fertility  where  the  land  is  selling  at  two  hundred  dollars 
per  acrd.  He  became  a  resident  of  this  section  when  the  Indians  were  still  roaming 
over  the  country  and  the  work  of  civilization  liad  scarcely  begun.  He  has  borne  his 
part  in  the  changes  which  have  occurred  and  which  mark  the  onward  progress  of 
development.  His  political  allegiance  Is  given  to  the  democratic  party  and  be  la  a  flum 
believer  in  its  principles,  but  has  never  been  an  ofBce  seeker. 


JUDGE  WILL  F.  WHITAKBR. 

Judge  Will  F.  Whitaker.  who  has  been  termed  "the  grand  old  man  of  B<Miner  county," 
makes  his  home  at  Sandpoint  and  Is  serving  for  the  second  term  as  probate  Judge.  He 
has  been  a  member  of  the  state  senate,  Is  a  prominent  representative  of  the  Masonic 
fraternity,  widely  known  In  this  connection  throughout  the  northwest,  and  in  many 
ways  he  has  contributed  to  the  upbuilding  and  Improvement  of  this  section  of  the 
country.  He  was  bom  In  Lancashire,  England,  November  10,  1SE2,  a  son  of  Thomas 
Whitaker,  who  was  a  cotton  ma^nufacturer  of  England. 

After  attending  the  public  schools,  thereby  acquiring  a  good  knowledge  of  the 
branches  that  usually  constitute  the  public  school  curriculum,  he  came  to  the  United 
States  In  1S69,  landing  on  the  28th  of  June.  He  was  at  that  time  a  young  man  of  about 
seventeen  years.  Making  hia  way  across  the  country,  be  taught  school  at  Clarksville, 
Iowa,  and  subsequently  became  an  accountant,  being  connected  with  a  large  manntao- 
taring  concern  of  Cedar  Falls.    Not  only  did  he  lead  a  busy  life  in  connection  with  tali

duties  aa  an  educator  and  accountant,  but  was  also  active  In  civic  affaire  and  knew 
Intimately  many  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  the  state. 

Judge  Wliltaker'B  identiflcatlon  with  the  west  dates  ti<m  Marcb  SO,  1886,  when  he 
arrived  In  Helena,  Montana,  to  become  chief  clerk  to  the  auditor  and  treasurer,  and 
paymaster  of  the  Montana  Central  Railroad,  which  was  then  being  built  between  Bntte 
and  Great  Falls.  He  has  never  been  a  one-Idea  man  and  tn  the  course  of  an  active 
buslnesB  career  he  has  also  found  time  and  opportunitr  to  further  many  of  those 
Interests  which  work  for  the  betterment  of  mankind  and  the  welfare  of  the  city  and 
sUte  In  which  he  lived.  He  was  master  of  Helena  Lodge  No.  3,  A.  F.  ft  A.  M.,  at 
Helena,  and  Is  a  past  grand  marshal  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Montana. 

On  the  20th  of  March,  18&8,  Mr.  Whltaker  arrived  at  Sandpolnt,  which  at  that 
time  was  a  small  village.  He  became  the  cashier  of  the  Sandpolnt  Mercantile  Company, 
<9>nducttng  a  large  lumber  and  mercantile  business,  and  as  the  years  passed  bis  at^lvltles 
broadened  in  scope  and  importance.  In  1S03  he  became  the  organizer  and  the  president 
of  the  Traders  Bank  of  Sandpolnt.  which  later  was  absorbed  by  the  First  National 
Bank  and  which  was  the  first  bank  in  Bonner  county.  His  activity  as  a  representative 
of  the  Masonic  fraternity  continued  and  he  became  a  charter  member  and  one  of  the 
organisers  of  Lakeside  Lodge  Ho.  42,  A.  F.  ft  A.  M.,  of  which  he  was  chosen  the  first 
master.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  consistory  and  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  of  ^lokane 
and  Is  ixie  of  the  well  known  representatives  of  Masonic  interests  In  the  northwesL 
His  fellow  townsmen,  appreciative  of  his  worth  and  ability,  called  him  to  cdBce  by 
electing  him  in  1909  the  first  senator  f^om  Bonner  county,  and  while  a  member  of  the 
general  asssmbly  he  gave  the  most  thoughtful  and  earnest  conslderatlcm  to  all  the 
vital  questions  which  came  up  for  settlement.  He  was  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees 
when  the  city  of  Sandpolnt  was  organized  and  he  has  taken  a  most  lively  and  helpful 
Interest  in  educationl  matters  and  has  served  as  secretary  of  the  school  board.  He  Is 
now  serving  for  the  second  term  as  probate  Judge,  dfbcharging  the  duties  of  his  office 
to  the  satlstactlcHi  of  all  concerned.  His  political  allegiance  has  ever  been  given  to  the 
republican  party  and  he  la  one  of  its  prominent  representatives  In  northern  Idaho. 

Judge  Whltaker  was  united  In  marriage  November'6,  1878.  to  Miss  Jennie  Cannon,  a 
native  of  Newburgh,  New  York.  In  the  early  days  of  the  county's  development,  when 
this  section  of  the  state  was  but  sparsely  settled,  Mrs.  Whltaker  was  an  anjfel  of  mercy 
to  many  of  the  poor  families  among  whom  sickness  was  found.  She  served  on  the 
first  board  of  the  Children's  Home  Finding  ft  Aid  Society  In  Montana  and  has  been 
very  prominent  along  the  same  line  of  work  in  Idaho,  constantly  extending  a  helping 
hand  where  aid  Is  needed.  She  was  an  active  Red  Cross  worker  even  prior  to  the  war 
and  there  are  many  homes  in  which  the  memory  of  her  good  deeds  Is  cherished.  To 
Judge  and  Mrs.  Whltaker  has  been  born  a  daughter,  who  Is  now  Mrs.  Clem  Oorsllne, 
her  husband  being  a  merchant  of  Porthlll,  Idaho,  They  have  two  children,  William  C. 
and  Norma  Jane.  By  reason  of  the  activity  of  Judge  and  Mrs.  Whltaker  along  many 
lines  contributing  to  the  beneflt  and  apbullding  of  this  section  of  the  state,  their  names 
■re  Indelibly  written  upon  the  pages  at  Idaho's  history. , 


OBORGE  L.  OARRBTT. 


George  L.  Garrett,  whose  ranch  property  is  situated  five  and  a  quarter  mllee  south- 
east of  Meridian  and  embraces  forty  acres  of  productive  land,  was  bom  In  Fulton 
county,  Ohio,  April  26, 1SS7,  a  son  of  Andrew  and  Margaret  (Long)  Garrett.  The  mother 
Is  still  living  in  Toledo,  Ohio,  at  the  age  of  eighty-two  years,  but  the  father  passed  away 
In  the  Buckeye  state  January  20,  1901.  when  seventy-two  years  of  age. 

George  L.  Garrett  was  reared  upon  a  farm  In  Fulton  county,  Ohio,  to  the  age  of 
seventeen  years  and  then  went  to  Toledo,  where  he  resided  for  twelve  years,  being 
employed  as  a  grocery  clerk  for  five  years  and  subsequently  as  driver  of  a  bakery  wagon 
for  a  similar  period.  He  afterward  established  a  bakery  of  his  own  and  conducted  It 
tor  two  years.  While  still  making  hia  home  In  Toledo  he  took  a  trip  to  St.  Pftul, 
MInnesoU,  and  there  accepted  a  position  as  street  car  conductor,  filling  the  same  for 
two  years.    Later  he  returned  to  Toledo. 

Mr.  Garrett  was  married  In  Tedrow,  Fnlton  county,  Ohio,  October  23,  1897,  to 
Miss  Bertha  Lee,  who  was  bom  in  Wayne  county,  Ohio,  July  14,  1876,  a  daughUr  of 
Solomon  and  Ellen  (Mlley)  Lee.  both  of  whom  are  residents  of  Meridian,  Idaha  Mrs. 
Oarrett  came  to  this  state  with  her  husband  and  parents,  all  making  the  trip  together  In 
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1903,  knd  all  bave  lived  In  the  Tlcintty  of  Meridian  since  that  time,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Garrett  settled  on  their  present  fort^-acre  ranch  In  that  year  and  have  occupied  It 
contlnncniBly  since,  developing  it  from  a  wild  tract  Into  one  of  rich  fertility,  equipped 
with  all'modern  conTenlenoee  and  producing  ezcplleot  crops  annually.  They  lived  In 
a  little  shack  during  the  flret  twelve  years  and  then  replaced  their  primitive  home  by  a 
floe  modern  bungalow  of  six  rooms,  which  was  erected  Ave  years  ago.  Mr.  Garrett  is 
specializing  In  the  raising  of  red  clover,  his  crop  In  1918  producing  twelve  bushels  and 
eighteen  pounds  to  the  acre,  which  brought  him  about  two  hundred  and  forty-eeven 
dfdlars  per  acre.    His  crop  of  1919  produced  ten  buahels  to  the  acre  on  the  same  fleld. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Qarrett  are  members  of  the  Christian  church  and  guide  their 
lives  according  to  its  teachings.  They  are  members  of  the  Grange  and  both  maintain 
an  Indeitendent  position  In  politics  and  are  (^posed  to  the  League  of  Natlona.  They 
keep  well  Informed  on  many  of  the  vital  questions  and  Issues  of  the  day  and  are  thue 
able  to  give  Intelligent  support  to  any  measure  which  they  espouse. 


ROY  C,  BOYEB. 


Roy  C.  Boyer  derives  bis  income  from  an  excellent  rancb  property  on  the  Snake 
river  In  the  Hagennan  valley  of  Gooding  connty.  He  has  made  his  home  In  this  eectlcoi 
of  the  state  since  1891  or  for  a  period  of  twenty-nine  years.  He  was  bom  In  Kdgar 
coonty,  IlllnolB.  February  12,  1863,  and  la  a  son  of  George  W.  and  Joeephlne  (Wlllhoit) 
Boyer.  He  epent  the  days  of  hie  boyhood  and  youth  under  the  parental  roof,  pursuing 
his  education  in  the  public  schools,  and  he  was  reared  to  the  occupation  of  farming,  early 
becoming  familiar  with  the  best  methods  of  tilling  the  soil  and  caring  for  the  crops  aft 
he  assisted  his  father  In  the  cultivation  of  the  old  home  farm  in  Illinois. 

In  1891  Roy  C.  Boyer  arrived  In  the  northwest.  Making  his  way  to  Idaho,  he  settled 
In  the  Hagerman  valley  and  took  up  his  present  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
acrea.  He  built  thereon  a  little  frame  dwelling,  sixteen  by  eighteen  feet.  In  fact,  he 
started  upon  his  ranch  In  a  tent.  He  began  improving  his  farm  on  the  1st  of  February, 
1892,  and  moved  onto  the  place  on  the  &th  of  May.  Here  be  has  remained  through  all 
the  Intervening  years  and  today  has  a  well  Improved  ranch  property  as  the  result  of  his 
nnfiagglng  leal  and  interest  In  the  work  and  his  indefatigable  energy. 

In  1S83  Mr.  Boyer  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Corlntha  Padgett,  a  native  of 
Clay  connty,  Indiana,  and  a  daughter  of  William  and  Margaret  3.  Padgett  Her  parents 
came  to  the  Hagerman  valley  on  Christmas  day  of  1892.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Boyer  have 
been  bom  ten  children:  Otto,  who  died  In  Hotel  Grace  In  Chicago;  Ivan;  Frank;  Clar- 
ence; Busey;  Myrtle;  Wayne;  DoIIie;  Theodore;  and  Florence. 

Mr.  Boyer  has  long  supported  the  republican  party,  becoming  one  of  its  stalwart 
advocates  cm  attaining  hie  majority.  He  has  served  as  constable  in  the  Hagerman  valley, 
but  otherwise  has  not  sought  or  desired  political  office.  He  has  concentrated  his  etTorts 
and  attention  upon  his  farming  interests  and  his  ranch  property  le  the  visible  evidence 
of  his  life  of  well  directed  energy  and  thrift 


N.  D.  WBRNETTE. 


N.  D.  Wemette,  who  since  1907  has  engaged  In  the  practice  of  law  in  Coeur  d'Alene, 
while  for  six  years  he  filled  the  office  of  prosecuting  attorney  of  Kootenai  county,  was 
'  bom  at  Remus,  Michigan,  May  G,  1886.  a  son  ot  Jacob  and  Katherlne  (Bolts)  Wemette, 
the  former  a  native  of  Canada,  while  the  latter  was  bora  near  Metz,  Germany,  and  came 
to  the  United  States  with  her  parents  In  1847.  The  Wernette  family  had  gone  to  Canada 
from  the  Meti  district.  In  his  native  land  Jacob  Wernette  worked  as  a  farm  hand  In 
early  lite.  In  young  manhood,  however,  he  crossed  the  border  to  New  York,  where  he 
reelded  for  sixteen  years,  and  then  went  to  Michigan,  where  he  followed  both  cabinet 
making  and  tanning.  He  was  a  very  eirly  settler  of  the  state,  his  original  home  being 
forty-six  miles  from  a  railroad,  a  fact  indicative  of  the  unsettled  condition  of  Michigan 
at  that  time.  Ae  the  years  passed  he  became  recognized  as  a  prominent  and  Influential 
resident  of  that  state. 

N.  D.  Wemette  pursued  his  education  In  the  schools  of  his  native  town  and  In  the 
Ferris  Institute  at  Big  Rapids,  Michigan.     He  afterward  attended  the  University  of 
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Michigan,  In  whtch  he  completed  his  course  In  1907,-thua  preparing  for  the  bar.  Ho 
had  been  reared  In  the  usual  manner  of  the  farm  bred  boy  and  aBslated  In  the  work 
o(  the  fields  until  lie  enlered  the  State  University  In  preparation  lor  a  professional 
career.  Following  his  graduation  he  came  to  Coeur  d'Alene  with  Roy  L.  Black,  who  Is 
now  attorney  general  of  Idiho  and  with  whom  he  was  associated  until  1919,  since  which 
time  he  has  been  a  partner  of  C.  H.  Potts.  He  has  always  continued  In  the  general 
practice  of  law.  handling  all  hinds  of  cases.  He  was  from  1909  nntll  1915  prosecuting 
attorney  of  Kootenai  county  and  made  an  excellent  record  In  that  connection.  His 
business  affairs  aside  from  his  profession  have  to  do  with  extenslTC  mining  interests  in 
the  Coeur  d'Alene'  country. 

In  1909  Mr.  Wernette  was  married  to  MIbb  Ossallnda  Blanchard,  a  daughter  of 
Joseph  Blanchard,  a  French  Canadian,  who  became  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Idaho  and 
was  very  prominent  in  connection  with  early  affairs  in  Coeur  d'Alene  county.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Wernette  have  been  born  six  children:  Francis,  Bernlce,  Blanche,  Margaret, 
Florence  and  Thomas,  the  last  n^med  being  born  on  thfe  ZSth  of  August,  1919. 

Mr:  Wernette  has  always  been  keenly  Interested  In  public  affairs  and  ^ide  from 
his  service  as  prosecuting  attorney  hag  been  a  member  of  the  city  council  of  Coeur 
d'Alene  and  be  cooperates  most  heartily  In  all  plans  and  measures  for  the  general  good, 
assisting  In  every  possible  way  in  the  upbuilding  and  development  of  the  community. 
His  political  allegiance  la  given  to  the  democratic  party  and  be  la  one  ol  iU  recognised 
leaders  In  the  state,  having  been  chairman  of  the  state' central  committee  frran  191G 
until  191S.  He  was  secretary  of  the  Kootenai  County  Couniill  of  Defense,  was  a  member 
of  the  legal  advisory  board  and  of  the  selective  service  board  tor  the  district,  which 
comprises  all  four  of  the  northern  counties.  He  spoke  throughout  this  district  in  behalf 
of  all  of  the  drives  during  the  period  of  the  war  and  did  everything  In  his  power  to 
advance  the  Interests  of  the  country-  He  has  been  a  very  active  member  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  Coeur  d'Alene  and  be  Is  a  most  earnest  and  devout  member  of  St. 
Th<nnas'  Catholic  church,  doing  everything  tn  his  power  to  promote  Its  growth  and  extend 
Its  influence.  He  has  served  as  state  deputy  of  the  Knights  of  Colomhus  and  for  the 
past  three  years  has  been  a  delegate  to  Ita  national  conventions  from  Idaho.  He  Is  grand 
knight  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Council  and  he  was  very  active  In  the  war  camp  otMn- 
mnnlty  service.  He  belongs  likewise  to  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  Any 
cause  which  he  espouses  finds  In  him  a  roost  earnest  and  enthusiastic  tampion  and 
his  labors  are  so  Intelligently  directed  that  the  results  achieved  are  most  gratifying. 


CHARLES  M.  KIoaiNS. 

For  ave  years  Charles  M.  Kigglns  was  superintendent  of  the  Boise  public  schoolB 
and  In  that  time  won  for  himself  a  reputation  as  one  of  the  broadest  and  mo^t  capable 
educators  In  Ada  county.  There  Is  perhaps  no  other  profession  more  important  than 
teaching,  for  It  is  the  duty  of  the  teacher  to  instruct  the  young  and  start  bin  right  In 
life.  This  la  a  great  responsibility  and  In  order  that  this  may  be  accomplished  it  Is 
necessary  that  capable  men  and  women  be  put  In  ch3.rge  of  this  great  work.  Such  a 
man  Is  Charles  M.  Ktgglne,  who  has  won  the  very  high  regard  of  the  people  residing 
in  the  community  where  he  has  been  superintendent.  He  la  now  a  resident  of  Portland, 
Oregon,  where  he  removed  In  1895,  but  he  Is  still  the  owner  of  a  farm  near  Boise,  where 
be  spends  some  of  bis  vacations. 

Mr.  Klggins  is  a  native  of  Missouri,  having  been  born  In  Ed'na,  Knox  county,  that 
state,  October  6,  1862,  a  son  of  William  C.  and  Lucinda  (B'ox)  Klggins.  The  father  was 
a  farmer,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  were  prominent  citizens  In  the  onnmunlty  where 
tbey  resided.    They  have  both  passed  to  the  lite  beyond. 

Mr.  Klggins  was  reared  In  his  native  state  among  beaatlful  home  Influences  and 
received  a  good  elementary  education,  after  which  he  attended  the  Kirksvllle  Normal 
Collef^e  and  in  1S8S  was  graduated  with  the  denree  of  Master  of  Arts.  Prior  to  attending 
the  Normal  College,  h*  taught  school  for  several  years,  thereby  earning  the  money  to 
pay  for  his  further  educition.  It  may  be  truly  said  that  the  success  of  Mr.  Klggins 
la  the  result  of  his  own  diligence  and  Indaatry.  After  his  gTBdnatlOQ  he  becime  super- 
intendent of  the  public  scboola  at  Glenwood.  Missouri,  later  at  Glenwood  Springs,  Colo- 
rado, and  subsequently  at  Keytesville,  MlsHouri.  In  1S90  he  removed  to  Boise  and  became 
superintendent  of  the  public  schools,  which  position  he  filled  to  the  best  of  his  ability 
for  five  years.     In  1S9E  he  removed  to  Portland,  Oregon,  and  is  now  a  teacher  In  the 
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public  schools  and  resides  oa  East  Forty-tbird  street,  where  be  has  a  lovely  modem 
home.  While  a  teacher  in  the  Boise  pabllc  schools,  Mr.  Kiggias  bad  the  foresight  to 
purchase  a  large  tract  o(  sagebrush  land,  situated  four  and  one-hair  miles  northeast  of 
Boise.  At  the  time  of  purchase  this'  land  cost  only  twenty-flTe  dollars  an  acre,  but  It  Is 
now  BO  developed  that  it  Is  recognized  as  one  of  the  best  Improved  and  largest  ranches 
in  Ada  county.  It  consists  of  two  hundred  and  six  acres  and  is  today  worth  four  hundred 
dollars  an  acre.  The  son  of  Mr.  Kt^ins,  Olln  M.  Kigglns,  resides  on  the  ranch  and 
operates  it.  He  makes  a  specialty  of  registered  shorthorn  cattle  and  has  one  of  the 
best  herds  of  this  kind  tn  the  state  of  Idaho.  His  herd  is  headed  by  a  bull,  True  Baron, 
a  pure  Scotch  shorthorn,  worth  several  thousand  dollars.  True  Baron  has  won  a  blue 
ribbon  wherever  shown  and  kas  never  been  surpassed  In  the  show  ring  in  his  class. 

Hr.  Kigglns  was  united  tn  marriage,  August  1,  1887,  to  Miss  Etta  Johnston,  who  is 
a  native  of  Nashville.  Tennessee,  and  a  graduate  of  the  KlrksvlUe  ^formal  College  of 
MissonrL  Two  children  have  been  bom  to  them,  namely,  Olln  M.  a!nd  Charles  Keith, 
the  latter  of  whom  la  a  veteran  of  the  World  war. 

Although  Mr.  Kigglns  Is  In  no  sense  at  the  word  a  politician,  be  always  takes  an 
active  Interest  In  affairs  that  promote  the  moral  and  Intellectual  development  of  his 
community,  realizing  that  such  measures  will  have  on  Important,  effect  on  the  young  lives 
which  he  Is  now  preparing  tor  the  duties  of  citiienship.  He  Is  a  member  of  the 
Hasonie  fraternity  and  devotee  to  that  organization  the  same  interest  and  desire  to 
serve  that  has  always  characterized  his  life  in  the  schoolroom. 


PLOYD  B.  RBINKING. 


Floyd  B.  Relnklng,  an  attorney  at  law  who  ainoe  1915  has  parcticed  at  KeHogg. 
was  born  In  Des  Holnes,  Iowa,  April  G,  1887,  bis  parents  being  Ernest  D.  and  Roth 
(Stewart)  Reinking,  the  former  a  native  of  Germany,  while  the  latter  was  bom  In 
Pettnsylvanla.  The  father  came  to  the  United  States  when  a  little  lad  of  but  nine  years. 
He  removed  westward  to  Iowa,  where  he  engaged  in  farming  for  an  extended  period. 
He  was  prominent  as  a  supporter  of  the  democratic  party  In  Polk  county,  Iowa,  and  did 
not  a  little  to  Influence  political  action  during  the  period  of  bis  residence  there.  He 
afterward  removed  westward  to  Montana  and  was  associated  with  the  building  depart- 
ment of  the  Great  Northern  Railroad.

The 
sterling  traits  of  his  character  are  recognized  In  the  commnnlty  which  he  has  chosen  as 
bis  place  of  residence  and  be  has  gained  many  friends  in  Kellogg  and  Shoshone  county. 


CHARLES  W.  LEAF. 


The  progressive  spirit  and  thorough  understanding  which  Charles  W.  Leaf  displays 
in  connection  with  the  real  estate  business  Is  bringing  to  htm  gratifying  success.  His 
labors  result  In  the  promotion  of  large  sales  annually  and  he  now  has  an  extensive 
clientele,  who  recognize  that  he  can  be  thoroughly  depended  upon  as  to  his  opinion 
concerning  realty  values.     Mr.  Leaf  Is  a  native  of  Springfield,  Illinois.     He  was  bom 
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Jnlj  16,  1874,  of  tbe  marrlBKe  of  Charles  and  Susan  Irene  (StereoB)  Leaf,  the  fonner 
a  nstlTe  of  England,  while  the  latter  was  horn  In  Michigan.  ComInK  to  the  new  world, 
the  father  engaged  In  farming  In  IlUnola  until  1S82,  when  he  removed  to  Chippewa 
Lake,  Michigan,  where  he  engaged  for  a  long  period  In  tbe  lumber  buslneas.

Charlee  W.  Leaf  attended  the  public  schools  of  CblpMwa  Lake,  Michigan,  to  the 
ace  of  sixteen  years,  when  he  b^an  working  fn  the  sawmTtis  In  Tarfona  capacities,  and 
was  Identified  with  the  lumber  bualness  In  Michigan  until  March,  1894,  when  he  remored 
to  Prleat  River,  Idaho,  where  he  turned  hia  attention  to  merchandising.  He  later  became 
a  merchant  of  Srlvanite.  Montana,  and  of  Farmlngton,  Washington,  devoting  bis  atten- 
tion to  commercial  puranita  of  that  character  until  1900.  He  then  engaged  in  tanning 
and  Injfe  raising  and  buying  of  cattle  on  an  extensive  scale  on  the  St.  Maries  river. 
In  what  is  now  Benewah  county.  He  Is  now  engaged  In  the  real  eetate  bueineu,  featur- 
ing cut-over  lands,  and  also  maintains  a  loan  and  Insurance  business.  In  this  connectlcm 
he  has  won  a  large  clientage  and  his  business  is  now  one  of  fretifylng  proportions. 

In  ItHH  Mr.  Leaf  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mlas  Anna  B.  Day  and  they  have  become 
the  parents  of  Ave  children,  Charles  W..  Jr..  Rose  Irene,  Nellie  May,  Ernest  Henry  and 
John  Woodrow.  Throughout  the  period  of  his  reeldence  In  Benewah  county  Mr.  Leaf 
baa  taken  an  active  and  helpful  Interest  In  all  that  pertains  to  the  public  welfare.  Id 
tact  he  was  one  of  the  organliere  of  the  county  and  became  Its  first  sberltt.  He  repre- 
sented Kootenai  county  In  the  eleventh  session  of  the  general  assembly  of  Idaho  before 
Benewah  county  was  set  off.  He  has  always  been  active  In  politics  as  a  supporter  of 
the  democratic  party,  has  been  a  member  of  the  state  central  committee  and  his  opinions 
carry  weight  in  party  councils.  He  was  one  of  the  organlMrs  of  the  Benewah  Club, 
which  is  similar  In  Its  purposes  to  the  Cbamher  of  Commerce,  and  haa  been  Its  secretary. 
He  wasalso  an  active  member  of  the  Benewah  County  Defense  Council,  was  chairman 
of  the  membership  drive  for  the  Red  Croes.  chairman  of  tbe  Second  Liberty  Loan 
drive,  when  the  county  went  over  the  top  with  a  very  large  percentage,  and  was  also 
active  In  organising  the  district  committees. 


THOMAS  H.  GOODING. 

Thomas  H.  Ooodlng  Is  closely  Identified  with  the  interests  and  business  develop- 
ment of  Shoshone  as  a  merchant  and  banker  and  he  Is  also  well  known  aa  a  prominent 
and  successful  sheepman  of  southern  Idaho.  He  was  born  In  Devonshire,  England, 
July  3,  1853,  and  hia  parents,  John  and  Elizabeth  (Wyatt)  Gooding,  were  also  natives 
of  that  country,  where  they  were  reared  and  married.  They  came  to  the  United  States 
with  their  family  In  1866,  tahlng  ap  their  abode  at  Paw  Paw  In  Van  Buren  county, 
Michigan.  There  the  son  Thomas  spent  hie  boyhood  days  until  he  reached  the  age 
of  twenty-four  years,  when  In  1877,  In  company  with  his  brothers,  Fred  and  Frank, 
be  made  his  way  to  tbe  Sacramento  valley  of  California  and  there  engaged  In  cultivat- 
ing land.  He  afterward  returned  to  Michigan  bnt  in  the  spring  of  1SS6  again  sought 
the  opportunities  of  the  growing  west  and  arrived  at  Ketchum,  Idaho.  There  he  en- 
gaged in  tbe  meat  business  for  a  year,  after  which  he  removed  to  Ooodlng,  Idaho,  where 
he  also  spent  a  year.  He  preempted  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land  there  and 
later  again  took  up  his  abode  at  Ketchum',  where  he  conducted  a  meat  market  until 
the  spring  of  1895.  At  that  date  be  returned  to  Gooding,  where  be  lived  for  three 
years  longer,  giving  his  attention  to  farming  and  sheep  raiding,  as  he  had  previously  * 
done. 

In  tbe  fall  of  1898  Mr.  Gooding  removed  to  Shoshone,  where  be  again  engaged  In 
running  sheep.  He  and  his  brothers.  Fred  and  Frank,  shipped  the  flrat  tralnload  of 
lambs  out  of  this  part  of  the  country  and  they  are  still  extensively  and  sucoesstully 
engaged  in  the  sheep  Industry.  Extending  the  scope  of  their  activities,  they  eetab- 
Ushed  a  mercantile  store  at  Shosbone  In  1899  and  It  Is  still  conducted  by  Thomas  H. 
Ooodlng.  The  three  brothers  also  organized  the  First  National  Bank  of  Shoshcme, 
capitalized  for  twenty-five  thoasand  dollars,  and  the  success  of  the  Institution  is  In- 
dicated In  tbe  fact  that  It  now  carries  a  capital  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  to  which 
sum  It  was  raised  In  1904.  Its  resources  amount  to  fifty  tbousand  dollars.  Of  the 
bank  Thomas  H.  Gooding  Is  the  vice  president.  The  Gooding  brothers  also  built  the 
first  electric  light  system  of  Shoshone,  Installed  tbe  first  telephone  system  and  the 
water  works.    Thomas  H.  Ooodlng  conducts  three  ranches  and  has  various  other  bust-

nees  IntereetB  whicb  constitate  effective  forces  in  tbe  upbuildlDg.  and  development  of 
tbe  sections  In  which  he  operates.  In  the  sprlns  of  ISSG  he  preempted  one  hundred  and 
siztj'  acres  of  land,  on  a  part  of  which  the  town  of  Gooding  now  stands.  Tbe  vlllaga 
was  first  called  Toponta,  but  the  name  was  changed  to  Qooding. owing  to  tbe  prom- 
inent part  our  subject  and  his  brothers  have  taken  In  the  development  of  this  region. 

In  t8S2  Thomas  H.  Gooding  was  married  to  Miss  Grace  Dunham,  who  passed  away 
at  Gooding  in  the  spring  of  1S9S.  leaving  four  children:  Llla,  Pearl.  Elizabeth  and 
Thomas  H.  In  1901  Mr.  Gooding  was  again  married,  his  second  union  being  with  Miss 
Nancy  Campbell,  and  they  have  one  child.  Martha. 

Mr.  Gooding  votes  with  the  republican  party  and  Is  thoroughly  conversant  with 
the  vital  problems  and  issues  of  the  day.  He  has  never  been  an  office  seeker  but  at  the 
time  the  counties  were  divided  had  the  honor  of  being  appointed  one  of  the  commls- 
aloners  of  Lincoln  county  by  Qovernor  Hayes,  in  Masonry  he  has  attained  the  thirty- 
second  degree  of  tbe  Scottish  Rite.  He  is  actuated  at  alt  times  by  a  most  progressive 
spirit.  He  could  never  be  content  with  mediocrity  but  advances  step  by  step,  utiliz- 
ing the  opportunities  and  the  advantages  which  others  pass  heedelssly  by.

HUBERT  HEMRY  BARTON. 

Prominent  among  the  energetic,  far-sighted  and  successful  business  men  of  Coeur 
d'AIsne  is  Hubert  Henry  Barton.  Various  public  Interests  have  been  promoted  through 
bis  BCtlTitles  and  at  all  times  be  Is  actuated  hy  a  most  progressive  spirit.  He  has  made 
valuable  contribution  to  the  educational  system  of  the  city,  has  figured  prominently 
In  connection  with  mining  Interests,  Is  now  extensively  and  successfully  engaged  In 
the  real  estate,  loan  and  insurance  business  and  is  also  connected  with  the  Coeur  d'Alene 
Clay  Company. 

Hr.  Barton  was  bom  in  Newaygo  county,  Michigan.  Hay  8,  1863,  a  son  of  Robert 
H«nry  and  Laura  (Qale)  Barton.  Tbe  father  was  bom  in  Mecosta  county,  Michigan, 
and  became  a  pioneer  of  Shiawassee  county,  Michigan.  At  the  time  of  the  Civil  war  ha 
responded  to  the  country's  call  for  troops  and  after  aiding  In  defense  of  the  Union  he 
returned  to  become  a  resident  of  Newaygo  county,  where  he  carried  on  fanning  very 
successfully.  His  political  allegiance  was  given  to  the  republican  party  and  be  held 
various  offices.  He  became  a  prominent  and  influential  resident  of  the  community, 
taking  an  active  part  In  public  affairs,  and  at  the  same  time  he  acquired  extensive  land 
Interests  and  was  accounted  one  of  the  representative  agriculturists  of  his  section  of 
tbe  state.  He  married  Laura  Gale,  a  native  of  Cattaraugus  county,  New  York,  and  a 
daughter  of  Henry  Gale,  who  was  one  of  the  soldiers  of  the  War  of  181S.  It  was  In  1846 
that  Mr.  Gale  and  his  family  removed  to  Michigan  sod  settled  in  Shiawansee  county. 

Hubert  H.  Barton  was  educated  In  the  country  schools  and  In  the  high  school  of 
Muskegon,  Michigan.  He  also  attended  the  Industrial  School  at  Big  Rapids,  which  was 
conducted  by  W.  N.  Ferris,  since  governor  of  Michigan,  and  for  a  time  he  was  a  stndent 
at  Olivet  College  and  obtained  a  life  diploma  to  teach  In  Michigan.  He  then  took  up 
the  profession  of  teaching,  which  he  followed  for  nine  years  in  Michigan,  during  which 
time  he  was  superintendent  of  the  schools  In  Ryerson  and  North  Muskegon.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1894.  he  made  his  way  to  Idaho  Falls  and  established  the  first  high  school  there. 
Prom  1S9G  until  1899  be  was  connected  with  the  schools  of  Halley.  Idaho,  organizing 
the  school  system  at  that  place  and  establishing  the  high  school  at  Halley.  He  did 
similar  work  at  Wardner,  Idaho,  where  he  remained  from  1899  until  1902,  and  durtng 
the  succeeding  year  he  was  engaged  In  the  land  business,  handling  timber  lands  In 
Idaho  from  his  Spokane,  Washington,  office.  In  1904-6  Mr.  Barton  was  principal  of  the 
schools  of  Northport,  Washington,  and  In  the  latter  year  came  to  Coenr  d'Alene  to 
reorganize  the  high  school  system,  increasing  the  corps  of  teachers  from  twelve  to 
forty-three  in  two  years.  He  holds  a  life  certiflcate  to  teach  In  Idaho  and  Washington. 
He  has  done  work  as  a  pioneer  educator  throughout  the  northwest  and  has  ever  been 
actuated  by  a  most  progressive  ^irlt.  seeking  ever  to  make  the  educational  systems  ot 
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tbe  varlons  cities  In  wblcb  be  baa  labored  &  source  of  laatlng  benefit  to  the  jovth  as  a 
praparatlon  tor  life's  practical  and  responsible  duties.  He  became  widely  known  as  one 
of  the  most  successful  teacbera  In  tbU  section  of  tbe  country  and  be  has  served  in 
all  of  tbe  frfBces,  includlns  that  of  president.  In  the  Idaho  State  Teachers  AssocUUon. 
In  1902  Hr.  Barton  went  to  Alaska,  where  be  acquired  considerable  mining  property. 
He  is  now  a  stockholder  In  several  minlns  companies  which  are  successfully  operating, 
including  the  Sidney,  Oold  Run,  Teller  City,  Alaska  and  others.  In  1009  he  organized  a 
real  estate,  loan  and  Insurance  business  In  Coeur  d'Alene,  wbere  be  handles  all  kinds 
of  insurance  and  also  operates  quite  extensively  In  real  estate,  especially  in  mines  and 
timber  lands.  He  has  acquired  large  land  holdings  and  In  addition  to  bis  other  business 
Interests  he  is  now  the  president  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Clay  Company,  manufacturers  of 
pottery,  brick  and  various  clay  products  at  Coeur  d'Alene. 

Mr.  Barton  was  married  to  Hiss  Florence  E.  White,  ot  Halley,  who  was  formerly  a 
capable  teacher.  She  Is  a  daughter  of  Isalab  White,  a  pioneer  settler,  who  for  tbirty-flvs 
years  resided  at  Halley  but  now  lives  In  Fairfield.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barton  have  been 
born  four  children:    Florence  E.,  Janice,  Hubert  Henry,  Jr.,  and  Orville  Vernon. 

Mr.  Barton  and  his  wife  are  prominent  and  active  members  of  tbe  Baptist  church,  in 
which  Mrs.  Barton,  who  possesses  superior  musical  ability,  has  been  chorister  for  the 
past  five  years.  She  has  also  been  greatly  interested  in  tt!e  Red  Cross.  Mr.  Barton  has 
done  eOective  work  In  connection  with  tbe  young  men's  classes  and  in  tbe  brother- 
hood of  the  church  and  In  fact  puts  forth  every  effort  In  bis  power  to  promote  tbe  moral 
progress  of  city  and  state.  His  political  endorsement  Is  given  to  tbe  republican  party 
and  be  keeps  well  Informed  on  all  tbe  questions  and  issues  of  tbe  day.  In  1910  be  was 
1^  candidate  for  state  super  In  tsndsnt  of  schools  and  ran  second  among  five  wbo  were 
seeking  tbe  nomination.  In  all  civit!  affairs  be  is  deeply  interested  and  be  was  a  most 
earnest  supporter  of  war  activities.  He  took  a  prominent  and  effective  port  In  organizing 
the  public  library  of  Coeur  d'Alene  and  there  is  no  Interest  or  project  which  has  bearing 
upon  tbe  welfare  and  advancement  of  the  city  that  does  not  receive  bis  hearty  support 
and  cooperation,  bis  entire  life  being  actuated  by  a  publlc-apirited  devotion  to  the 
general  good. 


SOLOMON  LEE. 

Solomon  Lee  Is  one  ot  tbe  old-time  residents  of  the  Meridian  district  and  Is  now 
residing  In  the  city  ot  Meridian,  hut  formerly  made  his  home  upon  a  ranch  five  and  a 
halt  miles  southeast  ot  the  place.  He  became  a  resident  ol  Idaho  In  1903,  removing  to 
tbe  northwest  from  Fulton  county,  Ohio,  although  hts  birth  occurred  In  Holmes  county, 
Ohio,  his  natal  day  being  April  18,  1847.  He  Is  a  son  of  Jacob  and  Ellia  (Smith)  Lee, 
both  of  whom  have  now  passed  away.  They,  too,  were  natives  of  tbe  Buckeye  state  and 
remained  residents  there  until  called  to  their  final  rest.  Their  family  numbered  seven 
children,  five  sons  and  two  daughters,  and  only  three  ot  the  family  are  yet  living,  these 
being  Solomon  Lee,  wbo  was  the  second  in  order  of  birth,  and  a  brother  and  a  sister 
In  Ohio — Shafer  Lee  and  Mrs.  Louisa  Detriek. 

Solomon  Lee  was  reared  in  Holmes  county,  Ohio,  and  was  married  there  more  than- 
fifty-one  years  ago,  his  wedding  day  being  September  5,  1869.  wben  Miss  Sarah  Ellen 
Miley  became  his  wife.  She  was  born  In  Holmes  county,  Ohio,  November  9,  1861,  and 
Is  a  daughter  of  Levi  and  Isabelle  (McFarland)  Miley.  Both  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Lee  are  still 
active  and  vigorous.  They  were  reared  on  adjoining  farms  In  Holmes  county  and  have 
known  each  other  since  childhood,  having  been  playmates  and  schoolmates  la  their 
youthful  days.  In  fact,  Mr.  Lee  tells  to  this  day,  with  a  twinkle  In  his  eye,  that  he 
picked  the  little  Miley  girl  out  for  his  future  wile  when  he  was  yet  a  mere  lad. 

Following  their  marriage  this  worthy  couple  lived  in  Holmes  county,  Ohio,  whsre 
Mr.  Lee  engaged  In  farming  until  1903  and  then  leent  to  Idaho,  settling  upon  a  tract  ot 
land  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  It  was  covered  with  sagebrush  and  the  situation 
was  about  five  and  a  half  miles  southeast  of  Meridian.  Mr.  Lee  purchased  the  property 
from  Harry  Eagleson  for  one  tbousand  dollars,  or  six  dollars  and  a  quarter  per  acre. 
Today  It  Is  divided  into  four  forty-acre  farms,  Mr.  Lee  having  divided  the  original  one 
hundred  at^d  sixty  acres  among  his  tour  children  in  equal  amounts.  Today  tbe  land  is 
-very  valuable,  worth  with  the  improvements  upon  it  from  two  hundred  and  fifty  to 
three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  acre.  There  are  certain  portions  of  the  original  tract 
that  have  produced  over  twelve  bushels  of  red  clover  seed  to  the  acre  In  recent  years. 
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and  this,  brlnglns  about  twenty  dollars  per  bualiel,  returns  an  excellent  Income  on  the 
InveBtment  Id  1M3  Mr.  Lee  built  a  little  cabin  upon  bis  claim  and  began  clearing  away 
the  BasebruBh,  cutting  It  from  more  than  one  hundred  acres  htmeelf.  He  thus  made 
valuable  contribution  to  the  agricultural  dcTelopment  ol  the  region. 

Four  children  have  been  born  to  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Lee:  Viola,  who  Is  now  the  wife  of 
N1<A  Tost,  of  Blssell,  Idaho;  Bertha,  the  wife  of  Oeorge  L.  Garrett,  of  Meridian;  GracO, 
who  became  the  wife  of  Edward  Wlnzeler  and  passed  away  leaving  two  children,  Frank 
Lee  and  Wanda  Grace;  and  Bernard  E.,  who  is  the  <Hilr  son  and  who  married  but  lost 
hie  wife  and  now  resides  -with  his  parenU.  however  occuprlng  a  Incratlve  position  in 
Nampa,  Idaho,  a  few  milea  away. 

In  191T  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lee  retired  from  fanning  and  removed  to  Meridian,  where 
thej-  occupy  an  attractive  home,  standing  In  the  midst  of  three  lots,  which  1b  highly 
cultivated,  and  the  care  of  this  property  keeps  Mr.  Lee  as  active  as  he  desires  to  be. 
He  and  bis  wife  are  loyal  members  sf  the  Christian  church  In  Meridian  and  fratemally 
he  la  an  Odd  Fellow,  while  his  wife  Is  connected  with  the  Daughters  of  Rebekab.  He 
joined  the  organiEation  In  Ohio  when  thirty-six  years  of  age  and  baa  since  been  one 
of  Its  faithful  followers.  Formerly  he  supported  the  republican  party,  but  now  inaln- 
tains  an  Independent  course  and  la  a  member  of  the  Non-Partlsan  League.  He  has  never 
been  ambitious  to  bold  office,  but  haa  always  been  loyal  to  those  interests  which  be 
deems  valuable  factors  in  the  development  and  upbuilding  of  the  community  In  which 
he  makes  his  home  and  of  the  sUte  with  which  he  has  allied  his  fortunes. 


HARRT  L.  ALCORN. 


Harry  L.  Alcorn,  who  is  at  the  bead  of  the  Alcorn  Drug  Company  of  St.  Maries, 
was  bom  in  Stillwater.  Minnesota,  July  12,  1ST2,  and  la  a  son  of  John  and  Emily  (Lyman) 
Alcorn,  the  former  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  while  the  latter  was  bom  In  Stillwater, 
In  fact,  she  was  the  first  white  child  whose  birth  there  occurred,  the  Lymana  being  a 
prominent  pioneer  family  of  that  section  of  the  state.  Mr.  Alcorn  was  a  lumberman  and 
was  a  prominent  factor  in  the  public  life  of  the  community  In  which  he  made  bis  home, 
taking  a  deep  and  helpful  interest  in  all  affairs  of  general  moment. 

Harry  L.  Alcorn  obtained  a  common  school  education  and  when  hut  a  hoy  b^an 
working  In  the  timber.  He  was  employed  as  a  timber  cruiser  until  he  removed  to  the 
west,  making  his  way  to  Spokane.  Washington,  as  a  representative  of  the  Weyerhauser 
intereets.  In  1901  he  came  into  the  St.  Joe  valley  of  Idaho  as  a  timber  buyer  and 
later  he  aided  In  organizing  the  Red  Cross  Drug  Company,  owning  stores  In  SL  Joe 
and  St.  Maries,  in  1907  he  entered  the  Washington  -State  College  and  was  there  gradu- 
ated In  1909  on  the  completion  of  the  pharmaceutical  course.  He  returned  to  St.  Maries 
In  1913,  establishing  the  Alcorn  Drug  Company,  which  owns  and  conducts  one  <rf  the 
finest  drug  stores  In  the  northwestern  part  of  the  state,  unexcelled  In  a  town  of  the  alze 
of  St.  Maries  and  throughout  the  northwest.  His  business  methods,  his  spirit  of  enter- 
prise, his  close  application  and  keen  sagacity  feature  largely  In  the  attainment  of  his 
present  prosperity. 

Mr.  Alcorn  married  Hiss  Ella  M.  Phelps,  a  daughter  of  Roland  Phelps,  a  contractor 
of  Stillwater,  Minnesota.  To  them  have  been  horn  two  children:  Olive  Ann,  a  graduate 
of  the  Denlahawn  School  of  Aesthetic  Dancing  and  now  with  the  Denishawn  Players, 
l>elng  pronounced  one  of  the  best  dancers  in  the  country.  Is  famous  In  connection  with 
moving  picture  work  at  Los  Angeles  and  is  also  assistant  manager  of  the  Directors 
Location  Service  at  Los  Angeles.    Tbe  son  of  the  family  Is  Rex  Harry,  who  Is  at  home. 

Fratemally  Mr.  Alcorn  Is  connected  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  also  with  tbe  Elks 
Lodge  at'CoeuT  d'Alene.  His  political  support  Is  given  to  the  republican  party  and  he 
baa  filled  the  office  of  county  coroner.  Hia  wife  Is  very  active  In  club  circles  and  social 
interests  and  gives  her  aid  to  all  those  activities  which  make  for  civic  betterment.  Mr. 
Alcorn  has  from  the  beginning  of  his  residence  in  the  St.  Joe  valley  been  a  contributing 
factor  to  Its  upbuilding  and  progress.  There  were  only  a  few  settlers  In  the  county  when 
he  took  up  bis  abode  within  its  borders  and  he  faced  all  of  tbe  pioneer  conditions  with 
their  attendant  hardships  and  privations.  Hla  course  is  Indicated  by  his  saying  that 
"One  cannot  saw  wood  with  a  hammer."  He  has  ever  been  a  booster  and  not  a  knocker 
and  Is  moat  progressive  in  everything  that  he  undertakes.  When  the  country  needed 
his  aid  in  connect)bn  with  the  war  It  was  freely  given  and  he  served  as  chairman  of 
the  executive  comihittee  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Benewah  county,  took  part  In  all  drives 
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and  was  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Defense  and  also  chairman  of  the  United  War  Work 
drive.  He  has  ever  believed  In  constructive  meaHures  and  has  occupied  a  position  of 
leadership,  otbera  being  glad  to  follow  the  course  that  he  points  out. 


MARTIN  SILK. 


-  Martin  Silk,  who  is  engaged  In  ranching  at  Oooding,  on  the  Big  Wood  river,  was 
bom  In  County  Roscommon,  Irelirod,  In  1869.  and  there  spent  the  first  fourteen  years 
ofbie  life,  after  which  be  acciAnpinfed  his  parents,  Peter  and  Margaret  Silk,  on  their 
emigration  to  the  New  World.  Tbe  family  home  was  first  established  at  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  where  Martin  Silk  worked  in  a  sawmill,  also  at  wagon  making  and  at  other 
pursuits  (or  sli  years.  He  then  went  to  New  Orleans,  where  he  worked  on  a'  dredge 
near  Lake  Ponchartrain  through  one  winter.  He  was  afterward  emplc^ed  as  fireman 
on  the  Qreat  Lakes  through  one  summer  and  subsequently  he  went  to  Arfcansaa,  work- 
ing on  the  Little  Rock  Rallroed  and  on  the  Iron  Mountain  Railroad  during  tbe  winter, 
while  In  the  summer  season  he  was  employed  In  the  harvest  fields.  He  was  next  at 
Denlaon,  Texas,  where  be  engaged  In  railroad  work,  and  was  afterward  at  Denver,  Colo- 
rado, where  he  was  employed  in  a  brickyard.  He  then  went  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
and  drove  a  team  for  the  United  States  governmeuL  In  1879  the  Ute  Indians  occasioned 
much  trouble  and  he  enlisted  in  tbe  United  States  army  as  a  member  o(  Company  K, 
Fourteenth  Infantry.  They  relieved  Major  Thomburg's  army  under  Colonel  Merritt 
and  followed  up  the  Indians,  camping  on  the  White  river  In  C(dorado  until  the  middle 
of  the  winter.  They  were  then  ordered  on  to  Bear  river  and  Snake  river,  building 
bridges,  the  troops  suffering  greatly,  for  it  was  a  cold,  hard  winter  and  a  numbsr  died 
from  exposure.  In  tbe  spring  they  went  back  to  tbe  White  river  and  later  were  relieved 
by  the  Seventh  Infantry,  after  which  they  returned  to  Camp  Douglas.  Subsequently 
Mr.  Silk  was  again  on  the  White  river  and  there  l»came  111  of  pneumonia,  being  dis- 
charged on  account  of  bis  physical  disability.  For  a  time  he  was  at  Salt  Lake  City 
and  then  went  to  Rockland,  Califomla,  where  he  engaged  in  piling  cordwood  for  trains 
at  the  railroad  sldlnga.  Again  he  went  to  Salt  Lake  City,  where  he  worked  In  the 
salt  beds,  and  Trom  that  point  made  bis  way  to  Durango,  Colorado,  where  be  was 
employed  as  a  gardener.  He  worked  on  tbe  canal  at  Phoenix,  Arlsoua,  and  In  1SS6 
came  to  Idaho,  making  bla  way  to  Boise  and  tbence  to  Us  present  ranch,  which  be 
entered  as  a  claim  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  from  tbe  government  He  built 
thereon  a  stone  house  and  began  Improving  tbe  property  and  later  be  built  a  brick 
bouse,  which  be  has  since  occupied.  He  iB  now  engaged  in  running  cattle  and  bis 
business  affairs  have  been  wisely  directed,  bringing  to  htm  the  measure  of  success 
which  Is  now  his. 


LEE  BOYBR. 


The  vast  stretches  of  Idaho  territory  are  being  fast  converted  Into  rich  agricultural 
districts  and  among  those  who  are  successfully  engaged  in  ranching  In  the  Hagerman 
valley  of  Ooodlng  county  Is  Lee  Boyer.  Taking  cognisance  of  soli  and  climatic  cimdl- 
tlons  here,  he  is  so  directing  his  efforts  that  his  labors  are  bringing  substantial  results 
In  the  Improvement  of  his  property.  He  was  born  In  Edgar  county,  Illinois,  April  13, 
1867,  and  is  a  son  of  George  W.  and  Josephine  (Wllholt)  Boyer.  The  period  of  his 
youth  was  passed  at  the  place  of  his  nativity  and  he  there  obtained  bis  public  school 
education.  He  afterward  took  up  farming  In  that  district  and  was  engaged  in  tilling 
the  soil  until  1891,  when  he  removed  to  the  west,  making  bis  way  at  once  to  the 
Hagerman  valley.  In  this  district  he  was  employed  by  dltterent  ranchmen  and  after 
ward  began  ranching  on  his  own  account,  taking  up  his  present  farm  place  of  eighty 
acres.  His  first  home  was  a  little  dugout.  He  later  built  a  frame  house  and  be  carried 
forward  the  work  of  improvement,  bringing  about  tbe  changes  which  have  made  this 
one  of  the  valuable  rancb  properties  of  the  neighborhood. 

In  1885  Mr.  Boyer  was  married  to  Miss  Alice  Padgett,  a  native  of  Clay  county 
Indiana,  and  a  daughter  of  William  and  Margaret  (Sylvester)  Padgett,  the  former  a 
native  of  Knox  county,  Tennessee,  while  the  latur  was  born  In  Indiana.  They  estab- 
lished their  home  In  the  Hagerman  valley  of  Idaho  In  1892.    wililam  Padgett  passed 
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away  at  Castlerord,  tbl»  alate,  while  the  death  of  his  wlte  occurred  at  Hagerman.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Boyer  have  become  parenU  of  Ave  childreo:  LlUIe,  Riley,  Lula,  Emerson  and 
Scott. 

In  his  fraternal  relations  Mr.  Boyer  Is  connected  with  the  Modern  Woodmen  of 
America.  His  political  views  are  in  accord  with  the  teachings  of  the  democratic  party 
and  bts  religious  faith  is  that  of  the  Baptist  church.  His  life  has  ever  been  guided  by 
high  and  honorable  principles  and  be  la  a  loyal  supporter  of  all  those  forces  which  mahe 
for  the  uplift  of  the  Individual  and  the  upbuilding  of  the  community  at  large. 


JUDSON  W.  COOK. 

Judson  W.  Cook,  the  treasurer  and  general  manager  of  the  Harrison  Bos  Cmnpany, 
has  been  identified  with  this  business  since  February,  1914,  but  his  connection  with  the 
lamber  Industry  In  one  or  more  of  Ita  various  phaaeei  dates  from  the  time  when  be  wa> 
sixteen  years  of  age.  He  was  born  in  Acton,  Ontario,  Canada,  October  9.  1S68.  a  bob  of 
R.  B.  and  Sarah  (Kelsey)  Cook,  who  were  also  natives  of  Ontario.  The  father  was  a 
minister  of  the  Baptist  church  and  labored  largely  In  Halton  county  in  northern  Canada. 

Liberal  educational  advantages  were  accorded  Judson  W.  Cook,  who  after  attending 
the  public  schools  spent  a  year  in  college.  Anxious,  however,  to  enter  buetness  life, 
when  sixteen  years  of  age  he  began  work  In  a  planing  mill  and  aaah  factory  and 
through  the  Intervening  period  has  been  connected  with  the  lumber  Industry  in  one 
phase  or  another.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1S82,  establishing  his  home  In 
HinneapollH,  where  be  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  office  and  store  fixtures  for  seven 
years.  Then,  seeking  the  opportunities  afforded  In  connection  with  the  lumber  intereats 
of  the  northwest,  .he  removed  to  Spokane  and  accepted  the  auperintandency  of  the 
Spokane  Mill  Company,  In  which  connection  he  furnished  the  lumber  for  the  first 
fair  held  in  Spokane.  He  became  one  of  the  organinrs  and  «  partner  In  the  Washlncton 
mill,  devoted  to  the  manufacture  ot  all  kinds  of  lumber  aaul  bouse  flnlshlngs.  In 
Pebmary,  1914,  he  removed  to  Harrison  and  has  since  been  Identified  with  the  Harrison 
Box  Company,  engaged  In  the  manufacture  of  all  kinds  of  boxes.  He  la  now  .tbe  treas- 
urer and  general  manager  of  this  corporation,  the  husineas  of  which  haa  been  most 
sneceesfttlly  conducted,  bringing  substantial  profits  to  the  stockhtddere.  There  la  no 
phase  of  the  lumber  trade  with  which  Mr.  Cook  Is  not  thoroughly  familiar  and  bis 
enterprise,  ready  adaptability  and  energy  have  been  forceful  elements  in  the  attainment 
ot  hla  success.  .  . 

Mr.  Cook  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  ESva  A.  Thayer,  ot  Ontario,  Canada,  a 
daughter  ot  Charles  Thayer,  and  they  now  have  one  son,  C.  Loren,  who  is  married  and 
lives  at  Long  Beach,  Calltornia,  and  who  has  one  son,  Howard  Judson. 

Mr.  Cook  has  always  been  keenly  interested  in  civic  affairs  and  has  ever  recognised 
his  duties  and  obligations  In  matters  of  cltlEenship.  His  support  can  at  all  times  be 
counted  upon  to  further  any  plans  or  measures  for  the  general  welfare  and  he  has  been 
a  member  of  the  city  council  ot  Harrison  and  has  acted  as  mayor  of  the  city.  He  waa 
a  most  earnest  member  and  liberal  supporter  of  the  Central  Baptist  church  ot  Spokane 
and  his  cooperation  therewith  Indicates  that  he  la  looking  to  the  moral  development 
as  well  as  the  material  welfare  of  the  Inland  Empire.  During  the  war  period  he  served 
aa  a  member  ot  the  Kootenai  County  Defense  Council  and  he  waa  very  active  In  support 
of  all  drives  to  secure  funds  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war  and  to  promote 
the  interests  and  welfare  of  the  soldiers.  He  la  now  serving  as  vice  preeldMit  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  ot  Harrison  and  he  Is  a  man  of  broad  vision  whose  views  of  lite 
are  rational  and  progressive  and  who  employs  the  moet  practical  and  resultant  methods 
In  the  attainment  of  hla  ideals. 


JUDGE  JAMES  STRACHAN, 

James  Strachan.  Judge  of  the  probate  court  ot  Caribou  county  and  one  of 
the  Incorporators  of  Soda  Springs,  Is  a  native  of  Scotland,  born  at  Forglen.  A^r- 
deenshlre.  April  20.  !863.  and  is  a  son  of  John  and  Isabella  (Cruikshank)  Strachan, 
also  natives  of  Scotland,  where  the  family  tree  was  planted  several  centuries  ago. 
The  father  waa  a  farmer  In  that  country,  following  the  occupation  during  his  active 
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life.  HtB  death  woe  tba  outcome  of  an  untoward  accident  caused  by  th«  kick  of  a 
horse  In  July.  18S2,  when  his  son  James  was  an  infant  of  two  months.  The  mother 
survived  tor  several  rears,  her  death  occurring  In  Aberdeen,  Scotland.  In  November, 
1S97. 

James  Strachan  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  BRtlTe 
place  and  on  emlgratlne  to  Canada  in  18TS  attended  night  school  for  a  Um^.  He 
engaged  in  railroad  work,  working  on  tracks  and  learning  telegraphy,  and  later  he 
was  a  telegraph  operator  tor  three  years  and  railroad  agent  for  seven  years.  It 
was  In  188B  that  Mr.  Strachan  removed  to  Soda  Springs,  Caribou  county,  Idaho,  as 
agent  for  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad,  having  accepted  that  position  before 
resigning  in  Canada.  The  road  at  that  time  was  known  as  the  Union  Pacific,  the 
name  which  It  still  retains,  but  it  was  not  called  the  Oregon  Short  Line.  Hr. 
Strachan  served  as  agent  at  Soda  Springs  until  February,  1917,  when  he  retired  on 
pension,  but  owing  to  the  scarcity  ot  men  throughout  the  state,  brought  about  by 
war  conditions,  be  went  to  Heybum,  Idaho,  and  acted  as  agent  there  tor  one  year. 
At  the  end  of  that  time  he  returned  to  Soda  Springs,  and  in  July,  191S,  was  appointed 
Judge  ot  the  probate  court  of  Caribou  county,  the  organization  of  the  county  being 
effected  in  January  ot  the  same  year.     In  this  position  he  Is  still  serving. 

In  October,  1878,  Judge  Strachan  was  united  In  marriage  to  Ruth  Atkinson,  of 
Balmoral,  Ontario,  and  to  this  union  three  children  were  bom,  namely:  Bemice, 
the  wife  of  Howard  P.  Plckren,  agent  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  at  Soda  Springs; 
Basil  B.,  who  died  in  December,  1891;  and  Allen  C,  cashier  for  the  Oregon  Short 
Line  Railroad  at  Rich 0 eld,  Idaho. 

Judge  Strachan  was  one  of  the  Incorporators  of  Soda  Springs  and  has  held 
various  public  ofHces,  among  others  serving  on  the  town  board  and  on  the  school 
board.  He  has  always  advocated  and  championed  all  movements  pertaining  to  the 
community  welfare.  He  acquired  a  homestead,  which  Is  now  embraced  in  the  town- 
site  and  which  he  improved  and  operated  tor  fifteen  years,  later  selling  the  place. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  being  one-  ot  the  charter 
members  of  Lodge  No.  41,  at  Soda  Springs,  which  was  organised  In  1S86.  Judge 
Strachan  gives  bis  political  support  to  the  democratic  party  and  has  always  been 
active  in  its  affairs.  He  Is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  of  which  be  is  an 
elder,  and  was  one  of  the  prime  movers  In  the  building  of  the  church  at  Soda  Springs. 


LEWIS  E.  QANNETT. 


The  town  of  Gannett  in  Blaine  county  was  named  In  honor  ot  him  whose  name 
Introduces  this  review,  now  a  man  of  seventy-elz  yearB  whose  active  life  has  brought 
him  to  a  prominent  position  in  buBlness  circles  and  In  the  regard  ot  his  fellow  towns- 
men. He  was  born  In  Onondaga  county.  New  York,  November  27,  1843,  a  son  ot  Warren 
and  Matilda  (Brown)  Oannett.  His  education  was  acquired  In  the  schools  of  the 
Elmplre  state  and  he  there  learned  the  carpenter's  trade  under  the  direction  of  his 
father,  who  was  a  contractor  and  builder.  When  thirty  years  ot  age  he  left  the 
Atlantic  seaboard  tor  the  middle  west,  making  his  way  to  Marlon  county,  Iowa,  where 
for  two  years  he  was  engaged  in  selling  farm  machinery  for  the  Tama  City  Plow  Ccku- 
pany.  He  afterward  went  to  Denver,  Colorado,  where  he  was  engaged  In  driving  a 
bakery  wagon.  Later  he  rented  a  bakery  which  he  conducted  on  his  own  account  until 
1878. 

That  year  witnessed  the  arrival  of  Hr.  Gannett  In  Boise,  Idaho,  and  soon  after 
ward  he  secured  employment  on  the  ranch  ot  Sam  Achen.  He  subsequently  conducted 
a  restaurant  at  Boise  for  a  year  and  in  the  spring  ot  1880  he  removed  to  Ketchum, 
Idaho,  making  one  trip  as  a  freighter.  He  afterward  worked  for  the  Philadelphia 
Smelting  Company  and  while  thus  engaged  he  took  up  his  present  ranch  property 
of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  as  a  government  claim.  This  he  stocked  with  cattle 
and  In  connection  with  bis  stock  raising  interests  he  conducted  a  dairy  and  likewise 
operated  a  creamery  upon  his  place.  Prospering  In  his  undertakings,  he  added  to  his 
holdings  until  at  one  time  he  owned  a  thousand  acres  of  land.  He  has  since  sold  a 
part  of  his  ranch,  disposing  ot  some  of  It  In  town  lots,  but  he  still  has  one  hundred  and 
thirty  acres,  constituting  an  excellent  property  In  the  midst  of  which  stand  an  attrac- 
tive residence  and  Que  buildings. 

In  1886  Mr.  Gannett  was  married  to  Miss  Orra  McMahan,  a  native  ot  Iowa  and  a 
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daughter  of  Oliver  and  Miranda  L..    (Tracy)   McMaban.     Tbey  were  married  In  Iowa 
and  have  become  parents  of  two  children,  Lewis  and  Edna. 

In  politics  Mr.  Gannett  maintains  an  Independent  course.  He  stands,  however, 
for  all  that  la  helpful  and  progressive  In  matters  of  citizenship  and  he  has  lived  to  see 
m^ny  changes  as  the  years  have  passed.  When  he  came  to  Idaho  the  Northern  Pacific 
extended  from  Ogden  to  Pocatelto  and  he  continued  his  Journey  hy  raft  from  American 
Falls  as  far  as  he  could,  then  walhed  part  way  and  also  come  part  way  on  horseback. 
The  Indiana  were  numerous  and  every  Indication  of  wild  frontier  llle  existed,  but  with 
the  passing  ot  the  years  great  changes  have  occurred  and  Mr.  Gannett  has  at  all  times 
borne  his  share  in  the  work  of  general  Improvement  and  progress.  It  is,  moreover,  a 
matter  of  interest  cnncemlng  bis  career  to  know  that  he  is  a  veteran  ot  the  Civil  war, 
for  he  enlisted  in  1S64,  when  a  young  man  of  twenty-one  years,  as  a  member  of  Com- 
pany H,  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fourth  New  York  Cavalry.  He  went  to  Baltimore 
and  then  to  Virginia  In  the  spring  ot  1865  and  was  there  discharged.  He  baa  always 
been  as  true  and  loyal  to  his  country  as  when  he  followed  the  nation's  starry  banner 
to  the  south.  In  his  bualnesa  career  he  has  made  steady  advancement  through  the  wise 
use  of  his  time,  talents  and  opportunities  and  his  record  illustrates  what  can  be  accom- 
plished when  diligence  and  determination  are  made  the  salient  features  of  bualneM 
activity. 


JOSEPH  W.  CAUPBBLL. 


Joseph  W.  Campbell  is  a  retired  stockman  now  living  at  Welser.  Indiana  numbers 
blm  among  her  native  sona,  his  birth  having  occnrred  within  the  borders  ot  that  state 
April  27, 1847,  bis  parents  being  James  M.  and  Deborah  (Patterson)  Campbell,  who  were 
lutlves  of  Ohio  but  removed  to  Indiana  in  early  life  and  about  1860  became  reeldents  oC 
Iowa.  There  they  resided  for  fourteen  years  and  in  1S64  crossed  the  plains  with  wagons 
to  Oregon,  where  they  spent  their  remaining  days,  passing  away  In  1872. 

Joseph  W,  Campbell  Is  the  only  surviving  member  of  their  family  of  four  children. 
He  largely  acquired  bis  education  In  the  schools  of  Iowa  and  remained  at  heme  with 
his  father  until  1S72,  when  at  the  age  of  twenty-flve  years  he  came  to  Idaho,  making 
his  way  to  what  Is  now  Washington  county.  Here  he  took  up  the  occupation  ot  farm- 
ing and  stock  raising  and  secured  a  homestead  claim  of  one  hundred  and  sl^ty  acres 
which  he  developed  for  a  time  and  then  later  sold.  In  1908  be  established  bis  home  at 
Welser,  where  he  owns  a  fine  residence  and  an  acre  of  ground.  He  is  now  living  retired 
but  for  many  years  was  actively  and  prominently  connected  with  agricultural  pursuit* 
and  stock  raising,  and  the  careful  management  and  wise  direction  o(  hie  business  affaire 
brought  to  btm  the  measure  ot  success  which  now  enables  blm  to  rest  from  further 
labors. 

In  1874  Mr.  Campbell  was  married  to  Mlas  Prances  Taylor,  a  native  ot  Illinois,  and 
they  have  become  the  parents  of  eight  children:  Jamee  W.,  who  is  now  engaged  in 
ranching  In  Washington  county;  Effs  M.,  a  resident  ot  Texas;  Minnie  P.,  the  wife  of 
William  Kennedy,  of  Iowa;  Ella,  the  wife  of  Charles  De  Spain;  Joseph  B.,  a  farmer  of 
Oregon;  and  three  who  have  passed  away. 

In  politics  Mr.  Campbell  has  always  been  a  democrat  since  age  conferred  upon  him 
tlie  right  ot  franchise,  but  he  has  never  been  an  aspirant  for  office,  preferring  always 
to  concentrate  his  efforts  and  attention  upon  his  business  affairs,  which,  carefully 
:  conducted,  have  made  him  one  of  the  men  ot  affluence  In  Washington  county.  Por 
almost  a  halt  century  he  has  lived  In  this  section  of  the  state  and  has  therefore  witnessed 
practically  its«ntlre  development  and  progress,  while  at  all  times  he  has  contributed  to 
the  work  of  Improvement  and  has  rejoiced  in  what  has  been  accomplished. 


J.  P.  NOBLE. 


J.  P.  Noble,  a  man  who  Is  now  reaping  the  beneflt  ot  his  earnest  toll,  having  won  a 
position  among  the  prosperous  farmers  and  stock  raisers  ot  Owyhee  county,  was  bom 
In  Michigan,  December  13, 1873,  his  parents  being  John  and  Mary  E.  (Tan  Dusen)  Noble, 
who  In  18S3  removed  to  Idaho  and  settled  on  a  farm  In  Owyhee  county.  WbUe  residing 
upon  that  place  the  mother  passed  away  and  the  father  afterward  removed  to  Calttornla, 
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where  hie  last  days  wsre  apeot.  In  the  tamlly  of  tble  worthy  couple  were  four  cbll- 
dren,  of  whom  three  are  yet  llTing. 

J.  F.  Noble  spent  the  first  ten  years  of  his  life  In  hia  natlTs  at&te  and  then  aocom- 
panfed  bis  parents  on  their  removal  to  Idaho,  ao  that  be  waa  largely  reared  In  Owyhee 
eoanty,  while  hla  education  w&s  acquired  in  the  public  schools  near  hta  father's  home. 
After  attaining  bis  majority  he  turned  his  attention  to  the  sheep  raising  business,  which 
he  followed  for  several  years.  He  then  disposed  of  his  sheep,  for  he  had  won  substantial 
saccess  tn  the  undertaking,  and  retired  from  acUre  bnBineaa,  removing  to  Bruneau, 
where  he  now  makes  his  home.  He  la  still  the  owner  of  three  hundred  acres  of  fine 
Irrigated  land,  from  whlcb  be  annually  gathers  large  crops,  as  the  soil  ts  naturally  rich 
and  productive.  In  his  farm  work  he  follows  the  most  progressive  methods,  cultivating 
his  fields  along  practical  and  stdentlfic  lines,  while  the  results  achieved  are  manifest  in 
the  excellent  crops  which  he  annually  gathers.  He  also  makes  stock  raising  a  feature 
of  his  place  and  both  branches  of  his  business  are  proving  prolltable.  He  has  also 
extended  bis  activities  Into  other  fields,  and  Is  now  vice  president  of  the  Bmneau  State 
Bank,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  organisers. 

In  1906  Mr.  Noble  was  Joined  in  wedlock  to  Miss  Dollle  Purjue,  a  native  of  Washing- 
ton county,  Idaho,  and  a  daughter  of  Frank  and  Hetta  (Holverson)  Purjue,  who  removed 
to  Idaho  in  an  early  day,  flrst  settling  In  Owybee  county.  Here  the  mother  passed 
away,  but  the  father  Is  still  living.  Mrs.  Noble  was  <me  of  a  family  of  thirteen  children 
and  by  her  marriage  has  become  the  mother  <rf  six  children:  John  G.,  Roy  F.,  Thelma 
Nellie,  Grant,  Osis  R.  and  Mary  P. 

Mr.  Noble  votes  with  the  republican  party,  which  he  has  supported  since  age  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  right  of  franchise,  but  he  has  never  sought  <rfBce  as  a  reward  for 
party  tealty.  Hts  time  and  attention  have  been  concentrated  upon  his  business  affairs 
and  his  energy  and  diligence  have  been  the  determining  features  which  have  brought 
to  him  the  measure  of  success  that  be  now  enjoys — a  success  that  ranks  him  with  the 
leading  fanners  and  stockmen  of  Owyhee  county. 


NATHANIEL  L.  NBWHAN. 

Success  has  crowned  the  Intelligently  directed  efforts  of  Nathaniel  L.  Newman,  who 
for  many  years  concentrated  hla  labors  and  attention  upon  farming  but  Is  now  leaving 
the  active  work  of  the  fields  to  others  while  he  is  enjoying  the  fruits  of  his  former 
toll,  occupying  a  pleasant  home  at  Mldvale.  He  was  bom  la  Missouri,  January  29,  1862, 
and  Is  a  son  of  Russell  and  Delilah  (Evans)  Newman,  the  former  a  native  of  Kentucky, 
while  the  latter  was  horn  In  Indiana,  tn  which  atate  their  marriage  was  celebrated. 
They  afterward  removed  to  Missouri  in  the  latter  '40s  and  lived  In  that  state  for  some 
time,  but  subsequently  took  up  their  abode  in  Kansas,  where  they  spent  several  years. 
It  was  in  1S99  that  they  came  to  Idaho,  where  their  remaining  days  were  passed.  The 
father  reached  the  very  remarkable  age  of  one  hundred  and  nine  years,  while  the  mother 
was  eighty-seven  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  demise.  Their  family  numbered  nine 
children,  six  of  whom  are  yet  living. 

During  his  youthful  days,  passed  in  Missouri,  Nathaniel  L.  Newman  acquired  a 
common  school  education  and  was  early  trained  to  the  practical  work  of  the  farm.  In 
1SS2,  when  a  young  man  of  twenty  years,  he  crossed  the  plains  with  ox  teams  to  this 
state  and  when  the  long  and  arduous  Journey  was  completed — a  Journey  that  bad  car- 
ried him  over  many  miles  of  hot  sand  and  through  difficult  mountain  passes — he  took 
up  hts  abode  In  Washington  county.  For  four  years  thereafter  he  engaged  In  driving 
stage  and  tben  secured  a  homestead  situated  seven  miles  west  of  Welser.  Taking  up  his 
abode  there,  be  lived  upon  the  place  until  1S99  and  through  that  period  wrought  a  mar- 
velous change  In  Its  appearance  by  the  care  and  tabor  which  he  bestowed  upon  the  fields 
and  the  improvements  which  he  put  upon  the  farm.  He  then  sold  the  property  and 
removed  to  Middle  Valley,  where  be  purchased  a  tract  of  land  comprismg  one  hundred 
and  sixty  acres,  residing  thereon  until  1910.  In  that  year  he  traded  the  farm  property 
for  sixty  acres  where  he  now  resides,  of  which  forty  acres  Is  within  the  corporation 
limits  of  Midvale.  Tbrougb  the  Interresing  period  he  bas  further  developed  and  im- 
proved this  property  with  good  results,  having  here  an  excellent  tract  of  highly  culti- 
vated land. 

In  1S86  Mr.  Newman  was  married  to  Miss  Sarah  McCuUey,  a  native  of  Canada,  who 
came  to  Idaho  with  her  parents  In  188E.    The  nine  children  bom  of  this  marriage  are: 
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Jessie,  who  Is  the  #lfe  ot  Burt  Wlnegar;  Delilah,  the  wife  ot  Frank  ^Idner;  Nellta, 
the  wife  ot  Alva  Haantz;  Minnie,  who  is  engaged  In  teaching  Bchool;  Frederick;  Wil- 
liam J.;  Arthur;  Miles;  and  one  who  died  in  infancy. 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Newman  1b  a  democrat.  He  has  always  been  Interested  in 
political  problems  and  Isauea,  but  has  never  sought  or  desired  office,  lUhouKh  he  hag 
served  as  a  member  of  the  city  council  ot  Midvale.  Ha  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  and  has  tilled  all  of  the  chairs  in  the  local  lodge.  He  Is  Hkewlse  a 
member  of  the  Woodmen  of  the  World  and  Is  always  loyal  to  the  high  purposes  and 
teachings  of  these  organizations. 


EDWARD  BALDWIN. 


Edward  Baldwin  Is  Bucceesfuli;  engaged  in  the  cultivation  ot  a  ranch  of  two 
hundred  acres  situated  three  miles  south  of  Meridian,  on  the  Merldlan-Kuna  highway, 
and  his  activity  and  enterprise  are  winning  him  a  place  among  the  substantial 
representatives  of  farming  Interests  in  his  section  of  the  state.  He  is  a  native  son 
ot  Idaho,  having  been  born  in  Boise,  February  12,  1878.  ,Hl8  tather  died  when 
the  son  was  a  mere  babe.  The  mother  afterward  married  again  and  now  lives  In 
Meridian. 

Edward  Baldwin  has  spent  practically  his  entire  life  in  Ada  county,  save  for 
a  few  years  In  hts  youth  when  he  was  a  resident  of  Oregon.  He  has  always  followed 
ranching  and  has  been  connected  with  almost  every  phase  ot  ranch  life,  having 
been  employed  as  a  cow  puncher,  as  sheep  herder  and  In  other  connections.  He 
also  took  up  and  Improved  a  homestead,  although  he  does  not  own  this  propertj 
now.  However.  It  adjoins  the  large  stock  raijcb  of  two  hundred  acres  on  which 
he  resides  and  which  is  owned  by  Oliver  O.  Haga,  a  prominent  Boise  lawyer.  Mr. 
Baldwin  Is  hereon  devoting  his  attention  to  the  raising  of  hay,  grain  and  live  stock, 
having  leased  the  property,  and  his  business  activities  are  being  attended  by  a  very 
substantial  measure  of  success. 

On  the  13tb  of  January,  1S06.  Mr.  Baldwin  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mias 
Orpha  Amack,  who  was  born  In  Missouri,  October  3,  1884,  and  Is  a  daughter  at 
E.  G.  and  Mary  B.  (Young)  Amack,  the  former  now  residing  upon  a  ranch  near 
Caldwell,  while  tbe  mother  has  passed  away.  Mrs.  Baldwin  came  to  Idaho  with 
her  parents  when  a  maiden  of  sixteen  summers.  By  her  marriage  she  has  become 
the  mother  of  four  children:  Lee,  born  March  27,  1907;  Evelyn,  December  2,  1908; 
Paul,  March  31,  1910;  and  Mary.  December  25.  1911.  Fraternally. Mr.  Baldwin  Is 
an  Odd  Fellow  and  Is  a  loyal  follower  of  the  teachings  and  purposes  of  the  organlza- 
tion.  In  politics  he  maintains  an  independent  course  nor  has  be  ever  sought  or 
desired  office,  preferring  to  concentrate  his  undivided  time  and  attention  upon  his 
bnalness  affairs,  whereby  he  Is  providing  a  comfortable  living  for  his  family. 


EDWARD  B.  PATTERSON,  M.  D. 

Dr.  Edward  B.  Patterson,  a  man  of  high  scholarly  attainments  and  pronounced 
ability  in  tbe  profession  ot  medicine  and  surgery,  was  called  to  his  final  rest  No- 
vember 5,  1919,  and  in  hia  passing  Sandpoint  mourned  the  loss  ot  one  of  its' 
distinctively  representative  cltlEens,  for  his  personal  worth  and  professional  ability 
had  gained  him  the  high  esteem  ot  all  who  knew  him.  Dr.  Patterson  was  a  native 
ot  Elyrla,  Ohio,  horn  December  22,  1S58.  He  completed  a  literary  course  In  Oberlln 
University  at  Oberlin,  Ohio,  and  after  his  graduation  remained  with  the  inBtitution 
for  a  time  as  assistant  professor  of  chemistry,  but  gave  up  his  position  there  to  enter 
the  employ  of  Parke,  Davis  &  Company,  one  of  the  largest  drug  Arms  in  the  United 
States.  He  acted  as  manager  of  their  compounding  laboratory  for  several  years  and 
then  left  Detroit  to  become  a  student  In  the  University  ot  Michigan  at  Ann  Arbor, 
having  determined  to  engage  In  the  practice  ot  medicine.  He  completed  the  regular 
course,  winning  his  M.  D.  degree  In  1888,  whUe  later  he  pursued  post  graduate 
work  In  the  Manhattan  Bye  ft  Ear  Hospital  in  New  York  city.  Throughout  hia 
remaining  days  he  was  a  close  student  ot  the  profession,  keeping  constantly  In 
touch  with  the  advanced  thought  and  scientific  investigation  which  mark  the  progress 
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of  medlcat  science.  He  met  with  a  eeuse  ot  conaclentlona  obligation  all  the  dntles 
the  devolved  upon  htm  and  he  gained  vide  reputation  for  hii  Bktil  both  as  a 
practitioner  and  dfagnoatlcian. 

On  the  30th  of  Beptember,  1893,  Dr.  Patterson  was  nnlted  in  marriage  to  Miss 
Sara  Kaufman  at  Lake  Linden,  Michigan.  He  was  at  that  time  on  the  statt  of 
pbyBtclans  of  the  Calumet  &  Hecia  mine.  Not  long  alter  his  marriage  he  removed 
with  bU  young'wife  to  Hicbigamme,  Michigan,  and  that  he  was  one  ot  the  leading 
and  Influential  residents  of  that  place  Is  Indicated  in  the  tact  that  the  Modem 
Woodmen  orsantzatlon  was  named  Camp  Patterson  In  his  honor.  Removing  to 
the  west.  Dr.  Patterson  first  settled  at  Phllllpsburg,  Montana,  where  he  remained 
In  practice  (or  six  rears,  and  then  in  190S  came  to  Sandpoint.  While  residing  at 
Phllllpsburg  be  was  surgeon  for  the  Granite  Bl-Metalllc  Company.  He  remained 
an  active  representative  of  the  profession  at  Sandpoint  from  1908  until  his  demise. 

While  residing  In  Mlcbigamme,  Michigan,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Patterson  became  the 
parents  o(  a  son,  Howard,  who  was  born  In  1S95,  and  dnrlng  the  period  ot  their 
residence  la  Phllllpsburg,  Montana,  they  had  a  second  son,  Edward  K.,  who  met 
dsath  by  drowning  In  June,  1909,  tbe  rear  following  the  arrlvsl  ot  the  family  at 
Sandpoint. 

Dr.  Patterson  was  a  traveler  and  a  scholar  and  accompanied  br  bis  wife  and 
son  Howard  toured  much  of  Enrope  in  191)1  and  1902,  spending  the  winter  abroad 
at  Vienna,  where  Dr.  Patterson  studied  la  tbe  UnlversUj'  ot  Vienna.  Some  years 
later,  accompanied  by  his  son,  be  visited  the  Orient,  traveling  lu  Japan,  China  and 
the  Philippines.  Dr.  Patterson  was  a  loyal  represenUtive  ot  several  fraternal 
organizations.  He  was  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  and  a  member  ot  Bl  Katif  Temple  ot 
the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Spokane.  He  had  attained  the  Knight  Templar  degree  In  tbe 
York  Rite  and  was  always  a  worthy  follower  ot  Masonic  teachings.  He  likewise 
belonged  to  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  ot  Elks,  also  to  tbe  Modern  Woodmen 
of  America  and  the  Woodmen  ot  the  World.  All  who  knew  him  attested  the  sterling 
worth  of  his  character.  He  was  a  most  conscientious  follower  of  his  protesslon  and 
counted  no  personal  ettort  or  sacrifice  on  big  part  too  great  If  It  would  aid  him  in 
restoring  health  to  one  of  his  patients.  His  Ideals  ot  lite  were  high  and  the  beauty 
ot  his  character  was  attested  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  continually  extending 
a  helping  hand  where  aid  was  needed  and  because  of  his  professional  power  and 
hie  personal  Qualities  he  endeared  hlmselt^  to  many  of  the  households  ot  Sandpoint 
and  the  surrounding  country. 


ROBERT  L.  JUSTICE. 

Death  often  removes  from  our  midst  those  whom  we  can  111  afford  to  lose — 
men  who  are  making  valuable  contribution  to  the  world's  work  and  whose  example 
constitutes  a  source  of  inspiration  and  a  stimulus  to  the  labors  of  others.  Such  a 
man  was  Robert  L.  Justice,  who  followed  ranching  in  tbe  Hagerman  valley  on  the 
Snake  river  and  Billings  creek  and  was  classed  with  the  represenUtive  residents  ot 
Gooding  county. 

He  was  bom  In  Muncle,  Indiana,  May  1,  1S4S,  bis  parents  being  Richard  and 
Abigail  (Kennedy)  Justice.  He  left  his  native  state  when  a  small  boy  in  company 
with  his  parents,  who  removed  to  Nebraska,  settling  near  Nebraska  City.  There  the 
father  homesteaded  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  o(  land  and  in  the  course  of  years 
brought  this  under  a  high  state  of  cultivation  and  development.  Robert  L.  Justice 
remained  upon'  that  place  until  fifteen  years  of  age,  when  he  started  to  earn  his  own 
livelihood  by  freighting  across  the  plains  to  Denver,  Colorado,  being  thus  employed 
for  a  number  of  years.  He  later  began  work  at  getting  out  ties  for  the  Uhioa 
Paciflc  Railroad  and  afterward  worked  upon  tbat  road.  For  a  time  he  was  located 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  UUh,  an^  subsequently  engaged  In  freighting  from  Kelton,  Utah, 
to  Boise,  Idaho.  He  next  engaged  in  cutting  wood  in  the  bills  near  Boise,  selling 
the  product  in  the  town.  Ambitious  to  engage  In  business  Independently  as  a 
rancher,  he  then  purchased  land  that  Is  now  a  part  of  the  Boise  McCarthy  ranch. 
He  afterward  brought  cattle  to  the  Clover  Creek  district  near  Bliss,  but  after  the 
Bannock  Indian  war  he  sold  his  cattle,  for  he  had  suttered  heavy  losses  during  the 
period  of  the  war.  Later  he  engaged  in  placer  mining  In  the  Hagerman  valley  and 
In   tbe   Snake  River   valley  tor  a  number  ot  years  and  eventually   be  purchased 
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hte  widow's  pr«Beiit  rancb  propertj'  from  hla  partner  In  the  mining  business, 
Halph  C.  Smitli.  Tbe  land  whlcli  be  acquired  from  Mr.  Smitb  was  wild  and  un- 
developed, but  witb  characterfattc  energy  he  began  its  cultivation.  He  bnllt  a 
frame  house  upon  tbe  place  and  concentrated  his  ettorts  and  attention  upon  the 
further  development  and  improvement  of  the  ranch,  which  he  continued  to  make 
bis  home  until  his  death  on  the  19th  ot  September,  1917.  when  he  had  reached  the 
age  of  aeventy-flve  years. 

In  1883  Mr.  Justice  wag  married  to  Hiss  Carrie  L.  Swarts.  a  daughter  of  John  H. 
and  Mary  J.  (Aklns)  Swarts  and  a  native  of  London,  Canada.  During  her  Infancy 
she  removed  with  her  parents  to  Michigan  and  later  the  family  home  was  estab- 
lished near  Nebraska  City,  Nebraska,  where  her  father  engaged  In  farming.  It  was 
in  that  locality  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Justice  were  married  and  as  the  years  passed 
their  marriage  was  blessed  with  two  children.  Sterling  R.  and  Bstella. 

Politically  Mr.  Justice  was  a  republican,  stanchly  supporting  the  party  from 
tbe  time  that  age  conferred  upon  him  the  right  of  franchise.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  American  Protective  Association  and  was  a  believer  in  all  those  forces  of 
American  democracy  which  have  held  the  country  true  to  the  highest  teachings  con- 
cerning the  rights  of  tbe  individual  and  the  liberties  of  others.  He  never  had 
patience  with  any  hyphenated  Americanism  hut  ever  stood  for  that  variety  which, 
put  to  the  test  during  tbe  period  ot  the  World  war.  won  the  mark  of  one  hundred 
per  cent.  At  one  time  he  was  a  member  of  the  United  States  army,  belonging  to 
Company  I  of  a  Colorado  cavalry  regiment  commanded  by  Colonel  Shoup,  and  he 
later  drew  a  pension  from  the  government.  He  was  engaged  in  fighting  the  Indians 
at  the  time  ot  the  Sand  Creek  massacre,  and  as  a  scout  conducted  parties  of  imml' 
grants  through  tbe  state  of  Idaho,  and  tn  1877  protected  freighters  and  stage  drivers 
from  the  Bannock  Indians. 


FRANKLIN  E.  MIX. 

Franklin  E.  Mix.  one  of  the  leading  pioneers  and  tor  many  years  one  ot  tbe 
highly  honored  cltliens  ot  Moscow,  was  bom  at  Mount  Vernon,  Ohio,  August  23, 
1838.  His  boyhood  and  youth  were  passed  tn  the  middle  west  and  in  early  man- 
hood he  became  a  soldier  of  the  Civil  war,  enlisting  soon  after  the  inauguration  of 
hostilities  and  doing  active  duty  in  defense  of  the  Union  until  mustered  out  in  1864. 
He  Joined  the  Missouri  State  Mllltla  Cavalry,  of  which  he  was  chosen  captain  by 
a  unique  procednre.  When  one  hundred  and  sixty  men  of  the  neighborhood  who 
wished  to  serve  their  country  gathered  to  form  a  company,  they  decided  to  choose 
their  chief  officer  by  having  each  of  the  three  most  popular  men  ride  off  In  different 
directions.  The  remainder  ot  the  company  were  to  follow  on  horseback  the  man 
of  their  choice.  In  a  short  time  it  appeared  that  the  line  behind  Mr.  Mix  was 
composed  of  the  entire  party  and  the  two  other  candidates  were  glad  to  }oin  bis 
unbroken  majority.  He. was  a  popular  and  eOlcient  officer  and  was  attached  to  the 
brigade  ot  Fighting  General  Joe  Hooker.  He  was  also  constantly  need  as  a  scout 
In  the  most  haeardous  undertakings,  and  suiih  was  tbe  desperate  service  which 
his  company  rendered  that  ot  the  one  hundred  and  sixty  neighbors  who  started  tor 
the  front  only  thirty-eight  returned  home  at  the  close  of  the  war. 

Mr.  Mix  was  well  acquainted  with  the  notorious  Frank  and  Jesse  James,  and 
the  Younger  brothers.  He  actually  saw  the  killing  of  Webb  Younger,  father  ot 
Cole  Younger — the  incident  that  was  the  beginning  ot  so  many  romantic  and  thrilling 
pages  ot  adventure  in  American  middle  west  history. 

When  not  engaged  In  the  hazardous  pursuits  of  war,  his  country  no  longer 
needing  his  military  aid,  Franklin  E.  Mix  devoted  his  time  to  farming  and  stock 
raising,  which  he  followed  In  Kansas  tor  a  time  and  later  In  Nebraska.  On  the 
24th  of  March,  1859,  when  not  quite  twenty-one  years  of  age,  he  wedded  Ha^} 
Orlmee  and  to  them  were  bom  eleven  children,  nine  ot  whom  are  yet  living.  It 
was  on  the  10th  of  May,  1883,  with  his  wife  and  ten  children  and  about  one  thousand 
dollars  In  money,  that  Franklin  E.  Mix  started  for  the  western  frontier,  Intending 
to  locate  m  Seattle.  He  traveled  by  rail  to  Salt  Lake,  thence  to  Butte.  Montana, 
and  there  secured  teams,  with  which  he  drove  to  Spokane.  Washington,  and  on  to 
Moscow.  Idaho.  He  spent  a  few  days  at  Juliaetta  and  then  returned  to  Moscow, 
where  he  made  his  home  for  forty  years.     He  was  a  skilled  cabinet  and  tnrnituru

maker  and  followed  that  buslneaa  for  a  long  period  but  later  purchased  &  homeitead 
north  at  Hobcow  and  reeumed  the  occupation  of  farming.  At  that  time  the  only 
fence  between  the  center  of  Moscow  and  the  new  homestead  was  the  little  one 
that  fenced  the  doorrard  of  the  Mix  family.  For  several  years  Mr.  Mix  succeMtnlly 
engaged  In  the  nursery  buslnesB  and  anything  that  had  to  do  with  the  work  of 
tilling  the  soil  aeenred  to  flourish  and  prosper  under  his  direction  and  care. 

Mr.  Mir  was  also  called  to  public  office,  serving  as  assessor  of  J4eE  Perce 
county  when  Latah  was  Included  within  its  boundaries.  Subsequently  he  became 
sheriff  of  Latah  county  and  in  both  offices  proved  most  capable  and  faithful.  The 
death  of  Mrs.  Mix,  who  was  a  native  of  West  Virginia,  occurred  In  1904,  while  Mr, 
Mix  passed  away  In  1919.  At  the  time  of  his  demise  one  o(  the  local  papers  said: 
'.'Until  he  had  passed  his  eightieth  birthday  last  August,  Mr.  Mix  was  one  of  the 
most  vigorous  and  strikingly  handsome  specimens  ot  manhood  that  could  be 
imagined.  He  enjoyed  perfect  health  throughout  his  long  life  and  was  always  ex- 
tremely active  and  strong.  He  was  the  respected  and  adored  father  of  a  large  number 
ot  children  who  had  devoted  themselves  with  singleness  of  purpose  and  with  great 
tenderness  to  providing  hfm  in  his  advanced  years  with  every  comfort  and  luxury 
that  could  contribute  to  his  welfare  and  happloesa."  He  possessed  a  remarkable 
memory  and  his  reminiscences  of  the  thrilling  episodes  of  pioneer  times  were  vivid 
and  stirring.  He  was  for  many  years  a  faithful  member  of  the  Benevolent  Protective 
Order  of  Bills  and  it  was  his  brethren  of  that  fraternity  who  laid  him  to  rest  when 
death  bad  called  him.  He  was  a  man  who  would  never  tolerate  hypocrisy  In  any 
transaction,  who  was  always  faithful  to  every  duty,  truthful,  kind  and  generous 
In  the  large-handed  way  so  notable  among  the  big  men  of  early  days.  His  charitable 
spirit  was  constantly  manifest  In  his  opinions  of  others  and  la  bis  gifts  to|  the 
needy.  To  his  family  he  was  largely  an  ideal  husband  and  father  and  he  had  the 
rare  faculty  of  winning  and  retaining  warm  friendships. 

Si%  served  as  assessor  of  Nez  Perce  county  when  Latah  was  included  in  its 
boundaries.  When  later  be  was  sherilt  of  Latah  county  he  achieved  an  enviable 
record.  His  books,  which  with  those  of  other  otiScers  were  subjected  to  an  examina- 
tion at  the  close  of  bis  term,  were  found  to  be  the  only  ones  maintained  in  perfect 
condition.  His  accounts  were  found  to  be  above  reproach  and  at  the  time  the 
examination  was  made  the  county  was  in  debt  to  him  several  hundreds  of  dollars, 
instead  ot  tbe  balance  being  the  other  way  as  was  all  too  common  In  the  easy-going 
days  of  pioneer  life.  As  sheriff,  Mr.  Mix  enforced  the  taw.  He  was  brave,  honest 
and  fearless  and  took  tbe  deepest  kind  of  pride  in  the  fact  that  then  as  well  as  all 
through  hie  life  the  word  of  Frank  Mix  was  as  good  as  his  note  or  bond. 


ISAAC  CARSON  PALMER. 

Isaac  Carson  Palmer  Is  a  dairy  farmer  owning  a  seventy-six  acre  ranch  about 
three  miles  northeast  of  Kuna.  He  came  to  Idaho  in  1901  from  Page  county,  Iowa, 
and  Is  a  native  of  Rock  Island  county,  Illinois,  bis  birth  having  there  occurred 
on  the  IGth  of  May,  1877.  He  is  the  only  son  and  also  the  only  living  child  of 
BartimuB  Palmer,  who  now  resides  with  his  son  at  the  age  ot  seventy-six  years.  The 
mother,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Mary  Prow,  passed  away  a  few  years  ago  in 
Ada  county  and  the  two  daughters  of  the  family  are  also  deceased. 

Isaac  C.  Palmer  was  but  a  little  child  when  his  parents  removed  from  Illinois 
to  Monroe  county,  Indiana,  but  subsequently  they  returned  to  his  native  state  and 
still  later  t»ecame  residents  of  Taylor  county,  Iowa.  Their  next  removal  took  them  to 
Kansas  and  six  years  later  they  returned  to  Iowa.  In  1901  tbe  family,  then  con- 
sisting of  father  and  mother,  the  son,  Isaac  C,  and  one  daughter,  Linda,  who  has 
since  passed  away,  removed  to  Idaho  and  the  family  has  since  been  represented  in 
Ada  county.  For  ten  years  they  lived  three  miles  east  of  Meridian,  upon  a  rented 
farm,  and  for  tbe  past  three  years  Isaac  Q.  Palmer  has  occupied  the  ranch  upon 
which  he  now  resides,  situated  six  and  a  half  miles  south  of  Meridian  and  three 
miles  northeast  of  Kuna.  He  purchased  the  property  In  1917  and  thus  came  Into 
possession  of  what  was-  known  as  the  old  J.  W.  Beckdolt  ranch,  one  Of  the  oldest 
and  one  of  the  beat  ranches  in  the  Indiana  Creek  valley.  The  former  owner,  now 
living  In  Kuna,  took  this  ranch  In  the  brush  in  1905  and  became  one  of  the  Orst 
settlers  ot  this  section  ot  Ada  county.     The  ranch  is  today  welt  Improved  and  is 
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worth  more  than  double  wbat  Mr.  Palmer  paid  for  It.  He  has  made  aptendld  Im- 
provements upon  It,  equtpplDK  It  vlth  tbe  best  machinery,  and  be  bas  a  herd  of 
twent7-flve  dairy  cows  and  a  thoroughly  modem  milking  plant. 

On  the  27th  of  AuKOBt.  1907.  Mr.  Palmer  was  married  to  Mies  Hattle  Fettet,  a 
native  daughter  of  Idaho,  bom  near  Meridian,  October  G,  1884.  They  are  parents 
ot  live  Bone:     Lnvelt,  Wlnslo,  Ralph,  Robert  and  Alvta. 

Mr.  Palmer  to  an  Odd  Fellow  and  In  politics  votes  the  republican  ticket.  He 
has  made  steady  progress  in  bis  busfness  aSaire  since  coming  to  Idaho  and  has 
gained  a  place  among  the  substanttel  dairy  farmers  of  Ada  county. 


MAJOR  CHARLES  D.  WARNER. 

Major  Charles  D.  Warner  was  one  of  the  original  Incorporators  of  the  city  of 
Coeur  d'Alene,  where  he  now  makes  his  borne.  He  was  also  one  of  the  early  mayors 
of  the  city  and  was  connected  with  many  events  which  shaped  the  early  history  of 
this  section  of  the  state.  He  is  now  weather  observer  at  Coeur  d'Alene  and  Is  one 
of  the  most  valued,  respected  and  honored  residents  of  this  section.  He  has  almost 
reached  the  eightieth  mftestone  on  life's  Journey,  bis  birth  having  occurred  at  Cam- 
bridge, New  York,  July  IS,  1840,  bis  parents  being  Solomon  W.  and  Kllza  (Teft) 
Warner,  the  former  a  native  of  Connecticut  and  the  latter  of  New  York  City.  The 
father  conducted  a  foundry  and  machine  shop.  He  became  a  captain  In  the  New 
York  artillery  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  war  and  his  father  was  a  captain  in  a  battery 
of  New  York  artillery  Id  the  War  of  1812.  The  family  has  ever  been  characterlied 
by  a  lofty  patriotism  that  has  been  manliest  in  many  tangible  ways.  Solomon  W. 
Warner  gave  his  political  allegiance  to  the  republican  party,  but  was  never  active 
as  an  office  seeker. 

Major  Warner,  whose  name  introduces  this  review,  pursued  hie  edacation  In  the 
schools  of  Cambridge,  New  York,  and  in  the  Eastman  Business  College  at  Pongh> 
keepsle,  that  state.  He  started  out  upon  bis  busfness  career  In  connection  with  a 
foundry  and  machine  shop,  conducting  the  business  until  the  plant  wbb  destroyed 
by  fire.  His  identification  with  the  northwest  dates  from  1879,  at  which  time  be 
came  as  an  Indian  agent  to  Idaho,  having  charge  of  the  Kez  Perce  Indians  for  three 
and  a  half  years  on  the  old  reservation.  He  arrived  in  this  state  to  take  up  his  duties 
soon  after  the  Joseph  war.  He  later  began  mining  on  the  Columbia  river  and  he 
still  holds  extensive  mining  Interests.  In  those  days  he  went  ChrouRb  all  of  the 
experiences  connected  with  mining  at  a  period  when  the  life  was  rough  and  many 
miners  manifested  little  regard  for  law  and  order.  In  1S86  he  took  np  his  abode 
at  Coeur  d'Alene,  which  was  a  tumble-down  little  town  of  a  few  houses  and  a  mil- 
itary post.  He  established  a  general  store,  which  was  one  of  the  pioneer  trading 
points  in  this  section  of  the  country,  and  through  the  Intervening  period  he  has  seen 
Coeur  d'Alene  develop  from  a  tiny  hamlet  to  a  city  of  substantial  proportions  and 
equipped  with  all  modern  Improvements.  In  1888  his  wife  was  made  postmistress. 
In  1902  Major  Warner  was  appointed  receiver  of  the  United  States  land  office  by 
President  Cleveland,  although  he  Is  a  republican,  and  he  continued  to  fill  the  posi- 
tloh  until  1911.  He  Is  now  living  retired,  enjoying  In  well  earned  rest  the  fruits 
of  bis  former  toll. 

Major  Warner  Is  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  war.  In  1S6Z  he  Joined  the  Union  army 
aa  a  member  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-third  New  York  Infantry,  enlisting 
at  Cambridge,  New  York.  He  participated  In  the  battle  of  Oettyshnrg  and  In  the 
campaign  under  Sherman  and  served  with  the  rank  ot  quartermaster  sergeant.  Hla 
title  of  major  is  an  honorary  one  by  virtue  of  his  having  served  as  Indian  agent. 

It  vras  while  still  a  soldier  of  the  Union  army  that  Major  Warner  was  married 
In  18G4  to  MisB  Anna  Oreen,  who  was  born  at  Cambridge,  New  York,  a  daughter  ot 
Robert  E.  and  Margaret  (Woods)  Green.  Mrs.  Warner  has  been  very  prominent  In 
the  social  circles  of  Coeur  d'Alene  throughout  the  period  of  their  residence  here, 
and  she  is  today  the  only  living  charter  member  of  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Coeur 
d'Alene.  Major  Warner  Is  widely  known  In  Masonic  circles,  belonging  to  the  blue 
lodge,  chapter,  commandery  and  also  to  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Spokane  and  to  the 
Eastern  Star.  He'  is  a  past  eminent  commander  of  Commandery  No.  12.  K.  T.,  of 
Coeur  d'Alene.  He  assisted  in  organizing  the  Grand  Army  poet,  but  is  not  active 
In  Its  work  at  the  present  time.     His  wife  is  also  connected  with  the  Eaetem  Star 
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«nd  both  have  b«en  eam«at  workers  In  the  organisation.  Major  Warner  has  done 
everything  in  his  power  to  assist  in  the  upbuilding  and  development  o(  this  section 
of  tlie  state,  and  his  labors  have  been  tar-reaching  and  resultant.  In  politics  he  has 
long  been  a  stalwart  republican  and  for  many  years  was  active  In  party  work,  but 
not  at  the  present  time.  He  served  as  treasurer  of  Kootenai  county  when  it  embraced 
all  northern  Idaho  and  he  was  one  of  the  early  mayors  of  Coeur  d'Alene,  yet  he 
never  sought  political  preferment,  ottlce  comlcg  to  him  as  a  gift  from  hie  fellow 
townsmen,  who  recognized  his  ability  and  publtc-apirlted  devotion  to  the  general 
welfare.  His  has  Indeed  been  an  active  and  useful  life,  and  his  contribution  to  the 
welfare  and  advancement  of  northern  Idaho  has  Indeed  been  valuable. 


QROVER  C.  NEWUAN. 

Qrover  C.  Kewman,  a  sheepman  of  Jerome,  was  born  near  Kansas  City,  Missouri, 
January  IS,  1886,  a  son  of  Henry  Edward  and  Nina  (Kelso)  Newman.  During  his  in- 
fancy his  parents  left  Missouri  and  removed  to  the  Willamette  valley  of  Or^on.  After 
there  residing  for  two  years  they  established  their  home  In  central  Oregon,  nefr  Prine- 
ville,  where  Grover  C.  Newman  was  reared  to  the  age  of  twelve  years.  Another  re- 
moval took  them  to  the  vicinity  of  Ontario,  Oregon,  where  be  lived  nntil  fourteen  years 
of  age.  He  then  became  connected  with  the  sheep  industry  with  his  brothers,  Edward 
and  William,  at  Welser,  Idaho,  and  latsr  they  operated  In  Shoshone  aod  the  Wood 
River  country,  their  business  interests  being  held  In  common  until  1908,  when  they 
dissolved  the  partnership  and  each  brother  began  operating  in  the  sheep  industry 
independently.  Qrover  C.  Newman  removed  to  Jerome  In  191G.  He  Is  now  the  owner 
ot  two  ranches,  embracing  two  hundred  and  eighty  acres  of  land  planted  to  alfalfa.  He 
keeps  five  summer  bands  of  sheep  and  three  winter  bands  and  his  sheep  raising  in- 
terests have  become  extensive  and  important,  his  labors  being  attended  with  a  sub- 
stantial measure  of  prosperity. 

On  the  7th  of  July,  191G,  Mr.  Newman  was  married  to  Miss  Georgia  Cowell,  a 
daughter  of  George  F.  Cowell,  who  is  now  living  near  Rupert,  Idaho,  where  be  follows 
farming  and  is  also  employed  as  an  electrical  engineer.  His  daughter,  Mrs.  Newman, 
is  a  native  of  Missouri  and  by  her  marriage  she  has  become  the  mother  of  one  son, 
Grover  Roy. 

Mr.  Newman  is  4  republican  In  his  political  views  and  baa  served  as  a  member  of 
the  town  council.  He  belongs  to  the  Commercial  Club,  of  which  he  Is  a  director,  and  he 
is  well  known  In  fraternal  circles,  having  membership  with  the  Masons,  the  Knights  of 
of  Pythias  and  the  Dramatic  Order  of  the  Knlgtits  of  Kborassan.  He  Is  a  Noble  of  El- 
korah  Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Soiee.  He  Is  alive  and  alert  to  every  opportunity 
opened  in  the  natural  ramifications  of  business  and  is  equally  awake  to  the  opportunities 
along  the  line  of  progressive  citlxenabip.  He  stands  at  all  times  for  those  interests 
and  measures  which  further  the  general  good  and  he  has  throughout  his  career  wisely 
directed  his  efforts  and  energies  along  business  lines  where  frultlim  is  certain.  From 
his  infancy  he  has  lived  In  the  Pacidc  northwest,  watching  its  development  and  eon- 
tributlng  through  his  business  activities  to  its  upbuilding  and  advancement. 


J.  P.   HALLSTHOM. 

J.  P.  Hallstrom  is  now  a  retired  farmer  living  at  MIdvale.  He  la  a  native  of  Sweden, 
having  been  born  In  that  country  February  28,  1339.  His  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peter 
Hallstrom.  were  also  natives  of  Sweden  and  spent  their  entire  lives  in  that  country. 
There  J.  P.  Hallstrom  was  reared  and  educated  and  for  thirty^one  years  remained  a 
resident  of  his  native  land,  but  the  reports  which  reached  him  concerning  America  and 
its  opportunities  determined  him  to  come  to  the  new  world.  He  crossed  the  Atlantic 
In  18T0,  settling  In  Cache  county,  Utah,  where  he  resided  until  1SS3,  when  he  came  to 
Idaho  and  took  up  a  homestead  In  Middle  Valley.  This  he  improved,  erecting  thereon 
substantial  and  commodious  buildings,  while  he  carefully  cultivated  the  fields  until  his 
labors  were  annually  rewarded  by  moat  substantial  crops.  He  lived  upon  the  farm  until 
1914,  when  be  purchased  the  smalt  ranch  which  he  now  occupies.  He  has  practically 
retired  from  active  business,  having  sold  his  homestead  to  bis  son.     While  upon  the 
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farm  he  had  engased  quite  extenslTelr  In  stock  raising  and  this  conatltoted  one  of  the 
principal  scnrcee  of  his  auccesa.  He  has  seen  the  country  develop  from  a  wild  and 
unimproved  region,  for  when  he  came  it  was  largely  an  unsettled  district,  producing 
nothing  hut  sagebmsh.  The  lahora  of  Mr.  Hatlstrom  and  other  progreasive  men  of  the 
community  have  tranaformed  It  into  a  beautiful  farming  country.  Its  rich  fields  bringing 
forth  abundant  harveets,  while  in  Its  pastures  are  seen  flue  grades  of  stock,  showing 
that  a  spirit  of  marked  enterprise  and  energy  lies  behind  the  results  that  have  been 
achieved. 

Hr.  Hallstrom  was  married  tn  Utah  to  Misa  Eva  Valean,  a  native  of  Sweden,  and 
they  have  become  parents  of  four  children,  but  two  have  passed  away.  Those  living  are: 
Carl  J.,  a  farmer  ou  the  old  homestead;  and  Anna  Sophia,  who  is  with  her  parents. 
Mr.  Hallstrom  votes  with  the  republican  party  and  1b  Interested  in  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  progress  of  the  community  and  the  welfare  of  the  state.  His  life  record 
indicates  what  can  be  accomplished  through  deteimined  pnrpoee  and  individual  eftort. 
When  in  Ills  native  land  he  learned  the  cabinetmaker's  trade,  but  after  coming  to  the 
new  world  he  concentrated  his  attention  upon  farming,  and,  as  the  years  passed,  won  a 
place  am<ms  the  successful  men  of  the  valley. 


GEORGE  S.  CRAIG. 

George  S.  Craig,  a  farmer  and  stockman  of  Owyhee  county,  came  to  Idaho  from 
Kansas,  his  birth  having  occurred  In  the  Sunflower  state  September  SG,  ISSI.  He  is  a 
son  of  T.  F.  and  Sarah  (Bement)  Craig,  the  former  a  native  of  penuaylvania,  while 
the  latter  was  bom  In  Kentucky.  The  father,  responding  to  the  country's  call  tor  troops 
to  aid  in  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  served  throughout  the  Civil  war.  When  victory 
had  crowned  the  federal  arma  he  returned  to  his  home  and  soon  afterward  removed  to 
Missouri,  where  he  married.  Later  he  took  up  his  abode  In  Kansas  in  the  early  'TOs 
and  there  he  and  his  wife  have  since  lived.  They  had  a  family  of  seven  children,  but 
two  of  their  sons  lost  their  lives  while  serving  in  the  Spanish -American  war.  Four 
of  the  tamUy  are  yet  living. 

George  S.  Craig  was  a  resident  of  Kansas  throughout  the  period  of  his  youth  and 
the  public  school  system  of  the  state  accorded  him  his  educational  opportunities.  He 
dates  his  residence  In  Idaho  from  1906,  at  which  time  he  took  up  his  abode  in  Owyhee 
county,  where  he  purchased  a  farm  of  forty  acres,  all  of  which  is  under  the  ditch  and 
Is  mostly  planted  to  alfalfa.  In  addition  to  cultivating  that  crop  he  makes  a  specialty 
of  cattle  raising  and  to  his  stock  he  feeds  his  alfalfa.  He  is  an  energetic  and  enter- 
prising basiness  man  and  his  labors  have  been  the  lonndation  of  his  present-day  sncoesB. 

In  1907  Mr.  Craig  was  married  to  Misa  EMna  Thompson,  a  native  of  Idaho,  and 
they  have  become  the  parents  of  four  children:  George  E.;  Elmer  L.  and  Nellie,  twins; 
and  Everett  T.  Mr.  Craig  Is  a  democrat,  having  given  his  alliance  to  the  party  since 
attaining  his  majority,  but  while  he  has  never  fllled  political  olltce  he  is  serving  now 
as  ft  school  trustee.  He  is  interested  in  the  public  welfare  to  the  extent  of  giving  hearty 
aid  and  cooperation  to  plans  and  movements  for  the  general  good  and  at  the  aame  time 
he  carefully  controls  his  business  affairs,  so  that  he  Is  now  gaining  substantial  success. 
Fraternally  he  is  Identifled  with  the  Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen. 


GBORGE  P.  HALEY,  M.  D. 

Dr.  G«orge  P.  Haley,  who  was  actively  and  successfully  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  Boise  for  more  than  three  decades,  passed  away  In  that  city  on  the 
29th  of  May,  1920.  his  death  being  the  occasion  of  deep  and  widespread  regret.  His 
birth  occurred  In  Bast  Corinth,  Maine,  April  24,  1863,  his  parents  being  Benjamin 
and  Mary  (Hunt)  Haley.  When  he  was  a  lad  of  twelve  years  the  family  home  was 
estsbtished  In  New  Jersey.  Having  determined  upon  a  professional  career,  he  entered 
the  Jefferson  Medical  College  of  Philadelphia,  from  which  InBtitution  he  was  grad- 
uated with  the  class  of  1879  at  the  age  of  twenty-aiz.  He  at  once  began  practice  at 
Vlneland,  New  Jersey,  and  there  continued  until  1883,  when  he  removed  to  Newport, 
New  Jersey,  and  to  Laramie,  Wyoming,  In  1S86,  Three  years  later,  or  in  1S8S, 
he  came  to  Idaho,  settling  in  Boise,  where  he  followed  bis  profeeslon  continuously 
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throughout  the  remalader  of  bli  life,  being  accorded  a  large  and  gratifying  practice. 
He  bad  the  repntaUon  of  being  a  hard-worktng  and  palneUklng  practitioner,  whose 
knowledge  and  efflclencr  were  continually  Increaeed  by  his  research  and  inveatlga- 
tlon  along  original  lines  and  also  In  the  paths  that  others  had  marked  out. 

On  the  2d  of  January,  1S82.  at  Vlneland,  New  Jersey,  Dr.  Haley  was  united  In 
marriage  to  Mise  Ellsa  J.  Read,  who  was  bom  In  Rochester,  New  York.  NoTember  i, 
1856,  a  daughter  of  John  and  Jane  (Knight)  Read.  The  former,  a  hardware  mer- 
chant, removed  with  bis  family  to  Vlneland,  New  Jersey,  when  his  daughter  Bllsa 
was  a  little  maiden  of  eight  summers.  Dr.  and  Mfs.  Haley  became  the  parents  of 
tour  children.  Qeorge  B.,  who  is  engaged  In  the  drug  business  at  Emmett,  Idaho, 
married  Emma  Johnson,  of  Eagle,  this  state,  on  the  12th  of  June,  1912,  and  has  one 
son,  George  Robert,  who  is  now  four  years  of  age.  Jennie  M.,  the  second  of  the 
family.  Is  employed  as  a  bookkeeper  In  the  land  department  of  the  Idaho  state 
capltol.  Uarcus  R.  Haley  is  at  home.  Alice  H.  Is  the  widow  of  Henry  Cleveland 
Ross,  a  candy  manufacturer,  who  died  of  lufluenia  in  Portland,  Oregon,  In  December, 
1918,  leaving  three  children,  Alice  May,  Dorothy  Jane  and  Henry  Cleve,  aged 
respectively  six,  four  and  one. 

In  his  political  views  Dr.  Haley  was  a  staunch  republican,  as  Is  also  his  widow. 
The  latter  takes  a  deep  Interest  In  pollttca.  Fraternally  Dr.  Haley  was  Identified 
with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  PellowB,  while  his  religious  faith  was  Indicated 
by  his  membership  In  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  church  of  Boise,  to  which  his 
widow  also  belongH.  taking  a  helpful  part  In  Its  work  and  In  the  activities  of  the 
Ladies  Aid  Society  and  the  Red  Cross.  Mrs.  Haley  Is  likewise  a  member  of  the 
Rebekahs  and  the  Women  of  Woodcraft  and  has  won  many  warm  friende  In  Boise, 
residing  at  the  corner  of  Tenth  and  Btate  streets,  where  she  lived  with  her  husband 
for  a  period  of  twenty-seven  years.  The  demise  of  the  latter  was  sincerely  mourned, 
for  his  sterling  manhood  as  well  as  bis  professional  attainments  had  commanded 
for  bim  the  respect  and  honor  of  those  with  whom  he  had  been  associated. 


HON.  BBBCHER  HITCHCOCK. 


Beecher  Hitchcock,  actively  identified  with  the  cedar  post  and  pole  business  at 
Sandpolnt  and  prominent  In  the  affairs  of  the  democratic  party  in  Idaho,  was  born  in 
Evanaton,  Itllnola,  In  the  year  1ST6.  In  that  city  he  received  his  education  and  shortly 
after  coming  of  age  moved  to  the  northern  peninsula  of  Michigan,  where  he  wae  asso- 
ciated with  bis  father  In  the  lumber  and  cedar  industry.  While  living  la  Michigan  he 
was  married  In  190S  to  Miss  Retta  Anthony  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie. 

In  the  year  1910  he  came  to  Saodpoint,  Idaho,  where  he  has  since  lived.  He  has  been 
succeaslvely  connected  with  the  Sandpotnt  Lumbar  *  Pole  Company,  the  firm  of  Hitch- 
cock A  Hltchner  of  which  be  was  the  senior  partner,  and  Is  now  half  owner  of  the 
Kanlksu  Cedar  Company  of  Sandpoint  and  Priest  river. 

Mr.  Hitchcock  Is  a  member  of  the  Elks  lodge  and  politically  is  a  democrat,  who  Is 
now  serving  his  second  term  as  a  member  of  the  Idaho  bouse  of  representatives,  his 
first  election  occurring  In  1916.  His  services  In  the  legislature  have  been  confined 
chiefly  to  the  finances  of  the  state.  In  the  1917  legislature  he  was  chairman  of  the 
appropriations  committee  and  In  the  present  legislature  Is  the  sole  minority  member  of 
that  committee. 


WILLIAM  R.  GREEN. 


William  R.  Green,  a  highly  respected  rancher  living  five  miles  southwest  of  Meridian, 
Is  one  of  the  substantial  citizens  that  Missouri  has  furnished  to  Idaho.  He  was  bom 
In  the  former  state  December  26,  1877,  thus  arriving  as  a  Christmas  gift  to  his  parents, 
Samuel  and  Martha  Green,  but  both  passed  away  when  he  was  very  young,  he  being  but 
six  weeks  old  at  the  time  of  the  mother's  death,  while  when  a  little  lad  of  five  years 
he  was  left  an  orphan  upon  the  death  of  his  father.  He  lived  among  relatives  to  some 
extent  and  also  among  strangers  and  from  early  life  has  been  dependent  upon  his  own 
resources,  so  that  whatever  success  he  has  achieved  Is  the  direct  result  of  bis  Industry, 
determlnatloo  and  capability.    When  fifteen  years  of  age  be  came  frtmi  Hlssouri  to 
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Idaho  with  the  family  of  an  aunt  and  has  since  been  In  the  northwest  save  Tor  a  period 
at  seven  years  which  he  spent  In  Missonrl.  Ha  has  always  devoted  hie  tile  to  tanning 
and,  carefullj  sBTing  his  earnlnEs,  he  was  able  as  the  result  of  his  Industry  and 
economy  to  pnrchase  eighty-two  acres  ot  raw  land  In  1914,  his  place  being  situated 
five  miles  Bouthvest  ot  Meridian.  It  was  then  a  barren  tract,  covered  only  with  aage- 
brash,  and  the  result  of  his  labors  has  made  It  one  ot  the  most  attractive  farms  of  Ada 
county,  thirty-flvB  acres  ol  the  land  being  planted  to  alfalfa  and  red  clover.  He  has 
fine  fields  of  small  grain  which  yielded  sixty  bushels  to  the  acre  in  1920,  and  his  cre^ 
for  1&20  was  about  one  hundred  tons  ot  alfalfa  and  of  clover.  Around  his  home  is  a 
well  kept  lawn  adorned  with  beautiful  shade  trees,  and  there  is  every  Indication  ot  the 
careful  supervision  of  an  enterprising  and  progreseive  owner.  Mr.  Green  paid  sixty  dol- 
lars per  acre  for  this  property,  and  by  reaeon  of  the  advance  in  realty  prices  and  the 
Improvements  he  has  made  upon  It,  the  place  ts  today  worth  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars per  acre. 

Mr.  Green  has  been  married  twice.  In  Ontario,  Oregon,  on  the  19th  of  January, 
1903,  he  wedded  Ofa  L.  Ray,  who  paaeed  away  in  Missouri  in  1911,  leaving  two  children, 
Harva  and  Qlena,  aged  reapectively  eighteen  and  sixteen  years.  On  the  23d  ol  May, 
1914,  in  Nampa,  Mr.  Green  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Eliza  Meglaason,  who  had 
for  a  number  ot  years  been  a  successful  teacher  ot  Missouri,  in  which  state  she  was 
born,  reared  and  educated.  She  afterward  taught  in  Colorado  for  eight  years  before 
coming  to  the  northwest  and  for  a  time  was  a  teacher  at  Vale,  Oregon.-  She  ts  now 
teaching  in  the  primary  department  ot  the  home  school  in  the  Green  neighborhood, 
this  school  being  about  a  mile  from  their  residence. 

Mr.  Green  holds  membership  in  the  Independent  Order  ot  Odd  Fellows  and  he 
formerly  gave  his  political  allegiance  to  the  republican  party  but  is  now  a  member  of 
the  Hon  Partisan  League.  He  has  never  been  ambitious  to  hold  olDce  but  has  concen- 
trated his  efforts  and  attention  upon  his  farming  Interests,  and  he  and  his  wife  have 
wrought  a  wonderful  transformation  lu  the  appearance  of  their  present  place.  Only 
about  six  years  ago  it  was  a  tract  of  wild  and  undeveloped  land  covered  with  the  native 
growth  of  sagebrush.  Today  11  is  one  ot  the  beauty  spots  In  the  landscape,  with  an 
attractive  home  in  the  midst  of  a  green,  velvety  lawn,  with  willow  and  other  shade 
trees  already  of  considerable  height.  The  place  is  the  visible  evidence  of  the  life  of 
industry  and  thrift  which  Mr.  Green  has  led,  and  he  deserves  much  credit  for  what 
he  has  accomplished,  tor  he  is  truly  a  selT-made  man,  owing  his  progress  entirely  to  bis 
own  efforts. 


JOSEPH  HANSEN: 


Joseph  Hansen  is  now  residing  in  Preston,  to  which  place  he  has  recently  returned 
after  concluding  his  labors  as  secretary  of  the  Idaho  State  Council  of  Defense,  which 
position  he  had  occupied  from  the  2Sth  ot  April,  191T.  He  was  bom  In  Fairvlew,  San- 
pete county,  Utah,  June  6.  1869,  a  son  of  Charles  K.  and  Caroline  (Rasmussen)  Hansen, 
who  were  bom,  reared  and  married  in  Denmark.  They  crossed  the  ocean  in  1888  as 
converts  to  the  Mormon  faith  and  at  once  took  up  their  abode  In  Fairvlew,  Sanpete 
county,  where  they  still  reside. 

Reared  in  his  native  town,  Joseph  Hansen  pursued  his  education  in  the  schools 
there  and  afterward  in  the  normal  department  ot  the  Brigham  Young  University  at 
Provo.  He  took  up  the  profession  of  teaching,  entering  upon  this  work  when  seventeen 
years  of  age.  He  afterward  taught  and  attended  school  alternately  until  1891  and  then 
devoted  his  undivided  attention  to  teaching  until  1896.  For  two  years  thereafter  he  was 
a  Mormon  missionary  in  California  and  when  his  labors  there  were  completed  he  re- 
sumed the  profession,  of  teaching  In  Utah  and  continued  as  one  of  the  able  educators 
of  that  state  for  several  years.  He  was  also  elected  city  recorder  of  Fairvlew  and  filled 
the  office  for  two  terms,  while  for  one  term  be  was  mayor  and  for  one  term  a  member 
of  the  city  council,  filling  all  these  positions  prior  to  1909.  In  that  year  he  again 
went  as  a  missionary  to  Calltornia.  In  1911  he  taught  In  the  schools  of  Provo.  Utah, 
and  in  1912  came  to  Idaho,  settling  in  Franklin  county,  where  for  five  years  he  was 
principal  of  the  schools  of  Dayton.  He  has  proven  an  able  educator,  imparting  clearly 
and  readily  to  others  the  knowledge  that  he  has  acquired.  He  served  for  two  years 
as  president  of  the  village  board  of  Dayton,  and  he  has  been  quite  active  in  church 
work,  filling  the  position  of  member  ot  the  high  council  of  the  Oneida  stake.    He  was 
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again  called  to  public  office  on  the  29tli  of  Aprtt,  1917,  when  he  was  appointed  by  Gov- 
George  M.  Alexander  as  eeeretary  of  the  State  Council  of  DefenBe,  In  which  connection 
he  made  a  splendid  record.  At  the  conclusion  of  hla  labors  one  of  the  newspapers  of 
the  state  said  of  him:  "Joseph  Hansen,  secretary  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  com- 
pleted his  labors  today  and  leaves  tonight  for  his  home  at  Preston.  While  the  Council 
passed  but  of  existence  as  a  state  oreanlzatlon  some  time  ago,  the  secretary  continued 
at  the  request  of  Governor  Davis  to  complete  the  record.  Probably  no  man  In  the  state 
was  more  familiar  with  war  work  In  Idaho  than  Secretary  Hansen.  Prior  to  the 
time  tbe  council  organization  came  into  existence  he  was  secretary  of  the  state  and  had 
much  to  do  with  tbe  settlement  of  labor  troubles.  While  tbe  Council  was  In  existence 
he  toured  Idaho  from  one  end  to  the  other  urging  undivided  support  of  tbe  goremment 
and  assisting  In  organizing  for  all  drives.  One  of  his  sons,  De  Lisle  Ward,  died  in  the 
service  of  his  country." 

In  politics  Mr.  Hansen  bas  ever  been  a  democrat  and  served  as  chairman  of  tbe 
democratic  central  committee  of  PYanklln  county  two  years.  He  is  a  forcible  and  popular 
public  speaker  and  very  frequently  delivers  addresses  on  various  topics.  He  has  made 
many  political  speeches  during  different  campaigns  In  both  Idaho  and  Utah  and  during 
the  period  of  the  war  bas  been  one  of  the  popular  speakers  of  the  state  representing  tbe 
Council  of  Defense,    In  fact  he  has  been  moat  active  and  helpful  In  war  work. 

On  the  Tth  of  June,  1S93,  Mr.  Hansen  was  married  in  the  Mormon  Temple  at  MantI, 
Utah,  to  Sophia  Chrlstensen,  who  was  also  born  in  Utah  of  Danish  parentage.  They 
have  eight  children,  five  sons  and  three  daughters:  Allie  Joy,  De  Lisle  Ward,  Tanesa,' 
HeIbB,  Lndeen,  Emmltt,  Grant  and  Winston,  all  of  whom  are  yet  living  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  eldest  son,  De  Lisle,  who  died  of  Influenza  at  Camp  Quantlco,  Virginia, 
October  2,  ISIS,  while  in  the  United  States  marine  service,  having  enlisted  in  June  of 
that  year.    He  was  twenty-two  years  (tf  age  at  tbe  time  of  his  demise. 

With  the  close  of  bis  service  as  secretary  of  the  Conncil  of  Defense  Hr.  Hansen 
returned  to  his  home  at  Preston.  He  Is  a  man  of  force  and  ability,  a  keen  thinker  and 
logical  reasoner,  actuated  at  all  times  by  a  high  sense  of  duty. 


JAHES  ALBERT  NEAL. 

James  Albert  Neal,  residing  upon  a  dairy  raiich  of  thirty-four  acres  two  miles 
sontb  of  Meridian,  was  bom  in  Nemaha  county,  Nebraska,  April  2.  1874.  At  the  usual 
age  be  became  a  public  school  pupil  there,  being  reared  In  the  borne  of  his  parents, 
James  Emory  and  Hary  Ann  (Nlncebelser)  Neal,  the  latter  of  Holland  Dutch  de- 
scent and  a  representative  of  one  of  tbe  old  families  of  Pennsylvania.  She  passed 
away  In  Nebraska  In  1940,  at  tbe  age  of  sixty-Ove  years,  and  Mr.  Neal  came  to  Idaho 
In  1902  and  remained  a  resident  of  Boise  until  his  death,  which  occurred  in  1919. 
when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  eighty-seven  years. 

James  Albert  Neal  had  largely  acquired  bis  education  In  Nebraska,  completing 
bis  studies  In  the  Nebraska  State  Normal  School  at  Peru.  He  then  concentrated  his 
efforts  upon  farming  and  came  with  his  father  to  Idaho  when  twenty-eight  years  of 
age.  For  ten  years  he  remained  In  Boise  and  during  tbat  period  devoted  his  time 
chiefly  to  tbe  hardware  business.  Otherwise  he  has  carried  on  agricultural  pursuits 
and  Is  now  concentrating  his  efforts  and  attention  upon  dairying,  bis  tblrty-tour- 
acre  ranch  two  miles  south  of  Meridian  being  devoted  to  the  raising  of  dairy  cattle 
and  the  handling  of  dairy  products. 

On  tbe  26th  of  August,  1914.  Mr.  Neal  was  married  to  Anna  June  Sage,  a  native 
of  Nebraska,  her  birth  having  occurred  in  Sheridan  county,  that  state,  June  1,  1S87. 
Although  both  she  and  her  husband  were  born  In  Nebraska,  they  did  not  know  each 
other  until  they  became  residents  of  Idaho.  ,  Mrs.  Neal  came  to  the  latter  state  with 
her  parents,  William  Judson  and  Luella  May  (Fruit)  Sage,  In  1901.  For  four  years 
prior  to  his  marriage,  from  1911  until  1915,  Mr.  Neat  had  been  In  the  employ  of 
tbe  United  States  government  at  Arrowrock  Dam  In  the  capacity  of  railroad  agent 
and  warehouse  man.  In  191E,  the  year  following  his  marriage,  he  returned  to  Boise 
and  in  January,  1920,  he  purchased  a  well  Improved  twenty-acre  ranch  near  Uatlck, 
on  which  be  took  up  his  abode  in  February.  Thirty  days  later  he  sold  this  property 
at  a  profit  of  tl,QDO.  In  March.  19S0,  be  purchased  hie  present  ranch  south  ot 
Meridian  and  has  since  made  his  home  thereon.  To  him  and  his  wife  have  been 
bom  a  eon  and  two  daughters:  Alberta  June,  who  was  bom  October  (,  1916;  Luella

May,  March  3,  1918;  and  William  IiesUe,  July  14,  1920.     By  a  former  marriage  Mr. 
Neal  bad  a  daughter,  EllEabeth,  who  la  now  thirteen  jreare  of  age. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Neal  are  members  of  the  Christian  church  and  he  la  also  a  Royak 
Arch  and  Knight  Templar  Haaon  and  member  of  the  Myatlc  Shrine.  In  politics  both 
he  and  hia  wife  are  aupporters  of  the  republican  party.  Mrs.  Neal  la  a  graduate  of 
the  Bolae  high  school  of  the  class  of  1906  and  for  a  time  was  a  teacher  in  the  schoola 
of  the  capital  city.  Bhe  is  a  lady  of  culture  and  refinement  and  presides  most  gra- 
ciously over  her  hospitable  home.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Neal  have  gained  many  friends 
dnrlng  the  period  of  their  residence  in  Idaho,  and  their  spirit  of  enterprise  makes 
them  worthy  citizens  of  this  progressive  state. 


FLETCHER  C.  FROST. 

Fletcher  0.  Frost,  a  cattleman  living  at  Bliss,  has  been  a  resident  of  Idaho  since 
the  spring  of  1882,  arriving  here  when  a  lad  of  but  ten  years.  He  was  bom  in 
Benton  county.  Arkansas,  October  E,  1872,  his  parents  being  Shelby  C.  and  M.  J.  (Wil- 
son) Frost,  the  former  a  native  of  Danville,  Kentucky,  while  the  latter  was  born 
In  Sedalia,  Hlsaouri.  The  father  crossed  the  plains  to  California  In  1861,  attracted 
by  the  gold  discoveries  in  that  state.  He  engaged  In  packing  in  and  out  of  various 
mining  camps  and.  afterward  removed  to  Sliver  City,  Owyhee  county,  where  he  en- 
gaged In  mining  until  1867,  when  he  returned  to  his  old  home.  He  made  a  number 
of  trips  acroaa  the  plains,  and  It  was  on  one  such  trip.  In  1S69,  that  be  met  the 
lady  whom  he  afterward  married,  their  wedding  being  celebrated  at  Corlnne,  Utah. 
They  resided  in  Silver  City  tor  a  while  and  subsequently  returned  to  Benton  county, 
Arkansas,  where  they  remained  until  1881,  and  while  there  residing  four  of  their 
children  were  bom.  In  the  year  designated  they  again  traveled  acroaa  the  plains 
with  team  and  wagon  and  aettled  on  a  ranch  south  of  Gooding,  comprising  160 
acres.  This  was  In  1882.  For  two  years  the  family  lived  In  tents.  Later  the  father 
hauled  lumber  from  Camas  prairie  and  built  a  little  cabin.  He  bent  every  energy 
to  the  Improvement  and  development  of  his  ranch  and  was  thus  engaged  until  1904, 
when  he  sold  the  pnverty  to  Governor  Steunenberg.  In  1882  he  conducted  a  saloon 
In  a  tent  on  the  Malad  river  where  the  railroad  was  to  be  extended  through,  and 
he  was  alao  proprietor  of  a  saloon  for  a  time  at  Glenna  Ferry  and  at  Mountain 
Home.  In  1904  he  removed  to  Shoshone,  nbere  he  retired  from  active  business, 
there  paaslng  away  In  1912,  when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  eighty-two  yeara.  Hla 
widow  survived  him  until  1919  and  died  In  May  of  that  year  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
nine.     Mr.  Prost  gave  his  political  allegiance  to  the  democratic  party. 

Fletcher  C.  Frost  crossed  the  plains  with  bis  parents  In  the  apring  of  1882, 
when  a  lad  of  hut  ten  years,  and  located  with  his  father  between  Bliss  and  Gooding. 
He  remained  upon  the  ranch  there  until  he  had  attained  his  majority,  when  he  took 
up  a  homestead,  which  he  later,  however,  sold  to  his  father.  He  engaged  in  running 
cattle  and  horses  and  has  been  in  this  business  since  starting  out  Independently. 
He  now  makes  his  home  In  Bliss  and  he  is  the  owner  ol  an  excellent  farm  property 
near  by,  from  which  he  derives  a  substantial  annual  Income. 

In  1911  Mr.  Prost  was  married  to  Hiss  Lydla  Wright,  a  daughter  of  George  A. 
Kunke  and  a  native  of  Caldwell,  Idaho.  They  have  two  children,  Frank  and  Bernell. 
Politically  Mr.  Frost  is  a  democrat,  but  the  honors  and  emoluments  of  office  have 
bad  no  attraction  for  him,  as  he  has  always  preferred  to  give  his  undivided  time 
and  attention  to  his  business  affairs  and  as  a  cattleman  has  become  well  known 
In  Gooding  county,  where  he  has  carefully  directed  his  efforts  along  tBe  lines  of 
growing  prosperity. 


O.  A.  OLIN. 

O.  A.  Olin,  of  Wallace,  baa  won  a  most  creditable  position  In  financial  circles  In 
northern  Idaho.  He  Is  a  native  of  Sweden,  born  November  5,  1874,  hla  parents  being 
Andrew'and  Beatta  Olln,  who  were  alao  natives  of  that  land.  They  came  to  the 
United  States  In  1882,  when  their  son  was  a  lad  of  eight  years,  and  settled  first  In 
Lac  Qui  Parle  county,  Hlnnesota.     There  the  father  followed   the  occupation  of 
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farmlngr  He  waa  a  very  Industrious,  active  and  prosresslve  man  and  throoKh  the 
careful  manasement  ol  bis  agricultural  intereats  won  «  subetantlal  measure  of  auc- 
CM8.  In  1906  he  removed  to  Spokane,  Washlne1,on,  where  he  la  still  llTlng.  His 
retlgiouB  faith  Is  that  of  the  Lutheran  church. 

The  educational  advantages  accorded  O.  A.  Olln  were  only  ttaoee  attorded  by  the 
common  schools.  When  but  twelve  years  of  age  he  began  farm  work,  which  he  fol- 
lowed through  the  summer  eeaeous,  while  in  the  winter  months  he  attended  school. 
In  1S91  he  came  to  Idaho  and  for  a  time  was  engaged  in  the  restaurant  business 
at  Florence.  In  1S99  he  went  to  Buffalo  Hump  during  the  gold  excitement  and 
upon  hie  removal  to  Wallace  he  resumed  connection  with  the  restaurant  business, 
conducting  the  Royal  Cat^,  of  which  the  Bouquet  Restaurant  is  the  outgrowth.  The 
latter  Is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  state  and  unsurpassed  la  northwestern  Idaho.  Br 
reason  of  its  excellent  cuisine,  its  attractive  appearance  and  the  progressive  business 
methods  manifest  In  Us  management  it  has  become  a  most  popular  establishment, 
accorded  a  liberal  patronage.  In  19 IG  Mr.  Olln  further  extended  the  scope  of  Us 
activities  by  organlting  the  O,  A.  Olln  Company,  of  which  he  was  president.  This 
company  was  formed  to  handle  stocks,  bonds,  Insurance,  loans  and  real  estate,  mak- 
ing a  specialty  of  mining  properties  and  stocks  and  of  Insurance.  From  the  begin- 
ning the  company  prospered  and  secured  a  large  clientage.  Mr.  Olln  individually 
holds  extensive  mining  interests.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Wallace 
Stock  Exchange  and  is  also  a  member  of  the  Spokane  Stock  Exchange. 

Mr.  Olln  married  Mlas  Mary  Johnson  and  their  home  is  attractive  by  reason  of 
Its  warm-hearted  hospitality,  extended  to  their  many  friends.  Mr.  Olln  Is  Identified 
with  the  Elks  Lodge,  No.  331,  also  with  the  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles  and  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  was  active  in  all  drives  for  the  support  of  the 
country  during  the  World  war  and  cooperated  In  all  the  activities  put  forth  for  the 
benefit  of  the  great  army  of  four  million  American  men.  While  bom  acroaa  the 
water,  he  la  thoroughly  American  In  spirit  and  In  Interests  and  does  everything  in 
his  power  to  uphold  the  Ideals  of  the  country. 


FRED   W.  GOODING. 


Fred  W.  Gooding,  of  Shoshone,  Is  one  of  Idaho's  most  successful  business  men, 
hla  interests  being  of  a  varied  and  Important  cliaracter.  He  was  bom  in  Devonshire, 
England,  May  S,  ISSS,  and  is  a  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Wyatt)  Gooding.  He  came 
to  America  with  hla  mother  and  the  family  in  1867,  the  father  and  brother  Thorny 
having  preceded  the  others  one  year.  They  made  their  way  to  Paw  Paw,  Van  Buren 
county,  Michigan,  and,  while  the  family  there  resided,  Fred  W.  Gooding  was  a  pupil 
In  the  public  schools.  In  1879  he  went  to  California  but  returned  to  Michigan  In  the 
fall  of  ISSl,  and  later  pursued  a  business  course  in  the  Valparaiso  University  of 
Indiana. 

In  1S82  Mr.  Gooding  came  to  Idaho,  first  settling  at  Ketchum,  where  he  was 
employed  at  prospecting  and  mining.  In  the  spring  of  1883  be  went  Into  the  meat  busi- 
nesB  as  a  wholesale  and  retail  dealer,  supplying  the  smelter  and  big  mining  companies  at 
a  time  when  Ketchum  was  enjoying  a  boom.  He  continued  successfully  in  that  business 
until  the  fall  of  1S8T,  when  he  acquired  an  Interest  in  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of 
land  where  the  city  of  Gooding  now  stands.  In  1888  he  embarked  in  the  wool  growing  ' 
bustnesH,  in  which  he  has  been  extensively  interested  to  the  present  time,  and  also  In 
farming.  He  afterward  purchased  two  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land  and  part  of  his 
ranch  Is  now  within  the  corporation  limits  of  the  town  of  Gooding.  Various  other  busi- 
nesa  enterprises  have  profited  by  his  cooperation  and  have  been  stimulated  by  his  enter- 
prise and  progress iveness.  He  was  the  organizer  and  is  the  president  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Shoshone.  He  also  is  one  of  the  largest  stockholders  and  -one  of 
the  directors  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Jerome.  He  la  likewise  a  stockholder  and 
director  In  the  Idaho  State  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Boise,  and  was  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  state  highway  commission  by  the  present  chief  executive,  Governor  Davis, 
but  was  forced  to  decline  on  account  of  ill  health.  He  and  his  sons  now  control  over 
four  thousand  acres  of  farm  land  and  It  is  said  that  they  have  converted  more  rough 
sagebrush  land  into  arable  land  than  any  other  firm  or  Individual  In  the  state.  They 
are  at  present  extensively  and  successfully  engaged  In  the  sheep  hnslnesB,  their  activi- 
ties being  most  wisely  and  profitably  directed.    In  the  fall  of  1894  he  waa  elected  county 
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commlBBloner  of  what  vbb  then  Logan  connty.  During  tbe  sesBion  of  the  state  leglsla- 
tnre  la-  1895  this  county  was  dlTlded  and  the  present  Blaine  and  Lincoln  countiee 
created.  Mr.  Gooding  was  then  appointed  aeseBSor  of  the  newly  made  Lincoln  county 
and  at  the  next  election  was  chosen  for  the  offlce  hy  a  very  large  majority.  In  1901 
he  was  elected  to  the  sixth  session  of  the  state  legislature  for  one  term  and  again  In 
1909  he  was  selected  tor  that  position  and  was  elected  president  pro  tem  of  the  senate. 
Together  with  Senator  Shawan  of  Payette  county  he  introduced  the  hill  known  as  the 
highway  district  bill,  which  was  passed,  and  it  Is  credited  with  being  the  source  ot  more 
road  improvements  throughout  Uie  state  and  the  deTelopment  ot  the  public  highways 
than  any  other  measure.  Mr.  Gooding  also  organised  the  Shoshone  highway  distrliA, 
which  was  the  first  to  organize  tor  the  development  ot  good  roads.  The  district  was 
bonded  tor  eighty  thousand  dollars,  after  which  work  Immediately  proceeded  In  the 
promotion  and  building  of  good  roads.  Mr.  Gooding  was  made  a  member  of  the  good 
roads  commission  and  was  appointed  chairman  by  Governor  Hawley.  He  Is  often  men- 
tioned as  "Good  Roads  Gooding,"  a  nickname  ot  which  he  may  well  be  proud,  for  It  indi- 
cates how  valuable  have  been  his  efforts  in  the  promotion  of  the  cause  tn  the  state. 

On  the  11th  ot  December,  1884,  at  Ketchum,  Idaho,  Mr.  Gooding  waa  united  in  mar- 
riage to  Hiss  Mary  L.  Qriffln,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Griffin.  She  Is  widely 
known  throughout  the  state  as  a  most  active  ctub  woman  and  worker  In  behalf  of  chari- 
lable  and  benevolent  projects.  By  her  marriage  she  has  become  the  mother  of  two  chil- 
dren: Edward  Q.,  who  married  Miss  Edith  Virginia  Logan,  of  Alton,  Illinois,  and  now 
resides  at  Shoshone;  and  Alta  E.,  the  wlle  of  D.  Sidney  Smith,  of  Klrkvllle,  Iowa,  by 
whom  she  has  two  children,  Frederick  W.  Gooding  Smith  and  Mary  EUxabeth  Smith. 
Edward  Q.  Gooding  and  Mr.  Smith  are  associated  with  Fred  W.  Gooding  Id  the  wool 
growing  and  farm  produce  business  under  the  title  of  EVed  W.  Gooding  *  Sons,  with 
offices  at  Shoshone,  Idaho. 

Mr.  Gooding  is  prominently  known  as  one  of  the  leading  wool  growers  of  the  north- 
west He  became  a  charter  member  of  the  Idaho  Wool  Growers  Association,  ot  which 
he  waa  president  tor  two  terms,  and  be  also  served  for  three  terms  as  president  of  the 
National  Wool  Growers  Association.  Both  he  and  his  wife  attend  tbe  Episcopal  church 
and  he  belongs  also  to  tbe  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  and  the  Knigbts  ot  Pythias  and  In  the  last  two  named  has  filled  all  ot 
tbe  chairs,  being  the  oldest  ex-chancellor  commander  created  in  tbe  state  of  Idaho.  He 
Is  likewise  a  Mason,  has  attained  tbe  thirty-second  degree  ot  the  Scottish  Rite  and  Is  a 
member  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  Aside  from  his  business  connections  he  is  probably  best 
known  as  one  of  the  republican  leaders  of  Idaho,  has  served  as  a  member  ot  the  state 
central  committee  and  was  a  delegate  to  the  republican  national  convention  at  Cblcago 
which  nominated  Charles  E.  Hughes  for  president.  He  Is  In  every  respect  one  of  tbe 
state's  most  progressive  men,  looking  constantly  to  the  welfare  and  progress  ot  Idaho, 
and  his  initiative  and  enterprise  have  been  dominant  factors  in  the  state's  development 


PETE  JEN80N. 

Pete  Jeoson  is  engaged  in  ranching  on  a  highly  Improved  eighty-acre  farm  two 
miles  Bonthwest  of  Meridian.  He  was  bom  In  Sweden,  March  20,  18B1,  and  there 
his  parents  still  reside.  His  youthfnl  days  were  passed  upon  a  farm  In  the  southern 
parCot  Sweden  and  there,  on  the  10th  ot  December,  1901,  he  wedded  HhM  Jennie 
Carlson,  who  is  also  a  native  of  the  same  neighhorhood  In  which  his  birth  occurred, 
her  natal  day  being  July  25,  1879.  She  is  a  sister  of  Gus  Carlson,  of  Boise,  who 
was  formerly  county  commissioner  of  Ada  county,  and  also  a  sister  ot  Victor  Carl- 
son, living  in  Kuna. 

For  nine  years  after  his  marriage  Mr.  Jensen  remained  in  Sweden  and  then  In 
1910  came  alone  to  the  United  States,  leaving  bis  wife  and  two  children  in  their 
native  land.  After  making  arrangements  tor  a  home,  he  sent  tor  them  and  they 
joined  him  in  1911.  He  made  his  way  direct  to  Idaho  and  has  since  been  in  the 
Boise  valley,  where  he  has  engaged  in  ranching  and  in  dairy  farming  with  notable 
success.  He  has  resided  on  his  present  ranch  ot  eighty  acres  tor  the  past  four  years. 
and  while  he  rents  this  proper^,  he  owns  a  ranch  three  miles  distant  from  where 
he  lives,  having  purchased  the  property  In  1919.  It  was  then  a  tract  ot  sagebrush 
and  he  is  carefully  developing  and  improving  it. 

Tbe  two  children  horn  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jenson  are:  Gurll,  whose  birth  occurred 
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June  8,  1902,  ftnd  who  on  the  10th  of  September,  1919,  became  the  wife  of  Perlander 
McNlelly  and  now  llree  In  Boise;  and  Henry  Jenson,  who  was  bom  March  24,  19QS. 
The  famllr  attends  the  Swedish  Lutheran  chnrch  and  Mr.  Jenson  Is  also  a  member 
of  the  Modern  Woodmen.  Both  he  and  his  wife  maintain  an  Independent  course  in 
politics,  voting  for  the  candidates  whom  they  regard  as  best  qualified  for  office. 


WILLOUOHBT  ADAMS. 

WUIoughby  Adams,  a  fanner  and  stockman  of  WaBblngton  county  whose  dil- 
igence and  enterprise  have  been  important  elements  In  the  attainment  of  sabstan- 
tial  iucceas,  was  born  at  Mount  Vernon,  Illinois,  and  Is  a  son  of  George  W.  Adami, 
who  is  mentioned  on  another  page  of  this  work.  The  removal  of  the  family  to  the 
northwest  made  him  a  pioneer  settler  of  Oregon  and  of  Idaho.  He  shared  In  all  of 
the  hardehlpB  and  privations  incident  to  the  settlement  of  the  frontier,  being  reared 
amid  the  environment  of  pioneer  life.  He  pursued  his  education  in  the  schools  of 
the  northwest  and  started  out  to  provide  for  hla  own  support  when  a  youth  of 
eighteen  years,  working  as  a  common  laborer.  He  possessed  energy  and  ambition, 
however,  and  so  directed  his  efforts  that  In  1S7S  he  was  able  to  begin  farming  on 
hie  own  account  by  taking  up  a  homestead  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  on  Mon- 
roe creek.  This  he  developed  and  Improved,  continuing  its  cultivation  for  six  years, 
during  which  time  he  also  engaged  in  the  raising  of  live  stock.  He  next  removed 
to  Thousand  Springs  valley  and  took  np  a  timber  claim,  which  he  owned  and  occu- 
pied for  a  decade.  On  the  expiration  of  that  period  be  removed  to  Welser  and  was 
elected  sheriff  of  Washington  county  in  1S83.  He  continued  to  act  as  sheriff  and 
as  deputy  Bheritf  for  a  period  of  four  years,  making  a  creditable  record  as  a  public 
official.  In  1906  he  purchased  the  farm  upon  which  he  now  resides,  comprising  a 
tract  of  forty  acres,  which  is  one  of  the  best  Improved  farm  properties  in  the  valley. 
It  la  supplied  with  excellent  buildings  and  all  modern  equipments  to  facilitate  thft 
work  of  the  fields,  which  are  separated  by  well  kept  fences,  and  every  indication 
of  progressive  and  scientific  farming  Is  found  upon  his  place.  He  Is  also  anccess- 
fnlly  raising  stock,  which  adds  materially  to  his  income. 

In  1878  Mr.  Adams  was  married  to  Hiss  Willie  Ann  Jackson,  a  native  of  Kansas 
and  a  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (WllliaBiB)  Jackson,  who  were  pioneer  residents 
of  Idaho  and  have  now  passed  away.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adams  have  been  born  the 
following  children:  Ernest;  Grace;  Shirley;  Qeorge;  Gdlth,  who  Is  deceased;  Reno, 
who  has  also  passed  away;  Haud,  a  high  school  pupil;  and  Belle,  who  Is  likewise 
attending  high  school. 

Mr.  Adams  votes  with  the  democratic  party,  but  the  honors  and  umoluments 
of  office  have  had  no  attraction  for  him.  His  undivided  attention  has  been  given 
to  his  business  affairs  and  through  his  diligence  and  determination  he  has  won  a 
substantial  measure  of  success  that  ranks  him  with  the  leading  farmers  and  stock 
raisers  of  Washington  county. 


HON.  WELDON  BRINTON  HBTBURN. 

Hon.  Weldon  Brinton  Heybum,  who  at  one  time  was  United  States  senator  from 
Idaho  and  who  was  one  of  the  most  distinguished  cltiiens  of  Shoshone  county,  was 
bom  in  Delaware  county,  Pennsylvania,  May  23,  1852.  and  spent  his  last  days  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  where  he  departed  this  life  October  17,  1912.  He  came  of 
Quaker  parentage  and  he  acquired  an  academic  education  in  his  native  state, 
pursuing  his  studies  In  part  under  private  tutorage.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
In  1S7S  and  after  practicing  law  In  the  east  tor  several  years  came  to  Shoshone 
county,  Idaho,  in  1883. 

Throughout  the  period  of  his  residence  in  this  state  Mr.  Heybum  was  a  distin- 
gulshed  member  of  the  republican  party  and  one  who  wielded  a  wide  Infiuence  in 
shaping  the  course  of  the  party  In  the  northwest.  He  was  made  a  delegate  to  the 
republican  national'  convenUons  In  ISSS,  1892,  ISOD  and  1904.  He  was  instrumental 
in  keeping  the  republican  party  together  during  the  silver  craze  of  1896  and  In 
1903  he  was  elected  to  the  United  States  senate,  to  which  he  was  reelected  on  the 
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explrKtlOQ  ot  his  first  term.  His  course  u  a  member  of  the  upper  boase  of  tlie 
national  assemblr  is  a  matter  ot  hletory.  His  aid  and  support  were  always  given 
on  the  side  ot  progrees  and  Improvement,  and  be  kept  In  close  toucb  yritb  the  vital 
problems  and  Issues  of  the  day.  He  was  a  deep  thinker,  a  clear  reasoner  and  on* 
who  looted  beyond  the  exigencies  of  the  moment  to  the  needs  and  opportunities  ot 
the  future.  His  course  was  one  which  reflected  credit  and  honor  upon  the  history 
ot  the  northwest.  His  greatness  was  never  bounded  by  a  one-mile  radltls  but  com- 
passed all  those  national  Interests  which  have  been  bo  potent  In  abaplng  American 
liistory  In  recent  years,  and  his  loyalty  to  the  best  Interests  of  bis  country  was  ever 
one  ot  bts  outstanding  qualities. 


P.  A.  BLACKWELL. 


By  reason  ot  bis  extensive  and  Important  industrial  and  financial  interests  F.  A. 
BlackweU  may  well  be  numbered  among  the  captains  ot  Industry  in  northern  Idaho. 
Residing  at  Coenr  d'Alene,  he  controls  at  that  point  extensive  banking  and  lumber  in- 
terests, displaying  at  all  times  sound  Judgment  and  unfaltering  enterprise  In  the  con- 
duct ot  bis  atfalrs.  The  width  ot  the  continent  separates  him  from  his  birthplace,  tor 
be  Is  a  native  ot  Fairfield,  Maine,  bis  birth  having  there  occurred  on  the  23d  of  De- 
cember, 18G2,  his  parents  being  Nathaniel  Russell  and  Sarah  H.  (Nye)  BlackweU.  The 
father  was  bom  In  Somerset  county,  Maine,  and  died  In  that  state  in  1896,  when  seventy- 
tour  years  of  age.  The  mother  wae  also  a  native  ot  the  same  county,  both  being  repre- 
sentatives ot  pioneer  families  ot  the  Fine  Tree  state.  Nathaniel  R.  BlackweU  was  a 
blacksmith  by  trade.  In  1S66  he  made  his  way  by  the  Isthmus  ot  I^nama  route  to 
California,  attracted  by  the  gold  discoveries  on  the  Paniflc  coast.  After  four  years  he 
returned  to  Maine  and  again  engaged  in  blacksmlthing  until  the  time  ot  his  retirement 
from  buslneaa,  after  which  he  lived  upon  a  farm.  He  was  a  republican  in  bis  political 
views  and  a  methodlst  In  religious  faith,  taking  active  part  In  the  work  ot  the  church. 
To  him  and  bis  wife  were  born  three  children:  William  E.,  who  in  1S72  became  a  resi- 
dent of  Chicago,  where  he  passed  away  In  1919,  after  forty-seven  years  spent  in  that  city; 
F.  A.;  and  Mellville  H.,  who  was  bom  December  4,  1S60,  and  residee  at  Brunswick, 
Maine. 

F.  A.  BlackweU  attended  the  public  schools  ot  Fairfield,  Maine,  also  the  Bloomfleld 
Academy  at  Skowhegan,  Maine,  and  a  commercial  college  at  Augusta,  that  state.  From 
the  age  ot  eleven  years  he  has  been  dependent  upon  bis  own  resources.  He  left  h<Hne 
at  that  time  and  worked  as  a  farm  hand  for  hie  board  In  the  winter  seasons,  attending 
school  through  the  cold  months.  In  1S69  be  made  his  way  to  the  woods  ot  Pennsylvania, 
there  learning  the  lumber  business.  He  was  thus  employed  until  1S7I,  when  he  acceptd 
a  position  at  the  freight  station  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  at  St.  Marys,  spending 
hts  time  there  and  at  Driftwood  until  1880,  acting  as  assistant  to  the  agent  and  having 
charge  ot  the  freight  business.  In  the  latter  year  be  became  a  contractor  and  logger  on 
the  west  branch  ot  the  Susquehanna  river,  devoting  his  attention  to  the  business  for 
twenty-two  years,  or  until  1902.  He  had  changed  his  location,  however,  for  la  May, 
1900,  be  had  come  to  the  Coeur  d'Alene  country,  whfre  he  began  buying  timber,  but  he 
did  not  take  up  his  abode  here  until  two  years  later.  He  bad  large  lumber  interests 
In  Pennsylvania  near  Driftwood  and  North  Bend,  but  the  opportunities  tor  bnsiness 
ot  this  character  In  the  northwest  led  him  to  come  to  Idaho  and  in  1906  be  organised 
the  Panhandle  Lumber  Company  of  Spirit  Lake,  ot  which  he  was  president  friKn  1906 
until  1916,  this  company  cqwraUng  mills  at  Spirit  I^ke,  Idaho,  and  lone,  Washington, 
employing  several  hundred  men  in  the  manufacture  of  western  pine  lumber.  In  1948  he 
became  one  of  the  organlEers  of  the  BlackweU  Lumber  Company  ot  Coeur  d'Alene  and 
Ferawood.  This  company  la  largely  engaged  in  the  manufacture  ot  white  pine  and  Mr. 
BlackweU  is  now  acting  as  manager  ot  the  Fernwood  plant  and  is  a  member  ot  the  board 
ot  directors  of  both  the  Fernwood  and  the  Coeur  d'Alene  companies.  He  is  also  a  stock- 
holder in  the  Bank  of  Spirit  Lake  and  the  American  Tmst  Company  of  Coeur  d'Alene 
and  likewise  the  old  National  Bank  of  Spokane.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  ot  the 
first  two  and  has  been  president  of  both  but  Is  now  endeavoring  to  retire  from  business, 
leaving  the  heavy  burdens  and  reBponslblUtleB  to  others  while  still  maintaining  his 
financial  connection  therewith.  He  was  the  buAder  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  ft  Sptdiane 
Railroad,  now  the  Spokane  A  Inland  Empire  Road.    He  organized  the  company,  raised 
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all  the  money  and  voted  elghty-flTe  per  cent  of  the  Block.  He  la  now  one  ot  the  stock- 
boldenr  ol  the  Spokane  &  Inland  Empire  Road. 

lu  1876,  at  RenoTO.  Pennsylvania,  Mr.  Blackwell  was  married  to  Miae  Isabel  P. 
Bell,  who  was  born  In  Holton,  Maine,  a  daughter  of  Jonathan  Bell,  who  eng»iged  in  tann- 
ins and  In  the  lumber  buslneaa.  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Blackwell  have  two  children.  The  soa, 
Russell  P.,  iB  president  of  the  Blackwell  Motor  Company  at  Spokane.  He  was  lormerly 
general  manager  ot  the  Idaho,  Washington  *  Northern  Railroad,  now  a  part  ot  the  Mil- 
waukee syatem.  This  Is  said  to  be  the  finest  built  railroad  In  the  weat  and  of  the  com- 
pany Mr.  Blackwell  was  the  president.  The  son  la  married  and  has  two  living  children, 
Fred  R.  and  Robert.  The  daughter,  Helen  Blanche,  born  August  20,  18S3,  died  March 
H,  1917.  She  was  the  wife  ot  R.  M.  Hart,  who  waa  the  manager,  secretary  and  treasurer 
ot  the  Blackwell  Lumber  Company.    She  left  one  child,  Russell  Blackwell  Hart. 

Mr.  Blackwell  has  always  given  his  political  allegiance  to  the  republican  party  but 
has  never  been  an  active  party  worker.  He  has  long  been  a  faithful  follower  of  Masonic 
teachings  and  Is  a  life  member  of  Driftwood  Lodge,  A.  P.  ft  A.  M.,  ot  Driftwood,  Penn- 
sylvania, ot  which  he  was  elected  master  in  1874.  He  became  a  charter  member  of  the 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  at  Coeur  d'Alene  and  also  of  the  Knights  Templar  Commondery  at 
Coeur  d'Alene  and  In  tact  Is  a  charter  member  ot  Ave  different  Masonic  bodies.  He  la 
connected  with  the  Pennsylvania  Consistory  ot  the  Valley  of  Wllllamsport,  Is  also  a 
member  ot  the  Council  of  Bradtord,  Pennsylvania,  and  fs  very  widely  known  In  Masonic 
circles.  He  likewise  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge.  No.  1254,  at  Coeur  d'Alene.  It  would  be 
almost  Impossible  to  over-estimate  the  value  ot  the  labor  and  actlvttiea  of  P.  A.  Black- 
well  in  connection  with  the  development  and  upbuilding  of  the  northweat.  With  notable 
prescience  he  realized  aomelhing  of  what  the  future  had  In  atore  tor  this  great  and  grow- 
ing weatem  country  and  through  his  businesa  Interests  has  contributed  in  notable  measure 
to  Its  development  and  pn^ress.  He  has  not  only  utilized  its  natural  resources  taut  in  all 
business  transactions  has  manifested  splendid  powers  of  coordination  whereby  he  has 
united  unrelated  and  ofttlmes  seemingly  diverse  elements  Into  a  harmonious  and  unified 
whole.  His  plans  have  ever  been  most  carefully  formulated  and  promptly  executed  and 
the  resnlts  achieved  have  been  substantial  factors  in  the  development  and  upbuilding 
ot  this  section  ot  the  country  as  well  as  In  the  promotKm  ot  his  Individual  fortunes. 


HON.  PETER  W.  JOHNSON. 

Hon.  Peter  W.  Johnson  has  figured  prominently  in  connection  with  the  industrial 
and  commercial  development  ot  the  northwest  and  makes  his  home  at  Coeur  d'Alene. 
He  Is  a  native  of  Norway,  his  birth  having  occurred  on  the  west  coast.  Syn  Fjord, 
on  the  ISth  ot  September.  1861.  His  parents  were  W.  P.  and  Anna  Johnson,  the 
latter  passing  away  In  1869.  The  father  devoted  bis  life  to  farming  and  fishing 
while  In  Norway  and  on  the  27th  of  June,  1SS7,  he  came  to  the  United  States,  mak- 
ing his  way  to  Madella,  Minnesota,  where  he  resumed  agricultural  pursuits.  He  is 
now  living  retired,  having  acquired  considerable  property  that  affords  him  an  ample 
annual  Income. 

Peter  W.  Johnson  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools.  The  winter 
months  were  devoted  to  his  schoel  work,  while  the  summer  seasons  wers  spent  In 
the  work  ot  the  farm.  He  was  desirous  of  engaging  in  some  other  business  than 
that  of  agriculture  and  when  sixteen  years  ot  age  he  began  learning  the  miller's 
trade.  For  three  years  he  was  employed  In  the  Madella  flour  mills  and  then  went 
to  Minneapolis,  where  he  was  connected  with  the  Washburn  and  PlUsbury  mills. 
At  length  his  health  failed  and,  thinking  that  outdoor  lite  would  prove  beneficial, 
he  went  upon  the  road  as  a  traveling  salesman  for  the  Minneapolis  Harvester  Com- 
pany tor  live  years.  In  1888  he  made  hie  way  to  the  northwest,  going  first  to  the 
coast  and  later  to  Spokane,  while  in  February,  1S89,  he  removed  to  Coeur  d'Alene. 
For  a  short  time  be  was  connected  with  the  machinery  department  of  the  lake  divi- 
sion ot  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  and  later  became  oosociated  with 
Captain  R.  O.  Sorenson  In  the  bnlldlng  of  boats.  They  were  the  builders  ot  all  of 
the  boats  on  Coeur  d'Alene  Lake  and  many  boats  on  Pen d  d'Oreille  lake.  The  busi- 
ness was  begun  In  a  small  way  and  was  built  up  to  extensive  proportions,  the  firm 
enjoying  a  reputation  that  extended  throughout  the  northwest.  Their  patronage 
became  an  extensive  one  and  the  business  proved  most  profitable,  Mr.  Johnson  re- 
maining In  active  connection  therewith  until  1910,  when  he  disposed  ot  his  Interests. 
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Hr.  Johnson  waa  marrlsd  In  1S98  to  Mrs.  Angnsta  K.  Walberg.  They  have 
reared  an  adopted  daughter  who  Is  now  Hra.  Anna  Haglnnd.  Mr.  Johnson  baa  long 
been  a  prominent  figure  in  political  circles  in  this  section  ot  the  state,  yet  not  in  the 
sense  of  seeking  office.  Hla  devotion  to  a  cause  represents  his  flrm  belief  In  its 
Talne  and  Its  efflcacr  as  a  factor  in  good  government.  His  fellow  townsmen,  recog- 
nising his  worth  and  abtlitr,  secured  his  nomination  for  the  office  ot  state  senator 
from  Kootenai  county  and  he  served  as  a  member  ot  the  upper  house  of  the  Idaho 
leKlslatnre  during  the  twelfth  eesfllon,  being  elected  as  an  opponent  of  the  Allen 
race  track  bill.  He  has  also  been  chairman  of  the  city  council  ot  Coeur  d'Alene 
and  Is  interested  in  all  civic  affairs.  In  the  early  days  ot  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce he  was  one  of  its  most  earnest  and  enthaslastic  workers.  He  li  prominently 
known  In  Odd  Fellow  circles  throughout  Idaho  and  Is  a  past  grand  patriarch  and 
past  grand  representative.  He  belongs  to  the  Knights  ot  Pythias,  ot  which  he  Is  a 
past  chancellor,  and  several  times  has  been  a  delegate  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  war 
work  he  was  particularly  active  and  earnest,  doing  everything  In  bis  power  to  fur- 
ther the  cause  of  the  country  In  its  relations  with  the  allies  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  war.  He  Is  a  self-made  man  and  one  who  has  been  very  successful,  his  enter- 
prise and  determination  having  enabled  him  to  overcome  all  dIOIcultles  and  obstacles 
and  work  his  way  steadily  upward.  While  born  across  the  water,  his  record  Is  one 
of  notable  and  ready  adaptation  to  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  new  world,  and 
he  Is  the  possessor  ot  all  those  qualities  which  command  confidence  and  respect  in 
every  land  and  every  clime. 


WILLIAM  R.  EDSON. 

The  agricultural  posBlbilitles  ot  Washington  county  are  well  Illustrated  In  the 
lite  record  of  such  men  as  William  R.  Gdson — men  who  through  the  careful  man- 
agement and  cultivation  ot  thetr  land  have  won  success  that  places  them  among 
the  men  of  affiuence  In  the  community.  Mr.  Edson  Is  now  a  retired  farmer  living 
at  MIdvale.  He  was  bom  In  Tamhlll  county,  Oregon,  August  IG,  1860,  and  Is  a  eon 
ot  Elhrldge  Q.  and  Mary  (Qarrlson)  Edson.  The  father  was  a  native  of  Indiana, 
while  the  mother  was  bom  la  Hlssourl.  Tbey  became  pioneer  settlers  ot  Oregon, 
casting  their  lot  with  the  early  residents  ot  that  state  in  1847.  Between  the  Pacific 
coast  and  the  Mississippi  valley  were  great  stretches  of  country  totally  uninhabited, 
and  as  one  traveled  across  the  plains  he  could  Journey  for  hundreds  ot  miles  with- 
out seeing  a  house.  After  reaching  the  northwest  Mr.  Edson  secured  a  ranch  and 
thereon  resided  until  18S0,  when  he  removed  to  northern  California.  Hts  wife  passed 
away  In  that  section  In  1882,  after  which  the  tether  came  to  Idaho  and  spent  his 
last  days  In  this  state. 

William  R.  Edson  Is  the  only  survivor  of  a  family  of  seven  children.  His  boy- 
hood and  youth  were  passed  In  Oregon  and  his  education  was  acquired  in  the  public 
schools.  He  came  to  Idaho  in  1883,  being  at  that  time  a  man  of  thirty-three  years. 
He  took  up  hie  abode  upon  a  ranch  In  Middle  Valley  and  continued  to  jccupy  the 
place  tor  about  eight  years,  after  which  he  sold  the  property  and  removed  to  the 
state  ot  Washington,  where  he  resided  tor  two  years.  On  the  expiration  tit  that 
period  he  returned  to  Idaho,  taking  up  his  abode  upon  a  farm  In  Washington  county, 
after  which  he  concentrated  his  energies  and  attention  upon  Its  further  development 
and  Improvement  In  connection  with  stock  raising  until  1918.  The  years  chronicled 
the  substantial  success  which  he  achieved.  Both  branches  ot  his  business  proved 
profitable  and  bis  labors  resulted  In  transforming  a  comparatively  wild  tract  of  land 
into  a  place  of  rich  fertility  that  yielded  to  him  annually  a  substantial  Income.  Thus 
he  was  able  to  add  to  his  capital  year  by  year  until,  having  become  possessed  ot 
a  handsome  competence,  he  retired  and  removed  to  MIdvale,  where  he  now  makes 
hit  home. 

In  July,  1S83,  Mr.  Edson  was  married  to  Miss  Florence  Reavis  and  to  them  were 
bom  two  children,  of  whom  the  elder.  Lulu,  Is  now  deceased.  The  son,  G.  H.  Edson, 
is  a  resident  of  MIdvale.  The  wife  and  mother  passed  away  in  July,  188S,  and  Hr. 
Edson  was  again  married  In  October,  18B1,  his  second  union  being  with  Luclnda 
Pickett.  The  two  children  born  ot  their  marriage  are:  Alta,  who  is  deceased;  and 
Rath,  the  wife  of  Valdes  Keele,  a  resident  farmer  ot  Washington  county.     By  her 
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former  marriage  to  William  H.  Plclcett,  Mrs.  Edson  bad  a  family  of  four  children, 
all  of  wbom  survive:  Joaepb,  Sarah  E.,  Windsor  and  Elbrldge. 

In  his  political  allegiance  Mr.  Edson  Is  a  republican.  He  has  filled  the  office  of 
Justice  of  the  peace,  In  which  position  he  rendered  opinions  that  were  atrictjT  fair 
and  Impartial.  He  has  also  served  on  the  school  board  and  he  is  keenly  IntCTested 
in  all  those  forces  which  make  for  public  progress  and  improvement.  As  a  pioneer 
of  the  valley  be  has  contributed  in  substantial  measure  to  Its  upbuilding,  and  he 
rejoices  In  what  baa  been  accompliahed,  as  the  result  is  the  outcome  of  the  enter- 
prise of  citizens  who  have  been  most  active  in  the  development  of  the  great  west. 


RICHARD   N.   HILL. 


Richard  N.  Hill,  one  of  the  moat  prominent  and  prosperous  citizens  of  Halad 
City.  Idaho,  and  the  general  manager  of  the  Oneida  Farmers  Union,  is  a  native  of 
Utah,  born  In  Smithfleld  in  August,  1872,  and  la  a  son  of  Joaepta  and  Ann  (Harper) 
Hill,  natives  of  Englnnd.  who  emigrated  to  this  country  In  1865.  When  Joseph 
Hill  arrived  in  this  country  he  remained  in  New  York  for  about  five  years,  work- 
ing at  blB  trade  as  a  stone  mason,  but  In  1861  he  crossed  the  clalns  to  Utah,  settling 
for  tC  time  In  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a  contractor  and  builder  he  erected,  among  other 
structures,  the  Agricultural  College  at  Logan,  and  was  master  mason  for  the  Oregon 
Short  Line  Railroad  tor  several  years.  In  1S62  he  removed  to  SmlthDeld,  Utah,  and 
in  that  place  made  bis  home  until  1&13,  In  which  year  his  wife  died,  and  he  now 
lives  with  his  son,  Richard  N.  Hill.  He  has  always  been  active  In  the  affairs  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  as  well  as  In  all  matters  Intended  to 
benefit  the  public  at  large.  He  has  reached  the  age  of  eighty  years.  His  wife,  at 
the  time  of  her  death,  was  sixty-three. 

Richard  N.  Hill  was  reared  in  Smithfleld  and  received  his  early  education  in  the 
schools  of  that  place.  He  later  attended  the  Bflgham  Young  College  at  Logan,  Utah, 
from  which  be  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1S96.  He  then  taught  school  and 
was  IdentlSed  with  school  work  tor  several  years,  mostly  in  Oneida  county,  Idaho, 
where  he  moved  In  1897.  He  served  the  county  as  superintendent  of  schools  tor 
two  terms,  from  1906  to  1909,  and  had  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  democrat 
in  the  county  elected  to  ofllce  when  he  was  elected.  At  the  end  of  the  term  as  county 
superintendent,  he  entered  the  employ  of  Studebaker  Brothers,  acting  as  traveling 
salesman  for  a  time,  and  he  then  became  manager  of  the  huelnese  in  Malad  City, 
Idaho,  where  he  succeeded  In  increasing  the  trade  by  several  thousand  dollars  over 
the  previous  year.  Mr.  Hill  was  then  transferred  to  Logan,  Utah,  where  he  bad 
charge  of  thirteen  salesman,  and  was  later  transferred  to  Boise,  where  he  had 
control  of  the  operations  of  thirteen  branch  houses  for  the  same  firm  for  two  years. 
He  was  next  on  the  road  for  the  automobile  department  as  factory  representative. 
When  the  Oneida  Farmers  Union  took  over  the  business  of  Owen  &  Company,  be 
had  charge  of  the  mer^ntile  department  until  April,  1919,  when  he  became  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  entire  business,  which  consists  of  three  stores,  three  elevators, 
two  grlBt  mills,  and  a  coal  and  implement  business,  which  Is  gradually  expanding 
under  bis  careful  supervision. 

In  addition  to  his  connection  with  the  Farmers  Union,  Mr.  Hill  has  other  com- 
mercial Interests,  being  a  stockholder  In  the  Malad  City  Enterprise,  a  weekly  paper, 
and  he  also  holds  stock  in  the  Utah-Idaho  Sugar  Company.  He  has  extensive  farm- 
ing interests  in  Oneida  county,  owning  one  of  Its  best  farms,  which  contains  three 
hundred  and  twelve  acres  and  which  he  leases.  He  is  a  stockholder  In  the  Oneida 
Farmers  Union,  ot  which  he  is  general  manager.  This  organization  was  floated  In 
1913  and  has  been  successful  from  the  beginning,  now  contemplating  doing  the 
biggest  business  In  its  history  during  1920.  The  Farmers  Union  undertakes  to  sup- 
ply everything  for  the  farm  and  the  table,  and  is  without  a  rival  In  this  part  of  Idaho. 

On  September  20,  1899,  Mr.  Hill  was  married  to  Hattle  Palmer,  a  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Maria  (Gardner)  Palmer,  natives  of  England,  who  came  to  America  In 
the  early  '60b  and  settled  In  Utah  but  shortly  afterward  removed  to  Malad  City, 
Idaho.  Mr.  Palmer  took  up  land,  which  he  operated  for  a  giood  many  years,  or 
until  1909,  in  which  year  his  wife  died.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hill  have  one  child,  Alice, 
born  June  19,  1917. 

Mr.  Hill  has  served  as  president  of  the  local  school  board.     He  has  been  prom- 
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Inent  In  church  affaire,  and  between  the  years  1892  and  1897  he  fllled  a.  mission  on 
behalf  of  the  Church  of  Jeaue  Christ  ot  Latter-day  Saints  In  Holland  and  through- 
out the  British  Isles,  France,  Belgium  and  Germany.  He  has  held  various  offlcea  in 
the  church.  Mr.  Hill  is  a  coneiBtent  supporter  ot  the  democratic  party  and  was 
delegate  to  the  first  democratic  state  convention,  being  at  the  time  only  eighteen 
years  old. 

MRS,   SARETTA   ADAHS. 

Urs.  Saretta  Adams,  realding  In  Welser,  Is  one  of  the  pioneer  women  of  Wash- 
ington county  whose  long  residence  In  this  part  of  tlie  state  has  made  her  thoroughly 
familiar  with  every  phase  ot  its  development  and  progress.  She  is  a  native  of  Mount 
Vemon,  Illinois,  and  a  daughter  of  John  B.  and  Amanda  (Mobs)  Flercy.  The  lather 
was  a  native  of  Tennessee,  while  the  mother's  birth  occurred  in  Illinois. 

It  was  In  the  latter  state  that  Mrs.  Adams  waa  reared  and  In  the  public  schools 
she  pursued  ber  education.  Alter  reaching  young  womanhood  she  gave  her  band 
in  marriage  to  William  Gilderoy  and  in  the  following  year  they  started  out  to  try 
their  fortune  in  the  west,  crossing  the  plains  to  Oregon,  where  tbey  arrived  after 
weary  weeks  ot  travel  over  the  long  stretches  of  hot  sand  and  through  the  mountain 
passes  to  the  Pacific  coast.  They  settled  in  Umatilla  county.  Oregon;  where  they 
lived  tor  a  year  and  then  removed  to  Welser,  thus  becoming  residents  ot  what  is 
now  Washington  county,  Idaho.  Here  Mrs.  Ollderoy  was  called  upon  to  mourn  the 
loss  ot  her  first  husband  In  1893.  They  had  become  the  parents  ot  seven  children, 
tour  ot  whom  are  now  living.  After  remaining  a  widow  for  three  years  the  mother 
was  married  in  1896  to  William  H.  Adams,  a  native  ot  Iowa,  who  came  to  Idaho 
at  an  early  day  and  took  up  the  occupation  ot  farming  and  stock  raising  in  this 
state.  He,  too,  remained  here  until  called  to  his  final  rest,  his  death  occurring  In 
1910. 

Following  the  death  ot  her  second  husband  Mrs.  Adams  sold  the  home  farm  and 
took  up  her  abode  In  Welser,  where  she  -now  resides,  having  a  most  pleasant  and 
attractive  residence.  She  still  manages  and  attends  to  all  of  her  business  affairs 
and  displays  enterprise  and  sound  Judgment  In  so  doing.  She  Is  a  consistent  and 
faithful  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  and  has  always  devoted  much 
of  her  time  to  good  works,  ever  reaching  out  a  helping  hand  to  those  in  need  ot  aid. 


ALONZO  H.  RINARD. 

Alonzo  H.  Rlnard,  who  tor  the  past  twelve  years  has  been  engaged  In  the  real 
estate  business  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Colvin  ft  Rlnard,  with  offices  in  the  Hertno 
block  in  Boise,  has  btiilt  up  an  enviable  reputation  In  this  connection.  H[b  birth 
occurred  In  Randolph  county,  Indiana,  July  2S,  1S51,  his  parents  being  .Teremlab 
and  Luclnda  (Underwood)  Rlnard.  both  of  whom  are  deceased.  The  father  was  a 
farmer  by  occupation  and  a  faithful  and  consistent  member  ot  the  P'ie'ide  church. 
Solomon  Rlnard,  the  paternal  grandfather,  who  was  alBO  a  tollower  of  that  faith, 
removed  westward  from  Pennsylvania  to  Randolph  county,  Indiana,  where  he  took 
up  his  abode  among  the  first  settlers.  The  maternal  grandparents  of  Alonr,o  H. 
Rlnard  were  likewise  numbered  among  the  pioneers  of  Randolph  county,  Indiana. 

In  1S5S,  when  a  little  lad  ot  five  years,  Alonzo  H.  Rinard  accompanied  his 
parents  on  their  removal  to  Adair  county,  Iowa,  where  he  was  reared  on  a  farm. 
In  early  manhood  he  engaged  in  teaching  school  for  a  period  ot  four  years  and  he 
remained  a  resident  ot  the  Hawkeye  state  until  thirty-seven  years  of  age,  when  in 
1888  be  removed  to  Kansas.  Fourteen  years  later  he  lett  the  Sunfiower  state  to 
become  a  resident  ot  the  Boise  Valley  and  Bince  1902  has  remained  contlnnoual7 
In  Boise  and  vicinity.  He  owned  good  ranch  properties  near  Meridian,  where  he 
made  his  home,  and  later  owned  and  occupied  a  ranch  near  Star.  During  th^  past 
twelve  years,  however,  he  has  been  engaged  in  business  as  a  real  estate  dealer  ot 
Boise,  being  aesocfaited  with  John  F.  Colvin.  a  well  known  lawyer  of  the  city,  who 
Is  mentioned  at  length  on  another  page  ot  this  work.  They  have  been  accorded  a 
clientage  of  exteiffllve  and  gratifying  proportions  and  have  negotiated  many  Impor- 
tant  property  traBsfers. 
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On  tbe  30th  of  December,  1874,  Id  Adair  connty.  lows,  Mr.  Rlnard  was  united 
la  marriage  to  Hlae  Vlrena  Hoi  lings  worth.  They  hATe  now  trftveled  life's  Jonmey 
together  for  forty-Blx  ye&rs  and  hare  three  grown  children,  a  son  and  two  daugh- 
ters, all  of  whom  reside  In  Idaho  and  are  married  and  have  children  ol  their  own. 
Tbe  record  is  as  follows:  Conway  H.,  who  Is  a  prosperous  ranch  owner  llrlng  six 
miles  west  of  Caldwell,  Idaho;  Mrs.  L.  Hay  Headfjfck,  who  Is  a  widow  residing  near 
tbe  Victory  ecbool  In  Canyon  county;  and  Mrs.  Haiel  A.  Hurphy,  the  wife  of  W.  P. 
Murphy,  of  the  Boise  bench.  The  parents  are  devoted  members  of  the  Friends 
church  and  Mr.  Rlnard  gives  his  political  allegiance  to  the  republican  party.  His 
career  has  ever  been  such  aa  to  commend  him  to  tbe  confidence  and  esteem  of  those 
with  whom  be  has  been  associated  and  he  baa  long  been  numbered  among  the  suc- 
cessful business  men  and  representative  cltlsens  of  Ada  county. 


HON.  SETH  D.  JONES. 

Hon.  Seth  D.  Jones  owns,  occupies  and  manages  a  large  ranch  near  White  Bird, 
Idaho,  devoted  to  tbe  raising  of  hay,  grain  and  live  stock.  He  Is  one  of  the  native 
sons  of  the  state  his  birth  having  occurred  In  Idaho  county.  February  IS,  1869.  His 
father,  Seth  Jones,  was  a  pioneer  of  that  county,  where  he  toolc  up  his  abode  in  1862, 
securing  the  first  homestead  within  the  borders  of  the  county  and  thus  becoming  the 
first  permanent  settler.  He  was  a  farmer  and  stock  raiser  and  contributed  in  sub- 
stantlal  measure  to  the  develoiiment  and  upbuilding  of  his  section  of  the  state.  His 
life  record  covered  the  intervening  period  between  1831  and  October  31,  1915,  when 
be  passed  away  in  Idaho  at  the  age  of  eighty-four  years.  He  was  bom  In  tbe  state 
of  New  York,  but  tor  an  extended  period  was  closely  identified  with  western  Interests 
and  development.  He  was  but  seven  years  of  age  when  he  removed  westward  to  Knox 
county,  Illinois,  with  an  older  brother  and  bis  family,  his  parents  having  previously 
died.  He  reached  the  Pacific  Coast  after  making  a  trip  around  Cape  Horn  In  1SG3. 
He  made  his  way  to  California,  attracted  by  tbe  gold  discoveries  In  that  state,  but 
In  1S&6  returned  to  Illinois  and  was  there  married  tbe  same  year  to  Jane  Castle,  who 
was  also  bom  In  the  state  of  New  Tork  but  was  reared  in  Illinois.  They  had  a  family 
of  nine  children,  six  sons  and  three  daughters,  of  whom  Seth  D.  was  the  fifth  in  order 
of  birth.  Four  sons  aoid  two  daughters  are  yet  living,  and  all  are  residents  of  Idaho, 
with  the  exception  of  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Rhoda  HcConsell,  who  makes  her  home  in 
Walla  Walla,  Washington.  The  five  who  reside  In  Idaho  county  SJ«  Asa,  Samuel  M., 
Mrs.  Belle  Cone,  Seth  D.,  and  William  A.  Mrs.  Belle  Cone,  of  Orangevllle,  Idaho 
county,  was  the  first  white  child  bom  in  the  county,  her  birth  having  occurred  In  1363. 
Seth  Jones  became  a  well-to-do  farmer  and  stock  raiser  of  Idaho  county  and  was  a 
prominent  and  Influential  citizen,  widely  known  for  his  public  spirit  and  his  charitable 
deeds.  He  was  also  a  most  hospitable  man,  no  one  ever  being  turned  away  from  his 
home,  his  shelter  or  his  table.  Hts  home  was  general  headquarters  for  the  community 
— a  free  hotel.  He  never  charged  any  one  for  a  lodging  or  for  meals,  but  gave  gen- 
erously wherever  he  could  be  of  assistance  to  his  fellowmen.  His  wife  passed  away 
June  12,  1906,  when  sixty-six  years  of  age.  Both  were  highly  esteemed  peaple,  and 
Seth  Jones  left  to  his  family  the  priceless  heritage  of  an  untarnished  name  as  well  as 
a  valuable  estate. 

Seth  D.  Jones,  who  bears  the  name  of  bis  honored  father,  has  lived  in  Idaho 
county  throughout  his  entire  life,  save  for  a  period  of  three  years  spent  In  the  state 
of  California  during  his  early  manhood.  He  acquired  a  common  school  education  and 
rode  the  range  for  many  years  as  a  cowboy,  now  being  the  world's  largest  cowboy.  He 
owns  an  extensive  ranch  near  White  Bird  and  is  one  of  the  prominent  representatives 
of  agricultural  Interests  In  that  part  of  the  state.  He  is  known  throughout  the  west 
as  an  extensive  cattle  buyer  and  shipper  and  cattleman,  raising  cattle  extensively  as 
well  as  buying  and  shipping  beef  cattle. 

On  the  23d  of  October,  1887,  Mr.  Jones  was  married  to  Miss  Edna  Larimer,  who 
was  born  in  Oregon  and  is  a  daughter  of  the  late  Robert  Larimer,  a  Civil  war  veteran, 
prominent  In  affairs  of  the  northwest,  who  served  as  a  member  of  the  Idaho  legis- 
lature as  a  factor  In  republican  circles. 

Seth  D.  Jones  is  a  man  of  many  friends.  His  good  nature  Is  In  proportion  to  his 
physique,  and  he  makes  friends  wherever  he  goes.  It  was  therefore  not  difflcult  for 
him  to  win  support  when  be  became  the  republican  candidate  for  member  of  the  house

tlons  In  ttae  county,  and  In  the  tall  ot  1918  was  eletced  to  the  legislature,  where  be 
was  made  chairman  of  the  committee  on  military  and  Indian  aftalre,  and  a  member 
ot  the  committee  en  roads,  bridges  and  ferries,  the  grain,  grading  and  warehouse 
committee,  and  the  public  schools  and  public  lands  committees.  His  fraternal  rela- 
tions are  with  the  Elks  and  the  Odd  Fellows  and  he  is  a  loyal  supporter  of  those 
organisations.    Not  only  Is  he  actlTo  in  leglBlatlve  service,  but  also  in  Red  Cross  work. 


HARRT  M.  FIKE. 

Harry  M.  Ftke,  manager  of  the  H.  M.  Flke  Grain  Company,  has  been  a  resident 
of  Gooding  since  1912  snd  through  the  intervening  period  has  contributed  In  sab- 
stantlsl  measure  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  district  in  which  he  has  conducted  bis 
business  activities.  He  was  bom  In  Wither,  Saline  county,  Nebraska,  October  24, 
1S80,  and  Is  a  son  ot  James  N.  and  Jennie  N.  (Null)  Flke.  He  was  but  five  years 
of  age  when  his  parents  removed  to  Colby.  Kansas,  where  he  pursued  his  educa- 
tion and  spent  his  boyhood  days.  After  his  textbooks  were  put  aside  be  became 
Interested  In  the  live  stock  business  and  was  thus  engaged  for  twelve  years.  He 
afterward  left  the  Sunflower  state  for  Los  Angeles,  California,  having  become  a 
buyer  for  the  Sulzberger  A  Sons  Packing  Company,  with  which  he  was  thus  aeso- 
dated  for  a  year.  In  1912  he  came  to  Idaho,  settling  at  Gooding,  where  he  engaged 
in  the  live  stock  business,  and  he  also  became  a  director  in  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Shoshone  and  a  stockholder  in  the  First  National  Bank  of  Ododlng.  Thus  he  has 
broadened  the  scope  of  his  business  activities,  becoming  an  important  factor  in  the 
commercial  and  financial  Interests  of  this  part  of  the  state.  In  July,  1919,  he  organ- 
ised the  Flke  Grain  Company  and  also  built  an  elevator  at  Jerome,  at  Richfield  and 
at  Gooding.  His  business  Is  thus  constituting  an  excellent  market  for  grain  raisers 
In  this  part  of  the  state  and  he  handles  a  large  amount  of  grain  annually,  bis  busi- 
ness having  developed  to  extensive  proportions.  He  is  also  the  owner  of  a  number 
of  ranches  near  Gooding  and  Jerome,  having  made  wise  investment  In  (arm  properties. 

In  1903  Hr.  Fike  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Effle  Howard,  a  native  of 
N^raska  and  a  daughter  of  Harrison  Howard.  They  have  become  the  parents  of 
one  child,  Ariel.  Mr.  Flke  Is  Identified  with  several  fraternal  organisations,  Includ- 
ing the  Knights  of  Pythias,  the  Modem  Woodmen  of  America  and  the  Masons.  In 
the  last  named  he  has  attained  the  thirty-second  degree  of  the  Scottish  Rite  and  is 
also  a  Knight  Templar  and  Shrlner.  He  votes  with  the  democratic  party  and  keeps 
well  Informed  concerning  the  vital  questions  and  Issues  of  the  day,  but  does  not 
seek  nor  desire  office,  preferring  to  concentrate  his  efforts  and  attention  'upon  his 
business  afFalrs,  which,  wisely  conducted,  have  become  important  elements  in  the 
commercial  progress  of  this  section  ot  the  state. 


THOMAS  E.   THOMPSON. 

Thomas  E.  Thompson,  who  is  engaged  In  ranching  at  Hi^erman,  tn  Ooodlng 
county,  was  bom  In  Tuba  county,  California,  December  14,  1S6G,  and  Is  a  son  of 
L.  H.  and  Jane  E.  (Hearst)  Thompson,  the  former  a  native  ot  Pennsylvania,  while 
the  latter  was  bom  in  England.  The  father  removed  to  the  west  In  1S50,  making 
the  trip  by  way  of  Cape  Horn  to  California  in  company  with  his  wife,  whom  he  had 
wedded  in  Wisconsin.  On  reaching  their  destination  they  settled  at  HansonvUle. 
California,  where  Mr.  Thompson  took  up  a  homestead  claim.  He  tben  concentrated 
hlB  efforts  and  attention  upon  farming,  continuing  to  make  his  home  upon  that  place 
to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  voted  with  the  democratic  party  and  hia  religious  belief 
was  that  of  the  Presbyterian  church.  His  widow  survived  him  for  some  time  and 
passed  away  on  Camas  prairie  tn  Idaho  In  1900  at  the  age  ot  sixty-seven  years. 

Thomas  E.  Tbompson  spent  the  period  of  his  minority  largely  in  California. 
there  remaining  until  the  fall  of  1SS4,  when,  at  the  age  of  nineteen  years,  be  came 
to  Idaho,  settling  first  at  Haitey,  where  he  engaged  In  mining.  There  he  remained 
until  1885,  when  he  removed  to  the  Malad  river  and  was  employed  on  ditch  work 
there.    He  continued  in  that  locality  until  1S8T  and  then  made  his  way  to  Halley  and 
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to  Bullion,  Idaho,  where  h«  worked  In  the  mines  tor  three  years.  He  afterward 
turned  his  attention  to  sheep  raising.  In  18S8  hli  mother  took  up  a  ranch  at  Uager- 
man  and  Thomas  E.  Th(»npBon  aaslated  her  npon  the  ranch.  He  also  aecored  a 
timber  claim  in  the  Hagerman  valley  and  thereon  engaged  in  mnnlng  cattle  and 
at  the  same  time  he  worked  on  Tarlous  ranches  in  the  nelghhorhood.  He  likewiM 
homeateaded  on  Camas  prsirie  and  improTed  bis  own  propertr,  which  he  afterward 
sold.  Later  he  bought  another  ranch  and  occupied  it  until  1915,  when  he  disposed 
of  that  place.  He  has  bought  and  sold  a  number  of  ranch  properties  In  this  section 
of  the  state  and  is  now  the  owner  of  two  ranches  and  an  attractive  home  in  Hager- 
man.  He  possesses  marked  business  abiltty  and  enterprise,  readflj'  recognises  op- 
portunities and  In  all  business  affairs  quickly  discriminates  between  the  essential 
and  the  non-essential.  He  has  thus  carried  his  interests  forward  to  successful  com- 
pletion and  In  addition  to  profltably  handling  his  ranch  property  he  Is  now  the  vice 
president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Hagerman. 

On  the  2Sth  of  November,  1911,  Mr.  Thompson  was  married  to  Hiss  Mabel  H. 
3ant.  a  native  of  Starr  Valley,  Wyoming,  and  a  daughter  of  William  and  Ada  A. 
(Clifford)  Sent.  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Thompson  have  become  the  parents  of  three  children: 
Elisabeth  M.,  Leah  F.  and  Beulah. 

Mr.  Thompson  has  always  maintained  an  Independent  course  politically,  sup- 
porting men  and  measures  rather  than  party.  Fratemallr  he  is  IdentiDed  with  the 
Indettendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  Is  actuated  by  a  progressive  spirit  in  all 
that  he  undertakes  In  a  bnalnesa  way  and  at  every  point  In  his  career  he  seems  to 
recognise  the  possibilities  for  accomplishment  and  has  thus  put  forth  every  effort 
to  reach  the  goal  of  success. 


JAMES  W.  CAMPBELL. 

To  one  unacquainted  with  Idaho's  history  and  the  conditions  that  are  to  be 
found  In  the  state,  It  is  a  matter  of  marvel  that  there  has  been  so  much  accomplished 
along  agricultural  lines,  but  among  the  mountain  fastnesses  are  broad,  fertile  val- 
leys whose  rich  alluvial  deposits  offer  splendid  opportunity  tor  the  production  of 
wheat  and  various  Other  grains.  Numbered  among  the  successful  and  enterprising 
farmers  and  atock  raisers  of  Washington  county  is  James  W.  Campbell,  wbo  is  one 
of  the  natives  of  this  section  of  the  state.  His  birth  occurred  In  this  county  SeiK 
tember  1,  187S,  bis  father  tielng  Joseph  W.  Campbell,  mentioned  elsewhere  In  this 
work. 

The  son  was  reared  under  the  parental  roof  and  the  public  scbool  system  of  the 
county  provided  him  his  educational  privileges.  He  remained  at  home  until  ha  had 
attained  his  majority  and  then  started  out  In  the  business  world  on  his  own  account, 
engaging  In  stock  shipping  for  a  period  of  six  years.  He  then  turned  fala  attention 
to  farming  and  to  stock  raising  and  In  1904  took  up  a  homestead  of  one  hundred 
and  sixty  acres,  while  later  be  purchased  still  other  land.  At  a  subsequent  date  he 
sold  his  property  and  bought  the  hot  springs  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres 
which  he  has  since  owned  and  which  Is  splendidly  Improved,  being  equipped  with 
all  the  accessories  and  conveniences  of  a  m,ode1  farm  property  of  the  twentieth  cen- 
ture.  He  has  also  built  a  fine  natatorium  upon  his  place  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  there  are  hot  springs  here.  The  plunge  is  forty  by  one  hundred  feet  and  there 
Is  also  a  large  dance  halt  in  the  building,  which  Is  one  hundred  and  eighty  by  sev- 
enty-five feet,  the  measurements  of  the  dance  hall  being  fifty  by  sixty  feet.  The 
building  Is  supplied  with  electric  lighting  and  every  facility  haa  been  furnished  to 
add  to  the  comfort  and  entertainment  of  the  public.  In  addition  to  this  property 
Mr.  Campbell  owns  fifteen  hundred  acres  of  pasture  land,  upon  which  he  has  one 
hundred  head  of  line  graded  cattle.  In  1904  Mr.  Campbell  was  married  to  Hiss 
Lena  Ottman,  a  native  of  Washington  county  and  a  daughter  of  Frederick  and  Belle 
(Jackson)  Ottman.  both  of  whom  are  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Campbell  have  become 
the  parents  of  eight  children,  of  whom  six  survive,  two  having  died  In  Infancy. 
Those  still  living  are  Wort,  Frederick.  Vernlta.  Delphi,  James  W.  and  Wllma. 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Campbell  Is  a  democrat  and  has  served  as  a  member 
of  the  state  central  committee.  He  manifests  a  deep  Interest  In  politics  and  does 
everything  In  his  power  to  promote  party  successes.  He  Is  regarded  as  one  of  the 
coming  young  men  of  this  section  of  the  state,  having  already  reached  a  position 
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ot  leadership  as  a  succeasfQl  farmer  and  stock  raiser.  His  entire  life,  coTerlng 
torty-tour  years,  bas  been  passed  in  Wasblngten  ciranty,  and  tbere  ia  no  phase  ot 
Its  development  with  which  be  1b  not  famlllu-. 


STOWELL  A.  WRIGHT. 


Stowell  A.  Wright,  one  of  tbe  pioneer  ranchers  of  Ada  county,  occnpying  a 
flfty-acre  tract  ot  land  three  miles  southeast  of  Meridian,  came  to  Idaho  from  Mon- 
tana In  1892  and  was  one  of  the  first  to  settle  In  the  region  south  of  Meridian.  Three 
years  after  his  arrival  he  purchased  his  present  ranch  property  from  William  Thur- 
man,  who  had  bomesteaded  a  tract  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  of  which  tbe 
Wright  ranch  Is  a  part.  Before  coming  to  this  state  Mr.  Wright  had  lived  in  Mon- 
tana, Wyoming,  Kansas.  Arlaona  and  In  Vermont,  being  a  native  of  the  Green 
Mountain  state,  his  birth  having  occurred  at  Brldport,  Vermont,  on  the  11th  of 
May,  1884.  His  parents.  Homer  Bruce  and  Sophia  Jerusha  (Jones)  Wright,  were 
natives  of  New  Tork  and  of  Vermont,  respectively. 

Stowell  A.  Wright  spent  his  youthful  days  upon  a  farm  near  Middlebury,  Ver- 
mont, and  left  New  England  in  1S82,  making  his  way  westward  to  Mtmtana.  He 
witnessed  tbe  celebration  held  over  the  completion  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
way In  Montana  In  that  year.  He  was  at  tbe  time  a  youth  of  eighteen  years.  After 
remalnttig  in  Montana  until  1S83,  he  then  returned  to  Vermont,  but  a  little  later 
again  made  his  way  to  Montana  and  in  the  early  years  of  his  residence  In  the  west 
was  employed  as  a  cow  pnncher,  bnckaroo,  freighter  and  In  other  capacities  which 
were  Indicative  of  the  trend  of  development  and  progress  In  the  district. 

At  the  home  of  Walter  Evans,  on  the  S2d  of  May,  1901,  near  Meridian,  Mr. 
Wright  was  married  to  Miss  Ora  Lyda,  a  sister  of  Mrs.  EVans.  Two  children  have 
been  bom  of  this  marriage:  Edith,  bom  December  14,  1902;  and  Everett,  bom  June 
22,  1904.  The  parents  and  daughter  belong  to  tbe  Methodist  Episcopal  church  of 
Meridian.  The  daughter  is  a  graduate  of  tbe  Meridian  high  school  of  the  class  ot 
1920.  Mr.  Wright  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  ot  Odd  Fellows  and  the  Mod- 
em Woodmen  ot  America  and  he  and  all  ot  his  family  are  members  ot  the  Orange. 
He  ia  also  Identi&ed  with  the  Non  Partisan  League.  He  has  served  on  the  school 
board  ot  tbe  Locust  Grove  school  near  his  home  for  several  years  and  for  one  year 
was  a  member  of  the  Meridian  school  board.  He  Is  Interested  in  all  that  pertains 
to  .the  progress  and  upbuilding  of  the  community  in  which  he  makes  his  home  and 
In  regard  to  public  aSalrs  manlfeBts  the  same  progressive  spirit  that  he  has  ever 
shown  in  tbe  conduct  ot  his  private  business  Intereets.  All  ot  the  improvements 
upon  his  ranch  have  been  made  by  him  and  he  has  contributed  in  substantial  meas- 
ure to  the  agricultural  development  of  the  section  in  which  he  makes  his  home. 


THOMAS  McPARLIN  GOUOH. 


Thnnas  McParlln  Gough  Is  well  known  as  the  editor  and  pr<9rletDr  ot  the  Mid- 
vale  Reporter,  published  at  Mldvale,  Washington  county,  and  as  such  has  wielded 
wide  Influence  over  public  thought  and  action  in  that  locality.  His  activities  recently 
have  taken  on  a  much  wider  scope  as  a  member  ot  the  state  legldature.  and  although 
this  is  his  first  term,  be  Is  proving  an  able  working  member  of  the  bouse  of  repre- 
sentatives. He  arrived  In  this  state  In  1909  fran  California  and  through  the  Inter- 
vening period  has  been  connected  with  newspaper  publication,  his  editorship  of  the 
Mldvale  Reporter  covering  four  years. 

A  native  of  New  Mexico,  Mr.  Gough  was  bom  at  Santa  Fe  on  tbe  6th  of  July,  1S7T, 
the  youngest  ot  the  family  of  three  sons  of  Joseph  M.  Gough,  who  was  widely  known 
In  Western  Dnlon  Telegraph  circles  In  New  Mexico,  being  superintendent  of  construc- 
tion of  the  first  Western  Union  line  that  was  bnllt  from  Denver  to  Santa  Fe.  He  was 
also  a  telegraph  operator  and  tor  several  years  was  superintendent  of  the  Western  Union 
offlce  at  Santa  Fe.  A  native  of  Buckinghamshire.  England,  he  was  born  July  4,  1853, 
and  came  to  the  United  States  In  the  70a,  while  bis  death  occurred  In  California  more 
than  twenty  years  ago.  His  wife,  who  bore  tbe  maiden  name  ot  Jennie  Morgan  Wllhelm, 
passed  away  In  1903.    The  father  was  a  brother  of  the  late  Richard  S.  Gough,  who  for 
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tUrtr-flTe  rears  was  superintendent  of  the  Postal  Telesraph  Cable  Company  i^ce  in 
CtalcaKo.  T.  McParlin  Gough  has  two  brothers:  Charles  G.,  who  was  Kradnated  from 
the  West  Point  Military  Academy  and  later  tollowed  telegraphy  as  an  operator  and  train 
dispatcher  until  his  accidental  death  In  1903;  and  Joseph  S..  living  at  Santa  Monica, 
California.    There  are  also  six  llTlng  aisters.  all  of  whom  are  married. 

Thomas  McParlin  Oough,  however,  is  the  only  representative  of  the  family  is 
Idaho.  He  pursued  his  education  in  the  ecbools  of  Santa  Monica,  California,  to  which 
place  his  parents  had  removed  when  he  was  but  three  years  of  age.  He  acquired  a  public 
school  education  there  and  afterward  pursued  a  commercial  course  in  night  si^ools. 
He  learned  tel^rapby  under  hla  father's  direction  while  a  lad  of  but  twelve  years  and 
also  mastered  the  printer's  trade  before  he  was  twenty  years  ot  age.  When  a  youth 
of  nineteen  he  was  foreman  of  a  newspaper  plant  at  Banta  Monica,  California.  In 
1909  he  came  to  Idaho  and  entered  the  olllce  of  the  Mldvale  Reporter  in  the  capacity  of 
foreman.  Later  he  purchased  the  paper  and  has  since  owned  and  edited  It.  It  Is  a 
live.  Independent  weekly,  regarded  as  one  ot  the  best  country  papers  of  the  state.  He 
devotes  the  greater  part  ot  his  time  and  attention  to  iu  publication  and  has  made  it  a 
most  readable  Journal,  embodying  the  Ideas  of  modem  Journalism. 

Mr.  Gough  has  been  married  twice  and  has  four  children,  two  sons  and  two  daOfch- 
ters.  A  son  and  a  daughter  were  born  of  the  Bret  marriage.  On  the  7tb  of  April, 
1910,  Mr.  Goiigh  wedded  Gertrude  E.  Brown,  ot  Mldvale,  and  their  children  are:  Mazfne, 
aged  three  years;  and  Carrol  Elwood.  In  his  second  year.  The  two  elder  children  are 
Florence  Irma  and  Richard  M.,  who  are  eighteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age  respectively. 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Gough  has  always  been  a  republican  and  is  now  serving 
%s  Instlce  of  the  peace  and  clerk  of  the  town  board  at  Mldvale,  also  clerk  ot  the  high 
school  board  and  member  of  the  state  legislature.  He  was  elected  to  the  general  as- 
sembly In  191E  against  his  personal  wishes,  having  at  Brst  refused  to  become  a  candidate. 
However,  popular  sutfrage  called  him  to  the  offloe  and  he  Is  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  medicine,  surgery  and  pharmacy  and  Is  the  author  ot  some  Important  bills  now 
pending  in  the  legislature.  He  was  postmaster  from  June  1,  1915,  until  Angust  15,  1916. 
when  he  resigned  to  give  personal  attention  to  his  paper.  Fraternally  he  la  connected 
with  the  Odd  Fellows  and  the  Knights  o(  Pythiaa.  During  the  war  he  was  director  ot 
War  Savlnga  Btamps  for  the  Middle  valley,  serving  on  the  County  Council  of  Defense. 
He  has  long  been  a  close  student  ot  the  questions  and  issues  of  the  day  and  of  matters 
of  public  concern  and  through  the  columns  of  his  paper  has  done  not  a  little  to  mtdd 
public  thought.    * 


WILLIAM  U  THURMAN. 

William  L.  Thnrman,  one  of  the  pioneer  ranchers  of  the  district  southeast  of 
Meridian,  preempted  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  ot  land  In  1S89.  It  was  a  tract  ot 
sagebrush  which  came  into  his  possession  and  he  confronted  the  arduous  task  of  de- 
veloping this  Into  rich  and  productive  fields.  The  result  of  his  labors  Is  seen  In 
a  fine  property  which  Is  Indicative  of  the  life  of  industry  and  thrift  that  he  has  led. 
He  Is  one  ot  the  pioneer  residents  of  Ada  county  and  Is  the  oldest  citlaen  In  his  neigh- 
t>orhood.  Moreover,  Idaho  numbers  bim  among  her  native  aona,  tor  his  birth  occorred 
at  Soda  Springs,  In  eastern  Idaho.  November  1,  1867,  his  parents  being  William  L. 
and  Victoria  (Argabrlght)  Thurman.  both  ot  whom  were  natives  of  Kentucky  and  In 
1S64  came  to  Idaho.  The  father  conducted  a  trading  post  at  Soda  Springs  in  the  early 
days  and  in  1869  removed  with  his  family  to  Boise.  Subsequently  he  owned  and  operated  a 
grist  mill  a  few  miles  west  ot  Boise,  known  as  Thurman's  mill.  He  was  also  the  owner 
ot  a  large  ranch,  on  which  the  mill  stood,  the  ranch  property  later  passing  Into  the 
possession  of  Mrs.  Martha  E.  McCarthy,  who  divided  It  Into  many  small  ranches.  Both 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  L.  Thurman,  Sr.,  have  now  departed  this  life  and  In  their  pass- 
ing the  community  mourned  the  loss  of  two  of  Its  most  respected  and  worthy  pioneer 
settlers.  Three  sons  ot  the  family— Roland,  Charles  and  Claude — now  reside  on  ranches 
near  Eagle,  Idaho. 

The  fourth  son,  William  L.  Thurman  ot  this  review,  was  reared  under  the  parental 
roof,  meeting  all  ot  the  hardships,  privations  and  conditions  ot  pioneer  lite  through  the 
period  ot  his  minority.  He  has  been  an  Idaho  rancher,  cow  puncher  and  buckaroo  and 
sinoe  ISSd  he  has  resided  almost  continuously  upon  the  homestead  property  which  be 
now  occupies  and  which  Is  situated  three  and  a  halt  miles  southeast  of  Meridian.    While 
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he  orlKinally  secured  one  hundred  and  stxty  ocree.  he  has  since  sold  a.  portion  ot  thl8 
but  atlll  reUlng  forty  acres,  conBtltutiag  a  well  Improved  farm  supplied  with  all  modern 
equipments.  When  he  flret  located  on  the  place  it  was  dry  land  and  he  did  not  get 
water  (or  t*o  or  three  years,  but  as  soon  as  the  Irrigation  system  was  developed  and 
water  turned  upon  the  place  it  became  a  most  productive  tract  and  large  harvests  are  now 
annually  gathered.  Mr.  Tburman  also  owns  a  good  home  in  Boise  on  North  Seventeenth 
street,  where  he  and  his  wife  reside  a  part  of  the  year,  alternating  with  the  period  spent  • 
np<m  their  ranch.  > 

On  the  10th  of  Deceml)er,  1903,  Mr.  Thurman  was  married  to  Mrs.  Dovle  Hudson,  nee 
Thomason.  By  her  first  marriage  Mrs.  Thurman  has  a  daughter,  M>s.  Tressle  Eaton, 
now  living  on  the  Boise  bench,  and  the  Utter  In  turn  is  the  mother  ot  a  daughter,  Phyltis, 
two  years  of  age. 

Mr.  Thurman  belongs  to  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  America.  His  political  allegiance 
was  formerly  given  to  the  democratic  party,  but  be  now  largely  maintains  an  Independent 
attitude  and  is  in  sympathy  with  the  Non  Partisan  League.  Great  indeed  have  been  the 
changes  which  have  occurred  since  he  came  to  the  Meridian  neighborhood  thirty-one 
years  ago.  He  has  seen  the  country,  which  was  then  wild  and  unimproved,  settled  and 
developed  and  he  has  borne  hia  full  share  in  the,  work  ot  progress,  becoming  one  ot  the 
.tubstaotlal  ranchmen  ot  his   neighborhood.  - 


CHARLES  L.  GREEN. 


Charles  L.  Green,  who  follows  rani<hlng  in  the  Hagemian  valley  of  Gooding  county, 
was  born  in  Millard  county,  Utah.  May  27.  1S66,  and  Is  a  son  of  Charles  L.  and  Sarah 
Ruth  (Smith)  Green,  the  former  a  native  of  Missouri,  while  the  latter  was  horn  In 
Sheffield,  England.  The  father  made  two  trips  across  the  plains  in  an  early  day  to  Salt 
Lake  City.  Utah,  and  afterward  removed  to  Deseret,  where  he  took  up  land  and  built 
thereon  an  adobe  house.  He  afterward  removed  to  Oak  Creek,  Utah,  where  he  again 
took  up  land  and  engaged  In  running  cattle  for  a  number  of  years.  Subsequently  be 
settled  at  Leamington,  Utah,  trading  his  old  farm  property  for  a  place  at  Leamfngtoo. 
and  there  he  followed  agricultural  pursuits  until  he  removed  to  Camas  prairie,  Idaho, 
securing  a  tract  of  land  on  which  he  spent  his  remaining  days,  his  death  occurring 
when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  fifty-five.  The  mother  afterward  returned  to  Salt  Lake 
City,  where  her  last  days  were  passed.  They  were  members  of  the  Church  at  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  Mr.  Green  gave  his  political  allegiance  to  the  democratic 
party. 

Charlee  L.  Green  spent  his  boyhood  days  in  Utah,  remaining  a  resident  of  that  state 
la  the  age  ot  twenty-eight  years,  when  he  went  to  the  Willys  ranch  at  the  liead  of  the 
Blackfoot  river  In  Idaho,  remaining  In  the  employ  of  Hiram  Willys  for  two  years.  He 
next  worked  on  Birch  creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Snake  river,  being  employed  In  a  log- 
ging camp  there.  He  afterward  went  to  Halley,  where  he  worked  in  the  timber,  and 
later  he  removed  to  the  Hagerman  valley,  where  he  entered  the  employ  of  0.  P.  Johnson, 
a  ranchman,  with  whom  he  continued  tor  three  years.  He  was  next  at  Baker  City. 
Oregon,  where  he  was  employed  in  a  mining  camp  for  a  short  time  and  then  removed  to 
Silver  City,  Idaho,  where  he  engaged  in  teaming  tor  a  brief  period.  Returning  to  Hager- 
man, be  engaged  In  mining  for  O.  P.  Johnson  and  afterward  was  identified  with  placer 
raining  In  the  same  locality.  He  next  mode  his  way  to  Camas  prairie,  where  he  en- 
gaged in  handling  live  stock  but  afterward  sold  his  cattle  and  again  came  to  Hagerman, 
purchasing  forty  acres  of  improved  land,  which  he  cultivated  until  1910.  He  then  s«ld 
the  property  and  bought  his  present  ranch,  which  is  a  well  improved  tract  of  land.  He 
likewise  became  associated  with  Thomas  Edward  Thompson  in  the  ownership  and  con- 
duct of  a  meat  market  and  a  restaurant  at  Hagerman.  thus  taking  a  prominent  place 
in  the  business  circles  of  the  town.  Later  he  purchased  hia  partner's  Interest  In  the 
huslnees  and  after  conducting  it  alone  for  a  time  sold  to  Charles  Owens.  He  Is  now 
operating  a  dairy  In  connection  with  his  ranching  Interests. 

In  ISSS  Mr.  Green  was  married  to  Miss  Charlotte  Carllng.  a  daughter  of  FVank 
and  Prances  (Nixon)  Curling  and  a  native  of  Fillmore,  Utah.  Her  father  was  born  in 
England  and  her  mother  in  Missouri.  They  came  across  the  plains  at  an  early  day, 
settling  near  Ogden,  Utah,  whence  a  removal  was  made  to  Fillmore,  where  George  Nizon, 
grandfather  of  Mrs.  Green,  was  killed  by  the  Indians.  Later  the  family  resided  for  a 
time  at  Holden,  Utah,  and  then  went  to  Fillmore,  where  the  father  of  Mrs.  Green  passed 
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atWAj.  Tb«  tamll7  afterward  llTsd  at  O&k  Cr«ek  and  later  at  Leamin(ton,  at  Salt  Lite 
Clt7  and  at  Star  Taller,  WyomlnK.  Sabaeauentlr  retnm  waa  made  to  Salt  Lake  Ctt7 
and  then  to  Rlgbr,  Idaho,  where  tbe  mother  of  Mrs.  Oreen  passed  away.  To  Mr.  and 
Hra.  Green  bare  been  born  nine  children:  Charles  Franklin,  Habel  N.,  John  W.,  Char- 
lotte &.,  Leo  Earl,  Alta  Eldna,  Eta  V.,  Theresa  T.  and  Ora  Dell. 

Mr.  Qreen  Totes  with  the  renubUcan  part;,  which  he  has  supported  siaoe  age  con- 
ferred np<»i  him  the  right  of  franchise.  He  Is  now  well  known  in  the  Ha«erman  valley 
and  aouthem  Idaho,  where  mining  and  ranching  interests  have  brought  him  prom- 
inently before  the  public  as  a  progresslTe  and  representative  baelnees  man.  Ha  and 
bis  family  are  now  widely  and  favorably  known  In  this  section  of  the  state  and  oocnpr 
BD  enviabia  position  In  social  circles. 


HOWARD  F.  PICKREN. 

Howard  F.  Pickren,  tor  m&nj  years  engaced  in  railroad  work  and  at  preaoit  the 
popular  and  elBclent  agent  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad,  at  Soda  Springs,  was 
bton  at  PlatUbnrg,  New  York.  July  12.  1S76,  a  son  of  George  G.  and  Elliabetta  (Baker) 
Pickren,  also  natives  of  the  Empire  state. 

George  O.  Pickren  was  engaged  at  ranching  or  farming  through  his  active  llfa. 
Abont  1817  he  decided  to  settle  In  Idaho,  and  on  coming  to  this  state  he  located  at  Blisa. 
In  Gooding  county,  buying  a  tract  of  land  in  that  place,  which  ha  Improved  and  set  out 
to  culttvatlMi,  and  on  this  place  be  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  His  death  oocnrred 
on  January  10,  1918.  His  wife  predeceased  htm  by  nearly  eight  years,  her  death  taking 
place  on  June  3S,  1910.  They  were  wortl^'  citizens,  and  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  estaam 
of  the  community  In  which  they  had  been  residents  tor  several  years. 

Howard  F.  Pickren,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  reared  and  received  part  ol  bis 
educatim  Id  Idaho,  later  entering  All  Hallows  College,  where  he  flntshed  Us  s^ool 
coarse.  Mr.  Pickren  then  started  to  earn  his  livelihood,  beginning  at  railroading;  he 
later  learned  telegrapbj',  and  has  been  successively  employed  as  operator,  conductor, 
BWltchman  and  dispatcher,  and  finally  took  over  the  dntiea  of  agent,  at  which  he  la  pres- 
ently engaged.  He  bas  been  with  the  Oregon  Short  Line  for  twenty-eight  years.  In 
1899,  Mr.  Pickren  moved  to  Soda  Springe  and  took  up  the  duties  of  telegraph  {^erator, 
and  In  the  sncceedlng  years  he  served  at  different  points  on  the  system,  returning  to 
Soda  Springs  In  IBIO.  It  was  in  the  latter  year  that  Mr.  Pickren  accepted  the  position 
of  agent  and  has  been  haodllng  the  duties  of  the  agency  with  skill  and  ability  and  to  the 
general  satiBfaction  of  all  concerned.  He  is  now  one  of  the  best  known  cltlsens  of  Soda 
'Springe,  where  he  has  resided  since  IBIO. 

On  January  24,  1S99,  Mr.  Pickren  was  united  in  marriage  to  Bemice  A.  Btrachan 
a  daughter  of  Judge  James  Strachan.  of  Soda  Springs,  and  to  whom  further  reference  I& 
made  in  another  part  of  tbe  biographical  section  of  this  work.  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Pickren 
have  become  tbe  parents  of  two  children,  namely:  Ruth  Ella  Marie,  born  on  December  27, 
1899,  and  J.  Fred,  born  on  July  28,  1901. 

Mr.  Pickren  gives  a  good  cltiien's  attention  to  public  affairs  and  served  as  county 
assessor  of  Lincoln  county,  Idaho,  for  two  years.  He  Is  an  active  member  of  the  Mastmte 
order,  of  tbe  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  of  the  Order  of  Railroad  Conductors 
and  the  Order  of  Railroad  Telegraphers.  Politically  he'  gives  his  support  to  tbe  re- 
publican party  and  has  ever  been  active  in  all  movements  calculated  to  advance  hU 
party's  interests. 


WILLIAM   WARD   MATTINSON. 

In  the  early  years  of  bla  residence  In  Idaho.  Wflllam  Ward  Mattinson,  now  a  lead- 
ing attorney  of  Rupert,  was  connected  with  the  reclamation  service  and  throughout 
the  entire  period  be  has  been  an  active  cooperant  in  those  forces  which  have  made  for 
the  upbuilding  and  development  of  the  state.  He  was  bom  fn  Oaleaburg,  Illinois,  Deoem- 
ber  2,  1883,  and  Is  a  son  of  Nela  and  Christine  Hattinson.  He  was  but  six  years  of  ase 
when  his  parents  removed  with  their  family  from  Illinois  to  Red  Bluff,  California, 
where  he  pursued  his  education  in  the  public  schools,  while  later  he  attended  a  busi- 
ness college  at  Sacramento.  Calitomla.     In  San  Francisco  he  became  a  civilian  clerk 
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In  the  'UBtted  States  navy,  spending  nine  montbe  in  that  way,  after  which  ha  waa  obliged 
to  discontinue  on  account  of  illness.  He  then  went  to  Manila  la  the  Philippine  lalanda, 
where  he  acted  as  civilian  clerk  with  the  war  department.  He  was  aaaoclsted  with  the 
PhllipplDe  supreme  court  for  three  years  as  a  stenographer  and  on  the  expiration 
of  tliat  period  returned  to  the  United  States  by  way  of  New  York.  From  the  eastern- 
metroiKilia  he  made  his  way  to  Mount  Pleasant,  Iowa,  and  afterward  to  Mitchell,  Ne- 
braska, where  he  was  connected  with  the  reclamation  service.  He  subsequently  became 
a  law  student  In  the  Valparaiso  UnWersity  of  Valparaiso,  Indiana,  where  he  continued 
for  a  year.  In  1912  he  arrived  at  Rupert.  Idaho,  where  he  again  entered  the  reclama- 
tion service  of  the  United  States  government,  spending  two  years  in  that  connection. 
Later  be  was  made  deputy  county  clerk  of  Minidoka  county,  fllling  the  position  for  two 
years,  and  In  the  meantime,  or  In  November,  1916,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Idaho  bari 
In  1916  he  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  and  he  bas  also  continued  In  the  private 
practice  of  law,  winning  a  good  clientage  as  he  has  demonstrated  his  ability  to  cope 
auccessl^illy  with  intricate  and  involved  legal  problems. 

In  politics  Mr.  MattinstKi  maintaina  an  independent  course,  voting  according  to 
the  dictates  of  his  Judgment  without  regard  for  party  ties.  Fraternally  he  is  con- 
nected with  the  Masons  and  is  a  faithful  follower  of  the  craft.  He  Is  making  steady 
professional  progress  and  belongs  to  that  class  of  enterprising  young  men  whose  ambi- 
tion has  been  a  steady  moving  force  In  their  career,  insuring  progress  In  a  Milling 
where  advancement  depends  entirely  upon  Individual  merit  and  ability. 


ORLBY  SOUCIB. 

Orley  Sonde,  an  Idaho  pioneer,  who  waa  formerly  one  of  the  old-time  miners  of 
the  Boise  baaln,  la  now  residing  on  a  well  Improved  and  valuable  ranch  of  eighty  acres 
situated  two  and  a  half  miles  south  of  Meridian.  He  purchased  It  as  a  relinquishment 
claim  In  March.  1010.  and  took  possessioti  of  the  tract,  which  was  then  covered  with 
sagebrush.  Something  of  bis  activity  and  enterprise  Is  manlfeat  in  the  excellent  ap- 
pearance ot  the  property  at  the  present  time.  The  life  story  ot  Orley  Soucie  had  its  be- 
ginning In  Door  county,  Wisconsin,  where  he  waa  bom  July  17.  1869.  Hla  father, 
Dammas  Soucie,  was  a  French  Canadian,  although  born  In  Bangor,  Maine.  During  the 
greater  part  of  hie  life  he  followed  fishing  or  was  a  pilot  and  sailor  on  the  St.  Lawrence 
river,  the  Great  Lakes  and  also  on  the  Atlantic,  this  life  bringing  him  many  varied 
and  interesting  experiences.  He  died  In  Boise  in  1S93,  wlien  on  a  visit  to  his  son. 
His  home  was  at  that  time  In  Nebraska,  where  he  owned  a  good  farm.  His  son  Orley 
was  then  residing  on  the  coast  in  the  state  of  Washington  and  the  father  had  paid  him 
a  visit  and  waa  en  route  to  his  home  when  he  became  ill  of  spotted  fever  and  passed 
away  In  Boise,  his  remains  being  Interred  in  the  Morris  Hill  cemetery  ot  that  city.  In 
tracing  back  the  ancestry  of  Orley  Soucie  it  Is  found  that  his  paternal  grandfather 
was  a  native  of  France,  while  bis  mother  was  an  English  woman. 

Orley  Soucie  left  Door  county,  Wisconsin,  with  his  parents  In  1881,  when  twelve 
years  of  age.  removing  to  Custer  county,  Nebraska,  where  he  waa  reared  to  manhood  and 
was  married.  It  was  on  the  2lBt  of  August.  1890.  when  he  had  lust  passed  his  twenty- 
first  birthday,  that  he  wedded  Miss  Jessie  Smith,  a  native  of  Missouri,  with  whom  he 
long  traveled  life's  Journey  most  happily.  To  them  were  born  nine  children,  eight  of 
whom  are  still  living,  but  In  the  year  1913  the  wife  and  mother  passed  away,  her 
death  occurring  on  the  22d  of  November. 

After  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Soucie  lived  for  a  time  In  Nebraska  and  then  re^ 
moved  to  the  coaat,  settling  in  the  state  of  Washington  in  1891.  In  1S93,  however,  they 
retraced  their  steps  eastward  aa  far  as  Idaho,  and  for  several  years,  or  from  1893  until 
1910,  Mr.  Soucie  followed  mining  pursuits  at  CentervlUe  and  Pioneervllle  in  the  Boise 
basin.  In  the  summer  of  1900  Mr.  Soucie  was  also  In  the  Klondike,  where  be  was  em- 
ployed by  a  dredge  company.  Since  1910  he  has  continuously  occupied  his  ranch 
property,  south  of  Meridian,  comprising  eighty  acres  of  land,  which  he  has  converted 
from  a  tract  of  sagebrnsh  Into  one  of  the  highly  developed  and  valuable  ranch  prop- 
erties of  the  district.  It  is  now  largely  planted  to  alfalfa  and  red  clover,  the  re- 
mainder being  in  pasture  land,  and  he  Is  successfully  engaged  in  the  raising  of  registered 
Hampshire  sheep,  cattle  and  horses. 

Since  the  death  of  hie  wife  seven  years  ago  Mr.  Soucie  bas  remained  a  widower, 
attempting  as  best  he  can  to  fill  the  place  of  both  father  and  mother  to  his  children. 
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Seyen  of  the  ntne  children  are  still  Urlng:  Ralph,  twenty-aeTen  rears  of  ace,  who  la 
a  veteran  of  the  World  war,  having  aerred  tor  nineteen  months  In  France,  while  at  the 
present  time  he  Is  located  an  a  ranch  of  hts  own  near  Heridlan;  Elta,  the  wife  of  Joe 
Pettlt,  a  rancher  Hying  near  Ueridlan:  Qrace:  Clara,  now  the  wife  of  Iferl  Pettlt,  a 
brother  of  Joe  Pettlt  and  also  a  rancher  near  Meridian;  Irene,  Ma7  and  Zehnk,  who  are 
in  echool  and  make  their  home  with  their  father  on  the  ranch. 

Mr.  Sonde  beltmgB  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  he  Is  also  con- 
nected with  the  Gran^.  being  now  master  of  Locust  Grove  Qranse  In  hla  home  neigh- 
borhood. Re  Is  also  identified  with  the  Non  Partisan  hetgao.  He  carefully  considers 
all  vital  public  questions  and  his  position  upon  any  such  Is  never  an  equivocal  one.  He*^ 
stands  firmly  for  what  he  believes  to  be  right  and  hii  aid  and  influence  are  always  on 
the  side  of  prt^ress,  reform  and  improvement 


JAMES  L.  FULLER. 

James  L.  Puller,  of  Shoshone.  Judge  of  the  probate  court  of  Lincoln  county,  was 
bom  in  Angelica,  Allegany  county,  New  York,  March  17,  184S,  his  parents  being  Russell 
and  Margaret  (Wingar)  Fuller,  who  were  aleo  natives  of  that  locality,  the  father's  birth 
having  there  occurred  In  ISll. 

In  the  BCboolH  of  the  Eimpire  state  Judge  Fuller  pursued  his  education  and  was 
reared  upon  his  father's  farm,  assisting  In  its  further  development  and  improvement  until 
after  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  war.  In  1S62.  when  a  youth  of  seventeen,  he  enlisted  In 
the  One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  New  York  lufantrr  and  participated  in  several  hotly 
contested  engagements.  He  was  later  transferred  to  the  First  New  York  Dragoons 
and  participated  In  forty-four  battles  of  the  ClvU  war.  He  received  an  hemorable  die- 
charge  at  Rochester,  New  Tork,  in  July,  186S,  and  returned  to  his  lather's  farm  with  a 
most  creditable  military  record. 

Jndi^B  Fuller  then  remained  upon  the  farm  for  two  years  and  la  1867  sought  the 
opportunities  of  the  west.  He  became  engaged  In  railroad  construction  work  for  the 
Union  Pacific,  being  thus  employed  for  two  years,  after  which  he  took  up  his  abode 
at  Elko,  Nevada,  where  he  engaged  In  contractlDg,  grading  and  teaming  work  for  a 
period  of  three  years.  In  1874  he  arrived  In  Idaho,  settling  at  Marsh  I^ke,  Cassia 
oounty,  then  a  part  of  Owyhee  county,  where  he  took  up  one  hundred  and  sixty  acrea 
of  ranch  land  and  began  fanning  on  his  own  account.  He  was  thus  active  to  the  spring  of 
1879,  when  he  sold  the  property  and  removed  to  Salmon  Falls,  near  where  the  town  of 
Bllsa  now  stands.  He  engaged  in  placer  mining  on  the  Snake  river  tor  two  years 
and  In  1882  he  establiahed  a  general  store  at  Bliss,  where  the  Oregon  Short  Line  had 
gone  through  the  district  He  was  also  postmaster  there,  having  the  postofltoe  in  Us 
store,  and  he  likewise  acted  as  railway  express  agent,  following  these  lines  of  activity 
until  1602,  when  he  removed  to  Shoshone  after  disposing  of  his  busineBB  at  Bliss.  He 
was  later  appointed  Judge  of  the  probate  court  In  1605  and  served  for  four  oonsecutive 
terms.  He  then  retired  from  the  ofllce  but  after  two  years  was  again  appointed  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1917,  to  fill  out  a  vacancy  and  at  the  next  regular  election  later  in  the  same  year 
was  again  chosen  for  the  ofllce,  which  he  has  since  filled,  so  that  he  has  now  served 
for  five  full  terms  and  (»ie  partial  term  as  probate  Judge.  He  Is  likewise  engaged  in  the 
Are  insurance  business  as  the  representative  of  five  different  companies. 

On  the  3d  of  August,  1876,  Mr.  Fuller  was  married  to  Miss  Alice  Decker,  a  daugh- 
ter of  Aaron  and  Lydla  (Miner)  Decker,  who  were  farming  petvle  of  Minnesota,  in 
which  state  Mrs.  Fuller  was  bom  October  10.  1862.  Her  father  was  killed  In  battle  as 
a  soldier  of  the  Civil  war.  His  widow  afterward  became  the  wife  of  D.  B.  Bliss  and  she 
is  now  living  with  Judge  and  Mrs.  Fuller.  To  the  Judge  and  his  wife  have  been  born 
eleven  children:  Mildred  B.;  James  B.;  Tmman  C;  Bertha  J.i  Madge  E.;  Russell  D.; 
Aarons  D.;  Amos  0.;  John  L.;  Alice  S.;  and  Theodore,  who  was  bom  in  1B03  and  was 
named  for  Theodore  Roosevelt,  America's  foremost  citizen.  The  spirit  of  loyalty  and 
patriotism  which  has  ^ver  characterised  the  family  was  manifested  by  the  sons  .of  Judge 
and  Mrs.  Fuller.  Truman  C.  served  In  the  World  war  as  a  member  of  the  Engineering 
Corps.  Russell  D.  enlisted  in  Idaho  in  the  Border  Division  and  was  transferred  to  the 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-sixth  Field  Artillery,  with  which  he  saw  active  service  in 
France.  Amos  was  a  member  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fltth  Aerial  Squadron  and 
remained  in  the  service  over  four  years. 

Judge  Fullef  proudly  wears  the  little  bronze  button  that  prockilms  him  a  member 
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of  the  Qrand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  he  la  ■  paat  department  c<»nmailder  In  Idaha 
He  Is  a  moBt  efflclent,  prominent  and  faithful  public  offlcial,  bishly  esteemed  by  all  as 
a  pnbllc-splrlled  and  patriotic  citizen  who  has  ever  been  as  true  and  loyal  to  bis  country 
and  her  interests  In  days  of  peace  as  when  he  followed  the  nation's  starry  banner  on 
the  battlefields  of  the  south. 


THOMAS  E.  ULUER. 

Rapid  changes  are  being  constantly  wrought  by  the  enterprising  and  prosresslve 
citliens  who  xre  taking  up  the  wild  land  of  Idaho  and  converting  it  Into  productlre 
and  well  Improved  farms.  In  IBIS  Thomas  E.  Ulmer  purchased  his  present  property 
of  forty  acres,  situated  two  and  a  half  miles  southwest  of  Meridian.  It  was  then 
COTered  with  the  native  growth  ot  sagebrosh,  not  a  furrow  having  been  turned  nor 
an  improvement  made.  His  labors  at  once  brought  about  a  change  that  In  the 
course  ot  time  has  produced  marvelous  results.  Today  upon  the  place  there  is  a 
good  house,  a  substantial  bam  and  other  outbuildings  and  the  land  is  carefully  and 
profitably  cultivated.  Prior  to  1918  Mr.  Ulmer  had  lived  on  other  ranches  near 
Meridian,  having  leased  land  In  this  state  since  coming  from  Missouri  to  Idaho 
in  1907. 

A  native  of  Indiana,  he  waa  born  In  Scott  county,  December  9,  1872,  a  son  ot 
Jacob  and  Nettle  (Elchey)  Ulmer,  both  of  whom  have  passed  away.  The  son  was 
reared  In  Nodaway  county,  Missouri,  his  youthful  days  being  spent  In  the  usual 
manner  of  the  farm-bred  boy.  Throughout  his  entire  lite  he  hss  carried  on  agri- 
cultural Interests  and  to  a  large  extent  has  devoted  his  attention  to  cattle  raising. 
He  is  still  actively  engaged  In  handling  cattle,  and  In  addition  to  the  ten  bead  ot 
dairy  cowa  now  upon  his  ranch,  he  has  a  herd  of  ninety  head  of  range  cattle  which 
he  is  now  pasturing  on  Smith's  Prairie  In  Elmore  county.  He  and  his  son-in-law. 
Roderick  Maw,  have  a  ranch  of  fifteen  hundred  and  forty  acre*  under  lease  for  their 
cattle,  each  having  ninety  head  on  pasturage  there.  In  young  manhood  Mr.  Ulmer 
had  herded  cattle,  riding  the  range  both  In  Missouri  and  Idaho,  so  that  his  experience 
is  broad  and  varied  and  his  success  Is  the  direct  outcome  ot  hie  persistency  of  pur- 
pose, his  close  application  and  his  unfaltering  industry.  In  all  that  he  undertakes 
he  displays  a  most  progressive  spirit  that  is  producing  excellent  results.

The  children  of  this  marriage  are:  Minnie,  now  the  wife  of 
Roderick  Haw,  living  near  Meridian;  and  Ray,  who  is  married  and  follows  ranching 
near  his  father's  place. 

Mr.  Ulmer  Is  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  bothhe 
and  his  wife  are  connected  with  the  Daughters  of  Rebekata.  In  politics  he  Is  inde- 
pendent and  is  a  member  of  the  Non  Partisan  League,  believing  that  efficiency  and 
capability  should  determine  selection  for  local  office  and  not  party  adherence. 


CHARLES  EUGENE  MADDEN. 

Charles  Eugene  Madden,  a  prosperous  rancher  owning  a  valuable  and  well  Improved 
tract  ot  forty  acres  situated  two  and  a  half  miles  southeast  of  Meridian,  took  up  his 
abode  upon  this  property  In  1904.  at  which  time  he  purchased  It  for  fifty  dtdlars  per 
acre.  Such  has  been  the  Increase  In  realty  values  through  the  rapid  settlement  of  the 
stat«,  and  also,  owing  to  the  improvements  that  he  has  put  upon  it,  that  his  ranch  is  today 
worth  five  hundred  dollars  per  acre  and  Mr.  Madden  Is  classed  with  the  leading  and  sub- 
stantial citisens  ot  his  locality.  He  was  bom  near  Davenport,  Scott  county,  Iowa, 
October  21,  1872,  and  Is  a  son  at  Henry  and  Lucy  A.  (Vancleaf)  Madden,  both  of  whom 
have  now  passed  away. 

Charles  B.  Madden  was  a  youth  ot  fourteen  years  when  he  left  Iowa,  where  up  to 
that  time  he  had  been  reared  upon  a  farm  and  had  pursued  a  public  school  education. 
He  later  spent  a  number  of  years  upon  a  farm  near  Beatrice,  Gage  county,  Nebraska, 
and  continued  in  the  latter  state  until  be  came  to  Idaho  In  1904.  Through  the  inter- 
vening period  he  baa  been  closely  associated  with  ranching  Interests  near  Meridian  and 
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ta  now  conducting  hu  property  as  a  dairy  and  sheep  ranch,  keeping  Holstelo  cattle  for 
dairy  purposes  and  raising  reglBtered  Hampshire  sheep.  He  Is  actuated  by  a  progressive 
spirit  In  all  that  be  ondertakes  and  bis  labors  are  most  wisely  and  profitably  directed. 

On  the  30th  of  November,  1898,  In  western  Nebraska,  Mr.  Madden  was  married  to 
Miss  Cora  Janet  Ellison,  a  native  of  Iowa.  In  1904  tbey  remored  from  Nebraska  to  their 
present  home  and  here  they  have  reared  their  family  of  nine  children,  seven  daughters 
and  two  sons,  namely:  Vera  Altha,  wbo  was  born  April  IS,  1900,  and  who  on  the  fltb  of 
August,  1918,  became  the  wife  of  Bemle  Waltley;  Bura  Madge,  born  June  10,  1901; 
Jessie  Mabel,  February  5,  1903;  Viola  Blanche.  February  12,  190G:  Dell  Daniel,  Uay  SO. 
1908;  Ralph  Henry,  August  16,  1909;  Prances  Margaret,  May  3,  1911;  Lola  Ladle,  Oc- 
tober 8.  1913;  and  Helen  Louise,  September  13,  1918.  This  is  a  family  of  whcnn  the 
parents  have  every  reason  to  be  proud.  All  are  yet  under  the  parental  roof  save  the 
eldest  daughter,  Vera  Altha,  wbo  is  married,  although  but  twenty  years  of  age.  The 
three  eldest  daughters  now  at  home  are  students  In  the  Meridian  high  school. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Madden  belong  to  tbe  Christian  church  and  In  politics  he  waa  long  a 
supporter  of  tbe  republican  party.  At  the  present  time  be  Is  Identified  with  the  Non 
Partisan  League.  He  has  served  as  clerk  of  tbe  Locust  Orove  school  board  for  several 
years  and  his  wife  Is  now  a  member  of  its  board,  acting  as  chairman  tbereof.  Both 
belong  to  the  Locust  Orove  Grange  In  their  home  neighborhood,  of  which  Mr.  Madden  in 
now  secretary,  while  his  wife  is  tbe  lecturer.  They  are  Interested  In  all  that  baa  to  do 
with  progress  and  improvement  in  their  county,  and  their  aid  and  cooperation  can  at  all 
times  be  counted  upon  to  further  any  plan  or  project  for  the  public  good. 


THOMAS  JEFFERSON  McCORKLB. 

Thomas  Jefferson  McCorkle  Is  a  pioneer  rancher  whose  home  is  a  forty-acre  tract  of 
land  three  miles  southwest  of  Meridian.  He  purchased  this  place  as  a  relinquishment 
and  the  entire  forty  acres  was  raw  sagebrush  when  It  came  into  his  possession  In  1909. 
That  bis  life  has  since  been  a  most  busy  and  nsetul  one  Is  Indicated  In  the  tact  that 
today  his  property  Is  a  beautiful  and  valuable  lorty-acre  ranch  with  good  ImprovemeotB. 
all  of  which  are  monuments  to  hie  enterprise  and  diligence.  He  acquired  the  entire 
property  for  two  hundred  dollars  and  today  It  is  worth  much  more  than  that  per  acre. 
It  was  three  years  after  his  removal  to  Idaho  that  Mr.  HcCorkle  came  into  possession 
of  his  present  ranch.  He  bad  removed  to  Idaho  in  1906  from  Nodaway  county,  Mis- 
souri, and  had  gone  to  that  state  from  West  Virginia.  He  was  bom  In  West  Vli^nla, 
March  20,  1S66.  His  father,  James  McCorkle,  was  a  native  of  Ohio  and  a  farmer  by 
oGcnpatlon.  During  the  Civil  war  he  served  as  a  Confederate  aoldler.  He  married  Sarah 
Alls,  who  was  born  In  Kentucky,  and  tor  a  number  of  years  they  resided  In  West  Vir- 
ginia. 

It  was  there  that  Thomas  Jefferson  McCorkle  was  reared  to  the  age  of  slrteen  years, 
when  he  left  his  parents'  home  In  his  native  state  and  made  his  way  westward  to  Mis- 
souri, settling  in  Nodaway  coanty,  where  his  sister  lived.  He  spent  several  years  there 
and  during  that  period  was  married  on  tbe  80th  of  January,  18S7,  to  Mies  Annie  Elisabeth 
Ulmer.  whose  birth  occurred  in  Scott  county,  Indiana,  February  11,  1869,  ber  father  be- 
ing Jacob  Ulmer  and  her  brother  Thomas  E.  Ulmer,  who  Is  mentioned  elsewhere  In  this 
work.  Her  father  was  one  of  the  pioneer  residents  of  Nodaway  county,  Missouri.  A 
year  or  two  after  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCorkle  removed  to  northern  Texas, 
where  they  resided  for  seventeen  years  and  then  made  their  way  northward  to  Alberta, 
Canada.  They  did  not  like  the  climate  there,  however,  and  remained  for  only  three 
months,  after  which  they  returned  to  Missouri.  A  short  time  was  passed  In  that  state 
and  in  1906  they  came  to  the  Boise  valley  of  Idaho,  where  they  have  since  resided,  and 
here  ^s  the  years  have  passed  they  have  prospered  in  their  undertakings  and  are  today 
the  owners  of  a  splendidly  developed  and  well  Irrigated  ranch  of  forty  acres  which  pro- 
vides an  excellent  income,  so  that  the  family  is  now  enjoying  all  of  tbe  ccHuforts  and 
some  of  the  luxuries  of  life.  To  Mr,  and  Mrs.  McCorkle  have  been  bom  Ave  children  who 
are  yet  living,  tour  sons  and  a  daughter,  the  youngest  being  seventeen  years  of  age. 
Lafe  McCorkle,  who  was  bom  in  Missouri  on  the  36th  of  March,  1888.  married  Carrie 
Yost,  by  whom  be  has  two  sons,  Stanley  and  Howard,  their  home  being  now  at  Rlrie. 
Idaha  The  second  of  the  family  is  Lula  Bell,  wbo  was  bom  November  18,  1890,  and 
was  married  In  April,  1911,  to  James  Wills,  their  home  being  on  Ttea  Mile  cr«ek  In  Ada 
county.    They  have  one  son,  Marlon  Edgar  Wills.    The  third  of  titf  tamlly  is  Samuel 
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Benjamin,  who  was  born  June  21,  18K,  and  the  younger  sons  are  Erneat  Jesse,  bom 
January  26,  1>01.  and  Andy  JeSerBon,  born  Febrnary  20,  1903.  The  three  youngest  sons 
are  all  big,  Btrons,  healthy  boys  who  are  at  home  and  are  of  much  aseietance  to  their 
father  In  the  further  development  and  improvement  of  the  ranch. 

Mrs.  McCorkle  belongs  to  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Sainta.  Hr. 
HcCorkle  Is  connected  with  the  Non  Partisan  Iieague,  belieTlng  that  an  Independent 
course  should  be  followed  tn  regard  to  the  selection  of  men  for  offlce  and  that  capability 
should  be  the  determining  factor  and  not  party  connections.  He  iiae  never  held  nor 
desired  oDlce,  preferring  to  concentrate  bis  efforts  and  attention  upon  his  business  af- 
fairs, which  have  been  wisely  and  carefully  directed,  so  that  he  Is  now  one  ot  the  pros- 
perous pioneer  ranchers  In  the  vicinity  of  Meridian. 


THOMAS  H.  PENCE. 


Thomas  H.  Pence  owns  and  occupies  an  excellent  farm  property  adjoining  the  cor- 
poration limits  of  Weiser  and  Is  giving  his  attention  to  general  agricultural  pursuits 
and  stock  raising.  He  was  born  In  Pennsylvania.  December  22,'  ISGl,  and  Is  a  son 
of  a.  W.  Pence  and  a  brother  of  Peter  Pence,  of  Payette,  Idaho,  who  Is  mentioned  else- 
where in  this  worli. 

Thomas  H.  Pence  spentf  bis  youthful  days  In  the  Keystone  state  and  Is  Indebted  to 
the  public  school  system  ot  Pennsylvania  for  the  educational. opportunities  be  enjoyed. 
He  was  a  young  man  of  twenty  years  when  he  determined  to  try  bis  fortune  tn  the  west, 
believing  that  In  tbis  great  and  growing  country  he  might  find  the  advantages  which  he 
sought  that  would  lead  to  prosperity.  He  located  In  the  Payette  valley  and  worked  on 
a  stock  ranch  for  two  years  In  the  employ  of  his  brother,  Peter  Pence.  He  afterward  en- 
gaged In  mining  for  two  years  and  eventually  bought  a  farm  in  the  Payette  valley,  thus 
Investing  the  capital  which  he  had  saved  from  his  earnings.  Turning  bis  attentiui  to 
stock  raising,  be  there  remained  for  some  years  btit  eventually  disposed  of  that  property 
and  removed  to  Welaer,  for  he  bad  been  elected  sheriff  of  Washington  county  and  entered 
upon  the  duties  ot  the  position,  which  be  discharged  with  marked  capability  and  Odellty, 
He  made  so  excellent  a  record  during  bis  Srst  term  that  he  was  three  times  reelected  as 
the  candidate  of  the  republican  party  and  thus  served  altogether  for  four  terms  with 
credit  to  himself  and  satisfaction  to  his  constituents,  retiring  from  the  ofOce  as  be  had 
entered  It — with  the  confidence  and  goodwill  of  all  concerned.  He  next  purchased  the 
ranch  whereon  he  now  resides.  It  being  an  excellent  farm  property  adjacent  to  Weiser. 
Here  he  Is  engaged  In  stock  raising,  handling  both  horses  and  cattle,  and  through  the 
intervening  period  be  has  conducted  a  proQtable  business  of  this  character.

The  father  built  the  first  hotel  in  Weiser  and  was  closely  associated 
with  the  development  and  progress  of  the  city  for  a  long  period. 

In  his  political  views  Hr.  Pence  hsB  always  been  an  earnest  republican  and  takes  a 
most  active  interest  In  politics,  being  recognized  as  one  of  the  local  leaders  of  the  Tfttrty. 
His  aid  and  Influence  are  always  on  the  aide  of  progress  and  Improvement  and  he  has 
made  valuable  cmitribution  to  the  development  and  upbuilding  of  hU  section  of  the  state.

830  HISTORY  OF  IDAHO 

Since  1903  Dr.  MoweiT  has  mnde  hfa  borne  in  Id&ho,  taking  up  hit  abode  tn 
tbat  year  at  Wardner,  where  tor  two  jo&ts  he  waa  aaHoctated  in  practice  wltli 
Dr.  France.  AH  tbroufh  tbe  period  of  hie  protesBlonal  career,  as  in  tbe  days  of 
hlB  boyhood,  be  has  been  closely  associated  with  hla  brother.  Dr.  Herbert  C.  Mowery. 
Their  educational  opportunities  were  tbe  same  and  both  became  connected  with 
Dr.  France  In  active  practice  In  Wardner.  When  Dr.  St.  Jean  purchased  the  Wal- 
lace  Hospital  in  1906  they  removed  to  this  city  and  were  members  ot  the  staff  of 
tbat  institution  for  a  period  of  Ats  years.  Securing  leave  of  absence  In  1908,  ther 
want  abroad,  pursuing  post  graduate  study  In  the  hospitals  of  London,  Vienna,  Berlin 
and  Paris,  remaining  In  Europe  for  about  two  years.  In  1910  they  serwed  their 
connection  with  the  Wallace  Hospital  and  Joined  tbe  staff  of  ProTidence  Hospital, 
with  which  they  were  Identlfled  for  some  time.  In  addition  to  bis  bospftal  wora 
Dr.  Charles  R.  Mowery  has  built  up  a  large  private  practice  In  Wallace,  nor  have 
bis  efforts  been  confined  alone  to  professional  lines,  for  he  has  done  Important  pub- 
lic work  in  other  connections. 

In  bis  political  t^wb  Dr.  Mowery  has  always  been  a  republican  and  has  glTea 
loyal  support  to  the  party  because  of  his  firm  belief  In  Us  principles.  In  191G  he 
was  elected  mayor  of  Wallace  and  has  served  as  county  coroner,  has  been  county 
Ivealth  officer  and  was  most  active  In  connection  with  all  of  the  war  work.

Dr.  Mowery  was  married  In  1S12  to  Miss  Doris  MatbewBon  and  they  have  become 
the  parents  of  three  children,  Elttabeth  Doris,  John  Albert  and  Charlee  R.,  Jr.  In 
the  social  circles  of  Wallace  they  occupy  an  enviable  position  and  fraternally  Dr. 
Mowery  Is  connected  with  the  Masons,  the  Etks,  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  tbe 
Independent  Order  ot  Odd  Fellows,  while  along  strictly  professional  lines  he  Is  a 
fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgery.  His  constantly  Increasing  powers  and 
ability  have  brought  him  Into  prominence  as  an  able  physician  and  surgeon  and 
he  Is  recognised  as  one  who  always  holds  to  the  highest  professional  standards 
and  ethics. 


JOSEPH  E.  HAWES. 

The  eitenslve  landed  possessions  of  Joseph  E.  Hawes  embrace  several  hundred 
acres,  of  which  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  In  Bruneau  valley  is  under  the  ditch, 
constituting  a  very  valuable  and  productive  property.  Jn  addition  to  raising  the 
crops  best  adapted  to  soli  and  climate  be  Is  quite  extensively  engaged  In  cattle  rais- 
ing and  his  business  affairs  are  wisely  and  profitably  managed.  Mr.  Hawes  Is  a 
native  son  of  Idaho,  his  birth  having  occurred  In  Boise  on  the  &th  of  March,  187S, 
his  parents  being  Benjamin  F.  and  Margaret  Hawes,  both  of  whom  were  natives 
of  Ohio.  They  crossed  the  plains  In  the  latter  '60s,  making  the  Journey  wltb  ox 
teams  and  wagon.  They  proceeded  by  slow  stages  across  the  sandy  plains  and  over 
the  mountains  to  their  destination,  first  taking  up  their  abode  at  Boise.  The  father 
secured  a  ranch  In  Owyhee  county  and  both  he  and  his  wife  remained  thereon  until 
called  to  their  final  rest.  In  their  family  were  three  children,  all  ot  whom  are  yet 
living. 

Joseph  E.  Hawes,  spending  bis  youthful  days  in  his  parents'  home,  pursued 
bis  education  In  the  schools  near  the  farm  and  afterward  attended  the  Boise  high 
school.  He  then  took  up  the  occupation  of  farming  and  stock  ralBing,  to  which  he 
bad  been  reared,  his  early  experience  well  qualifying  him  for  the  conduct  ot  a  busi- 
ness of  his  own.  As  the  years  have  passed  he  has  prospered  and  bis  holdings  now 
embrace  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  In  Bruneau  valley,  two  hundred  of  which 
is  under  cultivation  and  the  remainder  In  pasture.  He  also  has  four  hundred  and 
forty  acres  of  grazing  land  In  tbe  Three  Creek  country,  used  for  fatt  pasture;  another 
tract  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  grazing  land;  and  a  homestead  ot  six 
hundred  and  forty  acres.  His  Irrigated  fields  bring  forth  excellent  crops,  tor  which 
he  finds  a  ready  sale  on  the  market.  In  addition,  cattle  raising  constitutes  an  Im- 
portant feature  of  bis  business  and  he  now  has  a  herd  of  nine  hundred  head  of 
Durham  cattle.  His  stock  is  of  high  grade  and  his  annual  Income  Is  materially  In- 
creased by  the  sale  ot  his  cattle. 
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In  1897  Mr.  Hawes  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Adelaide  H.  Turner,  wbo 
«at  bom  upon  the  ranch  where  they  now  reside.  She  1b  a  danshter  ol  John  and 
Emma  (Pootman)  Turner,  who  are  nativea  of  London,  England,  and  came  to  the 
new  world  In  186B.  Making  their  way  across  the  country,  they  esUbUshed  tlialr 
borne  In  Owyhee  county,  where  they  hare  since  resided,  now  llTlng  at  Bruneau. 
They  were  the  flrat  settlers  In  Brunean  valley  and  their  two  children,  William  and 
AdeUlde  H.,  were  the  first  white  children  bom  in  the  valley.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hawee 
bad  a  family  of  tour  children.  Roland,  who  Is  still  at  home,  is  engaged  In  the  cattle 
business  and  is  the  owner  of  six  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land  in  Owyhee  county. 
He  Is  a  graduate  of  the  Boise  high  school  and  Is  a  member  of  the  BIks  lodge  at 
Boise.  Vera  and  Victor,  who  were  the  next  members  of  the  family,  were  twins  and 
have  passed  away.  The  youngest  son  Is  John  Philip,  who  Is  yet  under  the  parental 
roof.  Hre.  Hawee  Is  a  graduate  of  the  Sisters'  school  of  Ogden,  Utah,  and  In  early 
womanhood  she  taught  school  for  several  terms.  She  baa  been  of  mnch  assistance 
to  her  husband  in  the  management  ot  hie  farm  and  they  are  self-made  people  whose 
■nccess  Is  the  direct  outcome  of  their  energy,  capability  and  Industry. 

Mr.  Hawes  Is  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows  lodge  at  Bruneau  and  also  ot  the 
KIkB  lodge  at  Boise  and  bis  political  endorsement  Is  given  to  the  republican  party, 
but  while  he  keeps  well  Informed  ou  the  questions  and  Issues  of  the  day,  -he  never 
seeks  or  desires  office,  feeling  that  bis  builnese  affairs  are  more  Important  and  that 
he  can  discharge  his  duties  of  citiiensbip  In  a  private  capacity. 


RALPH  T.  MORGAN. 

Among  those  who  are  devoting  their  attention  to  law  practice  In  Shoshone  county 
Is  Hon.  Ralph  T.  Morgan,  a  well  known  attorney  ot  Kellogg,  who  throughout  ble 
professional  career  has  been  Identified  with  the  northwest.  In  fact  much  ot  his  Itfe 
has  been  spent  In  this  section  ot  the  country,  tor  he  was  not  yet  a  youth  In  his  teens 
when  the  family  home  was  eetabllshed  In  Idaho.  He  was  bom  at  Monmouth.  War< 
ren  county,  Illinois,  June  2,  1867,  his  parents  being  John  T.  and  Mira  (Harroun) 
Morgan,  the  former  a  native  ot  Brie  county.  New  York,  while  the  latter  was  bom  ai 
MeadvlUe,  Pennsylvania.  In  the  year  1841  John  T.  Morgan  removed  westward  to 
Warren  county,  Illinois,  and  had  been  a  resident  ot  that  state  for  twenty  years  ere 
the  Civil  war  broke  out.  He  practiced  law  at  Monmouth,  but  when  the  attempt 
was  made  to  overthrow  the  Union  be  Joined  the  "boys  In  blue"  and  became  a  captain 
of  Company  F  of  the  Elghty-tfatrd  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry,  doing  valiant  duty  on 
BOutbem  battlefields  In  defense  of  the  Union.  He  again  practiced  law  In  IlllnoiB 
following  the  close  of  the  war  and  remained  a  resident  of  that  section  until  1S79, 
when  be  came  to  Idaho,  settling  at  Oxford,  having  been  appointed  chief  justice  at 
the  territorial  supreme  bench.  He  filled  that  Important  office  until  1886  and  he 
was  a  member  ot  the  state  constitutional  convention.  He  also  served  again  upon 
the  supreme  bench  ot  Idaho  from  1890  until  1896  and  In  the  latter  year  resumed 
the  private  practice  of  law  at  Boise.  He  was  one  of  the  pioneer  Judges  of  the  state 
and  one  who  at  all  times  maintained  the  highest  Judicial  standards,  his  course  there- 
fore reflecting  credit  and  honor  upon  the  commonwealth  that  honored  him. 

Ralph  T.  Morgan  attended  the  public  schools  of  Idaho  and  also  a  mission  school 
at  Salt  Lake  City,  and  when  twenty-one  years  of  age  he  became  a  court  reporter  in 
the  fifth  Judicial  district,  occupying  that  position  for  three  years  under  Judges  Berry 
and  Stanrod.  This  awakened  his  deep  Interest  in  the  practice  of  law  and  he  resolved 
to  lualify  tor  the  profession.  After  thorough  preliminary  reading  he  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  In  1891  at  Salmon  City  and  began  practice  at  Blacktoot  In  association 
With  R.  V.  Crozler,  a  former  United  States  attorney.  He  afterward  went  to  Spo- 
kane, where  be  entered  the  office  of  United  States  Senator  W.  B.  Heybnrn,  and  In 
1895  he  removed  to  Moscow,  Idaho,  where  be  continued  until  1899.  He  was  not 
only  an  active  representative  of  the  legal  profession  there  but  was  also  a  prom- 
inent figure  in  connection  with  civic  affairs.  He  has  always  given  stanch  allegiance 
to  the  republican  party  since  age  coBforred  upon  him  the  right  ot  franchise,  and  be 
did  mncb  to  further  the  Interests  of  his  party  during  the  period  of  hie  connection 
with  Moscow.  In  189B  he  removed  to  Harrison,  Idaho,  and  while  there  residing  was 
elected  Judge  of  the  first  Judicial  district,  eomprlsing  what  are  now  Kootenai,  Boun- 
dary, Bonner,  Benewah  and  Shoshone  counties.     He  served  upon  the  bencb  from 
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1902  until  1906  and  bis  course  was  In  harmon;  with  hie  record  as  a  man  and  lawyer, . 
dietlngulBtaed  by  the  utmost  fidelity  to  duty  and  by  a  masterful  grasp  of  every  prob- 
lem presented  for  solution.  In  1M6  be  removed  to  Coeur  d'Alene,  wbere  be  opened 
an  ofllce.  continuing  in  practice  In  ttiat  city  until  1916,  when  he  took  up  bis  abode 
at  Kellogg.  Here  he  has  since  continued  an  active  member  of  the  bar  and  has  filled 
the  office  of  city  attorney  since  1915.  He  Is  also  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
Kellogg  Insurance  &  Investment  Company. 

Judge  Morgan  was  married  In  1SS9  to  Miss  Flla  Murphy,  who  baa  now  passed 
away.  In  their  family  were  four  children;  John  T.;  Dorothy;  Coral;  and  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet Robson,  of  Kellogg.  Judge  Morgan  was  again  married,  his  second  union  being 
with  Margaret  Main,  of  Coeur  d'Aiene.  daughter  of  Alexander  Main,  a  native  of 
Scotland,  who  on  coming  to  the  new  world  established  his  home  In  Michigan,  where 
he  was  a  prominent  figure  In  political  circles.  He  served  as  probate  Judge  there 
for  eighteen  years.^  He  was  also  engaged  in  the  Iron  business  In  Michigan  and  .in 
1902  be  removed  to  the  northwest,  settling  in  Coeur  d'Alene.  Idaho.  He  has  always 
been  a  stalwart  advocate  of  republican  principles  and  while  conducting  important 
business  interests  has  loyally  supported  and  advanced  the  party  which  he  espouses. 
He  has  filled  various  ofllces  in  the  city  of  Coeur  d'Alene  and  at  the  same  time  Itas 
conducted  a  profitable  business  as  a  contractor  and  builder.  To  Judge  and  Mrs. 
Morgan  bave  been  born  two  children,  Ralph  Alexander  and  Janet. 

In  Masonic  circles  Judge  Morgan  Is  widely  known.  He  Is  a  past  high  priest  of 
Coeur  d'Alene  Chapter  No.  13,  R.  A.  M.;  a  past  eminent  commander  of  Temple  Com- 
mandery  No.  8,  K.  T.,  of  Coeur  d'Alene;  a  past  grand  master  of  the  grand  lodge  of 
Masons:  and  past  grand  commander  of  the  grand  commandery.  He  Is  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  pioneer  Elks  lodge  of  Idaho  aC  Moscow  and  has  ever  been  a  worthy  fol- 
lower of  the  teachings  of  these  organizations.  His  ideals  of  life  are  high  and  he 
has  put  fortfi  every  effort  to  raise  himself  to  their  level.  He  Is  never  content  wltu 
the  second  best  In  cltlienshlp,  nor  Is  he  ever  willing  to  lower  the  high  standards  of 
his  profession.  He  has  proven  bis  abttity  and  worth  In  law  practice,  and  while  his 
devotion  to  his  clients'  interests  is  proverbial,  he  has  never  forgotten  that  he  owes 
a  still  higher  allegiance  to  the  majesty  of  the  law. 


FRANK  H.  ADAMS. 

Frank  H.  Adams  is  a  well  known  representative  of  the  business  enterprise  and 
activity  of  Pau^  wbere  he  is  general  manager  of  tbe  Paul  Mill  ft  Elevator  Company. 
His  labors  have  ever  been  of  a  character  which  have  contributed  to  public  progress 
and  prosperity  as  well  as  to  individual  achievement.  He  was  born  in  London,  Ontario. 
Canada,  September  IS,  ISSl,  bis  parents  being  Bdward  and  Mary  Jane  (McClellan) 
Adams.  His  parents  were  natlvep  of  Campbelltown,  Scotland,  and  In  early  lite  came 
to  Canada.  They  were  married  In  Montreal  and  the  father,  to  provide  Tor  hts  family, 
followed  telegraphy  throughout  bis  entire  life,  becoming  well  known  as  p.  telegraph 
operator.  In  1893,  dnring  the  World's  Columbian  Bxposltlon  In  Chicago,  he  was  made 
manager  of  several  city  offices.  He  came  from  a  long  line  of  telegraph  operators,  all 
of  whom  stood  high  In  this  branch  of  business  to  which  they  directed  their  efforts  and 
energies.  Edward  Adams  was  considered  one  of  the  expert  telegraphers  of  tbe  country 
and  for  many  years  was  connected  with  the  Western  Union.  He  is  now  living  at 
Belllngham,  Washington,  hut  his  wife  passed  away  there  In  1913.  They  had  removed 
to  that  place  on  account  of  her  health.  The  father  Is  now  retired  and  is  on  the  pension 
list  of  the  Western  Union,  in  recognition  of  the  splendid  service  which  he  formerly 
gave  to  the  company. 

Frank  H.  Adama  spent  his  boyhood  days  In  London,  Canada,  where  he  attended 
tbe  public  schools  to  the  age  of  twelve.  He  then  accompanied  his  parents  to  Chicago 
In  the  year  1S93  and  In  that  city  completed  his  studies  as  a  public  school  puplt.  He 
also  worked  as  a  messenger  boy  with  his  father  until  nineteen  years  of  age,  when  he 
was  appointed  assistant  secretary  to  Hon.  Shelby  H.  Cullom,  United  Stateg  senator 
from  lUlnola.  He  served  in  that  position  in  Washington.  D.  C.  tor  one  term,  after 
which  he  returned  to  Chicago  and  when  but  twenty-one  years  of  age  took  a  position 
aa  cub  reporter  on  the  Chlacgo  Inter  Ocean.  In  thirteen  months  be  waa  appointed 
foreign  correspondent  and  It  waa  in  this  capacity  that  he  came  to  Idaho  during  the 
early  days  of  the  development  of  the  Irrigation  system  of  this  state.     While  here  he 
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filed  on  a.  piece  of  land  wblcb  he  stlU  bolds.  He  now  has  103  acres  In  all  on  the  Snake 
River  In  l^nfdofca  County.  He  continued  his  trip  westward  to  the  coast  tor  the  Inter 
Ocean  and  retamed  to  Chicago,  where  he  resigned,  but  the  paper  refused  to  give  up 
his  senrlcea.  Later  he  returned  to  Idaho  and  this  time  he  determined  to  remain,  eo 
•nee  more  he  resigned  and  then  organised  the  Northern  Idaho  Review,  a  paper  of 
Heybum,  Idahe.  In  1906,  finding  that  his  financial  resources  were  becoming  ex- 
hausted, he  went  to  Ely,  Nevada,  where  he  met  Tex  Richard,  rancher,  aportsman  and 
promoter,  whom  he  succeeded  In  Interesting  In  advertising  his  boxing  bouts  In  the 
east  in  advance  of  his  arrival.  Mr.  Adams  employed  other  capable  men  to  aseiet  him 
m  this  work  and  got  ont  a  verr  fine  paper,  which  sold  so  rapidly  that  the  supply  could 
not.eQual  the  demand.  He  cleared  up  a  profit  of  11,600  on  this  and  returned  to  Idaho, 
where  he  paid  all  of  his  bills  and  once  again  started  In  business  la  this  state.  He 
■ays  that  this  gave  him  his  real  start  In  life.  In  1907  he  organised  the  grain  busi- 
ness In  which  he  has  since  engaged,  and  he  has  also  become  Interested  In  vartoua 
ether  profitable  and  growing  enterprises.  He  is  the  president  of  the  Paul  Store 
Company,  Incorporated,  condnctlng  a  large  general  merchandising  establishment  at 
Panl.  He  Is  likewise  the  general  manager  of  the  Paul  Hill  ft  Elevator  Company  and 
also  of  the  Adams  Produce  Company.  They  utilise  four  White  trucks,  operate  three 
large  power  plants  and  have  |3S,000  Invested  In  field  machinery  alone.  The  bael- 
ness  Interests  with  which  he  has  become  associated  have  been  of  an  Important  char- 
acter, contributing  to  the  development  and  upbuilding  of  this  section  of  the  country 
In  marked  measure. 

lu  1908  Mr.  Adams  was  united  in  marriage  to  Hiss  Clara  Schodde,  of  Ulnldoka 
county.  Her  parents  were  early  pioneers  of  that  county  and  her  father  died  some 
yesre  ago,  but  ber  mother  Is  now  living  at  the  old  home.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adams  have 
two  children,  Virginia  and  Violet.  Tbey  are  well  known  socially,  occupying  an 
enviable  position  In  Paul,  while  the  hospitality  of  their  own  home  Is  greatly  enjoyed 
by  their  extensive  circle  of  friends.  Mr.  Adams  has  never  had  occasion  to  regret  his 
determination  to  come  to  the  west.  Every  expe'rieuce  which  be  hss  bad  in  lite  has 
been  made  to  count  to  the  utmost  In  the  attainment  of  his  success.  From  each  lesson 
of  life  he  has  lesmed  something  that  has  been  of  value  to  him  in  his  business  career. 
-  He  possesses  powers  of  organiiatlon  and  initiative,  his  plans  are  well  formulated  and 
carried  forward  to  successful  completion,  and  In  all  of  hie  career  he  has  employed 
constructive  methods,  never  strewing  his  path  with  the  wreck  of  other  men's  fortunes. 
Today  he  is  controtllng  extensive  end  important  Interests  at  Paul  and  Is  Justly  ac- 
counted one  of  the  representative  bueiness  men  of  bis  section  of  the  state. 


GEORGE  M.  WOOD. 

When  George  M.  Wood,  now  a  retired  cltlcen  of  Kuna,  located  on  a  desert  claim 
near  that  town  in  190T.  he  became  the  first  settler  of  the  New  York  canal  project 
and  was  the  first  rancher  to  locate  to  the  south  of  the  Rldenbaugh  ditch  project. 
In  fact  he  located  in  the  New  York  canal  project  before  the  water  reached  It.  He 
Is  a  native  of  New  Tork  state,  having  been  born  In  Auburn.  August  7,  1853.  His 
father  was  .George  Wood,  who  died  "when  the  subject  of  this  review  was  but  three 
months  old,  and  his  mother,  whose  maiden  name  was  Elisabeth  Lilly,  married  again. 

Mr.  Wood  was  reared  in  the  home  of  his  maternal  grandparents  and  in  his  early 
youth  became  a  farm  band  working  for  wages.  At  the  age  of  twenty  years  he  re- 
moved to  Palo  Alto  county,  Iowa,  where  he  worked  for  others,  and  later  removed 
to  Wisconsin,  where  he  was  employed  as  a  farm  hand.  It  was  In  that  state  that 
he  met  and  married  his  wife.  They  later  removed  back  to  Iowa  and  In  1900  came 
to  Idaho  and  have  since  been  residents  of  Ada  county.  Mr.  Wood  first  purchased  a 
nine-acre  ranch  on  the  Boise  bench  near  the  state  fair  grounds,  which,  when  he 
bought  It,  was  entirely  devoid  of  Improvements.  He  immediately  set  about  to  im- 
prove his  Isnd  and,  after  erecting  a  good  set  of  outbnlldlnga  and  planting  a  family 
orchard  of  good  stse.  be  sold  It  In  1907.  He  had  lived  upon  the  place  until  that 
time,  when  he  purchased  a  one  hundred  and  twenty  acre  sagebrush  tract,  four 
miles  northeast  of  Kuns — a  desert  claim.  Here  he  made  good  Improvements,  put  all 
the  land  under  cultivation  and  today  this  Is  one  of  the  best  ranches  In  the  vicinity. 
When  he  first  settled  on  this  land,  which  was  In  the  New  Tork  canal  project,  the 
water  had  not  begun  to  come  through,  but  he  was  confident  of  the  success  of  the 
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project  ftnd  tkerefore  went  on  fmprovlng  bis  land.  In  1917  be  sold  tbla  rancb  on 
acconnt  ot  poor  beslth  &nd  removed  to  Kuna,  wbere  be  le  retired,  enjorlng  tbe  suc- 
cess wblcb  bu  come  to  blm  as  tbe  result  of  a  life  of  diligence  and.  Induetry. 

Id  early  manbood  Mr.  Wood  was  married  In  Wisconsin  to  Hiss  Blliabetb  Oetctael 
and  to  tbls  nnlon  nine  cbildren  have  been  bom,  all  of  wbom  are  llTlng  and  are  real- 
dents  ot  Idabo.  Tbe  cbUdren  are:  Louie;  Our;  Clifford;  Mamie,  now  tbe  wife  of 
George  Doka;  Ray;  Winnie,  wbo  Is  tbe  wife  ot  Carl  Strobel;  Oladys:  Harry;  and 
Ida  May,  who  is  three  years  of  age  and  restdea  at  borne. 

Since  age  lias  confe|red  on  Mr.  Wood  tbe  rlgbt  ot  franchise,  be  has  foUowed 
an  Independent  course  In  politics,  supporting  the  man  whom  he  thinks  best  fitted 
for  the  office  rather  than  any  particular  party.  Although  but  little  time  has  been 
taken  away  from  his  ranching  Interests  Mr.  Wood  la  affiliated  with  the  Independent 
'  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  in  which  he  is  an  active  member.  The  preaent  succesa  which 
he  now  enjoys  is  tbe  result  of  his  own  labor,  for  he  la  a  aelf-made  man  in  every  eense 
of  tbe  word.  As  a  citlsen  he  realises  tbe  duties  which  are  entrusted  to  him  and 
endeavors  to  the  best  of  his  ability  to  take  an  active  interest  in  all  affairs  which 
tend  to  better  the  moral  and  intellectual  conditions  of  bis  community.  Kuna  Is 
indeed  fortunate  In  having  .tor  a  cltlien  a  progressive  man  like  Oeorge  M.  Wood. 


GEORGE  FORREST  WEEKS. 

George  Forrest  Weeks,  of  Coeur  d'Alene.  a  retired  mining  man,  is  now  the 
president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Having  largely  put  aside  active  business 
Interests,  be  Is  devoting  his  time  and  energies  to  tbe  development  ot  his  city,  and 
his  well  defined  plans  are  productive  ot  valuable  results.  The  width  of  the  continent 
separates  llr.  Weeks  from  bis  birthplace,  tor  be  is  a  native  of  Bucksport.  Maiae, 
born  on  the  23d  of  August.  18G3.  A  representative' of  one  of  tbe  old  New  England 
families,  be  traces  his  ancestry  directly  back  to  Leonard  Weeks,  who  settled  at 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire.  In  1867  and  was  a  very  prominent  and  Influential  man 
there,  serving  as  the  second  sberill  of  tbe  colony.  Tbe  great-grandfather,  John 
Weeks,  served  with  the  Green  Mountain  boys  under  General  Stark  In  the  war  for 
Independence  and  thereby  George  F.  Weeks  is  now  a  member  of  the  Sons  of  the 
Revolution.  His  parents  were  Elisha  and  Mary  (Johnson)  -Weeks.  The  father  was 
bom  at  Tamworth,  New  Hampshire,  and  the  mother  at  Bucksport.  Maine.  When 
their  son,  George  F.,  was  stUl  very  young  tbey  removed  to  Lawrence,  Massacbusetts, 
where  the  father  engaged  In  milling.     He  died  in  1866. 

George  Forrest  Weeks  was  a  pupil  in  the  schools  of  Lawrence.  Massachusetts, 
and,  desirous  of  enjoying  more  advanced  educational  opportunities,  he  afterward 
worked  bis  way  through  TlUon  Seminary,  doing  odd  Jobs,  tending  furnaces  and 
performing  any  task  that  would  bring  to  him  the  money  necessary  for  his  education. 
He  was  also  an  active  Dgure  In  athletic  circles  in  those  days.  He  afterward  became 
a  student  in  Boston  University,  where  he  remained  for  two  years.  On  the  expiration 
of  that  period  he  went  to  the  middle  west  and  for  two  years  was  a  student  in  the 
University  of  Michigan,  working  his  way  through  that  institution.  From  tbe  age 
of  thirteen  years  he  has  been  dependent  upon  his  own  resources,  being  employed 
in  the  mills  of  New  England  at  various  periods  in  order  to  gain  the  funds  necessary 
for  the  prosecution  of  his  studies.  After  two  years  In  tbe  University  of  Michigan  he 
went  to  the  territory  of  Dakota,  where  he  took  up  a  claim,  a  part  ot  which  is  now 
tbe  site  of  the  town  of  Mitchell.  Eventually  he  sold  tbe  property  for  a  tew  hundred 
dollars  and  in  1S83  removed  to  Colorado,  where  he  first  became  interested  in  mining. 
In  I8S6  he  went  to  Helena,  MonUoa,  and  engaged  In  prospecting  and  mining  in 
that  state,  making  his  home  at  Virginia  City  for  several  years.  He  was  active  In 
the  development  of  prospects  and  claims  and  visited  all  the  different  mining  districts 
of  MonUna.  While  living  at  Sheridan  he  served  as  mayor.  He  became  very  prom- 
inently Identified  with  civic  affairs  In  the  state  and  contributed  in  large  measure 
to  the  upbuilding  aod  development  of  Sheridan.  On  leaving  that  city  he  came  to 
Coeur  d'Alene  in  1811  and  has  since  been  numbered  among  the  active  men  of  the 
city,  deriving  a  fair  Income  from  farming  and  mining  interests.  In  1895.  while 
connected  with  mining  in  MonUna,  he  went  to  South  Africa  with  a  large  English 
syndicate,  of  which  he  was  a  member,  but  after  remaining  there  for  about  two  years 
he  returned  to  Montana. 
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On  tits  ITth  ol  July.  1ST9,  Mr.  Weeks  was  married  at  Ano  Arbor,  Hlcblgui.  to 
HlH  Llsale  U.  SlmmoiiB,  who  puaed  away  leaTlng  tbree  soua:  Bdward  8„  of  Canada, 
irlio  la  married  and  has  one  bob,  Raymond  F.;  Major  lAwrence  Forreat,  who  Joined 
the  army  at  the  outbreak  ot  the  war  as  a  member  of  the  Forty-eecond  Canadian 
HlrUanden  and  waa  killed  at  Tlmy  RldEe:  and  Dean  S..  aov  llrlns  in  Oakland, 
CalitMnla.  On  the  19th  of  January,  1893.  Hr.  Weeks  waa  again  married,  bis  aac- 
ond  union  being  with  Hlsa  Janette  Rosalter,  of  Bherldan,  Montana,  daughter  of  the 
Hon.  Henry  D.  Rossiter,  a  prominent  miner,  banker  and  leglBlator  of  that  place. 
Hrs.  Weeks  was  graduated  from  Stanford  Unlyerslty  aa  a  member  of  the  first  class. 
She  has  been  very  acUre  In  social  cirelee  and  In  the  Red  Cross.  She  is  a  lady  of 
Innate  modesty,  culture  and  refinement.  Fraternally  Hr.  Weeks  Is  a  Mason,  con- 
nected with  both  the  Tork  and  Scottish  Rites  and  with  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Helena, 
Montana,  and  la  also  a  member  of  the  Btks.  Throughout  the  war  period  be  was  a 
most  earnest  supporter  of  the  Red  Cross  and  similar  drives  and  also  an  eameat 
worker  In  tbe  Liberty  Loan  campaigns,  making  many  apeeches  throughout  Kootenai 
county  and  serring  as  a  member  of  the  County  Council  of  Defense.  Coeur  d'Alene 
baa  no  more  eameat  or  effective  worker  for  Its  intereats  than  George  F.  Weeks.  He 
la  a  man  of  vision  whose  ideas  are  practical  yet  look  beyond  tbe  exigencies  of 
the  moment  to  the  opportunities  and  possibilities  of  tbe  future.  A  man  of  action 
rather  than  theory,  he  has  done  Important  work  for  the  city  aa  president  of  its 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  Politically  be  Is  a  democrat  and  was  twice  chairman  of 
the  democratic  county  central  committee.  He  has  been  offered  various  executive 
offices  but  baa  no  desire  to  fill  public  positions,  content  to  do  bis  public  work  as 
a  private  citisen.  .    ■ 


ilDHOND  H.  CLEBK. 

Gdmond  M.  cfeek,  a  lifelong  farmer  and  rancher,  who  came  to  Ada  county  in  pioneer 
days  and  helped  to  advance  It  to  tts  present  urlcuitural  and  industrial  status,  now  re- 
sides two  miles  northeast  of  Meridian,  Idaho,  on  a  farm  of  twenty-flve  acrea  given  over 
to  dairying  and  fruit  raielng.  He  was  bom  In  Butler,  Missouri,  February  18,  1S7S,  and 
is  a  son  ta  Isaac  P.  Cleek  and  wife,  the  former  a  farmer,  now  residing  in  Qoodlng,  Idaho, 
having  reached  the  advanced  age  of  seventy  years.  In  1879,  Isaac  P.  Cleek  came  to 
this  state  and  acquired  a  homestead  In  the  sagebrush,  two  miles  south  of  Star,  Ada 
county.  His  wife  and  their  son.  Bdmond  M.,  came  in  the  following  year.  Hr,  Cleek, 
aasisted  in  his  labors  by  bis  wife,  applied  himself  to  the  development  of  a  home  and  carv- 
ing a  farm  frcmi  the  sagebrush.  His  labors  were  crowned  with  success  and  he  continued 
to  reside  on  the  homestead  place  until  a  few  years  ago.  In  bis  old  age  he  Is  enjoying  the 
fmlts  of  bia  early  efforts,  and  he  looks  with  pride  on  tbe  advanced  state  to  which  Ada 
county  has  grown  and  takes  much  pleasure  in  the  fact  that  he  assisted  in  Its  develop- 
ment 

Bdmond  M.  Cleek  was  a  mere  child  when  brought  to  the  homestead  In  Idaho,  on 
which  be  was  reared  and  grew  to  young  manhood,  helping  hla  father  in  the  farming 
operations,  In  which  line  of  activity  he  has  been  engaged  all  his  life.  In  1918  he  bought 
Us  present  farm,  lying  northeast  of  Meridian,  paying  nine  thousand  four  hundred  dollars 
for  it.  It  Is  estimated  that  the  place  would  now  sell  for  more  than  double  that  sum. 
About  fifteen  acres  are  aet  out  to  apples,  from  the  marketing  of  which  he  derives  a 
tidy  Income.  In  addition  to  the  orchard,  Mr.  Cleek  is  Interested  In  dairying,  having  a 
hard  of  seventeen  cows,  from  the  produce  of  which  a  nice  monthly  revenue  accrues. 

On  Hay  27,  1909,  Hr.  Cleek  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Bmma  Beryl  Angerotfa, 
who  was  born  In  Brown  county,  Kansas,  September  16,  1876,  a  daughter  of  Dr.  Max 
Angeroth.  in  his  day  a  well  known  physician,  who  has  been  dead  for  aome  years.  Dr.  ' 
Angeroth's  father  was  a  native  of  France  and  bis  mother  of  Oreece,  while  he  himself  was 
bom  in  Moscow,  Russia,  during  the  resldeQce  of  bis  parents  in  that  country.  He 
emigrated  to  the  United  States  some  time  before  the  Civil  war,  and  on  the  outbreak  of 
hoetUltiea  between  the  states,  he  joined  the  Union  army,  with  which  he  served  for  sixne 
Ume.'  Following  the  close  of  the  war.  Dr.  Angeroth  resumed  the  practice  of  bis  pro- 
fession and  thus  continued  until  advancing  age  compelled  him  to  retire  from  active 
work.  He  died  at  Sawtelle,  Callfomla.  February  19.  1919,  being  then  eighty-seven  years 
of  age.    His  widow  is  still  living,  residing  near  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Cleek,  in  tbe  Meridian 
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n^lgbbbrtaood ;  sbe  Is  now  In  ber  seven tr-seventh  rear  but  Is  atlll  vigorous  and  hearty, 
with  numbers  of  friends  to  cheer  her  In  her  declining  'yeftra. 

Mrs.  Cleek,  who  was  a  trained  nurse  for  eeveral  years  before  her  marriage^  <s  a 
graduate  of  Alt  Saints  Hospital,  at  McAllster.  Oklahoma.  Mr.  Cleek  and  bis  wife  manage 
their  business  and  domestic  affairs  on  lines  somewhat  different  from  the  usual  plan.  Ther 
display  chumlike  qualities  toward  each  other,  with  the  result  tbat  contentment  and  hap- 
pliiess  are  their  dally  lot.  He  helps  Mrs.  Cleek  with  all  indoor  work,  while  she  re- 
clprocat-es  by  helping  him  on  the  ranch,  the  exchange  of  duties  proving  a  pleasant  di- 
version. 

Mr.  Cleek  has  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Minnie  Hay  Dixon,  of  Baker.  Oregon,  by  a  former 
marriage.  He  is  independent  la  politics,  at  the  same  time  giving  a  good  citizen's  at- 
tention to  all  movements  calculated  to  advance  the  public  welfare.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  which  he  is  a  past  noble  grand.  Mrs.  Cleek 
Is  a  member  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  in  which  order  she  takes  a  warm  Interest. 


FRANK  H,  CHAMBERLAIN. 

Wank  H.  Chamberlain,  a  well-to-do  farmer  and  orcbardlst  owning  a  well  Im- 
proved forty-acre  fruit  ranch  two  and  one-half  miles  west  of  Ustick,  Ada  County, 
is  a  native  of  this  state,  born  in  Jordan  valley,  Owybee  county,  March  14,  1S7T. 
He  Is  a  eon  of  John  F.  and  Mary  Chamberlain,  both  of  whom  are  now  deceased. 
The  parents  removed  to  Boise  when  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  quite  a  small 
cblld  and  later  located  on  the  present  site  of  Ustick,  which  was  then  being  settled. 
After  remaining  here  for  some  time  the  family  went  to  Montana,  where  the  father 
died.  When  her  eon  was  thirteen  years  old,  Mrs.  Chamberlain  returned  to  Idaho  and 
settled  In  Wood  river  valley. 

Frank  H.  Chamberlain  acquired  a  homestead  in  Deer  Flat,  seven  miles  south 
of  Nampa,  It  containing  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  one-half  of  which  lie  later 
relinquished.  He  improved  and  developed  the  other  eighty  acres,  finally  making 
a  good  farm  of  It,  and  here  be  lived,  "batching"  much  of  the  time.  In  191S  he 
sold  bis  homestead  tor  two  hundred  dollars  an  acre,  the  land  at  that  time  being 
well  Irrigated  and  suitable  for  alfalfa  and  potato  crops. 

Following  the  sale  of  his  homestead,  Mr.  Chamberlain  spent  eighteen  months 
In  Washington,  where  he  bought  a  farm  which  he  sold  after  a  short  time.  He  then 
returned  to  Idaho  and  purchased  his  present  orchard  raifth'near  Ustick,  paying  the 
large  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  place,  which  la  now  estimated  to  be 
worth  about  one-fourth  more.  On  this  forty-acre  ranch  Mr.  Chamberlain  has  been 
raising  large  quantities  of  fruit,  for  which  he  finds  a  ready  market,  the  Investment 
yielding  him  a  handsome  return. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  is  Independent  in  political  affairs.  He  has  served  as  school 
director  and  road  overseer,  and  In  other  directions  he  has  been  Identified  with  public 
affairs.  Fraternally  he  Is  a  member  of  the  Yeomen,  In  which  he  takes  a  warm 
Interest. 


HERMAN  J.  RO^I. 

Herman  J.  Rossi,  of  Wallace,  prominently  known  In  Insurance  circles  as  district 
a«ent  tor  the  Aetna  Company  in  northern  Idaho  and  western  Montana  and  con- 
ducting also  an  investment  business,  was  born  January  20,  1870,  In  Switzerland, 
his  parents  being  Qartano  and  Josephine  (Renner)  Rossi,  the  father  a  native  of 
Besano,  Italy,  and  the  mother  of  Switzerland.  The  father,  an  architect  by  pro- 
fession, was  the  builder  ot  a  very  remarkable  piece  of  masonry  on  the  Rhine  at 
Basle,  Switzerland.  H*'  came  to  the  United  States  In  ISSO  and  established  himself 
In  the  wholesale  business  in  Napa  county.  California. 

Herman  J.  Rossi  was  at  tbat  time  a  youth  of  ten  years.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  Caliromia  and  In  1888  removed  to  Burke,  Idaho,  where  he  engaged 
In  merchandising.  In  189Z  he  became  a  resident  of  Oem,  Idaho,  where  he  carried 
on  commercial  pursuits.  In  1896  he  turned  hIS'  attention  to  the  Insurance  and 
real  estate  business  at  Wallace,  Idaho,  incorporating  the  Rossi  InveBtment  ft  Insur- 
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aqce  Compao;  la  1916.  Since  that  time  he  has  handled  real  eetate,  loans,  bonds 
and  Insurance  and  has'  made  a  moat  creditable  place  as  a  real  estate  dealer  and 
investment  broker.  He  Is  general  agent  for  northern  Idaho  and  weBtera  Montana 
for  the  Aetna  Affiliated  Insurance  Companies.  He  has  extensive  real  estate  holdings 
In  Wallace  and  no  man  Is  more  familiar  with  propertr  values  nor  more  thoronghly 
acquainted  with  the  real  estate  market  In  every  particular.  Mr.  Rossi  Is  likewise 
connected  with  twenty  different  mining  companies  of  the  northwest.  In  a  word 
he  is  a  man  of  marked  business  enterprise  and  keen  sagacity  whose  well  directed 
activities  have  gained  him  a' position  of  leadership  and  along  other  lines  he  has 
contributed  mfch  t9'the  public  Interests  of  the  community  and  of  the  state. 

In  1898  Mr.  -Rossi  was  elected  mayor  of  Wallace  and  he  served  as  a  member 
of  the  city  council  from  1900  until  1902,  being  elected  In  the  latter  year  as  th« 
chief  executive  of  the  city,  while  In  1904  he  was  reelected  to  that  position.  He 
gave  to  Wallace  a  very  businesslike  and  progressive  administration,  characterized 
by  needed  reforms  and  helpfUV  'improvements,  and  be  Is  numbered  among  the 
influential  representatives  of  the  republican  party  here.  He  was  very  active  in 
all  war  work,  doing  everything  In  bis  power  to  sustain  the  Interests  of  the  govern- 
ment during  that  critical  period  In  history.  In  1915  be  was  made  president  of 
the  state  board  of  education  and  filled  the  position  until  1916.  He  was  one  of 
the  organizers  of  the  board  of  trade  and  there  has  been  no  avenue  of  activity 
for  public  benefit  in  which  he  has  not  exerted  his  aid  and  influence.  His  public 
activities  and  busiueBs  affairs  have  brought  him  a  wide  acquaintance  tbrouehout 
the  state  and  wherever  be  is  known  he  is  spoken  of  In  terms  of  the  highest  regard. 


6.  H.  MARTIN. 


O.  H.  Martin,  a  representative  of  the  bar  at  Sandpolnt  since  ISO?  and  engaged  In 
the  practice  of  law  since  1S92,  was  bom  at  Sigoumey,  Iowa,  August  31,  1S66,  bis  parents 
being  B.  M.  and  Elizabeth  (Gobs)  Martin.  The  father,  who  was  born  at  Fredericksburg, 
Ohio,  made  his  way  westward  when  a  young  man,  traveling  across  the  country  by  team 
In  I84Z.  He  became  a  pioneer  fanner  of  Iowa  and  spent  practically  his  entire  life  in 
Keokuk  and  Shelby  counties,  that  state,  being  numbered  among  Its  representative  agri- 
culturists and  pubUc^plrlted  citizens.  His  wife  was  a  native  of  Iowa,  having  been  born 
at  Oskaloosa. 

O.  H.  Martin  attended  the  public  schools,  completing  his  high  school  course,  and  bis 
boyhood  experiences  were  those  of  the  farmbred  lad.  In  early  manhood  he  took  up  the 
profession  of  teaching  but  regarded  this  merely  as  an  initial  step  to  other  professional 
labor  and  became  a  law  student  In  the  office  of  Smith  A  CuIUson,  prominent  attorneys, 
his  preliminary  reading  preparing  him  for  admission  to  the  bar  In  1892.  He  began 
practice  at  Spencer,  Iowa,  where  he  remained  for  fifteen  years  or  until  1907,  when  he . 
came  to  the  northwest  and  opened  his  office  at  Sandpoint.  While  a  resident  of  Iowa 
he  filled  the  office  of  prosecuting  attorney  tor  four  years,  during  which  time  there  was 
the  largest  percentage  of  convictions  at  the  least  cost  In  the  record  of  any  county  at- 
torney in  the  state  during  the  tour  years  of  his  Incumbency.  He  was  also  recognised 
as  a  leader  of  the  republican  party  in  that  locality  and  did  not  a  little  to  mold  public 
thonght  and  opinion  during  his  residence  at  Spencer.  Removing  to  Sandpolnt  In  1907, 
be  has  since  followed  his  profession  and  has  been  accorded  a  liberal  clientage. 

Mr.  Martin  was  married  to  Miss  Alma  L.  Austin,  a  daughter  of  Irvlu  Austin,  who 
died  at  Sandpolnt  In  November,  1918.  He  was  a  farmer,  stock  raiser  and  stock  buyer 
of  Illinois  before  removing  to  the  west.  He  took  up  his  abode  at  Sandpolnt  in  1912 
and  herp  conducted  ranching  Interests  until  the  time  of  bis  demise.  To  Mr,  and  Mrs. 
Martin  has  been  bom  a  daughter,  lone. 

Both  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Martin  took  active  Interest  in  war  work.  He  was  chairman  of 
the  Red  Cross  campaign  In  Bonner  county  and  Mrs.  Martin  was  the  first  president  of 
the  Red  Cross  chapter  at  Sandpolnt.  She  has  also  been  prominent  In  connection  with 
the  women's  clubs.  Mr.  Martin  was  one  of  the  early  organizers  of  the  Bonner  County 
Defense  Council,  was  chairman  of  the  publicity  department,  which  had  to  do  with  all 
forms  of  publicity,  and  be  was  also  a  speaker  In  connection  with  all  of  the  drives.  The 
cause  of  temperance  has  found  In  him  a  stalwart  champion  and  he  was  one  of  those 
who  had  much  to  do  with  making  Bonner  county  dry.  In  1912  he  vras  the  progressive 
candidate  for  governor.    He  stands  at  all  times  for  those  Interests  and  agencies  which 
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have  to  do  with  the  w«|[iLre  and  prognst  ot  tM  commnnlty  and  hl8  efforU  bBve  been 
tftr-roachlns  and  ben«flclal.  Praternall)'  h«  tB  connected  with  the  KnlghtB  of  PTthlan.  tbe 
Elks,  and  wftli  the  MaBons  and  Is  a  worthy  tollower  ot  the  craft. 


CHARLES  A.  DETTBIAN,  M.  D. 

Dr.  Charles  A.  Dettman.  engaged  In  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  at  Burke. 
Idaho,  where  he  took  up  hia  abode  In  19M,  was  bom  In  Buffalo,  New  York,  July  12. 
1S70,  hhi  parente  being  August  and  Louise  (Bmfick)  Dettman.  The  father  was  a  raal 
estate  dealer  who  built  up  a  buelneas  of  subatantial  proportions. 

Dr.  Dettman  pursued  a  public  school  education,  paaaing  through  consecutfTe  grades 
to  the  high  scbool,  and  prepared  for  hie  professlonaf  career  as  a  student  In  the  Blarquette 
Medical  Collie,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1H6  with  the  degree  of  H.  D.  He  then 
located  for  practice  In  Dulutb,  Minnesota,  but  sought  the  opiwrtunltles  of  the  growing 
northwest  in  1906,  making  his  way  to  Burke.  He  has  since  lived  in  the  Coenr  d'Aleue 
district,  continuing  in  the  general  practice  of  medicine  with  good  success.  He  is  care- 
ful In  diagDOBis,  keeps  In  touch  with  modern  scientific  research  and  discovery  tbrongh 
wide  reading  and  study  and  is  thus  constantly  augmenting  his  skill  and  Afflclency. 

Dr.  Dettman  married  MlBs  Blliabetb  Flnley,  daughter  of  John  Pinley,  a  prominent 
early  pioneer  settler  connected  with  mining  Interests.  Mrs.  Dettman  was  chairman 
of  the  Burke  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  during  the  war  peripd.  Dr.  Dettman  belongs  to 
the  Order  of  Red  Hen  and  Is  Junior  sagamore  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho,  while  In  the 
loeal  organUatlon  at  Burke  he  has  filled  all  of  the  offices.  He  likewise  belongs  to  MI1- 
wankee  Lodge,  No.  46,  B.  P.  0.  EL  Along  strictly  professional  lines  he  has  eonnectlon 
with  both  the.  State  and  American  Medical  Associations.  His  political  allegiance  Is 
given  the  democratic  party  and  the  offlces  which  he  has  held  have  largely  been  along 
professional  lines.  On  the  1st  of  April,  1911.  he  was  made  one  of  the  medical  examiners 
at  the  Idaho  state  board  and  in  1913  and  1914  was  president,  while  his  membership  on 
the  board  continued  from  1911  until  1917,  He  also  served  as  secretary  and  treasurer  of 
the  board  during  the  two  years  fallowing  his  presidency.  For  four  years  he  was  health 
officer  ot  Shoshone  county  and  he  was  medical  examiner  of  the  selective  service  board 
of  Shoshone  county  during  the  World  war.  He  belonged  to  the  Idaho  State  Defense 
Council  and  to  the  County  Council  of  Defense  and  he  has  ever  stood  as  a  loyal  supnorter 
of  those  Interests  which  have  to  do  with  public  progress  and  Improvement.  He  Is 
rACOgnlsed  as  one  of  the  democratic  leaders  of  this  section  of  the  state  and  has  been 
a  delegate  to  all  at  the  democratic  conventlMis  since  coming  to  Idaho.  He  has  served 
as  chairman  of  the  county  central  committee  ot  Shoshone  county  and  with  the  utmost 
Uioronghneaa  and  enthusiasm  be  labors  in  support  of  the  Interests  and  projects  In  which 
ha  believes.  He  was  one  of  tbe  flrst  advocates  of  good  roads  in  Shoshone  county  and  there 
is  no  feature  of  public  development  and  progress  here  with  which  he  has  not  been  as- 
Bociated  during  the  years  In  which  he  has  made  Burke  his  home. 


CHARLKS  W.  BBALB. 


Charlee  W.  Beale,  one  ot  the  pioneer  attorneys  of  Wallace  and  a  man  of  recognised 
ability  before  the  bar  ot  Idaho,  was  born  in  Lima.  New  York,  November  11,  1861,  hie 
parents  being  Robert  and  Mary  (Ollerenshaw)  Beale,  the  former  a  native  of  Liverpool 
and  the  latter  ot  Manchester,  England.  The  fattier  was  a  mason  and  building  con- 
tractor with  an  extensive  patronage.  CrosBlng  the  Atlantic,  he  settled  in  Lima,  New 
York,  and  was  Intensely  American  In  spirit  and  Interests  throughout  his  remaining  days. 
One  of  bis  sons  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Cold  Harbor  while  serving  with  the  UnloD 
army  during  tbe  Civil  war.  Robert  Beale  was  a  leading  and  InHuentlal  man  in  Lima, 
New  York,  where  he  ever  commanded  the  respect  and  confidence  of  bis  fellowmen  by 
reason  ot  his  sterling  worth  and  devotion  to  the  duties  of  public  and  private  life. 

Charles  W.  Beale  was  a  pupil  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  village  and  also  at- 
tended the  Genesee  Wesleyan  Seminary  of  Lima.  New  York.  When  a  youth  ot  eighteen 
he' started  out  in  the  business  world  and  baa  since  been  dependent  entirely  upon  hta 
own  efforts.  Desirous  ot  entering  upon  a  proteaslonal  career,  he  began  the  study  of 
law  in  Avon,  New  York,  but  soon  afterward  went  west  and  entered  the  employ  of  the 
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PUno  MaDufacturlag  Company,  mamtfacturers  ot  tann  Implements.  His  work  witb  that 
corporation  took  him  Into  the  middle  west  and  as  opportunity  offered  he  studied  law 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  South  Dakota  In  1890.  On  the  23d  of  October  of  that 
year  he  began  practice  at  Blackfoot.  Idaho,  and  on  the  13th  o(  April.  1892,  removed  to 
Wallace,  where  be  has  since  remained.  Tbrough  the  intervening  period  a  large  clientage 
has  been  accorded  blm  in  recognition  of  his  abilitr  In  successruUy  handling  Intricate 
and  involved  legal  problems.  From  1894  until  1898  be  waa  district  attorney  of  the 
first  Judicial  district,  then  including  the  two  counties  of  KoOtenal  aod  Shoshone.  Since 
his  retirement  Irom  that  office  he  has  represented  many  of  the  leading  buslnees  firma 
and  corporations  in  the  Coeur  d'Alene  district  and  is  an  eminent  representatWe  of  the 
bar  in  tbe  Panhandle  ot  the  state. 

On  the  14th  of  July,  1892,  In  Ogden,  Utah.  Mr.  Beaie  was  married  to  Miss  Harriet  L. 
Hubbell.  of  Illinois.  They  are  the  parents  of  two  cblldren:  Robert,  who  attended  the 
Phillips  Exeter  Academy  ot  New  Hampshire  and  also  Yale  University  and  was  irad- 
uated  from  the  Harvard  Law  School  and  wbo  entered  an  ofBcera  training  camp  at  tbe 
time  of  the  World  war  and  served  with  the  Fifteenth  Dirifiion;  and  a  daughter,  Mary, 
who  Is  a  graduate  of  Vasaar  College.  Mrs.  Beale  took  a  most  active  part  In  war  work 
and  was  the  first  chairman  ot  the  Red  Cross  Chapter  of  Shoshone  county. 

In  politics  Mr.  Beale  hae  always  been  a  stalwart  advocate  ot  tbe  republican  party 
and  has  labored  earnestly  to  promote  Its  success  because  of  his  firm  belief  In  its  prin- 
ciples. He,  too,  was  an  earnest  supporter  ol  war  work  and  was  a  speaker  In  connec- 
tion with  all  of  the  Lil>erty  loan  drives.  In  one  ot  the  meetings  which  he  addressed 
there  was  raised  the  largest  amount  secured  in  tbe  entire  state  ot  Idaho  in  a  single 
meeting.  Praternally  Mr.  Beale  is  a  Mason,  connected  witb  tbe  various  branches  ot 
the  order,  and  he  is  also  Identified  with  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  ot  Elks.  Wbile 
keenly  interested  in  the  public  welfare  and  at  all  times  supporting  plans  and  measures 
for  the  general  good,  he  Is  never  neglectful  ot  the  duties  ot  bis  profession  and  In  fact 
bis  devotion  to  his  clients'  interests  has  become  proverbial.  In  a  calling  where  ad-  ■ 
vancement  depends  entirely  upon  Individual  merit  and  ability  he  has  made  continuous 
progress  and  has  contributed  to  the  high  reputation  always  enjoyed  by  the  Idaho  bench 
and  bar. 


SAMUEL  C.  ORISHAM. 

Among  tbe  prominent  ranchmen  ot  Ada  county  is  Samuel  C.  Orlsbam,  who  resides 
oa  an  elgbty  acre  ranch  three  miles  southeast  of  Kuna.  Like  other  prominent  men  of 
his  county,  he  is  not  a  native  of  Idaho,  but  was  born  In  Dade  county,  Missouri,  Janu- 
ary 16,  1S74,  a  son  of  John  T.  and  Sarah  E.  (Lawrence)  Orisham,  both  ot  whom  are 
now  deceased.  In  early  manhood  he  left  bis  native  state  and  removed  to  the  state  of  ^ 
Washington,  where  he  spent  tour  years,  being  variously  employed.  As  he  was  then  a  ' 
single  man  and  did  not  have  the  reeponaibilltles  of  a  family  resting  upon  him  he  worked 
for  wages  and  thus  laid  the  foundations  tor  his  future  success  In  lite.  On  leaving 
Washington  he  went  to  Sheridan  county,  Kansas,  and  there  he  resided  for  tour  years. 
In  the  meantime  he  returned  to  Missouri  on  a  visit  and  there  his  marriage  took  place. 
From  Kansas  he  and  his  wife  removed  to  New  Mexico,  where  they  spent  six  months 
in  a  mining  camp.  They  later  returned  to  Dade  county,  Missouri,  and  in  1909  removed 
to  Idaho.  For  the  first  three  years  of  his  residence  in  this  state  Mr.  Grlsbam  llred 
on  the  Boise  bench  on  a  ranch  consisting  of  five  acres.  In  1913  be  rented  ai  farm  near 
Kuna,  where  he  resided  for  some  time.  Since  his  arrival  in  Idaho  be  has  lived  in  the 
vicinity  of  Kuna  and  has  been  on  his  present  ranch  tour  years,  it  being  the  first  place 
be  has  owned  In  Idaho.  When  he  purchased  this  land,  he  paid  seven  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  tor  the  forty  acres  Including  the  buildings.  Two  years  later  be  purchased  an 
adjoining  forty  tor  which  he  paid  thirty-two  dollars  an  acre.  He  has  put  both  tracts 
under  cultivation  and  on  the  hcHna  forty  hae  erected  a  very  good  act  of  outbuildings. 
The  last  forty  he  purchased  was  short  four  acres  so  that  In  reality  his  ranch  consisted 
of  but  seventy-elx  acres.  In  July,  1920,  he  sold  this  place  for  the  handsome  sum  of 
fourteen  thousand  dollars,  but  does  not  give  possession  until  January,  1921.  Before 
leaving  this  farm  he  intends  to  purchase  another  ranch  near  Kuna  and  will  In  all 
probability  remove  to  It. 

Perhaps  a  large  factor  In  the  success  ot  Mr.  Qrlsham  has  been  the  encouragement 
and  cooperation  of  hie  wife,  to  whom  he  was  married  in  Qreene  county,  Bflstouri,  Sep- 
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tember  26,  1M4.  Her  maiden  name  was  Nora  Tbompeon  and  tihe  1b  a  native  of  Dade 
countr,  UlBOourl,  born  September  29,  1879,  and  li  a  dansliter  al  Benjamin  and  Sunn 
(Clasby)  Thompson.  Her  tatber  Is  etUI  Itvins  and  la  a  rnldent  of  Dade  oonnty, 
HiaBOurl,  but  the  mother  Is  deceased.  Three  children  have  been  born  to  the  union 
«t  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Orlsham,  namely:  Irma  Celeste,  bom  Pebmary  10,  1907;  H&rte  Era, 
born  Mar  !*>  1909;  and  Lawrence  Thompson,  born  January  I,  1912- 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Qrlsham  are  very  active  In  alt  aflalra  which  tend  to  the  devel- 
opment or  the  educational  and  moral  conditions  in  their  community  and  are  devoted 
monbers  of  the  First  Baptist  church  of  Kuna,  vhlch  Hr.  Qrlsham  serves  as  deaccai. 
In  a  fraternal  way  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights  and  Ladles  of  Security,  and  belonga 
to  the  non^iartlsan  league,  politically.  Although  he  ts  Interested  In  polltica,  he  has  bad 
bat  little  time  to  devote  to  lucb  Intereate  and  has  never  desired  public  office.  He  U 
regarded  as  one  of  the  most  proeperoua  and  progressive  ranchmen  In  Ada  county  and 
Is  held  In  high  regard  by  his  fellow  cltlsens. 


OCY  LBLAND  ENTWISTLE. 

Guy  L.  Entwlstle,  a  well  known  rancher  of  Ada  county,  where  he  Is  specially  en- 
gaged in  dairy  farming  and  has  a  hice  herd  of  Holsteln  cattle,  was  bom  In  Lamed, 
Kansas,  September  S,  1S86,  a  son  ot  Alien  and  Anna  Hande  (Hastings)  Entwlstle,  who 
lived  for  some  years  In  Illinois. 

Mr.  Entwlstle  was  reared  In  Mason  city,  Mason  county,  Illinois,  and  attended  the 
schools  ot  that  state,  later  entering  Valparaiso  University,  Indiana,  where  he  completed 
hia  education.  In  bis  early  manhood  he  was  enlployed  as  a  telegraph  operator  for  seven 
years. 

On  October  21,  1909,  Hr.  Entwlstle  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mlea  Bertha  Morton, 
and  some  two  years  after  bis  marriage  they  came  to  Idaho.  He  acquired  a  forty  acre 
tract  In  Boise  valley,  near  Ustlok,  tm  which  he  has  lived  for  the  past  Ave  years,  operating 
it  as  a  dairy  farm.  He  has  an  excellent  strain  of  Holsteln  cows,  some  of  these  of  regis- 
tered breed,  and  his  dairy  herd  uow  numbers  thlrty-eeven.  He  has  Improved  and  de- 
veloped his  ranch  since  he  took  it  over,  erecting  two  silos  and  etfectlng  other  improve- 
ineuts  of  a  practical  character,  and  Is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  progressive  dairy 
termers  In  the  Cstick  neighborhood. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bntwtstle  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Helen  Carrie,  bom  July  S, 
1914,  and  Elwyn  Allen,  June  IS,  I91T.  Mrs.  Entwlatle  Is  a  member  ot  the  Christian 
church  and  her  husband  Is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  church.  He  Is  also  a  member  <d 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  his  wife  is  a  member  of  the  Eastern  Star. 
Hr.  Entwlstle  usually  takes  an  independent  attitude  In  political  aOatrs,  and  while 
giving  a  good  citlsen's  attention  to  civic  matters,  he  has  never  been  a  seeker  after  public 
cfflce,  preferring  to  give  bis  undivided  attention  to  his  raucb. 


B.  B.  FRY,  I 


Dr.  B.  B.  FVy,  who  Is  successfully  engaged  In  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Bonners 
Ferrr,  was  bora  at  New  Berlin,  Pennsylvania.  December  34,  187G,  a  son  of  D.  C.  and 
Lydla  (Heist)  Fry,  both  ot  whom  were  natives  of  Canada.  The  father  was  a  minister 
ot  the  Methodist  church  who  engaged  In  preaching  at  various  periods  In  Pennsylvania, 
Michigan  and  Canada,  exerting  a  widely  felt  Influence  tor  moral  development  in  the 
communities  in  which  be  lived  and  labored. 

Dr.  Fry  acquired  a  public  and  high  school  education,  and  then  determining  npon 
the  practice  ot  medidne  as  a  lite  work,  he  entered  Toronto  University,  from  which  in 
due  course  ot  time  he  was  graduated,  having  completed  the  full  medical  course  and 
thereby  winning  the  M.  D.  degree.  He  began  practice  at  Bonners  Ferry  In  1903  and  estab- 
lished the  hospital  at  this  place.  Through  the  intervening  period  be  has  done  effective 
work  along  the  line  of  his  profession  and  at  all  times  he  keeps  In  touch  with  the  trend 
ot  medical  thought  and  Investigation.  He  Is  now  a  medical  examiner  of  the  state; 
also  a  member  ot  the  state  commission  on  tuberculosis,  and  was  a  member  of  the  selective 
service  board  during  the  World  war. 

Dr.  Fry  was  married  in  ISOfl  to  Hiss  H.  M.  Rlt^erd  and  they  hav«  two  children. 
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Arthur  B.  and  Frascto  H.  Dr.  Fiy  Is  a  member  trf  the  acbool  board  and  the  cause  of 
edueation  finds  tn  blm  a  warm  friend.  He  has  ftlao  served  as  ehairman  of  the  board  of 
village  troBtees,  havlni  Oiled  the  position  twice  at  prevlons  dates  and  serving  at  the 
present  writing  in  1920.  He  Is  one  of  the  most  active  men  In  civic  affairs  In  his  vlUage 
and  there  Is  no  phase  of  public  development  and  improvement  which  does  not  receive 
Us  eodoTBement  and  support.  Pratamally  he  Is  connected  with  the  Uasona  and  also 
witb  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  Is  loTsl  to  the  teachings  and  purposes  of  these  orders.

Tberrett  Towles,  an  attorney  at  law  with  a  large  practice  at  Wallace,  was  bom  In 
Washington,  D.  C,  Deoember  20,  18SZ.  Therrett  Towlee  was  educated  In  the  publio 
Bchoola  and  In  George  Washington  Dniverslty  at  Washington,  D.  C,  which  conferred 
npon  blm  his  LL.  B.  degree  In  1906.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  In  the  Distriet  of  , 
Columbia  and  In  1907  arrlTcd  In  Wallace,  where  he  has  elnce  engaged  In  general  prac- 
tice. Re  has  a  clientage  of  large  and,  distinctively  representative  character.  At  the 
bar  he  recognises  the  fact  that  alertn^  and  ready  adptabllltj'  teatnre  largely  In  success 
and  by  reason  of  this  be  always  prepares  his  cases  with  great  thoroughness  and  care, 
so  that  he  Is  never  surprised  by  the  unexpected  attack  of  an  adversary.  He  Is  ready 
for  an  emergency,  is  quick  in  retort,  is  seldom  It  ever  at  fault  In  the  application  of  a 
legal  principle.  Is  always  courteous  to  opposing  counsel  and  treats  the  court  with  the 
studied  deference  that  te  Its  due.

WILLIAM  BOLLINGER. 

William  BoUlnger,  of  Lewlston,  who  Is  Oiling  the  riOce  of  probate  lodge  of  Nes  Perce 
county  In  a  most  acceptable  mamier,  was  bom  at  New  Ulm,  Hlnneeota,  September  1, 
18SS,  his  parents  being  Rudolf  and  Sophia  Bollinger,  the  former  a  native  of  Swltser- 
land,  while  the  latter  was  horn  In  Germany.  The  mother  arrived  In  America  when 
seven  years  of  age  and  the  father  also  came  to  the  new  world  when  quite  young.  They 
were  united  in  marriage  tn  Scott  county,  Minnesota,  and  the  mother  now  makes  her  home 
In  Dayton,  Washington,  but  the  father  departed  this  lite  abont  fifteen  years  ago. 

William  Bollinger  obtained  a  high  school  education  In  Dayton,  Washington,  his 
parents  removing  to  the  northwest  when  be  was  a  young  lad.  Starting  out  In  the 
business  world,  he  first  learned  the  bntcherlng  trade  and  later  secured  a  clerkship  In  a 
general  store,  being  thus  employed  for  five  years.  His  first  Independent  business 
venture  was  In  the  conduct  of  a  restaurant  which  be  established  In  Lewlston  In  1896, 
calling  It  the  Royal  Restaurant,  and  In  1898  he  purchased  a  grocery  store.  His  next 
progressive  step,  taken  In  1900,  made  him  proprietor  of  the  Bollinger  Hotel,  which  he 
enlarged  from  time  to  time  until  1907.  when  he  rented  the  hotel  building  to  J.  B. 
McGrane.  Since  that  time  Mr.  Bollinger  has  been  active  In  public  ofllce  and  In  con- 
nection with  the  Insurance  and  real  estate  business.  He  has  served  as  a  member  of  the 
city  council  and  he  managed  the  Lewlston-Clarkston  Fair.  He  likewise  became  an  Insur- 
ance agent,  handling  both  life  and  fire  Insurance,  and  he  Is  also  engaged  in  the  real 
estate  business,  negotiating  many  important  property  transfers.  He  was  elected  to  the 
ofllce  of  probate  Judge  by  a  large  majority  over  two  opposing  attorneys  snd  has  given 
entire  satisfaction  through  the  prompt  and  capable  discharge  of  his  duties.  The  word 
fall  has  no  place  In  his  vocabulary.  He  carries  forward  to  snccessful  completion 
whatever  he  undertakes  and  hie  ability  is  recognised  by  all.  After  having  leased  the 
hotel  for  twelve  and  a  half  years  he  deemed  It  advisable  to  take  over  again  Its  man- 
agement, and  having  purchased  the  fnrnlshlngB  from  Miss  Wyatt,  reopened  the  hotel 
on  the  Ist  of  May,  1«20,  making  It  one  of  the  most  popular  hostelrles  in  this  section  of 
the  country. 
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Oa  the  9tb  of  December,  1902,  In  Dayton.  Wasblngton,  Mr.  Bollinger  was  married 
to  Miss  Elta  Runge  and  they  have  two  children:  Robert  Edgar,  four  years  of  age; 
and  Dorothy  Gene,  who  Is  In  her  first  year.  Mr.  Bollinger  Is  quite  prominent  in  fraternal 
organizations.  He  la  now  wearing  a  veteran'a  Jewel  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  Is  a  trustee  of  the  order  and  Is  now  filling  the  position  of  grand  marshal  of 
Idaho.  He  Is  likewise  connected  with  the  Rebekahs,  the  ladles'  auxiliary  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  and  be  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  the  Benevolent  ProtectlTS  Order 
of  Elks  and  the  Woodmen  of  the  World.  His  political  allegiance  has  always  been  given 
to  the  democratic  party  and  aside  from  the  work  he  baa  done  In  behalf  of  public  progress 
as  an  officeholder  he  has  rendered  effective  aid  in  advancing  the  general  welfare  through 
bis  connection  wltb  the  Commercial  Club.  His  religious  faith  la  that  ot  the  Congre- 
gational church,  in  which  he  la  serving  as  a  trustee,  and  bis  broad  philanthropy  and 
humanitarian  ism  are  indicated  In  the  fact  that  he  Is  also  a  trustee  ot  the  Children's 
Home  Finding  and  Aid  Society  of  Idaho. 


WILLIAM   NICHOLAS   YOST. 

Ada  county  has  earned  for  Itself  a  well  deserved  reputation  as  a  great  horticultural 
district,  because  ot  the  productivity  of  the  soil  where  orchards  have  been  planted,  and 
which  has  been  splendidly  developed  through  the  efforts  and  enterprise  ot  sucb  pro- 
gressive orchardlsts  as  William  Nicholas  Yost,  who  resides  near  Ustlck.  Apple  growing 
Is  his  particular  branch  ot  horticulture,  and  since  coming  to  Idaho  In  1900  be  has  been 
extenslTely  engaged  In  the  development  ot  apple  orchards  and  in  the  growing,  packing 
and  shipping  of  the  fruit. 

Mr.  Yost  was  born  In  Licking  county,  Ohio,  on  a  farm  near  Newark,  February  29, 
1964,  a  son  of  John  and  Delilah  (Markley)  Yoat,  also  natives  ot  Ohio,  where  they  spent 
their  last  days.  They  bad  been  school  teachers  in  early  life,  and  on  abandoning  tbat 
profession,  the  father  became  a  farmer,  continuing  In  this  line  throughout  the  remainder 
of  his  active  years. 

William  N.  Yost  spent  his  boyhood  In  Ohio,  chiefly  in  Van  Wert  county,  and 
acquired  bis  early  education  In  the  public  schools  of  tbat  state,  later  entering  the  Ohio 
State  University  at  Columbus  and  still  later  the  Trl-State  Normal  College  at  Angola, 
Maryland,  from  wblch  institution  be  was  graduated.  In  the  meantime  he  had  taken 
up  school  teaching  In  Van  Wert  county,  Ohio,  beginning  at  the  early  age  of  seventeen. 
He  applied  himself  with  assiduity  to  the  duties  of  a  teacher's  vocation  and  continued 
to  Impart  Instruction  during  twenty-two  school  terms,  or  tor  a  period  ot  about  aeven- 
tMn  years.  In  various  schools  in  Ohio  and  Indiana.  In  this  way  Mr.  Yost  accnmulated 
enough  money  for  his  higher  education  at  the  Ohio  State  University  and  at  the  Trl-State 
Normal.  While  In  attendance  at  these  schools,  he  did  various  chores  and  the  money 
received  for  this  work  he  also  applied  to  pay  his  way. 

Mr.  Yost  was  married  at  Tedrow,  Fulton  county.  Oblo,  where  he  was  teaching 
school.  April  23,  1S9I,  to  Miss  Viola  L.  Lee.  who  was  also  a  teacher  at  the  time  of  her 
marriage  and  bad  been  a  former  pupil  of  her  husband's  at  Tedrow.  She  was  born  in 
Holmes  county,  Ohio,  October  26,  1S72,  a  daughter  of  Solomon  and  Elite  (Miley)  Lee, 
who  now  reside  at  Meridian,  Idaho. 

In  1997,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Yost  went  to  northern  Wisconsin,  where  they  continued  to 
reside  for  three  years,  Mr.  Yost  entering  the  service  of  a  large  lumber  company,  and 
this  step  largely  marked  a  turning  point  In  his  career.  His  principal  employer  was 
W.  H.  Blssell,  a  Wisconsin  millionaire  lumberman,  and  it  was  through  his  association 
with  Mr.  Blssell  that  he  came  to  Idabo  In  1900.  Frank  Blssell,  a  brother  ot  his  employer, 
had  acquired  land  and  orchard  interests,  north  ot  Meridian,  and  W.  H.  Blssell.  some  ■ 
time  later,  came  Into  possession  of  these  interests  and  sent  Mr.  Yost  from  Wisconsin 
to  look  after  and  manage  them.  After  a  brief  period  they  formed  a  partnership  In  the 
apple  orchard  Industry  and  tbis  has  continued  ever  since,  tbe  two  men  having  developed 
a  large  apple  orchard  ot  twenty-eight  acres,  two  miles  northeast  of  Meridian,  on  which 
Jonathans  and  Rome  Beauties  are  the  chief  crops.  The  place  is  known  as  the  Btssell- 
Yost  orchard  and  was  planted  by  Mr.  Yost  in  1905.  It  Is  now  in  its  prime,  for  leveral 
years  past  being  one  ot  the  best  producing  apple  orchards  In  Ada  county. 

Apart  from  bis  Interest  in  tbe  Blssell-Yost  undertaking,  Mr.  Yost  has  developed  an 
apple  orchard  of  his  own,  about  one-half  mile  north  ot  the  other  orchard,  and  on  this 
twenty-acr«  plot  be  raises  Jonathans  and  Rome  Beauties,  the  place  being  now  in  opera-

tton  for  more  tban  tan  years.  It  is  here  tbat  Mr.  Yost  and  his  wife,  reside,  occupying  a 
b&adsome  buiiKalow  Thlcbi  they  had  built  about  five  years  ago.  The  house  is  of  unique 
desiBii,  Its  outstanding  features  being  a  veranda  finished  in  lava-rixik  effects  and  large 
gate  posts,  also  of  lava-rock  construction.  Mr.  Yost  also  Is  the  owner  of  an  alfalfa  and 
dairy  farm  located  on  Ten  Mile  Creak,  southeast  of  Meridian,  and  on  this  place  one  of  his 
sons  resides. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Yost  are  the  [tarents  of  two  sons.  Don  M„  bom  October  30,  1893, 
married  Marguerite  Sims,  March  7,  1917.  and  has  one  child,  Helen  Marguerite,  born 
October  16,  1918.  Dana  K.,  born  April  26.  1896,  married  Mabel  Owen.  August  30,  1919. 
Don  M.  and  Dana  K.  Yost  are  veterans  of  the  World  war,  both  having  been  engaged  lu 
the  aviation  service  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Yost  Is  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  which  he  is  a 
past  noble  grand.  He  was  formerly  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  and  vice  presi- 
dent for  three  years  of  the  North  Pacific  Fruit  Distributors  Association,  of  Spokane, 
Washington.  During  tbat  period  he  was  active  as  an  organizer  and  lecturer  for  the 
asBoclatlon,  his  work  covering  Oregon,  Washington,  Montana  and  Idaho,  and  while  thus 
engaged  he  was  instrumental  in  establishing  one  hundred  and  llfty-six  branches,  or 
sub-centrals,  acting  not  only  on  behalf  of  fruit  growers  but  also  In  the  interests  of 
potato  growers. 

RTrs.  Yost  is  an  earnest  member  of  the  Christian  church,  in  the  work  of  which 
she  takes  an  active  part.  She  ie  a  member  of  the  Apple  Blossom  Club  and  of  the  Meridian 
Community  Music  Club.  She  la  a  welt  educated  lady  and  a  musician  and  pianist  oC 
ability.  She  has  taught  piano  music  off  and  on  tor  about  twenty  years,  having  within 
the  past  ten  years  alone  given  over  two  thousand  music  lessons.  She  lends  freely  of  her 
aid  in  the  furtherance  of  all  social  and  cultural  movements  Intended  to  advance  the 
welfare  of  the  community. 


DANIEL  W.  PRICE. 

In  this  great  northwest  which  nature  has  endowed  with  rich  mineral  resources, 
fortunes  have  been  made  not  only  in  the  development  of  the  mines  but  in  handling 
the  mining  stock  and  properties  and  among  those  now  profltably  operating  as  mining 
brokers  is  numbered  Daniel  W.  Price,  who  maintains  his  office  and  home  at  Kellogg, 
where  he  also  handles  Insurance.  He  was  born  in  Waukesha,  Wisconsin,  April  7,  1872, 
and  Is  a  son  at  Reese  and  Anna  (Richards)  Price,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Wales. 
The  father  came  to  the  United  States  In  early  life  and  resided  for  a  long  period  in 
Wisconsin,  but  in  18Sg  made- his  way  to  the  Coeur  d'Alene  and  devoted  bla  attention 
to  prospecting  in  this  section  of  the  country. 

The  educational,  opportunities  of  Daniel  W.  Price  were  limited  to  three  months' 
attendance  at  the  country  achoois  near  bis  father's  home  in  the  winter  seasons.  He 
was  a  youth  of  but  eleven  years  when  he  began  earning  his  living  by  working  as  a 
farm  hand  In  his  native  state.  He  has  been  identified  with  the  northwest  from  the  age 
of  tweilty-three  and  since  1896  has  made  his  homo  at  Kellogg.  Here  he  has  been  con- 
nected with  mining  Interests  and  also  with  the  furnishing  goods  business  under  the 
firm  name  of  Price  Brothers,  his  associate  In  the  undertaking  being  R.  R.  Price.  For 
fourteen  years  Daniel  W.  Price  was  thus  active  in  the  mercantile  field  and  won  sub- 
stantial success  by  the  careful  msnagement  of  hie  business.  In  1914  he  turned  bis 
attention  to  the  brokerage,  insurance  and  real  estate  businees.  In  which  he  has  since 
engaged,  now  having  an  extensive  clientage.  He  assisted  In  organizing  the  First  State 
Bank  of  Kellogg  and  has  long  been  well  known  In  the  financial  circles  of  this  section. 
He  displays  keen  insight  into  business  affairs  and  hia  enterprise  and  unfaltering  dili- 
gence have  been  potent  elements  In  the  attainment  of  success. 

Mr.  Price  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  May  Hansen,  who  is  well'  known  socially 
la  Shoshone  county  and  was  a  prominent  Red  Cross  worker.  Mr.  Price  belongs  to  the 
Masonic  fraternity,  in  which  he  has  taken  the  degrees  of  the  lodge,  chapter  and  Knight 
Templar  Commandery.  He  is  a  pnhllc-sptrlted  tean  who  without  seeking  office  has 
always  been  loyal  to  the  best  interests  and  upbuilding  of  the  community.  In  which  he 
resides.  During  the  war  period  he  was  an  active  supporter  of  the  Red  Cross  and  of  all 
of  the  various  drives  made  to  promote  the  financial  support  of  the  war  or  to  give  com- 
fort, aid  and  entertainment  to  the  soldiers  on  this  side  ot  the  Atlantic  and  those  over- 
seas. While  he  started  out  to  provide  his  owu'support  when  a  little  lad  of  but  eleven 
years,  he  has  in  his  life  record  proved  the  fact  that  Industry  wins.    Diligence  and  deter- 
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UliutUoa  hftve  been  prominent  factors  tn  ble  career  and  perMverance  baa  enabled  him 
to  overcome  all  obstacles  and  dlfflcultlee  and  to  advance  steadily  toward  the  Koal  at 
proeperltr.

Jamea  Dnnn,  .lor  several  yean  occupytnK  the  responsible  ofllce  of  assessor  of  Bear 
Lake  connty,  and  formerly  actively  engsKed  In  farmftiff  pursuits,  Is  a  native  of  that 
county,  bom  In  Bloomlngton,  May  37, 1S61.  He  Is  a  son  of  John  and  Juley  Ann  (UcOoire) 
Dunn,  the  former  of  whom  was  bom  In  Michigan  and  the  latter  in  lUtnoia,  but  both  came 
to  Idaho  In  an  early  day.  In  the  '50t  the  father  came  west,  hsKllng  his  belongings 
b7  ox  team.  He  was  a  trapper  and  hunter  in  an  early  day  bnt  anally  eettlsd  down  to 
tarmlnK,  at  which  he  continued  tor  the  remainder  of  his  active  life.  Shortly  after  mak- 
Ing  the  Journey  across  the  plains,  Mr.  Dnnn  came  to  Idaho  and  settled  In  Bear  Lake 
connty,  being  one  of  the  first  settlers  In  Bloomtngton.  He  cmstructed  the  first  house 
In  BloomloKton  that  had  a  floor  laid  In  It  He  was  a  hunter  and  trapper  of  note,  and  had 
to  his  credit  the  klUlnK  of  over  one  hundred  bears,  the  pelta  of  which  he  sold,  and  thus 
ho  was  enabled  to  meet  Ivousehtdd  expenses.  He  finally  removed  to  Georgetown,  where 
he  took  a  homestead  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  which  be  immedlataly  Inyiroved 
and  placed  nnder  cultivation,  living  there  tor  the  remainder  of  his  life.  His  death 
occurred  Juim  24,  1919,  when  he  had  reached  the  advanced  age'  of  eJghty-slx  years.  He 
was  one  of  the  most  active  and  progressive  men  In  Bear  Lake  county  and  took  a  deep 
Interested  In  Iti  growth  and  development.  His  widow  Is  still  living  and  makes  her  h<»ue 
with  her  children. 

James  Dunn  received  his  preliminary  education  In  the  public  schools  of  Bear  Lake 
county  and  later  attended  Davis  Stake  Academy,  at  Farmington,  Utah.  On  finishing 
his  schooling,  he  took  up  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land  near  Qeorgetown  In 
Bear  Lake  county,  which  he  Improved  and  operated  for  seven  years.  At  the  end  of  this 
time  he  was  In  the  forest  service  for  abbut  two  years.  In  1913  he  was  elected  to  the 
<riBoe  of  assessor  of  Bear  Lake  county  and  has  been  reelected  to  the  same  position  at  each 
meceedlng  election,  which  Is  ample  testimony  to  his  eSclency  and  tmstworthlness. 

On  October  27,  1S9I,  Mr.  Dunn  was  unltod  In  marriage  to  Eva  O.  Hcrff,  and  they 
have  become  the  parents  of  nine  children,  namely:  Ethel,  the  wife  of  Archie  Wltcox, 
of  Paris,  Idaho,  and  they  have  one  child:  Viola,  wile  of  Wllford  Tueller,  of  Paris,  and 
they  alio  have  one  child;  and  Tbelma.  Llllls.  Mlna,  Weldon,  Rulon,  Dora,  and  Merle. 

Hr.  Dnnn  is  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and 
Interested  In  all  its  good  worlu.  Politically  be  gives  his  support  to  the  republican  party 
and  is  one  of  Its  active  supporters  in  Bear  Lake  oonnty.  He  is  the  owner  of  elgh^ 
acres  ot  land,  which  he  rents,  and  is  also  the  owner  of  a  nice  family  residence  which 
he  bnllt  In  Psrls.  He  takes  considerable  pride  in  advancing  the  general  Interests  of  hts 
town  and  county  and  is  regarded  as  a  "booeter"  where  the  welfare  of  either  Is  concerned. 


H.  J.  HULL. 

H.  J.  Hull,  prosecuting  attorney  of  Shosbone  county,  residlag  in  Wallace,  was  bom 
at  Hapteton,  North  Dakota,  January.  10,  1S88,  his  parents  being  Jobn  J.  and  Mary 
(Nlchol)  Hull.  The  father  was  a  retail  lumber  merchant  who  In  the  late  "708  went  to 
Dakota  and  In  1S91  became  a  resident  of  Wabpeton.  He  was  extremely  active  In  con* 
uectlon  with  the  public  affairs  of  his  community  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  city 
council  to  which  position  he  was  elected  on  the  republican  ticket  He  belonged  to  the 
Masonic  fraternity  and  was  grand  master  of  North  Dakota  In  1907. 

H.  J.  Hull  was  a  pupil  In  the  Wahpeton  high  school  and  afterward  continued  his 
education  in  the  State  School  of  Science  at  Wahpeton,  Nn-th  Dakota,  and  the  University 
of  Minnesota,  In  which  he  pursued  dn  academic  course  In  190$.  He  won  the  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree  In  1910  and  ctHnpleted  a  course  in  the  law  department  In  1911  with  the 
Bachelor  of  Laws  d^rree.  He  then  located  for  practice  tn  Minneapolis,  bnt  In  1918 
removed  to  the  northwest,  eetutng  In  St  Maries,  Idaho,  since  which  time  he  has  been  a 
resident  of  this  section  ot  the  state.  In  1915  he  was  called  upon  to  represent  Kootenai 
county  In  the  state  legislature  and  was  the  author  of  a  bill  which  resulted  In  the  dlvl- 
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slon  of  th«  county  aod  the  creation  of  Benewah  county.  In  Hay,  1916,  he  opened  a  law 
office  In  Wallace  and  throngh  the  Intervenlns  yean  haa  turs  engaged  In  practice.  In 
the  aame  year  he  was  apix^nted  county  attorney  and  In  1916  waa  elected  to  the  offioe. 
while  In  1918  he  was  reelected  to  the  poaltion.  Since  the  coocIubIm)  of  hla  term  he  has 
gtven  his  attention  to  private  practice  of  an  extenaive  and  Important  character  that  has 
connected  him  with  much  of  the  leading  litigation  heard  In  the  courts  of  the  district. 
Aside  from  hla  work  at  the  bar  he  Is  well  known  in  businesB  circles  as  a  director  <rf 
sereral  mining  corapanlee. 

In  191S  Mr.  HnU  was  united  In  marrUKe  to  Miss  Bliaabeth  Alden  Piatt,  ot  Hinne- 
apoUa,  daughter  of  Silas  H.  Piatt,  who  is  assistant  general  superintendent  of  the  Qreat 
Northern  Express  Company  of  Seattle.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hull  have  been  born  two  chil- 
dren: Piatt  H.,  whose  birth  occurred  June  1.  1914;  and  Alden  J.,  born  June  2S,  1B19. 
During  the  war  period  Mrs.  Hull  was  Tery  active  as  a  Red  Cross  worker.  Mr.  Hull  was 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  disloyalty  of  the  Defense  Council,  was  govemmeDt  appeal 
agent  for  the  local  service  board  and  waa  connected  with  the  Four  Minute  men.  He  Is 
much  interested  In  civic  affairs,  active  In  promoting  all  plans  and  projects  for  the  public 
good  and  is  especially  earnest  and  enthusiastic  in  hla  support  of  ths  good  roads  move- 
ment. He  has  alwaya  given  his  political  allegiance  to  the  democratic  party  and  his  posi- 
tion upon  any  vital  questltm  is  never  an  equfroeal  one. 


JOHN  J.  PUGH, 

Early  recognising ,  the  fact  that  determination  and  energy  are  salient  and  forceful 
features  in  the  attalnbent  of  success.  John  J.  Pngh  has  so  directed  his  labora  that 
be  is  now  classed  with  the  leading  business  men  of  his  section  of  the  sUte,  being 
the  president  of  the  Russell  ft  Pugh  Lumber  Company  of  Sprlngaton.  He  was  bom 
at  Union,  Franklin  county,  Missouri,  March  24,  1876,'  and  waa  a  grandson  of 
Isaac  Pugh  ot  Illinois,  who  served  In  the  Black  Hawk  and  also  in  the  Mexican 
wara.  He  also  Joined  the  army  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  war  as  colonel  of  an 
Illinois  regiment  and  rose  to  the  rank  of  brigadier  general,  winning  distinction 
as  a  representative  of  the  military  Interests  ot  the  country,  his  life  being  actuated 
by  a  most  patriotic  spirit  which  prompted  bis  ready  response  to  any  call  of  duty. 
His  son,  John  H.  Pugh,  father  of  John  J.  Pugh,  was  born  in  Illlnola  and  took  up 
the  study  of  law,  becoming  an  attorney  ot  Union,  Missouri.  He  wedded  Sophie 
Wood  and  after  living  in  Missouri  for  a  number  ot  years  they  removed  to  the 
northwest  In  1E92,  settling  In  Spokane,  Washington.  The  father  now  maintains 
office  in  the  courthouse  of  that  city  and  Is  not  only  recognised  as  an  able  lawyer 
but  also  aa  a  leader  in  the  ranks  of  the  republican  party. 

In  the  acquirement  ot  hla  education  John  J.  Pugh  attended  the  public  schools 
and  also  was  a  student  In  the  Spokane  Business  College,  thus  qualifying  for  the 
active  duties  of  lite.  When  sixteen  years  ot  age  be  began  providing  for  his  own 
support  as  a  messenger  In  the  employ  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company 
but  soon  afterward  became  connected  with  the  lumber  trade,  being  employed  by 
the  Washington  Mill  Company  and  afterward  by  the  C.  W.  Russell  Lumber  Comoany. 
He  was  thus  associated  until  1902,  when  the  Russell  ft  Pugh  Lumber  Company  vu 
organised  and  Mr.  Pugh  became  president  thereof.  The  plant  fit  the  Russell  ft 
Pngh  Lumber  Company,  located  at  Sprlngston,  has  twice  been  destroyed  by  Are 
but  has  been  rebuilt  and  the  company  Is  actively  and  successfully  engaged  In  the 
manutacture  of  western  and  Idaho  white  pine,  fir  and  larch  lumber.  Their  present 
plant  Is  well  equipped  with  modern  machinery  and  progressive  methods  are  followed 
in  manufacturing.  Mr.  Pugh's  long  connection  with  the  lumber  trade  has  made 
him  thoroughly  familiar  with  every  phase  ot  the  business  and  thus  he  is  most 
capably  and  successfully  directing  the  Interests  under  his  control.  As  the  yeara 
have  passed  he  has  extended  his  efforts  Into  still  other  lines  and  haa  become 
recognized  as  one  ot  the  foremost  factors  In  the  business  circles  of  northern  Idaho. 
He  Is  one  of  the  large  stockholders  In  the  Harrison  Bos  Company,  a'so  In  the 
Harrison  Light  Company  and  was  one  of  the  prime  organisers  ot  the  Harrison 
Defense  Council  when  patriotic  interests  surmounted  all  business  considerations. 
He  was  made  chairman  ot  the  Defense  Council  and  labored  untiringly  In  the 
Interests  of  the  government  during  the  war  period.  Not  content  with  his  work  In 
that  connection,  he  endeavored  to  Join  the  army  and  was  accepted  as  captain  In 
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the  Twentieth  Bagineers  of  the  forestry  dlTlslon  and  was  all  ready  to  go  to  Fravce 
Wben  the  armistice  was  slsned  and  consequentlr  was  never  commtsBloned.  Again 
.  and  igaln  he  hae  proven  ble  loyalty  U>  his  country,  hla  patriotism  being  expressed 
in  deeds  rather  than  In  words.  When  the  hour  of  crisis  was  past  and  In  fact  In 
all  times  of  peace  be  has  manifested  his  Interest  In  the  weUsite  of  Harrison  and 
of  his  community  by  hearty  cooperation  In  all  those  Instrumentalities  wblcb  work 
for  civic  virtue  and  civic  pride.  There  was  no  man  more  InBtrumental  in  pro- 
moting the  temperance  cause  fn  Harrison,  and  largely  as  the  result  of  his  labors 
Harrison  was  tbe  first  town  In  northern  Idaho  to  go  dry.  He  has  closely  studied 
the  temperance  question  from  every  possible  standpoint  and  has  been  n&tlrlng  in 
blB  efforts  to  promote  the  cause  of  prohibition.  He  has  also  been  actively  and 
helpfully  Interested  In  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  and  In  various  lines 
of  ohurcb  work  and  Is  on  the  convention  board  of  the  Baptist  church  for  eastern 
Waf^ington  and  qortbem  Idaho. 

,  Ur.  Pugb  was  united  In  marriage  to  Hiss  Mary  E.  Sunderland,  a  daughter  of 
B,,B.  Sunderland,  a  merchant  of  Colorado  Springs.  The  five  children  bom  to  Mr. 
a«d  Mrs.  Pugb  are  Lawrence  R.,  Kdson  K.,  Frances  E.,  Donald  B.  and  Helen  Mae. 
Tbe  cause  of  education  has  ever  found  In  Mr.  Pugb  a  stalwart  champion  and  he 
has  Jone  effective  work  In  the  interests  of  the  schools  as  well  as  In  connection  with 
other  phases  of  town  building  and  civic  progress.  He  Is  now  serving  as  a  member 
of  the  city  council  of  Harrison.  His  fellow  citizens  recognize  bim  as  a  man  of 
sound  judgment  and  bis  position  upon  any  vital  question  is  nsually  that  of  leader- 
ship, for  many  follow  the  course  which  be  pursues,  recognizing  tbe  fact  that  bis 
support  Is  never  given  save  to  wortby  objects  of  far-reacbing  benefit  and  effect. 


JOHN.  E.  VAN  DEU8EN. 


John  B.  Van  Deusen,  who  Is  displaying  marked  energy  In  tbe  conduct  of  hie  busi- 
ness affaire  as  a  rancher  and  stockman  of  Qem  County,  bis  activities  being  capably  and 
wisely  directed,  is  associated  in  his  work  with  bis  brother,  Dudley  H.  Van  Deusen,  men- 
tioned on  another  page  of  this  volume.  He  was  born  in  Tazewell  county,  Illinois. 
May  8,  1S71,  and  Is  a  son  of  James  Theodore  and  Mary  Van  Deusen.  His  father  is 
a  native  of  Hudson.  New  York,  and  at  one  time  was  employed  In  the  large  mercantile 
bouse  of  A.  T.  Stewart  in  New  York  City.  In  young  manhood  he  became  a  resident 
of  Illinois,  settling  in  Tazewell  county,  and  there  he  wedded  Miss  Mary  Oulick.  a 
native  of  New  Jersey.  Tbey  remained  residents  of  Illinois  for  a  long  period  and  then 
came  to  the  northwest  following  the  removal  of  their  sons  to  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try. Tbey  lived  for  several  years  In  Boise  and  there  Mrs.  Van  Deusen  passed  away 
November  12,  1918.  Soon  after  the  death  of  his  wife  Mr.  Van  Deusen  came  to  live 
with  bis  four  sons  upon  the  raiich  which  tbey  own  and  cultivate.  Before  coming  to 
the  northwest,  however,  the  family  borne  was  established  In  Pottawatomie  coanty, 
Kansas,  where  tbey  continued  for  a  number  of  years.  James  T.  Van  Deusen  has  led 
an  active,  busy  and  useful  life  and  well  deserves  tbe  rest  which  is  now  vouchsafed 

John  B.  Van  Deusen  was  largely  reared  and  educated  In  Illinois  and  In  Kansas 
and  in  1900  came  to  Idaho,  where  he  has  now  made  his  home  through  two  decades. 
He  was  flrst  employed  by  A.  J.  Klonin,  who  conducted  a  large  stock  ranch  in  this 
state  and  In  whose  employ  Mr.  Van  Deusen  remained  for  eight  years.  Subsequently 
he  and  his  brother,  D.  H.  Van  Deusen,  began  dealing  In  live  stock  on  their  account 
in  0«m  county  and  have  since  continued  the  business.  They  now  have  large  landed 
possessions  and  are  connected  with  several  other  enterprises.  Tbey  are  among  the 
largest  stockmen  of  Idaho  and  their  farm  embraces  several  thousand  adres.  To  their 
present  point  of  prosperity  they  have  made  gradual  advancement.  Tbey  started  sheep 
raising  In  a  small  way  by  leasing  a  buncb  of  sheep  from  the  firm  of  Bullard  ft  John- 
son and  finally  purchased  tbe  sheep  and  also  tbe  ranch  from  the  former  owners, 
C.  J.  Bullard  and  John  Johnson.  After  a  time  two  other  brothers,  Frederick  Q.  aai 
Albert  M.,  jolted  the  original  partners  and  today  theirs  Is  one  of  the  largest  sheep 
and  cattle  concerns  in  Idaho  or  the  northwest.  They  give  more  attention  to  sheep 
than  to  cattle  raising,  having  extensive  flocks  numbering  thousands  of  sheep.  Tbey 
also  have  hundreds  of  head  of  cattle  and  tbelr  broad  acres  lie  In  Payette,  Valley,  Oem 
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and  Boise  counties,  their  bnelneM  being  thaa  gradnallj'  developetl  until  ft  Is  now 
one  of  gratftrlng  proportions. 

Oa  the  7tb  of  Jannarr,  1920,  John  E.  Van  Denien  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss 
Lena  B.  Smith,  a  daughter  of  Qaylord  Smith,  a  native  of  PennsrlTanla.  They  ara 
well  known  soclallyr  having  many  friends  in  the  section  of  the  state  where  they  reside, 
and  Hr.  Van  DeuBen  ranks  aa  a  progresalve  and  repreaentative  cltlsen  as  well  aa  busi- 
ness man.  He  has  never  sought  to  figure  prominently  in  public  connections,  however, 
always  pretermg  to  concentrate  bis  efforts  and  attention  upon  his  gradually  growing 
business  affairs.  Step  by  step  he  has  advanced,  each  forward  step  bringing  him  a 
broader  outlook  and  wider  opportunities,  until  be  stands  In  a  foremost  position  among 
those  who  have  won  for  Idaho  Us  veil  deserved  reputation  as  a  center  for  ranching 
and  stock  raising.  He  has  attained  high  rank  in  Masonry  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine. 


KDWABD  H.  MOPFITT, 

Edward  H.  Hoffitt,  who  was  at  various  times  prominently  identified  with  leading 
corporate  interests  of  Wallace  and  northern  Idaho  and  who  figured  actively  In 
connection  with  the  mining  development  of  the  state,  was  at  the  time  of  his  death 
living  retired  at  Wallace,  having  his  Investments  most  Judiciously  and  profitably 
placed.  He  came  to  the  northwest  from  one  of  the  seaboard  states,  his  birth  having 
occurred  In  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania,  August  22,  1846,  his  parents  being  Thomas 
and  Maria  L.  (Patterson)  Hoffltt,  who  removed  from  Pennsylvania  to  IlllnolB  in 
186S.  The  father  was  a  representative  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  clergy  and  for 
thirty  years  engaged  in  preaching  the  gospel  In  Illinois. 

Edward  H.  MoOltt  was  but  thirteen  years  of  age  when  the  family  went  ttota 
Pennsylvania  to  Illinois,  where  he  completed  his  education  In  the  pnhllc  schools. 
He  was  a  youth  of  but  eighteen  years  when  In  February,  1864,  he  Joined  the  "hoys 
in  blue"  of  Company  F  of  the  Second  Illinois  Cavalry  and  went  to  the  south  in 
defense  of  the  Union,  participating  In  a  number  of  the  hotly  contested  engagements 
that  marked  the  progress  of  the  army  during  the  closing  year  of  the  war.  After 
receiving  an  honorable  discharge  he  returned  to  Illinois  and  not  long  afterward 
became  engaged  In  merchandiBlng  at  Montlcello,  where  he  remained  In  business 
for  two  years.  In  1867,  however,  be  took  his  Initial  step  toward  the  northwest  by 
removing  to  Colorado,  where  for  twelve  years  he  was  connected  with  mining  interests. 
He  then  came  to  Idaho,  settling  In  the  Wood  river  section  of  the  state,  where  for 
four  years  he  was  engaged  in  mining.  In  the  spring  of  1884  he  arrived  in  thei 
Coeur  d'Aiene  mining  district  and  made  his  home  in  this  section  of  the  state  until 
he  passed  away  February  12,  1920.  He  participated  in  the  Eagle  rush  to  Prltchard 
creek  and  was  long  identified  with  important  mining  interests.  In  1899  he  was 
manager  of  the  Standard  and  HecU  Mining  Companies  and  also  acted  as  general 
manager  for  the  properties  of  the  Finch  and  Campbell  Companies  In  the  Coenr 
d'Aiene  district.  Later  be  became  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Coeur  d'Aiene 
Hardware  Company  of  Wallace,  of  which  be  was  one  of  the  organisers,  but  was 
not  officially  connected  with  the  corporation  at  the  time  of  hia  death.  He  was, 
however,  a  director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Wallace,  also  president  of  the 
Star  Mining  Company,  treasurer  of  the  Bell  Mining  Company,  president  of  the 
Formosa  Lead  Mining  Company  and  president  of  the  Alhambra  Mining  Company. 
His  connection  with  these  corporations,  however,  was  financial  rather  than  active, 
for  during  his  last  years  he  lived  retired,  enloylng  in  well  earned  rest  the  frulta 
of  his  former  toll  and  sound  business  Judgment. 

On  the  ISth  of  February,  1888,  Mr.  MoSItt  wedded  Miss  Effie  J.  Colborn,  a 
daughter  of  Joseph  Colborn,  of  lola,  Kansas.  Her  death  occurred  In  1908  and  she 
Is  survived  by  two  sons:  Robert  C,  who  was  horn  April  25,  18SE:  and  Thomas  E., 
bom  on  the  Z2d  of  February,  1898.  The  elder  son,  a  graduate  of  C<»nell  University, 
was  a  first  lieutenant  of  the  Quartermaster  Corps  during  the  World  war.  He  attended 
the  First  Officers  Training  Camp  at  the  Presidio  in  San  Francisco  and  was  afterward 
stationed  at  Camp  Devens  at  Ayer.  Massachusetts.  The  younger  son,  Thomas  E., 
became  a  radio  observer  of  the  navy  and  Is  now  a  student  at  Cornell. 

Mr.  Moffltt  was  connected  with  several  fraternal  organisations.  In  Masonry 
he  was  known  as  a  member  of  Shoshone  Lodge,  No.  i&,  A.  F.  £  A.  M.;  WaJlace 
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Chapter,  No.  7,  R.  A.  M.;  Wallace  Commandery.  No.  B,  K.  T.;  and  Bl  Katir  Temple 
of  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Spokane.  He  became  a  charter  member  of  Wallace  Ixidge 
No.  331.  B.  P.  O.  B..  In  which  he  held  all  the  offices  with  the  exception  ol  exalted 
ruler  and  was  a  trustee  from  Its  organisation.  His  entire  life  waa  actuated  by  a 
progresBiTe  spirit  that  led  to  the  accomplishment  of  enhstantlal  results.  Hie  aid 
and  Influence  were  ever  on  the  side  of  progress  and  ImproTement.  For  a  long 
period  be  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  education  of  Wallace  and  in  1908  was  made 
a  regent  of  the  University  of  Idaho.  His  sterling  personal  worth  was  widely  recog- 
nised and  the  highest  regard  was  entertained  for  blm  by  all  who  know  him.  A 
contemporary  writer  said  of  him:  "As  a  buelnees  man  he  has  shown  himself  to 
be  efDcIent  and  trustworthy;  in  matters  of  cltUenBhip,  active  and  progressive;  and 
as  a  friend,  loyal  to  every  trust." 


MILTON  J.   FLOHR. 

Milton  J.  Flohr,  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Wallace,  was  bom  la 
Toungstown,  Ohio,  August  6,  1S69.  his  parents  being  Frank  and  Eliia  (Eckls)  Flohr, 
who  were  also  natives  of  the  Buckeye  state.  The  father  was  a  physician  and  surgeon 
who  prepared  for  bis  professional  career  in  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  and  in  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  and  attained  prominence  as  a  representative  of  bis  chosen  calling. 

Milton  J.  Flohr  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  his  native  city  and  In  1891  became 
a  resident  of  Wallace,  where  he  worked  in  the  mines  until  1895,  when  he  became 
Identified  with  b&aklng  as  a  clerk  In  the  First  National  Bank.  With  the  Institution 
he  has  since  been  associated  and  his  Increasing  powers  and  business  ability  have  led 
to  his  advancement  to  the  presidency. 

In  1907  Mr.  Flohr  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Mansfield  and  they  have  two 
children,  Edward  and  Lois.  Mrs.  Flohr  has  been  very  active  in  women's  club 
clroles  of  Wallace.  Mr.  Flohr  Is  a  member  of  the  eiecutive  committee  of  the  board 
of  trade.  Fraternally  be  is  a  Mason  and  Elk  and  In  the  former  organisation  has 
taken  the  degrees  of  all  the  various  branches,  giving  unfaltering  allegiance  to  the 
principles  and  purposes  of  the  craft. 


QEOROE   F.   JACKSON. 

George  F.  Jackson,  for  years  engaged  In  the  cultivation  and  the  buying  and 
selling  of  ranch  lands.  In  which  line  of  activity  he  has  met  with  well  merited  success, 
Is  now  residing  on  a  small  but  compact  ranch  of  his  own,  two  miles  north  ot 
Meridian.  Idaho.  Previously  be  was  a  resident  of  Mlddleton,  this  state,  and  before 
that  lived  on  a  ranch  near  Star.  He  came  to  Idaho  In  1SS4  from  a  hop  ranch  in 
Seattle,  Washington,  on  which  he  had  been  living  for  one  year. 

Mr.  Jackson  is  a  Hoosler  by  birth,  born  In  Owen  county,  Indiana,  March  3.  18&6, 
a  son  of  Samuel  and  Sarah  (Laffoon)  Jackson,  also  natives  of  Indiana  and  both  now 
deceased.  Samuel  Jackson,  who  served  as  a  soldier  in  the  Mexican  and  Civil  wars, 
moved  his  family  from  Indiana  to  Labette  county,  Kansas,  In  1866,  and  there  acquired 
a  homestead  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  which  he  immediately  proceeded  to 
improve  and  develop.  On  that  place  his  wife  passed  away  a  few  years  later.  Some 
time  after  her  death  he  returned  to  Indiana,  where  he  married  again,  and  he  died 
in  Owen  county,  that  state,  a  few  years  ago. 

When  George  F.  Jackson  was  nineteen  years  old  he  returned  to  Indiana  from 
Kansas  and  commenced  work  as  a  farm  band  by  the  month  in  the  vicinity  of 
Kentland.  Two  years  later  he  removed  to  southern  Illinois,  where  he  worked  on 
a  farm  during  one  summer,  and  then  went  to  Kansas,  where  he  remained  for  a 
time.  In  the  spring  of  1880  he  came  west  to  Wyoming,  where  he  worked  (or  two 
years.  He  then  made  a  trip  back  to  Kansas,  later  going  to  New  Mexico,  and  still 
later  to  Iowa,  whence  be  returned  to  Wyoming,  all  this  time  being  spent  on  ranches. 
In  1883  Mr.  Jackson  went  to  Seattle.  Washington,  and  In  the  following  year  he 
came  to  Idaho,  first  residing  near  Council  on  a  squatter's  claim,  on  which  he  lived 
two  years.  He  next  spent  several  years  in  Salubria  valley,  Washington  county. 
Idaho,  where  he  became  the  owner  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  good  ranch 
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land,  which  he  ImproTed  and  later  sold,  then  retumlnE  to  the  vicinity  ot  Conncll, 
where  he  bought  a  half  section  o(  land.  He  remained  on  this  place  tor  eight  yeara, 
at  the  end  of  that  period  coming  to  Boise  Talle;,  where  he  bought  forty  acres  lying 
■Iz  miles  west  ot  Boise,  which  he  operated  for  five  years.  He  paid  five  thousand 
dollars  for  the  forty  acres  and  sold  It  tor  ten  thousand  dollars.  His  next  step  was 
to  purchase  eighty  acres  near  Star,  on  which  he  stayed  elgbt  years,  at  the  end  of 
that  time  selling  out.  His  next  purchase  was  a  ten  acre  ranch  located  in  the  town 
limits  of  Uiddleton,  Idaho,  which  he  retained  for  two  years,  sold,  and  then  bought 
his  present  ranch  near  Meridian.  He  has  purchased  and  sold  several  'ranches  In 
Idaho,  on  each  transaction  malting  a  substantial  profit. 

On  November  10,  1890,  In  Salnbria  valley,  Mr.  Jackson  was  married  to  Florence 
Vreeland,  who  was  bom  In  WlBconsln  In  September,  1S66,  a  daughter  ot  Bnocit 
and  Ellsa  Vreeland,  who  bad  come  to  Idaho  and  settled  in  Salubrla  valley  In  1S79, 
'  the  daughter  Florence  t>elnK  then  thirteen  years  old.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jackson  are  the 
parents  ot  five  children:  Dell,  who  married  Walter  E.  Neely,  ot  Boise,  and  was 
formerly  a  trained  nurse,  serving  In  France  during  the  World  war  in  that  capacity; 
Orvllle.  who  served  In  France  and  Germany  for  one  year,  attached  to  the  United 
States  medical  corps;  Eldon,  who  served  In  the  United  States  navy  during  the  war; 
and  Hollle  and  Ellis. 

Hr.  Jackson  gives  his  support  to  the  democratic  party.  He  has  served  as  school 
trustee  and  In  other  minor  olllcial  positions.  While  engaged  In  the  buying  and 
sale  of  ranch  lands,  he  acquired  a  substantial  competence  and  Is  now  In  a  position 
to  retire  from  all  active  work,  and  this  he  contemplates  doing  in  a  short  time. 


SAMUEL  D.   BOONE. 


Samuel  D.  Boone,  deceased,  was  a  prominent  real  estate  dealer  and  representa- 
tive business  man  of  Halley  whose  worth  to  the  community  was  widely  recognited, 
BO  that  bis  death  was  the  occasion  ot  deep  and  widespread  regret.  He  was  born  at 
Bloomsburg,  Pennsylvania,  January  IT,  1858,  his  parents  being  Samuel  and  Nancy 
(Post)  Boone.  His  boyhood  days  were  passed  in  the  Keystone  state,  where  he 
pursued  his  education  and  remained  to  the  age  ot  twenty-six  years,  supplementing 
his  early  school  training  by  study  in  the  Wyoming  College. 

The  year  1886  witnessed  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Boone  In  Halley,  Idaho,  at  which 
time  he  entered  Into  partnership  with  Judge  i>emmon  in  the  real  estate  and  insur- 
ance business,  in  which  he  continued  tor  a  number  ot  years.  The  firm  was  known 
as  Boone  &  John  for  a  considerable  period  and  later  Mr.  Boone  engaged  in  the  real 
estate  business  alone,  continuing  active  In  that  line  and  building  up  a  clientage 
ot  large  and  distinctively  representative  proportions.  In  1911  he  was  joined  by 
his  son,  Frank  S..  In  a  partnership  that  was  maintained  until  the  death  ot  the 
father,  which  occurred  In  November,  1917,  when  be  was  flfty-nlne  years  ot  age. 
His  labors  In  the  field  ot  real  estate  constituted  a  most  Important  element  In  the 
upbuilding  ot  Halley.  He  was  instrumental  in  bringing  to  Halley  a  large  amount 
ot  eastern  capital,  which  was  Invested  in  property  here  and  In  adjacent  farm  lands 
and  Irrigation  prolects. 

Mr.  Boone  was  also  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Commercial  Club  ot  Halley 
and  was  a  member  ot  the  Board  ot  Trade.  He  was  connected  with  Charles  Hem- 
shem  in  locating  the  Fish  Creek  reservoir  site  and  also  In  locating  the  Little  Wood 
River  rttaervolr.  He  was  likewise  one  of  the  promoters  ot  the  Magic  Dam  and 
he  organized  the  Idaho  Irrigation  Company.  He  succeeded  in  interesting  Mr. 
Hemshem  of  New  York  in  the  development  o(  various  important  projects  which 
have  contributed  to  the  upbuilding  of  this  section  ot  the  state.  He  located  the 
town  of  Richfield,  which  was  later  sold  to  J.  Q.  White  &  Company,  and  subsequently 
he  returned  to  Halley.  where  he  took  up  his  old  business  Interests. 

In  18S9  Mr.  Boone  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  A.  Burke,  a  native 
of  Massachusetts,  and  they  had  one  child.  Frank  S.,  who  during  the  World  war  was 
with  the  Thirteenth  Infantry  and  who  is  now  operating  the  business  which  was 
left  by  his  father. 

Mr.  Boone  was  a  republican  In  his  political  views  and  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Oooding  a  member  ot  the  state  Insurance  commission  but  would  not  quality  tor 
the  office.      Fraternally   he  was  connected   with  the  Knights   ot   Pythias  and  the 
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Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  was  actuated  hj  a  most  progressire  spirit, 
displayed  marked  Initiative  In  his  business  affairs  and  his  energy  and  enterprise 
proved  a  dynamic  lorce  In  the  development  of  his  section  of  the  state.  His  worth 
was  Indeed  widely  recognized  and  all  who  knew  him  attested  the  value  of  his 
service  as  a  factor  in  public  upbuilding. 


ROY  W.  HBDQES. 

The  free  lite  of  the  farm,  with  its  Immense  opportunities  for  making  a  splendid 
living  and  bringing  up  a  family  In  comfort  and  healthy  surroundings,  has  ever 
appealed  to  Roy  W.  Hedges,  a  well-to-do  rancher,  residing  three  miles  northeast  of 
Meridian,  Idaho.  He  was  bom  In  Jefferson  county,  Nebraska,  September  20.  1884, 
a  son  of  Clement  and  Bliia  (Barnes)  Hedges,  both  of  whom  now  live  at  LoDff 
Beach,  California.  He  Is  one  ot  a  family  of  eight  children — five  sons  and  three 
daughters — bora  to  his  parents.  He  spent  his  early  life  up  to  the  age  of  seventeen 
in  bis  native  county,  where  be  acquired  an  education  in  the  public  schools  and  later 
entered  a  buslnesH  college  at  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  from  which  he  emerged  well 
equipped  with  all  the  essentials  of  business  training,  which  In  later  life  proved  of 
considerable  advantage  to  him.  In  1901  the  family  came  to  Idaho  and  settled  on 
a  farm  near  Meridian,  and  Mr.  Hedges  has  lived  either  In  or  near  that  city,  engaged 
In  farming,  ever  since.  He  has  made  considerable  money  during  this  period  In  the 
sale  of  ranches,  three  of  which  he  profitably  disposed  of,  and  Is  now  the  owner  of 
a  well  kept  and  well  Improved  place  of  forty  scree,  northeast  of  that  city,  one-balf 
of  the  farm  being  a  prune  orchard.  One  of  the  recent  ranch  sales  netted  Mr. 
Hedges  over  live  thousand  dollars,  made  In  the  disposal  of  a  farm  of  eighty  acres 
which  was  only  a  short  time  In  his  possession. 

On  February  23,  1910,  Mr.  Hedges  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mies  Hinnte 
Habel  Howard,  a  native  of  Idaho,  born  In  Elmore  county,  January  4,  1888,  and  a 
daughter  ot  William  F.  and  Clara  (Heldrlch)  Howard,  who  reside  at  Emmett,  this 
state.  Ur.  and  Mrs.  Howard  are  old  pioneers,  having  come  to  Idaho  In  an  early 
day  before  It  was  admitted  to  statehood,  and  they  have  since  been  witnesses  to  and 
participants  in  the  growth  and  development  of  one  of  the  most  progressive  ot 
western  states. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Redge«i  are  the  parents  of  one  daughter,  Mildred  Joyce  Hedges, 
bom  April  20,  1915.  They  are  earnest  members  of  the  Christian  church.  Mr. 
Hedges  Is  a  democrat  and  is  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellow  order,  in  the  affairs  of 
which  he  takes  a  warm  Interest. 


CHARLES  J.  KINSOLVINO,  M.  D. 

Holding  to  high  professional  standards.  Dr.  Charles  J.  Ktnsolvlng  bos  steadily 
advanced  In  professional  ranks  until  he  Is  now  accorded^  a  place  among  the  leading 
physicians  and  surgeons  of  St.  Maries  and  his  section  of  the  state.  Having  gained 
comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  sclenttflc  principles  of  medicine  and  surgery,  he 
Is  at  the  same  time  most  careful  In  diagnosis  and  is  unfaltering  in  his  cars  ot  his 
patients.  Dr.  Klnsolvlng  is  a  native  of  Virginia.  He  was  born  October  IS,  1877, 
In  Washington  county,  his  parents  being  Charles  J.  and  Middle  Ann  (O'Dam)  Ktn- 
solvlng, who  were  likewise  bom  In  the  Old  Dominion.  The  father  was  a  farmer 
by  occupation,  thus  providing  tor  the  support  of  his  family.  His  political  allegiance 
was  given  to  the  democratic  party  and  for  sixteen  years  he  filled  the  otBce  of  treasurer 
and  deputy  treasurer  In  the  county  where  he  made  his  home.  For  tour  years  he 
served  in  the  Civil  war  as  an  officer  in  the  Intelligence  section.  He  was  likewise 
prominent  sB  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  church  and  ofttlmes  occupied  a  pulpit.  The 
Klnsolvlng  family  has  long  been  prominent  In  connection  with  the  upbuilding  of  the 
Episcopal  church  and  one  of  its  members  Is  a  bishop  of  Maryland  and  another  a 
bishop  of  Texas  while  a  third  was  bishop  of  Braztl,  South  America. 

Dr.  Klnsblving  of  this  review  pursued  his  early  education  in  the  schools  ot 
Washington  county,  Virginia,  and  In  the  high  school  ot  Greenwood.  A  review  of 
tbe  broad  field  ot  business  and  professional  activity  determined  him  to  enter  upon 
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tbfl  practice  of  medicine  as  a  lite  nork  and  wltb  this  «nd  In  view  he  matriculated 
In  the  University  College  of  Medicine  of  Vtrsinla,  which  le  the  medical  department 
of  the  State  Vnlversity.  He  was  graduated  in  1904  and  then  hecame  Interne  In 
the  Sheltering  Arms  Hospital  at  Paint  Creek,  West  Virginia,  thus  gaining  the  broad 
and  practical  experience  which  hospital  practice  brings.  He  was  also  physician 
for  the  Davis  Coal  ft  Coke  Cdmpany  of  Thomas,  West  Virginia,  and  remained  a\ 
resident  of  that  section  of  the  country  until  1906,  when  he  came  west  and  opened 
an  office  in  St.  Hartes,  which  at  the  time  was  a  email  village  without  a  railroad.  He 
was  the  only  doctor  In  this  part  of  the  Kootenai  country  at  the  time.  He  taae 
always  kept  in  touch  with  the  trend  of  modem  professional  thought  and  progress 
and  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  latest  ectentlBc  researches  and  discoveries  along 
the  line  of  his  chosen  profession.  When  Marble  creek  territory  was  opened  up  he 
became  a  homesteader  there,  but  bis  activities  have  largely  been  confined  to  his 
professional  interests  save  for  his  public  duties. 

On  September  8,  1909,  Dr.  Klasolving  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Julia  E. 
Eanes,  of  Richmond,  Vli^nia,  a  daughter  of  Oscar  Eanes,  who  was  a  merchant  ot  that 
beautiful  old  southern  city.    They  have  two  children,  Bllxabetta  Ann  and  Charles  Edwin. 

Dr.  Klnsolvlng  takes  a  deep  interest  In  civic  and  public  matters,  his  Interest 
finding  tangible  expression  In  many  activities  for  the  public  good.  He  has  always  given 
his  political  allegiance  to  the  democratic  party  and  was  elected  the  first  senator  from 
Benewah  county  after  it  was  created  In  1915.  He  also  was  appointed  and  served  as  the 
first  county  coroner  and  the  first  county  health  officer.  He  became  one  of  the  original 
members  of  the  Defense  Council  of  Benewah  county,  being  its  first  chairman,  and  serv- 
ing during  the  entire  war,  and  In  many  ways  he  was  most  active  in  promoting  the 
Interests  of  the  country  during  the  world  war  period.  He  was  food  administrator, 
medical  examiner  of  the  selective  service  draft  board  and  a  member  of  the  exemption 
board,  was  chairman  of  the  combined  drives  in  Benewah  county  and  was  also  active 
during  the  1.  W.  W.  troubles.  As  chairman  of  the  Defense  Council  he  obtained  many 
convictions,  thus  suppressing  lawlessness  and  the  spread  of  bolshevik  doctrines.  He 
was  also  special  state  medical  examiner  to  examine  camps  and  thus  In  every  possible  way 
he  aided  the  country  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war  by  the  valuable  htnne  service  which 
made  possible  the  labors  of  the  soldiers  overseas. 


HENRY  R.  SCHENKER. 

Henry  R-  Schenker,  president  ot  the  Kootenai  Box  It  Manufacturing  Company  and 
thus  a  representative  ot  the  industrial  activity  which  is  leading  to  the  rapid  develop- 
ment and  substantial  upbuilding  at  Spirit  Lake  and  northern  Idaho,  comes  to  the  north- 
west from  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  bis  birth  having  occurred  In  Holyoke,  Massachusetts, 
April  21,  1882,  his  parents  being  Henry  M.  and  Laura  <Markert)  Schenker,  both  ot 
whom  were  natives  of  Saxony,  Germany.  They  came  to  America,  however.  In  boyhood 
and  girlhood  and.  esUbltshing  their  home  In  Holyoke,  Henry  M.  Schenker  obtained 
employment  In  the  mills  there  and  was  active  In  connection  wltb  the  manufacturing 
interests  ot  that  place. 

Henry  R.  Schenker  entered  Yale  University  afUr  attending  tbe  public  schools  of 
Holyoke  and  was  graduated  in  1906  with  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  He  afterward 
attended  the  law  school  of  the  University  ot  Texas,  to  which  institution  he  had  gone 
as  football  coach.  He  worked  his  way  through  Yale  and  as  an  athletic  instructor  paid 
bis  tuition  while  a  law  student. 

Mr.  Schenker  came  to  Spirit  Lake  in  1908  as  private  secretary  to  F.  A.  Blackwell, 
then  president  ot  the  Idaho  ft  Washington  Railroad  and  general  manager  of  the  Pan- 
handle Lumber  Company.  In  1913,  after  being  admitted  to  the  bar,  he  entered  upon 
the  practice  ot  law  at  Spirit  Lake  and  continued  an  active  representative  ot  the  pro- 
fession until  1916,  when  he  organized  the  Kootenai  Box  ft  Manufacturing  Company  for 
the  manufacture  ot  alt  kinds  ot  boxes.  He  has  since  been  at  the  head  of  this  enterprise, 
which  has  grown  slowly  but  steadily,  furnishing  employment  to  a  considerable  force  of 
workmen  and  finding  ready  sale  for  Its  output  over  a  large  territory. 

Mr.  Schenker  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Agnes  Earley,  of  Erin,  Wisconsin, 
and  they  have  one  son.  Carl.  They  are  well  known  socially  at  Spirit  Lake  and  in  this 
section  of  the  state  and  Mr.  Schenker  Is  accounted  a  moat  valuable  citizen  by  reascm 
of  bis  activity  along  various  lines  contributing  to  public  progress  and  civic  advance- 
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ment.  He  waa  the  president  and  was  one  ot  the  orsanliers  ot  the  Patriotic  League  ot 
Spirit  Lake  during  the  World  war  and  wae  alao  prasldent  ot  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
the  outgrowth  of  which  1b  the  Spirit  Lake  ImproTement  Aesociatloa.  Since  1908  he  haa 
been  connected  with  ererytbing  ot  civic  value  and  was  one  of  the  loremoat  workere  in 
the  promotion  ot  Ubert?  Losne  and  other  drives  tor  the  benefit  of  the  American  arm; 
and  the  financial  aupport  of  the  government  He  contributed  in  substantial  meaeure 
to  the  splendid  reaulte  achieved  br  Spirit  Lake,  which  In  one  ot  the  drives  raised  tour 
hundred  and  fifty  per  cent  ot  Its  quota.  He  has  ever  been  a  consistent  and  effective 
worker  for  advancement  and  progreea  in  this  section  ot  the  state  and  Is  the  father  of 
the  plan  for  organizing  a  new  county  out  ot  the  northern  part  ot  Kootenai  county.  In 
politics  he  Is  a  democrat,  active  In  support  of  the  principles  in  which  he  firmly  believes, 
yet  he  always  makes  partisanship  subservient  to  the  general  good  and  self-aggrandize- 
ment subordinate  to  the  public  welfare.  He  deserves  much  credit  for  what  he  has  accom- 
pllehed.  He  atarted  out  In  the  business  world  with  an  excellent  education  as  the  foun- 
dation of  success,  but  even  that  education  had  been  acquired  entirely  through  hla  own 
efforts  and  from  that  point  In  his  career  he  haa  steadily  progressed,  placing  no  false 
values  upon  the  opportunities  ot  lite  but  recognlilng  from  the  outset  Uie  eternal  prin- 
ciple that  industry  wins. 


ROBERT  DWIGHT  LGGPEIR. 

Robert  Dwlght  Leeper  Is  actively  connected  with  a  -proteeelon  which  has  an  Im- 
portant bearing  upon  public  welfare,  iMlng  the  protector  of  the  rights  and  liberties  ot 
the  Individual  and  the  safegnard  of  boslnees  enterprise.  While  still  s  yonng  man,  he 
has  already  attained  a  professltmal  position  which  many  a  one  ot  twice  his  years  might 
well  envy  and  bis  coarse  Indicates  that  his  future  career  will  be  welt  worth  wat<^hig. 
Uoreover,  he  Is  entitled  to  representation  In  this  volume  as  one  of  the  veterans  ot  the 
World  war. 

He  was  born  tn  Tacoma,  Washington.  June  29,  1891,  and  his  entire  lite  has  been 
characterized  by  the  spirit  of  enterprise  and  progress  that  has  ever  dominated^the  ■ 
west.  He  Is  a  son  of  W.  W.  and  Nellie  (Stalnton)  Leeper.  The  father,  who  Is  a  native 
ot  Missouri,  Is  now  living  in  Coeur  d'Alene.  The  mother,  who  was  bom  In  Lewlston, 
Idsho,  passed  away  February  IT,  1913.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Henry  Stalnton,  who 
was  one  ot  the  pioneer  physlclsns  of  Idaho,  being  the  first  representative  ot  the  pro- 
fession In  Lewlston.  W.  W.  Leeper  came  to  the  northwest  In  his  boyhood  days  with  his 
parents,  who  travelecl  across  the  country  with  a  wagon  train.  They  traversed  Idaho  en 
route  to  Waabington  and  in  the  latter  state  W.  W.  Leeper  was  reared  to  manhood  and 
lived  for  several  years.  He  subsequently  removed  to  Lewlston  and  became  prominently 
identified  with  business  Interests  and  public  affairs  during  the  fifteen  years  of  his  res- 
idence In  that  place.  He  CMiducted  an  Insurance  agency,  winning  substantial  success 
by  the  careful  management  ot  his  business.  He  makes  his  home  at  the  present  time 
In  Coeur  d'Alene,  where  he  has  an  extensive  circle  of  warm  friends. 

Robei*t  D.  Leeper  was  a  pupil  In  the  public  schools  of  Coeur  D'Alene  and  continued 
his  education  in  the  State  University  ot  Idaho,  In  which  he  completed  his  law  course 
by  graduation  with  the  class  of  1913.  He  then  began  practice  In  Coeur  D'Alene  and 
through  the  Intervening  period  has  successfully  followed  his  profession  save  during 
the  time  in  which  be  was  a  representative  ot  the  military  Interests  ot  the  government. 
Following  America's  advent  Into  the  World  war,  be  attended  the  first  officers  training 
camp  at  the  Presidio  In  San  Francisco  and  was  there  commissioned  second  lieutenant 
ot  Infantry  and  assigned  to  the  Three  Hundred  and  Sixty-third  Infantry  Regiment,  with 
which  command  he  sailed  tor  Prance  in  July,  1918,  as  a  member  of  the  Ninety-first 
Division.  He  landed  in  England  on  the  25th  ot  that  month  and  thence  went  to  France, 
going  Into  the  training  area  In  Hante-Mame,  near  Chaumont  The  Ninety-first  Division, 
with  which  he  served,  made  a  most  brilliant  record  by  reason  of  the  valor  and  fighting 
qualities  which  the  men  displayed  In  the  Meuse,  St.  Hlhiel  and  Argonne  engagements. 
Before  leaving  the  United  States  Mr.  Leeper  had  been  promoted  on  the  26tb  of  April, 
191S,  to  the  grade  of  first  lieutenant  In  the'Argonne  he  was  wounded  and  after  re- 
covering trom  his  injuries  he  was  attached  to  Company  I  of  the  One  Hundred  and 
Sixty-fifth  Infantry  of  the  Porty^econd  Division  and  went  to  Germany  with  the  army  of 
occupation.  He  was  given  the  general  order  citation,  equivalent  to  the  Croix  de  Guerre 
with  palms.     On  the  16th  ot  April,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States.     Uodesty

bas  ever  been  one  of  tbe  marked  characteristics  ol  the  siridlers  of  the  recent  war  and 
yet  Americans  will  ever  tbrtll  vttb  the  atorj'  ot  the  dauntless  valor  displaced  by  the 
soldiers  who  took  tbelr  places  on  the  battle  lines  ol  France,  checked  the  advance  ot 
the  Qermans.  turned  tbe  tide  of  war  and  ultimately  won  the  victory  for  the  allies. 

While  In  France  Mr.  Leeper  was  appointed  clt;  attorney  ol  Coeur  d'Alene.  He  Is 
regarded  as  a  very  progressive  and  able  young  man  whose  future  Is  bright  with  prom- 
ise. He  has  been  very  prominent  In  civic  affairs,  standing  loyally  at  all  times  for  those 
Interests  which  make  for  higher  ideals  of  cltisensbip.  He  has  been  extremely  active 
in  the  organization  ot  the  American  Legion  and  baa  served  on  the  executive  committee 
of  Kootenai  Poet,  and  as  vice  national  commttteeman  tor  Idaho.  Since  returning  home 
he  baa  been  secretary  ot  the  war  camp  community  service,  doing  much  to  assist  ex- 
service  men  In  gaining  a  new  start  in  the  business  world.  Mr.  iieeper  belongs  to  St. 
Thomas  Catholic  church  and  Is  very  active  in  the  Knights  ot  Columbus,  and  is  also  a 
member  ot  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  He  Is  a  member  of  tbe  Chamber 
ot  Commerce  and  assists  most  earnestly  and  effectively  In  promoting  the  work  of 
that  organisation  for  the  upbuilding  ot  the  city,  for  tbe  extension  of  Its  trade  rela- 
tions and  tbe  maintenance  of  the  highest  standards  in  everything  that  relates  to  tbe 
welfare  and  progress  ot  city  and  state.  Mr.  Leeper  was  elected  temporary  and  per- 
manent chairman  of  the  democratic  state  conventicm  at  Lewlston,  held  June  15,  1920,  and 
was  elected  a  delegate  to  national  convention  at  San  Bfanclsco. 


BURTON  W.  SCOTT. 

For  sixteen  years  Burton  W.  Seott  has  been  a  resident  ot  Idaho,  having  come  to  this 
state  from  Putnam  county,  Missouri,  where  be  was  bom  April  19,  1876,  a  son  of  David  G. 
and  Ann  Jane  (Reese)  Scott.  The  father,  who  was  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  died  at 
Bmmett,  Idaho,  about  tour  years  ago.  The  mother  of  Mr.  Scott  died  when  he  was  but 
thirteen  years  of  age,  and  some  time  afterward  bis  father  married  again,  Miss  Anna 
Leeper  becoming  his  second  wife,  and  she  made  a  good  stepmother  and  ts  still  living, 
now  residing  at  Emmett.  The  subject  of  this  review  has  three  brothers  and  two  sisters, 
also  one  half-brother  and  one  halt-sister. 

Mr.  Scott  was  reared  In  Putnam  county,  Missouri,  and  In  1904  removed  to  Idaho, 
straightway  settling  In  Long  valley,  where  he  took  a  one  hundred  and  sixty  acre  home- 
stead. He  greatly  improved  this  land  and  resided  on  it  for  seven  years.  While  still 
owning  It  he  returned  to  Missouri  In  1911  for  a  visit  and  remained  there  for  several 
years.  In  1916  he  returned  to  Idaho  and  after  residing  at  Emmett  for  a  while,  removed 
to  Kuna  and  a  year  later  located  on  his  present  forty  acre  ranch,  one  mile  east  ot  Kuna. 
In  June,  1917,  be  purchased  this  ranch,  and  after  erecting  buildings  upon  it  took  up 
bla  abode  there  In  the  fall  of  1917.  The  land  at  that  time  was  covered  with  sagebrush, 
but  it  is  now  practically  all  in  red  clover  and  allalfa  with  the  exception  of  tour  acres 
of  white  clover  and  blnegrass. 

On  the  10th  of  June,  1904,  Mr.  Scott  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  F.  Ellis,' 
who  waa  also  born  In  Putnam  county,  Missouri.  January  8,  1882.  Only  one  child  baa  been 
bom  to  this  union,  a  son  by  the  name  ot  Burton  E,  Scott,  whose  birth  occurred  Febru- 
ary 23,  1914. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scott  are  members  of  the  Christian  church  and  are  active  in 
church  work.  In  politics  Mr.  Scott  Is  a  democrat  and  stanchly  supports  bis  party. 
He  has  never  mn  tor  office  but  has  rendered  not  a  little  public  service  as  road  overseer 
and  school  director.  There  Is  no  more  progressive  rancher  or  public  spirited  citizen  in 
all  Kuna  vicinity  than  Mr.  Scott  and  he  enjoys  the  high  esteem  of  his  fellow  men. 


DAVID  McMULLBN. 

David  McMullen,  a  prominent  and  prosperous  farmer  of  Ada  county,  where 
be  bas  been  residing  since  he  was  nineteen  years  old,  was  born  In  Richmond, 
Indiana,  May  4,  1881.  a  son  of  Abram  and  Anna  (Wright)  McMullen.  The  father 
served  as  a  member  ot  the  Union  army  during  the  Civil  war.  Both  parents  are 
now  deceased.  Tliey  removed  to  Kansas  when  their  son  David  was  a  child  ot 
three  years,  and  in  that  state  the  father  acquired  a  homestead,  which  he  improved 
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and  developed,  and  on  whtch  be  continued  to  live'  up  to  tbe  time  of  bis  death, 
vhlch  occurred  vhen  David  was  thirteen  years  old.  Tbe  motber  bad  passed  away 
eleven  montbs  before  tbls.  Berett  ol  both  parents,  David  HcMutlen  bas  since  made 
bis  own  wa;  throusb  tbe  world.  Me  came  in  for  a  dowrjr  of  about  eight  hundred 
dollars,  which  be  used  Judiciously,  and  he  Is  now  a  well-to-do  man.  At  tbe  age 
of  nineteen  he  came  to  Idaho  and  has  since  been  living  In  tbe  Boise  valley.  He 
worked  on  ranches  for  a  daily  wage  for  several  years  but  has  since  engaged  In 
farming  on  his  own  account  and  bas  been  very  successful  along  that  line. 

Hr.  McMullen  has  been  twice  married.  His  first  marriage  was  In  1S83  to 
Eleanor  Packenbam,  and  some  two  years  later  he  took  a  homestead,  four  and 
one-half  miles  northwest  of  Meridian,  which  contained  one  hundred  and  sixty  acrea, 
and  on  this  place  he  lived  for  the  next  twentr-flve  years  and  la  still  the  owner. 
HIb  wife  died  there  In  1912,  leaving  six  children,  all  o(  whom  are  living:  Walter. 
Clarence,  Mrs.  May  Parker,  Mrs.  Alice  Glsh,  and  Rosa  and  Llllle,  both  residing 
In  Boise. 

On  July  4.  1916,  Mr.  McMullen  married  Mrs.  Mary  (Yeager)  Jerome,  who  was 
bom  in  Dallas  county,  Missouri,  May  19,  1S73,  a  daughter  of  Elijah  and  Hattle 
Teager.  She  was  first  married  in  1896  to  James  Williams,  who  died  in  1900. 
leaving  two  children.  John  F.  Williams  and  Elijah  Williams,  both  residing  In 
Boise  valley.  Her  second  marvjage  was  In  1901  to  Edward  Jerome,  and  In  that 
same  year  they  removed  to  Idaho  from  Indian  territory,  and  settled  on  a  forty 
acre  ranch,  which  they  purchased  near  Ustlck.  Mrs.  McMullen  Is  still  tbe  owner 
of  this  ranch  and  her  son,  John  F.  Williams,  lives  on  It.  Mr.  Jerome  died  June  17, 
1917,  leaving  one  child,  Ada  Jerome,  now  sixteen  years  old.  No  children  have 
been  horn  to  her  marriage  with  Mr.  McMullen. 

Mr.  McMullen  is  widely  and  favorably  known  in  Ada  county,  particularly  about 
Meridian  and  Ustick.  He  still  owns  his  one  hundred  and  sixty  acre  homestead 
near  Meridian,  his  son-in-law,  Ray  Parker,  occupying  It.  Since  bis  second  marriage, 
be  has  been  living  near  Ustlck  on  tbe  ranch  owned  by  bis  wife  but  recently  they 
removed  to  Ustlck,  where  they  are  now  living  temporarily.  Mr.  McMullen  la  serving 
as  one  of  the  riders  of  the  Settlers  ditch,  In  which  enterprise  he  has  long  been 
interested  and  of  which  be  was  a  director  for  two  terms.  He  and  his  wife  are 
church  members,  and  both  are  very  popular  in  the  Uattck  neighborhood. 


IHVINO  D.  WARD. 


Irving  D.  Ward  Is  filling  the  office  of  county  treasurer  and  tax  collector  of 
Jerome  and  Is  well  known  as  one  of  tbe  veterans  of  tbe  Span  lab- American  war. 
Almost  the  width  of  the  continent  separates  him  from  his  birthplace,  tor  he  was 
born  at  Freeport,  Maine,  April  21,  1876,  his  parents  being  Frank  J.  and  Frances  E. 
(LitchDeld)  Ward.  The  family  home  was  maintained  at  Auburn,  Maine,  from  1882 
■until  1898,  There  Irving  D.  Ward  pursued  his  education,  being  but  six  years  of 
age  when  the  family  removed  to  Auburn.  He  left  school  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years 
to  take  up  clerical  work  in  a  manufacturing  otbce  and  later  he  was  employed  In 
the  freight  department  of  a  railroad  office.  He  enlisted  in  the  State  National 
Ouard  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Spanish- American  war  and  went  to  Cuba  with  the 
First  Maine  Heavy  Artillery,  holding  tbe  rank  of  corporal.  On  his  return  to  the 
Pine  tree  state  be  was  commissioned  in  the  Second  Maine  Regiment  as  battalion 
adjutant  with  the  rank  of  Bret  lieutenant.  He  kept  tbe  records  of  costs  of  con- 
struction on  tbe  government  battleships  and  torpedo  boats  at  tbe  Bath  Iron  Works 
at  Bath.  Maine,  for  four  years,  from  1899  to  1S02  Inclusive.  He  afterward  spent 
a  similar  period  in  tbe  position  of  cashier  with  the  Qrm  of  Armour  &  Company  in 
Maine  and  New  Hampshire. 

It  was  in  the  spring  of  1909  that  Mr.  Ward  arrived  In  Idabo,  at  which  time 
he  took  up  land  under  the  Carey  act  on  the  north  side  of  the  Snake  river.  He 
worked  at  Intervals  for  the  Twin  Falls  North  Side  Land  &  Water  Company  as 
time  keeper  and  while  thus  engaged  also  devoted  his  attention  to  the  extent  of 
his  opportunities  to  the  development  of  his  ranch  property. 

Mr.  Ward  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Floy  E.  Rockwell,  a  daughter  of 
Frank  and  Frances  (Davenport)  Rockwell,  of  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  and  a  high 
school  teacher  In  Jerome  before  her  marriage.     Mr.  Ward  was   manager   of  tbe 
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North  Side  Ion  or  Hotel  Jerome  until  Auguet,  1914,  when  he  located  on  a  ranch, 
there  llvlDg  until  the  spring  of  191S.  In  February,  1919,  he  was  appointed  county 
treasurer  of  Jerome  county  by  Oovemor  Davis  and  le  still  occupying  that  position. 
To  Mr.  and  Hra.  Ward  have  been  bom  two  children,  Frances  E.  and  George  D. 
The  parents  are  widely  and  lavorably  known,  having  gained  many  friends  during 
the  period  of  their  residence  In  Jerome  county.  The  hospitality  of  the  beat  homes 
is  freely  accorded  them  and  their  aid  and  support  can  be  counted  upon  to  further 
any  measure  for  the  general  good.  The  experiences  that  have  come  to  Mr.  Ward 
through  an  active  life  have  been  broad  and  varied,  bringing  him  wide  knowledge 
and  appreciation  for  the  opportunities  of  life.  He  Is  actuated  by  a  spirit  of  progress 
and  regards  each  forward  step  that  he  makes  but  as  a  starting  point  tor  renewed 
conquest.  His  fldellty  in  matters  of  citizenship  has  been  one  of  the  strong  elements 
In  gaining  for  him  public  ofBce  and  he  la  now  making  a  most  excellent  record  In 
his  service  as  county  treasurer  and  tax  collector. 


JOEL  SANDERS. 


Joel  Sanders  is  now  living  retired  at  Ooodlng.  For  many  years,  howeyer,  he  has 
been  identified  with  the  state  and  Its  development,  becoming  one  of  the  early  freighters 
of  Idaho  and  meeting  with  all  the  experiences  of  pioneer  life  as  the  work  of  develop- 
ment has  been  carried  forward  and  the  seeds  tit  clvUlEatlon  planted  on  the  western 
frontier.  He  was  born  In  Benton  county,  Oregon,  September  S,  18G4,  and  Is  a  son  of 
Urlal  and  Amanda  (GofI)  Sanders.  He  remained  at  the  place  of  his  nativity  to  the  age 
of  eleven  years  and  In  1S66  accompanied  his  parents  to  the  Bitter  Root  valley  of  Montana, 
where  Urial  Sanders  took  up  a  ranch  and  engaged  In  raising  stock.  There  Joel  Sanders 
was  reared  to  manhood,  or  to  the  age  of  nineteen  years,  when  he  removed  to  the  vicinity 
of  Spokane,  Washington.  His  father  also  accompanied  him  to  Spokane  and  there  passed 
away,  as  did  his  wlte. 

It  was  while  living  at  Spokane,  In  1S74,  that  Joel  Sanders  was  united  In  marriage 
to  Miss  Maria  G.  Courtney.  In  1E71,  In  company  with  friends,  she  went  to  Spokane  for 
a  picnic.  They  took  with  them  their  own  mnsfc  and  arranged  tor  a  merrymaking. 
There  was  only  one  house  at  that  time— a  log  structure  with  a  dirt  Qoor  which  could 
not  be  used  for  dancmg.  At  SptAane  Maria  G.  Courtney  became  acquainted  with  Joel 
Sanders  and  the  acquaintance  thus  formed  was  consummated  in  marriage  In  1874. 

In  1876  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Joel  Sanders  removed  to  Sliver  City.  Owyhee  county,  Idaho, 
where  he  engaged  in  teaming.  In  the  fall  of  1S7G  he  began  freighting  out  of  Boise  to 
Rocky  Bar,  Idaho,  and  in  1S77  he  freighted  from  KelUm,  Utah,  to  Rocky  Bar,  Idaho 
City  and  other  points.  He  began  bis  freighting  in  the  spring,  but  In  1878  was  obliged 
to  discontinue  on  account  of  the  Bannock  Indian  war.  which  was  then  n^lng,  and  while 
the  Indians  were  on  the  warpath  Mr.  Sanders  and  Commodore  Jackson  did  scout  duty 
in  hunting  the  red  men  in  this  section.  In  18T9  Mr.  Sanders  resumed  trelghtlng  and  In 
1880  and  1S81  engaged  in  freighting  In  the  Wood  river  district.  He  hauled  first  class 
ore  from  the  Idaho  mine,  which  had  Just  been  opened  up,  crossing  the  Little  Wood 
river  above  where  Shoshtme  now  stands,  then  traveling  over  the  prairie  and  crossing 
the  river  on  the  Ice  at  Starrhs  Ferry.  In  1832  he  hauled  ore  from  the  Elkhom  mine  to 
the  Philadelphia  smelter  at  Ketcbum  for  Judge  Lewis.  He  spent  the  winter  at  Boise, 
where  he  enlarged  his  freighting  business,  freighting  from  that  city  In  1883.  In  1S84 
he  operated  a  seven-yoke  bull  team  In  connection  with  hauling  mining  timber  and  wood 
to  the  Vienna  mine  and  mill  at  the  head  of  the  Salmon  river.  He  was  engaged  in  the 
same  work  In  1885  and  in  1886  be  hauled  ore  from  the  Elkhom  mine  to  the  Philadelphia 
smelter,  operating  ox  teams  In  freighting  between  Ketchum,  Clayton  and  Challla  and 
horse  teams  from  Mountain  Home  to  Rocky  Bar.  He  invested  in  flne  horses  and  stock, 
which  died  In  the  spring,  however,  of  mountain  fever,  causing  him  heavy  losses.  He 
then  began  trelghtlng  for  Judge  Lewis,  of  Ketchnm,  and  through  his  unfaltering  industry 
and  economr  was  enabled  to  discharge  the  indebtedness  occasioned  by  the  loss  of  his 
stock.  He  afterward  operated  a  ranch  near  Hagerman  for  three  years  and  subsequently 
removed  to  Clover  creek,  where  in  connection  with  a  Mr.  Thompson  and  J.  B.  Reager 
he  built  the  pioneer  reservoir,  supplying  water  to  five  hundred  acres  of  land.  There  he 
continued  for  twenty  years.  Mr.  Sanders  next  purchased  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres 
and  also  located  a  claim  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  This  land  he  continued  to 
develop  and  improve  until  July,  1919,  when  he  sold  the  prtqwrty  and  took  up  bis  abode 
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In  Gooding,  where  he  is  ngw  living  retired,  enloylng  In  well  earned  rest  the  trulta  of 
hia  former  toil.  His  has  Indeed  been  an  active  and  neeful  career — one  that  baa  made 
him  familiar  with  every  phase  of  pioneer  life  In  Idaho  and  one  that  has  contribntefl  in 
marbed  measure  to  the  devel<^ment  and  apbuildlQB  of  the  state. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joel  Sanders  have  been  born  ten  children;  Samuel  A.,  lona,  Lanra, 
Rena,  Ida,  Arthur,  Minnie  and  Cora,  twins.  Nettle  and  Lola. 

Of  this  family  Samuel  Andrew  Sanders  la  now  the  sberllT  of  Gooding  county.  Qe 
was  bom  in  Spokane,  Washington,  February-22,  1ST5,  and  his  boyhood  days  were  passed 
on  the  Snake,  the  Salmon  and  the  Wood  rlvera.  At  the  age  ol  fifteen  years,  he  began 
working  for  H.  C.  bewis,  driving  a  mule  outUt  In  freighting  to  the  Salmon  river 
conntry.  He  thus  made  trip  after  trip  to  Custer  county  until  he  reached  the  age  of 
nineteen  years.  He  then  began  riding  the  range  in  the  Snake  river  valley  and  waa 
thus  employed  nntil  he  bad  atUlned  bis  majority,  when  he  took  op  mining  In  the  Salmon 
river  country.  He  spent  twelve  years  in  that  connection  and  was  advanced  to  the 
position  of  foreman.  Wben  tblrty-three  years  of  age  be  removed  to  the  Clover  creek 
district,  on  the  Snake  river,  and  engaged  In  hauling  lumber  tor  the  Stick  Brothers 
Construction  Company  for  a  short  time.  He  worked  for  a  season  in  a  gravel  pit  at 
Gooding  and  in  the  spring  of  1910  he  was  appointed  city  marshal,  which  position  he 
Oiled  for  two  terms.  In  1914  he  was  elected  sheriff  of  Gooding  county  and  his  capability 
and  efficiency  In  office  is  Indicated  in  the  fact  that  he  has  been  chosen  for  this  position 
for  three  terms  and  is  now  the  Incumbent  in  the  office.  He  also  has  a  nice  ranch  at 
Bliss,  Idaho,  and  makes  hia  hcnne  in  Gooding. 

In  1S98  Samuel  A.  Sanders  was  married  to  Miss  Josephine  R.  Benjamin,  a  daughter 
of  George  and  Mary  (Sutton)  Benjamin  and  a  native  of  Lincoln,  Nebraska.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Sanders  have  two^hildren,  Roy  S.  and  Rnby.  Fraternally  he  Is  connected  with 
tue  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  hie  political  endorsement  is  given  to  the 
democratic  party.  Like  his  father,  he  has  had  many  experiences  In  connection  with 
the  pioneer  development  of  the  state  and  father  and  son  have  rendered  their  labors  of 
marked  worth  in  the  upbuilding  of  Idaho. 


ALBERT  FRANKLIN  KINO. 

Albert  Franklin  King,  residing  on  his  well  Improved  forty  acre  ranch  located 
twb  miles  southeast  of  Kuna,  was  born  in  Beaver  county,  Pennsylvania,  March  20, 
1853,  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Eliza  Jane  (Savors)  King.  The  father  was  a  soldier 
in  the  Union  army  during  the  Civil  war.  Both  parents  are  now  deceased.  In  1866 
the  King  family  removed  to  DeKalb  county,  Missouri,  when  the  eon  was  but  thirteen 
years  of  age  and  there  he  grew  to  manhood,  being  reared  on  a  farm.  Later  he  left 
his  home  and  spent  several  years  in  the  west,  chiefiy  In  Wyoming  and  Colorado, 
where  he  was  engaged  as  a  cow  puncher,  ranch  hand  and  so  forth.  He  then 
returned  to  Missouri,  where  he  was  married  and  afterward  engaged  in  various 
pursuits  in  that  state.  He  removed  to  Idaho  chiefly  because  of  hi#  wife's  poor 
health  which  Is  now  perfect  and  has  been  tor  years.  In  1911,  when  Mr.  King 
purchased  his  forty  acres  In  Ada  county,  it  was  free  of  buildings  and  all  other 
Improvements,  for  only  fifteen  acres  has  been  cleared  of  sagebrush  and  plowed. 
In  1905  when  be  first  reached  Idaho  from  Davis  county,  Missouri,  he  settled  at 
Boise  and  for  eight  years  was  employed  on  various  ranches,  working  tor  wages. 
The  first  three  years  of  this  time  were  spent  In  working  for  W.  C.  Annett  but 
finally  In  1911  he  purchased  the  forty  acres  on  which  he  now  resides,  paying  fifty 
dollars  an  acre  for  It.  but  now  this  alfalfa  and  grain  farm  Is  worth  three  hundred 
dollars  or  more  an  acre. 

On  the  20tb  of  October,  ISST,  Hr.  King  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Sarah 
Olive  Fisher,  who  was  bom  near  Chllllcothe,  Ohio,  December  28,  1860,  the  daughter 
of  Daniel  and  Mary  Ann  (Danner)  Fisher.  Her  father  was  also  in  the  Union  army 
during  the  Civil  war  and  while  engaged  in  service  at  Nashville  contracted  a  disease 
that  resulted  In  bis  death.  His  widow  removed  from  Ohio  to  DeKalb  county,  Mis- 
souri, In  1872  and  located  on  a  farm.  She  never  married  again  but  reared  her 
family  of  seven  children,  alz  aons  and  one  daughter,  who  later  became  Mrs.  King, 
giving  to  them  the  best  possible  education  and  home  surroundings.  Mr.  and  Urs. 
King  were  reared  In  the  same  neighborhood  and  knew  each  other  from  childhood. 
Only  one  child,  a  daughter  has  been  bom  to  them  namely.  Ethel  Easter,  who  was 
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bom  March  28.  1S93,  Id  Davla  conntr,  Missouri.  Sbe  became  the  wife  ot  Oeorse 
P.  Nslson  in  March,  1918,  and  they  are  now  residing  on  a  ranch  of  their  own  near 
the  King  ranch. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  KIdk  are  prominent  people  in  their  community  and  Mrs. 
King  is  an  active  worker  In  the  Methodist  church,  ot  which  she  is  a  member.  Pra- 
temally,  Mr.  King  Is  an  Odd  Fellow,  a  past  grand  In  the  order  and  a  member  ot 
the  encampment.  He  is  also  a  member  ol  the  Bona  of  Veterans.  Politically  he  Is 
now  a  supporter  ot  the  non-partisan  league  but  previously  he  was  a  republican. 
Although  he  is  interested  in  polttica  to  a  degree  he  has  never  held  nor  deatred  public 
office,  believing  that  he  could  be  of  more  service  to  hlB  county  as  a  rancher.  As 
a  result  of  this  belief  he  has  concentrated  all  of  hie  efforts  in  this  direction  and 
today  is  enjoying  a  Bubstantlal  measure  of  success. 


RUSSELL  BROCKUS. 


Russell  Brockns,  who  has  been  a  resident  of  the  Boise  valley  through  the  past  eleven 
years,  now  owns  and  occupies  a  fifty-acre  ranch  two  and  a  halt  miles  south  of  Star.  He 
was  bom  at  Argus,  Marshal^  county,  Indiana,  oq  the  2lBt  of  February,  1S93,  a.  son  of  - 
John  W.  and  Emma  (McOriff)  Brockua,  who  are  now  residents  of  South  Bend,  Indiana, 
the  father  being  a  cigar  manufacturer  of  that  atate.  Their  family  numbered  fifteen 
children,  eleven  of  whom  are  yet  living. 

When  a  lad  of  thirteen  Ruseell  Brockus  left  the  parental  roof  and  made  his  way 
to  western  Kansae,  in  which  part  of  the  country  he  spent  three  years  and  then  came  to 
the  Boise  valley  in  1909.  General  agricultural  pursuits  have  always  claimed  his  atten- 
tion and  have  been  the  basis  of  his  present  proHperlty.  He  bought  forty  acres  of  state 
land,  which  Is  a  part  of  a  school  section,  near  Beaumont,  Idaho,  at  twenty-live  dollara  an 
acre,  and  developed  it  from  a  tract  of  sagebrush  to  a  well  improved  ranch  which  brought 
about  seven  thousand  dollars  when  he  disposed  of  it.  Subsequently  ha  purchased  his 
present  ranch  of  fifty  acres  south  of  Star  for  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  property  Is 
more  valuable  and  better  located  than  his  former  holding  and  he  has  erected  thereon  a 
comfortable  home  and  put  down  a  deep  welL  His  ranching  interests  have  been  most 
carefully  and  wisely  managed  and  have  brought  to  him  a  gratifying  measure  of  success. 

On  the  3d  of  November,  1912,  Mr.  Brockus  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Stella 
Brover,  who  was  bom  In  Iowa,  August  31.  1891,  and  was  fourteen  years  of  age  when  she 
came  to  Idaho  with  her  parents,  Samuel  and  Jennie  (Thomas)  Brower.  The  father 
passed  away  in  1913  and  the  mother  later  became  the  wife  of  Qeorge  Flory.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Brockua  have  been  bom  tone  children,  hut  their  oldest  child  died  in  Infancy. 
They  have  an  adopted  son.  Glen,  whose  birth  occurred  May  23,  1913.  The  others  are  as 
follows:  Pearl,  whose  natal  day  was  December  3,  1914;  Pern,  bom  Pebruary  29,  1916; 
and  John,  bom  December  28, 1919.  The  parents  are  members  ot  tbe  Dunkard  or  Brethren 
church  and  are  a  highly  esteemed  young  couple  of  tbe  c(»nmunity  in  which  they  make 
their  home. 


HBNRT  B.  HOWES. 


Commercial  activity  in  Wallace  finds  a  worthy  representative  in  Henry  E.  Howes, 
proprietor  of  one  of  the  leading  grocery  stores  of  the  city.  He  waa  bom  on  tbe  Isle  of 
Man.  October  14,  184S.  His  father,  Thomas  Howes,  died  when  he  was  but  six  months 
old.  He  had  come  to  the  United  States  in  1849  and  he  had  two  sons  who  wera  soldiers 
of  the  Civil  war,  one  of  whom  was  killed  In  tbe  battle  of  Tupelo  and  the  other  at  Vlcks- 
borg. 

Henry  E.  Howes  was  reared  by  Richard  King,  tn  Ohio,  and  as  the  period  ot  his 
school  days  was  Interrupted  by  the  war  he  had  comparatively  little  opportunity  to 
pursue  his  studies.  When  a  youth  of  but  seventeen  years  he  Joined  the  Union  army, 
enlisting  at  Blyrla,  Ohio.  However,  he  had  been  accidentally  wounded  while  hunting 
and  upon  physical  examination  It  was  found  that  the  injuries  that  he  sustained  prohib- 
ited him  from  befog  mustered  in.  In  1S66  he  went  to  Wisconsin  and  worked  In  the  tim- 
ber OS  an  estimator  and  cmiser,  being  connected  with  tbe  Weyerhauaer  Interests  all 
over  the  state.     While  living  In  Wisconsin  he  became  a  member  of  the  Masonic  tra- 
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ternltr,  of  wblcb  he  has  now  been  a  representatlTe  for  Rttj  years,  and  be  auisted  in 
organizing  the  lodge  at  Hinnblrd,  Wisconsin.  In  tbe  year  1866  Mr.  Howes  made  hia 
way  westward  In  company  with  bis  partner.  H.  G.  King,  wbo  Is  now  deceased.  Arriving 
in  Idaho,  he  engaged  In  saw  mtUlng,  baring  a  mill  where  the  Shoshone  county  conrt 
bouse  now  stands.  He  made  hfs  home  with  Colonel  Wallace,  the  only  inhabitant  ol  what 
ts  now  the  city  of  Wallace  and  who  had  a  little  cabto  upon  tbe  site  of  the  present 
city.  Mr.  Howes  also  brought  a  stock  of  groceries  and  established  a  grocery  store 
In  his  present  location.  Here  he  has  been  In  business  since  June,  1S66.  His  stock 
was  shipped  to  Ratbdnim  and  then  brought  oreriand  to  Wallace.  His  grocery  and 
eawmlll  business  were  conducted  In  .a  partnership,  in  which  Edward  Carter,  one  of 
the  prominent  pioneers  of  the  state,  waa  interested.  As  the  years  have  passed  Mr. 
Howes  has  maintained  an  unassallabla  reputation  as  one  of  tbe  most  progressive, 
reliable  and  enterprising  hustness  men  of  this  section  of  tbe  state,  hts  labors  constituting 
a  valuable  factor  in  the  development  and  progress  of  the  district.  In  addition  to  his 
other  bUBlnees  interests  Mr.  Howes  is  a  stockholder  In  the  First  National  Bank  and  his 
activities  have  indeed  been  an  important  element  in  the  growth  and  progress  of  this 
section  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Howes  married  Hiss  Elizabeth  King,  a  sister  of  bis  partner,  Oeorge  King,  who 
was  a  prominent  Wlsoonsln  lumberman.  He  was  also  a  leader  In  the  public  life  of 
Wisconsin  and  served  in  the  legislature  there.  He  afterward  became  actively  inter- 
ested In  mining  In  tbe  Black  Hilts  of  Dakota  and  also  in  Colorado.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Howes  have  become  tbe  parents  of  two  daughters:  Myrtle,  the  wife  of  A.  J.  Dunn; 
and  Muea  K. 

Fraternally  Mr.  Howes  is  connected  with  Shoshone  Lodge  No.  2S,  A.  P.  A  A.  M., 
and  throughout  bis  entire  life  be  baa  been  a  most  loyal  and  exemplary  follower  of  tbe 
craft  In  civic  affairs  he  has  ever  taken  a  deep  and  helpful  interest  and  In  politics 
be  Is  an  active  republican.  There  have  been  no  spectacular  phases  in  his  life  but  along 
tbe  line  of  constant  and  cmalstent  development  and  improvement  he  has  labored  for 
the  welfare  of  the  section  In  wblch  he  cast  his  lot  almost  six  decades  aga  Today 
Henry  E.  Howes  Is  one  of  the  honored  pioneers,  the  leading  business  men  and  valued 
residents  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  country. 


JOSEPH  M.  JOHNSON. 


Joseph  M.  Johnson,  for  years  a  well  known  resident  of  Meridian,  Is  tbe  owner  of 
a  valuable  and  well  kept  ranch  of  eighty  acres,  located  seven  miles  west  of  Boise  in 
Ada  county.  He  has  followed  the  occupation  of  locomotive  engineer  tor  several  years. 
He  Is  a  native  of  Carroll  county,  Arkansas,  born  March  5,  1874,  and  is  a  son  of  Berry 
and  Eliza  (DstIh)  Johnson,  wbo  were  farming  people.  Although  a  native  of  Tennessee, 
the  father  joined  the  Federal  forces  and  served  in  the  Union  army  during  the  Civil 
war.  He  was  one  of  eleven  sons  bom  to  his  parents,  several  ot  these  serving  In  the 
Confederate  army.  Berry  being  the  only  one  to  espouse  the  cause  of  the  north.  He  Is 
still  living  In  Arkansas,  having  reached  tbe  advanced  age  of  elghty-elx  years.  Hia 
wife,  who  is  also  living.  Is  now  eighty-one  years  old,  and  both  she  and  her  husband  are 
enjoying  good  health.    She  was  born  in  Georgia. 

Joseph  M.  Johnson  was  reared  on  his  father's  farm  In  Arkansas  and  later  In  Mis- 
souri, where  the  family  removed  before  he  bad  reached  young  manhood.  He  has  three 
brothers  and  three  sisters  living,  but  he  was  tbe  only  member  ot  the  family  to  come 
to  Idaho. 

Mr.  Johnson  was  married  In  Arkansas.  October  10,  1897,  to  Mary  AdeU  Day,  who 
was  bom  In  Kansas,  October  21,  1878.  a  daughter  of  Granville  W.  and  Lydla  (Gibson) 
Day.  Although  a  native  of  South  Carolina.  Mr.  Day  also  fought  with  the  Union  forces 
during  the  Civil  war.  He  died  March  12,  1918.  His  wife  was  bom  in  Franklin  county, 
Illinois,  and  is  now  living  In  comparative  retirement  at  Tacoma,  Washington. 

Mr.  Johnstw  and  bis  wife  lived  in  Eureka  Springs,  Arkansas,  until  1904,  when  the 
family  removed  to  Glenns  Ferry,  Idaho,  residing  in  that  place  for  several  years.  They 
also  lived  In  Montana  for  three  years,  but  finally  setUed  In  Ada  county,  Idaho,  and  since 
the  tall  ot  191S  have  been  living  on  their  present  ranch.  Mr.  Johnson  has  been  In  the 
employ  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad  since  1904,  and,  in  the  meantime  having 
quallfled  as  a  locMnotlve  engineer,  has  been  engaged  in  that  capacity  since  1907.  Mrs. 
Johnson  attends  to  the  operation  of  the  eighty  acre  ranch,  which  competent  Judges 
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regard  as  being  worth,  in  its  present  improred  condttfon,  about  three  hundred  and  Btty 
dollars  an  acre. 

Five  children  hare  been  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johnson,  namely:  Walter  J.,  bom 
July  14,  1898;  Gladys  Miriam,  October  22,  IMO;  Loris  Elba,  Marcli  13,  1803;  Genevieve 
Gerlrnde,  October  6,  190B;  and  Rnssel  t*Verne,  January  7,  1908.  The  lamUy  are  earnest 
members  of  the  Baptist  church,  in  the  work  ot  which  they  take  a  practical  interest. 
In  political  affairs,  Mr.  JfAnson  Is  a  supporter  of  the  republican  party  and  from  time 
to  time  haa  held  minor  offlcee.  He  belongs  to  the  Brotherhood  of  Liocomotlve  Engineers, 
and  his  wife  is  a  member  of  the  Wcmao's  Relief  Corps,  In  wblcb  organiEatlon  she  Is  a 
promlnoit  factor. 


JUDGE  BERTRAM  S.  VARIAN. 

Judge  Bertram  S.  Varlan,  of  Weiser,  who  Is  one  of  the  district  Judges  of  Idaho 
and  whose  record  reflects  credit  and  honor  upon  the  Judicial  history  of  the  state,  was 
bom  at  UniCHiTille.  Nevada,  May  12,  1872,  and  is  a  son  of  Charles  S.  Varian,  of  Salt 
Lake  City.  In  18S4,  when  a  youth  of  twelve  years,  he  accompanied  his  parents  on  their 
removal  to  that  city  and  there  he  acquired  his  preliminary  education  In  the  public 
schools.  Later  be  was  sent  east  for  further  instruction  and  was  graduated  from  the 
Michigan  Military  Academy  at  Orchard  Lake.  Mlchlgair,  In  1S91.  He  also  spent  three 
years  in  the  library  department  of  the  University  of  Michigan.  Qualifying  for  the  bar, 
he  was  admitted  to  practice  In  the  courts  of  Utah  In  189G  and  remained  a  representative 
of  the  legal  profession  in  that  sUU  until  1899,  when  he  came  to  Idaho,  settling  at 
Weiser. 

Through  the  intervening  period  of  twenty-one  years  Judge  Varlan  has  remained  in 
Weiser  and  has  made  steady  progress  as  a  representative  of  the  bar.  For  a  long  period 
be  enjoyed  an  eztenalve  and  growing  clientage  tbat  connected  him  with  much  Important 
litigation  heard  in  the  courts  of  the  district,  and  the  recognition  of  his  power  and 
ability  as  a  lawyer  led  to  bis  appointment  to  the  bench  of  the  district  court  in  1919. 

On  the  3d  of  December,  1904,  Judge  Varian  was  united  in  marriage  at  Dairy  Farm, 
California,  to  Miss  Inez  Trent  and  they  are  widely  and  prominently  known  in  Weiser, 
where  they  have  a  large  circle  of  warm  friends.  In  all  that  stands  (or  progressive 
citizenship  Judge  Varlan  Is  keenly  interested  and  be  has  long  occupied  a  position  as 
one  of  the  foremost  attorneys  of  the  state,  while  at  the  present  time  be  is  making  an 
equally  enviable  record  as  a  Jurist 


A.  P.  HUTTON. 


A.  P.  Hntton  is  accounted  one  of  the  foremost  representatives  of  mercantile  inter- 
ests in  the  Coeur  d'Alene  country.  He  resides  at  Kellogg  and  since  1916  has  been  con- 
nected with  the  Morrow-Hutton  Company,  whose  progressive  business  methods  have 
largely  set  the  standard  of  mercantile  activity  in  this  section  of  the  state.  Mr.  Hutton 
was  bom  in  Algonac,  Michigan,  November  19,  1871.  His  parents,  Williani  H.  and 
Mary  J.  (Hl^ins)  Hutton,  were  natives  of  the  state  of  New  York,  The  father  was  a 
farmer  who  removed  to  Michigan  and  after  living  for  a  time  at  Algonac  took  up  bis 
abode  fn  Attica.  Michigan,  In  1876. 

It  was  in  the  public  schools  of  the  latter  place  that  A.  P.  Hutton  pursued  his  educa- 
tion, mastering  the  branches  of  learning  which  constitute  the  foundation  for  business 
success  and  advancement.  He  was  a  youth  <a  sixteen  years  when  he  began  providing 
for  his  own  support  by  working  In  the  lumber  mills  and  in  the  woods  of  Michigan.  He 
also  learned  the  barber's  trade  and  was  thus  employed  until  1898,  when  he  left  the 
middle  west  to  become  Identified  with  the  buslneBB  development  of  Idaha  He  first 
settled  at  Bonner's  Ferry,  where  he  worked  at  his  trade,  and  then  removed  to  Llbby, 
Montana,  where  he  was  engaged  In  the  same  line  of  business  for  two  years.  He  next 
went  to  Cabinet,  Montana,  where  he  established  a  postofflce  and  also  ctMiducted  a  mei^ 
cantile  business.  His  stock  was  first  displayed  In  a  tent,  after  which  be  secured  a  small 
store  building.  His  original  capital  was  but  nlnety-tbree  dollars.  He  soon  disposed  of 
his  stock,  however,  and  kept  adding  thereto,  success  attending  his  efforts  throughout  the 
period  of  two  and  a  half  years  at  Cabinet.    He  then  took  up  his  abode  at  Kellogg  and 
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in  1916  became  connected  with  mercantile  pnrsnlts  here  aa  a  partner  In  the  Morrow- 
Hutton  Companr,  which  has  ImpoTtant  mercantile  IntereetB  at  Tarlous  points  in  north- 
ern Idaho.  His  huslnenfl  interests  have  constantly  broadened  in  oct^w,  volume  and 
Importance  and  hla  enterprise  has  enabled  him  to  accomplish  moat  subatantlal  results, 
overcoming  aU  the  difflculUea  which  bar  the  path  to  proEreas.  Aside  Irom  his  connec- 
tion with  the  mercantile  development  of  the  Coeur  d'AIene  district  he  is  connected  with 
the  First  National  Bank.  In  commercial  circles  his  official  connection  is  that  at  vice 
president  of  the  Morrow-Hutton  Company  and  president  of  the  A.  P.  Hutton  Company. 
Hr.  Hutton  established  a  home  of  his  own  through  his  marrtage  to  His*  Mamie 
L.  Reddr,  of  Libby,  Montana,  and  they  have  two  children,  lima  Mary  and  HMceUa 
Jane.  Fraternally  Mr.  Hutton  is  connected  with  the  Elks  Lodge  No.  331  at  Wallace. 
1b  also  identified  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  with  the  Red  Hen.  While  hla  com- 
mercial progress  would  alone  entitle  him  to  a  position  of  prominence  In  the  community, 
he  has  taken  a  keen  Interest  in  politics  and  as  a  leader  of  the  democratic  party  is  well 
known  In  the  state,  having  represented  his  district  In  the  lower  house  of  the  general 
assembly  in  the  eleventh  session  and  in  the  senate  In  the  thirteenth  seeeion.  He  was 
also  chairman  of  the  Qrst  village  council  of  Kellogg  and  later  a  member  of  the  dty 
council  and  has  done  much  to  prcnnote  civic  interest*  in  this  town.  He  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Shoshone  County  Defense  Council  and  there  Is  no  feature  of  pn^ress 
or  Improvement  In  the  Coeur  d'Alenes  with  which  be  has  not  been  identlDed  In  recent 
years.  With  many  problems  of  dty  building  and  with  the  development  of  the  com- 
monwealth he  has  been  closely  associated  and  his  efforts  and  Influence  have  been  potent 
factors  on  the  side  of  constructive  work.  His  life  record  la  Indicative  ot  what  can  be 
accomplished  through  Individual  effort,  for  starting  out  in  life  empty-banded  when  a 
youth  ot  sixteen,  he  baa  steadily  progressed  and  has  gained  much  that  the  world  has  to 
otter  in  the  way  of  succeas  and  honor. 


JOHN  F.  OROOUB. 

The  life  story  of  John  F.  OrotHne  if  written  In  detail  would  present  a  most  clear 
picture  of  pioneer  life  and  conditions  in  Idaho.  He  was  born  In  Van  Buren  county, 
Iowa,  October  12,  184S.  His  father,  William  Swayze  Qroome,  was  a  native  of  Frank- 
lin county,  Ohio,  and  in  1834  removed  to  Iowa,  which  at  that  time  was  still  under  ter- 
ritorial rule.  He  became  a  farmer  ot  Van  Buren  oounty,  where  he  resided  until  his 
death  at  the  age  ot  seventy  years.  His  wife,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Bllia 
Jane  Woolweaver,  was  also  a  native  ot  Ohio. 

John  F.,Oroome  attended  the  common  schoola  of  Iowa  until  after  he  attained  his 
majority  and  In  the  spring  of  1870,  attracted  by  the  opportnnltles  ot  the  growing  and 
rapidly  developing  west,  he  came  to  Idaho  and  entered  the  employ  of  Dr.  J.  B.  Wright, 
of  MIddleton,  for  whom  he  took  some  hogs  to  Camas  Prairie.  The  following  summer 
he  worked  at  dairying  for  James  Harley,  of  Idaho  City,  and  later  drove  a  butcher'a 
wagon  for  M.  R.  Jenkins  at  MIddleton  for  ttkree  months.  In  the  spring  of  1873  he  re- 
turned to  his  old  home  in  Iowa  and  on  the  1st  of  January,  1874,  married  Olive  Mns- 
setter,  aleo  a  native  of  Van  Buren  county,  Iowa. 

In  the  spring  of  that  year  Mr.  Groome  and  his  bride  came  to  MIddleton  and  home- 
steaded  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  tour  miles  east  <tf  the  town.  Of  that  traM  he  still  re- 
tains the  ownership  of  eighty  acres.  He  remained  upon  his  farm  iTOm  1876  until  1899 
and  then  took  up  his  abode  in  Caldwell.  In  1895  be  purchased  one  hundred  acres  on 
the  state  highway  between  MIddleton  and  Boise,  about  Ave  miles  east  of  Mtddleton,  and 
ot  this  tract  he  has  deeded  his  three  sons,  C.  W.,  Henry  S.  and  Cleve,  each  twenty  acres. 
The  tract  was  h(»nesteaded  by  Rev.  George  C.  Altender,  a  Methodist  minister,  who  came 
to  Idaho  in  the  early  '70a  and  built  the  first  Methodist  Episcopal  church  in  southern 
Idaho  in  187li.  The  church  is  still  standing  near  the  farm.  Mr.  Qroome  has  practically 
retired  from  farming  while  his  sons  carry  on  the  work  of  cultivation  and  in  addition 
to  raising  hay  and  grain  they  teed  beef  cattle  for  the  market. 

Mr.  Groome  and  his  wife  occupy  a  home  in  Caldwell  and  are  among  the  valued  resi- 
dents of  the  city,  where  they  have  now  lived  tor  twenty  years.  They  have  reared  a 
family  of  three  sons,  ot  whom  C.  W.  married  Florence  Keith,  ot  Star;  Henry  S.  wedded 
Ada  Chamberlain,  of  Boise;  and  Cleve  wedded  Grace  Potter  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island. 

There  is  no  phase  of  pioneer  life  with  which  John  F.  Groome  Is  not  familiar.  When 
In  1871  he  went  with  boga  to  Camas  Prairie  for  Dr.  Wright  he  waa  accompanied  by  Will 
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MoDtsomerr,  who  was  to  look  after  Peter  Moore's  hogs,  and  Jim  Nelson,  who  was  to 
look  'after  hogs  belonging  to  William  Montgomery.  'The  hogs  of  the  three  owners  were 
to  be  ranged  altogether  and  the  three  men  were  to  live  together,  so  that  each  would 
have  company.  Everything  went  well  for  the  flrst  tew  weeks  after  their  arrival  at 
their  destination  and  then  the  Indians  twgan  to  come  to  Camas  Prairie,  which  was  a 
great  resort  for  tlie  red  men  during  the  summer  months,  but  Mr.  Qroome  and  his  com- 
panions were  not  aware  of  that.  Soon  fifteen  hundred  Indtans  of  seven  different  tribes 
were  gathered  there  and  began  their  festivities  of  horse  racing,  gambling  and  feasting. 
The  prairie  produced  the  camas  plant  in  abundance  and  It  was  a  favorite  food  with 
the  Indians,  so  they  gathered  there  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  feasting  upon  it.  The 
camas  is  like  a  large  onion  in  appearance  but  has  none  of  its  onion  flavor.  The  In. 
dlan  method  of  cooking  It  is  to  dig  a  hole  In  the  ground,  line  with  hot  rocks  and  then 
Bpread  grass  over  the  rocks,  after  which  they  lay  the  camaa  on  the  grass  and  cover 
them  with  grass  and  earth  in  quantities  ranging  from  Ave  to  twenty-five  bushels.  After 
several  hours  they  are  removed  and  the  camaa  are  delicately  and  deliciously  coolied, 
white  men  as  well  as  Indians  proclaiming  them  most  palatable.  The  hog»  were  as  fond 
of  camas  as  the  Indians  and  it  was  but  a  short  time  until  the  red  men  made  complaint 
to  the  men  In  charge  of  the  hogs,  saying  that  the  animals  were  eating  all  of  their  camas. 
The  Indians  soon  began  setting  their  d<%s  on  the  hogs  and  following  this  by  an  ulti- 
matum that  the  men  would  have  to  get  their  hogs  off  the  prairie  or  there  would  be 
trouble.  This  threat  was  met  by  Wilt  Montgomery,  who  was  a  fearless  man  and 
acted  as  spokesmpn  for  his  two  companions,  who  were  "tenderfeet,"  while  he  knew  the 
Indian  nature  well.  Procuring  a  large  club,  which  he  soaked  In  water  over  night  until 
it  was  like  a  steel  bar,  he  used  this  to  knock  down  a  horse  upon  which  one  of  the  braves 
rode  up  to  him.  telling  him  that  he  must  go  at  once.  This  left  the  Indian  dismounted. 
The  Indiana  therefore  believed  Montgomery  to  be  a  brave  man  and  thereafter  showed 
much  respect  for  him.  The  three  white  men  were  living  on  an  island  which  was 
completely  hedged  In  by  willows  except  for  the  old  emigrant  road  across  It.  A  small 
pathway  led  through  the  willows  and  over  a  small  bridge  constructed  by  them  across 
a  stream  too  deep  for  the  hogs  to  ford.  The  hogs  were  taken  over  this  bridge  each  night 
and  held  on  the  Island  for  shelter  and  safety.  Seven  chiefs  charged  this  bridge  on 
horseback  in  single  file  with  the  hope  of  destroying  it  and  scattering  the  hogs.  Just 
as  they  were  nearing  the  bridge  Mr.  Montgomery  brought  hla  double-barreled  shotgun. 
loaded  with  seventeen  huckahot  In  each  barrel,  to  bear  on  the  Indiana,  who  knew  their 
man  too  well  to  proceed  any  farther.  A  fellow  tribesman  signalled  the  chiefs  to  re- 
treat, which  they  did  without  delay.  That  evecing,  however,  they  held  another  war 
council,  arrayed  themselves  in  their  war  paint  and  delivered  their  ultimatum  to  the 
white  men,  telling  them  to  be  on  the  move  by  sunrise  the  next  morning.  They  wert 
promptly  told  that  the  hogs  were  not  the  property  of  the  three  white  men  and  that 
they  bad  been  sent  to  take  care  of  the  animala.  that  they  only  repreaented  the  owners, 
whose  orders  were  that  the  hogs  were  to  remain  there  and  that  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment would  back  them  In  their  undertaking.  After  dark  that  evening  the  Indians 
ranged  about  the  hills  In  a  circle,  surrounding  the  camp  of  the  white  men  and  made 
night  hideous  with  their  blood-curdling  war  whoops,  which  sounded  to  the  white  men  ae 
though  they  were  closing  in  upon  them,  and  they  expected  every  moment  to  be  set 
upon  and  massacred.  Mr,  Montgomery  counseled  with  hla  companions  about  the  best 
method  to  pursue  and  told  them,  while  he  was  familiar  with  the  Indl'-ins,  one  could 
never  tell  Just  what  they  might  do.  but  that  in  his  Judgment  it  would  be  better  for 
one  of  the  white  men  to  go  to  Boise  for  help.  He  said  that  he  would  remain  with  the 
other  and  face  the  worst,  shonid  it  be  their  fate,  but  that  the  other  two  should  draw 
straws  to  see  which  should  go  to  Boise.  He  ttrfd  them  that  the  trip  would  be  fraught 
with  every  danger  and  that  he  who  went.  If  caught  by  the  Indians,  would  meet  death. 
It  tell  to  the  lot  of  Mr.  Qroome  to  make  the  trip  and  he  accordingly  started  about  two 
o'clock  In  the  morning  with  his  horse's  feet  muffled  and  with  Montgomery's  admonition 
to  proceed  with  all  caution  till  out  of  hearing  of  the.  Indians.  He  made  a  Paul  Revere 
ride  that  night,  the  memory  of  which  be  will  always  retain.  He  reached  Boise  the  next 
evening,  having  covered  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  miles  In  sixteen 
hours.  Acting  Governor  Curtis  and  several  men  from  the  United  States  army  camp  in 
Boise  came  to  the  scene  of  the  proapective  trouble  and  their  presence  among  the  Indians 
effectually  quelled  any  farther  trouble.  So  ended  what  might  have  been  a  serious  In- 
dian outbreak  had  Mr.  Groome  and  his  friends  not  proceeded  in  the  manner  which  they 
followed.  Such  and  similar  conditlous  did  the  frontiersmen  at  all  times  face.  The  dif- 
ficnltlea  and  privations  which  he  endured  were  also  humorous  and  It  was  only  men  of 
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courage  and  detennlnatloD  who  (&c«d  these  cottditloiiB  and  upon  the  wild  western 
frontier  wrested  fortune  from  the  bands  of  fate.  Hr.  Groome  is  one  of  the  men  that 
never  quails  before  pioneer  conditions  and  he  has  lived  to  see  remarkable  changes  as 
the  work  of  transformation  and  Improvement  has  been  carried  steadily  forward. 


PLATT  P.  MORROW. 


Piatt  P.  Morrow,  of  Wallace,  directing  manager  of  all  the  stores  of  the  Morrow 
Mercantile  Companjr  and  thus  a  most  prominent  Qgnre  In  mercantile  circles  in  the  north- 
west, was  bom  November  21,  ISTS,  in  Waltsburg,  Washington,  his  parents  being  John 
H.  and  Ella  (Olotzbaugh)  Morrow,  the  former  a  native  of  Hacon.  Hlssonrl,  while  the 
latter  was  bom  In  California.  In  the  year  1877  John  H.  Morrow  arrived  in  Waitsburg. 
Washington,  becoming  one  of  the  pioneers  of  that  district.  He  turned  hl8  attention  to 
mercantile  pursuits  and  is  now  connected  with  all  of  the  Morrow  mercantile  enterprises, 
including  the  Morrow-Hntton  Company  of  Wallace,  the  Morrow-Hutton  Company  of 
Tamarack,  the  A.  P.  Hutton  Mercantile  Company  of  Kellogg,  the  A.  P.  Hutton  Mer- 
cantile Company  of  Wardner,  the  Morrow  Mercantile  Company  ot  Coeur  d'Alene  and  the 
Endlcott  Mercantile  Company  ot  Bndlcott.  Through  the  constant  extension  and  expan- 
sion of  Its  Interests  with  the  establishment  of  stores  at  different  places,  the  company  has 
become  recognized  as  one  of  the  foremost  representatives  ot  commercial  interests  in 
northern  Idaho  and  Its  department  stores  are  thoroughly  modern  and  progressive  In 
every  particular. 

Piatt  P.  Morrow  puraued  his  education  In  the  schools  of  Wattsbnrg  and  at  Pullman. 
Washington,  and  in  1S97,  when  a  youth  ol  nineteen  years,  became  actively  identified 
with  mercantile  interests  in  his  native  city.  He  remained  a  resident  of  Waitsburg  until 
1910,  when  he  became  manager  of  the  Morrow-Drew  Hardware  Company  at  Walla  Walla. 
In  1013  he  assumed  the  management  ot  the  Morrow  Mercantile  Company  at  Coeur  d'Alene 
and  in  1916  he  came  to  Wallace  as  head  of  the  interests  of  the  company  In  this  vicinity. 
He  is  now  directing  manager  ot  all  ot  the  stores,  responsible  tor  their  organization  and 
In  their  control  displaying  marked  initiative,  enterprise  and  keen  business  discernment. 
He  has  indeed  been  a  very  active  factor  in  commercial  life  since  starting  out  In  the 
business  world  on  his  own  account  His  enterprise  and  industry  have  carried  him 
Into  Important  relations  and  he  has  not  only  kept  abreast  with  the  times  in  all  that 
pertains  to  mercantile  development  but  has  been  a  leader  in  this  field,  and  the  houses 
of  which  he  is  now  directing  head  are  recognized  as  setting  the  standard  tor  similar 
enterprises. 

In  1903  Mr.  Morrow  was  married  to  Miss  Bernadette  Ward,  ot  Seattle.  Washington, 
and  the;  have  three  children,  John,  Mary  and  Piatt  P.,  Jr.  Mr.  Morrow  lakes  a  keen 
interest  In  everything  that  pertains  to  the  public  welfare  and  during  the  war  period 
was  active  in  connection  with  all  the  drives  to  finance  the  war  and  advance  the  interests 
of  the  soldiers  in  camp  and  field.  He  was  also  an  enthusiastic  supporter  ot  the  reorgan- 
ization of  the  board  of  trade  in  1919.  He  is  connected  with  all  branches  of  Masonry 
and  is  a  member  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  of  Spokane.  His  life  is  actuated  by  a  most 
progressive  spirit  and  he  never  stops  short  of  the  successful  accomplishment  ot  his  well 
defined  purposes. 


HOSES  J.  HARKS. 

An  eminent  poet  has  written:  "None  knew  bim  but  to  love  him;  none  named  him 
but  to  praise."  This  sentiment  covers  the  lite  of  the  late  Moses  J.  Marks,  who  was  a 
resident  ot  Boise  tor  twenty  years,  and  here  be  founded  the  well  known  Marks  Clothing 
Store.  He  died  at  his  htmie  In  Boise,  January  26,  1920,  after  a  lingering  Illness,  which 
he  endured  with  characteristic  fortitude.  At  the  time  ot  his  death  be  was  eighty-two 
yeara  of  age  and  had  lived  an  active  and  stirring  lite,  spending  his  younger  days  amid 
the  gold  camps  ot  Calltornla. 

Mr.  Marks  was  born  In  Prussia,  May  23.  1837.  and  cama  to  the  United  States  with 
his  psrents  when  a  boy  ot  ten  years.  In  1849.  when  be  was  twelve  years  old,  he  crossed 
the  Isthmus  of  Panama  on  foot  in  company  with  a  brother.  This  exploit  be  numbered 
as  cHie  ot  the  most  thrilling  experiences  of  his  Itte.     Late  in  that  year,  after  having 
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journeyed  over  hill  and  dale,  through  tangled  woods  and  dismal  ewamps,  the  brothers 
arrived  in  Calllomla,  where  Moses  J.  Maries  grew  to  manhood.  He  became  Interested 
in  mining  and  for  a  number  of  years  was  a  buyer  of  gold  dust  and  also  had  prospectors 
In  the  gold  Oelds  of  California  and  Nevada,  looking  over  promising  ground.  It  was  while 
living  In  California  that  he  laid  the  foundation  for  his  future  prosperity. 

In  1S66  Hr.  Marks  removed  to  St.  Louis.  Missouri,  and  lived  In  that  city  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  but  In  ISSl  again  returned  west  and  located  at  Denver,  Colorado.  Shortly 
afterward  he  removed  to  Buena  Vista,  a  frontier  Colorado  town,  Just  then  coming  Into 
notice.  While  living  in  St.  Louis,  Mr.  Marks  was  united  in  marriage  to  Ella  L.  Rosen- 
blatt, the  ceremony  taking  place  January  25,  1S72,  They  resided  in  Buena  Vista,  Colo- 
rado, for  twenty-two  years  before  coming  to  Boise,  and  during  that  period  Mr.  Marks 
was  actively  connected  with  the  commercial  and  public  affairs  of  the  town.  There  he 
built  a  fine  brick  block  and  other  structures  and  became  known  as  one  of  the  builders 
of  the  town,  having  witnessed  its  growth  almost  from  the  very  tnglnning.  He  con- 
ducted a  large  clothing  and  general  store  in  Buena  Vista,  and  helped  lay  the 
foundations  of  organized  government,  serving  the  people  as  mayor  for  two  terms. 

In  1900  Mr.  Marks  came  to  Boise  and  tor  many  years  was  associated  with  his  sons 
in  the  clothing  business  hut  retired  in  1918  on  account  of  failing  health.  He  waa  the 
owner  of  cme  of  th^  finest  homes  of  Boise  and  waa  a  popular  and  prominent  Qgure  in 
the  business  life  of  the  city  during  his  late  active  years,  so  that  his  passing  was  gen- 
erally regretted  by  all  classes  of  citizens,  who  recognized  his  worth  and  sterling  char- 
acter. He  waa  a  member  ot  the  Masonic  and  Odd  Fellow  orders.  He  had  Joined  the 
Masonic  lodge  at  Sonora,  California,  before  going  to  Colorado,  and  Joined  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows at  Buena  Vista.  He  was  a  member  of  the  B'nal  B'rith,  a  Jewish  organization,  and 
was  president  of  the  Temple  of  Beth  Israd,  In  the  affairs  ot  which  he  ever  took  a  warm 
interest. 

Mr.  Marks  is  survived  by  his  widow,  four  sons  and  three  daughters,  Isaac  M., 
Jacob  A.  and  Samuel  H.  Marks,  all  of  Boise:  Major  Y.  M.  Marks,  of  Sao  Francisco; 
Miss  Rose  Marks,  ot  Boise;  Mrs.  Sam  Katz,  of  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  and  Mrs.  A.  Si 
Berry,  of  Bridgeport,  Washington.  The  Marks  Clothing  Store  Is  now  conducted  by  the 
three  sons,  Isaac>M.,  Jacob  A.  and  Samuel  M.,  and  the  best  traditions  of  the  founder  of 
the  business  are  being  perpetuated  by  his  successors. 


OBOROE  S.  HARRIS. 


Oeorge  S.  Harris,  who  Is  engaged  In  sheep  raising  on  the  Little  Wood  river, 
near  Carey,  In  Blaine  county,  Idaho,  was  born  at  Coalville,  Summit  county,  Utah, 
February  20,  1S6G,  and  Is  a  son  ot  Chauncey  S.  and  Susannah  (Warelng)  Harris, 
the  former  a  native  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  while  the  latter  was  born  In  Bir- 
mingham, England.  The  father  was  a  machinist  In  a  trip  hammer  shop  of  Con- 
necticut and  was  married  in  that  state.  Later  he  made  hie  way  westward  to  Salt 
Lake  City,  crossing  the  plains  with  ox  teams  In  1S6G.  He  assisted  In  building  a 
nail  factory  at  Salt  Lake  and  later  turned  his  attention  to  farming  and  b tacks mitblug. 
His  first  wife  died  there  and  he  afterward  married  Miss  Susannah  Warelng.  Sub- 
sequently he  removed  with  his  family  to  Coalville,  Summit  county,  Utah,  where 
he  conducted  a  smithy  until  1886.  In  that  year  he  took  hie  family  to  Albion,  Idaho, 
where  he  cultivated  land  which  he  rented  from  Oeorge  V.  Brim.  On  the  10th  ot 
April,  1SS6,  he  arrived  on  the  Little  Wood  river,  where  he  preempted  a  ranch  that 
Is  now  owned  by  Arthur  Brothers.  Later  George  S.  Harris  bomesteaded  a  farm  ot 
One  hundred  and  ality  acres,  built  thereon  a  log  cabin  and  began  the  Improvement 
of  the  ranch.  In  1893  the  father  returned  to  Coalville,  Utah,  where  be  spent  his 
remaining  days.  The  mother  is  still  living  and  now  makes  her  home  with  her  son 
Oeorge.  She  was  born  April  IG,  1840,  bo  that  she  baa  now  reached  the  eightieth 
milestone  on  life's  Journey. 

0«orge  S.  Harris  accompanied  hie  parents  on  their  various  removals  through 
the  period  ot  his  boyhood  and  youth  until  eventually  he  became  actively  Identified 
w|th  the  farming  interests  of  Blaine  county.  His  original  ranch  he  sold  to  P.  H. 
Donahue  and  he  afterward  removed  to  Carey,  where  he  purchased  twenty-three  acres 
of  land  from  Hiram  HcOary.  He  also  t>ought  school  lands  and  later  made  invest- 
ment in  three  hundred  and  sixty  acres  which  he  purchased  from  Fred  T.  Philips. 
Thla  he  continued  to  till  and  Improve  until  1919,  when  he  sold  the  property  and 
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Is  now  m&ktng  hla  home  In  tbe  town  of  Caray.  He  la  a  director  and  the  secretarr  of  the 
Little  Wood  River  Canal  Company,  is  tb«  president  and  one  of  the  directors  of  tlie 
Carey  ReservolT  Company  and  Is  tbos  actively  Identified  witb  the  irriEation  Interests 
of  this  section  of  the  atate.  He  hog  also  engaged  in  selling  machinery  tor  the  Con- 
solidated Wagon  t  Machine  Company  In  Blaine  county  and  he  has  been  manager  of  the 
Blaine  Cooperative  Mercantile  Institute. 

In  1890  Mr.  Harris  was  married  to  Mise  Martha  A.  Brown,  a  native  of  Hoyts- 
ville,  Summit  county,  Utah,  and  a  daughter  of  William  P.  and  Hary  A.  (Blanchard) 
Brown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harris  bare  two  children,  Florence  Edith  and  Llewellyn. 
The  religious  faith  of  the  family  Is  that  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  and  Mr.  Harris  served  as  bishop  of  tbe  Carey  ward  for  twenty  years  and  ib 
now  a  memtier  of  the  high  council  of  the  Blaine  stake.  His  political  allegiance  Is 
given  to  the  republican  party.  From  pioneer  times  be  bas  been  identified  witb  the 
agricultural  development  of  Blaine  county  and  made  tor  himself  a  creditable  and 
enviable  position  as  a  successful  sheepman,  operating  and  supervising  bis  ranch  for 
man]'  years,  although  at  the  present  time  he  makes  his 'home  in  Carey. 


JOHN  D.  SPRINGER. 

John  D.  Springer,  prominently  identified  with  the  mercantile  interests  of  Botae, 
resldea  on  South  Broadway,  South  Boise,  in  a  splendid  home,  largely  constructed  of 
cobblestones,  which  has  been  given  the  name  of  Falrlawn.  He  is  a  pioneer  of  Idaho, 
having  come  to  the  territory  in  1S66  from  tbe  city  of  Augusta,  Maine.  He  was  then 
a  young  man  of  twenty  years  and  has  lived  here  ever  since,  spenaing  twenty  years 
of  hia  life  in  Silver  City,  where  he  met  and  married  bis  wife  on  sepiemner  :,  isTr. 
Mrs.  Springer  was  Mie  of  the  well  known  Blacktnger  family,  who  were  prominent 
pioneers  of  Stiver  City,  four  daughters  having  married  men  of  considerable  aociat  and 
bnalneas  standing  in  Boise.  These  are;  the  late  Hosea  B.  Eastman,  tbe  late  Timothy 
Reean,  John  D.  Springer„and  M.  A.  Regan,  tbe  last  named  being  a  nephew  of  the  late 
Timothy  Regan.  Tbetr  wives  were  daughters  of  the  late  Valentine  Blacklnger,  who 
spent  his  last  years  In  Boise,  where  he  died  la  1S92.    His  wife  died  at  Bellevue  In  I8ST. 

John  D.  Springer  was  bom  In  Augusta.  Maine,  April  22,  1S46,  and  Is  a  aon  of 
Bilaba  and  Elisa  (Dsvldaon)  Springer.  The  father  was  also  a  native  of  Maine,  bom 
in  1801,  and  in  his  active  life  waa  a  sea  captain  and  later  a  farmer.  Tbe  mother  was 
bom  In  Nova  Scotia,  Canada,  February  11,  1SI3.  The  Springer  family  was  an  old  one 
In  Auguata,  Maine,  where  it  was  founded  In  an  early  day.  John  D.  Springer  was  reared 
In  bis  native  city  and  received  his  early  education  in  the  schools  (rf  that  place,  bnt  bis 
advantages  alimg  that  line  were  limited.  When  twenty  years  old,  he  started  tor  Idaho, 
making  the  trip  by  way  of  tbe  Iithmua  of  Panama  and  San  Francisco,  the  trip  being  by 
boat  except  across  the  isthmus.  From  San  Francisco  be  proceeded  to  Silver  City. 
Idaho,  by  stage,  tbe  whtrie  Journey  from  Maine  being  accomplished  without  unusual 
Incident  or  accident.  During  the  twenty  years  he  lived  in  Silver  City,  Mr.  Springer 
was  engaged  at  teaming  and  stock  raising,  and  for  ten  years  he  was  In  the  sherilt's 
ofllce  of  Owyhee  county,  six  years  being  spent  as  deputy  sheriff  and  four  years  as 
sheriff,  having  been  twice  elected  to  the  latter  ofllce  on  the  republican  ticket  for  his 
previous  services  as  deputy  bad  met  with  the  general  approval  of  the  citlsene.  While 
a  resident  of  Silver  City  he  also  served  for  two  years  as  warden  of  the  Idaho  state 
penitentiary  at  Boise. 

Over  thirty  years  ago  Mr.  Springer  removed  from  Sliver  City  to  Boise.  He  was 
engaged  In  the  sheep  business  formerly  for  several  years,  but  more  than  twenty  years 
ago  he  became  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Boise  Mercantile  Company,  condueUng  one 
of  the  leading  grocery  stores  In  Boise,  and  Mr.  Springer  has  been  vice  president  of 
the  company  since  lU  organtzatlon.  However,  he  has  never  given  hla  personal  attention 
to  the  business,  leaving  iu  management  to  his  brotber-ln-law,  A.  M.  Regan,  in  whose 
hands  It  bas  been  ably  conducted. 

Mr.  Springer  continued  In  the  sheep  Industry  for  many  years  but  finally  retired 
from  that  business.  Later  he  became  interested  In  harness  race  horses,  being  the  owner 
of  some  noted  ones.  Among  them,  Sonoma  Girl,  had  a  mark  of  2:0*i/„  and  In  1907 
she  won  many  of  the  principal  evenU  on  the  grand  circuit,  among  them  being  the 
M,  ft  M.  sUhes  at  Detroit,  Michigan,  and  another  at  Cleveland  and  a  later  me  at 
Buffalo,  New  York.    Mr,  Springer  drove  the  mare  In  these  events,  and  In  two  of  them 
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luA  the  pleaeur«  of  defeating  the  tamous  relDBman,  Ed  ("Pop")  Geera.  Toward  the  end 
ot  the  season  he  aold  this  mare  for  twenty-six  thousand  doUara  to  the  actrese,  Lottie 
Crabtree. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Springer  are  the  parentsof  aae  daughter,  Mrs.  Alice  Reade,  of  Cornu- 
copia, Oregon.  She  Is  the  wife  ot  Ralph  Reade,  who  la  superintendent  of  a  large 
mining  propertr.  Mrs.  Reade  was  horn  In  Silver  City,  May  13,  1889,  and  is  the  mother 
of  two  children:  John  Springer  Reade  and  Louisa  M.  Reade,  both  being  named  for  their 
maternal  grandparents.  Mr.  Springer  has  never  been  connected  with  politics,  clubs  or 
lodges,  and  for  pastime  and  recreation  his  chief  diversion  has  been  harness  horses, 
with  which,  as  has  been  shown,  he  has  been  a  pronounced  success. 


FRED  B.  HALL. 


Fred  B.  Hall,  a  cattleman  and  rancher  of  Owyhee  county,  waa  born  September  5. 
18S1,  at  Heppner.  Oregon,  a  sod  of  Thomas  B.  and  Llllie  (Wilson)  Hall.  The  father 
came  to  Idaho  in  1879  and  1b  now  living  on  a  ranch  on  Sheep  creek  which  he  home- 
steaded,  giving  bis  attention  to  the  development  of  his  land  and  to  the  raising  ot  cattle. 
His  wife  died  when  their  two  sons,  Virgil  and  Fred,  were  six  and  four  years  of  age 
respectively.  The  father  then  took  the  two  boys  back  to  Missouri  to  live  with  their 
grandparents  and  when  Fred  B.  was  eeventeen  years  of  age  the  father  brought  them 
back  to  Mountain  Home,  Idaho.  Their  educational  opportunities  were  only  such  as  were 
available  in  those  pioneer  districts,  as  they  lived  first  at  one  place  and  then  at  another. 
Eventually  the  family  home  was  estsbltsbed  in  the  Bruneau  valley  and  during  his 
youthful  days  Fred  B.  Hall  worked  on  different  ranches  and  rode  the  range.  When 
he  was  but  fifteen  years  of  age  be  bought  some  horsees  and  began  dealing  to  some 
extent  in  horses,  thus  gaining  his  start  In  life.  Later  he  homesteaded  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  near  his  father's  ranch  and  thereon  resided  for  thirteen  years,  giving  his 
attention  to  the  cultivation  of  his  Beids  and  to  cattle  raising.  He  aold  that  property 
and  returned  on  the  1st  of  March,  1916,  to  the  Bruneau  valley,  where  he  purchased  bis 
present  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  He  has  since  given  his  attention  to  the 
further  development  ot  the  place  and  to  cattle  raising  and  is  meeting  with  very  grati- 
fying and  substantial  success.  He  now  has  a  fine  home  and  other  modern  buildings 
upon  the  place  and  has  greatly  improved  his  ranch  according  to  the  standards  of  the 
model  farm  of  the  twentieth  century.  He  ranges  his  cattle  In  the  summer  seasons  and 
feeds  them  on  the  ranch  in  the  winter. 

In  June,  1904,  Mr.  Hall  was  married  to  Hiss  Bessie  Lewis,  a  daughter  ot  Clarke 
and  Susan  (Robertson)  Lewis  and  a  native  of  Arkansas.  Her  parents  came  to  Idaho 
in  1SS4  and  Mr.  Lewis  passed  away  when  bis  daughter  Mrs.  Hall  was  but  ten  years 
cf  age.  The  mother  Is  still  living  near  Hot  Springs,  Idaho.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall  have 
-  been  born  three  children,  Elmer,  Edna  and  Reva,  all  ot  whom  are  In  school.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hall  have  a  wide  acquaintance  In  this  part  of  the  state,  the  hospitality  ot  the 
best  hcxnes  being  cordially  extended  them,  and  in  business  circles,  through  his  own 
unaided  ettorts,  Mr.  Hall  has  gained  tor  himself  a  most  creditable  and  enviable  position. 


CHARLES  E.  HORNING. 


Charles  E.  Horning,  one  ot  the  younger  representatives  of  the  Idaho  bar  practic- 
ing at  Wallace,  has  already  made  a  place  tor  himself  in  connection  with  the  legal 
profession  that  many  an  older  lawyer  might  well  envy.  Recognizing  from  the  outset 
of  his  professional  Career  that  success  in  law  practice  depends  upon  energy,  Industry 
and  broad  understanding  of  the  principles  of  Jurisprudence,  he  has  cultivated  these 
qualities  with  good  results.  Idaho  numbers  him  among  her  native  sons,  his  birth 
having  occurred  at  Qraogevllle,  December  2.  1890,  his  parents  Iwing  L.  F.  and  Dora 
(Spooner)  Horning,  natives  of  Oregon  and  of  Maine  respectively.  The  father  was  a 
representative  of  one  of  the  early  families  of  the  northwest  and  became  a  pioneer  farmer 
ct  Idaho,  settling  at  Grangeville  at  a  very  early  day.  He  aided  In  planting  the  seeds  ot 
civilization  there  and  as  the  years  passed  took  active  part  in  the  development  and  prog- 
ress ot  the  district,  becoming  a  man  of  influence  and  prominence  in  that  region. 

Charles  B.  Horning,  educated  in  the  schools  ot  Orangevitle  until  he  had  completed 
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Ilia  hlKli  acliool  course,  afterward  took  up  tb«  studr  of  law  In  the  UQlveTsltT  of  Idaho 
and  was  there  ^''Bduated  with  the  class  of  191S.  Through  the  Intervening  period  lie 
has  been  a  representatWe  of  the  bar  of  Wallace.  He  entered  practice  here  and  Is 
associated  with  J.  H.  HcBrers.  Although  one  of  the  fonnger  representatives  of  the 
profession  here,  he  has  already  made  a  creditable  name  and  place  for  himself  and  is 
steadily  advancing  toward  the  front  rank  In  tb«  legal  profession  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene 
district.  His  partner,  Mr.  HcEvers,  went  to  France  as  a  member  of  the  One  Hundred 
and  Twentr«izth  Infantry  of  the  Thlrtr-eoCond  Division  and  served  overseas  for  a 
year  as  flrst  lieutenant  Mr.  Homing  attended  the  second  offloers'  training  camp  and 
received  a  commission  in  the  artillery.  Politically  be  Is  a  republican  but  Is  concen- 
trating his  efforts  and  attention  upon  bis  professional  duties  and  bis  thoroughness  and 
enterprise  are  a  sure  guarantee  of  hie  sucoess. 


CHARLES  L.  HEITMAN. 


Charles  L.  Heltman,  who  for  about  thirty  years  has  been  a  member  ot  the  Idahd 
bar,  practicing  dnring  all  that  period  at  Rathdnun  and  at  Wallace,  hla  hcnne  being  now 
In  the  latter  city,  was  born  in  North  Carolina  about  sixty  years  ago.  Liberal  educational 
advantages  were  accorded  him.  He  was  graduated  with  honors  from  Trinity  College  In 
his  native  state,  and,  determining  upon  the  practice  of  law  as  a  life  work,  he  then  be- 
gan studying  under  Chief  Justice  Pearson,  who  directed  his  reading  until  admitted  to 
the  bar. 

Attracted  by  the  opportunities  of  the  growing  west,  Charles  L.  Heltman  came  to 
Idaho  and  the  conseusus  of  public  opinion  places  him  among  the  able  lawyers  of  the 
state.  He  practiced  at  Rathdmm  for  twenty^lz  years  and  since  1916  has  made  his  home 
In  Wallace.  His  ability  Is  attested  In  the  large  clientage  that  is  accorded  htm.  Frmn 
the  outset  of  his  career  he  recognised  the  fact  that  Industry  Is  the  basis  ot  all  success 
in  legal  practice  as  It  Is  In  evety  other  avenue  of  business  life.  He  has  therefore  care- 
fully prepared  his  cases  and  the  tboroughnees  and  earnestness  which  be  has  manifested 
In  bis  work  before  entering  the  courtroom  and  also  In  the  presentation  of  his  cause  be- 
fore the  court  have  constituted  the  basic  elements  of  his  legal  prominence. 

In  1S94  Mr.  Heltman  was  married  to  Miss  Stella  Smith  of  Rathdrum,  a  daughter  of 
an  old  pioneer  family  of  the  West.  He  is  taking  an  unusual  Interest  In  the  thorough 
education  of  hie  children,  both  sons  and  daughters. 

In  religious  faith  Mr.  Heltman  Is  a  Presbyterian  and  he  has  always  been  an  ardent 
advocate  of  the  temperance  cause,  doing  everything  in  his  power  to  bring  about  the 
prohibition  of  the  liquor  trafDc.  In  politics  he  is  a  republican  of  the  "standpat"  variety. 
He  voted  for  McKlnley  fn  1896  and  for  Taft  In  1912,  though  he  regarded  Roosevelt  as 
the  greatest  American  of  his  time,  standing  most  conspicuously  as  the  exponent  of  the 
American  spirit  of  democracy.  He  has  ever  tatcen  a  keen  interest  In  public  affairs, 
though  never  a  candidate  for  oOlce.  his  interest  being  that  of  a  progressive  and  broad- 
minded  man,  who  recognizes  the  duties  and  obligations  as  well  as  the  privileges  and 
opportunities  of  cttlEenshlp.  He  has  served  his  party  as  county  chairman,  state  commit- 
teeman, state  chairman  and  as  a  delegate  to  the  national  convention. 


WILLIAM  MORBLAND. 


William  Horeland  has  retired  from  active  farm  life,  and  Is  now  residing  in  Meridian, 
Ada  county,  Idaho,  although  he  Is  still  the  owner  of  a  flne  large  and  well  improved 
ranch,  containing  one  hundred  and  eighty  acres,  one  and  one-half  miles  south  of 
Meridian.  He  came  to  this  state  from  Page  county,  Iowa,  In  1899,  and  has  been  a 
resident  of  Ada  county  ever  since.  He  was  born  in  Page  county,  Iowa,  May  3,  1872,  & 
son  of  William  Gibson  and  Ih^rcae  (Newland)  Horeland.  The  father,  who  followed 
fanning  all  his  active  lite,  spent  the  greater  part  ot  his  days  la  Iowa,  whither  he  bad 
gone  from  Illinois  In  1852.  He  was  married  In  Iowa  to  Dorcas  Newland,  and  both 
have  been  dead  for  many  years.  He  passed  away  In  Page  county,  Iowa,  at  the  advanced 
age  of  elghty-slx,  and  bis  wife  died  while  living  at  Greeley,  Colonfdo,  in  her  seventy' 
sixth  year.  Five  children  survive  them:  three  sons  and  two  daughters,  William  being  the 
only  one  living  In  Idaho.

William  Horeland  was  reared  on  his  father's  tarm  In  'I%Ke  county,  Iowa,  and 
assisted  tor  a  time  In  Its  operation.  He  attended  the  Iowa  public  achoolB  and  later 
entered  Amlti'  College,  In  Page  county,  where  he  took  an  active  part  In  college  Bports, 
especially  favoring  football  and  baeebal].  When  he  had  reached  tbe  age  ol  twenty-one 
he  definitely  decided  to  follow  fanning  and  started  out  on  bis  own  account  In  hts 
native  county  as  a  renter  for  the  next  eeven  years.  At  tbe  age  of  twenty-eight,  or  In 
1S99,  Mr.  Horeland  and  a  younger  brother.  Arthur,  moved  to  Idaho,  tbelr  destination 
being  Uetick,  Ada  county,  where  they  pQTchased  one  hundred  and  sixty  acree,  paying 
thirty  dollars  an  acre  for  the  land,  which  was  then  in  a  raw  state.  As  time  went  by 
tbe  original  tract  was  equally  divided  Into  two  ranches,  the  value  being  thus  consid- 
erably increaaed,  and  It  la  now  worth  between  four  hundred  and  ave  hundred  dollars 
an  acre. 

William  Moreland  sold  bis  eighty  acres  at  a  good  profit  In  1901  and  immediately 
parchased  bis  present  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  acres,  lying  south  of  Meridian. 
He*  resided  on  the  place  from  1902  to  I91S.  In  the  Intervening  years  having  worked 
bard  to  bring  It  to  Its  present  condition,  being  now  regarded  as  one  of  the  beat  Im- 
proved ranches  In  the  Meridian  nelghborbood.  It  Is  largely  given  over  to  the  raising 
of  stock,  cblefiy  beet  cattle. 

In  1918  Hr.  Horeland  decided  to  retire  from  the  active  labors  of  tbe  tarm  and 
accordingly  be  leased  the  ranch.  He  now  resides  in  Meridian,  where  he  bas  one  of  the 
finest  homes  in  the  town.  The  bouse,  which  is  a  nine-room  modern  bungalow,  was 
bnllt  b^  himself  in  1920.  Apart  from  bis  farming  Interests.  Mr.  Moreland  Is  connected 
with  various  financial  enterprises  Id  Meridian,  among  those  in  which  be  is  most  Inter- 
ested being  the  Meridian  Building  A  Loan  Association. 

On  June  13,  1906,  at  Meridian,  Mr.  Horeland  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Susie 
Redman,  a  teacher,  who  was  bom,  reared  and  educated  In  Missouri,  graduating  from 
tbe  Missouri  State  Normal.  Some  time  after  her  graduation,  she  came  to  Idaho  and 
taught  school.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moreland  are  tbe  parents  ot  five  children:  Paul  Oordon. 
Flora  Elizabeth,  William  Melville,  Qenevleve  B.  and  Eleanor  Rose. 

Mr.  Moreland  is  a  Scottish  Rite  Maaon  and  a  member  of  tbe  Mystic  Shrine.  He  Is  a 
warm  supporter  ot  the  republican  party,  but  while  giving  a  good  citizen's  attention  to 
civic  attalrs,  be  has  never  been  a  seeker  after  political  office. 


JAY  OLOVBR  ELDRIDOE,  Ph.  D. 

Jay  Olover  Eldrldge,  professor  of  modern  languages  and  dean  of  tbe  faculty 
of  tbe  University  ot  Idaho  at  Moscow,  Latah  county,  Idaho,  was  bom  In  Janesvllle. 
Wisconsin,  November  S,  1S75,  and  Is  a  son  of  William  Glover  and  Augusta  (Van 
Wormer)  Eldrldge,  both  of  whom  were  natives  ot  tbe  state  of  New  York.  The 
ancestors  of  the  family  came  to  the  United  States  In  1640  and  settled  In  Yarmouth, 
Massachusetts.  At  tbe  age  of  nineteen  years  William  O.  Eldrldge  enlisted  tor  serv- 
ice In  the  Civil  war,  joining  tbe  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  New  York  Volunteer 
Infantry,  In  1S62.  He  was  wounded  In  battle  and  taken  prisoner  at  Harpers  Ferry 
and  later  was  honorably  discharged.  On  the  4th  ot  October,  1867,  he  waa  married 
In  Janesvllle.  Wisconsin,  to  Hiss  Augusta  Van  Wormer.^  During  tbe  Infancy  of  their 
son,  Jay  O.  Eldrldge.  tbey  removed  to  Lockwood,  Hissouri,  which  tnwn  was  then 
called  Eldrldge.  There  the  father  engaged  In  ranching  on  an  extensive  scale,  but 
later,  on  account  of  bis  health,  be  took  up  his  abode  at  Fort  Larned,  Kansas,  and 
subsequently  went  to  Buena  Vista.  Colorado,  where  be  engaged  in  mining  tor  a 
number  of  years.  The  family  removed  to  Penfield,  New  York,  and  on  the  recovery 
ot  bis  health  the  father  Joined  them  there. 

It  was  In  the  Empire  state  that  Professor  Eldrldge  of  Utis  review  pursued  his 
education,  being  graduated  from  the  Classical  Union  School  of  Falrport,  New  York, 
at  tbe  bead  of  his  class  when  bnt  sixteen  years  ot  age.  In  1892  he  entered  Tale, 
where  he  majored  In  modern  languages  and  was  graduated  In  1896  In  the  "phllo- 
80phlcal"or  highest  honor  group.  Tale  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  ot  Uaster 
of  Arts  In  1899  and  that  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  In  1906.  The  succeeding  five 
years  after  his  graduation  were  devoted  to  graduate  study  of  modern  languages  at 
Yale,  during  three  years  of  which  he  also  served  as  instructor  in  German  In  the 
Sheffield  Scientific  School  and  Yale  College.     In   1900  he  spent  some  months  In 
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Oermany.  In  June,  1901,  be  received  a  call  to  the  protesBorship  of  modem  Un- 
guages  #t  tbe  Unlverslt]'  of  Idaho. 

On  the  30tb  of  August,  1901,  Professor  Bldrldge  arrived  In  Moscow,  Idaho, 
where,  with  the  exception  of  a  year  in  Fraace,  he  has  since  resided.  In  April,  1903, 
when  but  twenty-seven  years  of  age.  he  was  made  dean  of  the  university  faculty, 
being  the  first  dean  appointed  In  the  institution.  In  tbe  fall  of  1901  he  pubtished 
a  college  text^ok  which  is  still  widely  used.  Practically  his  entire  lUe  has  been 
devoted  tA  educational  work,  in  which  connection  he  has  ever  maintained  and  pro- 
moted the  highest  standards.  In  January,  1918,  he  went  to  France  aa  a  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
secretary  under  tbe  national  war  work  council  and  was  stationed  first  near  Bor- 
deaux, France,  and  later  for  five  months  was  with  tbe  Thtrty-Bfth  Engineers  (Rail- 
road Engineers)  at  La  Rocbelle,  thus  aiding  in  safeguarding  the  soldiers  who  were 
fighting  for  democracy  In  the  World  war. 

On  the  20th  of  September,  1900,  Professor  Eldridge  was  married  while  at  New 
Haven,  Connecticut,  to  Miss  Mary  Evelyn  Walker,  daughter  of  Dr.  E.  J.  and  Martha 
(Pittman)  Walker  and  a  native  of  Pontlac,  Michigan.  Her  father  Is  now  deceased, 
bat  her  mother  fa  yet  living,  making  her  home  at  New  Haven.  To  Professor  and 
Mrs.  BIdrldge  have  been  born  four  children:  Robert  Walker.  Francis  Glover,  Grace 
Flitabeth  and  Hugh  Wallace. 

Fraternally  Professor  Eldridge  is  a  member  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  and  Is  a  Hasou, 
banng  attained  tbe  thirty-second  degree  of  the  Scottish  Rite  and  the  Knight  Templar 
degree  in  the  York  Rite.  He  is  a  past  master,  a  past  high  priest,  past  commander, 
past  wise  master  In  Rose  Croix.  He  was  first  divisional  commander  of  the  Sons  of 
Veterans,  U.  S.  A.  (1911),  Judge  Allsble's  successor.  That  he  Is  a  man  of  high 
scholarly  attainments  and  liberal  culture  has  been  shadowed  forth  between  the  lines 
of  this  review  and  it  would  be  tautological  in  this  connection  to  enter  into  any  series 
of  statements  to  emphasize  this.  It  should  be  said  in  bis  life  blatory,  however, 
that  he  Is  also  a  man  of  broad  sympathy,  whose  vision  of  lite  is  wide  and  who  is  an 
Interested  student  of  the  vital  problems  which  affect  the  sociological  and  religious 
conditions  of  the  country  and  who  at  atl  times  nses  hie  aid  and  InOuence  on  the  side 
ol  progress,  reform  and  Improvement. 


CHARLES  H.  CRAIG. 

Among  the  men  whose  success  at  the  Idaho  bar  is  proving  their  mastery  of  the 
principles  of  Jurisprudence,  with  ability  to  apply  correctly  these  principles  to  tbe 
points  in  litigation,  Is  numbered  Charles  H.  Craig,  now  practicing  at  Wallace.  He 
was  born  in  Idaho  county,  Idaho,  August  17.  1S92,  and  Is  a  son  of  Stonewall  Jack- 
son Craig,  who  was  born  In  Calloway  county,  Missouri,  In  1S63,  'and  is  now  a  res- 
ident of  Clarkston,  Washington.  He  came  to  the  northwea.t  when  but  nineteen 
years  of  age,  making  his  way  nrst  to  Spokane  and  thence  to  Idaho  county,  Idaho,  In 
ISSS,  casting  in  his  lot  among  the  earliest  settlers  and  sharing  la  all  the  bardshipB 
and  privations  Incident  to  pioneer  lite.  As  the  years  passed  his  contribution  to 
the  development  and  upbuilding  of  that  section  made  him  a  valued  factor  in  the 
public  life  of  the  community.  He  became  recognized  as  one  of  tbe  democratic  lead- 
ers of  bis  section  of  the  state  and  in  1904  he  filled  the  office  of  postmaster  at 
Clarkston. 

Charles  H.  Craig  was  a  pupil  In  tbe  public  schools  of  Idaho  county  and  attended 
the  Clarkston  high  school.  Later  he  became  a  student  In  the  engineering  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  Wasblngtaa  and  subsequently  returned  to  that  Institution 
to  enter  upon  the  stndy  of  law  in  1911.  He  also  studied  under  the  direction  of 
John  P.  Gray,  one  of  the  eminent  mining  attorneys  of  Idaho,  and  thus  after  careful 
preparation  was  admitted  to  tbe  bar  and  began  practice  in  1915.  He  gave  his  atten- 
tion to  his  professional  duties  until  1918,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  engineering  serv- 
ice of  the  United  States  arm;  and  was  sent  to  the  ofOcere'  training  school  at  Camp 
Lee.  He  was  afterward  transferred  to  Camp  Forrest  and  from  private  rose  to  tbe 
rank  of  first  lieutenant,  being  diacharged  in  January.  1919.  From  the  outset  ol  hts 
career  he  has  recognlied  that  success  depends  upon  thoroughness.  Industry  and 
comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  law.  He  has  therefore  prepared  his  casea  with 
great  care  and  precision  and  is  never  surprised  by  the  unexpected  attack  of  an 
adversary.     His  ability  Is  being  more  and  more  recognised  as  experience  adds  to 
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his  Bkllt.  and  already  he  haa  gained  a  place  at  tbe  bar  of  Wallace  that  many  an 
older  practitioner  mlgbt  well  envy, 

Mr.  Craig  was  married  to  Miss  Ruth  Saunderson,  a  daughter  of  George  W. 
Saaudereon,  a  well  known  educator  of  Seattle,  and  they  now  have  one  son,  Charles 
H.,  Jr.  Mr.  Craig  is  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  also  of 
the  KnJgtata  of  Pythias  and  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  being  chairman  of  tbe  publicity 
committee  of  the  last  named.  Alert  and  enterprleing,  be  keeps  in  touch  with  all 
those  activities  which  have  to  do  with  the  welfare  and  progress  of  hie  community, 
and  his  aid  and  cooperation  can  be  counted  upon  to  further  all  plans  for  the  general 
good.  He  Is  a  western  man  by  birth,  training  and  Inclination  and  the  spirit  of 
western  enterprise  which  has  found  expression  in  the  rapid  and  substantial  upbuild- 
ing of  this  section  of  the  country  is  a  dominating  Influence  in  his  life. 


RT.  REV.  JAMES  BOWEN  FUNSTBN. 

Rt.  Rev.  James  Bowen  Punsten,  the  first  bishop  of  Idaho,  a  position  which  he 
continued  to  flit  to  the  time  of  his  death  on  the  2d  of  December,  IBIS,  was  one  of 
those  strong  moral  forces  who  aeem  to  draw  forth  the  best  in  those  with  whom  they 
come  in  contact.  His  life  was  indeed  one  of  direct  helpfulness  and  of  inspiration 
to  many  and  the  church  under  his  wise  guidance  maintained  a  steady  growth. 

Rev.  Funsten  was  born  near  Winchester,  Virginia,  on  the  23d  of  July,  1S6G, 
a  son  of  Colonel  Oliver  Rldgeway  Funsten,  who  was  a  medical  graduate  ot  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  and  became  a  practicing  physician  and  an  extensive 
landowner.  With  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  war  he  became  colonel  of  the  Eleventh 
Virginia  Cavalry  and  so  served  through  the  p«i1od  of  hostilities.  He  was  married 
twice.  He  flr^t  wedded  Catherine  Meade,  a  granddaughter  of  Colonel  Meade,  who 
served  on  the  staD  of  George  Washington  in  tbe  Revolutionary  war.  Por  his  sec- 
ond wife  Colonel  Funsten  chose  Mary  Bowen,  of  Hirador,  Albemarle  county,  Vtr- 
ginla,  a  member  of  one  of  the  old  families  ot  that  state,  and  Rev.  Punsten  was  her 
eldest  son.  The  death  of  Colonel  Funsten  occurred  July  16,  1871.  when  he  had 
reached  the  age  of  flfty-four  years.  He  left  a  widow  and  eight  children,  Mrs. 
Fanaten  surviving  him  until  March  2.  ISSl. 

In  the  acquirement  ot  bis  education  Rev.  Funsten  was  graduated  from  the  Vir- 
ginia Military  Institute  a.t  the  age  of  eighteen  years.  Me  completed  a  course  in  tbe 
law  department  of  the  University  of  Virginia  In  1878,  when  twenty-two  years  of 
age,  his  first  Inclination  being  to  make  law  practice  his  lite  work.  For  a  year  he 
followed  the  profession  In  Baltimore  but  during  that  period  changed  his  plans  and 
began  preparation  for  the  ministry  by  entering  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary 
at  Alexandria,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1882.  When  bis 
college  days  were. over  he  took  charge  of  two  churches  in  southwestern  Virginia, 
where  he  remained  for  two  years,  and  later  he  spent  a  year  in  travel  and  study  in 
Europe. 

Returning  to  the  United  States,  Rev.  Funsten  was  for  six  years  rector  of  Christ 
church  at  Richmond,  Virginia.  In  tbe  meantime  he  bad  been  ordained  a  deacon 
by  Bishop  Whittle  in  1S8Z  and  had  been  ordained  a  priest  of  the  Episcopal  church 
by  Bishop  Peterkin  of  West  Virginia  in  18S3.  Prom  1890  until  1S92  he  engaged 
In  general  missionary  work  in  southwestern  Virginia  and  through  the  succeeding 
six  years  was  rector  o(  Trinity  Episcopal  church  at  Portsmouth,  Virginia.  In  1898 
he  was  elected  by  tbe  general  convention  of  the  Episcopal  church  to  the  blsboprlc 
of  western  Wyoming  and  southern  Idaho  and  from  1907  until  his  death  he  was 
bishop  of  Idaho  but  also  continued  to  act  as  bishop  of  Wyoming  until  1909.  In 
1898  he  became  a  resident  ot  Boise  and  with  the  social,  intellectual  and  moral  prog- 
ress of  the  city  was  closely  associated  from  that  date  until  his  life's  labors  were 
terminated  In  death.  He  was  the  president  of  St.  Margaret's  Hall,  a  fine  Episcopal 
school  of  Boise,  and  also  president  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  of  Boise,  which  he  estab- 
lished in  1902  and  which  now  has  property  worth  one  hundred  and  twenty-Qve 
thousand  dollars. 

On  the  23d  of  November,  1886,  Rev.  Funsten  was  married  to  Miss  Ida  Vivian 
Pratt,  of  Camden,  Virginia,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  five  children,  four  sons 
and  a  daughter.  The  eldest  son.  James  Bowen.  Jr.,  is  now  serving  In  tbe  aviation 
department  ot  the  United  States  army.     William  Pratt,  twenty-seven  years  ot  age, 
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Is  in  the  Naval  Reserve  and  Is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  laaUo.  while  hie  elder 
brother,  James  Bowen,  now  twenty-eight  years  of  age,  took  a  course  In  law  at 
the  University  of  Virginia.  Robert  Vivian,  aged  twenty-five  completed  a  course  In 
mediclae  In  the  University  of  Virginia  and  is  now  in  the  medical  service  of  the 
United  States  government.  Stanard  Rldgeway,  twenty-two  years  of  age,  won  the 
degrees  of  M.  S.  and  B.  S.  from  the  University  of  Virginia  and  is  now  serving  with 
the  rant  of  second  lieutenant  in  the  Cliemical  Reserve  Corps.  The  only  daughter, 
Blise  Pratt,  was  a  student  at  Stuart  Hall,  Staunton,  Virginia,  and  also  at  Peabody 
Institute,  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Since  completing  her.  education  she  has  travelea 
extensively  and  is  now  In  the  government  service,  engaged  In  war  work  In  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  All  of  the  children  were  active  in  connection  with  war  work  and 
military  activities  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  father,  which  occurred  very  sud- 
denly on  the  2d  of  December,   1918. 

Rev.  Funsten  was  a  member  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  being 
descended  In  both  the  paternal  and  maternal  lines  from  ancestors  who  fought  tor 
American  Independence.  The  same  spirit  of  devotion  has  been  manifest  through 
all  the  succeeding  generations  of  the  family  and  at  the  present  crisis  In  American 
Interests  not  only  the  four  sons  but  also  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  and  Mrs,  Funsten 
responded  to  the  call  of  their  country  for  aid.  It  would  be  tautological  to  enter 
into  any  series  of  statements  in  this  connection  as  showing  Rev.  Funsten  to  be  a 
man  of  broad  scholarly  attainments,  for  this  has  been  shadowed  forth  between  the 
lines  of  this  review,  but  It  is  meet  to  eay  in  a  history  that  will  descend  to  future 
generations  that  he  was  also  a  man  of  the  broadest  human  sympathy,  constantly 
extending  a  band  to  uplift  a  fellow  traveler  on  life's  lourney,  while  his  life  and 
Its  teachings  had  great  inspirational  value  to  all  with  whom  he  was  associated. 


EDWARD  E.  TEAPB. 


Edward  E.  Teape,  Jeweler  and  optometrist  of  Kellogg,  whose  attractive  stock 
of  goods  In  the  one  line  and  whose  skill  in  the  other  have  brought  to  him  substantial 
success,  was  bom  In  Horton,  Bremer  county,  Iowa,  September  12,  18S0,  and  is  a 
son  of  John  P.  and  Mary  Jane  Teape,  who  were  natives  of  England  and  of  the  state 
of  New  York,  respectively.  The  father  was  brought  to  the  United  States  when  but 
three  years  of  age,  his  parents  settling  in  Cattaraugus,  New  York.  His  father  was 
a  captain  on  trading  vessels  and  was  lost  at  sea,  and  John  Teape  came  with  his 
mother  and  the  other  children  of  the  family,  their  voyage  to  the  new  world  covering 
six  weeks.  He  afterward  engaged  in  farming  in  New  York  and  ultimately  decided 
to  try  his  fortune  In  what  was  then  the  far  west,  becoming  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  - 
of  Bremer  county.  Iowa.  In  the'meantlme  he  had  lived  for  a  brief  period  near  Chi- 
cago, Illinois,  having  removed  to  that  state  In  the  early  '40b,  while  in  1842  he  went 
to  Iowa.  At  that  period  there  were  few  white  settlers  in  the  region,  the  Indians 
being  far  more  numerous.  He  experienced  alt  of  the  hardships,  trials  and  priva- 
tions Incident  to  the  settlement  of  the  frontier,  but  as  the  years  passed  his  carefully 
managed  business  affairs  resulted  in  winning  for  him  a  place  among  the  leading 
farmere  and  stock  raisers  of  his  county.  He  always  bore  his  part  In  the  work  of  gen- 
eral progress  and  development,  fliled  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  peace  and  at  one 
time  was  county  commissioner.  His  political  allegiance  was  given  to  the  republican 
party  and  he  was  an  active  supporter  of  Its  principles.  His  religious  faith  was  that 
of  the  Baptist  church  and  his  welt  spent  life  won  for  him  the  honor  and  respect  of 
all  who  knew  him. 

Edward  E.  Teape  began  his  education  in  the  country  schools  near  his  father's 
farm  and  afterward  studied  in  the  schools  of  Horton.  He  began  working  as  a  farm 
band,  being  employed  in  the  flelds  in  Floyd  county,  Iowa,  during  the  summer  sea- 
sons, while  In  ttie  winter  months  he  attended  school.  He  afterward  went  to 
Waverly,  Iowa,  where  he  learned  the  Jeweler's  trade  and  then  engaged  in  business 
in  Rockford,  Iowa,  He  next  removed  to  McPherson,  Kansas,  where  tor  five  years  he 
was  connected  with  the  Jewelry  business,  and  then  again  conducted  a  Jewelry  store 
at  Canon  City,  Colorado,  tor  a  period  of  Ave  years.  From  that  place  he  removed  to 
Boulder,  Colorado,  in  order  to  give  his  children  better  educational  opportunities 
and  later  he  went  to  Colorado  Springs  that  his  children  might  finish  their  educa- 
tion in  the  excellent  schools  of  that  city.     In  1904  Mr.  Teape  became  a  resident  of 
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SandpoiDt,  Idaho,  where  he  conducted  a.  jewelry  store  for  five  years  and  then  entered 
an  optical  college,  wbere  he  took  up  the  study  of  optometry.  For  a  period  he  resided 
at  Weiser,  Idaho,  and  In  1913  became  a  resident  of  Kellogg,  where  be  established 
a  jewelry  buaineSB  and  also  engaged  In  the  practice  of  his  profession.  He  carries 
an  attractive  line  of  -jewelry  and  his  reasonable  prices  and  honorable  dealing  have 
been  potent  elements  in  the  attainment  of  substantial  success.  While  at  Sandpolnt 
be  was  one  o(  the  organisers  of  the  Bonner  County  Bank  and  he  was  also  recoenlzed 
as  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  influential  residents  of  that  place.  That  he  has 
attained  notable  skill  and  ability  In  his  profession  Is  indicated  in  the  fact  that  he 
was  state  president  of  optometry  In  1910  and  was  also  on  the  board  of  eiamlnera,  . 
being  made  president  of  the  state  board  in  1913,  while  his  entire  service  on  the 
board  extended  from  1910  until  1916. 

At  Rocklord,  Iowa,  in  ISgl,  Mr.  Teape  was  married  to  Hiss  Minerva  HUler,  a 
daughter  of  Ellas  Miller,  who  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  war  and  enlisted  in  Missouri. 
Following  his  death  his  family  removed  to  Iowa  and  were  identified  with  farming 
InterestB  in  that  state.  To  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Teape  have  been  born  three  children. 
Of  these,  Claudia  Is  now  the  wife  of  J.  W.  Day  of  Bend,  Oregon;  and  Mrs.  Vera 
McKelvie  is  with  the  Bills  &  White  Chautauqua  and  lyceum  circuit,  being  considered 
one  of  the  finest  cartoonists  and  black  and  white  sketch  artists  In  the  United  States. 

Fraternally  Mr.  Teape  la  a  Mason,  belonging  to  both  the  lodge  and  chapter, 
which  organization  finds  In  talm  a  worthy  follower  and  an  exemplary  representattve. 
He  was  very  prominent  In  connection  with  all  of  the  drives  for  financing  the  World 
war  and  aafeguardlng  and  promoting  the  interests  ol  the  soldiers  In  camp  and 
overaeas  and  he  served  as  ft  member  of  the  Shoshone  County  Defense  Council.  In 
fact  he  tried  to  enlist  in  the  Tank  Corps  but  was  not  accepted.  Nothing  that  he 
could  do  to  benefit  the  soldiers,  however,  was  left  undone  and  in  every  relation  of 
life  be  measures  up  to  the  standard  of  one  hundred  per  cent  Americanism.  In  his 
commercial  and  professional  Interests,  too.  he  has  ever  maintained  high  ideals;  and 
his  continuous  progress,  resulting  from  bis  industry,  close  application  and  sound 
judgment,  has  made  him  the  owner  of  one  of  the  leading  jewelry  and  optical  estab- 
lishmenta  in  the  Coeur  d'Alene. 


THOMAS  H.  McDBRMOTT. 


Thomas  H.  HcDermott,  well  known  as  a  leading  and  prominent  cltlsen  of  Ada 
county,  resides  at  McDermott  Station,  which  Is  situated  in  the  western  part  of  the 
county  and  was  named  In  his  honor.  He  came  to  Idaho  in  190S  and  four  years 
later  became  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Boise  Valley  Cooperative  Creamery  Company, 
of  which  he  has  since  served  as  president.  His  birth  occurred  In  Clayton  county,  Iowa, 
on  the  l9tb  of  November,  1869,  his  parents  being  James  J.  and  Julia  (Farry)  Mc- 
Dermott. The  father,  a  native  of  Ireland,  accompanied  bis  parents  on  their  emi- 
gration to  the  United  States  when  twelve  years  of  age  and  bad  reached  the  seventy- 
Rftb  milestone  on  life's  journey  when  he  passed  away  In  Iowa  in  1918.  The  mother 
still  survives  and  yet  makes  her  home  in  the  Hawkeye  state.  Thomas  H.  McDermott 
of  this  review  is  the  eldest  of  their  family  of  nine  children,  six  sona  and  three  daugh- 
ters, all  of  whom  are  living  with  the  exception  of  one  son.  He  and  bla  brother, 
J.  J.  McDermott.  still  own  the  old  family  homestead  in  Clayton  county.  Iowa,  where 
most  of  the  children  were  born. 

TtaomaB  H.  McDermott,  the  only  representative  of  the  family  in  Idaho,  was 
reared  on  the  home  farm  In  Clayton  county  and  when  eighteen  years  of  age  began 
teaching  school  in  Rock  county,  Minnesota,  being  thus  engaged  for  several  years. 
He  was  there  married  on  the  27tb  of  April,  1S92,  to  Miss  Mary  Ann  Maloney,  who 
was  born  in  Fillmore  county,  Minnesota,  December  9,  1869.  After  twenty  years' 
residence  In  Rock  county,  Minnesota,  Mr.  McDermott  removed  with  his  family  to 
Idaho  in  1908,  settling  on  the  site  which  has  since  been  his  home.  He  located  on 
a  tract  comprising  one  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  sagebrush  on  which  is  now  found 
McDermott  Station,  together  with  many  buildings,  including  an  excellent  general 
store  which  Mr.  McDermott  established  In  1914  and  still  owns  and  conducts.  One 
of  the  factories  of  the  Boise  Valley  Cooperative  Creamery  Company  has  been  estab- 
lished at  McDermott  Station,  Mr.  McDermott  donating  a  half  acre  of  ground  for 
Its  nee.     In   1912   he  was  one  of   the   founders  of  the   Boise  Valley  Cooperative 
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Cnamerr  Company,  of  which  he  has  since  served  as  president  and  which  owns  and 
operates  elx  cheese  factories  in  the  Boise  vallej',  together  with  a  large  modem 
creameri'  In  the  city  of  Boise.  He  was  one  o(  the  Brat  to  recognize  the  wonderful 
pOBBthllities  of  the  Boise  valler  ae  a  dairy  center.  The  creamery  company  of  which 
he  Is  the  head  established  business  on  a  small  scale  tn  1912.  starting  with  a  cash 
capital  ol  only  seventeen  hundred  and  flity  dollars,  which,  however,  has  since  grown 
to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  while  ita  annual  buslnees  amounts  to  about  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  McDermott  Station  is  at  the  end  of  a  spur  of  the  Boise 
Valley  Railroad.  Moreover,  Mr.  McE)ermott  assisted  in  organlilng  the  Boise  Valley 
Qrailng  Association,  of  which  be  has  since  served  as  treasurer,  with  J.  W.  Brandt 
of  Nampa  as  president.  The  Association  owns  a  large  tract  of  grasing  land  near 
Arrowrock  Dam,  in  Elmore  county  on  which  about  one  thousand  head  of  beef  cattle 
are  grazing  at  the  present  time.  Hr.  HcDermott  Is  also  a  member  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Nam  pa- Meridian  Irrigation  District  and  it  will  thus  he  seen  that 
his  efforts  have  been  a  potent  factor  in  the  development  and  upbuilding  of  the  district 
In  which  he  resides. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  McDermott  have  two  daughtera:  Mra.  Julia  Cox,  who  Uvea  near 
HcDermott  Station;  and  Mrs.  Beatrice  Collea,  residing  on  the  Boise  bench.  The 
religious  faith  of  the  family  Is  that  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  while  fraternally 
Hr.  HcDermott  Is  Identified  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  In  politics  he  la  a 
republican  and  during  the  session  of  1911-12  served  as  a  member  of  the  Idaho  state 
legislature,  giving  thoughtful  and  earnest  consideration  to  all  the  vital  queattons 
which  came  up  for  settlement.  He  Is  now  a  candidate  for  the  state  senate  on  the 
republican  ticket.  By  indefatigable  enterprise  and  the  intelligent  appreciation  of 
opportunities  he  has  won  a  most  envIaBle  position  In  business  circles  and  at  the  same 
time  has  been  an  active  factor  In  the  accomplishment  of  much  of  value  to  his  com- 
muQlty,  his  work  being  of  substantial  worth  as  a  factor  In  public  welfare  and  public 
progress.  In  the  prime  of  life,  Mr.  McDermott  stands  as  a  strong  man — strong  In  his 
ability  to  plan  and  to  perform,  strong  In  his  honor  and  good  name. 


HON.  EZRA  P.  MONSON. 


Hon.  Ezra  t>.  Hon  son,  representative  In  the  Idaho  state  legialature  from  Franklin 
county.  Is  numbered  among  those  men  to  whom  partisan  afflllation  means  no  bar  to  the 
recognition  of  ability.  His  own  fairness  and  his  public  spirit  have  gained  for  him  the 
respect  and  regard  of  ccdleagues  and  of  opponents  In  the  house  and  he  Is  occupying  the 
chairmanship  of  one  of  the  meet  Important  committees — that  on  state  affairs.  In 
private  life  he  is  known  as  a  successnil  merchant  of  Pranklta  and  his  Interest  In  com- 
munity welfare  has  also  been  manifest  in  valuable  service  In  several  local  otSces. 

A  native  of  Utah,  Mr.  Monson  was  born  in  Richmond,  September  30.  1ST4,  his  birth- 
place being  Just  six  miles  from  his  present  home  In  Franklin,  Idaho.  He  Is  a  son  of 
Christian  H.  and  Ella  (Jenson)  Monson,  the  former  a  native  of  Norway,  while  the  latter 
was  bom  In  Sweden.  The  father  crossed  the  Atlantic  in  1S5T  as  a  convert  to  the 
Church  of  the  Latter-day  Saints.  He  made  the  Journey  over  the  plains  from  the  Mis- 
souri river  to  Utah  In  the  same  year  with  what  was  known  In  those  days  as  a  "hand- 
cart company,"  some  belnr  required  to  walk  and  pull  a  loaded  handcart.  The  father 
devoted  his  life  to  contracting  and  building.  He  was  married  In  Salt  Lake  City  on  the 
6th  of  January,  1874,  to  Ella  Jenson,  who  had  come  to  Utah  from  Sweden  In  1873,  and 
she,  too.  made  the  trip  because  of  her  belief  In  the  teachings  of  the  Mormon  church. 
The  death  of  Mr.  Monson  occurred  In  1896.  but  the  mother  of  Ezra  P.  Uonaon  Is  still 
living,  now  making  her  home  In  Franklin.  Idaho. 

Ezra  P.  Monson  Is  the  eldest  In  a  family  of  four  sons  and  four  daughters  who  are 
still  living,  while  one  son  and  one  daughter  have  passed  away.  He  spent  his  early  boy- 
hood In  Richmond,  Utah,  and  when  he  was  fourteen  years  of  age  his  parents  removed 
to  Franklin,  Idaho,  where  the  father  engaged  In  the  lumber  business  until  his  death  in 
1896.  The  son  acquired  a  common  school  edncatlon  and  also  for  a  short  time  attended 
the  Brigham  Tonng  College  at  Logan,  Utah. 

On  atuining  hie  majority  Mr.  Monson  was  married  October  IS,  1896,  at  Logan,  UUh, 
to  Hiss  Olive  S.  Parkinson,  who  was  born  at  Richmond  but  was  reared  In  Franklin, 
Idaho.  She  was  an  acquaintance  of  his  youth  and  at  Franklin  the  two  were  school- 
mates.   From  February,  1897,  until  Hay,  189&,  Mr.  Monson  served  as  a  missionary  of 
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tha  Church  of  tbe  Latter-day  SalnU  in  Alabama  and  Florida.  From  April,  laoO,  until 
Septconber,  1908,  he  held  the  poeitton  of  head  bookkeeper  with  the  Oregon  Lumber 
Company  at  their  mills  at  Hood  Rtver,  Oregon,  and  since  the  latter  date  he  has  owned 
and  conducted  a  large  general  store  at  Franklin,  having  the  leading  commercial  eetab- 
Itshment  of  this  kind  In  the  town.  He  carries  an  eztenslTe  and  carefuUr  selected  line 
of  goods  and  holds  to  the  highest  standards  In  the  personnel  of  the  house  and  in  the 
treatment  acKOrded  patrons.  His  business  baa  therefore  steadily  increased  and  his 
patronage  has  now  reached  yery  gratifying  proportions. 

Hr.  and  Mrs.  Monson  have  reared  a  family  of  five  sons  and  three  daughters:  Ezra 
P.,  Jr.,  Mathlas  P.,  Carroll  P.,  Roland  P.,  Franklin  D..  Irma,  Evelyn  and  Samuel  C,  the 
eldest  twenty-two  years  of  age.  Ezra  P.  Honson,  Jr.,  1b  now  a  missionary  in  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  formerly  did  missionary  work  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  for  a  year  and  a  half.. 
He  is  now  presiding  over  the  North  West  Virginia  Conference,  composed  of  some  ten  or 
twelve  miesionarles  and  four  hundred  and  flfty  members — a  distinction  for  one  bo 
roang. 

Hr.  Honson  of  this  review  is  the  secretary  of  the  Idaho  Pioneers'  Association  at 
Franklin.  It  was  at  this' town  that  the  flrst  permanent  white  settlement  in  Idaho  was 
made  and  the  town  celebrated  its  fiftieth  anniversary  In  1910.  Hr.  Honson  has  served 
as  secretary  of  the  organization  since  that  year  and  an  annual  celebration  Is  held  on 
the  16th  of  June.  In  his  political  views  Mr.  Monson  baa  always  been  a  stalwart  re- 
publican and  he  has  served  as  a  member  and  clerk  of  the  local  school  board  at  Frank- 
Sin  (or  nine  years  and  at  the  present  writing  is  chairman  of  the  village  council.  His 
fellow  townsmen,  appreciating  his  worth  and  ability,  catted  upon  him  for  more  Important 
public  service,  electing  htm  to  the  legislature  in  1916  and  endorsing  his  first  term  by 
reelection  In  191S.  He  did  not  seek  reelection  and  never  left  his  town  during  the  cam- 
paign but  the  record  which  he  had  already  made  brought  him  a  large  vote.  In  the  Qf- 
teentb  general  assembly  he  was  made  chairman  of  the  important  committee  on  state 
afiairs,  being  recognised  as  the  channel  through  which  the  administration  tor  the  ma- 
lority  speaks.  He  is  permanent  secretary  of  the  republican  majority  caucus  and  he  is 
a  member  of  the  committee  on  privileges  and  elections  and  on  mllltarr  and  Indian  af- 
fairs. He  is  llkewlBe  the  chairman  of  the  Joint  rules  committee  and  also  chairman  ot 
Ota  Joint  sifting  committee,  and  Is  thus  exercising  marked  influence  over  iegislatlve 
actlTities  In  Idaho.  He  is  a  man  ot  wide  vision,  of  keen  sagacity,  who  seems  to  recognize 
the  possibilities  of  every  situation  along  political  lines  and  who  In  his  advocacy  ot  public 
meaaarea  has  ever  stood  for  the  highest  Ideals  ot  citizenship  and  of  worth  in  the  com- 
munity and  commonwealth. 


RAMSAY  M.  WALKER. 


Ramsay  M.  Walker,  vice  president  ot  the  Wallace  Bank  A  Trust  Company,  of  which 
he  was  one  ot  the  organizers,  and  actively  Identified  with  all  those  intereata  which  are 
ot  vital  importance  in  the  upbuilding  and  development  ot  the  city  in  which  he  makes 
his  home,  was  bom  In  Des  Moines,  Iowa.  Decemtwr  29,  1S67.  a  son  ot  J.  H.  and  Louise 
{Ramsay)  Walker,  the  fanner  a  native  of  Ohio,  while  the  latter  was  born  In  Iowa.  The 
father  went  with  hts  parents  to  Iowa  In  his  early  boyhood,  the  family  home  being  estab- 
lished at  Fort  Madison,  and  in  that  state  he  prepared  for  the  bar  and  engaged  In  the  prac- 
tice of  law  at  Des  Moines  for  some  time.  In  18S0  he  removed  to  Howard,  Kansas,  where 
he  had  extensive  interests.  While  a  resident  of  Iowa  he  enlisted  for  service  in  the 
Civil  war  and  for  four  years  did  valiant  duty  In  defense  of  the  Union  as  a  captain  of 
infantry  forces.  In  his  business  affairs  he  prospered  and  became  a  large  landowner.  He 
was  also  prominently  known  bb  an  importer  of  fine  shorthorns  and  Berkshire  bogs  and 
was  one  ot  the  first  men  In  Polk  county,  Iowa,  to  raise  thoroughbred  stock.  By  reason 
of  the  extent  and  Importance  of  his  business  interests  and  hie  loyat  support  of  alt  pro- 
gressive public  measures  he  ranked  with  the  leading  and  influential  residents  ot  both 
Iowa  and  Kansas. 

Ramsay  M.  Walker  pursued  bis  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Howard,  Kansas, 
and  in  the  Osage  Mission  schools  and  was  also  instructed  by  private  tutors.  His  more 
specifically  commercial  training  was  received  In  the  Oem  City  Business  College  at 
Qnincy,  Illinois.  Mr.  Walker  has  been  Identified  with  the  northwest  for  more  than  a 
third  of  a  century,  having  become  a  resident  of  Kendrick,  Idaho,  In  1S86.  He  there  ir- 
ganlzed  the  Bank  of  Kendrick,  of  which  he  became  the  cashier,  and  he  was  actively 
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identified  with  flDanclal  iDterests  at  tbat  place  tor  two  decades.  He  left  the  bank  In 
1802  and  In  1S93  became  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Lincoln  Hardware  ft  Implement 
Company,  conducting  hneiness  in  tbat  connection  tor  ahout  eighteen  years.  In  1911 
he  became  associated  with  Day  Brothers  in  organizing  the  Wallace  Bank  ft  Trust  Com- 
pany of  which  he  Is  the  vice  president.  He  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  com- 
plex problems  of  banking  and  has  ever  recognized  the  fact  that  the  bank  which  moat 
carefully  safeguards  the  Interests  of  its  depositors  Is  the  one  most  worthy  of  paUlc 
trust  and  support.  The  patrons  of  the  hank  hare  been  constantly  growing  In  number 
since  Its  organization  and  the  volume  of  business  transacted  over  Its  counters  la  now 
extensive.  The  enterprise  and  progressive  methods  ot  Mr.  Walker  are  elements  that 
have  led  to  this  result 

Mr.  ^alber  was  united  In  marriage  In  1969  to  Miss  Abble  Smith  and  In  the  social 
Circles  ot  Wallace  they  occupy  an  enviable  position.  In  politics,  too,  Mr.  Walker  Is 
recognized  as  a  local  leader,  very  active  in  support  of  democratic  principles  yet  not  a 
politician  in  the  sense  ot  office  seeking.  His  cooperation  and  aid,  howerer,  can  always 
be  counted  upon  to  further  any  plan  or  measure  for  the  general  good.  He  Is  a  public- 
spirited  citizen  and  during  the  period  of  the  war  served  on  the  Shoehone  County  Council 
of  Defense.  He  has  also  been  a  member  ot  the  state  board  of  education  and  the  cause 
of  public  Instruction  finds  In  him  a  stalwart  champion  and  supporter.  Fraternally  he 
is  connected  with  the  Masons  and  with  the  Elks.  He  has  keen  appreciation  for  the 
social  emenlties  of  life  as  well  as  a  recognition  of  Its  obligations  and  duties.  In  fact 
hla  Interests  are  wisely  balanced,  making  his  a  well  rounded  character,  and  Wallace 
claims  him  as  one  of  her  repreeentatlve  citizens. 


WILUAM  U.  HEWS. 

William  U.  Hews,  receiver  ot  public  moneys  In  the  United  States  land  office,  Hailey, 
Idaho,  Is  a  descendant  of  a  long  line  of  pioneers.  Joseph  Hews,  one  of  the  signers  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  was  a  pioneer  In  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Hews'  great- 
grandfather was  a  pioneer  In  New  York;  his  grandfather  was  a  pioneer  In  Indiana;  his 
father  a  pioneer  In  Iowa;  and  Mr.  Hevra,  himself,  a  pioneer  In  South  Dakota  when  only 
seven  years  of  age. 

The  father.  BenlamIn  F.  Hews,  served  his  country  for  four  years  as  artllletyman 
In  the  great  Civil  war  and  was  engaged  in  many  of  the  largest  and  most  bloody  battles 
in  this  gigantic  struggle  which  ultimately  preserved  the  Union  and  guaranteed  liberty 
to  all  Its  citizens.  Five  years  after  the  close  of  the  war,  he  was  united  In  marriage  to 
Jane  E.  Doolittle  at  Cresco.  Iowa,  where  William  U,  Hews  was  born  in  November,  1872. 
Seven  years  later  the  son  removed  with  hla  grandparents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Url  Doolittle,  to 
Lake  county,  South  Dakota,  where  the  fitmlly  settled  on  a  homestead,  fourteen  miles 
north  of  Madison.  The  country  was  new  and  the  Indians  roamed  over  Its  prairies  at 
will.  Although  they  were  friendly,  they  gave  the  young  pioneer  many  good  scares.  The 
settlers  were  never  harmed  by  the  natives  In  thvit  part  of  the  state,  although  In  the 
western  part  of  South  Dakota  there  were  many  Indian  outbreaks  led  by  the  notorious 
Sitting  Bull.  At  that  time  there  was  no  railway  at  Madison  and  no  schools  and  churches. 
Two  years  passed  before  these  evidences  of  cIvlIlEation  began  to  appear,  but  soon 
after  this  the  country  gradually  changed  from  the  pioneer  to  a  prosperous  agricultural 
community. 

In  1889  the  grandfather  removed  to  Madison  for  the  purpose  of  giving  William,  who 
was  then  a  youth  of  seventeen,  belter  educational  advantages.  The  boy  had  attended 
the  country  school  only  two  years  previous  to  this  time,  but  due  to  systematic  home 
study  he  was  able  to  enter  the  high  school  grades.  After  he  had  attended  the  Madlaon 
schools  for  two  years  the  grandfather  died  and  Wlltlam  was  thrown  upon  his  own 
resources.  His  first  work  was  upon  a  dairy  farm  with  a  meager  wage  of  eighteen  dollars 
per  month  and  eighteen  hours  work  each  day.  One  year  of  this  strenuous  labor  was 
BufBcient  to  teach  the  youth  that  those  who  wish  to  use  their  minds  in  place  of  their 
muscles  should  aspire  to  a  liberal  education,  so  he  took  the  teachers'  examination  In 
order  to  use  teaching  as  a  stepping  stone  In  securing  a  better  education.  He  taught  one 
year  In  the  country  schools  and  then  secured  employment  In  a  newspaper  olllce,  where 
he  laid  the  foundation  for  general  newspaper  work.  In  1S94  he  entered  the  State  Normal 
School  ot  South  Dakota,  where  he  was  graduated  in  the  class  of  1S98.  During  his  entire 
course,  he  earned  hla  living  expenses  by  running  the  steam  heating  plant  In  one  of 
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tlM  dormltoriee  of  the  IneUtatlon.  The  work  ma  heavr.  but  he  succeeded  In  eeonriiiK 
bfgh  standings  In  the  llterair.  oratorical  and  debating  lines.  After  graduation,  he  spent 
three  rears  as  principal  ot  schools  at  Ht  Vernon,  Wintred  and  Blunt,  South  Dakota. 
During  this  time  he  used  his  spare  momentB  In  reading  law  In  order  to  obtain  a  general 
knowledge  ot  the  principles  aa  applied  to  bnstness.  After  abandoning  the  teaching 
profesBlon,  m  accontU  ol  the  low  salarfee  paid  at  that  time,  he  went  to  Minneapolis, 
where  he  took  a  special  course  in  Journalism  and  followed  the  work  of  reporter  on  cltr 
dallies  t<xc  some  time  previous  to  purchasing  the  Trt-Countr  News  at  Irene.  South  Dakota, 
In  ISOS.  While  publisher  of  this  paper,  Mr.  Hews  filled  the  offices  of  clerk,  asBeseor, 
■ad  police  Judge.  He  also  had  oonntj  charge  of  the  state  capital  removal  campaign  fight 
in  1904.  He  made  a  good  fight  for  Pierre  and  won  through  an  efficient  county  organlEa- 
tion.  Pierre  carried  the  state  by  a  large  majority  and  the  capital  removal  problem  was 
permanently  settled. 

In  1908  Hr.  Hews  decided  to  move  west,  so  he  sold  hts  newspaper  bnsineu  and  came 
to  Idaho,  locating  at  Filer,  Twin  Falls  county.  The  town  was  then  a  little  hamlet  ot  less 
than  two  hundred  people.  Three-fourths  ot  the  laud  was  yet  covered  with  sagefaruBh. 
The  country  was  nntested  In  the  agricultural  line,  but  he  had  such  strong  talth  In  the 
future  prospects  that  he  Invested  in  two  unimproved  ranches  and  established  the  Filer 
FUms,  which  he  sold  a  few  months  later.  At  the  end  ot  a  year  he  repurchased  the  print* 
Ing  plant  and  removed  it  to  Buhl,  where  he  founded  the  Buhl  Herald,  which  grew  and 
developed  with  the  country  until  It  became' one  of  the  best  country  weeklies  In  southern 
Idaho.  In  1910  he  sold  the  Herald  and  went  to  Utah,  where  he  spent  several  weeks 
looking  over  the  state  with  a  view  of  locating  there.  After  careful  investigation,  he 
decided  to  return  to  Idaho,  where  he  purchased  the  Qlenns  Ferry  Oazette.  During  Presi- 
dent Wilson's  first  campaign  Hr.  Hews  was  secretary  ot  the  Blmore  democratic  county 
central  committee.  He  did  very  effective  political  work  both  as  secretary  of  the  com- 
mittee and  aa  publisher.  In  1914  he  removed  to  Halley,  where  he  is  now  serving  his 
second  term  as  receiver  of  public  moneys  In  the  United  States  land  office. 

In  May,  1916,  Mr.  Hews  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mrs.  Jessie  Chapln,  whose  first 
hueband,  Charles  Chapin,  was  aasistant  state  engineer  at  the  time  ot  bis  death  In  Febru- 
ary, 1B12.  Mrs.  Hews  is  the  youngest  daughtsr  ot  J.  B.  Harroun,  ot  Albion,  the  first  state 
superintendent  of  schools  In  Idaho. 

Mr.  Hews  Is  a  member  ot  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  th£  Praternal  Order 
ot  Bogles  and  the  Modem  Woodmen  ot  America.  During  the  recent  World  war,  he  took 
an  active  part  In  the  Liberty  Loan  and  other  drives  which  civilians  were  asked  to  con- 
duct in  order  to  make  our  army  efflcfent  at  home  and  atiroad.  Since  coming  to  Idaho, 
Hr.  Hews  has  done  well  socially,  politically  and  financially.  He  is  well  satisfied  with 
the  Qem  state — the  land  of  great  resources  and  opportunities.  As  an  Individual  and.aa 
a  pnUIaber  he  has  devoted  bis  energies  to  progress  and  Improvement  and  has  made  Als 
labors  ot  worth  to  Idaho— the  home  ot  his  choice. 


SIOBL  CLARK. 

Sigel  Clar^,  a  well  known  and  respected  citizen  of  Ada  county,  who  has  lived 
In  or  near  Boise  throughout  the  post  thirty-four  years,  now  owns  and  occupies  a 
ranch  ot  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  situated  six  miles  from  the  capital  city,  on 
the  Foothill  road.  He  was  bom  in  Worth  county,  Missouri,  May  29,  1S63,  and  was 
named  tor  General  Franz  Slgel,  bearing  the  cognomen  ot  Frani  Slgel  Clark  nntil 
h«  dK^ted  the  "Frani."  His  parents  were  Stephen  and  Hannah  (Shoemaker)  Qark, 
the  former  a  native  of  Highland  county,  Ohio,  while  the  latter'a  birth  occurred  In 
Pennsylvania.  Both  passed  away  In  the  state  of  Washington,  Mr.  Clark  reaching 
the  advanced  age  of  ninety-two  years,  while  his  wife  was  eighty-one  years  old  when 
called  to  her  final  rest. 

Slgel  Clark  was  a  young  man  of  nineteen  years  when  in  18S2  he  made  his  way 
westward  to  Wyoming,  while  at  the  end  of  a  year  he  removed  to  Washington,  where 
he  spent  a  similar  period.  He  next  went  to  Oregon,  in  which  state  be  remained 
tor  two  years  and  then  came  to  Idaho  in  1880.  Through  the  Intervenlnc  period, 
covering  more  than  a  third  ot  a  century,  he  has  made  his  home  in  Boise  or  vicinity. 
During  the  first  decade  of  his  residence  in  Ada  county  he  was  In  the  employ  ot  the 
late  Thomas  Davis,  being  engaged  at  ranch,  orchard  and  range  work.  On  leaving 
Hr.  Davis  he  purchased  a  fifty-acre  ranch  situated  a  halt  mile  north  of  the  fair 
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grounds  and  at  the  end  of  four  years  had  doubled  his  monejL  thereon.  He  next 
acquired  a  ranch  of  two  hundred  and  seventy  acres  located  three  and  one-bslf 
miles  west  of  Boise,  on  the  Boise  river,  on  which  he  doubted  bis  monej'  In  two  years. 
On  the  expiration  of  that  period  he  purchased  one  hundred  acres  of  land  west  ot 
the  fair  grounds  for  ten  thousand  dollars,  which  he  cultivated  for  seven  years  and 
then  sold  for  llfty  thousand  dollars  to  C.  H.  Lamberton.  who  platted  the  tract  and 
made  It  the  Lamberton  Addition  to  Boise.  Mr.  Clark  subsequently  purchased  two 
good  ranches,  comprising  two  hundred  acres,  on  the  Foothill  road,  one  embraclog 
eighty  acres  and  the  other  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  both  ot  which  are  still  In 
possession  ot  himaelt  and  his  tamlly.  The  prosperity  which  he  now  enjoys  Is  all 
the  more  creditable  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  It  has  been  acquired  entirely  through 
his  own  efforts  and  perseverance.  When  he  came  to  Idaho  he  carried  all  bis  po»- 
sesslans  In  a  pack  on  his  back,  while  today  he  is  numbered  among  the  most  successful 
agriculturists  and  representative  cltliens  of  his  community. 

Mr.  Cl&rta  has  been  married  and  has  Sve  llTine  children  and  several  grandchil- 
dren. However,  he  Is  but  flfty-aeven  years  of  age  and  looks  younger,  retaining  In 
large  measure  the  vigor  and  enthusiasm  of  his  early  manhood.  In  politics  he  Is  a 
republican,  but  has  never  sought  or  desired  office  as  a  reward  tor  his  party  fealty. 
At  the  present  time,  however,  he  Is  serving  as  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Fierce  Park 
scbool,  which  Is  located  near  his  home.  Fraternally  he  Is  Identllled  with  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  belonging  to  Lodge  No.  43  at  Meridian.  He  la  a 
likable  man  of  quiet  demeanor  and  exemplary  hablta  who  has  won  many  friends  and 
whose  career  may  well  serve  to  encourage  and  Inspire  others,  showing  what  can 
be  accomplished  when  there  is  a  will  to  dare  and  to  do. 


D.  W.  OREENBURO. 

D.  W.  Oreenburg,  representative  of  the  Day  interests  lo  the  northwest,  makea  his 
home  at  Wallace  but  Is  widely  known  In  mining  circles  throughout  the  northwest.  He 
was  bom  In  Chicago,  Illinois,  April  13.  1876.  a  son  of  Mark  J,  Oreenburg,  who  became 
one  of  the  prominent  merchants  of  his  part  of  Idaho.  He  was  one  ot  the  pioneer  settlers 
of  Idaho  county,  being  there  during  the  time  of  the  Indian  wars.  In  1SE2  he  re- 
moved to  Lewlston,  Nez  Perce  county,  where  he  established  a  store  and  carried  on  mer- 
cantile puraaits  until  1S90,  when  he  retired  from  active  business.  He  then  returned 
to  the  east,  spending  his  last  days  In  New  York,  where  bis  death  occurred  in  1913. 

D.  W.  Oreenburg  pursued  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Lewlston,  Idaho, 
and  ot  Chicago.  His  has  been  a  most  active  career,  bringing  him  a  wide  acquaintance 
throughout  the  state.  He  was  mauaglDg  editor  ot  the  Lewlston  Evening  Teller  at  one 
time  and  from  Lewlston  removed  to  Moscow,  where  he  became  managing  editor  of  the 
Dally  Star  Mirror.  In  1917  he  established  his  home  at  Wallace,  where  he  has  since  re- 
sided. He  Is  now  representative  of  the  Day  Interests  In  the  northwest  as  traveling  ex- 
aminer for  the  Hercules  Mining  Company,  the  Pennsylvania  Smelting  Company,  the 
Nortbport  Smelting  A  Reflning  Company,  Tamarack  A  Custer  Consolidated  Mining  Com- 
pany and  other  Interests  of  the  Day  Brothers. 

It  is  not  only  by  reason  ot  his  business  connections  that  Mr.  Oreenburg  is  widely 
and  favorably  known  throughout  this  section  of  the  country.  No  man  has  had  -more  to 
do  with  democratic  politics  In  Idaho  than  he.  His  insight  is  keen,  hia  vision  broad 
and  his  methods  practical  and  his  opinions  have  long  carried  great  weight  In  the  councils 
of  hIa  party.  He  was  secretary  ot  the  democratic  central  committee  of  Nez  Perce 
county  and  was  a  member  of  the  state  committee  from  that  county.  His  capability  of 
readily  grssping  all  of  the  points  of  any  question  has  been  one  ot  the  potent  elements  in 
his  leadership  in  political  circles.  In  1911  and  1912,  during  the  Hawley  administration, 
he  filled  the  office  of  chairman  of  the  state  grain  commission.  He  was  also  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Lewiston  Commercial  Club  and  since  becoming  a  resident  ot  Shoshone  county 
has  served  as  chairman  of  the  county  democratic  central  committee.  He  was  also  the 
secretary  of  the  Shoshone  County  Council  of  Defense,  was  chairman  of  the  community 
labor  board  tor  the  northern  Idaho  district:  was  field  representative  In  Idaho  for  the 
United  States  Intelligence  service  and  has  labored  most  effectively  and  untiringly  not 
only  to  further  the  Interests  of  America  in  the  World  war  but  to  support  the  country  In 
days  of  peace  along  all  the  lines  ot  permanent  progress  and  development. 

Mr.  Oreenburg  was  married  In  1912  to  Mlas  Emma  Kube,  daughter  ot  D.  H.  Kube. 
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ot  Grangevilla,  Idaho.  He  Is  one  of  the  best  known  men  of  the  etate.  having  resided 
within  its  borders  since  1877,  or  for  a  period  of  forty-three  years.  Great  indeed  have 
b«en  the  changes  which  have  occurred  during  thU  period.  Great  undeveloped  aec- 
tions  have  been  settled  and  the  natural  resources  utilized,  while  the  work  of  progress 
and  improvement  lias  been  carried  forward  io  such  a  manner  as  to  place  Idaho  upon  a 
par  with  the  older  settled  stat^  of  the  east.  With  all  ot  the  events  which  flgure  in 
Idaho's  annals  he  is  familiar  and  lie  has  one  of  the  flnest  collections  of  historical 
pictures  in  tbe  state.  Not  to  know  D.  W.  Greenburg  In  northern  Idaho  is  to  argue 
oneself  nnknown,  tor  he  has  left  the  impress  of  hia  individuality  and  his  ability  In 
targe  measure  upon  the  progress  and  interests  ot  the  commonwealth. 


B.  W.  WHEELAN. 

E.  W.  Wheelan,  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Sandpoint,  was  born  In  Grand 
Rapids,  Wisconsin,  April  26,  1S77.  his  parents  being  Edward  and  Mary  <Wright) 
Wheelan,  who  were  natives  of  Wisconsin  and  of  Indiana  respectively.  The  father  be- 
came a  lumberman  In  his  native  state,  there  carrying  on  business  for  many  years. 

E.  W.  Wbeelan  began  bis  education  at  the  usual  age  in  the  public  schools  ot  his 
native  city  and  passed  through  consecutive  Rrades  to  the  high  school,  after  which  he  be- 
came a  student  in  the  Oshkosh  (Wis.)  Normal  School.  He  then  took  up  the  profession 
of  teaching,  but  desirous  of  advancing  bis  own  education  and  thus  qualifying  for  im- 
portant professional  duties,  he  entered  the  Universl*-/  of  Wisconsin  as  a  law  student 
and  was  graduated  therefrom  with  the  class  of  1902.  He  then  openei^  an  office  in  his' 
native  city,  where  he  continued  in  practice  until  190G. 

In  the  luter  year  Mr.  Wheelan  arrived  in  Idaho,  taking  up  hia  abode  at  Sand- 
point,  which  was  then  a  part  of  Kootenai  county.  Through  the  intervening  period  he 
has  concentrated  hia  efforts  and  attention  upon  hia  law  practice  and  during  the  flfteen 
years  of  his  connection  with  the  bar  ot  northern  Idaho  he  has  been  accorded  a  liberal 
clientage  and -has  won  for  himself  a  most  creditable  position  In  protessional  circles. 
He  holds  to  the  highest  ethics  ot  the  profession  and  he  is  most  careful  and  pains- 
taking In  the  preparation  of  his  cases,  presenting  bis  cause  with  great  clearness  and 
torce.  He  has  largely  specialiseed  in  corporation  law  although  thoroughly  informed  on 
all  branches  of  Jurisprudence  and  Is  now  attorney  for  some  ot  the  largest  Interests  ot 
this  section  of  the  country.  • 

Mr.  Wheelan  was  married  to  Miss  Edith  Hoamer  and  they  have  become  the  parents 
ot  a  daughter,  Jane  Frances.  Theirs  is  an  attractive  home  by  reason  ot  its  warm- 
hearted hospitality  and  the  generous  cheer  extended  to  friends.  Mr.  Wheelan  has  never 
become  an  active  factor  in  politics  nor  sought  prominence  aside  from  his  profession, 
concentrating  his  undivided  attention  and  effort  upon  the  important  legal  Interests 
placed  in  his  care. 


RICHARD  B.  THOMAS. 

Richard  E.  Thomas,  one  of  the  three  representatives  of  Shoehone  county  In  the 
slate  legislature,  has  been  a  resident  of  Idaho  since  1902,  when  be  removed  to  this 
state  from  Butte,  Montana.  Through  the  intervening  period  he  has  been  a  valued  and 
well  known  citizen  ot  Kellogg.  He  is  a  native  of  Wales,  where  his  birth  occurred  on  the 
30th  of  May,  1S79.  his  parents  being  Henry  and  Ann  (Roberts)  Thomas,  who  are  natives 
ot  England  and  ot  Wales  respectively.  The  parents  are  now  residents  of  Seattle. 
Washington. 

Richard  E.  Thomas  spent  his  youthful  days  in  bis  native  country,  where  his  father 
followed  the  occupation  of  mining.  He  was  a  lad  ot  twelve  years  when  he  crossed  the 
Atlantic  to  thi  new  world  in  company  with  his  mother  and  two  younger  brothers,  tbe 
father  having  previously  made  the  trip  to  the  United  States  In  order  to  prepare  the  way 
for  the  coming  of  his  family.  He  established  his  home  at  Butte.  Montana,  where  he  also 
followed  mining,  and  from  the  age  ot  twelve  Richard  E.  Thomas  was  a  resident  of 
Butte,  completing  his  education  in  Its  public  schools.  He  passed  through  consecutive 
grades  to  the  high  school  and  was  graduated  therefrom  when  eighteen  years  of  age. 
Betweeb  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one  years  he  worked  to  a  considerable  extent 
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In  th«  iKVPOT  mines  at  Bntte  and  afterward  took  up  the  barber's  trado,  whldi  h«  has  slnos' 
toUowed. 

Mr.  ThomaB  datee  bis  reeldence  In  Idabo  from  1902,  in  which  rear  he  estahllshed  a 
barber  shop  on  bis  own  account  by  buTlng  out  a  hualnesa  In  Kellogs-  In  that  city  he 
now  owns  one  of  the  best  and  most  modemly  equipped  barber  shops  in  northern  Idaho 
and  is  condnetlng  an  extensive  business. 

In  April,  1905,  Mr.  Thomas  was  united  In  marriage  to  BUsa  Anna  Mae  Bamhart, 
a  native  of  Missonrl,  the  ceremony  taking  place  at  Wardner,  Idaho.  They  now  have 
two  daughters,  Sadie  Bernlce  and  Bdwlaa  Jane,  who  are  twelve  and  Sve  rears  of  age 
respectively. 

Mr.  Thcanas  has  always  given  stalwart  political  allegiance  to  the  republican  party 
and  his  devotion  to  the  public  welfare  has  brought  him  election  to  (Ace.  He  Is  now 
the  president  ot  the  Kellogg  city  council  and  be  is  also  a  member  of  the  state  legislature, 
being  one  of  the  two  representatives  of  Kellogg  In  the  lower  house.  He  was  elected  In 
191S  and  he  la  serving  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Immigration  and  labor.  He 
Is  also  a  member  of  the  flsh  and  game  committee,  and  the  committees  on  cities  and  towns, 
waterways  and  drainage  and  mines  and  mining.  He  labors  untiringly  to  secure  the 
adoption  of  those  bills  whtcb  he  believes  will  prove  beneflcial  as  laws  of  th«  state. 
Fraternally  Mr.  Thomas  is  connected  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  Fraternal 
Order  of  Eagles  and  Is  now  president  of  Wardner  Aerie  No.  170.  He  Is  likewise  the 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Kellogg  Oun  Club,  which  he  organised  in  1915.  He  flnds 
his  chief  recreation  In  hunting  and  Sshlng  and  is  one  of  the  expert  trap  shootera  ot 
northern  Idaho,  being  the  possessor  of  a  number  ot  gold  medals  because  of  the  skill 
which  be  has  displayed  in  that  connection. 


MARK  J.  OREENBURQ. 


The  subject  of  this  sketch,  now  deceased,  was  a  type  of  pKmeer  who  believed  In 
keeping  bis  community  In  the  front  ranks  ot  progression,  and  during  his  many  years' 
residence  in  Idaho  and  Nee  Perce  counties  he  was  first  am<og  the  substantial  oitisens 
to  encourage  the  advancement  ot  his  community. 

Bom  In  New  York  state  December  2G.  1S4E.  he  was  a  son  of  Henry  W.  and  Harriet 
Qreenburg,  and  spent  his  earlier  days  following  mercantile  pursuits  In  New  York, 
Michigan  and  Illinois,  coming  to  Idaho  In  the  TOs  and  locating  at  Mount  Idaho,  where 
he  became  assdclated  with  his  uncle.  Major  Blrka  Binnard,  In  the  general  merchandise 
business. 

Following  a  successful  business  career  In  Mount  Idaho,  he  r«naved  to  Lewlston, 
where  In  18S2  he  built  and  conducted  a  department  store,  believed  to  have  been  the 
first  ot  the  kind  to  ever  have  been, established  In  Idaho.  This  venture  did  not  prove  the 
success  he  had  hoped  for,  the  public  In  those  days  not  appreciating  the  up-to^ate  methods 
which  he  had  adopted,  and  he  abandoned  this  plan  for  the  conduct  of  a  mercantile  busi- 
ness on  lines  more  adapted  to  the  community. 

Mr.  Qreenburg  was  a  man  highly  esteemed  by  all  who  came  In  ccmtact  with  him 
and  though  frequently  Importuned  by  leading  men  In  the  state  to  enter  politics,  he  re- 
mained steadfast  in  his  refusals,  preferring  to  assist  In  the  upbuilding  ot  his  community 
and  In  the  development  of  the  country  in  his  own  way. 

In  1874  Mr.  Qreenburg  was  united  In  marriage  with  Jeannette  Estella  Binnard,  of 
Buffalo,  New  York,  and  Immediately  afterward  they  came  to  Idaho.  Six  children  were 
bom  to  them:  Daniel  W.,  Isaac  Newton,  Rachel,  Morris,  Mildred  and  Sadie.  Mr.  Qreen- 
burg died  in  1913  In  New  York  city,  where  his  widow  now  resides.  With  the  excep- 
tion ot  one  son,  Isaac  Newton,  who  died  In  New  York  city  In  1917,  all  of  the  children  are 
llTtng. 


TREMAIN  MBRTON  OSBORN. 

Tremaln  Merton  Oshorn,  a  sheepman  ot  Idaho  residing  at  Halley,  was  bom  in 
Alexandria,  Minnesota,  June  2,  1S77,  and  was  but  five  years  of  age  when  his  parents, 
Israel  and  Sarah  Oaborn,  came  with  their  family  to  Idaho,  settling  In  Boise.  In  188B 
a  removal  was  made  to  Halley,  where  the  father  had  previously  taken  up  his  abode, 
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KQd  In  the  schools  of  Halley,  Tremaln  H.  Osbom  pursued  bis  early  education.  He 
afterward  became  a  student  In  the  Slate  Unlversltr  at  Mosoow,  Idaho,  His  father,  who 
was  a  minister  of  the  Eptscop&l  chnrch  and  one  of  the  earliest  of  the  faith  In  Idaho,  put 
forth  vyerr  effort  that  the  son  might  bare  excellent  edacational  opportunities  and  thus 
beeome  well  quallfled  for  life's  practical  and  responsible  duties. 

After  completing  bis  studies  Tremaln  M.  Osborn  enlisted  in  the  United  States 
armr  for  service  in  the  Philippines  as  a  member  of  Companr  D>  First  Regiment  of 
Idaho  Volunteer  Infantrr,  with  which  he  served  under  Colonel  Jones  and  Major  Mc- 
CWTille,  With  bis  cwnmand  he  participated  In  the  capture  of  Manila,  was  in  the  en- 
gagement at  Santa  Ana  and  other  milltarr  contests  on  the  island.  He  received  an 
honorable  discharge  at  San  Francisco,  California,  In  October,  1889,  after  which  he  re- 
turned to  Hailey  and  went  upon  his  father's  ranch  on  Wood  river.  He  has  since  given 
his  attention  to  its  further  development  and  cultivation,  having  here  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  of  land,  which  was  entered  as  a  homestead  claim  from  the  government.  He 
employs  practical  and  sclentiflc  methods  In  the  deve1(vment  of  the  property  and  his 
fields  are  now  highly  cultivated,  while  his  energy  and  sound  Judgment  are  roanlfeat  tn 
his  successful  sheep  raising  interests. 

In  1906  Mr.  Osbom  was  married  to  Mtss  Mabel  Iden,  a  daughter  of  Charles  and 
Nettle  (HInahaw)  Iden  and  a  native  of  Smith  Center,  Kansas.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oshora  are 
now  parents  of  Sve  children;  Florence,  OrvIUe, 'lisveta.  Alta  and  Russell.  Mr.  Oebom 
votes  with  the  republican  party  and  bis  religious  faith  is  that  of  the  Episcopal  cburdi. 
His  life  has  ever  been  actuated  by  high  and  hc»iorable  principles  and  he  Is  a  man  of 
liberal  education,  broad-minded,  intelligent  and  discriminating,  who  in  the  conduct  of 
Us  business  affairs  Is  not  only  furthering  his  own  fortunes  but  also  advancing  the 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  district  tn  which  be  lives. 


JOHN  H.  WOURMS. 

John  H.  WourmB,  of  Wallace,  member  of  the  bar,  who  has  specialised  in  mining 
law,  is  now  at  the  head  of  the  legal  department  of  the  Day  interests  and  as  such  li 
prominently  known  as  one  of  the  leading  corporation  lawyers  of  Idaho.  He  was  bom 
In  Ohio,  August  21,  1872.  His  father,  a  native  of  France,  was  born  near  Orleaoa,  and 
coming  to  the  United  States,  was  naturalized  In  1866.  From  Ohio  he  removed  to  New* 
too,  Kansas.  He  married  Mary  Sobn,  a  native  of  Prague,  Bohemia,  and  for  some  years 
tbey  resided  in  the  Buckeye  state  before  taking  up  their  abode  in  the  middle  west. 

John  H.  Wourms  was  a  pupil  in  the  public  schools  of  Ohio  and  following  the  re- 
moval of  the  family  to  Kansas  attended  the  State  Unlversi^  there  In  1S96.

Ing  for  the  practice  of  law,  he  removed  to  Wallace,  Idaho,  in  1898  and  entered  upon  the 
active  work  of  the  profession.  Through  the  Intervening  years  he  has  made  steady 
progress  as  a  representative  of  the  bar  and  now  occupies  a  most  enviable  position  as 
a  leading  corporation  lawyer  of  Idaho,  his  ability  being  Indicated  In  the  fact  that  he 
has  be«i  chosen  as  the  bead  of  the  legal  department  of  the  Day  interests.  He  has  made 
a  very  close  and  discriminating  study  of  mining  law  and  his  ability  In  this  connection 
la  pronounced.

He  is  a  broad-minded  man  In  relation  to  all  vital 
public  questions  and  in  the  solution  of  prt^Iems  of  general  interest  brings  to  bear  the 
same  analytical  qualities  that  he  displays  In  bis  law  practice. 


HON.   OSCAR  E.   HAILEY. 

Hon.  Oscar  E.  Hailey,  wlK)  throughout  almost  his  entire  life  has  resided  In  the 
northwest,  an  Interested  witness  of  its  growth  and  development  and  in  later  years 
an  active  factor  In  Its  business  progress,  now  makes  his  home  at  St.  Maries,  Idaho, 
where  for  eleven  years  he  has  been  engaged  In  the  hardware  trade.  His  fellow 
townsmen,  having  noted  his  fidelity  and  reliability  In  public  affairs  ss  well  as  fn 
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business  life,  called  bim  to  the  office  of  state  senator  and  he  Is  now  representing 
Benewah  count)'  in  the  upper  bouse  ot  the  general  assembly. 

Hr.  Hailey  was  born  In  southern  Illinois,  December  10,  1870,  a  son  of  James 
H.  and  Martha  (Miller)  HaUey,  who  were  natives  ot  Kentucky  and  Illinois,  respec- 
tively. The  son  was  reared  at  Tunnel  Hill,  Illinois,  and  acquired  a  common  school 
education,  while  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he  taught  one  term  of  school.  He 
early  became  Identified  with  merchandising  and  at  the  age  of  eighteen  left  home 
to  come  to  the  west  with  the  desire  of  trying  his  fortunes  In  this  aection  of  the 
country.  He  spent  twenty  years  In  Oakesdale,  Washington,  where  he  engaged  In 
clerking  in  stores  and  banks  for  some  time,  and  later  embarked  In  the  hardware 
business  at  that  place.  In  1908  be  sold  his  stock  of  goods  In  Washington  and 
removed  to  St.  Maries.  Idaho,  where  be  has  since  owned  and  conducted  a  large 
hardware  store,  his  trade  steadily  increasing  by  reason  of  hla  progressive  business 
methods,  his  thorough  reliability,  his  reasonable  prices  and  his  earnest  deelre  to 
please  bis  patrons.  He  devotes  his  attention  unfalteringly  to  his  business  interests 
and  to  bis  public  duties,  and  be  is  now  a  member  of  the  Northwestern  Hardware  ft 
Implement  Association. 

Oa  the  8tta  of  February,  1893,  Mr.  Hailey  was  married  In  Oakesdale,  Wash- 
ington, to  Mies  Carrie  Sharon,  also  a  native  of  Illinois  but  reared  In  Kaasas.  They 
have  one  son,  James  E.  Hailey,  who  Is  now  serving  on  the  Rhine  in  Oermany  with 
the  United  States  military  forces.  He  enlisted  in  April,  1917,  when  but  seventeen 
years  of  age,  Joining  the  arm;  Immediately  after  the  declaration  of  war.  He  had 
previously  served  with  the  Montana  State  Onard,  so  that  he  had  had  some  military 
training  and  experience.  He  is  now  a  member  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
seventh  United  States  Infantry  and  was  In  the  active  fighting  for  several  weeks. 
This  son  is  like  his  father  In  stature  and  build,  both  being  six  feet  and  one  inch 
In  height. 

Mr.  Hailey,  Sr.,  has  taken  a  most  active  part  in  war  work  in  his  county,  doing 
everything  in  his  power  to  support  the  government.  HU  political  allegiance  Is 
given  to  the  republican  party  and  while  in  Washington  ha  served  In  1903  as  a 
member  ot  the  state  senate  from  the  ninth  senatorial  district.  Following  hia  removal 
to  Idaho,  he  was  elected  to  the  offlce  of  mayor  ot  St.  Maries  and  gave  to  the  clly 
a  businesslike  and  progressive  administration  during  his  term  of  service.  In  1918 
be  was  elected  by  a  good  majority  to  the  offlce  ot  state  senator  ot  Idaho  and  Is  now 
serving  on  the  committees  on  highways  and  bridges,  on  corporations  and  on  the 
Journal  committee.  His  county  of  Benewah  is  only  tour  years  old  and  he  is  most 
carefully  safeguarding  its  Interests  In  the  upper  house.  Hla  record  Is  a  creditable 
one  In  every  relation  ot  lite,  (or  he  has  been  actuated  by  a  progressive  spirit  and 
has  made  consUnt  advancement,  each  forward  step  bringing  him  a  broader  outlook 
and  wider  opportunities,  which  he  has  promptly  and  wisely  utilised. 


MAJOR  WILLIAM  W.  WOODS. 

Major  William  W.  Woods,  ot  Wallace.  Judge  ot  the  first  Judicial  district  ot  Idaho, 
was  born  In  Burlington.  Iowa,  January  M,  1843.  and  is  a  son  ot  James  W.  and  Katherine 
(Chapin)  Woods,  the  former  a  native  of  New  Hampshire,  while  the  latter  was  bom  lb 
New  York.  In  young  Tnsnhood  the  father  taught  school  In  Virginia  and  there  took  up 
the  study  ot  law.  He  traveled  on  horseback  to  TlllnolB,  where  he  engaged  In  the  practice 
of  hlB  profession  In  pioneer  times,  and  In  1836  removed  to  Burlington,  Iowa,  where  he 
became  a  prominent  member  ot  the  bar. 

It  was  In  the  schools  ot  his  native  ctty  th«t  Major  Woods  began  his  education,  which 
he  continued  In  Howe'a  Academy  at  Mount  Pleasant.  Whether  inherited  tendency,  nat- 
ural predilection  or  environment  bad  moat  lo  do  with  shaping  his  career  In  life,  It  Is 
perhaps  Impossible  to  determine,  but  that  he  undertook  the  professional  activity  for 
which  nature  well  qualified  him  Is  a  definite  fact  -  After  studying  law  under  the  direc- 
tion ot  J.  C.  and  B.  J.  Hall,  he  was  examined  for  the  bar  In  1861,  although  he  was  yet 
too  young  to  be  licensed  to  practice.  On  the  Hth  ot  August  ot  that  year  he  enlisted  as  a 
private  In  Pyle's  Regiment  of  Lancers,  which,  however,  was  disbanded  in  October  ot  the 
same  year.  Major  Woods  then  recruited  men  from  the  disbanded  organltation  and  formed 
the  Fourth  Iowa  Cavalry,  ot  which  he  became  second  lieutenant  He  did  much  scout 
work  and  guerrilla  warfare  In  Missouri  and  Arkanaas  and  afterward  participated  in  the 
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siege  of  Vlcksburg,  baving  command  of  hts  ctunpany  as  flret  lieutenant  for  a  period  of 
nine  months.  He  wme  later. promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain  and  subsequently  to  that 
of  major  and  was  mustered  out  of  the  army  on  the  26tb  of  September,  1865. 

In  June  of  the  following  year  Major  Woods  was  admitted  to  practice  at  Burlington, 
Iowa,  and  entered  upon  the  actire  work  of  the  profession  In  Sidney,  Iowa,  there  remain- 
ing from  1866  until  1870.  During  the  two  succeeding  years  he  was  a  representative  of 
the  bar  of  Conncll  Bluffs  and  on  the  £2d  of  February,  1ST2,  removed  to  Salt  Lake  City. 
On  the  10th  of  Hay,  1884,  be  arrived  in  Shoshone  county.  Idaho,  casting  in  his  lot  with 
its  earliest  settlers.  In  fact  he  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Eagle  City,  which  was  then  a 
city  of  tents.  The  only  building  upon  the  present  site  of  Wallace  at  that  time  waa  the 
cabin  of  Colonel  Wallace.  Uajor  Woods  entered  upon  the  practice  of  law  and  has  bIu'Sm 
followed  his  profession  in  the  Coenr  d'Alene  district,  covering  a  period  of  thlrty-elx 
years.  In  May,  ISSl,  he  opened  bis  law  office  In  Wallace,  where  he  has  since  remained, 
and  through  the  intervening  period  he  has  been  accorded  a  large  practice  of  an  Important 
character  and  his  devotion  to  bis  clients'  Interests  has  been  proverbial.  In  1907  he  waa 
elected  Judge  of  the  first  Judicial  district  and  has  been  re-elected  at  each  succeeding 
election  since  that  time.  His  supporters  never  considering  hia  party  afflliatloiis  in  the 
least  degree  because  of  his  marked  capability,  fairness  and  Impartiality  In  the  discharge 
of  bis  official  duties. 

Judge  Woods  has  taken  a  very  prominent  part  in  public  affairs  since  coming  to 
Wallace,  He  has  always  been  prominently  identified  with  the  democratic  party  and  is 
a  Arm  believer  In  Us  principles.  He  was  made  a  member  of  the  constitutional  conven- 
tion, thtu  serving  when  Idaho  was  admitted  to  the  Union.  He  was  one  of  the  organ- 
isers and  the  first  president  of  the  Shoshone  County  Bar  Association  and  la  atlll  at  the 
head  of  that  organization.  He  is  likewise  an  honorary  member  of  the  State  Bar  asso- 
dation. 

On  the  7th  of  November,  1874,  Judge  Woods  was  married  In  Salt  Lake  City  to 
Malvlna  C.  Whitney,  and  he  has  two  stepdaughters:  Mrs.  Daisy  Allen,  of  Wallace,  and 
Mra.  Verona  Betts,  of  Spokane,  Washington.  Judge  Woods  and  his  wife  have  long 
occupied  a  prominent  position  in  social  circles  and  he  is  widely  known  in  connection 
with  the  Qrand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  the  Masonic  fraternity.  In  the  latter  he  haa 
held  membership  for  more  than  a  half  century  and  now  belongs  to  Shoshone  Lodge 
No.  26,  P.  ft  A.  H.  He  has  long  been  a  recognized  leader  among  the  veterans  of  the 
Civil  war  in  this  section  of  the  state,  assisted  In  organizing  Tecumseh  Post,  0.  A.  R.,  of 
Wallace,  and  has  been  Judge  advocate  of  the  state  organization.  The  spirit  of  patriotism 
and  of  valor  which  prompted  bis  enlistment  as  a  member  of  the  Union  army  when  a 
youth  of  but  twenty  years  has  been  manifest  throughout  his  entire  life  In  his  support  of 
all  plans  and  purposes  to  benefit  the  country  and  advance  high  American  Ideals,  and  thus 
In  every  relation  of  life  he  has  been  as  true  and  loyal  to  his  country  as  when  he  followed 
the  nation's  starry  banner  cm  the  battlefields  of  the  south. 


G.  R.  SCOTT. 

Q.  R.  Scott,  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Press  Publishing  Company  of  Coeur  d'Alene, 
was  born  at  Caribou,  a  mining  camp  near  Boulder,  t^olorado,  on  the  Sth  of  May,  1S76, 
his  parents  being  Qeorge  and  Johanna  (McKnlght)  Scott.  The  father  waa  bom  m  Glen- 
garry county,  Canada,  and  the  mother's  birth  occurred  In  Boone  county,  Iowa.  The 
former  was  a  merchant  and  contractor  and  In  the  latter  capacity  went  to  Colorado  in 
186B.  After  living  in  that  state  for  several  years  be  removed  td  the  Black  Hills  of  Da- 
kota, where  he  engaged  In  the  lumber  business.  In  1884  be  returned  to  Colorado, 
where  he  was  again  active  in  business  for  a  time  but  eventually  retired  and  removed  to 
Coeur  d'Alene  in  1916.  In  politics  he  has  ever  been  an  earnest  republican  and  for  sev- 
eral years  served  as  postmaster  at  Caribou. 

G.  R.  Scott  attended  the  public  schools  in  the  Black  Hills  and  also  in  Colorado  and 
in  early  life  became  interested  in  newspaper  work.  ReallEing  the  necessity  of  further 
education,  he  attended  the  University  of  Colorado,  where  ha  took  np  the  study  of  med- 
icine, but  In  1894,  before  completing  his  course,  be  turned  hts  attention  to  mining  at 
Cripple  Creek.  For  several  years  he  was  engaged  in  merchandlalng  and  was  a  travel- 
ing salesman  for  a  wholesale  paper  house  of  Omaha,  Nebraska,  before  coming  to  Coeur 
S'AIene.  Upon  his  removal  to  Idaho  he  became  associated  with  J.  T.  Scott  as  owner  of 
the  Press  and  he  Is  now  the  owner  of  the  Press  Publishing  Company.    Tbla  paper  Is 
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the  oldest  established  rn  Kootenai  couatr  and  baa  tbe  only  Aasoctated  Press  dispatcbes 
In  the  district.  Mr.  Scott  has  made  it  a  very  pTOgresalve  paper,  a  leader  in  all  cItIc 
enterprlBeB  and  a  stalwart  supporter  oF  every  interest  tor  tbe  general  good.  He  dls- 
cusses  questions  clearly  and  forcefully  and  his  editorials  are  extaasively  quoted.  He 
was  the  first  editor  In  Idaho  to  take  up  the  campaign  against  the  Noo  Partisan  Leigue 
and  was  the  first  In  the  st'te  to  openly  oppose  the  I,  W.  W. 

In  1900,  In  Colorado,  Mr.  Scott  was  married  to  Mlsa  Pearl  Forney  ol  Beayer  City, 
Nebraska,  who  Is  associated  with  blm  In  his  newspaper  enterprise.  They  b>ive  one  son, 
Donald.  Mr.  Scott  Is  a.  member  of  Ihe  Masonic  lodge  and  also  Elks  Lqdge,  No.  12M,  at 
Coeur  d'Alene.  in  which  be  holds  office.  He  is  very  active  and  prominent  in  tbe  Knights 
of  Pythias,  Is  a  past  chancellor  at  the  local  lodge  and  has  been  grand  keeper  ot  the 
records  and  seal  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Idaho.  HIi  political  endorsement  is  given  the 
republican  party  and  be  attends  all  of  the  county  and  state  canventions.  His  entire 
career  has  been  tbe  expression  of  modern  day  progress  and  advancement. 


W.  L.  PENNEY. 

W.  L.  Penney,  the  well  known  publisher  of  tbe  Kellogg  News,  published  at  Kel- 
logg, Sboshone  county,  is  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  bis  birth  having  occurred  at 
Fayette  City.  July  8.  1868.  He  acquired  a  common  school  education  and  early  In 
life  began  learning  the  printer's  trade,  with  which  he  has  since  been  identllled.  He 
came  to  Idaho  in  1903,  when  about  thirty-five  years  of  age.  and  has  since  l>een 
connected  with  newspaper  publication  in  this  state.  He  first  took  over  tbe  Wardner 
News,  now  the  Kellogg  News,  and  has  published  the  paper  through  tbe  intervening 
period  ot  seventeen  years.  He  makes  It  a  stipporter  of  republican  principles  and 
the  News  is  also  the  champion  of  every  progressive  measure  having  to  do  with  the 
development  of  city  and  state. 

Mr.  Penney  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Cbrletlne  Undqulst.  of  Ortouvllle, 
Minnesota,  and  they  have  bet^tme  the  parents  ot  four  children.  Sarah,  William,  John 
and  Thomas.  Mr.  Penney  and  hia  family  are  widely  known  In  Kellogg,  and  he  Is 
most  keenly  Interested  In  civic  affairs,  his  endorsement  and  support  of  any  public 
measure  always  securing  to  it  a  large  following. 


FRANCIS  JENKINS. 

Francis  Jenkins,  bursar  of  tbe  University  of  Idaho  at  Moscow,  is  a  native  ot 
Wales,  his  btrth  having  occurred  at  Bettws.  Caermarthenshire.  on  the  12th  of  March, 
1850.  He  is  a.  son  of  Divid  and  Hannah  (JonesI  Jenkins  and  his  boyhood  days 
were  passed  In  his  native  land  until  he  bad  reached  the  age  of  twenty.  Crossing 
the  Atlantic  to  the  new  world,  he  first  settled  at  Coal  Port.  Melga  county.  Ohio,  where 
he  engaged  in  coal  mining,  and  In  1870  he  removed  westward  to  Ottumwa.  Wapello 
county.  Iowa,  where  he  again  engaged  in  mining  coal.  In  April.  1877,  he  made  his 
way  to  the  Black  Hills  ot  Dakota  and  during  the  gold  excitement  there  engaged  In 
placer  mining  and  tor  a  time  had  charge  of  contract  work  in  mining.  In  January, 
1884,  he  arrived  In  Idaho,  settling  first  al  Prltchard  creek  during  the  mining 
excitement  there.  In  connection  with  others  he  put  up  Ice.  which  he  sOld  and 
delivered  in  the  summer  of  188*.  He  also  devoted  considerable  attention  to  mining 
and  became  one  ot  the  prominent  and  Infiuential  residents  of  that  district  In  pioneer 
times.  In  the  fall  of  1884  he  was  elected  county  treasurer  of  Shoshone  county,  at 
which  time  Pierce  City  was  the  county  seat,  but  following  the  election  it  was  re- 
moved to  Murrav.  Idaho.  Mr,  Jenkins  entered  upon  the  duties  of  that  position, 
which  he  filled  acceptably  for  two  years.  In  July,  1886,  he  took  charge  ot  the 
Bunker  Hill  and  Sullivan  mines  at  Wardner.  Idaho,  where  he  remained  for  seven 
years  or  until  1893.  and  during  the  last  five  years  of  that  period  was  mine  super- 
intendent. Desirous  of  engaging  in  business  on  his  own  account,  he  then  opened 
UP  gold  mines  at  the  bead  of  Trail  creek  In  Idaho  near  Murray  and  built  a  ton- 
stamp  mill  which  he  operated  tor  two  years.  On  the  expiration  of  that  period  he 
again  went  Into  tbe  field,  examining  mines.  In  1898  and  1899  he  was  general  man- 
ager tor  the  Virtue  Consolidated  mines,  located  at  Baker  City.  Oregon,  and  at  Sliver 
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Clt7.  Idaho,  occupying  that  position  for  two  years.  Once  more  he  went  Into  the 
fleld,  examining;  mines,  and  In  the  fall  of  190S  was  called  to  public  office,  being 
elected  representative  from  Latab  county  to  the  state  legislature,  serving  during 
the  seventh  session  of  that  body.  He  continued  in  the  office  for  two  terms.  In  190G 
he  was  appointed  to  his  present  position  as  burear  of  the  8tate  Unlverelty  at  Moscow. 

Thus  in  various  ways  Mr.  Jenkins  has  been  prominently  connected  with  the 
development  and  progress  of  Idaho  and  since  taking  up  bis  abode  in  Moscow  he 
has  served  for  two  years  as  a  member  of  the  city  council.  Through  the  period  oC 
the  World  war  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  County  Council  of  Defense  and  he 
was  elected  president  of  the  Latah  County  Protective  Association  at  a  mass  meeting 
held  at  Moscow  in  the  city  park  July  10,  1917.  His  influence  is  ever  on  the  side 
of  progress  and  Improvement  and  his  labors  have  been  far-reaching,  effective  and 
beneOcial. 

In  November,  1S71,  Mr.  Jenkins  was  united  In  marriage  to  MIbb  Mary  Cornelia 
Cosper,  a  native  of  Ottumwa,  Iowa,  and  a  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Susan  (Bollinger) 
Gosper.  They  have  become  the  parents  of  two  children,  Andrew  Thomas  and  Ger- 
trude May,  the  latter  now  the  wife  of  Edward  M.  Hulme,  formerly  of  Moscow  but 
now  touring  Europe,  to  be  absent  one  year. 

Mr.  Jenkins  Is  well  known  as  a  representative  of  Masonry,  being  a  past  grand 
master  of  Idaho  Lodge  and  past  grand  commander  of  the  Knights  Templar  of  Idaho. 
He  is  also  a  past  exalted  ruler  of  Moscow  Lodge,  No.  249,  B.  P.  O.  E.  He  was  dele- 
gated to  organize  the  Rotary  Club  at  Moscow  and  was  elected  its  flrst  president  In 
the  fall  of  1919.  His  political  allegiance  has  always  been  given  to  the  republican 
party  and  he  is  an  unfaltering  supporter  of  its  principles.  His  study  of  the  pollttcu.* 
issues  and  conditions  of  the  country  led  him  to  give  earnest  support  to  the  party 
at  the  time  he  acquired  American  citizenship.

and  stock  raising.  He  Is  also  a  director  of  the  Bruneau  State  Bank  and  is  regarded 
as  an  enterprising  and  progressive  business  man — one  who  early  realized  the  value 
of  Industry  and  diligence  as  factors  In  the  affairs  of  life. 

In  1903  Mr.  Noble  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Mollie  Tuggle,  a  native  of 
Kentucky  and  a  daughter  of  John  Tuggle,  Mr.  Noble  is  a  supporter  of  the  repub- 
lican party  and  Is  now  fliling  the  office  of  county  commissioner,  dlscliargtng  hl.<i 
duties  with  promptness  and  fldelity.

W.  H,  Hoover,  of  Wallace,  connected  with  mining  Interests  as  a  representative 
of  the  Hercules  mine,  was  bom  in  Pettis  county.  Missouri,  July  5.  1879,  his  parents 
being  Wlnfield  3.  and  Annie  (Fisher)  Hoover,  the  former  a  native  of  Maryland, 
while  the  latter  was  born  in  Missouri.  The  father  was  a  farmer  by  occupation  and 
in  1884  removed  to  Montana,  where  be  carried  on  agricultural  pursuits.     At  length

be  made  bis  way  to  th(>  Pacific  northwest,  settling  in  Spokane,  Washington,  where 
he  engaged  In  the  teaming  baslness. 

W.  H.  Hoover  was  but  a  young  lad  at  the  time  ot  tbe  removal  of  bis  parents  to 
Montana  and  In  the  common  schools  of  that  state  he  pnrsaed  bis  earlj  edncatloD, 
while  later  he  continued  bla  studies  In  tbe  high  school  at  Spokane.  He  has  been 
dependent  upon  his  own  resources,  however,  from  the  age  ol  fltteen  years.  From 
18BT  until  1899  he  was  engaged  in  railroading  and  In  1S99  became  a  resident  of  the 
Coeur  d'Aiene  district.  Here  he  took  up  mining  and  Is  now  identified  with  the 
development  o(  the  Hercules  mlve. 

Mr.  Hoover  was  married  to  Hlsa  Qretchen  Zumhof  of  Moscow,  Idaho,  daughter 
of  Fred  Zumhof,  a  blacksmith.  They  have  one  son,  Eugene  William.  FratemaUy 
Mr.  Hoover  is  connected  with  tbe  Elks. 


JOHN  LUCAS. 


John  Lucas,  filling  the  office  of  assistant  county  treasurer  of  Shoshone  county 
and  making  his  home  in  Wallace,  was  bom  In  New  Brunswick,  October  21,  1S88,  his 
parents  being  the  Rev.  Acqullla  and  Harriet  (Bridges)  Lucas,  the  former  a  minister 
of  the  Methodist  church  who  spent  his  entire  life  In  Canada.  John  Lucas  completed 
bis  education  In  the  high  school  at  Sussex,  New  Brunswick,  Canada,  and  when  fifteen 
years  of  age  started  out  In  the  business  world  on  his  own  account.  He  was  first 
employed  as  a  clerk  in  a  targe  mercantile  establishment  and  since  1907  he  has  been 
a  resident  of  Idaho.  Making  his  way  to  Wallace,  he  here  engaged  in  the  clotblng 
and  men's  furnishing  goods  business.  For  six  years  he  was  connected  with  th« 
Board  of  Trade  as  Secretary,  filling  the  position  until  the  Ist  of  August,  1919. 
He  is  now  acting  as  assistant  treasurer  of  Shoshone  county  and  Is  making  an  excel- 
lent record  In  public  office  by  reason  of  bis  fidelity  to  duty,  bis  tborongbness  and 
bis  systematic  manner  of  handling  tbe  work  of  the  office.  He  baa  also  become 
extensively  Interested  in  mining  In  the  northwest 

In  1912  Mr.  Lucas  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Josephine  Bolger,  a  daughter 
of  Ed  Bolger,  who  In  1884  came  to  Idaho,  settling  in  Myrtle.  He  was  thus  identified 
with  tbe  pioneer  development  of  the  sMte  and  bis  daughter,  Mrs.  Lucas,  was  tbe 
first  white  girl  born  at  Wardner,  Idaho.  Her  father  became  tbe  proprietor  of  tbe 
Spokane  Hotel  at  Wardner,  where  be  settled  In  the  period  of  early  development 
there,  and  In  the  growth  and  progress  of  the  district  be  took  a  prominent  part.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lucas  have  been  born  three  children:  Helen,  Edward  and  Dorothy. 
Mr.  Lucas  has  ever  fully  recognised  the  duties  and  obligations  of  citicenship  and 
bis  cooperation  at  all  times  can  be  counted  upon  to  further  any  plan  or  measure 
tor  the  general  good.  Fraternally  be  Is  a  Mason  and  an  Elk  and  Is  very  prom- 
inent In  the  former  organlsatton,  proving  most  loyal  to  Its  teachings  and  purposes, 
while  among  the  members  of  the  craft  he  Is  held  In  the  highest  esteem.  The  same 
feeling  of  confidence  and  goodwill  is  entertained  for  him  by  all  who  have  come  In 
contact  with  him  In  other  relations. 


BENRT  a.  LABRUM. 

Henry  O.  Labrum,  a  prosperous  and  enterprising  ranchman  residing  on  a  forty- 
acre  tract  of  land  tour  and  one-half  miles  northwest  of  Boise,  on  the  Foothill  road, 
was  born  on  South  Cottonwood  creek,  ten  mllea  south  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
October  19,  1870.  His  father,  Henry  O,  Labrum.  Sr..  was  born  near  London,  Eng- 
land, and  in  young  manhood  same  to  the  United  States  as  a  Mormon  convert.  In 
Salt  Lake  City  he  wedded  Miss  Jane  Griddle,  whose  birth  also  occurred  near  Lon- 
don, England,  and  who  crossed  tbe  Atlantic  to  the  new  world  as  a  young  girl  In 
company  with  her  parents,  who  were  Mormon  converts.  Her  father  died  on  the 
plains  en  route  to  Dtah,  while  her  mother,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Mary  Bull, 
reached  the  advanced  age  of  eighty  years,  six  months  and  seventeen  days,  passing 
away  In  Utah,  February  10,  1894.  Henry  Q.  Labrum,  Sr.,  who  was  married  but 
once,  died  about  seven  years  ago,  at  the  age  of  seventy-two,  but  is  still  survived 
by  bis  widow,  who  yet  makes  her  home  In  Utah  and  has  reached  the  age  of  seventy- 
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eigbt  yeore.     Tber  became  the  parents  of  ten  children,  six  sons  and  four  daughters, 
of  whom  eight  are  yet  IWlng. 

Henry  G.  Labrum,  who  was  the  third  In  order  of  birth  tn  his  father's  family. 
Is  the  only  representative  thereof  in  Idaho,  his  brothers  ana  sisters  naving  remained 
in  Utah.  When  three  years  of  age  he  was  taken  by  his  parents  to  Hillard  county, 
In  southern  Utah,  where  he  was  reared  to  farm  work  and  obUined  his  education 
tn  an  academy  at  Fillmore.  On  attaining  his  majority  he  became  a  Mormon  mis- 
sionary, laboring  as  such  in  the  Indian  Territory  for  twenty-three  months.  He  then 
returned  to  Hillard  county,  Utah,  and  on  the  10th  of  January,  1894,  was  married 
to  Sarah  Emma  Oreenbalgb,  the  ceremony  taking  place  In  the  temple  at  Mantl, 
Sanpete  county.  Sbe  was  born  in  Millard  county,  Utah,  October  4,  1873,  a  daugh- 
ter of  Peter  and  Mary  Ann  (Flaher)  Greenbalgb.  Her  father  was  born  on  a  boat 
while  bis  parents. .  Abram  and  Sarah  Greenhslgb,  were  making  their  way  up  the 
Platte  river  en  route  to  Utah  as  Mormon  converts  from  England.  Peter  Greenhaigh 
still  survives  and  makes  his  home  In  Salt  Lake  City,  but  his  wife,  Mrs.  Mary  Ann 
(Fisher)  Oreenhalgb,  who  was  a  native  of  Utah,  passed  away  in  1880.  In  the  year 
1900  Mr.  ana  Mrs.  Labrnm  removed  from  Mlllsrd  county,  Utah,  to  Blaine  county, 
now  Camas  county,  Idaho,  where  they  purchased  a  ranch  and  later  proved  up  on  a 
homestead.  In  1915  they  exchanged  the  latter  pjace  for  their  present  ranch  of 
fort;  Acres  northwest  of  Boise,  In  the  cultivation  of  which  Mr.  Labrum  Is  meeting 
with  well  deserved  -success. 

Hr.  and  Mrs.  Labrum  have  become  the  parents  of  seven  children.  Leslie  Glen, 
who  was  bom  January  1.  1895,  and  who  Is  married  and  has  four  children,  resides 
on  a  ranch  near  that  of  his  parents.  He  holds  a  good  position  In  the  Ford  Garage 
In  Boise.  Eva.  whose  birth  occurred  December  23,  1896,  Is  employed  as  a  telephone 
operator  in  Boise.  Elva,  twin  sister  of  Eva,  holds  a  position  as  a  stenographer  in 
Boise.  Mary  Levon,  whose  natal  day  was  September  29,  1901,  Is  likewise  employed 
as  a  stenographer  In  Boise.  Zlna,  bom  March  28,  1906,  Is  a  high  school  student. 
Neil  Q.  was  born  on  the  8tb  of  June,  1909.  Emma,  the  youngest  of  the  family,  flrst 
opened  her  eyes  to  the  light  of  day  on  the  15th  of  August,  1913. 

The  family  is  of  the  Mormon  faith.  Mr.  Labrum  served  as  presiding  elder  In 
Camas  county  for  seven  years  and  later  became  second  counselor  to  the  bishop,  lo 
serving  at  the  time  of  his  removal  to  Ada  county.  He  Is  now  one  of  the  high  coun- 
selors In  the  Boise  stake'  under  President  Heber  Q.  Hale.  He  also  held  the  offlce  - 
of  school  director  in  Camas  county.  His  baa  been  a  busy,  useful  and  honorable  life 
and  he  enjoys  the  high  regard  and  esteem  of  an  extensive  circle  ot  friends  and 
acquaintances. 


GEORGE  H.  FRBEDLANDER. 

Business  enterprise  found  a  stalwart  exponent  In  George  H.  Preedtander.  whose 
progressive  spirit  and  determination  were  manifest  in  all  that  be  undertook  and  who 
by  reason  of  his  Individual  eflort.  Intelligently  directed,  bad  gained  a  prominent 
position  in  the  business  circles  of  Idaho.  He  was  particularly  well  known  In  eoa- 
nection  with  banking  and  was  also  one  ot  the  interested  partners  of  the  Coenr 
d'Alene  Lumber  Company.  Hr.  Freedlander  was  bom  In  Chicago,  November  19, 
1874,  his  parents  being  William  H.  and  Anna  (Blay)  Freedlander.  His  father  was 
foreign  correspondent  for  several  large  wholesale  firms  of  Chicago  and  fluently 
spoke  and  wrote  seven  different  languages,  which  enabled  him  to  conduct  trade 
Interests  with  people  of  various  nationalities. 

George  H.  Freedlander  was  but  a  small  boy  at  the  time  of  his  father's  death. 
He  then  left  Chicago  and  went  to  Black  River  Falls,  Wisconsin,  to  live  with  his 
grandparents  and  while  there  residing  attended  the  public  school  and  also  further 
continued  his  education  In  a  business  college.  When  a  youth  of  thirteen  he  began 
working  In  the  cranberry  marshes  of  that  state  and  through  his  labors  was  enabled 
to  continue  his  edncatlon,  meeting  the  expenses  Incident  thereto.  After  completing 
bis  high  school  course  he  worked  nights  and  Saturdays  as  a  bookkeeper  In  a  foundry 
and  machine  shop.  Subsequent  to  the  completion  of  his  course  In  business  college 
he  entered  a  bank  as  bookkeeper  and  In  that  way  acquainted  himself  with  the  bank- 
ing business,  with  the  lumber  trade,  and  with  mining  and  farming  Interests,  tor 
he  acted  as  private  secretary  In  the  bank  and  looked  after  many  interests  tor  the 
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president  ot  the  iDBtltutloD — iDtereetfl  which  gave  blm  keen  Inalgtit  and  broad  ex- 
perience In  buBiness  BfTalrs.  In  1904  he  removed  to  the  west,  thinking  to  enjoy 
better  bualneea  opportunities  In  this  great  and  growing  section  ol  the  country.  He 
was  attracted  to  the  Coeur  d'Alene  district  of  Idaho  and  became  connected  with 
the  Exchange  Bank  In  the  city  of  Coeur  d'Alene,  In  which  he  remained  until  1907. 
In  that  year  he  organlied  and  became  manager  of  the  Idaho  Bank  A  Trust  Com- 
pany at  St.  Joe.  Idaho,  but  In  1910  returned  (o  the  Exchange  Bank  at  Coeur  d'Alene 
as  Its  vice  president.  In  1911  he  was  made  cashier  of  the  First  Bank  of  Harrison, 
of  which  he  was  a  large  stockholder,  and  In  1912  he  became  aBsoclated  with  the 
American  Bank  ft  Trust  Company,  looking  after  many  of  Its  holdings  In  the  north- 
west and  In  Canada.  He  was  also  manager  and  treasurer  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Pair 
ft  Racing  Asabdatlon  during  hla  connection  with  the  American  Bank  ft  Trust  Com- 
pany. In  1914  he  entered  Into  active  association  with  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Lumber 
Company  as  manager  and  to  the  duties  of  this  position  devoted  hla  time  and  energies 
to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  man  ot  very  sound  Judgment  in  business  affairs, 
bis  keen  sagacity  being  manifest  In  various  tangible  ways.  Whatever  he  undertook 
he  carried  forward  to  successful  completion  and  his  enterprise  and  energy  enabled 
him  to  overcame  all  the  difflcultlea  and  obstacles  in  his  path. 

In  1906  Mr.  Preedlander  was  married  to  Miss  Alice  Newton,  who  was  bom  In 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  Her  father  was  a  prominent  lumbannan  of  Minnesota  and  of  Iflaho 
and  tor  several  years  lived  in  Coeur  d'Alene.  Hr.  and  Mrg.  Freedlander  became  the 
parents  of  two  children,  George  and  Bruce.  Mrs.  Freedlander  has  been  very  prom- 
inent In  the  social  and  club  life  of  Coeur  d'Alene  and  her  home  has  been  one  of  the 
attractive  social  centers  of  the  city.  , 

Hr.  Freedlander  duHnK  the  World  war  period  took  a  most  helpful  part  In  sup- 
porting all  war  activities.  He  was  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Kootenai 
County  Council  of  Detenae  and  he  so  developed  and  perfected  the  organisation  that 
in  every  Liberty  Loan,  Red  Cross,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  other  drives  the  county  raised 
from  twenty-five  to  seventy-five  per  cent  more  than  Its  quota.  He  gave  untiringly 
of  his  efCort  and  of  his  means.  He  brought  the  soundest  business  Judgment  to  bear 
and  In  every  precinct  created  an  organisation  that  extended  also  to  every  village  and 
city  in  the  county.  When  the  Quota  was  first  assigned  the  old  county  organisation 
was  used,  but  when  Benewah  county  was  set  off  from  Kootenai  county  the  quota 
remained  the  same  and  yet,  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Freedlander  and  the  organ- 
isations which  he  bnilt  up,  the  county  at  all  times  went  over  the  top.  In  days  of 
peace  Hr.  Freedlander  was  equally  earnest  In  supiwrt  of  those  Interests  which  ar« 
promoted  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce — Interests  which  make  for  civic  betterment 
and  for  the  growth  and  development  of  the  city  In  every  way.  His  political  allegiance 
was  given  to  the  republican  party  and  he  was  prominent  In  political  circles.  He 
had  served  as  city  clerk  and  as  police  judge,  but  whether  In  office  or  out  of  It  he  was 
ever  doing  the  beat  possible  for  the  welfare  and  progress  of  his  community.  Frater- 
nally he  was  connected  with  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  In  Uaaonry 
he  had  taken  the  degreea  of  the  York  and  Scottish  Rites  and  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 
His  was  never  a  "one-mile  radius  brain,"  but  on  the  contrary  he  looked  at  every 
vital  question  from  a  broad  standpoint,  considering  public  needs  and  opportunities, 
and  his  labors  have  Indeed  been  tangible  efforts  for  public  advancement  and  saccess. 


L.  B.  STOCKSLAOBR,  H.  D. 

While  Dr.  L.  B.  Stockslager  has  engaged  In  the  practice  of  medicine  In  Wallace 
tor  only  about  a  year,  be  has  been  an  active  representative  of  the  profession  In  this 
section  of  the  country  since  1914,  or  the  year  In  which  he  won  bis  profesalonal 
degree.  He  was  born  In  Oalena,  Kansas,  September  6,  1884,  a  son  of  Charles  Oscar 
and  Carrie  F.  (Bryce  )  Stockslager.  The  father,  who  was  born  In  Indiana,  prepared 
for  the  bar  and  engaged  In  practice  at  Valparaiso  and  at  Lebanon,  Indiana.  In  the 
early  'TOs  he  removed  to  Kansas,  settling  at  Galena,  where  be  filled  the  office  of 
county  attorney,  remaining  a  reeldent  of  the  Sunflower  state  for  more  than  a  decade. 
In  1886  he  came  to  Idaho  and  has  since  been  a  resident  of  this  state.  He  was  a^ 
pointed  receiver  of  the  United  States  land  office  at  Halley  and  occupied  that  position 
for  two  years.  He  was  then  elected  Judge  ot  the  fourth  Judicial  district  and  remained 
upon  the  bench  for  twelve  years.     Still  higher  Judicial  honors,  however,  came  to 
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htm  In  his  election  to  the  supreme  bencli,  upon  whlcb  be  serred  lor  tour  yean,  prov- 
ing lilmself  the  peer  of  the 'ablest  membere  who  have  graced  the  court  of  last  resort. 
During  two  fears  at  that  period  be  was  chief  Justice  of  Idaho.  He  practiced  law  In 
Twin  Falls  with  eminent  success  and  for  two  years  was  Judge  of  the  fourth  Judicial 
district  of  Idaho.  He  Is  now  located  at  Shoshone,  where  he  continues  an  active 
representative  of  tbe  legal  profession,  being  regarded  as  one  of  the  eminent  lawyers 
of  the  state.  In  1906  be  was  made  tbe  candidate  for  governor  on  tbe  democratic 
ticket.  He  has  long  exercised  a  widely  felt  Influence  over  public  thought  and  action, 
leaving  tbe  Impress  of  bis  Individuality  for  good  upon  tbe  development  of  tbe  state 
aa  well  as  upon  the  records  of  the  courts. 

Dr.  Stockslager  pursued  his  preliminary  education  lu  the  schools  of  Halley  and 
of  Lewlston,  Idaho,  having  been  but  two  years  of  age  when  brought  by  his  parenta 
to  the  northwest.  Later  he  attended  tbe  State  University  and  then  In  preparation 
for  the  practice  of  medicine,  which  he  had  decided  to  make  hla  life  work,  he  entered 
the  Barnes  Medical  College  at  St  Louis,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1908  with 
tbe  M.  D.  degree.  Returning  to  the  northwest,  he  opened  an  otDce  at  Twin  Falls, 
where  he  remained  for  two  years  and  then  became  associated  with  the  Milwaukee 
Railroad  at  Great  Falls,  Montana.  In  1914  be  removed  to  Burke,  where  he  prac- 
ticed for  about  five  years,  and  in  1919  opened  an  office  In  Wallace,  where  already  he 
has  built  up  a  large  and  gratifying  practice,  bis  well  earned  reputation  having  made 
bim  widely  knowu  In  Wallace  even  before  be  took  up  his  abode  In  tbe  city. 

In  1917  Dr.  Stockslager  was  married  to  Miss  Sllen  F.  Campion,  a  native  of  New 
Tork,  and  they  have  one  son,  William  Charles.  Fraternally  Dr.  Stockslager  Is  con- 
nected with  tbe  Klks  Lodge  No.  331  at  Wallace.  Anything  which  tends  to  bring  to 
man  tbe  key  to  the  complex  mystery  which  we  call  life  awakens  his  deep  Interest 
and  earnest  enthusiasm.  He  Is  most  conscientious  in  the  performance  of  every  pro- 
fessional duty  and  is  most  careful  at  all  times  to  conform  his  practice  to  the  high- 
est ethical  standards  of  tbe  profession. 


BARL  D.  FARHIN. 

Earl  O.  Farmln,  engaged  in  tbe  real  estate,  loan  and  Insurance  business  at  Sand- 
point,  Is  a  representative  of  one  of  the  old  pioneer  families  of  the  Coeur  d'AIenes,  be- 
ing a  son  of  LoreuEo  D.  Farmln,  who  assisted  In  platting  tbe  town  of  Sandpoint  and  has 
been  an  active  factor  in  Its  development  and  progress  throughout  tbe  Intervening  years. 
He  was  born  In  Oshkoeh,  Wisconsin.  March  4.  1843,  bis  parents  being  Morris  and  Lu- 
ctnda  H.  (Rose)  Farmln,  who  were  residents  of  CbJcaio  when  the  second  city  of  the 
Union  contained  a  population  of  less  than  Bve  hundred.  Later  they  removed  to  Osh- 
koah,  'Wisconsin,  where  the  father  engaged  In  the  sawmill  and  planing  business,  bis 
mills  occupying  what  Is  now  the  business  section  of  Oshkosb.  Bubaequently  he  re- 
moved to  Prairie  du  Chlen,  Wisconsin,  where  he  continued  in  tbe  same  line  of  btul- 
nesB,  and  In  18C6  went  to  Houston.  Minnesota,  where  he  engaged  In  farming.  His  son, 
Lorenzo  D.  Farmln,  was  educated  In  tbe  public  schools  of  Wisconsin  and  of  Minnesota 
and  also  spent  one  term  as  a  student  In  a  commercial  college  at  La.  Croaae,  Wisconsin. 
His  attention  was  then  given  to  farming  until  1864,  when  he  responded  to  the  oonntry's 
call  for  aid,  although  a  youth  of  but  sixteen  years.  He  Joined  the  Eleventh  Minnesota 
Infantry,  with  which  he  served  until  the  close  of  hoetilltles.  Later  he  took  up  the  oc- 
cupation of  farming  near  Houston  and  was  thus  engaged  until  1881,  during  which  time 
he  made  several  trips  across  the  continent  to  the  western  coast.  In  the  year  mentioned 
he  became  Identified  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  which  was  then  con- 
structing Its  lines  westward.  He  served  as  telegraph  operator  and  his  wife,  who  ac- 
companied him  on  the  trip,  devoted  Iver  leisure  hours  to  the  mastery  of  telegraphy.  For 
tour  years  Mr.  F^rmin  continued  in  the  employ  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  and  after- 
ward was  associated  with  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  as  telegraph  operator  In 
connection  with  the  construction  department  for  two  years,  while  the  lines  were  be- 
ing builded  through  Montana.  He  afterward  became  station  agent  for  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific at  Arlee  and  Ravalli.  Montana,  and  was  associated  with  the  company  until 
1388.  He  then  resigned  bis  position  and  returned  to  Minnesota,  being  for  three  years 
thereafter  engaged  In  the  hotel  business  at  Jasper.  His  next  removal  took  him  to  Aber- 
deen, S6uth  Dakota,  as  the  representative  of  the  McCormick  Harvester  Company  and 
after  two  years  be  again  entered  the  employ  of  tbe  Great  Northern  Railway  Company 
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as  sUtlon  agent  and  telegrapb  operator  at  Sandpofnt,  Idaho,  entering  upon  tbe  dutlM 
of  this  poflltlon  In  October,  1S9S,  hlB  wife  acting  as  night 'operator.  When  he  came  to 
Sandpolnt  the  town  contained  a  population  of  but  two  hundred.  He  continued  as  agent 
for  the  Oreat  Northern  for  about  seven  years,  bis  wife  becoming  telegraph  operator 
and  after  he  resigned  bis  position  she  was  appointed  agent.  Mr.  Fannin  homesteaded 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  including  a  part  of  the  town  elte,  and  platted  a  portion  of 
tUe.  He  donated  the  land  on  which  the  Central  enhool  sUnds  and  be  has  Uken  a  most 
actlye  and  helpful  Interest  in  promoting  the  upbuilding  and  progress  of  the  town  and 
county-  He  was  one  of  the  organisers  of  the  Bonner  County  National  Bank  and  be- 
came one  of  Its  directors.  As  the  years  have  passed  his  labors  have  constituted  a  potent 
dement  In  the  derelopment  and  progrese  of  this  section  of  the  etate,  hie  efforts  largelT 
advancing  Its  material.  Intellectual,  social,  political  and  moral  growth.  He  Is  a  de- 
voted member  of  the  Methodist  church,  of  which  his  wife  is  also  a  loyal  representative. 
Re  la  a  charter  member  of  the  Masonic  lodge  and  likewise  holds  memberahip  wltb  the 
chapter,  the  commandery  of  Spokane  and  with  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  also  belongs  to 
the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

It  was  at  Qold  Hill,  Nevada,  on  the  2d  of  March,  1S76,  that  Mr.  Farmln  was  united 
In  marriage  to  Miss  Ella  M.  Miller,  a  daughter  of  Dr.  Samuel  R.  Miller,  of  Oold  HiU. 
Mrs.  Farmln  was  born  In  Minnesota.  She  has  been  very  active  In  tbe  club  and  aoelal 
life  of  Sandpolnt  and  her  contribution  to  the  welfare  and  development  of  the  community 
has  been  no' unimportant  one. 

The  only  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lorenio  D.  Farmln  is  Earl  D.  Farmln,  whose  name 
Introdacee  tble  review.  He  was  bom  In  Vli^nla  City,  Nevada,  In  1S80  and  was  reared 
In  Idaho  when  this  section  of  the  state  was  a  pioneer  district.  For  some  time  he  has 
occupied  a  prominent  position  In  business  circles  as  a  real  estate,  loan  and  insurance 
agent,  having  secured  a  large  clientele.  He  has  lived  at  Sandpolnt  from  the  age  of 
twelve  years  and  has  been  a  most  Interested  witness  of  Its  progress  and  Improvement, 
at  all  times  bearing  hie  full  share  in  the  work  of  general  development  and  In  pro- 
motion of  those  Interests  which  are  a  matter  of  civic  virtue  and  civic  pride. 

Earl  D.  Farmln  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Nannie  B.  Wray,  who  Is  a  native  of 
Blk  City,  Kansas,  and  at  one  time  a  teacher  In  the  schools  of  Sandpolnt,  Idaha  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Farmln  have  four  children:    Wray,  RolUn,  Ellamae  and  Ted. 

In  politics  Mr.  Farmln  has  always  been  an  earnest  republican  and  his  party  made 
him  Its  successful  nominee  for  the  offlce  of  representative  from  Bonner  county  In  the 
eleventh  and  thirteenth  general  assemblies  of  Idaho,  where  he  gave  thoughtful  and 
earnest  consideration  to  all  the  Important  problems  presented  to  that  body.  He  served 
Bfl  food  administrator  of  Bonner  county  at  the  t,hne  of  the  World  war  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Council  of  Defense.  The  work  Instituted  by  his  father  in  pioneer  tlmee  baa  t>een 
carried  forward  by  him.  Father  and  son  are  still  associated  in  business  under  the  Arm 
style  of  L.  D.  Farmln  *  Son  and  no  hlatory  of  this  section  of  the  state  would  be  com- 
plete without  extended  reference  to  them  because  of  the  Importance  of  their  activities 
in  relation  to  the  settlement,  development  and  improvement  of  this  aectlou  of  the  state. 

ALEXANDER  BARCLAY,  H.  D. 

Dr.  Alexander  Barclay,  who  since  1917  has  been  connected  with  the  Coeur  d'Alene 
Hospital  Company,  Ltd.,  and  enloys  an  extensive  practice,  ccmlng  to  blm  in  recognltlos 
of  bis  skill  and  professional  ability,  was  born  In  St  Paul.  Minnesota,  August  12,  lSg2, 
his  parents  being  Alexander  and  Effle  M.  (Rogers)  Barclay^ the  former  a  native  of  New 
Jersey  and  the  latter  of  New  York.  The  father  was  long  Identified  with  the  Insurance 
business  and  at  an  early  day  he  removed  to  St  Paul,  where  he  became  prominently 
known  In  political  circles  and  was  private  secretary  to  P.  H.  Kelly,  one  of  the  democratic 
leadera  of  the  state. 

In  the  acquirement  of  his  educatlcm  Dr.  Barclay  of  this  review  attended  the  Mechanic 
Arts  high  school  and  also  the  University  of  Minnesota,  In  which  he  prepared  for  his  pro- 
fessional career,  completing  his  course  by  graduation  with  the  clasa  of  1907.  During  the 
following  year  he  was  connected  with  St,  Mary's  Hospital  at  Duluth,  Minnesota,  and  In 
1908  was  located  at  Cloqnet,  near  Duluth.  where  he  conducted  a  hospital  that  in  1918 
was  destroyed  by  Are.  He  had.  In  February,  1917,  removed  to  Coeur  d'Alene  and  bectmte 
connected  with  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Hmpltal,  which  Is  the  only  one  In  Kootenai  county. 
This  has  a  very  extensive  patronage,  being  a  splendidly  equipped  Instltutltm  with  forty 
beds.    Bverything  that  scieni^  has  given  to  man  to  aid  In  surgical  work  Is  here  found 
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and  the  X-ray  apparatus  Is  unsurpassed  on  the  Pacific  coast.  Dr.  Barclay  speclallzeB  In 
surgery  and  is  contract  surgeon  tor  the  Winton,  Blackwell,  Rose  Lake  and  Rutledge 
Lumber  Companies  and  other  smaller  concerns.  He  Is  also  examiner  lor  several  ol  the 
old  line  Insurance  companies  and  is  a  most  prominent  representative  of  tbe  profession. 
While  in  Minnesota  he  was  very  active  as  a  member  of  the  medical  societies  of  Dulntli 
and  of  Cloquet  and  he  was  largely  instrumental  in  organizing  the  Kootenai  County 
Medical  Society. 

In  1908.  Dr.  Barclay  was  married  to  Miss  Agnes  Gedney.  of  St.  Paul,  a  daughter  of 
Charles  B.  Gedney.  a  wholesale  pickle  and  condiment  manufacturer,  nbo  has  large  hold- 
ings In  Minnesota,  conducting  his  business  under  the  name  of  M.  A.  Oedney  A  Company, 
the  establishment  being  one  of  the  oldest  of  the  kind  In  Minneeota.  To  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Barclay  have  been  born  three  children.  Barbara,  Alexander  (III)  and  C.  Qedaey.  During 
tbe  period  of  tbe  World  war  both  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Barclay  took  a  very  active  part  in  work 
connected  with  the  prosecntlon  of  tbe  war.  Mrs.  Barclay  acted  as  one  of  the  Instructors 
of  tbe  Red  Cross  and  Dr.  Barclay  was  cbalrman  of  tbe  Kootenai  County  Chapter  of  the 
Red  Cross  and  conducted  first  aid  classes.  He  also  held  examinations  for  candldatee  and 
had  a  large  class  at  Coeur  d'Alene,  making  a  ai^endld  record,  tbe  work  of  his  classes 
being  unsurpassed  by  that  of  any  In  Idaho.  Dr.  Barclay  was  also  connected  with  every 
drive  held  In  connection  with  tbe  war  and  be  not  only  cared  for  bis  own  practice  but 
also  that  at  several  other  physicians.  Fraternally  Dr.  Barclay  is  connected  with  tbe 
Masons,  not  only  as  a  member  of  the  blue  lodge,  but  also  as  a  representative  of  the  York 
and  Scottish  Rites,  and  he  is  likewise  a  member  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Elks  lodge.  No.  12M.  and  of  the  Delta  UpsUtm  fraternity.  His  political 
allegiance  is  given  to  the  democratic  party  and  he  has  filled  the  position  of  health  otllcer. 
In  civic  affairs  he  has  always  manifested  the  keenest  Interest  and  his  life  work  has  been 
of  real  worth  and  value  to  his  fellow  men.  white  hts  position  as  a  representative  of  the 
medical  profeasion  of  tbe  northwest  is  a  most  prominent  and  enviable  one. 


JUDOB  E.  R.  HENDERSON. 

Judge  E.  R.  Henderson,  probate  Judge  of  Boundary  county  and  a  resident  of  Btm- 
ners  Ferry,  Is  among  the  cltliens  that  Pennsylvania  has  furnished  to  Idaho,  tor  he  Is 
a  native  son  of  Susquehanna  county,  Pennsylvania,  his  birfh  occurring  October  3,  1S47. 
His  parents  were  Charles  M.  and  Elizabeth  IKnapp)  Henderson,  the  former  a  native  of 
New  York,  while  the  latter  was  born  in  Pennsylvania.  The  father  was  a  tanner  of 
Iowa,  to  which  state  he  removed  In  1866,  settling  first  in  Muscatine  county,  while  later 
he  became  a  resident  of  Jasper  county,  that  state. 

Judge  Henderson  was  a  lad  of  but  nine  years  when  the  family  home  was  established 
in  Iowa  and  there  he  continued  bis  education,  which  had  been  begun  in  the  public  schools 
of  Pennsylvania.  After  bis  textbooks  were  put  aside  he  began  farming  in  Jasper  county, 
where  he  remained  until  1874  and  then  removed  to  Marysvllle,  California.  In  October 
of  that  year,  however,  he  started  across  the  country  with  team  and  wagon  tor  Salem, 
Oregon,  and  on  reaching  his  destination  he  took  up  farming.  Subaequently  he  followed 
the  same  occupation  tor  three,  years  in  Umatilla  county,  Oregon,  but  In  the  spring  of 
1880  removed  to  Spokane  county,  Washington,  where  be  homeeteaded  near  Rockford, 
becoming  one  of'  the  pioneer  farmers  of  that  locality.  After  residing  there  for  about 
eighteen  years  he  became  a  resident  of  St.  'Maries,  Benewah  county,  Idaho,  which  was 
then  a  small  Tillage.  He  was  actively  connected  with  tbe  development  and  upbuilding 
of  the  district  and  in  ISSS  be  began  preaching  at  St.  Maries,  where  he  assisted  In. or- 
ganizing the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  tn  1901  he  removed  to  Deer  Park,  Washington, 
where  he  was  Instrumental  in  bnlldlng  a  parsonage.  In  1906  he  accepted  a  pastorate  at 
Bonners  Ferry  and  from  1910  until  1912  was  located  at  Elberton.  Washington.  In  the 
latter  year  be  returned  to  Bonners  Ferry  and  settled  upon  a  small  ranch  which  he  has 
since  made  his  home.  In  1916  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  probate  Judge  and  the 
prompt,  systematic  and  capable  manner  In  which  he  discharged  his  duties  Isd  to  his 
reelection  In  1918.  He  is  now  widely  known  throughout  Idaho  by  reason  of  his  con- 
tribution to  the  moral  progress  of  the  state  and  his  keen  Interest  in  and  support  of  educa- 
tional matters.  In  a  word  his  labors  have  been  a  potent  force  in  the  uplift  and  benefit 
of  his  fellow  citizens  and  wherever  known  he  Is  highly  esteemed  and  honored. 

In  1871  Judge  Henderson  was  married  to  Miss  Jennie  Jeffries,  a  daughter  of  Salem 
Jeftries.  a  prominent  pioneer  of  Jasper  county,  Iowa,  who  served  as  a  member  of  the 
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leElslatare  of  tbat  state  during  the  period  of  the  Civil  war  and  was  a  most  proKresslTe 
and  induentlal  resident  of  Jasper  county.  The  children  of  Judge  and  Htb.  Henderson 
are:  Harry  A.,  who  la  a  rancher  of  Boundarr  conntj;  Mrs.  Ada  Butler,  llvltiK  in  Spo- 
kane: and  Mrs.  Orace  Richardson,  who  also  makes  her  home  In  Si>okane. 

Fraternally  Judge  Henderson  is  connected  with  the  Knights  of  Pythlaa  and  with 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  has  gained  a  wide  acquaintance  In  Idaho 
since  coming  to  this  st«te  and  he  Is  largely  familiar  with  the  development  of  the  north- 
west, with  which  he  has  heen  connected  tor  forty-three  years. 


PETER  ALBINOLA. 


Peter  Alblnola,  Identified  with  mining  interests  In  the  Coeur  d'Alene,  making  his 
home  at  Kellogg,  was  horn  near  Lake  Laugana,  In  northern  Italy  hear  the  Swiss  border, 
on  the  IBth  of  October,  1S59,  hie  parents  being  PeUr  and  Roele  Christina  Alblnola.  He 
was  a  stone  mason  and  contractor  who  became  prominently  identified  with  railroad 
construction  In  Hontevldeo. 

Peter  Alblnola  porsued  bis  education  In  the  schocds  of  his  native  country  to  the  age  of 
twelve  years,  when  he  began  learning  the  trade  of  a  bricklayer  In  Milan.  He  afterward 
,  worked  in  France,  Oermany  and  Switserland  and  for  three  years  served  with  the  Italian 
army  before  coming  to  the  United  States  in  1S82.  Malting  his  way  to  the  new  world,  he 
proceeded  across  the  country  to  Butte,  Montana.  He  was  afterward  employed  as  a  wood- 
.  chopper  at  Glendale  and  prospected  for  gold  near  Eagle  City,  afterward  going  to  Butte. 
In  1884  Be  went  to  Australia,  where  he  remained  for  nine  months,  and  In  188G,  return- 
ing to  the  United  States,  he  to(A  up  his  abode  at  Wardner,  Idaho,  where  he  again  worked 
at  the  bricklayer's  trade  and  also  in  the  mines.  As  the  years  have  passed  he  has  be- 
come more  and  more  closely  connected  with  mining  Interests  and  is  now  the  president 
of  the  Lombardl  Mining  Company  and  also  has  other  mining  property,  For  a  quarter 
of  a  century  he  was  In  the  liquor  business  In  Kellogg  He  was  also  one  o(  the  dlrect<»a 
and  a  stockholder  of  the  State  Bank  but  sold  his  interest  therein  and  made  Investment 
of  the  proceeds  In  Liberty  bonds. 

Mr.  Alblnola  was  married  to  Miss  Lacy  Qandolo,  a  native  of  Italy,  whom  he  wedded 
when  on  a  Joamey  back  to  tbat  country  to  visit  his  parents.  Mrs.  Alblnola  la  a  daughter 
of  Paul  Qandolo,  who  was  a  stone-cutter.  To  this  marriage  the  following  children  have 
been  bom,  namely;  Romeo,  who  is  now  deceased;  Rosa;  Rottert;  Clara,  now  the  wife 
of  John  Colonelll;  Fred;  Marian;  and  Peter. 

Mr.  Alblnola  Is  a  charter  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  at  Kel- 
logg and  also  belongs  to  the  Fraternal  Order  of  Eragles.  In  politics  he  Is  very  active  as 
a  supporter  of  the  democratic  party  and  in  1913  be  was  elected  a  member  of  the  city 
council,  of  which  he  is  stlU  a  representative.  He  has  been  connected  with  the  connoil 
through  the  period  In  which  all  of  the  modem  Improvements  of  Kellogg  have  been  made 
and  his  Bid  and  Influence  have  always  been  on  Uke  side  of  progress  and  municipal  de- 
velopment Mr.  Alblnola  is  truly  a  self-made  man.  Starting  out  In  life  on  his  own 
account  when  a  lad  ot  but  twelve  years,  his  career  has  been  om  of  diligence  and  In- 
dustry and  the  success  which  he  has  achieved  Is  attributable  entirely  to  his  perseverance 
and  his  labors.  Not  only  has  he  gained  a  ccnnfortable  competence  but  since  coming  to 
the  new  world  has  proved  himself  to  be  one  hundred  per  cent  American. 


J.  B.  BRODT. 

J,  B.  Brody,  filling  the  position  ot  county  auditor  of  Boundary  county  and  making 
his  home  at  Bonners  Ferry,  was  bom  In  Urbana,  Benton  county,  Iowa,  March  18,  1879, 
his  parents  being  John  R.  and  Jane  (Rouse)  Brody,  the  former  a  farmer  by  occupation. 
After  attending  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town,  J.  B.  Brody  continued  his  educa- 
tion In  Tllford  Academy  at  Vinton.  Iowa,  and  when  his  textbooks  were  put  aside  made 
his  Initial  step  In  the  business  world  by  engaging  in  the  drug  bustness  at  Titonka,  Iowa. 
Later  he  was  connected  with  the  drug  trade  at  Algona,  at  Iowa  Falls  and  at  Lake  City, 
Iowa,  and  was  manager  ot  a  drug  store  at  Orting,  Washlngtcm.  Later  he  removed  to 
Elma,  Washington  and  purchased  a  drag  store,  which  he  conducted  until  ISM,  when  he 
became  a  resident  of  Bonners  Ferry.     Here  for  thirteen  years  he  ^as  engaged  In  the 
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drug  buelness.  malnUlDing  a  veil  aqalpped  Btore,  In  wbicb  be  carried  aa  eztenslre  ftnd 
flue  line  of  drugs  and  dmgglsU'  Bundrlee,  a  liberal  patronage  being  accorded  blm.  In 
1919  be  was  elected  to  the  office  of  countr  auditor  of  Boundary  county  upon  tbe  republi- 
can ticket.  He  Is  not  a  politician  In  tbe  tisually  accepted  sense  of  tbe  term  bat  bU 
fellow  townsmen,  recognlctng  hfs  abtllty  and  bis  devotion  to  the  general  welfare,  sought 
bla  eeivlcas  In  this  connection  and  be  Is  now  capably  fllllng  tbe  office. 

Mr.  Brody  was  married  to  Miss  Harriet  C.  Gray,  a  daughter  of  George  Gray,  a 
sawmill  owner  and  lumber  dealer,  who  is  one  of  the  active  and  prominent  business  men 
of  Entlat,  Washington,  harlng 'large  holdings.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brody  have  been  born 
tonr  children,  Harriet  Florins,  Eleanor  Carcllla,  Ruth  and  Mary  Jane. 

Mr.  Brody  has  always  been  keenly  Interested  In  community  affairs  and  has  occupied 
a  pOBltltn  of  leadership  fuconnection  with  many  interests  baring  to  do  with  tbe  up- 
bnildlng  and  development  of  the  community.  He  was  an  active  war  worker,  Is  a  leading 
member  of  the  Knigbta  of  Pythias  and  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  of 
Bonners  Perry.  Those  who  know  him.  and  be  has  a  wide  acquaintance,  speak  of  blm  in 
terms  of  warm  regard,  and  Boundary  county  classes  him  with  her  repreaentative 
citlMss. 


THOMAS  J.  HUMBIBD. 

For  twenty-one  years  a  resident  of  the  northwest  and  now  president  of  tbe  Hnmbird 
Lumber  Company  of  Sandpolnt  and  otherwise  prominently  connected  with  the  busiseu 
Interests  of  that  city,  ThcHuas  J.  Humblrd  was  bom  In  Brasil,  South  America,  in  1865. 
His  father,  John  A.  Humblrd,  waa  a  railroad  contractor  who  executed  large  contracts 
(or  the  Britl^  government. 

The  son,  Thomas  J.  Hnmbird,  early  in  life  became  connected  with  the  lumber  busi- 
ness in  Wieconsin  and  was  a  representative  of  tbe  Weyerbauser  Interests.  Thus  he  be- 
came familiar  with  every  phase  of  the  business  and  in  189S  be  removed  to  the  nortU- 
weet,  seeking  the  opportunities  offered  In  this  eection  of  the  country.  He  was  made 
general  manager  of  tbe  Humblrd  Lumber  Company  at  Sandpolnt,  a  corvoration  that 
hod  been  organiied  in  Wl8c<»i8in.  Tbe  busineos  has  been  developed  along  most  sub- 
stantial lines  and  has  long  since  reached  gratifying  proportions.  Mr.  Humblrd  has 
been  elected  to  the  presidency  of  the  company  and  is  also  a  well  known  figure  in  flnanclal 
circles  of  the  city,  being  the  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Sandpolnt  and 
vice  president  of  Old  National  Bank  of  Spokane.  The  Humblrd  Lumber  Company  Is 
largely  engaged  in  the  manufacturo  of  white  pine  and  cedar  products  and  its  hnslness  is 
one  of  the  important  induetrial  enterprises  of  this  section  of  the  state.

Dur- 
ing the  war  period  be  was  very  active  in  support  of  all  Interests  having  to  do  with 
tbe  advancement  of  federal  activities  and  was  one  of  the  organisers  of  the  work  In  the 
four  Liberty  Loans.  Throughout  his  entire  life  he  has  measured  up  to  the  highest 
standards  of  manhood  and  cltltensblp  and  all  who  know  him  speak  of  bim  In  terms  of 
the  highest  regard. 


OBOROB  W.  WALKBR. 

George  W.  Walker,  engaged  In  the  real  eitate  and  insurance  business  at  Wallace, 
was  born  at  Fort  Dover,  Ontario,  Canada,  Jane  i,  1S62.  His  father,  Nathaniel  Osborne 
Walker,  was  also  a  native  of  Port  Dover,  where  the  family  lived  through  eeveral  gen- 
erations, receiving  the  original  grant  of  land  long  In  poeseeaion  of  tbe  family  from  King 
George  III.  Nathaniel  O.  Walker  was  graduated  from  Oxford  University  and  became 
a  very  prominent  representative  of  tbe  medical  profession.  His  eldest  son  became  the 
president  and  promoter  of  the  Port  Dover  A  t«ke  Huron  Railroad,  which  uJtimately 
was  merged  Into  tUe  Grand  Trunk  Railroad. 

George  W.  Walker  pursued  his  education  In  tbe  schools  of  Fort  Dover,  passing 
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through  conaacutlve  srades  to  the  high  school.  Wben  nineteen  yaare  of  age  be  secured 
a  situation  In  the  offlce  of  the  Canadian  Paclllc  Railroad  at  Winnipeg  and  thero  won 
PTMnotlon  from  the  humUe  position  of  laborer  to  that  of  station  agent  He  later  spent 
eight  rears  in  connection  with  the  Hlnnesota  Transfer  Companr  and  in  1S98  he  sought 
the  opportunities  of  the  growing  aorthweat,  remOTlng  in  that  year  to  Wallace.  Through 
the  intervening  period  he  has  been  connected  with  the  bustneas  development  and  sub- 
stantial growth  of  hlH  section  o(  the  state  and  has  built  up  a  business  ot  gratifying  pro- 
portions in  handling  real  estate  and  rentals.  He  is  progresslTe  and  determined,  carry- 
ing forward  to  successful  completion  whatever  he  attempts. 

In  1895  Mr.  Walker  was  united  In  marriage  to  Hiss  Mary  J-  Brown,  of  Angus,  On- 
tario, a  daughter  of  Thomas  Brown,  a  farmer  by  occupation.  They  have  become  parents 
of  five  children:  Dorothy,  Josephine,  Oeorge.

CAPTAIN  JOHN  A.  HUMBIRD. 

Captain  John  A.  Humhird,  general  manager  of  the  Humblrd  Lumber  Company  at 
Suidpolnt.  was  born  In  Hudson,  Wisconsin.  May  S9,  18S8,  his  parents  being  Thomae  J. 
and  Agnes  (HysKv)  Humblrd.  He  acquired  a  public  school  education  In  his  native 
dtj  and  afterward  attended  Princeton  University,  having  in  the  meantime  after  flnlsh- 
Ing  his  public  school  course  pursued  his  studies  in  the  Northwestern  Military  Academy, 
of  which  he.  Is  an  alumnus.  He  became  associated  with  his  father  in  the  lumber  business 
and  throughout  his  entire  life  has  been  connected  with  the  lumber  trade.  Thoroughness 
has  characterlted  everything  he  has  undertaken  and  by  reason  ot  this  quality  he  has 
made  steady  progress  in  connection  with  the  lumber  industry  and  his  capability  has 
brought  him  to  the  responsible  position  of  general  manager  of  the  Humblrd  Lumber 
Company  of  Sandpolnt.  He  Is  also  one  ot  the  directors  and  vice  president  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Sandpolnt. 

While  CapUlQ  Humblrd  has  made  for  himself  a  very  creditable  position  In  business 
circles,  his  military  record  Is  one  in  which  every  cltixen  of  Sandpolnt  feels  a  Justiilable 
pride.  He  resigned  his  position  as  vice  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Sand- 
pcrint  to  enter  the  officers  training  camp,  and  at  Fort  Snelllng,  Minnesota,  was  com-  - 
missioned  first  lieutenant  of  infantry.  He  went  to  Prance  as  casual  oScer  in  November. 
1917,  and  was  sent  to  the  French  infantry  training  school  at  Valreiui,"nwr  Haraeilies. 
After  the  completion  of  his  course  he  was  assigned  to  Company  C,  One  Hundred  and 
Second  Machine  Gun  Battalion  ot  the  Twenty-sixth  or  New  England  Division.  He 
served  with  that  division  through  the  entire  compalgn.  the  Twenty-sixth  being  bne  of 
the  moat  active  in  connection  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Force  during  the  war. 
In  October,  1918,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  ot  captain.  For  the  valor  which  he 
displayed  on  the  £6th  of  September,  191S.  in  opening  up  the  famous  Argonne  drive 
he  was  decorated  with  the  famous  Croix  de  Querre  and  was  given  the  Distinguished 
Service  Cross.  Later  he  was  made  a  chevalier  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  by  the  French,  re- 
ceiving through  the  war  department  this  decoration,  which  is  the  highest  honor  con- 
ferred by  the  French  government.  The  Insignia  c&me  to  him  with  the  notiflcatlon.  while 
ihe  citation  was  forwarded  to  him  from  the  bureau  ot  Information  at  Washington.  This 
honor  came  as  an  entire  surprise  to  him,  for  when  he  left  France  no  member  of  the 
division  bad  been  similarly  recognised. 

Captain  Humblrd  Is  a  chapter  Mason,  belonging  to  the  lodge  and  charter  at  Sand- 
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point  aad  to  tho  Knight  Templar  commanders  at  Coeur  d'Alene,  while  with  the  Mysttc 
Sbrlne  at  Spokane  he  la  also  Identified.  Me  la  a  member  oC  the  Elks  lodge  at  Sand- 
point.  He  Is  also  a  director  of  the  Pend  d'Orellle  Timbermen's  Protective  AsaociatloQ 
and  he  is  Interested  in  all  thoae  questions  which  have  to  do  with  the  improvement  of 
conditions  attecUng  all  those  who  are  In  any  way  connected  with  the  lumber  industry. 
He  la  closely  studying  Industrial  and  Bociological  conditions  with  a  view  to  betterment 
and  Improvement  and  his  labors  are  productive  ot  good  results. 


JUDGE   RENE   E.   WENIGER. 

Judge  Rene  E.  Weniger.  who  since  1916  has  tilled  the  ofBce  of  probate  Judge  ot 
Shoshone  county  and  makes  his  home  at  Wallace,  was  born  October  9,  1884.  in 
Uanltou,  Colorado,  his  parents  being  Max  end  Anna  CKlein)  Weniger,  The  tatber, 
a  native  of  Germany,  came  to  the  United  States  in  young  manhood  and  crossed  the 
eontlnent  to  Colorado.  He  engaged  in  commercial  pursuits  at  Hanltou,  where  be 
established  and  conducted  a  general  merchandise  business  and  white  there  residing 
also  took  an  active  and  prominent  part  in  civic  affairs. 

Judge  Weniger  was  a  pupil  In  the  public  schools  of  Hanltou,  passing  through 
consecutive  grades  to  the  high  school.  When  seventeen- years  of  age  he  began  pro- 
Tiding  for  blB  own  support  and  qualified  for  the  duties  of  a  business  career  by  a 
course  ot  study  in  the  Blair  Business  College  at  Spokane,  He  then  accepted  a 
clerical  position  in  the  Fidelity  National  Bank  and  while  connected  wltb  that  instf- 
tntion  won  advancement  by  reason  of  bis  thoroughnesB  and  capability.  Later  he 
Vas  with  UcGowan  Brothers  of  Spokane  and  eventually  went  to  Alaska  as  repra- 
'  sentatlve  of  the  Brltannlca  Mining  Company  of  Vancouver,  British  Columbia.  He 
afterward  removed  to  Tonopah  and  in  190S  arrived  in  Wallace,  where  he  has  since 
made  his  home.  At  one  time  be  Was  connected  with  mining  Interests  at  Wardner 
and  In  January.  1916.  he  was  elected  to  the  olBce  ot  probate  Judge,  which  position 
be  has  since  Blled.  discharging  the  duties  with  marked  capability  and  efOclency. 
In  young  manhood  he  had  studied  law  and  he  has  given  general  satisfaction  by  his 
work  In  the  olBoe  of  probate  Judge. 

In  1914  Judge  Weniger  was  married  to  Hiss  Bthel  Hedrick  and  they  bave'three 
children,  Dorothy,  Robert  and  Geraldlne.  The  Judge  Is  very  prominent  In  Oie 
Improved  Order  ot  Red  Men,  In  which  he  has  Dlled  various  offlces,  being  now  a  past 
great  sachem  ot  the  Great  Council  of  Idaho.  While  filling  the  ofltce  he  visited  all  of 
the  different  local  tribes  in  the  state.  His  own  membership  in  with  the  tribe  at 
Wardner.  He  has  SIbo  been  great  chief  of  records  ot  the  great  council.  He 
likewise  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  His  political  allegiance  Is  given 
to  the  democratic  party  and  he  has  been  chairman  of  the  democratic  county 
central  committee  and  also  a  delegate  to  the  conventions  of  the  party  from  Wardner.

EARLE  P.   BROWNE. 


Earle  P.  Browne,  president  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Bank  &  Trust  Company  of  Coeur 
d'Alene,  was  born  In  Spokane,  Washington,  October  6,  1879,  his  parents  being  J.  J. 
and  Anna  (Stratton)  Browne.  The  father  was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Spo- 
kane and  was  actively  engaged  in  the  real  estate,  contracting  and  banking  business 
tbere,  his  Important  Interests  making  him  a  leading  figure  in  tbe  business  circles  of 
tbe  city.  He  was  tbe  builder  of  the  Auditorium  at  Spokane  and  also  built  the  first 
brick  building  of  that  city.  He  was  once  owner  of  the  Spokane  Chronicle  and  he 
laid  out  Browne's  addition  to  Spokane.  Though  he  started  out  in  life  empty-handed 
with  no  special  advantages  to  aid  him  at  tbe  outset  ot  bis  career  be  won  substantial 
suoceas,  prospering  as  the  years  passed  and  bis  powers  developed.  He  was  a  con- 
sistent and  devoted  member  ot  the  Presbyterian  church  and  a  loyal  supporter  of  the 
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democratic  party.  UIb  Influence  was  a  potent  element  for  good  al^ng  many  Unes  of 
development  and  proKreBs.  He  aerved  as  regent  of  the  Waahlngton  State  ColleEe, 
was  also  regent  of  the  State  Normal  School  and  was  a  delegate  to  the  convention  at 
OlympU  which  decided  upon  making  Washington  a  state. 

Barle  P.  Browne  was  a  pupil  til  private  and  public  Bchools  of  Spokane  throngh 
ttae  period  of  his  boyhood  and  afterward  attended  the  Michigan  Utlltary  Academy 
at  Orchard  Lake,  Michigan,  where  he  became  a  student  In  1893.  When  seventeen 
years  of  age  he  took  an  overland  p^ck  train  to  Alaska  and  following  his  retam  re- 
sumed klB  studies  by  entering  the  Washington  State  College.  He  was  also  at  one 
time  a  student  Id  the  Qonxaga  University  at  Spokane.  When  his  education  was  com- 
pleted  he  took  up  surveying  work  tor  his  father  and  In  1904  he  removed  to  Coenr 
d'Alene,  becoming  connected  with  the  Coaur  d'Alene  Bank.  After  four  months, 
however,  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Columbia  Valley  Bank  of  Wenf  tehee,  Wash- 
ington, the  stock  of  this  institution  being  owned  by  the  family.  He  spent  a  year 
and  a  half  there  and  in  1905  removed  to  OrovtUe,  Washington,  becoming  cashier  ot 
the  Bank  of  Oroville.  The  town  was  at  that  time  sixty  miles  from  a  railroad,  bnt 
a  stage  line  connected  It  with  the  outside  world.  Building  operations  that  were  being 
carried  on  there  required  much  currency  and  a  banking  Institution  was  an  essential 
in  the  commnnit)'-  In  1906  Mr.  Browne  returned  to  Spokane,  where  he  was  active 
In  the  real  estate  field  until  1910,  when  he  removed  to  Coeur  d'Alene  and  was  elected 
to  the  presidency  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Bank  ft  Trust  Company,  remaining  as  the 
chief  executive  of  the  institution  to  the  present  time,  his  labors  being  an  effective 
force  In  making  this  one  of  the  strong  moneyed  concerns  la  northern  Idaho.  He  Is 
likewise  the  vice  president  of  the  Columbia  Investment  Company  and  of  the  Spokane 
Investment  Company  and  is  also  an  ofllclal  of  the  Browne-Post  Investment  Com- 
pany. He  has  important  real  estate  Interests  In  Spokane  and  Is  a  prominent  and 
well  known  flgnre  In  financial  and  business  circles'  throughout  the  northwest. 

Mr.  Browne  has  been  a  leading  figure  In  connection  with  civil  interests  of  Coeur 
d'Alene.  He  gives  his  political  allegiance  to  the  democratic  party,  of  which  he  la  an 
earnest  supporter.  He  belongs  to  the  Spokane  Athletic  Club,  also  to  the  Benevo- 
lent Protective  Order  ot  Qlks,  of  which  he  Is  a  past  exalted  ruler,  and  to  the  Knighta 
of  Pythias.  He  was  chairman  ot  the  Regatta  Association  and  was  Instrumental  in 
promoting  the  organisation,  acquiring  the  site  and  developing  the  aasoelatlon.  He  Is 
likewise  an  active  member  of  the  Chamber  ot  Commerce  and  Is  a  good  roads  enthu- 
siaat,  now  being  treasurer  of  the  National  Parks  Highway. 

Mr.  Browne  was  married  to  Miss  Agnes  Anderson,  a  daugbter  of  Otla  Ander- 
son, a  well  known  pioneer  ot  Livingston,  Uontana.  They  have  two  children,  Basel 
and  Anna.  The  family  occupies  a  very  prominent  social  position,  for  Mr.  Browne - 
has  ever  maintained  a  place  of  leadership  in  connection  with  buslnesi  acQTitles  and 
public  progress  in  his  section  of  tfae  state. 


W.  W.  PAPESH. 


W.  W.  Fapesh,  well  known  and  prominent  among  the  banking  fraternity  ot  northern 
Idaho,  Is  the  president  of  the  First  State  Bank  at  Kellogg  and  is  otherwise  connected 
with  business  Interests  OB  prestdent  of  the  Wallace  Meat  Company  and  the  Papesh  Meat 
Company  ot  Kellogg.  He  was  born  near  Prague,  Austria,  September  9.  1877,  and  was 
brought  to  the  United  States  by  his  parents  In  1S81,  ttae  family  home  being  established 
at  St.  Oloud,  Minnesota,  where  the  father  followed  the  occupation  of  farming.  There 
W.  W.  Papesb  was  reared  and  when  thirteen  years  of  age  began  to  learn  the  butcher's 
trade.  He  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  the  public  schools  for  only  three  months  and  that 
was  due  to  an  accident  that  Incapacitated  him  tor  work.  He  continued  to  follow  his 
trade  until  1898  and  then  came  to  Wardner,  Idaho,  where  he  entered  the  employ  ot 
Mahoney  Brothers.  He  was  possessed  ot  marked  determination  to  succeed  and  by  hard 
work,  indefatigable  energy  and  close  application  he  managed  fo  save  a  few  hundred 
dollars,  thus  gaining  bis  start  In  life.  In  1906  lie  establlatied  a  butcher  shop  at  Kellogg 
and  put  forth  every  elTort  to  build  up  a  substantial  trade,  recognising  from  the  first  that 
satisfied  patrons  are  the  best  advertisement.  His  careful  management  and  integrity 
constituted  the  strong  features  of  a  growing  success  and  in  1907  he  was  also  able  to 
establish  a  market  at  Wardner.  Prom  the  beginning  his  business  grew  rapidly  and  has 
long  since  assumed  very  substantial  pr(Vortlons.    In  1909  he  became  one  ot  the  organisers 
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of  th«  First  State  Bank  of  K«ll<«g  and  was  elected  to  the  vice  presidency,  while  In  IBIO 
lie  was  chosen  president  of  the  bank  and  remains  as  the  chief  executive  officer  to  the 
present  time.

He  is  aggresHlve  and  determined,  attacking 
everything  with  a  contagious  enthusiasm,  and  Kellogg  and  Idaho  have  no  more  It^al 
supporter  than  he.  Mr.  Papesh  1b  also  Identified  with  all  branches  of  Masonry  and  Is  a 
loyal  follower  of  the  teachings  of  the  crafL 


JAMES  P.  McCarthy. 

James  F.  McCarthy,  president  and  manager  of  the  Hecla  Mining  Company  at 
Wallace,  Idaho,  was  bom  January  30,  1S67,  at  St.  Clair,  Schuylkill  connty,  Penn- 
eylvania,  his  parents  being  William  J.  and  Johanna  (Sullivan)  McCarthy.  After 
attending  the  public  schools  he  became  a  clerk  In  the  prothonotary'a  otDce  at  PottB- 
vllle,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  afterward  connected  with  the  New  York  Metallurgical 
Works  as  pupil  and  workman  and  attended  night  classes  at  Cooper  Institute.  His 
next  poBltlon  was  that  of  assayer  with  the  Dos  Hermanoe  Mining  Company  at  San 
Juan,  Cboluteca,  Honduras,  and  thus  almost  from  the  beginning  of  his  business 
career  he  has  been  Identified  with  mining  and  aeeoclated  Interests.  He  was  assayw 
at  the  Paralso  Reduction  Works  at  Yuacaran,  Honduras,  was  assayer  and  mill 
superintendent  for  the  New  York  Honduras  Roaarlo  Mining  Company  at  San  Juantlco, 
Tegucigalpa,  Honduras,  was  assayer  and  oaalstant  manager  with  the  Mammoth 
Mining  Company  at  Wallace,  Idaho,  and  his  present  position  is  that  of  president 
and  manager  of  the  Hecla  Mining  Company  at  Wallace.

Prominent  among  the  business  men  of  Kuna  Is  Julius  A.  Hartln,  who  for 
eleven  years  has  t»een  closely  Identified  with  the  history  of  the  city  m  b,  representa- 
tive of  one  of  Its  most  Important  commercial  Interests.  He  was  bom  In  Palo  Alto 
county,  Iowa,  August  22.  1879,  and  Is  the  only  living  son  of  I.ewle  A.  and  Agnea 
(Moncrlef)  Martin.  His  father,  Lewis  A.  MarUn,  was  a  native  of  West  Virginia, 
having  been  born  in  that  state,  February  19,  1867,  a  son  of  John  E.  and  Jane 
(Carruthers)  Martin.  Lewie  A.  went  with  his  parents  to  Iowa  when  he  was  fourteen 
years  of  age,  and  the  family  settled  In  Palo  Alto  county.  For  about  thlrty-flve 
years  he  resided  there.  He  was  an  active  member  of  the  republican  party  and 
served  the  county  as  recorder  for  four  years.  In  early  manhood  he  engaged  In 
teaching  school  for  some  time,  but  later  became  cashier  tn  a  bank  at  West  Bend 
in  Palo  Alto  county.     He  met  and  married  his  wife  In  the  same  county,  her  name 
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before  her  marriage  being  Hlsa  Agnes  Moncrlef.  Tbelr  marrlkge  took  place  No- 
Tember  1$,  1S78.  Mrs.  Martin  was  born  In  IlltsoiB,  Februarr  9,  1S69,  the  dangbter 
of  Thomas  and  Luc;  Frances  (Maynard)  Honcrlet.  Both  Thomas  Uoncrief  and 
John  E.  Martin,  the  grandfathers  of  Jnllus  A.  Martin,  served  In  the  CItII  war 
'  on  the  Union  side,  the  former  serving  with  the  Illinois  troops.  Lewis  A.  Hutln 
came  to  Idaho  In  1908,  and  was  one  of  the  founders  and  builders  of  Knna.  He 
embarked  In  the  lumber  business,  in  which  he  was  very  snccesafnl,  and  later  he 
organized  the  first  bank  in  Knna  which  was  known  as  the  Kuna  Savings  Bank,  of 
vrhlch  he  became  cashier.  This  office  he  continued  to  till  until  January  14,  1914, 
when  his  death  occurred  as  the  result  of  a  pistol  shot  from  the  hands  of  a  small 
child.  His  death  was  a  blow  to  the  community  as  he  was  widely  recognised  as 
one  of  Kuna's  most  Important  and  active  citizens.  His  widow  is  stUl  living  and 
resides  with  her  son,  Julius  A.,  In  Kuna.  Sho  also  has  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Nettie 
Martin  Hanter  of  Olobe,  Arizona,  the  wife  of  John  A.  Harper,  a  civil  engineer.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Harper  are  the  parents  of  four  children,  namely:  Richard  Kdward,  bom 
March  27,  1912;  Donald  Lewis,  whose  birth  occurred  June  4,  1914;  Ruth,  bora 
August  9,  191S;  and  John  Herbert  whose  natal  day  was  December  17,  1917.  Mrs. 
Harper  was  bom  In  Palo  Alto  county,  Iowa,  October  I,  1888. 

Jnllus  A.  Martin  was  reared  In  his  native  county  on.  a  farm  until  he  was  ten 
years  of  age,  at  which  time  the  family  removed  to  West  Bend.  He  received  his 
elementary  education  In  the  public  schools  of  Iowa,  and  In.  early  manhood  studied 
civil  engineering.  He  was  engaged  as  civil  engineer  In  railroad  work  for  fourteen 
years  and  followed  this  line  of  work  In  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Illinois,  South  Dakota, 
and  Montana.  For  ten  years,  out  of  the  fourteen,  he  was  with  the  Rock  Island 
railroad,  and  for  the  other  four  years  with  the  Oreat  Northern.  Since  coming  to 
Knna  in  1909,  Mr.  Martin  has  been  engaged  In  the  banking  business,  and,  after 
his  father's  death  In  1914,  he  succeeded  him  In  the  position  of  cashier  In  the  Kuna 
Savings  Bank.  This  bank  wound  up  its  affairs  In  1916.  and  in  August  1918,  Mr. 
Martin  became  one  of  the  organisers  of  the  Knna  State  Bank,  ol  which  he  has 
since  been  vlce>presldent.  Mr.  Martin  has  never  married,  and  he  and  his  mother 
.  dwell  together  In  Knna,  the  bnly  residents  of  the  Martin  home. 

Mr.  Martin  is  a  stanch  supporter  of  the  republican  party  and  Is  now  serving  as 
precinct  committeeman  of  his  party.  Pratemally  he  Is  a  Knight  Templar,  Shrlner, 
Blk,  and  Odd  Fellow,  and  to  each  of  these  organizations  he  devotes  the  same  meaenre 
of  Interest  which  has  made  his  business  life  so  successful.  He  is  a  man  of  keen 
discrimination  and  sound  Judgment,  and  his  executive  ability  and  excellent  manage- 
ment have  brought  to  the  concern  with  which  he  Is  connected  a  larEo  degree  of 
success. 


E.  F.  HITCHNER. 

Nature  has  been  most  lavish  in  her  gifts  to  Idaho  and  other  sections  of  the 
northwest.  In  addition  to  her  excellent  climate  there  are  the  great  broad  table- 
lands splendidly  adapted  tor  agriculture,  her  rich  mineral  resources  and  above  all 
her  extensive  forests,  offering  practically  limitless  opportunitiee  to  lumbermen.  It 
is  In  this  latter  line  that  E.  F.  Hltchner  has  been  active,  being  well  known  at  Sand- 
point  and  In  northern  Idaho  as  a  lumber  dealer,  largely  handling  cedar  products. 
He  was  bom  In  Union  county,  Indiana.  September  7,  1884,  and  Is  a  son  of  Matthias 
F.  and  Nancy  (Bourne)  Hltchner.  After  the  Civil  war  the  father  went  to  Indiana, 
where  he  took  up  the  occupation  of  farming.  He  had  joined  the  Union  army  when 
a  resident  of  Illinois  and  had  rendered  active  service  to  his  country  In  defense  of 
the  Stars  and  Stripes.  He  was  always  deeply  Interested  In  the  welfare  of  his  com- 
munity and  rendered  active  support  to  the  democratic  party. 

E.  F.  Hltchner,  after  attending  the  public  schools  of  College  Comer, 
Ohio,  a  town  located  In  two  states  and  three  counties,  became  a  student  in  the 
Union  high  school  and  later  pursued  a  course  In  a  business  college  at  Dayton. 
Ohio.  He  has  since  largely  engaged  In  the  lumber  trade.  He  first  went  to 
Atbia,  Iowa,  and  In  1907  he  became  connected  with  the  Oem  State  Lumber 
Company  of  Pocatello,  Idaho.  The  year  1909  witnessed  his  arrival  at  Sandpotnt, 
where  he  was  sales  manager  for  the  Sand  point  Lumber  ft  Pole  Company 
until  1916.     He  then  became  a  partner  of  the  firm  of  Hitchcock  ft  Hltchner,  which 
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In  September,  1919,  was  ancceeiled  by  tbe  Arm  ot  Hltchner  ft  Hltchner.  This  com' 
tiany  deals  In  cedar  poBts,  poles,  piling  lumber  and  shingles  and  the  bnsfnest  Is  now 
one  of  extensive  proportions.  B.  F.  Hltchner  Is  the  manager  of  the  Sandpoint 
offlce,  while  his  brother,  O.  S.  Hltchner,  Is  manager  of  tbe  office  at  Preeport,  Illinois, 
where  the  bnstness  Is  conducted  under  the  name  of  the  Midland  Lumber  Company, 
wholesale  and  retail  lumber  merchants.  The  firm  is  one  of  the  largest  Independent 
producers  of  cedar  products  In  Idaho,  Its  output  being  shipped  under  tbe  name  ot 
the  National  Forest  brand.  Mr.  Hltchner  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  erery  phase 
of  the  lumber  trade  and  his  enterprise  has  been  a  potent  element  In  the  upbuilding 
of  the  success  which  has  attended  the  companies  that  he  has  developed. 

In  1910  Mr.  Hltchner  was  married  to  Miss  Lena  L.  Smith,  who  was  born  in 
Cortland,  New  Tork.  Both  are  widely  and  prominently  known.  Mrs.  Hltchner  was 
chairman  of  the  woman's  committee  ot  the  Council  ot  National  Delense  of  Bonner 
county  and  has  been  secretary  ot  the  Idaho  State  Federation  ot  Women's  Clubs.  She 
Is  very  active  In  club  circles  and  In  the  social  life  ot  Sa&dpolnt  and  the  state  and 
whenever  known  Is  held  In  the  highest  esteem. 

Mr.  Hltchner  was, treasurer  (or  Bonner  county  war  chest  fund,  out  of  which  all 
war  auxiliary  drives  were  paid.  He  has  served  as  a  member  ot  the  city  council  and 
has  ever  exercised  his  official  prerogatives  In  support  ot  all  those  plans  and  measures 
which  make  tor  public  betterment  and  progress.  His  religious  faith  Is  that  ot  tbe 
Episcopal  church.  He  is  a  clean-cut  man  ot  affairs,  displaying  keen  sagacity  and 
sound  Judgment  In  all  that  he  undertakes  and  bringing  to  bear  tbe  same  thor- 
oughness and  determination  in  connection  with  public  interests  that  he  manifests 
In  the  conduct  ot  his  private  business. 


CHARLES  BREBNER. 


Charles  Brebner.  editor  ot  the  St.  Maries  Oazette-Record  and  widely  known  as 
a  newspaper  publisher  of  the  Panhandle  of  Idaho,  was  born  July  24,  1S54,  in  Scot- 
land, his  parents  being  William  and  Margaret  Brebner.  The  father  was  both  a 
contractor  and  farmer.  Tbe  son  obtained  a  common  and  preparatory  school  educa- 
tion In  Aberdeen  Scotland,  and  afterward  learned  the  printing  trade.  For  a  time 
he  was  associated  with  a  brother  In  a  mercantile  business  after  acquainting  bim- 
selt  with  the  printing  trade  as  a  representative  of  the  Free  Press  of  Aberdeen.  In 
the  year  188S  be  left  the  land  of  hlUa  and  heather  to  come  to  the  United  States 
and  entered  upon  bis  business  career  here  In  connection  with  a  surveying  party 
engaged  in  survey  work  on  the  Detroit  &  Mackinac  Railroad.  In  1884  he  took  up 
bis  abode  at  Newberry,  Michigan,  where  be  established  the  News,  but  later  dis- 
continued hie  newspaper  publication  to  become  cashier  of  a  bank,  which  position 
he  filled  for  five  years.  He  was  also  tor  two  terms  postmaster  ot  the  town  and 
filled  other  political  positions,  being  an  active  supporter  ot  the  republican  party, 
bla  appointment  coming  to  him  through  Presidents  McKlnley  and  Roosevelt.  He 
also  served  as  city  treasurer  and  as  county  agent  there  and  for  twelve  years  was 
chairman  of  the  republican  county  central  committee  and  did  much  toward  gnldlng 
the  destinies  of  his  party  In  that  locality,  while  his  opinions  carried  weight  In  all  party 
councils.  He  was  likewise  active  in  tbe  development  and  upbuilding  ot  the  town, 
hla  labors  being  of  far-reaching  benefit  and  Importance. 

Mr.  Brebner's  identification  with  St.  Marleii  dates  from  1607.  in  the  fall  ot 
wlilch  year  he  puAbased  the  St.  Maries  Gazette,  continuing  Its  publication  nntll 
191S,  when  he  acquired  tbe  Record  and  merged  the  two  papers  into  the  present 
Oasette-Record.  When  be  arrived  at  St.  Maries  It  was  only  a  village,  without  a 
railroad,  but  he  foresaw  something  of  what  the  future  had  In  store  tor  this  rich 
and  well  situated  section  and  resolved  to  become  a  factor  In  Its  settlement  and  Im- 
provement. He  accordingly  purchased  the'  Qasette,  which  had  been  established  by 
the  To wnslte  Company,  and  since  acquiring  the  Record  In  1918  he  has  published 
the  Gaiette-Record  as  an  independent  paper,  but  one  which  Is  a  most  enthusiastic 
champion  of  the  district  and  Its  possibilities.  He  la  a  very  progressive  man  and 
was  one  of  tbe  active  workers  In  organising  Benewah  county,  which  was  set  apart 
from  Kootenai  county  In  1914. 

In  1SS3  Mr.  Brebner  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Forbes,  of  Aberdeen- 
shire, Scotland,  their  wedding  being  celebrated  In  Canada.     They  have  become  tha 
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par«atB  of  the  following  named:  William,  who  was  aadltor  of  the  Weatern  Electric 
Snpplr  Company  at  Spokane.  Washington,  and  died  March  B,  1920;  Uary,  .the  wife 
of  Dr.  H.  E.  Perry,  of  Newberry,  Michigan;  Aleiander  M..  a  MonUna  rancher;  Belle, 
the  wife  of  Rev.  A.  O.  Scott,  a  Methodist  minister;  James,  who  enlisted  early  In  the 
war  and  served  for  eighteen  months  In  France  with  the  Twentieth  Engineers  In  the 
Forestry  Division;  Frances,  who  Is  a  nurse  In  the  Sacred  Heart  Hospital  at  Spo- 
kane; Jennie,  who  is  deputy  county  auditor  of  Benewah  connty;  and  Edith,  who 
la  a  student  In  the  Oregon  Agricultural  College. 

Mr.  Brebner  Is  a.  representative  of  the  Masonic  fraternity.  He  became  a  charter 
member  of  St.  Maries  Lodge  No.  83,  F.  A  A.  M.,  and  also  of  St.  Maries  Chapter  No. 
18,  R.  A.  M.  He  la  a  loyal  follower  of  the  teachings  and  purposes  of  the  craft  and 
exemplifies  lu  principles  In  h!s  life.  He  has  the  sterling  characteristics  of  his  Scotch 
ancestry,  combined  with  the  western  spirit  of  modern  progress  and  enterprise,  and 
has  been  a  most  Important  factor  In  the  development  and  upbuilding  of  St.  Mariea 
and  this  section  of  the  state. 


B.  J.  ELLIOTT. 


E.  J.  Elliott,  president  of  the  Northern  Navigation  Company  and  now  the  effl- 
ctent  mayor  of  Sandpoint,  was  bom  In  Not  Brunswick,  April  10,  1S78,  his  parents 
being  Joseph  and  Phoebe  (Ooodlne)  Elliott.  The  father  was  a  farmer  by  occupation 
and  under  the  parental  root  B.  J.  Elliott  spent  the  days  of  his  boyhood  and  youth, 
bis  educational  opportunities  being  tbose  offered  by  the  public  achools.  When 
eighteen  years  of  age  he  became  a  logger  on  the  St.  Johns  river  and  afterward  he 
removed  to  Maine,  working  In  the  timber  woods  near  Bangor.  Prom  the  lumber 
district  of  the  Atlantic  coast  he  made  his  way  to  one  of  the  great  timber  sections 
of  the  north#eat,  reaching  Sandpoint  on  the  lOth  of  November,  1904.  In  1906  he 
began  operating  a  boat  on  the  Pend  d'Oretlle  lake  and  river  and  In  190S  organised, 
under  a  partnership  relation,  the  Northern  Navigation  Company,  doing  general 
transportation  work  on  the  lake  and  river.  In  1912  this  company  was  incorporated 
with  Mr.  B'ltott  as  the  president  and  they  now  operate  the  Northern,  Western.  Bay 
Tlew,  Rustler  and  Margaret  M.,  these  ships  constituting  the  fleet  of  the  White 
Collar  Line.  Their  summer  scenic  trips  have  become  famous  and  the  Northern 
NaVgation  Is  today  one  of  the  most  Important  transportation  companies  of  the 
northwest.  In  addition  to  operating  their  line  of  steamers  they  also  engage  In  the 
manufacture  of  ties,  having  extensive  mills  for  this  purpose.  Mr.  Elliott  is  llk»- 
wls^  manager  of  the  Falls  Creek  Mining  Company,  one  of  the  most  promlsinK 
prospects  In  northern  Idaho. 

In  1902  Mr.  Elliott  was  married  to  Miss  Edna  Burgoyne,  of  New  Brunswick, 
daughter  of  Fred  Burgoyne,  a  rancher.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Elliott  have  been  bom 
two  children,  Reglna  and  Hona.  Mrs.  Elliott  is  a  member  of  the  Daughters  of 
Rebekah  and  Mr.  B'llott  is  very  active  in  the  Odd  Fellow  lodge,  belonxlng  to  Sand- 
point Lodge,  No.  G9.  He  is  also  connected  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  In  all 
public  Interests  hie  support  is  a  valuable  factor  and  he  has  served  on  the  clt7 
council,  while  at  the  present  time  he  Is  mayor  of  Sandi^lnt  but  Is  by  no  means 
a  partisan  official. 


WILLIS  CLARENCE  STANTON. 

Wltlts  Clarence  Stanton,  who  hss  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  life  In  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Meridian,  Idaho,  now  living  four  miles  west  of  that  city.  Is  the  son  of  pioneer 
parents  who  came  to  Idaho  In  the  early  'GOs,  the  father  from  Kansas  and  the  mother  from 
Iowa.  Mr.  Stanton  was  born  in  what  la  now  Elmore  county,  Idaho,  twenty-four  miles 
east  of  Boise,  near  Mayfleld.  November  20.  1S74.  a  son  of  Frank  and  Nellie  (Slater) 
Stanton.  The  father,  who  now  resides  In  south  Boise,  has  to  his  credit  the  distinction 
of  being  one  of  the  early  pioneers  of  Idaho,  having  crossed  the  plains  In  1864  frcm  Fort 
Leavenworth,  Kansas,  where  he  had  previously  been  In  the  service  of  the  Union  army, 
employed  ss  a  teamster  during  the  first  years  of  the  Civil  war.  Nellie  Slater,  whMn  Mr. 
Stanton  subsequently  married  and  who  is  still  living,  came  to  this  state  with  her  par- 
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rats  trom  Iowa  In  1S62.  Sbortlr  after  comtng  weat,  the  Slater  tamOy  remov«d  to  Oregon' 
but  later  returned  to  Idaho  and  located  In  Boise  vaUer-  At  one  time  they  lived  at  Cen- 
terrllle,  where  they  kept  the  village  taTsm — in  thoee  days  a  kind  of  clearing  house  for 
all  local  and  district  goeslp  and  where  the  weary  and  thirsty  found  rest  and  refresh- 
ment. Later  on,  the  family  located  on  Slater  creek,  Elmore  county,  the  creek  being 
named  In  their  honor. 

WilliB  C.  Stanton  was  reared  on  his  father's  farm  on  Indian  creek,  Slmore  county, 
and  secured  his  education  In  the  district  schools.  He  has  resided  in  Idaho  all  of  his 
life  and  has  lived  In  the  vicinity  of  Meridian  for  the  past  thirty-five  years,  or  since  he 
was  a  boy  of  about  ten  years.  In  early  lite,  Mr.  Stanton  followed  the  somewhat  haaard- 
ons  and  perhaps  romantic  career  of  a  cowboy  tor  a  tew  years,  later  being  engsged  at 
dillerent  pursuits.    Re  was  a  ditch  ^der  on  the  Ridenbaugb  ditch  for  eight  years. 

On  November  II,  1903,  at  Meridian,  Mr.  Stanton  was  united  in  marriage  to  Hiss  Fby 
Remington,  a  native  of  Nebraska,  born  In  Seward  county,  that  state,  November  16,  1S83, 
and  a  daughter  of  D.  D.  and  Florence  (Morgan)  Remington,  both  of  whom  passed  away 
In  recent  years,  the  mother  dying  In  Nebraska.  Mrs.  Stanton  accompanied  her  father  to 
Idaho  iln  1902,  first  locating  in  Boise.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stunton  are  the  parents  of  five 
children:  Clarence,  bom  April  18,  1905;  Cleona,  August  1,  1907;  Oracia,  April  11,  1909; 
Ethel,  October  14,  1916;  and  Edna,  January  20,  1919. 

Mr.  Stanton  gives  his  support  to  the  republican  party,  while  bis  wife  espouses 
the  poticlee  of  the  democrats.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel- 
lows and  both  are  afllllated  with  the  Rebekabs.  Mr.  Stanton  has  shown  throughout  many 
years  ot  his  active  lire,  a  close  interest  In  all  educational  atfairs  and  has  been  a  consist- 
ent supporter  of  all  movements  calculated  to  advance  the  cause  of  education  among  the 
masses.  He  is  now  serving  on  the  board  of  directors  ot  the  Roosevelt  school  In  bis 
neighborhood  and  at  the  present  time  is  president  of  the  board. 


JOHN  JONES  SMITEL 

John  Jones  Smith,  an  honored  and  venerable  pioneer  citizen  of  Ada  county,  re- 
sides on  a  ranch  three  miles  west  of  Bagle  which  be  bomesteaded  more  than  a  halt 
century  aga  His  birth  occurred  in  Cattaraugus  county.  New  York,  March  IT,  1839,  his 
parents  being  William  T.  and  Sarah  Ann  (Qage)  Smith,  the  former  born  November  8, 
ISlfl,  while  the  latter's  natal  day  was  Hay  4.  181S.  At  one  period  hotb  the  Smith  and 
Qage  families  lived  In  Susquehanna  county,  Pennsylvania.  In  1853,  when  a  lad  ot  four- 
teen years,  John  J.  Smith  accompanied  his  parents  on  their  approval  to  Illinois.  Both 
the  father  and  mother  died  In  Stephenson  county,  that  state,  the  latter  passing  away  in 
1854,  while  the  former,  who  long  survived  bis  wife,  reached  the  advanced  age  ot  eighty- 
six  years. 

In  1866,  when  a  youth  of  seventeen  years,  John  J.  Smith  removed  westward  to 
Iowa,  where  be  met  the  lady  who  subsequently  became  his  wife.  In  1860  be  went  still 
farther  west  to  Denver,  Colorado,  while  two  years  later  he  removed  to  Oregon,  In  which 
state  be  spent  six  years,  devoting  his  attention  chleHy  to  mining  interests.  The  year 
1868  witnessed  his  arrival  In  Ada  county,  Idaho,  where  be  took  up  a  homestead  near 
Eagle  on  which  he  has  remained  continuously  since  with  the  exception  of  a  period  of 
ten  years,  following  the  demise  of  bis  wife,  during  which  he  was  engaged  in  the  meat 
bQsinesB  in  Boise.  Through  the  -careful  conduct  of  bis  ranching  interests  he  has  met 
with  well  merited  success  and  he  has  long  been  widely  recognized  as  one  of  the  sub- 
stantial and  esteemed  citizens  of  his  community. 

On  the  19th  of  February,  1874,  tn  the  state  of  Iowa,  Mr.  Smith  was  united  in  mar- 
riage to  Mrs.  Martha  E.  Smith,  a  widow  who  bore  the  maiden  name  ot  Martha  E.  Butler 
and  whom  he  wedded  while  visiting  In  that  part  ot  the  country.  Tbey  became  the 
parents  of  two  daughUrs  who  are  yet  living:  Mrs.  Agnes  H.  Heffner,  ot  Elk  City, 
Oregon,  and  Sara  J.,  who  resides  with  her  father.  The  wife  and  mother  was  called  to 
her  final  rest  about  tbe  year  1888. 

Mr.  Smith  has  given  his  political  allegiance  to  the  republican  party  since  age  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  right  of  franchise,  but  has  held  no  office  with  the  exception  of  that 
ot  Justice  ot  the  peace.  When  Idaho  was  still  a  territory  he  was  twice  a  candidate  for 
the  legislature  and  on  one  occasion  made  the  race  for  state  senator.  He  has  passed  his 
eighty-flrst  birthday  and  enjoys  the  respect  and  esteem  which  should  ever  be  accorded 
one  who  has  traveled  thus  fsr  on  life's  Jonrney  and  whose  career  has  at  all  times  been

nprtght  and  honoralile.  Througb  more  th&n  a  baXt  oentnry  h«  hM  llT«d  In  Ada  teontr 
and  haa  been  a  wltneu  ot  the  transformation  that  has  occorred  aa  the  work  of  develop 
ment  and  nphnildiDS  haa  been  carried  steadily  forward,  while  hia  efforts  have  been  a 
oontrlbutlng  factor  toward  the  splendid  results  achlered. 


LEWIS  A.  EALBUS. 

Among  the  prominent  citizens  of  Kuna.  Is  Lewis  A.  Kalbus,  one  of  the  foanders 
of  the  Kuna  State  Bank,  of  which  he  Is  cashier,  stockholder  and  director.  Like  the 
great  majority  of  enterprising  citizens  here,  he  is  me  ot  Idaho's  Bona  by  adoption. 
He  was  born  fn  Oshkosh.  Wisconsin,  November  23,  1S87,  the  son  (rf  Herman  and 
Matilda  (Runge)  Kalbns.  Both  parents  were  bom  In  Germany,  but  they  were  united  in 
marriage  tn  Wisconsin.  The  motb^  Is  dead,  but  the  father  Is  still  llTing  in  Oahkosh. 
Of  nine  children  hoi^  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kalbns,  seven  are  living,  of  whom  only  two  are 
resldenta  of  Idaho,  Lewis  A.,  who  realdea  at  Kuna,  and  Prank  O.  A.  Kalbua,  of  Boise. 

Lewis  A.  Kalbna  received  hla  education  In  the  public  schools  and  the  high  school 
ot  Oshkosh,  and  was  graduated  from  an  Oa'hkoeh  business  college.  Being  ever  of  an 
ambitious  nature  and  wishing  /o  gain  all  the  knowledge  possible,  he  attended  a  busl- 
neaa  college  after  being  graduated  from  high  school.  He  worked  his  way  through  this 
school,  by  aecnring  employment  In  a  furniture  factory  where  he  received  the  wage  of 
sixty  cehta  a  day.  He  was  then  bnt  fourteen  years  of  age.  After  completing  his  busl- 
ness  course  he  obtained  a  position  as  bookkeeper  for  the  Crawford  Coal  and  Ice  Com- 
pany of  Oahkosh  and  later  worked  for  a  wholesale  boot  and  shoe  company  as  book- 
keeper. In  1908,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  he  came  to  Boise  where  he  was  engaged 
for  five  years  In  the  capacity  of  bookkeeper  and  teller  In  a  well  known  Bolsa  bank. 
Some  time  later  he  entered  into  partnership  with  his  brother,  Frank  O.  A.  Kalbus, 
In  the  mercantile  business  and  remained  In  that  capacity  tor  some  time.  The  mer- 
cantile business  of  the  Kalbus  brothers  was  the  well  known  Rackett  atora  on  North 
Eighth  atreet  which  is  now  owned  and  conducted  by  Frank  0.  A.  Kalbna.  Finding  the 
banking  business  more  to  hia  liking,  he  soon  withdrew  from  the  partnership  with  his 
brother  and  In  1908  removed  to  Kuna.  August  1,  1916,  he  became  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Kuna  State  Bank  and  has  since  served  as  Its  cashier,  being  also  a  stockholder 
and  director. 

Mr.  Kalbus  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mlaa  Cora  Romlow,  September  20,  1911, 
She  ia  a  native  of  Fond  Du  Lac,  WiBconsln,  and  was  born  November  22,  18S8.  They 
are  the  parents  of  one  child,  James,  who  was  bom  July  IT.  1912. 

Mr.  Kalbus  is  a  republican,  and  stanchly  supports  all  measures  and  Interests  whicli 
be  deems  of  value  In  the  upbuilding  ot  the  community  In  which  he  resides.  Fraternally, 
he  Is  a  Mason  and  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  In  connection  with  bis  banking  Interests  la  an 
active  member  of  the  Idaho  State  Bankers  Association.  By  his  own  diligence  and 
Industry  he  has  risen  to  the  position  which  he  now  occupies  and  there  la  no  other  man 
In  the  county  who  enjoys  a  higher  regard  from  his  fellow  citizens  than  does  Mr,  Kalbua. 


FRED  B.  BRICKSON. 

Fred  E.  Brlckson,  a  well  known  resident  of  Idaho  Falls  who  has  been  prominent 
In  connection  with  the  public  life  of  the  city,  was  born  In  Sweden  In  October,  1860,  and 
is  a  son  of  Andrew  and  Amelia'  Brlckson,  who  were  alao  natives  of  that  country.  The 
father  came  to  the  new  world  in  1887  and  setUed  in  Chicago,  where  he  was  employed 
along  different  lines.  He  was  a  millwright  and  worked  tor  one  Arm  for  sixteen  years 
to  Chicago,  after  which  he  removed  to  Nebraska,  where  he  carried  on  farming  and 
stock  raising  until  1894.  He  then  come  to  Idaho,  settling  at  Idaho  Falls,  where  he 
parchased  land  which  be  Improved  and  developed,  continuing  the  cultivation  of  the 
place  until  1911.  In  that  year  his  wife  paaaed  away  and  be  put  aalde  the  active  work 
of  the  farm,  since  which  time  he  has  resided  In  Calllomia.  He  is  now  elghty«even 
yeara  of  age. 

Fred  B.  Brlckson  spent  the  days  of  his  boyhood  and  youth  In  Chicago  and  after 
hia  schooldays  were  over  took  up  railroad  work,  running  first  out  of  Chicago,  while 
later  he  went  to  St.  Louis.    Ha  followed  railroading  from  1880  until  1904,  when  ho  re-

removed  to  Idaho  Falli  and  purchased  an  IrrlKated  farm  three  and  a  halt  miles  from 
the  clt7>  He  then  bent  bis  energies  to  the  ImiiroTement  and  development  ot  the 
property  and  for  seven  years  carried  on  farming  there.  On  the  expiration  of  that 
period  he  leased  his  ranch  and  took  up  his  ahode  In  the  ctt;r,  establishing  the  Idaho 
B^lls  Transfer  ft  Storage  Company,  under  which  style  he  continued  the  huslness  until 
the  lall  of  1916,  when  he  sold  out  to  become  chief  of  police  under  Mayor  EdEingtoik 
He  held  that  position  for  three  years,  glylng  uniform  satisfaction  by  the  prompt  and 
capable  manner  In  which  he  discharged  his  duties,  and  since  bla  retirement  from  office 
he  has  not  resumed  active  huitnesa  connections.  However,  he  Is  Interested  in  mining 
and  from  his  investments  he  derives  a  suhatantlal  annual  income. 

In  Jnne,  1889,  Mr.  Brickson  was  married  to  Miss  Helena  Rivers  Thompson,  a 
daughter  of  John  H.  and  Anna  (Lee}  Thranpson,  who  were  natives  of  Philadelphia 
and  of  Dublin.  Her  father  practiced  medicine  and  was  a  sargeon  in  the  army  during 
the  period  of  the  Civil  war  and  afterward  In  a  hospital  at  Mound  City,  Illinois.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Erlckson  have  been  born  seven  children:  Rose,  the  wife  of  A  J. 
Pritchard;  Helen,  the  wife  of  Carl  HcLiean;  Edward,  Mildred  and  Frederick,  all  ai 
home;  Hazel,  who  died  February  IT,  1S91;  and  Robert,  whose  death  occurred  In  Octo- 
ber, 1899.  * 

Mr.  Erlckson  la  a  member  of  the  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles  and  his  religious  faith 
is  that  ot  the  Presbyterian  church,  while  ih  political  belief  he  baa  always  been  a 
democrat.  For  sixteen  years  he  has  resided  In  Bonneville  county,  where  he  has  become 
widely  known,  and  many  there  are  who  speak  ot  him  In  terms  of  warm  regard  because 
of  the  excellent  service  he  has  done  as  a  public  ofBclal  and  by  reason  of  the  enterprise 
that  he  hae  displayed  In  business  affairs.  The  thoroughness  with  which  he  has  con- 
ducted his  bnslness  Interests  has  brought  bim  a  substantial  measure  of  success  that 
now  enables'hlm  to  live  retired. 


HANS  SORENSEN. 

Although  Hans  Sorensen  now  resides  near  Franklin  school  on  the  Boise  bench  he 
was  a  pioneer  of  Bear  Lake  county  bavins  come  to  that  county  and  settled  In  1886. 
He  was  bom  in  Denmark  November  26,  1861,  a  son  of  Hans  Sorensen  and  his  wife, 
Maria  Mortensen.  In  1875  the  parents  ot  Mr.  Sorensen  removed  to  the  United  States. 
The  family  were  Mormon  convene  and  on  their  arrival  In  this  country  went  Imme- 
diately to  Brigham  City,  Utah,  where  the  parents  lived  nntll  they  passed  to  the  life 
beyond. 

Hans  Sorensen  was  thirteen  years  of  age  when  hie  parents  removed  to  this  country 
and  settled  In  Brlgham  City,  Utah.  He  waa  reared  on  a  farm  near  that  city,  and  re- 
mained there  until  In  early  manhood.  After  bis  marriage,  he  and  his  wife  removed 
to  Bear  Lake  county,  Idaho,  in  1886,  and  became  pioneers  of  that  place.  Here  Mr. 
Sorensen  engaged  In  ranching  and  the  cattle  business  and  soon  became  one  of  the 
county's  most  substantial  farmers.  His  ranch  consisted  of  six  hundred  and  forty 
acres  of  land,  and  cattle  numbering  one  hundred  and  sixty-flve  head.  He  sold  this 
place  in  1919  and  removed  to  Boise  valley  where  he  purchased  a  nine  <icre 
htnne  near  Franklin  school  and  also  a  one  hundred  and  sixty  acre  grain  and  bay 
ranch  which  la  located  two  and  one-half  miles  northeast  of  Kuna  on  the  Meridian 
highway.  Two  of  bis  sons,  Leo  T.  and  Merlin  C  both  of  whom  are  married,  reside 
on  the  large  ranch,  while  N^.  Sorensen  and  the  remainder  of  the  family  reside  on  the 
small  but  well  Improved  place  near  Franklin  school.  As  ranchmen,  Mr.  Sorensen  and 
his  two  sons  are  very  successful  and  the  family  Is  widely  known  and  highly  regarded 
throughout  the  community. 

Mr.  Sorensen  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Mary  B.  Tippets,  at  Logan  City, 
Utah,  December  17,  1884.  The  marriage  took  place  In  the  Mormon  temple  in  that  city, 
for  both  Mr.  Sorensen  and  his  wife  were  of  the  Mormon  faith.  She  was  born  in  Box 
Elder  county,  Utah,  of  Mormon  parents  who  were  pioneers  In  that  state.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Sorensen  nine  children  have  been  bom  all  of  whom  are  living.  They  are:  Myrtle, 
who  Is  the  wife  of  Junius  Freeman;  Alice,  the  wife  ot  William  J.  Smith;  Mable,  wife 
of  I.  B.  Freeman;  Leo  T.;  Frank  A.;  Merlin  C;  Joseph  T.;  and  Iris  and  Gladys.  The 
last  two  daughters  are  twins  and  are  fifteen  years  of  age. 

Since  age  conferred  on  Mr.  Sorensen  the  right  of  franchise  he  has  etanchly  sup- 
ported the  republican  party  and  although  be  has  never  held  political  office,  he  has 
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aamd  ttia  public  in  the  capaeltr  ot  director  of  the  OeOTgetown  Irrigation  Company 
of  Bear  Lake  eovnty.  which  position  he  held  for  Bororal  rears.  Ha  also  nrred  aa 
adiool  dlr«ctor  there  for  aereral  yearB.  He  U  always  ready  to  aMlst  In  the  moral  and 
Intallectn&l  deTclopment  of  his  ocAnmnnlty  and  la  ever  ready  to  shoulder  the  reaponst' 
bilitles  of  dtlzenship,  bringing  his  children  up  to  be  men  and  women  of  which  the 
commoDlty  may  be  proud.  St^  by  step  Hr.  Sorensen  has  risen  to  his  present  poaltion 
among  the  prominent  ranchmen  of  his  county,  and  it  is  with  great  prMe  that  he  looks 
back  npon  his  early  days  of  dlllsenoe  and  Induatry.  and,  because  of  these  hardships 
endnred  and  obstaclee  oTerthrown,  he  Is  more  able  to  eaior  his  present  day  s 


STANDLBr  H.  RICH. 

Standtey  H.  Rich,  who  at  present  fills  the  ofllces  of  county  clerk,  connty  recorder 
and  connty  auditor  of  Bear  Lake  county,  as  well  as  being  otherwise  Identified  with 
public  affairs  in  and  about  Paris,  is  a  native  ot  that  city,  bom  December  25,  188S,  and 
la  a  son  of  Joseph  C.  and  Ann  Blisa  (Hnnter)  Rich,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  else- 
where In  this  volume.  From  Paris  the  family  removed  to  Hontpelier  and  later  the 
father  purchased  the  famona  Hot  Springs  resort  on  the  shore  ot  Bear  lake,  where  be 
resided  for  sixteen  years. 

Standley  H.  Rich  received  his  early  education  In  the  schools  of  Bear  Lake  county 
and  later  attended  the  Agricultural  Collc^  at  Logan,  Utah,  subsequently  entering  the 
Latter  Day  Saints  University  at  Salt  Lake  City.  In  1909  he  was  selected  to  All  a 
mlsalon  to  Qreat  Britain  on  behalf  of  his  church,  and  visited  England,  Ireland,  Scot- 
land, Oermany,  Prance,  Holland  and  Be^um,  returning  In  1S08.  For  the  next  snc- 
oeedlng  three  years  be  was  manager  tor  Stndebaker  Brothers  Company,  at  Slvanston, 
Wyoming,  and  on  resigning  that  position  he  returned  to  Bear  Lake  county,  Idaho,  and 
took  a  homestead  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres.  He  immediately  commenced  to 
Improve  this  land  and  after  considerable  labor  he  placed  three  hundred  acres  under 
cultivation,  continuing  to  operate  this  place  tor  five  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he 
Bold  out.  He  was  In  the  employ  of  the  National  Bank  of  the. Republic  at  Salt  Lake 
City  during  1909.  He  owns  business  property  in  Hontpelier  and  lake  shore  property 
In  Bear  Lake  connty. 

In  1914  Mr.  Rich  was  elected  oounty  treasurer  and  was  reelected  In  1918,  and  la 
1918  he  was  elected  clerk  of  the  district  court  and  ex-oificio  auditor  and  recorder.  He 
was  appointed  recruiting  officer  for  Bear  Lake  connty  under  Governor  Alexander,  dnrlnf 
the  trouble  with  Mexico,  and  also  acted  in  a  similar  capacity  during  the  war  with 
Oermany.  In  1918  he  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  food  production  committee  and 
traveled  all  over  the  state  buying  hay  and  grain  In  the  Interest  ot  his  country.  In 
addition  to  holding  the  offices  of  auditor  and  recorder,  he  also  Is  clerk  to  the  board 
of  county  commlasioners. 

On  January  14,  1914,  Mr.  Rich  waa  united  In  marriage  to  Kathryn  Whittle,  and 
to  this  union  have  been  born  two  children,  namely:  Gwendolyn,  bom  May  28,  1915; 
and  Keith  WhItUe,  bom  April  S,  1919. 

Mr.  Rich  iB  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jeans  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  and  Is  a 
member  ot  the  high  council  and  was  chairman  of  the  stake  social  committee.  P<ditically 
he  gives  his  support  to  the  democratic  party  and  Is  active  in  all  matters  ccxicemlng 
the  welfare  of  hla  party,  being  at  one  time  chairman  of  the  county  central  committee. 
He  served  on  the  city  council  from  1916  to  1918.  Mr.  Ric^  was  president  of  the  Paris 
Commercial  Club  tor  five  years,  and  is  generally  regarded  as  one  ot  the  most  pro- 
gressive citizens  In  Bear  Lake  county,  whose  social  and  commercial  Interests  It  has 
ever  been  bis  endeavor  to  advance. 


FREDERICK  WILLIAM  ROLFS,  M.  D. 

Dr.  Frederick  William  Rolfs,  of  Mullan,  filling  the  position  of  county  physician  of 
Shoshone  county,  was  bom  at  Le  Claire.  Scott  county,  Iowa.  April  7,  1S70,  his  parents 
being  Moss  Peter  and  Mary  C.  (Nelmeyer)  Rolfs.  The  father  was  bom  near  Berlin, 
Oermany,  and  belonged  to  a  prominent  family  of  that  country.  He  determined,  however, 
to  bec(»ne  an  American  dtlien  and  started  for  the  new  wn-ld  on  a  sailing  vessel  which 
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waa  shipwrecked.  However,  be  ultlmxtelr  reached  bis  destltiAtlon  end  made  ble  way 
weetward  on  one  ot  the  first  tratne  from  New  York  to  Cblcago.  He  thence  traveled 
overland  to  Davenport  In  the  late  '40fi  and  while  there  residing  was  married.  Pioneer 
oondltlooB  existed  In  that  section  of  the  state  and  he  was  also  cloeely  associated  with 
the  early  development  of  Le  Claire,  Scott  county,  where  he  carried  on  farming  for  many 
years,  bis  death  occurring  in  1881. 

After  attending  the  pnbltc  flcho<ds  of  his  native  city  Dr.  Rolfs  of  this  review  took  np 
the  profession  of  teaching,  which  he  followed  in  the  winter  months.  Deetrous,  however, 
of  enjoying  better  edncatlonal  opportunities,  he  matriculated  In  the  Iowa  State  College 
and  throngh  hla  own  labors  met  the  axpensee  of  bis  college  course.  His  studlee  In  the 
Institution  were  not  continuous,  for  It  was  necessary  at  times  that  be  earn  more  money 
before  resuming  hla  studies.  His  course  In  the  Iowa  State  College,  however,  provided 
him  with  an  excellent  fonndatlon  upon  which  to  rear  the  superetructure  of  professional 
learning.  Having  determined  to  engage  In  the  practice  of  medlolne  as  a  life  work,  he  at 
length  matriculated  In  the  medical  department  of  Drake  University  at  Des  Moines,  which 
he  attended  for  a  year.  He  next  entered  the  Keokuk  Medical  School  and  worked  hla  way 
through  the  institution,  being  graduated  with  the  class  ot  190G.  Thus  well  qualified  for 
the  active  work  ot  the  profession,  he  opened  an  office  at  Klnrosa,  Iowa,  where  he  continued 
lor  a  year. 

It  was  in  August,  1906,  that  Dr.  Rolfs  arrived  In  Idaho,  making  bis  way  to  the  Coeur 
d'Alene  district  and  beginning  practice  at  Mullan.  Through  the  Intervening  years  he 
has  continued  In  the  general  practice  ot  medicine  and  surgery  and  bis  developing  powers 
and  ability  have  been  the  means  of  gaining  tor  blm  an  extensive  practice.  In  1917  and 
ISIS  he  filled  the  position  of  county  physician  ot  Shoshone  county.  He  is  conscientious 
and  earnest  In  the  performance  ot  his  professional  duties  and  his  careful  diagnosis  and 
hla  devotion  to  the  Interests  of  his  patients  have  been  attended  with  most  gratifying 
results.  Aside  from  bis  profession  he  is  connected  with  the  Franklin  Security  Mining 
Company. 

Dr.  Rolfs  was  married  In  IBOl  to  Mies  Inola  E.  Parker,  who  was  born  at  Le  Claire, 
Iowa,  their  marriage  being  celebrated  In  Davenport,  that  state.  They  have  two  children, 
Carl  and  Anietta.  The  family  occupies  a  prominent  social  position  and  Dr.  and  Mra. 
Rolfa  are  actively  connected  Vltb  many  civic  interests,  with  upUtt  work  and  with  all 
thoee  forces  which  make  for  the  material.  Intellectual,  social  and  moral  progress  of  tue 
community.  Dr.  Rolfs  Is  a.  thlrty^econd  degree  Mason,  belonging  to  Snow  Lodge  No.  44, 
A.  F.  A  A.  M.,  at  Le  Glaire,  Iowa,  and  the  Shrine  at  Lewiston,  Idaho,  and  both  he  and 
his  wife  are  connected  with  the  Eastern  Star.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  Shoshone 
county  selective  service  board,  acting  as  medical  examiner.  In  politics  he  is  an  aggres- 
sive democrat,  unfaltering  In  bis  allegiance  to  the  party.  He  stands  tor  good  roada  and 
for  all  those  forces  and  interests  which  make  for  general  develoment  and  Improvement 
In  community,  commonwealth  and  country.  He  is  truly  one  hundred  per  cent  American. 
By  nature  he  is  most  charitable  and  kindly  disposed  and  la  constantly  but  unostenta- 
tiously extending  a  helping  hand  where  aid  Is  needed. 


GEORGE  CARTWRIOHT. 


There  Is  no  man  more  widely  known  throughout  Boise  county  than  Is  George  Cart- 
wright  who  resides  on  Shaffer  creek,  eighteen  miles  from  Boise  and  seven  miles  from 
Horse  Shoe  Bend.  He  la  a  native  of  Michigan,  having  been  born  on  a  farm  eight  miles 
east  ot  Flint,  February  24,  1S4B,  a  son  ot  Calvin  and  Mary  (Fritz)  Cartwrlgbt,  both 
deceased.  The  father,  who  was  of  English  and  Scotch  descent,  was  a  well-to-do  farmer 
and  a  man  of  Inflnenee  In  his  community.  He  was  tor  many  years  assessor  for  Davidson 
township,  which  position  he  filled  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  The  mother  was  «t  German  ' 
descent 

George  Cartwrlgbt  was  reared  and  educated  In  Michigan,  his  education  being 
received  in  the  public  schools  ot  Flint  and  in  the  Flint  high  school.  At  the  age  of 
nineteen  years  he  commenced  to  teach,  and  taught  for  two  terms  In  schools  that  had 
lost  their  more  experienced  teachers.  He  made  a  succeHsful  teacher,  and  had  no  trouble, 
other  than  In  the  few  first  days,  when  It  was  necessary  to  flog  some  of  the  older  boys 
who  deemed  it  necessary  to  question  his  authority.  Seeing  bigger  opportunities  In 
the  northwest,  Mr;  Cartwrlgbt  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  resigned  bis  school  duties 
and  came  to  Idaho. 
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H«  ii>Bd«  the  trip  acrow  the  pUlna  to  Kelton,  Utah,  over  the  Union  Fftcdflc  nill- 
roed  which  had  been  completed  onlr  a  ihort  time  before.  The  remainder  of  the 
Jonrney  from  Kelton,  Utab,  to  Idabo  City,  he  made  by  stage,  and  baa.  ever  Binoe  hie 
arrival  there,  over  flftr  reara  aKo,  been  a  eteadr  resident  of  Idaho.  The  flrat  Btteen 
years  of  hia  resldenoe  In  this  state  vere  spent  In  the  Boise  basin,  engasad  in  mining 
pursuits  first  at  Centervllle  tor  two  years  and  later  at  Idaho  City  for  aereral  yean. 
In  1885  he  bought  a  one  hundred  and  twenty  acre  ranch  on  Shatter  creek,  which  la 
now  a  part  of  a  larger  ranch  eonslatlng  of  nearly  two  thousand  acres,  owned  by  Mr. 
Cartwrlgbt  and  bis  two  sons,  Calvin  P..  and  Artemus  B.  Both  of  the  sons  are  married 
and  have  homes  of '  their  own  near  their  father  on  the  big  Cartwrlght  ranch.  The 
ranch  bnlldlngs  are  located  on  the  original  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  which  he 
purchased  in  1S86.  At  the  time  the  property  was  purchased  there  was  a  lovely  home 
on  It,  but  It  burned  down,  and  about  twenty  years  ago,  Mr.  Cartwrlght  erected  a  new 
and  more  modem  one.  He  has  taken  little  of  his  time  from  ranching  for  public  service, 
althongh  be  did  serve  as  county  commissioner  of  Boise  county  for  two  terms.  This 
olllce  he  flUed  so  well  that  he  was  oQered  time  and  again  other  positions  of  tmst  and 
responsibility,  but  these  be  refused,  his  two  terms  as  commissioner  having  snffldeutly 
satisfied  blm. 

Mr.  Cartwrlgbt  waa  united  In  marriage  November  3,  1886,  to  Mlsa  Sarah  Kelly, 
who  was  his  devoted  companion  nntll  January  8,  1919,  when  she  died  of  Inflnenca.  She 
was  a  loyal  wife  and  a  devoted  mother,  and  left  to  monm  ber  loss  her  husband  and 
the  two  sons  before  mentioned,  Calvtn  F.,  and  Artemns  B.  A  daughter,  Oeorgla  Hay, 
died  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

In  politics  Hr.  Cartwrlght  Is  a  republican  and  fraternally  he  Is  aflUlated  with  the 
Odd  Fellows.  There  are  few  men  so  widely  known  In  the  community  In  which  they 
reside  as  Is  Hr.  Cartwrlgbt.  There  Is  probably  no  man  residing  with  fifty  miles  of 
him  who  doee  not  know  or  has  not  beard  of  him.  His  ranch,  than  which  there  Is  none 
more  beautiful  In  this  part  of  the  country,  with  Its  lands  reaching  for  mllee  over 
the  mountain  tops  and  valleys.  Is  noted  for  the  hospitality  It  offers  and  Is  a  popular 
and  much  sought  after  stopping  place  for  the  weary  traveler.  Hr.  Cartwrlght  and 
his  sons  are  recognised  among  the  most  sncceesfnl  and  progressive  ranchers  In  thla 
part  of  the  country  and  are  held  In  high  esteem  by  everyone  throaghont  the  com- 
munity. 


PRANK  HTRON  HUNTINGTON. 

Pranh  Hyron  Huntington  Is  actively  engaged  In  the  operation  of  a  ranch  c<»n- 
prising  fifty  acres  situated  nine  miles  southwest  of  Boise  and  Is  widely  recognised  as 
one  of  the  enterprising  and  progTessIre  young  agriculturists  of  Ada  county.  He  waa 
born  m  a  covered  wagon  on  the  day  his  parents  arrived  In  Boise,  reaching  their  des- 
tination after  a  three  months'  Journey  overland  from  Kansas.  The  date  of  his  birth — 
July  S,  1890 — Is  the  same  which  marked  Idaho's  admission  to  statehood.  His  parents 
were  Charles  H.  and  Lydta  (Squires)  Huntington,  both  natives  of  Shaftsbury,  Ben- 
nington county,  Vermont.  As  above  stated,  they  removed  from  Kansas  to  Idaho  In 
1890  and  here  the  father  continued  to  reside  throughout  the  rwnalnder  of  his  life, 
passing  away  on  the  16th  of  February.  1918.  His  widow  still  makes  her  home  on  the 
farm  which  he  purchased  as  school  land  and  Improved  and  which  Is  now  being  culti- 
vated by  his  son,  Frank  M.  Charles  H.  Huntington  filled  the  position  of  county  com- 
missioner In  Ada  county  for  two  terms  and  was  well  known  and  highly  respected  as  a 
substantial  and  representative  citizen  of  the  community.  To  him  and  his  wife  were 
bom  six  children,  four  daughters  and  two  sons,  but  two  of  the  daughters  died  in 
Infancy.  Alice  Hay,  who  was  bom  October  2.  1884,  and  who  was  a  young  lady  of  most 
attractive  personality,  passed  away  January  IB,  191&,  ber  untimely  death  being  deeply 
deplored  by  all  who  knew  her.  Charles  H..  bom  July  26,  1S8S,  now  resides  on  a  home- 
stead on  Black  creek  which  he  has  Improved.  He  wedded  Miss  Hosa  M.  Backns  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  two  sons  and  a  daughter:  Rosa  Maude,  bom  August  Z,  1910; 
Clifton  E.,  whose  birth  occurred  January  IS,  1914,  and  Donald  D.,  whose  natal  day  waa 
Hay  2,  1919.  Dollle  Jennie,  who  was  bom  April  27,  1894,  resides  with  her  mother  on 
the  hcnne  farm  southwest  of  Boise. 

Frank  M.  Huntington,  the  other  member  of  the  family,  married  Hiss  Cora  Belle 
Heard  and  has  two  sons  and  two  daughters:   0<ddle,  who  was  bom.  March  1,  1914; 
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Frank,  born  March   S,  1916;    Dorothr,  wbow  birth   occurred  February  i,  1918;    and 
Tbomaa,  bom  June  26,  1920. 

Since  tbe  death  of  his  lather  Frank  H.  Huntington  has  resided  almost  oontlnaonsir 
on  the  home  farm  of  his  mother.  deTotlng  Ills  tbne  and  Anergles  to  Its  further  cultiva- 
tion with  excellent  sacceea.  He  has  always  remained  within  the  borders  of  Idaho, 
havins  nerer  had  occaelon  to  traTel,  while  his  wife  hae  been  a  resident  of  this  state 
for  the  paet  twentr-two  Tears.  They  are  a  popolar  roung  couple  of  Ada  conntr,  their 
genuine  personal'  worth  and  manr  excellent  traits  of  character  havlDg  won  them  an 
extenslTe  circle  of  warm  friends. 


FRANK  N.  ROSBNWJF. 

Frank  N.  Rosenlof.  who  haa  spent  his  active  life  In  ranching  le  now  a  resident 
of  Nampa,  Idaho,  whither  he  removed  In  March,  1920,  from  his  farm  located  a 
tew  miles  west  of  Meridian,  on  the  state  highway  between  Meridian  and  Nampa. 
He  came  to  Idaho  In  1896  from  Mount  Pleasant,  Utah.  He  was  bom  in  Mount 
Pleasant  on  March  26.  ISTO,  a  son  of  Nells  and  Mary  Rosenlof,  both  naUves  of 
Sweden,  where  the?  were  married  before  coming  to  the  United  States.  Spme  time 
prior  to  their  emigration  to  this  conntrx,  the  parents  had  become  converts  to  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  on  their  arrival  went  to  Utah, 
where  ther  spent  the  remainder  of  their  lives,  the  mother  dying  when  Frank  H. 
RMonloI  was  only  five  years  old.  The  father  died  about  ten  years  ago.  He  had 
nine  children,  of  whom  seven  are  living,  the  subject  of  this  sketch  having  one 
brother  and  one  sister  In  Idaho,  namely;  John  Rosenlof  and  Mrs.  Annie  Hanson,  of 
St.  Anthony. 

Frank  N.  Rosenlof  was  reared  in  Mount  Pleasant,  Utah,  where  he  attended 
school  to  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  when  he  went  to  work  at  the  carpenter's  trade, 
remaining  tn  this  line  for  two  years.  He  haa  since  been  connected  with  ranching. 
He  came  to  Idaho  in  the  spring  of  1896,  when  twenty>five  yeara  old,  and  has 
since  lived  In  Boise  valley,  either  in  or  near  Nampa.  He  first  worked  aa  a  farm 
hand  on  a  three  hundred  and  twenty  acre  ranch,  known  as  the  Company  Ranch, 
Ova  miles  east  ot  Nampa,  and  after  working  for  one  season  he  decided  to  lease 
the  ranch,  which  he  operated  tor  seven  yeara,  raising  hay  and  grain.  At  that  time 
those  products  commanded  but  low  prices.  In  one  year  he  raised  twelve  hundred 
tons  ot  attalta  but  the  best  price  he  could  get  tor  It  was  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
a  ton.  Even  with  the  low  prices  then  prevailing,  Mr,  Rosenlof  managed  to  get  a 
start  in  life,  and  at  the  end  of  seven  years  he  had  something  over  twenty-three 
hnndred  dollars. 

White  the  lease  on  the  Company  Ranch  was  running  Hr.  Rosenlof  was  married 
In  August,  1898,  to  Olive  A.  Hatfield,  who  was  bom  In  1S78  and  accompanied  her 
mother  to  Idaho  about  1890.  A  few  yeara  after  his  marriage,  he  bonght  a  ranch 
ot  ninety-six  acres  In  the  vicinity  of  the  Roosevelt  school,  three  miles  west  of 
Meridian.  In  the  succeeding  eleven  years,  at  dltTerent  times,  he  owned  several 
ranches  In  the  same  district,  buying  and  selling  as  opportunity  came  to  make  a 
good  profit.  He  was  engaged  In  the  raising  of  full  blooded  stock,  his  special  pride 
being  his  I.incoln  sheep,  for  which  he  was  awarded  first  prizes,  sweepstakes  and  diplomas 
for  several  years  by  the  Idaho  Inter-Mo untafn  Fair  at  Boise.  He  served  two  yeara 
as  president  of  the  Internationa)  Lincoln  Society  but  resigned  when  he  disposed 
ot  his  sheep  hnslness.  It  was  as  a  successful  dealer  In  farm  land  and  stock  that 
Hr.  Rosenlof  laid  the  tonndations  of  his  present  prosperity  and  fortune,  which  is 
ample  tor  all  his  future  needs.  In  the  course  of  his  operations  he  finally  became 
the  owner  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  ot  very  choice  farm  land,  four  miles 
west  ot  Meridian,  the  deal  being  made  in  1915.  The  land  was  under  cultivation 
bnt  there  were  no  buildings  on  It  at  the  time,  aa  all  these  had  been  destroyed  by  fire. 
Hr.  Rosenlof  immediately  set  about  improving  it  with  the  result  that  within  a  year  the 
place  known  as  the  Rosenlof  ranch  had  one  ot  the  best  sets  of  farm  buildings  to  be 
found  Within  the  limits  of  the  Boise  valley.  The  Rosenlof  ranch  Is  Ideally  situated. 
The  Bolse-Nampa  Interurban  Railway  runs  past  his  door  and  the  state  highway 
also  skirts  the  front  of  the  ranch.  Rosenlof  Station  was  established  at  the  ranch 
and  a  neat  depot  erected  by  Hr.  Rosenlof.  In  tact,  he  has  developed  a  real  show 
place,  every  one  ot  the  six  buildings  being  new  and  of  tasteful  design.  Immediately 
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ftirestliiK  th«  attention  of  tbe  vayfarer  or  Tlsitor.  He  onl7  lived  on  the  ranch  for 
three  yean,  as,  In  the  apring  of  1920.  be  was  oOered  a  long  price  tor  the  place 
and  accepted  the  offer.  On  parting  with  the  ranch  he  built  a  new  home  and  anto- 
mobUe  service  station  on  the  very  edge  of  Nampa,  on  a  tract  of  nearly  ten  acres. 
Inside  the  corporation  limits,  and  he  also  owns  other  property  In  the  vtclnlty,  In- 
dndlng  a  ranch  which  adjoins  his  former  place. 

Hr.  and  Mrs.  Rosenlof  are  the  parents  of  three  children;  Pearl,  Edgar  ^d 
Uay.  Mr.  Rosenlof  was  reared  a  Mormon  and  stilt  belongs  to  that  chnrch,  while 
his  Wife  la  affiliated  with  the  Methodist  church.  Both  are  republicans  and  he  was 
a  director  of  the  Roosevelt  school  for  aev^n  years.  He  was  formerly  a  director  of 
the  Nampa-Merldlan  irrigation  district  and  was  general  manager  tor  one  year. 


ALEXANDER  BREMNER. 


Alexander  Bremner.  a  prosperons  and  progressive  dairyman,  who  was  formerly 
engaged  In  the  raising  of  sheep  at  Maylleld,  Elmore  county,  and  now  residing  <mi  a 
d^ry  ranch  near  Ustick.  Ada  county,  is  a  native  of  Scotland,  born  in  Aberdeenahfre, 
Jane  7,  1876.  and  a  eon  ol  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alexander  Bremner,  the  former  of  whom  died 
In  1910.  but  tbe  latter  Is  stilt  living  in  Scotland,  now  in  ber  eightieth  year. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  educated  and  reared  in  Scotland,  where  he  remained 
nntll  after  his  marriage.  He  and  his  family  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  the  United  States 
in  1913,  and  on  arriving  In  this  country  came  at  once  to  Idaho,  locating  at  Hayfield, 
Elmore  county,  where  he  immediately  started  out  in  the  raising  of  sheep.  The  time 
was  opportune  for  making  a  snccesa  of  the  undertaking.  Tbe  World  war  broke  out 
in  1914,  and,  with  the  huge  demand  for  wool  and  mutton,  prices  soared  to  great  heights, 
and  Mr.  Bremner  prospered  correspondingly.  Although  he  has  been  in  Idahij  but  six 
years,  having  spent  1919  in  Scotland,  he  le  now  In  Independent  circumstances,  largely 
the  result  of  his  enterprise  and  well  directed  energy. 

On  Hay  21,  1904,  Mr.  Bremner  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Jean  Allan  Hender- 
son, who  was  also  bom  in  Scotland,  July  11,  187S.  a  daughter  of  Robert  and  Isobel 
(Allan)  Henderson,  both  of  whom  died  when  she  was  a  mere  girl.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bremner  are  tbe  parents  of  four  children,  two  sons  and  two  daughters,  the  two  eldest 
being  bom  in  Scotland  and  tbe  two  youngest  in  Idaho.  The  children  are:  Alexander 
Bremner,  III,  bom  January  21,  1906;  Isobel  Allan.  November  IS,  1908;  Robert  Tool 
Henderson,  April  6,  1918,  and  Jean  Agnes  Ellen.  January  13.  1918. 

Following  their  marri^e,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bremner  resided  on  a  farm  of  their  own 
In  Banffshire.  Scotland,  until  1913,  when  they  sold  out  and  came  to  the  United  States. 
The  family  revisited  the  old  country  in  1919.  spending  twelve  months  among  relatives 
and  friends,  returning  to  America  In  March,  1920.  They  are  earnest  m^nbers  of  the 
Presbyterian  chnrch.  Mr.  Bremner  is  a  Ri^al  Arch  Mason,  and  also  belongs  to  the 
Idaho  State  Wool  Growers  Association. 


HON.  ROY  L.   SUTCLIFFE. 

Hon.  Roy  L.  Sutcliffe  Is  connected  with  Irrigation  interests  and  with  legislative 
affairs  In  Idaho,  being  now  representative  from  Butte  county  in  the  state  legislature. 
He  makes  his  home  at  Howe  and  from  that  point  supervises  his  business  Intereats. 
He  was  born  in  Minneapolis.  Minnesota,  September  21,  1883,  a  s<»  of  James  H.  and 
Bva  (Oreene)  Sutcllffe,  the  former  of  English  descent  and  now  a  resident  of  Seattle, 
Washington. 

On  the  13th  of  June,  1906,  Hr.  Sutclitte  was  married  to  Mlsl  Epha  Taylor,  of  Welser, 
Vwbo  was  bom  in  Texas  but  was  reared  and  educated  In  Idaho.  She  Is  a  graduate  of 
the  Welser  Academy  and,  like  her  husband,  baa  been  a  successfnl  teacher.  They  have 
become  parents  of  four  children:  Beulah,  who  was  bom  In  1907;  Philip,  born  In  1909; 
Epha  J.,  in  1913;  and  Eleanor,  whose  birth  occurred  in  1916. 

In  his  political  views  Mr.  Sutcllffe  Is  a  republican  and  in  the  fall  of  1918  was 
elected  on  that  ticket  to  the  house  of  representatives.  He  la  now  serving  as  chairmait 
of  the  committee  on  privileges  and  elections.  He  Is  a  member  of  the  committee  on 
irrigation,  reservoirs  and  reclamation  and  on  roada,  bridges  and  ferries.     Fraternally 
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be  1b  a  Haater  HaaoD,  lorally  adhering  to  the  teacblnga  of  the  craft,  and  be  also  baa 
memberahlp  with  tbb  Modem  Woodmen.  He  served  on  tbe  Butte  Countf  Cornell  of  De- 
fense and  botb  be  and  his  wife  took  a  most  active  and  helpful  part  In  promoting  alt 
war  measures.  He  has  ever  been  a  public-spirited  cltlsen,  placing  the  general  good 
before  partisanship  and  the  welfare  Ot  tbe  conununtty  before  pereonol  aggraudliement. 


PETER   NIELSEN. 


Prominent  among  the  men  ot  Ada  county  is  Peter  Nielaen,  owner  of  Arrowrock 
Dairy  Farm  at  Kuna,  on  which  be  has  one  of  the  best  Holatein  dairy  herds  in  the 
northwest.  He  Is  a  native  of  Denmark,  having  been  born  December  17,  18SG.  His 
parents  are  deceased.    They  never  Immigrated  to  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Nielsen  was  reared  In  Denmark  on  bl^  father's  dairy  farm  and  there  obtained 
the  knowledge  which  has  made  him  so  successful  In  the  dairy  business  in  this  country. 
He  received  a  good  education,  and  attended  the  Copenhagen  University,  where  he 
Bpeclallied  In  agriculture  and  dairying.  He  was  graduated  there  In  1910,  and 
two  years  later  come  to  the  United  States.  He  landed  at  New  York  but  from  that 
city  came  directly  to  Idaho.  The  first  two  and  one-half  years  of.  bis  residence  in  this 
state  ha  spent  in  MalaO,  Oneida  county.  During  his  residence  there  he  secured 
dlSerent  kinds  ol  work  an4  carefully  saved  his  money.  In  1915,  having  saved  one 
thonsand  dollars,  he  came  to  Kuna  and  bought  a  forty  acre  relinquishment  located 
one  and  one-half  miles  west  ot  town.  He  built  a  house  on  this  land,  and  cleared 
much  ot  the  sagebrush,  but  owing  to  some  irregularity  In  the  title,  he  lost  this 
relinquishment  In  a  contest  with  another  claimant  who  had  a  squatter's  right  claim 
on  It.  Of  course  all  the  work  and  money  spent  In  improving  the  land  was  lost  also. 
In  the  meantime,  however,  he  had  entered  into  the  employ  ot  the  Arrowrock  Dairy 
Farm  at  Kuna,  then  owned  by  the  late  Robert  T.  Walbank.  Here  he  labored  Indus- 
trlously  until  November,  1919,  when  he  purchased  from  Mr.  Walbank  the  complete 
Arrowrock  Dairy  Farm,  Including  the  herd  of  registered  Holsteins,  thirty-one  head, 
together  with  sixty  acres  ot  well  Improved  dairy  land,  located  at  the  eastern  limits 
of  Kuna.  He  has  since  been  sole  owner  of  this  ranch,  and  his  herd  of  registered 
Holsteins,  now  lorty-flve  in  number,  is  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  Ada  county  and 
one  of  the  best  In  all  the  northwest.  His  Holstein  bull  Is  of  very  fine  breeding, 
his  sire  having  sold  tor  twenty  thousand  dollars  when  but  six  months  old.  Two  of 
bis  uncles  sold  for  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  and  Qtty  thousand  dollars,  respec- 
tively, and  his  grandmother  on  the  sire's  side  held  the  world's  butter  fat  record 
a  tew  years  ago. 

Mr.  Nielsen  has  never  married.  He  has  taken  but  little  time  from  bis  dairying 
tor  social  affairs  and  the  only  organization  with  which  he  Is  afSliated  is  the  Odd 
Fellows.  He  is  a  supporter  ot  the  republican  party  but  does  not  take  an  acUv« 
Interest  in  politics,  preferring  to  devote  bis  time  to  the  Improvement  ot  his  dairy 
ranch.  Mr.  Nielsen  is  widely  recogniied  as  a  very  successful  and  progressive  dairy- 
man, and  Is  held  In  high  esteem  by  every  member  of  the  community  In  which  he 
resides. 


HENRY  W.  SMIDT. 


Henry  W.  Smldt,  a  merchant  ot  Horse  Shoe  Bend,  has  resided  In  this  vicinity 
for  torty-four  years,  and  Is  one  of  the  prominent  men  of  Boise  county.  He  was 
born  in  Germany,  June  11,  1848,  and  in  1851,  at  the  age  of  three  years,  removed 
with  his  parents  to  the  United  States.  They  landed  at  New  Orleans,  where  they 
remained  until  1859,  when  they  went  up  the  Mississippi  to  St.  Louis  and  settled 
at  Edwardsvllle,  Illinois.     The  father  was  a  barrel  maker  by  trade. 

While  etlll  a  lad,  Henry  W.  Smldt  learned  the  baker's  trade  in  St.  Louts,  MIb- 
souri,  and  later  on  was  tor  several  years  a  pastry  cook  on  the  Mississippi  river 
steamboats.  During  the  Civil  war  he  tried  many  times  to  enlist  but  every  time 
vu  turned  down,  this  being  due  perUy  td  hla  youth  and  partly  because  of  a  slight 
detect  in  his  lelt  foot.     He  Is  a  pioneer  of  Idaho,  having  come  here  In  1876  from 
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Wromlng,  and  locatloK  in  BoIm  eountr,  near  Hone  Shoe  Bend,  In  which  vldnltr 
h«  haa  alnce  resided.  For  tour  years,  from  1871  to  1876,  Hr.  Bmldt  was  a  reildeiit 
ot  Wjomlng  where  he  wae  engaged  In  the  restaurant  boatneaa.  It  waa  there  that  h« 
met  and  married  hla  wife.  For  about  six  rears  prior  to  1B72  he  had  been  engaged 
in  the  restaurant  bualness  In  Montana.  He  was  occupied  In  ranching  until  about 
fifteen  rears  ago,  on  a  place  five  miles  from  Horse  Shoe  Bend  which  he  still  owns, 
and  on  which  his  son  Silas  now  resides.  In  1909  be  built  bis  present  store  in. 
Horse  Shoe  Bend.  As  a  merchant  he  has  been  very  successful,  owing  to  the  tact 
that  he  has  ever  recognised,  rtghtl;,  that  satlsfled  patrons  are  the  beat  adTertlae- 
ment.     He  has  always  put  forth  every  effort  to  please  his  customers. 

Mr.  Smldt  waa  united  in  marriage  August  4,  1873,  in  Wyoming,  to  UIss  Leetha 
Jane  Fenton,  who  was  a  uatlTe  of  Iowa,  having  been  born  In  Webster  county.  May 
24,  1869.  Seven  children  have  been  bom  to  them,  namely,  Syrena,'  Cora,  Lillle, 
Chester  D.,  Silas,  Leetha,  and  Qulncy.  Their  first  daughter,  Syrena.  waa  married, 
first,  to  Hans  Bemston,  who  died,  and  second  to  Thomas  FauU.  She  died  six 
years  ago,  leaving  five  children  by  both  marriages.  Cora,  the  second  member  ot 
the  Smldt  family,  is  the  wife  of  Martin  Olson,  and  is  the  mother  of  five  children. 
Lillle  married  Alphens  Webster  and  is  the  mother  of  three  children.  Chester  D., 
a  resident  of  Boise,  married  Viola  Roberts  and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  children. 
Silas  married  Ida  Oeorge,  and  they  have  one  child,  Cora  Ellen.  Leetha  Is  now 
the  wife  ot  Julius  Anson  and  to  them  three  children  have  been  bom.  Qnincy 
married  Bettle  Oeorge  and  Is  the  father  of  two  children. 

For  fifteen  years  Mr.  Smldt  has  been  Identified  with  the  mercantile  Interests 
ot  Horse  Shoe  Bend,  and  has  in  every  way  endeavored  to  give  his  customers  the 
very  best.  He  has  set  the  standard  ot  his  store  high  and  his  prices  have  remained 
very  reasonable.  There  is  probably  no  other  man  residing  In  Horse  Shoe  Bend 
or  In  Boise  county,  who  is  held  In  higher  regard  than  Hr.  Smldt. 


JOHN  A.  BAGLBT. 

John  A.  Bagley,  formerly  attorney  general  ot  the  state  ot  Idaho  and  city  attorney 
tor  Montpelier,  is  a  native  ot  Utah,  born  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Hay  16,  1863,  and  Is  a 
son  of  John  and  Mary  J.  (Allen)  Bagley.  The  father  was  bom  in  New  Brunswick, 
Canada,  and  bis  mother  and  President  Orant  were  own  cousins.  The  mother  was  bom 
In  the  state  ot  Kentucky  and  was  a  descendant  ot  Bthan  Allai^.  John  Bagley  removed 
to  Salt  Lake  City  in  1852  and  was  In  the  timber  business  most  ot  hla  lite.  On  com- 
ing weqt  be  continued  In  that  line  until  1864.  when  he  removed  to  Bear  Lake  county, 
Idaho,  where  he  acquired  a  tract  of  land  which  he  Improved  and  developed  and  has 
been  operating  ever  since.  He  Is  now  practically  retired  and  resides  In  Montpelier, 
having  reached  the  advanced  age  ot  efghty-fonr  years.  He  has  always  been  active  In 
the  affairs  ot  the  Church  ot  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  warmly  Interested 
In  all  Its  good  works.    His  wife  died  In  September,  1916. 

John  A.  Bagley  wns  educated  In  the  district  schools  of  Bear  Lake  county,  later 
graduating  from  the  Brlgham  Tonng  Academy  at  Provo  Utah,  with  the  class  ot  1882, 
Senator  Reed  Smoot  being  one  ot  his  classmates.  In  1886  be  went  to  Ann  Arbor, 
Michigan,  and  graduated  in  law  and  civil  engineering  In  188S,  otter  which  he  returned 
to  Idaho  and  has  practiced  law  ever  since,  while  devoting  some  time  to  engineering. 
In  1903-04  Mr.  Bagley  served  as  attorney  general  of  Idaho,  bringing  his  ability  and 
legal  knowledge  to  bear  on  the  dntles  ot  that  Important  ofilce.  In  addition  to  carrying 
on  his  law  practice  In  Hontpelter,  he  also  maintains  an  office  at  Salt  Lake  City,  of 
which  his  son.  L.  Lorane,  takes  charge.  The  latter  was  private  secretary  to  his  father 
while  holding  the  office  of  attorney  general. 

On  August  2,  1883,  Mr.  Bagley  was  married  to  Sarah  B.  LawaOn,  and  they  became 
the  parents  of  one  child,  L.  Lorane,  bom  on  May  7,  1884.  Mrs.  Bagley  died  In  March, 
188E,  and  on  August  15,  1888,  Mr.  Bagley  married  tor  his  second  wife,  Nina  Furrow, 
and  they  became  the  parents  ot  nine  children:  Van  Horn,  Moretta,  Almorean,  Haw- 
ley,  Lucille  and  Nina  B.,  all  Hying;  and  three  children  who  died  In  Infancy.  Mrs. 
Nina  Bagley  died  November  11,  1906.  On  January  6,  1907,  Mr.  Bagley  took  tor  hla 
third  wife  Mary  M.  Peterson,  ot  Bear  Lake  county,  and  to  this  union  tour  children 
were  bom,  namely:  Grant,  John  A.,  Jr.,  Major  and  Virginia.  Mrs.  Hory  M.  Bagley 
died  In  October,  1918,  of  Inllaenia. 
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Mr.  Bagler  serTed  as  city  attomef  of  Hontpeller  for  a  number  of  years,  at  a 
Balar;  ol  tventf-flTe  dollarB  per  year.  He  was  a  partner  of  Jndge  Alfred  Budge  in 
Montpeller  tor  several  yeare,  and  also  maintained  olflceB  In  Faria,  this  state,  for  a 
considerable  time.  Politically  Mr,  Bagley  Is  a  republican  and  bas  always  been  an 
active  worker  on  behalf  of  the  party.  In  church  affairs  he  la  no  less  active  and  filled 
a  two-year  mission  In  the  northwestern  states  lor  the  advancement  of  the  work  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  Mr.  Bagley  never  used  his  home- 
stead rights  but  formerly  had  farming  Interests  near  Montpeller.  He  was  the  first 
man  from  this  part  of  the  state  to  enter  an  eastern  college,  and  be  Is  generally 
regarded  &b  one  of  the  most  cultured  and  capable  lawyers  at  present  practicing  at 
the  bar  of  Idaho. 


JOSEPH  C.  RICH. 

Joseph  C.  Rich,  who  was  a  pioneer  In  the  settlement  of  the  Bear  Lake  valley, 
was  born  In  Nauvoo,  Illinois,  bis  parents  being  adherents  to  the  teachings  of  the 
Church  of  Jesiis  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  It  was  in  the  year  1S4T  that  Joseph 
C.  Rich  crossed  the  plains,  accompanied  by  his  mother,  to  Salt  Lake  City,  and 
he  was  there  reared  and  educated.  He  was  also  among  the  early  settlers  of  Cali- 
fornia, whither  he  directed  his  steps  in  1862,  remaining  in  that  part  of  the  west 
until  1SG3,  when  be  and  his  father  came  to  Bear  Lake  county,  Idaho,  and  proceeded 
to  organize  this  part  of  the  state.  It  was  in  the  early  fall  of  1863  that  the  father, 
General  Charles  C.  Rich,  was  called  to  the  office  of  President  Brlgham  Toung  (or 
a  consultation  regarding  the  advisability  of  opening  up  the  Bear  Lake  valley  for 
settlement.  Little  was  known  of  the  country  save  that  it  was  of  a  high  altitude  and 
therefore  very  cold  in  winter,  with  deep  snows.  Arrangements  were  made  whereby 
General  Rich  should  go  into  the  Cache  valley,  select  a  company  of  fifty  horsemen 
with  necessary  baggage  wagons  and  explore  the  valley  with  a  view  to  permanent 
settlement.  This  was  done  In  Septeqiber,  1S63,  and  the  site  of  Paris  was  selected 
as  the  rendezvous  for  the  settlers  coming  during  the  Orst  year  and  a  survey  of  a 
part  of  the  town  was  made.  Soon  afterward  General  Rich  returned  to  Salt  Lake  to 
make  report  concerning  his  explorations  and  a  decision  was  reached  to  settle  the 
valley  under  the  direction  of  General  Rich  in  the  ensuing  spring.  In  October  of 
the  same  year  he  made  his  second  trip  into  the  Bear  Lake  valley  for  the  purpose 
of  marking  out  and  opening  up  another  route  from  Ogden  City.  This  was  done 
on  horseback  with  pack  animals  by  the  following  named  persons:  General  Rich. 
Lorin  Parr,  Captain  Jefferson  Hunt  of  Mormon  Battalion  fame.  Joseph  C.  Rich, 
Thomas  R.  Miller,  Richard  R.  Hopkins,  and  George  Hill,  an  Indian  Interpreter. 
General  Rich  also  considered  the  question  of  the  Indians  and  made  arrangements 
with  the  chiefs  of  the  Snake  and  Bannock  tribes  whereby  the  Mormon  people  should 
settle  the  valley,  reserving  for  the  Indians  a  portion  of  the  country  at  the  south  end 
of  the  lake,  known  now  as  Laketown  and  Round  Valley.  He  always  dealt  fairly 
with  the  Indians  and  they  were  friendly  to  him. 

Joseph  C.  Rich  came  with  his  father  to  Idaho,  participating  in  the  work  of 
promoting  the  settlement  of  Bear  Lake  county  and  In  establishing  the  town  of 
Paris.  Prom  that  time  forward  he  was  ^  prominent  and  Influential  resident  of  the 
district.  He  had  published  a  paper  In  Salt  Lake  City  before  coming  to  Paris  and 
here  he  established  the  first  newspaper,  called  the  Bear  Lake  Democrat,  which  the 
county  ever  had.  He  was  very  prominent  In  politics  and  long  exerted  a  marked 
influence  over  public  thought  and  opinion.  By  profession  he  was  a  lawyer  and  he 
was  made  Judge  of  the  fifth  Judicial  district,  which  then  comprised  twice  the 
number  df  counties  that  It  does  at  present.  He  sat  upon  the  bench  for  four  years 
and  his  decisions  were  strictly  fair  and  Impartial.  After  his  retirement  from  Judicial 
position  he  continued  in  the  practice  of  law  throughout  the  remainder  of  his  active 
life.  He  was  also  the  first  surveyor  of  Bear  Lake  county,  was  the  first  telegraph 
operator  in  the  county  and  was  the  first  county  auditor  and  recorder.  In  these 
latter  positions  his  son,  Standley  H.  Rich,  is  now  serving. 

Joseph  C.  Rich  undertook  the  mammoth  task  of  surveying  the  entire  county  and 
carried  the  work  through  to  successful  completion.  On  bis  retirement  from  active 
law  practice  Mr.  Rich  removed  to  Centervllle,  Utah,  where  he  began  the  building 
of  a  home  but  death  called  him   before   It  was  completed.      He   passed   away   in 
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October,  1&08,  when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  stzty-Beveo  Tears.  His  widow, 
who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Ann  BUu  Hunter,  le  also  a  native  of  Naavoo,  Illinola, 
and  crossed  the  plains  with  her  father  in  1847.  She  Is  still  living  and  jet  makes 
her  home  In  CenterTllIe.  Utah,  at  the  advanced  age  of  seventj'-eix  years.  Two  ol 
their  sons,  Standle;  H.  and  Edward  C.  Rich,  are  mentioned  elsewhere  In  this  work. 
Mr.  Rich  was  ever  a  consistent  and  falthtui  member  of  the  Mormon  church  and 
occupied  a  prominent  place  in  all  matters  concerning  the  organlEation.  He  filled 
a  mission  to  Great  Britain  In  1S64,  returning  In  186S,  and  he  was  ever  most 
loyal  to  the  teachings  of  tbe  churcb  and  put  forth  everr  possible  effort  to  promote 
its  growth  and  advance  its  welfare. 


DAVID   H.   ARMFIELD. 


David  H.  ArmOeld,  a  prominent  ranchman  living  near  UcDermott  Station,  Ada 
county,  was  born  September  16,  1S75,  In  Missouri,  bis  parents  being  Paris  and 
Sarah  (Townsend)  Armfleld.  The  father  Is  deceased,  but  the  mother  is  still 
living  and  Is  a  resident  of  Nampa,  Idaho.  David  H.  Armfleld  came  to  Idaho  In 
ISS9  and  has  been  on  his  present  ranch  of  eighty  acres,  near  McDermott  station, 
since  1903.  He  has  been  highly  successful  as  a  ranchman,  and  Is  widely  recognised 
aa  one  of  the  esteemed  and  substantial  citizens  of  the  community. 

On  February  1,  1904,  Mr.  Armfleld  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Bessie  Cox, 
who  was  born  In  Boise,  October  1,  18S1.  She  Es  a  daughter  of  Harmon  and  Sarah 
(Simpson)  Cox,  who  are  old  settlers  of  Boise  and  reside  at  Nineteenth ' and  Brnmbach 
streets.  Mrs.  ArmDeld  was  reared  In  Boise  and  has  spent  her  entire  Hie  in  her 
native  state,  having  been  out  ot  the  state  but  once,  and  that  recently,  when  she 
crossed  over  the  border  line  Into  Oregon,  where  she  remained  only  an  hour.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Armfleld  are  the  parents  of  five  children,  namely:  Sarah  Dellla,  who 
was  bom  April  19,  1908;  Willie  R.,  whose  birth  occurred  February  9,  1907;  David 
Wayne,  born  September  24.  1912;  Jasper  Ray,  bom  February  12,  1914;  and- Frank 
Albert,  whose  natal  day  was  Tune  10,  1919. 

In  politics  Mr.  Armfleld  maintains  an  Independent  course,  voting  for  the  man. 
rather  than  supporting  any  particular  party.  Fraternally  he  Is  a  Master  Mason. 
He  Is  a  man  ot  much  ability  and  Is  held  In  high  regard  by  those  with  whom'  be 
has  been  associated. 


HARRY  E.  AUSTIN. 

Harry  B.  Austin,  a  rancher  of  Boise  county,  who  resided  six  miles  from  Boise 
In  a  neighborhood  known  as  Strawberry  Olen,  was  bom  In  Rochester,  Vermont, 
February  2B,  186T,  a  son  of  Edwin  E.  and  Sarah  S.  (Cass)  Austin.  The  father 
served  In  the  Civil  war  as  a  member  of  the  Vermont  Volunteer  Cavalry  and  died 
In  Boise  a  few  years  ago  at  the  age  of  seventy-six  years.  The  mother  died  a  year 
later,  being  seventy-flve  years  old. 

At  tbe  age  ot  eight  years,  Mr.  Austin  removed  with  his  parents  to  St.  Croix 
county.  Wisconsin,  where  he  remained  until  he  was  sixteen  years  old,  when  the 
family  went  to  Woodson  county.  Kansas,  where  they  resided  for  four  and  one-bait 
years.  While  residing  in  Kansas  he  learned  the  blacksmith's  trade,  and  worked 
at  It  tor  some  time  both  in  that  state  and  since  his  residence  in  Idaho^  Seeing 
bigger  opportunities  In  the  far  west  the  family  again  removed,  this  time  to  Wyoming, 
and  here  Mr.  Austin  was  employed  in  hie  father's  saw  mill,  where  he  helped  to 
saw  the  lumber  used  In  building  tbe  railroad  from  Cheyenne  to  Douglas,  Wyoming. 
In  1SS6,  the  family  removed  to  Idaho  and  settled  in  Long  Valley,  being  one  of  tbe 
Qrst  families  there.  Fourteen  months  later  they  removed  to  Boise  and  Mr.  Austin  has 
resided  there,  or  In  that  vicinity,  since.  He  engaged  In  ranching  and  has  owned 
three  different  ranches  In  Ada  county.  He  bought  his  present  ranch  seven  years 
ago.  It  is  a  hay  and  grain  ranch,  and  though  not  very  large,  consists  of  very  fertile 
land,  orty  bushels  of  wheat  to  the  acre  being  an  average  crop.  The  other  crops 
yield  equally  as  well.     He  has  taken  but  little  Interest  in  anything  outside  ot  his 
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ranching  affaire,  however  he  did  serve  as  school  director  lor  some  time.  He  Is 
rond  of  outdoor  sports,  his  faTorlte  form  of  recreation  being  flshlng. 

Mr.  Auetfn  was  united  In  marriage.  October  31,  1899,  in  Boise,  to  Miss  Mary 
Oanse),  who  was  born  at  Black  River  Falls,  Wisconsin.  March  13,  1873.  Three 
children  have  been  born  to  this  union,  aamelr:  Harold,  who  was  born  September 
15,  1900,  was. graduated  from  the  Boise  High  school  with  the  class  of  1920,  and  Is 
now  taking  a  wireless  course  at  the  Great  Lakes  Training  Station.  Chicago;  Helen, 
bom  March  19,  1903,  who  Is  also  a  graduate  of  the  Boise  high  school;  and  Howard 
D.,  whose  birth  occurred  May  30,  1904,  and  who  le  a  student  at  the  Boise  High 
school. 

In  hla  political  views.  Mr.  Austin  maintains  an  Independent  course.  His  success 
may  be  attributed  to  his  unfaltering  industry  and  as  a  result  o(  this  Industry  and 
diligence,  be  has  become  one  ot  the  prosperous  and  highly  esteemed  men  of  his 
community. 


FRANK  L.  DEMARAT. 


One  of  the  well  known  ranchmen  of  Ada  county  Is  Frank  L.  Oemaray,  who 
Uvea  on  a  sixty  acre  ranch,  situated  two  and  one-half  mites  ^uth  ot  Star.  He  Is 
a  native  of  Iowa  and  was  born  May  20,  1BT5,  his  parents  being  Randall  and  Louisa 
(Hoag)  Demaray.  At  the  age  of  two  years,  he  removed  with  his  parent^  to  Ne- 
braska, where  he  remained  for  nearly  forty-one  years,  and  In  which  state  tale 
mother  is  still  residing.  In  1918.  he  removed  to  Idaho  and  bought  his  present 
ranch  tor  twelve  thousand  dollars.  Being  eager  to  get  the  best  possible  results 
from  his  ranch,  he  has  so  developed  and  Improved  It  that  It  has  almost  doubled 
In  value.  All  of  hta  timer  however,  is  not  devoted  to  ranching,  tor  during  bis  two 
years  residence  in  Ada  county  he  has  taken  much  interest  In  the  moral  and  Intel- 
lectual development  of  his  community,  and  Is  serving  to  the  best  ot  bis  ability  as 
chairman  of  the  Lower  Falrvlew  school  board.  He  is  an  excellent  hunter  and  has 
already  killed  a  bear  and  a  deer,  a  teat  ot  which  few  ot  the  older  Idahoans  can 
boast,  and  during  the  hunting  season  In  the  tall  ot  1919,  he  killed  many  pheasants 
and  ducks. 

On  April  4,  1S96,  Mr.  Demaray  was  united  In  marriage  to  Hiss  Ivs  Abbott,  who 
was  a  native  ot  Missouri,  taaving  been  bom  In  that  state,  January  12,  1877.  To  this 
union  three  children  have  been  bom,  namely:  Mrs.  Lavada  Bdwards,  who  reside* 
near  Meridian;  Dewey  H.,  who  was  bom  April  22.  189S;  and  Veta  Mildred,  whose 
birth  occurred  July  8,  1907. 

Fraternally  Mr.  Demaray  Is  connected  with  the  Modem  Woodmen  ot  America. 
Although  a  resident  ot  Idaho  tor  only  two  years,  he  li  fast  becoming  one  of  the 
prominent  men  of  his  county. 


GEORGE  TREFFRT. 


George  Trettry,  a  retired  farmer  and  successful  business  man  of  Boise  tor 
fourteen  years,  was  bom  in  Ontario,  Canada,  January  12,  1848.  His  father.  Dr. 
Robert  Trelfry,  was  a  native  ot  England,  but  of  French  ancestry.  He  came  to 
Canada  and  settled  In  Plattsvllle,  Ontario,  where  he  practiced  medicine  for  flfty-one 
Tears.  He  later  removed  to  Howard,  Michigan,  where  his  death  occurred  at  the 
age  ot  elght-elx  years.  The  mother  of  George  Treffry  was  Fleety  Brooksbank,  a 
native  ot  Bath,  England,  who  later  removed  to  Canada,  where  she  was  united  In 
marrlago  to  Dr.  Treffry.  Her  death  occurred  In  Flattsvllle,  Ontario,  at  the  age  ot 
seventy-Biz  years.  Eleven  children  were  bom  to  this  union,  of  whom  only  tour 
sons  and  one  daughter  are  still  living.  Hr.  Treffry  Is  the  only  representative  of  his 
family  in  Idaho. 

When  nineteen  years  ot  age,  George  Treffry  left  Canada,  and  removed  to  Grand 
Rapids,  Michigan,  where  he  resided  for  nineteen  years,  engaging  In  farming  and 
lumbering.  He  raided  In  various  other  states  before  coming  to  Idaho,  namely, 
Kansas,  South  Dakota,  North  Dakota,  and  Iowa,  and  at  one  time  owned  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  good  North  Dakota  land.     Two  of  hla 
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sons,  Norman  and  William  Walter,  now  own  tl)lB  land  and  farm  It.  The  Utter  is 
one  of  the  prominent  men  of  the  county,  and  Is  chairman  of  the  board  of  county 
commerce  of  Eddy  county.  North  Dakota.  Mr.  Trelfrj  came  to  Boise  In  1906  and 
Immediately  began  to  take  an  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  town.  He  was  one 
of  the  builders  and  stockholders  ot  the  Empire  Building  there,  and  was  tor  many 
years  overseer  of  the  building.  After  the  death  of  the  late  Oo¥.  John  T.  Horrtson, 
he  was  elected  president  and  manager  of  the  Empire  Building  Company,  and  also 
of  the  Empire  Hardware  Company,  serving  in  this  capacity  until  1920,  when  the 
properties  were  sold. 

Much  of  Mr.  Treffry's  success  may  be  attribnted  to  the  encouragement  given 
him  by  his  wife,  Sarah  Pike,  to  whom  he  was  united  In  marriage  In  Ulcbigan, 
September  3,  1ST2.  She  died  in  Boise,  September  10,  1917,  leaving  her  hueband 
and  ten  children,  all  living  at  that  time.  Later,  on  January  26,  1919,  one  son. 
Robert  Franklin  Trettry,  died  of  influenza,  at  the  age  ot  thirty-seven  years.  He 
was  married  and  is  survived  by  hla  wife  and  two  children.  The  children  now  living 
are,  namely:  Norman  L.;  George  H.;  William  Walter;  John  L.;  Henry  R.,  who  was 
a  corporal  In  the  United  States  army,  and  served  one  year  in  France;  Effle  Hay, 
who  iB  the  wife  of  John  H.  Hlgglnson  of  Seattle:  Jessie  Viola,  who  is  married  to 
W.  S.  Bennett,  of  Boise;  Sarah  Ethel,  wife  of  F.  F.  Baker,  of  Tacoma,  Washington; 
and  Alice  H.,  who  is  the  wife  ot  Walter  Scott  Schilling,  of  Tacoma,  Washington. 
These  children  are  all  well  known  and  rank  among  the  prominent  citizens  of  their 
respective  communities. 

Mr.  Trettry  la  a  consistent  member  of  the  Methodist  church.  Is  a  lupporter  of  . 
the  republican   party,  and  fraternaHy  is  connected  with  the  Maaoni.     He  is  bow 
retired  and  is  living  in  Boise  In  a  beautiful  home  which  he  built  in  1907.     He  has 
contributed  greatly  to  the  business  improvements  in  the  city  of  Boise,  and  is, widely 
recognized  as  one  of  the  most  successful  business  men  ot  the  county. 


RALPH  W.  LEIGHTON. 

It  is  a  widely  acknowledged  fact  that  the  most  important  work  to  which  a 
man  can  direct  his  energies  Is  that  ot  teaching,  whether  it  be  from  the  pulpit,  from 
the  lecture  platform  or  In  the  schoolroom,  it  Is  In  youth  that  the  life  of  a  mat>  is 
marked  out,  his  future  course  decided  and  his  choice  as  to  good  or  evil  made,  and 
to  the  work  of  instructing  the  young,  Ralph  W.  Leighton  is  devoting  bis  time, 
energies  and  thought.  For  nine  years,  he  has  been  a  resident 'of  Idaho,  and  In 
that  abort  time  has  risen  to  the  position  of  superintendent  of  the  Kuna  public 
schools  and  high  school,  having  held  this  position  For  the  past  Qve  years.  He  was 
born  at  Ida  Grove.  Iowa,  April  27,  1SS8,  the  son  of  John  H.  Leighton  who  also 
followed  the  profession  of  teacher  and  educator.  The  father  taught  school  in 
New  York.  Iowa,  Colorado  and  Minnesota  for  many  years  and  was  a  native  of 
New  York,  having  been  born  at  Geneva.  December  2G,  1S42,  the  son  ot  Irish 
parents.  He  managed  to  secure  a  college  education  before  the  outbreak  of  the 
Civil  war  and  during  the  war  served  In  the  Union  army  with  the  Thirteenth  New 
York  regiment.  Afater  the  war  he  followed  the  educational  profession  and  taught 
school  and  served  as  superintendent  of  schools  In  the  states  named  above.  His 
death  occurred  In  Minnesota.  In  19DI.  His  wife,  the  mother  of  Ralph  W.  Leighton, 
was  before  her  marriage  Miss  Abbie  McPhllllps.  She  Is  a  native  of  Geneseo,  New 
York,  receiving  her  early  education  there  and  later  being  graduated  from  the  Iowa 
State  Normal  School.  She  is  also  a  teacher  and  tor  many  j^ars  prior  to  her 
husband's  death  taught  with  him  In  the  schools  In  the  different  states  where  he 
was  teacher  and  superintendent.  She  is  at  present  teaching  in  the  Meridian  public 
schools,  and  has  been  In  the  public  schools  of  Idaho  since  1911.  The  grandparents 
of  Ralph  W.  Leighton.  on  both  aides,  came  from  Ireland. 

Mr.  Leighton  was  reared  and  received  his  education  in  Iowa,  and  after  being 
graduated  from  the  Le  Mara  high  school,  In  1906.  he  attended  the  Iowa  State 
University  for  three  years.  In  1907,  he  began  his  career  as  a  teacher  at  Boyden. 
Iowa,  and  In  1911  removed  to  Idaho  where  he  has  since  been  actively  engaged  in 
the  same  work.  He  first  taught  a  grade  school  near  Roseberry  and  later  near  Rupert. 
For  one  year  he  was  principal  of  the  Idaho  City  achools.  tor  another  year  was 
principal  of  the  Bruneau  schools,  and  tor  the  past  five  years  he  has  been  super- 
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Intendent  of  the  Kaii^  achoole.  Mr.  Leigbton  now  has  a  staff  of  eleveii  asBistanta, 
kavlng  IncreaBod  hie  staff  by  flve,  for  when  be  first  took  cbarge  of  tbe  Kuna 
Bcbools,  bl8  staff  consisted  of  00)7  alx  asstatants. 

Mr.  Leighton  wbs  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Lucia  Mary  Strnb,  at  Boise,  Idaho, 
November  21,  1914.  Mrs.  Lelghtcm  Is  a  native  of  Iowa  and  was  bom  October  22, 
188S.  Sbe  is  a  graduate  of  the  Unlversltr  Business  College,  at  Iowa  City,  and  Is 
a  prominent  woman  In  ber  community.  One  son,  Jackson  Rlcbard  Leighton.  baa 
been  born  to  this  union,  hie  birth  occurring  May  10,  191S. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leighton  are  stanch  eupporters  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church  and 
may  always  be  counted  on  to  uphold  generously  every  action  taken  by  tbe  cburch. 
In  connection  with  bis  profeaslon,  Mr.  Leighton  la  a  member  of  tbe  Idaho  State 
Teachers  Aaaoclatlon  and  of  the  National  Educational  Association,  In  which  organi- 
sations be  takes  an  active  Interest.  Aa  a  reault  of  hie  material  success,  he  la  the 
owner  of  a  good  eighty  acre  ranch  near  Kuna,  aa  well  aa  of  a  beautiful  modern 
home  In  Kuna.  There  la  no  phaae  of  tbe  art  of  teaching  that  Mr.  Leighton  does 
not  nnderatand,  and  his  close  application,  energy  and  enterprise  have  been  the 
dominant  elementa  In  winning  for  blm  hla  preaent  day  aucceas. 


JAMBS  I.  BOOBNRIEP. 

James  I.  Bogenrlef,  for  twelve  yeara  a  cittien  of  Ada  county,  and  now  realdlag 
on  a  well  Improved  small  ranch,  alx  mllea  northwest  of  Bolae.  was  born  In  Union 
county,  Pennsylvania,  July  2.  1843.  Hla  parenta  were  John  and  Mary  <Boyer) 
Bogenrlef,  who  were  married  Auguat  24,  1828.  Ten  children  were  born  to  tbls 
union,  of  whom  James  I.  la  tbe  third,  and  tbe  only  one  living.  His  father,  a 
blacksmith  by  trade,  waa  bom  in  Pennaylvanla,  March  4,  1806.  and  died  there  May 
20.  1872.  Tbe  mother  waa  bora  In  Union  county,  that  atate,  September  -22,  1807, 
and  died  In  her  native  state,  November  6,  1877. 

James  I.  Bogenrlef  remained  on  a  farm  In  bis  native  county  until  he  waa 
twenty  yeara  of  age,  wben  he  came  west  to  Jo  Daviess  county,  Illinois.  He  left 
after  four  years  and  went  to  Hardin  county,  Iowa,  where  he  met  and  married  his 
wife.  Until  1912  tbey  realded  In  Iowa,  where  he  served  aa  aaseasor  in  Franklin 
county  for  eight  years,  and  on  tbe  school  board  for  several  years.  In  that  year 
they  removed  to  Idaho,  where  tbey  bengbt  tbe  well  Improved  little  ranch  on  which 
they  now  reside.  They  owned  a  good  farm  In  Iowa  until  recently,  when  they  sold 
It  for  a  comfortable  eum.  Mr.  Bogenrlef  baa  alwaya  been  a  hale  and  hearty  man, 
and  Is  yet,  but  for  the  total  failure  of  bis  eyesight,  which  now  roba  blm  of  much  of 
the  enjoyment  of  life.  HIb  wife,  however,  atill  baa  good  eyesight  and  she  now 
aeea  for  both  of  tbem.  Sbe  has  been  bis  helpmeet  and  companion  for  flfty-two 
years,  and  in  every  way  encourages  her  husband,  who  la  a  man  of  good  cheer,  and 
in  spite  of  hla  recent  affliction  la  patient  and  uncomplaining. 

Mr.  Bogenrlef'a  wife  was  before  her  marriage  Miss  Martha  E.  Bond,  and  their 
marriage  took  place  April  12,  1888.  She  was  born  in  Wayne  county,  Indiana, 
Novemlmr  20,  1844.  a  daughter  of  Stlas  W.  and  Rebecca  (Williams)  Bond,  both 
Quakera.  Her  father  wys  bora  in  York  county,  Pennaylvanla,  January  21,  1811,  and 
died  In  Iowa  Falls.  Iowa.  March.  1907,  at  the  age  of  nlnety-alx  yeara.  Her 
parents  had  been  married  more  than  seventy-flve  years  at  tbe  time  the  father's 
death  occurred.  Seven  children  were  bora  to  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Bond,  of  whom  Mrs. 
Bogenrlef  was  the  third.  There  are  two  other  children  now  living  bealdes  Mrs. 
Bogenrlef.  namely,  a  brother  In  IIIinolB,  and  a  sister  In  Kanaaa.  Hr.  and  Mrs. 
Bogenrlef  are  tbe  parents  of  five  children,  namely;  Clyde  F..  Helen  E.,  Edna  Hay,- 
Mary  A.  and  Llale  O,  Clyde  F.,  their  first  son,  waa  bom  February  25,  1889,  He 
waa  married  December  24,  1894,  to  Martha  Boddy.  and  they  reside  in  Wlsconeln. 
They  are  the  parents  of  five  children,  namely:  Leona,  who  was  born  December  17, 
1896;  Vere.  bom  January  27,  1897;  Viola,  whose  birth  occurred  May  30.  1898; 
Ina,  who  waa  born  March  24,  1901;  and  Ouy,  whose  natal  day  waa  September  20, 
1902.  Helen  B.,  tbeir  flrst  daughter,  waa  married  October  8,  1891,  to  Albert  Rnsa, 
and  they  are  the  parents  of  the  following  children,  namely:  Lillian  Floy,  bom 
January  16,  189B;  Cecil  Albert,  whose  birth  occurred  July  26,  1898;  Homer  Harold, 
whoae  natal  day  waa  February  17,  1901;  an  infant  aon,  bom  April  8.  1906,  and  died 
November  16,  1906;  George  H.,  who  waa  bom  March  17,  1909;   and  Vera,  whose 
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birth  occurred  November  6,  1910.  The  Rubb  family  reside  io  Iowa.  Edtu  May,  the 
■ecDod  d&ugbter.  was  married  February  19,  1900,  to  W.  H.  Cunnlngliam,  and  they 
are  tb«  parents  of  four  girls,  namely:  Gladys,  bom  November  8,  190!;  Luree, 
wboae  birth  occurred  October  2S,  1906;  Pearl,  wbo  was  bom  August  S9,  1911;i 
and  Ruby,  whose  natal  day  was  January  6,  1916.  The  fourth  member  of  the 
family,  Mary  A.,  Is  the  wife  of  Lee  UlUett,  their  marriage  having  taken  place 
October  IS,  1906.  They  reside  In  Minnesota,  and  have  one  son.  Beryl,  who  was 
bom  July  14,  1906.  Lisle,  O.,  the  fifth  member  of  the  Bogenrlef  family,  wa« 
married  'December  25,  1912,  lives  in  Cedar  Rapids.  Iowa,  and  l»  the  father  of 
two  girls.  Virginia,  who  was  bora  December  24,  1913,  and  Ruth,  bora  July  28,  1916. 
Hr.  and  Mrs.  Bogenrlef  are  Quakers  of  the  Dunkard  type,  and  are  kind,  plain, 
generous,  law  abiding,  conscientious  and  God  fearing  people.  They  are  now  retired 
and  are  enjoying  the  fruits  ot  a  lite  spent  in  diligence  and  industry. 


JAMBS  A.  WILUAH8. 

A  successful  rancher  of  Boise  county  is  James  A.  WilllamB,  who  Is  now  residing 
on  his  forty-three  acre  hay  and  grain  ranch,  six  miles  down  the  Boise  river  from 
the  city  of  Boise.  He  ts  a  native  of  South  Carolina,  having  been  born  in  Clarendon 
county  Hay  3,  1868.  His  father,  John  W.  Williams,  spent  his  entire  life  In  South 
Carolina,  being  a  successful  farmer.  He  served  In  the  Confederate  army  during 
the  Civil  war.  The  mother  of  James  A.  Williams  was  Julia  Williams,  who  was 
of  very  distant  kin  to  her  husband. 

Mr.  Williams  was  but  ten  years  of  age  when  his  father  died,  and  while  a  mere 
youth  he  left  South  Carolina  and  went  to  Texas,  where  he  remained  tor  a  few 
years,  his  business  twing  of  a  sort  that  caused  him  to  travel  over  the  Lone  Star 
state,  from  one  end  to  the  other.  He  later  made  bis  way  to  Portland,  Oregon,  where 
he  spent  one  winter,  engaged  in  government  work  on  the  Columbia  river.  He  made 
a  trip  to  Seattle  and  later  spent  two  seasons  near  Walla  Walla,  Washington.  He 
came  to  Idaho  In  1896  and  settled  In  the  Boise  valley.  The  ranch  on  which  he 
now  resides  was  then  a  portion  of  the  old  McCarty  ranch,  which  embraced  about 
seven  hundred  acres.  He  entered  the  employ  of  Mrs.  HcCarty  as  foreman  and 
held  this  position  for  two  years.  The  ranch  was  then  divided  up  into  a  number 
of  small  ranches,  varying  in  sise  from  five  acres  to  eighty  acres.  Mr.  Williams  at 
that  time  bought  one  of  the  smaller  dlTlslone.  He  has  added  more  land  to  the 
original  five  acres  until  his  ranch  now  consists  ot  forty-three  very  productive  acres. 
Many  improvements  have  been  made  upon  this  land,  such  as  out  buildings,  fences, 
and  fruit  and  shade  trees.  In  1920,  In  the  early  Bprlog.  Mr.  WilllamB  had  the  mis- 
fortune of  losing  bis  home  by  Ore,  and  Just  recently  has  the  foundation  been  started 
for  a  newer  and  more  modern  home.  At  the  time  Mr.  Williams  purchased  this 
land  he  paid  thirty-three  dollars  an  acre  tor  it,  and  now  It  would  sell  easily  for 
three  hundred  dollars  an  acre. 

It  was  while  in  Mrs.  McCarty'B  employ,  that  Hr.  Williams  met  MIsb  Annie 
Johnson,  his  present  wife,  to  whom  be  was  married  about  twenty-three  years  ago. 
To  this  union  tour  children  have  been  bom.  namely:  Dewey,  who  is  twenty-one 
years  old;  Edward,  aged  twenty  years;  Edna;  and  Julia.  The  two  daughters  are 
now  attending  the  Boise  high  school. 

Although  he  Is  a  stanch  supporter  ot  the  democratic  party,  Mr.  Williams  has 
never  sought  office,  his  only  public  service  having  been  rendered  as  school  director. 
He  is  a  member  ot  the  Episcopal  church.  Through  perseverance  and  hard  work, 
he  has  developed  his  ranch  Into  one  of  the  best  in  Boise  county,  and  he  has  won 
for  himself  the  confidence  and  good  will  ot  every  member  ot  his  community. 


CLARENCE  E.  BIGOS. 

Prominent  among  the  business  men  of  Kuna,  Ada  county.  Is  Clarence  E.  Biggs, 
who  since  October,  1919,  has  been  closely  Identified  with  the  history  ot  the  city 
as  a  representative  ot  one  ot  Its  most  Important  commercial  interests,  the  Kuna 
Mercantile  Company,  of  which   he  Is  proprietor.     Mr.  Biggs  was  bom  on  a  farm 
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in  Adams  countr.  Iowa,  Uarcb  7,  1S89,  the  roungest  of  four  sons  bom  to  Milton 
and  Druallla  (Arnold)  Biggs.  The  father's  deatb  occurred  In  Iowa  wb«n  ClaTence  B. 
Biggs  was  but  eleven  years  of  *£«.  His  motber  now  resides  In  Boise  as  well  as  two 
of  his  brothers.  Will  and  John,  who  are  well  known  real  estate  men  of  Boise,  the 
firm  of  Blgga  Brothers  having  been  mentioned  In  the  sketch  of  William  H.  Biggs. 
Clarence  E.  Biggs  has  also  a  twin  slater,  Clara,  who  is  now  residing  in  Michigan. 

Mr.  Biggs  was  reared  on  a  farm  in  Adams  county,  Iowa,  and  received  hla  educa- 
tion In  the  public  schools  of  tbe  state  aad  at  the  Prescott  high  school,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1907.  Immediately  after  hla  grBduatlon  be  came  to  tbe 
Boise  valley  where  three  of  bis  brothers  had  already  settled.  Afterward  two  of  his 
brothers  located  at  or  near  Caldwell  and  he  Joined  them  there,  remaining  for  four 
years.  He  was  engaged  as  a  clerk  In  a  grocery  store  and  also  attended  the  Caldwell 
high  school  where  he  took  a  course  In  bookkeeping.  In  1913  he  left  Caldwell  and 
removed  to  Mtddleton,  where  for  three  years  he  bad  charge  of  the  general  store. 
After  leaving  Mtddleton  be  went  to  Boise,  where  for  two  years  be  was  in  the 
employ  of  Oaks  ft  Company,  wholesale  grocers.  He  /hen  accepted  the  managersbip 
of  tbe  Capitol  grocery  on  north  Eighth  street,  where  he  remained  for  a  year.  In 
October,  1919,  he  purchased  the  Kuna  Mercantile  Company«ol  Kuna,  the  largest 
general  store  at  that  place.  He  has  since  been  sole  owner  of  this  business  and 
has  striven  in  every  way  to  please  his  customers,  keeping  his  prices  reasonable 
and  pnttlng  the  best  quality  of  goods  possible  on  the  market. 

Mr.  Biggs  was  united  In  marriage,  February  5,  1914,  at  Prairie  City,  Iowa, 
to  Miss  Ruth  M.  V6orbees,  who  was  born  In  that  state  April  2S,  1S91.  the  daughter 
of  Rev.  E.  E.  Voorhees.  a  Methodist  Episcopal  clergyman,  now  deceased.  Two 
children  have  been  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Biggs,  namely,  Robert  Elliott,  born  Augtist 
30,  19I&,  and  Faith  Elaine,  whose  birth  occurred  March  14,  191S. 

Mr.  Biggs  is  an  Elk,  a  member  of  tbe  Methodist  church,  and  director  of  the 
Community  Club,  associations  which  indicate  the  nature  of  his  interests  and  the 
rules  that  govern  bis  conduct.  He  is  tbe  possessor  of  a  good  tenor  voice  and  while 
in  Boise  was  the  director  of  the  choir  in  tbe  Emmanuel  Methodist  Episcopal  church 
tor  two  years,  and  later  led  tbe  choir  in  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  church. 
As  an  enterprising  citlxen,  Mr.  Biggs  Is  of  great  value  to  the  community,  (or  from 
such  Individual  enterprise  has  sprung  all  of  the  splendor  and  Importance  of  the 
great  west. 


RICHARD   J.    SUTTON.    M.    D. 

Dr.  Richard  J.  Sutton,  who  has  been  city  physician  of  Parts  for  several  years, 
is  a  native  son  of  Bear  Lake  county,  bom  in  Paris.  December  13,  1882.  bis  parents 
being  Richard  S.  and  Barah  (Jacobs)  Sutton,  tbe  former  a  native  of  Salt  Lake  City 
and  tbe  latter  of  St.  Charles.  Bear  Lake  county,  Idaho.  The  father  learned  the 
trade  of  a  blacksmith  and  worked  for  some  years  at  that  occupation  In  his  early 
life.  On  severing  his  connection  with  blacksmi thing  be  became  Interested  In  mining 
and  for  tbe  long  period  of  thfrty-Dve  years  he  was  superintendent  of  mines  at  FlBb 
Springs,  Utah,  starting  there  in  1S8G.  He  accompanied  his  parents  to  Bear  Lake 
county,  Idaho.  In  the  '60s,  and  worked  with  his  father  (or  many  years.  He  now 
resides  on  a  farm  at  QarBeld,  Utah,  but  is  livlnR  practically  retired.  He  has  always 
been  prominent  in  the  work  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and 
at  the  present  time  Is  tbe  superintendent  o(  the  Sunday  school,  while  in  other 
directions  he  has  given  of  his  time  and  ability  to  all  matters  calculated  to  advance 
the  pubUc  InteresU.    His  wife  died  In  18S8. 

Richard  J.  Sutton,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  reared  at  OarSeld,  Utah,  then 
called  Pleasant  Qreen.  He  attended  school  there  and  also  the  Fielding  Academy, 
at  Paris,  Idaho,  and  the  Latter-day  Saints  University,  from  which  Institution  he 
was  graduated  In  1908,  He  then  entered  Valparaiso  University  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery,  at  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  was  graduated  from  that  university  with  tbe  clasa 
of  1913.  He  located  at  Paris,  Bear  Lake  county.  Idaho,  and  has  since  been  engaged 
In  practice  with  growing  success,  being  generally  recognized  as  one  of  tbe  younger 
physicians  of  the  county  who  is  making  a  notable  mark  in  bis  profession,  at  tbe 
same  time  estaiillstalng  himself  In  the  confidence  of  the  citlsens  of  Paris  and  snr- 
mnndlog  district. 
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On  October  5,  1904,  Dr.  Sutton  was  united  In  marrisKe  to  ^abel  Rich,  a  daughter 
ot  President  William  L.  Rich,  of  Bear  Lake  stake,  who  was  among  the  earlr  settlers 
of  Paris.  Dr.  and  Mrs,  Sntton  have  become  the  parents  of  seven  children,  named 
as  tollows:  Del,  Ella,  Rich,  Habel,  Iva,  William  and  Marian,  all  of  whom  are 
living. 

The  family  are  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-da?  Saints 
and  are  earnestly  Interested  in  all  its  good  works.  The  Doctor  has  served  as  city 
physician  ol  Paris  for  the  past  seven  years,  and  In  the  performance  of  the  duties 
of  that  Important  public  office,  more  especially  In  regard  to  Its  relation  with  the 
health  ot  the  citizens,  he  has  been  rendering  most  satisfactory  service.  He  is  also 
surgeon  for  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad.  He  is  a  member  ot  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  ol  the  county  and  state  medical  associations,  in  the  affairs 
of  which  he  is  warmly  interested.  Doctor  Sutton  is  a  supporter  of  the  republican 
party  but  has  never  been  a  seeker  after  political  oSlce. 


EDWARD   C.   RICH. 


Edward  C.  Rich,  a  well  known  grocer  ot  Uontpeiler,  Idaho,  and  for  years  identified 
with  the  public  life  of  the  district  In  which  he  resides,  is  a  native  of  Bear  Lake  county, 
bom  at  Paris,  June  16,  ISTl,  and  is  a«on  of  Joseph  C.  and  Ann  ElUa  (Hunter)  Rich, 
who  are  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  volume.  He  was  reared  in  Paris,  where  he  at- 
tended school  and  later  was  a  student  in  the  Brigham  Young  Academy  at  Frovo,  Utah, 
and  at  the  Deeeret  University,  Salt  Lake  City.  He  then  worked  In  the  freight  house  tor 
the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad  at  Montpeller,  but  some  time  later  he  was  engaged  as 
bookkeeper  for  ten  years  by  Brennan  A  Davis.  In  1896  Mr.  Rich  was  called  to  fill  a 
mission  for  the  Church  ot  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  In  England  and  returned 
in  December  ISSS.  After  his  return  he  resumed  business  relations  with  Brennan  ft 
Davis,  and  In  May,  1909,  he  left  for  England  on  another  mission,  returning  in  June, 
1911.  Mr.  Rich  then  opened  a  grocery  store  at  Montpeller  and  has  conducted  the 
business  ever  since.     He  also  has,  farming  interests  near  that  place. 

In  June,  1902,  Mr.  Rich  was  united  In  marriage  to  Deborah  Dalrymple,  and  they 
have  become  the  parents  ot  five  children,  namely:  Helen  E..  Edna,  Joseph  C.,  and 
Edward  Hiyiter  and  Emerson  Rulan,  twins.  Mr.  Rich  has  always  been  active  in  the 
affairs  of  bis  church  and  acted  as  first  counselor  to  Bishop  David  J.  Sutton  and  served 
as  Bishop  of  Montpeller  first  ward  for  three  years.  On  the  organisation  of  the  Mont- 
peller stake  In  December,  1917,  be  was  called  to  act  as  Its  president,  and  in  March, 
1918,  a  flue  tabernacle  was  completed  at  a  cost  ot  175,000,  it  being  dedicated  in  Sep- 
tember, 1919. 

Mr.  Rich  has  served  on  the  Montpeller  school  board  and  on  the  city  council, 
being  president  of  the  council  for  one  term.  He  served  one  term  In  the  state  legis- 
lature In  the  sessions  of  190S  and  1909.  He  was  a  member  ot  the  state  council  of 
defense  and  was  county  director  for  the  sale  of  war  saving  stamps  during  the  war 
with  Germany.  Politically,  he  gives  his  support  to  the  democratic  party.  He  ran 
for  state  senator  In  1912  but  was  defeated,  the  county  going  overwhelmingly  repub- 
lican. He  gives  a  good  clttsen's  attention  to  all  matters  calculated  to  advance  the 
community  welfare  ot  his  home  county  and  city. 


HERMAN  L.  BRANDT. 

Herman  L.  Brandt,  a  progressive  rancher  and  sheep  raiser,  living  three  miles 
northeast  ot  Nampa  tn  Canyon  county,  on  a  farm  ot  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres 
of  highly  Improved  land.  Is  the  owner  ot  several  other  ranches  in  Boise  valley.  He 
came  to  this  stste  In  1900  from  Nebraska.  While  residing  there  he  had  prospered 
and  was  the  owner  ot  two  sections  of  land  In  Phelps  county.  On  coming  to  Idaho, 
he  first  settled  in  Nampa,  where  he  lived  for  several  years  and  was  engaged  in  the 
real  estate  business. 

Mr.  Brandt  was  bom  in  Germany,  March  27,  1S67,  and  when  elgbt  years  old 
accompanied  his  parents  in  18S5  to  the  United  States.  On  arriving  In  this  country, 
the  family  first  went  to  Illinois  and  took  up  their  residence  in  Stephenson  county, 
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remaining  tb«re  for  some  time.  Subsequently  they  removed  to  Will  countr.  Illinois, 
and  later  settled  In  Iroquois  count;  In  tbe  same  state,  where  Herman  L.  Brandt  lived 
until  he  wsB  twenty  years  of  age.  He  then  went  with  his  parents  to  Nebraaktt  and 
lived  near  Olennvllle,  that  state.  In  the  following  year,  having  attained  hli  ma< 
]<»-ity,  he  began  farming  on  bis  own  account  in  Phelps  county,  Nebraska.  Like  other 
snccessfnl  men,  be  began  operations  on  a  small  scale,  having  only  an  ox  team,  a 
wagon,  a  plow  and  a  harrow  when  be  started  farming,  and  bis  first  abode  was  a 
sod  bouse  put  up  by  himself,  the  cost  of  which  was  one  dollar  and  thlrty-flve  centa. 
this  sum  being  the  outlay  for  windows.  Prosperity  came  to  Mm  la  due  course  of  time 
and  be  ultimately  acquired  two  sections  of  good  land  In  Nebraska. 

Although  In  easy  circumstances  when  he  came  to  Idaho,  Mr.  Brandt  has  pushed 
ahead  along  conservative  lines  since  taking  up  residence  in  Canyon  county.  Ha 
is  now  the  owner  of  seven  ranches,  four  being  in  Canyon  county,  two  in  Ada 
county  and  one  In  Twin  Falls  county,  and  he  is  also  the  owner  of  considerable  prop- 
erty In  Nampa.  By  nature  a  progressive  and  thrifty  man,  it  has  always  been  his 
ambition  to  do  tbinga  Just  a  little  bettor  than  the  general  average  and  instead  of 
being  a  follower  be  has  been  a  leader  and  a  bustler.  He  specializes  in  pure  bred 
Hampshire  sheep  and  tbe  H,  L.  Brandt  Hampshire  lambs  find  a  ready  market  at 
good  prices,  frequently  bringing  one  hundred  dollars  a  head  for  breeding  stock. 
It  is  generally  agreed  throughout  Canyon  county  and  adjacent  districts  that  be  Is 
one  of  the  most  up-to-date  farmers  in  this  part  ol  tbe  state. 

On  June  11,  1903,  in  Kansas,  Mr.  Brandt  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss 
Margaret  Grace  Clum,  who  was  bom  in  Neosho  county.  Kansas,  October  23,  1872,  a 
daughter  of  Allen  and  Catherine  Clum,  and  they  have  become  the  parents  ot 
seven  children,  namely:  John  H..  born  April  7,  1904;  Andrew  J.,  October  11, 
190S;  William  Jennings,  April  6.  1908;  Catherine  X.,  January  23,  1911;  Eugene  H., 
April  13,  1913;  Robert  Lee,  November  IS,  1916;  and  Edwin.  April  21,  1919. 

Mr.  Brandt  acts  independent  of  party  affiliations  in  political  affairs  and  has 
never  been  active  In  politics,  preferring  to  devote  his  time  and  attention  to  hitt 
large  farming  Interests.  The  ranch  on  which  he  Is  now  residing  is  one  ot  the  best 
located  and  best  improved  in  tbe  vicinity  of  Nampa.  The  residence  is  almost  new 
and  Is  a  large  two-story  frame  house  equipped  with  all  modem  conveniences,  while 
tbe  outside  features  include  a  neatly  kept  lawn,  gardens,  shrubbery,  orchard  and 
fences,  all  being  laid  out  to  harmonise  with  the  character  ot  the  residence,  and  hera 
Mr.  Brandt  and  his  family  are  comfortably  and  pleasantly  fixed. 


JOHN   K.   WAUGH. 

Ada  county  has  a  widespread  reputation  as  a  fruit  growing  and  general  agri- 
cultural district,  and  It  was  these  considerations  which  Induced  John  E.  Waugb 
to  take  up  a  ranch  ot  Ofty-one  acres  three  miles  west  of  Meridian,  where  he  and 
his  family  have  been  residing  for  more  than  eleven  years.  He  is  a  native  of  tbe 
Hooster  state,  born  near  Bloomlngton,  Indiana,  May  29,  1S55,  a  son  of  James 
Harvey  and  Rebecca  (Miller)  Waugb.  the  former  of  whom  served  in  tbe  Union  army 
during  tbe  Civil  war  and  was  killed  In  an  engagement  In  the  battle  of  Nashville, 
Tennessee.    His  widow  survived  for  several  years,  her  death  occurring  in  1900. 

John  E.  Waugb  spent  the  first  nine  years  of  bis  life  in  Indiana,  where  he  attended 
school  for  a  time,  and  then  removed  with  bis  mother  to  Monroe  county,  Iowa, 
his  father  at  that  time  being  in  the  Union  army.  He  grew  to  manhood  In  Iowa 
and  for  several  years  followed  farming  ^ere,  in  which  occupation  be  has  continued 
ever  since,  having  b^  industry  and  ability  secured  for  himself  and  his  family  a 
nice  competence.  He  Is  a  good  Judge  of  land  and  land  values,  and  when  purchasing 
his  present  holding  he  bought  to  considerable  advantage. 

Mr.  Waugb  has  been  twice  married.  On  Febmary  20,  1S79,  he  was  united 
In  marriage  to  Martha  Arnold,  who  passed  away  In  1905,  leaving  three  children: 
Mrs.  Alice  Sanderson,  of  Gooding,  Idaho;  Mrs.  Cammie  UUler,  of  Waterloo,  Iowa; 
and  Zorilda.  deceased.  On  February  27,  1907,  Mr.  Waugb  was  married  to  Amanda 
Lundgren.  who  was  bom  in  Houston,  Minnesota.  November  14,  18S3,  a  daughter 
of  Andrew  and  Oustava  Lundgren,  both  natives  of  Sweden,  where  they  were  mar- 
ried, later  coming  to  the  United  States,  the  former  In  1ST2  and  tbe  latter  In  1874. 
On  reaching  this  country  they  settled  In  Pennsylvania.     Mr.  and  Mrs.  Waugh  are 
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the  parents  of  two  children:  John  L.,  bom  Aaguet  22,  190S;  and  Richard  E., 
born  April  3,  1B17. 

In  1909  Mr.  Waugb  came  to  Idaho  and  In. that  year  bought  the  ranch  on  which 
he  now  reeldea.  conalsttng  of  fifty-one  acres  of  land,  which  at  that  time  was  covered 
with  aagebrusb.  He  secured  the  pUce  at  what  would  be  considered  the  low  Dgure 
of  slztj-flTe  dollars  aa  acre,  and  by  his  dlllEsnt  and  persistent  labors  in  the  develop- 
ment of  tbe  ranch.  It  has  Increased  sixfold  in  value,  competent  authorities  apprato- 
Ing  tt  at  four  hundred  dollars  an  acre.  The  farm  Is  In  excellent  shape,  fifteen  acres 
being  given  over  to  the  growing  of  fruit,  chiefly  apples,  Rome  Beauties,  Jonathans 
and  Delicious  forming  the  principal  crops,  wblle  the  remainder  of  tbe  place  is 
utilized  for  general  farming  purposes.  Mr.  Waugh  la  naturally  and  properly  proud 
ot  his  home  and  ranch,  developed  from  the  sagebrush  at  a  cost  of  much  labor,  time 
and  money.  The  flrst  dwelling  was  a  mere  shack,  which  was  superseded  by  a 
comfortable  two-story  frame  bouBe,  in  which  the  family  live  In  comfort  and  con- 
tentment. 

Hr.  Waugfa  is  a  regular  attendant  at  the  services  ot  the  Christian  church,  ol 
which  he  is  a  member,  and  his  wife  is  an  earnest  member  oE  the  Lutheran  church. 
In  the  good  work  of  which  she  tahes  a  warm  and  practical  Interest,  as  she  does  In 
all  community  movements  designed  tor  the  betterment  of  the  people  among  whom 
she  makes  her  home. 


JAMES  L.  LOaSDON. 

For  ten  rears,  James  L.  Logsdon  has  been  connected  with  the  lumber  business 
and  for  tbe  past  four  years  he  has  been  general  manager  of  the  Btrise-Payette  Lumber 
Company's  yard  at  Kana.  Although  be  gives  practically  all  ot  bis  time  to  this,  he  Is 
also  engaged  in  the  grain  business  on  his  own  account,  owning  a  half  Interest  In  the 
only  grain  concern  at  Kuna.  Llbe  many  prominent  men  of  Idaho,  he  is  a  native  of 
another  state,  having  been  bom  on  a  farm  near  Mumtordsvllle.  Hart  county,  Ken- 
tucky, July  IG,  1S70.  His  father  was  Napoleon  Bonaparte  Logadim,  who  served  on  the 
Union  side  durtng  the  Civil  war,  although  a  native  ot  Kentuclty.  James  L.  Logsdon 
Is  of  English  snceatry,  being  a  direct  descendant  ot  Thomas  Logsdon,  who.  accom- 
panied by  two  ot  bis  brothers,  came  to  this  country  from  England  prior  to  the  Revo- 
lutlonary  war,  and  settled  in  Virginia.  The  paternal  grandfather,  also  named  Napoleon 
Bonaparte  Logsdon,  served  In  the  War  ot  1S12,  and  the  subject  ot  this  review,  having 
sprung  from  a  long  line  ot  fighting  men,  served  In  the  Spanish-American  war  with 
the  Twenty-second  Kansas  regiment 

When  James  L.  Logsdon  was  but  a  mere  baby  his  parents  removed  to  sonthera 
Kansas  from  Kentucky,  and  here  he  received  his  education,  first  in  the  public  schools, 
and  then  at  the  Kansas  State  Normal  School  at  Emporia.  He  left  this  school  shortly 
before  graduation  to  serve  In  the  Spanish-American  war.  He  returned  to  Kansas  after 
the  war  and  engaged  in  teaching  tor  seven  years,  two  years  of  the  time  having  been 
spent  in  the  Qrenola  city  schools.  In  1910  he  removed  from  Kansas  and  spent  two 
years  at  Wheatland,  Wy<Hn1ng,  tour  years  at  QarBeld,  Washington,  and  In  1916,  re- 
moved to  Kuna,  where  he  has  since  resided.  Since  1910  he  has  been  connected  with 
the  lumber  business,  and  Is  now  general  manager  ot  the  Bolse-Payette  Lumber  Com- 
pany's yard.  He  has  served  In  this  capacity  for  tour  years,  and  in  that  time,  by  his 
fair  methods,  diligence  and  Industry,  has  won  himself  a  place  among  the  prominent 
business  men  of  Kuna.  Being  of  an  ever  ambitious  nature,  he  was  quick  to  realise 
the  opportunities  ottered  in  the  grain  business,  and  la  now  engaged  in  that  on  his  own 
account.  As  Kuna  la  in  the  center  ot  an  excellent  farming  community,  this  means 
that  Mr.  Logsdon  and  his  partner  buy  and  ship  to  the  markets  a  large  amonnt  of 
grain.  To  both  businesses  he  is  much  devoted,  and  from  each  he  Is  deriving  a  sub- 
stantial measure  ot  success. 

Perhaps  a  large  part  ot  Mr.  Logsdon's  success  may  be  attributed  to  the  encourage- 
ment and  cot^sratiim  ot  bis  wife,  whom  he  married  in  Kansas.  August  10,  1902.  Her 
maiden  name  was  Mtss  Mary  Crump.  Mrs.  Logsdon  is  active  in  all  affairs  of  the  com- 
munity and  Is  one  of  its  prominent  women. 

Since  age  gave  him  tbe  right  ot  franchise,  Mr,  Logsdon  has  been  a  devoted  sup- 
porter ot  the  republican  party.  He  served  as  county  clerk  of  Elk  county,  Kansas,  tor 
tour  years,  from  1906-1909,  but  has  since  then  held  no  other  public  <Ace,  preferring 
to  devote  himself  to  his  business  interests.    He  Is  also  sfBIlafbd  with  the  Baptist  church 
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the  Odd  Fellows  end  the  Modern  Woodmea,  aBsoclatlone  which  Indicate  the  nature 
of  his  Interests  and  the  rales  that  govern  his  conduct  He  bae,  bjr  hia  business  ability, 
diligence  and  Industr?.  won  the  confldence  and  good  will  of  all  his  business  assoclatee 
and  the  high  regard  of  his  tellowmen. 


WILLIAM   LYMAN    RICH. 


William  Lyman  Rich,  president  of  the  Bear  Lake  stake  ol  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  at  Paris,  Idaho,  and  prominently  associated  with  the  com- 
mercial interests  ot  that  district  tor  several  years,  is  a  native  of  Calllorufa.  born  at 
San  Bernardino,  August  9.  1S&2,  and  Is  a  son  of  Apostle  Charles  C.  and  Mary  Ann 
(Phelps)  Rich.  The  father  was  a  pioneer  of  Utah,  crossing  the  plains  In  1S4T  and 
locating  at  Salt  Lake  City,  where  he  lived  for  some  time.  He  then  made  a  trip  to 
California  and  returned  to  Utah  in  1867,  residing  at  Centerville  until  1364,  In  which 
year  he  removed  to  Bear  Lake  county,  Idaho,  and  located  at  Paris,  which  had  been 
settled  the  year  before.  He  became  prominent  and  prosperous  during  the  many  years 
of  hie  residence  there;  was  a  prominent  factor  in  church  affairs  and  also  in  the  organ- 
ization ot  the  town,  where  he  was  connected  with  many  business  enterprises. 

William  Lyman  Rich  was  reared  and  educated  in  Utah  and  in  Bear  LAke  county, 
Idaho,  receiving  as  good  an  education  as  the  schools  of  the  county  at  that  time  afforded. 
He  flnished  his  schooling  at  Deseret  University,  which  be  attended  in  1875-76,  and  in 
lSSl-82.  He  served  as  the  first  president  of  the  Young  Men's  Mutual  Improvement 
Association  in  Paris,  and  was  chosen  a  member  ot  the  high  council  ot  Bear  Lak»  stake. 
He  acted  as  second  counselor  to  Bishop  Henry  J.  Home,  later  to  Bishop  George  B. 
Spencer,  and  still  later  as  flrst  counselor  to  Bishop  Weet.  In  ISS6  Mr.  Rich  was  called 
to  preside  as  bishop  of  Montpelier,  being  ordained  to  that  position  In  December,  1S86. 
He  served  in  that  capacity  for  upwards  ot  six  years,  when  he  was  chosen  as  seciHid 
counselor  to  President  William  Budge  of  the  Bear  Lake  stake  ot  Zion.  Between  1898 
and  1900  President  Rich  filled  a  miSBion  to  the  eastern  states  and  presided  for  most  ot 
the  time  over  the  western  New  York  conference. 

Previous  to  this  Mr.  Rich  waa  engaged  in  mercantile  business  In  Paris  and  Mont- 
pelier, starting  the  flrst  implement  house  In  the  latter  place  under  the  name  of  Rich 
Brothers  A  WoUey.  of  which  he  was  the  manager.  He  was  later  engaged  in  ranching 
and  stock  raising,  with  which  he  Is  still  identified.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  and 
manager  of  the  Roller  Milling  Company  and  Is  still  a  stockholder  and  director  ot  the 
same.  He  has  monetary  interests  in  the  Bear  Lake  State  Bank  ot  Paris;  Is  a  director 
of  the  Paris  Hotel  Company;  and  has  other  business  Interests  In  and  about  Paris. 

President  Rich  is  a  warm  supporter  of  the  republican  party  and  active  in  Its 
affairs  for  many  years.  He  has  been  honored  with  various  public  offices  ot  trust,  his 
fellow  citizens  having  the  confldence  in  bis  business-like  qualities.  He  has.  been 
county  treasurer  of  Bear  Lake  county;  also  filled  the  offices  ot  assessor  and  collector 
for  two  terms  and  served  as  county  commissioner.  He  was  chairman  ot  the  flrst  town 
board  and  served  as  mayor  ot  Paris  tor  a  number  of  years.-  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  state  senate  during  the  eighth  and  ninth  sessions.  He  waa  chosen  president  ot 
Bear  Lake  stake  upon  removal  ot  President  J.  R.  Shepherd  to  Logan,  Utah,  after  hav- 
ing served  as  counselor  to  him  for  twelve  years. 


HORATIO  S.  ROGERS. 

Horatio  S.  Rogers,  who  came  to  Idaho  in  1910  from  the  vicinity  of  Detroit,  Michigan, 
made  bis  home  In  Minidoka  county,  this  state,  until  September,  1918.  when  he  took 
up  his  abode  near  Boise,  where  he  has  since  lived  largely  retired.  He  now  resides  on 
a  well  improved  tittle  ranch  three  miles  northwest  of  Boise  on  the  Foothill  road,  the 
place  being  devoted  entirely  to  the  growing  ot  fruit  and  berries.  His  birth  occurred 
In  western  New  York  on  the  6th  of  October,  1862,  his  parents  being  Lewis  L.  and 
Hannah  (Graham)  Rogers,  who  were  likewise  natives  ot  the  Empire  state,  the  former 
bom  in  1816  and  the  latter  In  1820.  Lewis  L.  Rogers,  a  minister  of  the  Episcopal 
chnrch,  passed  away  at  Penton,  Michigan,  In  1S8S,  while  his  wife  died  In  that  state 
when  eighty-seven  years  .of  age.    Tbey  became  the  parents  ot  four  children,  two  of 
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whom  survive:  Horatio  S.,  of  tbie  review;  and  Lewis  C,  who  is  an  Episcopal  mtnlater 
of  Mlshawafea,  Indiana. 

In  the  acquirement  of  hie  education  Horatio  S.  Rogers  attended  the  pnhlic  schools 
of  New  York  and  Michigan,  removlDg  to  the  latter  state  when  fourteen  years  of  age. 
Through  the  period  of  hia  early  manhood  he  largely  followed  railroad  pursuits.  As 
ahove  stated,  the  year  1910  witnessed  his  arrival  in  Idaho  and  here  he  proved  up  on  an 
eighty-acre  ranch  In  Minidoka  county,  which  is  still  In  his  possession  and  is  now  worth 
tonr  hundred  jlollars  per  acre.  The  active  operation  of  that  place  claimed  his  time 
and  energies  until  September,  I91S,  when  he  removed  to  the  vicinity  of  Boise,  where 
be  Is  now  living  retired  la  the  enjoyment  of  well  earned  rest. 

On  the  13th  of  October,  I8T6.  in  Michigan,  Mr.  Rogers  was  united  In  marriage  to 
Miss  Lucy  Kinney,  who  passed  away  at  the  present  Rogers  home  near  Boise,  May  G. 
1920.  They  had  a  family  of  three  children,  as  follows:  Mrs.  Maud  Hamilton,  reBiding 
in  Michigan;  Lewis  C,  who  makes  bis  home  at  Heybum,  Idaho;  and  Mra.  Mae  Metsger, 
of  South  Dakota. 

Politically  Mr.  Rogers  is  a  republican  but  has  never  sought  or  desired  ofHoe  as  a 
reward  for  his  party  fealty.  Fraternally  he  is  Idpntlfled  with  thfl  Masonic  order,  be- 
longing to  the  Knight  Templar  commandery,  in  which  he  is  a  past  high  priest,  and  to 
the  Mystic  Shrine.  Hts  life  has  been  upright  and  honorable  Id  every  relation,  so 
that  he  well  merits  the  high  regard  and  esteem  which  are  uniformly  accorded  him. 


CHARLES   S.   AYERS. 

Charles  S.  Ayars,  who  Is  successfully  engaged  in  dairy  ranching  near  Meridian, 
Ada  county,  was  born  October  4,  1874.  in  Putnam  county,  Missouri,  and  is  a  son  of 
Samuel  W.  and  Surrllda  (Ogle)  Ayers,  both  of  whom  are  still  living  in  Putnam  county, 
where  they  are  well  known  and  respected  citiiens.  They  are  the  parents  of  eight 
children,  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  one  daughter,  are  living  and  are  vreml- 
uent  cltlsens  of  their  respective  communities. 

Mr.  Ayera  removed  to  Idaho  in  1904.  settling  in  Meridian,  where  be  remained  for 
eighteen  months.  Two  yeara  later,  wishing  to  engage  in  the  dairy  ranching  business, 
he  removed  to  his  present  place,  consisting  of  forty  acres  and  situated  four  and  one- 
half  miles  northwest  of  Meridian,  and  through  his  Industry  and  love  of  progreseiveness, 
has  made  his  Holstein  dairy  ranch  one  of  the  best  In  the  state.  Although  moat  <rf  his 
time  has  been  devoted  to  his  business,  he  has  taken  much  Interest  In  the  Intellectaal 
and  moral  development  ot  the  community  in  which  he  resides,  and  for  twelve  years 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Victory  school  board,  which  he  has  served  to  the  best  of 
his  ability  as  director. 

He  was  married,  July  2,  1899,  In  Putnam  county.  Missouri,  to  Lura  Williams,  who 
was  bom  In  the  same  county,  March  29,  1877.  Her  parents  were  Zack  and  Lydla 
(Gresn)  Williams,  who  were  well  known  there.  Pour  sons  have  been  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ayera,  namely:  John  S.,  who  was  born  Hay  28,  IMl;  Glen  D.,  whose  birth  oc- 
curred February  1,  1904;  Ralph  E.,  born  Hareb  12,  1906;  and  Zack  W.,  who  was  bom 
July  «.  1909. 

The  family  are  all  members  of  the  Congregational  church,  and  fraternally  Mr. 
Ayers  is  connected  with  the  Modem  Woodmen  ot  America.  He  gives  his  political  en- 
doraement  to  the  rapnblican  party.  During  his  sixteen  years  of  residence  in  Idaho, 
his  life  has  been  characterized  by  high  ideals,  and  the  progress Iveness  which  has 
made  itself  felt  in  all  his  undertakings  has  easily  made  him  one  of  the  prominent  men 
of  the  county. 


JAMES  MARION  KEENER. 

James  Marlon  Keener,  owner  of  one  of  the  best  improved  and  most  productive 
eighty  acre  ranches  in  Ada  county  was  bora  in  Rabun  county,  Georgia,  September  Z7, 
1870,  son  of  Isaac  Monroe  and  Mamie  Keener.  The  latter  died  when  James  M.  Keen^ 
was  but  two  yeara  old.  The  father  was  born  and  spent  his  entire  life  in  Georgia, 
eerring  In  the  Confederate  army  during  the  Civil  war,  as  a  member  of  the  infantry. 
After  the  death  of  his  Qrat  wife,  he  married  again.     He  was  the  father  of  fourteen 
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diHdren,  nine  hj  the  first  murlag*  and  Ave  by  th«  second.  Ot  tbeee,  seven  tram  ths 
flret  mxrrlage  snrTlve  and  all  by  the  second  wife. 

Mr.  Keener  was  reared  on  a  term  in  bis  native  conntr,  and  there  reoelred  a 
common  school  education.  At  the  age  of  twentj-one  rears,  and  single,  he  set  out  for 
the  Boise  valler  to  Join  an  older  brother.  This  brother,  Isaac  L.  Keener  had  come 
to  Idaho  and  settled  in  Ada  connty  in  189G,  and  la  now  a  proeperous  rancher  residing 
two  miles  from  James  Marlon  Keener.  The  latter  arrived  In  Idaho  In  1S97,  and  both 
worked  for  wages  daring  their  flrst  years  in  this  state.  In  1901  the  younger  brother, 
whose  name  beads  this  review,  together  with  Will  McQuflln,  bought  an  eighty  acre 
tract  of  excellent  land,  once  part  ot  the  McCarty  ranch,  and  located  seven  miles  down 
the  Boise  river  on  the  southern  bank,  below  Boise.  Shortly  afterwards,  Mr.  McGnlBn 
sold  his  interest  to  Isaac  L.  Keener,  and  some  time  later  James  M.  Keener  bought  bis 
brother's  Interest  and  thus  became  sole  owner  of  the  property.  Today  he  has  one 
of  the  best  hay,  grain  and  livestock  ranches  in  the  vicinity.  A  handsome  bungalow, 
built  In  ltI8.  now  stands  oa  the  ranch,  and  it  bas  six  rooms  and  bath,  with  all  modem 
Improvementa.  Water  is  piped  Into  the  kitchen  and  the  bath  and  is  obtained  from  an 
artesian  well  right  at  the  kitchen  door.  Besides  his  ranching  duties,  Mr,  Keener  has 
devoted  some  of  hla  time  to  serving  the  public,  having  been  for  six  years  a  director  of 
the  Talley  View  school  which  la  only  forty  rods  from  the  Keener  home.  Ho  has  also 
served  as  director  of  the  Thurman  mill  ditch,  holding  this  position  for  several  years. 

While  getting  operations  started  on  his  own  ranch,  Mr.  Keener  boarded  at  the 
home  Of  John  H.  Abbott,  which  Is  located  nearby,  and  it  was  there  that  he  met  and 
married  the  oldest  Abbott  daughter,  Mary  B.,  the  marriage  taking  place  December  7, 
1H2.  They  flrst  resided  in  a  little  three  room  house,  and  this  eerved  them  until  tbey 
built  their  present  bungalow  in  191S.  Mrs.  Keener  is  a  native  of  Polk  county.  Hlssonri, 
having  been  bom  there,  March  26.  1SS4,  bat  has  spent  practically  all  of  her  life  in 
Idaho.  Three  children  have  been  bom  to  this  union,  namely:  Edith  Marlon,  bom 
March  10,  1904;  Keith  Melvln,  whose  birth  occurred  July  9,  190G;  and  Helen  Elisabeth, 
bora  December  3,  1906.    The  two  eldest  children  attend  the  Boise  high  school. 

In  politics,  Mr.  Keener  is  a  democrat,  while  Mrs.  Keener  supports  the  republican 
party.  Mr.  Keener  is  not  mily  Interested  In  the  development  and  progresstveness  of 
bis  ranch,  but  fn  the  Intellectual  and  moral  development  of  the  commnnltr  as  well. 
Practically  all  of  his  life  has  been  devoted  to  ranching,  and  his  singleness  ot  purpose 
has  been  one  of  the  strong  elements  of  his  success. 


JOHN  H.  ABBOTT. 

John  H.  Abbott,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  Boise  river  valley,  who  now  resides 
on  a  valuable  thlrty-flve  acre  ranch  seven  miles  below  Boise  on  the  Boise  river,  is  an 
Englishman  by  birth,  having  been  bom  in  Lincolnshire  about  seventy-^ve  years  ago. 
He  was  the  son  and  only  child  of  William  and  Mary  Abbott. 

Leaving  home  at  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  Hr.  Abbott  went  to  Sheflleld,  Elngland. 
where  he  engaged  In  various  occupations  until  he  was  twenty  years  old,  then  coming 
to  the  United  Statm.  He  arrived  In  this  country  at  about  the  close  of  the  Civil  war, 
landed  at  New  York  and  proceeded  directly  to  Michigan  where  be  spent  a  few  years 
at  farm  work.  He  then  removed  to  Polk  county,  Missouri,  where  he  remained  tor 
about  twelve  years,  and  here  it  was  that  be  began  farming  on  bis  own  account.  It  was 
here  also  that  he  met  and  married  hla  wife.  In  1884  they  removed  to  Idaho,  locating 
in  the  Lost  river  country,  whei;e  they  remained  for  several  years.  About  twenty-five 
years  ago  they  came  to  Boise  county  and  settled  on  their  present  ranch.  This  randi 
la  a  part  of  the  old  McCarty  ranch  that  formerly  comprised  a  large  tract  of  several 
hundred  acres.  When  it  waa  divided  into  smaller  ranches,  Mr.  Abbott  bought  a  choice 
forty  acres  for  which  he  paid  only  twenty-two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  an  acre.  It 
waa  then  all  hmsh.  but  being  smooth  and  level  land,  all  it  needed  was  a  thorough 
clearing  and  improving,  and  this  he  proceeded  to  do.  The  ranch  Is  now  well  improved 
and  is  worth  easily  three  hnndred  dollars  an  acre. 

Mr.  Abbott  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Lousnnah  Thayer,  who  was  bom  in 
Crawford  connty,  Pennsylvania,  December  ZB.  1S67,  a  daughter  ot  Ellas  and  Louvlna 
<Hn&ter)  Thayer,  both  ot  whcnn  are  now  deceased.  Her  father  was  a  soldier  in  the 
Union  army  during  the  Civil  war.  Twelve  children  have  been  born  to  Hr.  and  Mrs. 
Abbott,  <rt  whom  eleven  are  living,  namely:     Charles:  Mary  B.,  now  the  wife  of  Jsmaa 
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M.  Keener,  re:)1ding  on  a  ranch  adJolDlng  the  Abhott  ranch;  Nannie  B.,  who  Is  the 
wife  of  Marvin  Powell;  Maude,  the  wife  of  Emmett  H&wthome;  Laura  M.,  who  la  the 
wife  of  Fred  Keller;  Carl  H.,  who  Is  married  to  Qertle  Morse  and  baa  two  children; 
Jeaae  W.,  married  to  Elsie  Cook;  Earl  D..  who  reeldea  at  home  with  hie  parents;  Afnea 
E.,  married  te  Lloyd  Sbelton;  Wesley  L.,  who  Is  single  and  at  home;  Ruth  Ida,  also 
at  home.  One  eon,  the  oldest  of  the  children,  died  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  from 
rheumatism.  His  name  was  Wlllfam  Leonard  Abbott.  Jesse  W.  and  Earl  D.  are  bottt 
veterans  ot  the  World  war,  the  former  having  served  in  France  as  a  member  of  the 
three  hundred  and  rorty-elghth  machine  gun  company  of  the  ntnety-flrst  dlTlslon,  and 
having  been  wounded  In  action.  Earl  D.  served  in  the  United  States  navy,  making 
Qve  trips  to  franco. 

As  a  pioneer  of  the  Boise  river  valley.  Mr.  Abbott  has  taken  much  pride  tn  Its 
growth  and  development.  By  dint  of  labor  be  has  made  his  ranch  one  of  the  most 
valuable  In  that  vicinity,  and  as  a  result  ot  his  close  application  and  unfaltering 
Industry,  he  has  become  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  highly  respected  citizens  of 
h*is  district. 


ROSCOE  H.  FERGUSON 


RoBcoe  H  Ferguson,  a  well-known  citizen  of  Montpelier,  U  a  native  ot  Arkansas, 
bom  at  Rock  House,  that  ftate.  May  1,  ISSS.  He  Is  a  son  of  James  and  Lucy  (Wil- 
liams) Ferguson,  also  natives  of  Arkansas,  where  the  lather  was  a  farmer  for  a  number 
of  years  and  continued  to  follow  that  occupation  there  until  1901,  when  he  removed 
to  Oklahoma.  On  settling  in  the  latter  state,  Mr.  Ferguson  acquired  a  tract  of  land 
and  proceeded  to  Improve  the  same,  where  he  has  been  engaged  at  farming  ever  since. 
He  served  as  sheriff  of  Cherokee  county,  Oklahoma,  for  two  years,  bringing  to  the 
duties  ot  that  office  all  the  qualities  which  the  position  demanded.  He  and  his  wife 
are  now  living  in  Porter,  Oklahoma. 

RoBcoe  H.  Ferguson  was  reared  and  educated  In  Tahlequah,  Oklahoma,  and  con- 
tinued to  live  with  his  parents  until  he  became  of  age.  He  then  started  out  on  his 
own  account  and  chose  .banking  as  his  first  business  venture.  He  entered  the  First 
State  Bank  of  Tahlequab,  as  bookkeeper,  remaining  with  that  bank  until  1912,  when 
he  was  offered  and  accepted  a  position  as  bookkeeper  with  the  First  NaUonal  Bonk 
of  Montpelier,  Idaho,  and  by  diligent  attention  to  the  interests  of  the  bank,  he  was 
advanced  first  to  the  position  ot  assistant  cashier,  in  191G,  and  in  January,  1920,  was 
appointed  as  cashier,  bringing  to  the  duties  of  that  office  a  personality  and  business 
aptitude  calculated  to  serve  the  best  Interests  of  the  bank.  The  Institution  Is  In  a 
flourishing  condition,  with  capital  and  surplus  aggregating  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  while  tbe  deposits  at  the  close  of  the  last  Bnanclal  year  amounted  to  seven 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

On  November  II.  1910,  Mr.  FergusoA  was  united  in  marriage  to  Hester  Marion 
Holley,  and  they  have  become  tbe  parents  ot  one  child,  Lucille  C,  bom  January  29, 
1912.  Mr.  Ferguson  served  on  the  Montpelier  city  council  tor  a  time.  He  is  a  member 
of  tbe  Masonic  order  and  ot  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  in  tbe  affalra  of  which  he  takes 
an  active  interest.  He  supports  the  republican  party,  but  has  never  been  a  seeker 
after  political  office. 


ROBERT   M.   BODINE. 


For  twenty-one  years  Rohel't  M.  Bodlne  has  been  a  resident  of  Idaho,  havinK 
moved  to  this  state  from  Wright  county,  Iowa,  in  1899.  By  hard  labor  he  has  become 
one  of  the  prominent  men  of  Kuna,  now  being  a  representative  of  one  ot  Its  leading 
business  Interests.  Mr.  Bodlne  and  his  son,  Robert  Clare  Bodlne,  are  proprietors  ot 
and  partners  in  the  Kuna  Transfer  Company,  the  only  business  of  that  kind  in  the  city. 

Robert  M.  Bodlne  was  bom  in  Bureau  county,  Illinois,  November  27,  1S64,  a  son 
of  Isaac  and  Mary  Bodlne.  both  ot  whom  are  deceased.  Besides  the  subject  of  the 
review,  there  Is  a  daughter,  namely,  Mrs.  Anna  Spangler,  the  wife  of  L.  C.  Spangler, 
who  resides  In  Boise.  Mr.  Bodlne  was  reared  In  Bureau  county,  Illinois,  upon  a  farm, 
and  in  that  county  met  and  married  his  wife,     l^ter.  In  1899,  he  removed  to  Idaho, 
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brlnglDg  with  bim  Mb  wife  and  thr«e  children.  For  one  winter  the?  remained  In 
Boise,  then  for  two  years  they  resided  on  one  of  the  W.  H.  Simpson  ranches,  north  of 
Meridian,  where  he  worked  for  wages.  Being  a  man  of  ambitious  nature,  be  threw 
himself  Into  hie  work  with  ench  succesB  that  some  time  later  he  was  engaged  as  fore- 
man of  the  W.  C.  Annett  ranch,  located  south  of  Boise.  He  remained  In  this  position 
until  190S,  when  he  settled  on  a  desert  claim  one  mtle  east  of  Kuna.  Tbls  land,  none 
of  which  was  cleared,  consisted  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  sagebrush,  with 
nothing  upon  It  but  a  shack.  He  Immediately  set  out  to  develop  the  place,  and  It  now 
has  some  of  the  best  Improvements  and  buildings  of  any  ranch  In  Ada  county.  He 
BtlU  owns  one  hundred  and  live  acres  of  it.  and  It  is  now  worth  eaBlly  two  hundred  and 
Btty  dollars  an  acre.  He  recently  refused  two  hundred  and  twenty-Bve  dollars  an  acre 
for  It.  At  present  be  has  a  tenant  on  his  ranch,  having  rented  it  In  1917  and  removed 
to  Kuna.  Hs  purchased  a  feed  mill  there  which  he  successfully  conducted  until  1920. 
In  the  spring  of  that  year  he  traded  It  tor  the  Kuna  City  Transfer  Company,  which 
business  he  is  still  conducting  in  partnership  with  hie  son.  Robert  Clare  Bodlne. 

On  December  30,  lS88,-Mr.  Bodlne  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Anna  Brood, 
and  to  this  union  four  children  have  been  bom;  namely:  Verna;  Haiel;  Robert  Clare, 
who  Is  In  business  with,  his  father;  and  Luclle. 

In  politics  Mr.  Bodlne  supports  the  man  and  measures  rather  than  the  party,  and 
fraternally,  he  Is  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows.  He  has  had  little  time  to  devote  to 
affairs  outside  of  his  business,  and  to  this  close  application  may  be  attributed,  his 
snccesB.  Aa  a  pn^resslve  rancher  and  business  man,  Mr.  Bodlne  is  rapidly  becoming 
known  throughout  tt|e  county,  and  fortunate  Indeed  is  Kuna  in  having  tbis  enter- 
prising man  for  a  citlten. 


JAHBS  S.  JEROME. 


One  of  the  prominent  ranchmen  of  Ada  county  Is  James  S.  Jerome,  who  is  also  a 
large  landholder.  He  has  risen  to  bis  present  prosperity  solely  through  his  own  dlll- 
gmce  and  Industry  and  Is  a  self-made  man  in  every  sense  of  the  vori.  He  waa 
horn  In  Dade  connty,  Mlesourl,  December  4.  1S69,  a  son  of  Lewis  B.  and  Cerllda 
(Woodard)  Jerome,  both  of  whom  are  now  deceased.  The  father  was  born  in  Ohio, 
but  bis  sympathtee  were  with  the  sontb.  and  during  the  Civil  war  be  served  in  the 
Confederate  army  under  Qen.  Sterling  Price  in  Missouri.  He  was  severely  wounded 
in  the  battle  of  Wilson  Creek  In  soutbwset  MissDuri,  but  he  lived  to  the  hearty  age 
of  eighty-two  years,  his  death  occurring  In  Dade  county,  Missouri,  January  18.  1912. 
and  his  funeral  taking  place  on  his  elghty^econd  birthday.  Cerllda  (Woodard)  Jerome 
was  the  second  wife  of  Lewis  B.  Jerome,  and  the  mother  of  six  children  now  living, 
among  them  being  the  subject  of  this  sketch  and  also  Luther  P.  Jerome,  both  of  whom 
are  successful  ranchmen  In  the  vicinity  of  Kuna.  By  the  first  marriage  of  Lewis  B. 
Jerome  there  are  two  children  still  living.  The  second  Mrs.  Jerome  lived  to  be  seventy- 
five  years  of  age.  her  death  occurring  In  Dade  county,  Missouri. 

Jamea  S.  Jerome  was  reared  on  a  fsrm  in  Dade  county,  and  there  received  a  rather 
limited  common  school  education.  Later  he  attended  the  blgb  school  at  Everton, 
'  Missouri,  receiving  instruction  under  the  able  direction  of  Qeorge  P.  Melcher,  who 
is  well  known  as  an  educator  throughout  Missouri  and  Is  now  reatdlng  In  Kansas  City. 
His  education  being  rather  limited  In  his  youth,  be  again  started  to  schoel  at  the 
age  of  twenty-seven  years  and  continued  bis  studies  for  two  years,  after  which  time 
be  taught  for  two  years.  In  early  manhood  he  had  learned  the  carpenter's  trade  and 
It  was  hot  long  before  he  had  earned  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  best  bam 
builders  in  Dade  county.    It  was  there  also  that  he  met  and  married  bis  wife. 

Later,  Mr.  Jerome  moved  with  his  family  to  Ada  county,  Idaho,  where  he  has  since 
resided.  When  he  came  to  Idaho  he  was  ha'ndlcapped  with  a  debt  of  seven  hundred  dol- 
lars in  Missouri,  which  had  to  be  met.  and  when  he  arrived  In  Boise  he  had  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  in  bis  pockets.  He  did  not  lack  courage  and,  backed  by  the  coopera-  ; 
tlon  of  his  wife  and  family,  lie  set  out  to  win.  Today  he  has  received  a  substantial  meas- 
nre  of  success.  He  first  engaged  aa  a  ranch  hand  near  Kuna  and  remained  there  for  one 
year,  using  every  opportunity  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  rudiments  of  ranching. 
In  the  year  1914,  he  formed  a  ranch  partnership  with  J-  W.  Beokdolt,  who  owned  an 
eighty  acre  ranch  near  Kuna,  and  the  two  men.  going  flfty-fitty.  purchased  live  stock, 
farm  implements  and   equipment,  and  divided  the   crops.     Being   successful    in   tbls 
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venture,  In  1915  Mr.  Jerome  leased  an  elglity  acre  ranch  near  Kuna  and  for  tottr  years 
he  renaalned  upon  It,  paTlng  cash  rent.  While  llvlns  on  this  place,  he  honght  a  forty 
acre  tract  of  sagebmsh  one  mile  eoutheait  of  Knna,  and  later  bought  an  additional 
twenty  acres,  making  sixty  acres  in  alL  ''He  cleared  and  Improved  this  land  and  re- 
moved to  It  In  February,  1920.  Besides  owning  the  ranch  on  which  he  now  resides, 
ha  owns  a  one  hundred  and  twenty  acre  ranch  three-fourths  of  a  mile  away,  and  In 
addition  owns  a  tract  of  land  in  Melba,  a  portion  of  which  la  worth  one  thousand 
dcdlars  en  acre. 

In  Dade  county,  Mtsaourl,  September  30,  1912,  Mr.  Jerome  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Mrs.  Hollie  Whitaker,  the  widow  of  Seth  Whltaker.  Her  maiden  name  was  HoUie 
Brookshler  and  she  was  born  In  Miasonrl.  a  daughter  of  Carl  BrocAshler.  Thero  are 
tour  children  by  Mrs.  Jerome's  first  marriase,  namely:  Charles  J.  Whltaker,  aged 
nineteen;  AnjiabeUe,  stiteen  years  of  age;  and  Blanch,  aged  fourteen,  all  of  whom 
reside  at  home;  and  Beulah,  now  the  wife  of  Edgar  Ray  Benton  of  Kuna. 

As  a  man  of  prominence  In  taia  community,  Hr.  Jerome  has  not  only  devoted  himself 
to  his  ranching  interests  bat  has  ever  been  Interested  in  the  mora]  and  intellectual 
development  ol  his  coibmunity.  'He  is  president  ot  the  Knna  school  board  and  is  a 
recognized  leader  in  all  educational  matters.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows, 
but  at  present  is  not  affiliated  with  that  order.  It  Is  seen  by  the  wonderful  progress 
'  made  by  Hr.  Jerome  that  a  college  education  Is  not  at  all  necessary  to  success,  but 
rather  that  success  depends  upon  the  man  htmeelt,  his  ability  to  overthrow  the  obstaclea 
that  bar  his  pathway  and  his  determination  to  make  every  opp<Mtunlty  that  presents 
itself  count. 


/     CAPTAIN  BULTON  W.  BMMKTT. 

Captain  Milton  W.^mmett,  attorney  at  law  practicing  at  Kellogg,  waa  one  of  that 
great  army  of  over  four  million  khaki  clad  men  who  in  the  United  States  responded 
to  the  call  of  the  colors  to  aid  In  the  euppreaslon  of  Qerman  militarism  that  was 
attempting  Ut  bring  within  Its  grasp  the  strong  nations  of  the  world.  Since  the  close 
of  the  war  Captain  Bmmett  has  reenmed  law  practice  at  Kellogg,  where  he  located  on 
the  16th  of  February,  1B19.  He  was  bom  at  Merrill,  Wisconain,  December  30,  1S92, 
his  parents  being  Edward  R.  and  Myra  (Quint)  Bmmett,  who  in  the  year  1900  came 
to  Idaho,  settling  In  Sboshone  county. 

Captain  Bmmett  was  a  pupil  In  the  public  schools  of  Kellogg  and  after  his  teit- 
books  were  pat  aside  secured  employment  in  a  drug  store.  He  also  worked  while 
attending  high  school  and  later  be  was  employed  In  mines  at  Kellogg  In  order  to 
obtain  money  with  which  to  continue  his  education.  It  was  hie  desire  to  prepare 
for  the  bar  and  to  this  end  he  matriculated  In  the  University  ot  Idaho,  being  grad- 
uated with  honors  from  the  law  department  in  1917.  He  wan  chief  instlce  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  law  department  in  the  University  of  Idaho  and  he  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  honorary  Greek  letter  fraternities.  During  his  student  days  he  applied 
himself  most  diligently  to  his  work  and  completed  a  four  years'  course  in  three.  He 
then  entered  the  First  OtDcers'  Training  Camp  at  the  Presidio  and  was  made  a  second 
lieutenant  of  the  Reserve  Corps  on  the  1st  ot  June,  1917.  He  was  afterward  pro- 
moted to  first  lientenast  ot  the  Reserve  Corps  and  on  the  let  of  October,  1917,  waa 
made  a  second  I'leutenant  of  Infantry  In  the  regular  United  States  army.  On  the  let  of 
March,  191S,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  and  on  the  1st  of  August 
following  was  made  a  captain  ot  Infantry.  He  attended  the  school  ot  mnaketry  at  Fort 
Sill.  Oklahoma,  and,  being  third  high  man,  was  made  divisional  instructor  of  musketry 
and  bayonet  work  ot  the  Eighth  Division.  Later  he  Became  commanding  officer  ol 
Company  H  ot  the  Twelfth  Infantry  and  was  promoted  to  commanding  officer  of  the 
Headquarters  Compsny.  He  was  next  transferred  to  the  Judge  advocate's  department, 
becoming  Judge  advocate  of  Camps  Morrison,  Hill.  Newport  News,  Alexandria  and 
the  army  base  at  Newport  News.  He  resigned  his  commission  in  the  regular  army 
on  the  IGth  of  Pebruary,  1919,  after  which  he  returned  to  Kellogg  to  practice  law. 

Captain  Emmett  has  been  elected  city  clerk  and  has  also  served  as  police  Judge 
of  Kellogg.  He  was  likewise  prominent  In  the  organization  of  the  Kellogg  Improve- 
ment Association,  of  which  he  Is  the  secretary.  In  politics  be  is  a  republican,  bat  not 
an  active  party  worker.  He  belongs  to  the  Masonic  fraternity,  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
and  the  Elks.     He  was  one  ot  the  organizers  ot  Ous  Zoellner  Post  ot  the  American 
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Legion  and  la  now  serving  as  its  commander.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Idaho  state 
convention  of  the  American  Legion  and  waa  one  ol  four  cbosen  to  represent  the  state 
at  the  national  convention  in  1919.  He  Is  a  rising  roung  man  who  studies  the  ques- 
tions and  Issues  of  the  day  affecting  the  political,  aocfol<«lcal  and  economic  conditions 
of  tbd  country,  and  he  belongs  to  that  class  in  whom  America  must  place  her  hopes 
ol  suppressing  chaotic  conditions  and  upholding  the  high  Ideals  of  democracy. 


RICHARD   A.   SULLIVAN. 


Rlch&rd  A.  Sullivan,  vice  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Montpeller, 
Idaho,  and  (or  more  than  seventeen  years  a  prominent  and  popular  resident  of  that 
city,  was  born  in  LaSalle,  Illinois,  February  2.  1868,  and  la  a  son  of  Bartholomew  and 
Johanna  (Condon)  Sullivan,  natives  of  Ireland.  They  left  the  Emerald  Isle  in  1861 
and  on  arriving  in  this  country  went  to  Illinois,  locating  at  LaSalle,  where  Mr.  Sullivan 
rented  land  and  continued  the  cultivation  of  his  farm  until  1S66.  In  the  spring  of  that 
year  he  removed  to  Kansas  end  took  up  land  In  Ottawa  county,  which  he  operated 
tor  the  remainder  of  his  active  life,  dying  in  that  county  In  the  spring  of  1879.  His 
widow  passed  away  one  month  later.  They  were  Industrious  people  and  made  the 
most  of  the  opportunities  afforded  them  In  the  new  world — opportunities  which  were 
denied  them  in  their  own  country. 

Richard  A.  Sullivan,  waa  reared  and  educated  In  Kansas,  while  living  on  his 
father's  place  In  Ottawa  county,  that  state.  He  then  taught  school  for  about  three 
year?  and  later  became  a  bookkeeper  in  a  store,  remaining  as  such  tor  some  time.  He 
was  assistant  postmaster  at  Abellne.  Kansas,  for  a  brief  period.  Mr.  Sullivan  removed 
to  Montana  In  August, -1888,  and  located  at  Dillon,  where  he  was  employed  aa  a  book- 
beeper  In  a  mercantile  establishment  for  one  year.  He  then  went  to  Butte  and  In  that 
city  also  was  a  bookkeeper  until  the  spring  of  1S90.  In  the  latter  year  he  returned 
to  Dillon,  having  secured  a  position  with  the  First  National  Bank  as  bookkeeper,  sub- 
sequently becoming  assistant  cashier  and  still  later  being  advanced  to  the  responsible 
office  of  cashier.  In  1903  Mr.  Sullivan  removed  to  Montpeller,  Idaho,  and  was  in  charge 
of  the  collection  department  of  the  Consolidated  Wagon  ft  Machine  Company  nntll 
jVngust,  1904.  In  the  latter  year  he  organized  the  First  National  Bank  of  Montpeller, 
being  assisted  by  other  business  men  in  that  project  Since  its  organization,  he  served 
as  cashier  until  January,  1920,  when  he  was  elected  vice  president  of  the  Institution, 
bringing  to  the  duties  of  that  office  the  fruits  of  several  years  experience,  sound  Judg- 
ment and  tactful  methods.  In  1907  the  bank  erected  a  modem  and  handsome  two-story 
building,  which  adords  more  accommodation  to  the  patrons  and  officers  of  the  bank 
than  did  the  structure  which  it  replaced. 

In  December,  1893,  Mr.  Sullivan  was  united  in  marriage  to  Ella  M.  McQough,  who 
died  without  issue  March  23,  1919.  He  has  served  on  the  town  council  and  was  urged 
to  accept  the  office  of  mayor,  which  he  was  unable  to  accept,  preferring  to  devote  all 
hlB  attention  to  his  business  Interests.  He  is  a  member  o(  King  Solomon  Lodge  No. 
27,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  Is  also  a  member  of  the  Modern  Woodmen 
of  America.  His  political  affiliation  la  with  the  republican  party,  to  whose  policies 
he  gives  warm  support  Although  reared  as  a  Catholic,  Mr.  Sullivan  affiliates  with 
practically  all  denominations,  believing  that  one  Christian  church  has  nothing  over 
another. 


JOSEPH  R.  SILKEY. 

Joseph  R.  Sllkey,  a  retired  rancher  living  three  miles  northwest  of  Boise  on  the 
Foot  Hill  road,  was  born  in  Carroll  county,  Missouri,  May  8,  1854,  a  son  of  Joseph  and 
Mary  Magdalene  (Mills)  Sllkey,  both  deceased.  His  parents  were  both  natives  of 
Kentucky,  and  were  married  there,  but  later  removed  to  Missouri. 

Mr.  Sllkey  was  reared  In  his  native  county  until  he  was  fourteen  years  o<  age, 
at  which  time,  in  1867,  he  removed  with  his  parents  to  Dallas  county,  Missouri,  where 
lie  remained  for  some  years.  In  1880,  he  removed  to  Montague  county,  Texas,  and  six 
years  later  went  to  the  Chickasaw  Nation.  Indian  Territory,  now  Oklahoma.  He  came 
to  Idaho  in  1888  and  settled  on  squatter's  rights  in  Bingham  county,  obtaining  one 
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hundred  and  fltty-two  acres.  Tbls  land  be  carefully  developed  and  In  1904  he  purchased 
from  hla  brother-in-law.  W.  P.  Drake,  who  had  come  with  him  from  the  Indian  Ter- 
ritorr,  one  hundred  and  flftr-two  acres  adjoining  his  other  land.  This  hlghty  improved 
tract  of  ov^r  three  hundred  acres  he  sold  in  the  fall  of  191?  for  the  handsome  snm  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars.  He  removed  to  Boise  valley,  where  tor  tWo  years  he  iresfded 
on  a  rflnch  northwest  of  Meridian,  and  then  removed  to  bis  present  ranch  three  miles 
northwest  of  Boise.  An  abundance  of  truit.  such  aa  peaches,  cherries  and  grapes,  is 
grown  on  this  ranch,  and  it  Is  easily  one  of  the  most  beautiful  places  In  the  county. 

Mr.  Sllkey  was  twice  married,  his  first  wife  being  Miss  Martha  M.  Randels.  They 
were  married  in  Dallas  county,  Missouri,  December  8,  18TS,  and  she  died  in  1S79,  leaving 
one  son,  Edwin  Everett  Sllkey.  His  second  marriage  occurred  July  22,  18S3,  In  Mon- 
tague county,  Texas,  when  he  was  united  In  marriage  to  Hiss  Martha  Frances  Attaway. 
She  was  horn  in  Wood  county,  Texas,  December  1,  1S6G,  and  is  a  daughter  of  WlUls 
and  Mildred  (Riddle)  Attaway.  Five  children  have  been  bom  to  the  last  marriage, 
three  of  whom  are  living  and  two  deceased.  The  three  living  children  are:  Mrs.  Linna 
Cantwell,  who  Is  the  wife  of  Samuel  H.  Cantwell,  living  near  Boise;  Mrs.  Uda  Busslan, 
the  wife  of  Edward  Busslan  of  Alberta.  Canada;  and  Mrs.  Lena  Priest,  who  is  the  wife 
of  Ben  Priest,  who  resides  In  Owybee  county.  The  two  deceased  children  were:  Myrtle, 
who  married  Fred  Eckman.  her  death  occurring  June  IS,  1916,  and  who  was  the  mother 
of  two  sons,  Kenneth,  now  five  years  of  age,  and  Rodney  Sheldon,  aged  four,  both  living; 
and  Adalbertber,  who  died  at  the  age  ol  sixteen  years.  The  father  of  Mrs.  Sllkey, 
Willis  Attaway,  was  a  soldier  in  the  Confederate  army  during  the  Civil  war. 

Mr.  Sitkey  takes  little  interest  In  DoHtlce,  which  la  evinced  by  the  fact  that,  during 
his  entire  life  time,  he  has  voted  for  presidsnt  of  the  United  States  but  twice.  His  flrst 
vote  was  t»8t  In  1892  for  Grover  Cleveland,  and  his  second  in  1896,  for  William  Mc- 
Kinley,  and  since  that  time  he  has  not  cared  to  vote.  His  lite  has  been  devoted  to  the 
furtherance  of  his  ranching  Interests,  and  he  is  now  retired,  living, upon  his  ranch 
near  Boise,  and  enjoying  the  frnlts  of  successful  labor. 


JACOB  C.  MITTS. 

A  successful  rancher,  and  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  war.  Jacob  C.  Mitts  Is  now  residing 
on  a  small  but  well  Improved  ranch  in  the  Strawberry  Glen  neighborhood,  five  miles 
down  the  Boise  river  from  Boise.  He  is  a  native  of  Wisconsin,  having  been  bom  in 
Iowa  county  June  29,  1846,  a  son  of  Azarlah  aqd  Almlra  (Harrington)  Mitts,  the 
former  a  native  of  Kentucky,  and  the  latter  a  native  of  Illinois.  The  father  was  one 
of  the  pioneers  of  Iowa  county,  having  removed  there  when  he  was  but  seventeen 
years  of  age.  The  great-grandfather  on  the  paternal  side  cune  from  Germany,  and  the 
name  originally  was  spelled  "Metz." 

Mr.  Mitts  was  reared  In  the  county  where  be  was  bom,  and  at  the  age  of  seventeen 
years  Joined  the  Union  army,  serving  with  the  Third  Wisconsin  cavalry  for  about  two 
years.  At  the  end  of  the  war,  he  returned  to  his  home,  hut  did  not  remain  there  very 
long,  soon  going  to  Newton  county,  Missouri,  where  he  was  married  the  first  time. 
His  wife  died  In  1ST3,  and  shortly  after  her  death  he  went  to  Mound  City,  Linn  county. 
Kansas,  where  be  resided  for  several  years.  It  was  there  that  be  met  and  married  his 
second  wife.  From  1S76  to  1889,  they  lived  at  San  Juan,  Colorado,  and,  after  spending 
two  years  in  Utah,  they  removed  to  Idaho,  in  1891,  living  for  twenty  or  aufre  years  in 
Boise,  during  which  time  be  engaged  in  various  pursuits.  For  thlrte«]  years  he 
worked  underground  in  the  mines,  mining  lead,  silver,  and  gold,  by  the  aid  of  candle- 
light. Later  in  lite,  finding  the  occupation  of  mining  not  bo  much  to  his  liking,  he 
engaged  In  ranching,  and  since  1911  be  and  his  wife  have  resided  on  two  small  ranches; 
located  about  five  miles  down  the  river  from  Boise.  On  the  flrst  ranch,  where  he  lived 
tour  years,  he  made  many  improvements;  later,  selling  It  tor  a  good  sum,  he  bought 
the  ranch  on  which  he  now  resides.  On  this  ranch  he  has  put  up  a  good  set  of  im- 
provements, including  an  abundance  of  shade  trees.  The  house,  a  cozy  little  place,  is 
completely  surrounded  by  dense  shade  trees,  over  thirty  of  which  be  himself  planted. 

Mr.  Mitts  has  been  twice  n^arried,  the  first  time  to  Miss  Irena  Spurgeon,  June  16, 
1S66,  In  Newton  county,  Missouri.  She  died  In  1873,  leaving  two  sons,  namely,  John 
Andrew  and  James,  the  latter  of  whom  died  at  the  age  of  eighteen  months.  John 
Andrew,  who  Is  a  machinist  by  trade,  now  resides  In  Nampa.  and  has  a  wife  and  two 
children.    Mr.  Mitts  was  married  the  second  time,  September  20,  1873,  to  Miss  Bmeline 
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Love,  vho  wu  born  in  Booae  county,  Indiana,  May  SO,  1S66.  a  daughter  ol  Nelson  and 
Caroline  (Place)  Love.  At  tta«  age  ol- thirteen  rears,  she  removed  with  relatives  to 
Linn  county,  Kansas,  where  she  remained  until  her  marriage.  Stx  children  have  been 
born  to  them.  The  first  daughter,  Lettie  Almlra,  was  born  July  4,  1874,  and  Is  now  , 
the  wife  of  George  Leppert  ot  Boise,  and  the  mother  of  six  children.  They  also  have 
five  grandchildren.  Harry  Ellsworth,  the  second  member  ol  the  family  was  bom 
February  26,  1876,  la  now  married,  resides  in  Boise,  and  is  the  father  of  one  child. 
The  third  member  of  the  family  is  Alice  Gertrude,  born  April  35,  1877,  and  now  the 
wife  ot  Prank  Metsker  ot  Boise.  The  second  son  is  William  Ward,  whose  birth  oc- 
curred February  10,  1879,  and  who  is  now  married  and  living  In  Montana.  Rose  Caroline, 
the  third  daughter  in  the  family,  was  born  September  29,  1883,  and  is  the  wife  ot 
Bert  Patrick.  They  reside  on  the  Patrick  ranch  near  her  father's  ranch,  have  four 
children  and  one  grandchild.  The  sixth  and  last  member  of  the  family  ie  Zerner  Alien, 
who  wae  born  September  28.  1885.  He  la  now  married  and  is  the  father  of  four  cbil' 
dren.  By  both  marriages  Mr.  Mitts  has  eighteen  grandchildren.  He  and  his  present 
wife  have  sixteen  grandchildren  and  six  great-grandchildren. 

Mr.  Milts  gives  his  support  to  the  democratic  party  and  Is  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Army  ot  the  Republic.  For  his  serrlco  In  the  Civil  war  he  receives  a  pension  ot  fltty 
dollars  monthly,  and  this,  in  addition  to  what  he  has  earned  by  a  life  of  diligence  and 
industry,  serves  to  make  him  independent.  Jle  is  now  retired  and  is  one  ot  the  well 
known  and  highly  esteemed  citizens  of  his  community. 


JOHN  W.  BECKDOLT, 


For  seventeen  years  John  W.  Beckdoit  has  been  a  resident  ot  Idaho  and  he  Is  one 
Ot  the  pioneers  ot  the  Kuna  district,  having  located  on  an  eighty  acre  tract  ot  sagebrush 
land  three  miles  northeast  of  Kuna  In  1905.  He  was  bom  In  Wapaktmeta,  Anglalse 
county,  Ohio,  May  S5,  1861.  a  son  of  Henry  and  Mary  (llama)  Beckdoit  Both  his 
parents  also  were  natives  of  Auglalie  county,  and  the  subject  of  this  review  and  his 
father  were  bora  In  the  same  lipuse,  the  house  having  been  built  by  the  paternal 
grandfather,  Samuel  Beckdoit,  who  was  a  pioneer  of  ^hat  county  and  a  homesteader 
there,  having  come  from  Pennsylvania.  Both  the  father  and  mother  ot  John  W.  Beck- 
doit are  living  and  reside  In  Jay  county,  Indiana.  They  are  octogenarians,  and  are 
aged  eighty-tour  and  eighty  years,  respectively.  They  have  been  married  tor  sixty 
years  and  have  reared  a  family  ot  eleven  children,  all  but  two  of  whom  are  living. 
The  only  two  living  in  Idaho,  however,  are  John  W.  Beckdoit  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet Cohlentz,  who  resides  at  Payette. 

In  ISes  when  but  tour  years  of  age,  John  W.  Beckdoit  removed  with  his  parents 
to  Jay  county,  Indiana,  where  he  grew  up  to  manhood.  He  was  reared  on  a  farm  and 
has  followed  that  occupation  bis  entire  life.  In  1894,  after  bis  second  marriage,  he  and 
his  wife  removed  to  Iowa,  where  they  remained  tor  nine  years  and  subsequently.  In 
1903.  removed  to  Idaho.  The  first  two  years  of  their  residence  in  Idaho  was  spent  on 
the  Boise  bench  near  the  State  Fair  grounds,  but  In  1906  they  removed  to  a  desert 
claim  near  Runs.  This  ranch  Mr.  Beckdoit  Improved  and  cleared  ot  eagebrash.  He 
resided  there  until  191T.  when  he  sold  it  and  removed  to  another  ranch  consisting  ot 
eighty  acres,  located  one  and  one-half  miles  from  Kuna  on  the  norths  Here  he  re- 
mained for  one  year.  This  place  he  had  purchased  several  years  earlier,  but  in  1918 
he  sold  It  and  bought  a  forty  acre  ranch  Just  at  the  edge  of  Kuna.  He  is  now  residing 
in  Kuna,  retired,  and  Is  the  owner  of  a  modem  bungalow  home.  He  has  sold  muoh 
ot  his  forty  acre  ranch  Just  out  of  Kuna.  Imt  atlli  retains  a  good  sized  tract.  In  addition 
to  hlB  other  property  he  owns  a  twenty  acre  prune  orchard  near  Kuna,  which  Is  Just  Iie- 
ginning  to  bear. 

Mr.  Beckdoit  baa  been  twice  married,  his  first  marriage  occurring  In  Jay  county, 
Indiana,  Novemlwr  27,  1SS4,  wheu  he  wedded  Miss  Leah  Finch,  whose  death  occurred 
about  four  years  later.  There  were  no  children  by  the  first  marriage.  On  the  19th  of 
April,  1S90.  he  married  Mrs.  Ellen  Kiracote.  widow  of  Samuel  Kiracote.  Her  maiden 
name  was  Ellen  Foster,  and  she  was  born  near  Lima,  Ohio,  March  29.  1S62,  a  daughter 
of  Thomas  and  Ellen  (Ireland)  Foster.  Her  father  served  daring  the  Civil  war  as  a 
musician  In  the  Union  army.  Both  parents  are  now  deceased.  The  present  Mrs. 
Beckdoit  wae  reared  In  Allen  county,  Ohio,  and  In  1879  was  married  to  Samuel  Kiracote, 
who  died  a  tew  years  later  leaving  two  children,   namely,  Lewis,  now   residing   in 
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Kansas,  and  William,  rsBldliiK  In  Texas.  Both  are  married  and  the  latter  served  for 
nine  years  in  the  Uaited  States  navy.  Three  children  have  been  bom  to  Hr.  and  Hra. 
B«ckd(4t,  namely.  Walter  H.,  Herbert  F..  and  Nellie  Bfay.  Walter  H.  vas  married 
June  28,  1914,  to  Blanch  Oass,  and  they  reside  at  Kuna.  Three  children  have  been 
bom  to  them,  namely.  Ellen,  Earl  Walter,  and  Nellie  Pearl.  Herbert  also  resides  at 
Knna,  and  Is  a  veteran  of  tbe  World  var.  having  served  in  France  for  eighteen  months 
witb  the  United  States  heavy  tleld  artillery.  Nellie  May  was  tbe  second  child  bom  to 
Hr.  and  Mrs.  Bechdolt  and  later  became  the  wife  of  Bernard  Matthews  of  Knna.  She 
died  of  the  Infiuenza,  January  7,  1919,  and  left  one  son.  Glen,  who  la  now  five  years  of 
age  and  resides  with  his  grandparents.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beckdolt.  They  also  have  an 
adopted  daughter  who-has  been  with  them  since  she  was  five  years  old.  Her  name  is 
Alma  Bechdolt  and  she  Is  sixteen  years  of  age.  To  this  large  family  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Beckdolt  have  devoted  themselves  unselflshly  and  have  been  rewarded  in  a  measure, 
for  each  of  the  children  and  their  famllfee  are  prominent  In  the  community  and  are 
progressive  and  industrious  citizens. 

Although  most  of  Mr.  Beckdolt's  time  has  been  devoted  to  his  ranching  Interests 
and  his  family,  still  he  has  appreciated  the  social  aspects  ol  life  and  Is  an  active 
member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Since  age  gave  him  the  right  of 
franchise,  he  has  supported  the  democratic  party  and,  although  actively  Interested  in 
his  party,  he  has  never  held  office  with  the  exception  of  having  beep  a  Justice  of  the 
peace  when  In  early  manhood.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beckdolt  are  Yeomen.  Throughout 
bis  entire  Itt^  Mr.  Beckdolt  has  been  engaged  In  farming  and  his  affairs  have  been 
so  carefully  conducted  and  his  success  has  been  so  manifest  that  now,  as  a  result  of 
his  labors,  'he  Is  able  to  enjpy  tbe  remainder  of  his  life  In  rest  and  Boanclal  security. 


JOSEPH    S.   ROBISON. 


Joseph  S.  Hoblson,  a  well  known  resident  of  Montpelier,  who  was  formerly  post- 
master of  that  city,  having  resigned  April  1.  1920,  Is  a  native  of  Utah,  born  in  Salt 
Lake  City.  January  10,  1860.  and  Is  a  son  of  Lewis  and  Clarissa  M.  (Duzette)  Hobtson, 
natives  of  Ohio.  They  were  members  of  the  Mormon  church  and  crossed  tbe  plains 
in  1847  ititb  the  pioneers,  arriving  In  Salt  Lake  City.  September  Zl  of  that  year.  Lewis 
Roblson  had  charge  of  the  ferry  at  Green  river  until  1860,  when  he  became  a  stockman 
and  farmer,  making  a  livelihood  at  agriculture  and  becoming  noted  In  the  district  in 
which  he  resided  as  a  successful  husbandman.  He  acquired  a  tract  of  land  at  Pleasant 
Grove,  Utah,  which  he  Improved  and  brought  to  a  high  state  of  cultivation,  and  resided 
there  during  the  remainder  of  his  active  life.  He  died  In  Salt  Lake  City  in  October, 
1883.  He  was  always  an  exemplary  worker  In  the  church  and  a  consistent  supporter 
of  all  Its  good  works.    His  widow  survived  htm  for  nine  years,  dying  in  September,  1892. 

Joseph  S.  Roblson  was  reared  and  educated  In  Salt  Lake  City  and  worked  on  the 
farm  and  In  the  mill  owned  by  bis  father,  until  he  became  of  age.  On  attaining  his 
majority,  he  removed  to  Idaho  tn  1881  and  located  In  Montpelier  In  1883,  engaging  In 
the  drug  buBlness  as  a  clerk  at  dlfCerent  times  tor  fifteen  years.  For  four  years  he 
was  special  agent  for  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad.  In  1883  he  went  to  England 
on  a  mission  for  the  church,  remaining  in  that  country  until  1S95.  He  was  elected 
assessor  of  Bear  Lake  county  and  served  in  that  office  from  1897  to  1899.  He  also 
served  as  postmaster  under  President  Cleveland  for  four  years,  and  in  June.  19H,  he 
was  again  appointed  postmaster  under  President  Wilson,  discharging  the  duties  of  that 
offlce  with  his  accustomed  zeal  and  efficiency  until  April  1,  1920,  when  he  resigned. 

In  June,  1892,  Mr.  Roblson  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mary  Ann  Severn,  a  daughter 
of  William  .and  Anne  (Bagley)  Severn,  natives  of  England,  who  came  to  America  in 
an  early  day  and  crossed  the  plains  to  Utah  in  1856  with  uie  of  the  famous  bandcart 
companies.  Mr.  Severn  was  the  first  settler  In  MoDtpelter,  Idaho,  where  he  still 
resides,  and  he  Is  the  only  surviving  member  of  the  first  band  of  settlers  who  located 
in  Montpelier',  settling  there,  In  1863.  During  his  residence  in  the  state  of  Idaho  he 
had  always  been  engaged  In  farming.  He  is  now  eighty-four  years  of  age.  His  wife 
died  In  1S9S.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roblson  one  child  has  been  bom,  Duzette,  whose  birth 
occurred  January  26.  1905. 

Mr.  Roblson  has  been  a  member  of  the  city  council  of  Montpelier  for  three  terms 
and  also  served  on  the  school  board  for  a  similar  period.  Prior  to  his  last  appointment 
as  postmaster,  he  was  engaged  In  the  clothing  and  shoe  business  in  Montpelier,     He 
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glY9a  bis  political  alteglance  4o  the  democratic  party  and  la  active  In  partr  affairs. 
In  religion  be  la  attached  to  the  Church  o(  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  is 
a  member  ot  the  high  council  of  Montpeller  stake. 


PRANK  L.  RECORDS. 


Frank  L.  Records,  owner  of  elEbty  acres  ot  land,  tour  and  one-halt  mllea  north- 
west of  Meridian,  in  Ada  couutr.  has  been  a  resident  of  this  state  since  1907.  The 
flrst  year  of  his  residence  In  Idaho,  he  spent  on  a  ranch  near  Ustick,  hut  almce  190S, 
has  resided  on  bis  present  ranch.  He  was  born  in  Livingston  county,  Illinois,  February 
6,  1876,  and  is  the  son  of  John  S.  and  Margaret  Eliiabetb  Records,  who  live  in  Boise, 
where  they  are  well  known  and  highly  respected  citizens. 

When  but  six  years  ot  age,  he  moved  with  bis  parents  to  a  fann  In  Jetferson 
county,  Nebraska,  where  he  spent  hU  boyhood,  and  early  manhood.  Being  ot  a  very 
Industrious  nature,  he  set  about  gaining  a  thorough  knowledge  of  farming,  and  this 
knowledge,  received  in  his  early  life,  has  been  a  large  factor  in  his  success.  His  ranch, 
consisting  ot  eighty  acres,  is  one  of  the  most  .modernly  improved  ranches  in  Ada 
county.  In  1916  a  good  one  hundred  ton  concrete  silo  was  built,  which  when  filled 
bolds  five  and  one-half  acres  of  corn.  He  has  also  installed  a  modern  milking  plant, 
known  as  the  Perfection  plant.  He  specializes  In  Holstein  dairy  cows,  having  about 
twenty  good  cows  in  milk  constantly.  Mr.  Records  is  Actively  engaged  in  the  manage- 
ment of  his  ranch,  which  he  is  constantly  developing  and  improving.  Although  the 
greater  part  of  bis  time  has  been  taken  up  with  ranching,  he  has  been  able  to  devote 
some  time  to  public  service.  He  was  road  supervisor  ot  Nebraska  for  several  years 
during  which  tltne  much  progress  on  the  roads  was  made.  He  has  always  been  a 
strong  advocate  of  education  and  to  this  end  served  the  public  tor  nine  years  on  the 
Victory  school  board,  part  of  the  time  being  its  president. 

Mr.  Records  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Amy  C.  Downey,  August  16, 
1S99,  In  Jefferson  county,  Nebraska.  Theyihad  known  each  other  from  childhood,  and 
had  been  schoolmates,  both  having  received  their  education  in  Jefferson  county.  Mrs, 
Records  was  born  in  Gage  county.  Nebraska.  November  1,  1.S7S,  and  was  a  daughter 
ot  William  F.  Downey,  now  deceased.  Mr.  Downey  was  well  known  throughout  Jeffer- 
son county,  and  tor  thirteen  years  was  sUDerlntendent  of  the  county  farm  in  Jefferson 
county.  To  this  union  three  children  have  been  born,  namely:  Gerald  B.,  who  was 
born  April  27,  1900;  John  F.,  whose  birth  occurred  November  4,  1902;  and  Eva  Luclle. 
born  July  12,  1903. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Records  and  their  family  are  consistent  members  ot  the  Christian 
church,  and  he  gives  his  political  support  to  the  republican  party.  His  success  may  be 
attributed  to  his  diligence  and  industry,  and  he  has  become  one  ot  the  most  prosperous 
and  highly  respected  men  of  tils  county. 


ISAAC  LAFAYETTE  KEENER. 

Among  the  well  known  and  successful  ranckmen  ot  Boise  county  is  Isaac 
Lafayette  Keener,  who  resides  four  and  one-half  miles  northwest  of  Boise  on  the 
Hilltop  road.  He  is  a  native  of  Georgia,  bis  birth  having  occurred  in  Rabun  county, 
Georgia,  February  27,  1870.  His  father,  Isaac  Monroe  Keener,  was  a  successful 
tanner  ot  Rabun  county,  and  lived  there  all  his  life,  his  death  occurring  five  years 
ago  when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  seventy-nine  years.  He  was  one  ot  the  south's 
,old  soldiers,  having  served  In  the  Confederate  states  army  during  the  Civil  war. 
His  father  and  the  grandfather  of  Isaac  Lafayette  Keener,  was  Abraham  Keener, 
who  came  to  this  country  from  Holland.  The  mother  ot  Isaac  Lafayette  Keener, 
was  Miriam  York,  who  died  when  he  was  still  a  little  boy.  She  was  of  Virginia 
Revolutionary  stock,  being  a  descendant  ot  the  Yorks  that  settled  Yorktown, 
Virginia. 

Isaac  Lafayette  Keener  was  reared  on  a  farm  In  his  native  county,  and  in  early 
manhood  taught  two  terms  of  school.  Realising  that  the  northwest  held  many  more 
and  greater  opportunities  than  bis  native  state,  he  left  Georgia  in  1894,  being  then 
twenty-four  years  of  age.  and  set  out  for  Idaho.     He  came  directly  to  Boise  valley 
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where  he  worked  aa  farm  hand  for  five  reara,  the  flrat  rear  being  apent  at  Nampa, 
and  the  aecond  Tear  on  a  ranch  that  now  adjolna  his  present  ranch.  Becomins 
dealroua  of  seeing  hia  old  borne,  he  returned  to  Oeorgfa  for  a  three  month'a  tIsU, 
after  which  time  he  returned  to  the  ranch  where  he  had  prevloualr  worked.  The 
owner  of  this  ranch  waa  Jamea  J.  Byera,  alao  a  Oeorgfan.  He  continued  to  work 
for  wagea  for  Mr.  Byers  until  1900.  He  then  apeat  one  aummer  In  the  state  of 
Waahlngton,  and  four  yeare  in  Britleh  Columbia.  Wishing  to  resume  ranching  he 
returned  to  the  Boise  valley,  where  In  the  meantime  bla  younger  brother  James  H. 
Keener  had  eettled.  The  latter  had  married  an  Idaho  girl  and  had  pnrchaaed  an 
Interest  In  an  eighty  acre  ranch  about  one  and  one-half  miles  from  where  "LAfe" 
Keener,  as  Isaac  Lafayette  Keener  Is  familiarly  known,  now  resides.  Hr.  Keener 
stopped  a  while  at  the  borne  of  his  brother  and  wife  and  bought  a  half  Interest  tn  the 
eighty  acre  ranch,  in  which  his  brother  bad  the  otber  half.  In  1906  he  sold  hia  inter- 
est to  James  and  at  once  purchased  his  present  ranch  on  top  of  the  bench  from  the 
Jamea  Keener  ranch.  Hia  ranch  now  conslata  of  forty-eight  and  flfty-seven  hun- 
dredths acrea  of  very  fine  and  produclve  land.  The  Improvements  on  the  land  when 
he  bought  it,  consisted  of  a  aback  and  a  small  family  orchard,  but  now  it  Is  one 
of  the  beat  Improved  ranches  of  the  county.  In  1907  the  little  aback  waa  replaced 
by  a  neat,  modem  bungalow,  and  the  out  bnlldlnga  and  hon^e  are  abundantly  sur- 
rounded by  fruit  and  shade  trees,  the  latter  being  a  variety  of  elms  which  he 
planted  in  1909.  He  also  planted  a  two  and  one-halt  acre  prnna  orchard.  In  1911, 
which  ta  now  full  bearing. 

Four  years  after  removing  to  bis  present  ranch,  on  November  26,  1909,  Mr. 
Keener  was  united  in  marriage  to  Catherine  Bums  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 
She  was  bom  In  the  Quaker  city,  November  22,  1878,  and  had  lived  there  all  her 
life.  Sbe  was  a  professional  trained  nurse  at  the  tlm^  she  was  married,  having 
been  graduated  from  the  Jewiab  Hatemlty  hospital  of  Philadelphia  In  1905.  Hra 
Bums'  anceatora  are  named  Bums  on  both  aides,  tbs  paternal  anceetors  being 
Scotch  and  maternal  ancestors  being  Irlah.  Her  father,  William  Wllaon  Bums, 
was  a  native  of  Glasgow,  Scotland,  and  a  aon  of  Joaeph  Warren  Bums,  who  waa  a 
flrat  cousin  of  the  poet,  Robert  Burns.  William  Wilson  Bums  (»me  to  the  United 
States  at  the  ftge  of  four  years,  and  was  serving  in  the  United  Statea  navy  when 
the  Civil  war  broke  out.  He  was  on  duty  on  the  flagship  of  Admiral  Porter,  which 
waa  at  Fort  Sumter  when  the  flrat  shot  was  flred.  He  fought  on  the  side  of  the 
Union.  The  mother  of  Mrs.  Keener  was  alao  named  Catherine  Bums.  Hr.  and 
Mrs.  Keener  have  adopted  two  children,  namely:  Robert  Lee  Little,  who  was  bom 
October  9,  1910;  and  Jean  Handley,  born  March  IS,  1915. 

Hr.  and  Mra.  Keener  are  members  of  the  Preabyterlan  church,  and  the  former 
la  an  elder  of  the  Bethany  Preabyterlan  chnrch,  located  near  their  borne.  In  pol- 
itics, they  differ,  the  former  being  a  stanch  supporter  of  the  democratic  party  and 
the  latter  of  the  republican  party.  Mr.  Keener  haa  never  aonght  office.  FratemaUr> 
he  is  affiliated  with  the  Modem  Woodmen  and  la  one  of  the  prominent  members  of 
his  lodge.  Mra.  Keener's  training  oa  a  nurae  has  stood  her  In  good  stead,  she  being 
in  constant  demand  during  the  World  war  and  the  Inllneoza  epidemics  of  191S- 
19-20.  Sbe  gave  every  bit  of  her  time  to  the  nursing  of  the  sick  during  the  epidemics 
except  when  she  heraelf  was  stricken  with  the  diaeaae.  The  community  In  which 
ahe  realdes  certainly  owes  her  a  debt  of  gratitude.  Both  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Keener  are 
recognlced  as  two  of  the  county's  most  able  and  progressive  cltiaena. 


JASPER  NEWTON  PBTHTEL. 

For  many  years  a  prominent  rancher  of  Idaho,  Jasper  Newton  Fethtel,  better 
known  aa  Newt  Pethtel,  is  now  retired  and  realdes  at  Kuna,  where  he  has  one 
of  the  prettiest  homes  In  the  town.  He  is  of  Qerman-Scotch  ancestry  and  was 
born  in  West  Virginia,  January  17.  1SG6,  a  son  of  Solomon  and  Sarah  Elisabeth 
(Kramer)  Petbtel. 

When  two  years  of  age,  Jasper  Newton  Pethtel  removed  with  his  parents  to 
Ui^onough  county,  Illinois,  and  was  there  reared,  upon  a  farm.  In  1879  and 
still  single,  be  went  to  aoutbeastern  Kansas,  Crawford  county,  and  there  be  engaged 
In  farming  for  ten  years.  In  1890  he  removed  to  Idaho  and  haa  resided  In  Boise 
and  Boise  valley  ever  since.     When  he  first  came  he  lived  at  Boise  and  worked 
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tor  wagfli.  In  1940  he  took  up  a  one  hundred  and  slxtr  acre  homestead  eitnated 
about  tw«nt]r  miles  west  of  Bolee  and  five  miles  northwest  ol  Kuna,'  and  resided  there 
for  eight  rears,  when  he  sold  It  and  removed  to  Knna,  his  present  home.  The 
honae  in  which  he  now  resides  he  hnllt  in  1910  and  It  is  one  of  the  Qnest  homes 
In  Kuna,  being  most  modem  In  improTements,  and  located  on  a  seven  and  one-half 
acre  tract.  In  addition  to  this  home  he  owns  an  eigl^tr  acre  ranch,  two  miles  west 
of  Kuna,  which  is  worth  twenty  thousand  dollars  or  thereabouts. 

On  the  S8th  of  December,  18S0,,  Mr.  Pethtel  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss 
Ida  M.  Ooul,  who  was  bom  July  23,  1S63,  In  McDonougb  county,  Illinois,  a  daughter 
of  John  Ooul,  who  now  jesides  In  South  Boise.  Two  children  have  been  born  to 
this  union,  namely:  John  Fletcher,  born  October  23,  188G,  and  who  U  now  married 
and  lives  In  Owyhee  connty,  Idaho;  and  Bessie  Alice,  who  is  now  the  wife  of 
Mr.  Stone  of  Kuna,,  and  who  has  one  daughter,  Leota  Mae. 

In  atfatra  of  the  community,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pethtel  take  an  active  part  and  they 
are  also  active  In  church  work  being  members  of  the  Christian  church.  Fraternally 
Mr.  Pethtel  was  formerly  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  still  belongs  to  the  Ancient  Order 
of  United  Workmen.  He  belongs  to  the  non-partisan  league,  preferring  to  support 
the  man  rather  than  a  particular  party.  He  has  never  had  or  desired  public  offlce, 
preferring  to  devote  himself  to  hts  ranching  interests,  and  as  a  result  of  this 
devotion  and  close  application,  he  is  today  retired,  a  respected  citizen  of  Kuda  'and 
flnancially  Independent 


HON.  HENRY  H.  HOFP. 


Henry  H.  Hoff,  formerly  a  member  of  the  Idaho  State  Legislature  and  for  years 
actively  and  prominently  fdentifled  with  the  execntlve  affairs  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  I^atter-day  Saints,  has  long  been  associated  with  the  public  tits  and  business 
Interests  of  Montpeller,  being  mayor  of  the  city  and  otherwise  coneerned  with  Its 
public  life.  He  Is  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  bom  In  Philadelphia,  March  IS,  1S49, 
and  is  a  son  of  John  G.  and  Katherlne  (Pfltzenmaler)  Hoff,  natives  of  Oermany.  They 
came  to  this  country  In  183G,  ihe  voyage  being  made  on  a  sailing  ship  which  took 
ninety-three  days  to  cross  the  Atlantic,  at  the  end  of  which  they  located  at  Philadelphia. 
Mr.  H<dt  was  a  shoemaker  by  trade  but  conducted  a  wholesale  boot  and  shoe  store  for  a 
good  many  years,  or  until  1S61,  when  he  practically  retired  from  the  shoe  trade,  hav- 
ing made  a  handsome  competence  while  engaged  in  business.  He  resided  In  Phila- 
delphia to  the  end  of  his  life,  his  death  occurring  in  1891  when  he  had  reached 
the  age  of  seventy-seven  years.  His  wife  predeceased  him  by  thirty  years,  dying  in 
1861  at  the  age  of  torty-seven  years. 

Henry  H,  Holt  was  reared  and  received  his  early  education  in  Philadelphia,  and 
at  the  age  oC  twelve  years  he  started  out  for  himself  by  learning  the  butcher's  trade. 
When  be  had  reached  eighteen  he  removed  to  Chicago  and  worked  at  hie  trade  in 
that  city  for  four  years,  being  employed  there  during  the  fire  of  1S71.  In  Jnne  of  the 
following  year  he  went  to  San  Francisco  and  worked  at  his  trade  In  that  city  for 
a  brief  period,  but  In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  bo  removed  to  Salt  Lake  City,  where 
he  spent  a  short  time.  His  next  move  was  to  Pleasant  Grove,  Utah,  where  he  worked 
tor  a  year  and  then  went  to  Evanston,  Wyoming,  where  he  spent  a  similar  period.  In 
1873  Mr.  Hoff  returned  to  Pleasant  Orove,  where  he  Joined  the  Mormon  church  and 
worked  at  his  trade  until  1S75.  It  was  In  the  latter  year  that  he  came  to  Bear  Lake 
county,  Idaho,  remaining  for  one  season  at  Oeorgetown,  whence  he  returned  to  Salt  Lake 
City,  going  thence  to  Evanston,  Wyoming,  where  he  worked  for  a  flrm  by  which  he 
had  been  previously  employed  and  where  he  remained  tor  three  years. 

About  1878  Mr.  Hoff  returned  to  Bear  Lake  county  and  took  a  homestead  near 
Oeorgetown,  which  he  improved  and  continued  to  operate  until  1885,  when  he  removed 
to  Montpeller  and  engaged  in  the  meat  business,  his  being  the  Brat  i^ieat  market  In 
Bear  Lake  county.  It  has  since  been  conducted  under  the  name  <d  H.  H.  Holt  Meat 
Company,  the  boslnees  being  now  under  the  management  of  a  son. 

On  March  8,  1876,  Mr.  Hoff  was  married  to  Harriett  Bacon,  of  Pleasant  Qrove, 
Utah,  a  daughter  of  Chauncey  and  Celestla  (SIsson)  Bacon,  the  former  of  whom  was 
bom  in  New  York  and  the  latter  In  Michigan.  The  great-grandfather  and  grandfather 
of  Mrs.  Hoff  served  In  the  War  of  1812,  when  this  country  was  engaged  in  a  second 
■traggle  with  Great  Britain.    Her  father  was  a  Mormon  and  pioneer  (rf  UUh,  crossing 
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Ihe  plains  In  1856.  He  wae  a  fanner  and  bought  land  In  Pleaeant  Orove,  Utah,  vhtch 
he  continued  to  operate  [or  the  balance  of  Ills  life.  He  had  formerly  lived  at  Carthage, 
Illinois,  where  Joseph  Smith,  the  Mormon  leader,  was  slain.  Mr.  Bacon  died  in 
Pleasant  Grove.  Utah,  and  his  wife  passed  sway  In  Georgetown,  Idaho,  ajMut  1900. 

liT.  and  Mrs.  Hott  I>ecame  the  parents  of  seven  children,  namely:  Beatrice  H.  la 
the  wife  of  George  F.  Lloyd;  Henry  H.  married  Ivy  Dalrymple;  Edmund  C.  is  a 
tanner;  Ernest  P.,  also  a  farmer,  married  Emily  Sorefison,  who  died  in  January,  19Z0. 
leaving  a  son,  Ernest  p.;  Ceiestla  G.  died  In  infancy;  Myrtle  Deseret  Is  the  wife  of 
William  B,  Pendrey;  Franit,  who  has  returned  from  France,  where  he  served  eleven 
months  with  the  United  States  army.  Is  now  on  a  mlBsipn  in  the  interests  ot  the 
Church  ot  JesuB  Christ  ot  latter-day  Saints,  in  the  eastern  states.  Mrs.  Hoft  died  July 
16,  1915,  after  a  long  Illness. 

In  January,  1916,  Mr.  Hoft  went  to  tbe  eastern  states  on  a  mission  for  his  church, 
traveling  about  eleven  thousand  miles  while  engaged  In  this  undertaking.  Prior  to 
that  he  had  been  counselor  to  the  bishop  of  Georgetown  ward  for  three  years.  When  the 
Montpelier  ward  was  divided  he  was  created  bishop  ot  tbe  second  ward.  At  the  time 
that  Mr.  Holl  took  over  the  second  ward  of  Montpelier  as  bishop,  the  membership  was 
tour  hundred,  and  at  the  end  of  bis  term  ot  nine  years,  it  had  Increased  to  nine  hun- 
dred and  fifty.  He  built  a  church  at  a  coat  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  it  Is  gen- 
erally considered  the  finest  church  In  Bear  Lake  county,  being  thoroughly  modern 
and  constructed  under  his  own  supervision.  He  also  was  chairman  ot  the  tabernacle 
committee  that  built  the  tabernacle  in  Montpelier.  which  Is  a  splendid  structure,  cost- 
in;;  seventy-live  thousand  dollars,  all  ot  which  money  passed  through  his  bands.  On 
December  23,  1917,  he  was  called  as  first  counselor  to  President  ^.  C.  Rich,  ot  Mont' 
pelier  stake  and  Is  also  patriarch. 

Mr.  Hoff  has  served  the  public  In  various  capacities  and  was  twice  elected  mayor 
ot  Montpelier;  on  tbe  last  occasion,  in  April.  1919,  he  did  not  wish  to  accept,  but  the 
people  prevailed  on  him  to  continue  in  that  oBlce.  Mr.  Hoft  has  aerved  as  county 
commissioner  for  three  terms.  He  was  a  member  of  the  board  ot  regents  under 
Governor  McConnell;  was  appointed  as  director  of  the  State  Normal  School  by  Gov- 
ernor Steunenberg;  Governor  Haines  appointed  him  to  the  technical  school  at  Poca- 
tello,  tor  six  years,  but  Mr.  Holt  was  unable  to  devote  his  time  to  the  duties;  and  by 
Governor  Alexander  be  was  appointed  to  the  board  ot  the  Historical  Society.  Ha 
served  In  the  fifteenth  session  of  the  Idaho  legislature,  with  advantage  to  tbe  in- 
terests which  he  represented.  On  a.  former  occasion  he  was  nominated  on  the  pc^ullst 
ticket  for  state  senator  but  did  not  accept  the  nomination  being  a  democrat,  although 
bis  election  was  assured.  Mr.  Hotl  is  the  owner  ot  nine  hundred  acres  of  land  'in 
Bear  Lake  county,  but  since  1917  be  has  practically  retired  from  active  participation 
in  business  affairs. 


FRANK  NT  PBOUT. 

Frank  N,  Prout,  one  of  the  successful  ranchmen  of  Boise  county,  who  resides 
six  miles  from  Horse  Shoe  Bend  on  a  1.700-acre  hay  and  livestock  ranch.  In  what 
la  now  known  as  the  Jerusalem  section  on  Porter  Creek,  was  born  near  the  Soo 
Canal.  Ontario.  Canada,  March  11.  1S69.  He  resided  In  Canada  until  he  was  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  when  he  came  to  Idaho.  He  spent  fifteen  years  at  the  De  Lamar 
mines  In  Owyhee  county,  where  he  was  employed  as  stationary  engineer,  and  In 
1902.  while  sttll  engaged  as  an  engineer  at  the  mines,  he  purchased  the  old  William 
McConnell  place  on  Porter  Creek  near  Horse  Shoe  Bend.  Ho  removed  to  thla  ranch 
tour  years  later  and  still  resides  there.  This  place  was  developed  by  the  late 
Gov.  William  McConnell,  who  resided  there  lor  a  while.  It  la  now  one  ot  the  oldest 
and  best  known  ranches  In  southern  Idaho,  and  though  originally  consisting  of  only 
160  acres,  it  now  Includes  about  seventeen  hundred  acres.  Mr.  Prout  having  purchased 
several  adloinlng  ranches.  Including  the  Ray  ranch,  the  girlhood  home  ot  his  wife. 
He  Is  at  present  extensively  engaged  in  raising  livestock,  mainly  cattle  and  horses, 
and  also  hay.  in  his  spare  time  he  thoroughly  enjoys  hunting,  fishing  and  various 
other  sports,  and  every  fall  gets  his  share  of  the  deer. 

Mr.  Prout  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Ida  Hay  Ray,  In  Boise,  October  14, 
1S96.  She  was  born  in  Iowa.  May  30.  1869,  a  daughter  of  William  R.  and  £mma  C. 
(Fenton)  Ray.    In  1873,  at  the  age  of  four  years,  she  came  over  the  plains  to  Idaho 
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with  her  parents  In  an  ox-draim  wagon,  and  the  family  settled  on  a  ranch  which  Is 
now  part  ot  the  Prout  place.  Her  father  was  a  veteran  of  the  Union  army,  and  hla 
death  occurred  at  the  Soldlere'  Home  In  Boise.  One  child,  a  daughter,  who  died  tn 
infancy,  was  bom  to  Mr.  and  Mre.  Prout. 

Politlcallr.  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Prout  auppart  the  republican  party  and  ezerclae 
ttaalr  right  of  franchise  In  support  of  the  principles  In  which  they  firmly  believe.  Mr. 
Prout  has  always  carefully  conducted  his  buslnesa  IntersBts,  whether  tn  ranching  or 
otherwise,  and  his  success  Is  the  direct  outcome  of  persistent  and  earnest  labor. 


MRS.  CATHERINE  LUCRETIA  HARRIS. 

Mrs,  Catherine  L.  Harris,  for  years  a  well  known  resident  of  Ada  county  and  the 
owner  of  an  ezoellent  eighty-acre  ranch  northwest  of  Ustlck.  Is  a  native  of  Tennessee, 
bom  January  27,  1859,  and  a  dauchter  of  Joseph  and  ElUabeth  (Good)  Greene,  also 
natives  of  that  stale.  Her  father  was  a  soldier  In  the  C<Mifederate  army  during  the 
Civil  war  and  died  of  sickness  while  in  the  military  service  In  Texas,  Her  mother 
died  in  Texas  in  1901.  Following  the  death  of  Joseph  Greene,  hts  widow  married 
again,  and  Mrs.  Harris  has  one  halt-brother,  Jeff  Durham,  who  lives  In  Texas. 

On  October  23,  1870.  Catherine  Lucretia  Greene  was  united  in  marriage  to  Pleasant 
Harris,  who  was  bora  either  In  Arkansas  or  Missouri  in  1847  and  died  on  May  30,  1908, 
being  then  si^ty  years  of  age.  The  marriage  took  placa  In  Texas,  where  they  continued 
to  reside  until  1887,  when  they  removed  to  Idaho.  The  flrst  two  years  were  spent  In 
Boise,  and  at  the  end  ot  that  period  Mr.  Harris  acquired  a  homestead  south  of  Eagle, 
which  he  and  his  wife  proceeded  to  Improve  and  develop,  finally  bringing  the  place 
Into  Brst  class  condition.  He  sold  the  place  in  1900  and  bought  an  eighty  acre  ranch, 
lying  two  miles  northwest  ot  Ustlck,  and  It  was  on  this  farm  that  he  died  In  ISOS^ 
Here  hla  widow  and  two  sons  still  reside.  Mr.  Harris  and  his  wlte  were  ploneertf  in 
the  neighborhood,  and  he  was  generally  regarded  as  one  ot  Its  most  progressive  farmers. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harris  became  the  parents  of  six  children,  who  are  still  living:  Belle, 
bom  In  Texas,  August  20,  1877,  t>ecame  the  wlte  of  Arthur  Badley,  ot  Hood  River, 
Oregon;  George  W..  bom  In  Texas,  May  26,  1878,  resides  near  Grand  View,  Idaho; 
Joseph  B.,  bom  In  Texas,  September  24.  1880.  is  residing  with  his  mother;  Zenobia, 
bom  in  Texas,  April  30,  1883,  married  George  Nesbit,  of  Weston,  Oregon;  Thomas,  born 
in  Texas,  March  2,  188G,  Is  married  and  lives  near  Star,  Idaho;  and  Roy  .James,  born 
In  Boise,  April  1,  1889,  is  living  on  the  home  place,  which  ha  and  hie  brother,  Joseph, 
operate,  and  part  of  which  they  own.  Mrs.  Harris  is  an  earnest  member  of  the  Meth- 
odist church.  In  all  the  good  works  of  which  she  takes  a  warm  Interest. 


CLYDE  B.  CRANE. 

A  prominent  rancher  of  Kuna  vicinity  Is  Clyde  B.  Crane,  who  is  now  residing  aa 
a  one  hundred  and  sixty  acre  ranch,  two  miles  northeast  of  Kuna.  He  was  bora  in 
Tennessee,  January  1,  1886,  a  son  of  Cyrus  Crane,  a  veteran  (rf  the  Union  army.  The 
tatlier  was  a  native  of  Warren  county,  Indiana.  After  the  Civil  war  he  removed  to 
Tennessee  and  when  his  son,  Clyde  B.,  was  still  a  baby,  removed  to  Dade  county  Mis- 
souri, He  now  resides  at  Walnut  Orove,  Missouri.  I^e  mother  was  before  her  mar- 
riage Miss  LlUle  Irdand  and  her  death  occurred  in  1911. 

Clyde  B.  Crane  was  reared  In  Dade  county,  Missouri  on  a  farm  and  has  farmed  all 
of  his  life.  After  his  marriage,  which  took  place  tn  1906,  Mr.  Crane  farmed  In  Dade 
county  until  1916,  when  he  removed  to  Idaho,  and  has  since  that  time  resided  tn  the 
Kuna  vlctnlty.  He  has  engaged  In  the  business  of  buying  ranches  and  selling  at  a 
bigger  figure,  and  has  owned  and  sold  four  different  ranches  near  Kuna.  The  ranch 
on  which  he  now  resides,  however,  is  a  rented  place,  tor  he  recently  sold  his  own 
ranch  and  has  not  yet  purchased  another.  He  expects  to  buy  again  In  the  Kuna  dis- 
trict 

Hr.  Crane  was  united  fn  marriage  to  Miss  Lula  Bell  Qrlsham  In  Dade  county,  Mis- 
souri, October  15,  1906.  She  is  a  sister  of  Samuel  C,  «t  whom  mention  Is  made  else- 
where in  this  work,  Harvey  V.,  and  Albert,  all  well  known  ranchmen  ot  Kuna,  Four 
children  have  been  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crane,  namely:    Oren,  bom  July  17,  1904; 
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Eatel  J.,  whose  blrtb  occurred  November  1,  190T;  Clair,  born  June  19,  1909;  and  Wil- 
ber  H.,  w)io  was  born  August  26,  ISll. 

Mr.  Crane  follows  an  lnaep«ndeiit  course  In  politics,  bellevine  In  supporting  the 
best  man.  He  takes  9a  active  Interest  In  the  ^alrs  of  his  communltr  and  while 
never  holding  any  public  office  has  endeavored  In  every  way  to  (nlflU  hla  obligations  as 
a  citizen.  The  position  which  he  now  holds  has  been  won  by  his  own  dlligenca  and 
industry,  and  he  is  one  of  the  most  progr-eesife  and  esteemed  men  of  his  community. 


OLLIE  C.  RIPE. 


A  prominent  man  and  rancher  of  Boise  county,  is  Ollle  C.  Rife,  who  resides  on  a 
ranch  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  acres,  located  six  miles  below  Boise  on  the  river. 
Re  waa  born  in  Lewis  county,  Missouri,  November  3,  1881,  a  scm  of  Archibald  Livings 
ton  and  Altie  (Steffer)  Rife,  who  still  reside  in  lUesonri,  and  are  among  the  prtnuinent 
dtiaens  of  their  community. 

Ollle  C.  Rite  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Fannie  May  Bllncoe,  October  21. 
1906,  at  Qnlncy,  Illinois,  and  the  land  on  which  Qulncy  now  stands  was  at  one  time 
owned  by  Cap  Stefter,  the  maternal  great-grandfather  of  Mr.  Rlf&  Mrs.  Blfe  la  a 
daughter  of  William  and  Ella  (Humphrey)  Bllncoe.  and  waa  bom  In  Clark  county, 
Missouri,  October  11,  1S89.  Her  mother,  Ella  Humphrey  Bllncoe,  who  yet  resides 
in  Missoarl,  was  a  cousin  ot  ez-Qov.  J.  Frank  Hanley  who  was  i«cently  killed  when 
a  train  struck  the  aatomobile  In  which  tie  was  riding.  Two  sons  have  been  bom 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rife,  namely:  Harold  F.,  who  was  bom,  November  89,  IBll;  and 
Wayne  C,  bom  February  9,  19 IS. 

In  1911,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rife  moved  to  Idaho  and  settled  on  their  present  naeb. 
where  tbey  have  resided  ever  since.  They  are  held  In  high  esteem  in  their  com- 
munity, and  Hra.  Rife,  irtio  la  a  memher  ot  the  Christian  dinrch,  is  active  in  all  church 
work.  Politically,  both  give  their  support  to  the  republican  party.  During  the  Worid 
war.  they  todk  an  active  part  In  all  kinds  of  war  work,  In  fact  they  were  the  leaders 
fa  ftll  such  work  in  their  community.  Mrs.  Rite  was  a  devoted  Red  Cross  worker,  and 
much  of  Ur.  Rlfe's  time  was  given  over  to  supporting  the  Liberty  loan  movemenL 

Ur.  Rife  has  kept  in  touch  with  the  trend  of  modem  progress  along  agricultural 
tines  and  be  has  a  well  equipped  and  prosperous  ranch.  He  and  his  wife  are  leaders 
in  their  community  and  enjoy  the  high  regard  of  their  neighbors. 


SAMUEL  C.  BOOHEm. 


For  six  years  Samuel  C.  Booher  has  been  a  resident  of  Kuna  and  vicinity  and  in 
that  short  time  he  has  won  for  himself  the  high  regard  of  the  community  and  Is  widely 
recognized  throughout  the  district  as  one  of  Its  most  progressive  and  successful  ranch- 
men.  Mr.  Booher  was  bom  In  Huntington  county,  Pennsylvania,  July  14,  1864,  a  scm 
of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  (Snyder)  Booher,  both  ot  whom  were  natives  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  father  served  in  the  Union  army  during  the  Civil  war  and  died  in  a  hoepttal  of 
sickness  contracted  probably  from  ez|K>sure.  when  his  son.  Samuel  C,  was  but  six 
months  old.  The  mother  remained  a  widow  and  her  death  occurred  Is  1S79.  Thus  at 
an  early  age  Samnel  C.  Booher  was  left  an  orphan.  He  was  the  youngest  of  seven 
children,  lour  boys  and  three  girls,  all  of  whom  are  living.  He  and  one  brother,  Ed- 
mund Bower,  however,  are  the  only  members  of  the  family  who  reside  In  Idaho.  Ed- 
mund Bower  Booher  resides  at  Nampa  and  Is  numbered  among  the  prominent  citiiens 
there. 

Samuel  C.  Booher  removed  to  Johns<m  county,  Iowa,  with  his  widowed  mother  and 
the  renialnder  of  the  family  in  1S66.  and  after  his  mother's  death  ha  went  to  live 
with  an  older  brother  In  Shelby  county,  Iowa.  Being  of  an  ambitious  nature  and  de- 
siring to  be  Independent  of  his  brother  he  began  working  out  on  farms  at  the  age  of 
fourteen  years,  for  which  work  he  received  the  wages  of  ten  dollars  a  month.  For 
several  he  worked  for  wages  and  in  the  mean  time  he  learned  the  carpenter's  trade. 
At  the  age  of  eighteen  years  ha  bought  a  team  of  horses  and  b^can  fanning  on  his 
own  account.  He  farmed  in  Shelby  county  and  Woodbury  county,  Iowa,  until  1914, 
when   he   removed   to   Idaho.     In    1913,    before   leaving   he    sold    bis    good    farm    ot 
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eightr  acres  In  Woodbury  county,  Iowa.  He  bought  his  preseut  ranch  at  Kuna  In  the 
fall  ot  1914  and  removed  to  tt  In  the  spring  of  191S,  having  built  a  good  two  story  house 
on  it  and  otherwise  improved  it.  This  ranch  consists  of  twenty-one  acres  and  is  lo- 
cated Inside  of  the  town  limits  of  Kuna.  At  the  time  he  purchased  It  the  ranch  was 
all  In  alfalfa  and  It  is  still  largely  in  alfalfa.  He  also  keeps  a  good  number  of  Jersey 
cows.  He  has  a  welt  planned  family  orchard  which  he  put  out  when  he  bought  this 
ranch  and  which  is  now  bearing,  and  as  a  side  line  he  engages  in  the  bee  industry. 
He  has  a  shop  well  stocked  with  good  tools  and  in  this  shop  he  makes  all  of  his  own 
hives,  frames,  and  other  necessary  equipment.  He  Is  able  to  save  much  expense  thus, 
and  his  skill  as  a  carpenter  has  indeed  stood  him  In  good  stead. 

While  Mr.  Booher  was  a  resident  of  Iowa,  he  was  married  in  Qeauga  county, 
Ohio,  to  Miss  Ella  Cornelia  Martin,  January  2.  ISST.  Mrs.  Booher  was  born  tn 
Qeauga  county.  August  17,  1863,  a  daughter  of  Edward  Edwin  and  Cornelia  Emeline 
(HIckoz)  Martin,  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Booher  have  tour  children  living,  namely,  Eva.  Etta, 
Allie  and  Daisy,  The  three  oldest  daughters  all  are  graduates  of  Link's  Business  Col- 
lege at  Boise,  and  are  now  holding  responsible  positions.  Eva  and  Allte  are  working 
in  Boise  and  Etta  holds  a  good  position  in  the  Kuna  St§te  Bank.  They  have  all  made 
stenography  and  bookkeeping  a  specialty.  The  youngest  daughter.  Daisy,  is  married, 
being  the  wife  of  Harry  Ferguson  of  Kuna.  One  son  also  had  been  born  to  this 
union,  but  his  death  occurred  June  16,  1918,  as  a  result  of  the  Influenza.  His  name 
was  Clayton,  and  he  was  twenty-nine  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death  and  un- 
married.   He  had  been  in  training  for  service  in  the  World  war. 

Politically.  Mr.  Booher  is  tdentilied  with  the  republican  party.  In  which  he  takes 
an  active  interest.  However,  he  has  sever  sought  or  held  political  office.  In  educa- 
tional matters  Mr.  Booher  is  most  interested,  and  has  served  on  the  Kuna  school  board 
most  of  the  time  since  be  has  resided  there.  He  has  held,  and  Is  now  holding  the 
position  of  clerk  of  the  board.  Previous  to  hia  removal  to  Idaho  and  while  a  resi- 
dent of  Iowa,  he  also  serveB  as  school  director,  holding  this  position  for  several 
.  years.  Being  a  self-made  man,  Mr.  Booher  Is  quick  to  realize  the  advantages  offered 
by  a  good  education  and  to  this  cause  he  gives  much  time  and  energy.  Education  Is 
not,  however,  essential  as  a  means  to  success,  for  Mr.  Booher,  although  receiving  but 
tittle  schooling,  has  won  hla  present  success  by  his  own  labors.  As  a  ranchman  he 
has  been  very  successful  and  as  a  public  spirited  citl/en  there  is  none  better  than 
Samuel  C.  Booher. 


OLIVER  E.  ALLISON.  ' 


Oliver  E.  Allison,  a  well  known  rancher  living  near  Meridian,  Ada  county,  was 
born  In  Salubria  Valley,  Washington  county,  July  13.  1873.  His  parents  were  David 
and  Etta  (Abernathy)  Allison.  Both  the  Allison  and  Abernathy  rsmilles  resided  in 
Iowa,  and  In  1863  removed  to  this  state,  settling  first  near  Star,  Ada  county,  and  later 
removing  to  Salubria  Valley.  His  parents  were  not  married  until  after  removing  to 
Idaho,  their  marriage  taking  place  in  1870.  In  1903.  they  removed  to  California,  where 
the  death  of  the  father  occurred,  January  2S.  1920.  at  the  age  of  seventy-six  years. 
His  widow  still  resides  In  Calltornia.  The  Allison  family  is  well  known  throughout 
the  state  and  an  uncle  of  Oliver  B.  Allison  was  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  Idaho 
legislature  from  Washington  county. 

Mr.  Allison  was  reared  on  a  ranch  tn  Salubria  Valley,  and  has  followed  the  oc- 
cupation of  farmfng  all  his  life.  In  1900,  he  removed  to  Ada  county,  and  has  owned 
and  lived  on  five  different  ranches,  making  vast  Improvements  on  three  of  them.  One 
of  the  beat  Improved  ranches  in  the  vicinity  of  Meridian-was  formerly  owned  by  Mr. 
Allison,  and  is  located  three  miles  southwest  of  that  town.  It  is  an  eighty-acre  ranch 
with  all  modem  improvements,  including  a  brick  bungalow,  which  improvements  were 
made  in  1913.  For  six  years  he  was  the  owner  of  this  ranch,  but  he  sold  It  In  the 
spring  of  1920,  and  bought  the  place  on  which  be  now  resides.  This  ranch  of  forty 
acres  Is  also  well  Improved.  He  Is  devoted  to  his  business  and  has  held  only  one 
office  of  public  service,  that  of  school  director.  He  has  lived  in  Idaho  his  entire  life, 
and  In  1919,  in  company  with  hia  wife,  enjoyed  a  tour  of  Oregon  and  Callfomitl  by 
automobile. 

On  October  S,  1393.  Mr.  Allison  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Hattle  Lula 
Brannan,  who  was  born  in  Montana,  February  10,  1873,  and  was  the  daughter  ol  Edward 
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and  Lottie  (Trsluor)  Brannan.  The  tatb«r,  wbo  voa  a  native  of  Peiiiuj'lTania,  came 
to  Idaho  In  1862,  and  later  remoTad  to  Oregon,  where  he  was  married.  Both  parents 
are  now  deceased,  their  deaths  haviaK  occurred  in  Boise,  where  thej  spent  their  last 
years.  Two  sons  have  been  bom  to  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Allison,  namely,  Oliver  E.,  Jr.,  and 
Wilfred  David,  the  latter  now  deceased.  Oliver  E.  Allison  is  a  young  man  of  twenty- 
six  years,  and  a  veteran  of  the  World  war.  He  saw  active  service  in  France  for  a  year, 
and  was  fortunate  to  escape  being  wounded.  He  Is  now  holding  a  responeible  poel- 
tlon  with  a  Bolee  wholesale  house.  Uls  brother,  Wilfred  David  Allison,  died  in  the 
Brooklyn  hospital,  July  21,  1918,  at  the  age  of  nineteen  years.  He  served  with  the 
navy  during  the  World  war,  making  five  trips  to  and  from  France,  on  the  United 
States  transport  President  Lincoln.  He  was  on  this  vessel  at  the  time  it  was  tor- 
pedoed and  sunk  by  the  Germans.  Ha  was  in  the  water  eighteen  hours  before  he  was 
picked  up,  and  this  exposure  so  undermined  his  already  rather  weak  constitution, 
that  his  death  occurred  soon  after,  and  he  is  buried  in  the  Morris  Hill  cemetery. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allison  both  are  consistent  members  of  the  Christian  church.  Fra- 
ternally he  Is  connected  with  the  Independent  Order  <a  Odd  Fellows,  and  the  Wood- 
men of  the  World,  and  Mrs.  Allison  Is  a  Rebekab.  Politically  they  are  republicans.  Mr. 
Allison  is  recognized  throughout  the  county  as  one  of  its  most  progressive  ranclmten. 


LAWRENCE   SMITCHOER. 

The  brief  story  of  the  progress  and  success  of  Lawrence  Smltchger,  a  prosperous 
poultryman  and  orchardlst  living  near  Ustlck,  Ada  county,  and  one  of  the  pioneers 
of  that  neighborhood,  Is  Interesting  and  illuminating,  showing  what  may  be  done  by 
steady  application.  Industry  and  well  directed  energy. 

Mr.  Smltchger  was  bom  August  27,  1865,  a  son  of  John  and  Frances  Schmltchger, 
both  natives  qf  Austria-Hungary,  the  former  of  German  and  the  latter  of  Bohemian 
extraction.  They  were  married  In  Austria-Hungary  and  came  to  the  United  States 
in  the  spring  of  1866.  On  arriving  in  this  country  they  went  to  Chicago,  where  they 
remained  for  some  years.  In  1876  the  family  removed  to  Kansas,  and  in  that  state 
John  Schmltchger  and  his  wife  spent  the  remainder  of  their  lives. 

Lawrence  Smltchger  was  one  of  a  family  of  six  sons  and  one  daughter.  When 
a  lad  of  sixteen,  he  left  his  home  in  Kansas  and  started  out  to  make  his  own  way 
in  the  world.  He  spent  several  years  in  Montana  In  his  young  manhood,  working  at 
such  ocGupatioui  aa  his  hands  could  Hud  to  do.  In  18BB  he  came  to  Idaho  and  spent 
three  years  working  in  a  quarts  mill  at  the  DeLamar  mines,  but  In  1898  he  bought 
the  first  twenty  acres  of  his  orchsrd  and  poultry  ranch  near  Ustlck.  In  1916  he 
acquired  an  additional  twenty  acres,  making  forty  acres  in  all,  thirty-five  acres  of 
which  are  given  over  to  the  raising  of  prunes,  and  from  the  very  beginning  of  this 
undertaking  success  bos  attended  Mr.  Bmitchger's  efforts,  it  being  largely  the  out- 
come of  the  application  of  correct  methods  and  persistent  energy. 

When  Mr.  Smltchger  started  in  business  In  1S9S  he  had 'exactly  one  hundred 
dollars  and  a  team  of  horses.  He  bought  twenty  acres  of  land  on  which  there  was 
a  young  orchard  of  prune  trees,  paying  bis  hundred  dollars  on  the  ranch.  Prom  a 
boy  he  had  been  wanting  to  get  into  the  chicken  business  but  the  opportunity  did 
not  come  until  he  bought  his  present  ranch.  The  first  year  a  flock  of  sixty-flve  hens 
was  raised.  Mr.  Smltchger  states  he  did  not  want  to  start  out  at  the  wrong  end  by 
getting  the  chickens  and  then  learning  how  to  take  care  of  them.  Gradually  the 
flock  was  enlarged  and  only  one  breed  has  ever  been  kept  on  the  Smltchger  place. 
He  sUrted  with  Brown  Leghorns  and  be  still  keeps  them.  From  the  original  sixty- 
five  hens  the  flock  has  increased  until  he  now  has  upwards  of  one  thousand  bens 
in  the  flock  and  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  cocks  and  cockerels.  He  has  had  « 
substantial  Income  from  his  poultry  and  has  been  equally  successful  with  the  orchard, 
the  profits  from  which  have  been  very  high.  He  receives  large  orders  for  eggs  for 
hatching  and  he  sells  all  the  good  stock  he  has  to  spare  for  breeding  purposes. 
The  eggs  sold  for  hatching  are  sold  is  various  lots  from  one  doaen  to  many  gvoss, 
and  at  prices  that  attract  many  buyers.  Mr.  Smltchger  and  two  of  his  sons  have 
done  practically  all  the  work  on  this  ranch,  except  during  the  fruit  harvest.  For 
the  better  care  of  his  prune  crop,  he  erected  an  evaporator,  constructed  by  him- 
self,  and  has  thus  enhanced  the  market  value  of  his  prunes. 

Mr.  Smltchger  has  seven  living  children:    Mrs.  Lucy  Law,  Mrs.  Laura  Little, 
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Frank,  Mrs.  Dora  Thomaa,  WDliam  JennlugB  Bryan,  Jamee  and  Delia.  He  ia  a  anp- 
porter  of  ttie  democratic  party,  bnt  has  never  been  a  seeker  atter  political  office,  pre- 
ferring to  devote  all  of  hla  time  to  the  atfalrs  ol  his  ranch. 


JOHN  P.  O'CONNOR. 

John  F.  O'Connor,  a  well  known  merchant  of  Montpelier,  who  for  many 
years  baa  been  prominent  In  public  affairs  and  in  the  counclla  of  the  democratic 
party  In  this  part  of  the  state,  waa  bom  In  New  Tork  City,  In  November,  1S&6,  bnt 
was  taken  by  tale  parents  to  Michigan  when  he  was  an  infant  of  bIx  monthe.  He  la 
a  son  of  Charles  and  Ann  (Ferrtn)  O'Connor,  natives  of  Ireland,  who  came  to  Amer- 
ica In  the  early  'GOs.  They  located  In  New  York  City  and  later  Journeyed  to  Mich- 
igan, when  that  state  was  virtually  la  wilderness.  There  the  father  bought  a  ranch, 
which  he  developed  and  Improved  and  operated  the  same  for  the  balance  of  hlfl 
active  life.  He  lived  in  Michigan  for  nearly  fifty  years,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
in  January,  1S97,  he  had  reached  the  advanced  age  of  ninety-three  years.  Hla  wife 
predeceased  him  by  thirty  yeara,  her  death  occurring  In  1886.  John  Ferrin,  a 
maternal  uncle  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Is  credited  with  having  Bred  the  flrst 
shot  in  the  Civil  war,  through  which  be  served  with  the  rank  of  captain. 

John  F.  O'Connor  waa  reared  and  educated  In  Michigan,  remaining  in  the  home 
of  his  parents  until  he  had  become  of  age.  He  then  followed  farming  during  the 
summers  and  taught  school  in  and  near  his  home  district  for  several  years,  or 
until  1880.  In  that  year,  Mr.  O'Connor  being  then  twenty-flve  years  old,  removed 
to  Idaho  and  followed  mining  In  the  Salmon  river  country  and  also  in  the  Wood 
river  country.  Us  time  between  these  places  covering  four  years.  He  also  drove  a 
stage  coach.  He  was  In  the  government  mail  service  for  four  years  as  mall  clerk, 
when  President  Cleveland  was  in  otQce. 

In  18S9  Mr.  O'Connor  removed  to  Montpelier  and  was  engaged  as  fireman  on. the 
railroad  for  two  years.  At  the  end  of  this  time  he  commenced  business  on  his  own 
account  as  a  mercbant  and  has  been  thus  occupied  In  Montpelier  ever  since.  He  la 
well  known  for  his  Industrious  habits  and  Is  generally  regarded  as  one  of  the  most 
Buccessful  men  In  the  locality. 

In  February.  1887,  Mr.  O'Connor  was  united  in  marriage  to  Sarah  Begley,  and 
they  ar«  the  parents  of  two  children,  namely:  James  P.  and  Charles  W.,  both  resid- 
ing in  Montpelier.  Mr.  O'Connor  served  on  the  city  council  for  eight  years  and  was 
a  member  of  the  first  board  of  trustees.  Active  in  democratic  affairs,  he  waa  a 
member  of  the  democratic  state  central  committee  for  six  years  and  was  practically 
always  on  the  county  central  committee.  Formerly,  he  had  farming  interests  at 
Iron  Falls,  which  he  sold  eventually.  Mr.  O'Connor  is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias,  and  takes  a  warm  Interest  In  the  affairs  of  that  fraternal  organisation. 
He  was  reared  in  the  faith  of  the  Catholic  church. 


WILLIAM  R.  OILLEN. 

Among  the  prominent  ranchmen  of  Ada  county  la  William  R.  Olllen,  now  resid- 
ing at  Kuna,  from  which  point  be  is  successfully  managing  three  different  ranches, 
two  situated  In  Ada  county  and  one  In  Canyon  county.  He  is  a  native  of  Illinois, 
having  been  bom  in  Ottawa,  November  16,  1874.  His  father,  Hugh  J.  QUlen,  was 
a  successful  merchant  of  Ottawa,  and  his  death  occurred  in  1896.  His  mother,  who 
was  before  her  marriage  Miss  Mary  Louise  Meeban,  still  resides  In  Ottawa. 

William  R.  Qillen  waa  reared  In  Ottawa,  Illinois,  and  received  his  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  that  state.  After  receiving  his  elementary  education  be  at- 
tended the  Notre  Dame  University,  and  the  Wesleyan  University  at  Bloomlngton,  Illi- 
nois. Completing  his  education  he  started  out  into  the  business  world  as  a  clerk  In  his 
father's  large  mercantile  store  at  Ottawa,  and  remained  In  this  position  for  several 
yeara.  Realizing  that  the  city  offered  more  opportunities  for  advancement,  he 
removed  from  his  native  town  to  Chicago,  In  18B8.  He  remained  in  Chicago  for  some 
time,  being  engaged  In  office  work,  first  in  a  South  Water  street  commission  hoaae 
and  later  in  the  offices  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  where  he  remained  tor  five 
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years.  He  was  an  expert  stenographer  and  bookkeeper  and  flnelty  became  a  depart- 
ment bead  (n  the  comptroller's  office  of  that  railroad.  In  Chicago  he  met  and 
married  his  wife  and  about  two  years  later,  in,  1908,  they  removed  to  Idabo  and 
settled  la  the  Indian  creek  valley.  He  bought  an  eighty-acre  tract  of  sagebrush 
land  on  the  Meridian  highway,  two  miles  northeast  ot  Kuna,  for  twenty-six  dollars 
and  twenty-flre  cents  an  acre.  On  this  place  he  built  a  small  frame  house  and 
settled  there.  He  cleared  tbe  sagebrush  off  the  entire  eighty  acres,  grubbing  forty 
acres  of  It  himself  with  a  mattock.  This  ground  he  improved  and  cultivated,  until 
today  the  ranch  Is  worth  easily  three  hundred  dollars  an  acre.  In  1918  he  rented 
this  place  and  removed  to  Kuna  and  from  this  point  Is  managing  three  different 
ranches,  two  located  near  Kuna  and  one  In  Roswell,  Canyon  county.  The  two 
ranches  near  Kuna  consist  of  eighty  acres  each,  wbile  the  one  near  Roswell  consists 
of  but  seventy  acres;  however,  the  last  mentioned  place  Is,  from  Mr.  Oillen's  point  of 
view,  the  best  because  oC  Us  deeper  and  richer  soil.  When  Mr.  Qlllen  and  his  wife 
came  to  Idaho  tbey  had  practically  nothing  and  Mr.  Qiilen  knew  absolutely  nothing 
about  farming,  but,  by  his  diligence  and  Industry  and  close  application  to  his  Inter- 
ests, he  has,  In  the  twelve  years  since  he  came  to  Idaho,  i>ecome  financially  inde- 
pendent. A  full  measure  of  Mr.  QlUen's  success  may  be  attributed  to  his  wife,  who 
has  ever  been  of  courage  and  who  cooperated  with  her  husband  In  everything  he 
bad  to  undertake.  Many  hardships  were  endured  during  the  first  years  of  their 
residence  in  Idaho  when  they  were  living  In  their  little  two-room  shack.  They  had' 
no  buggy  but  used  a  big  heavy  wagon  as  a  means  of  conveyance  for  five  yearH.  At 
the  end  of  that  time  Mr.  OUIen  purchased  a  rubbcr-tlred  buggy  and  a  fine  black 
driving  horse,  while  today  tbe  Glllen  conveyance  Is  a  high  powered  Hudson  speedster. 

The  wife  to  whom  he  gives  credit  for  a  large  portion  ot  their  present  day  suc- 
cess was,  before  her  marriage,  Miss  Grace  E.  Rlcbolson.  They  were  married*  in 
Chicago  on  February  26,  1906.  Mrs.  Glllen  is  a  daughter  of  John  Rlcbolson  and 
was  born  June  9,  1S7S.  The  father  Is  now  residing  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  hav- 
ing reached  the  age  of  eighty-four  years.  For  many  years  he  was  a  steamboat  cap- 
tain on  the  Great  Lakes  and  was  at  one  time  a  member  ot  the  Chicago  Board  ot 
Trade. 

Since  age  has  given  Mr.  Qlllen  the  right  of  franchise  he  has  supported  the  repub- 
lican party,  but  though  taking  an  active  Interest  in  politics  be  has  never  sought  or 
desired  office.  It  Is  seldom  that  a  man  from  the  commercial  walks  of  life  becomes 
BO  successful  ft  ranchman  as  Mr.  Glllen.  There  is,  however,  no  phase  of  this  business 
that  he  does  not  understand,  having  learned  all  he  knows  by  practical  experience. 
Fortunate  indeed  is  Kuna  In  having  Mr.  Glllen  and  his  wife  for  citizens. 


CHARLES  E.  SANDY. 


Charles  E.  Sandy,  a  successful  rancher  of  Ada  county.  Is  the  owner  of  one  ot 
tbe  best  Improved  and  most  productive  ranches  of  Its  size  In  Boise  valley.  He  la  a 
native  ot  Missouri  and  was  born  in  Ray  county,  that  state,  'December  ID,  1876,  a 
son  of  Samuel  A.  and  Minnie  C.  (Rhodes)  Sandy,  who  are  still  residing  in  Ray 
county,  where  they  ara  well  known  and  respected  citizens.  Both  are  natives  of 
Rockingham  county,  Virginia,  where  tbey  were  united  in  marriage  in  1874,  and 
are  one  of  three  families  of  that  county  who  removed  first  to  Ray  county,  Hlsaonri, 
and  later  to  Ada  county,  Idaho,  the  other  two  tamiUea  being  the  Jones  and  Brown 
families.    All  three  families  are  related  through  intermarriage. 

In  1900  Mr.  Sandy  came  to  Idaho,  engaged  in  ranching  and  now  owns  two 
ranches,  both  in  Ada  county.  The  ranch  on  which  he  now  resides  is  near  Lower 
Fairrlew  school,  eight  miles  northwest  ot  Meridian,  and  consists  of  fltty-two  acres, 
highly  Improved,  on  which  One  buildings  have  been  erected.  Tbe  orchard  Is  extensive 
and  the  ranch  is  very  productive.  He  is  also  the  owner  of  a  forty-acre  tract  located 
near  his  present  home. 

Mr.  Sandy  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Naomi  Brown,  daughter  ot  the  late 
Joseph  Brown  and  bis  wite,  Mary  E.  Brown,  ot  whom  mention  is  made  elsewhere  In 
this  work.  May  30,  1906.  Mrs.  Sandy  was  born  in  Rockingham  county.  Virginia, ' 
May  30,  1883,  and  removed  with  her  parents  to  Missouri  when  just  a  child.  She 
was  reared  and  educated  tor  the  most  part  In  Ray  county,  and  later  attended  the 
McPherson  College,  in  Kansas.     In  1904  she  came  with  her  parents  to  Idaho  and 
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taught  Bcbool  for  three  yeare,  two  before  her  marriage  and  one  after  her  marriage 
to  Mr.  Sandy,  whom  she  bad  known  when  they  both  resided  in  Ray  county,  Mls- 
Bourl,  and  lived  but  sU  miles  apart.  For  two  terms  she  taught  the  Lower  Fair- 
view  school,  which  is  located  only  a  few  rods  from  the  present  Sandy  home.  Mrs. 
Sandy  is  a  prominent  woman  In  her  comttiunity  and  Is  now  cleric  of  the  Lower  Fair- 
view  school  board,  which  hoard  she  has  served  steadily  for  eleven  years. 

Mr.  and  Mra.  Sandy  are  consistent  members  of  the  Brethren  church  and  politically 
they  maintain  an  Independent  course.  HIb  success  as  a  rancher  and  her  interest  In 
the  Intellectual  development  of  the  community  have  won  them  the  respect  and  high 
regard  of  their  fellow  citizens. 


VICTOR  CARLSON. 

A  prominent  man  of  Ada  county  Is  Victor  Carlson,  president  of  the  town  coun- 
cil of  Kuna  and  proprietor  of  a  blacksmith  and  machine  shop.  He  was  born  In 
Sweden,  May  5,  1S76.  His  parents  have  never  come  to  the  United  States  and  still 
reside  in  Sweden.,  He  has  two  brothers  In  this  country,  Gus  Carlson,  who  was  at 
one  time  county  commissioner  of  Boise,  and  Nela  J.  Carlson,  who  resides  in  Bridge- 
port, Connecticut.  He  also  has  a  sister,  Mrs.  Jennie  Jenson,  who  resides  near 
Meridian. 

In  early  youth,  while  still  residing  In  Sweden,  Victor  Carlson  learned  the  black- 
smith's trade,  and  thereby  laid  the  foundation  for  his  future  work.  In  1891,  at 
the  age  o(  sixteen  years,  he  left  his  native  country  and  sailed  tor  America.  He  first 
settled  In  Anaonla,  Connecticut,  where  he  lived  from  1S91  to  1894.  and  In  the  latter 
year  removed  to  New  Britain,  Connecticut,  where  he  remained  for  four  years.  He 
was  married  In  1900,  and  In  the  same  year  came  to  Idaho.  In  1909  he  established 
his  residence  and  present  business  In  Kuna  and  has  resided  there  ever  since.  When 
he  first  moved  to  Kuna  there  was  but  one  dwelling  bouse  there  and  only  one  store. 
His  blacksmith  and  machine  shop  was  the  first  established  there  and  he  has  success- 
fully conducted  this  business  for  eleven  years.  His  shop  is  modern  to  the  last  degree 
In  the  way  of  labor  saving  machinery,  all  of  which  Is  propelled  by  an  electric  motor. 
His  business  Is  the  oldest  In  Kuna  that  has  been  steadily  conducted  by  tiie  same 
man.  Besides  his  blacksmith  and  machine  shop.  Mr.  Carlson  also  engages  in  the 
derrick  manufacturing  business,  and  each  year  manufactures  a  targe  number  for 
the  farmers  In  the  surrounding  country.  He  has  made  a  decided  success  of  this 
business  and  in  the  past  seven  years  has  manufactured  about  two  hundred  and  fifty 
derricks. 

On  the  28th  of  November,  1900,  Mr.  Carlson  was  united  in  marriage  to  Engar 
C.  Ohle,  also  a  native  of  Sweden,  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carlson 
are  the  parents  of  one  daughter,  Margaret  Victorlne,  who  was  born  September 
2i.  1903, 

Politically,  Mr.  Carlson  is  a  republican  and  he  has  always  taken  much  Interest 
In  the  local  politics  of  his  party,  both  in  Connecticut  and  Idaho.  He  is  now  serving 
his  second  term  as  president  of  the  town  council  of  Kuna  and  has  been  a  member 
of  that  body  ever  since  the  town  was  incorporated.  As  a  man  of  patriotic  nature, 
Mr.  Carlson  served  for  six  months  In  various  United  States  training  camps  during 
the  Spanish- American  war  and  received  the  rank  of  corporal.  Fraternally  he  Is  a 
Master  Mason,  and  a  Knight  of  Pythias,  organizations  in  which  he  is  an  active  mem- 
ber. Through  his  own  ambition  and  iudustry,  Mr.  Carlson  has  risen  to  his  present 
position  and  he  now  resides  at  Kuna  In  the  home  which  he  built  in  1910  and  which 
occupies  an  entire  block.     He  is  a  highly  respected  and  successful  citizen. 


EDWIN  L,  FISS. 

Among  the  prominent  ranchmen  of  the  Kuna  vicinity  Is  Edwin  L.  FIss,  who  was 
also  one  of  the  pioneer  business  men  of  Kuna,  he  and  bis  brother  having  conducted 
a  mercantile  establishment  at  that  place  for  some  time.  Later  he  retired  from  busi- 
ness and  purchased  a  ranch,  and  in  this  venture  he  has  received  a  gratifying  measure 
of  success.     Mr.  Flss  was  born  in  Floyd  county.  Iowa,  February  23,  1882,  a  son  of 
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H«nr7  and  Anne  (Achenbach)  Fiss.  Both  parents  vere  satires  of  Q«rman]r  and 
th«  father  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  tbis  conntry  In  1866.  They  were  married  In 
Charles  City,  Iowa,  and  it  was  near  this  place  fhat  their  sou,  wbose  name  heads 
this  review,  was  reared.  Both  are  now  deceased,  the  father  having  died  In  IBIO, 
and  the  mother  In  1902.  • 

The  early  life  of  Edwin  L.  Fiss  was  spent  on  the  farm  of  his  parents  near 
Charles  City.  Iowa,  but  In  190S  he  and  his  older  brother,  Frank,  who  was  married, 
came  to  Idaho.  They  located  at  Kuna  and  Prank  Flss  eatahllshed  the  Arst  store 
at  that  place,  which  was  then  known  as  the  Cash  Store.  In  the  spring  of  1910 
this  store  was  merged  with  the  Kuna  Mercantile  Company,  at  which  time  E.  L.  Fiss 
became  a  member  of  the  firm,  holding  the  position  of  secretary  and  treasurer  ot  the 
company  which  was  Incorporated.  Prior  to  engaging  In  this  business  renture  he  had 
established  a  livery  bnaineBs,  the  first  of  Its  kind  in  Kuna.-  As  pioneer  and  pro- 
gressive business  men.  both  of  the  Fiss  brothers  were  widely  known  throughout  the 
vicinity.  In  the  fall  of  1919  the  Kuna  Mercantile  Company  was  sold  and  Ur.  Fiss 
launched  Into  the  ranching  basinesB.  In  October,  1909,  previous  to  having  sold  hla 
mercantile  Interests,  he  bad  purchased  a  sixty-acre  tract  of  land,  adjoining  Kuna, 
from  the  state.  This  land  at  the  time  ot  Its  purchase  was  all  sagebrush.  He  Imme- 
diately set  about  clearing  It  up.  with  the  result  that  it  Is  now  a  splendidly  Improved 
place  on  which  stands  a  modem  four-room  bungalow,  which  was  built  In  1918.  One 
ot  the  outstanding  features  ot  this  ranch  is  the  extensive  apple  orchard,  covering  ten 
acres  of  land,  which  Is  now  in  full  bearing  and  yielding  excellent  crops.  This  orchard 
la  the  result  of  his  own  handiwork,  he  himself  having  planted  and  developed  It. 

On  the  29th  of  August,  1917,  Mr.  Flss  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Mildred 
Conover,  at  Titusvllle,  Pennsylvania.  She  was  bom  at  that  place  June  11,'18SS,  a 
daughter  of  John  G.  and  Elizabeth  (Stewart)  Conover,  both  of  whom  are  still  living 
at  Titusvllle.  Mrs.  Flss  graduated  from  the  Bdlnboro  State  Normal  School  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  taught  school  In  that  state  several  years  previous  to  coming  to  Idaho, 
where  t^he  engaged  in  teaching  until  her  marriage.  One  daughter  has  been  bom  to 
them,  Elisabeth  Lois,  whose  birth  occurred  November  13,  1918. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Flss  are  active  workers  in  the  Methodist  church  and,  since 
age  gave  him  the  right  of  franchise,  Mr.  Flss  has  been  a  stanch  supporter  ot  the 
republican  party.  As  a  man  of  public  spirit  and  interest  In  the  general  welfare  of 
the  community,  he  has  served  his  community  to  the  best  ot  his  ability  as  a  member 
of  the  Kuna  town  council  and  as  town  treasurer.  He  was  one  of  the  men  foremost 
in  the  building  up  ol  Kuna  and  he  Is  now  residing  on  bis  well  Improved  ranch  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  town,  enloying  the  fruits  ot  a  lite  ot  diligence  and  industry, 
and  secure  tn  the  high  regard  of  his  fellow  cltliens. 


WILLIAM  L.  NELSON. 

William  L.  Nelson,  a  well-to-do  farmer,  now  living  retired  from  active  work  and 
a  veteran  of  the  Civil  war.  Is  residing  on  the  Boise  bench  in  Ada  county,  one-halt 
mile  east  of  the  Cole  school.  In  1900  he  came  to  Idaho  from  Iowa,  where  he  had 
been  living  tor  thirty  years,  first  locating  In  Page  county,  that  state,  in  1876,  some 
short  time  after  he  had  been  mustered  out  of  the  Union  army,  having  served  for 
twenty-eight  months  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Thirteenth  New  York  Heavy 
Artillery. 

William  L.  Nelson  was  bom  In  the  state  of  Vermont,  February  14,  1844,  his' 
parents  being  John  and  Priscllla  (Bovee)  Nelson,  the  former  a  native  ot  Scotland 
and  the  latter  ot  Vermont  and  ot  Holland-Dutch  descent.  When  a  child  of  three 
years,  he  accompanied  hla  parents  to  Genesee  county.  New  Tork,  and  was  reared 
on  faros  In  that  county  and  in  Cattaraugus  county.  New  Tork,  continuing  to  reside 
in  that  state  until  1868,  with  the  exception  of  the  time  he  was  in  the  Federal  army. 
In  that  year  Mr.  Nelson  removed  to  Iowa,  where  he  followed  various  pursuits  during 
the  thirty  years  he  resided  In  that  state.  In  1900  he  came  to  Idaho  and  bought  a 
ranch,  then  all  in  sagebrush,  near  the  Maple  Grove  school,  paying  $G0O  for  forty 
aeree.  He  immediately  set  about  Improving  and  developing  this  ranch  and  in  due 
time  had  it  in  excellent  shape,  making  It  one  ot  the  best  farms  of  Its  size  In  Ada 
county.  Here  he  lived  from  1901  to  1909.  when  he  sold  the  place  for  two  hundred 
dollars  an  acre,  realising  a  handsome  profit  on  the  original  investment.

Mr.  Nelson  has  been  twice  married.  His  first  marriage  took  place  September  20, 
18T1,  to  Mary  S.  Graham,  wbo  died  In  Iowa  in  February,  1899,  without  issue.  His 
3e<»nd  marriage  was  on  April  14,  190S.  beInK  then  united  to  Mrs.  Frances  M.  (Nelson) 
Davidson.  She  was  born  In  Virginia  December  S.  1854,  and  Is  a  daughter  at  the 
Rev.  Johnson  M.  Nelson,  a  clergyman  of  the  South  Methodist  Episcopal  church.  She 
was  reared  In  Virginia  and  was  married  in  that  state  to  Robert  C.  Davidson,  Decem- 
ber IS,  187?.  Some  years  after  marriage  they  removed  from  Virginia  to  Missouri 
and  In  1904  came  to  Meridian.  Idaho,  where  Mr.  Davidson  passed  away  shortly  after- 
ward. By  her  first  husband  she  became  the  mother  of  seven  children,  all  now  married 
and  living  in  this  state,  namet)';  Mrs.  Flora  B.  Stewart,  William  J.  Davidson.  Mrs. 
Martha  E.  Anderson,  Mrs.  Mary  F.  Groves.  Grover  C.  Davidson,  Cam  N.  Davidson,  and 
George  W.  Davidson. 

Since  190S  Mr.  Nelson  and  his  wife  have  resided  on  a  nice  ten-acre  ranch,  all 
well  Improved  and  located  west  o(  Boise  on  the  bench.  The  place  is  In  splendid  con- 
dition and  is  worth,  at  present  market  values.  $1,000  an  acre,  some  experts  giv- 
ing even  a  higher  figure.  Mrs,  Nelson  has  been  the  owner  of  this  ranch  since  1905, 
taking  It  as  It  stood  in  sagebrush  and  making  all  the  Improvements  on  it  prior  to 
her  marriage  to  Mr.  Nttlson.  Here  she  and  her  husband  have  been  living  since  1908. 
She  Is  also  the  owner  of  a  forty-acre  ranch  on  Ten  Mile  creeX  In  Ada  county,  Mr. 
Nelson  is  now  living  retired,  having  reached  the  age  of  seventy-six  years.  They  are 
earnest  members  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  in  which  he  has  been  an  elder  for  sev- 
eral years.  He  Is  a  supporter  of  the  republican  party,  and  bis  wife  espouses  the  cause 
of  the  democrats  and  the  political  policies  oE  this  party,  having  been  reared  in  Virginia. 


EDWARD  LORENZO  Bt'BGOVNE. 

Edward  Lorenzo  Burgoyne  was  tor  years  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  suc- 
cessful business  men  of  Montpeller  and  was  equally  well  known  tor  his  active  par- 
ticipation in  all  public  affairs  and  In  the  affairs  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.  He  was  born  on  the  plains  ot  Wyoming,  near  Fort  Bridges,  while 
his  parents  were  crossing  to  Utah.  In  company  with  other  emigrants.  August  22, 
18S1.  He  was  a  son  of  Edward  and  Mary  A.  (Eynon)  Burgoyne,  who  were  born 
near  the  city  of  Cardiff.  Wales.  They  came  to  America  In  1861  and  crossed  the 
plains  to  Logan.  Utah.  In  the  spring  ot  1S64  they  moved  to  Bear  Lake  county. 
Idaho,  and  here  Edward  Burgoyne  took  up  the  tract  of  land  on  which  Montpeliei 
now  stands.  He  opened  a  store  for  the  sale  ot  general  merchandise  and  was  one 
of  the  nrat  merchants  in  the  town.  He  was  a  weaver  by  trade  and  followed  this 
occupation  while  living  in  Logan,  Utah.  He  continued  to  conduct  his  store  In  Mont- 
peller until  four  years  prior  to  bis  death,  which  occurred  In  February,  1900.  He 
was  an  active  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  always 
evincing  the  keenest  interest  In  Its  welfare.  Hie  widow  is  still  living  in  Montpeller 
at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-three  years. 

Edward  L.  Burgoyne,  the  immediate  subject  ot  this  sketch,  was  reared  and 
educated  in  Montpeller,  where  the  family  located  In  1864.  He  worked  for  his  father 
and  had  charge  ot  the  ranch  o^ned  by  the  latter  for  some  years.  Later  he  assumed 
control  of  that  branch  of  his  father's  store  given  over  to  the  sale  of  men's  apparel, 
and  In  1S9S  he  bought  that  department  and  conducted  a  clothing  store  at  Montpeller 
for  the  remainder  of  his  life,  the  store  having  extended  the  scope  ot  Its  operations 
BO  as  to  include  goods  for  women,  Mr,  Burgoyne  was  regarded  as  one  of  the  pro- 
gressive citizens  of  the  town,  and  his  death,  which  occurred  after  only  a  few  min- 
utes' Illness,  was  deeply  regretted  by  all  among  whom  he  had  spent  practically  his 
entire  lite.     He  died  January  18.  1916,  atthe  age  of  fifty-three  years, 

Mr.  Burgoyne  was  married  to  Binnle  Cederlind,  at  Salt  Lake.  Utah,  and  they 
became  the  parents  of  eleven  children,  namely:  Ivie,  Edward  L.,  Edith.,  Sidney  E., 
.  Joseph  A..  Elmer  3.,  Eugene  O,.  Phyllis,  John  M..  Richard  and  Irven.  His  widow 
.  continues  to  conduct  the  business  which  Mr,  Burgoyne  established,  assisted  by  three 
of  her  sons,  with  Sidney  E.  as  manager.  The  farming  operations  which  he  conducted 
auring  his  lltetime  are  now  being  carried  on  ay  his  sons. 

'  Mr.  Burgoyne  was  an  active  member  ot  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  and  was  called  to  fill  a  mission  for  the  church  which  extended  from  1S87 
to  1889.     He  acted  as  counselor  to  the  bishop  for  eleven  years,  and  after  bis  death 
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hlB  Bon,  Sidney,  took  orer  the  duties  ol  that  offlee.  The  latter  also  filled  a  miHlon 
In  the  central  etatea,  which  began  In  1918  and  terminated  In  1B14.  Edward  L.  filled 
a  mlaaloa  In  the  same  teirltorr  from  1907  to  1909.  Hr.  Burgome  was  a  supporter 
ot  the  policies  of  the  republican  party  but  was  never  a  seeker  alter  office,  preferring 
to  devote  his  attention  to  the  various  business  and  church  Interests  with  which  he 
was  Identified. 


BBN  RICE  SCRIVNER. 


Ben  Rice  Scrivner,  a  well-to-do  hortlculturlBt  and  rancher  living  on  a  farm 
near  Ustlck,  Idaho,  U  a  native  of  Kentucky,  born  In  Eetell  county  February  Z4,  1S56, 
a  son  ot  Joseph  and  Polly  (Benton)  Scrivner,  both  of  whom  were  also  bom  In 
Kentucky  and  are  now  deceased.  He  was  reared  on  a  farm  In  his  native  county 
and  was  educated  In  the  neighborhood  schools,  later  teaching  school  for  one  term. 
In  18S0  he  removed  to  Ulssouri,  where  he  remained  but  a  short  time  and  then  went 
to  Kansas,  where  he  spent  two  years,  at  the  end  of  this  period  returning  to  Missouri. 
Inil889  he  again  went  to  Kansas  and  there  he  remained  for  the  next  six  years,  once 
more  going  to  Missouri  in  1896. 

It  was  In  1908  that  Mr.  Scrivner  removed  to  Idaho  and  since  that  year  he  has 
been  a  rancher  in  the  vicinity  of  Ustlck,  Ada  county,  engaged  at  farming  and  fruit 
culture.  He  Is  regarded  In  his  home  nelghborbood  as  one  of  the  most  progressive 
horticulturists  in  the  district.  He  Is  now  the  owner  of  sixty  acres  of  land,  all  well 
Improved  and  developed,  and  considered  to  be  worth  about  five  hundred  dollars  per 
acre.  Some  twenty-four  acres  are  set  out  In  fruit,  chiefly  prunes,  and  from  this 
source  he  derives  a  good  Income. 

On  January  1,  1883,  Hr.  Scrivner  was  united  In  marriage  to  Emia  Odessa  Good- 
man, who  was  bom  In  Illinois,  October  23,  1863.  They  have  become  the  parents  of 
nine  children,  all  living,  namely:  Mrs.  Nellie  Stewart;  William  Troy,  married;  Ches- 
ter Arthur,  married;  Vema  Levett;  Ina,  living  at  Payette,  Idaho;  Lora,  of  Clayvllle: 
MyA,  ot  Boise;  and  Harry  Q.  and  Lloyd,  at  borne. 

Mr.  Scrivner  supports  the  dentocratlc  party.  While  living  In  Missouri  and  Kan- 
sas, be  served  as  school  director,  road  overseer,  Justice  ot  the  peace  and  township 
assessor.  He  is  an  earnest  member  of  the  Christian  church,  and  is  a  member  ot 
the  Masonic  order  and  of  the  Modem  Woodmen  of  the  World.  His  two  eldest  sons 
also  are  Masons. 


THOMAS  D.  RADER. 

Since  1884  Thomas  D.  Rader  has  been  a  resident  of  Idaho  and  In  that  time  he 
has  made  himself  widely  known  as  a  ranchman  of  ability  and  progress.  He  was 
bora  in  Carthage,  Missouri,  July  9,  1S80,  and  when  he  was  four  years  ot  age  he 
removed  to  this  state  with  his  widowed  mother  and  three  other  children,  Blanch, 
Beatrice,  and  Claude.  Mrs.  Etta  t{ader  first  settled  In  Boise,  where  she  gave  her 
children  every  educational  advantage  and  trained  them  to  be  useful  men  and  women. 
Beatrice,  the  eldest  daughter.  Is  now  the  wife  of  R.  E.  Hclntosh,  of  California. 
Blanch  died  twenty-two  years  ago  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  Claude  lives  in 
San  Francisco,  CallForais 

Thomas  D.  Rader  grew  to  manhood  In  Bolee  and  received  his  early  education 
there.  He  followed  business  pursuits,  working  for  wages  In  Boise  for  many  years, 
and  when  twenty-one  years  of  age  be  was  married.  In  1907  he  and  his  wife  removed 
to  Los  Angeles,  Calltomla,  and  In  1909  they  returned  to  Boise.  In  1915  they  went 
to  Spokane,  Washington,  and  there  they  lived  for  two  years,  at  the  end  of  that  time 
again  returning  to  Boise  valley.  He  then  engaged  In  the  ranching  business  and  has  been 
so  engaged  since.  For  several  years  he  has  been  a  ranch  foreman  In  the  vicinity 
ot  Kuna,  and  in  this  capacity  has  proved  himself  to  be  a  man  of  Industry,  IntelHgencB 
and  capability.  For  the  past  four  years  he  has  been  foreman  of  the  large  Amvetf 
ranch,  located  three  miles  northesBt  of  Kuna  and  consisting  of  six  hundred  and  forty 
acres  ot  grain  and  alfalfa 

In  1903  Mr.  Rader  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Oeorgla  Anderson,  a  native 
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of  Portlftud,  Oregon.  She  remored  to  Boise,  however,  when  ten  years  of  age  with 
her  parents  and  there  she  was  reared.  Three  children  have  been  bom  to  this  union, 
namely:  Thomas  J.,  bom  June  6,  1910;  and  Richard  and  Beatrice,  twine,  who  were 
bom  September  14,  1S14. 

By  hlB  own  efforts  Mr.  Rader  has  risen  to  his  present  position.     He  Is  an  expert 
ranch  foreman  and  as  such  enjoys  the  high  regard  and  esteem  of  tale  community. 


■    ,  EDWARD  JAMES  ROBERTS. 

Among  the  promtnent  ranchmen  of  Ada  county  Is  Edward  Jameii  Roberts,  who 
Is  the  owner  of  a  thirty-acre  ranch  and  Is  operating  a  rented  place  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty  acres,  the  two  ranches  being  opposite  each  other.  Hr.  Roberts  was  born 
In  Topeka,  Kansas,  May  22,  1S85,  a  son  of  Hartley  W.  and  Susie  (Marbaker)  Rob- 
erts, both  of  whom  are  now  living  in  Idaho. 

'  Ur.  Roberts  removed  from  Kansas  to  this  state  with  his  parents  when  Just  a 
little  child.  The  family  first  lived  In  South  Boise  and  later  for  a  time  between 
Caldwell  and  Nampa.  At  the  age  of  thirteen  years  Mr.  Roberts  left  home  and 
obtained  work  on  various  ranches  in  the  Hagerman  vicinity.  For  several  years  he 
remained  at  this  work  and  then  served  as  a  mall  carrier  for  three  years,  carrying 
the  mall  on  horseback.  Five  years  ago  he  returned  to  Boise  and  vicinity,  and  two 
years  ago  he  removed  to  his  present  location.  The  ranch  on  which  he  now  resides 
Is  a  rented  place,  but  be  purchased  a  thirty-acre  tract  opposite  It  at  about  the  same 
time,  thereby  becoming  a  freeholder  and  ranch  owner.  His  own  ranch,  when  he 
purchased  It,  was  all  sage  brush,  but  now  It  la  In  a  high  state  of  cultivation.  At 
the  time  he  bought  this  land  he  paid  seventy-five  dollars  an  acre  for  It,  but  now 
he  would  not  accept  an  offer  of  double  that. 

On  the  11th  of  January,  1907,  Mr.  Roberts  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss 
Charlotta  Oamer,  a  native  daughter  of  Idaho,  having  been  born  on  Camas  prairie 
July  10,  1S90.  Four  children  have  been  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roberts,  namely: 
Hartley,  Orval,  Bessie  and  Ruth,  two  of  the  children  being  blonds  and  the  other 
two  bmnettes. 

Mr.  Roberts  Is  not  fraternally  afflllated  with  any  organtiatlon,  but  In  politics  he 
is  connected  with  the  non-partisan  league.  He  has  always  kept  abreast  of  the  many 
improvements  In  his  line  of  agricultural  work,  and  as  a  resnlt  of  this  close  applica- 
tion and  Industry  he  Is  enjoying  a  substantial  measure  of  success.  , 


W.  LOUIS  PERKINS. 

W.  Louis  Perkins  ranks  among  the  well  known  and  prominent  cltliens  of  Hont- 
pelter,  where  he  is  active  In  church  affairs  as  well  as  being  closely  associated  with 
various  commercial  undertakings.  He  Is  a  native  son  of  Hontpeller.  born  Decem- 
ber 20,  ISSE,  his  parents  being  John  A.  and  Ann  H.  (Bunney)  Perkins,  both  natives 
of  the  state  of  Utah,  the  latter  being  born  In  Fannlngton  and  the  former  In  Salt 
Lake  City. 

The  father  has  followed  the  occupation  of  farming,  and  on  coming  tp  Bear  Lake 
county,  Idaho,  In  18T4  he  bought  a  tract  of  land  near  Montpeller,  which  he  Improved 
and  has  continued  to  operate  ever  since.  He  Is  now  practically  retired  from  active 
work  but  owns  the  ranch  and  has  his  residence  In  Montpeller.  He  has  always  been 
active  In  the  affairs  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  His  wife  Is 
also  living.. 

W.  Louis  Perkins  was  reared  on  hia  father's  place  In  Montpeller  and  received 
his  early  education  in  the  schools  of  that  place,  later  attending  Fielding  Academy 
at  Parts,  Idaho.  He  then  took  up  farming  and  stock  raising  and  has  been  thus 
engaged  ever  since.  He  Is  the  owner  of  a  farm  of  two  hundred  acres  of  land  adjoin- 
ing the  city  of  Hontpeller,  which  be  has  been  operatl/ig  with  considerable  success 
since  he  acquired  It. 

On  October  S,  1910,  Mr.  Perkins  was  nnlted  in  marriage  to  Nellie  Pearce,  a 
daughter  of  Charles  R.  and  Agnes  (Hogensen)  Pearce,  the  father  being  a  native  of 
London,  England,  while  the  mother  was  the  first  white  child  bom  In  Bear  Lake 
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countx.  Mr.  Pearce  came  to  America  in  an  early  day  and  located  in  Bear  Lake 
county,  wliere  he  has  been  engaged  in  farming  operations  ever  since.  Hie  vife 
resides  on  the  farm  wEth  him.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  PerlciuB  are  the  parents  of  four  aons, 
namely:  L.owell.  born  June  28,  1911;  Lynn,  born  September  i,  1913;  Douglas,  May 
8.  1916;  and  Phil,  June  20,  1918. 

In  October,  1S06,  Mr.  Perkins  was  called  to  All  a  mission  for  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  the  southern  states  and  returned  In  April,  1909. 
On  December  23,  191S,  he  was  selected  as  bishop  of  Montpelier  first  ward,  and  has 
held  various  other  otttces  In  the  church.  Me  was  president  of  the  Touug  Men's  Mutual 
Improvement  Association  and  has  acted  as  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school  for 
a  considerable  time.  He  has  an  Interest  In  and  Is  director  of  Hontpeller  Pavilion 
Company  for  several  years,  and  Is  a  stockholder  in  the  Farmers  Society  of  Equity, 
In  the  affairs  of  which  he  evinces  a  warm  Interest.  Politically,  Mr.  Perkins  gives 
bla  support  to  the  democratic  party  but  has  never  been  a  seeker  after  political  ofllce, 
preferring  to  devote  his  time  to  his  farming  and  other  activities. 


BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN  HURST. 

Benjamin  F.  Hurst,  a  well  known  farmer  and  trult  raiser,  formerly  a  deputy  fruit 
Inspector  for  Ada  and  Elmore  counll^  Is  a  native  of  Missouri,  bom  In  Clinton  county, 
April  25.  1866.  He  was  engaged  In  the  lumber  business  In  Missouri  until  1900,  when 
be  removed  lb  Idaho.  He  was  appointed  deputy  fruit  Inspector  for  the  counties  of 
Ada  and  Elmore  and  served  in  Chat  capacity  with  considerable  satisfaction  to  the  in- 
lerests  involved  for  eight  years.  During  that  time  he  was  entrusted  with  invest igations, 
on  an  extensive  scale,  of  the  problems  of  those  engaged  In  the  fruit  industry.  Some 
time  later  he  published  a  booh  and  a  couple  of  pamphlets  bearing  on  the  results  of 
his  investigations,  and  these  works  were  well  received.  He  served  for  a  time  on  the 
state  horticultural  hoard,  under  Governor  Haines  and  Governor  Hawley. 

Mr.  Hurst  has  been  twice  married.  His  first  marriage  was  to  Miss  Lucy  Dunbar, 
of  Vernon  county,  Missouri.  June  14.  1893.  and  they  became  the  parents  of  three 
children,  one  son  and  two  daughters,  namely:  "Melvin  L.,  Made  and  Maxine.  The 
mother  of  these  children  died  in  1902.  While  engaged  as  deputy  fruit  Inspector,  Mr. 
Hurst  married  for  his  second  wife.  Adlna  P.  Manville,  a  daughter  of  J.  S.  D.  Man- 
Tllle.  who  was  a  prominent  fruit  grower  during  his  active  life,  and  to  this  marriage 
was  born  one  son,  Carroll  Manville  Hurst.  Following  the  death  ot  Mr.  Manville,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Hurst  moved  to  the  Manville  fruit  farm,  west  of  Ustich,  and  have  since 
continued  in  fruit  raising  and  packing,  and  also  In  general  farming,  in  both  of  these 
branches  being  very  Buccessful.  ranking  among  the  moat  promineut  fruit  growers  In 
this  part  of  the  state. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hurst  are  active  and  earnest  members  of  the  Baptist  church  of 
Ustick.  Mrs.  Hurst  is  well  known  In  club  circles;  has  served  on  the  local  school  board; 
and  In  other  directions  has  given  of  her  time  and  ability  to  all  movements  calculated 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  c 


JOHN  SCHENCK  DYE  MANVILLE. 

John  Schenck  D.  Manville,  who  was  for  years  a  well  known  resident  of  Boise, 
was  born  in  Lycoming  county,  Pennsylvania.  March  24,  1845.  and  his  death,  which  was 
very  generally  regretted  throughout  Ada  county,  occurred  in  May.  1913,  when  he  had 
reached  the  age  of  sInty-eiBht  years.  He  served  on  the  side  of  the  Union  during  the 
Civil  war  as  a  member  of  the  Eighty-fourth  Pennsylvania  Volunteers  and  later  in  the 
Sixth  United  States  Cavalry  and  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Gettysburg.  He 
was  thrown  into  Belle  Isle  prison,  where  he  was  detained  for  six  months,  and  on  be- 
ing released  returned  to  his  native  state. 

In  1868  Mr.  Manville  went  west  and  settled  In  Central  City,  Colorado,  where  he  was 
engaged  in  the  grocery  business  for  a  lew  years.  In  1873  lie  was  married  to  Miss  Anna 
Ruth  Wolverton,  of  Muncy.  Pennsylvania,  and  to  this  marriage  three  children  were 
born  there:  two  of  them,  Frank  W.  Manville  and  Adina  Manville  Hurst,  are  living 
at  present  near  Boise.    HIa  wife,  who  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  Baptist  church 
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and  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  first  Missionary  Society  In  Boise,  died  In  1904.  She 
waa  buried  in  Morris  Hill  Cemetery,  wliich  at  that  time  was  a  very  barren  place.  Some 
years  later  under  her  husband's  tculdance.  the  splendid  water  system  of  the  Morris 
Hill  cemetery  was  Installed.  In  1912  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Irene  Harmon,  of  Long 
Beach,  California, 

Mr.  Manvilie  went  to  Leadville,  Colorado.  In  its  early  days,  and  there  he  opened 
a  general  store,  which  he  conducted  for  some  time,  and  later  carried  on  a  large  hard- 
ware establiahnient,  doing  very  well  in  these  two  lines  of  businesa.  He  had  the  dis- 
tinction of  building  the  first  plastered  house  In  Leadville,  and  served  as  president  of 
the  water  company  of  that  town.  Mr.  Manvilie  spenl  a.  couple  of  years  in  New  Jersey, 
engaged  In  the  manufacture  of  fancy  brick  and  tile,  but  found  he  was  too  much  of 
a  westerner  to  be  contented  In  the  east  and  ao  returned  to  Colorado,  where  he  worked 
at  mining  tor  a  couple  of  years.  He  also  worked  In  the  mines  of  Montana  and  northern 
Idaho,  but  finally  removed  to  Boise  in  1890.  After  a  further  two  years  of  mining 
operations,  Mr.  Manvilie  became  interested  In  farm  lands  and  Invested  in  eight  ranches 
In  the  years  1893-94.  He  set  out  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  to  the  cultivation  of 
apples,  prunes,  cherries,  peaches  and  pears,  and  became  one  of  the  best  known  raisers 
of  fruit  in  his  part  of  the  state.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  owner  of  con- 
siderable orchard  land. 

In  addition  to  bis  orchard  Interests.  Mr.  Maqvllle  waa  concerned  In  other  directions. 
He  was  one  oE  the  organizers  of  the  Idaho  Independent  Telephone  Company,  In  the  af- 
fairs of  which  he  took  a  warm  interest.  In  the  last  few  years  of  his  life,  be  invented 
and  had  patented  an  apple-grading  machine,  which  Is  credited  among  e;cperts  with 
being  the  machine  which  can  handle  the  largest  quantity  of  apples  In  a  day. 

Mr.  Manvilie  had  a  wide  circle  of  sincere  friends,  by  whom  bis  passing  was  keenly 
felt.  A  good  citizen,  busband,  fatliervnd  friend,  his  death  in  May.  1913.  at  his  home 
on  the  Bluff.  Just  north  of  Morris  Hill  cemetery,  left  a  void  in  the  community  of 
which  be  had  been  so  long  a  resident. 


EDWIN  B.  KNIGHT. 

Edwin  B.  Knight,  a  prosperous  and  progressive  firmer  owning  a  hay,  grain  and 
live  stock  ranch  three  miles  northeast  of  Meridian,  Idaho,  Is  a  native  of  Minnesota, 
born  September  21.  1870,  and  is  a  son  of  Rev.  Henry  and  Nettie  (Fenno)  Knight,  the 
former  a  Methodist  minister,  now  living  retired  at  New  Plymouth,  Idaho.  Mrs.  Knight 
also  is  living.  They  became  the  parents  of  nine  children,  of  whom  seven  are  living, 
Edwin  B.,  of  this  review,  being  the  eldest. 

Edwin  B.  Knight  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  early  life  on  a  farm  In  Wisconsin, 
and  when  he  was  twelve  years  old  bis  father  put  him  to  work  on  a  farm  at  five 
dollars  per  month.  When  he  was  eighteen,  he  removed  to  South  Dakota,  where  he 
worked  as  a  farm  band  tor  one  year,  and  when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  twenty  he 
became  a  farmer  on  bis  own  account  in  that  state,  at  the  sime  time  following  other 
pursuits  to  some  extent.  In  the  spring  of  1S95.  Mr.  Knight  went  to  Missouri,  where 
he  remained  for  three  years,  at  the  end  of  this  period  returning  to  South  Dakota.  In 
1909  he  moved  to  western  Colorado  and  came  to  Idaho  in  1913. 

On  taking  up  residence  in  this  state.  Mr.  Knight  lived  for  three  years  neir  New 
Plymouth  on  a  rented  ranch  and  then  removed  to  another  ranch  east  of  Meridian. 
renting  a  place  consisting  of  two  hundred  acres,  where  he  continued  for  the  next 
four  years.  By  this  time  he  bad  enough  money  accumulated  to  buy  a  ranch  of  his 
own.  and  in  February,  1918.  he  and  his  brother.  L.  <«.  Knight,  purchased  together  a 
ranch  containing  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres.  In  the  fill  of  1919,  he  bought  his 
brother's  Interest,  and  in  Jinuary,  1920.  he  located  on  the  place.  He  and  his  brother 
made  several  Improvements,  including  the  erection  of  a  concrete  silo  with  a  capacity 
of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  tons:  a  dairy  barn,  twenty-eight  by  sixty-four  feet; 
a  good  horse  barn;  and  a  modern  bungilow,  the  lasfnamei  being  built  by  Edwin  B, 
Knight  In  1920.  He  Is  the  owner  of  a  registered  Percheron  stallion  and  some  pure- 
bred percheron  mares,  and  Is  a  breeder  of  Poland  China  hogs. 

On  August  T,  ISBG.'Mr.  Knight  waa  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Emma  Miller,  who 
died  June  12,  191S,  leaving  nine  children,  as  follows:  Esther  J.,  wife  of  Herbert  3. 
Snyder;  Ruth  Helen,  wife  of  Ford  Watts;  Julius  Henry;  Elwin  M.;  Edith  Marie; 
Ralph  Emerson;   Ray  Miller;   Lynn  Allen;    and  Kenneth  Ward,  now  seven  years  old. 
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The  two' eons,  JuUub  and  Elwin,  served  in  France  as  volnntMrs  dnrliiK  the  World 
war.    When  tber  Joined  the  service  JnllUB  was  eighteen  and  Elwln  was  seventeen. 

Mr,  Knight  Is  aa  earnest  member  of  the  Methodist  church  and  a  liberal  supporter 
of  all  its  beneflces.  He  hotds  membership  in  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  FellowB, 
In  the  Modem  Woodmen,  the  RelwkabB,  and  the  Roral  Neighbors.  He  gives  his 
political  support  to  the  democratic  |>arty  but  has  never  I>een  a  seeker  after  puUlc 


MRS.  JESSIE  H.  ROWELL. 

Mrs.  Jesele  M.  Rowell,  living  on  an  elghtr-acre  ranch  one  mile  west  of  Ustick, 
was  bom  In  Clinton  conntr,  Iowa,  December  S6,  1S69.  She  Is  a  daughter  of  Lewis 
F.  and  S^rah  M.  (Bt^nton)  Rogers,  the  former  a  farmer,  who  was  born  in  Canada, 
March  IS,  ISIT,  and  died  in  Clinton  county,  Iowa,  May  11,  1894,  on  a  farm  where 
he  liad  settled  in  184E.  He  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  that  county,  helping  to  bring 
about  modem  conditions  and  working  as  a  pioneer  only  works  for  that  end.  Urs. 
Rogers  was  born  January  29.  1820.  one  of  twins,  but  her  twin  slater  died  In  childhood. 
She  was  married,  to  Lewis  F.  Rogers,  December  18,  1S39,  and  died  In  Hamilton  county, 
Iowa.  June  20,  1912.  They  were  the  parents  of  nine  children,  two  sons  and  seven 
daughters,  and  four  of  the  latter  are  still  living. 

Jessie  M.  Rogers  was  married  in  the  same  room  In  which  she  was  bom,  Jan- 
uary 24,  188S,  to  Elmore  C.  Rowell.  Bef<H«  moving  to  Idaho,  they  lived  tor  tvrenty 
years  In  the  northwestern  part  of  Iowa,  and  all  their  children  were  bom  there.  It 
was  in  1903  that  they  came  to  the  Boise  valley.  *  They  lived  in  Boise  for  tour  years, 
following  which  they  resided  on  Boise  bench  for  eleven  years.  Meanwhile,  in  1907, 
Mr.  Rowell  Imnght  a  ranch  containing  one  hnndred  and- twenty  acres  one  mile  west  of 
Ustick  but  later  sold  forty  acres  of  It  to  B.  R.  Scrlvner.  The  remaining  eighty  acres 
still  belongs  to  Mrs.  Rowell  and  her  children.  About  thirty  acres  of  the  place  is  In 
orchard,  chiefly  pVunes,  and  all  In  fall  bearing. 

Mr.  Rowell  paid  one  hnndred  dollars  an  acre  for  this  land,  and  It  Is  considered 
now  to  be  worth  about  four  Umss  tliat  amount  He  died  In  Iowa,  while  oa  a  visit 
November  26,  1909,  but  his  remains  are  Interred  In  Moms  Hill  cemetery,  near  Boise. 
He  never  lived  on  the  Ustick  ranch,  keeping  it  rented,  and  his  family  did  not  live 
on  it  until  the  spring  of  1919,  residing  prior  to  that  time  In  and  near  Boise.  During 
twenty-five  years  of  residence  In  Iowa,  Mr.  Rowell  practiced  as  a  lawyer;  but  after 
coming  to  Idaho,  he  engaged  In  the  buying  and  selling  of  land,  and  also  conducted  a 
loan  business. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rowell  became  the  parents  of  six  sons  and  one  daughter,  the  youngest 
of  the  family  being  now  eighteen.  Three  of  the  sons.  Roes,  Dean  and  Lewis,  served 
in  the  World  war  In  France.  The  children  are  as  follows:  Ross  B.,  bom  September 
22.  18S4;  Lyle  M.,  May  16,  1S88;  Verne  A.,  September  9,  1S90;  Dean  C,  Jnne  i,  1892; 
Beulah  May,  October  10,  1894,  now  the  wife  of  Eugene  Parner,  the  well  known  musician; 
Lewis  D.,  August  24,  1896;  and  Lome  E.,  March  11,  1902.  Three  of  the  sons  are  six- 
footers.  Dean  C.  being  six  feet  two  Inches.  Ross  E.  Rowell.  the  eldest  son,  is  now 
a  major  in  the  United  States  marines,  statioiied  at  Washington,  D.  C,  as  post  qnarter- 
master.  He  Joined  the  marines  In  1906,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  has  served 
steadily  ever  since.  He  entered  as  second  lieutenant,  later  was  made  first  lieutenant, 
then  captain,  and  finally  major.  His  service  has  taken  him  to  practically  every  part 
of  the  world. 


FRED  A.  HALE. 


A  prominent  and  progressive  ranclunan  ot  Kuna  vicinity  Is  Fred  A.  Hale,  who  Is 
now  residing  on  an  eighty  acre  ranch,  one  mile  northwest  of  Kuna.  Mr.  Hale  Is  a 
native  of  Wisconsin,  having  been  bom  in  Qrant  county  that  state.  May  23,  1S68,  a 
son  of  John  C.  and  Cynthia  (Rowley)  Hale,  both  now  deceased.  His  parents  were 
natives  of  New  York  state. 

F.  A.  Hale  was  reared  on  a  farm  In  Wisconsin  and  learned  the  blacksmith's  trade 
from  his  father,  who  was  engaged  In  that  business.    The  father  also  owned  the  farm 
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niton  which  hlg  Hn,  Fred  A.,  wbb  reared.  The  latter  became  an  expert  horse^hoer 
and  toUowed  that  trade  for  thirty-three  years,  flrat  In  WlRConsin  and  later  in  South 
Dakota  at  Yankton,  and  at  Mason  City,  Iowa.  Mason  City  being  a  treat  race  horae 
center,  he  eatabllebed  himself  In  the  horse^hoeinK  buelneu  and  was  very  sncceesfnl 
in  this  Tentnre.  For  twenty-eight  years,  Mr.  Hale  remained  in  Mason  City,  and  then 
he  removed  to  a  point  near  El  Paoo,  Texas,  where  he  engaged  in  ranching.  Three 
years  later  he  sold  out  his  ^Ertcultural  interests  in  Texas  and  removed  to  bts  present 
ranch  near  Kuna.  He  transported  all  of  bis  bousetaold  etCects,  farm  Implements  and 
live  stock  Irom  Texas  to  his  present  home.  The  live  stock  consisted  of  three  head  of 
horses  and  three  bead  of  cows.  In  1910  he  had  bought  his  present  eighty  acre  rancii 
as  a  relinqulstament,  for  which  he  paid  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
He  has  so  Improved  and  cultivated  this  tract  that  it  would  now  sell  for  twenty  ttaon- 
sand  dollars.  He  also  made  a  substantial  profit  on  bis  Texas  ranch,  paying  eighteen 
hundred  dollars  for  it,  and  selling  it  for  forty-five  hundred  dollars  three  years  later. 
Mr.  Hale  was  united  in  marriage  at  twenty-five  years  of  age  in  Mason  City,  Iowa, 
to  Miss  Mary  E.  Spink.  They  bave  been  married  about  thirty-elgbt  years  and  to  them 
five  children  have  been  born,  of  whom  three  are  deceased.  Those  still  living  are: 
Burt,  wbo  lives  at  Stocktoti,  California;  and  Arlene,  who  la  now  the  wife  of  Albert 
.Lawson  of  Kuna.  The  family  are  all  members  of  the  Methodist  church,  of  which 
they  are  consistent  supporters.  Fraternally  Mr.  Hale  is  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows, 
belonging  to  the  encampment  branch  of  that  order,  and  also  a  Knight  of  Pythias. 
Formerly  he  was  a  stanch  supporter  of  the  republican  party,  but  he  is  now  a  member 
of  the  non-partisan  league.  He  has  never  sought  or  desired  political  office,  though  ha 
has  served.as  road  overseer  for  Kuna.  Capable  and  enterprising,  Mr.  Hale  is  a  highly 
honored  citlsen  •of  the  county  in  which  he  has  chosen  to  make  his  home. 


HIRAM  O.  BROCK. 

Hiram  O.  Brock,  a  well-to-do  farmer,  who  settled  In  Fremont  county  in  1916  and 
Is  now  residing  near  the  Pranklln  ecbool,  on  the  Boise  bench,  was  born  in  Qreene 
county,  Iowa,  April  22,  1S69,  and  a  son  of  Allen  D.  and  Aogellne  (Moreland)  Brock, 
natives  of  Kentucky  and  Indiana,  respectively.  They  were  married,  however,  in 
Greene  county,  Iowa,  about  1857.  '  - 

Hiram  O.  Brock  was  reared  on  a  farm  in  his  native  county  and  has  followed  farm- 
ing and  merchandlelng  throughout  bis  life,  devoting  the  greater  part  of  h)8  time, 
however,  to  farming.  He  was  married  in  Iowa,  August  2,  1879,  to  Jennie  E.  Miller, 
who  was  born  in  Linn  county,  that  state,  November  28,  18S9.  Her  parents,  William  and 
Lauretta  Jane  (Haggey)  Miller,  were  born  in  Pennsylvania,  but  some  years  prior  to 
the  Civil  war  settled  in  Linn  county,  Iowa.  Egth  the  Brock  and  Miller  families 
were  pioneers  of  that  state. 

In  191S  Mr.  Brock  came  to  Idaho  and  filed  on  a  homestead  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty  acres,  near  Dubois  in  Fremont  county,  now  Clark  county.  His  homestead 
was  a  relinqnlBhment,  only  one  mile  from  Dubois,  and  it  is  still  in  his  possessltm. 
He  brought  his  family  from  Iowa  to  this  state  In  1916  and  took  up  his  residence  on 
the  ranch,  where  he  continued  to  live  until  1919,  when  he  removed  to  a  five-acre  sub- 
urban home,  near  the  Franklin  school,  on  the  Boise  bench.  Here,  he  and  his  wife  are 
living  practically  retired.  They  have  a  charming  home,  and  the  little  place  Is  well 
stocked  with  fruit,  chickens,  cows  and  rabbits.  Mr.  Brock  turned  over  the  homestead 
to  a  Bon-ln-law,  who  is  now  occupying  It.  He  retained  his'  Iowa  property  until  re- 
cently, as  he  wished  to  see  how  Idaho  would  suit  the  family  before  disposing  of  his 
Interests  there.  A  short  trial  in  Idaho  convinced  them  that  this  part  of  the  world  was 
a  good  one  in  which  to  live,  and  they  Anally  disposed  of  their  interests  in  the  Iowa 
property  and  are  now  permanently  fixed  In  Ada  county. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brock  are  the  parents  of  five  children,  all  daughters;  four  of  whom 
were  teachers  In  past  years;  one  Is  now  a  trained  nurse  and  three  are  married: 
Fora  Lauretta,  the  wife  of  Claud  Weaver;  Nettle  Estella  Brock,  a  prtdessional  narse, 
who  has  a  war  record,  having  served  at  Fort  Riley,  Kansas,  during  the  war;  and  la 
now  engaged  professionally  at  St.  Lake's  Hospital,  Boise;  Edith  Hetella,  the  wife 
of  Homer  L.  Cook;  Ella  Adelle,  the  wife  of  F.  L.  Thomas:  and  Ollle  Madge  Brock,  who 
is  in  the  service  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad,  at  Bupert,  Idaho. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brock  and  daughters  are  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  church, 
in  the  work  of  which  they  take  a  warm  interest     Mr.  Brock  Is  a  supporter  of  the 
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republican  party  but  bae  never  been  e 
tbe  position  of  school  director.  He 
Fellow  fl. 


FRANK  M.  BBY. 


Frank  M.  Eby,  a  real  estate  dealer  who  has  been  a  resident  of  Ada  connty  for  tbe 
paRt  thirty-three  years  and  since  1901  has  made  his  home  continuously  in  Boise,  wm 
but  ten  years  of  age  when  he  accompanied  hie  parenta  on  the  removal  from  Montana 
to  Idaho  in  1886.  He  was  born  upon  a  farni  in  Tama  county,  Iowa,  May  1,  1875.  a 
son  of  Mel«nctbon  Fillmore  and  Caroline  (Reinig)  Eby,  who  are  now  reaidlng  just 
outside  the  corporation  limilH  of  Boise.  Both  of  the  grandmothers  of  Frank  M,  Ebr 
are  also  living  and  his  paternal  grandmother.  Mrs.  Sarah  J.  Eby,  makes  her  home  Just 
south  of  Boise.  She  has  reached  the  age  of  eighty-nine  years.  The  maternal  grand- 
mother is  still  a  resident  ol  Tama  county,  Iowa.  Five  generations  of  the  Eby  family 
are  living  and  are  represented  on  the  opposite  page. 

Frank  M.  Eby,  was  reared  upon  the  home  farm  near  Boise  following  the  removal 
of  the  family  to  Idaho,  and  In  the  public  schools  he  acquired  hie  education,  also  pur- 
suing a  course  in  a  huainess  college.  He  continued  to  engage  In  farming  until  1906, 
since  which  time  he  has  concentrated  his  efforts  and  attention  upon  the  real  estate 
business,  handling  both  city  and  country  property. 
,  On  tbe  26th  of  December,  1896,  Mr.  Eby  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Charlotte 
Lindsay,  who  was  born  in  Ada  county,  Idnbo,  March  28.  1ST7,  aifd  passed  away 
December  15,  1919,  leaving  four  living  children;  Fred  B.,  Charles  Dexter,  Melvln 
Charles  and  Andrew  Harold.  The  eldest  son  Is  married  and  has  a  daughter  about 
a  year  and  a  half  old.  For  more  than  a  third  of  a  century  Mr.  Eby  has  resided  in  Ada 
county  and  Is  therefore  largely  familiar  with  the  history  of  its  development  and  prog- 
ress, while  as  a  real  estate  dealer  he  is  contributing  to  its  steady  advancement.  He 
has  gained  a  large  clientage  in  his  line  of  business  and  has  negotiated  various  impor- 
tant property  transfers.  There  have  been  no  spectacular  phases  in  his  lite,  his  prog- 
ress being  due  to  his  close  application,  persistency  of  purpose  aod  reliability  In  alt  of 
hie  huslneHs  affairs. 


SmVART  H.   GRONDAHL. 


All  who  are  acquainted  with  the  capacity  of  the  average  Norwegian  for  dalrj' 
and  agricultural  farming,  will  experience  no  surprise  at  the  success  which  has  at- 
tended SIgvart  H.  Grondabl,  who  has  been  engaged  at  dairy  farming  since  he  came 
to  reside  near  Meridian,  Idaho,  In  1908.  He  was  born  in  the  kingdom  of  Norway. 
October  25,  1874,  his  parents  being  natives  of  that  country,  both  of  whom  died 
while  their  son  was  yet  a  child,  the  mother  dying  when  he  was  three  years  old.  and 
the  father  passing  away  when  he  was  nine.  ^ 

Thus  bereft  of  his  parents,  Sigvart  H.  Qrondahl  received  but  a  limited  educa- 
tion, which  he  supplemented  in  later  years  In  this  country  by  availing  blmaelt  of 
the  larger  scope  of  school  factUtiea  and  by  extensive  reading.  In  1S9S,  when  he 
was  eighteen  years  old,  Mr.  Grondabl  came  to  the  United  States,  making  the  sea 
pasaage  alone,  unaccompanied  by  relatives  or  friends.  On  arriving  In  this  country, 
he  went  to  North  Dakota,  where  be  worked  on  farms  during  several  seasons  and 
also  attended  school.  In  bis  young  manhood  be  qualified  as  a  teacher  and  taught 
school  for  several  years  in  North  Daitota. 

On  November  23,  1801,  Mr.  Grondahl  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Synne  J. 
Rudser,  who  bas  born  in  Norway  March  16,  1875,  and  came  to  this  country  In  1893 
In  company  with  a  brother.  In  1907,  Mr.  Grondahl  and  his  wife  removed  to  Idaho 
and  spent  one  winter  at  Grand  View.  In  the  spring  of  1908  he  bought  his  present 
ranch,  lying  south  of  Meridian,  Ada  county,  the  place  being  then  all  wild  land.  He 
set  to  work  to  improve  and  develop  his  place  and  in  a  short  time  had  a  large  portion 
of  it  under  cultivation,  and  it  Is  now  in  excellent  condition,  with  a  good  two-atory 
house,  barn  and  silo,  all  erected  by  himself.     A  part  of  the  land  is  given  over  to 
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trnit  TBlslng.    H«  hu  a  nice  herd  of  twenty  Jeraer  cowa,  hU  dairy  being  one  of  the 
iMst  In  tb«  Meridian  neighborhood. 

Hr.  and  Mrs.  Orondahl  are  the  parents  of  thre«  children,  namely:  Halvard  J.> 
bom  December  13,  ISOZ;  Margaret  C,  NoTember  4,  1904;  and  Cella  C,  NoTember  IS, 
1906.  Mr.  Grondahl  le  a  member  of  the  Woodmen  of  the  World.  He  ie  now  chair- 
man  of  the  board  of  education  at  Meridian,  near  which  town  he  lives. 


MRS.  ADELAIDE  HOWELL. 


One  of  the  best  Improved  ranches  in  Ada  countr  is  the  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acre  place,  located  three  miles  northwest  of  Knna,  on  which  Mrs.  Adelaide  Howell 
resides.  She  Is  the  widow  of  William  L.  Howell,  whose  death  occurred  December 
19,  1918,  and  since  his  demise  she  has  continued  to  reside  on  the  ranch.  Her  only 
son,  Donald  8.  Howell,  who  is  married,  resides  on  this  ranch  with  his  mother  and 
supervises  It. 

Mrs.  Howell  was  bom  In  Allegany  coanty.  New  York,  March  24.  1859,  a  daugh- 
ter of  Martin  and  Anna  (Brtggs)  Lyon.  She  was  reared  amidst  beantltnl  home  sur- 
roundings and  on  the  20th  at  April,  1880,  was  nnited  In  marriage  to  William  L. 
Howell,  who  was  also  a  native  at  Allegany  county,  he  having  been  bom  <m  the 
ISth  of  February,  1SG8.  While  a  resident  of  New  York  state,  Mr.  Howell  engaged 
In  the  manufacture  of  gloves  and  mittens  at  Qeneseo.  In  1909  they  decided  to  come 
to  Idaho,  and  tn  this  state  they  took  a  one  hundred  and  sixty  acre  relinquishment 
This  tract  was  all  sagebrnsh,  with  only  a  small  shack  on  it.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howell 
determined  to  clear  this  land  and  make  it  one  of  the  best  ranches  In  the  county 
and,  as  a  reanlt  of  this  determination,  they  made  excellent  Improvements,  one  of 
the  most  Important  being  a  handsome  and  modem  home.  Good  outbuildings  were 
bntlt  and  a  family  orchard  set  ont,  which  is  now  in  full  bearing.  Hr.  Howell  was 
not  long  permitted  to  en]oy  bis  ranch,  for  he  was  called  away  from  this  life  tn  1918. 
His  death  came  as  a  sad  blow  to  his  family  and  bis  many  friends.  Not  wishing  to 
leave  the  home  which  she  and  her  husband  had  butlt  with  so  many  roseate  plans 
tor  the  future.  Mrs.  Howell,  with  her  only  son,  Donald  S.  Howell,  continued  to  livo 
on  the  ranch,  he  taking  charge  of  its  management. 

Mrs.  Howell  has  three  living  children,  namely:  Leona  Pearl,  Susan  Maude,  and 
Donald  S.  Leona  Pearl  Is  now  the  wife  of  George  Buckley  of  Hazelton,  and  Soean 
Maude  Is  the  wife  of  Herbert  HcCUntock  of  WlchlU  Falls,  Texas.  Donald  S.,  the 
only  son,  was  bom  April  9,  1887,  and  on  December  9,  1916,  was  united  In  marriage 
to  Miss  Bessie  Russell,  a  native  daughter  of  Idaho.  She  was  bom  on  Warm  Springs 
Avenue.  Boise,  July  9,  18S9,  a  daughter  of  the  late  William  Russell,  who  died  tn 
Elmore  county.  Idaho,  November  G,  190G.  He  was  a  native  of  IllinolB  but  came  to 
Boise  with  his  parents  when  he  was  but  five  yeans  of  age.  The  grandfather  of  Mrs. 
Donald  S.  Howell,  George  Russell,  came  to  Idaho  In  1S61  and  resided  In  Boise  tor 
many  years,  dying  there  about  twenty  years  ago.  At  one  time  ho  owned  much  val- 
vable  property  in  the  eastern  part  of  Boise,  and  he  built  what  is  now  the  Lewis  C. 
Merrill  home  In  Boise. 

During  his  lifetime  Mr.  Howell  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  of 
the  Presbyterian  church.  Mrs.  Howell  Is  a  stanch  supporter  of  the  Methodist 
church,  and  active  In  all  affaire  of  that  church.  She  Is  of  fine  descent,  being  English 
on  the  paternal  side  and  German-BaVarian  on  the  maternal  side.  She  has  been  a 
loving  mother  and  a  fitting  helpmate  for  her  honored  husband.  Her  activity,  ambi- 
tion, general  Industry  and  diligence  have  won  her  the  esteem  of  all  the  people  In 
her  vicinity  and  she  is  enjoying  the  fruits  of  a  life  of  nsetulness  and  unselflsbness. 


EUGENE  A.  FABNER. 


Eugene  A.  Parner,  a  resident  of  Boise  county,  where  he  has  been  Identified  with 
the  musical  profession  and  with  the  musical  lite  of  the  community  generally.  Is  a 
native  of  New  York  City,  bom  May  20,  1888,  and  Is  the  only  living  son  of  Brutus 
and  Agnes  Theresa  (Hanson)  Pamer.  The  father,  who  is  a  retired  cork  man- 
nfacturer,  etUl  residing  in  New  York  City,  was  bora  there,  September  28,   18B7. 
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His  lather,  Conrad  Farner,  was  born  Id  Switzerland  In  ISIO,  but  while  jat  a  mere 
lad  he  went  to  Parts,  where  be  resided  lor  man7  years,  following  the  buslnees  of 
a  merchant  tailor,  which  he  later  carried  on  In  New  York.  He  married  Kosa  LaFlear, 
who  was  born  and  reared  In  Paris,  the  marriage  taking  place  in  that  city.  Brntna 
Farner  married  Agnee  Theresa  Hanson,  wbo  was  bom  In  Ghrlstl&nla,  Norway, 
April  £0.  1S60.  She  came  to  the  United  States  with  her  parents  when  she  was  six 
years  old,  the  family  locating  in  New  York  City,  where  her  parents  are  still  ilring. 

Eugene  A.  Farner  was  reared  and  educated  In  New  York  City,  where  he  took 
up  the  study  ot  Instrumental  music  when  be  was  a  child  of  seven,  and  a  year  later 
he  played  his  first  Tiolln  solo  In  public.  At  sixtoen  he  was  a  dlrectdr  of  bis  high 
school  orch4stra.  and  although  he  graduated  at  Beventeen  from  this  same  school 
he  continued  to  lead  Its  orchestra  until  be  was  twenty.  It  was  known  as  the  Jamaica 
high  school  orchestra. 

Throughout  tala  youth.  Mr.  Farner  continued  a  student  of  music  in  New  York 
City,  pursuing  bis  studies  under  private  tutors,  some  of  whom  were  noted  mnslclasfl. 
In  1910,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two,  he  came  to  Idaho  and  spent  two  years  In  Coeur 
d'Aleno,  where  he  had  a  studio  and  was  choir  master  in  St.  Luke's  Episcopal  church. 
In  1912.  Mr.  Farner  was  Induced  by  the  late  Bishop  J.  B.  Funsten  to  come  to  Boise, 
where  be  became  musical  director  and  choir  master  of  St.  Michael's  Cathedral,  a 
position  which  he  still  fills,  and  has  filled  continuously  since  his  appointment,  with 
the  exception  of  fourteen  months,  from  December,  1917.  to  February.  1919,  which 
were  spent  at  Camp  Grant  and  at  Camp  Cody,  New  Mexico,  during  the  progress  of 
the  World  war. 

Mr.  Farner  Is  an  earnest  member  of  the  Episcopal  church.  He  te  director  of 
the  Boise  Civic  Festival  Chorus  and  Is  president  ot  the  west^D  district  of  the  Idaho 
Stale  Music  Teachers.  Association.    He  Is  also  a  member  of  the  Elkel 

Mr.  Farner  was  married  In  Boise  to  Miss  Beulab  Mae  Rowell,  only  daughter  of 
Mrs.  Jessie  M.  Rowell  of  Boise,  further  reference  to  whom  will  be  found  In  another 
part  of  this  work.  They  have  become  the  parents  of  two  children:  John  Elmore, 
aged  four;  and  Eugene  Irving,  aged  two.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Farner  take  a  proper  Inter- 
est In  the  social  and  cultural  activities  ot  Boise  and  the  Immediate  neighborhood, 
and  their  support  is  always  extended  to  movements  calculated  to  advance  the  wel- 
fare ot  the  community  in  which  they  reside.  They  are  held  In  high  esteem  by  a 
large  circle  ot  friends. 


GEORGE  C.  BREWER. 


George  C.  Brewer,  a  prosperous  and  progressive  farmer,  living  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  south  of  Meridian  In  Ada  county,  where  he  owns  a  highly  improved  and  valuable 
forty-acre  dairy  farm,  was  formerly  a  well  known  resident  of  Boise,  where  he  lived 
for  many  years,  engaged  In  the  wholesale  and  retail  liquor  and  tobacco  bustaess. 
He  was  born  In  Quebec.  Canada,  May  1,  1S66,  a  son  of  Chauncy  and  Mary  J.  (Tkn- 
mons)  Brewer,  both  of  whom  passed  away  some  years  ago,  after  spending  all  their 
lives  in  Canada. 

In  1S8T  Mr.  Brewer  came  to  Idaho  and  spent  several  years  in  the  north  part  of 
the  territory,  engaged  at  mining  and  other  pursuits.  Later,  he  returned  to  Canada, 
where  he  resided  for  some  time,  and  in  1S99  he  made  another  louraey  to  Idaho, 
this  time  going  to  Boise,  Ada  county.  He  brought  with  him  his  wife  and  eldest 
child,  Joseph  W.,  then  a  lad  ot  six  years.  After  settling  In  Boise,  Mr.  Brewer 
became  engaged  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  Hauor  and  tobacco  buainesa  and  con- 
tinued in  these  lines  until  1918.  He  prospered  in  hie  undertakings  and  secured  a 
nice  competence.  He  has  Invested  considerable  money  in  mining  enterprises  and  Is 
still  largely  interested  in  a  financial  way  Jn  Idaho  mining  property,  some  of  which 
is  now  beginning  to  pay  good  returns. 

Mr.  Brewer  located  on  his  present  ranch,  south  of  Meridian,  In  191S,  and  Is 
operating  the  place  as  a  dairy  farm,  milking  about  twenty  cows  at  this  time.  All 
his  cattle  are  of  the  Holstein  breed,  many  of  them  registered,  headed  by  two  finely 
bred  registered  males.  Since  buying  the  ranch,  he  has  mode  many  substantial  im- 
provements, among  them  a  well  built  modem  dairy  barn,  thirty-two  by  sixty-one 
feet,  with  accommodation  for  thirty  cows.  He  has  also  erected  a  new  alio,  ca[>abla 
of  holding  one  hundred  and  thirty  tons.    Modem  milking  machinery  Is  an  interesting 
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featnre  ot  the  dairy  equipment,  and  nothing  has  been  left  undone  which  would 
enhance  the  efflclencjr  ot  the  dairying  operations. 

In  Canada,  on  the  22d  of  May,  1S95,  Mr.  Brewer  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mlaa 
Ellen  Ryan,  who  was  also  born  In  Quebec.  December  14,  1869,  and  Is  a  daughter  of 
Matthew  and  Mary  (Hayes)  Ryan,  who  were  natives  of  County  Tipperary,  Ireland, 
bnt  were  married  In  the  province  ot  Quebec,  Canada,  where  they  spent  the  remainder 
of  their  days.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brewer  are  the  parents  ot  three  childrei^:  JoBeph  Wll- 
bnrt,  born  February  28,  1896;  George  Herbert,  June  5,  1903;  and  Mary  Veronica, 
February  18,  1908.  Mrs.  Brewer  and  her  children  are  membera  of  the  Catholic 
church,  and  the  older  son  Is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 

Mr.  Brewer  Is  a  supporter  of  republican  policies  and  principles  but  has  never 
been  a  seeker  after  public  ofllce.  He  holds  a  life  membership  In  the  Fraternal 
Order  ot  Eagles,  In  the  affairs  of  this  organlziitlon  having  always  taken  a  prominent 
part.  He  gives  a  good  cltiien's  attention  to  all  cWie,  matter  calculated  to  advance 
the  welfare  of  the  comrauntty  in  which  he  makes  his  home. 


JOHN  HENRT  McBIRNEY. 


John  Henry  McBlmey,  an  orchardist  and  general  farmer,  whose  two  hundred 
and  forty  acre  ranch  is  six  and  one-half  miles  west  of  Boise,  on  the  Meridian  road, 
in  Ada  county,  is  a  member  of  the  McBlrney  Fruit  Company,  a  firm  that  is  com- 
posed of  himself  and  hie  brother,  William  S.  McBlrney,  of  Boise.  This  company  Is 
the  largest  grower  of  apples  and  prunes  In  Ada  county,  having  a  total  acreage  among 
five  HcBirney  brothers,  of  nearly  one  thoueaad  acres  of  fine  Irult  and  agricultural 
lands,  all  of  which  is  In  Ada  county.  John  H,  McBlrney,  alone,  has  two  hundred 
and  forty  acres  in  one  body,  midway  between  Boise  and  Meridian,  and  adjacent  to 
the  Cloverdale  school.  About  eighty  acres  ot  this  land  Is  in  apples  and  prunes — ten 
acres  of  apples  and  seventy  acres  ot  prunes,  all  bearing  and  yielding  excellent  crops. 
Thomas  McBlrney,  the  father  ot  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  who  lives  In  Boise,  also 
has  two  hundred  and  forty  acres  In  the  same  vicinity,  twenty-flve  acres  being  In 
apples  and  prunes.  William  S.  McBlrney,  a  partner  In  the  Fruit  Company,  likewise 
has  two  hundred  and  forty  acres  In  the  same  neighborhood,  about  one-half  of  which 
ts  In  apples  and  prunes. 

The  McBlrney  Fruit  Company  owns  and  operates  four  packing  houses,  one  being 
at  Perkins  Station.  on«  at  Ustlck,  one  at  Beatty  Station,  and  one  at  Meridian.  Ttaoy 
also  own  and  operate  three  dry  houses  tor  the  drying  of  apples  and  prunes  before 
marketing.  The  Individual  orchards  of  John  H.  McBlrney,  in  1919,  produced  Aver 
three  hundred  and  fifty  tons  of  fruit,  Including  three  hundred  tons  of  prnnes.  Over 
one  thousand  tons  of  fruit  were  produced  In  1919  on  all  the  HcBlmey  orchards, 
while  the  prospect  for  1920  shows  that  two  thousand  tons  of  fruit  may  be  raised. 

The  HcBlrneye  are  an  Iowa  family  and  have  been  in  Boise  valley  from  ten  to 
twenty  years,  different  members  of  the  family  coming  at  different  times.  Herman 
C.  McBlrney,  younger  brother  of  John  Henry,  and  now  living  In  Boise,  was  the  first 
to  arrive,  about  twenty  years  ago.  Back  In  Orundy  county,  Iowa,  the  father  and 
eldest  son  held  over  six  hundred  acres  ot  One  Iowa  land,  now  said  to  be  worth  alz 
hundred  dollars  an  acre,  but  they  sold  at  a  time  when  the  land  was  bringing  only 
from  one  hundred  and  twenty-flve  to  one  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  an  acre. 

John  H.  McBlrney  was  bojn  in  Orundy  county,  Iowa.  August  23,  1S70,  a  son 
of  Thomas  and  Anna  (Tiedgen)  HcBirney,  the  former  of  whom  Is  of  Scottish  extrac- 
tion, bom  In  the  north  of  Ireland,  and  the  latter  ot  Oerman  birth.  They  became 
the  parents  of  eight  children,  namely;  John  Henry,  Mrs.  Susan  Randal,  a  widow; 
James  Francis;  William  S.;  Herman  C;  Clara;  Mrs.  Margaret  Seabrlght;  and  Harry 
Ray.  All  live  In  Boise  with  the  exception  of  Mrs.  Seabrlght,  whose  home  Is  In 
Colutnbus.  Ohio.  The  father  Is  now  In  hie  eighty-second  year,  and  the  mother  has 
reached  the  age  of  seventy-eight  years. 

John  H.  McBlrney  was  married  In  Marshall  county,  Iowa,  June  29,  1899,  to 
Bessie  O.  Waters,  who  was  born  In  that  county,  August  28,  1871.  She  was  educated 
in  Iowa  and  Kansas,  and  for  several  years  before  her  marriage  she  had  been  teach- 
ing school,  as  did  her  husband  for  two  years.  He  was  educated  in  Coe  College, 
Cedar  Rapids,  and  at  the  Iowa  State  Agricultnral  College,  Ames.

In  his 
tnmlly  are  tour  cfaildren:  Henry  Leonard  and  Stanley  Ward,  both  attendlni  tbe  lova 
Bute  Agricultural  College;  Irene  Hargaret.  attending  Bolae  blgh  school;  and  Mary 
Bliiabetta,  In  Clorerdale  school.  The  family  are  earnest  members  ot  the  Presby- 
terian church,  ot  which  Mr.  HcBlmey  Is  an  elder.  He  la  a  supporter  ot  the  repub- 
lican party  and  held  various  minor  offices  In  Orundy  connty,  Iowa.  He  la  now 
aerrlng  as  president  of  the  Cloverdale  school  board,  and  In  other  directions  he  has 
given  of  his  time  and  ability  toward  the  furtherance  ot  all  movemeota  intended  to 
benedt  the  community  in  which  he  makes  his  home. 


JAHES  P.  HoFAKLAND. 

James  F.  HcFarland,  who  has  been  engaged  at  farming  thronghout  his  active 
life.  Is  at  present  residing  on  a  valuable  farm  of  sixty  acres,  southwest  of  Meridian 
In  Ada  county.  He  came  to  Idaho  tn  1902  from  Chase  connty,  Nebraska,  and  has 
been  living  in  the  vicinity  of  Meridian  ever  alnce.  He  located  on  his  alxty-acr« 
ranch  in  1903,  at  that  time  the  placq  being  largely  covered  with  sagebrnsh,  and  the 
price  per  acre  was  seventy-flve  dollars.  He  Immediately  proceeded  to  clear  the 
tract  for  cultivation  and  succeeded  after  considerable  labor  to  get  it  Into  good  shape. 
He  made  extensive  and  Bubstanttal  Improvements  on  the  ranch,  which  had  the  effect 
of  advancing  its  value  about  fourfold.  Mr.  McFarland  also  is  the  owner  of  an 
eighty-acre  ranch,  located  some  three  miles  southwest  of  yerldlan,  which  he  pur- 
chased In  1917  at  flfty  dollars  an  acre.  Thla  place  alao  haa  been  Improved  and  It 
la  estimated  now  to  be  worth  about  four  times  Its  original  price. 

Mr.  HcFarland  was  bom  in  Page  county,  Iowa,  March  2G,  1S68,  a  son  of  Har- 
rison Clinton  and  Laura  (Cunning)  HcFarland,  and  was  reared  and  educated  In  , 
that  connty.  On  February  27,  1B90,  he  was  married  In  Taylor  connty,  Iowa,  to 
Miss  Grace  Margaret  Ware,  who  was  bom  In  Mills  county,  Iowa,  October  18,  18*9, 
a  daughter  of  David  H,  and  Lonlsa  (Stark)  Ware,  the  former  of  whom  is  atlll  living 
at  ColnmbuB,  Kansas,  having  reached  an  advanced  age. 

In  1869  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McFarland  removed  from  Iowa  to  Ohaae  county,  Nebraska, 
where  they  lived  for  several  years,  and  In  1902  they  came  to  Ada  county,  Idaho. 
For  some  years  prior  to  her  marriage,  Mrs.  McFarland  had  engaged  fn  teaching 
school  in  Nebraska.  Of  the  children  Irorn  to  Ur.  and  Mrs.  McFarland,  two  are  liv- 
ing. Percy  C.  of  Meridian,  bom  January  SE,  1892,  married  Ethel  Vlckers  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Kathleen  and  (lerald.  Donald  C,  w^o  was  bom 
November  27,  1896,  and  resides  on  his  father's  eighty-acre  ranch,  married  Clara 
Harms,  and  they  have  one  child,  Max  Clinton.  Donald  McFarland  Is  a  veteran  ot 
the  World  war,  having  been  at  Camp  Gustls,  Virginia,  when  the  armistice  was  signed. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  McFarland  are  members  of  the  Methodist  church,  and  he  ie  affiliated 
with  the  Modern  Woodmen. 


JOSEPH  E.  NETWBRY. 

A  prominent  rancher  ot  the  Kuna  vicinity  la  Joseph  B.  Newbry,  who  la  now 
realdlng  on  an  eighty-acre  ranch,  one  mile  north  ot  Kuna.  It  may  be  aald  that  ha 
has  been  a  pioneer  of  nine  dlfTerent  states,  he  having  made  his  home  In  Ohio,  Illinois, 
Kansas,  Colorado,  and  Washington.  In  1906,  however,  he  removed  to  Idaho  and 
haa  since  resided  In  this  state. 

On  the  20th  ol  July,  1860,  Mr.  Newbry's  birth  occurred  In  Brown  county,  Ohio. 
His  father.  Reason  T.  Newbry,  was  a  farmer  and  blacksmith  by  occupation  and  had 
served  In  the  Dnton  army  during  the  Civil  war.  For  three  years  and  nine  months 
he  served  thus,  nine  months  ot  the  time  having  been  spent  In  a  rebel  prison,  the 
greater  part  of  this  at  Andersonville.  He  also  was  a  native  of  Brown  county,  Ohio, 
and  at  the  age  ot  seventy-two  years,  paased  away  at  the  home  ot  a  son  In  Twin  Falls. 
Idaho.  The  mother  ot  the  subject  of  thla  review  waa,  before  her  marriage,  Margaret 
Hnghes,  and  a  native  ot  West  Virginia.  Her  death  occurred  in  Kansas  at  the  age 
ot  torty-four  years.  Seven  children  were  bom  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reason  T.  Newbry,  Ot 
whom  Joseph  E.  Newbry  was  the  second,  there  being  five  boys  and  two  girls  In  the 
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(amllT-  All  of  th«  children  «re  IfvljiK  with  tfae  exception  ot  one  eliter,  and  tour 
ue  residents  ot  Idaho.  Joseph  B.  Newbry  Is  of  English  descent,  bis  ancestors  bar- 
1ns  lived  at  NewberrTport,  England.  A  number  of  tbem  participated  In  the  Revo- 
Intlonary  war  sbortlr  after  emigration  to  this  conntrr. 

Hr.  Newbry  was  reared  among  pleasant  home  Burroundlnga  and  on  the  22d  of 
December,  ISSfl,  be  was  married  to  Mary  C.  Fleck,  a  daughter  ot  William  and  Mary 
(HUler)  Fleck,  both  ot  whom  were  natives  ot  Germany  but  were  married  In  the  state 
of  Ohio.  Her  birth  occurred  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  on  the  8tt  ot  September,  1864.  Their 
marriage  took  place  In  Harlan,  Smith  county,  Kansas,  and  they  first  lived  on  a 
homestead  In  Thomas  county,  that  state.  In  189S  they  removed  to  Colorado,  settling 
near  Rocky  Ford,  and  ten  years  later,  in  1902,  they  removed  to  Washington.  In 
190B  they  removed  to  Idaho  and  first  settled  on  a  Carey  Act  ranch  on  the  Twin  Falls 
tract.  Twin  Falls  county.  He  Improved  and  developed  this  tract  and  remained  thereon 
twelve  years.  He  also  owned  and  developed  two  different  farms  tn  that  county, 
having  taken  them  when  they  were  practically  all  in  sagebrush.  In  1917  he  sold 
*out  his  agricultural  interests  there  and  bought  his  present  ranch  of  eighty  acres  near 
Knna.  He  Is  now  residing  on  this  place,  which  by  his  untiring  labor  and  diligence 
he  has  made  one  of  the  finest  in  the  county. 

Mr.  ^nd  Mrs.  Newbry  are  the  parents  of  eight  living  children,  namely:  Reason, 
who  was  bom  September  28,  1S87;  Bertha  Roae,  bom  December  26,  1889,  and  now 
ths  wife  of  James  H.  Clyde  of  Los  Angeles,  California;  Margaret,  bom  May  8,  1892, 
and  now  the  wife  ot  Chester  Rolce  of  Jerome  county;  Hary  Isabelle,  who  was  bom 
April  18,  1894,  and  who  Is  now  the  wife  of  Charles  ahroll  of  Canyon  county;  Gor- 
don R.,  bom  July  31,  1898;  Llllie  A.,  who  was  born  January  27.  1901,  and  who  Id 
now  the  wife  ot  Gilbert  Phillips  and  resides  near  Runa;  Benjamin  F.,  whose  birth 
occurred  December  6,  1903;  and  Edith  A.,  who  was  bom  November  20,  1907.  One 
other  child  was  bom  to  this  union,  Joseph  W.,  but  his  death  occurred  at  the  age  of 
six  years. 

Praternally  Mr.  Newbry  is  a  Modem  Woodman,  and  since  age  conferred  upon 
him  the  right  ot  franchise  he  has  been  a  stanch  supporter  of  the  republican  party,  as 
Is  also  his  wife.  A  capable  and  progressive  rancher  is  Mr.  Newbry,  and  be  Is  held  In 
high  regard  by  his  fellow  ranchmen. 


B.  FRANCIS  ATWATER. 

E.  Francis  Atwater,  the  well  known  apiarist,  Is  the  sole  proprietor  of  the  bee 
keeping  and  honey  producing  Industry  carried  on  in  Meridian.  Idaho,  by  The  B.  F. 
Atwater  Company,  and  his  products  not  only  have  a  nation-wide  market  bot  are 
now  finding  their  way  into  foreign  countries.  Mr.  Atwater  was  born  In  Decatur. 
Burt  county,  Nebraska,  In  January,  1881,  a  son  of  George  B.  Atwater,  formerly  ot 
Meridian,  now  ot  Boise.  Idaho,  who  is  prominently  known  thrtughout  Ada  county, 
ot  which  he  has  been  a  resident  tor  about  twenty  years. 

E.  Francis  Atwater  spent  most  of  his  boyhood  in  the  states  of  Nebraska.  Iowa 
and  South  Dakota,  finishing  bis  public  and'  high  school  education  in  the  schools  of 
Tankton,  South  Dakota,  where  his  parents  lived  for  seven  years.  At  the  age  ot 
fifteen  he  first  became  attracted  to  and  interested  In  the  keeping  of  bees,  while  living 
at  Tankton,  beginning  with  a  single  hive  given  him  by  his  father.  Hla  only  sister. 
Mrs,  Daisy  M.  Bldfllck,  now  living  in  Nam  pa.  this  state,  and  at  that  time  a  resident 
of  Meridian,  wrote  her  relatives  In  South  Dakota  of  what  a  wonderful  country  Idaho 
was  for  bee  culture,  with  special  reference  to  Boise  valley  as  having  unusual  advan- 
tages  for  apiarists.  Attracted  by  this  Information,  Mr.  Atwater  removed  to  Idaho 
In  l&Ol,  locating  at  Meridian,  his  parents  following  him  in  the  next  year.  In  1901, 
he  and  Mrs.  Biddlck  made  an' initial  purchase  of  eighty  colonies  of  bees,  and  thus 
was  laid  the  foundations  of  the  Atwater  bee  Industry,  which  has  since  spread  over 
Ada  and  Canyon  counties,  one  of  the  Isrgest  apiaries  in  the  northwest  and  the 
largest  Individual  enterprise  of  its  kind  In  southwestern  Idaho. 

The  steady  growth  of  Mr.  Atwater's  bee  business  has  culminated  In  his  now 
being  the  owner  ot  twelve  yards  located  In  Ada  and  Canyon  counties,  embracing- 
over  one  thoussnd  colonies  ot  honey  producing  bees.  Since  1905  all  tbe  way  from 
one  to  tour  carloads  ot  honey  per  year  have  been  produced  at  the  Atwater  aplarlag. 
It  being  estimated  that  nil  the  product  up  to  1920  would  make  a  tralnload  ol  over 
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tMrty  cars.  In  1915,  the  output  was  three  and  three-quarter  carloads  of  boner; 
■while  In  1918  the  product  of  hie  bees  brought  the  lorsest  returns,  amounUng  to 
about  twenty-three  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  honey,  some  of  which  was  marketed 
In  the  United  States  and  the  balance  sent  to  foreign  countries.  Mr.  Atwater  la  Tlce 
president  and  director  of  the  Idaho-Oregon  Honey  Producers  Association,  and  was 
prominent  In  the  old  Idaho-Oregon  Beekeepers  ABSoclatlon,  which  preceded  the  pres- 
ent orgaqlzatlon.  He  was  formerly  a  director  of  the  National  Beekeepers  Aaaoda- 
tton.  He  has  gWen  extensive  study  to  the  culture  of  bees  and  has  been  a  stndent  of 
bee  literature,  at  the  same  time  having  written  many  articles  for  publication,  of 
much  Interest  to  apiarists,  and  in  recent  years  he  has  come  to  be  recognized  as  an 
authority  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  bee  culture. 

During  1817  and  1918.  while  this  country  was  actively  engaged  In  the  Worid 
war,  Mr.  Atwater  was  In  the  service  of  the  government,  acting  in  the  capacity  of 
special  field  agent  and  lecturer  in  bee-keeping,  under  the  auspices  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  extension  work.  The  fleld  'of  his  operations 
along  this  line  covered  the  states  of  California,  Arizona  and  New  Mexico.  This* 
position  wks  given  talm  without  any  solicitation  on  his  part. 

On  February  14,  1911,  at  Boise,  Idaho,  Mr.  Atwater  was  united  In  marrlas« 
to  Hiss  Pay  Gwendolyn  Nesbltt,  only  daughter  of  George  Nesbitt,  the  fijst  white 
man  to  be  wounded  Id  the  Bannock  Indian  war,  as  recorded  In  Haltey's  Historr  ttt 
Idaho.  Her  mother  was  the  late  Dr.  Minnie  Stuart  Nesbltt,  formerly  of  Boise,  who 
died  October  B,  1919.  George  Nesbltt  and  his  wife  were  pioneers  of  Idaho,  and  be 
Is  still  a  resident  of  Boise,  where  his  daughter  Fay  Gwendolyn  was  born.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Atwater  are  the  parents  of  one  child,  a  daughter.  Fay  Marguerite,  also  bom 
In  Boise. 

The  Afwater  home,  built  nine  years  ago.  Is  one  of  the  prettiest  of  the  better  class 
houses  In  Meridian.  Adjacent  to  It,  Mr.  Atwater  owns  an  entire  block,  mnch  of 
which  Is  shaded  lawn  and  the  balance  occupied  with  an  apiary  and  various  build- 
ings used  for  the  maklqg  of  hlvee  and  extracting  honey. 


JOHN  F:  BREWER. 

J<din  F.  Brewer  is  owner  of  a  well  Improved  ranch  of  forty  acres,  lying  one  and 
one-half  miles  west  of  Ustick,  Idaho,  whence  he  came  from  Oregon,  where  he  had  been 
residing  for  many  years.  He  ts  a  native  of  Arkansas,  bom  May  2,  1844,  and  Is  a 
son  of  William  Alexander  and  Margaret  1.  (Scott)  Brewer.  The  mother  was  a  second 
consln  of  General  Winfleld  Scott.  The  parents,  who  have  long  since  passed  away,  re- 
movedjrom  Arkansas  to  Oregon  In  1863,  crossing  the  plains  irith  a  wagon  train,  the 
wagons  being  drawn  by  oxen  and  mules,  and  they  were  among  the  early  settlen)  of 
that  part  of  the  west 

The  fatber  was  bom  in  Missouri  In  ISIS.  On  reaching  Oregon,  he  located  in  Lane 
county,  seven  miles  west  of  Eugene,  and  there  acquired  a  half  section  of  raw  land, 
which  he  Immediately  proceeded  to  Improve  and  develop  and  on  which  he  continued 
to  live  antil  his  death  at  the  early  age  of  fortytwo  years.  He  was  an  active  supporter 
of  the  republican  party,  giving  of  his  time  and  ability  freely  to  promote  Its  policies, 
and  was  the  Incumbent  of  many  minor  offices.  He  was  an  earneet  member  of  the 
United  Brethren  church  and  acted  as  class  leader  for  several  years.  His  wife  was 
bom  In  South  Carolina  in  1820 .  and  was  taken  by  her  parents  from  that  state  to 
Georgia  and  some  time  later  to  Arkansas,  where  In  1841  ahe  ^ecame  the  wife  ot  Wil- 
liam A.  Brewer.  In  1853,  she  accompanied  her  husband  to  Oregcu,  where  she  lived  for 
several  years,  but  later  removing  to  Washington,  Wating  near  Olympla,  where  she 
passed  away  In  1913,  having  reached  the  advaniied  age  of  ninety-three  years.  Her 
first  husband,  William  A.  Brewer,  died  In  1S6S,  leaving  her  to  care  for  a  family  of 
ten  children,  of  whom  six  are  still  living,  John  F.  being  the  only  one  In  Idaho,  the 
others  residing  In  Washington.  Some  two  years  after  the  death  of  her  husband.  Mrs, 
Brewer  removed  to  Grand  Mound,  WaEhington,  where  she  married  Henry  S.  Palmeter, 
who  died  in  1867.  Later  she  married  John  G.~SparkB,  a  lawyer-  of /Olympla,  Washing- 
.ton,  who  bad  served  under  President  Lincoln  as  collector  of  internal  revenue  at  that 
place. 

John  F.  Brewer  secured  but  a  limited  education  in  the  pnblic  schools  of  his  native 
state.    However,  In  later  years  he  read  extensively  and  became  a  well  informed  man. 
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He  befao  farmiag  on  his  oWn  sccoUDt  wben  nineteen  yeara  Old  and  In  1866  took  up 
a  elKlm  In  the  Puget  Sonnd  countiT-  On  April  26,  1SS5,  Hr.  Brewer  was  anlted  In  mar- 
riage to  Elvira  A.  Axtetl,  wbo  la  a  native  of  lUinoie,  born  September  28,  1847,  aad  la 
a  dangbter  of  Josephae  and  Anna  P.  (Robb)  Axtell,  tbe  fonner  of  wbom  was  born  In 
Wa|blnKton  counts,  Pennsjlvania,  June  19,  1814,  and  ttls  death  took  place  March  17, 
1890,  at  Grand  Monnd,  Washington.  His  wife  was  born  In  Mercer  county,  Penneyl- 
Tanla,  February  27,  1814,  and  her  death  occurred  at  Grand  Mound,  Washington,  De- 
cember 8.  1889.  They  were  married  In  Mercer  county,  PennaylTanla,  June  18,  1835. 
and  some  time  later  moved  to  Warren  county,  Illinois,  where  they  resided  for  a  short 
period  and  then  removed  to  Iowa,  where  they  lived  for  nine  yeara.  In  1852,  Mr.  and 
Mtb.  Axtell  crossed  the  plains  with  a  team  of  milk  cows  in  front  of  five  yoke  of  oxen 
to  each  wagon.  Mrs.  Brewer  was  then  but  five  years  old,  but  her  memory  is  fresh 
and  she  remembers  a  good  deal  about  the  long  and  perilous  trip. 

Mr.  Brewer  and  bis  wife  resided  In  Oregon  and  Washington  until  1916,  In  which 
year  they  removed  to  Canyon  county,  Idaho,  where  they  remained  until  the  fall  of 
1B19,  when  they  located  on  their  present  rancb  near  Ustlck,  where  they  have  a  hand- 
some new  bungalow  home  and  forty  acres  of  valuable  land  in  a  neighborhood  where 
lands  are  rated  at  from  three  hundred  to  five  hundred  dollars  an  acre.  They  hare 
reared  a  family  of  nine  children,  one  of  whom,  John  Howard  Brewer,  was  killed  In 
the  Philippines.  October  30,  1900,  being  then  twenty-four  years  old.  The  other  eight 
are  all  now  living:  Ulysses  Grant,  born  March  6.  1866;  Arthur  M.,  P^bmary  S, 
1868;  Margaret  Anna,  December  30,  1869;  WlUiam  Henry,  March  3.  1872;  Ethel  Gale, 
December  27,  1ST3;  John  Howard.  March  23.  1876;  Valentine,  February  14,  1878; 
Rachel  Jeanette,  November  20,  1879,  and  Lucretla  Garfield,  August  15,  1881.  All  the  ' 
children  were  born  at  Grand  Mound,  Washington,  with  the  exception  of  Ulysses  Grant, 
who  was  bom  In  Lewis  county.  Washington.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brewer  celebrated  their 
golden  wedding  on  April  26.  1916,  surrounded  by  a  large  c<»npany  of  relatives  and 
wellwlshers. 


LEONARD  SUNDELL. 


Leonard  Sundell,  for  nearly  twenty  years,  has  been  engaged  in  dairy  farming,  be- 
ing the  owner  ot  a  tarty  acre  well  improved  ranch,  located  two  and  one-half  miles  south- 
weet  of  Meridian,  which  property  he  acquired  In  1902,  being  a  part  of  a  quarter  seotion 
ot  land  which  was  all  sagebrush  at  the  time  he  purchased  the  reltnqulshmant.  4Vom 
the  original  tract,  he  has  sold  two  farms,  one  of  forty  acres  and  one  of  eighty  acres, 
retaining  forty  acres  for  hla  own  use.  This  he  has  improved  and  developed,  placing 
several  good  buildinge  on  the  place,  and  generally  bringing  It  Into  shape,  until  now  it  Is 
regarded  as  one  at  the  most  desirable  farms  in  the  Meridian  neighborhood. 

Leonard  Bundell  was  born  in  the  kingdom  of  Sweden,  March  4,  1874,  a  aon  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  C^rl  Sundell.  The  father  aerved  as  a  soldier  In  the  Swedish  army  for  the  long 
period  of  thirty-three  years  and  passed  away  In  his  native  country  tn  1901.  His  wife 
predeceased  him,  her  death  occurring  In  Sweden  in  1884,  her  son  Leonard  being  then  ten 
rears  old. 

Leonard  Sundell  was  reared  on  a  farm  in  Sweden  and  was  educated  in  the  sdiools 
of  that  country,  after  which  he  followed  farming  there  for  some  years.  When  he  was 
twenty-eix  years  old,  In  1900,  be  emigrated  to  the  United  States  and  landed  tn  New 
York,  whence  he  went  oa  to  Chicago,  where  he  remained  tor  eight  months  employed  in 
tbe  Chicago  stockyards,  working  for  Armour  It  Company.  In  1901  he  came  to  Idaho, 
going  to  Boise  valley,  where  he  spent  one  year  In  the  employ  ot  Dr.  George  Ctdllater, 
working  on  a  ranch.  In  the  following  year  he  located  on  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres 
adjacent  to  Meridian  on  a  part  of  which  he  still  resides.  He  la  now  the  owner  ot  one  of 
the  best  Improved  forty  acre  ranches  In  that  neighborhood,  having  disposed  of  tbe  re- 
maining one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  some  years  ago.  Mr.  Sundell  Is  carrying  on  his 
farm  according  to  the  best  scientific  methods,  and  the  place  being  run  as  a  dairy  rancb 
with  an  excellent  herd  of  Holsteln  cattle,  causes  him  to  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  meet 
successful  dairymen  in  this  part  of  the  state. 

On  October  28,  1903,  Hr.  Sundell  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Anna  M.  Johnson, 
who  was  aleo  born  in  Sweden,  April  27,  1873,  and  came  to  the  United  StaUe  al<me  in 
1892.  They  wer^  acquainted  in  the  old  country.  Following  her  arrival  in  this  cOuntrx, 
Mrs.  Sundell  went  to  Minnesota,  where  she  spent  eight  years,  going  thence  to  Chicago 
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utd  mnalniHs  Id  that  dtr  lor  twelva  montluu  Mr.  and  Mn.  Sundell  are  tli«  parenta 
of  two  children:  Bazel  EliEabetb,  born  September  11,  1904;  and  Vllbert  Lecxi^d,  Jan> 
uaiy  2. 1»0B, 

The  tamilr  are  members  of  the  Swedish  Lntheran  church,  In  the  good  works  of 
which  ther  display  a  warm  Interest.  Mr.  Suadell  gives  fata  political  snpport  to  the 
r^nbllcan  party  and  Is  now  Benring  oa  the  school  board  of  his  home  neighborhood,  the 
school  being  designated  as  school  No.  63.  He  is  chairman  of  the  board  and  in  other 
Erections  he  has  glveo  of  htg  time  and  abUltf  to  forward  all  civic  moremeuts  Intended 
to  advance  the  public  welfare. 


DANIEL  JONES. 

Daniel  Jonos,  who  is  engaged  In  ranching  on  Billingsby  creek,  near  the  Snake 
river,  la  the  Hagerman  valley  of  Idaho,  was  born  February  14.  1864,  In  Walea,  and 
is  a  eon  of  Evan  and  Jane  (Davis)  Jones.  He  woe  reared  to  (be  occupation  of  farm- 
ing, which  be  followed  In  Wales  until  18S6,  when,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two  years,  he 
determined  to  try  his  fortune  In  America  and  sailed  for  the  United  Stfttes.  Having 
crossed  the  Atlantic,  he  then  proceeded  westward  and  located  at  Ketchum,  Idaho. 
There  he  fallowed  mining  for  ten  years  and  on  the  eKplratlon  of  that  perl</d  went  to 
Cripple  Creek,  Colorado,  where  he  also  devoted  a  decade  to  mining  interests,  fie 
next  settled  upon  bis  present  farm,  which  be  had  previously  purchased  while  In 
Ketchum  and  which  comprises  509  acres  of  rich  and  productive  land.  He  has  bnllt 
a  frame  house  upon  this  place,  has  added  many  modern  Improvements  and  now  has 
a  splendidly  developed  ranch. 

In  politics  Mr.  Jones  maintains  an  Independent  course,  voting  according  to  the 
^Ictates  of  his  Judgment,  without  regard  to  party  ties.  Fraternally  he  is  connected 
with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  More  than  a  third  of  a  century  has 
passed  since  he  came  to  the  new  world  and  he  has  never  had  occasion  to  regret  his 
determination  to  try  bis  torture  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  While  attached  to  the 
little  rock-ribbed  country  of  Wales  as  the  place  of  his  birth,  be  maintains  a  still 
deeper  attachment  for  the  land  of  his  adoption,  and  In  the  ntllUatlon  of  the  oppoi^ 
tunlties  here  offered  he  has  reached  a  place  among  the  substantial  men  of  Ooodlng 


MRS.  PLORILLA  E.  POST. 

Mrs.  Florllla  E.  Post,  one  of  the  oldest  living  residents  of  the  Boise  valley,  to  which 
she  cime  In  1S83.  Is  now  residing  at  1E03  State  street.  Boise.  She  U  the  widow  of  the 
late  John  Post,  a  well  known  citlxen  of  Boise,  who  passed  away  at  his  home.  Febru<iry 
16,  1915.  widely  and  deservedly  regretted  by  all  who  for  many  ye^rs  had  admired  his 
many  sterling  traits  of  character,  and  who  accompanied  bis  remains  to  their  last  rest- 
lug  place  with  the  moat  profound  expressions  of  sorrow. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Post  were  married  In  Phillips  county,  KansaB,  September  16.  1881. 
She  bore  tbe  maiden  name  of  Florllla  Adee  and  was  bom  in  Green  county,  Wisconsin, 
June  25,  ISSS,  a  daughter  of  Joshua  and  Mary  (Carle)  Adee.  who  were  natives  of 
New  York  and  Maine,  respectively.  On  her  mother's  side,  Mrs.  Post  Is  descended  from 
Mayflower  stock,  and  her  ancestors  on  both  sides  were  In  this  country  prior  to  the 
Revolutlonsry  war.  her  father's  ancestors  having  been  early  settlers  of  the  state  of  New 
York.  During  the  Revolutionary  war,  while  George  Washington  was  retreitlng  from 
Schnectady,  New  York,  he  stayed  over  one  night  at  the  home  of  her  great-greatgrand- 
father, and  white  enjoying  the  hospltalllT  so  freely  offered  him,  the  distinguished  visitor 
held  on  his  lap  her  great-grandmother,  who  was  then  a  little  girl  known  as  BllzabaQi 
Baietead. 

John  Poet  was  born  near  Columbus,  Obla  He  and  his  wife  came  to  Idaho  from 
Kansas  in  1883  and  continued  to  live  In  the  Boise  valley  up  to  the  time  of  his  death 
In  1915.  Their  first  abode  was  In  Boise,  and  later  they  resided  In  Nampa.  their  houM 
being  the  ninth  building  to  be  erected  In  that  now . progressive  little  city.  Post  Sta- 
tion on  the  Bolse-Nampa  Interurban  railway,  was  named  In  honor  of  the  family,  who  at 
that  time  were  the  owners  of  a  ranch  on  whlcb  It  was  built. 
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Mrs.  Post  has  aevea  living  children,  namelf:  Harry  J.  Poet;  Ada,  who  became  Mrs. 
Daniel  Hackett;  Mary  Posti  Stella,  now  Mrs.  Steelman,  of  Boise;  Fred  Poet;  Henry 
Post;  and  Violet  Post,  of  Boise.  The  family,  IWlns  In  tbe^Home  on  State  street,  Boise, 
and  in  very  comfortable  circumstances  and  are  held  In  the  highest  esteem  by  a  wide 
circle  o(  friends,  many  of  whom  Mrs.  Post  counts  from  the  early  days  of  her  resi- 
dence In  Ada  county.  She  was  formerly  the  owner  ot  a,  taluable  ranch,  located  a  few 
miles  west  of  Meridian,  at  Post  Station,  »nd  it  Is  still  in  the  family,  being  now  owned 
by  some  of  her  chlldr^,  It  having  been  divided  among  them.  That  portion  ot  the  place 
on  which  the  aid  ranch  home  stands,  embracing  eighty  acres,  she  recently  sold  to  her 
son  Henry,  who  now  resides  there,  engaged  In  operating  the  ranch  along  general  agri- 
cultural lines. 


THOMAS  KING. 

Thomas  King,  prominently  associated  with  the  industrial  interests  of  Sandpolnt 
as  head  of  the  King  Iron  Works,  was  born  In  Somersetshire,  England,  April  9,  1872, 
his  parents  being  William  and  Jane  (l^oody)  King.  The  father  came  with  his  family 
to  the  United  States  In  1S7&  and  cast  in  his  lot  with  the  pioneer  settlers  ot  Wehstef 
county,  Nebraska.  There  his  son,  Thomas  King,  acquired,  a  common  school  education 
and  afterward  learned  the  blacksmith's  trade,  which  he  followed  in  Nebraska  and 
also  at  Cusick,  Washington.  He  was  likewise  employed  as  a  millwright  and  on  the 
22d  ot  August,  1910,  he  came  to  Sandpolnt,  Idaho,  where  be  established  the  King 
Brothers  Iron  Works,  which  later  became  the  King  Iron  Works.  He  conducts  a  ma- 
chine foundry  and  pattern  works  and  has  a  well  equipped  plant,  capable  of  turning 
out  any  kind  ot  machine  work,  his  establishment  being  the  largest  ot  the  character  in 
the  Panhandle.  He  is  also  proprietor  of  the  King  Garage  and  sells  Overland  cars  and 
White  tru^B. 

Mr.  King  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Minnie  Carroll  and  they  have  become 
the  parents  of  four  children;  Mrs.  Myrtle  Thorpe,  who  now  has  one  son,  Robert; 
Thomas;  Alma;  and  Lawrence.  Mr.  King  gives  his  political  allegiance  to  the  repub- 
lican party  and  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  city  council,  exercising  his  official  pre- 
rogatives in  support  of  all  plans  and  measures  for  the  general  good.  Enterprise  and 
industry  have  been  dominant  qualities  in  bis  career  and  have  won  him  substantial 
success  as  the  years  hare  passed.  He  started  out  In  lite  empty-handed,  buX  his  per- 
sistency of  purpose  and  ready  recognition  and  utilisation  of  opportunities  have  brought 
to  him  a  gratl^lng  measure  of  prosperity. 


JAMES  P.  MOON. 

James  P.  Moon,  who  met  with  some  financial  reverses  in  the  early  part  of  his 
business  career,  hut  has  surmounted  his  difficulties,  is  now  the  owner  (rf  a  valuable 
dairy  farm  adjoining  the  city  of  Meridian  on  the  south.  He  is  a  Tennesseean  by  birtb, 
born  in  James  county,  that  state,  June  20,  1S63,  and  is  a  son  of  John  D.  and  Sarah  C. 
(Williamson)  Moon,  the  former  ot  whom  was  a  farmer.  Both  parents  are  now  dead, 
passing  away  in  James  county,  Tennessee,  where  they  had  lived  the  greater  part  of 
their  lives. 

Mr.  Moon  is  one  of  a  family  of  seven  children,  four  smia  and  three  daughters,  hut  is 
the  only  one  living  in  this  state.  He  was  reared  on  his  father's  farm  in  Tennessee 
and  secured  his  early  education  in  the  schools  of  that  state,  later  entering  Carson 
College,  Jefferson  City,  Tennessee.  After  his  marriage  he  resided  on  a  farm  in  his 
native  county  and  operated  that  place  tor  three  years,  during  which  period  he  did 
very  well.  He  then  removed  to  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  where  he  engaged  in  the 
mercantile  business,  but  during  the  financial  panic  of  189S  he  lost  all  he  had  and 
virtually  had  to  commence  again  at  the  bottom. 

It  was  In  the  latter  year  that  Mr.  Moon  removed  to  Idaho  and  made  his  home  in 
Boise  tor  several  years.  Between  1905  and  1917,  be  was  state  Inspector  of  sheep, 
serving  under  five  different  governors,  who  were  politicaUy  affiliated  with  the  different 
parties  in  state  politics.  He  resigned  that  oBlce  in  1917  and  has  since  resided  In  the 
vicinity  of  Meridian,  Just  south  of  that  city.    His  first  land  was  an  eighty-acre  ranch. 
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I7I11K  one  mile  south  of  Meridian,  vbich  he  later  sold  at  a  very  subatantlal  profit  He 
then  Invested  In  e  thlrty-flve  acre  well  Improved  ranch  adjolnlne  Meridian  on  the 
sonth,  which  la  a  very  valuable  and  desirable  place.  In  making  this  purchase,  Mr. 
Moon  was  very  fortunate,  Inasmuch  as  he  secured  the  farm  at  a  remarkably  low  price. 
It  Is  now  regarded  as  one  of  the  best-kept  ranches  In  the  nelKhhorhood  of  Meridian.  He 
handles  none  but  the  best  grade  of  dairy  cattle,  and  his  success  along  this  line  has 
been  commensurate  with  his  enterprise. 

On  May  29,  I8ST,  Mr.  Moon  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Nannie  Louise  Blalr. 
alvo  a  native  of  James  county,  Tennessee,  who  wae  bora  within  six  miles  of  the  Moon 
homestead.  She  Is  a  daughter  of  Samuel  J.  and  Nancy  Louise  (Walker)  Blalr,  the 
former  of  whom  was  a  Baptist  preacher,  and  both  are  now  dead.  Mrs.  Hoon  was 
educated  In  the  Cleveland  Institute.  Tennessee,  and  In  Dalton  Female  College,  Oeorgla, 
graduating  from  the  latter  in  1884.  Of  the  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Hrs.  Mom,  tour 
an  living:  Ethel,  born  April  27,  188S.  who  became  the  wife  of  Archie  L.  Gray,  of 
Boise;  James  Eugene,  bom  November  2.  1892.  who  fs  married  and  resides  In  BoIm; 
John  Louis,  bom  October  12,  IBOl;  and  Homer  Maurice,  bora  Jtme  24,  1906.  The 
younger  children  are  with  their  parents.  There  are  two  grandchildren:  May  Looiae 
Moon  and  Dallas  Norman  Qray. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hoon  are  earnest  members  of  the  Baptist  church.  In  the  affairs  of 
which  tbey  take  a  prominent  part  Mr.  Hoon  Is  affiliated  with  the  Hodern  Woodmen. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  are  well  and  favorably  known  In  Ada  county,  where  tbey  are 
identified  with  all  social  and  cultural  movements  intended  tor  the  advancement  of  Uie 
community  In  which  they  make  their  home. 


DATID  FARMER. 

It  rarely  falls  to  the  lot  ot  the  chronicler  to  record  so  interesting  and,  in  many 
reepecta,  unique  career  as  that  which  stands,  to  the  credit  of  David  Farmer,  now 
engaged  in  ranching  about  three  miles  northwest  of  Uerldlan,  Idaho,  but  In  the  days 
ot  his  young  manhood,  a  pioneer  miner  ot  Owyhee  county,  this  state.  While  still 
Interested  in  mining  projects,  his  main  business  consists  in  the  operation  of  his  ranch. 

Mr.  Farmer  was  born  in  the  San  Pete  valley,  Utah,  July  6,  1862,  and  is  a  son  of 
James  Farmer,  a  native  of  Bngtnad,  who  came  to  the  United  States  as  a  conrert  to  the 
Mormon  church,  wblle  yet  a  young  man.  On  arriving  in  this  country  in  1B6S,  he 
Immediately  proceeded  to  Utah  and  was  married  in  that  state.  His  wife  also  was  a 
native  of  England  and  came  to  America  as  a  Mormon  convert  in  18GG.  She  landed 
at  New  Orleans,  then  proceeded  up  the  MisBtssippl  and  Missouri  rivers  to  where  Omaha 
now  stands,  but  In  that  day  there  were  only  two  cabins  on  the  site  of  the  city.  She 
crossed  the  plains  with  a  wagon  train  to  Utah,  her  future  husband  having  preceded 
her.  In  1856  they  were  married  and  became  the  parents  ot  seven  children — all  sons— 
ot  whom  David  is  the  third  child.  Ot  these  children,  three  are  now  living:  Jamea,  a 
resident  ot  Utah;  William,  living  near  Meridian,  and  David. 

The  father  had  the  distinction  of  being  one  ot  the  pioneer  settlers  (^  the  San 
Pete  valley,  Utah,  and  was  one  ot  its  most  uselul  and  progressive  dtlsens.  He  wit- 
nessed the  gradual  growth  and  development  of  the  district  In  which  he  resided  and 
devoted  much  ot  his  time  In  the  early  days  to  assisting  parties  in  making  a  survey 
ot  Utah,  southern  Idaho,  and  eastern  Nevada.  He  died  in  Utah  about  twenty  years 
aga  His  widow  is  still  living,  now  in  her  eighty-sixth  year,  and  is  stIU  hale  and 
vigorous,  considering  her  age.  She  resides  with  a  granddaughter,  weat  ot  Meridian, 
Idaho,  and  not  far  from  the  home  of  her  son  David. 

When  David  Farmer  was  two  years  old.  he  accompanied  his  parents  to  south- 
western Nevada,  where  his  father  was  interested  in  salt  mining  tor  about  three  years. 
One  ot  the  earliest  matters  to  be  Impressed  on  the  memory  of  David  Farmer  was  an 
attack  on  the  fort  In  which  the  family  lived  by  some  five  hundred  Apache  Indians, 
all  mounted  on  horseback,  decorated  with  war  paint,  bnt  nude  and  all  armed  with  bows 
and  arrows.  Surrounding  the  tort,  the  savages  kept  up  their  interminable  "war 
whoops,"  punctuated  by  the  constant  firing  of  arrows  on  the  small  band  ot  white  men, 
wcHuen  and  children,  numbering  about  thirty  persons,  who  had  gathered  at  the  tort  for 
protection.  A  few  rifle  shots  from  the  white  men,  discharged  through  port  holes,  ao 
frightened  the  Indians  that  they  soon  signalled  tor  a  truce  or  parley,  which  was  Im- 
mediately held,  and  the  savages  agreed  to  withdraw  in  consideration  ot  receiving  some 
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trinkets  and  flour.  Ip.  1867.  while  tbe  Cunily  were  still  residing  In  tbe  tort.  It  was 
entirely  destn^ed  by  Ore,  and  the  occnpants  were  left  (or  a  time  without  food  or 
shelter.  Finally,  a  freeh  supply  of-proTlslons  was  brought  from  the  nearest  trading 
point,  nearly  one  hundred  miles  distant.  During  this  eventful  period,  David  E'anner'a 
mother  spun  yam  and  wove  cloth  on  her  own  spinning  wheel  and  loom  from  cotton 
which  was'  grown  near  the  fort,  and  she  was  thus  enabled  to  fceep  herself  and  her 
family  In  clothing.  It  was  here  that  David  Farmer  recelred  bla  first  lessons  in  a  crude, 
one-room  adobe  bouse,  built  of  willows  and  mud.  The  teacher  set  his  penmanship 
copy  near  the  school  house  in  tbe  sand  and  the  children  used  their  flngere  to  make  the 
letters  of  the  alphabeL  Blackboards,  pens  and  pencils  were  entirely  foreign  to  the 
requirements  of  the  pedagogue  and  his  pupils  at  tbat  time. 

In  1S69  the  Farmer  family  removed  to  St.  Oeorge  in  southern  Utah,  and  Uiere,  late 
in  tbe  same  year,  when  he  was  seven  years  old,  David  Farmer  wltnesaed  the  laying 
of  tbe  cornerstone  by  Brlghttn  Young  of  the  first  Mormon  temple  that  was  ever  erected. 
In  1S70  the  family  removed  to  the  Sevier  valley,  Utah,  where  David  spent  his  youth 
and  completed  hia  education,  reaching  the  fifth  grade  in  the  schocris  of  Mtmroe,  and  i 
In  arithmetic  getting  as  far  as  common  fractions.  At  the  early  age  of  thirteen,  he 
became  what  was  known  as  a  pony  mall  rider.  In  1879,  while  still  engaged  at  that 
hasardons  undertaking,  be  snow-shoed  across  tbe  Wasatch  mountains  to  carry  the 
mall  to  mining  and  cattle  camps,  which  otberwise  would  be  shut  off  from  the  outside 
world.  In  1880,  he  assisted  In  the  preliminary  survey  of  the  Denver  A  Rio  Grande 
Railroad  In  western  dolorado  and  eastern  Utah.  He  next  became  ideatlfled  with 
mining  pursuits,  whl^  be  followed  In  Utah,  Nevada,  Idaho  and  California,  tor  many  ' 
years,  ultiMately  coming  to  Silver  City,  this  state,  in  1S85,  still  pursuing  his  mining 
operations.  In  that  city  he  helped  to  stake  off  the  DeLamar  mines  In  1S87,  and  In 
tbe  following  year  be  helped  to  locate  the  Banner  mine  there.  In- 1898,  while  still  at 
Sliver  City,  be  was  tbe  miners'  candidate  for  the  office  of  state  mine  Inspector,  but 
In  the  election  which  followed  be  was  defeated,  though  he  carried  every  mining  county 
In  tbe  state,  For  tbe  past  twenty  years  Mr.  Farmer  has  resided  in  the  vicinity  of 
Meridian,  engaged  principally  at  ranching.  In  1907  he  settled  on  bis  present  farm, 
which  was  then  all  sagebrush,  but  with  characteristic  energy  and  industry  be  speedily 
Improved  bis  holding,  which  is  now  one  of  the  best  kept  places  in  Ada  county. 

In  August,  1897,  at  Boise,  Idaho,  Mr.  Farmer  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mrs.  Harle 
(Sinclair)  Shrives,  who  was  bom  In  England  January  4,  1864,  and  came  to  this  country 
about  1S9G  when  a  widow.  They  have  become  the  parents  of  four  children:  Albert 
Edward,  bom  January  1,  1898;  Roy,  June  22,  1S99;  Harry,  January  26,  1903;  and 
Maude  Ruby,  May  11,  1905.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fanner  are  earnest  members  of  the  Con- 
gregational church.  He  has  been  an  active  democrat  all  bis  life  and  was  the  party 
candidate  for  the  state  legislature  in  1916.  but  was  defeated,  tbe  county  being  largely 
republican.  He  has  always  been  Interested  In  education  and  served  for  several  years 
on  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Roosevelt  school  in  his  district.  He  is  sitll  a  member 
and  was  formet'iy  clerk  of  the  board.  Mr,  Farmer  enjoys  the  confidence  of  all  who 
know  blm.  He  la  regarded  aa  a  leader  In  community  affairs,  and  his  counsel  and  advice 
are  frequently  sought  in  matters  of  local  Import. 


MBLVIN  ZION  DAVIDSON. 

Melvln  Zlott  Davidson,  now  living  practically  retired  from  active  farm  work,  Is 
a  pioneer  rancher  of  Ada  county,  living  near  Meridian.  He  came  to  Idaho  from  Mis- 
souri fn  1900  and  has  since  resided  near  Meridian,  first  on  a  place  of  eighty  acres, 
lying  three  and  one-half  miles  southeast  of  Meridian,  a  ranch  he  still  owns,  but  since 
March,  1919,  he  has  been  living  on  a  ten-acre  ranch  located  at  the  soutbeastem  limits 
of  Meridian.  ^ 

Mr.  Davidson  was  born  In  Scott  county,  Virginia,  December  10.  1858,  a  son  of 
James  and  Mary  B.  (Darton)  Davidson.  Tbe  father  served  In  the  Confederate  army 
during  the  Civil  war  and  was  wounded  in  oue  of  tbe  numerous  engagements  in  which 
be  participated.  He  was  also  taken  prisoner  and  died  of  his  wound  at  Camp  Chase, 
Columbus.  Oblo,  In  186li,  lust  before  tbe  close  of  hostilities.  His  widow  survived  him 
for  many  years,  her  death  occurring  In  1892.  at  an  advanced  age.  Melvln  Z.  Davidson 
Is  the  youngest  of  their  eleven  children,  six  sons  and  five  daughters,  of  whom  tkree 
sons  and  three  daughters  are  now  living. 
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On  Hay  IT,  1S77,  In  Virginia,  Mr.  Davidson  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Lucr 
Jane  ColllngB,  also  a  satire  of  Scott  county,  bom  September  IS,  1362.  Her  fattier, 
LeonidaB  ColllngB,  served  as  a  soldier  In  the  Confederate  anny  during  tbe  Civil  war 
and  died  of  slckneas  while  In  the  service.  In  1S89,  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Davidaon  left  Virginia 
and  removed  westward  to  Cass  county,  Missouri,  and  lived  on  a  farm  in  that  county 
for  several  years.  In  1900  tbey  came  to  Idaho,  taking  ap  residence  on  the  eighty-acre 
ranch  near  Meridian  In  Ada  county,  the  place  at  that  time  being  practically  all  sage- 
bmsh.  Mr.  Davidson  immediately  proceeded  to  improve  and  deTel<Hi  tbe  ranch,  which 
In  a  short  time  he  had  In  good  shape,  and  here  be  continued  to  reside  for  nineteen 
years.  He  purcliased  the  ranch  for  twenty-flve  dollars  an  acre  and  has  refused  three 
hnndred  dollars  an  acre  for  it 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  DavidsiKi  are  the  parents  of  six  children:  William  B.,  a  well  luiown 
attorney,  of  Boise;  Ethel,  who  became  tbe  wife  of  Ferry  O.  Lewis;  Nancy  V.,  the  wife 
of  W.  L.  Teeter;  Robert  Herschel,  a  farmer:  A.  Harold,  also  a  farmer;  and  Carl  Melvln. 
Robert  H.  Davidson  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  war. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davidson  are  earnest  members  of  the  First  Methodist  church  at 
Meridian,  on  the  board  of  which  he  serves.  In  former  years,  he  served  on  the  Locust 
Orove  sdiool  board  and  was  chairman  of  that  board  when  the  present  two-story  brick 
school  bouse  was  built  southeast  of  Meridian.  He  has  always  been  a  friend  of  and 
a  firm  believer  in  educatloD,  and  has  provided  bis  children  with  the  best  educational 
facilities  that  were  to  be  had.  Be  Is  a  supporter  of  the  democratic  party  bat  has  never 
held  a-ny  public  offlce  of  a  political  character,  nor  has  be  ever  ran  for  oOlce. 


JOHN  H.  QAKBy. 


John  H.  Qakey,  a  well  known  and  prosperous  citizen  of  Boise,  now  living  retired 
from  the  active  affairs  of  life,  Is  one  of  the  pioneer  cltliens  of  this  part  of  Idaho,  having 
come  here  In  18S2  from  Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  and  In  the  Intervening  years  be  has 
been  a  witness  to  and  a  participant  In  the  remarkable  growth  and  development  of  the 
state.  He  was  a  youth  of  about  nineteen  when  he  first  settled  In  this  state  and  has 
resided  continuously  in  Boise,  with  tbe  exception  of  a  brief  period  spent  on  his  ranch 
on  the  highway  between  Meridian  and  Nampo. 

Mr.  Oakey  was  born  In  FVeeport,  Stepbenson  county,  Illinois,  December  IT,  1863, 
a  son  of  John  and  Teressa  (AUbright)  Gakey.  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Germany. 
They  were  married  In  that  country  in'  1862  and  two  days  later  they  started  for  the 
United  States,  forming  part  of  a  colony  of  sixty  who  on  arriving  in  this  country  went 
directly  to  Freeport,  nilnois.  Mrs.  Qakey  died  In  1918  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  elghty-sIx 
years,  being  the  last  surviving  member  of  that  colony.  Her  husband  passed  away  about 
twenty  years  ago. 

John  H.  Oakey  was  the  fourth  child  born  to  his  parents.  Two  brothers  and  three 
sisters  live  In  Illinois  and  one  brother  In  Brownsville,  Texas,  while  two  other  girls 
of  the  family  are  now  deceased.  Mr.  Gakey  was  apprenticed  to  the  butcher's  trade  In 
Freeport,  Illinois,  beginning  at  the  age  of  ten  years  and  terminating  his  period  of 
servitude  when  he  was  fourteen  years  old.  Tbe  only  education  he  had  tbe  opportunity 
to  secure  was.  during  three  months  of  each  winter  in  a  German  parochial  school,  . 
between  the  ages  of  elgfht  and  twelve  years.  At  tbe  age  of  fourteen, 'when  his  approi- 
ticeship  was  terminated,  be  became  possessed  of  the  western  fever  and  ran  away  from 
home,  making  his  way  to  Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  paying  the  expenses  of  tbe  Journey  by 
acting  as  helper  with  two  carloads  of  horses  which  were  en  route.  He  spent  three 
years  at  Cheyenne,  worttlng  at  the  butcher's  trade,  and  at  the  end  of  that  period  he 
returned  to  Freeport,  Illinois,  for  a  short  visit  to  his  parents,  who  had  no  knowledge 
of  his  wheareabouts  during  tbe  three  years.  After  a  brief  sojourn  In  Freeport,  Mr. 
Oakey  again  set  out  for  tbe  west  with  Idaho  as  his  destination  and  be  Anally  reached 
Boise,  the  Oregon  Short  Line  taking  him  to  Olenns  Ferry,  while  the  remainder  of  the 
Jonmey  was  made  by  means  of  a  six-horse  stage.  At  the  time  of  his  arrival,  Boise  was 
a  mere  hamlet,  consisting  of  a  handful  of  wooden  buildings.  Here  he  worked  at  bis 
trade  In  the  one  meat  market  which  Boise  boasted,  the  market  being  owned  by  Bran- 
stetter  ft  Oess,  the  former  being  Clay  Branstetter,  a  well  known  pioneer,  who  is  still 
living.  Mr.  Qakey  worked  in  this  market  tor  five  years,  and  while  thus  engaged  he 
filed  on  a  homestead  of  ninety-three  acres,  the  same  being  part  of  what  Is  known  at 
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OoTemment  Island.  Later  be  located  on  blarancli  and  proceeded  to  Improve  and 
develop  it,  bringing  tbe  place  into  good  shape,  but  he  finally  sold  it. 

In  1890  Mr.  Gake7  embarked  In  the  sheep  busineea,  buying  a  half  Interest  la  a 
flock  of  flfty-«even  hnndred  sheep,  his  share  ot  tbe  cost  being  two  and  coieJialf  dotlara 
per  head.  He  had  as  a  partner,  E*rank  Corbua,  a  former  pioneer.  He  folloved  the 
sheep  buBlneas  tor  about  twenty  yeaisi  having  as  many  as  lourtaen  thousand  head  at 
one  time,  and  in  spite  ot  the  low  prices  then  prevailing  he  made  money.  He  often  sold 
ewes  as  low  as  one  dollar  per  head  and  sold  wool  at  five  cents  per  pound.  He  retired 
from  the  sheep  business  In  I91D.  Belore  this  he  had  purchased  a  two  hundred  acre 
ranch  midway  between  Meridian  and  Nampa,  the  place  being  still  in  his  possesslcm. 
By  industry  and  hard  work*  he  converted  It  into  one  of  the  finest  and  best  improved 
ranchea  in  the  Boise  valley.  His  only  son,  John  V.,  who  is  married,  now  resides  on  the 
place.  Although  Mr.  Qakey  has  almost  steadily  lived  In  Boise,  he  has  made  his  ranch 
pay  a  good  dividend.  He  has  acquired  other  lands  In  the  Boise  valley,  and  these 
have  been  improved  and  developed,  one  of  them  being  now  occupied  by  a  married 
daughter  and  the  other  by  a  relative, 

Mr.  Gakey  has  been  twice  married,  each  marriage  taking  place  in  Boise,  tlie  first 
being  in  1SE6  to  Martha  Elizabeth  Baker,  who  was  born  In  Walla  Walla,  Washington, 
but  was  reared  In  Boise  from  girlhood.  She  passed  away  January  3,  1911,  leaving  three 
children,  namely:  Mrs.  Vera  Goble.  John  V.  Qakey,  and  Helen  E.  Gakey,  now  a 
student  in  the  University  of  California,  having  previously  graduated  from  St.  Teresa's 
Academy,  Boise.  In  May,  191S,  Mr.  Qakey  married  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lynch,  ot  Boise, 
who  bas  two  daughters  by  a  former  marriage,  Sarah  and  Frances  Lynch,  the  former 
ot  whom  Is  a  student  In  the  University  of  California.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gakey  and  their 
family  are  earnest  members  ot  the  Catholic  chaixb  and  to  its  benefices  they  are  liberal 
subscribers.    He  Is  a  member  of  the  Elks  and  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 


FRANK  O.   JOHNSON. 

Frank  0.  Johnson,  the  owner  of  a  valuable  dairy  farm  of  sixty  acres  located  within 
one-halt  mile  ot  Meridian,  Idaho,  was  bom  In  Iowa.  November  I,  1881,  a  son  of  Andrew 
T.  and  Selma  Josephine  (Gustovason)  Johnson,  both  natives  of  Sweden,  where  they 
were  married  in  1869,  but  Immediately  thereafter  emigrated  to  the  United  States. 
Shortly  after  their  arrival  in  this  country,  they  went  to  Chicago  and  were  in  tbat  city 
at  the  time  of  the  big  Are,  following  which  they  removed  to  Bo<Hie  county,  Iowa,  and 
later  to  Cherokee  county,  that  state,  where  Andrew  T.  Johnson  was  engaged  at  farming. 
After  residing  In  the  latter  county  tor  some  time,  the  family  returned  to  Boone 
county,  where  the  mother  died  January  '11.  1919,  and  there  the  father  still  lives,  now 
In  his  eightieth  year.  '  / 

Frank  0.  Johnson  was  reared  on  bis  father's  farm  In  Iowa  and  was  educated  In 
the  schools  of  that  state.  He  attended  tbe  Capital  City  Commercial  College,  at  Des 
Molnee,  and  while  there  met  his  future  wife.  Bessie  Cole,  to  whom  he  was  united  In 
marriage  June  6.  1906,  tbe  ceremony  taking  place  at  Clarks,  Nebraska.  Mrs.  Johnson 
is  a  daughter  ot  John  Henry  and  Addle  (Dunham)  Cole,  the  former  a  railroad  man 
and  farmer.    He  and  his  wife  now  reside  in  Ada  county,  near  Beatty  Station, 'Idaho. 

For  two  years  following  his  marriage.  Mr.  Johnson  lived  In  Iowa,  engaged  In 
farming,  but  in  1908  he  and  his  wife  removed  to  Idaho,  settled  In  Nampa,  where  he 
engaged  In  the  grocery  business  for  two  years.  In  1910  he  returned  to  Nebraska,  where 
he  followed  farming  for  two  years,  but  he  again  came  to  Idaho,  settling  In  Boise 
valley  In  1912.  In  the  neighborhood  of  Meridian  be  farmed  for  one  year  and  then 
removed  to  Ogden,  Utah,  wberc  he  spent  about  a  year  in  the  grocery  business,  after 
which  he  again  returned  to  Boise  and  has  since  been  farming  near  Meridian. 

Id  the  fall  of  191S,  Mr.  Johnson  acquired  his  present  fine  dairy  farm,  and  now  baa 
a  herd  of  Holstein  cattle,  about  forty  head  In  all,  three.fourths  of  which  are  registered 
stock.  Mr.  Johnson  has  been  one  of  the  principal  Holstein -Free  Ian  exhibitors  at  tbe 
Idaho  State  Fair  tor  several  years.  In  1919  he  exhibited  and  won  tbe  senior  and  grand 
championship  with  one  ot  his  herd— Viola  Shadeland  Prlneesa  Katie  No.  340600— a 
oow  ot  his  own  raising,  now  seven  years  old.  The  herd  Is  headed  by  two  fine  registered 
males.  The  dairy  la  equipped  with  every  modem  convenience  essential  to  efficiency 
and  successful  operation  and  from  it  Mr.  Johnson  Is  deriving  a  handsome  competence. 

Mr.  and  Mra.  Johnson  are  the  parents  of  three  children:     Charles  Lowell,  bom 
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NOT«mb«r  29,  ISOS;  William  Emorr,  October  16,  1910;  and  Ijontta  Joeeptalna,  June 
17,  1913.  The  tamllj'  are  earnest  members  of  the  CraigreKatlonal  clinrch.  In  the  affaire 
of  wblcta  they  take  a  practical  interest.  Mr.  Johnson  Is  a  tblrty-eecond  degree  Mason 
and  a  Noble  of  the  Mystic  Sbrlne  and  Is  also  a  member  of  the  Modern  Woo«tan«n. 
Mrs.  Jobneon  is  a  member  of  the  Eastern  Star.  Botb  give  tbelr  political  support  to 
the  republican  party,  whose  policies  and  principles  they  warmly  eepome. 


JOHN  V.  GAKEY. 


John  V.  Oahey  Is  a  prominent  and  progressive  young  farmer,  at  present  managing 
an  extensive  and  valuable  ranch  of  about  two  hundred  acres,  located  four  miles 
west  of  Meridian.  Idaho,  the  place  being  still  In  the  possession  of  bis  father.  He 
Is  a  native  of  Idaho,  born  in  Boise,  September  26,  1891,  and  the  only  rod  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  John  H.  Gakey.  The  father,  who  is  a  well  known  and  wealthy  pioneer 
of  Idaho,  acquired  the  ranch  now  managed  by  hie  son  about  t^enty-flve  years  ago 
and  Is  living  retired  from  active  Identlflcatlon  with  the  farm.  He  resides  ib  Boise, 
where  he  Is  held  In  high  esteem  by  all  claases  of  clttieas.  Further  reference  to 
him  will  be  found  on  another  page  of  this  work. 

John  V.  Oakey,  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  reared  In  Boise  and  secured  his 
early  education  In  the  public  schools  of  that  city,  later  entering  Columbia  University, 
Portland,  Oregon,  where  be  remained  for  five  years.  On  leaving  that  Institution 
at  the  age  at  nineteen  years,  he  returned  to  Boise  and  found  employment  In  the 
mailing  department  of  the  Idaho  Statesman,  remaining  there  for  five  years.  While 
thus  engaged,  Mr.  Gakey  was  married  In  Boise,  August  23,  1916,  to  Miss  Rhoda  N. 
Drake,  who  was  born  in  Montana,  December  2E,  189S,  a  daughter  of  Thomas  and 
Mildred  (Bents)  Drake.     Mrs.  Qakey  has  been  a  resident  of  Idaho  since  1901. 

In  1916,  Mr.  Oakey  took  up  bis  residence  on  the  large  ranch  owned  by  hit 
father,  located  between  Nampa  and  Meridian,  and  took  full  charge  of  the  same. 
Under  his  capable  direction  the  place  has  been  worked  to  advantage.  It  Is  one 
of  the  most  valuable  farms  In  this  part  of  the  state,  and  Mr.  Gakey  has  applied  his 
efforts  to  Its  development  and  Improvement  along  scientific  Hues,  it  being  now  In 
excellent  shape.  Being  the  onfy  son.  It  is  probable  that  the  ranch  will  revert  to 
him  in  course  of  time. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gskey  have  become  the  parents  of  two  children:  John  V.,  bom 
May  11,  1918;  and  Helen  Mildred,  March  16,  1920.  Mr.  Oakey  supports  the 
republican  party  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Elks. 


MILTON  8.  LaPOLLETTE. 


Milton  S.  LaFollette,  who  has  lived  In  the  northwest  during  the  greater  part 
of  his  life  and  was  formerly  engaged  at  mining  but  is  now  residing  on  a  small 
but  valuable  ranch,  located  a  short  distance  west  of  Meridian,  is  a  native  of 
Missouri,  born  in  Mercer  county.  May  10,  1851,  but  since  1S,73  has  resided  In 
this  section  of  the  country.  His  parents,  George  W.  and  Letltia  (Robertson) 
LaFollette.  were  natives  of  Hardin  county,  Kentucky,  where  the  former  was  bom 
Hay  10.  ISIO.  He  followed  farming  throughout  his  active  life.  The  parents 
weie  married  In  Kentucky  but  some  years  later  removed  to  Missouri,  where  their 
last  days  were  spent. 

HlUon  S.  LaFollette  was  reared  on  his  father's  farm  In  Missouri  and  secured 
his  early  education  In  the  schools  of  Mercer  county,  that  sUte,  remaining  on  the 
home  place  until  he  was  twenty-two  years  old.  In  1873  he  set  ont  for  the  northwest, 
making  his  first  stop  in  MonUna,  where  for  the  ensuing  twenty  years  he  was 
engaged  at  mining  and  ranching,  and  while  engaged  in  these  hardy  occupatloofl, 
laid  the  foundations  of  bis  future  prosperity.  In  the  meantime  he  had  married 
and  had  acquired  a  homestead  In  the  district  known  as  Judith  basin  in  Montana, 
where  he  lived  with  hla  family  until  1893. 

On  August  18,  1876,  In  Deer  Lodge  county,  Montana,  Mr.  LaFollette  was  united 
In  marriage  to  Mary  Elisabeth  Hatfield,  who  was  born  In  Lawrence  county,  Missouri, 
August  7,  1S68.  a  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Mary  Jaim    (Woods)   Hatfield.     The* 
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continued  to  reside  on  the  homestead  ia  Montana  until  1894;  when  tber  came  to 
Idaho,  where  for  tbs  next  ten  years  they  resided  at  different  points  In  the  Bohm 
valley.  Their  next  move  was  to  the  state  of  Washington,  where  they  remained 
for  twelve  rears,  at  the  end-  of  that  period  returning  to  Idaho.  In  1917,  Mr. 
LaPoltette  purchased  the  ranch  near  Meridian  on  which  the  family  now  resides, 
and  he  gives  much  time  to  its  care  and  development,  it  being  regarded  as  one  of 
the  best  kept  places  in  the  neighborhood. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  LaFoUette  are  the  parents  of  six  children,  as  follows:  Ella,  the 
wife  of  Leonard  Hart,  of  Alberta,  Canada;  Yllenna,  the  wife  of  Daniel  Boyd,  of 
Seattle,  Washington;  Viola,  twin  BlBter  of  Yllenna  aild  the  wife  of  Frank  A.  Clark,  of 
Ada  county;  Francis  Edward,  a  resident  of  Bpokane;  Walter,  of  Oakland,  California, 
a  veteran  of  the  World  war,  having  served  In  France  with  the  American  army  and 
was  twice  wounded;  and  Oeorgla,  who  Is  now  studying  law  in  Columbia  University, 
New  York.  All  have  left  the  parental  roof  but  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  LaFoUette  realdee 
their  granddaughter  Jessie  May  Clark. 

Ur.  and  Mrs.  LaFolIette  take  a  prominent  part  In  the  affairs  of  the  Methodist 
church,  of  which  they  are  lifelong  members.  They  give  their  nndlvided  support 
to  the  democratic  party  and  are  warm  adherents  of  Its  principles.  Mr.  LaFol1ett« 
is  a  relative  of  Senator  Robert  H.  LaFolIette,  the  well  known  Wisconsin  statesman, 
who  has  been  prominent  In  American  politics  for  many  years. 


THOMAS  W.  POTTER. 

Thomas  W.  Potter,  who  since  taking  up  residence  In  Ada  county,  has  been  actively 
engaged  in  carrying  on  farming  operations,  lives  four  miles  southeast  of  Meridian  on 
an  eighty  acre  ranch,  given  over  to  the  cultivation  of  hay  and  grain  and  also  to  dairy 
purposes.  He  was  bom  In  Atchison  county,  MlBsoori,  January  30,  1SS4,  a  son  of  Israel 
Milton  and  Nancy  (Hlxson)  Potter,  farming  people,  and  a  brother  of  Ralph  B.  Potter; 
reference  to  whom  Is  made  on  another  page  of  this  work.    The  mother  died  in  Missonrl. 

Thomas  W.  Potter  was  reared  on  his  father's  farm  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  to 
which  state  the  parents  had  removed  from  Iowa,  and  he  was  educated  in  the  schools  of 
that  connty.  When  he  was  seventeen  years  old.  he  accompanied  his  father  to  Oklahoma 
and  spent  his  early  manhood  partly  in  that  state  and  partly  in  Kansas,  engaged  In  ag- 
ricultural pursuits.  Id  1911  he  decided  to  try  his  fortune  In  Idaho,  and  since  that 
year  he  has  been  farming  In  Ada  county,  operating  rented  land  for  the  greater  part  of 
the  time.  In  1919  he  purchased  his  present  ranch  of  eighty  acres,  which  he  secured  at 
a  reasonable  price  and  Is  now  considered  to  be  worth  much  more.  Mr.  Potter  Is  con- 
centrating his  time  and  efforts  to  the  development  of  this  fann,  which  constitutes  one 
of  the  attractive  and  well  kept  ranches  of  the  Meridian  neighborhood. 

On  December  24,  1913,  Mr.  Potter  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Almira  Lindsay, 
a  native  of  Oregon,  born  June  27,  1S93,  and  a  daughter  of  William  and  Lydia  (Ransler) 
Lindsay,  both  now  living  near  Yost  Station,  Idaho.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Potter  have  become  the 
parents  of  two  children:  Howard  Lindsay,  born  May  1,  1915.  and  Edith,  August  23, 
191S. 

Mr.  Potter  gives  nnsUnted  support  to  the  repnblican  party  but  has  never  been 
a  seeker  after  public  office,  preferring  to  devote  his  attention  to  his  agricultural  In- 
tersets.    He  Is  a  member  of  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  America. 


LAWSON  R.  HARTMAN. 

The  well  deserved  reputation  which  Ada  county  enjoys  as  a  great  agricultural 
district,  and  the  possibilities  of  productivity  owing  to  the  fertility  of  its  soil,  came 
to  ttie  notice  of  Lawson  R.  Hartman,  who  is  now  the  owner  of  a.  well  kept  dairy 
ranch  of  forty  acres,  located  about  three  miles  southeast  of  Meridian.  He  Is  a 
native  of  Clinton  county,  Ohio,  bom  March  28,  1873,  and  Is  a  son  of  George  W. 
and  Clara  (Smith)  Hartman.  'The  father  has  devoted  his  life  to  agricultural 
puTsuits  and  ho  and  hiB  wife  are  now  residents  of  Missouri. 

In  1879,  Lawson  R.  Hartman,  when  six  yean  old,  accompanied  his  parents 
from  their  home  in  Ohio  to  Monroe  connty,  Missouri,  where  he  was  reared  on  his 
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father's  [arm  and  educated  In  ttie  schools  of  the  couoty.  While  llvinc  there  Mr. 
Hartnikn  met  and  mKirled  Ina  B.  Hartmsn,  on  December  26,  IBOI.  She  was  bom 
in  Monroe  county,  MlBSonrl,  Hay  23,  1886,  a  daughter  of  Charles  and  Alice  (Patton) 
Hartman,  well  known  citizens  and  prosperous  farmlns  people  of  that  part  of  the 
state. 

For  some  five  rears  after  his  marriage.  Mr.  Hartman  followed  farming  In 
Missouri,  but  In  1906  he  decided  to  come  west  and  selected  Idaho  as  a  good  place 
wherein  to  settle.  '  Accordlnglr,  In  that  year  be  and  his  wife  came  to  this  state 
and  bought  bib  present  ranch  of  forty  acres  near  Meridian,  which  he  carries  on  as 
a  dairy  farm.  He  has  given  diligent  attention  to  the  development  of  his  place, 
the  fruits  of  bis  labors  being  visible  in  its  well  kept  condition,  with  resultant 
financial  advantage. 

One  daughter  has  been  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hartman:  Helen,  whose  birth 
occurred  Novetaber  14,  I90S.  She  Is  now  a  pnpll  in  Meridian  high  school.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hartman  are  earnest  Christian  people,  he  attends  the  Church  of  the  Nasarene, 
and  his  wife  la  a  member  of  the  Methodist  church.  He  la  a  member  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  both  belong  to  the  Qrange. 


JESS  DDNN. 

Jees  Dunn  Is  a  self-made  man  who  deserves  much  credit  for  what  be  has  accom- 
plished. He  Is  now  engaged  in  the  life  insurance  business,  with  offices  at  Boise  and 
at  Bnbl,  and  he  Is  also  connected  with  live  stock  raising.  He  was  bom  In  Iowa,  Feb- 
ruary 13,  1881,  and  Is  a  son  of  William  and  Mary  B.  (Higglns)  Dunn,  both  of  whom 
were  natives  of  that  state,  whence  they  removed  to  Colorado  In  1889,  there  residing 
for  three  years.  They  aftef-ward  became  residents  of  Kansas  and  still  later  took  np 
their  abode  In  Oklahoma,  where  both  the  father  and  mother  continued  to  reside  until 
called  to  their  final  rest.  Their  family  numbered  five  children,  of  whom  three  are 
yet  living. 

Jess  Dunn  spent  the  first  fifteen  years  of  his. lite  under  the  parental  roof  and 
during  that  period  attained  a  district  school  education.  He  then  left  home  and  has 
since  been  dependent  npon  his  own  resources.  Step  by  step  he  has  progressed  In  the 
business  world  and  Is  now  a  well  known  figure  In  Insurance  circles,  being  at  the  pres- 
ent time  district  manager  for  the  Idaho  State  Life  Insurance  Company,  a  position 
which  he  has  occupied  lor  four  years.  He  thoroughly  understands  every  phase  of  tbe 
Insurance  bualness,  and  his  close  application,  his  energy  and  enterprise  are  dominant 
elements  In  winning  for  blm  his  present-day  success.  As  opportunity  has  offered  he 
has  made  judicious  investment  In  real  estate  and  Is  now  tbe  owner  of  eztenrive 
property  holdings  in  Boise,  He  also  has  two  nice  farms  in  this  vicinity  from  which 
he  derives  a  substantial  annual  Income.

He  prefers  that  his  publ'c  duties  shall  be  done  as  a  private  citlien 
and  he  concentrates  his  efforts  and  attention  upon  his  business  affairs,  which  have 
been  wisely 'directed  and  have  brought  him  to  an  enviable  position  among  the  repre- 
sentatives of  life  insurance  In  Boise.

John  H.  Cole,  tbe  owner  of  a  frnlt  ranch  which  he  has  been  conducting  with 
considerable  success  since  he  acquired  It  In  1915,  Is  a  Hooaler.  his  birth  taking 
place  In  New  Albany,  Indiana,  April  14,  1851.  and  he  Is  a  son  of  John  F.  and 
Mary  Elizabeth  (Oothrop)  Cole.  Throughout  his  active  life,  the  father  engaged 
in  farming.     He  served  with  the  Union  forces  during  the  ClvU  war;   was  a  par- 
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Uclpant  In  many  Important  engagements  and  was  vltb  Oaneral  Sherman  on  bto 
famous  march  to  the  sea.  His  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Thomas  Gothrop,  a  Dative 
of  England,  who  eerred  In  the  War  of  1812. 

When  John  H.  Cole  was  twelve  years  old,  his  parents  removed  to  a  farm  in 
Scott  county,  Minnesota,  where  the  family  resided  while  the  father  was  qervltts 
with  the  Union  army.  In  1871,  when  twenty  years  of  age,  he  removed  to  Merrick 
county,  Nebraska,  and  after  a  short  time  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Union  Pacific 
Railroad,  remaining  with  that  company  for  fifteen  years,  being  for  k  large  part  of 
tliat  time  engaged  as  a  bridge  carpenter  and  foreman.  In  the  meantime  he  was 
married  June  6,  1877,  to  Addle  Belle  Dunham,  who  was  bom  In  Jackson  connty, 
Iowa,  January  20.  1862,  a  daughter  of  John  and  Blishla  (Blair)  Dunham.  Mr 
Dunham,  who  was  a  captain  in  a  Iowa  regiment,  served  with  tbe  Pederal  army 
la  the  Civil  war  from  1862  to  186E.  He  was  a  native  ot  Pennsyltania,  while  his 
wife  was  horn  in  New  York  state. 

After  his  marriage  In  1877,  Mr.  Cole  resided  in  Nebraska  for  some  years,  later 
going  to  Wyoming  and  Utah,  where  his  railroad  work  took  talm.  At  the  end  of 
flfteen  years  connection  with  the  railroad,  be  took  up  farming  in  Nebraska,  where 
be  rem&ined  until  1908,  In  that  year  moving  to  a  farm  near  Nampa,  Idaho,  where 
he  planted  an  orchard,  which  he  carried  on  with  success  for  a  time  and  then  sold. 
He  then  moved  to  a  ranch  at  McDermott,  Ada  county,  and  early  in  191G  he  took 
over  his  present  orchard  ranch  near  ^eatty  Station.  It  consists  of  sixty  acres,  fifty- 
two  acres  being  an  apple-bearing  orchard,  chiefly  devoted  to  Jonathans  and  Rome 
Beauties.  In  this  line  Mr.  Cole  hss  been  doing  very  well,  his  fruit  finding  a  ready 
market  and  bringing  a'good  price. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cole  are  the  parents  of  four  children;  Bessie  D.,  the  wife  ot 
Prank  O.  Johnson,  of  Meridian,  reference  to  whom  is  made  on  another  page  of  this 
work;  Charles  Henry  Cole,  who  la  married  and  is  living  at  Ogden,  Utah;  Ada, 
who  married  Frank   Rockwell,   of  Nampa;    and  Sylvia  Myra  Cole,    now  living  at 

Mr.  Cole  and  his  wife  are  earneel  members  ot  the  Friends  church,  and  he 
is  a  Mason  and  a  member  ot  the  Modem  Woodmen  of  America.  He  and  his  wife 
tnpp»rt  the  republican  party  and  wbUe  living  In  Merriok  connty.  Nebraska,  he 
served  on  the  board  of  oounty  commtsaiouerg  for  six  years. 


RALPH  H.   POTTER, 

Tbe  lure  of  the  land  and  agricultural  life  has  ever  had  an  attraction  for  Ralph  H. 
Potter,  who  la  now  residing  about  tbree  miles  southeast  of  Meridian  on  an  elgbty 
acre  farm,  which  he  is  renting,  but  be  Is  the  owner  ot  an  eighty  acre  ranch 
adjoining,  which  be  contemplates  occupying  by  tbe  fall  of  1920.  He  was  bom 
In  Union  county,  Iowa,  July  21,  1876,  a  son  of  Israel  Milton  and  Nancy  Jane  (Hlxson) 
Potter,  both  ot  whom  were  farming  people  during  their  active  lives  and  passed 
away  some  years  ago. 

When  Ralph  H.  Potter  was  Ave  years  old,  be  accompanied  bis  parents  to 
Atcblaon  county,  Missouri,  where  he  assisted  his  father  In  agricultural  operations. 
Throughout  hia  boyhood  days  he  was  a  pupil  In  the  district  schools  of  that  county, 
where  he  grew  to  manhood,  remaining  on  the  home  place  until  he  was  twenty-three 
years  old.  In  1899  he  removed  to  Dewey  county,  Oklahoma,  and  took  a  homestead 
of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  which  he  Immediately  started  to  improve  and 
develop,  living  on  tbe  place  altogether  tor  fourteen  years,  the  first  nine  of  which 
be  spent  "hatching"  It.  His  farming  operations  were  successful  from  the  very 
beginning,  but  the  comparative  dullness  of  a  single  life  has  Its  drawbacks  and  he 
decided  to  make  a  change.  Accordingly  on  October  13,  1908,  he  was  united  in 
marriage  to  Miss  Bessie  Morford,  who  was  born  in  Kansas,  December  13,  1887, 
a  daughter  of  Willis  and  Minerva  (McCarthey)  Morford,  both  of  whom  live  In 
Oklahoma  at  this  time. 

In  1913  Mr.  Potter  removed  his  family  to  Idaho  but  continued  to  retain  the 
Oklahoma  farm  until  the  spring  of  1920  when  he  sold  it.  He  haa  lived  in  Boise 
and  on  ranches  In  Bcrise  valley  ever  since  coming  to  this  state.  In  the  fall  ot 
1918  he  located  on  the  rented  ranch  southeast  of  Meridian  which  he  now  occupies 
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but  in  the  fall  of  1920  intends  to  take  np  hts  abode  npon  bla  own  elgtitjl  acres 
adjoining. 

Ur.  and  Hrs.  Potter  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Floyd  ArttanT,  bom 
NoTomber  11,  1909;  and  Earl,  bom  Octotwr  E,  1912.  Ur.  Pottar  gives  consfstent 
support  to  the  republican  party,  whose  policies  he  has  always  espoused.  He  Is  an 
active  member  of  the  Knights  aad  Ladles  of  Security,  in  the  affairs  of  which  he 
takes  a  warm  .Interest,  at  the  lame  time  glying  a  good  cltlsen's  effort  to  help 
along  all  movemens  calculated  to  serve  the  public  welfare. 


WILLIAM   B.   FARMER. 


William  B.  Farmer,  who,  for  the  greater  part  of  hie  active  life,  has  been 
Identified  with  ranching  and  mining,  Is  now  residing  on  a  ranch  located  three  and 
three-qnarter  miles  northwest  of  Meridian,  to  which  he  came  from  Sevier  county, 
titab,  in  1917.  He  Is  a  native  of  that  state,  bom  in  San  Pete  valley,  December  SI, 
1869,  and  Is  a  son  of  James  and  Sarah  (Broadbrldge)  Parmer,  both  natives  of 
England,  craning  thence  to  the  United  States  In  the  early  '50s,  and  of  whom 
extended  mention  is  made  in  a  sketch  of  David  Farmer,  which  appears  on  another 
page  of  this  work.  The  father  waa  born  in  Leicestershire,  England,  and  the  mother 
in  Gravesend,  near  London.  Before  leaving  England  they  had  become  couTerts 
to  the  Mormon  faith.  They  were  married  In  Utah  In  1S6B  and  to  their  union  seven 
children  were  bom — all  sons — three  of  whom  are  now  living. 

Throughout  bis  boyhood,  William  B.  Farmer  was  a  pupil  in  the  schools  of 
Sevier  county,  Utah.

They  have  seven  children,  all  of  whom  are  living:  Lora 
Jane,  bom  July  27,  1884,  who  married  Ernest  Hanson  and  la  the  mother  of  five 
children;  WlUIam  J.  Farmer,  bora  April  f,  1886.  who  Is  married  and  living  at 
Rlgby,  this  state;  Sarah  E.,  who  was  born  April  19,  1888,  and  is  now  the  wife 
of  Andrew  Madson,  of  Star,  this  state;  Ethel,  who  was  born  April  18,  1891,  and 
married  Jnddie  Bpling,  Of  Piute  county,  Utah;  Neta,  bora  April  1,  1897,  and 
unmarried;  Isabelle,  who  was  born  February  2G,  1899,  and  married  Antone  Sveden, 
living  near  Meridian;  and  Leila,  born  May  7,  1901,  and  unmarried. 

Hr.  and  Mrs.  Farmer  are  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  and  he  gives  his  support  to  the  republican  party,  while  his  wife  espouses 
the  policies  of  the  democratic  party.  Since  coming  to  Ada  county  they  have  made 
a  host  of  sincere  friends  and  they  enjoy  cordial  relations  with  the  people  of  their 
immediate  neighborhood.  Mr.  Farmer  has  applied  himself  diligently  and  per^ 
sistently  to  the  development  of  his  ranch,  making  his  labors  count  for  the  utmost 
in  the  improvement  of  the  property,  and  the  place  Is  now  in  excellent  shape. 


ARTHUR  L.  NICHOLS. 


Arthur  L.  Nichols  has  for  many  years  been  actively  engaged  In  farming  opera- 
tions on  a  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  acres  located  two  miles  southeast  ot 
Meridian,  Idaho.  He  is  a  native  of  Missouri,  born  In  Vernon  county,  October  12, 
1^77,  and  Is  a  son  of  James  and  Luciuda  (Cooper)  Nichols.  The  father  followed 
farming  throughout  his  active  life  in  Missouri  and  fohght  with  the  Union  army 
during  the  Civil  war,  at  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  resuming  his  agricultural  work. 
Both  he  and  hta  wife  passed  away  some  years  ago. 

Arthur  L.  Nichols  was  reared  in  Vernon  county,  Missouri,  and  secured  his 
education  in  its  schools,  following  which  he  worked  on  hla  father's  farm  for  some 
years,  becoming  under  his  guidance  an  expert  In  the  details  of  farm  life.

Thomas  Wilton,  Acle  Merit,  Violet  Haael  and  VeWa.  James  Henry  Rutledge  was 
married  April  4,  19^0,  to  Velma  Violet  Laricfc,  a  native  of  Colorado.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Nichols 'have  been  bom  tour  children:  James  Arthur.  Leon  Lee,  Thomas  J. 
and  Leia  Hay.  all  of  whom  are  llvlag. 

Hr.  Nichols  Is  a  member  of  the  Christian  church  and  his  wife  Is  a  member  of 
the  Church  ot  Jesus  Christ  ot  Latter-day  Saints.  They  are  earnest  republicans  and 
give  their  warm  support  to  the  policies  and  principles  of  that  party,  likewise  giving 
practical  help  to  all  civic  movements  Intended  to  advance  the  interests  ot  the 
community  In  which  they  make  their  home. 


NBL9  P.  NELSON. 

Among  foreign-bom  farmers  who  on  coming  to  Amertca  embrace  agriculture 
as  a  means  of  livelihood,  the  Swedes  take  a  foremost  place.  This  la  amply  dem- 
onstrated in  the  case  of  Nels  P.  Nelson,  rancher  and  orchardlst,  whose  well  kept 
elghty-flve  acre  ranch  is  located  near  Beatty  Station  on'  the  Oregon  Short  Une 
Railroad,  a  few  miles  west  ot  Boise.  He  was  bom  in  Sweden,  November  9,  1887,  a 
Ktn  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nels  P.  Swenson.  The  father  1b  still  living  In  Sweden  but  there 
the  mother  passed  away  when  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  but  a  child  ot  three 
years. 

Nels  P.  Nelson  was  reared  on  his  father's  farm  in  the  south  ot  Sweden  and 
was  educated  th  the  schools  ot  that  country.  When  he  waa  nineteen  years  old, 
m  1886,  be  decided  to  emigrate  to  America  and  made  the  voyage  alone.  On  arriving 
In  this  country  be  went  to  Iowa,  where  he  spent  four  years  working  as  a  farm  hand 
and  at  railroad  work  and  he  spent  the  next  four  years  as  a  cowboy  in  Wyoming. 
In  1894  be  removed  to  Nebraska,  where  hevfoUowed  farming  and  stock  raising  for 
ten  years,  meeting  with  considerable  success  and  paving  the  way  for  his  larger 
iebemes  in  farming  operations,  which  he  ultimately  carried  ont. 

On  April  23,  1896,  while  living  In  Custer  county,  Nebraska,  Mr.  Nelson  was 
married  to  Miss  Efile  L.  Kitch,  who  was  bom  in  Pennsylvania,  July  12,  187S,  a 
dau^W  of  Ell  and  Sarah  (Howery)  Kltch,  both  natives  of  the  Keystone  state  and 
now  residents  of  Colorado.  After  their  marriage,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson  lived  In 
Otiater  codnty,  Nebraska,  where  he  operated  his  farm  until  190S.  In  that  year  be 
moved  to  Wyoming,  where  they  lived  for  about  seven  years,  or  until  1913,  operating 
a  sheep  ranch.  He  then  came  to  Ada  county,  Idaho,  and  settled  on  his  present 
elghty-flve  acre  ranch,  some  sixty  acres  of  which  is  gtven  over  to  the  growing  of 
apples — Rome  Beauties  and  Jonathans,  for  which  he  finds  a  ready  market  at  good 
(rices.  The  Nelson  ranch  and  orchard  near  Beatty  Station  are  excellently  improved. 
A  splendid  nine-room  two-story  frame  house  was  erected  In  1917  and  other  Improve- 
ments  made,  such  as  bam,  tenant  house  and  a  large  packing  bouse  for  the  efficient 
handling  o(  the  annua)  apple  crop.  All  the  Improvements  have  been  effected  by 
Mr.  Nelson,  except  the  orchard., w bleb  was  already  on  the  place  when  they  bought 
It.  The  latter  Is  one  of  the  best  apple  orchards  In  Ada  county,  yielding  in  good 
years  Immense  crops  which  run  Into  thousands  of  dollars.  The  success  which 
attended  Mr.  Nelson's  industry  in  Nebraska  and  Wyoming  enabled  him  to 
invest  to  advantage  in  Boise  valley  ranch  lands,  and  he  has  been  the  owner  of 
ieveral  good  farms  which  be  has  sold  at  substantial  profits.  Besides  the  home 
ranch,  he  is  now  the  owner  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  located  near  King  Hill, 
Id&ho. 
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Hr.  Nelson  is  an  active  member  of  the  Idaho  8tat«  Horticultural  Society,  In  the 
affairs  of  which  he  takes  a  warm  Interest.  He  and  his  wife  are  aupportera  of 
ttte  democratic  pftrtr  but  be  has  neTer  cared  for  office.  I&  1906  he  vlBtted  Sweden 
and  met  his  father  and  other  relatives,  and  went  over  a  good  deal  of'  the  conntrj 
where  his  earlr  life  waa  spent,  retnmlnK,  however  to  this  country  convinced  that 
Idaho  Is  a  better  place  In  which  to  live. 


SAUUEL  K.  COLLINS. 

Samuel  K.  Collins,  a  lifelong  farmer  who  waA  attracted  to  Canyon  county,  by 
the  reputation  which  this  part  of  the  state  bears  for  the  fertility  of  Its  soil  and  for 
the  production  of  crops  of  more  than  average  yield.  Is  now  the  owner  of  a  ranch  of 
eighty  acres  of  excellent  land  lying  between  Meridian  and  Nampa.  He  was  bom 
in  Greene  county,  Ohio,  August  1,  1879,  a  eon  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Martl&  Collins,  the 
former  of  whom  was  bom  on  the  same  farm  where  bis  son  first  saw  light.  Hartln 
Collins,  who  was  the  son  of  pioneer  parents  who  went  to  Greene  county,  Ohio, 
from  Pennsylvania  In  an  early  day,  passed  away  in  1918,  having  reached  an 
advanced  age. 

Samuel  K.  Collins  waa  reared  on  a  farm  In  his  native  county  and  secured  bis 
early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Ohio,  later  attending  college  at  Monmouth, 
Illinois.  Since  leaving  school  he  has  engaged  In  agricultural  pursuits.  In  1909, 
while  yet  unmarried,  MP.  Cotllns  came  to  Idaho  and  resided  in  Twin  Falls  county 
until  1917,  during  the  Intervening  eight  years  being  .actively  identified  with  farm- 
ing. In  the  latter  year  he  became  the  owner  of  a  valuable  eighty  acre  ranch  In 
Canyon  county,  it  being  the  equal  of  any  In  the  immediate  neighborhood  for  quality 
and  productlvenesB,  and  here  he  has  been  living  ever  slnoe.  He  lost  no  time  In 
making  many  needed  improvements  and  is  now  In  posseesion  of  one  of  the  best 
kept  places  between  Meridian  and  Nampa. 

On  July  ze,  1914,  Mr.  Collins  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mlas  Ida  Stafford,  who 
was  bom  In  Kansas.  They  are  members  of  the  United  Presbyterian  church,  in  all 
the  worh  of  which  they  take  a  warm  Interest.  Mr.  Collins  Is  an  active  supporter  of 
the  policies  and  principles  of  the  republican  party  and  his  filled  the  office  of  road 
overseer  In  past  years.  Since  coming  to  Canyon  county,  he  and  his  wife  have  made 
many  friends  and  they  are  held  In  high  esteem  In  the  community  in  which  they  live. 


CLAHANCE   DURE, 

Oarance  Durr,  whose  early  life  was  spent  In  Iowa  and  was  actively  connected 
with  (arming  In  Poweshiek  county,  that  state.  Is  now  the  owner  of  a  highly  Improved 
and  valuable  ttcrm  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  located  about  midway  between 
Meridian  and  Nampa,  Idaho.  He  was  bom  In  Champaign  county,  Illinois,  March 
13,  1881,  and  Is  a  son  of  George  C.  and  Margaret  (Blank)  Durr,  farming  people. 
The  father  passed  away  'some  years  ago  but  the  mother  Is  still  living  In  Jasper 
county,  Iowa.       -" 

During  his  infancy  Clarance  Durr  accompanied  bla  parents  on  their  removal  from 
Champaign  county,  Illlnola,  to  Jasper  county,  Iowa,  and  received  a  common  achool 
education  in  the  schoola  of  the  latter  county.  He  was  reared  on  his  father's  farm. 
where  he  assisted  in.  the  agricultural  operations  for  aome  years,  but  finally  decided 
to  follow  farming  on  his  own  accoant.  When  he  was  twenty-five  years  old,  he 
began  fanning  In  Poweshiek  county,  Iowa,  remaining  there  for  several  years.  He 
first  came  to  Idaho  In  1916  and  purchased  an  eighty  acre  farm  near  Buhl  in  Twin 
Falls  county,  continnlng  to  operate  that  place  for  about  two  years,  but  he  sold  It 
in  1917,  realizing  handsomely  on  the  Investment.  He  then  returned  to  Iowa,  re- 
maining In  that  state  until  the  fall  of  1919.  when  he  again  came  to  Idaho  and 
bought  the  splendidly  Improved  Hosenlof  ranch,  west  of  Meridian,  one  of  the  best 
rancbes  in  Bolae  valley.

Durr  was  unlt«d  In  marrlBge  to  Mlaa  Hamle  Colbard, 
the  ceremonr  taking  place  In  Povreehlek  county,  Iowa.  Hre.  Durr  was  born  In 
Hammond,  Indiana,  August  1,  1886,  and  was  reared  In  her  native  city  and  In 
Poweebiek  county,  Iowa,  where  she  became  acquainted  with  Mr.  Durr.  Three  children 
have  been  born  to  them:  Floyd  C,  bom  March  14,  1910;  Evelyn  May,  April  8. 
1918,  and  Verna  Ruth,  May  29,  1918. 

Hr.  and  Mre.  Durr  are  earnest  members  of  the  Methodist  church  and  be  gives 
his  political  support  to  tbe  republican  party  but  baa  never  held  nor -sought  oflloe, 
preterring  to  give  bis  attention  tp  bis  agricultural  interests.  Since  .locating  on 
the  Rosenlof  ranch,  he  and  bis  wife  bare  made  many  warm  friends  who  bold  tb^m 
in  high  esteem.

Bell,  the  former  of  whom  was  engaged  at  farming  during  bis  active  life  and  passed 
■way  some  years  ago.    His  widow  Is  still  living  in  Mtesourl. 

John  W.  Belt  was  reared  on  his  father's  farm  In  Dade  county,  Missouri,  and  was 
educated  in  the  schools  of  tbat  county,  where  tor  upwards  of  filteen  years  he  was 
employed  as  rural  malt  carrier,  during  this  period  also  helping  In  the  labors  of  tbe 
farm.  Later  he  engaged  In  farming  on  his  own  account  prior  to  taking  up  residence 
In  Idaho. 

Mr.  Bell  has  been  twice  married,  each  marriage  taking  place  in  Dade  county, 
Missouri.  On  March  1,  1897,  be  wedded  Nora  Hayter,  who  passed  away  la  1908, 
leaving  two  children:  Lloyd,  bom  March  6,  1898;  and  Nina,  September  29,  1902. 
.On  April  2,  1906,  he  married  Llllie  Jane  Hurst,  who  was  bom  In  Oreene  county. 
Missouri,  January  2G,  1877,  a  daughter  of  Joel  Thomas  Hurst,  who  was  a  soldier  In 
the  Confederate  army  during  tbe  Civil  war.  Mrs.  Bell,  who  tanght  school  tor  three 
years.  Is  a  high  school  graduate.  By  the  second  marriage  five  children  have  been 
born  but  the  first,  a  boy,  died  unnamed.  Tbe  other  children  are:  Josephine,  bora 
July  29,  1910;  John  Thomas,  August  27,  1913;  Frances  Helen,  March  21,  1915;  and 
Mary  Bliiabeth.  December  11,  1917.  i 

Hr.  Bell  and  his  family  came  to  Idaho  In  1918  and  have  since  been  living  In 
tbe  Boise  valley,  Brst  near  Kuna,  and  now  near  Meridian.  He  bought  his  present 
farm  In  1919,  and  It  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  kept  and  best  Improved  places 
In  tbe  neighborhood.  His  farming  operations  have  been  uniformly  successful.  Mr. 
Bell  Is  a  Mason  and  his  wife  Is  a  member  of  the  Eastern  Star  and  of  the  Hebekaha. 
Both  give  their  political  support  to  the  republican  party. 


QEORQE  F.  CLATCOMB. 


Oeorge  F.  Claycomb,  a  young  and  progressive  farmer  whose  ranch  Is  midway 
between  Meridian  and  Nampa,  in  tbe  eastern  edge  of  Canyon  county,  Is  a  native  of 
Illinois,  bom  In  DeKalb  county,  June  5,  1S89,  and  Is  a  son  of  Prank  E.  and  Anna 
(Townsend)  Claycomb.  The  father  now  resides  at  Sycamore,  Illinois,  and  bis  mother, 
Mrs.  Sarab  E.  Claycomb,  who  Is  now  in  her  eighty-sixth  year  but  still  active  and 
vigorous.  Is  living  at  Monmouth,  Illinois.  Mrs.  Anna  (Townsend)  Claycomb,  mother 
of  Oeorge  F..  passed  away  when  be  was  a  child  of  three  years. 

George  F.  Claycomb  was  reared  on  bis  father's  farm  In  DeKalb  county,  Illinois, 
and  secured  his  early  education  In  tbe  public  schools  of  that  state.  Later  be 
attended  Lombard  College,  Galesburg,  Illinois,  and  tor  a  |>erlod  of  three  years  was 
a  student  at  Cnlver  Military  Academy  of  Indiana.  When  he  was  twenty-one  yean 
old.  In  1910,  be  came  to  Boise.  Idaho,  where  his  maternal  aunt  and  nncle,  Mrs. 
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tieorse  Tates  and  Captain  Jobn  B.  Tates,  lived  at  that  time.  A  ihort  time  after 
aettllns  in  Bolie,  Mr.  Claycomb  became  Identllled  with  and  aleo  owned  an  Intefest 
In  the  Boise  Carriage  £  Implement  Company.  In  Harcb,  1911,  be  pnrchased  a 
valuable  tract  of  land,  located  midway  between  Meridian  aad  Nampa,  containing 
one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  acres — one  hundred  and  nine  on  the  north  Bide  and 
eighty  on  the  south  side  of  the  state  highway.  The  entire  place  was  all  raw  land, 
without  buildings  or  Improvements  ot  any  kind,  being  merely  enclosed  by  tencing, 
which  waa  In  poor  condition.  For  two  eeaeonB  after  acquiring  the  ranch,  Mr. 
Claycomb  rented  the  entire  acreage  to  a  tenant,  but  in  1913  he  erected  a  modem 
and  substantial  bungalow  and  effected  other  improvements  which  enhanced  the 
value  and  appearance  of  the  place,  and  he  is  now  in  possession  of  a  splendidly  Im- 
proved ranch  of  one  hundred  and  nine  acres,  lying  on  the  north  side  ot  the  road. 
He  sold  the  eighty  acres  lying  on  the  south  side  in  1918.  He  paid  for  this  land 
In  its  raw  state,  one  hundred  and  twenty-nve  dollars  an  acre,  but  competent 
iudges  now  assert  that  it  Is  worth  four  times  the  original  price.  Mr.  Claycomb  haa 
engaged  In  the  breeding  and  raising  ot  cattle.  He  is  spMlallzing  In  Holeteln  dairy 
cattle,  of  which  he  haa  a  fine  herd  of  excellent  strain.  The  bungalow  home  on 
the  ranch  Is  equipped  with  all  modem  conveniences,  including  a  furnace  and  electric 
lighting  plant,  while  the  cow  bam  haa  the  latest  patterns  in  modem  milking  ma- 
chinery. 

On  December  20,  1913,  Mr.  Claycomb  was  united  in  marriage  to  UIbb  Helen 
Tlrghila  Quarles,  who  was  born  In  Salmon  City,  Idaho,  June  18,  1890,  a  daughter 
of  the  Hon.  Ralph  P.  Qnarles,  of  Salmon  City,  well  known  as  a  former  Judge  of 
the  Idaho  supreme  court.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Claycomb  met  in  Boise  some  time  after 
ha  took  up  bis  residence  there,  but  they  were  married  in  Honolulu,  Hawaii.  She 
received  ber  education  in  the  school  of  Boise.  Since  their  marriage  they  have 
resided  on  the  ranch,  but  Boise  valley  ranch  lands  are  now  commanding  snch 
tempting  prices  that  they  may  sell  and  move  to  Boise.  They  have  become  the 
parents  of  four  children:  Balph  Quarles,  horn  December  16,  1914;  Edward  Amos, 
June  80,  1916;  George  F.,  Jr.,  May  16,  1920,  and  Helen  Virginia,  who  was  between 
Edward  and  Oeorge  and  died  when  ten  months  old. 

Mr.  Claycomb  is  affiliated  with  the  Elks  and  he  and  his  wife  align  themselves 
with  all  movements  designed  to  advance  the  social  and  material  welfare  of  the 
community  in  which  they  live.  ' 


THOMAS  A.  ALLEN. 

Tbomas  A-  Allen,  a  prominent  and  prosperous  rancher,  residing  seven  miles 
west  of  Boise,  near  Beatty  Station  on  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad,  owns  what 
Is  known  as  Model  Farm,  an  attractive  and  highly  improved  ranch.  He  came  to 
Idaho  from  Colorado  In  1901  and  located  on  bis  farm  in  the  spring  of  the  following 
year.  Since  acquiring  the  ranch  he  has  made  Improvements  of  every  kind — bnlld- 
Ings,  orchards,  fences,  etc.,  and  to  the  name  of  Model  Farm  It  may  lay  }nst  claim. 
When  Mr.  Allen  took  over  the  place  it  had  on  it  a  small  three-room  shack,  in  which 
he  and  his  wife  resided  nntll  190S,  when  it  was  removed  to  make  room  for  a  modern 
country  residence  of  the  bungalow  type,  which  he  put  up. 

Thomas  A.  Allen  was  born  In  Northumberland  county,  Pennsylvania,  Augnst  IS, 
1S6T,  a  son  of  William  and  Louise  Catherine  (Eisele)  Allen.  The  father  was  a 
farmer  who  died  at  the  home  ot  his  son  at  Model  Farm,  June  16,  1902.  The  mother  . 
la  still  living  and  Is  now  In  her  eightieth  year.  She  was  born  In  Germany  and 
accompanied  her  parents  to  this  country  when  she  was  a  little  girl.  She  now  makes 
her  home  among  different  members  of  her  family  who  reside  In  Idaho. 

When  twelve  years  old,  in  1879,  Mr.  Allen  removed  to  Kansas  with  his  parents, 
the  family  taking  up  their  residence  in  Clay  county.  In  1891  be  removed  to 
Colorado  SprJngs,  Colorado,  but  before  leaving  Kansas  he  had  secured  a  good  educa- 
tion, having  graduated  from  the  Sallna  Normal  University,  Kansas,  in  1891.  He 
■pent  one  year  In  Colorado  Springs  as  a  clerk  In  a  store  and  at  the  end  of  that  period 
he  removed  to  Cripple  Creek,  Colorado,  where  for  ten  years  he  was  Identified  wltb 
the  mercantile  business.  In  Cripple  Creek  he  and  a  brother,  Charles  P.  Allen, 
conducted  a  general  mercantile  store  under  the  flriu  name  of  Allen  Brothers.     In 
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1902  he  sold  his  Interest  in  tbe  store  and  came  to  Idaho,  settling  on  the  ranch  which 
h«  had  bought  In  the  preceding  September. 

While  llTing  in  Cripple  Creek  Hr.  Allen  met  and  married  Mtss  Uary  Willa,  who 
was  bom  in  Uontgomery  county,  Indiana,  September  30.  1862,  a  daughter  of  Jamei 
and  Hartha  Ann  (Whipple)  Wills.  Her  tatlier  was  bom  in  Kentucky  bnt  was 
reared  in  Indiana,  and  her  mother  was  born  in  Dearborn  county,  Indiana.  Mrs. 
Allen  removed  to  Kansas  with  her  parents  tn  1879  and  was  educated  in  the  same 
school  as  her  future  husband,  but  at  that  time  they  were  unacquainted,  it  being 
some  years  later  belore  they  met  In  Cripple  Creek,  Colorado.  After  leaving  the 
Sallna  Normal  University,  Kansas,  Mrs.  Alien  taught  school  in  that  state  tor  sixteen 
years,  beginning  at  the  early  age  of  Blxteen. 

Several  years  ago,  Hr.  Allen  having  already  put  bis  ranch  in  excellent  condition 
and  having  developed  it  into  one  of  the  most  attractive  places  in  Boise  valley,  deemed 
It  worthy  to  he  known  as  Model  Farm,  which  he  accordingly  named  It.  It  Is  a  very 
productive  ranch  and  for  several  years  he  has  been  a  leading  exhibitor  of  form 
products  at  the  Idaho  State  Fair.  Mr.  Allen  and  his  wife  began  making  these 
exhibits  in  1903  and  they  have  had  an  exhibit  every  year  since.  Although  they 
had  bnt  little  experience  in  agricultural  pursuits,  they  won  sweepstakes  on  their 
flrst  exhibit  in  I90S,  besides  numerous  blue  ribbons.  Prom  that  time  on  they 
have  been  among  the  principal  exhibitors  at  the  fair  and  have  won  numerous  prize* 
and  silver  cups  for  the  exhibits  shown  by  tbem.  In  1909  ttieir  entire  exhibit  at  ' 
the  state  fair  was  purchased  by  a  Chicago  bonding  house  and  was  placed  on  exhibi- 
tion in  tbe  coliseum  land  show  in  that  city,  where  it  attracted  much  attention.  A 
good  deal  has  lieen  written  in  farm  Journals  about  the  Allen  Hodel  Farm  and 
In  tbe  Hay  number  of  the  National  Orange  Monthly,  191T,  the  entire  front  eove]^ 
was  devoted  to  an  illustration  of  one  of  the  Allen  exhibits. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  are  members  of  the  Methodist  church.  He  Is  an  Odd  Fellow 
and  a  member  of  the  Encampment  and  he  and  his  wife  tare  Rebekahs.  He  was 
formerly  a  director  of  the  Idaho  State  Fair  and  be  and  his  wife  l>elong  to  the  Idaho 
State  Orange,  and  for  ten  years  he  was  the  master  of  the  Meridian  local  grange. 
Mrs.  Allen  was  secretary  of  the  Ada  County  Orange  for  ten  years.  It  t>elng  known 
as  the  Ada  County  Pomona.  While  not  actively  identified  with  politics,  Hr.  Allen 
was  a  director  of  Cloverdale  school  for  several  years  and  later  filled  a  similar  office 
In  the  Meridian  high  school. 


ALLEN  JENSEN. 

Among  the  prominent  and  successful  ranchmen  of  Ada  county  Is  Allen  Jensen,  who 
is  now  residing  on  his  ranch  ot  forty  acres  located  two  and  one-halt  miles  southwest 
of  Meridian.  He  Is  of  Danish  descent,  but  was  I>om  In  Idaho,  in  the  Spring  valley*. 
twenty  miles  northwest  of  Boise  on  the  28th  of  January,  1876.  His  parents,  Jacob  and 
Anna  (Esbledaen)  Jensen,  were  both  bom  in  Denmark,  and  were  married  there  before 
coming  to  the  United  States.  When  they  flrst  arrived  In  this  country,  they  lived  for 
one  winter  in  Utah,  after  which  they  removed  to  Idaho  and  became  pioneers  of  this 
state.  They  settled  In  Spring  valley,  northwest  of  Boise,  and  here  the  father  secnred 
a  homestead  which  he  improved  and  cultivated.  This  homestead  is  now  one  of  the 
Iteet  improved  ranches  abwit  Boise,  and  la  being  devoted  to  sheep  raising.  Allen 
Jensen,  the  subject-  of  this  sketch,  was  the  youngest  of  nine  children,  alt  of  whom 
were  born  on  this  ranch  with  the  exception  of  the  three  eldest,  who  were  born  In 
Denmark.  Six  of  the  nine  children  are  atlll  living,  the  subject  having  one  1>rother 
and  four  sisters.  His  brother  Is  Jacob  Jenseu  ot  the  Eagle  neighborhood  and  is  a 
prominent  man  in  his  community.  Hie  mother  is  still  living  at  the  advanced  age  ot 
eigbty^even  and  is  quite  vigorous  for  a  woman  of  her  age.  She  is  living  in  Boise, 
,  the  father  having  died  a  few  years  ago  on  his  ranch  neor  Boise. 

Allen  Jensen  was  reared  on  his  father's  ranch  In  Spring  valley,  and  later  ml  a 
ranch  on  Dry  creek,  also  located  northwest  of  Boise.  In  early  manhood  he  followed 
the  work  ot  cow  punching,  and  in  this  line  of  work  ha  l>ecame  somewhat  noted,  winning 
four  dilferent  round-ups  In  Idaho  and  in  Oregon.  On  becoming  a  man,  grown,  and 
since  his  marriage,  Mr.  Jensen  has  engaged  in  the  ranching  business  in  Ada  county. 
He  and  his  wife  began  housekeeping  in  Boise,  but  for  tile  past  ten  years  they  have

resided  on  ranches  near  that  city,  haTlng  purchased  their  present  place  In  1S1>.  They 
are  now  engaged  In  dairy  ranching,  having  eight  milk  cows  of  the  Holsteln  breed. 

On  the  23rd  ot  May,  1906,  Mr.  Jensen  was  united  in  marriage  to  Hra.  Mamie  Owens, 
who  was  horn  in  Des  Molnea,  Iowa,  May  24.  1SB2,  the  daughter  of  Charles  Henry  Berry 
and  Amanda  Ellma  Berry,  the  latter  of  whom  Is  now  living  In  Boise.  Four  children 
hare  heen  horn  to  this  union,  namely:  Mahle,  born  February  25,  1902,  and  who,  on 
the  28th  of  August,  1919.  was  married  to  Dans  Yoat.  the  son  of  W.  N.  Yost;  Ella,  who 
was  bom  October  6,  1907;  Earl,  bom  August  31,  1910;  and  Charles,  born  July  4,  1913. 

Hr.  Jensen  was  formerly  a  supporter  of  the  republican  party,  but  is  now  a  member 
of  the  non-parttsan  league.  He  Is  always  interested  In  any  activity  pertaining  to  the 
development  of  the  Intellectual  and  moral  status  of  his  community,  and  has  been  an 
efflelent  member  of  the'school  board.  In  his  times  of  recreation  he  follows  tbe  hunt, 
and  has  killed  many  deer,  hears,  and  also  smaller  game.  His  success  as  a  ranchman 
may  be  attributed  to  his  own  labors,  and  he  Is  widely  recognised  throughout  his  conn^ 
as  a  most  progressive  citizen.  ^ 


MRS,  MART  P.  SWEARINOEN. 

Mrs.  Mary  F.  Swearlngen,  one  of  the  honored  pioneer  women  ot  Idaho,  came  to 
this  state  forty  years  ago  and  has  long  made  her  home  at  Star.  She  bore  the  maiden 
name  of  Mary  F.  Cogdlll  and  was  born  on  the  Ist  of  June,  1S6S,  In  Gentry  county, 
Missouri,  where  she  was  reared.  In  young  womanhood  she  became  the  wife  of  Moses 
S.  Hnghes,  their  marriage  being  celebrated  at  Wichita,  Kansas.  In  ISSO  she  and  tier 
Insband  came  to  Idaho  and  for  several  years  made  their  home  at  Idaho  Falls  but  sub- 
sequently removed  to  Star.  The  latter  passed  away  on  the  Hnghes  ranch  west  of  Star 
on  the  7th  of  March.  1908,  leaving  three  children,  namely:  Susie,  who  is  the  widow 
ot  Albert  O.  McOrath  and  makes  her  home  at  Mlddleton.  Idaho;  Mrs.  Hasel  Klrtley, 
of  Star,  this  state;  and  Marlon  Stanley,  who  was  bom  March  19,  189S,  and  Is  familiarly 
known  as  "Bud."  The  last  named  Is  a  veteran  of  the  World  war,  having  served  In  the 
United  States  navy  for  three  months.  On  the  11th  of  October,  1917,  he  wedded  Miss 
Bmma  Caroline  Kromrel,  who  was  bom  on  Camas  Prairie,  Idaho,  September  27,  1899, 
and  by  whom  he  has  a  daughter,  Marian  Elaine,  born  November  18,  1918. 

On  the  4tb  of  July,  1911,  the  widow  of  Moses  S.  Hughes  gave  her  hand  In  mar- 
riage to  W.  T.  Swearlngen  and  they  reside  at  Star.  Mrs.  Swearlngen  still  owns  the 
Hughes  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  four  acres  In  the  vicinity  of  Star,  a  valuable  property 
that  la  now  worth  a  small  fortune.  A  resident  of  Ada  county  from  pioneer  times, 
she  has  largely  witnesBed  the  growth  and  development  of  the  district  and  her  memory 
forma  a  connecting  link  between  the  primitive  past  and  the  progressive  present  She 
has  gained  a  large  circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances  as  the  years  have  passed  and 
is  held  In  the  highest  regard  and  esteem. 


BARTLETT  PRESLEY. 

Bartlett  Presley,  of  Kellogg,  who  has  now  passed  away,  was  born  at  Galena,  Illinois, 
and  departed  this  life  at  Kellogg  In  Febmary.  1904,  at  the  age  ot  fifty-two  years.  He 
was  descended  from  German  ancestry  and  he  became  identified  with  the  development  ot 
the  Coeur  d'Alenes  In  1886,  at  which  time  he  took  up  bis  abode  In  Murray.  He  turned 
bis  attention  to  mining  and  through  the  early  days  ot  mining  development  In  that  section 
experienced  all  of  the  hardships  and  privations  of  frontier  life.  In  1SS7  he  went  to 
Wardner,  which  was  then  a  small  mining  camp.  There  he  engaged  In  the  furniture  and 
undertaking  business  and  through  all  ot  his  business  activities  was  ably  assisted  by  bis 
wife.  They  worked  diligently  and  persistently,  putting  forth  every  effort  to  gain  a  start. 
They  homesteaded  on  land  that  Is  now  a  part  of  the  city  of  Kellogg,  Mrs.  Presley  obtaining 
her  patent  to  the  property  and  later  opening  up  the  Presley  addition,  which  is  now  the  best 
residence  section  of  Kellogg.  In  the  early  days  this  worthy. couple  had  a  log  house, 
which  was  for  the  times  very  pretentloue.  the  old  home  site  being  where  the  Catholic 
dinrcdi  ot  Kellogg  now  stands. 

It  was  In  1892  that  Mr.  Presley  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Margaret  Prender- 
gast,  who  In  young  girlhood  came  to  the  United  States.    With  courage  and  determloa- 
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tlOD  she  met  the  conditions  ot  frontier  Ute  after  becoming  a  resident  of  the  uortbwest. 
She  baa  always  proved  herself  ft  good  business  woman  and  pOG-^esBed  of  the  true  pioneer 
spirit,  bearing  uncomplainingly  the  hardships  and  meetine  fearlessly  the  conditions  ot 
frontier  life.  While  Mrs.  Presley  has  had  no  children  ot  her  own,  she  has  educated  three 
nieces  and  has  given  them  every  advantage,  even  i^oing  to  Ireland  to  bring  one  of  these 
nieces  back  with  her.  Her  efforts  in  this  partliiulitr  are  certtinly  worthy  of  all  praise. 
Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Presley  were  devout  Cathnllp?  end  the  latter  ii  still  a  faithful  fol- 
lower of  the  church.  Through  the  years  of  ther  residence  here  they  have  been  widely 
and  favorably  known,  bearing  their  part  In  thu  work  of  general  development  and  Improve- 
ment. For  more  than  a  third  of  a  century  Mrs.  Presley  has  now  been  a  witness  of  the 
changes  which  have  occurred  in  the  Coeur  d'i^lenp  dMricl  and  can  re'-'te  many  Inter- 
esting Incidents  of  pioneer  times  and  of  the  progress  m^de  as  this  sectl«n'  (rf  the  stRta 
has  emerged  from  pioneer  conditions  and  talen  on  all  ot  the  advanta'tes  jn.l  opportunities 
of  the  older  east. 


JOSEPH   H.  GOBLE. 

The  well  deserved  reputation  which  Canyon  county  enjoy .-«  as  an  an'lcultural 
district  Is  largely  due  to  the  fertility  of  the  soil  no  less  than  to  the  efforts  and 
Industry  of  such  progressive  farmers  as  Joseph  H.  Ooble,  a  well-to-do  f  rmer  now 
residing  on  a  TUlaable  eighty  acre  ranch  of  his  own,  located  three  miles  wsat  of 
Meridian.  He  Is  the  youngest  living  son  of  Mrs.  Emma  J.  Linder.  ot  Eagle,  Idaho,  a 
sketch  of  whom  appears  on  another  page  of  this  volume. 

Mr.  Ooble  was  bom  at  Bellevue.  Idaho,  May  7,  1SS4,  and  was  reared  on  the  home 
ranch  near  that  place.  During  his  boyhood  he  was  a  pupil  in  the  schools  at  Be!Ievue, 
Boise,  Silver  City  and  Welser,  this  state,  and  before  completing  his  Fchool  course  he 
had  reached  the  tenth  grade,  thus  coming  oat  with  a  good  sound  education  ac:iulre1 
under  favorable  auspices.  He  has  always  been  Identified  with  farm  I.fe  and  began 
'  ranching  on  his  own  account  shortly  after  his  marriage,  which  took  place  January 
IS.  1910,  bis  bride  being  Vera  May  Oakey,  who  was  bom  In  Boise,  March  IS,  18S7.  a 
daughter  of  John  H.  Gakey,  of  Boise,  a  wealthy  farmer  whose  sketch  appears  elsewhere 
in  this  work.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Goble  are  the  parents  of  one  daughter,  Emily  Elizabeth, 
bom  on  December  30,  1917. 

Mr.  Goble  gives  his  support  to  the  republican  party  but  has  never  been  a  seeker 
after  public  (^ce.  He  is  not  afflliated  with  any  church,  but  his  wife  is  an  earnest 
member  of  the  Catholic  church.  She  Is  a  graduate  of  St.  Teresa's  Academy  in  Boise, 
and  she  and  her  husband  take  an  active  part  In  the  social  and  cultural  movements  ot 
the  community  In  which  they  reside  and  where  they  have  many  sincere  friends. 


MRS.  SARAH  FARMER. 


Mrs.  Sarah  Farmer,  a  respected  resident  of  Ada  county,  is  the  mother  ot  William 
B.  and  David  Farmer,  to  whom  lengthy  reference  Is  made  In  another  part  of  this  work. 
She  now  resides  with  her  granddaughter.  Mrs.  AnthOH  Sweden,  four  miles  west  of 
Meridian,  this  state.  Mrs.>Sveden  Is  a  daughter  of  Willltun  B.  Farmer,  a  prosperous 
and  progressive  rancher. 

Mrs.  Farmer,  who  Is  now  In  her  eighty-sixth  year  and  in  full  possession  ot  her 
btcultles,  was  born  In  Barking.  Essex  county,  England,  February  6,  1S36.  Her  maiden 
name  was  Sarah  Broadhridge  and  until  a  young  woman  she  lived  with  her  parents  In 
Barking,  a  town  not  far  from  l^ndon.  She  made  the  trip  across  the  Atlantic  to  this 
country  in  1SS5  and  on  her  arrival  went  to  Utah,  having  become  a  convert  to  the 
Mormon  faith  before  leaving  England,  at  that  time  being  about  twenty  years  old.  She 
made  the  Journey  alone,  no  relatives  accompanying  her.  On  arriving  at  the  port 
New  Orleans,  she  proceeded  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  going  thence  by  boat  up  the 
Mississippi  and  Missouri  rivers  to  Omaha,  or  rather  to  the  point  where  Omaha  now 
stands,  tor  at  that  time  the  place  consisted  of  but  two  cabins.  She  crossed  the  plains 
with  a  wagon  train,  the  wagons  being  drawn  by  oxen,  and  walked  a  considerable  part 
of  the  way. 

On  December  1,  1S&6,  soon  after  her  arrival,  Sarah  Broadhridge  met  and  married 
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Junes  FHirmer,  a  pioneer,  whoae  name  Is  still  held  in  Krateful  memoiy  lor  his  naefnl- 
neu  as  a  citl»n.  He  also  was  a  native  ol  England  and  went  to  Utah  In  1S62,  havlns 
pr«TiouBl7  embraced  the  Mormon  faith.  He  was  bom  In  the  city  of  Leicester,  England, 
June  12,  182S,  and  passed  away  at  Honroe,  Utah,  April  27,  1908.  More  complete 
reference  la  made  to  him  In  a  sketch  of  bis  son,  David  Farmer,  which  appears  else- 
where In  this  work. 

Mrs.  Fa|:mer,  now  In  the  evening  ot  her  life,  is  surrounded  by  many  loving 
relatives  and  friends,  to  whom  she  la  the  object  of  tender  stdicltude  and  who  wish  her 
many  more  years  of  health  and  happlneee. 


HIAWATHA   HOTEL   COMPANY. 

The  Hiawatha  Hotel  Company  Is  one  ot  the  progreeslve  business  concerns  ot 
Halley,  owning  and  conducting  the  Hiawatha  Hotel  and  Natatorlum.  More  than  forty 
yeus  have  passed  since  the  famous  hot  water  springe  were  discovered  near'  Halley  by 
a  prospector.  The  land  was  located  in  1889  and  subsequently  Mr.  Smitb,  of  Boise,' 
built  thereon  a  log  bouse  and  later  erected  a  frame  building,  which  was  used  for  the 
conduct  ot  a  bar  and  billiard  room.  The  next  step  in  the  progressive  development  of 
the  springs  property  was  mode  by  Robert  E.  Staghom,  who  paid  twenty  thousand 
dqllars  tor  the  property  and  built  upon  It  a  hotel  at  a  cost  of  eighty  thonsand  dollars. 
He  afUrward  gave  this  property  to  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Pultin  Halght,  whose  husband 
conducted  the  hotel,  and  while  It  was  being  mn  under  his  management.  Jay  Oould 
and  his  family  spent  three  summers  there,  visiting  the  place  annually  until  the  death 
ot  Mr.  Gould.  Later  the  property  was  leased  to  different  men  and  In  1S97  the  hotel 
was  destroyed  by  Are.  For  some  time  the  property  then  lay  Idle,  but  later  Dr.  Flummer 
purchased  it  and  afterward  sold  to  E.  J.  Gordon,  who  In  1913  disposed  of  It  to  the 
Halley  Hot  Springs  Hotel  Company.  This  company  also  bought  the  Alturas  Hotel  ot 
forty-eight  rooms  and  at  caice  began  the  work  of  Improving  and  developing  the  hotel 
property,  which  Is  now  known  as  the  Hotel  Hiawatha  and  contains  one  hundred  rooms. 
There  Is  also  maintained  a  large  bath  house  and  natatorlum,  the  building  being  fltty- 
two  by  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet.  The  wat«r  Is  piped  from  the  hot  springs  for 
heating  the  hotel  and  supplying  the  baths  and  also  other  business  buildings  ot  the 
city.  The  springs  property  embraces  four  hundred  and  eighty-seven  acres  of  land, 
which  has  been  greatly  Improved  by  the  hotel  company.  The  hotel  furnishes  every 
modem  facility  and  comfort  to  Its  guests.  There  Is  a  large  lobby  thlrty-flve  by  sixty-one 
feet,  with  a  dining  room  thIrty-Qve  by  fifty-tour  feet  Recently  arrangements  have 
been  made  whereby  the  hotel  company  la  adding  forty  outside  rooms  with  bath.  They 
are  also  making  arrangements  to  heat  the  entire  town  with  heat  supplied  by  the  hot 
springs. 


DANIEL    KINGSBURY. 

Daniel  Kingsbury  Is  the  owner  ot  a  valuable  ranch  property  of  eight  hundred  acres 
on  Cherry  creek  about  three  miles  west  of  Halley  and  Is  now  successfully  engaged  In 
raising  cattle  and  sheep.  He  was  born  In  CentervlUe,  Jowa,  October  24,  1863,  and  Is 
a  son  of  Thomas  and  Anna  {Wales)  Kingsbury,  the  former  a  native  of  Cincinnati.  Ohio, 
and  the  latter  of  Indiana.  Thomas  Kingsbury  removed  to  Indiana  when  a  young  man. 
and  It  was  in  the  Hoosler  state  that  the  parents  were  married,  Mr.  Kingsbury  taking 
up  the  occupation  of  farming.  The  district  In  which  he  lived  was  then  largely  wild 
and  undeveloped  and  he  secured  a  claim  of  government  land  which  he  brought  under 
a  blgb  state  of  Improvement.  In  1844  he  removed  westward  with  mule  and  ox  teams 
and  a  two-horse  team,  making  the  long  Journey  across  the  stretches  of  sand  and 
through  the'  mountain  passes  until  he  reached  La  Grande,  Oregon.  There  he  took  up 
a  ranch  and  built  a  log  house,  in  which  he  put  canvas  windows.  The  family  experienced 
all  of  the  hardships,  privations  and  trials  ot  pioneer  Ute.  After  fifteen  months  he 
removed  to  Dry  creek,  about  eight  miles  west  ot  Boise,  Idaho,  and  there  Mr.  Kingsbury 
took  up  a  ranch  property  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  In  1866,  hauling  lumber  from 
Silver  City.  Owyhee  county,  a  dlsUnce  of  sixty  miles,  In  order  to  build  a  house,  paying 
sixty  dollars  for  the  lumber.    For  eighteen  years  he  remained  upon  the  place,  carefully 
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dereloplng  and  caltlvBtlns  bts  ranch  until  18S4,  wben  he  removed  to  Halley  and 
boogtat  a  ranch  ot  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  west  of  the  town.  This  he  further 
cnltlTBted  and  operated  nntll  1S91.  when  he  sold  that  property  and  went  to  Orant 
coanty,  Oregon,  where  hla  wife  passed  away  in  February,  1907,  at  the  ase  of  slxty- 
elgbt  years.  He  afterward  took  up  his  abode  at  Mlddleton,  Idaho,  where  his  deatb 
occurred  on  the  29th  of  March,  1913,  when  he  had  reached  tbe  ripe  o)d  a^e  of  seventy- 
nine  years.    His  political  endorsement  was  Klven  the  democratic  party. 

Danie)  Kingsbury  was  largely  reared  on  the  borne 'farm  on  Dry  creek,  west  of 
Boise.  Later  he  aasieted  his  father  In  freighting  between  Kelton  and  Boise  and 
afterward  took  up  his  abode  In  tbe  Wood  river  country,  where  he  followed  mining  In 
the  yarlouB  mtnes  of  that  district.  He  afterward  turned  bis  attention  to  biadismltliinK, 
to  which  he  devoted  bis  energies  for  twelve  years  at  Halley,  He  next  purchased  a 
ranch  property  three  miles  west  of  Halley,  becoming  the  owner  of  one  hundred  and 
slsty  acres,  to  which  he  added  from  time  to  time,  extending  tbe  boundaries  of  his 
place,  which  now  comprises  eight  hundred  acres  of  grazing  land  and  highly  cultivated 
fields.  He  has  added  many  modern  ImproTements  to  his  place.  Including  fine  new 
buildings,  and  he  Is  now  successfully  engaged  In  raising  both  sheep  and  cattle. 

On  the  1st  of  October,  1S92.  Mr.  Kingsbury  was  married  to  Mies  Alice  Predenberg, 
a  daughter  of  Jobn  and  Bessie  Fredenherg  and  a  native  ot  Toronto,  Canada.  They 
have  become  the  parents  of  five  children:     Bessie,  Melburn,  Felix,  Albert  and  George. 

Mr.  Kingsbury  votes  with  the  democratic  party  and  keeps  well  informed  on  the 
questions  and  issues  of  the  day,  but  does  not  seek  nor  desire,  public  office.  He  has 
worked  diligently,  his  life  being  one  of  untiring  Industry,  and  his  persistency  of 
purpose  and  determination  have  been  the  vital  forces, In  the  attainment  of  his  present 
day  success,  for  he  Is  now  numbered  among  the  sutjstantlal  ranchmen  of  Blaine  county, 
living  in  the  vicinity  of  Halley. 


PATRICK  J.  GEARON. 

Patrick  J.  Oearon,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  district,  who  Is  con- 
ducting an  investment  business  in  Wallace,  was  bom  at  Freaport,  Illinois.  June  21, 
1863,  his  parents  being  John  and  Bridget  (Hlnes)  Oearon,  who  during  tbe  infancy  of 
their  son  removed  to  Iowa,  where  he  was  reared  and  educated  to  tbe  age  of  seveoteen 
years.  He  then  left  home  to  become  a  resident  of  tbe  west,  making  Jefferson,  Montana, 
his  destination.  For  a  year  he  was  employed  in  the  Gold  Quartz  Mill  and  theif  entered 
upon  a  contract  to  furnish  charcoal  to  the  mill,  that  business  occupying  his  attention 
for  eighteen  months.  In  1883.  during  the  days  of  the  Brst  gold  excitement,  be  made 
his  way  to  tbe  Coeur  d'Alene  mining  district  and  subsequently  took  up  his  abode  at 
Eagle  City.  Idaho,  at  the  forks  ot  the  Pritchard  and  E^agle  creeks,  where  he  engaged 
In  placer  mining  for  five  years.  When  he  arrived  at  Eagle  City  in  1S83  there  were 
but  two  log  buildings  in  the  town,  the  rest  of  the  habitations  being  tents.  With 
every  phase  of  pioneer  life  and  development  In  the  Coeur  d'Alene  be  Is  familiar  and 
bis  reminiscences  of  the  early  days  and  the  conditions  which  then  existed  are  most 
interesting.  On  leaving  Bagle  City  he  engaged  In  prospecting  at  both  Burke  and 
Mullan  and  for  a  time  was  active  as  a  general  contractor  at  the  latter  place.  In  June. 
1890.  Immediately  after  the  great  fire,  he  became  a  resident  of  Wallace,  where  he  opened 
a  saloon  which  be  conducted  until  1903.  In  that  year  he  purchased  a  half  Interest 
In  the  Ryan  Hotel  and  has  since  been  connected  with  this  hostelry.  In  August,  19^1, 
upon  the  organization  of  the  J.  F.  Howarth  Company,  he  was  made  treasurer.  He 
has  large  Investment  interests  and  Is  promln'ently  connected  with  many  ot  the  mining 
companies  of  the  district.  He  is  likewise  the  owner  of  the  Carter  House  property  on 
Hotel  street  In  Wallace,  but  his  attention  Is  chiefly  given  to  his  Investments  at  the 
present  time  and  he  is  now  president  of  the  Snowshoe,  National  Lead.  Polaris  and 
other  mining  coiqpanies. 

Mr.  Oearon  was  married  on  the  20th  of  November.  1891,  to  Hiss  Sarah  Carter, 
daughter  of  Daniel  Carter,  of  Minnesota,  and  they  have  become  parents  of  a  son,  John, 
who  was  bom  in  September,  1892.  and  who  became  a  member  of  tbe  navy  at  the  time 
of  the  World  war. 

Mr.  Oearon  served  on  the  Shoshone  County  Defense  Council  and  took  a  very  promi- 
nent part  in  all  war  drives  and  activities.  Fraternally  he  Is  connected  with  the  Blks 
Lodge  No.  331.     He  has  a  wide  acquaintance  In  northern  Idaho  and  he  is  recognized 
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as  a  self-made  man  wbosa  carefullj  directed  eaterprlse  has  been  tbe  toundation  ol  a 
most  substantial  and  well  merited  success.  He  Is  well  known  In  the  Coenr  d'Alene 
district,  where  he  bas  lived  from  pioneer  times,  and  his  efforts  hare  been  a  contrib- 
uting: factor  to  Its  continued  development  and  prosperity. 


MISS  ANNA  P.  JOYCE. 


Hiss  Anna  F.  Joyce  Is  one  of  the  native  daughters  of  Idaho  and  is  a  representative 
of  <ne  of  the  old  and'well  known  families  of  Owyhee  county,  where  her  blrtli  occurred. 
Her  parents  were  Mathew  and  Mary  (Pahey)  Joyce,  both  of  whom  ware  natives  of 
Ireland.  Tbey  came  to  America  when  young  people  and  flrSt  settled  In  Indiana,  where 
tliey  ware  married.  They  afterward  removed  to  Illinois,  where  they  resldU  for  a 
short  time,  and  In  1SG4  they  crossed  the  plains  with  oz  teams  and  took  up  Ihelr  abode 
In  Owyhee  county  after  completing  the  long  and  ardnous  Journey  acmes  tbe  stretches 
of  hot  sand  and  over  the  mountain  passes  to  the  northwest.  The  father  secured  a 
ranch  which  Is  still  owned  by  his  children,  whose  polsesslcms  now  comprise  eleven 
hundred  and  eighty  acres  of  rich  and  productive  land,  most  of  which  Is  under  the 
ditch.  Because  of  Its  careful  Irrigation  It  la  very  productive  land  and  they  annually 
gather  large  crops.  Cattle  raising  Is  also  made  an  important  feature  Ot  tbe  place  and 
tbe  herds  have  been  developed  until  they  now  own  about  fifteen  hundred  head  of  cattle. 

Upon  this  ranch  the  parents  reared  their  family  and  continued  to  make  the  place 
tbetr  home  until  they  were  called  to  their  final  rest.  They  bad  ten  (dilldren,  all  of 
whom  reached  adult  age  and  are  still  living.  • 

Hr.  Joyce  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Owyhee  county.  He  established  bis  home 
here  when  the  work  of  progress  and  improvement  had  scarcely  been  begun  and  be  bore 
his  full  share  In  tbe  work  of  general  adrantfement.  Moreover,  by  bis  close  attention  to 
business  he  became  one  of  the  leading  and  substantial  business  men  and  was  also 
classed  with  the  representative  citizens  of  tbe  community,  being  ever  keenly  Interested 
In  all  that  pertained  to  the  general ,  welfare. 

I  Since  tbe  death  of  the  father  the  business  bas  been  carried  on  by  the  family  and 
the  farm  Is  now  managed  under  the  firm  name  of  Joyce  Brothers.  The  daughter,  to 
whom  we  are  Indebted  for  the  material  concerning  her  father,  was  reared  and  educated 
Id  Owyhee  county  and  afterward  took  up  the  profession  of  teaching,  which  she  suc- 
cessfully followed  for  four  years,  Imparting  clearly  and  readily  to  others  the  knowledge 
that  she  had  acquired.  The  family  Is  well  known  socially  and  their  friends  throughout 
this  community  are  many.  { 


FRANK   A.   EMFKT. 


No  merchant  in  northern  Idaho  Is  more  widely  or  favorably  known  than  Frank 
A.  Empey,  of  St  Maries,  who  has  established  and  conducted  stores  In  various  towns 
In  northern  Idaho  and  whose  enterprise  has  been  an  important  factor  In  the  coca- 
merclal  development  of  this  section  of  the  state.  He  was  bom  in  Saginaw,  Tuscola 
connty,  Michigan,  June  36,  1876,  bis  parents  being  Joseph  and  Lena  (Schemmerhom) 
Empey.  The  father  Was  engaged  in  manufacturing  in  Saginaw,  where  he  was  a  very 
active  business  man.  In  1SS6  be  made  his  way  to  Coeur  d'Alene,  Idaho,  and  was 
engaged  In  the  stock  business  In  association  with  his  sons,  P.  A.  and  P.  E.  He  was 
also  connected  with  mercantile  interests  In  the  pioneer  days  ot  Coeur  d'Alene  in  asso- 
ciation with  J.  W.  WIggett,  and  It  was  also  Joseph  Empey  who  discovered  the  Sierra 
Nevada  mine. 

Prank  A.  Empey  was  a  lad  of  about  eleven  years  when  be  became  a  resident  <A 
Coeur  d'Alene.  He  afterward  engaged  in  stock  raising,  making  his  headquarters  at 
Wolfe  Lodge  on  Lake  Coeur  d'Alene.  He  ran  cattle  all  over  this  part  of  the  Kootenai 
country  and  was  familiar  with  every  phase  of  frontier  lite  and  pioneer  development 
in  this  section  of  tbe  state.  In  that  early  period  Coeur  d'Alene  was  only  a  small 
village  and  Rathdrum  was  the  county  seat  and  principal  business  point  of  the  entire 
Coeur  d'Alene  district. 

In  1891  Mr.  Empey  took  up  bis  abode  In  tbe  city  of  Coeur  d'Alene  and  was  em- 
ployed by  V.  W.  launders,  one  of  tbe  pioneer  merchants,  thus  gaining  a  practical 
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.  knowledge  of  commercial  metbode.  •  He  afterward  embarked  In  buslnasa  on  hie  own 
account  noder  the  name  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Mercantile  Company  but  Boon  sold  ou.t 
and  in  1S93,  with  his  brother,  went  to  RoBsland,  British  Columbia,  where  for  twelve 
years  he  carried  on  a  mercantile  bualnesB.  He  then  removed  to  Washington,  where  he 
pi;fnnoted  the  plantation  Irrigation  project  and  owned  the  townaltCB  of  Colvflle,  Meyers 
Falls  and  Marcus,  Washington.  This  was  the  first  Irrigation  project  tn  that  district. 
He  afterward  engaged  in  the  contracting  business  In  Spokane  and  built  the  Northwest 
and  Sunset  boulevards,  aleo  the  sewer  system  of  Manitou,  the  water  system  at  Mount 
Pleasant  and  did  considerable  contract  paving  in  Spokane.  At  a  later  period  he  again 
became  active  In  mercantile  life,  buying  stores  which  he  would  conduct  for  a  time  and 
then  sell  when  the  opportunity  offered  to  realize  &  substantial  proAt.  He  was  the 
owner  of  mercantile  enterprises  at  Rathdrum.  Poet  Falls  and  in  several  other  towns 
in  northern  Idaho  and  no  man  Is  better  known  In  the  state  as  a  merchant  than  Frank 
A.  Bmpey.  In  1915  he  came  to  St.  Maries  and  established  Empey's  Department  Store. 
This  1b  a  very  fine  establishment,  neatly  and  attractively  arranged  and  carrying  a 
large  and  pleasing  line  of  goods.  His  business  methods  commend  bim  to  the  public 
support  and  be  has  ever  recognized  the  fact  that  satisfied  patrons  are  tlie  best  adver- 
tisement. He  also  has  extensive  timber  holdings  and  Is  the  owner  of  lumber  camps 
at  Bovill. 

Mr.  Elmpey  is  pleasantly  situated  in  bis  home  lite,  having  married  Miss  Grace 
Olive  Teeple.  They  have  two  children,  Dorothy  June  and  Margaret  Octave.  Mr.  Empey 
Ib  a  charter  member  of  the  Rathdrum  Masonic  Lodge  and  he  also  belongs  to  the  Elks 
Lodge  No.  1254  of  Coenr  d'Alene.  In  politics  he  Is  a  republican  where  national  issues 
and  questions  are  Involved  but  at  local  elections  casts  an  independent  ballot,  regarding 
the  capability  of  a  candidate  rather  than  party  affiliation.  Mr.  Empey  la  a  man  of 
most  progressive  spirit  who  does  everything  In  bis  power  to  upbuild  the  district  in 
which  he  resides.  He  was  one  ol  the  organizers  of  the  Commercial  Club,  was  active  in 
all  war  work  and  wherever  duty  calls  he  makes  Immediate  response. 


CHARLES   B.  WRIGHT. 

Charles  E.  Wright,  editor  and  owner  of  the  Montpelier  Examiner,  of  Montpeller, 
Idaho,  was  born  at  Des  Moines.  Iowa.  January  16,  1864,  a  son  of  James  and  Caroline 
(Johnson)  Wright,  the  former  a  native  of  Kentucky  and  the  latter  of  Indiana. 

The  father  moved  from  Kentucky  to  Iowa  and  located  in  Delaware  county,  in  the 
'BOs.  He  served  tor  eight  years  as  treasurer  o(  that  county.  In  1862  be  removed  to 
Des  Moines,  Iowa,  where  he  was  elected  secretary  of  state,  giving  such  satisfaction 
In  the  diaeharge  of  the  duties  of  that  office  that  he  was  reelected  in  1864  to  serve  a 
second  term.  In  his  early  days  he  had  studied  medicine  and  practiced  for  a  time  ae  a 
physician,  but  after  he  became  prominent  tn  political  affairs  he  abandoned  medical 
practice.  In  1872  he  was  appointed  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  for  the  territory 
of  Montana,  hut  six  months  later  that  office  was  abolished.  He  was  then  appointed 
Indian  agent  on  the  Crow  reservation  In  Montana,  and  continued  In  that  capclty  until 
1874.  In  the  latter  year  be  was  transferred  to  the  Fort  Hall  agency  In  Idaho,  where 
be  remained  for  six  months,  when  be  resigned  ofQce  owing  to  the  state  of  his  health. 
He  then  returned  to  Dee  Moines  and  resided  there  until  June.  1883,  when  be  removed 
to  Blocnnfield,  Iowa,  where  be  bought  a  newspaper,  but  his  death  occurred  a  tew 
months  later,  he  passing  away  in  September,  1883,  at  the  age  of  etxty-tbree  years.  His 
widow  survived  until  July,  1916,  when  she  died  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-three 
years. 

Charles  B.  Wright  was  reared  In  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  was  educated  in  the  Bcbools 
of  that  city.  In  June,  1SS3,  he  was  apprenticed  to  the  printing  trade  at  Bloomfleld, 
Iowa,  and  on  the  death  of  his  father,  the  paper  whlcb  the  latter  published  was  ccm- 
dncted  by  another  son  (or  Bome  time.  Later  Charles  B.  Wright  took  It  over  and  con- 
tinued to  publish  it  until  February.  1892.  In  tbat  year  he  sold  his  interests  In  the 
paper  and  went  to  Nebraska  tor  the  benefit  ot  his  health,  being  connected  with  a  paper 
In  that  state  for  about  three  years.  In  May,  1S94.  he  removed  to  Idaho  and  settled 
at  Mountain  Home,  conducting  the  Mountain  Home  Republican  for  three  years.  In 
May,  1S97,  Mr.  Wright  removed  to  Pocatello  and  took  charge  ot  the  Old  Pocatello 
Advance,  being  connected  with  Its  publication  for  seven  and  one-halt  years.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1904,  he  came  to  Montpeller,  Bear  Lake  countv,  and  bought  an  interest  In  the

Examiner,  Bome  tfme  later  acquiring  the  whole  ovnerablp,  and  he  has  been  canrlng 
OB  the  Bxamlner  ever  since.  It  has  -modern  equipment  and  has  a  circulation  ol  over 
eleven  hundred,  which  la  eteadil^  growlns.  He  also  does  a. good  business  as  a  Job 
printer. 

On  June  1,  18S7,  Mr.  Wright  was  united  In  marriage  to  Sne  Horn,  ot  Blo<Hnfleld, 
Iowa.  He  is  a  member  ot  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  and  holds  membership  *ln 
the  Masonic  order  and  In  Uie  Woodmen  of  the  World.  He  gives  bis  eupptnt  to  the 
republican  party  and  was  a  member  of  the  lower  house  ot  the  twelfth  Idaho  leglslatare. 
He  also  served  on  the  city  school  board  for  seven  years,  and  in  other  mattere  ot  public 
character,  Mr.  Wright  has  given  ot  his  time  and  ablUt7t  his  purpose  being  to  forward 
all  projects  calculated  to  serve  the  community  at  large. 


ALFRED  M.  PALMER,  M.  D. 

Dr.  Alfred  M.  Palmer,  a  physician  and  surgeon  ot  Rlghy,  where  be  has  practiced 
bis  proteeelon  for  the  past  eight  years,  was  bom  In  Logan,  Utah,  March  SI,  1S8G,  a 
Bon  Of  William  and  LInnle  (Fisher)  Palmer,  both  of  whom  were  also  natives  of  that 
state.  The  father  remained  with  his  parents,  who  had  come  to  Utah  from  England 
In  the  early  days,  until  be  became  ot  age  and  then  began  learning  bridge  building, 
which  occupation  he  followed  the  remainder  ot  bis  life.  His  death,  which  was  occa- 
sioned hy  a  railway  accident,  occurred  in  December,  ISSE.  The  mother  ot  the  subject 
of  this  sketch  is  still  living  and  resides  in  Rlgby,  Idaho. 

Dr.  Palmer  was  a  boy  (d  seven  years  when  he  accompanied  his  mother  on  her 
removal  from  Utah  to  Idaho  and  it  was  here  that  he  pursued  his  preparatory  studies 
in  the  public  schools.  When  be  was  ready  to  enter  college.  If  was  his  Intention  to 
pr^are  tor  sclentlllc  farming  and  he  entered  the  agricultural  college  at  Logan,  Utah. 
However,  while  be  was  there,  be  decided  that  his  future  lay  In  the  field  of  medicine. 
He  then  entered  the  school  (rf  medicine  of  the  University  of  Colorado  at  Boulder, 
Colorado,  and  was  graduated  with  the  class  ot  IBll.  Shorily  after  bis  graduation,  be 
began  the  practice  of  bis  proteeslon  In  Salt  Lake  City,  but  in  1912  he  came  to  Idaho, 
locating  In  Rigfay,  where  he  began  his  medical  career  prefer.

Palmer  keeps  abreast  of  the  times  as  a  member  of  the  American  Medical  association 
and  the  Idaho  State  Medical  society.  Aside  from  the  practice  ot  medicine.  Dr.  Palmer 
has  business  Interests.  He  ow&e  a  farm  In  Bonneville  eonnty,  Idaho,  and  Is  a  stock- 
holdw  in  the  City  Pharmacy  of  Rlgby. 

The  Doctor  was  married  to  Bertha  Weill,  June  12,  1912,  and  to  them  have  been 
bom  two  s<»is:  William  W.,  born  May  26,  1913,  and  Ralph  W.,  December  7,  1914. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Palmer  are  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  ot  Latter-day  Saints 
at  Rlgby  and  are  rearing  their  children  according  to  the- tenets  of  their  religion. 
Politically,  the  Doctor  Is  a  democrat  and,  although  the  pressure  ot  his  professional 
duties  prevents  him  from  devoting  his  time  to  public  office,  he  gives  a  good  oltiien's 
attention  to  all  questions  of  public  policy. 


ARTHUR  L.  EARIN. 


Arthur  L.  Earln  Is  the  president  of  the  Spirit  Lake  Publisfalng  Company  and 
also  has  other  Important  bnslnesB  Interests  as  the  president  ot  the  Kootraai  Motor 
Company,  having  the  largest  garage  In  the  Coeur  d'Alene  district  of  Idaho.  A  spirit 
of  enterprise  has  at  all  times  guided  him  in  his  bustnees  relations  and  bis  carefully 
directed  efforts  have  brought  substantial  results.  Mr.  Earln  was  bom  In  Elgin,  Illinois, 
July  13,  ISG4,  his  parents  being  Milton  and  Elizabeth  (Murtaugh)  Earln,  the  former  a 
native  of  New  York,  while  the  latter  was  bom  in  Pennsylvania.  The  father  was  a 
veteran  of  the  Civil  war.  Joining  the  Union  army  as  an  Iltlnois  volunteer,  for  at  that 
time  he  had  removed  to  the  middle  west.

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1b«  contrary  he  received  moat  practical  tralnlns  b;  obtalniDg  a  poBltlon  In  tbe  Bteam 
and  electrical  department  of  tlie  metropolitan  railroad  eyatem  of  that  city  and  from  a 
minor  position  he  worked  his  wajr  steadily  upward  until  ha  became  assistant  chief 
engineer,  thus  serrlns  until  1908,  when  he  left  Ghlcaso  for  the  northwest,  making  hla 
way  to  Spirit  Laka,  Idaho.  Here  he  became  connected  with  the  Panhandle  Lumber 
Company  as  chief  engineer  of  the  steam  and  electric  department,  which  position  be 
flUed  until  1919.

Coeur  d'Alene  district.  They  handle  the  Reo,  Naah,  Pierce-Arrow  cars,  and  the  Kelly 
Springfield  tires  and  also  tbe  Mack  trucks,  and  tbe  company  has  already  developed  a  bual- 
neas  of  extensive  and  gratifying  proportlona.  Mr.  Barln  la  a  man  of  determined  purpose 
who  carries  forward  to  a  proeperous  conclusion  whatever  he  undertakes.  Hl^  plans 
are  carefully  formulated  and  promptly  executed  and  In  all  businesa  affairs  be  dis- 
crimlnatea  readily  between  tbe  eaaentlal  and  the  nonessential  and  so  aystematizea  and 
coordinates  his  interests  that  ofttimea  aeemlngly  diverse  elements  are  brought  Into  a 
unified  and  barmonlona  whole.

In  all  matters  of  citizenship  he  stands  tor  progress  and 
improvement  and  he  dontttad  the  ground  tor  a  school  In  Oannatt  about  a  mile  and  a 
half  from  his  home.    His  cooperation  can  at  all  times  be  counted  upon  to  further  any  .

Truly  a  self-made  man,  he  deserves  much  credit  for  what  he  has  accom- 
plished. He  started  oat  In  the  bnalneas  world  a  poor  boy  and  has  made  bis  war 
unaided  throuKh  life.  '  He  early  realized  the  valae  of  Industry  and  perseverance  as 
factors  In  the  world's  work  and  by  reason  of  the  exercise  of  these  qualities  he  gained 
a  place  among  the  prominent  sheepmen  and  ranchmen  of  southern  Idaho,  bis  splendid 
rancb  property  being  the  visible  evidence  of  bis  lite  of  well  directed  energy  and  thrift. 


CHESTER  O.  ROICE. 

Chester  O.  Rolce,  BUIng  the  position  of  county  commissioner  of  Jerome  county  and 
making  bis  home  at  Eden,  Is  numbered  among  the  substantial  citizens  that  Iowa  has 
furnished  to  Idaho.  His  birth  occurred  at  Waterloo,  In  the  former  state.  December  4, 
18S8.  his  parents  being  Chester  O.  and  Angellne  (White)  Rolce.  He  remained  In  Iowa 
until  1869,  when  his  parents  removed  with  their  family  to  Osborne  connty,  Kansas, 
where  the  father  secured  a  claim  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  government  land.  In 
Kansas.  Chester  O.  Rolce  was  reared  to  the  occupation  of  farm  life,  so  that  he  was  well 
quallBed  to  take  up  the  active  work  of  the  fields  when  he  entered  bis  claim.  To  this  be 
afterward  added  eighty  acres  and  continued  the  work  of  cultivating  and  develi^ing  his 
land  until  the  spring  of  1S90,  when  be  arrived  in  Idaho,  taking  up  his  abode  at  Boise. 
He  began  handling  saw  logs  and  cordwood  and  engaged .  In  the  business  for  twenty 
years,  doing  contract  work  of  that  character.  In  1910  he  removed  to  what  was  then 
Lincoln  but  is  now  Jerome  county  and  secured  a  farm  of  eighty  acres,  turning  his  atten- 
tion to  sheep  raising.  He  continued  to  manage  and  further  develop  that  prtqierty  In 
connection  with  bis  sheep  raising  Interests  until  1919.  and  has  since  been  dealing  In  farm 
lands,  negotiating  many  Important  realty  transfers  in  the  meantime. 

In  1879  Mr.  Roice  was  married  to  Miss  Sarah  G.  Dick,  a  daughter  of  Samuel  Dick 
and  a  native  of  Iowa.  They  have  become  parents  of  two  sons  and  two  daughters:  Fred, 
Minnie,  Maud  and  Chester.  Mr.  Rolce  votes  with  the  republican  party  and  upon  Its 
ticket  was  elected  to  the  office  of  commissioner  of  Minidoka  county,  after  which  be 
removed  to  Eden.  He  Is  now  concentrating  his  attention  upon  the  handling  of  farm 
lands  and  upon  the  duties  of  his  oOlce  and  is  making  a  good  official  by  reascKi  of  hfs 
faithfulness  to  the  trust  reposed  In  him  and  hie  thorough  understanding  of  the  tasks 
which  devolve  u[K)n  him. 


CAPTAIN  EDWIN  T.  POWELL. 

Captain  Edwin  T.  Powell,  who  won  his  title  by  active  service  in  theSVorld  war 
and  who  la  now  serving  as  deputy  state  veterinarian,  makes  his  home  in  Coeur  d'Alene 
and  throughout  his  entire  life  has  been  Identified  with  the  northwest,  manifesting  in 
hie  career  the  spirit  of  enterprise  and  progress  which  has  been  the  dominant  factor 
In  the  upbuilding  of  this  section  of  the  country.  His  birth  occurred  at  Asotin,  Wash- 
ington. September  23,  1887.  JIls  parents.  Henry  J.  and  BItzabeth  (Jenkins)  Powell, 
are  natives  of  Wales,  the  former  coming  to  the  United  States  when  a  young  man  of 
twenty-one  years  and  the  mother  arriving  at  the  age  of  twenty  years.  They  are  now 
residents  of  Lewiston,  Idaho.  In  his  native  country  Henry  J.  Powell  engaged  In  coal 
mining  and  after  crossing  the  Atlantic  followed  mining  In  Iowa  until  1882,  when  bs 
went  to  Washington,  homesteading  In  Asotin  county.  He  has  become  a  prominent  rep- 
resentative of  agricultural  Interests,  being  a  large  wheat  grower.  His  political  endorse- 
ment is  given  to  the  democratic  party  and  hla  religious  faith  is  that  of  the  Methodist 
church. 

Captain  Powell,  after  pursuing  his  early  education  In  the  country  schools,  continued 
his  studies  in  the  Asotin  high  school  and  In  the  Washington  State  College,  where  he 
studied  veterinary  surgery,  completing  his  course  In  1910.  In  that  year  be  located 
for  practice  at  Cottonwood  and  In  1911  removed  to  Coeur  d'Alene,  where  he  has  since 
followed  veterinary  surgery  save  for  the  period  of  bis  active  military  service. 

Captain  Powell  has  long  figured  in  military  circles  in  Idaho.  He  was  commissioned 
a  lieutenant  of  Company  C  of  the  Idaho  National  Ouard  and  did  duty  on  the  Mexican 
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border  as  battalion  adjutant  tor  B«rea  moBtbs.  He  bad  been  a  captain  of  the  National 
Onard  In  1913  but  had  resigned  his  commiaelon  ere  it  was  tound  aeceaaary  to  send 
an  armed  lorce  to  the  border.  His  patriotiem  at  once  prompted  his  enlistment  In 
defense  of  tbe  country  and  be  vas  at  that  time  commissioned  a  lieutenant.  Company  C, 
with  which  he  served,  afterward  federalized  and  was  called  out  for  active  service  in 
the  World  war.  In  March,  1917,  Captain  Powell  was  sent  to  Fort  Wright  for  guard 
dutr,  was  later  stationed  at  Camp  Mills,  iKmg  Island,  and  was  transferred  from  the 
Infantry  to  Battery  D  o(  the  One  Hundred  and  Porty-slxth  Field  Artillery.  With  that 
command  he  landed  at  Havre,  France,  December  H.  1917,  and  went  to  the  American 
artillery  training  center  at  Camp  Souge,  near  Bordeaux  While  the  regiment  was 
there  stationed  Captain  Powell  was  sent  to  the  artillery  tractor  school  at  Vincennes, 
near  Paris,  and  after  hla  course  rejoined  Battery  D.  From  Camp  Songe  the  regiment 
went  to  Cleremont-Ferrand  (Puy-de-Dome),  France,  proceeding  to  the  front  July  6, 
191S,  and  into  position  at  Chateau  Thierry,  July  9.  then  on  to  Vesle  and  Into  the  St. 
Mihlel  sector  on  the  IZth  of  August,  Lieutenant  Powell  being  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  captain  of  artillery  in  September.  He  fought  all  through  the  battle  of  the  Argonne 
and  was  on  active  duty  until  the  armlBtice  was  signed.  For  two  weeks  thereafter  he 
was  in  the  rest  area  and  thence  proceeded  to  Grenshauser,  Qermany,  with  the  army 
of  occupation  and  on  to  Bendorf  in  April.  On  the  26th  of  Hay,  1919,  he  was  relieved 
from  further  military  duty  ahd  with  hla  regiment  returned  to  the  United  Sl«tes, 
having  participated  In  some  ot  the  greatest  drives  of  the  greatest  war  that  history  has 
ever  known.    His  colors  were  decorated  while  at  Bendorf. 

With  his  return  to  his  native  country.  Dr.  Powell  again  took  up  his  abode  at 
Coeur  d'AIene  and  resumed  the  practice  of  his  profession.  After  being  discharged  on 
the  5th  of  August,  1919,  he  was  appointed  deputy  state  veterinarian  In  charge  ot  all 
the  territory  north  of  the  Salmcm  river.  He  Is  a  most  capable  representative  of  the 
profession  and  Is  regarded  as  authority  upon  bovine  tuberculosis. 

Dr.  Powell  married  Mies  Floy  M.  Barker,  daughter  of  William  Barker,  a  prominent 
pioneer  of  Asotin,  Wawhtngton,  where  he  conducted  business  as  a  contractra-.  Captain 
and  Mrs.  Powell  have  two  children,  Jane  and  Ruth,  the  latter  bom  while  he  was  in 
service  in  the  World  war.  Mrs.  Powell  Is  active  In  all  social  affairs  of  Coeur  d'AIene 
and  Dr.  Powell  Is  a  stanch  supporter  of  the  republican  party  but  not  an  actlye  party 
worker.  He  has  membership  with  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Bike  and  belongs 
to  the  Elks  Quartette  of  Coeur  d'AIene;  famous  throughout  the  entire  northwest.  He 
Is  a  young  man  of  notable  energy,  -diligence  and  determination,  with  whom  duty  Is  a 
foremost  consideration.  To  Its  call  he  has  made  ready  response  and  he  Is  numbered 
among  the  natlTe  sons  of  the  northwest  who  have  aided  in  writing  a  glory  page  upon 
American  history. 


ANDREW  GLASGOW  VAN  EMAN. 

Andrew  Glasgow  Van  Eman,  asaayer  and  chemist,  with  ofBce  at  No.  1119 
Main  street  in  Boise,  was  born  in  Washington  county,  Iowa,  July  28,  1881,  a  son 
of  Andrew  R.  and  Frances  Emma  (Glae^w)  Van  Eman,  the  former  a  native  of 
Pennsylvania,  while  the  latter  was  born  In  Ohio.  The  father's  birth  occurred  in 
1847  and  he  was  of  Holland  Dutch  descent,  while  the  mother  is  of  Scotch  lineage. 
In  early  manhood  Andrew  R.  Van  Eman  became  a  resident  of  Iowa,  where  he 
made  hli  home  until  he  reached  the  age  of  thirty-flve  years,  when  he  removed 
with  his  family  to  Montana,  settling  on  a  ranch  which  be  continued  to  cultivate 
and  develop  to  the  time  of  his  death  In  1910.  Hie  widow  survives  and  Is  now  a 
resident  of  Augusta,  Montana.  Their  family  numbered  Ave  children:  Mrs.  Ethel 
Rutherford,  the  wife  of  a  prominent  attorney  ot  Seattle,  Washington;  Clarice,  a 
successful  teacher  ot  Belllngham,  Washington;  Andrew  O.,  of  this  review;  William, 
a  mechanical  engineer  ot  Missoula,  Montana;  and  Dorothy,  who  is  living  with  her 
mother. 

Andrew  Glasgow  Van  Eman  was  but  six  weeks  old  when  his  parents  removed 
to  Montana,  where  be  was  reared  upon  the  ranch,  acquiring  bis  early  education  In 
the  schools  of  Augusta,  while  later  he  became  a  student  In  the  high  school  at  Great 
Falls,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  ot  1899,  being  then  seventeen 
years  ot  age.  He  specialised  during  his  school  days  In  chemistry.  He  was  the 
only  male  member  ot  a  class  of  thirteen  on  graduating  from  the  high  school.    Imme- 
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dlat«ly  Bttervard  he  went  tn  work  In  the  labaratorjr  of  the  BOBton-Hontana  Con- 
Bolldated  Copper  ft  Silver  Htnlng  Company,  where  be  became  familiar  with  the 
practical  pbaeea  dI  assaying,  to  which, he  devoted  (our  years  and  a  half  of  study 
In  the  chemical  department  of  that  company.  He  later  removed  to  Butte,  Montana, 
where  he  was  employed  In  the  assay  office  of  Lewis  ft  Walker  and  later  was  con- 
nected with  the  laboratory  of  the  Cataract  Mining  Company  at  Basin,  Montana. 
After  two  years  In  that  connection  he  removed  to  Seattle,  Washington,  where  he 
pursued  a  course  In  geoloey  and  mineralogy  and  then  went  to  Arisona  In  the 
employ  of  the  United  Verde  mines,  of  which  he  became  aasletant  chemist.  For  tvio 
years  he  was  with  that  company  and  next  went  to  Nevada,  where  be  was  employed 
as  chief  chemist  by  the  Steptoe  Valley  Smelting  ft  Mining  Company  at  HcQill  for 
a  period  of  three  and  a  half  years.  Idaho  next  became  the  scene  of  his  labors  and 
almost  Immediately  he  took  up  his  abode  in  Boise,  where  he  purchased  the  Interest 
of  Professor  Mlssbach  In  the  Boise  Chemical  Institute.  He  Is  now  conducting 
business  under  his  own  name  as  a  chemist,  assayer  and  metallurgist,  having  the 
best  equipped  chemical  laboratory  in  the  state.  He  makes  analyses  of  ores,  metals, 
cement,  clays,  coal  oil,  water,  soils.  fertilUera,  Insecticides,  Industrial  products,  food, 
etc..  and  hla  clientage  Is  now  large  and  important.  For  twenty  years  he  has  been 
a  professional  chemist  and  his  long  experience  and  wide  study  have  bronght  him 
to  t))e  front  along  professional  lines. 

At  Steptoe,  Nevada,  on  the  20th  of  April,  1910.  Mr,  Van  Eman  was  married 
to  Mies  May  Camtibell,  who  was  born  in  Taylor.  Nevada,  and  they  have  two 
daughters:  Laura  Prances,  born  October  25.  1S13:  and  Dorothy  Ruth,  bom  Augaat 
14,  191S.  Mr.  Van  Bman's  Interest  centers  In  his  home.  He  Is,  however,  a  valued 
member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  he  belongs  to  the  Boise  Commercial  Club. 
He  also  has  membership  In  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  Bngi&eers  and  the 
American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science. 


WILLIAM  JUSTICE. 

William  Justice,  who  Is  engaged  In  ranching  In  the  Hagerman  valley  not  far 
from  Qoodlng,  was  bom  In  Nebraska  City,  Nebraaka,  July  7,  1SG0.  His  parents, 
Richard  and  Abigail  Justice,  were  natives  of  Tennessee  and  were  married  In  Indiana. 
They  afterward  removed  to  Nebraska,  becoming  early  settlers  of  thit  state.  The 
father  secured  land  ther«f  and  began  the  development  of  a  farm,  which  he  con- 
tinued further  to  cultivate  and  Improve  until  called  to  his.flnal  rest.  His  wife 
also  passed  away  In  that  state.  In  his  political  views  he  was  an  earnest  republican 
and  both  were  devoted  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  guiding  their 
lives  by  Its  teachings. 

William  Justice  spent  hla  boyhood  days  In  Nebraska,  where  he  followed  farming 
to  the  year  1ST7.  In  April  of  that  year  he  made  his  way  to  the  northwest,  going 
to  Clover  creek,  where  he  engaged-ln  running  stock.  He  squatted  on  a  claim  on 
a  school  section  and  there  was  connected  with  his  brother.  Robert  R.,  In  raising 
cattle.  After  a  time  they  ceased  their  operations  as  cattlemen  and  l>egan  running 
horses  on  the  Little  Cottonwood.  In  tbe  Wood  river  dlatrfct.  wintering  their  stock  on 
Clover  creek  and  the  Snake  river  near  the  place  where  Gooding  now  stands.  Later 
they  sold  their  horses  and  bougbt  a  bunch  of  cattle  and  during  the  past  sixteen 
years  William  Justice  has  been  engaged  In  cattle  raising  and  In  ranching.  In  1899 
he  purch,ased  his  present  ranch  property  and  took  up  his  abode  thereon  In  1904. 
He  now  has  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  acres  of  rich  and  productive  land,  con- 
stituting a  well  improved  ranch.  He  lived  In  this  section  of  the  country  through 
the  Bannock  Indian  war  and  was  well  acquainted  with  many  of  tl^e  Indian  scouts  - 
as  well  as  with  the  Indian  chiefs.  .He  has  lived  to  witness  the  notable  growth  and 
development  of  this  section  of  the  country  as  wild  land  has  been  reclaimed  for 
purposes  of  civilization  and  as  the  work  of  development  and  Improvement  has  been 
carried  steadily  forwM-d. 

In  1S93  Mr.  Justice  was  married  to  Miss  Willie  Frost,  a  daughter  of  Shelby 
and  Maria  (Wilson)  Frost.  Mrs,  Justice  was  born  In  Benton  county.  Arkansas,  In 
June,  1882,  and  on  coming  to  Idaho  settled  in  Alturaa  county  on  the  Halad  river, 
her  parents  becoming  ranching  people  of  that  district.     She  was  married  In  Caldwell, 
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Idaho,  and  has  become  the  mother  of  Ave  cblldreD:     Earl,  Ethel,  Arthur,  Florence 
and  Marjorle. 

Mr.  Justice  has  supported  republican  prfadples  since  reaching  adult  age.  He 
belongs  to  the  Hethodlst  Episcopal  church  and  Its  teachings  have  been  the  guiding 
force  In  his  life,  making  blm  a  man  of  upright  character  whom  to  know  Is  to 
respect  and  honor. 


BYRON  HARVEY  ALLRED. 


The  enterprise  of  the  west  Is  most  strongly  manttest  In  the  organization  of 
those  interests  which  constitute  factors  in  the  state's  development  and  material  prog- 
ress. That  which  largely  affects  the  welfare  of  its  people  la  always  a  matter  of  public 
concern  to  the  commonwealth  of  the  w«at  and  the  Interests  of  the  state  have  been 
placed  upon  a  broad  baslness  basis  through  the  organization  of  such  departments  aa 
the  farm  markets,  the  horticultural  and  the  land  departments  of  Idaho.  Of  the 
flrst  named  Byron  Harvey  Allred  has  been  chosen  state  director  and  Is  doing  Im- 
portant public  work  in  this  connection.  Idaho  numbers  blm  among  her  native 
sons,  his  birth  having  occurred  at  St.  Charles,  In  Bear  Lake  county,  March  31,  1870. 
He  Is  the  only  son  ot  Byron  Harvey  Allred,  Sr.,  who  was  bom  In  Iowa  In  1844  and 
waa  a  son  of  William  H.  Allred,  a  native  of  Tennessee.  The  lather  of  the  last 
named  was  Isaac  Allred,  whose  father  cam's  from  Ireland  In  the  eighteenth  century 
and  settled  In  Tennessee  among  Its  pioneer  residents.  Isaac  Allred  was  united  in 
marriage  to  Mary  Calvert,  the  granddaughter  of  Cflcll  Calvert,  Lord  Baltimore,  the 
founder  of  Maryland  colony.  William  M.  Allred  wedded  Orlsaa  Bates  and  their 
son,  Harvey  Allred,  Sr.,  was  Joined  in  wedlock  to  Phoebe  Irene  Cook,  a  native  ot 
Utah,  whose  mother  was  the  great-granddaughter  of  Lord  Howe  of  the  British  ariny. 
The  ancestors  ot  B.  Harvey  Allred  of  this  review  in  both  the  paternal  and  maternal 
lines  were  represented  in  the  Revolutionary  war.  His  parents  were  married  In  Bear 
Lake  county,  Idaho.  The  father  had  come  to  this  state  with  his  parents  from  Utah 
when  a  youth  of  only  sixteen  years.  On  leaving  Tennessee  the  family  bad  removed 
first  to  Iowa  and  thence  to  Utah,  while  an  ultimate  removal  brought  them  to  Idaho 
and  settlement  was  made  In  Bear  Lake  county.  The  Allred  family  since  the  time 
of  William  M.  Allred  have  been  adherents  of  the  Mormon  church  and  In  that  faith 
B.  Harvey  Allred  of  this  review  was  reared. 

His  youthful  days  were  passed  in  Bear  Lake  county  to  the  age  of  eight  years, 
when  he  accompanied  his  parents  on  their  removal  Just  across  the  state  line  Into 
Blch  county,  Utah,  the  father  becoming  a  merchant  of  Qarden  City.  At  that  place 
the  son  spent  his  youth  until  he  had  reached  the  age  ot  twenty  yesTs.  when  he  went 
to  Wyoming  and  purchased  a  cattle  ranch,  which  he  owned  and  occupied  for  twelve 
years,  there  successfully  devoting  hjs  attention  to  the  raising  of  cattle.  At  the  age 
of  twenty-two  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Wyoming  state  legislature.  In  which 
he  was  called  the  "kid  of  the  house."  He  had  been  elected  on  the  democratic 
ticket  and  though  young  in  years  and  experience  he  proved  an  able  member  of  the 
general  assembly,  carefully  considering  all  vital  questions  which  came  up  tor  settle- 
ment. In  1903  he  disposed  ot  his  ranch  In  Wyoming  and  afterward  spent  seven 
years  in  the  state  of  Chihuahua,  Mexico,  where  he  was  engaged  in  the  cattle  business 
on  a  large  scale.  He  became  the  owner  of  eight  thousand  acres  ot  land  In  that 
country  and  during  that  period  he  developed  his  cattle  raising  interests  to  large 
proportions.  For  two  years  of  bis  stay  In  Mexico  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  police 
force  In  the  Galeana  district,  but  foreseeing  the  approaching  Mexican  revolution,  he 
flold  his  ranch  there  in  190S  and  returned  to  the  United  States,  of  which  he  had 
remained  a  citizen  throughout  the  period  of  his  residence  In  the  republic  to  the 
south.  On  again  coming  to  Idaho  he  located  near  Blacktoot.  Bingham  county,  where 
he  purchased  a  farm  adjoining  the  town  and  devoted  hie  attention  to  general  agri- 
cultural pursuits.  His  home  Is  still  upon  the  farm  near  Blackfoot,  altbongh  his 
official  duties  keep  him  most  ot  the  time  In  Boise. 

It  was  In  the  fall  of  1916  that  he  was  elected  to  the  Idaho  legislature  and  be 
remained  a  member  ot  the  house  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  on  the  1st  ot 
January,  1919.  serving  as  speaker  during  the  session  of  1917.  On  the  1st  of  April 
of  that  year  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Alexander  to  his  present  position  as 
state  director  of  farm  markets.     By  virtue  of  this  office  he  Is  an  ex  officio  member 
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of  the  state  boaril  of  argiculture.  Ab  director  of  farm  markets  be  baa  closely 
Btudled  all  the  questions  relative  to  agricnltural  production  and  sale  and  his  advice 
and  assistance  have  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  farming  people  throughout  Idaho. 

On  the  3d  of  October,  1898,  Mr.  Allred  was  married  to  Miss  Charlotte  S.  Pead. 
who  died  several  years  ago.  He  later  wedded  Mary  Evelyn  Clark.  By  the  first 
marriage  there  were  seven  children  wbo  are  ettll  living,  Lotbalr  W.,  Elwood  B., 
H.  Thatcher,  Harold  and  Charlotte,  twins,  Irene  and  Rbea.  By  the  second  marriage 
there  are  six  children:  Rulon,  Mary,  Olive,  Otbo,  Owen  and  Beth.  The  son,  M. 
Tbatcher,  was  In  the  officers'  reserve  training  camp  at  San  Francisco. 

Hr.  Allred  has  taken  a  most  helpful  part  In  war  activities,  doing  everything  in 
his  power  to  uphold  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  government  during  the  critical 
period  through  v^icb  the  world  has  Just  passed.  He  ie  a  member  of  the  Idaho  State 
Council  of  Defense  and  state  federal  director  to  the  United  States  Boye  Working 
Reserve.  He  was  also  state  chairman  of  the  Four  Minute  Men.  who,  utlllilng  every 
opportunity  to  address  the  public,  did  much  enlightenment  work  in  connection  with 
conditions  bearing  directly  upon  the  war  or  with  the  conservation  of  resources  and 
supplies  In  this  country.  HIb  work  as  a  private  Individual  and  as  a  public  official 
has  been  of  a  most  valuable  character,  beneficial  ia  Its  purposes  and  far-reaching  In 
its  results. 


HON.  JOSEPH  B.  DANILLS. 

Hon.  Joseph  E.  Danills,  farmer  and  lire  stock  dealer  of  Fairfield  and  member 
of  the  state  senate  from  Camas  county,  was  bom  on  a  farm  in  Mitchell  coimty, 
Kansas,  August  31,  1S72,  one  of  a  family  of  three  sons  and  a  daughter,  whose 
parents  were  Edward  and  Victoria  (Cbildres)  Danills.  The  father  la  now  retired, 
living  in  Chicago.  He  became  a  weli'to^o  farmer  and  still  owns  two  good  farm 
properties  in  Mitchell  county,  Kansas.  The  mother  passed  away  In  1914.  But  one 
brother  of  Josepb  E.  Danills  Is  living,  namely  Martin  Danills,  of  Belolt,  Kansas, 
who  is  a  merchant  miller  by  occupation.  There  is  also  a  surviving  sister,  Mrs. 
Qrace  M.  Collins,  living  at  Los  Angeles,  California. 

Joseph  E.  Danilla  was  reared  on  the  old  l)omestead  farm  In  Mitchell  county, 
Kansas,  to  the  age  of  thirteen  years,  when  bis  parents  removed  to  Belolt,  the  county 
seat,  in  order  to  give  their  children  the  educational  advantages  of  the  city  schools. 
He  therefore  attended  school  in  Belolt  until  he  reached  the  age  of  seventeen 
years,  when  be  left  borne  and  came  to  the  west  to  make  his  fortune.  He  spent 
nearly  ten  years  in  Colorado,  where  be  was  engaged  in  mining  and  other  pursuits. 
At  first  he  learned  tbe  trade  of  a  lineman  and  for  some  time  assisted  in  the  con- 
struction of  telegraph  lines.  In  1900,  however,  he  removed  from  Oilpin  county,  , 
Colorado,  to  Idaho  and  took  up  a  homestead  on  Camas  prairie,  near  Fairfield,  He 
has  since  lived  upon  his  ranch  and  has  transformed  It  Into  an  excellent  farm 
property.  When  he  settled  upon  this  place  It  was  a  tract  of  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  of  sagebrush,  located  In  that  part  of  Idaho  that  Is  widely  known  as  Camas 
prairie  and  is  today  one  the  most  fertile  and  productive  districts  of  the  state. 
He  at  once  began  clearing  away  the  brush  and  placing  the  land  under  cultivation  and, 
as  bis  financial  resources  have  increased,  he  has  extended  the  boundaries  of  his 
farm  until  it  now  comprises  four  hundred  and  eighty  acres,-  all  In  one  section,  and 
his  is  one  'of  the  beet  improved  farms  on  Camas  prairie.  Tbe  entire  tract  is  highly 
cultivated  and  produces  splendid  crops.  He  utilizes  the  most  modern  and  Improved 
machinery  and  the  most  progressive  and  scientific  methods  In  the  care  of  his  land. 
He  owns  a  tractor  and  also  a  combined  harvester  and  thresher,  using  the  latter  not 
only  upon  his  own  place  but  upon  that  of  his  neighbors  as  well.  He  speclsHzes  in 
the  raising  of  registered  shorthorn  cattle  and  Duroc  hogs,  his  particular  line  being 
red  cattle,  red  bogs  and  red  chickens,  for  his  fowls  are  the  Rhode  Island  Reds.  He 
has  for  many  years  been  an  active  member  of  the  Farmers  Educational  and  Co- 
operative Union  of  America  and  Is  a  charter  member  of  the  branch  at  Fairfield,  Idabo, 
ot  which  he  is  now  serving  as  president,  a  position  that  he  has  occupied  for  the 
past  three  years.  He  Is  also  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  tbe  Farmers  Union 
Cooperative  Mercantile  Company  of  Palrfleld  and  has  thus  continued  for  five  years. 
He  is  likewise  president  of  the  local  Farm  Bureau  of  Camas  county  and  he  was  a 
delegate  to  the  Farmers  Union  convention  at  Welser  in  1916.

In  December,  1910,  Mr.  DanlllB  was  married  to  Mrs.  Mbit  Womack  and  they 
hare  one  bod,  RoDert  T.,  who  was  born  September  27,  1912.  By  a  former  wife,  now 
deceased,  Hr.  Danllli  bad  a  eon,  Charlfl>  Artbar,  who  was  born  November  27,  1893. 
H«  la  married  and  Uvea  on  a  farm  of  bis  own  on  Camae  prairie. 

In  bis  fraternal  relations  Mr.  Danllls  Is  an  Odd  Fellow  and  la  a  past  grand 
of  blB  lodge.  He  Is  fond  of  bnntlng  and  fishing  but  turns  to  these  sports  only  when 
other  duties  are  not  making  strenuous  demands  upon  hie  time  and  energies.  For 
many  years  he  served  on  the  school  board- of  bis  home  locality  and  the  cause  of 
education  fonnd  In  him  a  stalwart  champion.  In  politics  he  Is  now  a  Wilson  democrat 
,and  formerly  was  a  Lincoln  republican,  but,  according  to  his  ideas,  there  is  no 
difference,  a  fact  which  many  others  as  well  have  recognized,  both  men  standing 
loyally  for  the  best  Interests  of  their  country,  placing  partisanship  in  the  back- 
ground In  relation  to  public  service  and  loyalty.  In  the  tall  of  191S  Mr,  Danllls  was 
elected  senator  from  Camas  county  by  a  good  majority,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
influenza  epidemic  kept  many  of  his  supporters  away  from  the  polls.  He  has  won 
substantial  suctiess  in  his  business  a'ffalrs  and  has  made  for  himself  a  prominent 
place  in  connection  with  various  organizations  to  which  be  belongs  and  in  politica 
no  doubt  his  career  will  bo  marked  by  a  fidelity  to  duty,  an  earnestness  of  purpose 
and  an  honorable  policy  which  will  make  bis  record  in  this  connection  one  of  equal 
merit. 


GBOROE  F.  BITNER. 


The  mining  operations  of  the  northwest  find  a  worthy  representative  in  Qeoi^e 
F.  Bitner,  who  though  born  In  one  of  the  eastern  states,  has  for  four  decades  made  ~ 
his  home  In  the  great  section  west  of  the  MlBslssippi  and  is  now  actively  Identified 
with  mining  In  the  Coeur  d'Alenes,  making  his  home  at  Kellogg.  He  is  a  native  ot 
the  historic  old  town  of  Qettyshnrg,  Pennsylvania,  his  birtb  having  there  occurred 
March  17,  1867,  bis  parents  being  Henry  and  Nancy  (QIoss)  Bitner,  who  were 
likewise  born  In  the  Keystone  state.  The  father  was  a  miller  and  nurseryman  who 
engaged  in  the  propagation  of  fruit  trees  In  Pennsylvania.  At  the  time  of  the 
Civil  war  he  Joined  the  army  at  Harrlsbnrg  and  was  active  In  defense  of  the  Union 

George  E.  Bitner  attended  the  public  schools,  which  were  of  a  somewhat  primi- 
tive character.  The  little  temple  ot  learning  In  which  he  pursued  bis  studies  was 
seated  with  wooden  benches  and  the  methods  of  Instruction  accorded  therewith.  In 
the  school  ot  experience,  however,  he  has  learned  many  valuable  lessons  and  Is 
today  a  resourceful  business  man  whose  enterprise  has  brought  him  steadily  to 
the  front.  In  June,  1S77,  then  twenty  years  bt  age,  he  left  home,  going  to  Sprlng- 
vllle.  Ohio,  where  he  engaged  in  teaming  and  also  secured  employment  as  clerk 
in  a  grocery  store.  For  three  years  he  remained  a  resident  ot  the  Buckeye  state 
and  In  1880  removed  to  Colorado.  He  drove  a  horse  In  connection  with  the  first 
iron  car  on  the  railroad  to  Leadvllle,  this  line  being  now  a  part  of  the  Denver  &  Rio 
Grande  system.  Later  be  went  into  New  Mexico  and  did  teaming  in  connection  with 
the  building;  of  the  railroad.  The  year  1883  witnessed  his  arrival  in  the  northwest, 
at  which  time  be  took  up  his  abode  In  Spokane,  Washington.  On  the  lOth  ot  April, 
1884,  he  reached  Hurray,  Idaho,  which  was  then  a  small  camp  composed  of  tents, 
with  only  a  few  plain  buildings  In  their  midst.  At  that  place  be  gave  his  attention  . 
to  placer  mining  being  numbered  among  the  pioneers  of  the  region.  In  1885  he 
became  Identified^ with  the  Tiger  Mining  Company  and  sunk  a  shaft.  This  venture 
proved  successfulT  In  1888  he  estabtished  a  saloon,  which  he  conducted  until  1900 
and  then  embarked  In  the  wholesale  business  at  Kellogg.  As  the  years  have  passed 
be-  has  made  large  investments  in  mining  Interests  until  bis  holdings  of  this  char- 
acter are  extensive.     He  Is  also  a  director  of  the  First  State  Bank. 

Mr.  Bitner  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Sarah  E.  Krebs,  a  representative  ot 
the  Krebs  family  connected  with  Colfax,  Washington,  In  pioneer  days,  her  parents 
heltig  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Krebs.  who  were  natives  of  Switzerland.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Bitner  have  become  parents  of  three  children:  Ella  M.,  William  H.  and  Phillip 
George. 

Ur.  Bitner  Is  a  member  of  the  Knights  ot  Pythias.  He  has  served  as  a  member 
ot  the  city  council,  with  which  he  was  connected  when  the  more  Important  public 
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Improvements  ot  Ketlogg  were  put  In.  In  all  mattere  relating  to  the  public  welfare 
be  has  proven  one  hundred  per  cent  American.  Born  In  a  district  dedicated  to 
liberty  through  the  sacrlBces  there  made  by  the  valiant  defenders  of  the  Union  In 
the  CiTll  war.  he  baa  always  been  an  advocate  of  those  measures  and  movements 
which  are  looking  to  puhllc  improvement  and  has  been  identlBed  with  man;  Interests 
of  value  In  the  municipal  progress  of  Kellogg. 


WILLIAM  G.   PHALON. 

William  G.  Phalon,  chief  fire  warden  of  the  Pend  d'Oreille  Timber  Association,  was 
born  in  Kewaunee.  Wisconsin,  on  the  14th  of  March,  tS81.  his  parents  being  Peter  and 
leabelle  (Flaherty)  Phalon,  the  former  a  native  of  Maine,  while  the  latter  was  born 
In  the  Badger  state.  The  father  was  a  lumber  dealer  and  he  became  an  Indian  agent 
at  Cloquet,   Minnesota. 

It  was  In  the  public  schools  ot  Cloquet  that  William  G.  Phalon  pursued  his  early 
education,  while  subsequently  he  attended  St  Mary's  College.  Wheiv  seventeen  years 
of  age  be,  too,  became  connected  with  the  lumber  busineas,  in  which  be  worked  In 
various  capacities,  doing  both  outside  and  office  work  as  a  representative  of  tbe  Weyer- 
hauaer  interests.  In  1907  he  came  to  Idaho  and  here  entered  the  employ  ot  the 
Panhandle  Lumber  Company  at  Spirit  Lake,  working  as  a  scaler  and  buyer  of  logs  and  . 
In  other  capacities.  In  1912  he  removed  to  Sandpolnt,  where  be  has  since  made  bis 
home,  and  now  occupies  tbe  position  of  chief  tin  warden  with  the  Pend  d'Oreille 
Timber  Protective  Aasociatlon,  a  position  of  large  responsibility  and  one  in  which  he 
Ib  fully  meeting  the  duties  and  requirements.  He  is  also  active  In  civic  affairs,  is  a 
promoter  ot  all  those  Interests  which  make  tor  puhllc  progress  and  Is  a  loyal  follower 
of  the  Masonic  fraternity. 


HON.  ALBERT  H.  FBATHBRSTONE. 

Hon.  Albert  H.  Peatherstone,  lawyer  and  law  maker,  engaged  In  practice  as  an 
attorney  of  Wallace  and  serving  as  representative  from  Shoebone  county  In  the.  stale 
legislature,  has  contributed  to  the  development  and  upbuilding  of  the  northwest  since 
1S9S,  m  which  year  he  removed  from  Red  Wing,  Minnesota,  to  Idaho.  Throughout  tbe 
Intervening  period  he  has  not  only  been  actively  engaged  In  law  practice  but  has  also 
become  connected  with  large  and  Important  business  Interests  in  Wallace  and  vicinity, 
and  the  value  of  his  services  to  the  community  is  widely  acknowledged. 

Mr.  Featberetone  la  a  native  son  of  Minnesota,  born  October  27,  IS69,  and  Is  ot 
English  descent.  His  paternal  grandparents.  John  and  Mary  Featheratone,  were  both 
born  and  reared  In  England  but  were  married  after  crossing  the  Atlantic  to  Canada. 
They  became  pioneer  residents  of  Minnesota  In  1356  and  there  spent  their  remaining 
days.  Their  son,  William  J.  Featherstone.  was  united  In  marriage  to  Helen  Levitt 
and  Albert  H.  Featherstone  Is  tbelr  only  eon.  The  parents  are  still  living  at  Red 
Wing,  Minnesota,  and  tbe  father,  who  for  many  jr^ars  followed  tbe  occupation  of 
farming,  has  now  retired  from  active  business  cares.  Re  and  his  wife  celebrated  their 
golden  wedding  on  the  IGth  ot  November.  1915,  and  although  they  are  now  In  advanced 
age  are  yet  enjoying  good  health.  Tbey  have  but  one  son  and  two  daughters,  the  latter 
being  still  residents  of  Minnesota. 

Albert  H.  Featherstone  was  reared  upon  his  father's  farm  near  Red  Wing  and 
divided  his  time  between  the  work  of  tbe  fields  and  the  acquirement  of  a  district 
school  education  until  he  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  years.  Tbe  following  year  he 
took  up  the  profeaalon  ot  teaching,  which  he  followed  for  four  yeara.  Before  attaining 
his  majority  he  had  purchased  a  farm  in  bis  home  neighborhood  but  he  continued  to 
reside  upon  his  father's  farm  until  twenty-four  years  ot  age,  when,  determining  to 
devote  hla  life  to  a  professional  career,  he  entered  the  University  ot  Minnesota  as  a 
law  student  and  was  there  graduated  after  three  ye^rs  of  study,  receiving  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  ot  Laws  and  afterward  that  of  Master  of  Laws.  He  was  admitted  to  the 
Minnesota  bnr  upon  the  completion  of  his  college  cnurae  and  at  onc«  came  to  Idaho  and 
opened  an  ofllce  In  Wallace,  where  be  has  continuously  engaged  .In  law  practice.  Hb 
la  now  accorded  a  large  and  diatlnctlvely  representative  clientage  that  has  connected 
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bfm  with  much  Important  litigation  heard  In  the  courts  of  the  dtstrlct  and  his  abllltr 
to  apply  accurately  the  principlee  of  Jurisprudence  to  the  points  In  litigation  is  widely 
acknowledged.  He  also  baa  valuable  and  extensive  intereste  In  lead,  silver  and  copper 
mines  in  the  vicinity  ol  Wallace  and  elsewhere  in  Idaho.  He  Is  nav  one  or  the 
directors  of  the  Big  Creek  Mining  Company  of  Wallace  and  Is  thoroughly  familiar  with 
mining  condltlobs  and  opportunities  in  this  state.  His  law  practice  Is  largely  confined 
to  corporation  law  and  he  has  been  leading  counsel  of  the  Federal  Mining  A  Smelting 
Company  of  New  York  which  has  large  Interests  In  northern  Idaho. 

On  the  11th  of  December,  1901,  at  Hlllsboro.  Oregon,  Mr.  Featherstone  was  united 
In  marriage  to  Miss  Qrace  Potf,  also  a  native  of  Minnesota,  and  they  are  the  parents 
of  four  living  children,  two  stms  and  two  daughters,  namely.  Harriet  L.,  John  A., 
William  and  Mary  Margaret,  whose  ages  range  from  Bfteen  to  three  years. 

Supporting  the  republic^  party  since  age  conferred  upon  him  the  rl^t  of  fran- 
chise, Mr.  Featherstone  Is  one  of  the  recognized  leaders  in  its  ranks  In  Idaho,  his 
opinions  carrying  great  weight  in  its  councils.  He  has  held  various  offlclal  positions 
of  minor  importance  and  Is  now  serving  for  the  fourth  term  in  the  Idaho  legislature, 
having  been  elected  In  1908,  1910  and  1912.  He  retired  from  the  position  in  1914.  but 
was  again  eollclted  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  office  In  1918.  when  he  was  once  more 
elected  to  the  lower  bouse  of  the  general  assembly.  He  is  now  serving  a?  chairman  of 
the  Judiciary  committee,  also  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  mines  and  mining  and 
Is  a  member  of  the  two  committees  on  reference  and  state  affairs.  He  most  carefully 
safeguards  the  Interests  of  bis  county  In  tbe  legislature  and  works  untiringly  for  the 
beneflt  of  the  commonwealth.  Many  tangible  evidences  of  his  devotion  to  the  general 
good  n;ay  be  cited,  for  the  legislative  records  bear  testimony  to  his  devotion  to  high 
ideals  of  citizenship  and  to  his  thorough  understanding  of  the  important  problems  of 
the  state.  While  Mr.  Featherstone  holds  membership  in  the  Christian  church,,  as  there 
is  no  church  of  that  denomination  in  Wallace  he  attends  the  Congregational  church, 
of  which  he  fa  serving  as  a  director.  He  belongs  to  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  the 
Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  is  a  loyal  adherent  of  all  of  those  organiia- 
ttons  In  which  he  has  membership.  When  leisure  permits  he  greatly  enjoys  a  trip  Into 
the  open,  spending  his  vacation  periods  In  camping,  fishing  and  bunting.  He  Is  a  man 
of  liberal  culture  and  of  Intense  activity  and  his  labors  have  led  the  way  to  the  sub- 
stantial development,  progress  and  upbuilding  of  the  district  In  which  he  makes  bis 
home. 


OIRARD  F.  HA.OEN^UCH. 

Olrard  F.  Hagenbuch,  continuousV  connected  with  the  lumber  trade  since  securing 
employment  In  a  lath  mill  In  Pennsylvania  at  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  is  now  the  vice 
president,  treasurer  and  general  manager  of  the  Panhandle  Lumber  Company  at  Spirit 
lAke,  Idaho.  His  course  has  been  marked  by  a  steady  progression  that  represents 
tbe  wise  utilization  of  his  time,  bis  talents  and  his  opportunities.  He  has  advanced 
step  by  step,  learning  every  phase  of  tbe  business,  and  Is  thus  well  qualified  to  direct 
the  Important  tnterestB  which  he  now  controls.  He  was  born  In  Wllllamsport,  Penn- 
sylvania. September  27,  1S5G.  and  is  a  son  of  Artemus  and  Julia  (Myers)  Hagenbuch, 
both  of  whom  spent  their  entire  lives  in  Pennsylvania.  Tbe  father  was  the  owner  of 
a  grist  mill  near  the  Jersey  shore  and  was  a  substantial  citizen  of  bis  community. 

G.  F.  Hagenbuch  was  a  pupil  in  the  public  schools  of  bis  native  town  to  tbe  age 
of  fifteen  years,  when  he  began  providing  tor  his  own  support  by  working  In  a  lath 
mill  In  Pennsylvania.  Through  tbe  intervening  period  be  has  familiarized  himself 
with  every  phase  of  the  lumber  business.  Steadily  progressing,  he  met  with  sub- 
stantial success  while  in  the  east  and  became  a  partner  In  the  firm  of  Hagenbuch  & 
Campbell,  manufacturers  of  white  pine,  hemlock  end  .chestnut  lumber,  having  mills 
in  Tioga  county,  Pennsylvania.  Not  only  did  be  figure  prominently  in  connection  with 
tbe  Industrial  activity  of  that  section  but  was  also  i^ecognised  as  a  leader  along  other 
lines  in  Wllllamsport.  He  was  active  In  connection  with  every  civic  Improvement, 
served  as  a  member  of  the  school,  board  for  seven  years,  was  one  of  tlie  organizers  of 
the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  o(  which  he  served  as  treasurer,  and  thus  In 
various  ways  be  contributed  to  the  civic,  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  tbe 
community.     At  the  same  time  his  business  interests  constantly  broadened  In  scope 
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and  volume  and  in  addition  to  bla  lumbor  trade  he  has  become  a  directop  la  fleveral 
flnanclal  tastltutlons. 

Atiractad  bj  the  opportuntlea  of  the  west,  Hr.  Hagenbuch  made  bis  war  to  Spirit 
Lake,  Idaho,  la  June,  1912,  and  has  since  been  vice  president  and  general  manager  ot 
the  Panhandle  Lumber  Companr.  Becanae  of  hla  courage,  sagacity,  flnanclal  manage- 
ment and  executive  ability  be  has  made  the  organisation  one  ol  the  strongest  in  tbe 
conotry.  He  has  also  become  the  president  ot  the  Bank  of  Sprlrlt  Lake  and  was  the 
organiser  and  Is  the  president  of  the  Spirit  LAke  Land  Company,  which  Is  engaged  in 
building  houses  that  would  be  a  credit  to  a  town  ot  ten  tbonsasd.  He  is  likewise  con- 
nected with  the  light  and  water  companies  and  has  manifested  a  most  publlc^plrlted 
devotion  to  the  welfare  and  upbuilding  ot  northern  Idaho.  He  is  a  director,  was  the 
founder  and  Is  the  president  of  the  Spirit  Lake  Home  Building  Association  and  his 
activity  along  building  lines  has  been  prompted  not  by  4  desire  for  individual  gain 
'  but  by  a  real  interest  In  the  welfare  of  the  community  and  a  desire  to  assist  his  fellow 
townsiaen  In  gaining  comfortable  and  attractive  homee. 

It  has  been  largely  through  his  efforts  that  the  Community  Building  was  begun 
and  the  project  promoted.  This  is  a  nonsectarlan  building  for  the  use  of  the  entire 
community,  ^r.  Hagenbuch  is  thoroughly  democratic  In  spirit  and  quiet  and  un- 
ostentatious in  manner  bat  never  does  he  falter  when  called  upon  to  promote  any 
project  for  the  general  welfare.  He  was  commontty  chairman  for  his  district  en  all 
the  Liberty  Loan,  Red  Cross,  Y.  M.  O.  A.,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  Salvation  Army  and  other 
drives  and  on  every  Liberty  Loan  Spirit  I^fce  went  oyer  the  top,  at  one  time  raising 
four  hundred  and  fifty  per  cent  of  its  quota,  a  record  unequalled  by  that  of  any  other 
town  in  Idaho.  Mr.  Hagenbncb  Is  likewise  interested  la  everything  that  is  conducive 
to  tbe  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  employes  of  the  Panhandle  Lumber  Company  or 
that  in  any  way  will  add  to  the  betterment  of  the  community.  Re  is  a  director  In  the 
Loyal  Legion  of  Lumbermen  ft  Loggers,  has  been  president  of  tbe  Eastern  Wasblngfon 
Tlmbermen'B  Protective  Association  and  is  a  director  of  the  I>end  d'Orellle  Timber- 
men's  Protective  Association. 

Mr.  Hagenbuch  was  married  to  Miss  Blanche  Moore,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  they 
have  one  sou,  James  O.,  who  served  in  France  with  the  TwenAeth  Engineers  with  the 
Forestry  Division.  Early  in  the  war  he  Joined  his  command  and  rendered  valuable 
service  to  his  country.  He  has  since  organized  and  is  commander  of  the  Spirit  lake 
Poet  of  the  American  Legion.  Mrs.  Hagenbuch  was  very  active  in  all  war  work  and 
they  are  consistent  and  falthfnl  members  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  giving  liberally 
also  to  the  support  of  other  denominations,  Mr.  Hagenbuch  is  identified  with  Masonry 
In  all  its  branches  and  his  entire  life  has  been  an  exemplification  of  his  belief  In  the 
brotherhood  of  man. 


WILLIAM  L.  COLTHARP. 

William  L.  Coltharp  is  now  living  retired  at  Hagerman  hut  In  former  years  was 
actively  engaged  In  ranching  and  in  mining  and  his  labors  constituted  an  element  In 
the  development  and  upbuilding  of  the  part  ot  the  state  In  which  he  labored.  He  is 
a  native  of  Mississippi,  his  birth  having  occurred  near  Ripley,  Tippah  county,  on  the 
31st  ot  October,  1S49,  his  parents  being  John  C.  and  Pollle  (Black)  Coltharp.  His 
boyhood  days  were  spent  at  the  place  of  his  birth,  and  hie  education  was  acquired  in 
the  common  sshools  there.  He  was  reared  to  the  occupation  of  farming,  but  after 
'  leaving  home  engaged  in  clerking  Iff  a  mercantile  establishment  In  his  native  state 
until  1882,  when  he  removed  westward  to  Greeley,  Colorado.  There  In  connection 
with  others  be  took  up  a  ranch,  settling  not  far  from  Sterling.  Colorado,  where  be 
built  an  adobe  house  and  remained  for  two  years.  He  then  went  to  the  Black  HlUs 
of  South  Dakota,  attracted  by  the  gold  discoveries  there,  and  later  he  engaged  in 
hunting  buffaloes  In  Montana  for  their  hides.  He  likewise  went  to  tbe  Dakotas  and 
to  Colorado  ajid  was  engaged  in  scouting  for  a  time  in  Montana  for  the  Seventh 
Cavalry  of  the  United  States  army,  seeking  the  Dakota  and  Cheyenne  Indians.  He 
then  again  went  to  Montana,  where  he  engaged  In  killing  buffaloes  for  their  hides 
and  in  trapping,  but  afterward  returned  to  Butte,  Montana,  and  still  later  went  to 
Ogden,  Utah.  Traveling  out  along  the  route  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad,  he 
hunted  for  deer  and  other  game,  having  arranged  with  the  railroad  camps  to  supply 
them  with  game  and  fish.     Later  he  devoted  his  attention  to  mining  In  the  employ

of  J.  B.  Hunt  near  Hagerman,  Idabo,  and  at  Salmon  Falls,  while  tafterward  he  was 
associated  with  Robert  Lelghton  In  mining  operations.  Subeequentlr  be  purchased 
the  interest  of  a  Mr.  Hess  In  a  mercantile  hnslness,  with  which  he  was  aesoclated  for 
nine  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  sold  out  to  Owen  Brothers.  He  next  took  up  a 
One  ranoh  and  improved  tbls,  while  mining  on  the  Snake  river.  In  connection  with 
F.  E.  !pusault  and  C-  N.  Dilatosh  he  purchased  the  Buckeye  ranch,  which  he  bperated 
for  two  years  and  then  sold  to  the  Morton  Realty  Company.  During  this  time  he  was 
conducting  a  liquor  establishment  at  Hagerman  and  was  thus  engaged  until  1911, 
when  he  built  the  Park  Opera  House.  He  likewise  became  owner  of  a  ranch  on  Camas 
Prairie,  near  Hill  City,  comprlslog  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  and  for  a  time 
Buperrlsed  the  further  development  and  Improvement  of  that  property  but  is  now 
practically  living  retired,  although  he  ts  still  the  owner  of  a  picture  show  in  Hager- 
man and  has  other  business  interests. 

In  politics  Mr.  Coltharp  has  always  been  a  supporter  of  democratic  principles 
and  he  has  filled  the  offices  of  member  of  the  town  council  and  mayor  of  his  city. 
Fraternally  he  Is  connected  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  stands 
for  progress  and  Improvement  along  all  lines  of  citizenship  and  hla  cooperation  can 
be  counted  upon  to  further  any  movement  tor  the  general  good. 


J.  E.  HAGUE. 


J.  E.  Hague,  a  farmer  and  stock  raiser  reeiding  In  Washington  county,  was  bom 
m  Ohio,  April  18,  1S&8,  bis  parents  being  Joseph  and  Rachel  A.  Hague,  both  of  whom 
were  natives  tft  the  Buckeye  state.  _  The  mother  passed  away  tbere  and  the  father 
afterwards  went  to  Illinois,  where  his  death  occurred.  Their  family  numbered  seven 
chUdren,  all  of  whom  are  yet  living. 

J.  B.  Hague  was  reared  In  Ohio  and  hla  education  was  obtained  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  state.  The  year  18S1  witnessed  his  arrival  In  Idaho,  where  he 
sought  the  opportunities  offered  in  the  west,  hoping  that  he  might  here  make  steady 
advancement  in  business  and  gain  that  success  which  la  the  ultimate  goal  of  all  business 
endeavor.  He  took  up  a  homestead,  whereupon  he  still  resides,  comprising  one  hundred 
and  sixty  acres  of  land,  and  as  he  prospered  In  his  undertakings  he  extended  its 
boundaries  by  the  purchase  of  an  additional  tract  of  sixty  acres,  so  that  he  now  has 
an  excellent  farm  property  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  acres.  He  has  greatly  Improved 
thl^wlth  fine  buildings  and  has  now  one  of  the  excellent  farms  of  the  valley.  It  is 
supplied  with  modern  equipment.  Is  divided  Into  fields  at  convenient  size  by  well  kept  '' 
fences  and  the  latest  improved  farm  machinery  tacliitatea  his  work. 

In  188E  Mr.  Hague  was  married  to  Miss  Florence  Mitchell,  a  native  of  Missouri, 
and  they  have  become  the  parents  of  three  children:  Lilly,  the  wife  of  J.  C.  Boyd, 
a  farmer;  George;  and  Anna,  who  is  the  wife  of  Webb  Williamson,  of  Welser. 

Mr.  Hague  is  a  republican  in  hla  political  views  and  his  study  of  the  queetions 
and  Issues  of  the  day  has  convinced  him  that  the  platform  of  the  party  contains  the 
best  elements  of  good  government.  He  Is  always  desirous  at  public  progress  and  Im- 
provement but  has  never  been  an  office  seeker,  preferring  to  aid  his  country  in  some 
other  way,  and  he  has  made  valuable  contribution  to  the  development  of  his  state 
through  his  farming  Interests. 


NATHANIEL  WILLIAMSON. 

Nathaniel  Williamson,  of  Moscow,  engaged  In  the  raising  of  fancy  stock,  was 
born  in  County  Monaghan,  Ireland,  on  the  10th  of  June,  1873,  and  Is  a  soni  of 
Thomas  and  Mary  (Deerlng)  Williamson.  In  early  life  he  served  an  apprenticeship 
to  the  boot  and  shoe  business  and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years  left  his  father's 
home  to  enter  upon  that  work.  When  he  had  attained  his  majorly,  he  'crossed  the 
Atlantic  to  Toronto,  Canada,  where  he  resided  for  a  year  and  a  half,  and  then 
made  his  way  to  the  PaclQc  coaat,  settling  in  Seattle.  There  he  was  married,  and 
removing  to  Olympla,  Washington,  he  secured  a  clerkship  in  a  store.  Subsequently 
he  became  a  resident  of  Betltngham,  Washington,  where  he  was  manager  of  the 
store  of  A.  B.  Clark  until  1903,  when  he  came  to  Moscow  and  established  business 
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on  a  amall  scMle;  coattnulng  there  for  a  number  of  years.  He  afterwards  remoTed 
to  the  building  owned  br  ex-Governor  HcCoonell,  where  be  secured  apace  elghtr-fiTe 
by  one  hundred  and  twenty-flve  feet,  the  building  being  four  etories  in  height. 
There  he  conducted  bualneas  until  1919,  when  he  dtaposed  of  bis  commercial  Intereata 
and  concentrated  blB  etforta  upon  the  Improvement  and  further  development  of  hia 
ranch  property.  He  alao  began  breeding,  raialng  and  dealing  In  fnll  blooded  Scotch 
ahorthorna.  handling  imported  stock.  His  ranch  comprises  eleven  -thonaand  acres 
of  land  and  hla  stock  raising  interests  place  him  In  the  front  rank  among  thg  leading 
breeders  of  fancy  stock  in  the  state. 

In  1899  Hr.  Williamson  was  married  to  Hias  Carrie  Robinson,  a  daughter  of 
Edward  and  Elizabeth  Robinson,  and  a  native  of  San  Francisco,  California,  but 
afterward  a  realdent  of  Seattle.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wllllamsoo  have  four  children,  Jack. 
Frank,  Mary  and  Harry.  The  eldest  son  served  in  the  motor  truck  service  during 
the  World  war,  being  a  member  of  Motor  Truck  Company,  No.  696.  He  was  alao 
dispatcb  rider  during  a  part  of  the  time  and  at  different  periods  waa  on  active  duty  in 
France,  Germany,  Italy  and  Belgium. 

Fraternally  Mr,  Williamson  la  connected  with  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order 
of  Blks  and  In  politics  he  maintains  an  independent  course,  supporting  men  and 
measures  rather  than  party  .  He  has  never  been  an  office  seeker,  his  life  being 
fiven  to  hia  bualneaa  Interests,  which  have  been  carefully  and  wisely  directed.  He 
Is  truly  a  self-made  man,  having  started  out  to  provide  for  bis  own  support  when 
a  youth  of  but  fourteen  yeara.  Since  that  time  he  has  depended  solely  on  bis 
own  efforts  and  hia  diligence  and  enterprise  have  carried  htm  Into  Important  com- 
mercial and  financial  relattona. 


JAMES  H.   NEWCOMER. 


James  H.  Newcomer,  an  enterprising  and  well-to-do  farmer,  nov  living  In  the 
vicinity  of  Meridian,  Idaho,  la  a  native  of  Virginia,  bom  near  Lexington,  Rock- 
bridge county,  Auguat  7,  1S64.  a  aon  of  William  S.  and  Sasanna  (Savllle)  Newcomer, 
both  of  whom  passed  away  In  Virginia.  The  father  was  a  soldier  In  the  Confederate 
army  during  the  Civil  war,  serving  as  captain  both  before  and  during  the  war,  up 
to  the  date  of  the  Seven  Days'Fight,  when  he  was  seriously  wounded  In  an  engage- 
ment.    On  his  recovery  be  returned  to  the  front  and  aerved  to  the  end  of  the  war. 

James  H.  Newcomer  waa  reared  on  his  father's  farm  in  Virginia  and  was 
educated  In  the  schoola  of  that  atate.  Following  the  cloae  of  the  Civil  war,  he,  in 
common  with  tfaouaands  of  other  southern  cltlEena.  underwent  all  the  hardships  which 
the  war  left  in  Its  train  when  the  period  for  reconatr notion  set  In.  He  continued 
to  reside  In  his  native  state  until  1SS4,  when  he  removed  to  Custer  county,  Ne- 
braska, and  some  eleven  years  later,  In  189S  he  came  to  Idaho.  While  living  In 
Nebraska,  he  bought  and  aold  aeveral  farms,  from  the  sale  of  which  be  received 
excellent  returns.  Since  taking  up  residence  In  Idaho  aeveral  farms  In  Ada  county 
have  passed  through  his  hands. 

In  1S9G  Hr.  Newcomer  located  In  Boise  and  continued  to  reside  there  up  to 
1900,  being  engaged  In  farming  operations.  Since  1914  he  has  lived  in  the  vicinity 
of  Meridian,  and  in  1919  he  bought  a  ranch  of  forty-four  acres,  paying  ten  thousand 
five  hundred  dollara  for  the  place.  At  the  end  of  one  year  he  aold  it  for  twenty 
thouaand  dollars,  at  which  time  there  was  no  Improvement  on  the  place  but  a  newly 
erected  silo.  He  did  not  relinquish  poBseaalon  until  July  1920,  when  he  and  hla 
family  started  on  a  tour  through  California.  He  contemplates  taking  up  residence 
again  In  the  Meridian  neighborhood. 

Mr.  Newcomer  baa  been  three  times  married.  On  December  28,  1875,  In  Vir- 
ginia, he  was  united  In  marriage  to  Rebecca  Bright,  who  died  in  Nebraska  In  1S87. 
leaving  five  children,  only  one  of  whom  survives.  Mrs.  Edith  H.  Diebl.  of  Eagle, 
Idaho.  In  1890,  In  Nebraska,  he  married  Susan  Swick,  who  died  without  Issue  In 
1893.  She  was  carried  away  by  typhoid  fever,  and  about  the  same  time  four 
children  by  hia  first  marriage  also  fell  Victims  to  the  same  disease.  On  March  16, 
1904,  while  on  a  visit  to  his  father  In  Virginia,  Mr.  Newcomer  waa  married  to  Miss 
Annie  M.  Chlttam.  an  acquaintance  of  hie  boyhood,  who  was  born  In  Rockbridge 
county,  Virginia.  November  2,  1875.     This  union  has  resulted  In  the  birth  of  three 
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children:  Florence  Gertrude,  born  October  20,  1906;  Dorothy  Ellen,  Harcb  15,  1911; 
and  James  Henry,  Jr..  March  6,  1913. 

The  family  are  earnest  membera  of  the  Methodist  church,  and  Mr.  Newcomer 
iB  a  member  ol  the  Independent  Order  at  Odd  Fellows,  the  Orange  and  the  Wol>d- 
men  of  the  World.  He  glvee  hla  political  support  to  the  democratic  party  but  has 
never  been  a  seeker  after  public  ofllce,  preferring  to  devote  all  of  his  attention  to  his 
farming  interests.  , 


CAM  N.   DAVIDSON.  , 

Cam  N.  Da>ldeon,  a  well-to-do  and  progressive  young  rancher,  is  a  Mlssourlan 
who  has  come  to  Idaho,  eatlsfled  that  opportunities  here  are  "equal  to  those  In  any 
other  place  in  the  west,  and  this  he  haa  amply  demonstrated  In  the  successful  han- 
dling of  his  farm,  located  three  miles  west  of  Meridian  In  Canyon  county.  He  was 
born  In  Cass  county,  Missouri,  May  16,  1892,  a  son  of  Robert  C.  and  Frances  (Nelson) 
Davidson,  farming  people. 

Through  his  boyhood  days  Mr.  Davidson  was  a  pupil  In  the  district  schools  of 
his  native  county  and  lived  on  his  father's  farm,  helping  In  the  labors  of  the  place. 
In  1904,  when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  fourteen,  he  accompanied  his  parents  to 
Idaho,  the  family  locating  In  Meridian,  Ada  county,  where  the  father  passed  away 
after  a  short  residence.  Some  time  later  the  mother  married  William  L.  Nelson 
and  they  are  now  living  near  the  Cole  school.  Mr.  DavldBon  finished  his  education 
in  that  school,  near  Boise,  and  when  seeking  an  occupation  as  life  work,  he  decided 
on  farming,  and  he  has  been  engaged  along  that  line  since  early  manhood.  In  the 
commencement  he  carried  on  dairy  farming,  which  he  later  abandoned,  and  he  la 
now  engaged  in  general  farming,  in  which  he  has  beeen  doing  very  well  and  is  now 
the  owner  of  a  well  kept  ranch  of  seventy-six  acres. 

On  March  2,  1910,  Mr.  Davidson  was  united  in  marriage  to  Edna  Mary  Whit- 
man, a  native  of  Oregon,  born  January  22,  1892,  and  a  daughter  of  Charles  R.  and 
Olive  (Carter)  Whitman,  who  are  residents  of  Emmett,  Idaho.  Since  her  very  early 
years  Mrs.  Davidson  has  spent  her  life  In  this  state.  For  a  short  time  after  their 
marriage,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davidson  resided  near  the  Maple  Grove  school,  but  In  1914 
they  removed  to  their  present  seventy-six  acre  ranch,  located  thi'ee  miles  west  of 
Meridian,  which  Is  a  valuable  tract  of  land.  Mr.  Davidson  rented  for  three  years  • 
and  then  bought  the  place  In  1917  before  prices  began  to  soar,  paying  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  an  acre  for  It.  He  has  developed  and  improved  it,  making  his 
labors  count  to  the  ntmost  In  enhancing  its  value,  and  In  this  he  has  succeeded.  He 
Is  a  Mason  and  supports  the  republican  party  but  has  never  been  an  office  seeker. 


HON.  CHARLES  E.  TURNER. 

There  was  a  strong  feeling  that  most  careful  selection  should  be  made  In  send- 
ing men  to  t^e  general  assembly  of  Idaho  In  the  fall  of  191S.  for  the  public  recog- 
nized the  fact  that  momentous  questions  must  come  before  every  state  legislature 
In  this  reconstruction  period  following  the  war.  The  hearty  endorsement  that  was  , 
given  to  Charles  E.  Turner  at  the  polls  when  he  was  a  candidate  for  the  state  senate 
Indicates  the  manner  In  which  he  Is  regarded  by  his  fellow  townsmen  among  whom 
he  has  lived  and  labored  for  a  decade  or  more.  He  Is  a  well  known  hardware  merchant 
of  Rupert,  being  a  member  of  the  firm  conducting  business  under  the  name  of  the  ' 
O.  &  T.  Farm  Supply  Company.  He  had  become  a  resident  of  Minidoka  county 
when  In  1908  he  settled  upon  a  homestead  of  eighty  acres.  He  was  bom  ^t  Glldden, 
Carroll  county,  Iowa,  January  3,  1882,  a  son  of  Charles  Manley  Turner,  a  native  ot 
the  state  of  New  York,  who  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  war  served  his  country  as  8 
sergeant  of  Company  I,  Fifty-sixth  Ohio  Infantry.  He  was  with  his  command  through- 
out the  entire  period  of  hostilities,  having  volunteered  In  1861  and  reenllsted  in 
~1863.  He  participated  in  the  battle  of  Lookout  Mountain  and  others  in  the  vicinity 
of  Chattanooga,  also  was  in  the  fight  at  Shiloh,  the  siege  of  Vlcksburg,  of  Chlcka- 
mauga  and  the  battles  In  the  vicinity  of  Atlanta.  He  also  participated  in  the  final 
grand  review  In  Washington,  which  remains  as  a  celebrated  military,  pageant  on 
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the  pages  ol  American  hlstorr.  Following  the  war  he  fepent  tlie  remainder  of  Ills 
days  in  Carroll  county,  Iowa,  becoming  a  well-to-do  farmer.  There  he  passed  awa7 
AuguBt  8.  1917,  when  In  the  seventies.  His  wife,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  lone 
Webster,  was  horn  In  Connecticut  and  Is  still  living  In  low*  at  the  age  of  sixty- 
four  years. 

Chaises  E.  Turner  was  reared  upon  his  father's  farm  In  Carroll  county  and  flrst 
attended  the  country  ecbool.  while  later  he  continued  his  education  In  a  commercial 
school  in  Dee  Moines,  where  he  studied  bookkeeping  and  commercial  law.  He 
afterward  occupied  the  position  of  bookkeeper  and  credit  man  with  a  large  milling 
company  at  Des  Hoines  for  several  years  and  then,  attracted  by  the  opportunities 
of  the  growing  northwest,  he  came  to  Idaho  In  1908  and  took  up  a  homestead  In 
Minidoka  county,  becoming  one  ol  the  pioneers  of  the  Minidoka  project.  He  occu- 
pied that  homestead  for  seven  years,  developing  It  from  a  tract  of  wild  land  Into  a 
valuable  and  productive  farm.  In  1916  he  sold  the  property  and  removed  to  Rupert, 
where  he  turned  his  attention  to  merchandisiiig  as  a  partner  ot  Ole  Overlie  under 
the  name  of  0.  &  T.  Farm  Supply  Company.  They  handle  all  kinds  ot  farm  ma- 
chinery, including  farm  and  ranch  equipment  in  the  hardware  line,  tractors,  wagons, 
etc.  They  have  one  of  the  largest  stocke  of  the  kind  in  Boothern  Idaho,  carrying* 
everything  needed  upon  the  farm. 

In  1907  Mr.  Turner  was  married  In  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  to  Miss  Alice  B.  Arnold, 
who  was  bom  hear  Ottumwa,  that  state,  and  was  educated  In  the  Ottnmwa  high 
school,  from  which  she  was  graduated.  They  have  become  parents  ot  two  children: 
Wendell  Arnold,  born  November  29,  1908;  and  Doris  lone,  bom  March  27,  1910. 

Hr.  Turner  is  an  exemplary  representative  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  also 
belongs  to  the  Qrange.  Mie  political  support  has  always  been  given  to  the  democratic 
party  and  In  the  fall  of  1918  he  was  elected  state  senator.  He  la  also  state  com- 
mitteeman from  blB  county  on  the  democratic  central  committee  and  In  recent  years 
has  done  not  a  little  to  shape  the  policy  and  direct  the  interests  ot  the  democratic 
party  in  Idaho.  He  Is  a  public-spirited  citizen,  is  -proving  a  faithful  ofBcial  and  In 
business  has  made  steady  progress  that  has  placed  him  among  the  substantial  mer- 
chants of  his  part  of  the  state. 


ALBERT  J.  ATWOOD. 


Among  the  enterprising,  sagacious  and  farslghted  businesB  men  ot  Coeur  d'AIene 
Is  numbered  Albert  J.  Atwood.  a  well  known  real  estate  dealer.  He  was  tKirn  In 
Rocktord,  Winnebago  county,  Illinois,  May  10,  1848,  bis  parents  being  Thomas  and 
Cornelia  (Cable)  Atwood.  The  father  was  born  In  Rutland,  Virginia,  while  the 
mother's  birth  occurred  at  Bridgeport,  Connecticut.  The  father  engaged  in  clerking 
In  a  store  and  also  in  teaching  school  in  early  life.  In  IgSS  he  traveled  across  the 
country  by  stage  and  became  a  farmer  of  Illinois,  casting  in  his  lot  with  the  pioneer 
settlers  of  Rocktord.  which  was  then  a  tiny  village.  With  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  that  section  he  was  closely  associated  and  he  became  a  leader  ot  public 
thought  and  opinion  in  that  locality.  He  filled  the  office  ot  county  commissioner  at 
an  early  day  and  also  was  called  to  the  position  at  a  later  period.  He 'was  a  repub- 
lican In  politics  and  was  a  man  who  in  every  relation  of  life  commanded  the  coafl- 
dence  and  goodwill  of  those  who  knew  him. 

Albert  J,  Atwood  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Rocktord  and  tn  1870 
removed  to  Kansas,  taking  up  the  occupation  of  farming  in  Neoaho  county,  where 
he  settled  at  a  period  of  early  development  there.  He  homesteaded  land  in  that 
section  and  In  1897  returned  to  Winnebago  county,  IlllnolB.  where  he  again  engaged 
In  farming,  thus  occupying  his  attention  until  1902.  He  engaged  extensively  In  the 
raising  of  fine  Holstein  cattle,  ^which  he  eithlhlted  at  local  and  state  fairs,  and  In 
-connection  therewith  he  maintained  a  large  dairy.  Hp  also  raised  fine  Poland  China 
hogs  and  won  many  blue  ribbons  on  his  stock.  He  took  a  kee^  Interest  In  every- 
thing pertaining  to  the  general  development  and  progress  ot  his  «eclion  of  the  state 
and  was  a  prominent  and  outstanding  figure  in  relation  to  its  growth  and  improve- 
ment, A  republican  in  politics,  he  held  various  ofllces  in  the  county.  Including  that 
of  county  commissioner,  and  he  likewise  filled  a  number  ot  township  offices.  For  a 
considerable  period  before  leaving  Illinois  he  was  engaged  in  the  meat  and  Ice 
business  at  Pecatonlca,  but  the  opportunities  of  the  growing  west  attracted  him 
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and  In  1902  he  remoTed  to  Aberdeen,  South  Dakota,  where  be  carried  en  farming 
and  became  extensively  Interested  in  land  and  in  grain  raising.  Again  he  was  an 
active  factor  In  political  circles,  stanch ly  supporting  the  republican  party. 

The  year  1911  witnessed  the  arrlTal  oF  Mr.  Atwood  In  the  Coeur  d'Alene  country. 
Once  more  be  took  up  the  occupation  ol  farming,  which  he  successCuUy  followed 
nntll  191G  and  then  engaged  In  the  real  estate  business.  He  also  continues  his 
farming  operations  anj  he  handles  farm  lands,  promoting  many  important  realty 
transfers  as  the  years  go  by.  He  likewise  places  loans  and  engages  In  the  Insurance 
business,  representing  the  largest  companies.  He  conducts  his  business  as  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  Atwood  &  Grldley  and  has  extensive  landed  interests  in  South  Dakota 
and  in  Idaho.  He  has  promoted  Important  real  estate  enterprises,  handling  the 
Dalton  Gardens,  Harden  Lake,  Montana  Lands  and  also  farming  and  timber  lands 
and  fruit  orchards  in  the  Kootenai  district. 

Mr.  Atwood  was  married  to  Miss  Caroline  M.  Blerer,  at  Rockford.  Illinois,  daugh- 
ter of  David  and  Melvina  Blerer.  Her  father  became  a  resident  of  Rockford  In  1833 
and  established  the  flrst  general  store  of  that  place.  He  was  one  of  the  typical 
pioneer  settlers  of  that  section,  assisted  In  promoting  public  progress  and  was  prom- 
inently IdentlQed  with  affairs  of  general  Importance.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Atwood  have 
been  born  three  children;  Dr.  C.  A.  Atwood,  now  of  Beloit,  Wisconsin;  Dr.  A.  A. 
Atwood,  of  Spokane,  Washington;  and  Mrs.  H.  W.  Campbell,  of  Rosebush,  Michigan, 
where  her  husband  Is  engaged  In  banking.  The  elder  son  Is  married  and  has  one 
daughter,  the  younger  son  is  married  and  has  two  children,  Harry  and  Cecil,  and 
Mrs.  Campbell  Is  the  mother  of  four  children.  Helen,  Atwood,  Albert  and  Robert. 

During  the  period  of  the  World  war  Mr,  Atwood  assisted  In  promoting  aft  of 
the  various  drives  to  finance  the  war  or  In  any  way  assist  the  cause  of  the  Amer- 
ican forces  and  their  allies.  He  belongs  to  Kootenai  Lodge,  No.  24,  A.  F.  ft  A.  M., 
of  which  he  is  a  past  master,  has  Slled  all  of  the  ofBces  In  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
and  likewise  has  membership  with  the  Knights  Templars  Commandery,  Coeur  d'Alene 
Consistory  and  with  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Spokane.  He  iB  also  a  member  of  the 
Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Elks  at  Aberdeen.  In  all  that  he  does  be  Is  actuated 
by  a  public-spirited  devotion  to  the  general  good  and  through  his  real  estate  opera- 
tions he  has  had  ample  opportunity,  which  hO'has  embraced,  to  assist  in  the  develop- 
ment and  progress  of  this  section  of  the  state. 


ANDREW  J.  HARLEY. 


Andrew  J.  Harley,  a  farmer  and  stockman  of  Owyhee  county,  has  always  been 
a  resident  of  the  northwest  and  the  spirit  of  enterprise  and  progress  which  has  been 
the  dominant  feature  In  the  upbuilding  of  this  section  of  the  country  is  manifest  in 
his  career.  He  was  born  at  Eugene.  Oregon.  June  2,  1S60,  and  is  a  son  of  W.  S. 
and  America  Karley,  the  Former  a  native  of  Maine,  while  the  latter  was  born  in 
Peoria,  Illinois.  It  was  in  the  year  1S52  that  they  started  for  the  far  west.  This 
was  long  before  the  era  of  railroad  travel  and  they  Journeyed  with  ox  teams  and 
wagon,  meeting  all  of  the  hardships  and  privations  Incident  to  a  trip  of  that  kind. 
At  length  they  settled  on  a  farm  near  Eugene  Oregon,  and  there  resided  for  twelve 
years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  Mr.  Harley  sold  the  property  and  took  up  bis  abode 
in  Idaho  City.  Idaho,  in  1864.  Eleven  years  later,  or  in  187G,  he  removed  to  Sliver 
City,  where  he  remained  for  ten  years  and  then  became  a  resident  of  the  Bruneau 
valley  in  1SS4.  He  settled  on  a  ranch  which  was  his  home  for  some  time  Mid  then 
he  and  his  wife  removed  to  Mountain  Home,  where  their  remaining  days  were  passed. 
Of  their  family  of  ten  children,  eight  are  yet  living. 

Andrew  J.  Harley  is  Indebted  to  the  common  school  system  of  Idaho  for  the 
educational  opportunities  which  he  enjoyed.  When  his  textbooks  were  put  aside  he 
concentrated  his  etforts  and  attention  upon  farming  and  stock  raising  In  Owyhee 
county,  taking  up  his  abode  on  the  place  which  Is  still  his  home.  He  has  here  one 
hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  land,  all  under  the  ditch,  and  his  well  irrigated  fields  are 
rich  and  productive,  bringing  to  him  substantial  harvests. 

In  18S2  Mr,  Harley  was  married  to  Miss  Margaret  M.  Black,  who  was  born  In 
Ohio,  a  daughter  of  James  H.  and  Elizabeth  Black,  both  of  whom  have  passed  away. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harley  have  become  parents  of  five  children:  Albert  L..  a  resident 
farmer  of  Owyhee  county;  Edith  M.,  the  wife  of  Arthur  Pence.  Jr.;  Rosa,  the  wife 
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of  James  Pence;  Joseph  W.,  who  Is  now  at  home  but  who  served  for  eighteen 
montba  la  France  as  a  member  of  the  United  States  army  In  the  World  war;  and 
Franklin  O.,  who  died  at  the  age  of  eleven  years. 

Hr.  Harler  Is  a  democrat  in  politics.  He  has  filled  the  offlce  of  county  commis- 
Bloner  for  four  years  and  has  served  on  the  school  board.  The  cause  of  edncatlon 
Unds  In  htm  a  sUlwart  friend  and  he  is  a  supporter  of  all  those  InteresU  which 
look  to  the  benefit  and  upbuilding  of  the  community.  * 


A.   B.  ANNIS. 

A.  B.  Annls,  prominent  among  the  merchants  of  8t.  Marlei,  where  he  Is  engaged 
In  the  drug  buslneis,  was  bom  tn  Algona,  Kossuth  county,  Iowa,  July  29.  18S1,  his 
.  parents  being  O.  M.  and  Minnie  (Bntler)  Annls,  the  former  a  native  of  Wisconsin, 
while  ttae  latter  was  born  in  Vermont.  At  an  early  day  in  the  development  of  Iowa 
the  father  became  a  resident  of  that  state  and  engaged  In  the  hardware  baslnesB  In 
Algona.  He  was  also  keenly  Interested  In  public  affairs  there  and  was  classed  with 
the  representative  citizens.  In  the  late  '90s  be  removed  to  Spokane,  Washington, 
where  he  ts  now  condactlng  a  real  estate  business. 

A.  B.  Annis  began  his  education  In  the  public  schools  of  his  native  state  and 
continued  his  studies  In  Spokane,  passing  through  consecutive  grades  to  the  high 
school,  while  In  1903  he  was  graduated  from  the  Washington  State  College.  In  1905 
he  became  a  resident  of  St.  Maries,  where  he  has  since  engaged  In  the  drug  business, 
conducting  It  under  the  name  of  the  Annls  Drug  Company,  of  which  he  Is  the  presi- 
dent.

Mr.  Annls  married  Miss  Mary  Demy,  a  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Demy,  who  came 
overland  with  ox  cars  to  Walla  Walla,  Washington,  in  the  'SOs,  traveling  In  true 
pioneer  style  and  meeting  all  of  the  hardships  and  privations  Ineldent  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  home  upon  the  frontier.  To  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Annie  have  been  born  two 
children,  Loran  and  Ruth. 

In  politics  Mr.  Annls  is  a  republican,  with  firm  belief  In  the  principles  of  the 
party.  At  the  reorganlcation  of  the  Benewah  County  Defense  Council  he  was  made 
chairman  by  Governor  W.  D.  Davis.  He  was  also  chairman  of  the  Temple  Asso- 
ciation, which  erected  the  Masonic  Temple  at  St.  Maries.  He  Is  a  leading  member 
of  the  Masonic  Lodge  here,  belongs  also  to  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  and  Knights 
Templars  Commandery  and  ts  a  member'  of  the  Consistory  at  Coeur  d'AIene  and  of 
the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Spokane.  He  Is  actuated  by  a  spirit  of  enterprise  that  prompts 
bim  to  put  forth  effective  effort  for  the  public  welfare  as  well  as.  for  the  upbuilding 
of  his  individual  Interests.  Determination  and  perseverance  have  brought  biro  a 
substantial  measure  of  success  and  the  integrity  of  his  methods  has  gained  him  an 
unassaitabte  name  in  business  circles. 


GEORGE  A.  PATTERSON. 


George  A.  Patterson,  a  farmer  and  stock  raiser,  whose  progressiveness  and  loyalty 
In  citizenship  have  led  to  his  election  as  repreeentative  from  Valley  county  to  the  Idaho 
legislature,  makes  his  home  near  Alpha  and  dates  his  residence  In  the  state  from  1902. 
He  removed  to  the  northwest  from  Nebraska  and  since  1903  has  devoted  his  attention 
to  general  agricultural  pursuits  and  the  raising  of  stock  In  Valley  county,  where 
in  that  year  he  took  up  a  homestead  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  He  atlll  has  the 
origiaa{  tract  and  has  also  purchased  adjoining  property  until  his  ranch  now  embraces 
six  hundred  and  eighty  acres  of  excellent  land,  of  which  five  hundred  acres  are  under 
cultivation,  and  three  hundred  acres  of  this  amount  are  Irrigated.  His  farm  property 
classes  bim  among  the  men  of  affluence  in  that  section  of  the  state  and  his  success  baa 
all  been  won  since  his  arrival  In  Idaho  In  1902,  for  he  did  not  have  a  dollar  when  he 
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came  to  tlie  DOrtbwest.  In  the  conduct  of  his  farm  be  baa  alwars  apectallzed  In  the 
ralBlttg  ol  shorthorti  cattle  and  has  won  very  substantial  succeaa  In  thfs  way. 

Mr,  Pattereon  is  a  native  of  Rockbridge  county,  Virginia.  He  was  born  October 
23,  1ST7,  and  Is  the  only  son  ol  John  F.  and  Margaret  Ellen  (Kennedy)  Patterson,  who 
were  natives  of  Virginia  and  Tennessee  respectively.  The  father  was  a  farmer  by  occu- 
pation and  during  the  Civil  war  served  in  the  Confederate  army.  In  1S83  the  family 
removed  from  the  Old  Dominion  to  Putnam  county,  Illinois,  and  in  1SS4  went  to  Linn 
county,  Missouri,  where  they  resided  until  1892.  In  that  year  they  became  residents 
of  Oklahoma  and  In  1S93  the  father  passed  away  In  that  state,  having  since  ISSS  sur- 
vived his  wife,  who  died  la  Mlseouri. 

With  the  frequent  removals'  of  the  family  the  boyhood  days  of  Ocorge  A.  Patter- 
son were  spent  In  Virginia,  Illinois,  Missouri  and  Oklahoma  and  his  youthful  training 
was  that  of  the  tarmbred  boy,  the  family  living  In  the  country,  so  that  he  early  be- 
came familiar  with  the  work  of  the  fields  and  the  most  progressive  methods  of  caring 
for  the  crops.  He  acquired  a  common  school  education  and  on  attaining  hie  majority 
was  married  In  Oklahoma  to  Mlas  Anna  Amelia  Callender,  a  native  of  Boime  county, 
Nebt^ka.  Mr.  Patterson  afterward  spent  three  years  In  the  states  of  Nebrastca  and 
Colorado  and  In  1902  removed  to  Idaho,  where,  as  prerlonely  stated,  be  baa  since  made 
his  home  ,and  through  the  intervening  period  has  gained  a  most  substantial  measure 
of  success'  through  his  Intelligently  directed  efforts  as  a  farmer  and  stock  raiser. 
He  Is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Farmers  Union  and  Is  president  of  the  local  union 
In  his  neighborhood.  He  Is  UKewlse  the  president  ot  the  Cascade  National  Farm  Loan 
Association. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patterson  have  been  born  eight  children,  five  sons  and  three 
daughters,  namely:  Newell  Ernest,  Margaret,  Essie,  Georgia,  Charles,  Qulncy,  Sallle 
and  Bert,  whose  ages  range  from  nineteen  years  down  to  three  years.  The  marriage  ot 
Mr.  and  Mre.  Patterson  was  celebrated  in  Stlllwatar,  Oklahoma,  August  24,  1898.  They 
are  consistent  members  o(  the  Methodist  Bplscopal  church,  In  which  Mr.  Patterson  is 
serving  as  a  trustee.  His  political  endorsement  is  given  to  the  democratic  party,  ot 
which  he  baa  been  a  stanch  advocate  ^roughout  his  entire  life.  He  resides  la  that 
part  of  Valley  county  which  prior  to  1917  was  a  part  of  Boise  county  and  which  In 
the  year  mentioned  was  created  from  portions  ot  Boise  and  Idaho  counties.  Mr.  Pat- 
terson jras  chosen  as  Valley  county's  first  representative  to  the  state  legislature,  be- 
ing elected  In  1918  on  the  democratic  ticket.  He  aided  largely  in  the  work  which  led 
up  to  tbe  organisation  ol  Valley  county  and  during  the  fourteenth  seseion  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly,  during  which  the  county  was  created,  he  spent  the  time  In  Boise, 
working  In  the  Interests  ot,  the  measure.  He  Is  now  a  member  of  tbe  general  as- 
sembly, giving  thoughtful  and  earnest  consideration  to  all  vital  questions  which  come 
up  for  settlement,  and  bis  public  as  well  as  his  private  record  commends  him  to  ths 
confidence,  goodwill  and  high  regard  of  those  with  whom  he  is  associated. 


HON.  JAMES  F.  LOWE. 

Hon.  James  F.  Lowe,  a  merchant  of  Council,  Idaho,  and  state  senator  trom  Adams 
county,  was  bom  in  Monroe  county,  Ohio,  May  1,  1SS3,  a  son  ot  James  and  Nancy 
(Dougherty)  Lowe.  The  father  served  for  four  years  as  a  Union  soldier  In  the  Civil 
war,  participating  In  some  of  the  most  Important  and  sanguinary  battles,  including  the 
engagements  at  Missionary  Ridge  and  Chlckamauga,  the  Atlanta  campaign  and  the 
march  to  the  sea  under  Sherman.  He  was  born  In  Ohio  In  1828,  devoted  his  llfe>to 
the  occupation  ot  farming  in  days  of  peace  and  passed  away  in  1909  at  tbe  advanced  age 
of  eighty  years.  His  wile,  who  was  born  in  Ohio  in  1832,  also  became  an-  octogenarian, 
her  death  occurring  In  1916,  when  she  had  passed  the  eighty-fourth  mllestons  on  life's 
Journey.  They  were  married  In  1866  and  lived  to  celebrate  their  golden  wedding  In 
190S. 

James  F.  Lowe  was  one  of  a  family  of  nine  children,  six  of  whom  are  yet  living. 
His  youthful  days  were  spent  upon  the  old  Lowe  homestead  In  Monroe  county,  Ohio, 
and  tbe  coal  and  oil  rights  of  this  farm  still  belong  to  the  family  though  the  surface 
land  was  sold  In  1916.  There  are  now  nine  oil  wells  upon  it  and  their  development 
brought  a  very  substantial  competence  to  the  father  ere  his  death. 

James  F.  Lowe  attended  tbe  country  schools  and  later  was  graduated  from  the 
Lebanon   (Ohio)    Normal  School  with  the  class  ot  1SS6.     Prior  to  the  completion  of 
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bis  courM  there,  however,  he  had  taught  school  for  two  yeirs.  Following  his  gradua- 
tion he  went  to  Denver.  Colorado,  and  wae  made  principal  of  the  South  Broadway  school 
of  that  city,  serving  for  tour  years,  from  1SS5  until  lSg9.  Through  the  Bucceedfng  tour 
years  he  was  principal  ot  the  schools  of  Shoshone,  Idaho,  and  he  also  spent  four  years 
as  principal  ot  the  schools  ot  Welser.  In  1S97  he  abandoned  the.  professron  of  teaching 
and  tor  several  years  has  engaged  In  merchandising  at  Council,  Idaho,  where  he  opened 
a  store  in  IBOl.  Through  the  intervening  period  he  has  conducted  a  growing  and 
profitable  business  and  his  connection  with  mertantiie  Interests  of  Welaer  and  Council 
covers  altogether  twenty-two  years.  His  business  affairs  have  been  wisely  and  care- 
fully managed  and  he  has  long  enjoyed  an  extensive  patronage.  He  is  likewise  later' 
ested  in  banking  and  was  formerly  vice  president  of  the  First  National  Bai)k  of 
Council.  He  also  owns  a  ranch  and  has  live  stock  interests  and  bis  business  (Aalrs 
are  thus  broad  111  scope  and  are  a  source  of  gratifying  profit. 

At  Welser.  Idaho,  in  1S99,  Hr.  Low^  was  married  to  Miss  Carrie  M.  Blue,  who  was 
then  his  assistant  In  business  In  Welser.  She  was  l>orn  and  educated  in  Kansas  and  Is 
a  graduate  of  the  Campbell  University  ot  Holton,  Kansas.  They  became  parents  of 
three  eons  and  a  daughter.  Clare  B..  now  twenty  years  of  age,  entered  tbe  United 
States  Navy  at  the  age  ot  seventeen,  on  the  day  following  the  declaration  ot  war.  He 
was  a  gunner  on  the  Martha  Washington  transport.  Janice  Lillian,  eighteen  years  ot 
age,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Council  high  school.  James  M.,  fifteen  years  ot  ago.  is  a 
student  in  the  high  school,  and  Kenneth  M..  aged  nine,  completes  the  family. 

Politically  Mr.  Lowe  is  a  stalwart  republican  and  tof  one  term  he  served  as  mayor 
of  Council.  He  has  also  served  two  terms  In  the  state  senate,  having  flrst  been  elected 
in  1916,  while  endorsement  ot  bis  service  came  to  biro  in  a  reelection  In  191S,  good 
malorities  being  accorded  him  on  both  occasions.  In  the  latter  session  he  served  as 
chairman  ot  the  committee  on  education,  also  as  a  member  ot  tbe  committee  on  public 
lands  and  enrollment,  and  he  Is  the  author  of  senate  hill  No.  IS,  which  relates  to 
educational  matters  and  which  has  already  passed  the  senate.  Fraternally  he  Is  an 
Odd  Fellow  and  he  also  has  membership  with  tbe  Sons  of  Veterans.  He  takes  his 
summer  vacations  at  the  Starkey  Hot  Springs,  where  be  owns  property,  this  place  be- 
ing located  ten  miles  troid  Council.  He  Is  very  fond  of  fishing  and  other  forme  ot  out- 
door lite.  Through  tbe  war  period  he  has  taken  an  active  part  in  promoting  war  meas- 
ures and  was  chairman  ot  the  flrst  Liberty  Loan  drive  in  Adams  county. 


SAMUEL  M.  DAVIS. 

Samuel  M.  Davis  was  a  well  kno^n  sheepman  and  farmer  who  lived  tor  a  number  of 
years  prior  to  his  death  in  Parker  and  carried  mi  his  agricultural  and  live  stock  Interests 
In  Fremont  county.  He  was  bom  In  South  Wales  in  January,  1S5T,  bis  parmts  being 
John  H.  and  Eliza  J.  (Morgan)  Davis,  who  were  alflo  natives  of  South  Wales.  The 
father  was  a  coal  miner  aqd  when  In  hts  native  country  became  converted  to  the  talth  ot 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  ot  Latter-day  Saints.  Accordingly  he  crossed  the  Atlantic 
to  America  and  madq  his  way  over  the  plains  in  ISGl  with  ox  teams  to  Utah,  taking  up 
.  his  abode  In  Tooele  county,  where  he  entered  land  and  engaged  In  tanning  tor  several 
years.  He  then  went  to  Sprlngvllle,  Utah,  where  he  resided  tor  ten  years,  after  whlcli 
he  became  a  resident  ot  Fremont  county,  spending  bis  remaining  days  In  Parker.  He 
died  In  October.  1904.  while  tbe  mother  passed  away  In  July,  1912. 

Samuel  M.  Davis  was  reared  In  Tooele  county  and  supplemented  hia  early  education, 
acquired  In  the  common  schools,  by  study  in  the  Brigham  Toung  University  at  Provo. 
He  remained  with  hlH  parents  until  he  had  attained  his  majority  and  then  became  actively 
engaged  in  sheep  raising  in  Tooele  county.  He  resided  tor  ten  years  at  Sprlngvllle, 
Utah,  and  In  1900  came  to  Idaho,  shipping  b!e  sheep  to  this  state.  He  took  up  bis 
abode  at  Parker,  Fremont  county,  where  he  paid  the  highest  price  tor  land  ever  paid 
at  that  time  tor  property  on  Egtn  bench.  He  continued  actively  In  sheep  raising  tar 
a  tew  years  but  flnalty  concentrated  his  efforts  and  attention  upon  general  farming. 
In  which  he  engaged  until  his  death  in  January.  190S,  following  a  year's  Illness. 

Mr.  Davis  was  flrst  married  about  1B80  to  Miss  Mary  Mcintosh,  of  Tooele  count?. 
Utah,  and  the)'  became  the  parents  of  two  children:  W.  A.,  now  a  banker  ot  Roberts, 
Idaho;  and  Blla,  the  wife  ot  Ben  Hendricks,  ot  St.  Anthony.  The  wife  and  mother 
passed  away  in  1R8&  and  in  October,  1891,  Mr.  Davis  married  Miss  Hanna  S.  Frlel.  who 
waa  bom  In  Sprlngvllle,  Utah,  In  March,  1863,  a  daughter  ot  Edward  and  Margaret 
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(Harper)  Frlel,  wbo  were  natlTes  of  Ireland  and  ot  fiewBuiBSwiek  reqwcUvely.  The 
father  came  to  AUerica  In  1864  and  took  up  hU  abode  in  New  Brunswick,  where  he 
married.  He  then  croeeed  tHe  plains  vith  his  family,  maklag  the  Journey  by  ox  teamq 
to  Utah  and  settling  at  SpringvUle,  where  he  purchased  land  and  engaged  in  fanning 
until  his  death  In  190G.  The  mother  still  resides  at  Springrllle.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davia 
were  horn  five  cbfldren<:  Samuel  F.,  Lew  W.,  Margaret,  Oeorge  E.  and  Portia  V.  George 
enlisted  in  April,  1917,  and  served  for  two  years  in  Hon<duln,  receiying  hie  discharge 
in  June,  1919. 

In  Ills  political  Tiewe  Mr.  Davis  was  a  republican.  He  served  os^  county  commis- 
sioner ot  Fremtmt  county  for  two  years,  being  the  Incumbent  In  tbat  position  at  tha 
time  ol  bis  death.  He  was  also  on  the  village  board  at  Parker  and  he  was  Interested  In 
various  enterprises  which  contributed  to  the  deTel<vment  anil  upbuilding  of  this  region. 
He  was  a  stockholder  In'  the  Last  Chance  Canal  and  president  of  the  company.  He  was 
also  a  stockholder  in  the  St  Anthony  Canal.  Since  her  husband's  death  Mrs.  Davis  baa 
sold  some  of  her  land,  and  In  1919  thirty  acres  of  land  which  she  had  purchased  after 
her  busband's  death  produced  potatoes  to  the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  rellgloua 
faith  of  the  family  is  that  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  and  the 
son  Samuel  F.  filled  a  mission  ot  two  years  in  Indiana.  Mr,  Davis  was  at  all  times  an 
interested  supporter  of  every  measure  for  the  general  good  and  stood  ever  tor  those 
things  which  work  for  the  betterment  ot  the  community  and  the  uplift  of  the  individual^ 


AUGUST   SCHROEDBR. 

August  Bchroeder  Is  a  well  known  ranchman  and  cattle  raiser  residing  on  a  ranch 
two  and  a  halt  miles  southwest  ot  Cottonwood,  In  Idaho  county,  and  bis  deep  interest 
In  the  welfare  and  prepress  of  the  state,  where  be  has  made  bis  home  since  1SS7,  is 
Indicated  by  his  service  In  the  state  legislature,  of  which  be  Is  now  a  member.  '  He 
was  born  in  Calumet  county,  Wisconsin,  August  14,  1S66.  a  son  of  Nicholas  and  Cath- 
erine (Plett)  Schroeder,  wbo  were  natives  of  Germany.  The  parents  came  to  the 
United  States  with  their  respective  parents  about  1S49  and  the  two  famllie^  settled  in 
Calumet  county,  Wisconsin,  where  Nicholas  Schroeder  and  Catherine  Plett  were  mar- 
ried. Their  remaining  days  were  spent  In  that  county,  where  the  lather  devoted  his 
life  to  the  occupation  of  tanning  and  thus  provided  tor  the  support  ot  the  members 
of  his  household.  He  died  in  1912,  while  bis  wife  survived  until  ISIS.  August 
Schroeder  of  this  review  has  one  brother  and  tour  sisters  living,  bis  brother  being 
George  Schroeder,  of  Wisconsin.  Three  ot  the  sisters  are  living  in  Calumet  county, 
Wisconsin,  and  one  In  Callfomia. 

August  Schroeder  was  reared  on  his  father's  tann,  which  was  devoted  to  dairying, 
Holstein  cattle  being  kept  for  this  purpose.  He  early  became  familiar  with  all  the 
duties  and  labors  Incident  to  the  development  and  care  of  the  farm  and  attended  school 
until  he  reached  the  age  ot  seventeen  years.  Afterward  his  entire  attention  was 
given  to  tann  work  until  he  was  nineteen  years  ot  age,  when  he  started  out  In  the 
business  world  independently.  He  first  went  to  North  Dakota  but  remained  there  tor 
only  a  tew  months,  when  he  continued  his  westward  Journey  to  the  territory  ot  Idaho 
and  cast  In  his  lot  with  the  settlers  of  Idaho  county,  where  he  has  become  a  prosperous 
ranchman  and  cattle  raiser.  He  at  first  took  up  a  homestead  ot  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres,  which  be  still  owns,  but  the  boundaries  ot  the  place  have  been  Increased  from 
time  to  time  as  bis  financial  resources  have  increased  until  his  holdings  now  comprise 
over  seventeen  hundred  acres.  He  has  this  proi;>erty  In  addition  to  his  borne  ranch 
ot  two  hundred  and  eighty  acres  nearer  Cottonwood  and  upon  which  he  resides.  HIa 
holdings  altogether  embrace  nearly  two  thousand  acres  ot  land  and  many  hundreds  ot 
cattle.  Throughout  the  entire  period  ot  his  residence  In  this  state  he  has  been  suc- 
cessfully engaged  In  cattle  raising  and  his  annual  sales  bring  to  him  a  gratifying 
financial  return.  He  has  closely  studied  the  best  methods  of  caring  tor  the  stock  on 
the  range  add  also  the  best  methods  ot  preparing  cattle  tor  the  market 

In  the  fall  ot  1SS9  Mr.  Schroeder  was  married  to  Miss  TlUle  Holdenried,  who  is 
alio  a  native  ot  Calumet  county,  Wisconsin,  and  an  acquaintance  of  his  boyhood  days. 
They  have  become  parents  of  eight  children,  five  sons  and  three  daughters,  and  the 
family  circle  yet  remains  unbroken  by  ftie  hand  ot  death.  The  children  are  Bert,  Ed- 
ward, Rudolph,   Meta,  August  H.,   Karsten,   TlUie    and    Edna,    ranging   In    age   from 
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twenty-nine  years  down  to  etgbt.  Tbe  eldest  son,  Bert  Schroeder,  was  In  Europe  with 
the  United  States  mtlltary  torces  and  with  tbe  army  ot  occupation  In  LnzemburK. 
When  tbe  armistice  was  signed  August  H.  Scfaroeder  was  In  the  Cadet  Training  Corps 
at  Moscow,  Idaho,  with  the  other  students  ot  the  State  UnlTerslty. 

In  politics  Mr.  Schroeder  baa  ever  been  a  stalwart  democrat  and  haa  served  as 
highway  commissioner  ot  his  county,  while  in  the  tall  ot  1918  he  was  elected  by  a  big 
majority  to  represent  his  county  In  the  state  legislature,  being  one  ot  tour  democrats 
who  were  chosen  for  leglslatlTe  service  at  that  time.  He  served  as  a  member  ot  the 
committee  on  educational  institutions  and  also  ot  the  live  stock  committee.  Fraternally 
be  Is  connected  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Throughout  his  entire 
career  he  has  been  actuated  by  a  progressive  spirit  which  has  led  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  his  purpose.  When  obstacles  and  difflcultles  have  barred  his  path  he  has  put 
forth  renewed  ettort,  so  that  all  hindrances  In  his  career  have  served  but  as  an  im- 
petus for  greater  activity  on  his  part.  He  Is  thoroughly  familiar  with  every  phase 
of  ranching  and  stock  raising  in  bis  part  of  the  atate  and  the  careful  management 
of  his  business  affiairs  has  brought  him  deserved  success. 


DANIEL  KIRBY. 


Daniel  Kirby,  a  mining  man  throughout  his  entire  active  lite,  identified  with  the 
development  of  mining  properties  in  Colorado,  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  the  republic  of 
Mexico  and  Idaho,  la  now  making  his  home  in  Atlanta.  Idaho,  and  that  hts  Intereat 
Id  public  alTairs  le  more  than  personal  Is  Indicated  by  his  excellent  service  aa  repre- 
sentative from  Elmore  county  In  tbe  state  leglBlatnre. 

Mr.  Klrby  wss  born  In  Pottsvllle.  Pennsylvania,  but  all  of  his  near  relatives  live 
in  Pbiladelpbla.  His  parents  were  Bernard  and  Roeanne  (Carbey)  Klrby,  who  were 
born,  reared  end  married  In  the  north  of  Ireland.  Mr.  Klrby  eventually  determined  to 
try  hlB  fortune  In  the  United  States  and  embarked  for  the  new  world,  being  thirteen 
weeks  on  the  Atlantic  ere  he  reiched  the  American  coast.  After  making  preparations 
for  a  home  be  sent  for  his  wile,  who  Joined  hira,  and  she  was  nine  weeks  on  the  trip 
to  the  new  world.  The  father  devoted  his  life  to  the  occupation  ot  coal  mining  and 
both  he  and  his  wife  have  now  passed  away. 

Daniel  Klrby  waa  reared  and  educated  In  Pennsylvania  and  in  bis  boyhood  days, 
when  not  in  school,  worked  In  tbe  coal  mines,  early  beginning  to  provide  for  his  own 
support  In  that  way.  He  left  the  Keystone  state  In  1876  and  made  his  way  westward 
to  Illinois,  while  a  year  or  two  later  he  again  started  westward,  this  time  making 
Leadvllle,  Holorado,  hia  destination.  There  he  remained  tor  several  years,  devoting  his 
attention  to  mining  and  prospecting,  and  In  1SS4  be  took  charge  of  a  large  mine  at 
Lake  City,  Colorsdo,  having  three  hundred  and  fifty  miners  under  his  direction.  In 
1S91  he  became  manager  of  an  extensive  mine  at  Rico,  Colorado,  the  property  being 
largely  owned  by  the  Standard  Oil  Compiny.  There  he  occupied  the  very  responsible 
position  ot  manager  for  three  years,  having  seven  bnndred  and  flfty  men  In  his  charge. 
On  the  expiration  of  that  period,  however,  he  returned  to  his  former  position  at  Lake 
City.  Colorado.  In  1902  be  came  to  Idaho,  where  be  has  since  made  bis  home,  and  he 
has  been  the  means  of  bringing  much  money  Into  the  state  tor  Investment  in  mining 
properties.  For  the  past  twenty-three  years  he  has  been  the  western  represe^itative 
ot  T.  N.  Barnsdall.  a  wealthy  oil  and  gas  capitalist  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  cor- 
ing tor  bis  mining  properties  in  various  western  states.  He  was  Instrumental  in  Mr. 
Bamsdall's  Investment  of  over  a  million  dollars  In  Idaho  alone  In  the  development  ot 
various  mlnln?  prnpertles.  Besides  receiving  a  splendid  salary  In  compsnsatton  for 
his  services  Mr.  Kirby  was  given  much  stock  In  the  various  mines.  He  is  now  man- 
ager of  the  Atlant't  Mines  Comoany.  a  Bamsd'tll  project,  and  he  still  remains  In  charge 
ot  the  Idaho  Interests  ot  the  BarnsdatI  estate.  Mr.  Barnsdall  having  passed  away  two 
years  ago. 

About  1890.  In  Denver,  Colorado.  Mr.  Kirby  was  married  to  Missi  Carrie  Oracey, 
a  native  of  Illlrols.  who  died  In  St.  Luke's  Hospital  In  Boise  in  1912  as  the  result  of  a 
surgical  operation.  Sho  left  two  daughters:  Grace,  the  wite  ot  H.  V.  Donovan,  of 
Boise;  and  Annie,  the  wife  of  Freeman  C.  Phlppon,  of  Ooodtng,  Idaho.  There  are  also 
two  grandchildren,  Cnroltne  and  Mary  Dell  Donovan. 

In  politics  Mr.  Kirby  haa  always  been  a  democrat  and  in  1918  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Idaho  legislature.     Up  to  that  time  he  had  always  refused  to  become  « 
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candidate  for  office,  but  he  1b  prorlng  blmselt  an  able  vorklng  member  of  the  houve  of 
represenUtlveB.  He  hoe  been  quite  acUTe  In  traternal  oi^anliatlona,  helonKlng  to  the 
Odd  Fellows,  Knights  al  Pythias  and  Elks.  He  la  a  past  srand  of  the  Odd  FeUows 
lodge  and  baa  the  twenty-flve  year  membership  badge  In  the  organisation  accorded 
him  b7  the  aorereign  grand  lodge  of  tlie  United  SUtes.  He  has  ever  been  most  loyal 
to  the  teacbingB  and  purposes  of  the  order  exemplifying  its  high  prlntiples  in  his 
dally  life. 


IRA  BLDREDOB. 


Ira  Eldredge  Is  the  president  of  the  Carey  State  Bank,  located  at  Carer.  Blaine 
county,  and  has  gained  a  poaitlon  ol  leadership  In  financial  and  mercantile  clrclea  In 
this  part  of  the  sUte.  He  was  bom  at  CoalvtUe,  Utah.  March  18,  1871,  and  is  a  son  of 
Hiram  and  Julia  Eldredge.  He  waa  reared  in  Utah  to  the  age  of  twen^  years,  acquired 
hlB  education  in  tbe  echoola  there  and  Bupplemented  his  early  training  by  atndy  in  the 
Utah  Agricultural  College  at  Logan.  Early  tn  life  he  became  interested  in  sheep  rais- 
ing and  from  Utah  made  his  way  to  the  Wood  River  country,  settling  on  the  Utile 
Wood  river.  There  he  aaalated  his  steplather,  Benjamin  Evana,  in  clearing  and  de- 
veb^Ing  a  tract  of  land.  He  afterward  removed  to  Albion,  Cassia  county,  and  was 
engaged  In  teaching  school  at  that  place  and  also  at  Oakley,  devoting  the  winter  months 
to  the  profession  of  teaching,  while  during  the  summer  seasons  for  five  years  he  fol- 
lowed surveying. 

In  1897  Mr.  Eldredge  was  united  In  marriage  to  Miss  Msrcla  Rice,  a  daughter  of 
William  K  and  Ada  <Clawson)  Rice,  who  were  early  settlers  of  Farmlngton,  Utah, 
having  croBBe4  the  plains  with  ol  teams  at  an  early  day.  Their  daughter,  Mrs.  Eldredge, 
was  bom  in  Utah  and  by  her  marriage  has  become  the  mother  of  five  children: 
Loralne;  Evan,  who  is  now  a  member  of  the  United  States  Marines:  Grace;  Kenneth; 
and  Francis. 

After  bis  marriage  Mr.  Eldredge  returned  to  Carey,  on  the  Little  Wood  river,  and 
began  eheep  raising  aa  his  own  account  He  first  purchased  twenty  acres  of  land 
and  from  time  to  time  he  extended  the  boundartea  of  his  property  until  he  now  has 
eight  hundred  acres.  His  original  home  waa  a  little  log  cabin  of  one  room,  but  as  the 
time  passed  on  and  his  financial  resources  Increased  he  added  all  modem  equipment 
and  accessories,  building  a  frame  residence  one  mile  northeast  of  Carey,  so  that  he 
la  now  most  pleasantly  located.  Extending  hla  efforts  Into  other  fields,  be  became  the 
organizer  In  1907  of  the  Carey  State  Bank,  which  was  capitalised  for  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars. The  success  of  the  Institution  is  indicated  in  the  fact  that  the  capital  stock 
has  been  increased  to  forty  thousand  dollars  and  the  bank  has  a  surplus  of  ten  thou- 
eand  dtdlara.  Hr.  Eldredge  also  owns  a  half  Intereetln  a  drug  store  of  Carey  and  baa 
valuable  city  property. 

Politically  Hr.  Eldredge  le  a  republican  i^id  has  served  ss  township  trustee  but 
has  never  been  smbttlous  to  hold  olBce.  His  buslneas  affairs  have  made  full  claim 
upon  hla  time  and  energies  and  each  forward  step  wbich  he  has  taken  has  brought 
him  a  broader  outlook  and  wider  opportunities  which  he  baa  eagerly  embraced  as 
factors  in  the  upbuilding  of  his  fortunes.  He  has  gained  a  place  among  the  repre- 
sentative bnslnesfl  men  of  the  community  and,  honored  and  respected  by  all,  he  not 
only  occupies  an  enviable  place  In  public  regard  by  reason  of  his  success  but  also  owli^ 
to  the  straightforward  business  policy  which  he  has  ever  followed. 


HON.  CARL  J.  MILLER. 

Hon,  Carl  J.  Miller,  well  known  as  a  repreaentatlTe  farmer  and  wool  grower,  mak- 
ing his  home  at  Castlsford,  Idaho,  has  spent  his  entire  lite  in  the  Pacific  nortl^weat, 
bla  birth  having  occurred  at  Joseph,  Wallowa  county,  Oregon,  October  28,  1888.  His 
parents  were  Peter  J.  and  Elsa  (Jensen)  Miller,  both  of  Danish  descent.  The  father 
was  bom  In  Wisconsin,  while  the  mother  was  born  In  Denmark.  She  died  tn  ISM, 
when  her  son,  Carl  J.,  was  but  two  years  of  age.  The  father  was  a  pioneer  settler  of 
Oregtm  and  Is  now  living  In  Spokane,  Washington,  at  the  age  of  alxty-elght  years. 
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For  an  extended  period  he  deToted  his  time  and  attention  to  tbe  occupation  of  tarmfns 
but  tB  now  llTlnK  retired. 

Carl  J.  Miller  spent  the  days  of  hie  borbood  and  youth  in  Oreson  and  In  Wash- 
inston  and  after  completing  a  high  acbool  conrae  he  attended  Whitman  College  at 
Walla  Walla.  In  early  jnanbood  he  was  employed  In  the  Walla  Walla  postofOce  tor  a 
period  of  four  years,  occupying  Tarious  poeltlone  in  that  connection.  In  1910  he 
came  to  Idaho,  settling  in  Twin  Palls  county,  and  through  tbe  Intervening  period  he 
has  made  steady  progress  In  a  business  way  as  a  wheat  and  sbeep  raiser  and  genera) 
farmer.  He  Is  the  owner  of  four  hundred  acres  of  valuable  land  and  annually  pro- 
duces large  crops  of  wheat,  for  which  he  finds  a  ready  and  profitable  sale.  He  Is  like- 
wise one  of  the  leading  representatives  of  tbe  sheep  Industry  in  this  section  of  the 
state.  He  has  at  the  present  writing  ten  thousand  sheep  and  In  1918  raised  twenty 
tbonsand.  There  Is  no  phase  of  the  business  with  which  he  is  not  thoroughly  familiar 
and  his  affairs  are  most  wisely  and  carefully  conducted,  so  that  he  Is  now  reaping  the 
rewards  of  earnest,  persistent  and  Intelligently  directed  effort. 

On  the  ISth  of  September,  191S,  In  Buhl.  Idaho,  Mr.  HlUer  was  Joined  In  wedlock 
to  KlfsB  Hary  Margaret  Stewart,  a  native  of  Washington.  They  have  one  daughter. 
Marlorie,  who  was  born  August  18,  1914.  Fraternally  Mr.  Miller  Is  an  Elk  and  In  his 
political  views  he  is  a  republican,  having  stanchly  aupiiorted  tbe  party  since  reaching 
adult  age.  His  first  activity  as  an  office  seeker,  however,  was  put  forth  in  the  fall  of 
1918,  when  he  became  a  candidate  for  the  house  of  representatives  on  the  republican 
ticket.  He  was  elected  by  a  good  majority  and  as  a  member  of  the  legislature  Is  serving 
on  the  appropriations,  Irrigation  and  reclamation  committees.  He  is  thus  concerned 
with  important  measures  having  much  to  do  with  the  development,  upbuilding  and 
substantial  prosperity  of  the  state. 


C.  F.  RWING. 


Actuated  by  a  spirit  of  undaunted  enUrprlse  and  deterBil nation,  C.  F.  Ewlng  has 
reached  a  position  among  the  prominent  and  representative  buBlnefls  men  of  the  Pan- 
handle of  Idaho.  He  makes  his  home  at  Sandpolnt,  where  he  Is  the  president  of  the 
C.  F.  Kwlng  Company,  Limited,  dealers  in  cedar  poles,  posts,  piling,  lumber  and 
sblngles.  The  width  of  the  continent  separates  blm  from  his  birthplace, 'for  he  is 
a  native  of  Clay  county,  Weet  Virginia,  his  birth  having  there  occurred  March  7, 
1863.  He  Is  descended  from  one  of  tbe  old  and  prominent  families  of  that  state,  his 
parents  being  John  W.  and  Caroline  (Frame)  Ewlng,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of 
West  Virginia.  Tbe  father  devoted  his  entire  life  to  farming  and  stock  raising  and  _ 
was  always  actively  and  helpfully  Interested  In  community  affairs.  In  1878  he  left  his" 
native  state  and  removed  to  Springfield,  Missouri,  where  again  he  ably  assisted  In 
promoting  public  progress,  not  as  a  party  man  but  for  the  betterment  of  all  public 
conditions.    His  religious  latth  was  that  of  tbe  Baptist  church. 

C.  F.  Bwlng  pursued  his  education  in  the  public  schools  ol  Clay  county.  West  Virginia, 
and  when  nineteen  years  of  age  began  farming  on  his  own  account  In  Missouri.  He 
did  not  make  tbe  advancement  that  be  desired  and  In  1887  he  sought  C4)portunities 
elsewhere,  arriving  at  Sandpolnt,  Idaho.  In  that  year  with  a  cash  capital  of  but  sixty- 
five  cents.  At  the  time  the  city  contained  but  one  store,  one  hotel  and  two  ealoona 
Believing  that  the  future  held  something  In  store  for  the  little  hamlet  and  for  this 
section  of  tbe  country,  be  soon  turned  bis  attention  to  merchandising  here  and  also 
began  dealing  in  timber.  Eventually  he  disposed  of  his  mercantile  Interests  to  what 
became  later  the  Northern  Mercantile  Company.  He  then  concentrated  his  energies 
upon  the  handling  of  cedar  products,  starting  In  the  business  in  a  small  way  as  a 
maker  of  posts,  ties  and  similar  commodities.  As  tbe  years  have  passed  he  has  de- 
veloped a  concern  of  extensive  proportions,  having  one  of  the  best  known  enterprises  of 
the  kind  In  this  section  of  tbe  country.  He  maintains  lumber  camps  in  Idaho  and 
Montana  and  has  his  mills  on  Trestle  creek.  He  now  has  a  very  large  and  profitable 
business  in  cedar  poles,  posts,  piling,  lumber  and  shingles,  his  products  being  shipped 
over  a  wide  territory.  There  is  no  phase  of  the  business  with  which  be  Is  not  thor- 
oughly familiar  and  his  sound  Judgment  and  enterprise  have  been  the  dominant  ele- 
menta  in  the  attainment  of  his  present-day  success,  which  is  of  a  most  substantial 
character, 

Mr.  Ewlng  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Rose  Marsha,  a  dau^ter  of  Prank 
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Marsba.  a  prominent  pioneer  tarmer  of  North  Dakota.    The  children  ot  this  marriage 
are  Arlle  B..  Clel  P.,  Ledlth  and  Rotand  J. 

Mr.  Ewlns  ta  eaaentiall;  a  man  of  public  spirit,  devoted  to  the  welfare  and  prosress 
of  the  communUy.  While  not  a  member  ot  the  church,  he  asiisted  In  clearing  the 
space  and  helped  flnauclally  In  building  the  house  ot  worship  ot  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church  at  Sandpolot.  He  has  contributed  generously  to  the  support  of  every  church 
that  has  been  erected  at  Sandpolnt  and  Is  a  Arm  believer  in  all  those  agencies  which 
make  for  moral  progress  and  betterment.  He  has  likewise  been  concerned  with  public 
aDalrs  and  was  serving  on  the  board  ot  aldermen  when  the  city  was  Incorporated, 
he  and  four  others  putting  up  the  funds  for  Incorporation  ezpenees.  He  has  twice 
been  mayor  of  Sandpolnt  and  Mr.  Ewlng  ia  the  man  who  anppreseed  crime  and 
vagrancy  here  and  cleaned  up  the  town,  making  it  one  of  the  beat  in  the  state.  He  is 
not  a  partisan  or  politlclaD  m  the  usnally  a«;epted  sense  of  these  terms,  but  has  been 
very  active  in  all  civic  and  public  interests  and  believes  that  what  helps  bis  neighbors 
helps  himself.  His  standards  and  Ideals  ot  life  are  high  and  he  puts  forth  every  effort 
to  secure  their  adoption. 


1  GALEN  C.  PAXTON,  M.  D. 

Dr.  Q.  C.  Paxton,  a  prominent  and  successful  physician  of  RIgby,  Idaho,  where 
he  has  followed  hie  profession  continuously  through  the  past  eighteen  years,  was 
not  only  the  first  man  to  engage  in  the  practice  ot  medicine  in  that  city  but  also 
conducted  the  first  drug  store  there.  His  birth  occurred  at  Oregon,  Missouri,  Novem- 
ber 20,  1S5*,  hts  parents  being  William  L.  and  Luclnda  G.  (Moss)  Pazton,  both  of 
whom  were  Qatlves  of  Kentucky.  The  father,  who  was  born  near  Mammoth  Cave, 
m  Barren  county,  Kentucky,  removed  to  Missouri  in  1S50.  In  the  latter  state  he 
purchased  and  improved  a  tract  ot  land  which  he  cultivated  until  1866,  when  he 
took  up  his  abode  In  Richardson  county,  Nebraska,  where  he  also  purchased  prop- 
erty and  carried  on  general  agricultural  pursuits  during  the  remainder  ot  hie  life. 
He  passed  away  in  1871  and  tor  nearly  three  decades  was  survived  by  his  wife, 
who  was  called  to  her  final  rest  in  1899.  They  were  the  parents  ot  thirteen  children, 
namely:  Thomas  J.,  James  M.,  Elvira  G.,  Kate  H.,  Laura  O.,  William  H.,  Rebecca, 
Galen  C,  Samuel  K.,  Robert  E.,  Mary  B..  Charles  C,  and  Aldred.  All  lived  to  . 
manhood  and  womanhood  with  the  exception  ot  one  who  died  at  the  age  ot  three 

Galen  C.  Paxton  was  largely  reared  in  Richardson  county,  Nebraska.  After  com- 
pleting a  public  school  course  there  he  attended  the  Nebraska  State  Normal  School 
at  Peru  and  later  continued  bis  studies  in  the  University  ot  Nebraska  at  Lincoln. 
Having  determined  upon  a  professional  career,  he  next  entered  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  Louisville  In  Kentucky,  from  which  institution  he  was 
graduated  with  the  class  ot  1883.  During  the  succeeding  nineteen  years  he  prac- 
ticed medicine  at  various  points  in  Nebraska  and  in  1902  came  to  RIgby,  Idaho, 
as  the  pioneer  physician.  He  also  opened  the  first  drug  store  ot  the  city  and  built 
up  a  gratifying  and  well  deserved  patronage  In  this  connection.  In  addition  to  an 
extensive  practice  as  a  physician  and  surgeon.  He  disposed  of  the  drug  business 
In  1912,  however.  In  order  to  concentrate  his  attention  upon  bis  professional  and 
other  interests,  having  become  a  stockholder  in  the  First  National  Bank  and  Ander- 
aoD  Brothers  Bank  of  RIgby,  In  the  Farmers  A  Merchants  Bank  ot  Rexburg,  in  the 
Beet  Growers'  Sugar  Company  and  in  the  Utah-Idaho  Sugar  Company.  Dr.  Paxton 
Is  the  owner  of  several  business  houses  and  considerable  other  property,  including 
the  attractive  home  in  which  he  resides.  He  has  long  been  numbered  among  the 
valued  and  represeAUtive  cltizena  and  leading  medical  practitioners  ot  Jefferson 
county. 

Dr.  Paxton  has  been  married  twice.  In  May,  188G,  he  wedded  Laura  B.  Cain 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  three  children,  as  follows:  Frederick  C,  who  died 
In  1914;  Mary  F.,  the  wife  ot  Max  Werner;  and  Jessie,  who  gave  her  hand  in  mar- 
riage to  Lewis  C.  Edwards,  a  resident  of  Falls  City,  Nebraska,  and  the  author  of 
a  history  of  Richardson  county,  that  state.  On  the  18th  of  January,  190B,  Dr.  Pax- 
ton married  Emma  C.  Hallstrom,  by  whom  he  has  one  child,  Lucille  M„  whose  birth 
occurred  February  18,  1917. 

In  politics  Dr.  Paxton  is  a  democrat  and  bas  ably  filled  the  office  of  county 
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pbraiclan.  Fraternally  he  la  Identified  with  the  MasoilB,  while  tlie  rellglooB  faith 
of  blB  wife  Is  that  of  the  Chnrch  of  Jesua  Christ  of  Latter-dar  Saints.  DnrlitK  the 
years  of  his  residence  at  Rlgby  he  has  won  a  host  of  true  friends  and  has  become 
a  popular  and  highly  esteemed  cltlien  of  the  community. 


RAYMOND  LESLIE  PLOTD. 


Raymond  Leslie  Floyd,  a  well  known  rancher,  living  about  one  mile  loutbeaat 
of  Meridian,  was  born  In  Gentry  county.  Htssourl,  May  10,  1890,  a  son  ot  James  W. 
and  Mary  EUxabetb  (Mervln)  Floyd,  farming  people,  who  are  still  llTing  In  Mis- 
souri, being  prominent  citizens  of  Gentry  county. 

Raymond  L.  Floyd  secured  bis  education  In  the  schools  oC  that  county  and  was 
there  reared  on  bis  father's  farm,  assisting  In  Its  operations  and  laying  the  founda- 
tion of  hiB  subsequent  success  In  husbandry.  He  has  been  engaged  In  agricultural 
pursuits  all  of  his  life,  with  the  exception  of  two  years  when  with  an  engineerliLg 
party  In  the  building  of  a  railroad  to  Long  ralley.  When  nineteen  years  of  age. 
In  1909,  Mr.  Floyd  left  MisBourl  and  went  to  the  state  of  Washington,  where,  bow- 
ever,  he  did  not  remain.  He  then  came  to  Idaho  and  has  been  living  In  this  state 
ever  since,  residing  on  bis  ranch  near  Meridian,  engaged  In  general  farm  work. 

On  September  14,  191S,  at  Crawford,  Idaho,  Mr.  Floyd  was  united  In  marriage 
to  MISB  Grace  Patterson,  who  was  born  near  that  place,  January  29,  1897,  a  daugh- 
ter ot  William  D.  and  Phalla  Edith  (Dlzter)  Patterson,  both  of  whom  now  live  In 
Cascade.  Idaho.  Following  his  marriage,  Mr.  Floyd  contlnned  farm  work  In  Long 
valley  nntll  the  fall  of  1919,  when  he  purchased  his  present  ranch,  located  sontbeast 
of  Meridian.  It  conalsts  of  eighty  acres  of  well  Improved  land,  yielding  excellent 
results,  said  to  be  worth  about  four  hundred  dollars  an  acre,  which  figure  repre- 
sents practically  double  the  purchase  price.

27,  1914;  antl  Doris  Lavere.  November  30,  1918.  Hr.  Floyd  Is  an  attendant  on  the 
services  of  the  Christian  chnrch  and  bis  wife  attends  tbe  Baptist  church.  In  polities 
he  takes  an  Independent  attitude,  supporting  principles  and  policies  rather  than 
party  and  party  emblems. 


MISS  OLIVE  M.  PETRA8HBK. 

Miss  Olive  M.  Petrasbek,  who  Is  filling  the  office  of  county  superintendent  ot 
public  instruction  In  Washington  county  for  tbe  term  from  1917  until  1921  aad  who 
Is  recognised  ae  one  of  the  able  educators  of  the  state,  1e  a  native  of  Humboldt, 
Nebraska,  and  a  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Petrasbek  but  bae  been  a  resident 
of  Idaho  Blnce  1912.  After  completing  her  public  school  education  she  attended 
tbe  Nebraska  State  Normal  School  at  Peru,  Nebraska,  and  later  was  a  student  In 
tbe  State  Normal  School  at  Lewlaton,  Idaho,  and  In  tbe  Wesleyan  University  at  Lin- 
coln, Nebraska,  returning  to  her  native  state  to  complete  her  education.  In  early 
womanhood  she  was  employed  at  bookkeeping  and  other  office  work  and  for  eight 
years  she  was  a  teacher — in  a  rural  school  for  a  year.  In  a  graded  Bchool  for  two 
years  and  for  five  years  was  a  successful  high  school  teacher.  She  was  then  elected 
to  tbe  position  of  county  superintendent  of  public  Instruction  of  Waebington  county 
and  has  most  capably  and  efficiently  discharged  the  duties  of  this  position  of 
rAsponslbtlity. 

MlBS  Petrasbek  Is  also  widely  known  for  her  political  activities  and  acted  as 
tbe  secretary  of  the  state  democratic  convention  held  at  Lewlston,  Idaho,  June  16, 
1920,  being  tbe  Brat  woman  In  the  United  States  ever  to  be  called  to  such  an  office. 
She  was  also  nominated  for  the  office  of  state  superintendent  of  public  Instruction  at 
the  sUte  convention  held  Is  Idaho  Falls.  August  24,  1920,  but  on  the  18th  ot  Sep- 
tember declined  the  nomination,  writing  to  James  P.  Pope,  chairman  ot  the  demo- 
cratic state  committee,  the  following  letter: 
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"My  dear  Sir:  '     , 

Today  1  am  sending  to  tbe  secretary  of  state  my  declination  of  tbe  nomination 
on  tbe  democratic  ticket  for  the  office  of  state  superintendent. of  public  Instrnctlon. 

In  so  doing  I  do  not  wlsb  to  be  understood  as  being  un appreciative  ot  tbe  honor 
conferred  upon  me  by  tbe  democratic  state  convention,  nor  do  I  wlsb  to  appear  der- 
elict in  my  devotion  to  tbe  democratic  party.  However,  I  am  between  two  Ores; 
I  most  either  decline  tbe  nomination  for  the  office  of  state  superintendent,  or  of 
county  superintendent  in  this  county.  Were  I  consulting  my  own  desires  alone  I 
should  decline  the  latter  nomination. 

I  have  delayed  this  formal  announcement  for  the  reason  that  I  have  been  anxious 
to  do  the  right  thing — I  want  to  be  fair  to.  my  party  and  to  myself.  And  after 
'  viewing  the  situation  from  every  angle  I  feel  there  is  but  one  course  to  pursue;  my 
first  duty  Is  to  the  democratic  party  ot  thip  county,  for  the  reason  that  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  state  convention  I  bad  filed'  my  nomination  as  a  candidate  in  the 
Washington  county  primaries  and  actively  sought  the  nomination.  On  the  other 
hand  the  nomination  by  tbe  state  convention  came  unsolicited  and  wlthont  anthoriEa- 
tion,  for  I  did  not  even  know  thst  my  name  would  he  presented. 

Furthermore,  I  am  absolutely  unable  to  finance  a  campaign  for  state  office  along 
the  lines  and  as  extensively  as  I  feel  it  would  he  necessary  for  me  to  da  to  be 
successful. 

In  view  ot  the  foregoing  circumstances,  I  feel  impelled  to  take  the  above  men- 
tioned action.  I  hope  and  trust  that  the  place  on  the  ticket  will  be' satisfactorily 
filled  and  wlsb  to  assure  the  nominee  of  my  undivided  support." 

In  tbla  conscientious  attitude  Is  found  one  of  the  elements  which  make  for  UIss 
Petroshek's  success  as  a  teacher.  Everything  that  she  undertakes  she  does  with 
thoraugbnesB  and  efficiency  and  Is  never  satisfied  until  she  baa  gained  the  highest 
point  of  accomplishment  along  any  given  line.  She  keeps  in  touch  with  the  most 
progressive  educational  methods  and  her  interest  In  her  work  arises  from  a  sincere 
desire  to  assist  the  young  In  their  preparation  for  the  duties  of  cltiEensblp  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  life. 

Miss  Petrasbefc  is  also  well  Icnown  In  club  circles.  She  is  a  member  ot  the  Out- 
look Club,  a  civic  organisation  of  Welser,  and  was  elected  a  delegate  to  the  Btate 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  which  met  in  Coeur  d'Alene,  October  13-15,  1920. 
She  also  attended  as  a  delegate  tbe  meeting  of  the  Second  District  Federation  at 
Hailey  in  June,  1919,  and  at  Ooodlng  In  Hay,  1920.  She  is  keenly  interested  In  all 
that  pertains  to  public  welfare  and  gives  her  most  loyal  support  to  all  those  Inter- 
ests which  are  a  matter  of  civic  virtue  and  of  civic  prid«. 


THE  SMITH  BROTHERS. 


Th9  Smith  brothers,  John  R.  and  George  W.,  own  and  operate  one  of  the  best 
truck  and  fruit  ranches  in  the  vicinity  of  Boise,  located  on  the  Foot  Hill  road  about 
three  miles  from  Boise.  They  are  sons  of  Andrew  and  Laura  (Henzler)  Smith,  and 
have  resided  In  Idaho  since  18S2.  Qeorge  W.  having  been  bom  in  Custer  county 
after  the  family  settled  there,  where  they  kept  a  hotel  for  several  years.  The 
father  was  a  native  ot  France,  having  been  born  In  Bordeaux,  and  be  served  in  the 
vrar  between  France  and  Germany  In  1870-71.  In  1872  he  came  to  the  United 
SUtes  and  was  married  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  in  1876,  to  Lanra  Hensler, 
a  native  of  that  state.  Ten  years  after  their  removal  to  Clayton,  Custer  county, 
Idaho,  he  died,  Uarch  »,  1892.  To  the  parents  were  born  four  sons,  namely: 
Charles  Edward,  who  was  born  November  9,  1892,  and  died  November  27,  1897: 
John  R.,  born  August  8,  1880;  Georgfe  W.,  born  July  6,  1886;  and  Albert  HeuEler, 
whose  natal  day  was  June  26,  1890.  Tbe  youngest  son  was  killed  in  battle,  Novem- 
ber a.  1918,  while  fighting  In  Belgium  during' the  World  war.  He  was  a  native  of 
Idaho,  horn  at  ChalllB,  Custer  county,  and  was  graduated  from  the  Boise  high 
school  In  1910.  The  mother,  some  time  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  married 
Samuel  M.  Leigh,  a  Welshman  by  descent  but  a  native  of  Utah,  and  by  her  second 
marriage,  one  child,  a  daughter,  has  been  bom.  She  U  Miss  ElUabeth  Leigh,  whose 
birth  occurred  in  Custer  county,  Idaho,  January  20,  1896,  and  who  is  now  holding 
a  position  of  some  importance  in  Boise. 

The  Smith  brothers  resided  in  Custer  county  until  May,  1920.  when  tbey  bougtrt 
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and  removed  to  their  preoent  ranch  In  Boise  county.  The  mother  realdes  with  them 
and  presides  OTer  their  household,  (or  tha  brothers  have  never  married,  and  they 
form  a  happy  trio.  Their  ranch  embraces  eleven  acres  of  well  fcept  orchards,  (tar- 
dens,  and  truck  patches,  and  they  also  have  an  excellent  set  of  outbuildings  with 
an  abundance  of  shade  about  them.  It  Is  a  very  attractive  place.  The  1920  crops 
were  very  good  and  consisted  of  various  kinds  of  truck,  particularly  melons  and 
onions,  which  they  raise  In  quantities.  This  successful  crop  not  only  demonstrates 
the  productiveness  of  their  land,  hut  also  that  the  Smith  brothers  are  very  Industrious 
and  energetic,  and  that  they  thoroughly  understand  what  is  necessary  for  the  pro- 
duction of  good  crops.  Their  gardens  and  truck  patches  present  a  beautiful  picture, 
for  they  are  practically  weedless  and  bear  evidence  of  intense  cultivation. 

The  Smith  brothers  and  their  mother  are  republicans,  stanchly  supporting  all 
measures  and  Interests  which  they  deem  of  value  In  the  upbuilding  of  community 
and  commonwealth.  George  W.  Smith  was  in  training  at  Camp  Kearney,  California, 
when  the  armisUce  was  signed.  The  brothers  by  their  diligence  and  industry  have 
won  the  confldence,  good  will  and  high  regard  of  all  with  whom  they  have  t>een 
associated,  and  are  now  ranked  with  the  prominent  ranchmen  of  Boise  county. 


ROBERT  J.  BROWN. 


Robert  J.  Brown,  a  successful  rancher  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  Meridian,  ts 
the  youngest  child  of  the  late  Joseph  and  Mary  Elisabeth  (Jones)  Brown,  a  biography 
of  whom  appears  on  another  page  of  this  publication.  He  was  born  In  Ray  county, 
Ulssourl,  August  26,  1894,  and  was  ten  years  of  age  when  he  accompanied  his 
parents  on  their  removal  to  Idaho,  the  family  home  being  established  on  the  Brown 
ranch  northwest  of  Meridian.  He  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
this  state  and  also  attended  McPherson  College  at  McPherson,  Kansas. 

On  the  16th  of  April,  ISIT,  near  Caldwell,  Idaho,  Mr.  Brown  was  united  In  mar- 
riage to  Hiss  Hai^ret  Iiuclle  Rose,  whose  birth  occurred  in  Pottawatomie  county, 
Oklahoma,  June  24,  1894,  ber  parents  being  Frank  L.  and  Grace  (Vanderhur)  Rose, 
now  residing  in  the  Deer  Flat  section  of  Idaho.  Ura.  Brown  came  to  Idaho  with 
her  parents  In  1907  and  pursued  a  course  of  study  In  the  State  Normal  School  at 
Albion,  after  wblcb  she  followed  the  profession  of  teaching  In  this  state  for  four 
years  prior  to  ber  marriage.  She  now  has  a  son,  Blaine  Edward,  who  was  bom 
May  e.  1918. 

Mr.  Brown  Is  Independent  In  politics  and  belongs  to  the  non  partisan  league. 
His  wife  Is  a  devoted  and  consistent  member  of  the  Christian  church  and  both  have 
won  an  extensive  circle  of  warm  friends  In  the  community  by  reason  of  tbeir  many 
sterling  qualities  of  b'eart  and  mttad. 


HARVBT  VIROIIi  QRISHAM. 

A  successtul  rancher  and  pioneer  of  the  Kuna  vicinity  is  Harvey  T.  Grisham,  who 
now  resides  on  a  ranch  consisting  of  fifty-two  acres,  located  Just  one  mile  from  the 
Kuna  depot.  He  Is  a  native  of  Mtssonrl,  having  been  bom  in  Dade  county  In  that 
state,  November  9,  1S75,  a  son  of  John  T.  and  Sarah  (Lawrence)  Orlsham. 

Harvey  Virgil  Orlsham  was  reared  In'bls  native  county  on  a  farm  and  there  he 
met  and  married  his  wife.  In  1902  he  removed  to  Mnnltou,  Colorado,  where  he 
remained  for  two  years  and  in  1904  removed  to  Sheridan  county,  Kansas,  where  he 
spent  four  years.  In  1907  he  came  to  Idaho  and  settled  In  Boise,  where  he  remained 
for  one  winter.  He  then  removed  to  the  Indian  Creek  valley  near  Kuna  and  has  since 
resided  In  this  vicinity.  He  Is  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Indian  Creek  valley  and  has 
owned  seven  different  farms  In  the  Kuna  district,  buying  them  and  selling  them  at  a 
good  proflt.  He  now  owns  two  ranches  near  Kuna.  The  ranch  on  which  Mr.  Orlsham 
resides  Is  one  of  the  flnest  in  that  part  of  the  county,  consisting  of  flfty-two  acres, 
nearly  all  in  alfalfa,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  acres  which  are  in  clover  and  some 
land  devoted  to  a  building  site.  It  Is  well  located,  being  but  one  mile  from  the  Kuna 
depot.  He  haa  owned  and  lived  on  this  ranch  since  the  spring  of  1919,  andtn  this  time 
has  made  some  wonderful  Improvements.  One  of  the  features  of  the  ranch  is  the  home 
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garden.  In  whlcb  ma?  be  fonnd  everytblDg  good  to  eat  that  a  garden  can  be  made 
to  prodnce,  Inclndtng  eTer-bearlng  strawberries,  and  It  need  scarcely  be  Btated  tbat 
Hrfl.  OrlBbam  presides  over  this  garden  with  mncb  Industry  and  capability.  Before 
remoTing  to  tbla  ranch,  Hr.  Qrleham  owned  and  lived  on  a  ranch  tonr  miles  Boutb- 
eaet  of  Kdna,  land  that  he  had  taken  from  the  sagebrneh  and  had  well  Improved,  one 
of  the  Improvements  being  a  good  eight-room  house.  Re  sold  this  ranch  in  the  spring 
of  1919  tor  a  handsome  sum. 

Hr.  Qrisham  was  united  In  jnorrlage  in  Dade  county,  Missouri,  February  2S, 
1899,  to  Cora  E.  Jerome,  a  first  cousin  of  J.  S.  Jerome,  of  Kuna,  who  Is  mentioned 
elsewhere  In  this  work.  She  Is  a  native  of  Dade  county,  Missouri,  having  been  born 
there  December  23,  1S77,  a  daughter  of  Ira  O.  and  Ellen  (Plrtle)  Jerome.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Grlsbam  are  the  parents  of  five  living  children,  namely:  Ira  Austin,  bom  April 
B,  ISOO;  Llnley  Iden,  whose  birth  occurred  February  14,  1902;  Blvlda  Etla,  bom 
August  17,  1904;  Anna  May,  who  was  bom  June  9,  1909;  and  Sylvia  Gertrude,  bom 
October  IS,  1913.  One  daughter,  Frances  Esther,  who  was  bom  March  24,  1916,  died, 
her  death  occurring  July  26,  1916. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Orlsbam  are  members  of  the  Baptist  church  and  are  prominent 
m  church  work.  Hr.  Qrisham  Is  also  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows  and  is  a  supporter 
of  the  non-partisan  league.  Mr.  Orlsham  now  occupies  a  position  of  prominence  In 
Kuna,  a  position  which  he  has  earned  by  bis  own  diligence  and  Industry.  When  be 
first  came  to  Idaho  he  was  a  man  in  very  poor  circumstances,  and  today  he  is  finan- 
cially Independent. 


ROMAINE  E.  LAMB. 


Romalne  E.  Lamb,  a  retired  rancher,  now  living  in  Boise,  was  bom  In  De  Kalb 
county,  Illinois,  September  24,  1S&7,  and  Is  a  son  of  Ezeklel  and  Priscllla  Lamb. 
In  1864,  he  removed  with  his  parents  to  Kansas,  where  be  grew  to  manhood  and 
was  married.  He  went  to  Eugene,  Oregon,  In  1887  and  two  and  one-half  years  later 
came  to  Boise  valley,  taking  a  homestead  of  one  hundred  two  and  one-half  acres, 
located  eight  miles  fiorthwest  of  Meridian,  then  all  sagebrush.  Here  he  resided  for 
twenty  years,  watching  his  ranch  grow  from  a  place  on  which  a  little  shack  consist- 
ing of  one  room,  twelve  by  sixteen  feet,  stood,  to  a  well  improved  ranch  with  a 
beautiful  home  and  fine  outbuildings.  Today  It  Is  one  of  the  well  improved  placm 
of  Ada  county.  In  1911  be  sold  this  ranch  and  since  that  time  has  lived  In  or  near 
Boise. 

Mr.  Lamb  was  united  In  marriage  In  Kansas,  March  6,  1S83,  to  Loulia  Penning- 
ton, a  daughter  of  Joshua  and  Maria  (Black)  Pennington,  who  was  bom  October  17, 
1860,  In  Iowa.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lamb  are  the  parents  of  four  children,  namely:  Ethel, 
who  Ib  the  wife  of  James  Dodglns;  Edith,  who  married  Benjamin  Shank;  Romalne 
Arthur,  who  is  married  and  la  a  rancher  of  Ada  county,  residing  on  the  place  formerly 
owned  by  his  father  near  Maple  Grove;  and  Erwin  Hasel,  who  Is  also  married. 

Mr.  and  Hrs.  Lamb  are  consistent  members  of  the  Methodist  church  and  sup- 
port the  republican  party.  Mr.  Lamb  is  now  enjoying  the  success  whlcb  be  baa 
gained  from  a  life  of  diligence  and  industry  and  Is  regarded  as  one  of  the  prominent 
men  of  the  county. 


JOHN  W.  MOORE. 


John  W.  Moore  is  numbered  among  the  pioneer  ranchmen  of  Idaho  who  became 
early  settlers  in  the  vicinity  of  Ten  Mile.  He  secured  hla  present  property  as  a 
homestead  in  ISSE,  at  which  time  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  sagebrush .  land 
came  Into  his  poBsesslon.  It, is  today  a  well  Improved,  Irrigated  ranch  situated 
twelve  miles  southwest  of  Boise,  and  upon  the  property  he  built  a  house  in  189B, 
for  it  was  entirely  destitute  of  Improvements  when  he  became  the  owner.  Eight 
years  passed  before  water  was  secured  to  Irrigate  the  land,  but  in  1903  the  New 
York  canal  was  b^llt.  From  that  time  forward  the  eftorta  of  Hr.  Moore  have  been 
crowned  with  substantial  success,  as  he  has  carried  the  work  of  development  and 
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Improvement  eteadllr  forward  upon  his  place,  which  is  today  an  excellent  property 
jrleldl&g  to  him  a  gratifying  annual  Income. 

Hr.  Hoore  Is  a  native  of  Colea  county,  Illinois.  He  waa  bora  December  26,  184S, 
a  son  of  John  J.  and  Eliia  Jane  (Thornbrue)  Hoore.  He  waa  reared  In  Bremer 
county,  Iowa,  to  the  age  of  twenty  years  and  then  went  to  Osage  county,  Kansas. 
It  was  at  Melvern,  In  Osage  county,  that  Mr.  Moore  was  married  September  15,  1872, 
to  Hiss  Elizabeth  Rozella  Ransom,  who  was  born  near  Vlncennes,  Indiana.  Octotwr 
4,  1S55,  a  daughter  of  Israel  and  Mary  (Still)  Ransom.  She  was  reared  In  Indiana 
to  the  age  of  fourteen  years  and  then  went  with  her  parents  to  Osage  county,  Kansas. 
FoUowluE  their  marriage  the  young  couple  began  their  domestic  life  upon  a  farm 
in  that  county  and  for  twenty-one  years  thereafter  were  Identified  with  agricultural 
interests  In  that  section.  In  1S63  they  sought  the  opportunities  of  the  northwest, 
coming  to  Idaho,  and  for  two  years  were  residents  of  Nampa.  In  1896  Mr.  Hoore 
took  up  blB  homestead  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  as  previously  Indicated,  and 
after  living  thereon  for  eight  years  they  deeded  forty  acres  of  this  land  to  their  only 
son.  William  H.  Moore,  so  that  they  now  retain  possession  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
acres.  Their  son  was  born  In  Melvern,  Kansas,  September  8.  1875,  and  on  the  15th 
of  June.  190B,  waa  married  to  Hiss  Edna  Parks,  by  whom  be  has  three  children: 
Our,  bom  June  IS,  1910;  Juanlta  Ruth,  bom  June  30.  1912;  and  Zella,  bom  March  11, 
191(>. 

For  several  years  alter  their  marriage,  while  living  In  Helvem,  Kansas,  both 
Hr.  and  Mrs  Moore  engaged  in  business,  the  former  conducting  a  furniture  and 
undertaking  establishment,  while  Mrs.  Moore  waa  proprietor  of  a  millinery  and  ladies' 
furnishing  goods  store.  They  are  both  advocates  of  republican  principles  and 
Mr.  Hoore  has  been  clerk  of  the  local  school  board  for  several  years,  still  filling  the 
position.  He  Is  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  also  of  the 
Masonic  fraternity,  and  Hrs.  Moore  Is  connected  with  the  Daughters  of  Rebekab. 
This  worthy  couple  are  the  oldest  settlers  in  their  neighborhood,  having  taken  up 
their  abode  here  several  years  before  others  came,  and  not  to  know  "Uncle  Johnny" 
Hoore  and  bis  wife  in  their  section  of  Ada  county  Is  to  argue  one's  self  unknown. 
Tbeir  friends  are  legion  and  they  enjoy  the  highest  respect  of  all. 


CHARLES  A.  JOHNSON. 

Charles  A.  Johnson,  who  until  a  recent  date  has  been  devoting  his  time  and 
energies  to  the  development  and  Improvement  of  an  eighty-acre  ranch  seven  milee 
southwest  of  Boise,  was  bom  in  Sweden.  April  10.  1ST7,  and  came  to  the  United 
States  in  1S95,  when  not  quite  eighteen  years  of  age.  He  spent  two  or  three  years 
in  Rhode  Island  and  then  went  to  Pennsylvania,  where  he  worked  for  wages.     In 

1899  he  returned  to  Sweden  to  visit  his  parents,  who  have  since  passed  away.     In 

1900  he  came  again  to  the  United  States  and  for  another  year  lived  In  Rhode  Island, 
after  which  he  made  his  way  to  North  Dakota.  There  he  resided  for  a  year  and 
then  went  to  Rockford,  Illinois,  but  soon  afterward  returned  to  Rhode  Island  and 
later  went  to  New  Jersey  and  then  again  to  the  middle  west,  settling  this  time  at 
Hollne.  Illinois,  where  be  remained  for  eight  months.  The  spring  of  1903  brought 
him  to  the  northwest,  at  which  time  he  took  up  bis  abode  in  Tacoma,  Washington. 
In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  be  went  to  California  and  spent  six  years  In  all  in  that 
state.  He  was  In  San  Francisco  during  the  earthquake  and  Ore  In  1906  and  lost 
all  be  bad  in  the  Are  save  the  suit  of  clothes  which  he  wore.  Soon  afterward  be 
made  bis  way  northward  to  Seattle.  Washington,  and  in  September.  1908,  he  returned 
to  San  Francisco,  which  was  then  being  rebuilt.  During  most  of  these  years  he  was 
employed  as  a  teamster.  In  the  spring  of  1907  he  went  to  Salt  Lake  City  and  in 
the  fall  of  that  year  again  took  up  his  abode  In  San  Francisco  but  after  a  brief 
period  went  to  Santa  Barbara.  California.  In  the  spring  of  1909  he  was  again  in 
Tacoma,  Washington,  and  In  September  of  that  year  removed  to  Lincoln  county.. 
Idaho,  where  he  settled  upon  a  tract  of  land  that  was  covered  with  sagebrush,  tecur- 
Ing  ninety-six  and  a  half  acres  under  the  Carey  act.  He  lived  alone  upon  bis  ranch 
tor  nine  years  and  bent  his  energies  to  the  development  and  Improvement  of  the 
property.  Early  tn  19IS  he  sold  this  place  for  two  hundred  dollars  per  acre  and 
then  purchssed  a  fine,  well  Improved  ranch  two  milee  south  of  Star  known  as  the 
Romalne  Lamb  ranch.     This  he  sold  In  the  fall   of  1919  for  abont  thirty  thonaand 
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dollars,  after  which  he  purchased  ao  elghtr-acre  ranch  seven  miles  southwest  of 
Boise.  He  had  the  opportunity  soon  afterward  to  dispose  of  this  at  a  good  profit 
and  did  so.  It  is  his  intention  to  take  up  bis  sbode  upon  a  ranch  five  miles  wert 
of  Boise,  on  the  Boise  river,  ;«t  In  all  probability  he  will  soon  become  a  resident 
of  Twin  Falls  county,  where  he  owns  a  small  but  very  valuable  ranch  Just  outside 
of  the  city  of  Twin  Falls,  for  which  he  paid  eight  hundred  dollars  per  acre. 

On  the  2Sth  of  August,  1918,  Mr,  Johnson  was  married  to  Miss  Anna  Aderson, 
the  wedding  ceremony  being  performed  in  Bofee  by  Judge  Alfred  Anderson.  Mrs. 
Johnso'n  was  also  born  In  Sweded  and  they  were  acquainted  In  childhood  but  had 
not  seen  each  other  for  twenty  years  when  they  again  met  in  Shoshone,  Idaho.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johnson  has  been  born  a  daughter,  Cecelia  Lovisa,  bora  August  18, 
1919.  Mr.  Johnson  has  never  had  occasion  to  regret  his  determination  to  come  to 
the  new  world,  for  he  has  here  found  the  opportunities  which  he  sought  and  through 
his  industry  and  careful  management  has  made  steady  advancement  In  a  business  way 
until  he  is  now  comfortably  situated  In  life,  his  resources  being  such  as  furnish  to 
him  all  of  the  necessities  and  comforts  and  some  of  the  luxuries  of  life. 


THOMAS  GALLOWAY. 

On  the  pages  of  Idaho's  pioneer  history  appears  the  name  of  Thomas  Galloway, 
who  became  a  resident  of  this  state  at  a  very  early  day,  arriving  In  the  '60s,  when 
Idaho  was  still  under  territorial  rule.  In  many  sections  of  the  state  the  work  of 
settlement,  development  and  progress  had  been  scarcely  begun  and  the  task  of  re* 
claiming  the  state  for  the  purposes  of  civilisation  devolved  upon  such  energetic  and 
progressive  men  as  Thomas  Galloway.  He  took  np  the  occupation  of  farming  and 
stock  raising  and  carefully  and  profitably  managed  his  business  affairs.  He  was 
always  active  in  the  upbuilding  and  improvement  ol  the  country  and  was  the  pro- 
moter of  the  first  Irrigation  ditch  In  his  district.  He  did  things  on  a  large  scale. 
His  vision  of  opportunities  was  never  a  narrow  or  contracted  one  and  in  exercising 
bis  powers  he  looked  beyond  the  exigencies  of  the  moment  to  the  opportunities  and 
needs  of  the  future. 

As  the  years  passed  Mr.  Oalloway  reared  a  large  family  and  gave  to  all  of  Us 
children  good  educational  opportunities.  His  snccess  as  a  farmer  and  stock  raiser 
brought  to  him  the  capital  necessary  to  provide  for  their  needs  and  (or  their  edu- 
cational training.  As  the  years  passed  he  prospered  In  his  undertakings  and  had 
accumulated  a  large  fortune  at  the  time  of  bis  death,  which  occurred  in  1916.  He 
Is  still  survived  by  his  widow,  who  yet  resides  In  Welser,  where  she  has  a  beautiful 
home  standing  In  the  midst  of  a  fine  orchard,  the  fruit  trees  being  all  In  bearing, 
her  place  being  adjacent  to  the  beautiful  little  city  of  Wetaer. 


ALMON  J.  QRONEWALD. 

Almon  J.  Qronewald,  now  superintendent  of  schools  of  Caribou  county,  was 
bom  in  Faribault,  Minnesota,  in  November,  1886.  He  is  a  son  of  Herman  and  Rose 
(Beckley)  Gronewald,  the  former  a  native  of  Hanover,  Oermany,  and  the  latter  born 
in  Nearstrand,  Minnesota.  The  father  emigrated  from  Germany  to  the  United  States 
in  186S,  and  on  arriving  in  this  country  he  went  to  Rice  county,  Minnesota,  where 
he  bought  a  section  of  land,  which  he  improved  and  cultivated,  and  he  continued  to 
engage  in  agricultural  pursuits  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  His  death  occurred  In 
1888,  but  his  widow  is  still  living,  her  residence  being  at  Spokane,  Washington. 

Almon  J.  Qronewald  was  reared  in  Faribault,  Minnesota,  and  received  his  early 
education  In  the  schools  of  that  place,  later  attending  the  Academy  of  St.  Paul,  at 
St.  Paul,  Minnesota.  On  finishing  at  the  academy  he  entered  the  University  of  Mln- 
nesota,  remaining  In  that  Institution  for  one  year,  after  which  he  attended  the 
Baldwin-Wallace  University,  at  Berea,  Ohio,  graduating  with  the  class  of  1911  and 
receiving  the  degree  of  Fh.  B.  Following  his  graduation,  he  went  to  Oregon  and 
taught  In  the  science  department  of  The  Dalles  high  school  tor  about  two  years.  He 
then  took  up  fanning  and  was  thus  engaged  for  eighteen  months  In  Oregon,  at  the 
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end  of  this  tliD«  remoTlng  to  Big  Bend  country,  WaeblnKton,  where  be  continued 
tanning  for  a  period  of  two  Tears. 

In  1916  Mr.  Oronewald  came  to  Idaho  and  took  a  homestead  near  Soda  Sprlnga, 
which  he  Improved  and  developed  and  which  he  has  been  operating  ever  since,  tbe 
place  at  the  present  time  being  in  the  hands  of  a  renter.  While  actively  engaged 
In  (arming,  Mr.  Gronewald  also  taught  school  for  eighteen  months  In  tbe  blgh  school 
at  Soda  Springs.  In  1918,  when  Caribou  county  was  organised,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  office  of  county  assessor,  which  he  filled  for  about  six  months,  his  services 
giving  general  satisfaction  to  the  cltlEens  of  the  infant  county.  Mr.  Gronewald 
resigned  that  position  and  was  appointed  superintendent  ot  the  scfaools  of  Carlboa 
county.  He  brought  to  tbe  responsibilities  ol  that  Important  office  an  excellent 
scholastic  training  and  a  personality  which  are  giving  evidence  that  tbe  schools 
under  bla  supervision  will  hold  equal  rank  wltb  those  of  any  county  In  Idabo. 

In' June,  1918,  Mr.  Oronewald  was  united  In  marriage  to  Stella  Peck,  and  they 
bave  become  the  parents  of  two  children,  namely:  Anita  H.,  born  May  12,  1918; 
and  Jean  K.,  bom  April  11.  1919.  Mr.  Oronewald  is  a  member  of  the  Unlversalist 
church,  while  Mrs.  Gronewald  attends  the  services  of  the  Presbyterian  church  and 
takes  an  active  part  In  tbe  social  and  cultural  affairs  ol  Soda  Springs  and  vicinity. 
Mr.  Oronewald  gives  bis  political  support  to  the  republican  party  and  Is  always 
active  in  forwarding  tbe  Interests  of  that  organization.  He  is  a  member  of  tbe 
Independent  Order  ot  Odd  Fellows  and  gives  ot  bis  time  and  ability  to  the  further- 
ance ot  all  movements  calculated  to  advance  tbe  beat'  Interests  of  bis  community. 


B.    8.    RBAVIS. 


R.  S.  Reavls  is  now  living  retired  in  Payette,  Canyon  county,  but  for  a  long 
period  was  closely  associated  wltb  farming  interests  and  through  the  wise  and  care- 
fal  management  ot  his  business  affairs  and  bis  nntlrlng  industry  won  a  measure  ot 
success  that  now  enables  him  to  rest  from  further  labor.  He  waa  born  in  Arkansas, 
March  14,  1866.  and  is  a  son  ot  J.  H.  and  Mary  Ellen  (Carlile)  Reavis.  The  mother 
was  also  a  native  ot  Arkansas,  wlille  the  father  was  born  In  Tennessee.  In  tbe  year 
1877  tbe  family  removed  to  Idaho,  crossing  tbe  plains  with  wagon  and  ox  teams. 
Before  coming  to  this  state,  however,  they  lived  for  a  year  In  Oregon  and  then  nude 
their  way  to  Middle  valley,  Idaho,  settling  upon  a  farm  upon  which  both  the  father 
and  mother  passed  away  some  years  later.  They  had  a  family  of  eight  children, 
five  of  whom  are  yet  living. 

R.  S.  Reavis  largely  spent  bis  youth  In  bis  native  state,  where  be  acquired  a 
good  common  school  education.  He  bad  attained  bis  majority  when  in  1877  he 
came  with  hie  parents  to  the  northwest,  being  at  that  time  a  young  man  ot  twenty- 
one  years.  Here  he  took  up  tbe  occupation  of  farming  and  stock  raising,  wltb 
vrbich  line  ot  work  be  had  become  familiar  in  his  youthful  days.  For  forty-two 
years  he  remained  an  active  factor  in  the  agricultural  development  of  the  district 
in  which  he  settled  and  tbe  result  of  his  labors  was  seen  in  a  highly  cultivated  farm, 
snpplled  with  all  modem  equipments  and  accessories  and  Indicating  in  its  well  kept 
appearance  bis  practical  methods  and  progressive  spirit,  to  1919,  however,  he  pnt 
aside  tbe  active  work  of  tbe  fields  and  removed  to  Payette,  where  he  purchased  a 
amall  ranch,  but  be  is  living  in  the  city.  He  has  put  aside  tbe  more  arduous  duties 
and  cares  of  business  life,  for  his  Industry  and  capable  management  In  former  yeara 
supplied  him  with  a  capital  sufflclent  tor  all  bis  needs,  giving  him  also  many  of  the 
comforts  and  some  of  the  luxuries  of  life.  He  Is  still  theiowner  ot  property  at 
HldvBle. 

In  187S,  before  coming  to  tbe  northwest.  Mr.  Reavis  was  married  to  Miss  Mary 
Pearce,  a  native  ot  Tennessee,  and  to  them  have  been  bom  six  children:  Daisy,  who 
is  now  tbe  widow  ot  James  Jewell;  Emma,  the  wife  ot  Fred  Cool,  ot  Council,  Idaho; 
Jessie,  the  wlte  ot  Dr.  J.  Day,  of  Dayton.  Ohio;  William  P.,  living  at  Midvale; 
Maod,  tbe  wife  ot  Claud  Cartwrlght,  ot  Payette;  and  Anna,  tbe  wife  ot  Luther  Cald- 
well, of  Payette. 

Mr.  Reavis  Is  not  only  numbered  among  the  pioneers  of  Washington  county  hnt 
is  one  ot  Its  aelf-made  men,  bis  succeas  being  the  direct  outcome  ot  his  labors  knd 
perseverance.  Be  belongs  to  Roes  Lodge  No.  56,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  ot  Midvale,  In  which 
he  has  Oiled  alt  ot  tbe  chairs.     His  political  support  Is  given  the  democraUe  party. 
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and  w&lle  never  an  office  seeker,  he  has  lerved  on  the  school  board  and  Is  a  stalwart  . 
champion  not  only  of  educational  Interests  but  ot  all  those  forces  which  make  tor 
the  welfare  and  benefit  of  the  commnnltf  at  large. 


FRANCIS  E.  HN3IGN. 


A  hlstorjr  of  the  Idaho  bar  would  be  Incomplete  were  there  failure  to  make  ret- 
erenoB  to  Francis  E.  Ensign,  who  was  a  prominent  lawyer  of  Halley  and  whose  death 
remoTsd  one  of  the  valued  members  ot  the  Idaho  bar.  He  was  bom  In  Palnesvllle, 
Ohio,  March  4,  1829,  a  son  of  Orrin  and  Nancy  <PeppiMin)  Ensign.  He  was  descended 
from  one  of  the  old  historic  families  of  America,  founded  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  in 
1680  by  those  of  the  name  ot  English  birth,  who  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  Masachusetts 
and  settled  at  Cambridge.  Later  a  removal  was  made  to  Hartford,  Connecticut,  where 
tbey  were  among  the  first  settlers.  The  grandfather  of  Francis  E.  Ensign  and  others 
ot  biB  ancestors  played  a  prominent  part  la  tbe  capture  of  Fort  Ticonderoga  and  In 
the  tiattle  of  Bunker  Hill.  The  grandfather  died  In  Connecticut.  His  son.  OrrIn  En- 
sign, was  bom  In  Dalton,  HaBsacbusetts,  and  after  living  tor  some  time  In  Connecticut 
removed  west  to  tbe  vicinity  of  Palnesville.  Ohio,  where  he  Improved  a  farm  on  the 
Grand  river,  continuing  a  resident  of  the  Buckeye  state  until  bis  death.  His  wife 
was  of  French  lineage,  her  grandfather  having  been  driven  from  France  at  the  time 
of  the  persecution  of  the  Huguenots.  He  afterward  accepted  a  position  in  tbe  English 
army  but  later  resigned  to  come  to  the  new  world  and  took  up  his  abode  In  Connecticut, 
where  his  remaining  days  were  passed.  Such  Is  the  ancestry  from  which  Francis  E. 
EInsIgn  sprang. 

He  was  but  six  years  of  age  when  his  parents  removed  from  Palnesville  to  Wil- 
liams county,  Ohio,  which  was  then  a  wild  and  undeveloped  country.  The  father  built 
a  log  house  In  the  midst  ot  the  forest  and  tbe  little  temple  of  learning  In  which  Frauds 
E.  Ensign  pursued  his  studies  was  one  of  the  old-time  log  schoolhouses.  lAter  he  had 
the  benefit  of  Instruction  In  the  Western  Reserve  Collegiate  institute  at  Austinbnrg, 
Ashtabula  county,  Ohio,  and  for  one  year  was  a  student  In  Oberlln  College  at  Oberlln, 
Oklo.  He  early  manifested  an  ambition  to  become  a  lawyer  but  because  of  falling 
health  went  to  sea  and  served  before  tbe  mast  tor  a  year.  He  left  the  ehip  at  San 
Francisco  on  tbe  1st  of  February,  18E4.  having  in  the  meantime  fully  regained  bli 
strength  and  In  fact  be  had  become  stronger  than  ever  previously.  For  two  months 
he  worked  on  a  dairy  farm  and  then  engaged  In  mining  for  two  years  In  the  Frenjch 
Onlch  placer  mine  In  Shasta  county.  He  was  afterwards  In  Siskiyou  In  1867-8,  but 
the  floods  there  swept  away  all  that  he  had.  While  he  had  been  engaged  In  mining 
be  bad  devoted  all  of  his  leisure  time  to  tbe  study  of  law  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  of  California  in  18S8.  He  began  practice  at  Trefca,  where  be  remained  for  eight 
years,  and  during  six  years  of  that  time  he  served  as  district  attorney  of  Slskiyon 
county.  In  1S86  be  left  California  for  Silver  City,  Idaho,  where  be  practiced  law  for 
twelve  years  under  Idaho's  territorial  rule.  In  1868  he  was  elected  to  the  territorial 
council  and  was  made  chairman  of  tbe  Judiciary  committee  at  the  fifth  session  ot  tbe 
legislature.  In  187S  had  he  received  one  more  vote  he  would  have  been  nominated 
by  the  democratic  territorial  convention  aa  a  delegate  to  congress.  From  1S72  until 
1S78  he  served  as  district  attorney  of  the  third  Judicial  district  ot  Idaho,  which  at 
that  time  embraced  all  the  southern  portion  of  the  state  south  and  east  of  Boise  and 
Alturas  counties.  In  1878  he  removed  to  Boise,  where  he  praetlced  law  for  three  years, 
and  In  18S1  he  went  to  Halley  to  accept  the  position  of  city  attorney.  He  was  In- 
strumental In  settling  the  most  important  litigation  of  the  period.  He  was  recognised 
as  an  eminent  and  able  member  of  the  bar,  poesesslng  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the 
law  and  the  ability  to  accurately  apply  Its  principles  to  the  points  In  litigation.  His 
reasoning  was  clear,  his  logic  sound,  hla  deductions  forceful. 

Not  only  did  Mr.  Ensign  figure  prominently  as  an  able  contestant  In  the  work  of 
the  courts  but  also  as  a  leader  of  public  thought  and  action,  especially  In  connection 
with  the  democratic  party  of  the  state.  In  1889-90  he  was  chairman  ot  tbe  democratic 
territorial  committee  and  be  had  the  honor  of  being  placed  on  the  first  party  ticket 
after  Idaho  was  admitted  to  the  Union.  He  was  nominated  for  Justice  of  the  supreme 
conrt  and  received  the  largest  vote  given  to  any  candidate  of  the  party  for  that  office, 
but  the  opposition  party  was  too  strong  and  he  suffered  defeat  with  the  others  ot  the 
democratic  forces.    Another  Interest  which  brought  Mr.  Ensign's  name  prominently  be- 
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Core  tb«  public  was  tbe  discovery  ot  the  volcanic  nature  of  Hoant  Shasta  and  dttr- 
Ing  hla  residence  in  the  nortbweet  he  was  intereeted  In  a  number  of  profitable  mining 
claims. 

In  1S76  Francis  E.  Ensign  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mlsa  Margaret  R«ld,  a  native 
ot  New  Orleans.  Louisiana,  and  they  became  the  parents  ot  three  children,  Henry  F., 
EMlth  P.  and  Arthur  W.  The  mother  is  living  with  her  daughter  Edith  fa  Halley 
and  the  family  has  long  maintained  a  prominent  social  position.  The  two  sons  have 
also  become  leaders  In  the  public  lite  of  Hailey,  where  like  their  father  they  have 
exerted  a  strong  and  beneficial  Influence  on  the  side  ot  pn^ress  and  public  advance- 
ment. Henry  F..  the  elder  son,  was  bom  In  Stiver  City.  Idaho,  February  16.  1877,  and 
in  1879  was  taken  by  his  parents  to  Boise,  while  In  18S1  they  made  a  second  removal 
to  Halley,  Idaho,  where  he  has  since  lived.  He  pursued  bis  education  in  the  schools 
of  Halley  and  of  Portland,  Oregon,  and  following  In  bis  father's  professional  footsteps, 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1903.  He  then  practiced  law  In  connection  with  his  father 
under  the  firm  style  ot  Ensign  A  Ensign  at  Halley  until  the  deatb  of  the  senior  mem- 
ber ot  the  firm  In  1B08.  Henry  F.  Ensign  has  served  for  three  terms  as  prosecuting  at- 
torney of  Blaine  county  and  like  his  father  has  been  a  recognized  leader  In  d«nocratle 
drclee.  He  was  a  candidate  for  democratic  national  committeeman  from  Idaho  at  the 
st&te  convention  of  his  party  at  Pocatello  In  1916.  He  was  nominated  for  state  senator 
by  the  democrats  of  Blaine  county  in  1S16  but  was  defeated  by  a  small  mai^n.  In 
July,  1*17,  he  received  appointment  from  the  governor  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term 
of  Judge  James  R.  Bothwell  as  Judge  ot  the  fourth  Judicial  district  and  at  the  regrular 
election  was  chosen  by  popular  suffrage  to  that  olSce  for  the  full  term  of  four  years. 

The  younger  son,  Arthur  W.  Ensign,  was  born  at  Halley,  Idaho,  October  17,  1S83, 
attended  the  public  schools  of  his  native  city  and  continued  his  stndles  In  the  Idaho 
State  University.  In  1905  he  enteted  the  employ  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Hailey 
as  bookkeeper  and  later  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  assistant  cashier.  Since 
the  organiEatlon  of  the  Halley  National  Bank,  the  successor  of  the  First  National,  he 
has  held  the  poslUons  of  assistant  cashier  and  cashier  ,actlng  In  the  latter  capacity  at 
the  present  time  and  thns  holding  a  prominent  place  In  Halley's  financial  circles.  To 
him  and  his  wife,  Florence  L.  Ensign,  have  been  bom  two  children,  Arthur  W.  Jr.  and 
John  F.  Ensign, 

ANDREW  B.  ANDERSON. 

Andrew  B.  Anderson,  occupying  an  h<mored  and  prominent  position  in  the  bank- 
ing circles  of  Washington  county  In  connection  with  tbe  Bank  of  Washington  County 
at  HIdvale,  was  born  In  Charlton  county.  Missouri,  February  21,  1843.  His  parents, 
Joseph  R.  and  Rachel  R.  (Henry)  Anderson,  were  natives  of  Kentucky,  In  which  state 
they  were  reared  and  married.  Soon  afterward  they  removed  to  Missouri  and  in  1849 
the  father  crossed  the  plains  to  California  and  engaged  In  mining  on  Weaver  creek,  re- 
maining there  for  two  years.  He  then  returned  to  Missouri  and  in  1860  again  started 
westward,  accompanied  by  his  family,  traveling  with  ox  teams  and  covered  wagons. 
They  located  In  Butte  county,  California,  where  Mr.  Anderson  remained  until  his 
demise,  which  occurred  In  1882,  while  his  wife  there  passed  away  in  1881.  Their  fam- 
ily numbered  six  children,  of  whom  two  are  now  living,  the  slater  being  Mrs.  Mather 
Keller,  a  resident  of  Los  Angeles. 

Andrew  B.  Anderson  was  reared  In  Missouri  and  educated  at  Edenburg  College  In 
that  state.  He  crossed  the  plains  with  his  father,  walking  the  greater  part  of  the  dis- 
tance. They  crossed  tbe  Missouri  river  at  White  Cloud  on  a  terry  boat  and  there  saw 
the  last  bouse  that  greeted  their  vision  until  reaching  Honey  lake  valley,  California. 
They  camped  at  Fort  Kearney  and  at  that  point  crossed  tbe  Plstto  river.  Later  they 
camped  on  the  North  Platte  river,  where  Captain  Harney  had  a  battle  with  the  Indiana 
at  Ash  Holler.  They  proceeded  up  the  Platte  river,  where  they  were  overtaken  by  a 
wagon  that  used  a  salt  as  its  propelling  power.  The  people  in  the  wagon  camped  with 
them  over  night  and  claimed  to  make,  with  the  aid  of  their  canvas  sail,  from  fifty  to 
sixty  miles  a  day  with  favorable  wind.  While  en  route  the  Anderson  family  also  passed 
the  handcart  brigade  that  was  traveling  to  Pike's  Peak.  Again  they  camped  at  Fort 
Laramie,  where  they  encountered  a  severe  hailstorm.  They  were  ordered  <off  the  reserva- 
tion by  the  soldiers  but  finally  obtained  permission  from  the  captain  to  remain  over 
night.  In  Colorado  they  met  a  large  band  of  Indians  who.  however,  were  not  on  the 
warpath.     They  crossed  Wyoming  and   traveled   westward   by   way  of  Pocatello  and 
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roacbed  the  Snake  rlrer  at  Fort  Hall.  At  ttals  time  they  were  escorted  by  a  companj 
of  soldlere  for  three  of  four  days.  BTentually  they  camped  at  what  le  now  Shoshone 
Falls  and  prior  to  this  time  struck  camp  at  John  Orays  lake,  where  they  were  almost 
devoured  altTe  by  moaqultoes.  For  a  long  time  as  they  traveled  westward  they  followed 
the  Humboldt  river  and  on  one  occasion  they  were  attacked  by  the  Indians  and  loat 
some  of  their  stock.  They  Journeyed  by  way  of  the  big  desert  and  reached  the  Deep 
Hole  Springs,  where  they  camped  for  a  few  days,  reetlng  during  that  time  and  then 
proceeding  to  Honey  Lake  valley,  at  which  point  they  crossed  the  mountains,  landing  on 
what  was  known  as  the  Big  Meadow  along  Feather  river.  They  likewise  in  the  course 
of  their  travels  crossed  Chaparral  Hill,  which  they  found  very  rough.  They  again  .made 
camp  at  a  place  called  Dogtown  and  finally  settled  on  Dry  creek  In  the  Sacramento  valley. 

Mr.  Anderson  built  a  board  shanty  and  began  farming  and  stock  raising.  Andrew 
B.  Anderson  had  shared  in  all  of  the  hardships  and  privations  Incident  to  the  long  trip 
across  the  hot  sands  of  the  desert  and  through  the  mountain  passes  and  some  time  after 
reachlOR  Calltomia  he  engaged  in  sawmllUng  as  an  engineer  In  the  employ  of  B.  B. 
Brown.  During  the  gold  excitement  at  Florence,  Idaho,  in  1S64,  he  traveled  northward, 
crossing  the  Deschutes  river  with  the  assistance  of  an  Indian  guide  whom  he  and  his 
party  hired  to  conduct  them  for  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  as  they  traveled 
across  the  state  of  Oregon.  They  stopped  at  The  Dalles,  Oregon,  and  beaming  of  the 
gold  discoveries  at  Canyon  City,  started  tor  that  place  but  before  reaching  their  des- 
tination began  prospecting.  They  continued  for  only  a  few  days  on  Spanish  Onlcb  and 
then  went  on  into  Canyon  City,  where  Mr.  Anderson  engaged  In  mining,  being  active 
In  engineering  work  in  connection  with  the  mines.  He  was  also  financially  interested 
In  mines  there  for  five  years.  On  the  expiration  of  that  period  he  left  Canyon  City 
and  went  to  Susanville,  Oregon,  where  he  purchased  a  claim  at  the  mouth  of  Elk 
creek.  He  contlnned  to  follow  mining  until  18S1  but  In  1869  had  visited  Idaho,  coming 
to  this  state  from  Oregon,  crossing  the  Snake  river  at  Washoe  Ferry,  near  what  is  now 
the  town  of  Payette.  The  first  two  men  he  met  In  Idaho  were  Peter  Pence  and  Tom 
Cahalaa.  Mr.  Anderson  contlnned  his  Journey  to  Placerville,  Idaho,  where  he  had 
promised  to  put  up  the  engine  and  hoisting  works  on  the  claim  of  Patrick  Dempeey, 
on  Opher  Creek,  there  continuing  to  operate  his  engine  tor  three  years.  He  next  in- 
stalled the  engine  on  Muddy  creek,  where  he  continued  for  two  seaeons.  He  loaned 
money  to  John  Isler  to  erect  a  quartz  mill  on  Yellow  Jacket  and  became  the  owner  of 
iBler's  Interest  in  the  Crevis  mining  property,  at  Placerville.  which  he  operated  for 
.  seven  or  eight  years.  In  connection  with  Lee  Daugberly  he  made  the  first  plow  that 
was  ever  manufactured  in  Idaho.  He  Ulso  constructed  a  great  amount  of  pipe  used 
in  hydraulic  mining.  In  1882  he  sold  all  of  his  mining  property  to  Henry  Reed  and 
Patrick  Dempsey  and  removed  to  the  Payette  valley  where  he  purchased  a  ranch  of 
five  hundred  acres,  which  he  improved  with  a  ditch  and  also  with  all  necessary  build- 
ings. As  the  years  passed  he  successfully  carried  on  farming  and  cattle  raising  and 
In  connection  with  Governor  Stevenson  and  Dr.  Noble  built  the  first  ditch  of  any 
size  In  the  Payette  valley,  General  Oartee  acting  as  their  engineer.  They  located  about 
three  thousand  acres  under  this  ditch.  Mr.  Anderson  continued  to  follow  farming  and 
stock  raising  for  a  number  of  years,  meeting  with  substaQtlal  success  in  the  under- 
taking, and  at  length  he  sold  bis  interest  in  the  land  and  ditch  to  Governor  Stevenson 
and  Dr.  Noble,  while  he  disposed  of  his  cattle  to  Frank  Nesblt,  and  bis  land  on  the 
north  side  of  the  river  was  sold  to  William  Stewart. 

In  1876  Mr.  Anderson  was  married  to  Miss  BIlEabeth  Stuart,  a  native  of  Missouri, 
who  came  to  Idaho  with  her  parents  In  the  early  '60s.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Anderson  were 
bom  two  children:  William  L..  now  located  in  this  state;  and  Emma  B.,  the  wife  of 
W.  J.  Elwell,  of  Weiser.  In  October.  1S84,  Mrs.  Anderson  passed  away  while  the  family 
lived  Ml  the  Payette  river,  leaving  a  husband  and  two  children  to  mourn  her  loss.  In 
the  fall  of  1887  Mr.  Anderson  settled  at  Weiser  and  engaged  In  farming  and  cattle  rais- 
ing. In  1SS9  he  turned  his  attention  to  the  banking  business,  organiElng  and  estab- 
lishing the  Bank  of  Weiser.  at  Weiser,  Idaho,  of  which  he  was  president  for  seven 
years  and  then  disposed  of  his  stock  in  that  InBtltntlon.  He  later  became  one  of  the 
organizers  of  the  Payette  Valley  Bank  at  Payette  and  subsequently  disposed  of  that 
business  and  oncanized  the  Bank  of  Washington  County  at  MIdvale,  Idaho,  of  which  he 
is  now  the  president.  In  1897  he  also  bought  an  Interest  in  a  bank  at  Cambridge,  Idaho, 
but  afterward  disposed  of  it. 

Mr.  Anderson  became  a  member  of  the  Masonic  lodge  at  Canyon  City,  Oregon,  in 
1866  and  has  Oiled  all  of  the  chairs  In  the  lodge.  He  has  also  advanced  through  the 
various  degrees  of  the  order  to  the  Mystic  Shrine.     He  said  hts  purpose  In  Joining 
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thfl  Blaaoua  was  to  aflUlate  tilmMlI  vith  the  beet  meo  In  the  countir  and  he  hu  never 
regretted  so  doing.  In  politics  he  ie  s  democrat  and  In  1872  was  elected  to  the  state 
leglalature,  Berrlng  as  a  representative  daring  the  seventh  session  o{  the  general  as- 
sembly, of  which  James  H.  Hawlejr  was  then  chief  clerk.  Hr.  Anderson  also  fllled 
the  position  ol  county  cranmlssloner  ot  Washington  connty,  has  been  mayor  of  Welser 
and  has  been  a  member  of  the  school  tMard.  His  has  Indeed  been  an  active  and  nsetul 
llte^  There  are  tew  so  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  history  of  Idaho  and  the  north- 
west from  the  period  of  Its  early  development  to  the  preaent  period  of  progress  and 
prosperity  as  is  Andrew  B.  Anderson,  and  his  contribution  to  the  work  ot  settlement  and 
upbuilding  has  been  a  most  valuable  and  extensive  one. 


HON.  LESTER  S.  HARRISON. 

Hon.  Lester  S.  Harrison,  actively  engaged  In  law  practice  at  Kellogg  and  also 
actively  identified  with  framing  the  laws  ot  the  state  as  representative  from  Shoshone 
county  in  the  Idaho  legislature,  Is  a  typical  representative  of  the  progressive  cittsen 
of  the  northwest.  He  was  bom  upon  a  farm  in  the  Btat«  of  Washington  but  within  a 
short  distance  of  Moscow.  Idaho,  his  natal  day  being  May  7,  ISSt).  He  is  a  son  ot  Isaac 
R.  and  Alice  (Lewis)  Harrison,  who  are  living  in  Latah  county,  Idaha  His  paternal 
ancestors  were  members  of  the  prominent  Harrison  family  of  Virginia.  Isaac  R. 
Harrison  was  bom  In  Missouri  and  before  becoming  a  resident  ot  the  northwest  en- 
gaged In  mining  in  California.  It  was  In  the  early  '70s  that  he  removed  to  the  ter- 
ritory ot  Washington,  becoming  one  of  the  pioneer  residents  ot  that  section.  He 
took  up  his  abode  in  Whitman  county  and  it  was  there  that  his  son,  Lester  S.,  waa 
bom.  In  early  manhood  he  wedded  Alice  Lewis,  who  is  a  native  ot  Oregon,  and  after 
residing  for  an  extended  period  In  the  state  of  Washington  they  removed  in  1906  from 
Whitman  county  to  Latah  county,  Idaho.  During  the  Civil  war  William  D.  Harrison, 
the  paternal  grandfather  of  Lester  S-  Harrison,  had  served  as  a  supporter  ot  the  Union 
cause  in  the  quartermaster's  department  of  the  federal  army.  His  son,  Isaac  R.  Har- 
rison, was  too  young  for  active  duty  at  the  front,  having  been  born  in  1854.  The 
family  has  been  again  represented  in  the  military  service  of  the  country,  however,  by 
Irvin  B.  Harrison,  brother  of  Lester  S.  Harrison,  who  is  now  a  corporal  with  the 
Twelfth  United  States  Infantry  at  Camp  Stuart.  Virginia.  There  are  also  two  living 
daughters  of  the  family,  one  older  and  one  younger  than  Lester  S.  Harrison,  namely: 
Hrs.  Ethel  QarAner,  of  Honolulu,  the  wife  of  3.  L.  Qardner,  who  Is  serving  in  France 
with  the  United  States  military  forces  as  an  electrician;  and  Irma  Harrison,  who  is 
a  graduate  ot  Washington  College  and  also  a  graduate  of  the  training  school  for  nursea 
at  Portland,  Oregon.  She  is  now  in  the  United  States  hospital  service  at  Boston. 
Hassacbnsetts,  doing  active  duty  fcr  her  country  in  that  way. 

Lester  S.  Harrison  completed  his  academic  stodles  in  the  Washlngtm  State  Col- 
lege in  the  year  1911  and  afterward  was  tor  two  years  a  city  superintendent  of  schools. 
From  1914  until  1917  he  was  prealdent  and  proprietor  of  the  Standard  School  of 
Commerce  at  Spokane,  Washington,  a  business  college  which  wcm  merited  rank 
among  the  commercial  Institutions  of  the  west.  While  thus  engaged  he  was  also 
a  student  in  Qoozaga  University  ot  Spokane  and  devoted  his  attention  to  the  mastery 
of  law  there.  He  was  graduated  with  the  Bachelor  ot  Laws  degree  in  1916  and  imme- 
diately afterward  began  practice  in  Kellogg,  Idaho.  For  about  three  years  he  has  been 
a  member  ot  the  bar  of  this  state.  No  dreary  novitiate  awaited  htm.  It  was  not  long 
before  his  ability  had  gained  recognition  in  a  good  practice  which  has  constantly 
grown  In  volume  and  Importance  and  he  is  now  regarded  as  one  of  the  representative 
young  lawyers  ot  tbe  town.  In  addition  to  his  knowledge  of  the  law  he  possesses 
marked  oratorical  ability  and  white  a  student  in  the  Washington  State  College  he  won 
a  ntmiber  ot  medals  in  debate  in  intercollegiate  cmtests.  He  was  also  the  editor  of 
the  collie  paper  and  was  president  of  the  Interstate  Oratorical  Association,  Including 
the  states  of  Oregon,  Washington  and  Idaho.  He  likewise  ■  served  as  president  of  the 
student  body  In  the  Washington  State  College  and  in  fact  was  a  leader  In  all  forms  ot 
collie  life.  He  figured  prcmlnently  In  connection  with  athletics  and  through  his 
school  days  played  baseball  and  footbalt,  being  captain  of  the  Cadet  Corps  at  the 
Washtngtmi  State  Ccdlege.  He  has  ever  remained  a  devotee  of  outdoor  sports  and 
takes  delight  In  participation  in  such  and  in  viewing  a  good  game  by  professionals. 

In  Spokane,  Washington,  in  June.  1918,  Hr.  Harrison  was  married  to  Hiss  Grace 
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Oenevteve  Faocber,  the  onlr  daughter  ot  Charles  H.  Fancher,  a  lawyer  of  Spokane. 
Hrs.  Harrison  was  a  clasamate  of  her  huBband  at  the  Washington  State  College  and 
later  she  became  a  student  In  the  Vnlveraltjr  of  Waahinston.  By  her  marriage  Bhfl 
has  become  the  mother  of  a  daughter,  Harriet  Alice,  who  wae  born  Mar  26,  1916. 

In  i>oIltiC8  Mr.  Harrison  has  always  been  an  earnest  democrat  but  wae  never  ambi- 
tious for  office  and  It  was  not  until  191S  that  he  became  a  candidate  for  public  honors. 
In  that  rear  he  was  elected  to  the  Idaho  bouse  of  representatlTes  by  a  practlcallr  unani- 
mous vote  In  his  home  town  oi  Kellogg,  while  his  county  also  gave  to  him  a  good 
majority  notwithstanding  that  it  has  a  normal  republican  majority.  He  Is  now  leader 
of  the  minority  tcaoea  In  the  house.  During  the  war  he  has  been  a  moat  earneat 
supporter  ol  all  the  drives  and  was  one  of  the  tour-mlnnte  speakers.  Hie  rellgfous 
faith  la  Indicated  by  his  membership  In  the  Presbyterian  church,  while  fraternally  he 
la  Identified  with  the  Masons  and  the  Benevolent  Protective  Order  of  Klka.  Along 
strictly  professional  lines  he  is  connected  with  the  Idaho  State  Bar  Association. 


CHARLES  F.  BROWN. 

Charles  F.  Brown,  residing  on  a  ranch  near  Horse  Shoe  Bend  in  Boise  county. 
Is  a  native  of  Iowa,  having  been  bom  In  that  state,  August  27,  1866,  a  son  of  Horace 
and  Jane  (Butler)  Brown,  both  deceased.  The  father  was  a  native  of  Jennings 
county,  Indiana,  and  was  a  son  of  William  Brown,  of  that  place.  Horace  F.  Brown 
la  one  of  the  flvb  children  born  to  his  parents,  three  of  whom  are  still  living. 

In  1877,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  Mr.  Brown  came  to  Idaho  and  settlod 
in  Boise  county.  He  now  resides  on  a  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  acre  ranch 
which  he  bought  abont  twelve  years  ago,  and  on  which  he  raises  alfalfa  and  horsm. 
His  place  produces  about  eighty  tons  of  alfalfa  hay  a  year  and  he  now  has  abont 
seventy-flve  horses  gracing  on  the  ranges  near  his  place.  Besides  his  ranching  he 
has  engaged  In  mining  and  now  devotes  considerable  time  to  the  money  lending 
bUBlness,  In  which  he  is  meeting  with  marked  success.  He  Is  also  Interested  In 
the  development  ot  the  communis  In  which  he  resides  and  bas  served  as  school 
trustee  and  road  overseer.  Mr.  Brown  has  never  married,  and  although  a  man  sixty- 
four  years  old.  Is  still  laboring  diligently  In  the  development  and  further  improve- 
ment ot  his  ranch. 

In  politics  he  is  a  republican  but  will  gtve'his  support  Just  as  quickly  to  a  mem- 
ber of  the  democratic  party  If  he  considers  him  the  better  man.  Mr.  Brown  is  well 
known  throughout  Boise  county  as  a  successful  rancher  and  money  lender,  and  has 
bees  a  resident  of  that  county  tor  forty-three  years. 


FRANK  J.  BLACKINaER. 

Frank  J.  Blacklnger,  who  has  been  a  resident  of  Idaho  from  his  early  boyhood  and 
Is  now  proprietor  of  the  Grand  Hotel  of  Boise,  may  be  Justly  classed  as  one  of  the  real 
pioneers  of  the  state,  having  accompanied  his  parents  here  in  1864.  The  family 
located  at  Silver  City,  then  a  mining  camp,  when  that  part  of  Idaho  was  in  a 
formative  condition,  and  they  have  witnessed  Its  entire  growth  and  development.  The 
father  was  a  butcher  by  trade.  He  built  the  first  frame  houses  In  Ruby  City,  a  little 
town  about  one  mile  from  the  present  site  ot  Silver  City,  the  latter  place  not  comlnff 
Into  existence  until  after  the  Blacklnger  family  had 'settled  there.  They  resided  at 
Silver  City  for  many  years  and  became  one  of  the  most  prominent  pioneer  families  ot 
Southwestern  Idaho.  One  ot  Mr.  Blacklnger's  daughters  parried  Hoses  B.  Eastman  and 
another  Timothy  Regan — men  who  later  became  prominent  and  prosperous  citlEens 
of  Boise,  both  of  whom  passed  away  within  the  last  year. 

Frank  3.  Blacklnger,  widely  known  all  over  southern  Idaho  as  the  keeper  ot  a 
famous  hostelry  and  as  a  former  cattle  dealer,  was  born  in  Buffalo,  New  York,  August 
26,  185G,  the  only  living  son  of  Valentine  and  Margaret  Blacklnger,  both  natives  ot 
Bavaria,  Qermany,  where  they  were  married.  Immediately  after  their  marriage  they 
came  to  the  United  States  and  went  to  Buffalo,  New  Tork,  where  they  resided  tor 
several  years  and  where  most  of  their  cblldron  were  bom.  In  1862,  the  parents  and 
their  tour  eldest  children  crossed  the  plains  by  wagon,  the  entire  train  consisting  ot 
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one  hundred  ten  wagons.  Tb«lr  destination  was  Auburn,  Oregon,  In  those  days  a 
smatt  mining  camp.  The  Joumer  was  made  without  any  untoward  incident  hap- 
pening and  the  family  settled  in  Auburn,  where  ther  lived  for  two  years.  At  the  end 
of  the  latter  time  they  removed  to  Idaho  and  settled  at  Ruby  City,  or  rather  where 
SllTer  City  now  is.  In  1ST8  they  removed  to  Boise,  going  thence  In  ISSl  to  Bellerue, 
Idaho,  and  In  the  latter  place  the  wife  and  mother  died,  Valentine  Blacklnger  anrrlTod 
hla  wife  for  some  years  and  later  died  In  Boise  at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Mrs. 
Timothy  Regan.  la  addition  to  the  two  daughters  already  mentioned  two  other  daugh- 
ters also  married  prominent  Boise  cltlEens.  namely  John  D.  Springer  and  M.  A.  Regan, 
both  of  the  Boise  Uercantlle  Company. 

Prank  Blackinger  grew  to  manhood  in  Silver  Cltr  and  helped  his  father  in  the 
work  of  the  butcher  shop  and  hotel  which  the  latter  conducted  ia  that  city.  I^ter 
he  was  employed  as  a  cowboy,  remaining  at  that  haiardous  occu]>atlon  for  nine  years, 
and  In  1S81  he  removed  with  bis  parents  to  Belleme.  After  spending  B<Hne  time  there 
he  returned  to  Silver  City,  where  for  many  years  he  was  manager  of  the  old  Idaho 
Hotel,  then  owned  by  his  brother-in-law,  Timothy  Regan.  In  1S9&,  Mr.  Blackinger  came 
to  Boise  and  since  that  year  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  hotel  business  for  several 
years  as  proprietor  of  the  old  Capitol  Hotel  and  for  the  past  three  years  as  prt^rietor 
of  the  Grand  Hotel,  one  of  the  best  kept  and  most  popular  hoetelrles  in  this  part  of 
the  state.  Its  success  being  largely  attributable  to  the  personality  of  the  i«<Wrietor. 

On  July  19,  1S99,  Mr.  Blackinger  was  married  to  Miss  Helen  Murphy,  then  a  well 
known  teacher,  who  fonnerly  taught  school  at  Silver  City.  She  is  a  native  of  Calumet, 
Michigan,  where  she  was  reared  and  educated.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blackinger  are  the  par- 
ents of  four  children;  Frank  J.,  Jr.,  and  Margaret,  now  students  at  Idaho  University; 
and  John  R.,  and  Helen,  both  attending  Boise  schools. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blackinger  are  earnest  members  of  the  Catholic  church  and  she  Is 
especially  active  in  the  affairs  of  St.  John's  church.  Boise.  Mr.  Blackinger  given  his 
political  support  to  the  democratic  party  and  Is  a  prominent  Elk.  His  wife  glTOS 
freely  of  her  time  and  aballty  along  social  and  cultural  lines,  for  the  advancement  ot  all 
movements  calculated  to  improve  and  broaden  the  community  life  of  Boise. 


SAM  JOHNSON. 

Sam  Johnson  is  the  efflcient  and  popular  tiroprtetor  of  the  Hotel  Hagerman  In  the 
Hagerman  valley  of  Idaho.  He  la  a  retired  stockman,  having  for  many  years  b»en 
actively  engaged  In  stock  raising  in  the  northwest.  He  was  born  near  St.  Joseph,  Mia- 
Bouri,  March  23,  ISGI,  and  Is  a  son  of  Alex  and  Mary  (Lyons)  Johnson,  the  former  a 
native  of  Jackson  county,  Missouri,  while  the  latter  was  bom  In  Maryland.  The  father 
spent  his  boyhood  days  at  the  place  of  his  nativity,  took  ap  the  occupation  of  fanning 
after  attaining  his  majority  and  continued  to  make  his  home  In  IHtissourl  to  the  time 
of  his  death,  which  occurred  In  1S98,  when  he  had  reached  the  age  of  sixty-three  years. 
His  wife  had  gone  to  Missouri  with  her  parents  during  her  girlhood  days  and  her 
father  operated  a  large  plantaticn  there,  continuing  the  buslnees  to  the  time  of  bis 
demise. 

Sam  Johnson,  whose  name  introduces  this  review,  was  reared  on  the  old  home* 
farm  in  Missouri  to  the  age  of  twenty  years  and  pursued  his  education  in  the  public 
sctaoola,  while  In  vacation  periods  he  worked  in  the  flelds.  Thinking  to  secure  better 
opportunities  further  west,  he  made  his  way  to  Humboldt  Wells,  Nevada,  In  1S83.  There 
he  worked  on  a  cow  ranch  for  Bailey  Herald  tor  a  time  and  later  he  was  with 
Sparks  and  Tennon,  cattlemen  for  eleven  years,  acting  as  foreman  during  much  of 
that  period.  Later  be  engaged  In  buying  horses,  which  he  drove  to  Towner,  North 
Dakota,  and  there  he  conducted  a  targe  ranch  and  also  a  livery  business.  Me  likewise 
handled  cattle  for  six  years. 

in  the  winter  of  1898  Mr.  Johnson  arrived  in  the  Hagerman  valley  of  Idaho  and 
purchased  two  ranch  properties  here,  devoting  his  attention  to  the  cattle  business 
until  1909.  In  that  year  he  disposed  of  his  land  and  bought  a  ranch  one  mile  east 
of  Hagerman,  in  which  town  be  made  his  home  while  operating  the  farm.  At  the 
end  <tf  ten  years  he  sold  the  place  and  purchased  the  Hotel  Hagerman,  of  which  be 
has  since  remained  proprietor,  conducting  a  most  p<qiular  and  up-to-date  hostelry. 
From  ISSS  until  1909  be  operated  the  Lewis  terry  In  connection  with  his  ranching  In- 
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terestB.  He  Is  also  a  director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Hagerman  and  la  a  most 
progressive  and  farsighted  business  man. 

In  1895  occnrred  the  marrUice  of  Mr.  Johnson  and  Hiss  Margaret  A.  Lewis,  a 
native  of  Boise,  Idalio,  and  a  daughter  of  Leonard  C.  and  Hary  J.  (Woods)  Iiswis. 
Her  father  was  bom  fn  New  Orleans,  while  her  mother  was  born  in  Putnam  county, 
Indiana.  In  early  lite  she  started  with  her  two  brothers  for  California  during  the  gold 
excitement  there.  Mr.  Lewis  liad  also  started  for  the  PaclSc  coast  and  the;  met  on 
the  train  during  this  trip.  Later  both  made  their  way  to  Camas  Prairie  In  Alturas 
connty,  Idaho,  where  they  were  married,  changing  their  plans  attout  going  to  Cttll- 
fomta.  They  were  the  Arst  couple  married  in  Alturas  county  and  from  that  district 
ther  removed  to  the  Boise  river  and  located  on  a  farm  on  Lime  (»-eek,  near  the  city  ot 
Boise.  There  they  resided  tor  a  few  years  and  afterward  removed  to  Malad,  where  the 
father  operated  a  stage  station  for  a  period  of  seven  years.  He  then  engaged  In  stock 
raising  at  the  Magic  Dam  and  after  a  brief  period  removed  to  Salmon  creek,  where  he 
gave  hla  attention  to  ranching  and  cattle  raising  for  about  six  years,  residing  there  at 
the  time  of  the  Indian  war.  There  be  also  operated  the  Lewis  terry.  Later  three  ferries 
on  the  Snake  river  constdidated  and  were  known  as  the  Lewis  ferry.  By  that  means  all 
the  big  freighting  outfits  were  conveyed  across  the  river  on  the  terries  owned  by  Mr. 
Lewie.  Later  the  i^artnersblp  was  dissolved  and  Mr.  Lewis  conducted  his  own  terry 
independently.  He  also  had  a  ranch  ot  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  which  he  de-- 
voted  to  general  farming  and  stock  raising,  and  npon  that  place  he  remained  until 
the  time  of  bis  deatb,  which  oocnrred  in  February,  1896,  when  be  had  reached  the 
age  of  sixty-one  years.  His  wife  died  In  August,  1906,  at  the  age  ot  sixty-nine  years. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johnson  are  the  parents  of  two  children,  Samael  Lee  and  Lina  Helen, 
twins. 

Mr,  Johnson  has  given  his  political  support  to  the  democratic  party  and  he  has 
filled  several  local  ofllceB,  serving  as  highway  commissioner  and  as  member  of  the 
school  board.  His  religious  faith  Is  that  of  the  Christian  Science  church  and  fraternally 
he  Is  cmnected  with  the  Masons.  His  Interests  are  broad  and  varied.  It  is  a  matter 
of  keen  concern  to  him  to  advance  those  projects  and  plans  which  have  to  do  with  the 
upbuilding  of  the  community  and  his  cooperation  can  at  all  tiroes  be  secured  for  any 
measure  for  the  general  good.  He  is  ever  ready  to  take  an  advanced  step  and  bis  pro- 
gressive spirit  bas  brought  blm  prominently  to  the  front  in  matters  of  citizenship 
and  in  boslness  circles  as  well  and  be  is  today  a  popular  hotel  proprietor  ot  the  Hager- 
man  valley. 


E.  KENNETH  GORTON. 

Among  tbe'younger  men  of  Soda  Springs,  who  are  making  a  place  for  themselves 
in  tbs  public  eye  and  who  are  giving  practical  evidence  of  business  ability,  should  be 
mentioned  E.  Kenneth  Gorton,  the  present  county  clerk,  recorder  and  auditor  of  Cari- 
bou county,  who  since  his  return  from  military  service  toward  the  end  of  1918  has  been 
the  Incumbent  ot  these  important  public  offices. 

Mr,  Gorton  Is  a  native  son  of  Carlbon  county,  born  in  Soda  Springs,  March  12, 
1896,  his  parents  being  George  W.  and  Leah  (Waylett)  Gorton,  the  former  bom  in 
Pennsylvania  and  the  tatter  in  Utah.  The  father  was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  ot 
this  part  of  Idaho,  coming  to  the  state  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  Civil  war.  He 
served  for  four  years  with  Pennsylvania  infantry  nnd  cavalry  regiments  and  was  mus- 
tered out  when  hostilities  ceased.  On  coming  to  Soda  Springs,  he  worked  at  different 
occupations  and  was  for  a  time  engaged  In  tbe  saloon  bueiness,  later  conducting  a 
general  merchandise  store,  which  he  continued  to  operate  for  the  remainder  of  his 
life,  his  death  occurring  in  1900.  He  was  one  of  the  first  connty  commissioners  of 
Bannock  county.    His  widow  Is  still  living  and  her  sons  are  carrying  on  the  store. 

E.  Kenneth  Gorton  was  reared  and  educated  In  the  schools  of  Soda  Springs  and 
was  graduated  from  tbe  Idaho  Technical  School  at  Pocatello  In  1S16.  He  then  worked 
in  the  Soda  Springs  Bank  for  one  year,  but  in  May,  1917,  he  enlisted  and  was  stationed 
in  California  most  of  the  time  with  the  Twenty-first  Infantry  until  mustered  out  No- 
vember 30,  1918.  Following  the  close  of  his  military  service,  Mr.  Gorton  was  appointed 
to  tbe  Important  offices  ot  county  clerk,  recorder  and  auditor  ot  Carlbon  county,  and  has 
been  faithfully  and  efficiently  filling  these  positions,  commanding  alike  the  respect  and 
confidence  of  the  citizens  at  large. 
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Mr.  Gorton  Is  »  member  of  the  Benerolent  Protective  Order  of  Btka  and  (rf  tbe 
American  Legion,  being  adjntant  of  Blackburn  Poet  He  U  a  warm  eupporter  of  the 
republican  partr  and  glTee  a  good  citisen's  attention  to  all  nuttera  calculated  to  ad- 
vance the  public  welfare.    He  Is  a  member  ot  the  PreabTterlan  ctanrcb. 


POLBTE  MACE. 

Polete  Mace,  who  has  resided  on  a  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  on 
Basle  Island  throughout  the  past  half  century,  is  widely  known  as  one  ot  the  hon- 
ored and  respected  pioneers  of  Ada  county.  He  U  a  French  Creole,  bom  ol  a  French 
father  and  Swiss  mother  in  New  Orleans.  Louisiana,  on  the  ISth  of  April,  1S43.  Tbe 
tatber  passed  away  in  New  Orleans  when  his  son  Polete  was  a  mere  child  and  the 
mother  later  married  again.  She  lived  to  the  notable  old  age  oC  nlaety-slx  years,  her 
demise  occurring  in  Oakland,  California.  ' 

When  a  lad  of  fourteen  years,  in  18S7,  Polete  Mace  removed  frcMn  New  Orleans 
to  the  state  of  California,  making  the  trip  from  the  Crescent  Cit7  to  San  Franclaco 
by  boat  and  crossing  tbe  Isthmus  ot  Panama  on  the  back  of  a  mule.  In  188S  he 
left  the  Oolden  state  and  made  his  way  to  Portland  and  up  tbe  Columbia  river  by 
boat,  afterward  traveling  by  stage  to  Walla  Walla  and  on  to  Lewlston,  Idaho.  He  flrst 
went  to  tbe  Salmon  River  country  bnt  soon  afterward  took  up  his  abode  at  Idaho  City, 
where  be  followed  mining  pursuits  until  1S70.  In  that  year  he  took  up  a  hmneBtead 
ot  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  on  Eagle  Island  and  it  has  remained  his  home  tbrougb- 
ont  the  past  fifty  years,  the  property  yielding  him  a  gratifying  annual  Income  in 
return  tor  the  care  and  labor  which  he  tias  bestowed  upon  it 

On  the  24tb  of  December,  1S74,  Mr.  Mace  was  united  In  marriage  to  Uisa  Emma 
Priddy,  who  proved  a  faithful  and  loving  helpmeet  tor  many  years  but  ia  now 
deceased.  Tbey  became  tbe  parents  of  eight  children,  thrne  of  whom  died  In  Infancy. 
The  others  are  as  tollows:  Charles,  bom  March  5,  1876,  who  is  now  a  prosperooi 
rancher  and  stockman  of  Eagle,  Idaho,  and  a  sketch  and  portrait  of  whom  appear 
on  other  pages  of  this  work;  Franklin  D.,  whose  birth  occurred  February  10,  1883, 
and  who  resides  near  Eagle;  Orover  C.  who  was  bom  March  23,  188G,  and  makes  his 
home  in  Eagle.  Idaho;  Benjamin  F.,  whose  Mrth  occurred  January  S,  1SS7,  and  who  is 
a  resident  ot  Boise;  and  Wesley  A.,  whose  natal  day  was  January  3,  1889,  and  who 
lives  on  the  Mace  homestead  on  Eagle  Island,  near  his  father's  borne.  All  Ave  of  the 
sons  are  married  and  have  cblldren.  There  are  now  eight  grandchildren  and  three 
great-gran  deb  Ildren . 

Hr.  Mace  has  given  his  political  allegiance  to  the  demotratic  party  since  attain- 
ing bis  majority,  believlag  flrmly  In  ita  principles.  Ha  has  now  passed  the  seventy- 
seventh  milestone  on  life's  Joumey  and  enjoys  the  respect  and  esteem  ot  all  who 
know  him  In  the  community  In  whlcb  be  has  lived  from  pioneer  times  and  the  growth 
and  development  of  which  he  has  witnessed  and  aided. 


JAMES  WILLIAM  NEWHA^. 

James  William  Newman  Is  a  prominent  and  well  known  sheepman  residing  at 
Shoshone.  He  was  bom  at  Belton,  Texas,  June  23,  1882,  a  son  ot  Henry  Edward 
and  Nina  (Kelso)  Newman.  His  parents  removed  to  Coos  county,  Oregon,  when  he 
was  but  an  Infant  and  he  pursued  his  education  In  the  schools  there  and  also  at 
Ontario,  Oregon,  and  after  his  textbooks  were  put  aside  he  engaged  In  herding  sheep. 
In  tact  he  worked  In  that  way  while  still  a  schoolboy,  using  his  vacation  periods  to 
further  his  flnanclal  resources.  He  was  ever  ambitious  to  make  a  good  start  In 
the  business  world  and  after  a  time  he  entered  Into  a  partnership  with  hta  brothers, 
Henry  E.  and  Orover  C,  in  stock  raising  interests.  In  1903  they  removed  to  Shoshone  - 
and  remained  In  tbe  sheep  business  together  until  190S.  when  they  dissolved  partner- 
ship, each  brother  then  operating  independently  as  a  sheep  raiser.  James  W.  New- 
man is  now  the  owner  ot  eleven  hundred  and  twenty  acres  at  ranch  land,  much  of 
which  is  planted  to  alfalfa,  and  he  also  bas  considerable  range  land.  He  handles 
from  ten  to  twenty  thousand  head  of  sheep  and  he  Is  today  one  ot  the  prominent 
sheepmen  ot  his  part  of  the  state.     His  business  aCaIrs  have  been  most  caretnlly 
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eondncted  and  Ub  succobb  1b  the  direct  outcome  of  perGlstent  and  earaeflt  labor. 
HlB  home  iB  one  of  the  finest  Teeldencee  In  Shoshone  and  In  addition  to  hla  ranch 
and  property  IntereBts  he  Is  a  director  ot  a  hank. 

On  the  30th  of  June,  1908,  Hr.  Newman  was  united  In  marriage  to  Mtss  Racltel 
E^rgUBon,  a  native  of  Salt  Lake,  Utah,  and  a  daughter  of  Barlow  and  Rachel  (Tan- 
ner) rergUBon,  who  wore  early  aetUere  there.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Newman  have  three 
children:  Nljia,  Helen,  and  William  F.  In  his  political  views  Mr.  Newman  Is  a 
republican  and  keeps  well  informed  on  the  questions  and  isBUes  of  the  day.  Fra- 
ternally he  Is  connected  with  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  with  the  Maaona,  and  In 
the  latter  organisation  haa  attained  the  thirty-second  degree  of  the  ScotUah  Rite. 
He  Is  a  moat  loyal  follower  of  the  craft,  In  hearty  sympathy  w'th  its  purposes  and 
Its  teachings.  In  business  aftairs  ho  has  dleplayed  equally  creditable  qualities,  for 
In  the  conduct  of  his  Interests  he  haa  always  followed  constructive  methods,  never 
strewing  his  path  with  the  wreck  of  other  men's  failures.  He  has  bntlt  along  con- 
strnctlve  lines  and  through  the  careful  conduct  of  his  afFalrs  has  gained  a  plaoa 
among  the  substantial  and  prosperous  men  of  his  part  of  the  state  . 


LEWIS  H.  DICKERSON. 


Lewis  M.  Dickerson,  a  Jarmer  and  stockman  residing  at  Welaer,  was  bom  in 
Johnson  county,  Kansas,  September  2,  1861.  He  is  a  son  of  Harahall  S,  and  Martha 
A.  (Qreenwood)  'Dickerson,  the  former  a  native  of  Kentucky  and  the  latter  of  MIs- 
aonrl.  In  1869,  after  residing  for  some  years  In  Kansas,  they  removed  to  Califamla, 
where  the  father  engaged  In  farming  natil  1877.  He  then  brought  his  family  to 
Idaho  and  settled  in  what  Is  now  Washington  county,  where  his  remaining  days  were 
pasted.     To  him  and  his  wife  were  bom  nine  children,  four  of  whom  are  yet  living. 

Lewis  M.  Dickerson  was  but  eight  years  of  age  when  the  family  left  his  nativa 
state  and  made  their  way  to  the  Pacific  coast.  He  was  reared  and  educated  in  Cal- 
ifornia and  In  Idaho  and  remained  under  the  parental  root  until  he  reached  the 
age  of  twenty-flve,  his  time  and  labors  being  largely  devoted  to  the  work  ot  the 'farm 
as  he  assisted  his  father  in  its  farther  development  and  improvement.  He  later 
spent  three  years  in  California,  after  which  he  returned  to  Idaho  and  again  engaged 
In  farming  In  Washington  county.  He  has  since  followed  agricultural  pursuits  and 
after  taking  up  a  homestead  on  Welser  Flat  occupied  that  place  for  twenty  yeara, 
during  which  time  he  converted  It  Into  rich  and  prodacUve  fields,  deriving  therefrom 
a  substantial  annual  Income.  He  then  sold  that  property  and  Invested  in  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty  acres  where  he  now  lives,  and  he  has  converted  this  place  Into  a 
splendidly  improved  farm  property,  all  of  which  is  under  the  ditch.  Supplied  thus 
with  an  abundance  of  water,  the  land  ts  highly  cultivated  and  produces  excellent 
crops.  Mr.  Dickerson  has  seen  the  country  develop  from  a  wild  region  ot  bnneb 
grass  to  a  rich  tanning  section  where  the  land  Is  selling  at  abont  tour  hundred 
dollam  per  acre,  and  he  has  borne  his  full  share  In  the  work  of  transfonnatlon  and 
Improvement  that  haa  been  carried  steadily  forward. 

In  1896  Mr.  Dickerson  was  married  to  Miss  Anna  Oallaway  and  to  them  have 
been  bom  nine  children:  Mary,  Lewis  M.,  Marshall,  Martha,  Thomas,  Anna,  Wnltar, 
Roy  and  Henry.  Fraternally  Mr.  Dickerson  is  a  Mason,  belonging  to  Lodge  No.  2S, 
A.  F.  ft  A.  M.,  In  which  be  has  filled  moat  of  the  chalra.  He  votes  with  the  dem- 
ocratic party  but  has  never  been  an  office  aeeker,  preferring  to  give  his  undivided 
Ume  and  attention  to  tals  business  affaira,  which  hare  been  capably  managed  and 
wisely  directed  with  the  result  tbat  a  substantial  competence  Is  now  his. 


WILLIAM  5.  LARUE. 

William  S.  Larue  la  now  proprietor  ot  the  famous  I  X  L  ranch,  situated  twelve 
miles  southwest  of  Boise.  Tbia  Is  a  highly  improved  property  of  two  hundred  and 
forty  acres  and  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Larue  In  November,  1919.  and  he  became  tbe 
occupant  in  December  of  that  year.  Prior  to  this  time  he  had  resided  for  tw^ve 
years  near  Roberts,  In  Jefferson  county,  Idaho,  where  he  bad  Improved  a  ranch  ot 
one  hundred  and  slzty  acres,  upon  which  he  placed  good  buildings,  equlaped  with 
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etectrtc  light,  with  a  power  motor  for  pumping  ftod  grinding  and  all  other  modern 
taclUtlea  to  promote  the  work  of  the  farm.  Tbli  property  he  sold  In  1919  and  later 
In  the  year  purchased  the  I  X  L  ranch,  which  U  one  ol  the  beat  known  and  heat 
Improved  ranches  In  the  Boise  valley.  The  purchase  was  Indicative  of  the  pro- 
greaalve  apirlt  which  has  always  actuated  Mr.  Larue,  whose  determined  purpose, 
nnabatlng  energy  and  carefully  managed  bualnesa  atfairs  have  made  him  one  of  the 
substantial  citliens  in  his  section  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Larue  was  born  In  Perry  county,  Illinois,  August  2,  I86B.  His  father, 
Sampstm  C.  Larue,  served  for  three  years  and  six  months  In  the  Union  army  as  a 
non-commlasioned  officer  under  General  John  A.  Logan.  His  mother  bore  the  maiden 
name  of  Emma  Nolan  and  both  parents  are  now  deceased.  William  S.  Larue  Is  their 
only  living  child.  He  was  reared  upon  a  farm  in  Perry  county,  Illinois,  to  the  age 
ol  llfteen  years  and  then  went  with  bla  parents  to  Harlan  county.  Nebraska,  where 
he  was  reared  to  manhood.  Upon  attaining  hia  majority  he  took  up  railroad  work, 
which  he  followed  for  seventeen  years,  being  Identified  with  engineering  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  t  Qulncy.  During  the  last  eight  years  of  that 
period  he  was  a  locomotive  engineer.  He  resigned  his  poaltlon  In  1907  and  came  to 
Idaho,  settling  on  a  ranch  In  JetFerson  county,  comprising  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  covered  with  sagebrush.  For  this  land  he  paid  ten  dollars  per  acre,  and  when 
he  sold  the  property  It  wag  worth  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  acre  twcaose 
of  the  thoroughly  capable  manner  in  which  he  had  cultivated  his  fields,  by  reason  of 
the  Improvements  which  he  had  put  upon  the  place  in  the  way  of  good  buildings 
and  also  owing  to  the  natural  rise  in  land  values  with  the  settlement  of  the  state. 

On  the  3d  of  May,  1891,  In  Nebraska,  Mr.  Larue  was  married  to  Miss  Llnnie 
Qee,  who  was  then  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  that  atate  but  was  bom  In 
Perry  county,  Illinois,  August  5,  1870.  Six  children,  three  sons  and  three  daugh- 
ters, have  been  bom  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Larue,  namely:  Wayne  S.;  Roy  B.;  Ellen,  who 
Is  now  the  wife  of  Fred  Flint,  of  Jefferson  county,  Idaho;  Ethel,  who  is  a  stenographer 
at  Idaho  Falls;  Ella,  who  la  a  public  achool  teacher  and  la  now  employed  at  the  Ten 
Hile  Heights  school  near  the  1  X  L  ranch;  and  Herbert  H.,  a  youth  of  sixteen,  whf) 
is  attending  high  school. 

Mr.  Larue  Is  a  taithful  follower  of  Masonic  teachings  and  belongs  to  the  lodge, 
chapter  and  commanaery.  In  politics  he  la  a  republican  but  haa  never  hold  office. 
However,  he  was  chairman  of  the  achool  board  In  Jefferson  county  for  several  ysara. 
He  concentrates  his  attention  and  energies  upon  his  business  affairs  and  Is  regarded 
as  one  of  the  most  progressive  agriculturists  of  the  state.  His  ranch  will  produce 
about  three  hundred  and  fifty  tons  of  alfalfa  In  192D,  having  one  hundred  acres 
planted  to  the  crop.  There  are  two  sets  of  good  butldlnga  upon  the  place  to  meet 
every  need  of  the  model  farm  of  the  twentieth  century  and  every  convenience  for 
the  work  has  been  introduced. 


HOMER  W.  WOODALL. 


Homer  W.  Woodall,  one  of  the  moat  prominent  and  popular  citisens  of  Soda 
Springs,  where  he  has  served  as  postmaster  for  upwards  of  tour  years,  was  born 
in  that  city,  March  15,  1S89,  a  son  of  Chris  T.  and  Ellen  (Doyle)  Woodall,  natives 
of  Missouri.  The  father  left  Missouri  in  an  early  day  and  made  the  Journey  across 
the  plains  to  Idaho  by  team,  bringing  his  belongings  with  him  by  the  same  means 
of  transportation,  this  being  In  the  days  before  railroads  were  built.  He  settled  In 
Soda  Springs  and  acanired  a  tract  of  land  which  he  Immediately  proceeded  to  Im- 
prove and  put  under  cultivation.  He  bought  more  land  and  Is  now  the  owner  of 
dfteen  hundred  acres,  on  which  he  has  large  herds  of  cattle  and  sheep.  Mr.  Woodall 
bought  the  Stock  Exchange  Hotel,  which  he  conducted  for  about  twenty  years,  and 
still  later  acquired  the  Idanha  Hotel,  which  he  carried  on  for  some  time.  He  is 
still  actively  engaged  in  the  stock  business  and  resides  In  Soda  Springs.  His  wife 
is  also  living. 

Homer  W.  Woodall  was  reared  and  attended  achool  In  Soda  Springs  and  com- 
pleted hie  education  at  Pocatello,  Idaho.  He  then  entered  his  father's  hotel,  where 
he  worked  for  several  years,  until  December  16,  1915,  when  he  was  appointed  post- 
master of  Soda  Springs  by  President  Woodrow  Wilson.  In  dlacharglng  the  dntlec 
of  this  office  he  has  succeeded  In  giving  satisfaction  to  the  ever  growing  number  of

patrona.     Mr.  Woodall  is  tbe- owner  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  ot  ranch 
land,  which  he  rents  out  and  which  he  took  as  homestead. 

On  June  29,  1914,  Hr.  Woodall  was  united  in  marriage  to  Dollie  Watson,  and 
the;  have  hecome  the  parents  of  two  children,  namely:  Homer  J.,  born  June  22, 
1916;  and  Max  E.,  bom  May  19,  1919.  Hr.  Woodall  Is  an  active  member  of  the 
democratic  party  and  a  warm  supporter  of  its  policies.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Modern  Woodmen  of  America,  ih  the  good  works  of  which  he  talies  a  deep  interest. 


QEOROE  B.  ERNEST. 

Oeorge  B.  Ernest,  a  successful  apiarist  who  is  also  engaged  In  truck  farming, 
makes  bis  home  on  the  Boise  bench  and  has  been  a  resident  of  Boise  and  vicinity 
since  coming  to  this  state  from  Lockport,  New  York,  in  1S93.  Throughout  the 
greater  part  of  the  intervening  period  ot  twenty-seven  years  he  has  lived  near 
the  state  fair  grounds.  His  birth  occurred  at  Lockport,  New  Tork,  September  23, 
1862,  bis  parents  being  Solomon  and  Hary  (Singer)  Ernest,  both  ot  whom  are  now 
deceased.  The  father,  a  farmer  by  occupatton,  was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  while  the 
mother  was  a  native  ot  New  York.     The  family  is  of  Oerman  descent. 

0«orge  B.  Ernest  spent  the  flrst  thirty-one  rears  of  his  life  in  the  Empire  state 
and  then  came  to  Idaho  in  1893.  During  the  first  year  of  Ms  residence  in  the  north- 
west he  acted  as  porter  in  the  old  Overland  Hotel  of  Boise  and  afterward  purchased 
a  ranch  on  Five  Hlle  creek,  where  he  lived  for  a  part  ot  the  time,  working  at  various 
occupations,  such  as  freighting,  hauling  wood  and  in  fact  anything  that  presented 
Itself.  Just  prior  to  hie  marriage,  which  took  place  in  1903,  he  bought  a  tract  ot 
sagebrush  embracing  five  and  one-half  acres  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  state 
fair  grounds,  paying  Ave  hundred  dollars  tj>r  the  property.  After  cUaring  the  land 
he  undertook  the  task  of  development  and  improvement,  erected  thereon  substfntial 
buildings,  set  out  a  number  of  shade  and  fruit  trees  and  made  the  ranch  very 
attractive  In  every  particular.  This  continued  his  place  of  residence  for  sixteen 
years,  but  in  the  meantime  be  had  sold  one  acre  of  the  tract  tor  eleven  hundred  dol- 
lars and  subsequently  disposed  of  two  more  acres  tor  eighteen  hundred  dollars. 
The  remaining  tract  of  two  and  one-half  acres,  with  all  improvementB,  was  sold  by 
him  In  1919  for  thirty-flve  hundred  dollars.  Since  that  time  he  has  resided  on  the 
Atkinson  place,  a  half  mile  east  ot  the  Cole  school,  where  he  has  a  beautiful  home 
with  an  acreage  tract  in  connection,  which  he  Is  renting.  Thereon  he  devotes  his 
attention  to  bee  culture  and  to  truck  farming,  meeting  with  excellent  success  along 
both  lines.  At  his  former  home  he  engaged  in  trucking  on  an  extensive  scale  and 
also  bandied  poultry,  having  as  many  as  six  hundred  hens.  He  likewise  kept  bees 
but  did  not  embark  extenslTely  in  this  business  until  a  recent  date,  having  now  one 
hundred  stands. 

On  the  11th  of  June,  1903,  in  Boise,  Idaho,  Mr.  Ernest  was  united  In  marriage 
to  Hiss  Rosa  Zimmerman,  who  was  born  In  Buffalo,  New  York,  about  1872,  a  daugh- 
ter of  John  and  Grace  (Mertz)  Zimmerman,  both  natives  ot  Switzerland.  Hr.  Ernest 
and  bis  wife  became  acquainted  In  Lockport,  New  York,  and  the  latter  came  to  Idaho 
In  1S94.  They  give  tbelr  political  allegiance  to  the  republican  party,  while  fraternally 
Mr.  Ernest  Is  a  Uason.  His  wife  was  reared  in  the  Catholic  faith.  They  have 
become  widely  recognised  as  people  of  genuine  personal  worth  and  well  merit  the 
high  regard  and  esteem  In  which  they  are  uniformly  held. 


LEE  S.  VADER. 

Lee  S.  Vader  Is  the  proprietor  of  the  Hagerman  Oarage  and  also  operates  a  stage 
line  and  engages  In  freighting  between  Bllaa  and  Hagerman.  He  comes  to  Idaho  from 
the  tar-ott  state  of  New  York,  his  birth  having- occurred  May  30,  1861.  His  parents 
were  Oeorge  and  Orllla  (Bronson)  Vader,  who  were  also  natives  ot  New  York,  where 
they  were  reared  and  married.  The  year  1867  witnessed  their  removal  westward 
to  Henry  county.  Illinois,  where  the  father  purchased  land  and  engaged  in  farming, 
concentrating  bis  efforts  and  attention  upon  the  development  and  improvement  ot  that 
place  tor  a  number  of  years.     He  then  went  to  Oreene  county.  Iowa,  where  he  again 
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pnrchamd  ttum  land,  wblch  be  cultivated  nntll  1886.  The  latter  year  wltnesMd 
tall  arrival  in  the  Hagerman  valley  of  Idaho,  at  which  time  he  took  np  the  old  Blekel 
ranch  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  This  he  developed  and  Improved,  contlnnlns 
Ita  enltlvatlon  for  a  number  of  years,  vhen  he  sold  to  the  Blekel  family.  He  passed 
away  In  1914  at  the  notable  old  age  of  ninety-live  years,  while  his  wife  had  died  live 
years  prevlonsty  at  the  age  of  flfty-flve.  His  political  endorsement  was  given  to  the 
repvbtican  party. 

Lee  a.  Vader  left  New  York  when  but  six  years  of  age  in  company  with  his 
parents  and  after  residing  in  Illinois  and  in  Iowa  tor  a  time  left  the  latter  state  at 
the  age  of  twenty  to  become  a  resident  of  Idaho.  He  made  his  way  to  the  vicinity 
of  Halad  and  later  he  went  to  Helena,  Montana.  He  was  In  the  Deer  Lodge  mining 
camp  there  for  a  time  and  afterward  engaged  In  freighting  from  Corlnne,  Utah,  to 
Helena  and  Deer  Lodge,  Montana,  for  a  period  of  two  years.  He  also  followed 
trelgbtlng  between  Corlnne,  Dtab,  and  Salmon,  Idaho,  bnt  at  length  disposed  of 
hia  freighting  outfit  and  worked  la  the  mines  of  Leesbnrg,  Idaho,  for  a  period  of 
tonr  years.  In  1S77,  however,  he  was  driven  out  by  the  Indians,  who  went  upon 
the  warpath.  He  assisted  In  building  the  stockade  at  Salmon  for  protection  against 
the  Nes  Perce  Indians  and  In  1878  he  removed  to  Chains,  Idaho,  where  he  bntlt  a 
hotel.  Prevloua  to  locating  at  Chains,  however,  he  acted  for  a  time 
aa  Indian  scont  In  connection  with  the  Bannock  Indian  war  serving 
under  Colonel  Shonpe.  In  the  winter  of  1878-9  he  built  a  hotel  at 
ChalllB  and  conducted  It  for  two  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  It  was  destroyed  by 
fire.  He  afterward  removed  to  Crystal,  where  he  conducted  a  restaurant  for  two 
years,  and  later  he  was  located  at  Sawtooth  city,  where  he  conducted  a  boarding 
bouse  and  also  took  contracts  for  getting  out  lumber.  Becoming  a  resident  of 
Ketchnm,  he  there  operated  a  freighting  outfit  for  two  years  and  in  the  spring  of 
188E  lie  removed  to  the  Hagerman  valley  and  took  over  the  Sand  Springs  ranch  of 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  He  then  concentrated  his  efforts  and  attention  upon 
the  development  and  Improvement  of  the  ranch  property  and  engaged  In  raising 
cattle  and  horses,  continuing  successfully  In  the  business  tor  eighteen  years.  Dis- 
posing of  his  Interests  in  cattle  and  horses  at  the  end  of  that  time,  he  then  concen- 
trated his  attention  upon  sheep  raising  until  1918,  when  he  disposed  of  his  flocks. 
On  the  Bth  of  April,  191B,  he  purchased  a  garage  at  Hagerman,  which  was  destroyed 
by  fire  on  the  11th  of  November,  1919,  Involving  a  loss  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 
Be  has  recently  built,  however,  a  larger  garage  and  Is  splendidly  equipped  tor  caring 
tor  all  of  the  motor  and  repair  business  of  the  locality.  He  likewise  owns  three 
hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  fine  ranch  land  west  of  Owsley's  Ferry  which  has  been 
brought  under  a  high  state  of  development  and  improvement.  In  1877  Hr.  Vader 
was  married  to  Miss  Emma  A.  Jones,  a  native  of  Wales,  who  came  to  the  United 
States  In  her  early  girlhood  with  her  parents,  who  settled  near  Malad  City,  Idaho, 
where  they  spent  their  remaining  days.     Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vader  have  one  son,  Roy. 

Politically  Mr.  Vader  is  a  republican  but  has  never  been  ambitious  to  hold  pulh 
Uo  oBice.  His  business  affairs  have  always  made  full  demand  upon  hie  time  and 
energies  and  his  experiences  have  brought  him  familiar  knowledge  of  all  the  phases 
of  pioneer  development  and  improvement  in  the  northwest.  He  has  known  what  it 
la  to  take  part  In  Indian  warfare  and  be  constantly  on  the  alert  against  Indian  attack. 
He  has  performed  the  arduous  task  of  reclaiming  wild  land  and  converting  It  Into 
productive  fields  and  with  every  phase  of  freighting  in  the  northwest  be  is  familiar. 
His  labors  have  indeed  been  a  source  of  profit  and  prosperity  to  the  state  In  the 
matter  of  general  improvement  and  development. 


P.  E.  ROBERTS. 


P.  B.  Roberts,  engaged  In  the  feed  and  coal  business  In  Welser  and  also  identified 
with  farming  Interests  in  Wasblngton  county,  was  bom  in  Marquette  county,  Hlch* 
Igan,  August  10,  1864.  He  there  attended  school  to  the  age  of  twelve  years,  when 
his  mother  died  and  be  went  with  his  father  to  central  Kansas,  the  others  of  the 
family  following  soon  afterward.  His  father  there  purchased  an  eighty  acre  farm, 
which  P.  E.  Roberts  cultivated  tor  three  years — a  most  arduous  pndertaking  tor  a 
boy  of  bis  age.  His  father  in  the  meantime  worked  at  the  blacksmith's  trade.  Att«r 
three  years  spent  In  farm  work  In  Kansas,  Mr.  Roberts  of  this  review  entered  the 
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emptor  ot  tbe  Denver  t  Rio  Grande  Railroad  on  the  border  between  Colorado  and 
New  Mexico,  apendtng  a  year  In  this  way.  He  next  went  to  Denver  and  obtained 
employment  on  tbe  CtitcaKO,  Burlington  ft  Qulncy  Railroad.  After  a  short  time, 
bowever,  or  In  1S81,  he  made  his  way  to  Focatello,  Idaho,  and  worked  west  on  th« 
Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad,  reachfne  Weiser  on  the  1st  of  July,  1S82.  He  after- 
ward hauled  lumber  for  the  Jeflera  Lumber  Company,  which  aleo  owned  the  mill. 
He  did  bla  taaaling  from  a  point  about  twenty-five  miles  north  ot  Weiser  during  tbe 
summer.  In  the  following  spring  be  went  to  work  In  a  livery  stable  and  while  there 
was  elected  city  marshal,  which  office  he  occupied  for  one  term  In  1S85. 

It  was  about  that  time  that  Mr.  Roberts  was  married  to  Miss  Annie  U.  Jensen, 
of  Omaha,  Nebraska,  and  he  and  his  wife  removed  to  a  ranch  In  Saluhria  county, 
now  a  portion  of  Washington  county,  where  he  carried  on  farming  for  Ave  years. 
In  1SS9  he  was  elected  sheriff  of  the  county  and  filled  that  office  for  a  term.  He 
next  entered  the  liquor  business,  which  he  closed  out  three  years  later.  For  six 
months  thereafter  he  was  connected  with  the  Boise  Brewing  Company  at  Boise  and 
at  the  same  time  conducted  a  Uvery  business  In  Weiser.  He  also  extended  his 
activities  to  Include  the  sale  of  feed,  hay,  coal  and  grain.  He  owns  the  property 
where  his  business  is  located  at  No.  140  West  Commercial  street,  and  here  he  has 
continued  active  in  business  for  more  than  fifteen  years.  In  addition  to  hie  com- 
mercial Interests  be  is  a  director  of  tbe  Weiser  National  Bank  and  he  owns  two  basl- 
ness  blocks  on  State  street  besides  some  dwelling  houses  Id  the  city  and  a  halt  interest 
In  live  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  splendid  farm  land. 

To  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Roberta  have  been  born  five  children.  J.  W.,  thirty  years  of 
age,  la  married  and  lives  at  Tbe  Dalles,  Oregon.  Perry  Ouy,  twenty-eight  years  ot 
ago,  not  being  able  to  pass  the  test  for  regular  army  service  owing  to  Imperfect  sight, 
became  a  member  of  the  Spruce  Division  of  the  Aerial  Service  and  thus  rendered  aid 
to  his  country  during  the  period  of  the  World  war.  Sadie  Is  the  wife  of  Fred  Rutner, 
of  Ely,  Nevada,  and  the  mother  of  two  children.  Osner  L.,  twenty  years  ot  age,  has 
Just  returned  from  France,  where  be  served  with  the  Tamous  Rainbow  Division, 
participating  in  the  battle  of  Chateau  Thierry,  and  in  the  first  drive  was  wounded 
twice  by  shrapnel,  many  of  hts  companions  being  killed  by  his  side.  After  his  injury 
he  was  Invalided  home.     Marie,  the  youngest  of  the  family,  Is  attending  high  school. 

Mr.  Roberts  has  lived  In  Idaho  through  the  period  of  pioneer  experiences  hut 
never  bad  any  trouble  with  the  Indians.  He  relates  many  Interesting  anecdotes  and 
TeminlBceDces  of  the  early  days,  one  of  the  sports  In  which  he  indulged  being  to 
run  horse  races  with  the  Indians,  the  money  being  thrown  on  a  yanket  and  the 
winner  taking  It.  He  has  always  enjoyed  life  to  the  utmost.  Is  tainted  with  no 
touch  of  pessimism  and  feels  that  the  world  owes  him  nothing. 


CHARLES  E.  NICHOLSON. 

The  provwhial  adaptability  ot  the  Swede  to  align  himself  with  the  conditions 
of  farm  life  in  this  country  is  welt  exemplified  in  tbe  case  of  Charles  B.  Nicholson 
a  successful  sheep  raiser  and  ranch  owner,  now  living  In  Boise.  He  was  horn  in 
Sweden,  September  16,  1879,  hts  parents  being  farming  people  In  that  country  who 
are  now  deceased.     They  nbver  left  their  native  land. 

In  1894,  when  fifteen  years  old,  Ur.  Nicholson  emigrated  to  the  United  States, 
his  destination  being  Klrksville,  Missouri,  where  an  uncle,  John  Patterson,  lived, 
and  be  continued  to  reside  with  his  ancle  tor  four  years,  engaged  at  such  work  oa 
he  could  find  to  do.  He  then  came  to  Boise,  Idaho,  which  has  been  his  home  ever 
since.  On  first  settling  here  he  followed  mining  and  ranching  for  some  years,  bat 
for  the  past  five  years  he  has  given  his  attention  to  the  sheep  Industry,  and  In  this 
Hue  he  has  been  eminently  successful.  Shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  European 
war,  he  embarked  In  this  business,  just  before  prices  advanced,  and  In  this  respect 
he  was  singularly  fortunate,  as  be  has  been  reaping  all  the  advantages  of  the 
Increased  prices  of  sheep  and  wool.  He  has  prospered  and  Is  now  in  good  financial 
circumstances,  owning  besides  hia  home  In  Boise  several  good  ranches  in  Ada  county, 
and  generally  has  on  band  a  flock  ot  about  four  thousand  ewes  all  the  year  round. 
His  reputation  as  |e)  Judge  ot  sheep  Is  well  established  outside  the  limits  of  Ada 
county,  and  he  Is  itegarded  as  one  of  the  most  successful  men  In  tbe  sheep  Industry 
In  this  part  of  the  sUte. 
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On  Januarj'  2S,  1906,  Mr.  Nicholson  was  united  In  marriage  to  MIsa  Katie 
Sanderson,  a  daughter  of  Charlea  E.  and  Anna  B.  (Brock)  Sanderson.  Mrs. 
Nlcholaon  was  born  March  13,  18S0,  on  the  comer  of  Third  and  Jefferson  streets, 
BolM,  and  her  present  home  Is  now  on  the  latter  street.  Her  father,  who  is  a 
carpenter  br  trade,  vaa  bom  tn  Canada  and  came  to  Boise  In  1864,  where  he  has 
been  living  ever  since.  He  Is  now  seventy-five  years  old  and  makes  his  home  with 
Hr.  and  Hra.  Nicholson.  His  wite  passed  away  March  16,  1920.  Hr.  and  Mrs. 
Nicholson  are  the  parents  of  two  children;  Carl  B.,  horn  March  18,  1907;  and  Kathryn 
M.,  March  S,  1913. 

Mr.  Nicholson  gives  his  political  support  to  the  republican  partj  but  has  never 
sought  offlce,  his  tarmlng  Interests  claiming  all  his  time.  He  Is  an  Odd  Fellow  and 
an  KIk,  In  the  affaire  ot  these  orders  taking  a  warm  Interest.  In  1911,  Mr.  Nichol- 
son and  his  wife  and  older  child  paid  a  visit  to  his  old  home  in  Sweden,  revisited 
the  scenes  of  his  boyhood  and  met  relatives  and  trlends.  His  father  was  living  at 
that  time  hut  has  since  passed  away. 


R.  A.  ORR. 

R.  A.  Orr  Is  an  enterprising  and  successful  farmer  of  Canyon  county,  living  In  the 
Lone  Star  district,  and  In  addition  to  the  cultivation  of  his  land  he  raises  horses  and 
mnles  for  the  market.  He  comes  from  a  state  famous  for  its  fine  horses  and  It  was 
but  natural  that  he  should  feel  an  interest  therein,  for  he  was  bom  in  Kentucky,  June 
11, 1864.  In  ISGT  he  removed  with  his  parents,  Alexander  and  Edith  (Wright)  Orr,  to 
Missouri,  where  the  father  followed  farming  until  the  mother's  death  in  1892.  He 
then  retired  from  active  basinesa  lite  and  spent  his  last  day?  in  the  heme  of  his  son 
R,  A.  Orr,  passing  away  in  December,  1918.  He  had  previously  lived  with  another  son, 
H.  C.  Orr,  in  Missouri  nntil  October,  1916,  when  he  came  to  Idaho  to  live  with  the 
snbject  ot  this  review.  He  waa  a  natlTe  ot  Oarrard  county,  Kentucky,  while  his  wife 
was  bom  In  Trimble  county,  Kentucky,  and  was  of  English  and  Scotch  descent. 

R.  A.  Orr  acquired  his  education  in  the  public  schools  ot  Kentucky  and  Missouri 
and  followed  farming  in  the  latter  state  tor  an  extended  period  or  until  1903,  when 
he  came  to  Idaho,  settling  upon  the  farm  which  he  now  owns  and  occupies  about  two 
and  a  halt  miles  southwest  ot  Nampa.  He  took  up  hie  abode  here  on  the  18th  of  March, 
1902,  and  grubbed  the  first  brush  off  the  place  where  his  Imposing  home  now  stands. 
He  secured  one*  hundred  snd  sixty  acres  of  land,  for  which  he  paid  eleven  dollars  per 
acre,  hut  he  has  since  sold  twenty  seres  ot  the  tract  The  remainder  Is  under  a  very 
high  state  of  cultivation,  although  It  was  raw  land  when  it  came  Into  his  possession. 
He  performed  the  arduous  task  of  turning  the  first  furrows  and  converting  the  place 
Into  rich  and  productive  fields.  There  Is  also  much  fine  pasture  land  and  he  raises  htgti 
grade  mules  and  horses  for  the  market,  having  now  in  his  possession  a  fine  team  for 
which  he  has  been  offered  six  hundred  dollars,  while  four  years  ago  he  sold  three 
teams  for  sixteen  hundred  dollars.  He  likewise  conducts  a  dairy  hnslness.  milking  about 
fifteen  cows,  and  in  the  production  of  crops  he  concentrates  bis  attention  upon  com, 
oats,  barley,  potatoes  and  alfalfa.  He  also  raises  all  kinds  ot  tmits  and  berries  on  bis 
place  and  his  is  one  ot  the  most  favored  districts  in  the  state  for  fruit  production.  He 
tlkawlse  owns  five  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  corporate  limits  of  Nampa  and  upon  the 
latter  tract  he  and  bis  family  maka  their  home.  This,  however,  la  only  a  short  dis- 
tance from  the  tan»  and  bis  sons  occupy  the  old  home  place,  which  they  are  carefully 
developing  and  Improving,  the  property  having  every  appearance  ot  prosperity.  Mr. 
Orr  likewise  owns  forty  acres  south  ot  Bowmont,  in  Canyon  county,  on  the  Murphy 
branch  ot  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad,  and  that  tract  is  occupied  by  his  son  Prank. 

In  1876  Mr.  Orr  was  married  to  Miss  Laura  Sell,  of  Pennsylvania,  whose  parents 
were  pioneer  settlers  ol  Missouri,  in  which  state  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Orr  were  married.  They 
have  become  parents  of  nine  children.  Effle  Is  the  wite  ot  P.  D.  Toung  snd  the  mother 
of  three  children:  Nevis,  Nina  and  Ralph.  Allen,  thirty-three  years  ot  age.  Is  living 
upon  the  home  ranch.  Ernest  has  departed  this  lite.  Forest,  twenty-eight  years  of 
age,  la  also  upcm  the  old  home  place.  Rosa  Is  the  widow  ot  Beri  Beemer  and  the  mother 
ot  one  daughter,  Mary  Ann.  Prior  to  her  marriage  she  was  a  stenographer  with  the 
Light  A  fower  Company  of  Twin  Falls.  Frank,  twenty-six  years  of  age,  married  Grace 
Vaughn  and  they  have  one  daughter.    Flossie  D.  Is  a  stenographer  In  the  War  Savings 
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department  at  Boise  and  was  with  James  H.  Hawley  in  a  atenograpbic  position  during 
his  incumbency  as  goremor.    Edith  and  Elsie  are  both  at  home. 

Hr.  Orr  has  filled  the  office  of  road  commiseioner  in  Canron  county  tor  the  past 
two  years  and  he  also  served  in  that  capacity  In  HieBonrl  for  twelve  years  before  his 
removal  to  the  northwest.  He  supervised  the  work  on  the  ptate  highway  between 
Nampa  and  Caldwell  in  1916  and  be  now  baa  charge  of  the  Nampa  highway  dlatrlct. 
which  win  be  the  beneficiary  of  the  expenditure  of  a  large  portion  of  the  five  hundred 
thousand  doiiara  which  will  l>e  uaed  for  road  work  ere  the  close  of  1919.  Associated 
vrith  John  Brandt  he  did  grading  oa  the  government  projects  to  the  extent  of  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars  and  accepted  twenty-two  thousand  dollars  In  script  as  payment. 
They  were  among  the  early  few  who  made  it  possible  to  get  water  on  land  which  ia 
now  very  productive  and  valuable.  They  started  about  1908  and  worked  on  the  project 
for  about  three  years. 

They  were  directore  of  the  school  and  It  was  through  their  efforts  that  the  Lone 
Star  Bchool  building  was  erected,  it  beinK  one  of  the  finest  in  any  school  dlatrlct  of  the 
Btate.  Mr.  Orr'a  efforts  along  various  tines  have  greatly  enhanced  the  value  of  land 
in  this  section  and  the  people  in  hla  community  owe  to  blm  a  debt  of  gratitude  for 
hia  enterprlae,  resnltlng  greatly  in  public  benefit.  He  and  Mr.  Brandt  were  pioneers 
of  the  Ijone  Star  dlatrlct  and,  actuated  by  a  moat  progressive  spirit,  stood  stanchl^  for 
the  improvement  of  the  county,  apending  their  money  to  that  end,  and  the  results 
achieved  have  Justified  their  efforts.  They  have  stood  tor  education,  goDd  morals  «nd 
anything  that  would  tend  to  assist  the  rising  generation  and  have  been  stalwart  cbam- 
ptona  of  the  temperance  movement.  Progress  is  the  slogan  of  Mr.  Orr,  who  In  everything 
that  be  nndertakes  is  actuated  by  a  spirit  that  has  to  do  with  the  welfare  and  upbuilding 
of  bis  section  of  the  state  as  well  as  the  promotion  of  his  private  Interests.  Canyon 
cbunty  is  indeed  indebted  to  him  for  valuable  service  In  her  behalf  and  hie  labors 
have  brought  results  that  are  most  gratlfylog. 


ROBERT  F.  HICKEY. 

Robert  F.  Hickey,  the  popular  county  treasurer  of  Caribou  county,  now  residing 
In  Soda  Springs,  in  the  neighborhood  ol  which  be  owns  a  fine  tract  of  land  con- 
sisting of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  was  born  In  Ellendale,  North  Dakota, 
August  18,  1SS6.  He  Is  a  eon  of  John  F.  and  Mary  (Murray)  Hickey,  the  former 
a  native  of  Penneylvanla  and  the  latter  of  Wisconsin.  The  father  went  to  North 
Dakota  in  an  early  day  and  took  up  land  near  Ellendale,  which  he  operated  tor- 
several  years.  He  then  removed  to  Prescott,  Wisconsin,  and  worked  at  bis  trade 
of  carpenter,  spending  the  remainder  oT  his  life  in  that  place.  Following  the  out- 
break of  the  Civil  war,  he  Joined  a  Pennsylvania  regiment  at  Westchester,  Penn- 
ayivania,  and  saw  active  service  for  two  years.  He  died  at  Preacott,  Wlaconsln, 
Hay  15,  1907.    His  widow  still  BUrvIves  and  la  living  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota. 

Robert  F.  Hickey  was  reared  and  educated  at  Prescott,  Wisconsin,  to  which 
place  his  parents  had  removed  from  North  Dakota.  He  then  became  a  telegrapher 
and  was  employed  at  that  occupation  with  the  Burlington,  Northern  Pacific.  Southern 
Pacific,  and  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroads  for  fifteen  years.  In  1908  be  decided 
to  come  west  and  moved  to  Montana,  going  thence  to  California  with  the  Southern 
Pacific  Railroad.  In  the  fall  of  the  following  year  he  went  to  Washington  with 
the  Northern  Pacific,  remaining  there  for  eight  years.  It  waa  in  1917  that  Mr. 
Hickey  removed  to  Soda  Springe,  Idaho,  and  acquired  a  homestead  some  nine  miles 
from  Soda  Springs,  and  this  place,  which  consists  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres, 
has  been  improved  and  developed  since  It  came  into  his  posseaston.  In  1S18  Mr. 
Hickey  was  offered  a  position  with  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad  as  telegrapher 
and  continued  In  that  employment  until  March.  191S,  when  Caribou  county  was 
organised  and  be  was  appointed  county  treasurer,  the  duties  of  this  oBSce  being 
still  administered  by  him  with  satisfaction  to  the  various  interests  concerned.  Mr. 
Hickey  baa  proved  an  efficient  county  officer  and  fully  justlfies-the  confidence  of  those 
responsible  for  bis  selection  to  the  office. 

On  June  12,  1909,  Mr.  Hickey  was  united  In  marriage  to  Stella  M.  Hempblll, 
and  they  bave  become  the  parents  of  three  children,  namely:  Loma  M.,  born 
December  1,  J911;  Grace,  January  1,  1913;  and  Patricia  S.,  February  3,  1917. 
Politically,  Mr.  Hickey  gives'his  support  to  the  republican  party.     He  la  a  member 
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of  tbe  Catholic  church  and  fraternally  Ifl  Identified  with  th«  Knights  ol  ColnmbiiB 
and  with  the  Order  of  Railroad  TeleKraphen.  He  takes  an  active  Interest  In  all 
public  affairs  calculated  to  advance  the  Interests  of  his  adopted  cltj. 


H.  J.  HAUNTZ. 

H.  J.  Hauntz,  who  1b  engaged  Id  farming  and  stock  raising  In  Washington  conntr, 
comes  to  the  northwest  from  Jackson  county,  Illinois,  where  he  was  bom  on  the 
26th  ot  December,  1S62.  He  Is  a  son  ot  John  and  Melvlna  (Harper)  Haunts,  the 
former  a  native  of  Germany,  whence  be  came  to  America  In  early  life.  The  mother 
was  born  In  West  Virginia  and  both  have  now  passed  away,  the  father's  death 
oecnrrlng  In  Idaho,  while  the  mother  was  called  to  her  final  rest  while  living  in 
Arkansas.    They  had  two  children  hut  H.  J.  Hauntc  Is  the  only  one  now  living. 

During  much  of  the  period  of  his  youth  the  family  home  was  maintained  In 
UlBBDurl.and  there  he  pursued  his  education  In  the  public  schools.  He  wss  a  young 
man  of  about  twenty  years  when  In  1883  he  came  to  Idaho  and  settled  on  a  farm 
In  Washington  county.  Throughout  the  Intervening  period,  covering  thirty-eight 
yean,  he  has  engaged  In  farming  and  stock  raising  and  Is  now  the  owner  of  an 
excellent  farm  property  of  eighty  acres,  all  of  which  Is  well  irrigated.  He  has 
Improved  the  place  with  good  buildings  and  it  presents  a  neat  and  attractive  appear- 
ance, constituting  one  ot  the  pleasing  features  of  the  landscape.  His  farm  work 
has  always  been  carefully  managed  and  has  brought  to  him  good  results.  H«  is 
likewise  Interested  In  mining  In  this  state. 

Mr.  Haunts  bss  been  married  twice.  Before  leaving  Hlssonri  In  1882  he  wedded 
Miss  Miranda  E.  Aonoy,  who  passed  away  in  1900.  Of  their  marriage  there  were  four 
children:  Alva  J.;  Walter  J.;  Carrie,  the  wife  of  Ed  McKlnney;  and  Jessie,  now  living 
In  Salt  Lake  City.  In  1906  Mr.  jaunts  was  again  married,  his  second  union  being 
with  Mies  Laura  Draper,  a  native  ot  Iowa.  They  hare  become  the  parents  of  five 
children:  Grace;  Gladys;  Theodore;  Isabel,  and  John,  who  is  deceased. 

Mr.  HannU  may  well  be  termed  a  self-made  man,  for  the  success  which  he 
has  achieved  Is  entirely  attributable  to  his  own  labors  and  has  come  to  him  as  the 
reward  of  bis  diligence  and  Industry  since  taking  np  hfs  abode  In  Idaho.  He  has 
always  voted  with  the  republican  party  and  his  fellow  townsmen,  appreciative  ot 
bis  worth  snd  ability,  have  called  him  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  school  board 
•nd  slso  as  one  of  the  commissioners  of  Washington  couflty.  He  Is  ever  loyal  to 
the  public  welfare  and  he  ranks  high  t>oth  as  a  man  and  cltlsen  In  the  community 
where  he  has  now  made  his  home  for  almost  fonr  decades. 


WILLIAM  A.  ITLMER. 

William  A.  Ulmer,  who  Is  busily  engaged  In  the  operation  ot  a  randi  of  flfty-Ave 
acres  about  twelve  miles  southwest  of  Boise,  wss  bom  In  Nodaway  county,  Mtssonrl, 
March  16,  1876,  and  Is  a  son  of  Jacob  and  Nettle  TJImer,  whose  family  numbered  twelve 
children,  eight  of  whom  are  now  living.  Thomas  E.  Ulmer,  of  Meridian,  Is  sn  older 
iMtither  of  William  A.  ITlmer.  The  latter  was  reared  npon  a  farm  In  hie  native  connty 
and  In  the  spring  of  1906  came  to  the  Boise  valley  tn  Idaho,  where  he  has  since  made 
his  home.  He  has  Isrgely  spent  his  time  upon  ranches  which  he  has  rented  in  the 
vlefnity  ot  Meridian  and  in  1918  he  purchased  the  tract  of  flfty-flve  acres  upon  which  he 
now  lives.  He  has  forty-three  acres  of  his  place  planted  to  alfalfa.  In  the  period  in 
which  he  has  resided  upon  OU9  ranch  he  has  added  mnch  to  Its  highly  cultivated  con- 
dition, snd  as  the  result  ot  his  carefully  directed  labors  Is  meeting  with  excellent  suo- 
oees  ot  his  undertakings. 

In  Nodaway  county,  Missouri,  on  the  2Sd  of  October,  1896,  Hr.  Ulmer  wss  married 
to  Miss  Viola  Mackle,  wbo  passed  away  in  Idaho  in  1909.  On  the  29th  ot  November, 
191S,  in  Boise,  Mr.  Ulmer  wedded  Ada  Elizabeth  David,  who  was  bom  in  Grant  county, 
Wisconsin,  December  IS,  1875,  and  Is  a  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Daniel  Webster  David,  a 
Methodist  minister,  who  was  a  circuit  rider  in  Missouri  and  Iowa  In  an  early  day 
and  who  occasionally  preached  after  reaching  the  age  of  ninety  years.    He  passed  away 
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when  ulnetT-two  jettn  of  age.  The  mother  of  Mrs.  Ulmer  bore  the  maiden  name  at 
Rachel  Smith  and  le  now  ItTlng  In  Nampa,  Idaho,  at  the  age  of  etghtr-three  yean, 
while  her  mother,  Mrs.  Nanc7  Smith,  lived  to  be  ninety-three.  Mrs.  Ulmer  was  born 
In  Wisconsin  but  was  reared  In  Nodaway  countr,  Missouri.  She  kept  house  for  Mr. 
Ulmer  and  cared  lor  his  children  for  seven  years  before  they  were  married.  Bt  his 
tint  marriage  there  were  three  children.  Evral  Louis,  who  was  bom  June  12,  1S98,  is 
married  and  resides  upon  a  ra'ach  near  his  father's  place.  It  was  In  1918  that  he  wedded 
Etta  Kindal  and  they  have  one  child.  Opal  Fa7,  bom  June  10,  1919.  Vadah  Edith,  the 
second  child  of  Mr.  Ulmer,  was  bom  June  12.  1899,  and  in  Norember,  1918,  became  the 
wUe  of  Lewis  Krogh  and  is  now  the  mother  of  a  UtUe  daughter,  Edith  Viola,  bom 
November  1,  1919.  The  yonngest  child  of  Mr.  Ulmer  is  a  son,  Earsel  Albert,  bora 
October  16,  1906. 

In  his  fraternal  relations  Mr.  Ulmer  is  an  Odd  Fellow  and  is  a  past  grand  of  his 
lodg&  He  gives  his  political  support  to  the  democratic  party,  while  his  wife  votes 
witli  the  republican  party.  He  has  never  been  a  candidate  for  political  olBce  but 
Is  serving  as  a  member  <tf  the  school  board  in  hla  neighborhood  and  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation baa  ever  found  in  him  a  faithful  supporter.  He  has  given  his  time  and  energlea 
to  his  ranching  rather  than  to  public  interests  and  before  acquiring  bis  present  prop- 
erty was  the  owner  of  an  ei|^ty-acre  tract  near  Melba,  which  he  afterward  sold. 
His  present  place  Is  now  a  highly  developed  property.  Indicative  of  his  progressive 
Spirit 


PERRT  A.  HoCONKIE. 

On  the  organization  of  Caribou  county,  Idabo,  In  the  spring  of  1B19,  the  dnty  de- 
volved on  the  citizens  to  sslect  capable  ofBcere  to  administer  the  various  public  posi- 
tions thus  created.  Perry  A.  McConkle  was  their  choice  for  county  sheriff,  the  duties 
of  which  he  has  since  discharged  with  seal  and  fidelity.  He  was  bom  In  September, 
1883,  at  Phllllpaburg,  Montana,  a  s<mi  of  Jacob  and  Eliza  (Allen)  McConfele,  the  former 
of  whom  was  a  native  ol  Illinois  and  the  latter'  of  Missouri. 

The  father  was  a  stock  raiser  In  Illinois  and  In  ISSO  he  removed  to  Montana,  where 
he  bought  and  Improved  a  tract  of  land  near  PhllllpBburg,  there  engaging  In  atock 
raising  for  several  years.  His  next  move  was  to  Oregon,  where  he  also  was  engaged 
in  (arming  and  stock  raising,  securing  a  handsome  competence  from  these  Industriea, 
and  be  remained  In  Oregon  for  the  balance  of  his  lite.  His  death  took  place  In  Teh- 
raary,  1904.    His  widow  still  survives  and  Is  residing  in  Newburg,  Oregon. 

Perry  A.  McConkle  was  reared  and  educated  In  The  Dalles.  Oregbn,  where  his 
parents  had  located  and  he  remained  at  home  up  to  the  time  of  his  marriage.  He  then 
began  fanning  on  rented  land  but  later  he  bought  and  sold  several  places  In  Or^on, 
where  he  continued  to  live  until  1916.  In  that  year,  Mr.  McConkle  cune  to  Soda 
Springs,  Idaho,  and  took  a  homestead  and  also  bought  other  land,  being  now  the 
owner  of  more  than  six  hundred  acres.  Re  continued  to  cultivate  bis  land  until 
March,  1919,  when,  on  the  organization  cd  Caribou  county,  be  was  appointed  sheriff, 
and  his  land  is  now  rented.  He  has  been  rendering  excellent  service  to  the  people  of 
the  county  in  the  capacity  ot  sheriff. 

On  December  19,  1904,  Mr.  McCmikle  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mabel  M.  Harth. 
He  is  a  member  ot  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  and  Is  afQllated  with  the  Modern 
Woodmen  of  Amerfca.  He  supports  the  republican  party  and  la  ever  active  In  behalf 
of  the  Interests  of  that  party.  " 


WILLIAM  E.  ADAMS.- 

William  E.  Adams,  a  farmer  and  sheep  man  of  Welser,  with  Important  Interests  In 
Washington  county,  was  bom  In  Jefferson  county,  Illinois,  August  3,  1SG9,  and  Is  a 
son  of  George  V.  and  Harriett  (Baltzell)  Adams.  The  father  was  also  a  native  of  Illl> 
nota,  while  the  mother's  birth  occurred  In  Ohio,  but  they  were  married  In  the  former 
state.  After  living  there  for  several  years  they  crossed  the  plains  In  1S66,  first  taking 
up  their  abode  in  Oregon,  where  the  father  secured  a  homestead  claim  upon 'which  he 
lived  with  his  family  for  ten  years.    They  then  removed  to  Idaho,  settling  in  what  is 
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now  Washington  county,  their  place  being  In  Manns  Creek  valley.  Botb  the  father  and 
mother  died  upon  that  farm  and  in  their  passing  the  conunnnlty  mourned  the  lo<u  of 
two  of  Its  representative  and  highly  respected  pioneer  cltlsens.  They  had  a  family  of 
tour  children,  all  of  whom  are  living. 

William  E.  Adams  was  reared  and  educated  In  Oregon  and  In  Idaho.  He  remained 
at  borne  until  he  had  attnlned  hie  majority  and  during  that  period  became  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  best  methods  of  tilling  the  soil  and  caring  for  the  crops.  When  tM 
reached  man's  estate  he  took  up  the  profession  of  teaching,  which  he  successfully 
followed  for  four  years.  On  the  expiration  of  that  period  he  turned  his  attention  to 
sheep  raising,  in  which  he  has  since  been  engaged,  and  he  now  has  a  band  of  Are  thou- 
sand bead  of  sheep  and  is  a  well  known  representative  of  the  Industry  In  his  Becti<Hi 
of  the  state.  He  is  also  the  owner  of  a  ranch  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres, 
which  he  utilises  aa  a  stock  and  hay  farm,  producing  large  crops  of  bay,  whl<di  bd 
usee  annually  in  feeding  his  stock. 

In  isa3  Mr.  Adams  was  united  in  marriage  to  iSlm  Gffa  B.  Wallace,  a  native  of 
Iowa,  who  came  to  this  state  with  her  parents  at  an  early  day.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adams 
have  three  children:  Wallace,  who  is  engaged  In  business  with  his  father;  Dean,  who 
Ib  also  upon  the  ranch;  and  Hawley. 

Hr.  Adams  votes  with  the  democratic  party  and  is  one  of  the  recognised  leaders 
In  its  local  ranks.  He  served  for  two  terms  as  a  memlMT  of  the  state  legislature  during 
the  fifth  and  sixth  general  assemblies  and  gave  most  earnest  and  thoughtful  considera- 
tion to  all  the  vital  questions  which  came  up  for  settlement  dnring  that  period,  thus 
leaving  his  impress  upon  the  history  of  the  state  aa  one  of  Its  lawmakers.  He  has  also 
served  for  two  terms  as  county  surveyor  and  has  been  a  member  of  the  school  board 
for  a  number  of  years,  the  cause  of  public  education  finding  in  him  a  stalwart  champion. 


ALBERT  PARKER  WOLPB. 

Albert  Parker  Wolfe,  a  well  known,  highly  respected  and  successful  rancher  and 
cattleman  of  Meridian,  came  to  Idaho  In  IBOl  from  Ccrfumbos,  Ohio,  and  has  since 
lived  In  Ada  county.  For  the  past  eleven  years  he  has  mode  bis  home  In  the  vicinity 
of  Meridian  on  a  ranch  three  miles  southeast  of  the  town,  but  In  1919  he  retired  from 
the  active  work  of  the  ranch  and  took  up  his  abode  In  an  excellent  modem  bungalow 
In  the  south  edge  of  Merldlsn.  which  he  had  Just  completed  at  a  cost  of  five  thousand 
dollars  or  more.  Here  be  Is  now  enjoying  the  fruits  of  a  well  spent  life,  his  activity 
and  enterprise  having  brought  to  him  the  success  which  ts  now  his.  Mr.  Wolfe  was 
bom  in  Hocking  county,  Ohio,  September  14.  1SS6,  his  parents  being  William  and 
Hary  Jane  (Parker)  Wolfe,  both  of  whom  passed  away  In  South  Boise,  Idaho,  in 
recent  years.  Both  were  natives  of  Ohio  and  came  to  this  state  a  few  years  after  the 
arrival  of  their  son,  Albert  P.,  and  from  190S  until  their  death  were  residenta  of 
South  Boise. 

Albert  P.  Wolfe  was  reared  upon  a  form  in  bis  native  county  and  was  there 
married  on  the  lOth  of  April,  1SS9,  to  Miss  Effle  Hary  Bagley,  who  was  bom  In  Morgan 
county,  Ohio,  August  28,  1SS6,  a  daughter  of  Judson  A.  and  Rebecca  (Martin)  Baglqr, 
both  of  whom  were  natives  of  the  Buckeye  state.  The  father  has  now  passed  away,  but 
the  mother  le  living  and  mokes  her  home  In  Columbus.  Obla  Mrs.  Wolfe  taught  school 
In  Hocking  county,  Ohio,  prior  to  her  marriage  and  It  was  there  that  she  became 
acquainted  with  Mr.  Wolfe.  Tbey  first  resided  upon  a  farm  In  Hocking  county  and 
after  two  years  removed  to  Logan,  the  county  seat  of  that  county,  where  they  reetded 
tor  several  years,  Mr.  Wolfe  being  engaged  in  the  hay  and  grain  business  and  In  other 
pursutU  daring  that  period.  Subsequently  they  went  to  Columbus,  Ohio,  where  tbey 
lived  for  three  years  before  coming  to  Idaho.  Since  taking  up  bis  abode  In  Ada 
county,  Mr.  Wolfe  has  owned  and  occupied  several  ranches  and  Is  still  the  owner  of  a 
valuable  tract  of  forty  acres  south  of  Meridian,  In  addition  to  which  he  has  several 
thousand  acres  of  grazing  and  irrigated  lands  in  Owyhee  county.  He  and  his  three 
sons — ^William  Judson,  Noel  Parker  and  Albert  Hall  Wolfe — are  now  also  extensively 
engaged  In  the  cattle  business,  having  about  one  thousand  head  and  shipping  from 
ten  to  twelve  carloads  of  cattle  annually.  They  likewise  buy  large  numbers  of  cattle 
and  are  conducting  a  profitable  business  of  this  character. 

In  addition  to  the  three  sons  named,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wolfe  have  become  parents  of 
two  daughters:  Carrie  Pauline,  who  Is  now  the  wife  of  Oscar  Rledell.  who  Is  living  on 
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a  ranch  near  Meridian;  and  Mary  Bagley.  a  yoDUK  lady  now  tn  high  school.  Tbe  two 
eldest  sons  are  married  and  Mr.  Wolfe  and  bis  wife  have  seven  grandchildren,  namely: 
Enid,  Tberon.  Olive,  Frank  and  Nina  May  Wolfe,  all  of  whom  are  the  children  of 
William  Judaon  Wolfe,  of  Owyhee  coanty;  Myron  Noel  Wolfe,  the  son  of  Noel  Parker 
Wolfe;  and  Esther  Louise  Riedell,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oscar  Rledell. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wolfe  are  memhere  of  the  Methodist  church  and  both  are  stalwart 
suportere  of  the  repuhlfcan  party.  He  has  never  held  offlce  save  that  of  school  trustee 
of  the  Locust  Grove  schocd  for  two  years.  He  has  always  preferred  to  aid  pnbUc 
progress  In  other  ways  than  by  holding  office.  He  has  prospered  in  Idaho,  tor  he  was 
practically  empty-handed  when  he  came  to  this  state  nineteen  years  ago.  As  the  years 
have  passed  his  labors  have  resulted  In  constantly  Increasing  assets  and  be  and  his 
sons  are  now  at  the  head  of  an  extensive  and  proB.table  business. 


HON.  WILLIAM  LENNOX  ADAMSON. 

Hon.  Willlani  Lennox  Adamson.  merchant,  farmer,  banker  and  legislator  and  also 
a  prominent  churchman,  serving  as  bishop  of  Carey  ward.  In  the  Church  of  the  Latter- 
Day  Saints,  and  at  the  present  thne  representing  his  district  In  the  general  assembly 
of  Idaho,  was  bom  In  Heber  City,  Utah,  February  II,  1883,  a  son  of  John  and  Mar- 
garet (Murdoch)  Adamson,  who  were  natives  of  Scotland  and  were  there  reared,  In 
the  town  of  Mulrkfrk,  in  Ayrshire.  They  came  to  the  United  States  on  the  same 
vessel  In  IS78,  made  their  way  to  Utah  and  were  married  in  that  state  in  1S79.  Both 
have  now  passed  away.  The  father  had  become  a  locomotive  engineer  In  Scotland  but 
In  Utah  was  employed  as  a  stationary  engineer  In  the  silver  mines  at  Park  City.  In 
1898  the  entire  family,  consisting  of  father,  mother  and  six  children,  four  sons  and 
two  danghters,  removed  to  Carey,  Idaho.  The  parents  and  two  of  the  children  have 
since  passed  away  at  Carey. 

William  L.  Adamson  was  sixteen  years  of  age  when  the  family  removed  to  Idaho, 
where  he  pursued  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and  In  a  high  school  at  Park 
City.  UUh.  He  afterward  attended  the  University  of  Utah  at  Salt  Lake  City  and  left 
college  when  twenty  years  of  age.  He  then  spent  more  than  two  years  as  a  missionary 
of  the  Church  of  the  Latter-Day  Saints  in  England  and  Scotland.  On  returning  to  his 
native  land  he  took  up  his  abode  at  Carey,  Idaho,  and  rode  the  range  tor  his  father, 
who  was  the  owner  of  large  herds  ot  cattle.  His  time  was  thus  spent  for  about  eight 
years,  on  the  expiration  of  which  period  he  embarked  In  merchandising  at  Carey  In 
partnership  with  bis  father  and  two  brothers,  John  R.  and  David  E.  Adamson,  the 
former  older  and  the  latter  younger  than  himself.  The  three  sons  conduct  the  business 
under  the  name  of  the  Blaine  Cooperative  Company  and  have  the  largest  general  store 
in  Carey,  carrying  an  extensive  and  well  selected  stock,  while  their  thorough  relia- 
bility, enterprise  and  reasonable  prices  are  also  salient  features  In  their  growing  suc- 
cess. John  R.  Adamson  Is  the  president  of  the  company,  with  William  L.  as  secretary 
and  treasurer  and  David  E.  as  one  of  the  directors.  The  father  remained  president 
ot  the  company  to  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  about  two  years  ago.  The 
store  had  been  established  by  other  parties  In  1898  and  was  incorporated  and  the 
Adamson  Interests  were  acquired  in  1912,  when  the  father  and  sous  purchased  all  of 
the  stock.  William  L.  Adamson  is  also  a  director  of  the  Carey  State  Bank  and  he  Is 
the  owner  ot  i  three  hundred  and  twenty  acre  tract  of  land  twenty  miles  from  Carey, 
which  receives  most  of  his  attention.  Mr.  Adamson  carries  on  farming  according  to 
dry  methods  and  has  made  the  enterprise  a  profitable  one. 

On  the  3rd  ot  January,  1912,  Mr.  Adamson  was  married  to  Miss  Laura  J.  Rawson. 
who  was  bom  at  Oakley,  Cassia  county.  Idaho,  and  was  educated  In  the  Brigham 
Young  University  at  Provo.  Utah.  For  two  years  she  was  engaged  In  missionary  work 
tor  the  Church  of  the  Latter-Day  Saints  In  Missouri.  Two  children  have  been  bom 
of  this  marriage:  lea  Mary,  six  years  of  age;  and  Jock  Hale,  a  year  old.  They  are 
also  rearing  three  orphans,  the  children  of  a  deceased  sister  ot  Mr.  Adamson,  whose 
fother  has  also  passed  away.  These  are  Lexle,  Beryl  and  Margaret,  aged  respectively 
thirteen,  nine  and  seven  years. 

Aside  from  his  extreme  activity  in  business  circles  Mr.  Adamson  has  served  as 
bishtq)  of  Carey  ward  of  the  Church  of  the  Latter-Day  Saints  since  November  3,  1913. 
In  politics  he  is  a  republican  and  has  been  chairman  ot  the  Blaine  county  board  ot 
commissioners  for  two  years.    He  Is  also  chairman  ot  the  board  of  school  trustees  at 
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Cftrey  tud  Is  eerrlng  for  the  second  term  as  a  member  of  the  Idaho  general  assembly. 
He  was  elected  in  1916  and  reelected  In  191S,  recelrlng  a  good  majoritr  on  both 
oecBslont,  and  Is  recognized  as  the  republican  floor  leader  In  the  fUtsenth  general 
assemblr.  He  has  cloeelr  stadled  all  Questions  relative  to  the  political  situation  of 
the  state  and  the  opportunities  for  development  through  the  adoption  of  political 
measures  and  his  Influence  Is  ever  on  the  side  of  prepress  and  improvement,  while  at 
all  times  he  subordinates  partisanship  to  the  public  good  and  personal  aggrandizement 
to  the  welfare  of  the  state. 


HEBBR  WILLIAM  LA.SLBY. 

Heber  William  Lasiey,  deputy  sheriff  of  Carlbon  county,  was  born  at  RocUtttld, 
Power  county,  this  state,  March  27,  1839,  a  son  of  Heber  W.  and  Sarah  (Allen)  Lasley, 
natives  of  Utah,  where  they  continued  to  reside  until  188S.  The  father  was  engaged 
for  several  years  at  farming  in  Utah,  but  in  18S6,  deciding  to  change  his  place  oC 
residence,  he  removed  to  Idaho,  and  located  near  Rockland.  Power  county,  where  he 
took  a  tract  of  land,  Improved  and  developed  It,  making  It  one  of  the  most  desirable 
ranches  In  that  district,  and  he  has  been  engaged  at  tanning  ever  stace.  His  wlffl 
la  also  living. 

Heber  W.  Lasley  was  reared  on  hia  father's  farm  and  attended  the  district  scho(d8. 
He  remained  on  the  home  place,  assisting  in  agricultural  pursuits  until  he  attained  his 
majority.  He  then  struck  out  on  the  bold  and  hardy  life  of  riding  the  range,  and  he 
continued  at  that  ocGopation  until  November,  1919,  when  he  was  appointed  deputy 
sheriff  of  Carlbon  county.  To  the  duties  of  this  office  Hr.  Lasley  has  brought  tact  and 
good  Judgment  to  bear,  and  (a  popular  with  all  classes  in  the  community,  with  the 
possible  ezceptlcxi  of  those  who  neeid  his  attention  as  law-breakers.  He  has  been  living 
In  and  near  Soda  Springs  for  the  past  twelve  years.  He  took  a  homestead  consisting 
of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  dry  land  in  Power  county,  which  he  sold  later. 

On  March  1,  1909,  Mr.  Lasley  was  united  In  marriage  to  Coasie  Hulr,  and  they 
have  become  the  parents  of  three  children,  namely:  Angus  William,  Charlotte  T.  and 
Ruth  N.  In  religious  affltlatlon  Mr.  Lasley  Is  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the  Modem  Woodmen  ot  America. 
He  is  a  consistent  supporter  of  the  political  prlnclplea  of  the  democratic  party  and 
gives  of  his  time  and  ability  to  the  furtherance  of  his  party's  programs.  He  takes  a 
good  citlien's  part  in  all  movements  designed  to  forward  the  best  interests  of  the 
district  in  which  he  resides. 


RICHARD  J.  SMITH. 

Among  those  who  are  contributing  to  the  development  and  substantial  uptraildlng 
of  Washington  county  through  the  ctwduct  of  farming  and  stock  raising  interests  U 
Richard  J.  Smith,  whose  home  is  near  Welaer.  He  was  born  in  Provo,  Utah,  in  April, 
1860,  and  Is  a  son  of  Jamea  and  Sarah  Jane  (Duke)  Smith,  the  former  a  nolive  o£ 
Tennessee,  while  the  latter  was  born  in  the  state  of  New  York.  They  crosaed  the  plains 
with  ox  teams  and  wagon  In  18G0  and  after  the  long,  arduous  Journey  was  completed 
took  up  their  abode  at  Prove,  Utah,  the  father  building  one  of  the  first  houses  in  that 
town.  There  he  and  the  mother  spent  their  remaining  days  and  there  reared  their 
family  of  eight  children,  ot  whom  Ave  are  yet  living. 

Richard  J.  Smith  was  educated  In  the  common  schools  of  Utah  and  started  out  Id 
the  business  world  in  connection  with  the  timber  Industry-  He  also  followed  railroad- 
ing for  some  years  and  in  1900  be  came  to  Idaho,  where  In  1901  be  purchased  the  ranch 
upon  which  he  now  resides,  comprising  three  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land,  which 
be  has  brought  under  a  high  state  ot  cultivation.  To  hia  place  he  has  added  many 
modern  Improvements  and  all  of  the  acceaaorlea  and  conveniences  ot  a  model  farm  ot 
the  twentieth  century  are  found  upon  hia  land.  His  buildings  are  substantial  and 
commodious  and  he  Is  successfully  engaged  In  stock  raising  and  in  dairying,  keeping 
a  herd  of  one  hundred  and  flfty  head  of  graded  cattle.  Hia  land  la  oil  under  the  ditch, 
so  that  his  flelds  produce  good  crops,  being  supplied  with  an  abundance  of  water. 

In  1882  Mr.  Smith  was  married  to  Miss  Polly  Richmond,  a  native  of  Utah,  and  th«T 
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hare  become  the  parents  ol  thirteen  children,  ot  whom  nine  are  yet  living.  Po11ticall7 
Mr.  Smith  Is  an  earnest  republican,  haTlng  supported  the  partr  since  age  oonlerred 
upon  him  the  right  of  franchise.  He  has  sefved  as  a  member  ol  the  school  board  and 
also  as  road  superintendent  and  he  Is  keenly  Interested  In  affaire  ot  vital  worth  to  the 
community.  He  stands  at  all  times  tor  progress  and  Improvement  in  coimection  with 
public  Interests  and  at  the  same  time  he  is  carefully  directing  his  ltidlTl<*i<«l  buatnesa, 
BO  that  substantial  results  are  accruing. 


JAMES  R.  BLACKHART. 

James  R.  Blackhjirt,  who  Is  engaged  in  ranching  on  the  Snake  river,  in  the  Hager- 
man  valley,  Gooding  county,  Is  one  of  the  substantial  citizens  that  Oblo  has  furnished  to 
Idaho,  his  birth  having  occurred  In  Jackson  county  of  the  former  state  on  the  2d  of 
March,  1853.  his  parents  being  Barclay  and  Martha  (Walters)  Blackhart.  He  remained 
a  resident  of  Ohio  to  the  age  of  nineteen  years  and  then  removed  to  Charleston,  West 
Virginia,  where  he  worked  In  the  coal  mines  tor  a  year.  He  next  made  bis  way  to 
Fulton  county.  Illinois,  where  he  again  secured  employment  in  connection  with  coal 
mining.  After  a  short  time  he  made  bis  way  up  the  Missouri  river  to  Fort  Benton, 
Montana,  and  then  to  Helena,  that  state,  where  he  was  employed  on  a  ranch.  He  also 
followed  raining  at  Philipsburg  for  a  period  of  seven  years  and  then  drove  stock 
down  the  Missouri  river.  For  allme  he  traveled  for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  which 
had  become  Impaired,  finally  returning  to  his  native  state  ot  Ohio.  Later  he  made  his 
way  westward  to  Denver,  Colorado,  and  afterward  to  Georgetown.  ColoAdo,  where  he 
engaged  In  mining  tor  two  years.  He  was  next  located  at  Salt  Lake,  Utah,  and  was  at 
Big  Sandy  until  1SS2,  when  he  arrived  in  Halley,  Idaho.  For  twenty  years  be  followed 
mining  there  and  afterward  bad  charge  ot  a  mine  In  eastern  Montana.  Later,  however, 
he  returned  to  Hailey,  where  be  had  become  the  owner  of  property,  and  was  again  en- 
gaged In  mining  at  that  point.  Subsequently  he  purchased  his  present  ranch  ot  Irirty 
acres  and  began  to  develtv  the  property,  which  he  still  owns  and  which  now  yields 
to  him  a  good  income  as  a  result  ot  the  care  and  labor  which  he  bestows  upon  tha 
place. 

In  1S81  Mr.  Blackhart  was  married  to  Miss  Bmma  James,  who  was  born  near 
Galena,  Wisconsin.  They  have  become  the  parents  ot  five  children:  Bertha,  l>'rank, 
Maud,  Mabel  and  Charles.  The  younger  son  enlisted  tor  service  with  the  Marine  Corps 
at  Boise  as  a  member  ot  the  Fortieth  Company  and  was  on  active  duty  at  Pit!  Guam 
Ml  islands  until  honorably  discharged,  December  10,  1919. 


JOEL  FRANKLIN  JUATTHBWS. 

Joel  Franklin  Matthews,  who  has  been  successfully  Identified  with  farming  In- 
terests tbrougbout  his  entire  business  career  and  has  been  a  resident  of  Idaho  tor  the 
past  sixteen  years,  now  owns  and  occnptes  a  valuable  ranch  of  torty-eeven  acres  lying 
eight  miles  northwest  of  Boise.  His  birth  occurred  In  Wright  county,  Missourt,  August 
28,  1869,  his  parents  being  David  Crockett  and  Nancy  Ann  (Sowetl)  Matthews.  The 
father  passed  away  in  1861  and  tor  a  period  of  fltty-elgfat  years  was  survived  by  the 
mother,  who  died  at  the  home  of  her  son  Joel  in  1919.  They  became  the  parents  of 
tour  children,  all  of  whom  inside  in  Idaho,  namely:  William  D.  and  Thomas  George, 
who  live  in  Long  Valley;  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Jordan,  who  makes  her  home  in  Canyon 
conuty,  this  state;  and  Joel  Franklin,  of  this  review. 

The  last  named  remained  a  resident  of  his  native  county  until  forty-flTe  years  ot 
age,  devoting  bis  attention  to  general  agricultural  pursuits  as  a  life  work.  Coming  to 
Idaho  In  1904,  he  cnlUvated  rented  land  near  Star  tor  tour  years  and  subsequently 
spent  nine  years  on  a  ranch  ot  one  hundred  and  sisty  acres  in  Long  Valley.  In  1918 
he  disposed  of  that  property  tor  six  thousand  dollars,  having  already  come  into  pos- 
sesslon  ot  his  present  ranch  ot  forty-seven  acres  northwest  ot  Boise,  for  which  he  pa]d 
nine  thousand  tour  hundred  dollars.  How  greatly  the  value  ot  the  land  has  Increased 
Is  Indicated  by  the  tact  that  he  has  since  been  offered  three  hundred  dollars  an  acre. 
He  utilizes  the  most  modern,  and  progressive  methods  in  the  conduct  of  his  rancblnt 
Vol.  rv— IT 
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Intereats,  1b  tadtutrlona  and  enterprlBlog,  and  It  !■  therefore  not  a  matter  of  marrel 
that  proaperity  haa  attended  hla  efforta.

Washburn;  Grover  Elmer;  Vlrgll  Alfred;  Oziae;  Hannel  Toby;  Clara -Uabel,  the  wife  of 
Oscar  Lake;  Sarah  Elizabeth;  and  Arthur  Ray.  Hande  Alice  died  In  Infancy.  Qyde 
Lee  grew  to  manhood  and  was  accidentally  killed  July  30,  1919.  by  falling  from  a  hay- 
stack on  the  0.  O.  Haga  ranch.  His  widow  and  nine  children,  the  youngest  of  whom  was 
bom  after  bis  demise,  reside  on  a  ranch  five  miles  north  of  Meridian.  Tony  Harriaon 
died  In  Infancy.

FHEDERICK  H.  CRITCHPIBLD. 

A  life  of  diligence  and  industry  Is  bringing  to  Frederick  H.  Critcbfleld  a  substantial 
measure  of  success  and  he  is  now  classed  with  the  representative  farmers  and  sheep- 
men ot  Cassia  coonty.  He  makes  his  home  not  tar  from  Oakley  and  his  interests  there 
are  of  growing  importance.  His  ranch,  neat  and  thrifty  in  appearance,  is  the  Tlslble 
evidence  of  his  life  o(  well  directed  energy  and  his  sound  judgment. 

Mr.  Critchfleld  Is  a  native  son  of  Utah,  bis  birth  having  occurred  at  EIrda,  Tooele 
county,  December  13,  1S74,  his  parents  being  William  Abraham  and  Orissa  M.  (Bates) 
Crlt^fleld.  The  father  was  bom  at  Coldwater,  Michigan,  September  28,  1846,  and  the 
mother's  birth  occurred  at  Florence,  Nebraska,  in  1S49,  The  former  accompanied  his 
parents  on  their  removal  westward  to  Omaha,  Nebraska,  and  there  be  spent  his  boy- 
hood days  and  acquired  bis  education.  He  waa  but  fourteen  years  of  age  when  he  left 
that  place  with  an  emigrant  C(»npany  that  traveled  across  the  plains  to  the  Salt  Ijake 
valley  of  Utah,  where  they  arrived  In  1861.  He  afterward  made  another  trip  back  across 
the  ptains  in  1862  with  ox  teams,  hauling  goods  for  Louis  Patmentler.  After  his  retum 
to  the  Salt  tiske  valley  he  was  employed  at  various  occupations  until  he  reached  the  age 
of  eighteen.  He  was  then  married  and  resided  In  the  Salt  .Lake  valley,  near  Tooele, 
In  the  winter  of  1866-6.  In  the  latter  year  be  began  sheep  ratsing  and  he  bnllt  one 
of  the  llrst  homes  at  Tooele.  I^ter  a  removal  was  made  to  Brda,  Utah,  where  he 
followed  farming,  having  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land  which  he  took  up 
from  the  government.  This  he  cultivated  and  continued  to  improve  until  1880,  when 
he  sold  the  property  and  came  to  Idaho  In  search  of  a  new  location.  In  September  of 
that  year  he  took  up  his  abode  on  a  ranch  ot  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  In  the  Qooee 
creek  valley,  after  which  he  returned  to  Erda  for  his  family  and  bis  stock.  He  got  as 
far  as  Orouse  creek,  Idaho,  upon  the  retum  trip  and  there  had  to  remain  all  winter  on 
account  of  the  heavy  snowfalls,  which  rendered  farther  travel  Impossible.  In  the  fol- 
lowing spring,  or  in  April,  1881,  he  completed  his  Journey  to  his  nsw  ranch  and  at  once 
put  in  a  crop.  He  then  returned  to  Orouse  creek  for  hla  family  and  bis  band  of  sheep 
and  also  some  cattle,  and  eventually  he  arrived  safely  with  his  stock  and  bis  family 
at  the  home  which  he  had  provided  on  Goose  creek,  reaching  his  destination  on  the  3d 
of  May,  1881.  He  and  the  members  of  his  household  endured  all  of  the  hardships  inci- 
dent to  the  early  settlement  of  a  district  and  performed  all  of  the  arduous  tasks  necee- 
sary  to  successful  farming  In  a  new  region.  There  were  tew  houses  in  the  valley  at  that 
time  and  the  most  farsigbted  could  scarcely  have  dreamed  of  the  changes  which  were 
soon  to  occur,  making  this  a  populous  and  prosperous  district.  The  father  continued 
to  engage  in  sheep  raising  and  farming  to  the  time  ot  his  death,  which  occurred  January 
22,  1887,  when,  he  was  forty-one  years  of  age.  In  the  meantime  he  had  become  one  ot 
the  toun4ers  ot  the  town  of  Oakley  and  wae  with  others  responsible  for  Its  wide  streets 
and  the  splendid  manner  in  which  the  town  was  laid  out.    After  the  death  of  her  hus- 
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band,  the  motber  continued  upon  the  ranch  and  with  the  afd  of  ber  growlne  tamllr  made 
a  succesa  In  tte  development  and  improvemeBt.  She  had  twelve  children,  namely:  Wil- 
liam A.;  Erin  E.;  Lewis  A.;  Clara  B.;  Franklin,  who  died  In  Inranc;;  Frederick  H.,  of 
thlB  review;  W.  R.;  A.  C;  O.  P.;  Silva;  Delia;  a^d  BTa  Pearl,  who  died  In  Infancy.  The 
mother  passed  away  March  1,  191S,  at  the  age  at  siztj-seTen  years.  She  had  indeed 
played  a  mother's  part  to  her  children,  putting  forth  every  possible  effort  to  further 
their  interests  and  give  them  such  opportunities  as  would  well  quality  them  for  life's 
practical  and  responsible  duties; 

Proderlck  H.  Crltchfleld  spent  bla  boyhood  days  in  the  Ooose  Creek  valley  and 
obtained  bla  education  In  the  public  schools  and  In  the  Cassia  Stake  Academy.  Through 
his  boyhood  and  youth  he  aaaiflted  In  the  work  of  the  home  ranch  until  be  reached 
the  age  of  seventeen  years,  when  he  started  out  to  work  for  wages  in  the  empl<^  of 
others.  He  thus  spent  about  six  years,  after  which  he  took  up  sheep  raising  on  hie 
own  account,  leasing  sheep  for  about  three  years.  He  was  then  called  upon  to  fill  a 
mission  for  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  so  laboring  in  the  state 
of  Louisiana  for  twenty-nine  months.  He  then  returned  to  Goose  creek,  where  he  en- 
gaged in  the  live  stock  buslneHs  and  In  farming,  largely  handling  sheep.  Here  be 
has  remained  upon  the  home  farm  and  as  the  years  have  passed,  as  tbe  result  of  his 
close  application  and  unfaltering  Industry,  he  has  become  one  of  the  most  prosperous 
and  highly  respected  men  of  his  district.       ' 

In  1S94,  when  nineteen  years  of  age,  Mr.  Crltchfleld  was  married  to  Miss  Matilda 
Dayley,  a  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Matilda  A.  (Marttndale)  Dayley.  She  was  born  on. 
Deep  creek  In  Utah  In  1874.  Her  father  was  a  farmer  and  stockman  who  came  west 
in  an  early  day,  removing  from  Iowa  to  Utah.  In  1879  he  took  up  his  abode  on  Basin 
creek  In  Idaho  and  there  lived  until  hia  demise.  The  mother  is  still  living  and  makes 
her  home  at  Oakley.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crltchfleld  hive  become  parents  of  nine  children, 
of  whom  five  are  living,  namely.  Nettie  O.,  W.  Ray,  Olen  D.,  Lena  and  Lorna.  The 
family  are  adherents  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  Politically 
Mr.  Crltchfleld  is  a  republican  and  exercises  bis  right  of  franchise  ia  support  of  the 
principles  In  which  he  firmly  believes,  but  he  has  never  been  an  ofBce  seeker.  Uls 
entire  life  has  been  devoted  to  ranching  and  stock  raising  Interests  and  the  fltnglenees 
of  purpose  which  he  has  manifested  in  his  business  affairs  has  been  one  of  the  strong 
elements  in  bis  success.  He  has  also  made  a  close  study  of  soil  and  climatic  conditlcma 
In  connection  with  his  farming  and  bis  8to«k  raising  interests,  and  knows  the  possibilities 
of  the  state  and  especially  of  the  valley  In  which  he  lives.  He  has  made  no  talae  moves 
In  his  business  career  but  has  so  directed  his  efforts  and  activities  as  to  make  action 
count  far  the  utmost  In  the  nltlmate  attainment  of  success. 


GARRET  O.  CONOVBR. 

Qarret  G.  Conover  Is  a  retired  stockman  living  In  Hagerman.  For  a  long  period 
be  was  closely  associated  with  the  raising  of  live  stock  and  hla  business  enterprise 
c&rrled  htm  forward  to  the  goal  of  anccess.  A  native  of  New  Jersey,  he  remained  In 
that  state  to  the  age  of  twenty  years  and  during  that  period  fcdlowed  farming,  thus 
gaining  experience  which  proved  of  much  worth  to  him  In  later  years.  On  leaving  the 
Atlantic  coast  he  removed  to  northwestern  lUInols,  where  he  again  engaged  in  fanning, 
and  from  that  point  he  made  his  way  westward  to  Umatilla  county,  Oregon,  where  he 
engaged  in  ralaing  grain  for  a  period  of  three  years.  In  the  fall  of  1892  he  arrived  in 
Owyhee  county,  Idaho,  where  he  took  up  a  homestead  on  the  east  fork  ol  the  Bruneau 
river.

Subsequently  he  took  up  a 
desert  claim  and  also  purchased  a  relinquishment  In  favor  of  his  wife  from  H.  Ll 
IiOwer,  the  two  becoming  owners  of  four  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land.  Mr.  Conover 
still  has  his  property,  which  adjoins  that  of  the  Idaho  Farm  Development  Company 
and  iB  situated  south  and  west  of  Buhl.  He  also  owns  a  One  property  in  Hagerman 
comprising  twenty  acres  which  Is  well  improved.  The  land  has  been  carefully  developed 
and  cultivated  and  Is  now  a  most  productive  and  fruitful  tract  of  land.

THOMAS  W.  H0R3LEY. 


Thomas  W.  Horsley,  a  well  known  citizen  of  Soda  Springe,  now  fllllng  the  office  of 
county  assessor  of  Caribou  county,  was  born  in  Providence,  Utah,  May  24,  1S6S,  a  son 
of  Thomas  W.  and  Sophia  (Edghiil)  Horsley.  The  father  niled  a  two  years'  mission  In 
England  tor  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  and  at  Barls,  Idabo,  be 
held  several  church  offices.  Both  parents  were  natives  of  England  and  emigrated  to 
America  in  the  '50s.  On  their  arrival  In  this  country  they  went  to  Providence,  Utab, 
where  Mr.  Horsley  engaged  in  the  mercantile  huaineBs  until  about  1869,  when  he  re- 
•  moved  to  Paris,  Bear  Lake  county,  Idaho,  and  here  engaged  in  the  mercantile  and 
dairy  business  until  18S6.  In  the  latter  year  he  removed  to  Soda  Springs,  Oarlbon 
county,  afid  became  connected  with  the  control  of  a  hotel,  which  he  continued  to  con- 
duct for  several  years.  On  severing  bis  connection  with  the  hotel  business,  be  re- 
moved to  Salt  Lake  City,  where  he  lived  for  some  time,  but  later  returned  to  Paris, 
Idaho,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  bis  life.  He  died  at  the  home  of  hla  son, 
Thomas  W.,  July  2,  1900.  His  widow  survived  for  five  years,  her  death  taking  place  In 
April,  190E. 

Thomas  W.  Horsley  was  reared  and  educated  In  Paris,  Idaho,  and  remained  with 
bis  parents  until  he  became  of  age.  He  then  clerked  In  stores  in  Soda  Springs  tor 
seventeen  years.  He  spent  the  winter  of  1918  in  Calitomla,  and  in  April,  1919,  he  was 
appointed  deputy  assessor  of  Caribou  county,  giving  such  satlsfactioD  In  that  position 
that  he  was  made  assessor  of  the  county  In  September,  1919,  and  has  since  discharged 
the  duties  of  that  responsible  office  to  the  utmost  of  his  ability  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  those  beet  competent  to  Judge. 

On  October  IG,  1S88,  Mr.  Horsley  was  united  in  marriage  to  Minnie  Rose,  of  Milton, 
Illinois,  and  to  them  have  been  born  five  children  as  follows:  LeRoy  C,  bom  October 
IT,  1890;  Ted  R.,  bom  October  29,  1892;  Lew  K.,  who  was  born  March  S,  1894,  and 
died  Hay  29,  1915;  John  R.,  bom  March  T,  1900;  and  Hortense,  born  December  22,  19(^. 

Mr.  Horsley  Is  an  ardent  supporter  of  the  republican  party  and  his  religious 
affiliations  are  with  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  while  Mrs.  Horsley 
Is  a  member  of  the  Christian  church.  She  has  for  some  years  been  Identlfled  with 
the  cause  of  education  and  has  served  as  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  independent  school 
district  of  Soda  Springs  for  about  twenty  years.  John  R.  Horsley,  the  yonngest  son, 
enlisted  In  the  United  States  army  when  he  was  eighteen  years  of  age,  In  April,  1918, 
and  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  In  July,  1919.  He  spent  most  of  this  time  in 
li^rance  attached  to  a  motor  truck  company  in  the  quartermaster's  department.  Motor 
Supply  Train  No.  411,  Company  421. 


RICHARD  T.  DAVIS. 


Richard  T.  Davis,  busily  engaged'  In  farming  and  stock  raising,  le  the  owner  of 
an  excellent  tract  of  land  of  two  hundred  and  eighty  acres,  situated  in  Waabtngton 
county  not  tar  from  Welser.  He  is  a  native  son  of  Utah,  his  birth  having  occurred  in 
Provo,  March  19,  18SG,  hie  parents  being  Henry  W.  and  Rachel  (Phillips)  Davis,  the 
latter  a  native  of  New  Jersey.  The  father  was  born  in  England  and  came  to  America 
at  the  age  of  eighteen  years  first  settling  In  the  state  of  New  York  where  be  resided 
for  a  considerable  period.  In  1860  he  removed  westward  to  Utah  and  first  established 
his  h(Hne  in  Salt  Lake  City  where  he  was  married.    Subsequently  ha  removed  to  Prt^o,

active  in  that  way  for  nine  years.  He  next  engaged  In  mining  at  Eureka,  Utah,  tor 
eight  years  and  in  IMS  he  came  to  Idaho,  since  which  time  he  has  resided  tn  this 
state.  Subseguentl:^  he  bought  tbe  farm  whereon  he  now  resides,  comprising  two 
hundred  and  eighty  acres  of  rich  and  productive  land,  which  he  has  since  developed 
uid  cultivated,  adding  to  It  many  modern  Improvements  which  have  transformed  It 
Into  one  of  the  attractive  and  valuable  farm  properties  of  the  district. 

In  18S8  Mr.  Davis  was  married  to  Miss  OIlie  Smith,  a  native  of  Prove,  Utah,  and 
of  the  six  children  born  of  this  marriage  Ove  are  yet  living.

aBORQK  E.  ATWATER. 


George  E.  Atwater,  a  prominent  and  successful  dealer  in  real  estate  at  Boise,  was 
born  on  a  farm  in  LaForte  county,  Indiana,  November  10,  1851.  Deprived  of  his 
parents  when  a  child  of  four  years,  he  was  reared  by  a  maternal  aunt.  He  had  three 
older  brothers,  one  of  whom,  Charles  Isaac  Atwater,  Is  now  residing  at  Mayflower, 
Arkansas,  at  an  advanced  age.  The  two  others  were  Dr.  Horace  Atwater,  who  died  in 
1867,  and  William  B.  Atwater,  who  passed  away  tn  1916.  All  three  served  with  a 
regiment  of  Minnesota  troops  In  the  Union  army  during  the  Civil  war.  Dr.  Horace 
Atwater  being  attached  to  the  medical  branch  of  the  service. 

Oeorge  E.  Atwater  spent  his  early  boyhood  In  the  home  of  his  annt,  Mrs.  Sarah 
Ann  Qriflm,  who  has  been  dead  for  a  number  of  years,  and  who  lived  for  a  time  In 
Dodge  county,  Wisconsin.  In  1860  the  family  removed  to  Loralne  county,  Ohio,  tnit 
tn  1868  returned  to  LaPorte,  Indiana.  Later  they  removed  to  Decatur,  Nebraska,  where 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  OTllBn  spent  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Mr.  Atwater's  opportunities  tor 
an  extensive  education  were  limited  and  circumstances  compelled  him  to  be  content 
with  what  education  he  oould  secure  In  the  common  schools  of  hts  day,  which  he 
supplemented,  however,  in  later  years  by  intensive  study  and  reading.  He  was  married 
«n  the  nineteenth  annlversarr  of  his  birth,  November  9,  1870,  at  LaPorte,  Indiana,  to 
Kva  Forbes,  who  paseed  away  October  8,  ISIG,  at  Meridian,  Idaho,  where  the  family 
Hved  at  the  time.  She  left  two  children:  Mn.  L.  P.  Blddlek,  of  Nampa,  Idaho,  and 
XL  Francis  Atwater,  a  well  known  bee  keeper,  of  Meridian,  reference  to  whom  is  made 
cm  another  page  of  this  work. 

In  1872,  Mr.  Atwater  removed  from  LaPorte,  Indiana,  to  Decatur,  Nebraska,  and 
retided  In  that  place  for  twelve  years,  engaged  In  mercantile  business.  At  the  end 
of  that  period  ha  went  to  Tekamah,  Nebraska,  where  he  lived  for  three  years,  being 
engaged  in  the  same  line  of  buslnesa.  In  1SS7  he  removed  to  Ponca,  Nebraska,  where 
he  resided  for  three  years,  carrying  on  a  store  which  he  eetabllBhed  tor  the  sale  of 
drugs.  His  ftrst  connection  with  the  real  estate  business  was  In  1890,  when  he  removed 
to  Tankton,  South  Dakota,  going  thence  In  t,he  followmg  year  to  Sioux  City,  Iowa, 
where  he  spent  three  years  in  the  same  line,  but  the  big  Bnanclal  panic  of  1898 
mined  his  business,  and  In  1894  h«  returned  to  Tankton,  South  Dakota,  where  he 
resumed  real  estate  operations  and  was  soon  "on  his  teet  again." 

It  was  in  1902  that  Mr.  Atwater  came  to  the  Boise  valley,  Idaho,  first  taking  up 
residence  on  a  twenty  acre  ranch  near  the  Cold  school,  for  which  he  paid  twenty-one 
thousand  dollars.  He  kept  the  place  for  a  year  and  sold  it  for  thlrty-tonr  thousand 
dollars.  Incidentally,  It  may  be  stated  that  it  is  now  all  platted  and  many  houses 
have  been  erected  on  the  tract.  Between  1903  and  1906,  Mr.  Atwater  lived  In  Bolae, 
and  from  the  latter  year  until  1918,  in  Meridian,  during  all  this  period  being  engaged 
m  the  handling  of  real  estate.  While  living  in  Meridian,  he  was  flnanclally  interested 
and  was  a  partner  la  his  son's  bee  industry  In  that  town,  the  business  being  now  one 
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of  tbe  largest  of  Its  kind  In  the  norttawesL  H«  organized  tbe  Meridian  Ballding  ft 
Loan  Aflsoclation,  Incoming  Its  first  president,  and  was  one  of  the  original  stock- 
holders of  the  Boise  Valley  Coaperative  Creamery  Company,  a  ctmcera  which  started 
In  Meridian  and  etfll  o^rates  a  large  cheese  factory  In  that  town,  also  conducting 
cheese  factories  and  creameries  at  various  points  in  Boise  valley.  In  1918  Mr.  Atwater 
returned  to  Boise,  where  he  Is  now  extenslrely  engaged  in  the  real  estate  huslneas,  and 
Id  that  cfty  he  Is  the  owner  of  much  well  Improved  residence  property. 

Shortly  after  his  return  to  Boise  in  191S.  tie  was  married  to  Mrs.  Phoebe  Wyckoft. 

He  has  been  a  Ufetong  supporter  of  the  democratic  party,  his  first  vote  being  cast 
for  Horace  Oreeley  In  1872,  when  in  his  twenty-first  year.  In  all  the  interveDlng  years 
he  has  been  deeply  interested  in  American  political  silalrs  and  has  been  actlTe  In 
his  party's  councils.  He  has  on  various  occaslous  been  a  delegate  to  conventtons  and 
from  time  to  time  has  declined  party  honors  which  were  offered  blm.  In  1912,  Hr. 
Atwater  served  aa  one  of  the  five  commissioners  from  Idaho  sent  to  San  Francisco 
to  select  the  site  for  the  Idaho  building  at  the  Panama  Exposition  In  1916.  He  was 
one  of  tbe  organizers  of  the  Meridian  Commercial  Club  and  served  ae  its  president  for 
many  years.  He  is  a  member  ot  the  Presbyterian  church,  and  is  a  master  He:Bon  and  a 
member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  In  the  aHairs  of  these  orders  taking  a  warm '  Interest. 
During  the  World  war  he  served  on  the  Ada  county  exemption  bowd,  ot  which  he  was 
dialrman,  and  devoted  much  of  his  time  and  made  financial  sacriflcea  to  help  forward 
the  work  of  the  board,  with  which  he  was  associated  for  more  than  two  years. 

Mr.  Atwater  is  of  English  descent  on  both  sides  of  the  house.  In  England  the 
Atwatar  family  was  prominent  in  public  and  social  life  and  had  Its  crest  and  coat-of- 
ftrms.  One  of  its  representatives  was  bishop  of  London,  then  as  now,  a  much  coveted 
position.  Francis  Atwater,  ot  Merlden,  Connecticut,  has  had  published  &  work  in  three 
volumes  devoted  to  tbe  hlstMy  and  genealogy  of  the  Atwatet  family  In  tbe  United 
States. 


DAVID  K.  McLBAN. 

David  K.  McLean,  a  well  known  resident  of  Soda  Springs,  engaged  In  the  real 
estate  and  Insurance  business,  was  bom  In  Meadowvllle,  Rich  county,  Utah,  June  7, 
1874,  and  Is  a  son  of  Jtdin  and  Janet  (Moflet)  McLean,  nativea  of  Scotland.  Th9 
father  was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  ability  and  in  the  onirse  ot  his  active  life 
he  found  employment  at  no  less  thsn  seven  different  occupations,  these  being  civil 
engineer,  stationary  engineer,  carpenter,  pattern  maker,  cabinet  maker,  machinist 
and  draftsman,  and  he  worked  at  some  one  of  these  callings  as  circumstances  war- 
ranted. He  came  to  America  In  1866,  with  the  Intention  ^ofmaklng  a  trip  around^the 
world,  but  remained  here  end  worked  In  Chicago  for  two  years.  On  reaching  Utah  - 
he  found  employment  in  a  railroad  camp,  where  on  learning' that  he  had  Mormons 
tor  co-workers  he  slept  with  a  revolver  in  his  hand,  but  some  time  later  he  Joined 
the  Mormon  church  and  has  lived  In  Utah  ever  since.  He  resided  In  Salt  Lake  City 
until  1873,  when  he  removed  to  Meadowvllle.  Utah,  and  lived  there  until  tbe  winter 
of  1894.  In  the  latter  year  he  returned  to  Salt  X^ahe  City,  wbere  he  has  continued 
to  live  ever  since  In  retirement,  having  reached  the  advanced  a^ce  of  eighty-one 
years.    His  wife  died  In  December,  1914,  at  the  age  of  seventy  years. 

David  K.  McLean  was  reared  In  Meadowvllle,  ulah.  and  was  educated  at  that 
place  and  Salt  Lake  City,  finishing  hie  schooling  at  the  State  University  In  Salt  Lake 
City.  He  then  went  to  ranching,  operating  his  father's  ranch  In  Rich  county  tor 
ten  years.  He  served  one  and  one-half  terms  as  surveyor  of  Rich  county  and  taught 
school  at  night  during  two  winters.  He  then  went  to  Oregon  and  was  connected 
with  the  hotel  buelnesa  for  two  years,  at  the  end  Of  which  time,  In  1906,  he  cams 
to  Soda  Springs,  Idaho,  and  engaged  In  the  butcher  businesB  and  later  clerked  In 
a  general  merchandise  store,  remaining  thus  occupied  for  nine  years.  For  about 
two  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Saltattin  &  McLean  in  the  meat  business. 
Since  his  entrance  Into  the  real  estate  and  Insurance  business  he  has  made  rapid 
progress  and  is  now  handling  a  large  volume  of  business  In  these  lines,  his  popularity 
aa  a  citizen  helping  him  In  building  up  a  trade. 

On  January  S,  1908,  Mr.  McLean  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mary  Samborn,  and 
they  became  the  parents  of  two  children,  namely:  Eunice,  bom  December  19, 
1908;  and  D.  Hugh,  Who  was  bora  May  1,  1912,  and  died  August  1,   1914.     Hr. 
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McLean  was  created  bishop  ot  the  Church  of  JeBuB  CfarlBt  of  Latter-day  Salnta  at 
Soda  Sprii^B  In  January,  1917,  having  been  counselor  to  the  hlahop  from  1913 
to  1917.  In  the  winter  ol  1913-14  he  filled  a  mlBBlon  m  Detroit,  Michigan,  tor  his 
church.  When  Caribou  county  waa  created  In  February,  1919,  he  wBa  appointed 
county  commissioner  snd  took  office  In  the  folIowluK  March.  He  giveB  his  political 
Bupport  to  the  republican  party  but  haa  never  sought  political  preferment. 


FRANK  C.  GOODWIN. 

Frank  G.  Goodwin,  a  Bucceaslul  truck, and  fruit  farmer  roBldlng  seven  miles 
down  the  river  from  Boise,  was  born  In  Buckinghamshire,  England,  November  17, 
1873,  a  son  of  Daniel  J.  and  EliEabetb  (Craft)  Goodwin,  both  of  whom  are  still 
living  fn  England.  He  was  reared  on  his  father's  truck  and  seed  farm  and  there 
learned  the  rudiments  of  the  business  which  he  Is  carrying  on  so  successfully  In 
this  country.  While  tn  England  be  was  married,  but  left  hie  wife  and  two  children 
In  England  when  he  came  to  the  United  States  In  1907.  He  landed  In  Qnebec  and 
proceeded  at  once  to  Vancouver,  British  Columbia,  where  he  spent  six  months,  and  then 
removed  to  Seattle,  Washington,  where  he  lived  tor  one  winter,  being  engaged  in 
various  kinds  ot  work.  In  190S  he  came  to  Boise  and  has  resided  in  this  city  and 
vicinity  ever  since.  He  has  lived  oa  his  present  ranch  for  six.  years,  having  rented 
it  for  the  first  three  years.  There  la  no  better  place  In  Boise  county.  Mr.  Oo6dwla 
raises  large  quaDtltles  ot  every  variety  ot  vegetables  and  markets  them  In  Boise, 
using  a  motor  truck  for  traoBportatlon.  He  also  has  a  young  prune  orchard  of 
several  acres  that  bore  for  the  first  time  in  1920.  The  orchard  together  with  his 
truck  industry  and  berry  culture,  provide  so  much  wholesome  exercise  that  he  does 
not  have  to  play  golf  or  indulge  In  athletics  to  keep  himself  physically  flt. 

Mr.  Qoodwln  was  married  in  England,  August  18,  1899,  to  Miss  Frances 
McKinley,  and  in  1908,  she  and  their  two  children  Joined  him  in  America.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Goodwin  are  now  the  parents  of  three  children,  namely:  Frances  May,  bom 
December  2,  1901;  Marjorie,  whose  birth  occurred  August  14,  1904;  and  Kathleen, 
who  was  born  January  23,  1911.  The  two  oldest  daughters  attend  the  Bolie  high 
school. 

Mr.  Goodwin  Is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  church,  and  his  wife  is  as 
Episcopalian.  They  are  very  well  liked  Jn  their  community  and  Mr.  Goodwin  Is 
widely  known  as  an  excellent  truck  farmer.  He  has  always  endeavored  to  give 
bis  .customers  the  best  and  has  kept  his  pricas  fixed  at  a  reasonable  standard.  He 
has  thus  won  the  confidence  and  respect  of  those  with  whom  he  has  been  associated. 


CLARENCE   O.   SANDS. 

Clarence  O.  Sands,  now  deceased,  was  numbered  among  the  pioneer  ranchers 
of  Idaho,  having  at  an  earl;  day  cast  In  his  lot  with  those  who  were  planting  the 
seeds  ot  civilization  upon  the  weetern  frontier.  He  was  horn  in  Boone  county, 
Illlnoia,  March  14,  IS&O.  HIb  education  was  acquired  In  the  publla  schoola  of  hia 
native  stati^  and  in  his  youthful  days  he  assisted  his  father  upon  the  home  farm, 
being  thus  employed  until  he  attained  his  majority.  He  then  determined  to  try 
his  fortune  In  the  growing  weat  and  made  his  way  to  Park  City,  Utah.  There,  he 
worked  In  the  mines,  making  more  money  than  he  had  ever  dreamed  ot  making 
in  the  east.  He  soon  managed,  to  save  a  thousand  dollars  from  his  earnings,  acquir- 
ing this  sum  within  a  few  years'  time.  He  then  returned  to  Illlnoia  to  vlalt  bis 
parenta,  remaining  with  them  for  a  brief  period,  after  which  he  again  came  to 
the  west,  this  Ume  making  Idaho  his,  destination.  He  settled  on  the  Little  Lost 
river,  near  where  the  town  ot  Clyde  now  stands,  and  there  he  engaged  In  cattle 
raising  in  connection  with  hlB  two  brothers,  Ed  and  George,  following  the  business 
for  some  time.  Later  be  dissolved  his  partnership  with  bis  brothers,  Belling  his 
share  In  the  cattle  to  them,  after  which  he  made  h^  way  to  the  valley  ot  the  Little 
Lost  river.  This  was  about  1S78.  There  he  took  up  three  or  four  hundred  acres 
of  land  and  in  connection  with  his  cousin.  Perry  Asson,'  and  with  a  Mr.  Lyman  and 
a  Mr.  Wallace,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  .UUh,  he  again  engaged  in  cattle. raising,  running 
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a  very  large  outfit  for  twelve  or  thirteen  years.  Subsequently  r  long  and  severe 
winter  came  on  and  while  they  had  plenty  ot  hay,  the  snow  was  so  deep  that  they 
could  not  get  to  the  cattle  and  a  large  majority  of  them  were  frozen  to  death  hetore 
they  could  be  brought  in  close  enough  to  the  feed.  The  losses  which  they  suffered 
led  to  the  dlsorganlEatlon  of  the  cattle  company,  Mr.  Sands  selling  his  interest  to 
his  partners.  He  believed  that  be  would  do  better  In  the  Hagermaa  valley  and 
accordingly  took  up  the  ranch  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  upon  which  his  widow 
now  resides,  securing  this  as  a  homestead  In  1893.  He  also  bought  twenty  acres  of 
school  land  adjoining  his  ranch  and  turned  his  attention  to  the  raising  of  hay, 
melons  and  fruit.  He  developed  fine  orchards  and  In  the  fall  of  1904  he  al^  turned 
bU  attention  to  sheep  raising,  buying  about  twenty-two  hundred  head  of  sheep. 
In  the  spring  of  iSOG,  however,  Mr.  Sands  became  ill  with  spotted  fever  and  passed 
away  on  the  8th  of  May,  of  that  year. 

It  was  on  the  29th  of  December,  188S,  that  Mr.  Sands  was  nnlted  In  marriage 
to  Miss  Martha  A.  Cooper,  a  daughter  of  Vincent  and  Mary  (Miller)  Cooper  and  a 
native  of  Oxford.  Idaho.  Her  parents  were  farming  people  of  this  state.  The 
mother  passed  away  In  1S6S,  after  which  the  father  sold  his  ranch  and  later  engaged 
in  dealing  In  horses  for  a  number  of  years. '  He  snbBequently  removed  to  Oakley, 
Idaho,  where  be  engaged  In,  farming  for  a  time.  Later  be  settled  on  a  farm  near 
Albion,  Idaho,  giving  his  attention  to  general  agricultural  pursuits,  and  there  he 
remained  until  bis  death,  which  occnrred  In  the  fall  of  1S90.  Mrs.  Sands  is  still 
living  on  the  old  homestead,  where  she  has  worked  hard  since  the  death  of  ber 
hnsband  to  develop  further  and  Improve  the  property.  She  did  a  man's  work  while 
her  only  son  was  In  the  United  States  army  and  she  has  displayed  splendid  business 
ability  in  the  care  of  her  place.  She  now  owns  twenty  acres  more,  which  she  has 
recently  purchased,  and  she  has  converted  her  ranch  Into  one  of  Uie  excellent 
properties  of  the  district. 

To  Mr.  and  Hrs.  Sands  were  both  three  children:  Jesse  O.,  who  Is  now  at 
home  and  is  managing  the  ranch;  Florence,  the  wife  of  H.  Wlckland,  a  resident  of 
Oregon ;  and  Bessie,  also  at  home.  Mrs.  Sands  certainly  deserves  great  credit  for 
the  care  and  precision  with  which  she  has  carried  on  the  work  of  the  farm  since 
her  husband's  demise.  He  was  a  very  diligent  and  energetic  man,  prompted  by  a 
laudable  ambition  in  all  that  he  nndertook.  He  was  anxious  to  make  the  most  ef 
his  opportunities  in  providing  a  substantial  property  tor  his  family  and  had  be  been 
spared  would  doubtless  have  made  his  way  to  a  place  In  the  front  rank  of  Bh* 
representative  and  prosperous  stock  raisers  of  this  section  of  the  state.  He  passed 
through  all  the  hardships  of  the  pioneer  period  and  contributed  to  the  development 
of  the  district  in  which  he  lived.  All  who  knew  him  spoke  of  him  In  terms  of 
warm  regard  and  no  history  of  Gooding  couBty  would  be  complete  wlthoit  tromlneat 
reference  to  him  as  one  of  her  representative  and  honored  cltlsens. 


HON.  CURTIS  A.  BROWNING. 


Hon.  Cnrtts  A.  Browning  Is  identified  with  extensive  fanning  interests  as  the 
manager  of  the  estate  of  Nathaniel  Q.  Looney  near  Mohler.  PrevloiiB  to  taking  np 
this  task,  however,  he  was  actively  identified  with  banking  and  finds  in  It  a  most 
congenial  pursuit,  although  necessity  demands  bis  attention  along  other  lines  at  the 
present  time.  Moreover,  he  Is  active  in  connection  with  pnUle  affairs  of  the  state 
as  representative  from  Lewis  county  in  the  general  assembly.  He  came  to  Idaho  In 
191^  from  New  liexlco,  where  he  had  lived  for  six  years,  but  is  a  native  of  Pvniy, 
Barry  county,  Missouri,  where  he  was  born  August  22,  18SS,  the  only  son  of  James 
T.  and  Inec  (Ourley)  Browning,  who  now  reside  )n  Cambridge,  Idaho,  having  cone  to 
this  state  In  1911.  The  father  formerly  devoted  his  attention  to  merchandising  but 
is  now  following  the  occupation  of  farming.  While  living  in  Curry  county.  New  Mex- 
ico, he  filled  the  office  of  county  commissioner.  . 

Curtis  A.  Browning  was  reared  at  Purdy,  Missouri,  and  la  the  acQulrament  of  hit- 
education  passed  through  consecutive  grades  In  the  public  schools  until  graduated 
from  the  high  school  when  sixteen  years  of  age.  He  received  his  Initial  business 
training  id  bis  father's  general  store,  In  which  he  worked  at  various  periods  through- 
out hlB  youth.  On  leaving  MlBSOuri  he  went  to  New  Mexico  In  1906,  making  his  way-- 
direct  to  Melrose,  where  he  occupied  the  position  of  asBlstant  caShier  In  the  First  Na-' 
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tional  Bank  for  flv€  years.  Later  he  spent  more  thaa  a  year  at  Clovie,  New  Mexico, 
and  filled  the  office  of  county  treasurer  ot  Curry  county  through  appointment.  New 
Mexico  was  then  a  territory,  but  while  Mr.  BrownluK  was  in  offlce  the  state  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Union  and  by  reason  thereof  hie  term  as  county  treasurer  naturally  ex- 
pired. He  then  came  to  Idaho  and  has  since  resided  in  Lewis  county,  making  his 
.  home  upon  a  ranch  eight  miles  from  Nexperce  and  three  miles  from  Mohler.  This  ranch 
comprises  tour  hundred  and  eighty  acres  of  rich  and  productire  land  devoted  to  the 
raising  of  grain  and  bay.  He  makes  a  specialty  of  wheat,  oats  and  barley  and  has 
three  hundred  acrea  of  the  place  under  cultWatlon.  He  also  raises  Jersey  cattle  and  18 
conducting  a  profitable  dairy  business.  ThiS'ranch  le  the  old  Nathaniel  G.  Liooney  home- 
stead, formerly  the  property  of  his  father-in-law,  who  died  in  1914.  The  large  estate 
needed  a  manager  and  Mr.  Browning  seemed  the  only  one  qualilled  to  tafce  up  the 
work.  His  training  had  been  along  banking  lines,  but  he  readily  adapted  himself  to 
bis  new  duties  and  has  carefully  managed  and  directed  the  further  development  of  the 
ranch,  which  Is  proving  a  profitable  source  of  Income.  He  prefers  the  banking  busi- 
ness, however,  and  expects  soma  day  to  return  to  It. 

On  the  lOtb  ot  September,  1910,  Mr.  Browning  was  married  at  Melroae,  New  Mex- 
ico, to  Miss  Besflte  C.  Looney,  a  native  of  Oklahoma  and  a  daughter  of  Nathaniel  G. 
Looney,  who  was  one  ot  the  pioneers  of  the  Nez  Perce  Indian  reservation  in  Lowis 
county.  Passing  away  in  1911,  he  left  as  a  part  of  hie  estate  the  farm  which  Is  now 
occupied  by  his  daughter  and  her  buaband.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Browning  have  become 
parents  of  two  children:  Mary  BliBabeth,  born  March  3,  1912;  aod  Curtis  Robert, 
born  July  3,  1917. 

Mr.  Browning  greatly  enjoys  our  national  game  of  baseball  and  alt  manly  outdoor 
sports  and  also  derives  considerable  recreation  from  motoring.  He  Is  a  member  ot 
the  Baptist  church  and  a  Master  Mason — associations  which  Indicate  much  ot  tbe 
nature  of  his  Interests  and  the  rules  that  govern  his  conduct,  making  bim  a  man  wboat 
U>  know  is  to  reepect  and  honor.  In  politics  he  hae  always  been  a  republican  and  In 
the  fall  of  1918  was  elected  to  represent  his  district  in  tbe  general  assembly,  defeat- 
ing Ills  non-partisan  opponent  by  a  very  flattering  majority.  He  has  also  been  active 
in  Red  Cross  work  and  In  the  Liberty  Bond  campaigns  in  bis  district,  doing  everythftag 
to  promote  tbe  essential  war  measures  and  thus  hasten  the  day  ot  permanent  peace. 


FRANK  LA.NOEIR.       ' 

Frank  Langer  owns  and  occupies  a  randl  ot  lltty-two  acres  an  the  Boise  bench, 
three-qnartera  of  a  mile  northwest  ot  the  County  Hospital  ot  Ada  county.  Through  a 
period  of  twentT-seven  ynrs  he  has  lived  in  Idaho,  coming  to  this  state  across  the 
plains  in  a  covered  wagon  from  Nehrmska.  He  arrived  practlcallr  empty-handed  and 
his  present  financial  condition  is  the  direct  result  of  hts  Indefatigable  Indnstrr  and 
enterprise  through  the  Intervening  years. 

Mr.  Langer  was  bom  In  Austria,  PeVnurr  El,  1863,  and  oame  to  the  Untted  States 
in  1882,  when  nineteen  t^ars  of  age.  His  time  tor  sereral  fan  was  spent  In  differ- 
ent states.  For  a  brief  p«rlod  be  was  at  Baltimore,  Harylutd,  and  tor  a  short  time 
at  St.  Louis,  Mlssoari.  He  also  resided  tor  two  years  in  GrMne  county.  Illinois,  and 
for  eight  years  is  Nebraska,  and  In  1898  he  came  to  Idaho,  travtiing  across  the  coontry  . 
In  a  covered  wagon,  for  his  financial  condition  was  not  such  as  to  permit  of  other 
mode  of  travel  at  that  time.  He  was  accompanied  by  hts  wite  and  two  children,  and 
when  they  reached  Boise  their  cash  capital  consisted  ot  but  sevanty-flve  cents.  Mr. 
Langer  was  rich,  bowever.  In  energy  and  determination  aod  he  at  once  began  providing 
tor  his  family  by  picking  prunes  and  apples  in  ap  orchard  that  stood  within  the  pres- 
ent city  limits,  -working  for  one  dollar  per  day.  For  two  years  he  was  employed  at 
wages  In  and  near  Boise  and  In  1S96  he  purchased  forty  acres  ot  land  upon  which  he 
now  makes  his  home.  There  were  no  buildings  on  the  tract  at  that  time,  but  It  was 
partially  cleared  of  Its  sagebmsb.  He  made  arrangements  to  purchase  the  property 
at  fifty  dollars  per  acre  and  was  to  be  allowed  eight  years'  time  to  complete  tbe  payment. 
So  energetically  did  he  work  that  he  was. enabled  to  clear  off  his  Indebtedness  in  four 
years'  time,  bowever.  Por  several  years  be  lived  In  a  little  rude  cabin  but  now  has 
a  well  Improved  ranch  pro[>erty  ot  fifty-two  acres  with  good  buildings,  fine  orchards  and 
other  modern  equipment     In  1908  he  purchased  twelve  acres  adjoining,  tor  which  he 
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paid  two  bandred  dollars  per  acre.  Among  the  horticultural  features  ol  hla  place  li 
a  ten-acre  prune  orchard,  which  le  six  yeara  old  and  is  now  coming  into  full  bearing. 
While  in  Nebraska,  Mr.  Langer  waa  married  June  E,  1892,  to  Mlsa  Bertba  Miller,  who 
was  bom  In  Ohio  but  was  reared  In  Kansas.  They  have  five  liylng  children  and  lost 
.four  in  intancy.  Those  who  survive  are  Joseph  N.,  Chester  P.,  Julia  L.,  MetU  M.  and 
LItha.  The  eldest  son,  now  twenty-elx  years  of  age,  served  In  the  World  war,  spending 
seventeen  months  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Force  In  France,  having  volun- 
teered as  a  member  of  the  army.  He  Is  married  and  resides  in  Seattle,  Washington. 
Chester  F.,  twenty  years  of  age.  and  Julia  !>.,  aged  eighteen,  are  at  home.  Hetta  M., 
seventeen  years  of  age.  Is  a  member  of  the  senior  class  in  the  Boise  high  school,  and 
Litha,  eleven  years  of  age  Is  attending  the  Cole  school. 

Mr.  Langer  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Methodist  church,  although  the 
religious  faith  of  his  torefathera  was  that  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church.  Mr.  Langer 
belongs  to  the  Woodmen  of  the  World.  Though  bom  In  Austria,  he  Is  proud  of  the 
fact  that  he  can  claim  American  cltlsensblp  and  Is  a  most  loyal  supporter  of  his  adopted 
land,  where  he  baa  found  the  opportunities  tor  advancement  and  the  chance  of  rearing 
bis  family  under  favorable  conditions,  unhampered  by  the  militarism  of  his  native 
country. 


JAMES  M.  HORSLET. 


James  H.  Horsley,  agent  for  several  lines  of  automobiles  and  a  prominent  and 
popular  resident  of  Soda  Springs,  Is  a  native  of  Utah,  bom  in  Provo  City.  Pebruary 
6,  1866,  'and  is  a  son  of  Herbert  and  S&rah  (Edghlll)  Horsley,  natlvea  of  England, 
who  came  to  America  in  their  early  years!  The  father  had  a  somewhat  adventurous 
career,  leading  England  at  the  age  o{  twelve  years  and  working  bis  passage  acrosa 
the  Atlantic  to  the  United  States  In  1S62.  For  a  year  or  so  he  worked  In  Louisiana 
and  Various  other  places  at  «uch  occupation  as  his  hands  could  And  to  do,  and  later 
removed  to  Utah,  settling  In  Salt  Lake  City,  where  he  found  employment  at  dif- 
ferent occupations.  Later  be  removed  to  Provo,  Utah,  where  he  resided  for  a 
short  time,  when  he  was  called  by  Brigbam  Toung  to  take  up  his  residence  in 
Cache  Valley,  and  he  settled  In  Providence,  where  he  continued  to  reside  until  after 
the  birth  of  three  of  his  children.  He  then  removed  to  Paris,  Bear  Lake  county, 
Idaho,  being  sent  to  that  point  by  Brigham  Young,  anf  he  resided  there  for  several 
years.  Still  later  he  was  again  called  on  to  make  another  move,  this  time  his 
destination  being  Soda  Springs,  to  which  place  be  came  In  1871.  Here  Brigham 
Toung  set  up  a  summer-house  and  Mr.  Horsley  worked  for  him,  hauling  the  logs 
by  ox  team  for  the  erection  of  the  house.  When  the  ZIon  Cooperative  Mercantile 
Institution  of  Salt  Lrftke  City  opened  a  store  at  Soda  Springs,  Mr.  Horsley  waa  em- 
ployed as  a  clerk  under- the  management  of  Oeorge  Knowlton  and  later  became 
manager  of  the  store.  A  few  years  later  he  bought  the  stock  and  building  and  con- 
ducted a  general  merchandise  businees  until  the  fall  of  1919,  when  he  sold  out  and 
returned  to  Salt  Lake  City,  where  he  now  resides.  He  bought,  and  sold  considerable 
land,  at  one  time  being  the  owner  of  twelve  hundred  acres  In  Soda  Springs.  He 
filled  two  mlsBlons  to  England  on  behalf  of  the  Mormon  church,  the  first  one  ex- 

.  tending  over  two  years,  and  returning  In  1897.  His  second  mission  was  In  190G. 
His  wife  died  In  August,  ISn. 

James  M,  Horsley  was. reared  and  educated  at  Soda  Springs,,  remaining  with 
hla  parents  until  he  bad  reached  his.  majority.  He  earned  a  livelihood  at  that  time 
by  working  at  dlKerent  occupations,  doing  contracting  work  among  his  other  activi- 
ties.    He  also  sheared  sheep  for  a  time  and  later  engaged  in  tbe  sheep  business  on 

'  his  own  account  but  did  not  meet  with  success  In  that  line.  Later  be  purchased 
the  electric  tight  plant  at  Soda  Springe  and  continued  to  operate  It  until  1914.  when 
he  sold  It  to  the  city  authorities. 

It  was  In  the  fall  of  1914  that  Mr.  Horsley  embarked  In  the  automobile  bust- 
nesa  and  Aected  a  fine  garage,  fifty  by  one  hundred  and  nine  Teet,  each  year  show- 
ing Increasing  results  from  his  judicious  management.  Since  starting  in  this  industry, 
he  has  handled  several  makes  of  cars,  notably  those  which  are  most  prominent  In 
the  trade,  and  be  enjoys  a  large  patronage.  Me  has  also  bought  add  sold  residence 
property,  building  the  houses  himself,  and  his  last  venture  In  this  direction  waa  one 
of  the  most  modem  brick  buildings  In  the  city.    He  also  owns  farm  land  here. 
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On  Jnly  9,  1886,  Mr.  Horsley  married  Matilda  Jensen,  6nd  they  have  adopted  a 
boy.  Newel  J.,  now  aged  twenty-two.  who  married  Sylvia  Raamuaaen,  and  they  are 
>tbe  parents  of  one  child.  Mr.  Horaley  has  served  hie  community  as  Justice  of  the 
peace;  as  city  clerk  and  a  member  ot  the  city  council  for  four  years.  Id  October, 
1898,  he  went  to  England  on  a  mission  for  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  ot  Latter-day 
Saints,  the  time  occupied  being  over  two  ywrs.  He  was  Sunday  school  superintendent 
of  Bannock  stake  for  six  years  and  superintendent  of  Idaho  stake  for  four  years. 
Politically  he  gives  his  support  to  the  republican  party  and  has  ever  been  active  In 
all  matters  which  concern  the  welfve  of  that  party.  H«  likewise  gives  of  his  time 
and  ability  to  all  proJecU  intended  to  advance  the  commercial  and  social  status  of 
bis  adopted  city. 


QEX)RGE  W.   CONTERS. 

Qeorge  W.  Conyers,  now  living  retired  at  Hagerman,  Qooding  county,  baa  been 
a  resident  of  Idaho  since  about  18S1.  He  arrived  in  this  state  when  a  young  man 
of  twenty-two  years  and  for  an  extended  period  was  Identified  with  ranching  Interests, 
whereby  he  won  the  substantial  competence  that  now  enables  him  to  live  retired. 
He  was  bom  In  the  northwestern  part  of  Iowa,  February  27,  1869,  and  is  a  son  ot 
John  and  Priscilla  (Akes)  Conyers.  His  father  followed  farming  in  Iowa,  to  which 
state  be  removed  from  Tennessee  when  quite  young,  being  a  native  of  Tennessee. 
His  wife  was  bom  in  Kentucky  and  thus  both  represented  old  southern  families. 
Hr.  Conyers  continued  to  engage  in  farming  in  Iowa  for  thirty  or  forty  years,  care- 
fully tilling  the  soil  and  bringing  his  place  under  a  high  state  of  cultivation.  At 
length  he  retired  from  active  business  lite  and  paid  a  visit  to  his  eon  in  Idaho,  after 
which  he  returned  to  Iowa,  where  his  death  occurred  In  the  fall  of  19D2,  when  he 
had  reached  the  age  ot  elghty-alK  years  and  thirty  days.  The  mother  passed  away 
in  Jowa  in  1912  and  was  also  eighty-six  years  ot  age  at  the  time  of  her  demise. 

George  W.  Conyers  pursued  bla  education  In  the  public  schools  ot  Ms  native 
state,  dividing  his  time  between  the  duties  of  the  schoolroom,  the  pleasures  of  the 
playground  and  the  work  of  the  home  farm.  He  continued  to  assist  his  father  In 
cultivating  -the  fields  until  he  reached  the  age  of  twenty-two  years,  when  he  deter- 
'mined  to  try  his  fortune  in  the  northwest  and  made  his  way  to  Idaho,  where  be 
secured  a  preemption  claim  ot  one  hundred  and  alzty  acres  near  Almo,  in  Cassia 
.  county.  There  he  lived  tor  five  years  and  then  sold  the  property,  removing  to 
Malta,  where  he  took  up  a  small  tract  of  land  and  resided  thereon  for  another 
period  .of  five  years.  He  then  made  a  second  removal,  becoming  a  resident  of  what 
was  at  one  time  Lincoln  county  but  la  now  Gooding  county.  He  first  took  up  two 
placer  mining  claims,  which  be  held  for  a  few  yeara,  after  which  he  abandoned  mining 
and  filed  on  his  present  ranch  ot  aixty-two  acrea,  which  be  developed  and  Improved, 
converting  It  into  an  excellent  property.  He  bad  a  fine  orchard  ot  two  acres  and 
much  ot  hla  land  was  devoted  to  the  ralstng  of  alfalfa,  with  also  considerable  pasture 
land  and  timber  land.  In  October,  1918,  he  disposed  of  that  property  and  la  now 
making  his  home  at  Hagerman,  enjoying  a  rest  which  he  has  truly  earned  and  richly 
deserves. 

On  the  26th  ot  December,  1878,  Mr.  Conyers  was  married  to  Miss  Marian  Durfee, 
a  daughter  ot  Jamea  Madison  and  Mallnda  (Butts)  Durfee  and  a  native  of  Monroe 
county,  Iowa,  where  her  father  followed  farming  until  18S8  and  then  came  with 
his  family  to  Idaho,  bomeateading  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  ot  land  near  Almo, 
in  Caaela  countyi  after  which  he  carried  on  general  farming  for  about  fifteen  years. 
He  then  removed  to  Hagerman,  securing  a  small  ranch  near  Thousand  Springs  and 
remained  thereon  until  his  death  in  1906.  Hta  widow  survives  and  tor  a  time 
lived  with  her  son,  Jamea  Durfee,  In  Almo  and  now  makes  her  home  with  her 
daughter,  enjoying  good  health  at  the  age  ot  seventy-nine  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Cony^ra  have  become  parents  of  seven  children:  Susie  M.,  John  Madison,  Tina  P., 
Myrtle,  Leon  Roy,  Nathan  H.  and  Walter  Dewey.  The  religious  faith  of  the  family 
is  tbat  ot  the  Cbnrch  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  Mr.  Conyers  deserves 
much  credit  tor  what  he  has  accomplished  in  a  business  way,  aa  he  started  out  in 
life  with  limited  capital.  He  had  little  to  assist  him  wben  be  came  to  Idaho,  but 
steadily  he  has  worked  bis  way  upward  and  bis  persistency  and  energy  have  con- 
stituted the  broad  foundation  on  which  he  has  built  his  prosperity. 
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
